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Please  assure  the  Board  that  the  Northern  California  representatives 
here  are  determined  to  fight  this  decision  to  the  bitter  end  and  that  not 
a  stone  will  be  left  unturned  in  our  struggle  for  what  we  believe  to  be 
justice  and  fair  play. 

The  Committee  on  Naval  Affairs  has  decided  not  to  hold  any  hearings 
on  this  matter  until  after  the  International  Conference  on  Naval  Limi- 
tation, which  is  about  to  take  place  in  London.  That  means  that  these 
hearings  will  not  be  held  until  some  time  next  spring.  Such  delay  is  in 
our  favor  because  Admiral  Moffett,  who  was  chairman  of  the  board  of 
experts  that  investigated  the  proposed  sites,  will  have  returned  from 
the  London  conference.     He  will  be  our  best  witness  at  the  hearings.

Opinion  of  City  Attorney  on  Right  of  Board  of  Supervisors  to  Make 
Cost  of  Third  Street  Bridge  a  Charge  on  Surrounding  Property. 

The  following  was  read  by  the  Clerk: 

December  26,  1929. 

Dear  Sirs:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  as  to  the  legality  of  a 
plan  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Third  street  bridge  which  would 
provide  for  the  defraying  of  the  cost  thereof,  or  a  part  of  the  cost  there- 
of, by  the  assessment  of  property  adjacent  to  the  bridge  and  the  chan- 
nel over  which  it  is  constructed. 

Opinion. 

Bridges  over  streams,  whether  navigable  or  unnavigable,  are  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  highways  of  which  they  are  the  connecting 
link,  and  usually  the  same  rules  apply  to  the  construction  of  the  bridge 
as  govern  the  construction  of  the  highway. 

Section  2  of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California, 
entitled  an  act  "To  provide  for  work  to  be  done  on  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys,  etc.,"  approved  March  18,  1885,  and  amended  from  time  to  time, 
and   which  act   is  commonly   known  as  the   "Vrooman  Act,"  provides 
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for  the  construction  of  bridges  as  a  part  of  street  improvement  work 
where  such  construction  is  necessary.  The  same  section  provides  that 
the  cost  of  any  work  done  pursuant  to  the  provision  of  the  act  may 
be  made  a  charge  against  a  district. 

In  the  case  of  Bailey  v.  The  City  of  Hermosa  Beach,  183  Cal.  757,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  this  State  upheld  the  right  of  a  municipality  to  con- 
struct a  bridge  under  the  provisions  of  the  Vrooman  Act,  as  long  as 
such  bridges  were  for  street  purposes.  In  the  same  case  the  Supreme 
Court  has  also  sustained  the  right  of  the  legislative  body  of  a  city  to 
make  the  cost  of  the  bridge  a  charge  upon  a  district,  provided  that  all 
of  the  property  within  the  district  is  benefited  by  the  improvement. 

You  are,  therefore,  advised  that  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should 
determine  that  the  construction  of  the  Third  street  bridge  will  be  a 
benefit  to  any  particular  district,  that  the  Board  has  the  right  to 
establish  such  a  district  and  make  the  cost  of  the  bridge,  or  any  part 
thereof,  a  charge  against  all  of  the  property  within  the  district. 

Your  attention  is,  however,  called  to  the  federal  law,  which  requires 
the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Chief  of  Engineers  of 
the  War  Department,  or  of  Congress  itself,  before  any  bridge  can  be 
constructed  over  navigable  waters.

Excessive  Switching  Charges. 

The  following,  presented  by  Supervisor  Todd  at  last  meeting  and 
inadvertently  omitted  from  the  Journal,  is  here  inserted  as  a  matter 
of  record: 

The  State  Board  of  Harbor  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  California 
filed  with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  State  Belt  Railroad 
Tariff  No.  2,  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  No.  2  on  September  30. 
1929,  effective  November  1,  1929,  Item  45  increasing  switching  charges 
from  $3.50  per  car  to  $4.50  per  car,  and  also  increasing  car  rental 
charges  from  $5  per  car  to  $6  per  car  in  Item  125  of  the  same  tariff. 

Tariffs  were  not  distributed  by  the  Harbor  Commission  until  after 
effective  date  and  actual  collection  of  the  switching  did  not  com- 
mence until  November  26,  1929,  although  switching  charges  will  be 
retroactive  to  the  effective  date  of  November  1,  1929. 

The  terminal  railroad  lines  absorb  $3.50  per  car  in  San  Francisco 
on  shipments  moving  to  and  from  their  lines  for  a  line  haul,  but  they 
refuse  to  increase  this  absorption  to  cover  the  increased  switching 
assessed  by  the  Belt  Railroad.  The  terminal  switching  charges  in 
Oakland  are  absorbed  by  the  terminal  railroads. 

As  the  matter  now  stands  it  costs  the  shippers  of  goods  through 
the  San  Francisco  docks  $1  per  car  more  than  shipments  going  through 
the  East  Bay  docks,  and  it  also  costs  the  San  Francisco  industries 
located  on  the  State  Belt  Railroad  $1  per  car  more  for  both  their 
inbound  and  outbound  cars  where  moving  to  and  from  the  wharves 
or  to  and  from  the  connecting  terminal  railroad  line  than  an  industry 
located  in  the  East  Bay. 

Although  protest  has  been  made  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  the  Harbor  Board  no  action  has  been  taken  and  the  charge 
remains  in  effect  today. 

Switching  charges  from  connecting  terminal  lines  to  San  Francisco 
wharves  by  the  State  Belt  Railroad.  $4.50  per  car. 

Absorbed  by  terminal  railroads,  $3.50  per  car. 

Cost  to  shipper,  $1. 

Switching  charges  from  connecting  line  in  Oakland  to  wharves  by 
railroads  serving  wharves,  $2.70  per  car. 

Absorbed  by  railroad  receiving  line  haul,  $2.70  per  car. 

Cost  to  shipper,  nothing. 
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Switching  charges  for  industry  located  on  State  Belt  Railroad  in 
San  Francisco  between  industry  and  wharf,  $4-50  per  car. 

Plus  car  rental,  $6  per  car. 

Total  cost  to  industry,  $10.50  per  car. 

(Cost  before  increase,  $8.50  per  car.) 

Switching  charges  for  industry  located  in  East  Bay  for  a  comparative 
distance  from  wharves.  Switching  charge  between  industry  and  wharf, 
34  cents  per  ton,  minimum  $7.20  per  car. 

No  car  rental— total  cost  to  industry,  $7.20  per  car. 

For  longer  distances  the  charge  increases  to  45  cents  per  ton,  mini- 
mum $11  per  car.

Bill  No.  9165,  Ordinance  No. (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Ordering  the  performance  of  certain  street  work  to  be  done  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  approving  and  adopting  specifica- 
tions therefor. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  in  written  communication 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  May 
7,  1929,  having  recommended  the  ordering  of  the  following  street 
work,  the  same  is  hereby  ordered  to  be  done  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Street 
Improvement  Ordinance  of  1918  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, said  work  to  be  performed  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works,  and  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  specifications 
prepared  therefor  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  on  file  in  its 
office,  which  said  plans  and  specifications  are  hereby  approved  and 
adopted. 

That  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Part 
II  of  the  said  Street  Improvement  Ordinance  of  1918  of  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  does  hereby  determine  and  declare  that 
the  assessment  to  be  imposed  for  the  said  contemplated  improve- 
ments, respectively,  may  l>e  paid  in  ten  installments;  that  the 
period  of  time  after  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  first  installment 
when  each  of  the  succeeding  installments  must  be  paid  is  to  be  one 
year  from  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  preceding  installment, 
and  that  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged  on  all  deferred  payments 
shall  be  seven  per  centum  per  annum. 

The  improvement  of  Kirkham  street  between  the  westerly  line  of 
Sixteenth  avenue  as  produced  southerly  from  the  northwesterly  corner 
of  Sixteenth  avenue  and  Kirkham  street  and  the  easterly  line  of  Sev- 
enteenth avenue,  by  the  construction  of  concrete  curbs;  by  the  con- 
struction of  a  12-inch  ironstone  pii)e  sewer  with  accompanying  Y 
branches  and   side   sewers;    and   by   the   construction   of   an   asphaltic 
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concrete  pavement,  consisting  of  a  G-inch   concrete  foundation   and   a 
lV2-inch  asphaltic  concrete  wearing  surface,  on  the  roadway  thereof. 
Section  2.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Report  of   Finance   Committee  on  Financial   Condition  for   First   Half 

of  1929-1930. 

The  following  was  presented,  read  by  the  Clerk  and  ordered  filed-: 

January  4,  1930. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Gentlemen:  Your  Finance  Committee  is  happy  to  report  that,  at 
the  expiration  of  the  first  half  of  the  fiscal  year  1929-1930,  a  careful 
trial  balance  of  all  of  the  municipal  funds  shows  that  the  financial 
affairs  of  our  city  are  in  excellent  condition.  Based  upon  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  half-year  which  has  just  ended  and  making  proper  allow- 
ances for  all  future  expenditures  which  were  contemplated  at  the  time 
your  Honorable  Board  adopted  the  Budget  and  Tax  Rate  Ordinances, 
the  bookkeeper  for  the  Board  estimates  a  possible  surplus  in  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Your  Finance  Committee  is  convinced  that  the  estimates  upon  which 
this  report  is  based  are  conservative  and  that,  in  the  absence  of  any 
necessity  for  large  emergency  expenditures  which  cannot  be  foreseen 
at  this  time,  the  condition  of  the  city's  books  at  the  end  of  the  next 
six  months  may  be  even  more  favorable  than  we  would  undertake  now 
to  predict. 

Our  report  is  predicated  upon  estimates  obtained  from  the  account- 
ing departments  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Board  of  Health 
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of  the  amounts  of  the  annual  operating  deficits  which  are  usually  in- 
curred in  those  two  departments.  These  departmental  deficits,  which 
cannot  be  accurately  estimated  at  the  time  of  making  the  Budget  and 
which  are  invariably  due  to  emergency  requirements  for  sick  relief 
and  special  construction  work,  will  be  more  than  offset  by  surpluses 
which  have  accrued  and  are  estimated  to  accrue  in  the  other  public 
funds. 

The  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund,  which  is  raised  by  special  tax 
levy  under  the  State  law,  has  in  recent  years,  in  accordance  with  a 
policy  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Board,  been  budgeted  and  expended 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Welfare  Committee,  and  a 
special  report  on  the  condition  of  that  fund  will  be  rendered  to  the 
Board  by  the  members  of  that  Committee. 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  our  public  streets  having  been 
financed  almost  exclusively  out  of  the  Good  Roads  Fund  during  the 
present  fiscal  year,  and  the  allocations  and  expenditures  of  that  fund 
have  been  delegated  to  the  Streets  Committee  by  your  Honorable  Board, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee.  A  special  report 
on  street  construction  and  maintenance  will  be  rendered  to  the  Board 
by  the  Streets  Committee. 

Four  years  ago,  when  the  members  of  the  present  Finance  Com- 
mittee took  office,  your  Honorable  Board  found  itself  confronted  with 
a  deficit  of  .$1,400,000  in  the  General  Fund  as  budgeted  by  the  former 
Finance  Committee  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  and  was  obliged  to 
make  retrenchments  to  that  amount  before  the  fiscal  year  expired. 
At  that  time  the  tax  rate  was  $4.13.  Today  it  is  $3.91.  We  take 
especial  pride  in  being  able  to  turn  over  the  funds  of  the  City  and 
County  to  the  new  Board  of  Supervisors  with  the  assurance  that, 
barring  extraordinary  and  unavoidable  demands  upon  the  City  Treasury 
in  the  next  six  months,  no  deficit  will  occur  in  this  fiscal  year.

Report    of    the    Streets    Committee    on    Street    and    Boulevard    Work, 

1928-1929. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  promise  made  upon  taking  office, 
and  in  the  belief  that  citizens  and  taxpayers  are  entitled  to  and  would 
welcome  this  information,  your  Streets  Committee  herewith  submits 
a  report  of  its  actions  and  recommendations  for  the  past  twenty-three 
months  of  its  existence. 

Your  Committee  has  made  an  effort  to  reconstruct,  resurface  and 
repair  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  in  the  order  of  their  importance 
and  of  priority  of  petition.  It  has  tried  to  keep  as  much  work  as 
possible  going,  to  relieve  unemployment. 

There  is  offered  for  your  consideration  the  following: 

(1)  Detail  of  work  done,  number  of  men  employed,  costs  and  mile- 
age, out  of  County  Road  Fund  (State  Gas  Tax  Fund)  and  the  Boule- 
vard Bond  Fund. 

(2)  A  survey  of  work  proposed  and  tentative  costs. 

Work  performed  by  and  under  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Engi- 
neering Department  totaled  one  million  and  eighty-three  thousand 
($1,083,000)  dollars,  allocated  exclusively  from  the  Good  Roads  Fund 
(State  Gas  Tax).  The  policy  of  relieving  the  Budget  has  resulted  in  a 
saving  in  the  tax  rate  for  the  two  years  of  over  seventeen  ($.17)  cents. 

There  also  was  inaugurated  a  new  policy  in  street  and  road  con- 
struction by  which  we  recommended  sufficient  funds  for  installation  of 
traffic  signal  ducts,  larger  water  mains,  ducts  for  light  cables,  the 
cable  itself  and  for  light  standards.  The  purpose  of  this  policy  was  to 
avoid  the  opening  of  new  streets  and  roads  after  installation.

We  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  following  for  your  consideration  and 
approval: 

(1)  The  construction  of  a  major  highway  along  Army  street  from 
San  Bruno  avenue  to  San  Jose  avenue,  same  to  be  one  hundred  feet 
in  width. 

(2)  That  the  policy  of  assisting  property  owners  in  outlying  dis- 
tricts, i.  e.,  by  City  contribution,  be  continued  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Streets  Committee  and  the  Board. 

(3)  That  the  boulevard  program  be  rushed  to  completion,  to  redeem 
our  promises  to  the  people,  and  to  provide  work  for  the  unemployed. 

(4)  That  the  Streets  Committee,  the  Industrial  Development  Com- 
mittee and  your  Board  continue  to  give  every  cooperation  toward  con- 
struction of  a  new  bridge  at  Third  and  Channel  streets.  We  deem  the 
construction  of  this  bridge  vital  to  our  future  industrial  growth.

Another  policy  inaugurated  and  permitted  by  your  Board  has  been 
assistance  to  many  worthy  projects  in  outlying  districts  by  contributing 
a  part  of  the  cost  where  property  owners  were  unable  to  bear  the  full 
value  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement.  In  this  way,  in  the  poorer  dis- 
tricts, thousands  of  property  owners  were  encouraged  to  do  work  which 
would  have  had  to  wait  for  more  prosperous  conditions.

MESSAGE    OF    HIS    HONOR    MAYOR    ROLPH. 

January  6,  1930. 

Whereupon,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  read  the  following  message,  which 
was  ordered  spread  in  the  Journal: 

To   the   Honorable   Board   of   Supervisors   of   the   City   and   County   of 
San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen  and  My  Fellow  Citizens:  The  Charter  of  our  City  and 
County  under  which  we  officially  act  provides  two-year  periods  for 
changes  in  the  personnel  of  its  legislative  body,  your  Honorable  Board, 
and  I  offer  good  wishes  to  the  six  members  who  are  retiring  from 
the  Board  to  devote  themselves  to  their  private  affairs,  and  cordially 
greet  the  six  new  incoming  members,  whom  the  people  have  honored, 
and  with  the  confidence  that  they  as  Supervisors  wull  prove  exceed- 
ingly useful,  optimistic  members  of  the  Board,  for  the  advancement  of 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  with  the  hope  that  they  will  enjoy 
their  public   service. 

As  Mayor,  and,  I  am  sure,  speaking  for  the  entire  Board  of  Super- 
visors, I  wish  good  health  and  success  to  Messrs.  Cornelius  J.  Deasy, 
Milo  F.  Kent,  Milton  Marks,  Charles  J.  Powers,  Walter  J.  Schmidt 
and  Charles  F.  Todd,  who  leave  the  Board  today. 

In  the  same  spirit  I  welcome  Supervisors  Angelo  J.  Rossi,  James  E. 
Power,  Jefferson  E.  Peyser,  Carl  W.  Miles,  E.  J.  Spaulding  and  Victor 
J.  Canepa,  our  new  members,  and  congratulate  Supervisors  Franck  R. 
Havenner,  VvMlliam  P.  Stanton  and  James  B.  McSheehy  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  their  stewardship  of  the  past  by  our  fellow  citizens  who 
voted  to  continue  them  in  office. 

I  take  pleasure  in  advising  you  that  I  have  reappointed  Doctor 
Thomas  E.  Shumate  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners;  Mr.  Law- 
rence Arnstein,  Jr.,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health;  Mr.  M.  Earl 
Cummings  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners;  Mr.  Frederick  W. 
Meyer  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  Mr.  P.  W.  Meherin  to  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners;  all  of  whose  terms  expired  and  their  faithful 
services  justified  recognition  in  reappointment.  Mr.  Timothy  A.  Rear- 
don  has  been  reelected  to  the  presidency  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  past  two  years  have  seen  San  Francisco  make  very  important 
progress  in  its  municipal  affairs.  The  consolidation  of  our  water  sup- 
ply system  and  the  construction  of  great  traffic  arteries  have  brought 
the  utmost  satisfaction  to  both  public  officials  and  to  the  whole  people. 

The  sale  of  bonds  recently  made  for  the  purchase  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  System  concludes  years  of  effort  exerted  by  the  forward- 
looking  men  and  women  of  the  City  to  acquire  the  system  for  the 
City's  good,  and  takes  from  the  political  arena  a  question  which  has 
been  used  to  agitate  and  confuse  the  people's  minds  for  the  past  half 
century.  It  now  belongs  to  the  City  and  we  should  be  thankful  to 
have  it.     It  will  grow  in  value  and  useful  necessity  as  the  City  grows. 

The  combined  Spring  Valley  and  Hetch  Hetchy  water  systems  will 
give  San  Francisco  the  finest  water  supply  of  any  city  in  the  United 
States.  The  City  will  now  own  locally  63,000  acres  of  land  tributary 
to  our  distributing  reservoirs,  the  largest  and  most  beautiful  park  sys- 
tem in  the  world,  and  a  Congressional  grant  catchment  basin  of  420,000 
acres  in  the  high  Sierras,  and  own  dams,  tunnels  and  huge  pipes  to 
transport  and  store  these  priceless  waters,  for  a  population  in  excess 
of  ten  millions  of  people. 

The  City  Engineer  advises  me  that  water  on  the  Skyline  boulevard 
will   be   obtainable   when   Hetch   Hetchy   mountain   water   reaches   the 
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Peninsula  reservoirs  of  our  water  system  within  three  years'  time. 
The  coast  towns  are  short  of  water,  and  the  whole  territory  of  beau- 
tiful San  Mateo  County  can  be  served.  Santa  Clara  County  can  also 
be  served.  Water  districts  are  now  being  formed  in  both  counties, 
under  lawful  acts. 

I  thank  Mr.  Amadeo  P.  Giannini  and  the  officials  of  the  Bank  of 
Italy  for  their  public-spirited  solution  of  the  problem  by  purchasing  our 
Spring  Valley  bonds  of  forty-one  million  dollars  at  4V2  per  cent  per 
annum  at  this  time,  thus  enabling  the  City  to  immediately  enter  into 
the  profitable  and  highly  advisable  public  business  of  operating  its  own 
water  supply  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. 

The  water  problem  has  been  the  major  project  before  the  people  for 
nearly  half  a  century  and  has  been  beset  during  all  that  time  by  the 
tactics  of  politicians,  obstructionists,  theorists,  and  pessimists.  Its 
solution  is  cause  for  general  rejoicing.  Rapid  completion  of  our  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  supply  is  imperative,  and  I  bespeak  the  heartiest  coop- 
eration of  your  Board  with  the  members  of  our  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  our  distinguished  City  Engineer,  M.  M.  O'Shaughnessy.  who  has 
done  his  work  fearlessly,  ably,  thoroughly,  competently,  satisfactorily, 
with  prudent  economy  under  great  unforeseen  handicaps  at  times  and 
with  the  honest  expenditure  of  the  people's  money. 

Our  Charter,  as  I  have  repeatedly  pointed  out,  commits  our  City  to 
public  ownership  of  public  utilities. 

Municij)al  Raihoriys. 

Very  successfully  San  Francisco  has  acquired  by  purchase,  built 
and  operated  its  municipal  railway  system,  which  is  a  conspicuous 
example  of  successful  municipal  effort.  We  now  have  only,  in  round 
numbers,  $2,800,000  bonds  outstanding  to  redeem  on  our  railway  prop- 
erties, which  the  balance  sheet  shows  represents  a  total  investment 
of  over  $9,700,000.  The  track  and  equipment  are  of  the  best  type  and 
the  people  take  pride  in  the  administration  of  the  lines.  The  platform 
men  are  courteous  and  attentive.  The  lines  have  carried  progress  and 
success  to  the  beautiful  Marina,  Twin  Peaks,  Parkside,  Sunset,  Rich- 
mond, North  Beach,  Mission  and  Ocean  Beach  districts  and  other  sec- 
tions which  they  serve,  and  all  on  a  five-cent  fare,  which  should  be 
maintained.  We  must  provide  tran.sportation  for  everybody  who  wants 
to  ride  to  all  sections  of  the  city. 

We  are  confronted  with  a  railway  problem  of  first  importance.  Sev- 
eral franchises  of  the  Market  Street  Railway  Company,  granted  to 
them  by  the  City  fifty  years  ago,  have  expired.  After  careful  study, 
a  most  comprehensive  report  on  transportation  has  been  made  under 
direction  of  our  City  Engineer.  I  respectfully  urge  your  Honorable 
Board  to  give  prompt,  serious  attention  to  reaching  a  valuation  of  the 
Market  Street  Company's  properties  that  will  permit  the  carrying  out 
of  the  Charter  declaration  for  municipal  ownership  of  our  public  util- 
ities under  conditions  that  will  justify  the  unification  of  street-car 
transportation  in  the  hands  of  the  City  and  that  the  subject  be  ap- 
proached with  a  desire  to  acquire  a  system  at  a  price  fair  to  the  com- 
pany and  fair  to  the  City.  Both  systems,  for  the  benefit  of  the  City, 
must  be  owned  by  the  City. 

Other  problems  of  the  past  have  been  solved  by  the  thoughtful  and 
well-considered  action  of  our  municipal  authorities,  and  I  trust  that 
our  street-railway  unification  problem  may  be  behind  us  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

There  is  no  problem  of  human  endeavor  that  cannot  be  solved.  We 
owe  it  to  ourselves  and  to  our  City  to  solve  the  railway  problem.  Fear 
of  criticism  of  public  acts  should  not  deter  an  honest  public  official 
from  doing  his  duty.  The  people  hold  in  high  esteem  a  fearless,  honest, 
forward-going  pulilic  official.  This  is  a  hard  problem  to  tackle,  but 
the  harder  it  is  the  more  eager  you  should  be  to  solve  it.  You  are 
trusted  with  and  have  assumed  the  responsibility.  I  will  continue 
to  help. 
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Hydro-Electric  Disposal. 

In  connection  with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  and  electric  activities 
of  the  City,  we  are  developing  hydro-electric  energy  at  the  Moccasin 
power  plant  from  which  the  city  is  deriving  an  annual  return  of  over 
$2,000,000  on  a  contract  between  the  City  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company,  terminable  on  one  day's  written  notice  by  either 
party.  This  contract  pays  the  interest  charges  on  $45,000,000  of  our 
Hetch  Hetchy  total  investment. 

By  direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  our  able  City  Attorney, 
Honorable  John  J.  O'Toole,  has  instituted  proceedings  before  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Railroad  Commission  to  acquire  the  distribution  systems 
and  steam  electric  plants  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and 
the  Great  Western  Power  Company  in  San  Francisco.  These  proceed- 
ings were  begun  in  February,  1924.  This  action  necessitated  a  detailed 
inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  properties  of  both  systems,  and  exhaus- 
tive studies  on  the  subjects  of  accrued  depreciation,  severance  damage 
and  going  value.  These  hearings  extended  over  a  period  of  three 
years  and  consumed  some  12,000  pages  of  transcript  of  testimony, 
supplemented  by  voluminous  technical  exhibits.  The  cases  were  sub- 
mitted in  the  summer  of  1928  and  the  Commission's  decisions  were 
handed  down  in  June,  1929. 

The  results  are  summarized  in  the  following  table:

It  will  he  noted  that  the  difference  between  the  Commission's  find- 
ings and  the  claims  of  the  City  is  approximately  $10,495,000;  whereas 
the  difference  between  the  Commission  and  the  company's  claim  is 
$58,300,000;  or,  in  other  words,  of  a  total  difference  between  City 
claims  and  company  claims  of  $68,800,000.  The  Commission  decided 
85  per  cent  of  this  difference  in  favor  of  the  City. 

Each  of  the  companies  made  application  to  the  Railroad  Commission 
for  a  rehearing  and  modification  of  the  values  fixed,  both  of  which 
applications  were  denied,  thereby  leaving  the  values  as  fixed  by  the 
respective  decisions.  As  the  values  were  fixed  as  of  February  11,  1924, 
the  date  that  the  proceedings  were  initiated,  and  in  the  interim  a 
great  many  additions  and  betterments  have  been  made  by  each  of  the 
companies  to  their  respective  properties,  it  is  estimated  that  the  total 
purchase  price  of  all  the  properties  will  be  about  $55,000,000. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Utility  Act,  proceedings  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  properties  must  be  initiated  within  sixty  days  after 
the  decision  of  the  Commission.  This  was  done  on  August  17,  1929, 
when  the  Board  of  Supervisors  enacted  an  ordinance  directing  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  through  the  City  Engineer  to  furnish  plans 
and  estimates  of  the  total  cost  of  the  acquisition  of  both  properties. 
The  City  Engineer  is  now  w^orking  upon  these  plans  and  estimates. 

The  Utility  Act  further  provides  that  the  legislative  body  of  the 
City  must  proceed  with  due  diligence  to  submit  to  the  electors  the 
question  of  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  acquisition  of  the  properties 
which  have  been  valued.  It  will  therefore  be  incumbent  upon  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  provide  for  an  election  early  in  1930,  at  which 
the  people  may  determine  the  matter  of  the  acquisition  of  both  of  these 
companies  and  enter  into  the  municipal  ownership,  operation  and 
distribution  of  the  hydro-electric  energy  it  develops  from  its  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  project,  which  is  provided  for  in  the  grant  to  the  City 
from  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  is  in  keeping  with  the 
Charter  provision  of  our  City  government  and  the  declared  policy  of 
the  people.     This  matter  requires  your  earnest  attention  at  once. 
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Telephone  Rates. 

The  majority  of  the  existing  telephone  rates  have  been  in  effect  since 
1914,  at  which  time  they  were  established  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
In  June,  1927,  the  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  applied 
to  the  California  Railroad  Commission  for  a  consolidation  of  the  San 
Francisco  and  East  Bay  exchanges  and  for  a  revised  rate  schedule  that 
would  have  meant  an  average  rate  increase  of  50  per  cent,  or  an 
approximate  annual  increase  in  the  San  Francisco  area  of  $5,000,000. 
The  cases  were  vigorously  prosecuted  by  the  municipalities  over  a 
two-year  period. 

The  physical  properties  were  inventoried  and  appraised  on  both  a 
historical  and  a  reproduction  new  basis;  operating  expenses  were 
scrutinized  in  detail  and  many  technical  problems,  such  as  toll-alloca- 
tion. Western  electric  cost,  depreciation,  transition  to  automatic  equip- 
ment and  the  like,  were  the  subjects  of  exhaustive  studies.  The  cases 
were  submitted  in  October,  1929,  and  the  Commission  decision  handed 
down  on  November  7,  1929.  The  effect  of  the  decision  was  to  revise 
the  rate  schedules,  with  a  resultant  annual  increase  to  both  com- 
munities of  approximately  $2,100,000,  or,  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
alone,  of  approximately  $1,400,000.  This  latter  figure  is  to  be  con- 
trasted with  the  $5,000,000  heretofore  referred  to  as  claimed  by  the 
company.  The  new  rates  became  effective  January  1,  1930.  While 
the  prosecution  of  the  cases  ran  over  a  considerable  period,  the  rate- 
payers were  substantial  gainers  thereby.  Had  the  new  rates  been  put 
in  effect  in  June,  1927,  the  ratepayers  of  San  Francisco  would  have 
paid  $3,500,000  excess  in  the  two-and-one-half-year  interim  between 
that  date  and  January  1,  1930. 

Had  the  company's  claims  been  allowed,  the  ratepayers  of  San  Fran- 
cisco would  have  paid  an  excess  of  $12,500,000  in  the  two-and-one-half- 
year  period. 

hi  the  period  subsequent  to  January  1,  1930,  the  increase  in  rate 
will  be  28  per  cent  of  the  amount  claimed  by  the  company. 

Our  able  legal  and  engineering  departments  handled  these  cases 
admirably  and  I  thank  them. 

Electric  Rates. 

Due  to  the  rapidly  increasing  activities  of  both  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  and  the  Great  Western  Power  Company,  and  the 
succession  of  mergers  of  smaller  companies  with  these  two  corpora- 
tii  ns,  it  has  been  necessary  to  keep  in  constant  touch  with  the  electric 
rate  situation  and  carry  on  numerous  studies  and  presentations  before 
the  California  Railroad  Commission;  in  March,  1928,  a  rate  cut  was 
eftected  which  resulted  in  an  annual  saving  to  the  electric  ratepayers 
of  San  Francisco  of  approximately  $650,000.  The  result  of  studies 
made  during  the  latter  part  of  1929  will  bring  a.  further  rate  reduction, 
effective  early  in  1930,  that  should  mean  an  additional  annual  saving 
of  $625,000  to  San  Francisco  ratepayers,  and  it  is  felt  that  a  continu- 
ance of  the  studies  during  1930  will  effect  further  marked  reductions. 

I  recommend  that  the  Public  Utilities  Committee  of  your  Honorable 
Board  be  ever  alert  and  diligent  in  the  handling  of  these  problems  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  City. 

Gas  Rates. 

On  May  7,  1929,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  filed  an  appli- 
cation with  the  California.  Railroad  Commission  to  construct  a  pipeline 
fi'om  the  Kettleman  Hills,  Kern  County,  California,  tO'  San  Francisco 
for  the  purpose  of  transporting  natural  gas. 

The  natural  gas  containing  1100  B.  T.  U.'s  was  to  be  mixed  with  the 
artificial  550  B.  T.  U.'s  gas,  and  a  mixed  gas  containing  700  B.  T.  U.'s 
was  to  be  served  to  consumers.  The  company  proposed  a  new  rate 
which  would  have  increased  the  gas  bills  of  65  per  cent  of  the 
consumers. 

City  Attorney  O'Toole  and  his  staff  vigorously  protested  any  increase 
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of  rates  due  to  the  use  of  ai  mixed  gas,  with  the  result  that  the  Cali- 
fornia Railroad  Commission  on  October  28,  1929,  ordered  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  to-  serve  a  gas  of  not  less  than  600  B.  T.  U.'s 
at  the  then  prevailing  rates  for  550  B.  T.  U.  gas.  During  the  last  two 
n>onths  this  has  saved  the  gas  consumers  of  San  Francisco  over 
$120,000. 

Natural  gas  is  now  being  sei-ved  for  industrial  purposes  in  San 
Francisco  and  will  be  available  for  domestic  purposes  about  April  1, 
11/30.  Interim  rates  will  be  handed  down  by  the  California  Railroad 
Commission  in  the  near  future  so  that  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  can  build  up  their  domestic  load,  which  will  be  materially 
rc^duced  with  the  advent  of  natural  gas. 

The  natural  gas  situation  is  being  closely  watched  and  the  activities 
of  other  competing  companies  in  the  bay  area  will  bring  competition 
which  will  undoubtedly  result  in  lower  gas  rates. 

A  valuation  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  properties 
has  not  been  made  since  1918  and  must  therefore  be  thoroughly  exam- 
ined after  natural  gas  has  been  here  a  sufficient  length  of  time  and 
more  information  is  available  regarding  standby  requirements,  oper- 
ating expenses  and  the  correctness  of  prognosticated  revenues.  Your 
attention  is  directed  to  this  important  matter,  and  requires  the  at- 
tention of  your  Public  Utilities  Committee. 

Highway  Construetion. 

In  road  construction  the  past  two  years  have  seen  the  realization 
of  major  units  of  the  city  traffic  plans,  of  which  the  Stockton-street 
tunnel.  Twin  Peaks  tunnel,  the  Marina  and  other  boulevards  were 
early  developments. 

During  the  past  two  years,  with  the  approval  of  the  voters  of  our 
City,  we  have  been  extending  a  series  of  boulevards  in  a  southerly 
direction  to  make  contact  with  San  Mateo  County.  The  people  very 
wisely  and  very  generously  voted  the  sum  of  $10,780,000  to  carry 
through  the  execution  of  these  projects.  I  am  happy  to  state  that 
up  to  the  first  of  January  this  year  about  SO  per  cent  of  the  projects 
had  been  completed,  including  the  Bay  Shore  boulevard,  Junipero 
Serra  boulevard.  Nineteenth  avenue  extension  southerly.  Ocean  Beach 
esplanade,  the  Great  Highway  and  the  Bernal  cut.  The  ones  remain- 
ing to  be  completed  from  unexpended  bond  money  are  Alemany  boule- 
vard. Sunset  boulevard  and  Van  Ness  avenue  extension.  There  should 
be  no  delay  in  these  vital  improvements. 

The  automobiles  owned  in  San  Francisco  have  increased  tenfold  in 
the  last  ten  years,  until  at  present  there  are  approximately  150,000 
motor-driven  vehicles.  These  vehicles  need  traffic  arteries  and  I  am 
pleased  that  the  City  had  the  vision  to  carry  out  this  magnificent 
scheme  of  boulevards,  which  will  render  necessary  service  to  the  in- 
habitants for  all  time. 

We  have  laid  permanent  pavements  on  all  these  boulevards,  con- 
sisting of  eight  inches  of  concrete  base  with  asphalt  tops,  except  on 
softer  fills,  subject  to  settlement,  where  temporary  pavements  are  laid 
until  settlements  are  final. 

Proposed  Betterments. 
Necessary  worthy  improvements  must  be  considered  by  your  Hon- 
orable Board,  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  widening  of  an  east- 
and-west  street — Army  street — from  Bay  Shore  highway  to  San  Jose 
avenue,  to  a  width  of  100  feet,  estimated  to  cost  $1,000,000;  the  widen- 
ing of  Illinois  street  from  Eighteenth  street  to  Islais  Creek  channel. 
This  widening  is  undertaken  partially  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
an  Embarcadero  street  for  the  undeveloped  commerce  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  City. 

Your  Board  may  well  pay  attention  to  the  feasibility  of  building  a 
tunnel,  cost  $1,500,000,  on  Broadway,  between  Larkin  and  Mason  streets, 
which  would  provide  a  material  exit  between  the  downtown  busi- 
ness section  and  the  Western  Addition. 
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Harhor  Frontage. 

The  City  has  developed,  undei-  State  authority,  an  intensive  com- 
mercial frontage  along  our  bay,  from  Van  Ness  avenue  to  Channel 
street.  This  occupies  practically  three  miles  of  City's  frontage  and 
provides  docking  facilities  now  to  deep-sea  shipping.  The  next  mile 
and  a  half,  from  Channel  street  to  Islais  Creek,  is  occupied  by  pri- 
vate enterprises,  which  are  using  all  this  frontage.  The  undeveloped 
part,  southerly  from  Islais  Creek,  has  1C5  acres  under  the  control  of 
State  authorities,  and  about  a  thousand  acres  in  the  vicinity  of  Hunters 
Point,  which  is  submerged  land,  capable  of  reclamation.  This  can 
only  be  done  by  some  central  authority,  capable  of  issuing  bonds  to 
build  a  sea-wall  on  the  water  frontage  and  dumping  mud  in  behind. 
In  this  way  commercial  property  of  very  great  value  will  be  developed 
and  add  to  the  commercial  and  industrial  importance  of  our  City. 

I  am  pleased  to  see  that  a  public  reclamation  district,  under  State 
laws,  is  functioning  both  north  and  west  of  Islais  Creek  to  reclaim 
280  acres  of  land,  and  I  hope  to  see  this  improvement  go  through  to 
a  successful  conclusion  this  coming  year,  and  in  this  way,  besides 
removing  an  existing  nuisance,  add  to  our  commercial  and  industrial 
potentialities. 

We  must  do  everything  possible  to  encourage  skyscrapers,  indus- 
trial plants  and  harbor  facilities,  and  spend  money  intelligently  to 
accomplish  that  end. 

Schools. 

San  Francisco  may  be  exceedingly  proud  of  its  schools.  For  many 
years  a  carefully  considered  plan  for  school  extension  has  been  under 
way,  with  the  result  that  our  new  school  buildings  are  considered  the 
finest  in  the  country.  There  has  been  a  very  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  in  our  schools  and  the  building  program  must  be 
continued  without  any  slackening  of  pace  if  the  children  are  to  be 
cared  for  as  San  Francisco  would  have  them. 

There  are  more  than  100,000  children  and  adults  enrolled  during  the 
year  in  the  public  schools.  The  instruction  and  care  for  this  large 
number  require  the  services  '  of  approximately  2800  teachers,  300 
janitors  and  150  other  employees. 

The  support  of  the  School  Department  of  necessity  requires  a  large 
share  of  the  tax  money  of  the  municipality.  The  total  expenditures 
for  the  current  year  are  estimated  at  $8,648,000  for  operation  and 
$2,100,000  for  new  buildings,  lands  and  repairs,  a  total  of  $10,748,000, 
including  approximately  $1,760,000  received  from  the  State.  While 
this  may  be  considered  a  large  sum,  the  importance  of  education  to 
the  welfare  of  the  City  fully  justifies  the  expenditure.  We  cannot  be 
parsimonious  in  the  education  of  our  children.  It  is  the  best  and 
sweetest  and  most  gratifying  money  we  spend. 

The  pay  of  teachers  should  be  materially  increased.  The  Board  of 
Education  more  than  a  year  ago  appointed  a  Citizens'  Salary  Com- 
mittee to  make  a  study  and  report  on  necessary  revisions  to  the  salary 
schedule  for  teachers.  This  report  has  now  been  completed  and  will 
soon  be  printed  and  available  for  consideration.  The  report  will 
undoubtedly  recommend  a  substantial  increase  in  the  pay  of  teachers. 
Additional  funds  will  be  required  to  provide  this  deserved  increase. 

The  building  program  of  the  Board  of  Education  is  moving  forward 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  There  are  now  under  construction  the 
following  schools  and  additions  to  schools: 

The  Presidio  Junior  High  School,  located  at  Twenty-ninth  and  Geary 
street; 

The  Roosevelt  Junior  High  School,  located  at  Arguello  boulevard 
near  Geary  street; 

An  addition  to  the  Francisco  Junior  High  School,  on  Francisco  and 
Stockton  streets; 

A  second  and  a  part  of  the  third  unit  of  the  Balboa  High  School, 
located  at  Cayuga  and  Onondago  streets; 
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The  Geary  Elementary  School,  located  on  Cook  street  north  of  Geary 
street ; 

The  Wlnfield  Scott  Elementary  School,  located  on  North  Point  and 
Dlvlsadero  streets; 

The  Sunshine  School  for  crippled  children,  located  at  Dolores  and 
Dorland  streets. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  and  it  is  expected  that  the  contracts  will 
be  let  during  this  fiscal  year  for  the  following  schools: 

The  Aptos  Junior  High  School,  located  on  Aptos  way  and  Upland 
drive; 

The  James  Lick  Junior  High  School,  located  on  Twenty-fifth  and 
Noe  streets; 

The  final  unit  of  the  Balboa  High  School,  located  at  Cayuga  and 
Onondago  streets. 

An  architect  has  been  appointed  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for 
a  new  high  school  in  the  Presidio  District,  to  be  erected  on  a  sixteen- 
acre  site  already  acquired  for  that  purpose  between  Thirtieth  and 
Thirty-second  avenues,  Geary  and  Balboa  streets. 

A  junior  high  school  is  to  be  provided  for  the  Bernal  District. 

The  growth  in  population  west  of  Twin  Peaks  and  in  the  Sunset 
District  will  require  some  additional  elementary  school  accommoda- 
tions in  the  immediate  future. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  adopted  the  pay-as-you-go  plan  and 
expects  to  continue  this  plan,  which  requires  the  tax  rate  each  year 
to  include  an  amount  sufficient  to  provide  the  new  buildings  required 
because  of  the  growth  of  the  City  and  for  replacement  of  old  buildings. 
The  Board  of  Education  has  found  that  at  least  $2,100,000  will  be 
required  each  year  for  its  annual  building  program  and  to  cover  the 
cost  of  maintenance  of  the  existing  buildings. 

We  have  placed  trusted  honor  in  the  hands  of  our  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  handle  our  school  problems  and  I  am  sure  they  hold  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people. 

Playgrounds. 

During  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $133,000  was  spent  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Playground  Commission  for  new  playground  land  in  six 
widely  separated  sections  of  the  City,  with  $50,000  additional  for 
enlarging  old  holdings.  Attendance  has  increased  many  thousands  and 
additional  facilities  have  been  provided  for  both  junior  and  adult 
recreation. 

The  imperative  need  of  the  year  1930  is  more  land,  and  also  several 
new  buildings  are  required.  Recreation  areas  are  highly  essential  as 
cities  become  more  closely  built  up,  and  a  liberal  policy  should  be 
followed  at  this  time  in  acquiring  such  areas  while  lands  can  still  be 
purchased  at  reasonable  prices. 

The  Playground  Commission  handling  playground  affairs  is  com- 
posed of  the  Honorable  James  D.  Phelan,  president;  Miss  Alicia  Mos- 
grove,  Mr.  George  Hearst,  Mr.  Daniel  C.  Murphy,  Mrs.  Sigmund  Stern 
and  Mr.  Constant  J.  Auger,  and  I  am  sure  the  people  have  the  utmost 
confidence  in  them  and  will  entrust  them  with  more  needed  funds. 
They  give  their  time  and  attention  without  pay. 

Zoo. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  a  start  has  been  made  in  this  matter 
through  the  generosity  of  President  Herbert  Fleishhacker  of  the  Park 
Commission,  who  has  shown  his  love  for  the  children  of  the  City  by 
contributing  some  $50,000  for  the  purchase  of  animals  and  birds  as 
a  nucleus  of  a  zoological  park.  We  are  on  the  way  now  to  a  permanent 
zoo  for  San  Francisco  by  his  philanthropy,  and  I  know  that  it  will 
be  fully  equipped  in  due  time  as  a  place  of  great  interest  and  educa- 
tion to  our  citizens  and  our  visitors  and  keep  San  Francisco  ever 
forward  in  attractive  places  of  amusement. 
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Traffic  Survey. 

A  great  deal  of  attention  has  been  recently  devoted  to  the  compli- 
cated traffic  problems  of  the  City.  We  have  had  the  benefit  of  unofficial 
advisory  committees  and  officials  of  several  departments  who  have 
devoted  themselves  to  this  work.  Boulevard  constructions,  installa- 
tion of  traffic  signals,  new  parking  regulations,  careful  policy  coopera- 
tion, public  safety  propaganda  and  the  work  of  the  Schools  Traffic 
Reserve  have  vastly  improved  traffic  conditions  and  have  reduced 
traffic  injuries  in  a  most  substantial  and  desirable  way.  All  of  these 
efforts  must  be  continued  with  even  greater  energy  in  the  future. 

San  Francisco  holds  the  record  for  the  minimum  death  rate  per 
capita  for  1929.     That  record  must  be  maintained. 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  of  Electricity  expended  ap- 
proximately $80,000  for  the  manufacture  and  installation  of  traffic 
signal  equipment,  which  included  a  104-circuit  synchronous  progressive 
traffic  signal  timer,  and  the  installation  of  approximately  150  traffic 
signals  and  200  pedestrian  signals,  which  necessitated  the  pulling  in 
and  splicing  of  about  40,000  feet  of  cable.  The  signals  are  of  the 
Wiley  type,  the  product  of  our  able  City  Electrician,  and  are  a  credit 
to  the  city;  home  invented  and  home  manufactured.  The  traffic  signal 
timer  is  the  largest  and  most  flexible  in  the  United  States.  The  entire 
down-town  district,  including  Market  street,  is  now  being  operated 
on  what  is  known  as  progres.si\'e  timing.  The  effect  of  the  new  system 
was  very  noticeable  this  year  during  the  Christmas  holidays  in  that 
there  was  an  absence  of  traffic  congestion  as  compared  with  previous 
years. 

Police  Department. 

A  wonderful  record  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  by  the  Police 
Department  in  crime  prevention  and  suppression,  in  addition  to  arrest- 
ing the   i)erpetrators  where  crime  has  been  committed. 

No  major  crimes  were  committed  in  San  Francisco  during  the  past 
year  that  have  not  been  solved;  the  perpetrators  were  arrested  and 
prosecuted.  In  most  instances  all  of  the  loot  resulting  from  these 
crimes  has  been  recovered. 

The  year  just  closing  has  seen  many  innovations  in  the  department, 
foremost  of  which  has  been  the  inauguration  of  the  motorcycle  sidecar 
corps.  A  corps  of  young  men  recruited  from  within  the  ranks  of  the 
department,  who  are  on  duty  at  the  principal  stations  in  the  depart- 
ment on  each  of  the  three  watches,  has  guaranteed  to  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  speedy  and  accurate  police  service. 

The  mobilization  of  these  men  has  been  perfected  to  such  a  degree 
that  a  company  of  twenty-eight  men  can  be  brought  together,  in  any 
part  of  San  Francisco,  fully  armed  and  equipped  for  any  emergency 
that  might  arise,  within  a  period  of  twelve  minutes. 

The  test  of  the  motorcycle  sidecars  has  been  thorough  and  their 
value  thoroughly  established  in  the  department.  It  is  desirable  to 
further  equip  the  Police  Department  with  more  of  these  machines, 
twenty-eight  in  number,  which  will  mean  that  the  department  will 
then  have  forty-two  motorcycle  sidecars  to  be  used  in  the  department 
in  the  same  manner  as  i.s  now  customary,  with  the  exception  that 
instead  of  using  fourteen  cars  for  twenty-four  hours,  fourteen  cars 
will  be  used  for  eight  hours,  which  will  give  the  crews  on  each  of  the 
three  watches  an  opportunity  to  have  a  motorcycle  sidecar  for  the 
use  of  each  crew. 

Police  requirements  of  San  Francisco  are  growing  at  a  rapid  pace. 
More  men  are  required  for  traffic  duty  and  patrol  duty  in  the  daytime 
as  well  as  at  night.  .Members  of  the  department  at  the  present  time, 
with  the  exception  of  the  traffic  bureau,  must  serve  on  night  duty  for 
a  period  of  approximately  twenty  years  before  they  are  eligible  for  day 
duty. 

The  school  children  of  San  Francisco  need  the  protection  of  officers 
in  the  daytime.    At  present,  with  the  limited  number  of  men  at  the  dis- 
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posal  of  the  department,  the  department  is  not  able  to  give  the  ser- 
vice it  should  in  this  respect. 

With  growing  requirements  of  traffic  control,  provision  must  be 
made  for  additional  members  of  the  department  in  the  near  future. 
The  Charter  demands  it  and  the  Charter  provisions  should  be  re- 
spected. 

The  latest  innovation  in  police  service  is  the  radio.  The  depart- 
ment is  at  the  present  time,  in  conjunction  v/ith  the  Fire  Department 
and  Chief  Ralph  W.  Wiley  of  the  Department  of  Electricty,  study- 
ing and  planning  for  the  erection  of  a  radio  broacasting  station  to  be 
used  exclusively  by  the  Fire  and  Police  departments  for  broadcasting 
fire  and  police  news  to  cars  of  both  department.'?  which  will  be  equipped 
with  radio  receiving  sets.  This  is  the  last  word  in  police  administra- 
tion. 

The  Police  Department  will,  of  necessity,  have  to  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  sufficient  funds  for  the  building  of  this  radio 
broadcasting  station  and  the  money  necessary  to  equip  its  cars  with 
radio  receiving  sets.  The  Police  Department  is  giving  instructions  in 
aviation  to  some  of  its  members  for  immediate  use  in  an  emergency 
where  an  airplane  might  be  needed  for  secret  service. 

The  recent  resignation,  on  account  of  ill  health,  of  Chief  of  Police 
Daniel  J.  O'Brien  was  deeply  deplored  by  all  who  knew  the  efficiency 
of  his  service.  He  had  no  peer  in  his  ability,  responsibility  and  per- 
sonality. I  had  the  opportunity  of  saving  his  experience  for  the  City 
by  naming  him  as  Police  Commissioner,  where  he  now  serves.  Tem- 
porarily, his  place  was  taken  by  Chief  of  Police  Thomas  P.  Walsh,  one 
of  the  oldest  and  ablest  men  in  the  department,  long  associated  with 
my  office.  It  is  now  filled  by  Chief  of  Police  William  J.  Quinn,  whose 
progressive  policies  have  won  general  approval,  and  he  has  won  the 
confidence  of  the  department  and  the  people. 

Fire  Depa/rtment. 

The  whole  City  mourned  the  recent  death  of  the  veteran  Chief  En- 
gineer of  the  Fire  Department.  Thomas  R.  Murphy.  He  was  Chief  for 
nearly  twenty  years  and  died  in  service.  The  officials  of  the  City  and 
the  department  paid  high  tribute  to  his  memory. 

Chief  Charles  J.  Brennan  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  and 
already  has  shown  admirable  executive  ability  and  has  won  sincere 
commendation  for  his  masterly  handling  of  several  large  fires,  and 
has  gained  the  good  will  of  the  men  of  the  service. 

The  department  has  extended  the  high-pressure  system  just  west 
of  the  Civic  Center.  This  system  has  975  hydrants  and  78  miles  of 
high-pressure  pipes. 

Additional  apparatus'  has  recently  been  installed.  Plans  for  a  six- 
teen-inch  main  through  the  Potrero  industrial  district  will  be  carried 
out  within  a  few  weeks.  A  new  firehouse  has  been  completed  at  Forty- 
second  avenue  and  Geary  street,  and  plans  for  another  building  are 
made  to  house  an  engine  company,  a  truck  company  and  a  battalion 
chief's  headquarters  in  Eighteenth  avenue,  between  Q  and  R  streets, 
to  replace  a  temporary  building. 

The  department  is  actively  conducting  the  work  of  fire  prevention 
and  is  achieving  admirable  results  along  all  lines  of  its  activity.  Im- 
portant improvements  have  recently  been  made  in  the  department's 
system  of  response  to  alarms,  and  special  instruction  is  being  given 
in  the  handling  of  unusual  fire  hazards,  especially  those  involving  es- 
pecial risks  to  the  lives  of  citizens  or  firemen. 

Building  Inspection. 

The  past  two  years  have  seen  a  major  improvement  for  San  Fran- 
cisco's benefit  in  the  matter  of  building  inspection.  The  City  grows 
rapidly.  Building  permits  for  1929  were  $33,682,02.5.  Let  us  help  to 
add  greatly  to  this  amount  during  the  coming  year  and  cooperate  with 
President  Hoover  in  his  construction  plan  throughout  the  country.  New 
standards  of  building  construction  have  been  developed.  San  Francisco 
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must  build  only  upon  lines  that  will  establish  confidence  in  the  safety 
of  its  structures.  This  is  exceedingly  important  if  rates  of  earthquake 
insurance  are   to  be  tolerable   in    our   City. 

With  Mr.  John  B.  Leonard  as  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection 
and  at  my  suggestion,  we  have  an  Advisory  Board  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion, conducting  the  department  along  the  most  progressive  lines  under 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  Advisory  Board,  serv- 
ing without  pay,  consists  of  Frederick  H.  Meyer,  former  Civic  Center 
construction  consulting  architect,  designated  by  the  San  Francisco 
Branch  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects;  Walter  L.  Huber,  a 
distinguished  engineer,  named  by  the  San  Francisco  Section,  American 
Society  of  Engineers,  and  A.  H.  Wilhelm,  experienced  builder,  repre- 
senting the  Builders'  Exchange  and  General  Contractors. 

Plans,  coast-wide  in  their  scope,  are  being  made  for  the  adoption 
of  a  new  building  code.  This  code  is  90  per  cent  complete,  and  within 
a  short  time  your  Board  will  be  asked  to  consider  a  new  building  ordi- 
nance which  will  standardize  buildings,  reduce  insurance  rates  and 
insure  safety  of  every  structure  built  in  San  Francisco. 

Removal  of  County  Jail. 

The  removal  of  this  institution  from  the  very  center  of  Balboa  Park, 
which  consists  of  100  acres,  the  County  Jail  and  Police  Station,  occu- 
pying 25  acres  of  it  and  now  brought  prominently  into  sight  through 
the  completion  of  Bernal  cut  and  the  Alemany  boulevard,  should  be 
brought  about,  because  it  has  outlived  "its  usefulness  in  its  present  loca- 
tion and  its  removal  would  add  to  the  beauty  of  Balboa  Park,  now  sur- 
rounded by  homes  of  our  people. 

The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  the  City  Planning"  Com- 
mission desire  its  removal  and  have  given  their  permission  for  its 
location  at  some  site  to  be  selected  in  the  Honora  Sharp  Park  prop- 
erty in  San  Mateo  County.  I  respectfully  urge  your  Honorable  Board  to 
make  an  appropriation  in  the  forthcoming  Budget  for  its  removal  and 
reconstruction  on  the  site  named  and  that  it  be  a  special  item  ap- 
propriated and  not  be  a  special  drag  on  the  Park  funds,  which,  of 
themselves,  are  not  sufficient  to  properly  take  care  of  our  park  system. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  committee  of  your  Honorable 
Board  wait  on  the  County  Supervisors  of  San  Mateo  County  and  get 
their  permission  and  approval  of  this  suggested  improvement.  This 
project  has  the  full  indorsement  of  the  City  Planning  Commission. 
There  should  be  no  time  lost  in  carrying  it  through.  The  unfortunate 
petty  offenders  who  are  committed  to  the  County  Jail  could  enjoy  good, 
healthful  recreation  by  planting  trees  under  the  direction  of  the  Park 
Superintendent  in  the  Honora  Sharp  Park. 

Central  Warehouse. 

The  Bureau  of  Supplies,  operating  efficiently  under  the  guidance 
of  Mr.  Leonard  S.  Leavy,  requires  a  new  central  warehouse,  to  elim- 
inate the  decentralized  receipt  and  distribution  of  stores  which  now 
obtain  to  permit  the  purchase  of  commodities  in  larger  quantities,  thus 
getting  the  benefit  of  reduced  prices  and  to  enable  the  Purchaser  of 
Supplies  to  properly  care  for  receipt  and  inspection  of  all  materials  and 
supplies. 

Seioers. 

The  people  voted  a  bond  issue  of  $2,500,000  for  the  extension  of  our 
much-needed  main  sewers,  and  just  as  soon  as  the  bonds  are  sold  the 
construction  of  the  sewers  will  immediately  commence. 

Public  Health. 

The  Board  of  Public  Health  continues  its  excellent  service  to  the 
City,  and  every  endeavor  must  be  made  at  once  to  sell  remaining  avail- 
able health  bonds  to  permit  very  necessary  improvements  in  the  Board's 
facilities  for  conducting  its  service  to  the  sick  and  needy  poor. 

Such  bond  sale,  already  authorized  by  the  people,  will  permit  the 
enlargement   of  our   hospital   requirements   by   the  erection   of   cancer 
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and  psychopathic  units.  These  are  outstanding-  in  importance  to  the 
community  over  52  per  cent  of  the  psychopathic  cases  handled  in  the 
wards  in  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  are  returned  to  their  homes 
without  the  stigma  of  confinement  in  State  institutions  for  the  insane. 

Much  suffering  could  be  relieved  and  many  early  cases  cured  if  our 
cancer  unit  were  in  operation.  The  bonds  must  be  sold  as  soon  as 
possible,  the  architectural  plans  are  nearly  ready  and  it  should  be 
built  at  once. 

There  have  been  $740,000  health  bonds  sold  of  the  $3,500,000  au- 
thorized. The  money  in  hand  from  these  sales  will,  during  this  year, 
provide  approximately  180  beds  for  patients  at  the  San  Francisco  Hos- 
pital and  150  beds  for  the  aged  and  infirm  at  the  Laguna  Honda  Home, 
but  no  further  expansion  can  be  accomplished  until  the  remaining 
bonds  are  sold.  I  respectfully  urge  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
authorize  the  Treasurer  to  offer  for  sale  the  balance  of  the  health 
bonds  over  his  counter.  I  sincerely  hope  that  some  patriotic  local 
bank  will  find  a  way  to  take  over  the  entire  issue  of  health  bonds. 

An  emergency  hospital  and  health  center  should  be  established  in 
the  Richmond  District.  Its  cost  will  approximate  between  $55,000  and 
$65,000.     The  service  is  urgently  necessary. 

I  trust  that  within  the  next  two  years  provision  will  be  made  for 
increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Health  Farm  Preventorium  in  San  Mateo 
County  as  was  originally  agreed,  namely,  that  the  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors would  place  in  the  Budget  the  sum  of  $200,000  annually  for  build- 
ing purposes.     The  preventorium  has  fully  justified  its  existence. 

Wm-  Memorial. 

I  have  completed  a  fully  detailed  report  on  the  history  of  the  War 
Memorial  project.  I  will  call  a  special  meeting  of  your  Honorable  Board 
in  the  near  future  on  the  subject.  I  have  promised  before  submitting 
same  to  you  that  I  would  call  together  in  a  meeting  between  the  Mayor 
and  representatives  of  the  various  veteran  organizations,  with  the  hope 
that  an  amicable  understanding  may  be  reached,  and  thereafter  I 
will  present  same  to  your  Honorable  Board  for  the  confirmation  of  a 
Board  of  Eleven  Trustees  to  handle  the  project  to  its  completion  and 
administration.  I  have  a  public  certified  accountant's  report  of  the 
finances  of  the  fund  in  detail,  dated  November  5,  1929,  which  I  will 
submit  to  you. 

Airport. 

All  progressive  cities  must  have  adequate  airport  facilities. 

Stables  were  necessary  in  the  days  of  the  horse;  garages  are  neces- 
sary now  for  the  automobile;  airports  and  hangars  are  necessary  for 
the  new  age  of  the  airplane.  I  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be 
taken  to  acquire,  by  purchase,  the  land  now  occupied  and  known  as 
Mills  Field,  San  Francisco  Airport,  in  San  Mateo  County,  and  that 
pending  such  action  the  lease  between  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Mills  Estate  be  kept  in  full  force  and  effect.  Within 
the  past  few  weeks,  I  have  made  to  your  honorable  Board  a  full  report 
on  our  airport  site,  following  my  conference  with  Honorable  Ogden 
Mills  in  Washington,  D.  C,  early  in  October.  I  attach  hereto  and 
make  a  part  hereof  a  copy  of  that  report  for  your  information  so 
that  when  this  message  is  printed  a  copy  of  said  report  be  printed 
in  full  at  this  point. 

"THE  MAYOR:  Now,  I  will  take  up  the  question  of  the  Mills  Field. 
When  I  was  in  Washington  I  made  inquiries  as  to  whether  Mr.  Ogden 
Mills  was  in  Washington  at  the  time  and  I  was  told  he  was  not. 
So  knowing  that  I  had  to  go  down  to  New  York,  and  to  give  your 
message,  which  you  asked  me  to  give,  to  Mayor  Jimmie  Walker  of 
New  York  City,  I  tried  to  find  Mr.  Ogden  Mills  in  New  York,  but  his 
office  said  he  was  in  Washington,  and  I  telephoned  him  from  Doctor 
Giannini's  office  in  New  York  to  Washington  and  he  said,  'Mayor,  I 
will  be  very  glad  to  see  you  on  Thursday  morning  at  10:30  o'clock.' 
While  I  was  talking  to  Doctor  Giannini,  Doctor  Giannini  told  me  that 
Mr.  Ogden  Mills  is  the  Under-Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  Secretary 
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Mellon,  and  Doctor  Giannini's  opinion  of  him  is  that  he  is  one  of  the 
ablest  financiers  in  the  country,  and  was  selected  by  Secretary  Andrew 
W.  Mellon  to  be  the  Under-Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  He  said  he  is 
eligible  for  the  Presidency.  He  was  defeated  for  the  governorship 
of  New  York  in  the  Democratic  landslide  which  elected  Al  Smith 
governor  of  New  York  the  last  time.  He  is  likely  to  succeed  Secretai'y 
Mellon  and  Doctor  Giannini  believes  that,  if  he  wants  to,  he  can  have 
it,  because  there  is  no  man  better  thought  of  in  New  York,  in  every 
conceivable  form,  than  Mr.  Ogden  Mills.  And  with  that  line  recom- 
mendation of  him,  which  I  think  you  all  know,  I  preface  the  report 
which  I  am  going  to  make  to  you  about  Mills  Field. 

"I  wrote  these  notes  at  Mr.  INlills'  desk  in  the  Treasury  Building  at 
Washington  so  that  I  would  make  no  mistakes.  I  met  him  there  at 
10:30  on  the  morning  of  October  3rd,  and  he  had  brought  from  New- 
York  Mr.  Arthur  Hartman,  Supervisor  of  all  their  California  prop- 
erties, and  also  General  Manager  of  the  Mills'  Estate  of  New  York, 
and  he  is  their  New  York  representative.  The  conversation  which  took 
place  was  between  Mr.  Mills,  Mr.  Hartman  and  myself.  Mr.  Mills  said 
that  he  has  no  personal  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  negotiations 
regarding  Mills  Field.  His  father,  Ogden  Mills,  senior,  whom  you 
know  was  the  only  son  of  D.  O.  Mills,  and  Ogden  Mills,  Junior,  is  the 
grandson  of  D.  0.  Mills.  He  said  that  his  father,  Ogden  Mills,  Senior, 
told  him  that  the  low  lands  of  the  Mills  property  should  be  reserved 
for  industrial  purposes.  Mr.  Mills  was  out  here  last  winter.  Everyone 
out  here  told  him  that  there  was  no  understanding  between  his  father 
or  anybody  else  about  giving  the  field  to  San  Francisco.  They  were 
very  glad,  however,  to  let  the  City  have  it  for  experimental  purposes, 
as  he  put  it,  at  a  nominal  rent.  He  said  there  is  nothing  anywhere 
to  show  that  the  Mills  Estate  ever  had  any  intention  whatever  of 
giving  this  property  to  the  City.  No  one  has  ever  heard  of  such  a  thing 
or  even  of  intending  to  sell.  He  says  he  did  see  Mr.  Dunnigan  last 
winter  and  passed  the  time  of  day  with  him.  He  said  he  never  made 
any  promises  to  Mr.  Dunnigan,  never  indicated  he  was  prepared  to 
give  the  property  to  the  City;  it  is  not  his  to  give;  it  belongs  to  the 
Estate  of  Mills,  Incorporated,  a  California  corporation,  owned  by  the 
Mills  Estate  of  New  York,  and  all  of  the  stock  is  in  trustees,  of  which 
he  is  one.  Ogden  Mills,  Junior,  the  one  I  was  speaking  to,  is  President 
of  the  New  York  corporation,  and  is  acting  for  them.  His  relationship 
is  that  of  a  trustee.  They  are  taking  the  position,  in  the  absence  of 
convincing  evidence,  that  there  was  an  agreement,  or  an  implied 
agreement,  that  it  is  his  duty  to  administer  this  property  for  the 
benefit  of  the  beneficiaries.  If  he  can  find  anywhere  any  evidence  that 
his  father,  directly  or  indirectly,  had  made  a  promise,  why,  naturally, 
it  would  be  the  inclination  of  the  family  and  his  aunt,  Mrs.  Whitelaw 
Reid,  that  they  would  live  up  to  that  promise. 

"Now,  he  told  me  this,  not  for  publication,  but  to  show  their  keen 
interest  in  this  matter,  he  said  that,  on  the  deathbed  of  his  father,  he 
indicated  he  would  have  liked  to  have  had  the  opportunity  of  changing 
his  will  to  add  another  one  and  a  half  million  dollars  to  the  cathedral 
here  and  for  other  benefactions,  and  that  Ogden,  Junior,  and  his  sisters 
have  made  the  request  good,  although  it  was  not  in  the  will.  He  says 
his  father,  Ogden  Mills,  never  said  a  word  to  him  about  giving  this 
property  to  San  Francisco,  neither  did  Mr.  Ogden  Mills,  Senior,  when 
returning  to  New  York,  after  making  the  lease.  And  everyone  who 
does  know  something  about  it  tells  Mr.  Ogden  Mills,  Junior,  that  it 
was  never  the  intention  of  Mr.  Ogden  Mills,  Senior,  to  give  it  to  San 
Francisco,  or  to  sell  it  to  San  Francisco  for  airport  purposes;  in  fact, 
he  never  told  his  son  anything  about  it,  except  that  the  land  was  to  be 
reserved  for  industrial  purposes. 

"Now  he  said,  'Mr.  Mayor,'  he  said,  'My  grandfather  purchased  that 
property  and  told  his  son  to  keep  it  for  industrial  purposes.  As  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  grew,'  he  said,  'we  believe  that  the  future  of 
San   Francisco   is  going  south  and   we  think   that  the  people  of  San 
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Francisco  will  benefit  far  greater  by  industrial  enterprises  down  there 
than  by  having  an  airport,  because,'  he  said,  'you  have  two  railroads 
and  possibly  another  one.'  He  said,  'We  are  keeping  up  those  dykes, 
we  are  preventing  the  water  from  overflowing  Mills  Field,  we  are 
preventing  the  water  from  coming  across  on  to  the  highway,  and  we 
intend  each  year  to  spend  a  lot  of  money  developing  that  property  for 
industrial  purposes  because  we  have  faith  and  confidence  in  the  City 
of  San  Francisco.' 

"I  spoke  to  them  about  acquiring  it.  He  said,  'Now,  the  land  is  not 
for  sale,  but,'  he  said,  after  I  said  to  him,  'Now,  I  want  you  to  give 
thought  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  which,  like  every  other  city, 
wants  an  airport  and  needs  an  airport.  We  want  you  to  give  thought 
to  this  matter,  that  it  was  D.  0.  Mills,  your  grandfather,  that  made  his 
fortune  out  in  the  West,  and  that  it  was  he  who  came  to  the  rescue 
of  the  Bank  of  California  when  it  suspended  payment,  and  took  up  the 
presidency.  I  want  to  tell  you  that  we  have  a  deep  regard  for  the 
name  of  Mills.  I  want  to  tell  you  that  I  was  raised  on  a  salary,  my 
father  working  under  your  grandfather  in  the  Bank  of  California  for 
50  years;  that  we  all  out  there  have  a  great  regard  and  admiration 
for  the  honorable  name  and  the  honored  name  of  D.  O.  Mills,  and  I 
do  not  want  to  see  you  get  into  any  position  of  dickering  with  the  City 
about  whether  the  City  should  acquire  it  or  whether  it  should  be 
continued  or  whether  it  should  be  reserved  for  industrial  purposes, 
or  whether  it  should  be  acquired,  as  the  City  wants  it,  for  an  airport.' 
I  pointed  out  to  him  that  we  had  lost  the  Zep  coming  into  our  City 
because  we  did  not  have  the  money  to  put  on  our  own  land  a  mooring 
mast  to  have  the  Zep  land  in  San  Francisco,  and  therefore  it  went  to 
Los  Angeles,  and  yet  Doctor  Eckner  said  that  the  finest  weather  he 
had  on  the  whole  trip  was  the  weather  he  had  coming  through  the 
Golden  Gate  and  flying  over  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  And  I  said, 
'I  do  not  want  you  to  get  into  any  position  where  anybody  can  criti- 
cise you  for  handling  an  estate  whereby  you  are  trying  to  prevent  the 
City  acquiring  something  which  we  named  after  the  most  honored 
names  in  the  history  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco.'  He  said,  'I  am 
not  committed  to  sell  the  property,  but  I  want  to  think  it  over  a  lot 
more.  The  City  can  do  one  of  two  things:  It  can  make  an  offer  for 
the  property.'  (He  has  not  made  up  his  mind  to  sell  the  property 
for  an  airport  to  the  City.)  'Or,  we  might  work  out  an  agreement 
that,  if  the  City  takes  over  the  airport,  and  we  agree  upon  a  price, 
that  we  can  make  an  agreement  that,  if  the  City  ever  gives  up  the 
airport  in  the  future,  we  will  be  permitted,  in  an  option,  to  take  the 
property  back  at  the  price  the  City  pays  us  for  the  property,'  which  is 
only  right.  And  then  he  said,  'That  is,  if  we  reach  an  agreement.' 
He  said,  'It  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  figure  without  condemnation.' 
And  they  do  not  want  condemnation  because  of  the  diflficulty  of  ascer- 
taining a  value.  He  said  they  are  holding  it  for  the  potential  values, 
and  as  far  as  he  knows  it  is  very  valuable  for  industrial  development. 
I  said,  'It  has  been  stated  that  you  were  holding  the  property  for 
a  thousand  dollars  an  acre.'  He  said,  'That  is  not  true.'  He  said, 
'I  have  never  mentioned  the  price  to  anyone,  certainly  not,  none  of 
the  property  is  for  sale.'  I  asked  him,  'Would  you  set  a  price  or  do 
you  prefer  condemnation,  and  would  you  feel  hurt  if  the  City  started 
condemnation  proceedings?'  Mr.  Mills  said  he  would  resent  condem- 
nation of  anything  except  the  present  field  and  its  present  area.  Then 
he  spoke  to  me  about  the  dykes  and  the  two  railroads  that  were  going 
in  there  and  its  future  value  to  the  City,  the  great  payrolls  that  would 
come  to  the  City,  the  great  industrial  plants  that  would  be  there  like 
they  are  out  in  New  York,  fourteen  and  fifteen  miles  from  the  City, 
and  out  of  New  York  they  run  a  hundred  miles.  He  pointed  out  that 
a  great  industrial  city  would  make  that  land  far  more  valuable  to 
him  for  industrial  sites.  Of  course,  that  was  his  opinion,  and  I  was 
after  the  airport. 

"Now,  my  summary  of  the  whole  thing  is  that  we  should  have  been 
careful  about  expending  $300,000  on  an  airport  on  which  we  had  a 
lease  which  expires  in  March  and  which  will  have  to  be  renewed  upon 
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the  request  of  the  City.  And  we  have  got  a  situation  there  that  is 
difficult  to  handle.  I  am  speaking  to  you  frankly  now.  I  see  the  whole 
situation.  Now,  Mr.  Mills  said,  'Let  me  think  it  over,  because  I  am 
not  prepared  to  reach  a  decision  at  this  time.'  He  said,  'We  have 
got  two  grandchildren  in  the  family  now,  they  were  born  in  Ireland, 
two  fine  little  Irish  children,  and  they  have  to  be  considered.'  He  said 
if  this  were  his  own  property  he  would  do  everything  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  he  is  a  trustee  and  he  must  be  guided  by  his  associates. 
Now,  talking  informally,  he  said,  "I  want  to  talk  it  over  with  Mrs. 
Whitelaw  Reid,  my  aunt,  and  yet  I  do  not  want  to  make  any  commit- 
ment.' Mr.  Ogden  Mills'  share  of  the  estate  is  only  one-third  of  one- 
half  of  the  entire  Mills  Estate,  Incorporated,  of  this  particular 
property.  It  was  first  D.  0.  Mills',  it  was  second,  then,  the  father  and 
Mrs.  Whitelaw  Reid,  and  now  it  is  the  grandson  of  D.  O.  Mills  and 
two  sisters,  and  they  have  got  three  children  on  one  side  and  two 
on  the  other,  and  therefore  he  has  but  one-third  of  one-half  interest  in 
this  property.  He  is  simply  acting  for  others  in  this  matter.  The 
finale  was  that  the  present  Mills  Field,  in  its  present  boundaries,  that 
is,  what  is  included  in  the  lease,  under  no  circumstances  will  he  go 
beyond  this  area. 

"Mr.  Arthur  A.  Hartman,  General  Manager  of  the  Mills  Estate, 
Incorporated,  in  New  York,  which  owns  the  property,  comes  out  here 
twice  a  year.  He  has  never  discussed  this  matter  with  anybody  except 
Mr.  Ogden  Mills,  Senior,  and  said  it  was  only  a  temporary  measure. 
He  has  never  met  or  knows  a  Supervisor,  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Hartman. 
He  thinks  their  attorney,  Mr.  Duncan  McLeod,  of  San  Francisco,  Mills 
Building,  made  the  lease,  and  the  lines  were  run  by  the  engineer, 
A.  Torregano.  Mills  Building,  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Mills,  Senior, 
handled  the  whole  matter  in  San  Francisco  himself.  Mr.  Mills,  whom 
I  spoke  to,  hopes  to  get  to  San  Francisco  this  winter.  Mrs.  Whitelaw 
Reid  would  be  in  New  York  today,  or  tomorrow,  and  after  talking  with 
her,  he  is  going  to  write  me.  Now,  that  is  the  story  and  the  full  report 
of  my  interview  with  Mr.  Ogden  Mills  regarding  Mills  Field.  And  I 
found  him  just  what  Doctor  Giannini  said  he  was,  a  fine  genial  sterling 
gentleman,  whom,  if  it  was  his,  I  think  would  gladly  give  it  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  name  of  his  grandfather.  I  think  that 
he  is  impressed  with  the  situation.  He  knows  we  have  $300,000,  or 
thereabouts,  in  that  property.  He  knows  we  cannot  keep  on  putting 
money  into  a  property  that  we  have  not  a  thread  on  except  a  lease. 
And  I  really  think,  from  the  bigness  of  the  man,  that  he  is  going  to 
try  and  do  something  and  find  some  way  to  help  us  solve  this  problem, 
and  I  think  he  is  kindly  disposed  to  do  it,  if  he  can,  subject  to  the 
other  trustees,  along  those  lines.  Gentlemen,  that  is  my  report  to  you 
about  Mills  Field." 

Underground  Railroad  Transportation. 
This  necessity  requires  your  constant  attention.  Market  street  is 
becoming  so  congested  that  street  car  transportation  may  have  to 
give  way  to  underground  for  busses  and  auto  traffic  on  the  surface. 
We  must  provide  rapid  transportation  down  the  Peninsula.  The  City 
is  rapidly  growing  that  way.  In  a  few  years  it  will  be  quicker  to 
reach  the  homes  of  our  people  down  the  Peninsula  by  electric  car 
system  than  over  the  crowded  auto  highways.  It  is  your  duty  to 
solve  this  problem  by  taking  hold  of  it  now.  The  City  Engineer  and 
the  City  Planning  Commission  have  some  fine  ideas  about  this  prob- 
lem and  they  .should  be  consulted.  It  has  been  suggested  that  an 
overhead  railway  be  constructed  over  the  Southern  Pacific  right  of  way 
through  Bernal  cut  and  join  the  surface  lines  of  the  United  Railways, 
to  be  ultimately  owned  by  the  City,  at  Baden,  San  Mateo  County. 

Purchase  of  Private  Property  for  City  Needs. 
I   respectfully  suggest  that  hereafter,   when   the  city  needs  private 
holdings    for   its    public    improvements,    that    property    owners    should 
be  treated  fairly  and  paid  promptly  for  their  property,  instead  of  hav- 
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ing  to  hold  their  property  for  the  City  until  the  City  makes  up  Its 
mind  as  to  how  to  pay  for  it.  The  system  of  offering  property  owners 
less  for  their  property  than  they  have  paid  the  City  in  taxes  is  not 
fair  nor  just.  If  the  City  needs  the  land  for  improvements  it  should 
pay  fairly  for  it.  The  private  property  owner  having  carried  the  prop- 
erty over  a  period  of  years,  hoping  for  the  benefit  accruing  from  the 
City's  growth,  should  get  the  benefit  due  him  for  his  foresight  in  his 
investment.  The  John  McLaren  Park  and  the  Sunset  boulevard  are 
evidences  of  taking  people's  property  without  making  provision  for 
their  payment  after  notifying  the  world  of  their  requirements  and 
condemning  the  property  for  public  use.  The  City  should  set  the 
example  at  all  times  of  doing  business  in  a  prompt,  business-like  way 
and  not  take  the  attitude  that,  because  it  is  a  City,  it  can  do  as  it 
pleases  by  the  authority  it  holds. 

The  City  has  condemned  approximately  thirty-two  acres  of  prop- 
erty owned  by  one  estate,  as  well  as  uncounted  numerous  small  prop- 
erty owners,  Included  in  the  proposed  John  McLaren  Park,  that  the 
owners  thereof  can  neither  sell  nor  improve,  nor  get  any  interest 
from  and  must  hold  it  at  their  own  expense  and  pay  taxes  thereon, 
which  the  City  demands,  until  the  City  finds  means  of  paying  for  it. 
My  office  is  continually  appealed  to  by  irate  public  citizens,  mostly 
poor  people  and  small  home  ownei;s,  whose  property  has  been  pur- 
chased by  the  City,  the  owners  notified  to  vacate  their  small  homes, 
titles  searched  in  the  title  companies,  title  ready  for  delivery  to  the 
City,  and  no  money  for  payment,  and  yet  they  are  called  upon  to  pay 
the  City  taxes.  This  system  must  be  changed  and  changed  imme- 
diately. There  must  be  some  relief  found  for  such  cases.  The  City 
should  pay  for  what  it  wants  and  what  it  takes.  Legislation,  if  re- 
quired, to  refund  taxes  and  add  interest  to  the  purchase  price  until  the 
City  pays  for  the  property  should  be  perfected  at  once. 

Municipal  Railroad  Extensio7i. 

Continuance  and  extension  of  the  Taraval  street  line  of  the  Munici- 
pal Railroad  system  to  the  terminus  of  the  Ocean  Beach  esplanade 
should  be  solved  by  your  Public  Utilities  Committee  at  once. 

New'  Temple  of  Justice  (Courthouse). 
The  vacant  block  of  our  Civic  Center,  bounded  by  Larkin,  Fulton, 
Hyde  and  Grove  streets  should  be  determined  upon  as  a  site  for  a  new 
courthouse.  Study  should  be  given  to  its  plan  and  construction,  be- 
cause it  is  only  a  matter  of  a  short  time  when  all  the  operating 
branches  of  the  City  Government,  viz.:  its  railroad,  water  and  elec- 
tric projects  will  be  located  centrally  in  the  City  Hall  and  plans  for 
a  beautiful  court  house  should  be  under  way  and  a  financial  plan  pro- 
posed for  its  construction. 

Yacht  Harbor. 

Our  yacht  harbor  needs  more  room — there  are  many  applications  for 
space.  These  should  be  provided.  It  is  one  of  San  Francisco's  great, 
useful,  amusement,  recreational  show  places.  We  should  encourage 
yachting  the  same  as  we  do  golf. 

Garbage  Incinerator. 

The  erection  of  a  new  incinerator  must  receive  your  prompt  action, 
because  the  courts  have  demanded  it  and  the  court's  orders  must  be 
respected.  It  is  only  through  the  consideration  of  Judge  B.  P.  Mogan 
of  the  Superior  Court  that  the  City  is  being  permitted  temporarily  to 
operate  the  old  incinerator.  The  people  have  decided  in  favor  of 
incineration  and  no  delays  will  be  permitted  by  court  orders. 

Completion  of  Civic  Center. 

Fulton  street  and  Leavenworth  street  should  be  opened  immediately 
and  funds  therefor,  or  means  of  providing  for  same,  should  be  forth- 
coming from  your  Honorable  Board.  An  appropriation  of  $15,000 
which    I    have    appealed    for    continuously    for    several    years    to    pay 
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draughtsmen  to  prepare  plans,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Architects  of  the  Civic  Center,  for  the  decoration  of  the  unfinished, 
unsightly  walls  which  desecrate  our  Civic  Center,  is  urgently  needed. 
These  plans  should  be  made  immediately,  so  that  the  owners  of  said 
building  will  complete  the  facade  at  their  own  expense,  which  they 
have  agreed  to  do,  if  the  City  will  advise  them  what  the  City  wants 
done. 

Ocean  Beach  Esplanade  Extension. 

We  should  extend  the  Ocean  Beach  esplanade  from  the  present 
terminus  at  Sloat  boulevard  to  Honora  Sharp  Park  of  about  444  acres, 
at  Rockaway  Beach,  in  San  Mateo  County,  a  distance  of  approximately 
14.4  miles,  and  on  a  level  below  the  old  Ocean  Shore  right  of  way. 
The  government  owns  with  its  life  saving  station  considerable  prop- 
erty through  which  the  esplanade  would  traverse  and  immediate  effort 
should  be  exerted  upon  our  members  in  Congress  to  secure  right  of 
way  for  this  worthy  project.  Your  committee  through  the  City  En- 
gineer, should  study  the  project,  perfect  plans  and  advise  your  Board 
the  cost  thereof.     It  can  be  built  out  of  the  Good  Roads  Funds. 

Naval  Bases  at  Alameda  and  Sunnyvale. 

Your  Honorable  Board  should  delegate  to  a  committee  of  its  mem- 
bers the  special  duty  of  watchfully  and  unceasingly  working  to  bring 
about  the  establishment  of  these  two  governmental  understakings 
which   have   received   the  approval   of   government   commissions. 

Public  Utilities  Commission. 
I  am  firmly  convinced  of  the  desirability  of  a  Municipal  Public  Ser- 
vice Commission,  authorized  by  the  people,  to  have  full  control  and 
management  of  the  public  utilities  owned  by  the  people  and  I  re- 
spectfully recommend  that  the  creation  of  such  a  commission  be  resub- 
mitted to  the  voters  at  an  early,  opportune  time. 

Bay  Bridges. 
Progress  may  be  reported  on  the  exceptionally  important  subject  of 
Bay  bridges  across  the  Golden  Gate  and  San  Francisco  Bay.  The  City 
must  continue  its  efforts  in  connection  with  both  of  these  projects  in 
active  and  whole-hearted  co-operation  with  community  and  State 
authorities  holding  authority  in  clearing  the  way  for  actual  construc- 
tion. 

Consolidation  of  San  Mateo  and  San  Francisco  Counties. 

State  legislation  has  been  enacted  permitting  the  consolidation  of 
cities  and  towns  in  adjoining  counties  so  that  they  may  annex  them- 
selves for  their  own  advancement.  Your  honorable  Board  should 
appoint  a  special  committee  to  confer  with  the  county  officials  of  San 
Mateo  County  and  the  officials  of  the  cities  and  towns  thereof,  to  bring 
about  such  consolidation  as  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  our  friendly 
neighbors  in  San  Mateo  County  and  our  own  people,  all  of  whom  must 
vote  on  such  a  consolidation  before  it  can  be  accomplished. 

I  am  told  that  there  is  a  growing  feeling  in  San  Mateo  County  in 
favor  of  such  consolidation,  because  the  people  realize  that  now  that 
San  Francisco  owns  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany, and  is  developing  its  electric  energy  and  Municipal  Railway 
extensions,  it  will  be  a  great  assurance  to  them  to  receive  water,  elec- 
tric light,  power  and  telephone  services,  boulevard  construction,  road 
construction  and  improvements  in  general  on  the  part  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  by  money  expended  in  San  Mateo  County  as  a  part  of 
San  Francisco.  Also  police  and  fire  protection,  high  schools,  parks, 
playgrounds  and  in  general  full  services  which  San  Francisco  now 
enjoys  and  at  the  same  rate  for  public  utility  service  which  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  also  enjoy  and  at  a  tax  rate  lower  than  any  city  in 
the  United  States.  Care  must  be  taken  that  the  political  life  of  San 
Mateo  County  shall  not  be  jeopardized  by  a  consolidation  with  San 
Francisco    County.      The    big   City    will    spend    money   for    the    rapid 
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development  of  San  Mateo  County  under  such  a  consolidation  plan. 
Harbor  improvements  from  the  revenues  of  San  Francisco  Harbor  can 
be  expended  for  the  development  of  harbor  facilities  in  San  Mateo 
County  if  it  should  become  a  part  of  San  Francisco  County. 

To  erect  at  the  entrance  of  San  Francisco  County  at  San  Francis- 
quito  Creek,  the  border  line  of  Santa  Clara  County  at  the  door  of 
Stanford  University,  beautiful  entrance  gates  to  greater  San  Francisco 
County  would  be  a  fine  thing  for  both  San  Mateo  County  and  San 
Francisco  County  as  one.  "Faint  heart  never  won  fair  lady,"  is  applic- 
able in  this  marriage  plan  of  the  two  counties.  But  we  must  not  press 
our  suit  too  hard,  unless  we  know  that  our  sweetheart,  San  Mateo 
County,  is  willing  to  consider  the  proposal. 

Tribute    to    Commissioners,    Airpointees    and    Employees    of    the    City 

Administration. 

"United  we  stand.  Divided  we  fall."  I  pay  tribute  to  and  in  the 
name  of  the  City  thank  the  Commissioners,  the  Appointees  and  all 
Employees  of  the  City  Government  to  whom  credit  is  due  for  their 
loyalty  to  the  City  and  their  contribution  to  the  great  accomplishments 
which  have  been  completed  for  the  advancement  of  our  City.  I  name 
herein,  for  your  information  and  for  record  in  this  message,  my  able 
Commissioners  and  si)lendid  Appointees  who  administer  the  various 
branches  of  government,  in  all  of  whom  I  am  sure  the  people  of  this 
City  have  confidence.

Our  Civic  Center  for  its  completed  adornment  and  beautification  re- 
quires two  beautiful  monumental  fountains  with  an  everlasting  abun- 
dant flow  of  water.  I  hope  these  will  come  as  a  gift  to  the  City  from 
some  philanthropic  citizen.  I  hope  they  will  be  given  shortly  and 
be  erected  in  time  to  be  ready  to  gush  forth  the  waters  of  Hetch 
Hetchy  when  it  leaves  the  O'Shaughnessy  dam  about  two  and  a  half 
years  hence  to  flow  into  Crystal  Springs  Lake  and  from  there  deliv- 
ered through  these  fountains  to  the  heart  of  San  Francisco  in  our 
Civic  Center.  They  are  estimated  to  cost  aproximately  $125,000  each 
and  will  be  the  most  beautiful  fountains  in  the  world.     I  have  hopes  of 

this  gift  to  the  City.  ,      .  .^.    r^■^  t-  t 

Finally:  My  observation  of  what  the  people  of  this  City  expect  from 
their  legislative  branch  of  government  is  harmony,  progress  and  the 
construction  of  projects  for  the  advancement  of  this  growing  City. 
Everyone  profits  from  such  a  program.  In  other  words,  the  people  want 
the  small  things  as  well  as  the  big  things  done  in  a  big  way.

Remember  the  City  Hall  of  San  Francisco  is  the  finest,  noblest,  public 
building  in  the  United  States,  and  we  have  the  gold  medal  of  honor  to 
prove  it,  and  both  the  building  and  its  dome  are  loftier  than  the  build- 
ing and  the  dome  of  the  capitol  at  Washington,  D.  C,  from  sidewalk 
to  top  of  the  finial,  and  we  have  the  elevation  plans  of  both  to  prove 
it  I  brought  the  elevation  plans  of  the  United  States  capitol  build- 
ing home  with  me  from  Washington  and  our  Acting  City  Architect 
Mr  Charles  H.  Sawyer,  has  given  me  the  exact  difference  m  favor  ot 
San  Francisco's  City  Hall.  That  is  civic  pride  and  civic  spirit.  You 
cannot  lose  in  boosting  civic  spirit.  When  you  are  proud  of  your  home 
the  world  admires  you.  I  wish  for  you  a  service  of  progressive  action 
for  the  City  which  honors  and  places  faith  in  you.

by  the  Board. 

Motion  carried. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  said  in  part:  I  desire  at  this  time  to 
congratulate  my  new  colleagues  on  the  Board  upon  their  election  and 
welcome  them  as  members  of  the  Board  and  to  express  the  hope  and 
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the  sincere  desire,  on  my  part,  that  we  will  be  able  to  cooperate  on  all 
matters  of  importance  for  the  welfare  of  the  City. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  said  in  part:  I  desire  to  avail  myself  of 
this  opportunity  to  join  my  colleagues  in  extending  my  cordial  good 
wishes  to  the  retiring  members  of  the  Board  and  to  thank  them  for  the 
many  courtesies  that  they  have  extended  to  me  during  my  incumbency 
on  this  Board.  I  also  desire  to  extend  my  sincere  greetings  and  best 
wishes  to  the  new  members  of  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR    ROSSI:      Mr.    Mayor,   members   of   the    Board,    ladies 
and  gentlemen:     I  know  that  when  each  and  every  one  of  you  entered 
the  room  and  saw  before  you  the  array  of  beautiful  flowers  that  you  at 
once  came  to  the  conclusion  that  holding  public  office  was  a  bed  of 
roses,  but  I  assure  you  it  is  anything  but  that.     In  assuming  my  duties 
today  as  a  member  of  this   Board   I   fully  realize  and  appreciate  the 
responsibility  that  goes  with  it.     I  know  that  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco expect  a  great  deal   from   this   Board.     They  expect  action,  and 
not  procrastination.     You  all  have  listened  attentively  to  the  message 
of  his  Honor  the  Mayor.     He  has  outlined  a  very  constructive  program, 
which  will  take  several  years  to  put  through  or  to  accomplish.     One  of 
the  most   important  matters  that  will   come  before  this   Board   at  an 
early  date  will  be  the  taking  over  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
which  will  be  on  March  2nd.     It  will  be  incumbent  upon  this  Board  to 
pass   the    necessary    legislation,    with    the   approval    of    his    Honor    the 
Mayor,  in  order  that  that  proposition  or  that  utility  will  be  placed  in 
safe  hands  and  will  be  conducted  as  a  business  enterprise  and  not  as  a 
political   organization.     I  also   know   the   urgent   necessity   of  building 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.     And  while   it  is 
true  that  construction  has  gone  over  a  period  of  twenty  years — and  I 
do  not  say  that  by  way  of  reflection  upon  any  one;   obstacles  have  pre- 
sented themselves  and  they  were  all  overcome — still,  at  the  same  time, 
I  am  for  the  early  completion  of  Hetch  Hetchy  in  order  to  obviate  the 
periodicals  that  you  see  in  the  paper,  that  San  Francisco  is  threatened 
with  a  water  famine.     That,  in  my  opinion,  is  bad   publicity  for  San 
Francisco.     We   also   have   a   big  transportation   problem.     Franchises 
have  expired,  others  will  soon  expire.     What  has  been  done  by  way  of 
taking  over  the  railroads  that  are  not  owned  by  the  City  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  know  at  this  time,  but  I  do  know  that  that  matter  is  before 
us  and  somehing  must  be  done  at  an  early  date  in  order  to  unify  our 
transportation  system  and  to  see  that  San  Francisco  gets  rapid  trans- 
portation to  all   sections  of   San   Francisco  and   down   the   Peninsula. 
That,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  most  serious  problem  that  confronts  this 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and   I  say  that  for  this  reason:      I  know  that 
there  are  a  number  of  civic  organizations  that  may  differ  as  to  how 
that  should  be  taken  over  and  the  price  to  be  paid.     I  also  know  that 
the  press  is  divided  on  that  particular  question,  and  that  is  why  it  is 
going  to  make  it  very  difficult  for  this  Board  to  handle  that  situation. 
However,  we  must  have  courage  to  do  what  we  think  is  right  and  to 
take  it  over  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.     And  I  would  suggest  to 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  if  it  be  in  order,  that  various  representatives  of 
the  newspapers,  and  likewise  these  various  organizations  who  are  in- 
terested in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  San  Francisco,  to  get  together 
and  see  if  this  problem  could  be  solved  in  a  way  that  would  benefit 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  as  a  whole.     We  also  have  the  problem  of 
disposal    of    garbage.      Several    in'opositions    were    submitted    to    the 
people  at  the  last  election.     Each  and  every  one  of  them  was  turned 
down,  which  would  indicate  that  the  people  want  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  settle  that  once  and  for  all.     I  might  go  on  and  mention  many 
other  problems  that  are  to  be  solved  by  this  Board.     And  I  know  they 
must  be  solved,  and  I  know  that  they  will  be  solved  with  the  able  lead- 
ership of  his  Honor  the  Mayor.    And  I  want  to  at  this  time  pledge  my 
whole-hearted  support  to  your  Honor,  to  cooperate  with  you  in  every 
possible  way  to  solve  these  problems. 
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I  have  been  honored  today  by  this  Board  by  being  elected  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee.  No  one  Itnows  better  than  myself  the 
responsibility  of  that  particular  position.  I  know  it  has  been  said, 
time  and  again,  that  whoever  accepted  the  chairmanship,  whoever  ac- 
cepted membership  on  the  Finance  Committee,  courted  political  sui- 
cide. Well,  I  do  not  altogether  agree  with  that,  and  I  say  that  for  this 
reason:  That  as  long  as  one  does  his  duty,  and  does  it  conscientiously, 
he  never  has  any  fear,  he  should  not  have  any  fear,  as  to  whether  he 
should  be  reelected  or  not.  What  counts  is  whether  he  has  done  his 
duty  the  way  he  should  do  it,  and  let  the  people  judge  for  themselves. 
It  won't  be  long  now  but  what  the  Finance  Committee  will  get  to- 
gether and  consider  the  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  I  am  happy  to 
have  on  that  committee  Supervisor  Hayden,  who  has  been  a  member 
for  a  good  many  years  and  is  familiar  with  the  duties  of  that  com- 
mittee, and  I  am  likewise  very  happy  to  have  on  that  committee  Super- 
visor Power,  who  at  one  time  was  chairman  of  that  committee  and 
had  experience  in  that  line.  And  all  that  we  intend  to  do,  having 
knowledge  of  what  the  work  of  that  committee  is,  is  to  render  a  service 
which  we  hope  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  San  Francisco  as  a 
whole.  I  do  not  believe  in  being  small  or  niggardly  in  appropriations: 
at  the  same  time  I  am  opposed  to  wastefulness  and  extravagance.  I 
do  not  believe  in  creating  positions  just  to  put  someone  on  the  payroll. 
There  are  certain  flxed  charges  in  the  making  up  of  a  budget  to  carry 
on  the  various  departments  of  this  City  government,  and  an  adequate 
sum  should  be  appropriated  in  order  that  each  department  should 
function  properly  and  efficiently.  In  addition  to  that,  we  have  major 
projects  which  the  Mayor  has  mentioned  here  today,  all  of  which  can- 
not be  taken  care  of  in  any  one  year  or  in  any  two  years  or  three  years. 
The  program  as  outlined  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  today  will  take  years 
to  carry  through,  but,  nevertheless,  they  are  all  very  constructive  and 
things  that  will  be  done  and  should  be  done  at  the  earliest  possible 
time.  I  am  mindful  of  the  fact,  and  reference  has  been  made  to  it  to- 
day, that,  after  all,  we  must  take  into  consideration  the  man  or  woman 
that  pays  the  bill,  and  that  is  the  taxpayer.  I  know  that  no  one  wants 
to  see  the  tax  rate  increased.  I  go  back  to  four  years  ago,  when  the 
tax  rate  was  $4.13,  and  I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  am  not  here  making 
any  apology  for  that  tax  rate,  because  there  was  not  a  cent  put  m  that 
budget  that  was  not  necessary.  The  claim  has  been  made  here  today 
that  the  tax  rate  has  been  reduced.  In  order  that  there  be  no  mistake 
about  that  I  want  to  give  you  a  few  facts  and  tell  you  how  that  tax  rate 
was  reduced.  During  the  time  of  my  incumbency  m  office  the  tax  rate 
was  $4.13.  We  had  at  that  time  a  very  serious  problem  before  us,  and 
that  was  what  disposition  to  make  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  power  I  at 
that  time  took  the  position  to  dispose  of  it  to  the  only  available  com- 
pany in  San  Francisco  until  such  time  as  the  City  and  County  ot  ban 
Francisco  provided  the  funds  to  operate  their  own  distributing  system. 
That  was  the  only  thing  left  for  anyone  to  do,  anyone  that  would  use 
common  sense  and  common  judgment;  but,  on  the  false  issue  that  was 
presented  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  some  of  the  candidates  who 
were  then  elected  made  a  promise  to  the  people  that  they  were  going 
to  give  Hetch  Hetchy  back  to  the  people.  Now,  I  will  ask  anyone  here 
or  any  citizen  who  follows  the  political  life  of  San  Francisco,  what 
has  that  Board  done  by  way  of  giving  Hetch  Hetchy  back  to  the  people 
Nothing  has  been  changed,  nothing  can  be  changed  only  to  the  detri- 
ment of  San  Francisco,  until  such  time  as  the  people  vote  to  take  over 
the  existing  distributing  system,  which,  I  think,  or  at  least  I  hope,  will 
be  presented  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  in  due  time.  At  that  Ume 
your  Finance  Committee  recommended  to  this  Board,  or  a  subcommitte 
I  believe  it  was,  the  temporary  disposition  of  that  power.  And  what 
was  the  result?  The  result  was  this:  That  you  received  upwards  of 
^00,000  a  year,  or  a  total  up  to  date  of  .$10,000,000,  which  you  wouM 
not  have  received  if  those  who  were  elected  four  years  ago  earned  out 
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their  pledge  to  cancel  that  contract.  I  did  not  expect,  or  rather  I  did 
not  intend,  to  bring  this  matter  iip,  because  I  never  used  it  during  the 
last  campaign.  And  I  made  no  reference  to  it  whatsoever.  And  that, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  went  a  long  ways  to  reduce  the  tax  rate.  Two 
million  four  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  year  means  25  to  26  cents  in 
your  tax  rate.  And  in  addition  to  that,  since  we  were  turned  out  of 
office,  through  the  legislation  at  Sacramento,  and  sponsored  or  fathered 
by  Senator  Breed,  the  gasoline  tax  came  into  existence,  and  that  has 
turned  into  the  City  and  County  $1,250,000  a  year.  That,  too,  reduces 
your  tax  rate  10  to  12  cents,  because,  prior  to  that,  we  were  obliged, 
in  order  to  keep  our  street  work  up  and  our  streets  clean,  to  place 
annually  in  the  budget  upwards  of  six  to  seven  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  That  is  not  necessary  to  be  done  at  this  time.  So  that  is  what 
reduced  your  tax  rate.  So  I  say  that  it  is  unbecoming,  indeed,  upon 
the  part  of  any  member  of  this  Board  to  claim  credit  for  the  reduction 
of  the  tax  rate  when  he  is  not  responsible  at  all.  I  believe  in  giving 
credit  when  credit  is  due,  and  I  would  not  have  mentioned  this  ques- 
tion today  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  a  report  has  been  placed  on 
tile  of  particular  members  taking  credit  for  the  reduction  of  the  tax 
rate.  I  know,  I  repeat  again,  of  the  responsibility  of  being  a  member 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  I  do  not  want  to  start  off  and  be  placed 
in  the  wrong  light.  I  want  to  assure  the  public  that  I  have  only  one 
thought  in  mind,  and  that  is  to  render  the  best  possible  service  that  is 
within  me,  and  I,  together  with  other  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee— I  know  what  their  feelings  are — will  not  raise  that  tax  rate 
one  cent  if  it  is  possible  not  to  do  it.  But  we  must,  the  City  must,  go 
ahead,  the  City  must  progress,  and  we  must  meet  our  bills  as  they  pre- 
sent themselves.  So  I  want  everyone  to  know  that  I  did  not  bring  up 
that  question  by  way  of  casting  reflection  upon  the  past  Finance  Com- 
mittee, but  I  want  to  set  myself  clear  for  the  future,  that  in  the  event 
that  the  tax  rate  is  raised — I  am  not  saying  that  it  will  be— the  reason 
will  be  for  need  improvements,  and  only  for  needed  improvements.  I 
have  talked  longer  than  I  expected.  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  every  member  of  the  Board  for  the  great  honor  which  they 
have  bestowed  upon  me.  I  want  to  thank  my  friends  who  have  seen 
fit  to  send  flowers  expressing  their  good  will  and  good  wishes.  I  only 
hope  to  have  their  cooperation,  and  by  having  that  I  am  sure  that, 
when  my  term  of  office  comes  to  an  end,  I  will  be  able  to  give  a  good 
account  of  my  stewardship. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  If  I  may  say,  for  the  information  of 
the  Supervisor,  there  is  a  report  on  file  for  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
the  statement  was  made,  and  no  claim  of  any  credit  whatever,  that 
four  years  ago  the  tax  rate  was  $4.13  and  that  today  it  is  $3.91,  and  those 
are  the  only  two  statements  contained  in  there.  There  is  no  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  claim  all  the  credit  for  it.  It 
is  the  fact,  we  set  it  before  you  for  the  information  of  the  old  Board 
and  the  new  Board.  It  is  $3.91.  and  if  you  have  any  doubt  about  it 
you  can  consult  the  attorney  for  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  District,  who 
made  that  point  before  us. 


Supervisor  Canepa  also  addressed  the  Board,  thanking  his  friends 
for  the  flowers  and  declaring  that  he  was  sincerely  apjireciative 
of  the  honor  the  citizens  had  bestowed  on  him  in  electing  him  to  the 
office  of  Supervisor.  He  referred  to  the  big  program  of  public  improve- 
ments outlined  in  the  Mayor's  message  and  hoped  that  after  this  meet- 
ing  the    Board    would    get   down   to    business   and    carry   the    program 

through.  ,     ,   J      J 

Supervisor  Powder  thanked  his  friends  and  well-wishers  and  pledged 
himself  to  action  rather  than  words.  The  people  of  San  Francisco,  he 
said,  desire  action  in  all  these  matters.  He  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  many  beautiful  floral  tributes  and  hoped  for  the  harmonious  co- 
operation of  all  in  promoting  San  Francisco's  welfare  and  progress. 
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Supervisor  Miles  and  Supervisor  Spaulding  also  addressed  the  Board, 
thanking  their  friends  for  floral  tributes  and  the  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  their  election.  They  jdedged  themselves  to  deeds  rather  than 
words  and  fullest  cooperation  in  bringing  all  San  Francisco  municipal 
projects  to  an  early  completion. 

Supervisor  Roncovieri  also  addressed  the  Board,  bespeaking  harmony 
and  cooperation  in  the  solution  of  San  Francisco's  important  public 
projects  and  a  dignified  conduct  of  the  supervisorial  proceedings  at  all 
times. 

Supervisor  Stanton  also  expressed  his  appreciation  for  his  reelection 
rt  the  hands  of  the  citizens  of  San  Fi'ancisco.  He  extended  his  very 
best  wishes  to  the  retiring  members  and  congratulated  the  newly- 
elected  members  whom  he  hoped  would  serve  the  City  to  the  best  of 
their  ability. 

Supervisor  Gallagher  also  extended  his  best  wishes  to  the  retiring 
members  and  his  congratulations  to  the  newly-elected. 

RULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 

SUPERVISORS. 

Supervisor  Andriano  presented  the  following  rules,  and  asked  that, 
inasmuch  as  the  secretary  of  the  Rules  Committee,  Supervisor  Peyser, 
liad  not  been  able  to  approve  them,  that  they  be  laid  over  one  week, 
with  the  reservation  that  if  any  of  the'  rules  do  not  conform  to  the 
notes  of  the  secretary  that  the  committee  be  permitted  to  amend  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  hereinafter  set  forth  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Proceedings  of  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors, to-wit: 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

1.  The  following  shall  constitute  the  standing  committees  of  the 
Board  (the  first  named  member  to  be  chairman  thereof) :

Every  Committee  shall  set  a  stated  time  of  meeting,  or  the  Com- 
mittee may  meet  at  a  time  to  be  set  by  the  chairman,  and  every 
member  will  be  expected  to  attend  every  meeting  of  his  Committee, 
and  to  be  present  promptly  on  time.  The  clerk  of  each  Committee 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  attendance  of  the  members,  and  he  shall 
report  such  record  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  shall  have  the  report  of  the  attendance  of  members  at  committee 
meetings  available  at  all  times  for  the  information  of  any  or  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board. 
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DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

2.  The  respective  duties  of  each  of  the  foregoing  Committees  and 
the  time  of  meetings  are  hereby  defined  as  follows: 

AIRPORT  AND  AERONAUTICS— To  have  control  and  management 
of  the  Municipal  Airport;  to  report  and  recommend  on  applications 
for  leasing  of  hangars  and  concessions  in  said  Airport;  to  consider  and 
report  on  all  matters  relating  to  said  Airport. 

AUDITORIUM — To  have  control  and  management  of  the  Municipal 
Auditorium  and  entertainments  held  therein  under  the  auspices  of 
the  City  as  provided  in  Ordinance  No.  5320  (New  Series);  to  lease 
said  building  and  the  several  halls  and  apartments  therein;  to  report 
and  recommend  on  applications  for  leasing  of  said  building  for  public 
assemblages  and  gatherings;  to  consider  and  report  on  all  matters 
relating  to  the  management,  conduct  and  maintenance  of  said  Audi- 
torium. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  AND  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM— To  consider  all 
matters  relating  to  Civil  Service  in  the  several  departments  and  to 
promote  efficiency  and  economy  in  expenditures;  to  consider  matters 
relating  to  the  Retirement  System,  and  all  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  referred  to  it  for 
investigation  and  report  thereon. 

COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  CITY 
PLANNING — To  assist  in  promoting  the  establishment  of  industries  in 
San  Francisco  and  to  cooperate  with  commercial  and  industrial  organ- 
izations in  all  efforts  to  establish  new  industries;  to  consider  measures 
helpful  in  developing  San  Francisco  as  an  industrial  center  and  to 
encourage  delegations  to  points  where  needed  to  bring  new  industries, 
and  generally  to  consider  manufacturing  problems  as  related  to  the 
industrial  needs  of  the  community;  to  cooperate  with  the  United 
States,  State  officials  and  civic  organizations  in  support  of  national 
and  state  legislation  designed  to  promote  world  trade  and  the  United 
States  Merchant  Marine;  to  bring  about  the  location  of  a  foreign 
trade  zone  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  to  inaugurate 
a  movement  to  the  end  that  the  management,  control  and  development 
of  San  Francisco's  harbor  be  placed  locally,  and  also  to  cooperate  with 
the  Federal  and  State  authorities  on  all  matters,  especially  legislation, 
that  tend  for  the  further  development  and  utilization  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's harbor  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  world's  commerce;  to  promote 
friendly  relations  between  the  City  and  contiguous  and  neighboring 
communities,  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  City's  expansion, 
and  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  between  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  hear  such  matters  con- 
cerning city  planning  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; to  propose  measures  for  developing  and  accelerating  trans- 
continental railway  and  inter-urban  railroad  transportation  on  this 
peninsula;  to  confer  with  adjacent  cities,  towns  and  counties  on  inter- 
community problems  and  to  suggest  to  the  Board  in  what  manner 
other  committees  may  be  of  help  in  peninsula  development. 

EDUCATION,  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS— To  consider  and  re- 
port upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  Departments  of  Education,  Parks 
and  Playgrounds  and  recreation  centers,  including  the  Aquatic  Park, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Education,  Playground  Commission 
and  Park  Commission  regarding  the  development  and  increased  use- 
fulness of  these  departments. 

FINANCE — To  perform  all  duties  required  by  the  Charter;  to  audit 
all  bills  and  report  on  all  matters  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  to  act  as  a  budget  committee  for  the  Board,  hold 
hearings  on  budget  estimates  of  and  with  all  departments,  receive 
recommendations  from  all  other  committees  of  the  Board,  and  formu- 
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late  a  budget  for  submission  to  the  Board  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  May.     (Meets  Fridays  at  2:30  p.  m.) 

FIRE — To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Fire  Department;  to 
report  on  all  applications  for  garage,  boiler,  laundry  and  other  permits 
referred  to  it. 

JUDICIARY — To  consider  and  report  upon  Charter  amendments  and 
all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Board. 

LIGHTING,  WATER  SERVICE,  TELEPHONE  SERVICE  AND 
ELECTRICITY— To  attend  to  the  proper  lighting  of  streets,  public 
parks  and  public  buildings;  to  investigate  and  correct  complaints  of 
water  service  and  extensions  thereof,  and  telephone  service;  to  recom- 
mend installation  and  removal  of  City  telephones;  to  recommend  from 
time  to  time  extensions  of  underground  wire  system,  and  to  have 
general  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  electricity  other  than  public 
lighting  and  amendments  to  the  building  laws. 

MUNICIPAL  CONCERTS  AND  PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS— To  have 
charge  of  the  Municipal  Band  and  conduct  all  concerts  that  are  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (except 
those  concerts  under  the  management  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
the  Auditorium  Committee  of  this  Board) ;  to  assist  in  promotion  of 
all  semi-public  celebrations,  dedications,  etc. 

POLICE  AND  LICENSES— To  consider  legislation  concerning  the 
Police  Department;  to  investigate  the  management  and  character  of 
penal  institutions;  to  consider  all  matters  affecting  public  morals;  to 
report  upon  applications  for  permits  referred  to  it  by  the  Board, 
including  free  licenses  to  those  deserving  them,  and  report  on  all 
licenses,  including  taxicabs  and  public  conveyances  for  hire. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS— To  consider  the  erection  of  all 
public  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  sites  for  all  public  buildings  upon 
recommendation  of  the  respective  departments;  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  repairs  to  public  buildings,  and  to  recommend  as  to  the 
janitorial,  elevator  and  other  service  required  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  all  buildings  of  the  City  and  County;  also  to  assign  to  the  various 
oflQces  and  departments  the  various  rooms  and  places  in  the  City  Hall 
and  Hall  of  Justice;  to  investigate  and  report  upon  proposed  purchases 
of  lands;  to  formulate  plans  for  leasing  City  lands  not  needed  for 
public  purposes;  to  consider  transfer  of  lands  from  one  department  to 
another,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  realty  of  the  City 
other  than  school  property  and  airport  property. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  health  and 
sanitation;  to  see  that  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Health  are  properly  conducted;  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  service  in  public  hospitals  and  Relief  Home;  to  consider 
and  report  upon  all  complaints  of  nuisances;  to  make  recommenda- 
tions upon  applications  for  permits  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  Board;  also  removal  and  destruction  of  garbage. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES— To  consider  and  pass  upon  all  matters  relating 
to  public  utilities,  their  acquisition,  construction,  control  and  manage- 
ment, whether  municipally  or  privately  owned,  including  transbay 
bridges,  transportation,  lighting,  power,  water  and  steam  heating. 

PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  PUBLICITY— To  consider  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  social  well-being  of  the  community  other  than  those  hereto- 
fore provided  for,  and  generally  to  act  upon  all  matters  of  public  adver- 
tising, and  pass  on  all  bills  chargeable  against  the  advertising  fund; 
to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

RULES — To  consider  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board.  To  have  supervision  of 
and  give  instructions  to  the  chauffeurs  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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STATE  LAWS  AND  LEGISLATION— To  be  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Committee  when  occasion  requires.  To  consider  all  matters 
pending  before  the  Legislature  and  proposed  legislation  which  affects 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  to 
make  such  recommendations  to  the  Board  as  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
and  to  appear  before  the  State  Legislature  in  advocacy  of  any  meas- 
ures or  in  opposition  to  measures  as  the  Board  may  advise. 

STREETS  AND  TUNNELS— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the 
construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  streets  and  sewers, 
including  highways  outside  the  County,  for  which  the  City  and  County 
is  authorized  to  appropriate  money,  the  closing,  opening  and  widening 
of  streets  and  the  cleaning  of  streets;  to  designate  the  streets  for  the 
improvement  and  repair  of  which  appropriations  may  be  made  in  the 
budget  and  to  allocate  the  same.  Also  direct  the  expenditure  of  money 
received  from  the  State  for  the  construction  of  public  highways;  to 
consider  and  report  upon  applications  for  spur  and  industrial  tracks; 
to  consider  and  report  upon  all  matters  relating  to  tunnels. 

SUPPLIES — To  consider  and  have  charge  of  the  purchase  of  all 
supplies  as  provided  by  the  Charter;  to  prepare  schedules  for  general 
supplies  and  to  recommend  award  of  contracts;  to  inspect  deliveries 
and  quality  and  quantity  of  supplies;  to  pass  on  all  requisitions  for 
non-contract  supplies;  to  supervise  the  purchase  and  distribution  of 
all  books,  stationery,  etc. 

TRAFFIC  AND  SAFETY— To  investigate  and  report  on  matters 
relative  to  traffic  conditions  in  the  City  and  propose  Ordinances 
regulating  traffic  and  the  promotion  of  safety  in  connection  therewith. 

CONVENING  OF   BOARD. 

3.  The  Board  shall  convene  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  each  Monday, 
and  the  Clerk  shall  immediately,  after  the  call  to  order,  which  shall 
be  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  call  the  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
shall  record  those  present  and  absent.  The  Clerk  shall  also  record 
the  time  of  arrival  of  those  members  of  the  Board  who  arrive  after 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  name  of  such  member  and  the  time  of  his 
arrival  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of 
cooperating  with  any  particular  department  to  investigate  the  financial 
needs  of  such  department  to  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  budget; 
to  consider  such  department's  budget  estimates  and  to  recommend  to 
the  Finance  Committee  such  modifications  or  changes  thereof  as  it 
may  deem  proper. 

The  designations  and  duties  of  the  foregoing  Committees  are  hereby 
made  part  of  these  rules. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

4.  The  Mayor  shall  be  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
shall  call  each  regular,  adjourned  or  special  meeting  to  order  at  the 
hour  appointed  and  shall  proceed  with  the  order  of  business.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  the  Board  shall 
appoint  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore  from  its  own  members,  who 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  other  members. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

The  Clerk  shall,  immediately  after  the  call  to  order,  call  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  record  of  those  present  and  absent 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

5.  "Whenever  it  shall  be  moved  and  carried  by  12  members  that  the 
Board  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the 
chair  and  the  members  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  said  Committee. 

6.  The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 
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7.  A  motion,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  rise  and  report  the 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  The  Clerk  shall  have  clips,  upon  which  shall  be  kept  all  Bills, 
Ordinances,  Resolutions  and  Reports  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board, 
except  those  not  reported  upon  by  a  Committee. 

9.  No  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Board  unless  it  has  been  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Board  or  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  the  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  must 
be  read  by  the  Clerk  in  open  meeting  before  being  referred  to  Com- 
mittee. At  the  time  of  introduction  the  presiding  officer  shall  first 
indicate  to  what  Committee  a  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  ought  to 
be  referred,  and  it  shall  be  so  referred  unless,  upon  majority  vote 
without  debate,  the  Board  shall  order  it  referred  to  some  other  com- 
mittee. 

Action  by  the  Board  shall  not  be  taken  upon  any  Bill,  Ordinance 
or  Resolution  until  it  has  been  referred  to  and  acted  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board. 

10.  The  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  except 
by  the  consent  of  twelve  members,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  Journal. 

3.  Calendar  Business. 

4.  Roll  Call  for  the  Introduction  of  Resolutions,  Bills  and 
Communications  Not  Considered  or  Reported  on  by  a  Committee. 
5.     Communications  and  Reports  from  City  and  County  Officers. 

11.  If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately. 

12.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  voting  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  to 
"reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question. 

A  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  result  is  announced  in 
order  to  move  to  "reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question.  The  vote 
upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  not  be  taken  before  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  No  question  shall  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once.  Motion  to  reconsider  shall  have  precedence  over  every  other 
motion.  It  shall  require  a  majority  vote  to  carry  any  motion  to 
reconsider  the  vote  by  which  any  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  has 
been  passed  or  defeated. 

13.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table  until  decided  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  or  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as  may 
be  required  by  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  and  transmit  copies  of  said 
Ordinances  or  Resolutions  to  the  various  departments  affected  thereby. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  all  Bills,  Ordinances,  proposals  and  awards  as 
required  by  the  Charter. 

15.  All  accounts  and  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, provided  that  any  Committee  having  jurisdiction  over  subject  of 
expenditures  may  request  that  bills  be  first  sent  to  that  Committee 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board. 

16.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  prevent 
demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  on  the  part  of  persons  in 
the  Chambers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

17.  When  a  Supervisor  desires  to  address  the  Board  he  shall  arise 
in  his  place,  address  the  presiding  officer,  and  when  recognized  he 
shall  proceed  to  speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  recognized  when 
seated  or  when  away  from  his  seat. 

18.  No  Supervisor  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate 
on  the  same  subject,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board, 
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and  Supervisors  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to 
the  floor  so  long  as  any  Supervisor  who  has  not  spoken  desires  to 
speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  five  min- 
utes on  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Board,  except  that 
the  author  shall  have  five  minutes  to  open  and  ten  minutes  to  close. 

19.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking  without  his 
consent. 

20.  When  two  or  more  Supervisors  arise  at  the  same  time  to  address 
the  Board,  the  presiding  officer  shall  designate  the  Supervisor  who 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

21.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  has  'been  seconded 
and  distinctly  announced  by  the  presiding  officer. 

22.  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  in 
the  possession  of  the  Board.  It  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover 
thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  second,  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

23.  Upon  a  call  of  the  Board  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted.  Those  for  whom  no 
excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of  those  present, 
be  sent  for  and  be  brought  to  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  special  messengers  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

24.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  action  shall  be  entertained 
except: 

To  adjourn. 

Call  of  the  Board. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question. 

To  postpone. 

To  commit  or  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  have   precedence  in   the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged;   provided,  however,  that  during  a  call  of  the  Board 
it  may  consider  and  transact  any  matter  or  business  that  the  Super- 
visors there  present  shall  unanimously  decide  to  consider. 

25.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  not  debatable. 

26.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form: 
"Shall  the  previous  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  three  Supervisors,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate  except  that  the  author  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  or  Amendments  shall  have  the  right  to  close, 
and  the  question  under  discussion  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  put 
to  a  vote.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  prior  to  a  vote  being 
taken  by  the  Board  a  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  order. 

27.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote  for 
or  against  it,  unless  disqualified  by  the  Charter.  No  member  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  unless  present  when  his  name  is 
called  or  before  the  vote  is  announced.  A  roll  call  shall  not  be  inter- 
rupted for  debate  or  personal  privilege,  but  a  member  may  file,  in 
writing,  an  explanation  of  his  vote. 

29.  After  the  Board  has  acted,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  for 
and  those  who  voted  against  the  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal,  not  only  in  cases  required  by  law,  but  when  any  member  may 
require  it,  and  on  all  Bills,  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on  final  passage 
the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

30.  All  appointments  of  officers  and  employees  shall  be  made  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  assign  the 
assistant  clerks  to  their  several  duties,  and  shall  immediately  transmit 
to  the  Mayor  all  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  which,  under  the  law, 
require  executive  approval. 

31.  No  member  shall  leave  the  Board  during  its  session  without 
permission  from  the  Board. 

32.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board.  Committees  shall  report  on  any  subject 
referred  to  them  by  the  Board  and  their  recommendations  thereon. 
Unless  othericise  ordered,  a  Committee  shall  report  iipon  all  subjects 
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referred  to  it  xoitliin  thirty  days  thereafter.  It  shall  be  the  right  of 
any  member  of  a  Committee  to  move  a  roll  call  (in  Committee),  on 
any  pending  motion,  and  the  Chairman  or  Acting  Chairman  of  said 
Committee  shall,  with  or  without  debate,  order  the  roll  call.  In  Com- 
mittees of  three  members  or  less  a  motion  by  a  member  thereof  shall 
not  require  a  second. 

33.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  on  days  of  meeting,  at  least  30  minutes 
before  such  a  meeting,  a  calendar  of  matters  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board  at  said  meeting.  Every  petition  or  other  written  instrument 
intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  must  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Saturday,  or  on  the  day  preceding 
the  meeting;  upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  of  any  member 
its  contents  shall  be  read  in  full. 

34.  All  petitions,  protests  and  communications  of  a  routine  character 
shall  be  referred  by  the  Clerk  to  the  proper  Committee. 

35.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
and  no  Bill,  Ordinance,  Resolution  or  Amendment  thereto  shall  pass 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  that  number  of  members,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

36.  Except  when  otherwise  provided  by  these  rules,  the  Charter 
or  law,  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  adoption  of  any  motion. 

37.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  requests  and  instructions 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
City  and  County  and  the  action  thereon  of  such  officer  or  board.  The 
record  of  such  requests  and  instructions,  until  acted  upon  by  such  officer 
or  board,  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

38.  The  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  not  be  granted  to  others  than 
members  of  the  Board,  except  those  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
Charter,  or  public  officials  or  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  present. 

39.  In  debate  a  member  must  confine  himself  to  the  question  before 
the  Board. 

40.  On  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not  embraced  in  these 
rules  the  Board  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  contained  in  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

41.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  chairman  of  a  Com- 
mittee, or  Committee  of  said  Board,  shall  employ  or  engage  the  services 
of  any  person,  or  authorize  or  incur  any  charge,  debt  or  liability 
against  the  City  and  County  unless  authority  therefor  shall  have  been 
first  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  or  Ordinance, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

42.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Board  shall  be  suspended  or 
amended  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  twelve  members,  except  that 
the  rule  as  to  the  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  require  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  members  present. 

43.  No  special  order  shall  be  placed  on  the  Calendar  except  by 
order  of  the  Board.

Report  of  City  Attorney,  Telephone,  Gas  and  Electric  Rates  and 

Evaluation  Proceedings. 

San  Francisco,  January  10,  1930. 
Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  Calif. 

Gentlemen:  As  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
changed  since  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  instituted 
its  proceeding  before  the  Railroad  Commission  for  increase  in  tele- 
phone rates,  I  deem  it  proper  that  I  should  render  a  report  concerning 
the  status  of  this  litigation. 

Telephone  Rate  Litigation. 

Since  1914  the  telephone  rates  in  San  Francisco  have  not  been 
changed,  when  these  rates  were  established  by  the  then  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Most  communities  throughout  the  system  of  Tlie  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  have  received  substantial  increases 
in  rates  from  1914  to  date. 

In  June,  1927,  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  applied 
to  the  Railroad  Commission  to  consolidate  San  Francisco  and  the  Bast 
Bay  cities  into  oiae  exchange,  and  asked  for  rates  that  would  have 
meant  an  approximate  50  per  cent  increase  over  existing  rates,  or  in 
annual  increases  to  the  users  in  San  Francisco  of  approximately 
$5,000,000. 

Under  the  authority  of  your  Board,  I  delegated  Mr.  Dion  R..  Holm 
to  represent  the  City  in  the  litigation,  which  extended  from  June, 
1927,  until  the  case  was  submitted  in  October,  1929. 

It  was  an  extremely  hard  fought  case,  and  the  engineers  and  account- 
ants assigned  to  this  oflSce  for  the  work  investigated  the  physicial  prop- 
erties of  the  company  and  appraised  both  on  historical  and  reproduc- 
tion bases.  Operating  expenses  were  scrutinized;  technical  problems, 
such  as  toll  allocation,  the  cost  of  materials  and  supplies  furnislied 
by  the  Western  Electric  Company,  relations  with  the  American  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Company,  depreciation,  the  effect  of  changing 
from  manual  equipment  to  automatic,  and  numerous  other  topics,  were 
the  objects  of  exhaustive  studies. 
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The  Railroad  Commission  handed  down  its  decision  on  November  7, 
1929,  and  after  careful  study  of  the  decision  it  was  determined  that 
it  would  be  useless  to  apply  for  a  writ  to  the  Supreme  Court.  This 
step  was  taken  by  the  City  of  Oakland,  and  within  the  last  few  days 
the  petition  was  denied. 

The  effect  of  the  decision  of  the  Railroad  Commission  creates  one 
exchange  between  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay  communities,  and 
resulted  in  an  annual  increase  between  both  communities  of  approxi- 
mately $2,100,000,  and  the  approximate  portion  which  San  Francisco 
will  bear  Is  the  sum  of  $1,400,000  per  year.  This  latter  figure  is  to 
be  compared  to  the  $5,000,000  claimed  by  the  company. 

The  money  expended  by  the  City  and  the  effort  put  forth  by  this 
office  were  worth  while,  for  if  the  rates  now  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mission had  been  put  into  effect  in  June,  1927,  the  rate-payers  during 
that  approximate  two  and  one-half  years  up  to  January  1,  1930,  would 
have  paid  $3,500,000  over  their  previous  rates,  and  had  the  company 
been  allowed  its  claim,  the  rate-payers  would  have  paid  over  that 
period  $12,500,000.  The  net  result  of  the  decision  of  the  Commission 
shows  the  company  was  allowed  approximately  28  per  cent  of  what  it 
claimed. 

As  the  rate  structure  has  been  decidedly  changed  as  compared  with 
the  previous  schedules,  it  is  important  that  close  scrutiny  be  kept  over 
the  revenues  realized  by  the  company,  and  if  they  exceed  the  estimates 
of  what  they  are  supposed  to  produce,  steps  should  be  taken  in  the 
near  future  to  have  these  rates  reduced. 

There  has  been  formed  on  the  Pacific  Coast  an  organization  known 
as  The  Telephone  Investigation  League  of  America.  The  cities  of 
Portland,  Tacoma,  Spokane.  Seattle,  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  Los 
Angeles  are  members  of  this  association,  the  purpose  of  which  is 
primarily  to  bring  about  a  federal  investigation  of  the  relations  between 
the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  the  Western  Electric 
Company,  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  and  all  other 
subsidiaries  of  the  A.  T.  &  T.  Last  year  the  Board  of  Supervisors  con- 
tributed toward  the  expenses  of  the  league  the  sum  of  $500. 

Several  bills  have  been  introduced  in  Congress  to  bring  about  such 
investigation.  There  is  now  a  bill  pending,  which  was  introduced  by 
Senator  Couzens,  under  the  terms  of  which  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Committee  of  the  United  States  Senate  is  to  investigate  all  wire-using 
companies  in  the  United  States,  and  to  recommend  to  Congress  legisla- 
tion that  will  prevent  abuses  in  the  conduct  of  these  businesses.  The 
Telephone  Investigation  League  of  America  and  Senator  Couzens,  who 
is  the  chairman  Qf  the  committee  above  referred  to,  urge  that  a  repre- 
sentative of  each  of  the  principal  cities  on  the  Pacific  Coast  be  present 
before  the  committee  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  facts  to  the  com- 
mittee upon  which  it  may  make  recommendations  to  Congress  to  avoid 
existing  abuses.  The  City  of  Seattle  has  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$1,500  to  send  Thomas  J.  L.  Kennedy,  corporation  counsel  of  Seattle, 
to  Washington  for  the  purpose  of  appearing  before  Senator  Couzens' 
Committee  on  the  20th  instant.  It  has  been  stated  by  representatives 
of  The  Telephone  Investigation  League  of  America  that  the  City  of 
Portland  will  also  appear  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Committee. 

Some  of  the  bills  introduced  in  Congress  for  the  purpose  of  causing 
this  investigation  were  fostered  by  San  Francisco  and  the  East  Bay 
cities,  and  it  would  appear  proper  that  San  Francisco  should  be  repre- 
sented in  Washington.  However,  this  is  a  matter  of  policy  for  the 
Board  to  determine,  and  is,  therefore,  left  in  your  hands. 

In  the  event  the  City  should  be  represented,  I  delegate  Dion  R.  Holm 
to  go  to  Washington,  as  he  has  had  charge  of  the  telephone  litigation 
from  its  inception  and  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  facts  of  the  case. 

Telephone  Tax  Suit. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  franchise  granted  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to   the  Home  Telephone  Company,   The   Pacific   Telephone   and 
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Telegraph  Company  became  the  assignee,  and  by  virtue  of  the  terms 
of  this  franchise  the  telephone  company  is  presumed  to  pay  2  per  cent 
of  its  gross  revenue  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  annually 
as  its  franchise  tax. 

For  some  time  past  the  accountant  connected  with  this  office  has 
been  making  a  survey  of  the  books  of  the  telephone  company  and 
has  found  that  the  company  has  failed  in  the  past  to  allocate  to  ex- 
change revenues  what  properly  should  have  been  credited  to  the  San 
Francisco  exchange,  with  the  result  that  there  is  due  from  the  com- 
pany to  the  City  and  County,  from  the  figures  thus  far  submitted,  in 
excess  of  $100,000.  The  accounting  expert  of  the  Finance  Committee 
has  been  called  in  recently  to  cooperate  with  the  representative  of  this 
office,  and  he  shares  the  same  views,  namely,  that  there  is  a  very  sub- 
stantial sum  of  niony  due  from  the  company  to  the  City  for  back  taxes. 
We  are  in  the  process  of  gathering  data  necessary  to  the  institution  of 
a  suit  to  recover  back  taxes,  and  feel  that  we  will  be  successful  when 
the  ultimate  facts  are  presented  to  us,  and  will  recover  for  the  City 
and  County  a  considerable  amount. 

Electric  Rates— P.  G.  &  E.  and  Great  Western  Poiver. 

Before  the  Railroad  Commission  there  are  several  applications  ask- 
ing for  reduction  of  electric  rates  that  have  been  instituted  by 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  F'or  the  purpose  of  bringing 
about  this  desired  result,  it  has  been  necessary  to  investigate  a 
number  of  mergers  of  smaller  companies  with  the  two  corporations. 
In  March,  1928,  a  rate  cut  was  effective  which  resulted  in  an  annual 
saving  to  the  electric  rate-payers  of  San  Francisco  of  approximately 
$(350,000.  The  result  of  studies  made  during  the  latter  part  of  1929 
will  result  in  a  further  rate  reduction,  effective  early  in  1930,  that 
should  mean  an  additional  saving  of  $625,000  to  San  Francisco  rate- 
payers. ...         ,     ^  .         . 

The  Railroad  Commission  has  suggested  an  interim  electric  rate, 
and  pending  the  establishment  of  a  rate  base,  an  investigation  of 
operating  expenses,  depreciation  and  kindred  subjects  will  result  in  a 
further  deduction  of  electric  rates  in  San  Francisco  for  both  companies. 

The  situation  before  the  Railroad  Commission  is  this,  that  they  in- 
tend to  put  into  effect  interim  rates,  as  far  as  electricity  is  concerned, 
for  both  the  P.  G.  &  E.  and  Great  Western  Power  Company,  with  the 
right  reserved  for  the  cities  to  restore  to  the  calendar  their  applica- 
tions to  have  the  rates  reduced.  This  should  be  done,  and  to  do  so 
necessitates  the  establishment  of  a  rate  base  and  all  other  acts  incident 
to  the  full  prosecution  of  a  rate  case. 

.1  have  detailed  Dion  R.  Holm  to  take  charge  of  these  cases  and  it 
is  his  recommendation  to  me,  after  many  conferences  with  me,  that 
the  applications  should  be  restored  to  the  calendar,  a  rate  base  estab- 
lished and  a  permanent  set  of  rates  instituted.  In  his  recommenda- 
tion I  concur. 

Gas  Rates. 

On  May  7,  1929,  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  filed  an  appli- 
cation before  the  Railroad  Commission  to  construct  a  pipeline  from 
Kern  County  to  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  natural 
gas  Up  to  a  few  months  ago  San  Francisco  was  supplied  with  manu- 
factured 2:as  that  contained  550  B.  T.  units,  charged  for  at  the  then 
prevailing  rates.  When  natural  gas  was  contemplated  being  served 
users  in  San  Francisco,  this  office  insisted  before  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission that  present  rates  for  550  B.  T.  unit  gas  be  maintained  until 
the  effect  of  the  natural  gas,  which  contained  1100  B.  T.  units,  was 
served  consumers  in  this  City  and  the  effect  of  it  realized.  The  company 
proposed  serving  700  .B.  T.  unit  gas  and  proposed  a  schedule  which  would 
have  increased  the  gas  bills  of  63  per  cent  of  the  consumers.  This  move 
was  protested  by  this  office,  with  the  result  that  an  order  was  made 
by  the  Railroad  Commission  that  the  company  would  serve  gas  of  not 
less  than  600  B.  T.  units  at  the  then  prevailing  rate  of  550  B.  T.  unit 
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gas,  and  which  order  it  has  been  estimated  during  the  last  two  montlis 
of  having  saved  gas  consumers  of  San  Francisco  over  $120,000. 

About  April  1,  1930,  natural  gas  will  be  served  to  domestic  consumers 
in  San  Francisco  and  is  now  being  served  for  industrial  purposes. 
Interim  rates  have  been  suggested  by  the  Railroad  Commission  by 
which  the  P.  G.  &  E.  may  build  up  a  load  for  industrial  purposes  and 
thus  give  the  domestic  consumers  a  lower  rate.  The  rates  suggested 
are  not  satisfactory  from  our  standpoint  and  we  believe  that  a  very 
close  watch  should  be  made  of  the  revenues  realized  from  the  proposed 
interim  rates.  It  is  also  felt  that  a  valuation  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  gas  properties  has  not  been  made  since  191S;  that 
they  must  be  gone  into  thoroughly  after  natural  gas  has  been  here  a 
sufficient  length  of  time,  and  that  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the 
existing  steam  plants,  operating  expenses,  etc.,  have  been  closely 
scrutinized. 

For  your  information,  I  beg  to  advise  you  that  at  present  there  are 
assigned  to  this  office  an  attorney,  a  chief  engineer,  two  assistant 
engineers,  an  accountant,  a  stenographer  and  a  copyist,  to  carry  on 
the  many  cases  we  have  before  the  Railroad  Commission.  At  the  out- 
set of  the  fiscal  year  we  had  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
to  a  conclusion  the  telephone  rate  litigation  the  amount  of  130,000. 
At  present  there  is  on  hand  in  the  General  E  und  for  this  purpose  the 
sum  of  $5,473.02,  against  the  sum  of  $30,000,  appropriated  at  the  out- 
set, and  which  we  advised  would  be  insufficient  in  the  event  gas  or 
electric  rate  cases  were  to  be  presecuted.  We  have  charged  many  and 
sundry  expenses  for  the  prosecution  of  the  gas  and  electric  cases. 

We  have  an  organization  competent  as  a  nucleus  to  prosecute  all  gas 
and  electric  cases  now  pending  before  the  Railroad  Commission, 
although  it  may  be  that  the  force  will  have  to  be  augmented  when 
detailed  studies  of  the  two  electric  and  the  gas  cases  are  to  be  made. 
As  the  litigation  involves  many  millions  of  dollars'  savings  to  the 
rate-payers  in  San  Francisco,  your  opinion  as  to  maintaining  the  exist- 
ing force  is  respectfully  requested,  as  it  will  be  difficult  in  the  future 
to  obtain  persons  who  are  loyal  to  the  cause  of  the  City  and  who  have 
the  knowledge,  qualifications  and  training  to  prosecute  this  technical 
litigation,  who  may  be  employed  by  the  City  on  a  temporary  basis 
as  they  are  needed. 

If  it  is  your  intention  that  these  matters  should  be  properly  pre- 
sented before  the  Railroad  Commission,  it  will  be  necessary,  at  least 
60  days  hence,  that  you  make  an  added  appropriation  from  the  General 
Fund  to  defray  the  cost  of  maintaining  this  organization. 

I  submit  to  you  that  public  service  corporations,  with  whom  we  are 
engaged  in  litigation,  maintain  a  permanent  force  with  a  great  number 
of  technical  men  trained  for  many  years  with  the  idea  of  meeting  rate 
cases,  and  cities  appear  at  a  great  disadvantage  with  an  unorganized 
force  to  meet  well-qualified  and  long-standing  men  of  an  organization, 
trained  specially  in  the  subjects  to  be  presented  concerning  rates. 

Condemnation  of  the  Electric  Distribution  Systems  of  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  and  the  Great  Western  Potcer  Company  in 
San  Francisco. 

Proceedings  were  instituted  before  the  California  State  Railroad 
Commission  in  February,  1924,  to  acquire  the  distribution  systems  and 
steam  electric  plants  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  the 
Great  Western  Power  Company  in  San  Francisco.  This  necessitated  a 
detailed  inventory  and  appraisal  of  the  properties  of  both  systems,  and 
exhaustive  studies  on  the  subjects  of  accrued  depreciation,  severance 
damage  and  going  value.  Actual  hearings  exten.ded  over  a  period  of 
three  years  and  involved  some  12,000  pages  of  transcript  supplemented 
by  voluminous  technical  exhibits.  The  cases  were  submitted  in  the 
summer  of  1928  and  the  Commission's  decisions  were  handed  down 
in  June,  1929. 
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The  results  are  summarized  in  the  following  table:

It  will  be  noted  that  the  difference  between  the  Commission's  findings 
and  the  claims  of  the  City  is  approximately  $10,455,000;  whereas,  the 
difference  between  the  Commission  and  the  company's  claims  is  $58,- 
300,000;  or,  in  other  words,  of  a  total  difference  between  City  claims 
and  company  claims  of  $68,800,000.  The  Commission  decided  85  per  cent 
of  this  difference  in  favor  of  the  City. 

As  the  valuation  of  the  properties  of  the  respective  companies  was 
fixed  as  of  February  11,  1924,  there  naturally  have  been  many  addi- 
tions and  betterments  made  to  the  properties  of  both  companies. 
During  the  progress  of  the  hearings  before  the  Railroad  Commission 
the  value  of  these  additions  were  kept  practically  up  to  date,  but  since 
the  conclusion  of  the  hearings  no  computations  on  them  have  been 
made.  The  engineers  of  the  City  are  bringing  these  values  to  date, 
and  while  no  definite  figure  is  available  at  this  time,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  total  cost  of  the  properties  of  both  companies  will  be  about 
$55,000,000. 

The  act  providing  for  the  fixing  of  the  value  of  properties  by  the 
Railroad  Commission  provides  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  a  municipality 
desiring  to  acquire  properties  of  a  public  service  corporation  by  con- 
demnation, to  institute  proceedings  looking  to  a  bond  issue  for  their 
acquisition  within  sixty  days  after  the  decision  of  the  Commission. 
This  was  done  by  your  Board,  when,  on  August  12  last,  you  directed 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  through  its  engineer,  to  submit  plans  and 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  properties  of  these  companies.  These  re- 
ports are  now  in  the  course  of  preparation,  the  delay  in  submitting 
them  being  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  only  on  December  15th  that 
certain  legal  proceedings  before  the  Supreme  Court  were  withdrawn 
by  the  Great  Western  Power  Company,  and  we  could  definitely  state 
that  the  decision  of  the  Commission  was  final. 

The  law  further  provides  that  an  election  to  vote  the  bonds  must 
be  held  with  due  diligence.  No  specific  time  is  fixed  within  which  it 
must  be  held.  The  necessity  of  complying  with  the  law  as  to  the 
holding  of  an  election  is  twofold,  first,  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  right 
to  acquire  the  properties  at  the  evaluated  figure,  should  the  people 
vote  bonds  to  do  so,  and  second,  to  save  the  city  the  costs  incurred  by 
the  companies  in  the  litigation,  for  the  law  provides  that  if  the  matter 
of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  is  submitted  to  the  people  with  due  dili- 
gence, costs  of  litigation  shall  not  be  recovered  by  the  companies. 

As  I  have  said,  the  term  "due  diligence"  is  not  defined  in  the  act, 
but  I  believe  that  a  period  exceeding  one  hundred  and  twenty  days 
after  the  engineer  makes  his  report  would  not  be  considered  acting 
with  due  diligence. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  if  the  proposed  bond  issue  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  these  properties  could  be  submitted  to  the  people  on  the  same 
date  on  which  the  State  primary  election  will  be  held  during  the 
month  of  August,  a  considerable  saving  would  result  to  the  City.  If 
the  two  companies  would  agree  with  the  City  that  the  deferring  of 
the  election  until  the  August  primary  would  not  be  considered  a  lack 
of  due  diligence,  such  a  course  might  effected.  If  your  Board  should 
deem  it  desirable  to  defer  the  election  until  the  August  primary,  I 
would  be  very  glad  to  confer  with  the  representatives  of  the  companies 
and  ascertain  their  views  on  the  matter.

Dear  Sirs:  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  a  report  covering  the  litiga- 
tion and  proceedings  relative  to  the  following  matters: 

(a)  Telephone  rate  litigation; 

(b)  Electric  rate  litigation; 

(c)  Gas  rate  litigation; 

(d)  Evaluation  proceedings,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  and  Great 
Western  Power  Co. 

The  report  speaks  for  itself,  but  I  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to 
two  matters,  one  in  regard  to  telephone  rate  matters,  and  the  other 
in  regard  to  the  bond  election  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
the  properties  of  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  West- 
ern Power  Company. 

If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  that  the  City  should  be  represented 
at  the  hearing  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Committee  of  the 
United  States  Senate  upon  the  bills  offered  by  Senator  Couzens,  which 
call  for  a  nationwide  investigation  of  telephone  rates,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  your  Board  at  once  to  authorize  me  to  send  Mr.  Holm  to  repre- 
sent the  City,  for  the  hearing  on  the  bills  will  take  place  some  time 
between  the  20th  and  25tli  of  the  present  month.  It  will  be  also  neces- 
sary for  your  board  to  make  an  appropriation  and  pass  a  demand  cov- 
ering Mr.  Holm's  expenses.  While  the  amount  of  his  expenses  will  be 
dependent  upon  the  length  of  his  stay  in  Washington,  I  would  suggest 
at  this  time  that  an  allowance  of  $750  be  made  to  cover  this  expense, 
for  which  amount  Mr.  Holm  will  account  upon  his  return  from  his 
mission. 

In  regard  to  the  evaluation  proceedings,  it  is  extremely  important 
that  your  Board  should  express  itself  without  delay  as  to  the  time  at 
which  it  desires  the  special  election  should  be  held  for  the  purpose 
of  voting  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  these  properties,  for  the  reason 
that  if  the  election  is  to  be  deferred  until  the  August  primary,  the 
respective  companies  should  be  conferred  with  at  once,  to  the  end  that 
their  consent  may  be  obtained  to  the  effect  that  the  deferring  of  the 
election  until  that  date  will  not  be  considered  a  lack  of  due  diligence 
in  submitting  the  matter  to  the  people. 

I  also  request  that  I  may  be  advised  at  your  earliest  convenience  as 
to  your  desires  regarding  the  continuation  of  investigation  in  regard 
to  rates  charged  by  the  various  public  service  corporations  furnishing 
service  in  San  Francisco,  for  the  reason  that  if  this  work  is  to  con- 
tinue, it  will  not  be  possible,  under  my  present  appropriation,  to  hold 
my  rate  litigation  organization  longer  than  the  first  of  the  coming 
month.

Bill  No.  8168,  Ordinance  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Confirming  the  sale  of  land  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  situate  in  the  City  and  (bounty  of  San  Francisco,  State 
of  California. 

Whereas,  by  Ordinance  No.  8544  (New  Series),  approved  October  1, 
1929,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  determined  that  public  interest  and 
necessity  demanded  the  sale  of  the  land  hereinafter  described  and 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  and  by  said  ordinance  directed  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  and  County  to  sell  all  of  said  land  at  public  auction,  to  be 
held  on  the  4th  day  of  November,  1929,  and  directed  that  notice  of 
said  sale  be  given  for  three  weeks  successively  next  before  the  sale  as 
required  by  law;   and 

Whereas,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  thereafter  proceeded 
to  publish  notice  of  said  sale  in  the  official  newspaper  and  one  other

also  known  as  Lot  2  in  Block  No.  2540  on  Assessor's  Map  Book. 

Section  2.  The  City  Attorney  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare  the  neces- 
sary conveyance  and  supervise  the  delivery  of  deed  upon  payment  of 
purchase  price  as  aforesaid. 

Section  3.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Action  Deferred. 

The  following  matter  was  laid  over  one  week: 

RULES   OF   PROCEEDINGS   OF  THE   BOARD   OF 

SUPERVISORS. 

Supervisor  Andriano  presented  the  following  rules,  and  asked  that, 
inasmuch  as  the  secretary  of  the  Rules  Committee,  Supervisor  Peyser, 
had  not  been  able  to  approve  them,  that  they  be  laid  over  one  week, 
with  the  reservation  that  if  any  of  the  rules  do  not  conform  to  the 
notes  of  the  secretary  that  the  committee  be  permitted  to  amend  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  rules  hereinafter  set  forth  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  adopted  as  the  Rules  of  Proceedings  of  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors, to-wit: 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

1.  The  following  shall  constitute  the  standing  committees  of  the 
Board  (the  first  named  member  to  be  chairman  thereof) : 

Airport  and  Aeronautics — Spaulding,  Peyser,  Miles. 

Auditorium — Hayden,  Canepa,  Colman. 

Civil  Service — Havenner,  McSheehy,  Rossi. 

Education,  Parks  and  Playgrounds — McSheehy,  Suhr,  Andriano. 

Finance — Rossi,  Power,  Hayden. 

Fire — Canepa,  Peyser,  Toner. 

Industrial  Development  and  City  Planning — Gallagher,  Stanton, 
Hayden. 

Judiciary — Suhr,  Andriano,  Roncovieri. 

Lighting,  Water  and  Telephone  Service  and  Electricity — Stanton, 
McGovern,  Shannon. 

Municipal  Concerts  and  Public  Celebrations — Roncovieri,  Colman, 
Toner. 

Police  and  Licenses — Andriano,  Shannon,  McGovem. 

Public  Buildings  and  Lands — Shannon,  Rossi,  Suhr. 

Public  Health— Toner,  McSheehy,  Roncovieri. 

Public  Utilities— Colman,  Spaulding,  Havenner.

{The  foregoing  assignments  were  made  in  Board  of  Supervisors  hy 
Resolution  No.  31907    [New  Series),  January  6,  1930.) 

Every  Committee  shall  set  a  stated  time  of  meeting,  or  the  Com- 
mittee may  meet  at  a  time  to  be  set  by  the  chairman,  and  every 
member  will  be  expected  to  attend  every  meeting  of  his  Committee, 
and  to  be  present  promptly  on  time.  The  clerk  of  each  Committee 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  attendance  of  the  members,  and  he  shall 
report  such  record  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  shall  have  the  report  of  the  attendance  of  members  at  committee 
meetings  available  at  all  times  for  the  information  of  any  or  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

2.  The  respective  duties  of  each  of  the  foregoing  Committees  and 
the  time  of  meetings  are  hereby  defined  as  follows: 

AIRPORT  AND  AERONAUTICS— To  have  control  and  management 
of  the  Municipal  Airport;  to  report  and  recommend  on  applications 
for  leasing  of  hangars  and  concessions  in  said  Airport;  to  consider  and 
report  on  all  matters  relating  to  said  Airport. 

AUDITORIUM — To  have  control  and  management  of  the  Municipal 
Auditorium  and  entertainments  held  therein  under  the  auspices  of 
the  City  as  provided  In  Ordinance  No.  5320  (New  Series);  to  lease 
said  building  and  the  several  halls  and  apartments  therein;  to  report 
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and  recommend  on  applications  for  leasing  of  said  building  for  public 
assemblages  and  gatherings;  to  consider  and  report  on  all  matters 
relating  to  the  management,  conduct  and  maintenance  of  said  Audi- 
torium. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  AND  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM— To  consider  all 
matters  relating  to  Civil  Service  in  the  several  departments  and  to 
promote  efficiency  and  economy  in  expenditures;  to  consider  matters 
relating  to  the  Retirement  System,  and  all  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  referred  to  it  for 
investigation  and  report  thereon. 

COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  CITY 
PLANNING — To  assist  in  promoting  the  establishment  of  industries  in 
San  Francisco  and  to  cooperate  with  commercial  and  industrial  organ- 
izations in  all  efforts  to  establish  new  industries;  to  consider  measures 
helpful  in  developing  San  Francisco  as  an  industrial  center  and  to 
encourage  delegations  to  points  where  needed  to  bring  new  industries, 
and  generally  to  consider  manufacturing  problems  as  related  to  the 
industrial  needs  of  the  community;  to  cooperate  with  the  United 
States,  State  officials  and  civic  organizations  in  support  of  national 
and  state  legislation  designed  to  promote  world  trade  and  the  United 
States  Merchant  Marine;  to  bring  about  the  location  of  a  foreign 
trade  zone  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  to  inaugurate 
a  movement  to  the  end  that  the  management,  control  and  development 
of  San  Francisco's  harbor  be  placed  locally,  and  also  to  cooperate  with 
the  Federal  and  State  authorities  on  all  matters,  especially  legislation, 
that  tend  for  the  further  development  and  utilization  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's harbor  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  world's  commerce;  to  promote 
friendly  relations  between  the  City  and  contiguous  and  neighboring 
communities,  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  City's  expansion, 
and  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  between  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  hear  such  matters  con- 
cerning city  planning  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; to  propose  measures  for  developing  and  accelerating  trans- 
continental railway  and  inter-urban  railroad  transportation  on  this 
peninsula;  to  confer  with  adjacent  cities,  towns  and  counties  on  inter- 
community problems  and  to  suggest  to  the  Board  in  what  manner 
other  committees  may  be  of  help  in  peninsula  development. 

EDUCATION,  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS— To  consider  and  re- 
port upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  Departments  of  Education,  Parks 
and  Playgrounds  and  recreation  centers,  including  the  Aquatic  Park, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Education,  Playground  Commission 
and  Park  Commission  regarding  the  development  and  increased  use- 
fulness of  these  departments. 

FINANCE — To  perform  all  duties  required  by  the  Charter;  to  audit 
all  bills  and  report  on  all  matters  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  to  act  as  a  budget  committee  for  the  Board,  hold 
hearings  on  budget  estimates  of  and  with  all  departments,  receive 
recommendations  from  all  other  committees  of  the  Board,  and  formu- 
late a  budget  for  submission  to  the  Board  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  May.     (Meets  Fridays  at  2:30  p.  m.) 

FIRE — To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Fire  Department;  to 
report  on  all  applications  for  garage,  boiler,  laundry  and  other  permits 
referred  to  it. 

JUDICIARY — To  consider  and  report  upon  Charter  amendments  and 
all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Board. 

LIGHTING,  WATER  SERVICE,  TELEPHONE  SERVICE  AND 
ELECTRICITY — To  attend  to  the  proper  lighting  of  streets,  public 
parks  and  public  buildings;  to  investigate  and  correct  complaints  of 
water  service  and  extensions  thereof,  and  telephone  service;  to  recom- 
mend installation  and  removal  of  City  telephones;  to  recommend  from 
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time  to  time  extensions  of  underground  wire  system,  and  to  have 
general  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  electricity  other  than  public 
lighting  and  amendments  to  the  building  laws. 

MUNICIPAL  CONCERTS  AND  PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS— To  have 
charge  of  the  Municipal  Band  and  conduct  all  concerts  that  are  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (except 
those  concerts  under  the  management  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
the  Auditorium  Committee  of  this  Board);  to  assist  in  promotion  of 
all  semi-public  celebrations,  dedications,  etc. 

POLICE  AND  LICENSES— To  consider  legislation  concerning  the 
Police  Department;  to  investigate  the  management  and  character  of 
penal  institutions;  to  consider  all  matters  affecting  public  morals;  to 
report  upon  applications  for  permits  referred  to  it  by  the  Board, 
Including  free  licenses  to  those  deserving  them,  and  report  on  all 
licenses,  including  taxicabs  and  public  conveyances  for  hire. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS— To  consider  the  erection  of  all 
public  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  sites  for  all  public  buildings  upon 
recommendation  of  the  respective  departments;  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  repairs  to  public  buildings,  and  to  recommend  as  to  the 
janitorial,  elevator  and  other  service  required  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  all  buildings  of  the  City  and  County;  also  to  assign  to  the  various 
oflBces  and  departments  the  various  rooms  and  places  in  the  City  Hall 
and  Hall  of  Justice;  to  investigate  and  report  upon  proposed  purchases 
of  lands;  to  formulate  plans  for  leasing  City  lands  not  needed  for 
public  purposes;  to  consider  transfer  of  lands  from  one  department  to 
another,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  realty  of  the  City 
other  than  school  property  and  airport  property. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH — To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  health  and 
sanitation;  to  see  that  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Health  are  properly  conducted;  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  service  in  public  hospitals  and  Relief  Home;  to  consider 
and  report  upon  all  complaints  of  nuisances;  to  make  recommenda- 
tions upon  applications  for  permits  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  Board;  also  removal  and  destruction  of  garbage. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES — To  consider  and  pass  upon  all  matters  relating 
to  public  utilities,  their  acquisition,  construction,  control  and  manage- 
ment, whether  municipally  or  privately  owned,  including  transbay 
bridges,  transportation,  lighting,  power,  water  and  steam  heating. 

PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  PUBLICITY— To  consider  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  social  well-being  of  the  community  other  than  those  hereto- 
fore provided  for,  and  generally  to  act  upon  all  matters  of  public  adver- 
tising, and  pass  on  all  bills  chargeable  against  the  advertising  fund; 
to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

RULES — To  consider  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board.  To  have  supervision  of 
and  give  instructions  to  the  chauffeurs  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

STATE  LAWS  AND  LEGISLATION— To  be  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Committee  when  occasion  requires.  To  consider  all  matters 
pending  before  the  Legislature  and  proposed  legislation  which  affects 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  to 
make  such  recommendations  to  the  Board  as  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
and  to  appear  before  the  State  Legislature  in  advocacy  of  any  meas- 
ures or  in  opposition  to  measures  as  the  Board  may  advise. 

STREETS  AND  TUNNELS— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the 
construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  streets  and  sewers, 
including  highways  outside  the  County,  for  which  the  City  and  County 
Is  authorized  to  appropriate  money,  the  closing,  opening  and  widening 
of  streets  and  the  cleaning  of  streets;   to  designate  the  streets  for  the 
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Improvement  and  repair  of  which  appropriations  may  be  made  in  the 
budget  and  to  allocate  the  same.  Also  direct  the  expenditure  of  money 
received  from  the  State  for  the  construction  of  public  highways;  to 
consider  and  report  upon  applications  for  spur  and  industrial  tracks; 
to  consider  and  report  upon  all  matters  relating  to  tunnels. 

SUPPLIES — To  consider  and  have  charge  of  the  purchase  of  all 
supplies  as  provided  by  the  Charter;  to  prepare  schedules  for  general 
supplies  and  to  recommend  award  of  contracts;  to  inspect  deliveries 
and  quality  and  quantity  of  supplies;  to  pass  on  all  requisitions  for 
non-contract  supplies;  to  supervise  the  purchase  and  distribution  of 
all  books,  stationery,  etc. 

TRAFFIC  AND  SAFETY— To  investigate  and  report  on  matters 
relative  to  traffic  conditions  in  the  City  and  propose  Ordinances 
regulating  traffic  and  the  promotion  of  safety  in  connection  therewith. 

CONVENING  OF  BOARD. 

3.  The  Board  shall  convene  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  each  Monday, 
and  the  Clerk  shall  immediately,  after  the  call  to  order,  which  shall 
be  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  call  the  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
shall  record  those  present  and  absent.  The  Clerk  shall  also  record 
the  time  of  arrival  of  those  members  of  the  Board  who  arrive  after 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  name  of  such  member  and  the  time  of  his 
arrival  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of 
cooperating  with  any  particular  department  to  investigate  the  financial 
needs  of  such  department  to  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  budget; 
to  consider  such  department's  budget  estimates  and  to  recommend  to 
the  Finance  Committee  such  modifications  or  changes  thereof  as  it 
may  deem  proper. 

The  designations  and  duties  of  the  foregoing  Committees  are  hereby 
made  part  of  these  rules. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

4.  The  Mayor  shall  be  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
shall  call  each  regular,  adjourned  or  special  meeting  to  order  at  the 
hour  appointed  and  shall  proceed  with  the  order  of  business.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  the  Board  shall 
appoint  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore  from  its  own  members,  who 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  other  members. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

The  Clerk  shall,  immediately  after  the  call  to  order,  call  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  record  of  those  present  and  absent 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

5.  Whenever  it  shall  be  moved  and  carried  by  12  members  that  the 
Board  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the 
chair  and  the  members  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  said  Committee. 

6.  The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

7.  A  motion,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  rise  and  report  the 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  The  Clerk  shall  have  clips,  upon  which  shall  be  kept  all  Bills, 
Ordinances,  Resolutions  and  Reports  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board, 
except  those  not  reported  upon  by  a  Committee. 

9.  No  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Board  unless  it  has  been  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Board  or  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  the  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  must 
be  read  by  the  Clerk  in  open  meeting  before  being  referred  to  Com- 
mittee. At  the  time  of  introduction  the  presiding  oflScer  shall  first 
Indicate  to  what  Committee  a  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  ought  to 
be  referred,  and  It  shall  be  so  referred  unless,   upon  majority  vote 
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without  debate,  the  Board  shall  order  it  referred  to  some  other  com- 
mittee. 

Action  by  the  Board  shall  not  be  taken  upon  any  Bill,  Ordinance 
or  Resolution  until  it  has  been  referred  to  and  acted  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board. 

10.  The  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  except 
by  the  consent  of  twelve  members,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  Journal. 

3.  Calendar  Business. 

4.  Roll  Call  for  the  Introduction  of  Resolutions,  Bills  and 
Communications  Not  Considered  or  Reported  on  by  a  Committee. 
5.     Communications  and  Reports  from  City  and  County  OflBcers. 

11.  If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately. 

12.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  voting  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  to 
"reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question. 

A  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  result  is  announced  in 
order  to  move  to  "reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question.  The  vote 
upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  not  be  taken  before  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  No  question  shall  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once.  Motion  to  reconsider  shall  have  precedence  over  every  other 
motion.  It  shall  require  a  majority  vote  to  carry  any  motion  to 
reconsider  the  vote  by  which  any  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  has 
been  passed  or  defeated. 

13.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table  until  decided  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  or  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as  may 
be  required  by  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  and  transmit  copies  of  said 
Ordinances  or  Resolutions  to  the  various  departments  affected  thereby. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  all  Bills,  Ordinances,  proposals  and  awards  as 
required  by  the  Charter. 

15.  All  accounts  and  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, provided  that  any  Committee  having  jurisdiction  over  subject  of 
expenditures  may  request  that  bills  be  first  sent  to  that  Committee 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board. 

16.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  prevent 
demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  on  the  part  of  persons  in 
the  Chambers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

17.  When  a  Supervisor  desires  to  address  the  Board  he  shall  arise 
in  his  place,  address  the  presiding  officer,  and  when  recognized  he 
shall  proceed  to  speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  recognized  when 
seated  or  when  away  from  his  seat. 

18.  No  Supervisor  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate 
on  the  same  subject,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board, 
and  Supervisors  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to 
the  floor  so  long  as  any  Supervisor  who  has  not  spoken  desires  to 
speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  five  min- 
utes on  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Board,  except  that 
the  author  shall  have  five  minutes  to  open  and  ten  minutes  to  close. 

19.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking  without  his 
consent. 

20.  When  two  or  more  Supervisors  arise  at  the  same  time  to  address 
the  Board,  the  presiding  officer  shall  designate  the  Supervisor  who 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

21.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  has  teen  seconded 
and  distinctly  announced  by  the  presiding  officer. 
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22.  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  Id. 
the  possession  of  the  Board.  It  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover 
thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  second,  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

23.  Upon  a  call  of  the  Board  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted.  Those  for  whom  no 
excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of  those  present, 
be  sent  for  and  be  brought  to  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  special  messengers  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

24.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  action  shall  be  entertained 
except: 

To  adjourn. 

Call  of  the  Board. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question. 

To  postpone. 

To  commit  or  amend, 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  In  which 
they  are  arranged;   provided,  however,  that  during  a  call  of  the  Board 
it  may  consider  and  transact  any  matter  or  business  that  the  Super- 
visors there  present  shall  unanimously  decide  to  consider. 

25.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  not  debatable. 

26.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form: 
"Shall  the  previous  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  three  Supervisors,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate  except  that  the  author  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  or  Amendments  shall  have  the  right  to  close, 
and  the  question  under  discussion  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  put 
to  a  vote.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  prior  to  a  vote  being 
taken  by  the  Board  a  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  order. 

27.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote  for 
or  against  it,  unless  disqualified  by  the  Charter.  No  member  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  unless  present  when  his  name  la 
called  or  before  the  vote  is  announced.  A  roll  call  shall  not  be  inter- 
rupted for  debate  or  personal  privilege,  but  a  member  may  file.  In 
writing,  an  explanation  of  his  vote. 

29.  After  the  Board  has  acted,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  for 
and  those  who  voted  against  the  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal,  not  only  in  cases  required  by  law,  but  when  any  member  may 
require  it,  and  on  all  Bills,  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on  final  passage 
the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

30.  All  appointments  of  officers  and  employees  shall  be  made  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  assign  the 
assistant  clerks  to  their  several  duties,  and  shall  immediately  transmit 
to  the  Mayor  all  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  which,  under  the  law, 
require  executive  approval. 

31.  No  member  shall  leave  the  Board  during  its  session  without 
permission  from  the  Board. 

32.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board.  Committees  shall  report  on  any  subject 
referred  to  them  by  the  Board  and  their  recommendations  thereon. 
Unless  otherwise  o'>-<iered,  a  Committee  shall  report  upon  all  subjects 
referred  to  it  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  It  shall  be  the  right  of 
any  member  of  a  Committee  to  move  a  roll  call  (in  Committee),  on 
any  pending  motion,  and  the  Chairman  or  Acting  Chairman  of  said 
Committee  shall,  with  or  without  debate,  order  the  roll  call.  In  Com- 
mittees of  three  members  or  less  a  motion  by  a  member  thereof  shall 
not  require  a  second. 

33.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  on  days  of  meeting,  at  least  30  minutes 
before  such  a  meeting,  a  calendar  of  matters  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board  at  said  meeting.  Every  petition  or  other  written  Instrument 
Intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  must  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Saturday,  or  on  the  day  preceding 
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the  meeting;    upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  of  any  member 
Its  contents  shall  be  read  in  full. 

34.  All  petitions,  protests  and  communications  of  a  routine  character 
shall  be  referred  by  the  Clerk  to  the  proper  Committee. 

35.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
and  no  Bill,  Ordinance,  Resolution  or  Amendment  thereto  shall  pass 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  that  number  of  members,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

36.  Except  when  otherwise  provided  by  these  rules,  the  Charter 
or  law,  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  adoption  of  any  motion. 

37.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  requests  and  instructions 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
City  and  County  and  the  action  thereon  of  such  officer  or  board.  The 
record  of  such  requests  and  instructions,  until  acted  upon  by  such  officer 
or  board,  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

38.  The  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  not  be  granted  to  others  than 
members  of  the  Board,  except  those  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
Charter,  or  public  officials  or  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  present. 

39.  In  debate  a  member  must  confine  himself  to  the  question  before 
the  Board. 

40.  On  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not  embraced  in  these 
rules  the  Board  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  contained  in  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

41.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  chairman  of  a  Com- 
mittee, or  Committee  of  said  Board,  shall  employ  or  engage  the  services 
of  any  person,  or  authorize  or  incur  any  charge,  debt  or  liability 
against  the  City  and  County  unless  authority  therefor  shall  have  been 
first  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  or  Ordinance, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

42.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Board  shall  be  suspended  or 
amended  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  twelve  members,  except  that 
the  rule  as  to  the  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  require  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  members  present. 

43.  No  special  order  shall  be  placed  on  the  Calendar  except  by 
order  of  the  Board.

when  each  of  the  succeeding  installments  must  be  paid  is  to  be  one 
year  from  the  time  of  the  payment  of  the  preceding  installment, 
and  that  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged  on  all  deferred  payments 
shall  be  seven  per  centum  per  annum. 
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The  improvement  of  Kirkham  street  between  the  westerly  line  of 
Sixteenth  avenue  as  produced  southerly  from  the  northwesterly  corner 
of  Sixteenth  avenue  and  Kirkham  street  and  the  easterly  line  of  Seven- 
teenth avenue,  by  the  construction  of  concrete  curbs;  by  the  construc- 
tion of  a  12-inch  ironstone  pipe  sewer  with  accompanying  Y  branches 
and  side  sewers,  and  by  the  construction  of  an  asphaltic  concrete  pave- 
ment, consisting  of  a  G-inch  concrete  foundation  and  a  1%-inch  asphaltic 
concrete  wearing  surface,  on  the  roadway  thereof. 

Section  2.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Statement  of  Supervisor  Rossi  on  Behalf  of  Finance  Committee. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  We  have  before  us  today  demands  running 
possibly   $50,000    to   |55,000.      I    have   received   today   a  bill   for  $3,000 
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v/hich  I  am  informed  was  not  authorized  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Now,  the  reason  this  plan  is  being  adopted  is  that  we  feel  that  it  will 
place  your  Finance  Committee  in  a  position  to  know  just  exactly  how 
every  fund  in  the  City  and  County  hnances  will  be  from  day  to  day, 
and  I  am  sure  that  no  member  of  the  Board  wants  to  place  your  Fi- 
nance Committee  in  the  position  of  their  not  being  in  a  position  to 
meet  the  obligations  of  tlie  City  when  presented. 

Just  how  some  of  the  bills  will  be  met  I  do  not  know.  Your  Finance 
Committee  is  endeavoring  to  see  whether  it  is  possible — through  the 
City  Attorney  and  the  Auditors — for  transfer  to  be  made  Legally  whei'e- 
by  all  of  the  obligations  can  be  faced. 

W.hether  or  not  these  bills  were  all  legally  and  properly  incurred, 
so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  believe  that  all  of  these  merchants  who 
furnished  goods  or  merchandise,  or  those  who  rendered  services  in  good 
faith  should  be  paid  for  those  goods  and  services,  and  that  this  Board 
of  Supervisors  is,  morally  at  least,  obligated  to  see  that  they  are  paid, 
but  in  the  future  I  suggest  that  this  Board,  the  various  committees 
of  this  Board  and  the  various  City  departments,  adopt  the  plan  that 
no  bills  be  contracted  for  without  there  first  being  presented  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  they,  in  turn,  will  make  a  report  to  the  Board. 
This  is  not  intended  in  any  spirit  of  criticism  to  any  one,  and  we 
want  your  cooperation.  We  have  our  particular  duty  and  function  to 
perform  and  we  are  going  to  do  it  as  well  as  we  know  how,  and  in 
doing  it,  we  ask  the  cooperation  of  every  member  of  the  Board. 

One  other  thing  I  want  to  report,  the  Police  Department  was  good 
enough  to  assign  one  of  the  cars  of  that  department  with  one  of  the 
chauffeurs  to  the  Board  for  their  use,  but  inasmuch  as  we  have  two 
other  cars  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  which  was  deemed  sufficient, 
a  communication  was  sent  to  the  Police  Department  returning  the  car 
and  the  chauffeur  to  them  and  thanking  them.  In  reference  to  another 
car,  the  use  of  which  was  discontinued,  that  was  assigned  to  the  Audi- 
torium Committee  and  Supervisor  Hayden  has  decided  it  will  not  be 
r.ocessary,  and  speaking  for  myself  individually  in  the  matter  I  will 
rot  require  it. 

That's  all  I  have  to  say,  and  I  hope  for  the  cooperation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  I  would  like  to  ask,  Mr.  Mayor,  due 
to  the  fact  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  representatives  of 
the  Horse  Show,  based  on  an  appropriation  that  we  made  of  $7,500,  or 
a  guarantee  of  the  payment  of  $7,500,  and  that  they  have  gone  ahead 
with  their  preliminary  arrangements,  and  the  show  is  to  be  held  next 
month,  telegrams,  as  the  result  of  the  publicity  given  this  entire  mat- 
ter, are  being  received  by  them.  I  understand  the  Los  Angeles  papers 
are  printing  daily  entire  columns  and  exact  reproductions  of  every- 
thing that  apiiears  in  the  San  Francisco  papers,  with  a  lot  added 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI    (interrupting):     Boosts? 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  No,  a  lot  of  added  knocks  from  the  Los 
Angeles  papers.  Telegi'ams  have  come  to  Doctor  Creely  asking  if  the 
show  is  to  be  cancelled,  and  wanting  to  know  just  exactly  what  the 
position  is,  and  people  as  far  away  as  Denver  have  been  sending  in 
communications.  I  want  to  know  if  there  is  any  legal  way  for  the 
transfer  of  money,  or  if  there  is  any  question  of  guarantees  being 
given  Doctor  Creely  or  representatives  of  this  Horse  Show,  so  that 
they  will  be  able  to  answer  telegrams,  even  if  only  tentative,  to  show 
that  San  Francisco  is  endeavoring  to  cooperate  with  them  in  this 
annual  exhibit. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  In  reply  to  Supervisor  Shannon,  I  will  re- 
peat again  that  in  so  far  as  the  Finance  Committee  is  concerned,  we 
are  making  an  honest  endeavor  to  pay  all  obligations  committed  by 
this  Board  and  members  of  this  Board  which  have  been  made  in  the 
past.  However,  even  the  horses  are  in  this  position,  there  is  a  matter 
in  Judge  Goodell's  court  in  which  the  decision,  I  understand,  is  to  be 
given  tomorrow,  that  will  place  us  in  a  position  to  know  whether  any 
transfers  of  funds  can  be  made  from  other  city  funds  to  the  Publicity 
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and  Advertising  Fund.  If  no  transfers  can  be  made  to  the  Publicity 
and  Advertising  Fund,  the  next  step  is  this:  The  City  Attorney  and 
the  Auditors  are  going  over  all  expenditures  charged  to  the  Publicity 
and  Advertising  Fund,  and  if  any  of  those  items  can  be  charged  up  to 
any  other  fund,  legally,  we  shall  try  and  have  that  done,  and  it  may 
give  us  leeway  to  take  care  of  some  of  these  obligations.  Just  how 
many  demands  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Auditors  at  this  time  I  do  not 
know,  but  I  think  in  the  neighborhood  of  $15,000  or  $20,000.  We  have 
this  condition  confronting  us:  We  have  practically  a  commitment 
of  approximately  $50,000  confronting  us  at  this  time.  Referring  to 
the  newspaper  comments  only,  the  Redwood  Empire  Association  claims 
a  commitment  of  .f4,000  Christmas  decorations,  there  is  a  demand  in 
the  Auditor's  office  of  $5,000;  another,  of  the  California  Development 
Association  exhibit,  $2,800;  the  float  in  the  Pasadena  Rose  Tourna- 
ment, approximately  $1,000;  these  are  obligations  which  have  to  be 
paid.  Then  there  are  other  items  of  lesser  amounts,  and  I  repeat, 
totaling  altogether  a  deficit  of  about  $50,000.  Then  I  received  a  bill 
here  today  for  $3,000  for  electrical  work  along  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Panhandle.  That  was  only  presented  today.  How  many  other  bills 
there  are  I  do  not  know.  Now,  you  can  figure  out  the  problem  we  have 
in  seeing  how  they  can  be  met.  I  am  not  in  a  position — I  don't  know 
what  the  other  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  think — but  per- 
sonally I  am  not  in  a  position  of  guaranteeing  any  amount  for  a  few 
days  until  it  is  decided  whether  transfers  can  be  made.  In  the  mean- 
time, the  City  Attorney  and  Auditors  are  devising  ways  and  means 
whereby  these  obligations  can  be  met.

Whereas,  the  Rogers  Bill  (H.  R.  234),  which  has  been  enacted  by 
Cougress  and  signed  by  the  President  on  December  24,  1929,  appro- 
priates funds  for  additional  hospital,  domicilary  and  out-patient  dis- 
pensary facilities  for  persons  entitled  to  hospitalization  under  the  World 
War  Veterans'  Act  of  192i4  as  amended,  aud  for  other  purposes;  and 

Whereas,   the   report   of   the   House   Committee   accompanying   said 
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b;il  when  brought  up  for  vote  before  the  House  approved  the  program 
of  the  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau  for  the  expenditure  of  said 
moneys  and  the  location  of  said  hospitals,  which  was  pursuant  to 
recommendations  of  the  National  Rehabilitation  Committee  of  the 
American  Legion;  and 

Whereas,  the  program  so  approved  includes  the  expenditure  of  the 
sum  of  $1,000,000.00  for  a  "New  Hospital  with  facilities  for  diagnostic 
center  and  regional  office"  to  be  located  at  San  Francisco;   and 

'^Tiereas.  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  bill  itself  leaves  the  ulti- 
P5ate  location  of  the  hospitals  therein  provided  for  to  the  discretion 
of  the  Director  of  the  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  President,  other  communities  in  California  are  taking 
steps  to  secure  for  their  respective  communities  the  construction  of 
said  hospital  recommended  for  San  Francisco;  and 

■Whereas,  the  proposed  hospital  is  primarily  designed  to  be  a  diag- 
nostic center,  and  San  Francisco  by  reeison  of  its  medical  schools  is  the 
recognized  center  on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  the  most  eminent  medical 
specialists  and  for  that  reason  was  recommended  as  the  place  of  loca- 
tion of  said  hospital  which  would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
veterans  to  be  served  as  well  as  the  medical  profession  involved;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved.  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  take  a<:tive  steps  to 
secure  and  assure  the  carrying  out  of  said  report  locating  said  hospital 
at  San  Francisco  and  that  it  urge  upon  the  Director  of  the  Veterans' 
Bureau  that  selfish  community  interests  be  not  permitted  to  interfere 
V  ith  the  welfare  of  veterans  entitled  to  medical  aid,  and  that  the 
hospital  be  located  as  recommended  at  San  Francisco;   be  it 

pSirther  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution,  duly  attested,  be 
transmitted  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  General  Frank  T.

assemblages  and  gatherings;  to  consider  and  report  on  all  matters 
relating  to  the  management,  conduct  and  maintenance  of  said  Audi- 
torium. 

CIVIL  SERVICE  AND  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM— To  consider  all 
matters  relating  to  Civil  Service  in  the  several  departments  and  to 
promote  efficiency  and  economy  in  expenditures;  to  consider  matters 
relating  to  the  Retirement  System,  and  all  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  referred  to  it  for 
investigation  and  report  thereon. 

COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  CITY 
PLANNING— To  assist  in  promoting  the  establishment  of  industries  in 
San  Francisco  and  to  cooperate  with  commercial  and  industrial  organ- 
izations in  all  efforts  to  establish  new  industries;  to  consider  measures 
helpful  in  developing  San  Francisco  as  an  industrial  center  and  to 
encourage  delegations  to  points  where  needed  to  bring  new  industries, 
and  generally  to  consider  manufacturing  problems  as  related  to  the 
industrial  needs  of  the  community;  to  cooperate  with  the  United 
States,  State  officials  and  civic  organizations  in  support  of  national 
and  state  legislation  designed  to  promote  world  trade  and  the  United 
States  :Merchant  Marine;  to  bring  about  the  location  of  a  foreign 
trade  zone  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  to  inaugurate 
a  movement  to  the  end  that  the  management,  control  and  development 
of  San  Francisco's  harbor  be  placed  locally,  and  also  to  cooperate  with 
the  Federal  and  State  authorities  on  all  matters,  especially  legislation, 
that  tend  for  the  further  development  and  utilization  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's harbor  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  world's  commerce;  to  promote 
friendly  relations  between  the  City  and  contiguous  and  neighboring 
communities,  to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  City's  expansion, 
and  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  between  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  hear  such  matters  con- 
cerning city  planning  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; to  propose  measures  for  developing  and  accelerating  trans- 
continental railway  and  inter-urban  railroad  transportation  on  this 
peninsula;  to  confer  with  adjacent  cities,  towns  and  counties  on  inter- 
community problems  and  to  suggest  to  the  Board  in  what  manner 
other  committees  may  be  of  help  in  peninsula  development. 

EDUCATION,  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS— To  consider  and  re- 
port upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  Departments  of  Education,  Parks 
and  Playgrounds  and  recreation  centers,  including  the  Aquatic  Park, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Education,  Playground  Commission 
and  Park  Commission  regarding  the  development  and  increased  use- 
fulness of  these  departments. 

FINANCE — To  perform  all  duties  required  by  the  Charter;  to  audit 
all  bills  and  report  on  all  matters  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  to  act  as  a  budget  committee  for  the  Board,  hold 
hearings  on  budget  estimates  of  and  with  all  departments,  receive 
recommendations  from  all  other  committees  of  the  Board,  and  formu- 
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late  a  budget   for  submission  to   the  Board  on   or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  May.     (Meets  Fridays  at  2:30  p.  m.) 

FIRE — To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Fire  Department;  to 
report  on  all  applications  for  garage,  boiler,  laundry  and  other  permits 
referred  to  it. 

JUDICIARY — To  consider  and  report  upon  Charter  amendments  and 
all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Board. 

LIGHTING,  WATER  SERVICE,  TELEPHONE  SERVICE  AND 
ELECTRICITY— To  attend  to  the  proper  lighting  of  streets,  public 
parks  and  public  buildings;  to  investigate  and  correct  complaints  of 
water  service  and  extensions  thereof,  and  telephone  service;  to  recom- 
mend installation  and  removal  of  City  telephones;  to  recommend  from 
time  to  time  extensions  of  underground  wire  system,  and  to  have 
general  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  electricity  other  than  public 
lighting  and  amendments  to  the  building  laws. 

MUNICIPAL  CONCERTS  AND  PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS— To  have 
charge  of  the  Municipal  Band  and  conduct  all  concerts  that  are  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (except 
those  concerts  under  the  management  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
the  Auditorium  Committee  of  this  Board) ;  to  assist  in  promotion  of 
all  semi-public  celebrations,  dedications,  etc. 

POLICE  AND  LICENSES— To  consider  legislation  concerning  the 
Police  Department;  to  investigate  the  management  and  character  of 
penal  institutions;  to  consider  all  matters  affecting  public  morals;  to 
report  upon  applications  for  permits  referred  to  it  by  the  Board, 
including  free  licenses  to  those  deserving  them,  and  report  on  all 
licenses,  including  taxicabs  and  public  conveyances  for  hire. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS— To  consider  the  erection  of  all 
public  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  sites  for  all  public  buildings  upon 
recommendation  of  the  respective  departments;  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  repairs  to  public  buildings,  and  to  recommend  as  to  the 
janitorial,  elevator  and  other  service  required  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  all  buildings  of  the  City  and  County;  also  to  assign  to  the  various 
offices  and  departments  the  various  rooms  and  places  in  the  City  Hall 
and  Hall  of  Justice;  to  investigate  and  report  upon  proposed  purchases 
of  lands;  to  formulate  plans  for  leasing  City  lands  not  needed  for 
public  purposes;  to  consider  transfer  of  lands  from  one  department  to 
another,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  realty  of  the  City 
other  than  school  property  and  airport  property. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  health  and 
sanitation;  to  see  that  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Health  are  properly  conducted;  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  service  in  public  hospitals  and  Relief  Home;  to  consider 
and  report  upon  all  complaints  of  nuisances;  to  make  recommenda- 
tions upon  applications  for  permits  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  Board;  also  removal  and  destruction  of  garbage. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES — To  consider  and  pass  upon  all  matters  relating 
to  public  utilities,  their  acquisition,  construction,  control  and  manage- 
ment, whether  municipally  or  privately  owned,  including  transbay 
bridges,  transportation,  lighting,  power,  water  and  steamheating. 

PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  PUBLICITY— To  consider  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  social  well-being  of  the  community  other  than  those  hereto- 
fore provided  for,  and  generally  to  act  upon  all  matters  of  public  adver- 
tising, and  pass  on  all  bills  chargeable  against  the  advertising  fund; 
to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

RULES — To  consider  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board.  To  have  supervision  of 
and  give  instructions  to  the  chauffeurs  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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STATE  LAWS  AND  LEGISLATION— To  be  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Committee  when  occasion  requires.  To  consider  all  matters 
pending  before  the  Legislature  and  proposed  legislation  which  affects 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  to 
make  such  recommendations  to  the  Board  as  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
and  to  appear  before  the  State  Legislature  in  advocacy  of  any  meas- 
ures or  in  opposition  to  measures  as  the  Board  may  advise. 

STREETS  AND  TUNNELS— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the 
construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  streets  and  sewers, 
including  highways  outside  the  County,  for  which  the  City  and  County 
is  authorized  to  appropriate  money,  the  closing,  opening  and  widening 
of  streets  and  the  cleaning  of  streets;  to  designate  the  streets  for  the 
improvement  and  repair  of  which  appropriations  may  be  made  in  the 
budget  and  to  allocate  the  same.  Also  direct  the  expenditure  of  money 
received  from  the  State  for  the  construction  of  public  highways;  to 
consider  and  report  upon  applications  for  spur  and  industrial  tracks; 
to  consider  and  report  upon  all  matters  relating  to  tunnels. 

SUPPLIES — To  consider  and  have  charge  of  the  purchase  of  all 
supplies  as  provided  by  the  Charter;  to  prepare  schedules  for  general 
supplies  and  to  recommend  award  of  contracts;  to  inspect  deliveries 
and  quality  and  quantity  of  supplies;  to  pass  on  all  requisitions  for 
non-contract  supplies;  to  supervise  the  purchase  and  distribution  of 
all  books,  stationery,  etc. 

TRAFFIC  AND  SAFETY — To  investigate  and  report  on  matters 
relative  to  traffic  conditions  in  the  City  and  propose  Ordinances 
regulating  traffic  and  the  promotion  of  safety  in  connection  therewith. 

CONVENING   OF   BOARD. 

3.  The  Board  shall  convene  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  each  Monday, 
and  the  Clerk  shall  immediately,  after  the  call  to  order,  which  shall 
be  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  call  the  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
shall  record  those  present  and  absent.  The  Clerk  shall  also  record 
the  time  of  arrival  of  those  members  of  the  Board  who  arrive  after 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  name  of  such  member  and  the  time  of  his 
arrival  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of 
cooperating  with  any  particular  department  to  investigate  the  financial 
needs  of  such  department  to  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  budget; 
to  consider  such  department's  budget  estimates  and  to  recommend  to 
the  Finance  Committee  such  modifications  or  changes  thereof  as  it 
may  deem  proper. 

The  designations  and  duties  of  the  foregoing  Committees  are  hereby 
made  part  of  these  rules. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

4.  The  Mayor  shall  be  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
shall  call  each  regular,  adjourned  or  special  meeting  to  order  at  the 
hour  appointed  and  shall  proceed  with  the  order  of  business.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  the  Board  shall 
appoint  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore  from  its  own  members,  who 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  other  members. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

The  Clerk  shall,  immediately  after  the  call  to  order,  call  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  record  of  those  present  and  absent 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

5.  Whenever  it  shall  be 'moved  and  carried  by  12  members  that  the 
Board  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the 
chair  and  the  members  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  said  Committee. 

6.  The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 
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7.  A  motion,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  rise  and  report  the 
question,   shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  The  Clerk  shall  have  clips,  upon  which  shall  be  kept  all  Bills, 
Ordinances,  Resolutions  and  Reports  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board, 
except  those  not  reported  upon  by  a  Committee. 

9.  No  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Board  unless  it  has  been  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Board  or  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  the  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  must 
be  read  by  the  Clerk  in  open  meeting  before  being  referred  to  Com- 
mittee. At  the  time  of  introduction  the  presiding  officer  shall  first 
Indicate  to  what  Committee  a  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  ought  to 
be  referred,  and  it  shall  be  so  referred  unless,  upon  majority  vote 
without  debate,  the  Board  shall  order  it  referred  to  some  other  com- 
mittee. 

Action  by  the  Board  shall  not  be  taken  upon  any  Bill,  Ordinance 
or  Resolution  until  it  has  been  referred  to  and  acted  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board. 

10.  The  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  except 
by  the  consent  of  twelve  members,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  Journal. 

3.  Calendar  Business. 

4.  Roll  Call  for  the  Introduction  of  Resolutions,  Bills  and  Com- 
munications Not  Considered  or  Reported  on  by  a  Committee. 

11.  If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately. 

12.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  voting  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  to 
"reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question. 

A  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  result  is  announced  in 
order  to  move  to  "reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question.  The  vote 
upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  not  be  taken  before  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  No  question  shall  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once.  Motion  to  reconsider  shall  have  precedence  over  every  other 
motion.  It  shall  require  a  majority  vote  to  carry  any  motion  to 
reconsider  the  vote  by  which  any  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  has 
been  passed  or  defeated. 

13.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table  until  decided  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  or  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as  may 
be  required  by  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  and  transmit  copies  of  said 
Ordinances  or  Resolutions  to  the  various  departments  affected  thereby. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication  in  the 
official  newspaper  of  all  Bills,  Ordinances,  proposals  and  awards  as 
required  by  the  Charter. 

15.  All  accounts  and  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, provided  that  any  Committee  having  jurisdiction  over  subject  of 
expenditures  may  request  that  bills  be  first  sent  to  that  Committee 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board. 

16.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  prevent 
demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  on  the  part  of  persons  in 
the  Chambers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

17.  When  a  Supervisor  desires  to  address  the  Board  he  shall  arise 
in  his  place,  address  the  presiding  officer,  and  when  recognized  he 
shall  proceed  to  speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  recognized  when 
seated  or  when  away  from  his  seat. 

18.  No  Supervisor  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate 
on  the  same  subject,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board, 
and  Supervisors  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to 
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the  floor  so  long  as  any  Supervisor  who  has  not  spoken  desires  to 
speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  five  min- 
utes on  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Board,  except  that 
the  author  shall  have  five  minutes  to  open  and  ten  minutes  to  close. 

19.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  interrupted  when  speaking  without  his 
consent. 

20.  When  two  or  more  Supervisors  arise  at  the  same  time  to  address 
the  Board,  the  presiding  officer  shall  designate  the  Supervisor  who 
is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

21.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  lias  been  seconded 
and  distinctly  announced  by  the  presiding  officer. 

22.  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  Id. 
the  possession  of  the  Board.  It  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover 
thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  second,  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

23.  Upon  a  call  of  the  Board  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted.  Those  for  whom  no 
excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of  those  present, 
be  sent  for  and  be  brought  to  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  special  messengers  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

24.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  action  shall  be  entertained 
except: 

To  adjourn. 

Call  of  the  Board. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question. 

To  postpone. 

To  commit  or  amend, 
which   several  motions  shall  have   precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged;   provided,  however,  that  during  a  call  of  the  Board 
it  may  consider  and  transact  any  matter  or  business  that  the  Super- 
visors there  present  shall  unanimously  decide  to  consider. 

25.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  not  debatable. 

26.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form: 
"Shall  the  previous  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  three  Supervisors,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate  except  that  the  author  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  or  Amendments  shall  have  the  right  to  close, 
and  the  question  under  discussion  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  put 
to  a  vote.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  prior  to  a  vote  being 
taken  by  the  Board  a  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  order. 

27.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote  for 
or  against  it,  unless  disqualified  by  the  Charter.  No  member  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  unless  present  when  his  name  is 
called  or  before  the  vote  is  announced.  A  roll  call  shall  not  be  inter- 
rupted for  debate  or  personal  privilege,  but  a  member  may  file,  in 
writing,  an  explanation  of  his  vote. 

29.  After  the  Board  has  acted,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  for 
and  those  who  voted  against  the  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal,  not  only  in  cases  required  by  law,  but  when  any  member  may 
require  it,  and  on  all  Bills,  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on  final  passage 
the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

30.  All  appointments  of  officers  and  employees  shall  be  made  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  assign  the 
assistant  clerks  to  their  several  duties,  and  shall  immediately  transmit 
to  the  Mayor  all  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  which,  under  the  law, 
require  executive  approval. 

31.  No  member  shall  leave  the  Board  during  its  session  without 
permission  from  the  Board. 

32.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board.  Committees  shall  report  on  any  subject 
referred  to  them  by  the  Board  and  their  recommendations  thereon. 
Unless  othericise  o'^rlercd,  a  Committee  shall  report  upon  all  subjects 
referred  to  it  within  thirty  days  thereafter.     It  shall  be  the  right  of 
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any  member  of  a  Committee  to  move  a  roll  call  (in  Committee),  on 
any  pending  motion,  and  the  Chairman  or  Acting  Chairman  of  said 
Committee  shall,  with  or  without  debate,  order  the  roll  call.  In  Com- 
mittees of  three  members  or  less  a  motion  by  a  member  thereof  shall 
not  require  a  second. 

33.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  on  days  of  meeting,  at  least  30  minutes 
before  such  a  meeting,  a  calendar  of  matters  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board  at  said  meeting.  Every  petition  or  other  written  instrument 
intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  must  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Saturday,  or  on  the  day  preceding 
the  meeting;  upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  of  any  member 
its  contents  shall  be  read  in  full. 

34.  All  petitions,  protests  and  communications  of  a  routine  character 
shall  be  referred  by  the  Clerk  to  the  proper  Committee. 

35.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
and  no  Bill,  Ordinance,  Resolution  or  Amendment  thereto  shall  pass 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  that  number  of  members,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

36.  Except  when  otherwise  provided  by  these  rules,  the  Charter 
or  law,  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  adoption  of  any  motion. 

37.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  requests  and  instructions 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
City  and  County  and  the  action  thereon  of  such  officer  or  board.  The 
record  of  such  requests  and  instructions,  until  acted  upon  by  such  officer 
or  board,  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

38.  The  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  not  be  granted  to  others  than 
members  of  the  Board,  except  those  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
Charter,  or  public  officials  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  present. 

39.  In  debate  a  member  must  confine  himself  to  the  question  before 
the  Board. 

40.  On  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not  embraced  in  these 
rules  the  Board  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  contained  in  Robert's 
Rules  of  Order. 

41.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  chairman  of  a  Com- 
mittee, or  Committee  of  said  Board,  shall  employ  or  engage  the  services 
of  any  person,  or  authorize  or  incur  any  charge,  debt  or  liability 
against  the  City  and  County  unless  authority  therefor  shall  have  been 
first  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  or  Ordinance, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

42.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Board  shall  be  suspended  or 
amended  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  twelve  members,  except  that 
the  rule  as  to  the  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  require  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  members  present. 

43.  No  special  order  shall  be  placed  on  the  Calendar  except  by 
order  of  the  Board.

of  tlie  amount  bid  as  aforesaid,  and  thereupon  and  on  the  5th  day  of 
December,  1929,  duly  notified  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  writing  of 
the  fact  of  such  sale,  stating  the  sum  bid,  the  name  of  the  bidder,  and 
requesting  that  the  Board  confirm  the  sale;  and 

Whereas,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  immediately  there- 
upon proceeded  to  give  notice  by  publication  in  the  official  newspaper 
and  one  other  newspaper  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for 
a  period  of  three  weeks  from  and  after  the  7th  day  of  December,  1929, 
that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  be  held  on  the  30th 
day  of  December,  1929,  the  matter  of  said  sale  would  come  up  for  con- 
firmation, stating  also  in  said  notice  the  fact  of  the  sale,  the  amount 
for  which  the  property  had  been  sold  as  aforesaid,  and  the  name  of

feet;  thence  at  a  right  angle  northerly  150  feet;  thence  at  a  right  angle 
westerly  275.26  feet  to  the  easterly  line  of  Nineteenth  avenue  and 
point  of  commencement.

c.  Combs,  hair  brushes,  tooth  brushes-,  barettes,  bath  brushes,  pow- 
der puffs,  lipsticks,  compacts,  broken  packages  of  powder,  creams, 
rouges. 

d.  Corsets,  brassiers,  underwear,  union  suits,  bloomers,  bathing 
suits. 

e.  Articles  made  of  hair  and  veils. 
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to  accept  from  the  purchaser  of  any  of  above  articles,  once  delivery 
is  effected,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  return  of  articles  misfitting  or  defective  in  their  construction, 
which  shall  be  disinfected  before  being  offered  for  re-sale. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  S'hall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

Opinion  of  City  Attorney  in  re  Consideration  by  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  Appeals  from  Action  of  City  Planning  Commission. 

January  20,  1930. 

Dear  Sirs:  You  have  asked  that  I  advise  you  as  to  the  procedure  to 
be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  upon  the  consideration  of  an 
appeal  taken  from  the  action  of  the  City  Planning  Commission  in  re- 
zoning  property. 

Opinion. 

The  right  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  the  action  of 
the  City  Planning  Commission  in  re-zoning  property  is  found  in  Sec- 
tion 4  of  Article  XVHI  of  the  Charter,  adopted  by  the  people  in  No- 
vember, 1928.  This  section  regulates  the  manner  in  which  the  Com- 
mission itself  shall  re-classify  or  re-zone  property,  and  also  provides 
for  appeals  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  the  action  taken  by  the 
Commission.  The  section  provides  that  if  an  application  for  a  re- 
zoning  is  approved,  that  the  order  of  the  Commission  shall  not  become 
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effective  for  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  that  property  owners  affected 
by  tlie  ruling  may,  within  the  period  mentioned,  file  their  protests  in 
writing  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  protests  must  state  the 
reasons  for  the  protest,  the  location  of  the  property  owned  by  the 
protestant  'and  his  postofRce  address.  The  protests  having  been  filed 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Board  to 
check  the  signatures  to  the  protests,  and  if  the  protest  or  protests  are 
signed  by  twenty  per  cent  of  the  property  owners  designated  on  the 
map  or  plat  which  the  section  provides  shall  be  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission upon  the  application  for  re-zoning,  to  thereupon  set  a  day  for 
the  hearing  of  the  protests.  The  Charter  language  on  the  matter  of 
hearing  is  as  follows:  "And  if  such  protest  is  subscribed  to  by  the 
owners  of  twenty  per  cent  or  more  of  the  property  delineated  on  said 
map,  the  Supervisors  shall  fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing  said  ob- 
jections not  less  than  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  the  Supervisors  shall 
hear  the  objections  urged  at  the  time  specified." 

While  on  the  first  reading  of  the  language  quoted  there  was  some 
doubt  in  my  mind  whether  the  hearing  should  be  held  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  or  at  the  expiration  thereof,  a  more  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that,  irrespective 
of  what  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  amendment  was,  the  use 
of  the  expression  "not  less  than  thirty  days  thereafter,"  means  that 
the  hearing  on  the  protests  cannot  be  heard  until  the  expiration  of  a 
period  of  thirty  days  after  the  protests  have  been  checked  and  the 
Board  has  ascertained  that  twenty  per  cent  of  the  affected  property 
owners  have  joined  in  the  protest.  When  the  protests  are  heard  the 
hearing  must  be  before  the  Board  itself  and  not  before  a  committee 
thereof.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to  notify  all  parties 
interested,  both  proponents  and  protestants,  as  to  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing.  On  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing,  it  lies  within  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  of  its 
members,  to  disapprove  the  ruling  of  the  Commission,  or  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  to  approve  it.  The  power  of  modification  of  the  ruling  of 
the  Commission  does  not  lie  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  it  can  only 
approve  or  disapprove. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  if  the  signatures  to  th^  protests 
have  been  checked,  and  it  is  ascertained  that  the  requisite  number  of 
signatures  to  the  protest  have  been  obtained,  that  the  Board  fix  a 
date  for  the  hearing  of  said  protest,  which  date  must  be  more  than 
thirty  days  from  the  date  at  which  said  hearing  is  fixed.

Supervisor  Andriano  explained  his  vote  by  saying  he  knew  nothing 
about  it  save  what  he  heard  in  Supervisor  Havenner's  statement. 

Salaries  of  Chauffeurs  in  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Supervisor  Power  moved  that  the  Clerk  send  a  letter  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  calling  attention  to  the  status  of 
the  fund  for  salaries  of  chauffeurs,  resulting  in  the  laying  off  of  some 
employees,  and  asking  the  Board  of  Public  Works  to  confine  itself  to 
the  item  as  laid  down  in  the  Budget. 

Sale  of  Highway  and  Sew^er   Bonds. 

Supervisor  Power  declared  that  the  Streets  Committee  had  recom- 
mended to  the  Finance  Committee  the  sale  of  $2,000,000  of  highway 
bonds  and  $1,000,000  of  sewer  bonds,  which  recommendations  would 
have  been  concurred  in  if  it  were  not  that  there  is  a  gentlemen's  agree- 
ment with  the  Bank  of  Italy  syndicate  that  took  over  $41,000,000 
of  Spring  Valley  bonds,  not  to  offer  any  other  bonds  until  the  $41,- 
000,000  are  sold.  He  said  that  the  Finance  Committee  intended  to  get 
a  release  of  that  agreement  and  put  the  bonds  up  for  sale  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 

Nuisance  at  War  Memorial  Site. 

Supervisor  Shannon  called  attention  of  the  Health  Committee  to  the 
condition  of  the  lots  on  the  west  side  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  opposite  the 
City  Hall.  He  declared  that  the  stagnant  pools  of  water,  covered  with 
green  scum,  afforded  a  breeding  place  for  mosquitoes,  and  constituted 
a  serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the  community  as  well  as  a  danger 
to  boys  of  the  neighborhood,  who  may  be  seen  wading  in  the  water 
every  day.  "If  the  pools  were  on  private  property,"  he  said,  "the 
Board  of  Health  would  long  ago  have  compelled  the  owner  to  abate 
the  nuisance." 

His  Honor  Mayor  Rolph  said,  in  part: 

"I  have  received  many  letters  urging  me  to  resubmit  my  appoint- 
ments to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Likewise  many  resolutions,  including 
several  from  veterans'  organizations.  If  the  Board  wishes  I'll  have  the 
names  here  in  five  minutes." 

Joseph  Claridge,  secretary  of  the  County  Council  of  the  American 
Legion,  he  said,  some  time  ago  wrote  a  letter  to  W.  H.  Crocker,  mem- 
ber of  the  old  board  of  trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  "demanding  an 
accounting  of  the  $2,000,000  fund"  subscribed  by  citizens.  It  was  this 
letter  Mayor  Rolph  denounced  as  an  insult  to  a  leading  citizen. 

On  motion  of  Supervisor  Hayden,  Mr.  Claridge  was  given  the  privi- 
lege of  the  floor  to  explain  the  matter.  Mr.  Claridge  declared  that  he 
was  sorry,  but  that  letter  had  no  mention  of  the  Mayor  or  the  Board

of  Supervisors.  It  was'  addressed  to  the  old  board  of  trustees,  "so  there 
is  nothing  to  explain  to  this  Board." 

Raymond  A.  Burr,  past  commander  Golden  Gate  Post,  which  has 
adopted  a  resolution  urging  ratification  of  the  Mayor's  nominations, 
told  the  Board  that  his  post  wanted  action  so  that  work  could  be  given 
unemployed  veterans. 

Mayor  Rolph  said:  "Construction  would  have  started  months  ago  if 
the  nominations  had  not  needed  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors." 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  Supervisor  Hayden,  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
further  announced  that  within  two  weeks  he  would  submit  a  report 
and  call  a  special  meeting  on  the  War  Memorial,  going  back  to  April, 
1918,  and  that  in  the  meantime  he  would  confer  with  the  advisory  com- 
mittee of  the  veterans  in  an  effort  to  settle  the  pending  differences.

Dr.  David  Starr  Jordan  Congratulated  on  79th   Birthday. 
Resolution  No.  31963   (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  send  greet- 
ings to  Dr.  David  Starr  Jordan  on  this  the  79th  anniversary  of  his 
birth. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  Jordan  has  been  ill.  He  has  slowly  climbed 
back  to  health,  for  which  we  are  truly  happy. 

The  world  owes  much  to  Dr.  Jordan  as  a  scientist,  a  humanitarian, 
a  teacher  and  an  administrator.  He  has  added  much  to  the  comfort 
and  enlightenment  of  mankind.  Although  he  was  not  born  in  Cali- 
fornia, we  Californians  claim  him  as  our  own  and  are  proud  of  him. 

He  is  aptly  termed  "The  Sage  of  Stanford." 

Under  his  sagacious  guidance  Stanford  University  ranks  among  the 
foremost  educational  institutions  of  the  world.  Under  his  tutelage 
Herbert  Hoover  received  the  training  and  inspirations  that  fitted  him 
for  his  high  position  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

"VVe  extend  to  him  our  sincere  congratulations  and  heartfelt  wishes 
that  he  may  sp^nd  many  more  birthdays  in  his  Palo  Alto  home.    Be  it

SUPERVISOR  TONER:  We  have  with  us  an  alumnus  of  Stanford 
University,  a  graduate  of  Stanford  University,  a  man  who  has  done 
credit  to  his  Alma  Mater,  and  an  outstanding  official  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  San  Francisco.  I  know  that  Mr.  Havenner  loves  David 
Starr  Jordan,  and  I  would  ask  him  to  say  a  word  on  this  seventy-ninth 
anniversary  of  his  birth. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  very  glad  indeed  to 
second  the  resolution  presented  by  Doctor  Toner,  and  I  feel  sure  that 
all  of  my  colleagues  on  the  Board  subscribe  most  heartily  to  the  senti- 
ments that  he  has  set  forth  in  that  resolution.  Doctor  David  Starr 
Jordan  has  been,  for  many  years,  the  most  notable  figure  in  educa- 
tional circles  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  He  was  the  active  president  of  Stan- 
ford when  I  was  a  student  there.  He  was  the  most  beloved  figure  on 
the  campus  then,  and  I  think  that  still,  with  all  due  deference  to  his 
successor  in  office,  who  is  likewise  beloved,  and  perhaps  equally 
beloved,  Doctor  Jordan  stands  first  in  the  hearts  of  all  Stanford  alumni 
because  of  the  fact  that  he  pioneered  the  way  in  ertablishing,  under 
the  endowment  of  the  Stanford  family,  that  outstanding  university  on 
the  Pacific  Coast.  I  am  extremely  glad  to  pay  my  tribute  to  him  and 
join  with  the  members  of  the  Board  in  wishing  that  his  life  may  be 
continued. 

Tribute  to  the  Memory  of  Cyril  Williams. 
Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  acted  as  the  presiding  officer. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Before  adjournment,  I  desire  to  say 
that  by  unusual  circumstances  here  in  the  affairs  of  the  Board,  no 
official  tribute  has  been  paid,  at  a  meeting  of  this  Board,  to  Mr.  Cyril 
Williams,  who  passed  away  from  us  just  before  the  beginning  of  the 
new  year.  I  understand  what  was  done.  I  understand  that  at  an 
informal  meeting  of  members  of  the  Board,  when  there  was  not  a 
quorum  present,  that  instructions  were  issued  to  the  Clerk  to  have 
suitable  resolutions  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  members  of  his 
family.  But  I  do  feel  that  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Williams  there  ought  to 
be  in  the  record  of  some  duly  called  meeting  of  thifj  Board  a  proper 
recognition  of  his  services  to  the  City.  Personally,  I  think  that  Mr. 
Williams  was  the  most  remarkable  employee  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  of  whom  I  have  had  any  knowledge.  His  record  is 
pretty  well  known,  I  think,  to  everybody  who  has  ever  been  associated 
with  official  life  in  the  City  Hall.  He  was  an  employee  of  the  City,  I 
believe,  for  about  half  a  century — forty-three  years.  His  record  of  faith- 
ful attention  to  his  duties  during  all  of  that  time,  up  until  the  begin- 
ning of  his  last  illness,  I  think,  is  probably  without  parallel  in  the 
records  of  municipal  service  anywhere.  As  I  recall,  it  was  stated  to  me 
that  Mr.  Williams  had  never  missed  a  day  at  his  desk  until  his  final 
illness  began.  He  was  the  most  remarkably  accurate  man  whom  I 
have  ever  had  any  knowledge  of  in  matters  of  municipal  accounting. 
He  was  the  standard  authority  in  the  City  Hall  on  all  the  intricate 
details  that  entered  into  the  calculations  of  our  annual  tax  rate,  and 
I  say  it  with  almost  awe,  with  amazement  that  a  human  being  could 
be  capable  of  the  kind  of  service  that  he  rendered,  that  I  never  knew 
him  to  be  in  error  concerning  any  statement  of  financial  detail  he  was 
called  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  to  submit.  He  was  a  most 
lovable  man,  an  extraordinary  man  in  all  of  his  accomplishments  and 
in  his  fidelity  to  duty,  and  I  deem  it  my  duty,  as  well  as  my  privilege 
and  honor,  to  make  this  statement  for  the  record  at  this  time. 
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SUPERVISOR  TONER:    I  would  suggest  that  Supervisor  Havenner's 
remarks  be  put  in  print  and  sent  Mrs.  Williams. 
THE  MAYOR:    So  ordered. 

Tribute  to  the   Memory  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Cleary. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  at  this  time,  aiad  during  these 
moments  of  eulogium  to  our  recently  departed  financial  expert,  Mr.  Cyril 
Williams,  so  beautifully  done  by  my  associate,  Supervisor  Havenner,  I 
want  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
the  passing  of  the  wife  of  Thomas  Cleary.  Thomas  Cleary,  as  you  know, 
Mr.  Mayor,  has  been  in  intimate  contact  with  your  office  and  with  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  as  a  Clerk  of  this  Board,  for  a  period  of  seventeen 
years.  In  fact,  he  came  in  with  you  at  the  beginning  of  your  adminis- 
tration. We  know  what  a  great  sorrow  has  come  into  his  life,  an 
irreparable  loss,  and,  by  a  strange  coincidence,  I  attended  the  funeral 
this  morning  of  the  late  Mrs.  Cleary,  and  Tom  tells  me  that  today 
would  be  the  forty-fourth  anniversary  of  their  married  life.  I  know 
that  a  word  of  sympathy  from  this  Board,  carrying  with  it  the  sympathy 
of  the  Chief  Clerk  and  his  staff  to  Mr.  Cleary  at  this  time,  would  find  a 
place  in  his  heart  and  a  consolation  that  would  be  deeply  appreciated. 

We  admire  the  ability  of  Mr.  Cleary,  we  admire  the  wonderful  family 
that  he  has  raised,  a  good  Christian  family,  all  grown  up  and  taking 
their  places  in  society.  I  met  them  this  morning,  and  I  have  met  them 
on  other  occasions.  And  Tom  Cleary  can  indeed  be  proud  of  the  family 
that  he  raised  in  San  Francisco.  And  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  sorrow, 
Mr.  Mayor,  that  I  have  occasion  to  refer  to  the  passing  of  Mrs.  Cleary. 
As  I  say,  it  is  a  loss  to  Tom  Cleary  and  to  his  dear  family,  and  I 
would  move  that,  when  we  adjourn,  we  adjourn  out  of  respect  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Mrs.  Thomas  Cleary. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:     Second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  like  to  just  add  a  word  to  that.  I  could  not 
go  to  the  funeral  this  morning,  but  I  sent  former  Chief  of  Police  Walsh 
to  represent  me.  Tom  Cleary  is  a  fine  man.  He  had  a  fine  wife  and  a 
fine  family.  He  is  the  encyclopedia  of  this  City  Hall,  and  he  knows 
how  many  rivets,  how  many  shims,  how  many  columns,  how  many  glass 
windows,  how  many  stairs  to  the  top  of  the  dome;  he  knows  every  de- 
tail of  every  part  of  this  building,  and  when  you  want  to  know  some- 
thing about  this  building  in  particular  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  ask  Tom 
Cleary.    And  he  is  one  of  the  most  efficient,  able  clerks  we  have  here. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  In  addition  to  my  motion  I  would  like  to 
add  that  a  letter  of  sympathy  to  Mr.  Cleary  be  prepared  by  the  Clerk.

Communication,  from  his  Honor  Mayor  Rolph,  transmitting  telegram 
from  H.  L.  Carnahan,  stating  that  he  had  the  honor  of  accepting,  on 
behalf  of  San  Francisco,  a  beautiful  silver  cup  awarded  to  this  City  as 
first  prize  for  class  A  civic  body,  and  that  the  trophy  is  being  for- 
warded to  him;  also  that  Chairman  Hal  Reynolds  expressed  deep  ap- 
preciation of  the  good  will  manifested  by  San  Francisco  in  her  graceful 
and  outstanding  contribution  to  the  success  of  Pasadena's  New  Year's 
Rose  Tournament.    Also  Mayor's  reply  to  above  telegram. 

Clerk  directed  to  express  thanks  and  appreciation  of  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

In  re  Board  of  Equalization  Appraisal  Bureau  and  Dismissal  of 

John  J.  Barry. 

Supervisor  McSheehy,  referring  to  a  newspaper  article  of  recent 
date,  read  in  part  as  follows:  "Appraiser  dropped.  No  new  bureau 
to  be  named  by  Supervisors.  Dismissal  of  John  J.  Barry,  a  holdover 
from  the  staff  which  made  the  Stafford  appraisal  here  several  years 
ago,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $200,000,  was  announced  by  Supervisor 
Angelo  J.  Rossi,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee." 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  through  you,  may  I  ask  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  how  this  matter  came  before  his  committee  last 
Friday? 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  this  Board:  My 
attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  gentleman,  I  did  not 
know  his  name,  who  was  employed,  and  being  paid  at  the  rate  of  $oOO 
a  month,  on  this  appraisal.  I  called  Mr.  Joe  Phillips,  who  has  charge, 
or  the  right  of  way  agent,  who  I  understand  has  charge  of  that  work, 
and  he  informed  us  that  Mr.  Barry,  as  I  learned  since,  had  no  par- 
ticular duties  other  than  to  give  information  to  the  public,  so  your 
Finance  Committee,  in  its  wisdom,  recommended  that  the  services  of 
Mr.  Barry  be  dispensed  with  as  of  January  31st. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Then  you  received  the  information 
from  Mr.  Phillips,  the  right  of  way  engineer? 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  That  has  no  bearing  on  the  case,  where  we 
received  the  information.  There  was  no  further  need  of  Mr.  Barry's 
services  and  your  Finance  Committee  deemed  it  advisable  to  dispense 
with  his  services. 

Statement  of  Supervisor  McSheehy. 

Whereupon,  Supervisor  McSheehy  read  a  statement  purporting  to 
show  discrepancies  and  inequalities  in  property  assessments  made  by 
the  Assessor's  office  in  various  parts  of  the  city  in  comparison  with  the 
true  value  of  such  property  as  found  in  the  Stafford  appraisal. 

Supervisor  Havenner  also  addressed   the   Board  at  length   in  justi- 
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fication  of  the  establishment  of  the  appraisal  bureau  and  the  need  of 
its  continuance. 

Mr.  John  J.  Barry,  employee,  was  heard,  and,  in  response  to  ques- 
tions put  by  Supervisor  Shannon,  explained  what  information  is 
afforded  by  the  appraisal  bureau  and  the  class  of  citizens  and  organ- 
izations that  come  to  the  office  for  such  service. 

Supervisor  Colman  also  discussed  the  matter,  contending  "that  it 
was  his  thought  that  the  original  expenditure  for  the  appraisal  bureau 
would  result,  unwittingly,  no  doubt,  and  not  by  original  intention,  in 
the  creation  of  a  few  jobs.  It  is  obvious  to  me  now  that  the  records 
Mr.  Barry  refers  to  cannot  serve  the  purpose  claimed  for  them,  as  they 
are  not  up  to  date. 

Mr.  Boyd,  representing  the  Assessor's  office,  declared,  in  part,  that 
the  Assessor's  office  was  reluctant  in  the  extreme  to  take  any  part  in 
this  discussion  as  to  the  continuance  of  the  Stafford  appraisal.  It  is 
something  that  the  Assessor's  office  would  prefer  not  to  speak  on.  The 
purpose  of  the  appraisal,  he  said,  as  generally  given  out  to  the  public, 
was  to  provide  an  aid  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sitting  as  a  Board 
of  Equalization.  If  the  Assessor  were  to  object  to  its  continuance,  he 
said,  he  would  be  in  the  position  of  a  man  who  resents  a  certified  pub- 
lic accountant  checking  his  books,  and  I  want  to  say  that  Assessor 
Wolden  welcomes  any  kind  of  an  investigation  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tions of  San  Francisco. 

Action  Deferred. 

Whereupon,  the  subject-matter  was,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Mc- 
Sheehy,  continued  three  weeks  and  a  copy  of  Supervisor  McSheehy's 
statement  sent  to  the  Assessor. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Board  at  6:30  p.  m.  adjourned.

Preservation  of  Wild  Life  on  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 

Reservation. 

Supervisor  Thomas  Hickey  of  San  Mateo  County  was  granted  the 
privilege  of  the  floor.  He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to  maintain  their 
vast  properties  as  a  refuge  and  res'ervation  of  wild  life,  proliibiting 
hunting  or  fishing  there.  As  a  result  of  this  policy  the  water  proper- 
ties are  teeming  with  wild  life — deer,  quail,  doves,  etc. — which  is  fast 
passing  away  in  other  parts  of  California.

Prohibiting  Return  of  Certain  Class  of  Merchandise  by  Purchaser. 

On  recommendation  of  Public  Health  Committee. 

Bill  No.  8180,  Ordinance  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Prohibiting  the  return  by  purchaser  of  merchandise  which  by  use 
may  become  a  source  of  infection  and  a  menace  to  the  public  health. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  coi*poration  en- 
?:aged  in  the  sale  at  retail  of  the  following  articles'  of  merchandise, 
to-wit: 

a.  Mattresses,  blankets,  sheets,  comforters,  pillows  and  other 
bedding. 
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b.  Heating  pads  and  metal  hot  water  bottles,  stockings  made  of 
rubber,  reducing  rollers,  water  bags  and  other  rubber  goods. 

c.  Combs,  hair  brushes,  tooth  brushes',  barettes,  bath  brushes,  pow- 
der puffs,  lipsticks,  compacts,  broken  packages  of  powder,  creams, 
rouges. 

d.  Corsets,  brassiers,  underwear,  union  suits,  bloomers,  bathing 
suits. 

e.  Articles  made  of  hair  and  veils. 

to  accept  from  the  purchaser  of  any  of  above  articles,  once  delivery 
ia  effected,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  return  of  articles  misfitting  or  defective  in  their  construction, 
which  shall  be  disinfected  before  being  offered  for  re-sale. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  s-hall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

CIVIL  SEHVICE  AND  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM— To  consider  all 
matters  relating  to  Civil  Service  in  the  several  departments  and  to 
promote  efficiency  and  economy  in  expenditures;  to  consider  matters 
relating  to  the  Retirement  System,  and  all  reports  of  the  Board  of 
Administration  of  the  Retirement  System  shall  be  referred  to  it  for 
investigation  and  report  thereon.  , 

COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  CITY 
PLANNING — To  assist  in  promoting  the  establishment  of  industries  in 
San  Francisco  and  to  cooperate  with  commercial  and  industrial  organ- 
izations in  all  efforts  to  establish  new  industries;  to  consider  measures- 
helpful  in  developing  San  Francisco  as  an  industrial  center  and  to 
encourage  delegations  to  points  where  needed  to  bring  new  industries, 
and  generally  to  consider  manufacturing  problems  as  related  to  the 
industrial  needs  of  the  community;  to  cooperate  with  the  United 
States,  State  officials-  and  civic  organizations  in  support  of  national 
and  state  legislation  designed  to  promote  world  trade  and  the  United 
States  Merchant  Marine;  to  bring  about  the  location  of  a  foreign 
trade  zone  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  to  inaugurate 
a  movement  to  the  end  that  the  management,  control  and  development 
of  San  Francisco's  harbor  be  placed  locally,  and  also  to  cooperate  with 
the  Federal  and  State  authorities  on  all  matters,  especially  legislation, 
that  tend  for  the  further  development  and  utilization  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's harbor  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  world's  commerce;  to  promote 
friendly  relations  between  the  City  and  contiguous  and  neighboring 
.  communities,  to  consider  all  matters-  relating  to  the  City's  expansion, 
and  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  between  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  hear  such  matters  con- 
cerning city  planning  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; to  propose  measures  for  developing  and  accelerating  trans- 
continental railway  and  inter-urban  railroad  transportation  on  this 
peninsula;  to  confer  with  adjacent  cities,  towns  and  counties  on  inter- 
community problems  and  to  suggest  to  the  Board  in  what  manner 
other  committees  may  be  of  help  in  peninsula  development. 

EDUCATION,  PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS— To  consider  and  re- 
port upon  all  matters  relating  to  the  Departments  of  Education,  Parks 
and  PlaygrC'Unds  and  recreation  centers,  including  the  Aquatic  Park, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Board  of  Education,  Playground  Commission 
and  Park  Commission  regarding  the  development  and  increased  use- 
fulness- of  these  departments. 

FINANCE — To  perform  all  duties  required  by  the  Charter;  to  audit 
all  bills  and  report  on  all  matters  that  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors;  to  act  as  a  budget  committee  for  the  Board,  hold 
hearings   on    budget   estimates   of   and    with    all    departments,   receive 
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recommendations  from  all  other  committees  of  the  Board,  and  formu- 
late a  budget  for  submission  to  the  Board  on  or  before  the  second 
Monday  of  May.    (Meets  Fridays  at  2  p.  m.) 

FIRE — To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Fire  Department;  to 
report  on  all  applications  for  garage,  boiler,  laundry  and  other  permits 
referred  to  it. 

JUDICIARY — To  consider  and  report  upon  Charter  amendments  and 
all  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  Board. 

LIGHTING,  WATER  SERVICE,  TELEPHONE  SERVICE  AND 
ELECTRICITY— To  attend  to  the  proper  lighting  of  streets,  public 
parks  and  public  buildings;  to  investigate  and  correct  complaints  of 
water  service  and  extensions  thereof,  and  telephone  service;  to  recom- 
mend installation  and  removal  of  City  telephones;  to  recommend  from 
time  to  time  extensions  of  underground  wire  system,  and  to  have 
general  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  electricity  other  than  public 
lighting  and  amendments  to  the  building  laws. 

MUNICIPAL  CONCEPTS  AND  PUBLIC  CELEBRATIONS— To  have 
charge  of  the  Municipal  Band  and  conduct  all  concerts  that  are  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (except 
those  concerts  under  the  management  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
the  Auditorium  Committee  of  this  Board) ;  to  assist  in  promotion  of 
all  semi-public  celebrations,  dedications-,  etc. 

POLICE  AND  LICENSES— To  consider  legislation  concerning  the 
Police  Department;  to  investigate  the  management  and  character  of 
penal  institutions;  to  consider  all  matters  affecting  public  morals;  to 
report  upon  applications  for  permits  referred  to  it  by  the  Board, 
including  free  licenses  to  those  deserving  them,  and  report  on  all 
licenses,  including  taxicabs  and  public  conveyances  for  hire. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS— To  cons-ider  the  erection  of  all 
public  buildings  and  the  purchase  of  sites  for  all  public  buildings  upon 
recommendation  of  the  respective  departments;  to  consider  and  report 
upon  the  repairs  to  public  buildings,  and  to  recommend  as  to  the 
janitorial,  elevator  and  other  service  required  for  the  proper  conduct 
of  all  buildings  of  the  City  and  County;  also  to  assign  to  the  various 
offices  and  departments  the  various  rooms-  and  places  in  the  City  Hall 
and  Hall  of  Justice;  to  investigate  and  repoi^t  upon  proposed  purchases 
of  lands  except  lands  needed  for  streets,  roads,  boulevards  and  tunnel 
purposes;  to  formulate  plans  for  leasing  City  lands  not  needed  for 
public  purposes*;  to  consider  transfer  of  lands  from  one  department  to 
another,  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  realty  of  the  City 
other  than  school  property  and  airport  property. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  health  and 
sanitation;  to  see  that  institutions  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of 
Health  are  properly  conducted;  to  establish  and  maintain  a  high 
standard  of  service  in  i)ublic  hospitals  and  Relief  Home;  to  consider 
and  report  upon  all  complaints  of  nuisances;  to  make  recommenda- 
tions upon  applications  for  permits  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by 
the  Board;  also  removal  and  destruction  of  garbage. 

PUBLIC  UTILITIES— To  consider  and  pass  upon  all  matters  relating 
to  public  utilities,  their  acquisition,  construction,  control  and  manage- 
ment, whether  municipally  or  privately  owned,  including  transbay 
bridges,  transportation,  lighting,  power,  water  and  steam  heating. 

PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  PUBLICITY— To  consider  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  social  well-being  of  the  community  other  than  those  hereto- 
fore provided  for,  and  generally  to  act  upon  all  matters  of  public  adver- 
tising, and  pass  on  all  bills  chargeable  against  the  advertising  fund; 
to  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the  Bureau  of  Weights  and  Measures. 
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RULES — To  consider  amendments  to  the  Rules  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  Board.  To  have  supervision  of 
and  give  instructions  to  the  chauffeurs  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

STATE  LAWS  AND  LEGISLATION— To  be  appointed  by  the 
Finance  Committe  when  occasion  requires.  To  consider  all  matters 
pending  before  the  Legislature  and  proposed  legislation  which  affects 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  to 
make  &uch  recommendations  to  the  Board  as  may  be  deemed  advisable, 
and  to  appear  before  the  State  Legislature  in  advocacy  of  any  meas- 
ures or  in  opposition  to  measures  as  the  Board  may  advise. 

STREETS  AND  TUNNELS— To  consider  all  matters  relating  to  the 
construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  streets  and  sewers, 
including  highways  outside  the  County,  for  which  the  City  and  County 
is  authorized  to  appropriate  money,  the  closing,  opening  and  widening 
of  streets  and  the  cleaning  of  streets;  to  designate  the  streets  for  the 
improvement  and  repair  of  which  appropriations  may  be  made  in  the 
budget  and  to  allocate  the  same.  Also  direct  the  expenditure  of  money 
received  from  the  State  for  the  construction  of  public  highways;  to 
consider  and  report  upon  applications  for  spur  and  industrial  tracks; 
to  consider  and  report  upon  all  matters  relating  to  tunnels. 

SUPPLIES — To  consider  and  have  charge  of  the  purchase  of  all 
supplies  as  provided  by  the  Charter;  to  prepare  schedules-  for  general 
supplies  and  to  recommend  award  of  contracts;  to  inspect  deliveries 
and  quality  and  quantity  of  supplies;  to  pass  on  all  requisitions  for 
non-contract  supplies;  to  supervise  the  purchase  and  distribution  of 
all  books,  stationery,  etc. 

TRAFFIC  AND  SAFETY — To  investigate  and  report  on  matters 
relative  to  traffic  conditions  in  the  City  and  propose  Ordinances  regu- 
lating traffic  and  the  promotion  of  safety  in  connection  therewith. 

CONVENING   OF   BOARD. 

3.  The  Board  shall  convene  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  each  Monday, 
and  the  Clerk  shall  immediately,  after  the  call  to  order,  which  shall 
be  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  call  the  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
shall  record  those  pres-ent  and  absent.  The  Clerk  shall  also  record 
the  time  of  arrival  of  those  members  of  the  Board  who  arrive  after 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  name  of  such  member  and  the  time  of  his 
arrival  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of 
cooperating  with  any  particular  department  to  investigate  the  financial 
needs  of  such  department  to  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  budget; 
to  consider  such  department's  budget  estimates  and  to  recommend  to 
the  Finance  Committee  such  modifications  or  changes'  thereof  as  it 
may  deem  proper. 

The  designations  and  duties  of  the  foregoing  Committees  are  hereby 
m.ade  part  of  these  rules. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

4.  The  Mayor  shall  be  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
shall  call  each  regular,  adjourned  or  special  meeting  to  order  at  the 
hour  appointed  and  shall  proceed  with  the  order  of  business.  In  the 
abs-ence  of  the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  the  Board  shall 
appoint  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore  from  its  own  members,  who 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  other  members. 

The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum. 

The  Clerk  shall,  immediately  after  the  call  to  order,  call  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  record  of  those  present  and  absent 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

5.  Whenever  it  shall  be  moved  and  carried  by  12  members  that  the 
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Board  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the 
•  hair  and  the  members  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
rhe  Whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  said  Committee. 

6.  The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole. 

7.  A  motion,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  rise  and  report  the 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  The  Clerk  shall  have  clips,  upon  which  shall  be  kept  all  Bills, 
Ordinances,  Resolutions  and  Reports  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board, 
except  those  not  reported  upon  by  a  Committee. 

9.  No  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Board  unless  it  has  been  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Board  or  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  the  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  must 
be  read  by  the  Clerk  in  open  meeting  before  being  referred  to  Com- 
mittee. At  the  time  of  introduction  the  presiding  ofBcer  shall  first 
indicate  to  what  Committee  a  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  ought  to 
be  referred,  and  it  shall  be  so  referred  unless,  upon  majority  vote 
without  debate,  the  Board  shall  order  it  referred  to  some  other  com- 
mittee. 

Action  by  the  Board  shall  not  be  taken  upon  any  Bill,  Ordinance 
or  Resolution  until  it  has  been  referred  to  and  acted  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board. 

10.  The  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  except 
by  the  consent  of  twelve  members,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  Journal. 

3.  Calendar  Business. 

4.  Roll  Call   for  the  Introduction  of  Resolutions,   Bills  and   Com- 
munications Not  Considered  or  Reported  on  by  a  Committee. 

5.  Communications  and  Reports  from  City  and  County  Officers. 

11.  If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately. 

12.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  voting  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  to 
"reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question. 

A  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  result  is  announced  in 
order  to  move  to  "reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question.  The  vote 
upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  not  be  taken  before  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  No  question  shall  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once.  Motion  to  reconsider  shall  have  precedence  over  every 
other  motion.  It  shall  require 'a  majority  vote  to  carry  any  motion  to 
reconsider  the  vote  by  which  any  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  has 
been  passed  or  defeated. 

13.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table  until  decided  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  or  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as 
may  be  required  by  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  and  transmit  copies  of 
said  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  to  the  various  departments  affected 
thereby.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication 
in  the  official  newspaper  of  all  Bills,  Ordinances,  proposals  and  awards 
as  required  by  the  Charter. 

15.  All  accounts  and  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, provided  that  any  Committee  having  jurisdiction  over  subject  of 
expenditures  may  request  that  bills  he  first  sent  to  that  Committee 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board. 

16.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  prevent 
demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  on  the  part  of  persons  in 
the  Chambers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 
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17.  When  a  Supervisor  desires  to  address  the  Board  he  shall  arise 
in  his  place,  address  the  presiding  officer,  and  when  recognized  he 
shall  proceed  to  speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  recognized  when 
seated  or  when  away  from  his  seat. 

18.  No  Supervisor  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate 
on  the  same  subject,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board, 
and  Supervisors  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to 
the  floor  so  long  as  any  Supervisor  who  has  not  spoken  desires  to 
speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  five  min- 
utes on  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Board,  except  that 
the  author  shall  have  five  minutes  to  open  and  ten  minutes  to  close. 

19.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  interrupted,  when  speaking,  without  his 
consent. 

20.  When  two  or  more  Supervisors  arise  at  the  same  time  to 
address  the  Board,  the  presiding  officer  shall  designate  the  Supervisor 
who  is  entitled  to  the  floor. 

21.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  has  been  secondC'l 
and  distinctly  announced  by  the  presiding  officer. 

22.  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  in 
the  possession  of  the  Board.  It  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover 
thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  second,  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

23.  Upon  a  call  of  the  Board  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted.  Those  for  whom  no 
excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of  those  present, 
be  sent  for  and  be  brought  to  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  special  messengers  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

24.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  action  shall  be  entertained 
except: 

To  adjourn. 

Call  of  the  Board. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The  previous  question. 

To  postpone. 

To  commit  or  amend. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged;  provided,  however,  that  during  a  call  of  the  Board 
it  may  consider  and  transact  any  matter  of  business  that  the  Super- 
visors there  present  shall  unanimously  decide  to  consider. 

25.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  not  debatable. 

26.  The  previous  question  shall  be*  put  in  the  following  form: 
"Shall  the  previous  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  three  Supervisors,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate  except  that  the  author  of  the  Bill.  Ordinance. 
Resolution  or  Motion  or  Amendments  shall  have  the  right  to  close, 
and  the  question  under  discussion  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  put 
to  a  vote.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  prior  to  a  vote  being 
taken  by  the  Board  a  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  order. 

27.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote  for 
or  against  it,  unless  disqualified  by  the  Charter.  No  member  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  unless  present  when  his  name  is 
called  or  before  the  vote  is  announced.  A  roll  call  shall  not  be  inter- 
rupted for  debate  or  personal  privilege,  but  a  member  may  file,  in 
writing,  an  explanation  of  his  vote. 

29.  After  the  Board  has  acted,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  for 
and  those  who  voted  against  the  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal,  not  only  in  cases  required  by  law,  but  when  any  member  may 
require  it,  and  on  all  Bills,  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on  final  passage 
the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

30.  All  appointments  of  officers  and  employees  shall  be  made  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board.     The  Clerk  shall  assign  the 
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assistant  clerks  to  their  several  duties,  and  shall  immediately  transmit 
to  the  Mayor  all  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  which,  under  the  law, 
require  executive  approval. 

31.  No  member  shall  leave  the  Board  during  its  session  without 
permission   from   the   Board. 

32.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board.  Committees  shall  report  'on  any  subject 
referred   to   them   by   the   Board   and   their  recommendations   thereon. 

^Unless  othericise  ordered,  a  Committee  shall  report  upon  all  subjects 
referred  to  it  icithi^i  thirty  days  thereafter.  It  shall  be  the  right  of 
any  member  of  a  Committee  to  move  a  roll  call  (in  Committee),  on 
any  pending  motion,  and  the  Chairman  or  Acting  Chairman  of  said 
Committee  shall,  with  or  without  debate,  order  the  roll  call.  In  Com- 
mittees of  three  members  or  less  a  motion  by  a  member  thereof  shall 
not  require  a  second. 

33.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  on  days  of  meeting,  at  least  30  minutes 
before  such  a  meeting,  a  calendar  of  matters  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board  at  said  meeting.  Every  petition  or  other  written  instrument 
intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  must  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Saturday,  or  on  the  day  preceding 
the  meeting;  upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  of  any  member 
its  contents  shall  be  read   in  full. 

34.  All  petitions,  protests  and  communications  of  a  routine  char- 
acter shall  be  referred  by  the  Clerk  to  the  proper  Committee. 

35.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
and  no  Bill,  Ordinance,  Resolution  or  Amendment  thereto  shall  pass 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  that  number  of  members,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

36.  Except  when  otherwise  provided  by  these  rules,  the  Charter 
or  lav/,  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  adoption  of  any  motion. 

37.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  requests  and  instructions 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
City  and  County  and  the  action  thereon  of  such  officer  or  board.  Thei 
record  of  such  requests  and  instructions,  until  acted  upon  by  such 
officer  or  board,  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

38.  The  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  not  be  granted  to  others-  than 
members  of  the  Board,  except  those  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
Charter,  or  public  officials  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  present. 

39.  In  debate  a  member  must  confine  himself  to  the  question  before 
the  Board. 

40.  On  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not  embraced  in  these  rules' 
the  Board  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  contained  in  Roberts'  Rules 
of  Order. 

41.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  chairman  of  a  Com- 
mittee, or  Committee  of  said  Board,  shall  employ  or  engage  the  services 
of  any  person,  or  authorize  or  incur  any  charge,  debt  or  liability 
against  the  City  and  County  unless  authority  therefor  shall  have  been, 
first  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  or  Ordinance, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

42.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Board  shall  be  suspended  or 
amended  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  twelve  members,  except  that 
the  rule  as  to  the  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  require  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  members  present. 

43.  No  special  order  shall  be  placed  on  the  Calendar  except  by 
order  of  the  Board.

Page  4,  Section  3,  Chapter  1,  Article  II — Quorum  consists  of  10 
members. 

Page  5,  Section  8,  Chapter  1,  Article  II — No  Bill  s-hall  become  an 
Ordinance  or  Resolution  be  adopted  unless  it  receives  10  votes. 

Page  7,  Section  IG,  Chapter  1.  Article  II — 14  votes  necessary  to 
override  Mayor's  veto  of  Resolution  or  Ordinance. 

Page   13,   Chapter   2,  Article   II — Lease  of  City  lands   requires  two-, 
thirds  vote  of  Board   (12  votes). 

Page  19,  Section  6,  Chapter  2,  Article  II — Street  railway  franchises 
require  three-fourths  vote  (14  votes)  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board, 
while  five-sixths  vote  (15  votes)  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  is 
necessary  to  pass  these  ordinances  if  MAYOR  VETOES  SAME. 

Page  22,  Section  9,  Chapter  2,  Article  II— Sale  of  City  lands  requires 
15  votes.

Page  120,  Section  17,  Chapter  6,  Article  VI— 15  votes  are  required 
to  modify  or  change  procedure  as  provided  in  the  Charter  for  changing 
street  grades  and  the  performance  of  work  in  connection  therewith. 

Page  121,  Section  1,  Chapter  8,  Article  VI — Ordinance  providing  for 
tunnel,  subway  and  viaduct  construction  requires  12  votes. 

Page  218,  Section  19,  Article  XVI— Suspension  of  an  elected  officer 
by  the  Mayor  requires  approval  of  14  votes  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  cause  removal.

Bill  No. ,  Ordinance  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Regulating  the  keeping  and  feeding  of  dogs,  cats,  hares,  rabbits, 
guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves,  pigeons,  parrots  or 
other  fowl ;  providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  repealing 
Ordinance  No.  384  (New  Series)  and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordi- 
nances in  conflict  therewith. 
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Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  to  keep  or 
feed,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  fed,  or  permit  to  be  kept  or  fed  on  premises 
over  which  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  have  control, 
the  following:  Hares,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese, 
ducks,  doves,  pigeons,  parrots  of  any  species,  game  birds  of  any  species, 
dogs  and  cats  within  the  First  and  Second  Residential  Districts  as  at 
present  defined  by  Ordinance  No.  5464  (New  Series),  or  as  may  here- 
after be  defined  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco;  provided,  however,  that  dogs  and  cats  to  the 
limit  of  two  may  be  kept  upon  any  premises  within  the  First  and 
Second  Residential  Districts,  provided  the  same  are  kept  and  main- 
tained in  a  manner  that  does  not  violate  the  State  Housing  Law  or  be 
in  themselves  a  nuisance  to  any  person  or  persons  in  the  neighborhood. 

Provided,  however,  that  when  a  permit  has  been  issued  for  the 
maintenance  of  any  of  the  above  the  same  shall  be  kept  and  fed  in 
coops  or  inclosures  complying  with  the  following  requirements,  to-wit;

(b)  The  said  coop  or  enclosure  shall  be  entirely  surrounded  by  a 
brick  or  concrete  wall  at  least  five  (5)  inches  in  thickness  and  one  (1) 
foot  high. 

(c)  The  said  coop  or  enclosure  shall  be  entirely  surrounded  by  a 
galvanized  iron  wire  mesh  fence,  wall  or  sides  extending  at  least  six

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  keep  or  feed,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  fed,  or  permit  to  be  kept  or  fed, 
dogs,  cats,  hares,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks, 
doves,  pigeons,  game  birds,  parrots  of  any  species,  or  other  fowl,  in 
moveable  or  portable  coops  in  premises  which  are  not  ratproof  unless 
the  said  coops  are  constructed  with  a  metal  bottom  and  metal  sides 
to  a  height  of  at  least  one  (1)  foot,  surmounted  by  a  metal  cage  of  one- 
half  (%)  inch  wire  mesh. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  engage  in  the  business  of  keeping,  feeding  or  breeding  any  hares, 
rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves,  pigeons, 
parrots  of  any  species,  game  birds  of  any  species,  dogs  or  cats  or  any 
other  animals  for  commercial  purposes  within  the  First  and  Second 
Residential  Districts,  as  defined  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Section  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  or  portions  of  any  and  all  ordi- 
nances in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  Ordinance 
No.  384  (New  Series)  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
($500)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  more 
than  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

Whereas,  the  men  of  the  said  rank  of  patrolman  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  engage  in  a  competitive  Civil  Service  examination  for 
promotion  in  said  Police  Department  since  August  9,  1923,  due  to  the 
fact  that  when  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  announced  their  readiness  to  hold  an  examination 
from  the  rank  of  patrolman  to  the  rank  of  corporal  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1927,  they,  the  said  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  were 
requested  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  not  to  hold  the  said 
examination  as  they,  the  Police  Commissioners,  then  felt  that  the  rank 
of  corporal  was  sufficiently  manned  for  some  time  to  come;  and 

Whereas,  records  show  that  additional  appointments  were  made  by 
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the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  to  the  rank  of  corporal  on  the  fol- 
lowing dates: 

I>ecember    31,  1925 — 21  additional  corporals; 

September     1,  1926 — 18  additional  corporals; 

December    27,  1926 — 27  additional  corporals;    and 
rf<iords  further  show  that  the  date  following  appointment  of  the  last 
27  corporals  as  herein  shown  the  said  Police  Department  had  a  total 
strength  of  136  men  in  the  said  rank  of  corporal;  and 

Whereas,  the  Budgets  prepared  for  the  fiscal  years  by  this  Board  of 
Supervisors,  as  hereinafter  shown,  did  make  provisions  for  salaries 
for  numerical  strength  in  the  said  rank  of  corporal  in  said  Police  De- 
partment: 

Fiscal  year  1927-1928—129   corporals; 

Fiscal  year  1928-1929—119  corporals; 

Fiscal  year  1929-1930 — 119  corporals;   and 

Whereas,  the  strength  of  the  said  rank  of  corporal  of  police  at  the 
present  time  is  103  men,  there  is  created,  under  budget  provisions,  16 
vacancies  in  the  said  rank;  and 

Whereas,  the  number  of  men  in  the  said  rank  of  corporal  in  the 
Police  Department  has  been  reduced  by  33  men  since  December  28, 
1926;  and 

Whereas,  The  strength  of  the  rank  of  patrolmen  on  December  28, 
1926,  was  842  men  as  against  a  strength  of  950  patrolmen  authorized 
by  the  budget  of  the  present  fiscal  year;  and 

Whereas,  a  proposed  Charter  amendment  was  submitted  to  the  elec- 
torate of  this  City  and  County  at  the  general  election,  held  November, 
1928,  which  proposed  Charter  amendment  intended  the  abolition  of  the 
rank  of  corporal  in  the  said  Police  Department;  the  said  proposed 
Charter  amendment  was,  however,  decidedly  defeated  by  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority,  thereby  conclusively  showing  the  wishes  of  the  people 
of  this  municipality  to  retain  the  said  rank  of  corporal  in  their  Police 
Department;  and 

Whereas,  any  condition  which  stifles  ambition  and  obstructs  legiti- 
mate aspirations  of  members  of  the  Police  Department  in  the  rank  of 
patrolman,  who  desire  to  seek  advancement  and  promotion,  based  upon 
Civil  Service  competitive  examination,  is  detrimental  to  police  effi- 
ciency and  to  the  morale  of  said  Police  Department;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  we 
call  upon  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  to  reconsider  their  action 
of  1927,  when  they  called  on  the  Civil  Service  Commission  not  to  hold 
an  examination  for  promotion  to  the  rank  of  corporal  at  that  time, 
and  that  the  said  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  be  requested  to  com- 
iQunicate  with  said  Civil  Service  Commission,  asking  that  an  examina- 
tion be  held  and  that  an  eligible  list  be  adopted  from  which  present 
and  future  vacancies  in  the  rank  of  corporal  may  be  filled  and  that 
said  examination  be  held   within  a  reasonable  time;    and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  the  same  rules  be  followed  in  holding  examinations  for  promotion 
to  the  rank  of  corporal  of  police  as  appertains  to  the  other  promotional 
ranks  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  that  is.  that  eligible  lists 
be  adopted  and  abolished  at  definite  periods  as  prescribed  by  Civil 
Service  regulations.

Police  Commission  Requested  to  Reconsider  Action,  Examina- 
tions for  Promotion  of  Corporals.

Whereas,  a  condition  exists  in  the  Police  Department  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  which  seems  to  have  created  a  serious  and 
unjust  handicap  on  the  men  in  the  rank  of  patrolman  in  that  depart- 
nxent;    and 

Whereas,  a  majority  of  the  men  of  said  rank  of  patrolman  are  hon- 
orably discharged  war  veterans;  and 

Whereas,  the  men  of  the  said  rank  of  patrolman  have  not  had  an 
opportunity  to  engage  in  a  competitive  Civil  Service  examination  for 
promotion  in  said  Police  Department  since  August  9,  1923,  due  to  the 
f.ict  that  Avhen  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  announced  their  readiness  to  hold  an  examination 
from  the  rank  of  patrolman  to  the  rank  of  corporal  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  1927,  they,  the  said  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  were 
requested  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  not  to  hold  the  said 
examination  as  they,  the  Police  Commissioners,  then  felt  that  the  rank 
of  corporal  was  sufficiently  manned  for  some  time  to  come;   and 

Whereas,  records  show  that  additional  appointments  were  made  by 
the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  to  the  rank  of  corporal  on  the  fol- 
lowing dates: 

December    31,  1925 — 21  additional  corporals; 

September     1,  192;6 — IS  additional  corporals; 

December    27,  1926 — 27  additional  corporals;    and 
rf'Cords  further  show  that  the  date  following  appointment  of  the  last 
27  corporals  as  herein  shown  the  said  Police  Department  had  a  total 
slrength  of  136  men  in  the  said  rank  of  corporal;  and 

Whereas,  the  Budgets  prepared  for  the  fiscal  years  by  this  Board  of 
Supervisors,  as  hereinafter  shown,  did  make  provisions  for  salaries 
for  numerical  strength  in  the  said  rank  of  corporal  in  said  Police  De^ 
partment : 

Fiscal  year  1927-1928—129   corporals; 

Fiscal  year  1928-1929—119  corporals; 

Fiscal  year  1929-1930—119  corporals;   and 

Whereas,  the  strength  of  the  said  rank  of  corporal  of  police  at  the 
present  time  is  103  men,  there  is  created,  under  budget  provisions,  16 
vacancies  in  the  said  rank;  and

Whereas,  the  number  of  men  in  the  said  rank  of  corporal  in  the 
Police  Department  has  been  reduced  by  33  men  since  December  28, 
1926;   and 

Whereas,  The  strength  of  the  rank  of  patrolmen  on  December  28, 
1926,  was  842  men  as  against  a  strength  of  950  patrolmen  authorized 
by  the  budget  of  the  present  fiscal  year;  and 

Whereas,  a  proposed  Charter  amendment  was  submitted  to  the  elec- 
torate of  this  City  and  County  at  the  general  election,  held  November, 
1928,  which  proposed  Charter  amendment  intended  the  abolition  of  the 
rank  of  corporal  in  the  said  Police  Department;  the  said  proposed 
Charter  amendment  was,  however,  decidedly  defeated  by  an  overwhelm- 
ing majority,  therebj'  conclusively  showing  the  wishes  of  the  people

Whereas,  any  condition  which  stifles  ambition  and  obstructs  legiti- 
mate aspirations  of  members  of  the  Police  Department  in  the  rank  of 
patrolman,  who  desire  to  seek  advancement  and  promotion,  based  upon 
Civil  Service  competitive  examination,  is  detrimental  to  police  effi- 
ciency and  to  the  morale  of  said  Police  Department;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  we 
call  upon  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  to  reconsider  their  action 
of  1927,  when  they  called  on  the  Civil  Service  Commission  not  to  hold 
an  examination  for  pi'omotion  to  the  rank  of  corporal  at  that  time, 
and  that  the  said  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  be  requested  to  com- 
iQunicate  with  said  Civil  Service  Commission,  asking  that  an  examina- 
tion be  held  and  that  an  eligible  list  be  adopted  from  which  present 
and  future  vacancies  in  the  rank  of  corporal  may  be  filled  and  that 
said  examination  be  held  within  a  reasonable  time;    and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  the  same  rules  be  followed  in  holding  examinations  for  promotion 
to  the  rank  of  corporal  of  police  as  appertains  to  the  other  promotional 
ranks  in  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  that  is,  that  eligible  lists 
be  adopted  and  abolished  at  definite  periods  as  prescribed  by  Civil 
Service   regulations.

Bill  No.  8181,  Ordinance  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Regulating  the  keeping  and  feeding  of  hares,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs, 
chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves,  pigeons,  parrots  or  other  fowl; 
providing  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  repealing  Ordinance 
No.  384  (New  Series)  and  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  therewith. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  to  keep  or 
feed,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  fed,  or  permit  to  be  kept  or  fed  on  premises 
over  which  any  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  have  control, 
the  following:  Hares,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese, 
ducks,  doves,  pigeons,  parrots  of  any  species,  game  birds  of  any  species, 
within  the  First  and  Second  Residential  Districts  as  at  present  defined 
by  Ordinance  No.  5464  (New  Series),  or  as  may  hereafter  be  defined 
by  the  City  Planning  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Provided,  however,  that  when  a  permit  has  been  issued  for  the 
maintenance  of  any  of  the  above  the  same  shall  be  kept  and  fed  in 
coops  or  inclosures  complying  with  the  following  requirements,  to-wit: 
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(a)  The  floor  of  said  coop  or  enclosure  shall  he  of  concrete  not  less 
than  two  (2)  inches  thick  and  covered  either  with  a  layer  of  cement 
not  less  than  one-half  (1/2)  inch  thick  or  asphalt  not  less  than  one  (1) 
inch  thick. 

(b)  The  said  coop  or  enclosure  shall  be  entirely  surrounded  by  a 
brick  or  concrete  wall  at  least  five  (5)  inches  in  thickness  and  one  (1) 
foot  high. 

(c)  The  said  coop  or  enclosure  shall  be  entirely  surrounded  by  a 
galvanized  iron  wire  mesh  fence,  wall  or  sides  extending  at  least  six 
(6)  feet  above  the  ground,  which  mesh  shall  not  be  greater  than  one- 
half  (1/2)  inch  in  size. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  hares,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens, 
turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves,  pigeons,  parrots,  game  birds  or  other 
fowl  shall  be  permitted  between  the  hours  of  sunrise  and  sunset  to 
run  at  large  within  the  limits  of  the  premises  in  which  said  coops  or 
inclosures  shall  be  kept  closed  during  the  time  that  said  hares,  rabbits, 
guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves,  pigeons,  parrots, 
game  birds  or  other  fowl  are  so  running  at  large  and  that  said  premises 
be  safely  fenced  so  that  said  animals  and  fowls  cannot  escape  there- 
from. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  keep  or  feed,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  fed,  or  permit  to  be  kept  or  fed, 
hares,  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves, 
pigeons,  game  birds,  parrots  of  any  species,  or  other  fowl,  in  moveable 
or  portable  coops  in  premises  which  are  not  ratproof  unless  the  said 
coops  are  constructed  with  a  metal  bottom  and  metal  sides  to  a  height 
of  at  least  one  (1)  foot,  surrounted  by  a  metal  cage  of  one-half  {V2) 
inch  wire  mesh. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  engage  in  the  business  of  keeping,  feeding  or  breeding  any  hares, 
rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  chickens,  turkeys,  geese,  ducks,  doves,  pigeons, 
parrots  of  any  species,  game  birds  of  any  species,  for  commercial  pur- 
poses wathin  the  First  and  Second  Residential  Districts,  as  defined  by 
the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Section  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  or  portions  of  any  and  all  ordi- 
nances in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  Ordinance 
No.  384  (New  Series)  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  5.  Any  person,  flrm  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred 
($100)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  more 
than  thirty  (30)  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

c.  Combs,  hair  brushes,  tooth  brushes-,  barettes,  bath  brushes,  pow- 
der  puffs,    lipsticks,    compacts,    broken    packages    of    powder,    creams, 

rouges. 

d.  Corsets,    brassiers,    underwear,    union    suits,    bloomers,    bathing 

suits. 

e.  Articles  made  of  hair  and  veils. 

to  accept  from  the  purchaser  of  any  of  above  articles,  once  delivery 
is  effected,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
the  return  of  articles  misfitting  or  defective  in  their  construction, 
which  shall  be  disinfected  before  being  offered  for  re-sale. 

Section  2.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  siiall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County 
Jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  association  or 
corporation  to  maintain,  operate,  connect,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be 
maintained,  operated  or  connected,  any  loud  speaker  or  sound  amplifier 
in  such  manner  as  to  cause  any  sound  to  be  projected  outside  of  any 
building  or  out  of  doors  in  any  part  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  10  o'clock  p.  m., 
except  during  public  events  and  affairs  of  interest  to  the  general 
public. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  association  or 
corporation  to  maintain,  operate,  connect,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be 
maintained,  operated  or  connected,  any  loud  speaker  or  sound  ampli- 
fier in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any  sound  to  be  projected  outside  of 
any  building,  or  out  of  doors,  in  any  part  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  10  o'clock 
p.  m.,  or  after  10  o'clock  p.  m.  during  public  events  and  affairs  of 
interest  to  the  general  public,  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  which  said  permit  shall  be  granted  upon  appli- 
cation therefor,  but  which  said  permit  shall  be  revocable  by  said 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners  whenever  any  such  loud  speaker  or 
sound  amplifier  shall  be  objectionable  to  or  disturb  the  public  peace, 
and  in  the  event  of  the  revocation  of  any  such  permit  the  same  shall 
not  be  renewed  without  satisfactory  proof  to  said  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners that  the  pulilic  peace  will  no  longer  be  disturbed. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  who  shall 
violate  the  provisions  of  Sections  1  or  2  hereof  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  five  hundred   ($500)   dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
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County  Jail  for  not  more  than  six   (6)   months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
ordinance  to  take  effect  at  once  and  which  is  rendered  necessary  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  peace.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  association  or 
corporation  to  maintain,  operate,  connect,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be 
maintained,  operated  or  connected,  any  loud  speaker  or  sound  amplifier 
in  such  manner  as  to  cause  any  sound  to  be  projected  outside  of  any 
building  or  out  of  doors  in  any  part  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  10  o'clock  p.  m., 
except  during  public  events  and  affairs  of  interest  to  the  general 
public. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  association  or 
corporation  to  maintain,  operate,  connect,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be 
maintained,  operated  or  connected,  any  loud  speaker  or  sound  ampli- 
fier in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any  sound  to  be  projected  outside  of 
any  building,  or  out  of  doors,  in  any  part  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  a.  m.  and  10  o'clock 
p.  m.,  or  after  10  o'clock  p.  m.  during  public  events  and  affairs  of 
interest  to  the  general  public,  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners,  which  said  permit  shall  be  granted  upon  appli- 
cation therefor,  but  which  said  permit  shall  be  revocable  by  said 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners  w^henever  any  such  loud  speaker  or 
sound  amplifier  shall  be  objectionable  to  or  disturb  the  public  peace, 
and  in  the  event  of  the  revocation  of  any  such  permit  the  same  shall 
not  be  renewed  without  satisfactory  proof  to  said  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners that  the  public  peace  will  no  longer  be  disturbed. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  who  shall 
violate  the  provisions  of  Sections  1  or  2  hereof  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
County  Jail  for  not  more  than  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency 
ordinance  to  take  effect  at  once  and  which  is  rendered  necessary  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  peace.

Supervisor  Havenner  moved  as  a  substitute  for  the  whole  that  June 
10,  1930,  be  fixed  as  the  date  for  the  bond  election. 

Motion  lost  by  the  following  vote:

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Notice  of  Reconsideration. 

Before  the  result  of  the  foregoing  vote  was  announced  Supervisor 
Havenner  changed  his  vote  from  aye  to  no  and  gave  notice  that  he 
would  move  for  reconsideration  at  next  meeting. 

Rereferred. 

The  following  bill  was  presented  and,  on  motion,  rereferred  to  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Public  Utilities  and  Finance: 

Prescribing  the  Procedure  Under  Which  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  Shall  Have  Charge,  Superintendence  and  Control  of  the 
Municipally  Owned  Water  System,  and  Providing  for  the 
Creation  of  a  Water  Department,  Etc. 

Bill  No.  8187,  Ordinance  No. (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Setting  forth  and  prescribing  the  procedure  and  limitations  under 
which  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  charge,  superintendence 
and  control  of  the  supplying  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  the 
municipally  owned  and  operated  water  system;  providing  for  the 
creation  of  a  water  department;  providing  for  the  organization  of  the 
same;  prescribing  its  powers  and  duties  and  the  manner  in  which 
these  shall  be  carried  out. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  Direction  to  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  in  exercising  the  powers  granted  to  it  under  Paragraph  8 
of  Section  9  of  Chapter  I  of  Article  VI  of  the  Charter,  relative  to  the 
superintendence  and  control  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  public  water  supply  of  San  Francisco,  shall  do  so 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  Purposes  and 
Powers.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  create  a  Department  of 
Water  Supply,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  such  other  persons 
and  places  as  may  hereafter  be  supplied  with  water  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  which  said  department  shall  be  designated 
as  "San  Francisco  Water  Department." 

The  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany system,  whenever  the  same  shall  come  into  possession  of  the 
City,  and  also  the  water  system  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  commonly  known  as  the  County  Line  Water  Works,  shall 
be  vested  in  said  San  Francisco  Water  Department  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  until  a  Charter  amendment  is 
adopted  and  approved  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 

All  construction  work  done  in  or  about  the  properties  of  said  sys- 
tem, whether  for  extensions  thereto  or  for  additions  and  betterments 
thereto,  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  City 
Engineer,  and  said  City  Engineer  shall  from  time  to  time  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  such  work  as  he  deems  necessary  to  be 
performed,  or  materials  or  equipment  to  be  furnished,  in  and  about 
the  construction,  operation  or  maintenance  of  said  Water  Department. 
And  no  extensions,  additions  or  major  improvements  or  replacements 
to  the  system  shall  be  made  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  head 
of  the  department  or  the  City  Engineer. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  establish  all  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  department,  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  collect  any  and  all  amounts  due 
from  any  consumer  for  water  furnished  by  said  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  including  all  amounts  due  from  any  consumer  for  water 
furnished  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  remaining  unpaid 
when  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  are  taken 
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over  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Works,  or  the  head  of  the  department,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  discontinue  the  service  of  any  consumer  who  is  de- 
linquent to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  or  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment in  the  payment  of  amounts  due  for  water  furnished  to  or  used 
by  said  consumer,  and  may  by  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  City  and 
County  enforce  the  collection  of  any  and  all  amounts  due  for  said 
water.  And  said  Board  may  also  provide,  by  rule  or  by  order,  for 
the  requiring  of  security  in  such  form  and  in  such  amount  as  may 
be  recommended  by  the  head  of  the  department,  for  the  supplying  of 
water  or  rendering  service  to  any  person,  and  the  furnishing  of  said 
security  may  be  made  a  prerequisite  to  the  furnishing  of  said  water 
or  service. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  may,  by  resolution,  authorize  such  banks 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  it  may  elect  to  receive 
payment  of  water  bills  due  or  to  be  collected  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  to  issue  receipts  for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  depart- 
ment, payment  for  such  service  to  be  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  cents 
per  account  per  month,  and  provided  that  all  amounts  paid  to  any 
bank  or  banks  selected  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  said 
water  bills  shall  be  by  said  banks  daily  transmitted  to  the  Water  De- 
partment and  by  said  Water  Department  paid  daily  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Water  Department  shall  observe  all  ordinances  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  relative  to  street  openings,  barricades,  excavations, 
replacing  of  pavement,  and  similar  matters,  and  relative  to  such  mat- 
ters shall  apply  for  and  receive  permits  and  pay  the  necessary  fees  for 
said  permits,  and  be  subject  to  inspection  and  regulation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  rates  as  a  private  person  or  corporation-  would 
be  if  doing  or  performing  any  of  said  work  or  things. 

All  rules  and  regulations  adopted  or  established  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  for  the  conduct  of  said  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  adoption  thereof, 
be  printed,  and  shall  be  available  for  distribution  to  the  public  upon 
application  therefor. 

Section  3.  Organization,  Employees.  The  Board  of  Public  Works 
shall  appoint  as  head  of  the  department,  with  appropriate  title,  a  chief 
executive,  who  shall  possess  the  necessary  executive,  administrative 
and  technical  qualifications  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  who  shall  have  sole  executive  control  of  said  department, 
subject  to  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

Employees  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  the  operating 
service  thereof  at  the  time  the  properties  of  said  company  are  taken 
over  by  the  City,  and  who  have  been  continuously  employed  in  said 
operating  service  for  not  less  than  one  year  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  over  of  said  properties,  shall  be  continued  in  their  positions 
and  shall  be  considered  to  have  been  appointed  to  such  positions  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  civil  service  rights  therein  provided,  and  shall  thereafter  be  con- 
sidered employees  of  San  Francisco  Water  Department.  That  if  any 
of  said  employees  in  said  operating  department  of  said  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  do  not,  at  the  time  the  properties  of  said  company  are 
taken  over  by  the  City,  possess  the  residential  qualifications  required 
by  Section  2  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Charter,  they  shall  be  allowed  a 
period  of  one  year  within  which  to  acquire  the  same,  and  any  employee 
not  acquiring  said  residential  qualifications  within  said  period  shall 
be  dismissed  from  his  or  her  employment.  All  positions  in  the  Water 
Department  shall  be  classified  and  graded  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission as  provided  by  the  Charter,  and  vacancies  in  any  of  said 
positions  shall  be  filled,  and  promotions  in  said  department  shall  be 
faiade,  as  provided  by  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter  and  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
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The  Board  shall  employ  such  engineers,  superintendents,  accountants, 
inspectors  and  other  assistants  and  employees  as  the  department  head 
may  certify  to  be  necessary.  All  of  said  appointments  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  provided 
that  temporary  appointments  made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  10 
of  said  article  shall,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  article,  remain 
in  force  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  (60)  days  and  only  until 
regular  appointments  can  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  said 
article,  and  said  appointments  shall  be  limited  to  a  period  of  sixty 
1,60)  days  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  renewal. 

Section  4.  Salaries  of  Present  Employees  of  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company.  The  salaries,  wages  and  compensation  of  all  employees  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  whose  employment  shall  continue 
in  force  with  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  shall  be  subject  to  standardization  as  provided  in  Section  14, 
Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the  Charter.  That,  pending  the  standardization 
of  said  wages,  salaries  and  compensation,  there  shall  be  paid  to  said 
employees  at  least  the  minimum  entrance  salary,  wage  or  compensa- 
tion paid  for  similar  service  in  any  other  utility  at  present  being  oper- 
ated by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  if  there  are  any  positions  or 
places  of  employment  in  said  Water  Department  which  are  not  common 
with  those  in  said  other  utilities,  then  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
said  employees  occupying  said  last-mentioned  positions  shall  be  at  least 
the  minimum  entrance  wage  or  compensation  paid  for  similar  service 
in  other  departments  of  the  city  government,  provided  that  such  mini- 
mum entrance  rate  in  the  clerical  service  shall  not  be  less  than  $150 
per  month.  Provided,  however,  that  the  salary,  wage  or  compensation 
of  any  employee  whose  employment  is  continued  in  the  Water  Depart- 
ment -shall  not  be  reduced  below  the  salary,  wage  or  compensation 
^'.'hich  said  employee  received  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
as  evidenced  by  its  January,  1930,  payroll,  unless  the  duties  of  said  em- 
ployee have  been  diminished  on  his  coming  into  the  employment  of  the 
Water  Department,  or  said  salary,  wage  or  compensation  exceeds  the 
maximum  amount  paid  by  the  city  for  like  service. 

Section  5.  Accounts,  Reports  and  Adjustments.  The  accounts  of  the 
Water  Department  shall  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  forms 
and  requirements  of  the  State  Railroad  Commission  for  water  com- 
panies of  similar  character,  in  so  far  as  said  forms  and  requirements 
shall  be  applicable  to  a  municipally-owned  water  system,  and  said 
accounts  shall  also  show  all  matters  and  things  provided  to  be  shown 
or  set  up  by  Subdivision  3,  Section  16,  Article  XII,  of  the  Charter. 

A  complete  operating  statement,  showing  all  the  operations,  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  previous  montli, 
shall  be  filed  each  month  by  the  head  of  the  department  with  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  with  the  Mayor,  and  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  same  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  public 
in  the  oflfice  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  In  addition  to  the  matters 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  said  statements  shall  show  the  increase  or  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  employees  of  the  Department  since  the  end 
of  the  preceding  month. 

Commencing  July  1,  1930,  all  amounts  due  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  water  used  by  or  furnished  to  the  other  departments  of  the 
city,  as  well  as  all  charges  or  rental  for  hydrant  service,  shall  be 
carried  on  the  books  of  the  Water  Department  at  the  current  rates 
provided  for  said  water  or  for  said  service;  and  before  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year  the  Water  Department  shall  determine  the  amount  of  taxes 
which  would  have  been  payable  at  the  rate  for  the  current  year  to  the 
City  and  County  upon  the  properties  of  the  Water  Department,  if  said 
properties  were  privately  owned,  and  said  amount  of  taxes  shall  offset 
any  amounts  which  said  accounts  may  show  to  be  due  for  water  or 
service  from  said  municipal  departments,  in  so  far  as  the  amount  of 
said  taxes  and  the  amount  due  for  water  equal  one  another;   and  if 
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the  amount  shown  to  be  due  for  said  water  or  for  said  service  shall 
exceed  the  amount  which  would  have  been  due  for  taxes  if  said 
property  of  said  department  was  privately  owned,  the  overplus  shall 
be  paid  from  the  General  or  other  funds  of  the  City  and  County  to  the 
said  Water  Department,  and  charged  against  the  various  departments 
in  accordance  with  the  water  and  service  furnished  to  each. 

In  making  its  annual  budget  each  year,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  estimate  the  amount  which 
shall  become  due  from  the  other  departments  of  the  city  government 
to  the  Water  Department  in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  by  reason  of  any 
difference  between  the  amounts  due  for  water  and  the  amount  of 
taxes  which  would  be  collected  if  the  property  of  said  Water  Depart- 
ment was  privately  owned,  and  shall  in  said  budget  make  provision  for 
such  difference. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  1929-1930,  water  shall  be 
furnished  without  charge  to  those  departments  of  the  municipality  to 
which  appropriations  have  been  made  to  defray  the  cost  of  water  or 
hydrant  service  furnished  to  any  of  said  departments,  and  water  or 
service  furnished  to  any  other  department  shall  be  paid  for  at  the 
current  rates. 

Commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  1930-1931,  there  shall  be  payable 
from  the  Water  Department  the  sum  of  $250,000  per  year  as  rental 
for  tne  iransbay  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct,  which  said  sum  shall  be  pay- 
able into  the  1910  Hetch  Hetchy  Bond  Interest  Fund,  and  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Water  Department  shall  pay  into  said 
fund  such  portion  of  said  sum  of  $250,000  as  shall  not  have  been  paid 
as  rental  for  said  aqueduct  for  said  year. 

Section  6.  Budgets.  Not  later  than  April  1,  in  the  year  1930,  and 
during  the  month  of  February  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  head  of  the 
Water  Department  shall  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  a 
proposed  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  which  said  budget  shall  show 
in  detail  the  estimated  amounts  of  revenue  from  all  sources  to  the 
department  for  said  year,  as  well  as  an  estimate  of  all  amounts  to  be 
paid  out  by  said  department  for  all  purposes,  including  payments  to 
and  from  the  various  reserve  and  sinking  funds  maintained  by  said 
department.  Such  estimate,  both  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  shall 
be  segregated  and  itemized  so  as  to  show  the  exact  purpose  of  each 
item  therein,  and  the  amounts  for  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  itemized 
so  as  to  show  the  compensation  paid  to  each  class  of  employees,  and 
the  number  of  said  employees  in  each  class.  Provided,  however,  that 
in  estimating  the  cost  of  construction  work,  in  the  performance  of 
which  the  employees  will  not  be  of  a  permanent  character,  the  esti- 
mated number  of  said  employees  to  be  employed  thereon  need  not  be 
set  forth.  Said  budget  shall  be  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  in  quadruplicate. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  consider  said  proposed  budget,  and 
upon  approval  of  the  same,  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof,  with  such 
changes,  if  any,  indicated  thereon,  to  the  Mayor,  and  another  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  another  to  the  Auditor,  which  said  conies 
shall  be  so  transmitted  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April  of 
each  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  submit 
said  budget  with  its  annual  budget  report  to  the  Board,  together  with 
such  recommendations  as  it  deems  proper,  and  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors may  reduce  the  estimate  of  expenditures  or  any  item  thereof, 
except  proposed  expenditures  or  appropriations  as  may  be  by  law  or 
by  their  nature  fixed;  and,  subiect,  to  such  changes  or  reductions, 
said  Board  shall  approve  and  adopt  said  budget  at  the  same  time  at 
which  the  annual  budget  provided  by  Charter  must  be  adopted,  and 
shall  thereupon  transmit  the  same  to  the  Auditor. 

The  adoption  of  said  budget  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be 
considered  an  appropriation  of  the  variou^j  amounts  therein  contained 
for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  and  therv^after  said  sums  so  appro- 
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priated  may  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law,  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  appropriated, 
without  further  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Expenditures  or  commitments  in  excess  of  amounts  set  up  in  the 
budget  adopted  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  for  purposes  not  therein 
specified,  may  be  made  only  by  the  filing  and  adopting  at  any  time  in 
the  manner  as  specified  hereinbefore  for  each  annual  budget  and 
within  the  estimated  revenues  of  the  department,  of  a  supplemental 
budget  for  such  additional  expenditures;  provided,  however,  that  in 
case  of  an  emergency  involving  the  protection  of  life  or  property, 
emergency  expenditures  may  be  ordered  and  authorized  by  the  head  of 
the  department,  in  which  case  full  report  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  with  copy  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Auditor, 
shall  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  together  with  an  estimate 
of  the  additional  cost,  if  any,  of  further  expenditures  occasioned  by  the 
emergency. 

Teviporary  Budget.  As  soon  after  March  1st,  1930,  as  is  possible, 
the  head  of  the  Department  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
a  budget  of  the  estimated  revenues  and  proposed  expenditures  of  the 
Water  Department  for  the  period  from  March  3rd  to  June  30th,  1930, 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  act  upon  the  same  without 
delay  and  transmit  one  copy  thereof  as  approved  to  the  Mayor,  and 
two  copies  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Said  budget,  in  so  far 
as  possible,  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  here- 
inbefore set  forth  relating  to  annual  budgets  in  so  far  as  said  pro- 
visions may  be  applicable,  provided  that  said  budget  shall  show  the 
number,  title  and  rate  of  compensation  of  the  employees  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  immediately  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
properties  of  said  Company  were  taken  over  by  the  City,  as  well  as 
the  number,  civil  service  title  and  proposed  rates  of  compensation  of 
said  employees  while  in  the  employ  of  the  Water  Department.  Upon 
receipt  of  said  budget  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  act  upon  the 
same  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  same,  and  when  the  said  budget 
is  approved  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  one  copy  of  the  same  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  attached 
thereto,  and  when  so  received  by  said  Auditor  the  same  shall  be  his 
authority  for  auditing  any  demands  against  the  Water  Department  as 
set  forth  or  included  in  said  budget;  and  if  said  budget  should  not 
be  received  by  said  Auditor  in  due  time  to  enable  him  to  audit  the 
demands  of  the  employees  of  said  Water  Department  as  the  same 
become  due,  the  said  Auditor  may  audit  and  the  Treasurer  pay  the 
demands  of  said  employees  when  they  are  approved  by  the  head  of 
the  Water  Department,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  as  being  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  4  of  this  ordinance,  and  appropriation  in  an  amount  sufficient 
to  pay  said  demands  as  so  approved  is  hereby  made  from  the  revenues 
of  said  Water  Department  as  the  said  revenues  accrue. 

Section  7.  Operating  Expenses  and  Reserves.  The  receipts  from 
operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  shall  be  paid  daily 
into  the  City  Treasury  and  maintained  in  a  special  fund  set  aside 
therefor,  which  shall  be  designated  "The  Water  Revenue  Fund,"  and 
appropriations  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors from  said  receipts  for  the  purposes  in  this  section  set  forth  and 
in  accordance  with  budgets  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  and 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

1.  For  the  payment  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  water  supply 
system,  including  expenditures  or  appropriations  to  reserves,  pension 
charges,  compensation  insurance,  injuries,  damages,  Hetch  Hetchy 
aqueduct  rental  and  taxes  that  may  be  assessed  against  property  out- 
side of  San  Francisco  belonging  to  the  City  and  under  the  control 
of  the  Water  Department. 

2.  For  repairs  and  reconstruction,  and  in  order  to  provide  properly 
for    repairs    and    reconstruction   due    to    depreciation,    there    shall    be 
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created  and  established  a  depreciation  reserve  which  shall  be  credited 
monthly  M'ith  an  amount  equal  to  one-twelfth  the  annual  depreciation 
requirements  determined  as  elsewhere  herein  provided. 

3.  For  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  on  the  bonds  issued 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  system,  and  for  this 
purpose  there  shall  be  set  aside  monthly  and  transferred  to  the 
Spring  Valley  bond  interest  and  redemption  funds  sums  sufficient  in 
the  aggregate  to  meet,  at  the  proper  time,  all  interest  and  redemption 
charges  against  said  utility  as  the  same  fall  due. 

4.  For  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements,  and  in  order  to 
properly  finance  the  necessary  extensions,  improvements  and  replace- 
ments out  of  earnings,  there  shall  be  established  a  Water  Extension 
Reserve  Fund,  into  which  shall  be  paid  monthly  the  sums  neces- 
sarj'  to  provide  for  such  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements 
as  may  have  been  determined  upon  in  a  program  adopted  as  else- 
where herein  provided. 

5.  For  the  Charter  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Depreciation  Re&erve  Fund  shall  be  used  only  to  cover  costs  of 
replacements  due  to  a  realized  depreciation.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  cause  an  appraisal  to  be  made  by  the  City  Engineer  of 
the  several  classes  of  property  involved  in  the  Water  System  as  to  life 
and  the  amount  of  accrued  depreciation,  and  determine  the  amount  of 
the  reasonable  annual  depreciation  requirements  necessary  in  order  to 
provide  properly  for  repairs  or  reconstruction  due  to  realized  physical 
and  functional  depreciation;  provided,  however,  that  at  leasl  every 
five  years  the  Board  shall  cause  a  reappraisal  to  be  made  of  the  de- 
preciation reserves,  replacement  expenditures  therefrom,  and  probable 
useful  life  of  each  of  the  several  kinds  of  property,  and  on  the  basis 
of  such  reappraisal  shall  redetermine  the  amount  of  the  reasonable  an- 
nual depreciation  requirements.  Provided,  that  the  amount  to  be  set 
aside  each  year  into  said  depreciation  fund  shall  be  subject  to  budget 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  has  determined  the  reasonable  annual  depreciation  require- 
ments necessary  by  appraisal  as  above  provided  for,  there  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Depreciation  Reserve  Fund  from  the  receipts  from 
operation  of  the  Water  Department  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the  sum 
of  $5,000. 

The  Water  Extension  Res-erve  Fund  shall  be  used  only  to  cover  costs 
of  the  construction  of  extensions,  additions  and  betterments  to  the 
water  system.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  head  of  the  Water  Department  shall  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish a  program  of  the  necessary  extensions,  additions  and  bettennents 
required  in  a  period  not  extending  over  five  years,  and  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  said  program  or  any  amendments-  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  any  annual  or  supplemental  budget,  there  shall  be  de- 
posited monthly  to  the  credit  of  the  Extension  Reserv^e  one-twelfth  of 
the  annual  contribution  determined  as  necessary  to  complete  the  sev- 
eral elements  of  the  program  within  the  time  required,  provided,  that 
for  the  first  five  years  of  operation  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  depreciation  fund  and  the  Water  Extension  Reserv^e  Fund,  consid- 
ered together,  shall  be  not  less  than  $564,000  per  year. 
_^  There  shall  be  paid  into  the  Charter  Reserve  Fund  provided  for  in 
Subdivision  5,  Section  7  of  this  ordinance  all  moneys  not  otherwise 
appropriated  or  used  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  from  time  to  time  make  ap- 
propriations from  said  fund  for  any  of  the  purposes  provided  for  in 
this  ordmance  when  respective  funds  herein  provided  for  any  of  the 
specific  purposes  herein  set  forth  are  exhausted  or  insufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  them.  Whenever  the  said  Charter  Reserve  Fund 
Khali  exceed  one-half  of  the  payment  for  operating  expenses  in  the 
preceding  year,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  appropriate  such  excess 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 
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At  any  time  that  there  is  a  surplus  on  deposit  in  the  city  treasury 
in  any  of  the  several  funds  herein  provided  for  in  an  amount  greater 
than  is  necessary  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Water  Department, 
the  said  department,  through  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  notify 
the  Treasurer,  who  shall  make  arrangements  as  provided  by  law  for 
the  proper  investment  or  deposit  of  such  funds,  the  interest  accruing 
therefrom  to  be  credited  to  the  benefit  of  and  to  be  applied  to  the  fund 
from  which  invested. 

Section  8.  Water  Rates.  No  water  shall  be  furnished  to  any  con- 
sumer, except  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  except  at  the  cun-ent  rates 
therefor  fixed  as  in  this  section  provided.  The  water  rates  in  effect 
under  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  management  at  the  time 
of  the  City's  acquisition  of  the  system  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a 
period  of  at  least  one  year.  Thereafter,  changes  in  the  water  rates 
shall  only  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  rates  shall  be  established  which  in  the  aggregate  will  produce  a 
revenue  less  than  that  necessary  to  safely  cover  all  operating  expenses 
and  other  expenses  provided  for  in  Section  6  hereof,  and  provide  for 
and  maintain  the  several  reserves  herein  provided  for  and  also  to 
maintain  the  Charter  reserve  at  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  the  operat- 
ing expenses  for  the  preceding  year. 

When  any  change  in  rates  is  contemplated,  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  a  financial  report,  in 
support  of  the  proposed  change,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  sliall 
fix  a  date  for  hearing  the  matter  of  said  change  in  rates  and  cause  to 
be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  and  County  notice 
of  said  hearing  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof,  specifying 
in  said  notice  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing.  At  said  hearing 
any  person,  on  behalf  of  himself  or  others  interested,  may  be  heard, 
or  present  in  writing  his  views,  after  which  the  Board  shall  fix  the 
rates  and  submit  them  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall  within 
thirty  days,  by  ordinance,  approve  or  disapprove  the  same.  Failure 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  act  within  the  thirty  days  shall  be  con- 
strued as  approval  of  the  recommended  rates.  In  fixing  rates  for  water 
service,  the  same  may  be  fixed  at  varying  scales  for  different  classes 
of  service  or  consumers. 

Section  9.  Service  by  Other  Departments.  Services  rendered  by 
any  other  department  of  the  City  and  County  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, upon  request  of  the  Water  Department,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the 
Water  Department  at  cost  out  of  its  revenues. 

Section  10.  City  Attorney.  The  City  Attorney  shall  be  the  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  Department  and  shall  render  such  legal  services  as  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  or  the  head  of  the  Department  may  deem  nec- 
essary, and  shall  prosecute  and  defend  all  actions  or  proceedings  af- 
fecting or  involving  the  Water  Department  or  any  of  its  properties.  He 
t-hall  when  necessary,  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
appoint  and  detail  one  or  more  attorneys  to  perform  the  duties  herein 
specified,  and  the  compensation  of  said  attoraeys  so  detailed  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, and  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment as  an  operating  expense  thereof. 

Section  11.  Bonds  of  Employees.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  may 
require  a  bond  of  indemnity  from  any  of  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
said  employee  or  employees,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  said 
bonds  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  may  contract  with  any  surety 
company  authorized  to  write  said  bonds,  to  furnish  the  same,  either 
for  individual  employees  of  groups  thereof,  and  the  cost  of  the  same 
shall  be  charged  as  an  operating  expense  of  said  Water  Department. 
Section  12.     Payment  of  Saluries  and  M'ages.     Payrolls  for  all  em- 
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ployees  of  the  Water  Department  shall  be  segregated  and  made  up 
according  to  the  assembly  or  distribution  points  for  the  various  em- 
ployments, as  determined  by  the  head  of  the  department,  and  each  of 
said  payrolls  shall  be  approved  as  required  by  law  and  transmitted  to 
the  Auditor.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  items  on  said  payroll  or  pay- 
rolls the  Auditor  shall  issue  his  separate  demand  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  each  of  the  items  thereon  in  the  form  provided  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  in  other  departments  of  the  city,  and  the  same,  with  the 

respective  payrolls  for  which  said  demands  are  issued,  shall  be  delivered 
to  such  person  as  the  head  of  the  department  shall,  in  writing  filed 
with  the  Auditor,  authorize  to  receive  the  same,  and  upon  the  delivery 
of  the  same  said  person  shall  receipt  to  said  Auditor  for  said  payrolls 
and  said  demands.  The  head  of  the  department  shall  thereupon  cause 
said  demands  to  be  delivered  to  the  respective  payees  named  therein 
at,  or  as  near  as  possible  to,  the  places  of  employment  of  said  employees. 

Section  13.  Revolving  Fund.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  petty  ex- 
penses of  the  Water  Department,  and  for  making  such  other  payments 
as  cannot  be  conveniently  paid  by  demands  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
and  approved  by  the  Auditor,  the  Water  Department  shall  maintain 
in  such  bank  or  banks  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  a  fund  of  $20,000,  from  which  fund  said  petty  expenses  and 
other  payments  that  cannot  be  conveniently  paid  by  demands  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  shall  be  paid  by  check  drawn  by  the  head  of  the 
department  or  by  such  other  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  department 
as  the  head  of  said  department  may  authorize.  The  head  of  the 
department  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
transmit  to  the  Auditor  a  demand  in  favor  of  said  fund  for  all  amounts 
disbursed  from  it,  to  which  demand  shall  be  attached  receipts  for  all 
payments  so  made,  which  said  receipts  shall  show  the  name  of  the  per- 
son receiving  any  payment  from  said  fund,  as  well  as  the  purpose  for 
which  said  payment  was  made,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  party 
receiving  said  payment.  When  said  demand  is  approved  by  the  Auditor 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  head  of  the 
Water  Department  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  said  fund.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  appropriate  the  said  sum  of  $20,000  for  such  fund, 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  additional  appropriations 
thereto  from  the  revenues  of  said  department  as  said  Board  shall 
deem  proper. 

Section  14.  Purchase  of  Materials,  Supplies  and  Equipment.  Pur- 
chases of  materials,  supplies  and  equipment  required  by  Water  De- 
partment operations  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  IV,  Article  II,  and  Section  6,  Chapter  I,  Article  III,  of  the 
Charter,  and  of  Ordinance  5880  (New  Series);  provided,  however, 
that  specifications  may  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  head 
of  the  Water  Department  for  all  equipment  required  by  the  department, 
or  for  materials  or  supplies  peculiar  to  said  department  operations 
and  not  in  common  use  in  other  departments  of  the  City  and  County, 
and  the  head  of  the  department  may  designate  the  particular  brand, 
kind  or  make  of  any  equipment  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  con- 
duct of  said  department.  .  . 

Section  15.  Constitutionality.  If  any  section,  subsection,  subdivision 
or  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional, such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining 
portions  of  this  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declaring 
that  it  would  have  passed  this  ordinance  and  each  section,  subsection, 
subdivision,  provision,  sentence,  clause  and  phrase  thereof  irrespective 
of  the  fact  that  any  one  or  more  sections,  subsections,  subdivisions, 
provisions,  sentences,  clauses  or  phrases  hereof  are  declared  unconsti- 
tutional. 

Section  16.    This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia. 
Gentlemen:  We,  your  delegates  to  session  of  the  Joint  Committee 
of  the  Legislature  (Senate  and  Assembly)  on  the  subiect  of  study  of 
the  necessity  of  revision  of  the  State  act  governing  the  conduct  of  the 
State  Highway  District  road  projects,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  session  was  held  in  the  rooms  of  the  California  State  Railroad 
Commission,  Los  Angeles,  California,  Friday,  February  14th,  and  was 
attended  by  official  representatives  of  about  twenty  cities  or  counties, 
especially  the  southern  portion  of  the  State. 

Your  representatives  were  given  much  time  to  state  our  views,  i.  e., 
that  the  language  of  the  act  was  loose  and  ambiguous.  In  addition,  we 
stressed  the  fact  that  our  county  (San  Francisco)  was  now  engaged  in 
the  expenditure  of  approximately  eight  million  dollars  (in  conjunction 
with  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Cruz  counties)  in  the  building  of  inter- 
county  highways.  We  further  appealed  for  a  larger  allotment  by  the 
State  for  these  inter-county  highways.  Attorneys  Donald  Young  and 
Mary  Schwab  appeared  for  Highway  Districts  Nos.  9  and  10  and  dis- 
cussed at  length  the  legal  defects  of  the  act. 

Mr.  Thomas  Hurley,  Supervisor  of  San  Diego  County,  speaking  for 
the  thirteen  southern  counties,  stated  that  if  the  money  for  secondary 
roads  was  not  diminished  that  the  southern  cities  and  counties  were 
agreeable  to  some  form  of  legislation  providing  a  new  tax  to  be  used 
to  assist  these  projects. 

Further  sessions  of  the  Joint  Committee  will  be  held  at  different 
State  points.     We  again  recommend  that  your  Board  be  represented.

Bill  Xo.  8187,  Ordinance  No. (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Setting  forth  and  prescribing  the  procedure  and  limitations  under 
which  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  charge,  superintendence 
and  control  of  the  supplying  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  the 
municipally  owned  and  operated  water  system;  providing  for  the 
creation  of  a  water  department;  providing  for  the  organization  of  the 
same;  prescribing  its  powers  and  duties  and  the  manner  in  which 
these  shall  be  carried  out. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  Direction  to  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  in  exercising  the  powers  granted  to  it  under  Paragraph  8 
of  Section  9  of  Chapter  I  of  Article  VI  of  the  Charter,  relative  to  the 
superintendence  and  control  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  public  water  supply  of  San  Francisco,  shall  do  so 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  Purposes  and 
Powers.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  create  a  Department  of 
Water  Supply,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  such  other  persons 
and  places  as  may  hereafter  be  supplied  with  water  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  which  said  department  shall  be  designated 
as  "San  Francisco  Water  Department." 

The  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany system,  whenever  the  same  shall  come  into  possession  of  the 
City,  and  also  the  water  system  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  commonly  known  as  the  County  Line  Water  Works,  shall 
be  vested  in  said  San  Francisco  Water  Department  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  until  a  Charter  amendment  is 
adopted  and  approved  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 

All  construction  work  done  in  or  about  the  properties  of  said  sys- 
tem, whether  for  extensions  thereto  or  for  additions  and  betterments 
thereto,  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  City 
Engineer,  and  said  City  Engineer  shall  from  time  to  time  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  such  work  as  he  deems  necessary  to  be 
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performed,  or  materials  or  equipment  to  be  furnished,  in  and  about 
the  construction,  operation  or  maintenance  of  said  Water  Department. 
And  no  extensions,  additions  or  major  improvements  or  replacements 
to  the  system  shall  be  made  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  head 
of  the  department  or  the  City  Engineer. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  establish  all  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  department,  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  collect  any  and  all  amounts  due 
from  any  consumer  for  water  furnished  by  said  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  including  all  amounts  due  from  any  consumer  for  water 
furnished  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  remaining  unpaid 
when  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  are  taken 
over  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Works,  or  the  head  of  the  department,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  discontinue  the  service  of  any  consumer  who  is  de- 
linquent to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  or  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment in  the  payment  of  amounts  due  for  water  furnished  to  or  used 
by  said  consumer,  and  may  by  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  City  and 
County  enforce  the  collection  of  any  and  all  amounts  due  for  said 
water.  And  said  Board  may  also  provide,  by  rule  or  by  order,  for 
the  requiring  of  security  in  such  form  and  in  such  amount  as  may 
be  recommended  by  the  head  of  the  department,  for  the  supplying  of 
water  or  rendering  service  to  any  person,  and  the  furnishing  of  said 
security  may  be  made  a  prerequisite  to  the  furnishing  of  said  water 
or  service. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  may,  by  resolution,  authorize  such  banks 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  it  may  elect  to  receive 
payment  of  water  bills  due  or  to  be  collected  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  to  issue  receipts  for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  depart- 
ment, payment  for  such  service  to  be  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  cents 
per  account  per  month,  and  provided  that  all  amounts  paid  to  any 
bank  or  banks  selected  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  said 
water  bills  shall  be  by  said  banks  daily  transmitted  to  the  Water  De- 
partment and  by  said  Water  Department  paid  daily  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Water  Department  shall  observe  all  ordinances  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  relative  to  street  openings,  barricades,  excavations, 
replacing  of  pavement,  and  similar  matters,  and  relative  to  such  mat- 
ters shall  apply  for  and  receive  permits  and  pay  the  necessary  fees  for 
said  permits,  and  be  subject  to  inspection  and  regulation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  rates  as  a  private  person  or  corporation  would 
be  if  doing  or  performing  any  of  said  work  or  things. 

All  rules  and  regulations  adopted  or  established  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  for  the  conduct  of  said  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  adoption  thereof, 
be  printed,  and  shall  be  available  for  distribution  to  the  public  upon 
application  therefor. 

Section  3.  Organization,  Employees.  The  Board  of  Public  Works 
shall  appoint  as  head  of  the  department,  with  appropriate  title,  a  chief 
executive,  who  shall  possess  the  necessary  executive,  administrative 
and  technical  qualifications  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  who  shall  have  sole  executive  control  of  said  department, 
subject  to  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

Employees  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  the  operating 
service  thereof  at  the  time  the  properties  of  said  company  are  taken 
over  by  the  City,  and  who  have  been  continuously  employed  in  said 
operating  service  for  not  less  than  one  year  immediately  prior  to  the 
taking  over  of  said  properties,  shall  be  continued  in  their  positions 
and  shall  be  considered  to  have  been  appointed  to  such  positions  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  civil  service  rights  therein  provided,  and  shall  thereafter  be  con- 
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sidered  employees  of  San  Francisco  Water  Department.  That  if  any 
of  said  employees  in  said  operating  department  of  said  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  do  not,  at  the  time  the  properties  of  said  company  are 
taken  over  by  the  City,  possess  the  residential  qualifications  required 
by  Section  2  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Charter,  they  shall  be  allowed  a 
period  of  one  year  within  which  to  acquire  the  same,  and  any  employee 
not  acquiring  said  residential  qualifications  within  said  period  shall 
be  dismissed  from  his  or  her  employment.  All  positions  in  the  Water 
Department  shall  be  classified  and  graded  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission as  provided  by  the  Charter,  and  vacancies  in  any  of  said 
positions  shall  be  filled,  and  promotions  in  said  department  shall  be 
tnade,  as  provided  by  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter  and  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

The  Board  shall  employ  such  engineers,  superintendents,  accountants, 
inspectors  and  other  assistants  and  employees  as  the  department  head 
may  certify  to  be  necessary.  All  of  said  appointments  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  tlie  provisions  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  provided 
that  temporary  appointments  made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  10 
of  said  article  shall,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  article,  remain 
in  force  for  a  perioa  not  exceeding  sixty  (60)  days  and  only  until 
regular  appointments  can  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  said 
article,  and  said  appointments  shall  be  limited  to  a  period  of  sixty 
(&0)  days  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  renewal. 

Section  4.  Salaries  of  Present  Employees  of  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company.  The  salaries,  wages  and  compensation  of  all  employees  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  whose  employment  shall  continue 
in  force  with  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  shall  be  subject  to  standardization  as  provided  in  Section  14, 
Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the  Charter.  That,  pending  the  standardization 
of  said  wages,  salaries  and  compensation,  there  shall  be  paid  to  said 
employees  at  least  the  minimum  entrance  salary,  wage  or  compensa- 
tion paid  for  similar  service  in  any  other  utility  at  present  being  oper- 
ated by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  if  there  are  any  positions  or 
places  of  employment  in  said  Water  Department  which  are  not  common 
with  those  in  said  other  utilities,  then  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to 
said  employees  occupying  said  last-mentioned  positions  shall  be  at  least 
the  minimum  entrance  wage  or  compensation  paid  for  similar  service 
in  other  departments  of  the  city  government,  provided  that  such  mini- 
mum entrance  rate  in  the  clerical  service  shall  not  be  less  than  $150 
per  month.  Provided,  however,  that  the  salary,  wage  or  compensation 
of  any  employee  whose  employment  is  continued  in  the  Water  Depart- 
ment shall  not  be  reduced  below  the  salary,  wage  or  compensation 
v'hich  said  employee  received  from  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
as  evidenced  by  its  January,  1930,  payroll,  unless  the  duties  of  said  em- 
ployee have  been  diminished  on  his  coming  into  the  employment  of  the 
Water  Department,  or  said  salary,  wage  or  compensation  exceeds  the 
maximum  amount  paid  by  the  city  for  like  sei*vice. 

Section  5.  Accounts,  Reports  and  Adjustments.  The  accounts  of  the 
Water  Department  shall  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  forms 
and  requirements  of  the  State  Railroad  Commission  for  water  com- 
panies of  similar  character,  in  so  far  as  said  forms  and  requirements 
shall  be  applicable  to  a  municipally-owned  water  system,  and  said 
accounts  shall  also  show  all  matters  and  things  provided  to  be  shown 
or  set  up  by  Subdivision  3,  Section  16,  Article  XII,  of  the  Charter. 

A  complete  operating  statement,  showing  all  the  operations,  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  previous  month, 
shall  be  filed  each  month  by  the  head  of  the  department  with  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  with  the  Mayor,  and  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  same  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  public 
in  the  office  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  In  addition  to  the  matters 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  said  statements  shall  show  the  increase  or  de- 
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crease  in  the  number  of  employees  of  the  Department  since  the  end 
of  the  preceding  month. 

Commencing  July  1,  1930,  all  amounts  due  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  water  used  by  or  furnished  to  the  other  departments  of  the 
city,  as  well  as  all  charges  or  rental  for  hydrant  service,  shall  oe 
carried  on  the  books  of  the  Water  Department  at  the  current  rates 
provided  for  said  water  or  for  said  service;  and  before  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year  the  Water  Department  shall  determine  the  amount  of  taxes 
which  would  have  been  payable  at  the  rate  for  the  current  year  to  the 
City  and  County  upon  the  properties  of  the  Water  Department,  if  said 
properties  were  privately  owned,  and  said  amount  of  taxes  shall  offset 
any  amounts  which  said  accounts  may  show  to  be  due  for  water  or 
service  from  said  municipal  departments,  in  so  far  as  the  amount  of 
said  taxes  and  the  amount  due  for  water  equal  one  another;  and  if 
the  amount  shown  to  be  due  for  said  water  or  for  said  service  shall 
exceed  the  amount  which  would  have  been  due  for  taxes  if  said 
property  of  said  department  was  privately  owned,  the  overplus  shall 
be  paid  from  the  General  or  other  funds  of  the  City  and  County  to  the 
said  Water  Department,  and  charged  against  the  various  departments 
in  accordance  with  the  water  and  service  furnished  to  each. 

In  making  its  annual  budget  each  year,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  estimate  the  amount  which 
shall  become  due  from  the  other  departments  of  the  city  government 
to  the  Water  Department  in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  by  reason  of  any 
difference  between  the  amounts  due  for  water  and  the  amount  of 
taxes  which  would  be  collected  if  the  property  of  said  Water  Depart- 
ment was  privately  owned,  and  shall  in  said  budget  make  provision  for 
such  difference. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  1929-1930,  water  shall  be 
furnished  without  charge  to  those  departments  of  the  municipality  to 
which  appronriations  have  been  made  to  defray  the  cost  of  water  or 
hydrant  service  furnished  to  any  of  said  departments,  and  water  or 
service  furnished  to  any  other  department  shall  be  paid  for  at  the 
current  rates. 

Commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  1930-1931,  there  shall  be  payable 
from  the  Water  Department  the  sum  of  $2.50.000  per  year  as  rental 
for  the  iransbay  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct,  which  said  sum  shall  be  pay- 
able into  the  1910  Hetch  Hetchy  Bond  Interest  Fund,  and  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Water  Department  shall  pay  into  said 
fund  such  portion  of  said  sum  of  $250,000  as  shall  not  have  been  paid 
as  rental  for  said  aqueduct  for  said  year. 

Section  6.  Budgets.  Not  later  than  April  1.  in  the  year  1930,  and 
during  the  month  of  February  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  head  of  the 
Water  Department  shall  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Public  Wrrks  a 
proposed  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  which  said  budget  shall  show 
in  detail  the  estimated  amounts  of  revenue  from  all  sources  to  the 
department  for  said  year,  as  well  as  an  estimate  of  all  amounts  to  be 
paid  out  by  said  department  for  all  purposes,  including  pavments  to 
and  from  the  various  reserve  and  sinking  funds  maintained  by  said 
department.  Such  estimate,  both  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  shall 
be  segregated  and  itemized  so  as  to  show  the  exact  purpose  of  each 
item  therein,  and  the  amounts'  for  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  itemized 
so  as  to  show  the  compensation  paid  to  each  class  of  employees,  and 
the  number  of  said  employees  in  ea^h  cla^^s.  Provided,  bowpvp-.  th^t 
in  pstir^ating  the  cost  of  construction  work,  in  the  performance  of 
which  the  employees  will  not  be  of  a  permanent  character,  the  esti- 
mated number  of  said  employees  to  be  employed  thereon  nepd  not  bp 
pet  forth.  Said  budget  shall  be  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  in  riuadruplicate. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  consider  said  nronospd  buri^-^t,  ari-l 
unon  approval  of  the  same,  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof,  with  snrh 
chances,  if  any.  indicated  thereon,  to  the  Mayor,  and  another  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  another  to  the  Auditor,  which  said  copies 
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shall  be  so  transmitted   not  later  than  the  first  Monday   in  April   of 
each  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  submit 
said  budget  with  its  annual  budget  report  to  the  Board,  together  with 
such  recommendations  as  it  deems  proper,  and  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors may  reduce  the  estimate  of  expenditures  or  any  item  thereof, 
except  proposed  expenditures  or  appropriations  as  may  be  by  law  or 
by  their  nature  fixed;  and,  subject,  to  such  changes  or  reductions, 
said  Board  shall  approve  and  adopt  said  budget  at  the  same  time  at 
which  the  annual  budget  provided  by  Charter  must  be  adopted,  and 
shall  thereupon  transmit  the  same  to  the  Auditor. 

The  adoption  of  said  budget  by  the  Board  ot  Supervisors  shall  be 
considered  an  appropriation  of  the  various  amounts  therein  contained 
for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  and  thei-v...fter  said  sums  so  appro- 
priated may  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law,  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  appropriated, 
without  further  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Expenditures  or  commitments  in  excess  of  amounts  set  up  in  the 
budget  adopted  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  for  purposes  not  therein 
specified,  may  be  made  only  by  the  filing  and  adopting  at  any  time  in 
the  manner  as  specified  hereinbefore  for  each  annual  budget  and 
within  the  estimated  revenues  of  the  department,  of  a  supplemental 
budget  for  such  additional  expenditures;  provided,  however,  that  in 
case  of  an  emergency  involving  the  protection  of  life  or  property, 
emergency  expenditures  may  be  ordered  and  authorized  by  the  head  of 
the  department,  in  which  case  full  report  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  with  copy  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Auditor, 
shall  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  together  with  an  estimate 
of  the  additional  cost,  if  any,  of  further  expenditures  occasioned  by  the 
emergency. 

Temporary  Budget.  As  soon  after  March  1st,  1930,  as  is  possible, 
the  head  of  the  Department  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
a  budget  of  the  estimated  revenues  and  proposed  expenditures  of  the 
Water  Department  for  the  period  from  March  3rd  to  June  30th,  1930, 
^nd  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  act  upon  the  same  without 
delay  and  transmit  one  copy  thereof  as  approved  to  the  Mayor,  and 
two  copies  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Said  budget,  in  so  far 
as  possible,  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  here- 
inbefore set  forth  relating  to  annual  budgets  in  so  far  as  said  pro- 
visions may  be  applicable,  provided  that  said  budget  shall  show  the 
number,  title  and  rate  of  compensation  of  the  employees  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  immediately  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
properties  of  said  Company  were  taken  over  by  the  City,  as  well  as 
the  number,  civil  service  title  and  proposed  rates  of  compensation  of 
said  employees  while  in  the  employ  of  the  Water  Department.  Upon 
receipt  of  said  budget  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  act  upon  the 
same  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  same,  and  when  the  said  budget 
is  approved  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  one  copy  of  the  same  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  attached 
thereto,  and  when  so  received  by  said  Auditor  the  same  shall  be  his 
authority  for  auditing  any  demands  against  the  Water  Department  as 
set  forth  or  included  in  said  budget;  and  if  said  budget  should  not 
be  received  by  said  Auditor  in  due  time  to  enable  him  to  audit  the 
demands  of  the  employees  of  said  Water  Department  as  the  same 
become  due,  the  said  Auditor  may  audit  and  the  Treasurer  pay  the 
demands  of  said  employees  when  they  are  approved  by  the  head  of 
the  Water  Department,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  as  being  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  4  of  this  ordinance,  and  appropriation  in  an  amount  suflacient 
to  pay  said  demands  as  so  approved  is  hereby  made  from  the  revenues 
of  said  Water  Department  as  the  said  revenues  accrue. 

Section   7.     Operating   Expenses   and   Reserves.    The    receipts   from 
operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  shall  be  paid  daily 
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into  the  City  Treasury  and  maintained  in  a  special  fund  set  aside 
therefor,  which  shall  be  designated  "The  Water  Revenue  Fund,"  and 
appropriations  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors from  said  receipts  for  the  purposes  in  this  section  set  forth  and 
in  accordance  with  budgets  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  and 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

1.  For  the  payment  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  water  supply 
system,  including  expenditures  or  appropriations  to  reserves,  pension 
charges,  compensation  insurance,  injuries,  damages,  Hetch  Hetchy 
aqueduct  rental  and  taxes  that  may  be  assessed  against  property  out- 
side of  San  Francisco  belonging  to  the  City  and  under  the  control 
of  the  Water  Department. 

2.  For  repairs  and  reconstruction,  and  in  order  to  provide  properly 
for  repairs  and  reconstruction  due  to  depreciation,  there  shall  be 
created  and  established  a  depreciation  reserve  which  shall  be  credited 
monthly  with  an  amount  equal  to  one-twelfth  the  annual  depreciation 
requirements  determined  as  elsewhere  herein  provided. 

3  F'or  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  on  the  bonds  issued 
for 'the  acquisition  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  system,  and  for  this 
purpose  there  shall  be  set  aside  monthly  and  transferred  to  the 
Sprin^  Valley  bond  interest  and  redemption  funds  sums  sufficient  in 
the  aggregate  to  meet,  at  the  proper  time,  all  interest  and  redemption 
charges  against  said  utility  as  the  same  fall  due. 

4  For  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements,  and  in  order  to 
oroperly  finance  the  necessary  extensions,  improvements  and  replace- 
ments out  of  earnings,  there  shall  be  established  a  Water  Extension 
Reserve  Fund  into  which  shall  be  paid  monthly  the  sums  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  such  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements 
as  may  have  been  determined  upon  in  a  program  adopted  as  else- 
where herein  provided. 

5.     For  the  Charter  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Depreciation  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  used  only  to  cover  costs  of 
replacements  due  to  a  realized  depreciation.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  cause  an  appraisal  to  be  made  by  the  City  Engineer  of 
the  several  classes  of  property  involved  in  the  Water  System  as  to  life 
and  the  amount  of  accrued  depreciation,  and  determine  the  amount  of 
the  reasonable  annual  depreciation  requirements  necessary  m  order  to 
provide  properly  for  repairs  or  reconstruction  due  to  realized  physical 
and  functional  depreciation;  provided,  however,  that  at  least  every 
five  years  the  Board  shall  cause  a  reappraisal  to  be  made  of  the  de- 
preciation reserves,  replacement  expenditures  therefrom,  and  probable 
useful  life  of  each  of  the  several  kinds  of  property,  and  on  the  basis 
of  such  reappraisal  shall  redetermine  the  amount  of  the  reasonable  an- 
nual depreciation  requirements.  Provided,  that  the  amount  to  be  set 
aside  each  year  into  said  depreciation  fund  shall  be  subject  to  budget 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  has  determined  the  reasonable  annual  depreciation  require- 
ments necessary  by  appraisal  as  above  provided  for,  there  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Depreciation  Reserve  Fund  from  the  receipts  from 
operation  of  the  Water  Department  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the  sum 
of  $5,000. 

The  Water  Extension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  used  only  to  cover  costs 
of  the  construction  of  extensions,  additions  and  betterments  to  the 
water  system.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  head  of  the  Water  Department  shall  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish a  program  of  the  necessary  extensions,  additions  and  betterments 
required  in  a  period  not  extending  over  five  years,  and  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  said  program  or  any  amendments  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  any  annual  or  supplemental  budget,  there  shall  be  de- 
posited monthly  to  the  credit  of  the  Extension  Reserve  one-twelfth  of 
the  annual  contribution  determined  as  necessary  to  complete  the  sev- 
eral elements  of  the  program  within  the  time  required,  provided,  that 
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for  the  first  five  years  of  operation  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  depreciation  fund  and  the  Water  Extension  Reserve  Fund,  consid- 
ered together,  shall  be  not  less  than  $564,000  per  year. 

There  shall  be  paid  into  the  Charter  Reserve  Fund  provided  for  m 
Subdivision  5,  Section  7  of  this  ordinance  all  moneys  not  otherwise 
appropriated  or  used  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  from  time  to  time  make  ap- 
propriations from  said  fund  for  any  of  the  purposes  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance  when  respective  funds  herein  provided  for  any  of  the 
specific  purposes  herein  set  forth  are  exhausted  or  insufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  them.  Whenever  the  said  Charter  Reserve  Fund 
Khali  exceed  one-half  of  the  payment  for  operating  expenses  in  the 
preceding  year,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  appropriate  such  excess 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 

At  any  time  that  there  is  a  surplus  on  deposit  in  the  city  treasury 
in  any  of  the  several  funds  herein  provided  for  in  an  amount  greater 
than  is  necessary  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Water  Department, 
the  said  department,  through  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  notify 
the  Treasurer,  who  shall  make  arrangements  as  provided  by  law  for 
the  proper  investment  or  deposit  of  such  funds,  the  interest  accruing 
therefrom  to  be  credited  to  the  benefit  of  and  to  be  applied  to  the  fund 
from  which  invested. 

Section  8.  Water  Rates.  No  water  shall  be  furnished  to  any  con- 
sumer, except  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  except  at  the  current  rates 
therefor  fixed  as  in  this  section  provided.  The  water  rates  in  effect 
under  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  management  at  the  time 
of  the  City's  acquisition  of  the  system  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a 
period  of  at  least  one  year.  Thereafter,  changes  in  the  water  rates 
shall  only  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  rates  shall  be  established  which  in  the  aggregate  will  produce  a 
revenue  less  than  that  necessary  to  safely  cover  all  operating  expenses 
and  other  expenses  provided  for  in  Section  6  hereof,  and  provide  for 
and  maintain  the  several  reserves  herein  provided  for  and  also  to 
maintain  the  Charter  reserve  at  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  the  operat- 
ing expenses  for  the  preceding  year. 

When  any  change  in  rates  is  contemplated,  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  a  financial  report,  in 
support  of  the  proposed  change,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall 
fix  a  date  for  hearing  the  matter  of  said  change  in  rates  and  cause  to 
be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  and  County  notice 
of  said  hearing  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof,  specifying 
in  said  notice  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing.  At  said  hearing 
any  person,  on  behalf  of  himself  or  others  interested,  may  be  heard, 
or  present  in  writing  his  views,  after  which  the  Board  shall  fix  the 
rates  and  submit  them  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall  within 
il)irty  days,  by  ordinance,  approve  or  disapprove  the  same.  Failure 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  act  within  the  thirty  days  shall  be  con- 
strued as  approval  of  the  recommended  rates.  In  fixing  rates  for  water 
service,  the  same  may  be  fixed  at  varying  scales  for  different  classes 
of  service  or  consumers. 

Section  9.  Service  by  Other  Departments.  Services  rendered  by 
any  other  department  of  the  City  and  County  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, upon  request  of  the  Water  Department,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the 
Water  Department  at  cost  out  of  its  revenues. 

Section  10.  City  Attorney.  The  City  Attorney  shall  be  the  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  Department  and  shall  render  such  legal  services  as  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  or  the  head  of  the  Department  may  deem  nec- 
essary, and  shall  prosecute  and  defend  all  actions  or  proceedings  af- 
fecting or  involving  the  Water  Department  or  any  of  its  properties.  He 
f^hall  when  necessary,  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
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appoint  and  detail  one  or  more  attorneys  to  perform  the  duties  herein 
specified,  and  the  compensation  of  said  attorneys  so  detailed  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, and  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment as  an  operating  expense  thereof. 

Section  11.  Bonds  of  Employees.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  may 
require  a  bond  of  indemnity  from  any  of  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
said  employee  or  employees,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  said 
bonds  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  may  contract  with  any  surety 
company  authorized  to  write  said  bonds,  to  furnish  the  same,  either 
for  individual  employees  of  groups  thereof,  and  the  cost  of  the  same 
shall  be  charged  as  an  operating  expense  of  said  Water  Department. 

Section  12.  Payment  of  Salaries  and  Wages.  Payrolls  for  all  em- 
ployees of  the  Water  Department  shall  be  segregated  and  made  up 
according  to  the  assembly  or  distribution  points  for  the  various  em- 
ployments, as  determined  by  the  head  of  the  department,  and  each  of 
said  payrolls  shall  be  approved  as  required  by  law  and  transmitted  to 
the  Auditor.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  items  on  said  payroll  or  pay- 
rolls the  Auditor  shall  issue  his  separate  demand  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  each  of  the  items  thereon  in  the  form  provided  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  in  other  departments  of  the  city,  and  the  same,  with  the 
respective  payrolls  for  which  said  demands  are  issued,  shall  be  delivered 
to  such  person  as  the  head  of  the  department  shall,  in  writing  filed 
with  the  Auditor,  authorize  to  receive  the  same,  and  upon  the  delivery 
of  the  same  said  person  shall  receipt  to  said  Auditor  for  said  payrolls 
and  said  demands.  The  head  of  the  department  shall  thereupon  cause 
said  demands  to  be  delivered  to  the  respective  payees  named  therein 
at.  or  as  near  as  possible  to,  the  places  of  employment  of  said  employees. 

Section  13.  Revolving  Fund.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  patty  ex- 
penses of  the  Water  Department,  and  for  making  such  other  payments 
as  cannot  be  conveniently  paid  by  demands  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
and  approved  by  the  Auditor,  the  Water  Department  shall  maintain 
in  such  bank  or  banks  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  a  fund  of  $20,000,  from  which  fund  said  petty  expenses  and 
other  payments  that  cannot  be  conveniently  paid  by  demands  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  shall  be  paid  by  check  drawn  by  the  head  of  the 
department  or  by  such  other  persons  in  the  employ  of  said  department 
as  the  head  of  said  department  may  authorize.  The  head  of  the 
department  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
transmit  to  the  Auditor  a  demand  in  favor  of  said  fund  for  all  amounts 
disbursed  from  it,  to  which  demand  shall  be  attached  receipts  for  all 
payments  so  made,  which  said  receipts  shall  show  the  name  of  the  per- 
son receiving  any  payment  from  said  fund,  as  well  as  the  purpose  for 
which  said  payment  was  made,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  party 
receiving  said  payment.  When  said  demand  is  approved  by  the  Auditor 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  head  of  the 
Water  Department  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  said  fund.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  appropriate  the  said  sum  of  $20,000  for  such  fund, 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  additional  appropriation?! 
thereto  from  the  revenues  of  said  department  as  said  Board  shall 
deem  proper. 

Section  14.  Purchase  of  Materials.  SvirnTies  and  Equipment.  Pur- 
chases of  materials,  supplies  and  equipment  required  by  Water  De- 
partment operations  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  IV,  Article  II,  and  Section  6,  Chapter  I,  Article  III.  of  the 
Charter,  and  of  Ordinance  5880  (New  Series):  provided,  however, 
that  specifications  may  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  head 
of  the  Water  Department  for  all  equipment  required  by  the  department, 
or  for  materials  or  supplies  peculiar  to  said  department  operations 
and  not  in  common  use  in  other  departments  of  the  City  and  Countv, 
and  the  head  of  the  department  may  designate  the  particular  brand, 
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kind  or  make  of  any  equipment  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  con- 
duct of  said  department. 

Section  15.  Constitutionality.  If  any  section,  subsection,  subdivision 
or  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional, such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining 
portions  of  this  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declaring 
that  it  would  have  passed  this  ordinance  and  each  section,  subsection, 
subdivision,  provision,  sentence,  clause  and  phrase  thereof  irrespective 
of  the  fact  that  any  one  or  more  sections,  subsections,  subdivisions, 
provisions,  sentences,  clauses  or  phrases  hereof  are  declared  unconsti- 
tutional. 

Section  IG.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon 
its  passage. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

Adolph  Uhl  was  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor  and  requested 
that  section  3  be  so  amended  that  the  earnings  from  the  distribution 
of  water  will  be  credited  to  a  "Hetch  Hetchy  Water  Operating  Fund," 
as  it  is  his  judgment  that  the  parent  water  utility  is  Hetch  Hetchy,  and 
any  water  or  power  properties  or  distributing  systems  subsequently 
acquired  become  a  unit  of  the  parent  utility  and  its  receipts  should  be 
credited  as  suggested. 

Opinion  of  City  Attorney  in  re  Spring  Valley  Operating  Ordinances. 

January  20,  1930. 
To  the  Public  Utilities  Committee,  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Dear  Sirs:  On  the  IGth  instant  you  submitted  two  drafts  of  an  ordi- 
nance relative  to  the  operation  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  System 
when  the  same  is  taken  over  by  the  City.  I  understand  that  one  of 
said  «rdinances  was  submitted  to  you  by  the  Department  of  En- 
gineering and  the  other  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  drafts 
are  similar  in  effect  with  the  exception  that  the  one  submitted  by  the 
Engineering  Department  commits  control  of  the  system  to  the  De- 
partment of  Engineering  and  makes  the  recommendation  of  the  City 
Engineer  a  prerequisite  to  the  appointment  of  its  employees,  while 
the  one  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  lodges  complete  con- 
trol in  that  body. 

You  have  asked  me  to  report  specifically  upon  the  legality  of  the 
following  provisions  of  the  drafts: 

(1)  Is  it  legal  to  make  the  Water  Department  a  bureau  in  the  De- 
partment of  Engineering? 

(b)  Is  it  legal  to  place  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Water  Department  or  to  consolidate  the  Water  Department 
with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project? 

(c)  Can  the  appointment  of  the  head  and  other  employees  of  the 
Water  Department  be  made  conditional  upon  the  approval  of  the  City 
Engineer? 

(d)  Can  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
City  Engineer,  be  authorized  to  employ  an  attorney  to  attend  to  such 
legal  matters  as  may  arise  in  the  Water  Department? 

(e)  In  addition,  you  have  asked  that  I  comment  upon  the  legality 
of  the  other  provisions  of  both  ordinances. 

Opinion. 
Question  a.     Is  it  legal  to  make  the  Water  Department  a  bureau  in 
the  Department  of  Engineering? 

There  is  no  provision  in  the  Charter  for  a  Department  of  Engineer- 
ing in  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  if  such  a  department 
exists  it  is  by  virtue  of  the  power  of  the  Board  to  make  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  its  government  and  for  the  performance  of  its  duties. 
(Sec.  4,  Chap.  I,  Art.  VI,  Charter.)  It  is  needless  to  state  that  such 
rules  cannot  contravene  any  Charter  provision.  Subdivision  8  of  Sec- 
tion 9  of  the  same  chapter  lodges  in  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  subject 
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to  ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  charge,  superintendence 
and  control  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  any  and 
all  public  utilities  owned,  operated  or  controlled  by  the  City.  Section 
11  of  the  same  chapter  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  City  Engi- 
neer, and  prescribes  his  duties,  which  duties  may  be  summed  up  in 
the  language  contained  in  the  opening  sentence  of  the  second  para- 
graph, to-wit:  "He  shall  perform  all  civil  engineering  and  surveying 
required  in  the  prosecution  of  the  public  works  and  improvements 
done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  said  Board,  and  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  progress  and  completion  of  the  same."  In  my  opinion  this 
section  commits  the  construction  work  of  any  utility  to  the  City  En- 
gineer, as  an  official  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  but  I  can  find  no 
Charter  language  which  in  any  way  vests  him  with  its  management. 
True,  Subdivision  8  of  Section  9,  above  mentioned,  provides  that  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  may,  when  authorized  by  ordinance,  "contract 
for  work  to  be  performed,  or  materials  or  equipment  to  be  furnished, 
or  for  expert  or  technical  or  professional  services  to  be  rendered, 
wherever  the  same  are  certified  by  the  City  Engineer  to  be  necessary, 
etc."  At  most,  this  language  authorizes  the  City  Engineer  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  what  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
the  utility,  but  it  is  not  sufficiently  broad  to  vest  him  with  control, 
which  is,  by  more  definite  language,  lodged  in  the  Board  itself. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  provision  in  the 
Charter  which  compels  the  management  of  a  public  utility  to  be  vested 
in  the  City  Engineer.  This  being  the  case,  it  follows  that  it  is  not 
within  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  compel  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  commit  the  management  of  the  Water  Department 
to  the  Department  of  Engineering,  for  the  reason  that  Section  13  of 
Chapter  I,  above  mentioned,  provides  that  "The  Board  (of  Public 
Works)  shall  appoint  the  necessary  heads  of  departments  under  its 
charge."  Should  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  ordinance,  place  the 
Water  Department  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  En- 
gineering it  would  be  practically  appointing  the  head  of  the  Water 
Department,  which  would  be  a  usurpation  of  power  which  is,  by  the 
above-mentioned  section,  vested  in  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Un- 
derstand, however,  that  if  the  Board  of  Public  AVorks  itself  desires  to 
make  the  City  Engineer  manager  of  the  Water  Department,  it  may 
do  so. 

Question  b.  Is  it  legal  to  place  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Water  Department,  or  to  consolidate  the  Water 
Department  with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project? 

With  the  exception  of  the  production  of  hydro-electric  power  at 
Moccasin  Creek,  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  is  as  yet  in  the  progress  of 
construction,  .and  as  a  water  proposition  is  not  a  producing  utility, 
and,  being  in  the  progress  of  construction,  is,  by  the  Charter,  com- 
mitted to  the  City  Engineer,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works.  I  have  already  stated  that  the  management  of  the 
Water  Department  cannot,  by  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
be  committed  to  the  Department  of  Engineering.  Therefore,  to  com- 
mit the  construction  project  to  the  Water  Department  might  be  taking 
the  former  from  the  City  Engineer,  where  it  properly  belongs.  How- 
ever, I  see  even  a  more  serious  objection  to  a  consolidation  of  the  two 
departments.  As  both  projects  have  to  do  with  water  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, I  am  fearful  that  committing  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  both  projects  to  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
would  be  i)ractically  merging  them  both  into  one  utility,  i.  e.,  the 
water  utility  of  San  Francisco.  The  Supreme  Court,  in  Uhl  vs.  Bada- 
racco,  199  Cal.  270,  decided  that  the  earnings  of  a  municipally  owned 
utility  could  be  applied  only  in  the  order  set  forth  in  Section  16, 
Article  XII  of  the  Charter,  and  that  said  earnings  could  not  be  applied 
to  extensions  and  improvements  before  full  provision  had  been  made 
for  bond  interest  and  redemption.     Applying  the  principle  decided  to 
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the  instant  case  it  might  be  that,  if  the  utilities  were  consolidated, 
the  earnings  of  the  Spring  Valley  would  be  liable  for  the  bond  issue 
for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project,  and  that  until  suitable  provision  was 
made  from  said  earnings  for  interest  and  redemption  on  the  obliga- 
tions of  both  projects  we  could  not  use  any  portion  of  the  earnings 
for  the  extensions  or  improvement  of  Spring  Valley.  I  note  that  an 
attempt  has  been  made  in  the  ordinances  submitted  (Sec.  4,  p.  3)  to 
compel  the  segregation  of  the  earnings  of  each  utility.  If  the  courts 
should  determine  that  the  ordinance  merged  them,  such  a  provision 
would  be  ineffective,  for  the  Charter  must  prevail  over  the  ordinance. 
Therefore,  aside  from  the  right  of  the  City  Engineer  to  continue  in 
charge  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project,  I  deem  it  unwise,  if  not  unlawful, 
to  attempt  a  consolidation  of  the  projects  at  this  time.  Understand, 
however,  that  the  foregoing  is  not  to  be  understood  that  the  City 
Engineer  could  not  be  placed  at  the  head  of  both  projects,  even  if  they 
are  separated,  should  the  Board  of  Public  Works  desire  to  do  so. 

Question  c.  Can  the  appointment  of  the  head  and  other  employees 
of  the  Water  Department  be  made  conditional  upon  the  approval  of 
the  City  Engineer? 

This  question  is  answered  upon  the  assumption  that  the  Water  De- 
partment cannot  by  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  made  a 
part  of  the  Department  of  Engineering,  and  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  does  not  make  the  City  Engineer  its  head.  Section  3,  Chapter  I, 
Article  VI,  of  the  Charter,  gives  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  the 
right  to  employ  all  necessary  clerks,  superintendents,  etc.  Section  13 
of  the  same  chapter  provides  that  "The  Board  shall  appoint  the  neces- 
sary heads  of  departments  under  its  charge."  The  right  to  appoint  is 
absolute  under  the  Charter,  and  it  cannot  be  qualified  except  by  other 
Charter  provisions,  such  as  civil  service  regulations,  by  making  the 
right  to  appoint  dependent  on  the  recommendation  of  another  person, 
unless  the  appointing  power  has  authority  by  rule  to  make  it  so. 
This  principle  was  determined  in  Crowley  vs.  Freud,  132  Cal.  440, 
wherein  it  was  determined  by  our  Supreme  Court  that  where  the  Con- 
stitution failed  to  give  the  Charter  framers  the  right  to  require  civil 
service  qualifications  for  the  deputies  of  the  county  officers,  that  the 
Charter  had  no  right  to  make  the  appointment  of  such  deputies 
dependent  upon  the  certification  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  that 
they  possessed  such  qualifications.  The  only  language  in  the  Charter 
which  could  give  rise  to  any  other  conclusion  is  that  contained  in 
Subdivision  8,  Section  9,  Chapter  1,  Article  VI,  above  referred  to. 
which  gives  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  under  authority  of  proper 
ordinances,  the  right  to  "contract  for  work  to  be  performed,  or  ma- 
terials or  equipment  to  be  furnished,  or  for  expert,  technical  or  p"o- 
fessional  services  to  be  rendered  wherever  such  work,  services,  ma- 
terials or  equipment  are  certified  by  the  City  Engineer  to  be  necessary, 
etc."  I  am,  however,  of  the  opinion,  that,  in  view  of  the  positive 
language  vesting  the  power  of  the  appointment  of  subordinates  in  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  that  the  above  provision  runs  entirely  to  the 
character  of  the  service  to  be  rendered  rather  than  to  the  personnel 
of  those  who  render  it.  However,  should  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
desire  to  lodge  in  the  head  of  the  Water  Department  the  power  of 
recommending  employees  for  appointment,  it  may  do  so.  as  Section  4 
of  Chapter  I,  Article  VI,  gives  to  the  Board  the  right  to  make  rules 
for  its  government  and  for  the  performance  of  its  duties,  and  Sec- 
tion 13  of  the  same  chapter  provides  that  the  head  of  each  depart- 
ment shall  have  sole  executive  control  in  its  own  department,  subject 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board.  This,  however, 
is  a  matter  of  discretion  vested  in  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  coming 
to  that  body  by  direct  provision  of  the  Charter,  and  not  by  ordinance 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Question  d.    Can  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  on  the  recommendation 
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of  the  City  Engineer,  employ  an  attorney  to  attend  to  such  legal  mat- 
ters as  arise  in  the  Water  Department? 

Section  2,  Chapter  II,  Article  V,  of  the  Charter,  defines  the  duties 
of  the  City  Attorney  and  in  no  uncertain  terms  charges  him  with  the 
obligation  of  representing  the  City  and  all  of  its  officials  and  depart- 
ments in  all  litigation  in  which  any  of  them  may  be  interested,  and 
also  to  give  to  such  officers,  boards  or  departments,  legal  advice  on 
all  matters  committed  to  them  when  requested  to  do  so.  That  the 
Charter  language  is  sufficiently  broad  to  prevent  officers,  boards  or 
departments  from  retaining  counsel  independent  of  the  City  Attorney 
has  more  than  once  been  determined  by  our  Supreme  Court.  (See 
Denman  vs.  Webster,  139  Cal.  452.) 

Referring  to  the  right  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  San  Francisco 
to  employ  an  attorney,  the  Court  said: 

"The  obvious  purpose  of  the  Charter  in  providing  for  the  election 
of  a  City  Attorney,  and  prescribing  his  duties  and  compensation,  was 
to  take  from  the  various  city  officials  and  boards  the  power  to  employ 
other  counsel,  and  to  burden  the  City  and  County  or  the  School  Dis- 
trict with  the  payment  of  tees;  fixed,  or  to  be  fixed,  by  the  officers  or 
boards  employing  them,  thus  nullifying  the  Charter  provision." 

Also,  Rafael  vs.  Boyle,  31  Cal.  App.  623,  where  the  District  Court  of 
Appeal  determined  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  had  not  the 
right  to  employ  an  attorney,  using  the  following  language,  after  quot- 
ing the  Charter  provision  relative  to  the  duties  of  the  City  Attorney: 

"This  express  provision  clearly  indicates  an  intention  that  the  City 
Attorney  should  handle  all  the  legal  work  of  the  various  departments 
of  the  city  government,  except  where  special  provision  is  made  for 
additional  counsel.  The  manifest  intention  of  the  framers  of  the 
Charter  in  the  adoption  of  this  provision  was  to  systematize  the  con- 
duct of  the  city's  legal  business,  and  to  limit  the  power  of  the  authori- 
ties to  incur  expenditures  for  this  character  of  service;  and  the  mere 
power  given  the  commission  to  institute  and  prosecute  legal  pro- 
ceedings does  not  imply  that  this  above-quoted  provision  of  the  Charter 
should  be  inoperative  with  regard  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
so  as  to  empower  it  to  employ  another  attorney  to  perform  the  duties 
belonging  to  the  law  officer  of  the  municipality.  The  Charter  having 
provided  a  City  Attorney  upon  whom  the  Board  can  call  when  a  de- 
fense to  any  suit  is  necessary,  it,  by  implication,  makes  it  incumbent 
upon  the  Board  to  avail  itself  of  his  services,  and  it  cannot  ignore 
this  provision  and  employ  some  other  attorney  to  render  those  services 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to  perform.  (Denman  vs. 
Webster,  139  Cal.  452,  73  Pac.  139;  Merrian  vs.  Barnum,  116  Cal.  619, 
48  Pac.  727.)" 

Also,  McQuillan  on  Municipal  Corporations,  2d  Ed.,  par.  521: 

"Whether  attorneys  may  be  employed  in  behalf  of  the  municipal 
corporation  will  depend  upon  the  proper  construction  of  the  law  under 
which  such  employment  is  sought  to  be  sustained,  the  nature  of  the 
services  to  be  performed  by  the  attorney,  or,  in  the  absence  of  legal 
provisions  pertaining  thereto,  the  character  of  the  litigation  or  legal 
controversy  involved  and  the  interest  which  the  public  corporation 
has  therein.  It  has  been  held  that  a  city  or  town  as  an  incident  to 
its  very  corporate  existence  has  power  to  employ  an  attorney,  not- 
withstanding the  Charter  or  applicable  legislative  act  is  silent  on  the 
subject.  This  arises  from  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and 
to  be  contracted  with.  'The  power  is  indispensable  to  the  proper  exer- 
cise of  the  ordinary  general  powers  of  municipal  bodies.'  However, 
courts  are  usually  reluctant  to  imply  power  to  employ  attorneys,  due, 
no  doubt,  to  the  opportunity  of  abuse,  and  common  experience  and 
knowledge  of  such  abuse.  But  unless  forbidden  by  law  when  a  neces- 
sity arises  therefor,  and  the  interests  of  the  municipal  corporation 
requires  it,  the  employment  of  legal  services  will  usually,  and  clearly 
should  be,  sanctioned." 
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There  are,  however,  times  when  the  legislative  body  of  a  munic- 
ipality has  the  power  to  employ  an  attorney  in  addition  to  the  regu- 
larly elected  official,,  but  these  occasions  are  usually  where  the  em- 
ployment is  for  some  special  litigation,  and  not  where  one  employed 
is  likely  to  become  a  permanent  employee  of  the  City.  This  determina- 
tion was  made  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  George  Lull,  when  he  advised 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  they  might  authorize  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Mr.  Robert  Searls  to  render 
certain  legal  services  of  a  temporary  character  in  regard  to  legal 
matters  arising  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  construction.  Without  passing 
on  the  correctness  of  Mr.  Lull's  opinion,  it  appears  in  the  instant 
case  that  the  services  of  an  attorney  in  the  Water  Department  are 
to  be  permanently  required;  that  they,  therefore,  come  within  those 
services  which  the  City  Attorney  and  his  assistants  must  render  to 
all  the  departments  when  called  upon  to  do  so.  You  are,  therefore, 
advised  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  cannot  authorize  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  to  employ  an  attorney  to  render  services  to  the  Water 
Department. 

Question  e.  There  are  other  provisions  in  the  proposed  ordinances 
the  legality  of  which,  as  at  present  written,  is  questionable.  And 
other  provisions  which  involve  matters  of  policy. 

The  short  period  of  time  which  I  have  had  to  investigate  this  im- 
portant matter  does  not  permit  me  to  advert  to  them  herein,  and  I 
will  be  pleased  to  discuss  them  with  your  committee,  and  thereafter 
make  such  recommendations  as  are  necessary. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  you  are  advised: 

a.  That  the  Charter  commits  the  construction,  operation  and 
maintenance  of  a  municipally  owned  utility  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  not  to  any  particular  bureau,  department  or  division 
thereof,  and  that  while  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  a  perfect  right 
to  place  the  City  Engineer  at  the  head  of  the  Water  Department,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  cannot  by  ordinance  making  that  department  a 
bureau  in  the  Engineering  Department,  do  indirectly  what  they  are 
prevented  from  doing  directly. 

b.  Even  if  the  Board  of  Public  Works  should  commit  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Water  Department  to  the  City  Eneineer,  the  consolidation 
of  the  Spring  Valley  project  with  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  may  lead 
to  serious  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  revenues  of  the  first- 
mentioned  project. 

c.  If  the  Board  of  Public  Works  should  appoint  the  City  Engineer 
head  of  the  Water  Department  it  may  by  rule  clothe  him,  or  whomso- 
ever shall  be  appointed,  with  the  power  of  recommending  the  appoint- 
ment of  employees  of  the  department.  It  is  not,  however,  within  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  ordinance  to  compel  such  pro- 
cedure. 

rl.  The  necessary  legal  work  of  the  Water  Department  must  be 
performed  by  the  City  Attorney  or  his  deputies.  It  is,  however,  within 
the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  provide  that  such  assistant 
of  the  City  Attorney  as  mav  be  engaged  in  serving  the  Water  Depart- 
ment may  be  compensated  from  the  revenues  of  that  Department.

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 
MRS  WILLIAM  KENT:  Mr.  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors-  I  appreciate  very  deeply  this  recognition  of  the  im- 
portant part  taken  by  William  Kent  in  shaping  «"fV^elPi"-^^"  P^f/Jl' 
bill  of  Hetch  Hetchy.  I  shared  his  enthusiasm  for  this  bill  and  his 
great  joy  when  it  passed  Congress.  We  were  both  more  interested  m 
the  power  clause  of  that  bill  even  than  we  were  in  the  water  supp  y, 
necessary  as  that  is,  because  the  question  of  water  P^^er  publicly- 
owned  water  power,  is  one  of  the  great  world  questions,  and  San  ™- 
cisco  has  this  marvelous  opportunity  of  making  a  great  demonstration 
to  the  world  of  its  ability  to  so  conduct  this  affair  as  to  bring  great 
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benefit  to  every  single  person  in  San  Francisco,  because  the  (luestion 
of  water  and  the  question  of  power  affects  every  individual  in  our 
midst.  I  am  not  a  voter  in  San  Francisco,  l)ut  I  feel,  from  my  con- 
nection with  the  intent  in  this  bill  and  as  a  citizen  of  California,  a 
very  tremendous  concern  in  this  matter.  And  I  know  that  William 
Kent  felt  that  that  clause  in  the  bill  was  of  great  importance,  which 
said  that  San  Francisco  might  forfeit  its  right  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy 
benefactions  if,  at  any  time,  it  should  not  remain  in  public  hands  and 
be  administered  for  the  good  of  the  people.  So  when  Mrs.  Gerberding 
told  me  that  this  was  coming  up  before  your  honorable  body  this 
afternoon,  we  came  here  quite  simply.  1  had  not  the  least  idea  of 
being  asked  or  allowed  to  say  anything  to  you.  But  we  have  dis- 
cussed it.  Mrs.  Gerberding,  as  you  know,  knows  a  great  deal  of  this 
City's  work,  and  we  decided,  as  citizens,  that,  if  such  an  important 
question  was  to  be  voted  upon  by  us,  that  we  would  infinitely  prefer 
that  it  came  at  a  special  election  when  the  question  would  be  alone 
submitted  to  us.  If  this  thing  can  he  brought  to  the  people  in  an 
election  by  itself  you  are  going  to  have  a  far  more  intelligent  ex- 
pression of  opinion  from  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  who  are  so 
vitally  concerned  in  this  matter,  than  if  you  put  it  into  a  general 
election  at  another  date.  So  we  feel  that  we  are  speaking  for  our- 
selves, as  we  regard  such  an  important  question,  and  that  we,  there- 
fore, are  representative  of  thousands  of  others  who  want  such  im- 
portant questions  decided  on  their  own,  not  put  in  with  a  great  many 
other  things  to  discuss,  but  made  the  main  issue  so  that  a  truly 
intelligent  vote  may  be  cast.  And  so  I  feel  that  I  am  not  out  of  place, 
although  I  live  in  Marin  County,  to  come  and  present  to  you  my 
feeling  that,  if  possible,  this  election  on  this  bond  issue,  which  means 
so  much  to  every  individual  in  this  City,  should  come  at  a  special 
election  by  itself  rather  than  to  be  placed  in  a  general  election.  1 
thank  you  very  much. 

MRS.  ELIZABETH  GERBERDING:  Mr.  Mayor,  Members  of  the 
Board  and  Citizens:  It  seems  to  me  a  large  portion  of  my  life  has  been 
taken  up  in  fighting  for  Hetch  Hetchy,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure 
every  time  to  be  able  to  do  a  very  little  bit  toward  helping  it  along. 
This  wealth  that  has  been  running  down  the  mountains  into  the  sea, 
that  belongs  to  every  citizen  of  this  City,  is  a  very  important  thing. 
We  have  lost  a  large  portion  of  it.  Now,  San  Francisco  has  her  chance 
to  get  what  belongs  to  her,  the  most  vital  thing  in  the  world,  more 
vital  than  gold  and  more  vital  than  oil.  Mr.  Colman  inadvertently 
omitted  to  state  when  he  stated  that  he  wished  to  see  a  large  repre- 
sentation of  voters,  that  it  does  not  make  the  least  particle  of  dif- 
ference, the  vote  will  be  counted  on  two-thirds  of  the  people  who  vote 
on  that  question,  and  not  on  the  whole  election,  not  for  the  Governor, 
not  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  not  for  all  the  other  things  that  may 
be  crowded  onto  the  ballot,  ])ut  for  that  one  thing,  and  it  does  not 
make  any  dilTerence  how  few  people  go  there.  I  assume  that  every 
citizen  of  this  City  would  not  refuse  the  gift  of  this  fortune,  for  it  is 
a  fortune,  and  unless,  of  course,  there  was  some  ulterior  motive  that 
influenced  his  opinion.  If  there  is  such  a  citizen,  man  or  woman, 
I  would  like  to  meet  him  or  her,  and  I  beg  of  you  not  to  have  this 
thing  blanketed  under  a  lot  of  other  things.  We  know  that  a  tired 
man  or  woman  going  to  the  polls  says,  "When  in  doubt,  vote  no." 
Now,  we  do  not  want  that  to  happen  with  our  valuable  power,  we 
want  to  win,  and  we  want  to  win  for  every  citizen,  nuui  or  woman,  in 
this  City.

Explanation  of  Vote. 

The    hereinafter    mentioned    Supervisors    explained    their    votes    as

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  desire  to  make  a  state- 
ment of  my  vote  for  the  record:  I  am  whole-heartedly  in  favor  of  the 
adoption  of  the  bond  issues  to  be  submitted  at  the  August  election. 
I  intend  to  work,  to  the  extent  of  my  ability,  for  the  success  of  those 
issues  when  thev  are  submitted.  I  voted  "no"  merely  as  a  protest 
against  the  selection  of  the  date  for  the  submission  of  this  election. 
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I  will  be  on  the  firing  line,  for  what  little  I  am  worth,  Mr.  Mayor, 
devoting  all  of  my  time,  if  necessary,  to  attempt  to  bring  about  the 
adoption  of  these  bond  issues,  and  I  know  that  my  colleagues  who 
voted  with  me  today  will  also  be  found  on  that  firing  line,  working 
night  and  day  to  persuade  the  people  of  the  importance  of  this  election 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  After  listening  to  the  statement  of 
Supervisor  Havenner,  I  think  that  I  ought  to  make  an  explanation  of 
my  vote.  I  consider  that  the  vote  in  favor  of  the  June  election  was  a 
protest  against  the  August  election,  but  having  failed  to  carry  the 
June  election  date,  and  being  in  favor  of  submitting  it  to  the  people, 
I  think  it  is  consistent  that  I  should  vote  "yes"  for  the  August  election. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Mr.  Chairman,  this  record  should  fol- 
low the  last  vote:  Convinced,  as  I  am,  that  it  is  not  a  friendly  act, 
however  unconscious  those  may  be  who  voted  for  it,  that  this  sub- 
mission of  this  great  issue  at  the  time  proposed  is  to  its  detriment 
and  not  in  its  favor,  I  continued  my  vote,  which  was  a  vote  for  sub- 
mission at  a  special  election  and  against  submission  at  a  so-called 
"general  election."  I  believe  that  unconsciously  the  vote  to  submit  this 
at  a  general  election  was  bringing  the  great  question  into  danger. 
I  am  hopeful  that  my  views  may  be  found  mistaken,  and  that  the 
issue,  on  the  date  set,  may  be  successful.  And,  of  course,  like  every 
one  else  who  believes  in  the  fulfillment  of  the  things  to  which  the 
Charter  dedicates  us,  I  subscribe  my  whole  effort  to  its  adoption.  I  do, 
however,  desire  that  the  record  shall  immediately  be  appended  to  the 
vote  just  taken,  and  will  show  that  the  vote  against  the  August  sub- 
mission was  not  as  to  submission  of  the  issue,  but  against  the  date  set. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  Mr.  Mayor,  as  the  chairman  of  the  Joint 
Public  Utilities  Committee  and  Finance  Committee,  I  want  to  state 
that  I  cast  my  vote  for  the  August  election  with  a  great  deal  of  pride, 
and  with  the  satisfaction  and  knowledge  that  I  have  done  my  duty. 
By  this  vote  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  placed  a  very  vital  matter 
before  the  people  for  consideration,  and  they  have  placed  it  at  a  time 
when  the  people  will  be  there  to  express  their  views.  In  so  doing 
we  have  carried  out,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  the  principle  of  democ- 
racy, the  principle  upon  which  this  country  is  founded,  the  right  of 
suffrage.  The  people  do  not  vote  at  special  elections  in  the  same 
numbers  that  they  do  vote  at  gubernatorial  elections.  There  will  be  a 
tremendous  outpouring  of  voters,  and  I  have  no  fear  whatsoever  of 
the  result,  simply  because  of  the  fact  that  the  largest  po.ssible  number 
of  our  people  will  be  there  to  express  their  will. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Mayor,  as  I  said,  as  a  rule  I  do 
not  have  to  apologize  for  my  vote  on  this  Board.  I  try  to  investigate 
every  matter  that  comes  before  this  Board  and  vote  according  to  the 
dictates  of  my  conscience,  but  I  believe,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  a  mistake  was 
made  today.  I  think  you  yourself  sounded  the  keynote,  and  a  key- 
note that  ought  to  have  brought  a  change  of  date.  You  told  us  how 
certain  officials  might  come  here  from  Washington,  could  be  brought 
here  from  Washington,  and  could  tell  the  people  of  San  Francisco  the 
great  necessity  of  voting  this  bond  issue  at  this  particular  time,  and 
I  think  that  note  of  warning  ought  to  have  been  warning  enough  to 
the  members  of  this  Board  to  follow  the  suggestion  that  you  have 
made.  As  I  stated,  I  have  no  apologies,  but  I  want  the  record  to  show 
that  I  favor  the  bond  issue  and  I  will  do  everything  that  I  can  to  advo- 
cate its  passage.  Whoever  the  committee  might  be,  a  committee  of 
this  Board  or  a  committee  of  citizens,  they  can  count  on  me  going 
throughout  this  City  advocating  the  passage  of  this  bond  issue. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:  I  believe,  as  long  as  there  is  an  atmos- 
phere of  giving  explanations,  that  I  will  state  that,  from  what  experi- 
ence I  have  had  in  my  political  life,  it  has  been  well  known  that  that 
is  one  of  the  policies  which  I  have  followed,  municipal  ownership. 
I  will  do  in  August  what  I  thought  I  could  do  more  successfully  in 
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June,  try  to  convince,  as  some  of  iis  have  found,  and  we  are  speaking 
from  practical  experience,  those  that  probably  are  interested  in  some 
special  candidate,  to  interest  themselves  in  this  special  bond  election. 
That  has  been  my  experience  in  the  past.  I  found  that,  though  there 
are  a  great  number  of  voters  that  go  to  the  polls  at  a  gubernatorial 
election,  it  is  harder  to  get  them  interested  in  any  one  special  thing 
that  you  might  be  interested  in.  But  that  shall  be  my  duty  and  I  will 
so  try.

Communication   from    City   Attorney   on   Taking   Over   Properties 
of  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  following  were  read  and  ordered  spread  in  the  Journal: 

February  17,  1930. 
Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  California. 

Dear  Sirs:  I  am  herewith  transmitting  to  you  the  following  docu- 
ments: 

1.  Resolution  providing  for  the  acquisition  of  operative  properties 
of  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  including  authority  to  the  Mayor  and 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  enter  into  the  necessary  agreements 
relative  to  the  taking  over  of  said,  properties  on  the  3rd  day  of  March, 
1930,  and  appropriating  the  necessary  money  therefor. 

2.  Resolution  authorizing  recording  of  deed  from  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company  to  the  City,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  in  the  counties  of  San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara  and  Alameda. 

3.  Two  demands,  one  in  favor  of  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  for 
$39,962,606.51,  which  is  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  said  company  on 
March  3,  1930,  and  the  other  for  $75,000,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Wells 
Fargo  Bank  and  Union  Trust  Company,  to  meet  such  additional 
amounts  as  may  be  due  to  the  company  upon  the  final  adjustment  of 
all  matters  between  the  City  and  the  company. 

4.  A  letter,  signed  by  the  City  Engineer  and  myself,  setting  forth 
the  general  terms  and  conditions  as  to  the  acquisition  of  the  proper- 
ties and  the  estimated  amount  to  be  paid  therefor. 

Resolution  No.  1,  above  mentioned,  should  be  passed  to  print  on  this 
date,  provided  that  its  terms  are  satisfactory  to  you,  and  should  be 
finally  adopted  prior  to  March  1st.  1930. 

Resolution  No.  2  should  be  adopted  so  that  the  same  may  be  at- 
tached to  each  of  the  deeds  to  be  recorded. 

The  two  demands  should  be  approved  and  passed  to  print  and  finally 
adopted  prior  to  March  1.  1930,  so  that  the  respective  amounts  men- 
tioned will  be  available  to  close  the  Spring  Valley  transaction  before 
noon  on  March  5. 
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It  is  the  intention  that  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
'"'ompany  shall  be  taken  over  by  the  City  prior  to  noon  on  Monday, 
March  3,  1930,  and  that  the  deeds  for  the  properties  shall  be  executed 
in  quadruplicate,  to  the  end  that  one  copy  may  be  recorded  in  each  of 
the  counties  where  the  company's  properties  are  situated  prior  to  noon 
on  March  3.  to  the  end  that  the  respective  properties  may  be  assessed 
to  the  City  for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

I  have  cooperated  with  the  City  Engineer  and  with  his  assistants  in 
the  determination  of  the  correct  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  properties 
of  the  company,  under  our  option  agreement  and  the  company's  offer 
of  March  2,  1928,  and  the  amounts  mentioned  in  the  accompanying 
letter  of  the  City  Engineer  and  myself  are  correct. 

The  title  to  all  properties  which  the  City  is  acquiring  have  been 
checked,  and,  where  available,  abstracts  of  these  titles  have  been  ex- 
amined. Where  abstracts  have  not  been  available,  I  have  caused  title 
companies  in  the  counties  where  the  properties  are  situate  to  examine 
the  county  records  from  the  date  of  the  Spring  Valley  bond  mortgage 
to  the  present  time,  and  have  checked  all  properties  as  to  the  payment 
of  taxes  and  adverse  possession  by  the  company  for  more  than  five 
years  last  past.  The  bond  mortgage  upon  the  properties  will  be  re- 
leased before  the  payment  of  the  purchase  price,  and  in  so  far  as  my 
investigation  has  extended  I  have  found  the  titles  to  the  property  to 
be  good. 

The  reason  for  not  making  a  more  extended  examination  of  the  titles 
to  the  various  properties  is  that  the  cost  of  abstracts  or  title  insurance 
would  be  almost  prohibitive,  and  as  the  company  has  been  in  posses- 
sion of  its  properties  for  many  years,  and  has  paid  taxes  upon  the 
same,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  there  being  any  serious  defects  in  its 
titles.  Furthermore,  we  are  entitled  to  receive  from  the  company  only 
such  title  to  its  properties  as  the  company  itself  possesses.  However, 
the  investigation  which  has  been  made  regarding  titles  has  been  as 
complete  as  can  be  without  causing  an  abstract  to  be  made  of  each 
particular  parcel  of  property,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  not  necessary. 

Several  properties  are  taken  over  subject  to  charges  and  agree- 
ments wherein  the  company  is  bound  to  furnisli  water  to  the  former 
owners  of  said  properties  or  to  adjacent  properties.  The  deed  from 
the  company  to  the  City  contains  a  complete  statement  of  all  such  obli- 
gations, and  the  City  is  not  assuming  any  obligation  which  is  not  now 
a  charge  upon  the  properties. 

The  amount  of  the  total  purchase  price  has  been  arrived  at  upon  the 
report  made  by  William  Dolge  Company,  expert  accountants  for  the 
City,  and  a  re-check  thereof  made  by  representatives  of  the  City  En- 
gineer's and  City  Attorney's  office.

Engineer's  office  was  directed,  in  cooperation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  examine,  inquire  into  and  report  as  to  a  correct  list,  statement  and 
inventory  of  all  properties  which  the  City  and  County  is  entitled  to 
acquire  by  virtue  of  the  option  held  on  the  Spring  Valley  properties, 
and  to  report  the  correct  amount  to  be  paid  therefor. 

The  final  report  as  to  certain  inventories  on  hand,  etc.,  and  the  exact 
purchase  price,  cannot  be  definitely  fixed  until  after  the  company  has 
closed  its  books  on  March  3,  1930.  The  purchase  price  will  be  affected 
bv  the  expenditures  of  the  company  on  new  construction  between  De- 
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cember  31,  1929,  and  March  3,  1930,  as  well  as  by  the  operating  reve- 
nues and  expenditures,  which  affect  the  contributions  to  the  amortiaa- 
tion  fund,  and  by  certain  other  minor  elements  at  present  indeterminate. 

This  oflice  has  checked  the  list,  statement  and  inventory  of  all  of  the 
properties  and  the  descriptions  of  the  same  as  set  forth  in  the  deed  of 
conveyance  prepared  by  the  City  Attorney,  and  tlie  same  are  correct. 
The  City  Attorney  has  caused  examination  of  the  title  of  all  lands, 
properties,  easements  and  rights  of  way  which  the  City  is  to  receive, 
and  his  findings  are  the  subject  of  a  separate  report. 

At  this  time,  while  the  linal  price  cannot  be  definitely  determined, 
it  has  been  estimated  to  be  $40,021,540.25,  more  or  less.  Of  this  sum 
$39,9()2.G0().51  is  absolutely  determinable,  and  under  the  terms  of  a 
collateral  agreement  i)repared  by  the  representatives  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Company  and  the  City  this  amount  is  recommended  as  a  direct 
payment  to  be  made  to  the  company  simultaneously  with  the  convey- 
ance of  the  deed. 

To  provide  for  the  additional  amount  of  the  final  purchase  price, 
which  may  be  more  or  less  than  $BX,!);)3.74  (the  difference  between 
the  initial  determined  payment  and  the  estimated  i)urchase  price),  de- 
pending upon  the  construction  expenditures  and  the  credits  to  the 
amortization  fund  and  other  minor  details,  the  collateral  agreement 
l)rovides  for  the  deposit  of  tlie  sum  of  $75,000  in  escrow  with  the  Wells 
Fargo  Bank  and  Union  Trust  C()m|)any,  from  which  will  be  paid  to 
the  company  the  additional  amount  of  the  purchase  price  as  it  may 
be  finally  determined,  and  the  balance  will  be  returned  to  the  City.

ex-President  in  the  manner  becoming  the  Citv  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.

THE  MAYOR:  Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  Men  and  Women 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Services  of  our  Nation  and  my  Fellow 
Citizens :  This  time  of  this  day  was  set  apart  to  hear  a  message 
from  the  Mayor,  giving  a  review  of  the  facts  in  connection  with 
the  efforts  made  to  build  a  War  Memorial  in  San  Francisco. 
And  I  have  prepared  a  special  message,  addressed  to  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco,  February  15,  1930. 
To    the    Honorable    Board    of    Supervisors,    City    and    County    of    Saa 
Francisco: 

Gentlemen:  I  beg  to  submit  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco,  a  chronological  review  of  facts  relating  to  the  highly 
patriotic  desire  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  erect,  for  the  living 
and  in  loving  memory  of  the  dead  who  served  our  country  in  stress  of 
strife,  a  War  Memorial,  and  for  the  purpose  of  giving  this  message  to 
your  Honorable  Board  a  designation  I  shall  title  it  "History  of  the 
San  Francisco  War  Memorial." 

In  April,  1918,  a  group  of  citizens  interested  in  the  musical  develop- 
ment of  San  Francisco  determined  to  erect  a  Symphony  Hall.  Later 
this  plan  was  expanded  to  include  an  Opera  House  and  Art  Museum. 
Leaders  of  this  group  were  W.  H.  Crocker,  Templeton  Crocker,  John 
Drum,  Milton  Esberg,  Herbert  Fleishhacker,  E.  S.  Heller,  Walter  Mar- 
tin and  John  D.  McKee.    John  Drum  was  made  chairman. 

During    1918    and    1919    these    men    worked    actively    securing    sub- 
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scriptions  to  carry  out   tliis  magnificent  project,  and   frf)m  a  compara- 
tively small  group  of  subscribers  obtained  pledges  totaling  $  1,035. OoO. 

On  i>('ptrmbcr  1.  IHIS*.  an  option  was  taken  on  the  former  St.  Ignatius 
lot  bounded  by  Hayes,  Franklin  and  Grove  streets  and  Van  Ness 
avenue. 

On  Frbniar!/  28,  IHL'O,  the  St.  Ignatius  lot  held  under  option  was  pur- 
chased for  $300,000. 

Karly  in  lf<2o  members  of  the  .American  Legion  suggested  to  John 
Drum  that  his  jjruup  dedicate  their  great  project  as  San  Francisco's 
War  -Memorial.  This  idea  was  enthusiastically  accepted,  and  it  was 
determined  to  hold  a  city-wide  drive  fur  fund^:  to  bring  the  entire  pub- 
lic into  the  project. 

A  War  .Memorial  Committee  of  the  American  Legion  was  appointed 
to  handle  the  Legions  participation  in  the  project.  This  committee 
consisted  of  forty-six  members  and  was  a  pro-rata  representation  of 
the  membership  of  each  San  Francisco  Post.  The  committee  was  as 
follows:

On  Mail  19,  1920,  a  great  mass  meeting  was  hold  in  the  Civic  Audi- 
torium to  open  the  drive.  At  this  meeting  the  fund  of  ?1, 0)35, 000  already 
subscribed  was  first  made  known  to  the  public. 

In  Xovcynhrr,  1920,  the  city-wido  drive  closed  with  a  total  subscrip- 
tion of  about  $2,012,000.  This  sum  was  payable  in  installments  over 
a  period  of  years.  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  were 
designated  as  Trustees  for  the  snibscribers. 

On  Aiif/ust  19,  1921,  a  formal  trust  agreement  was  entered  into  with 
the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  and  the  following  persons 
were  designated  as  Trustees  of  the  War  .Memorial:  Wm.  H.  (^rocker, 
Herbert  F'leislihacker,  John  Drum,  .MillKii  Hsberg.  Charles  Kendrick, 
Frank  Kilsby.  Walter  .Martin.  Templeton  Crocker,  John  D.  McKee,  E.  S. 
Heller. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  trust  agreement  the  attorneys  for  the 
Regents  determined  that  the  pledges  signed  by  the  subscribers  were 
legally  insuflicijent.  and  as  a  condition  of  the  acceptance  of  the  trust 
by  the  Regents  the  Trustees  were  obliged  to  secure  new  signatures  from 
the  subscribers  on  pledge  forms  .^satisfactory  to  the  Regents.  This  was  a 
huge  task  as  there  were  several  thousand  subscribers  and  many  per- 
sons losing  their  first  enthusiasm  took  a<lvantage  of  the  situation  and 
ref\ised  to  .vign  on  the  new  forms.  .About  two  years  was  required  to 
accomplish  this  work. 

The  War  Memorial  Trustees  were  further  specifically  obligated  by  the 
Regents  not  to  enter  into  anv  expenditures  or  contracts  for  the  War 
Memorial  until  at  least  $l.SOO,ono  in  subscriptions  had  been  signed  up 
on  the  new  form  designated  by  them. 
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On  October  11,  1922,  an  Architectural  Advisory  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Trustees.  This  advisory  committee  consisted  of  eight 
leading  San  Francisco  architects,  as  follows:  Bernard  .Maybeck,  chair- 
man: Willis  Polk.  Jolin  Galen  Howard,  Ernest  Coxhead.  G.  Albert 
Lansburg.  Jolin  Reid,  Jr.,  Fred   Meyer,  Arthur  Brown. 

On  yovembei-  3,  1922,  the  Architectural  Advisory  Committee  reported 
unanimously  tliat  the  St.  Ignatius  lot  was  too  small  to  carry  out  the 
War  Memorial  project  as  conceived. 

On  Xovember  3,  1922,  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  appointed  a  com- 
mittee, consisting  of  Messrs.  Drum,  Heller  and  Kendrick,  to  present  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  proiiosition  to  purchase  the  two  blocks  of 
land  immediately  west  of  the  City  Hall  for  War  Memorial  purposes, 
these  two  blocks  being  a  part  of  the  original  Civic  Center  area. 

On  December  5,  1922,  the  committee  from  the  War  Memorial  Trustees 
met  with  City  Attorney  Lull  and  Supervisor  McLaren  to  discuss  plans 
for  condemnation  of  the  two  blocks  immediately  west  of  the  City  Hall. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  had  shortly  before  this  date  filed  an  in- 
junction against  certain  persons  who  had  started  the  erection  of  a 
storage  house  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Van  Xess  and  McAllister. 

On  December  28,  1922,  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  on  request  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  advanced  $S9,U00  to  purchase  the  southwest 
corner  of  Van  Ness  and  McAllister.  This  action  was  made  necessary 
as  the  only  means  of  preventing  the  erection  of  the  warehouse  already 
started  on  this  site.  The  City  and  County  repaid  the  loan  of  $89,000, 
without  interest,  on  June  30.  1924. 

On  January  27,  1923,  the  following  w-as  presented,  read  and  ordered 
spread  in  the  Journal: 

"To  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco, 
California: 

The  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial,  mindful  of  the 
plans  for  the  Civic  Center  to  tiie  west  of  the  City  Hall  and  comprising 
the  area  between  McAllister,  P'ranklin  and  Grove  streets  and  Van  Ness 
avenue,  as  prepared  by  the  Civic  Center  Architectural  Commission,  are 
desirous  of  cooperating  with  the  City  and  County  in  the  achievement 
and  completion  of  these  plans  so  as  to  afford  the  city  the  public  places 
and  grounds  it  desires.  The  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  W'ar 
Memorial  will  erect  the  following  buildings,  viz.:  Opera  House.  .Ameri- 
can Legion  Building,  Art  IMuseum,  and  they  will  be  made  to  harmonize 
with  this  Civic  Center  plan. 

The  public  of  San  Francisco  has  subscribed  to  the  funds  of  which 
we  are  Trustees  and  it  i."?  our  desire  to  comi^lete  the  buildings  as  soon 
as  possible.  To  that  end  we  will  agree  to  use  part  of  the  area  bounded 
by  Van  Ness  avenue,  McAllister,  Grove  and  Franklin  streets,  approxi- 
mately equal  to  the  area  of  the  St.  Ignatius  lot,  for  the  erection  thereon 
of  the  contemplated  group  of  buildings.  To  complete  this  general 
project  cooperation  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and 
the  Trustee."?  is  necessary. 

Therefore,  if  the  City  and  County  will  purcliase.  through  condemna- 
tion proceedings  or  otherwise,  the  remainder  of  the  two  l)locks  above 
referred  to,  the  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  War  .Memorial  will  join 
in  said  purchase,  sharing  the  cost  fifty-fifty  with  the  City  and  County. 
To  expedite  such  purchase  the  Trustees  will  advanc?  necessary  money, 
from  time  to  time,  with  the  understanding  and  agreement  entered 
into  with  the  City  and  County  tiiat  one-half  of  the  total  nurchase  price 
shall  be  refunded  to  the  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial 
in  five  annual  installments,  necessary  resolutions  to  make  this  agree- 
ment legally  effective  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Attorney  and  the 
attorney  for  the  said  Trustees. 

Fpon  acquisition  of  the  aforesaid  property  the  Trustees  will  proceed 
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forthwith  to  evect  thereon  the  group  of  buildings,  which,  upon  com- 
pletion, will  be  held  by  the  University  of  California  under  the  terms 
of  our  trust. 

It  goes  without  saying  that  the  exerior  design  of  the  buildings  to  be 
erected  are  to  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  interest  of  the  Trustees  and  the  City  and  County  in  the  lot 
recently  purchased  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Van  Ness  avenue  and 
McAllister  street  will  naturally  be  taken  into  consideration  in  the 
carrying  out  of  the  plan.

ACCEPTING    OFFER. 

Whereupon,  the  following"  resolution  was  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  adopted  by  the  following  vote: 

Resolution  No.  20725    (New  Series),  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial  Committee,  in  a  com- 
munication dated  January  27,  1923,  has  offered  to  use  a  part  of  the  area 
bounded  by  Van  Ness  avenue,  McAllister,  Grove  and  Franklin  streets 
for  the  construction  of  an  Opera  House,  American  Legion  Building  and 
Art  Museum,  approximately  equal  to  the  St.  Ignatius  lot  now  owned 
by  said  committee,  provided  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco purchase  the  privately  owned  property  in  said  area;    and 

Whereas,  the  said  War  Memorial  Committee  offers  to  pay  one-half 
of  the  purchase  cost  of  said  property,  provided  the  City  pays  the  other 
one-half;   and 

Whereas,  said  offer  is  advantageous  to  the  City;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  said  offer  be  accepted  and  that  the  City  Attorney  con- 
fer with  the  attorneys  for  said  committee  and  report  back  a  proposed 
contract  to  this  Board  embodying  the  offer  of  the  War  Memorial  Com- 
mittee for  the  approval  of  the  Board.

CONDEMNATION    OF   CIVIC   CENTER   LANDS. 

Resolution  No.  20726   (New  Series),  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  public  interest  and  necessity  require  the  acquisition 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  the  following  described 
lands,  and  any  and  all  rights  and  claims  thereto,  for  the  continuation 
and  expansion  of  the  Civic  Center,  to-wit:  All  the  lots,  pieces  or  par- 
cels of  land  included  in  the  following  descriptions,  to-wit: 

1.  Being  all  of  that  lot,  block  or  parcel  of  land  bounded  on  the  north 
by  Fulton  street,  on  the  east  by  Van  Ness  avenue,  on  the  south  by 
Grove  street  and  on  the  west  by  Franklin  street. 

2.  Beginning  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  southerly  line  of 
McAllister  street  with  the  easterly  line  of  Franklin  street,  running 
thence  southerly  and  along  the  easterly  line  of  Franklin  street  275 
feet  to  its  point  of  intersection  with  the  northerly  line  of  Fulton 
street ;  thence  at  a  right  angle  easterly  and  along  said  northerly  line 
of  Fulton  street  384  feet  9  inches  to  its  point  of  intersection  with  the 
westerly  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue;    thence  at  a  right  angle  northerly 
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and  along  said  westerly  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue  155  feet  to  its  point 
of  intersection  with  the  northerly  line  of  Ash  street;  thence  at  a  right 
angle  and  along  the  northerly  line  of  Ash  street  219  feet  6  inches; 
thence  at  a  right  angle  northerly  120  feet  to  the  southerly  line  of  Mc- 
Allister street;  thence  at  a  right  angle  westerly  and  along  said  south- 
erly line  of  McAllister  street  165  feet  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

That  all  the  lands,  rights  and  claims  above  described  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  suitable,  adaptable  and  necessary  for  a  public  use  by 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  City  Attorney  is  hereby  instructed  to  commence  proceedings 
against  the  owner  or  owners  of  said,  lots,  pieces  or  parcels  of  land 
inclosed  within  said  hereinabove  description,  and  any  and  all  rights 
and  claims  thereto  and  interest  therein  for  the  condemnation  thereof 
for  the  use  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  aforesaid,  and 
to  prosecute  such  proceedings  to  a  speedy  termination.

On  March  16th,  1923,  the  City  Attorney  filed  condemnation  proceed- 
ings on  all  the  property  ownerships  contained  in  the  two  blocks  im- 
mediately west  of  the  City  Hall. 

During  1923,  1924  and  1925  the  City,  in  conjunction  with  the  War 
Memorial  Trustees,  purchased,  by  negotiation  and  suit,  the  twenty- 
eight  parcels  of  land  comprising  the  two  blocks  bounded  by  Van  Ness 
avenue,  McAllister,  Grove  and  Franklin  streets. 

On  April  25th,  1924,  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Architectural  Advisory  Committee,  contracted  with  Willis  Polk,  Arthur 
Brown,  Jr.,  and  G.  Albert  Lansburg  to  undertake  the  plans  for  the 
War  Memorial. 

On  October  4th,  1924,  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  sold  St.  Ignatius 
lot  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  $350,000,  which  sum  practically  re- 
imbursed the  War  Memorial  fund  for  all  expenses  in  the  purchase  of 
that  property. 

Late  in  1924  the  Trustees  authorized  Messrs.  Polk,  Brown  and  Lans- 
burg to  establish  drafting  rooms  and  employ  the  necessary  personnel 
to  carry  on  the  architectural  work. 

Early  in  1926,  when  estimates  were  taken  on  the  general  studies  and 
plans  for  the  Memorial  project,  it  was  determined  that  the  funds  sub- 
scribed were  entirely  inadequate  to  construct  a  Memorial  in  keeping 
with  the  dignity  and  grandeur  which  the  people  of  San  Francisco  were 
entitled  to  expect  of  such  an  undertaking.  During  the  following  year 
the  Trustees  considered  several  plans  to  raise  additional  funds,  but  no 
proposed  solution  of  the  problem  seemed  feasible. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1926  Mr  Otts,  chairman  of  the  United  Veterans' 
Council  War  Memorial  Committee,  met  several  times  with  Messrs. 
Kilsby  and  Kendrick,  Trustees,  and  discussed  fully  the  provisions 
being  made  for  veteran  occupancy  in  the  Memorial.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  United  Veterans'  Council  is  the  central  veteran  body,  repre- 
senting all  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  Spanish  War  and  World  War. 
Mr.  Otts  later,  as  well  as  Mr.  Harold  Hotchner,  of  the  American  Legion 
War  Memorial  Committee,  visited  the  drafting  rooms  and  examined  the 
Memorial  plans.  Many  other  veteran  representatives  called  to  examine 
the  plans,  among  whom  were  Mr.  Gerlack,  Mr.  French,  Mr.  Schary  and 
Mr.  Wiedenfeld. 

On  February  18th,  1927,  the  publishers  of  the  five  San  Francisco 
newspapers  were  called  into  conference  with  the  Trustees.  It  was 
their  unanimous  opinion  that  the  plans  for  the  Memorial  as  prepared 
by  the  Trustees  should  not  be  curtailed,  and  that  the  public  be  asked 
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to  vote  a  bond  issue  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  project  in  full.  The 
publishers  also  agreed  to  give  this  bond  issue  the  full  support  of  their 
newspapers. 

On  Fehruary  24th,  1927,  a  meeting  was  held  between  the  Finance 
Committee  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
publishers  and  the  Trustees,  at  which  meeting  the  Supervisors  present 
agreed  to  submit  a  bond  issue  of  $4,000,000  to  the  public. 

In  March,  1927,  members  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  were  ad- 
vised by  City  Attorney  John  O'Toole  that  he  had  eliminated  from  the 
resolution  for  the  $4,000-,000  bond  issue  all  direct  mention  of  an  Art 
Museum  and  Opera  House  in  order  to  make  sure  that  the  bond  issue 
conform  to  the  California  statutes.  However,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors were  fully  aware  that  the  bond  issue  was  to  provide  for  the 
then  accepted  Memorial  plan  of  two  buildings — one  a  Music  Audi- 
torium, or  so-called  Opera  House,  and  the  other  a  Veterans'  and  Arts 
Building.  This  was  also  stressed  in  all  the  newspapers  during  the 
bond  campaign. 

On  May  2nd,  1927,  an  ordinance,  numbered  7516  (New  Series),  was 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  this  City  and  County,  submit- 
ting to  the  voters  a  proposition  for  a  bond  issue  for  the  War  Me- 
morial, as  follows: 

"Bill  No.  8003,  Ordinance  No.  7516  (New  Series).  Calling  and  pro- 
viding for  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  June,  1927,  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  to  the  said  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  a  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  debt  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  amount  of  four  million  ($4,000,000) 
dollars  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion  of  a  permanent 
improvement,  to-wit:  the  construction,  completion  and  equipment  of 
permanent  buildings  in  or  adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center,  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  used  as  a  Memorial  Hall  for  War 
Veterans  and  for  educational,  recreational,  entertainment  and  other 
municipal  purposes,  and  the  purchase  of  all  equipment  and  furnishings 
necessary  for  said  buildings. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  special  election  is  hereby  called  and  ordered  to  be 
held  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  the  14th 
day  of  June,  1927,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  electors  of 
said  City  and  County  the  folowing  proposition,  to-wit:  To  incur  a 
bonded  debt  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  amount 
of  four  million  ($4,000,00)  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  the  acquisition, 
construction  and  completion  of  a  permanent  improvement,  to-wit:  The 
construction,  completion  and  equipment  of  permanent  buildings  in  or 
adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
to  be  used  as  a  Memorial  Hall  for  War  Veterans  and  for  educational, 
recreational,  entertainment  and  other  municipal  purposes,  and  the 
purchase  of  all  equipment  and  furnishings  necessary  for  said  buildings. 

Section  2.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
completion  of  the  permanent  improvement  described  herein  was  by 
plans  and  estimates  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  procured  through 
the  City  Engineer  and  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  11th 
day  of  April,  1927,  and  was  and  is  fixed  by  Bill  No.  7997,  Ordinance 
No.  7501  (New  Series),  in  the  sum  of  four  million  ($4,000,000)  dollars. 

Section  3.  By  Bill  No.  7997,  Ordinance  No.  7501  (New  Series),  it 
was  declared  that  no  part  of  the  said  sum  of  four  million  ($4,000,000) 
dollars  could  be  paid  out  of  the  annual  revenue  of  the  City  and  County 
in  addition  to  the  other  necessary  expenses  thereof  or  other  funds 
derived  from  taxes  levied  for  that  purpose,  and  will  require  the  in- 
curring of  a  bonded  debt  to  the  amount  of  four  million    ($4,000,000) 
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dollars  for  the  purposes  herein  recited.  The  method  and  manner  of 
payment  of  the  estimated  cost  of  said  described  permanent  improve- 
ment are  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  the  amount  required  therefor  and  the  application  of  the 
proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  acquisi- 
tion, construction  and  completion  of  said  permanent  improvement 
herein  described. 

Section  4.  The  special  election  hereby  called  and  ordered  to  be  held 
shall  be  held  and  conducted,  and  the  votes  thereat  received  and  can- 
vassed, and  the  returns  thereof  made,  and  the  result  thereof  ascer- 
tained, determined  and  declared  as  herein  provided  and  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  providing  for  and  governing  elec- 
tions in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  polls  for  such 
election  shall  be  and  remain  open  during  the  time  required  by  said 
laws. 

Section  5.  The  ballots  to  be  used  at  said  special  election  shall  be 
such  as  may  be  required  by  law  to  be  used  thereat,  and,  in  addition  to 
any  other  matter  to  be  required  by  law  to  be  printed  thereon  shall 
appear  thereon  the  following: 

Memorial  Halls.  To  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  in  the  sum  of 
four  million  ($4,000,000)  dollars  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and 
completion  of  a  permanent  improvement,  consisting  of  public  build- 
ings in  or  adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  to  be  used  as  memorial  halls  for  war  veterans  and  for  edu- 
cational, recreational,  entertainment  and  other  municipal  purposes, 
and  the  purchase  of  all  equipment  and  furnishings  necessary  for  said 
buildings. 

To  vote  for  the  proposition,  and  thereby  authorize  the  incurring  of 
a  bonded  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  and  for  the  purpose  stated 
herein,  stamp  a  cross  (X)  in  the  blank  space  to  the  right  of  the  word 
'YES.'  To  vote  against  the  proposition,  and  thereby  refuse  to  au- 
thorize the  incurring  of  a  bonded  indebtedness  to  the  amount  of  and 
for  the  purpose  stated  herein,  stamp  a  cross  (X)  in  the  blank  space 
to  the  right  of  the  word  'NO.'

Bonds  issued  for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion  of  the 
permanent  improvement  herein  described  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  iV2  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually. 

Section  6.  Where  voting  machines  are  used  at  said  special  election, 
and  said  voting  machines  shall  be  so  arranged  that  any  qualified 
elector  may  vote  for  the  proposition  by  pulling  down  a  lever  over  the 
word  'YES'  under  or  near  a  statement  of  the  proposed  proposition 
apiiearing  on  cardboard,  paper  or  other  material  placed  on  the  front 
of  the  machine,  and  said  act  shall  constitute  a  vote  for  the  proposi- 
tion, and  by  pulling  down  a  lever  over  the  word  'NO'  under  or  near  a 
statement  of  the  proposed  proposition  appearing  on  cardboard,  paper 
or  other  material  placed  on  the  front  of  the  machine,  shall  constitute 
a  vote  against  the  proposition.  Said  voting  machines  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  same  are  to  be  used  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  96  of  the  Statutes  of  1923. 

Each  cross  (X)  stamped  in  the  square  to  the  right  of  the  word 
'YES'  appearing  on  the  printed  ballot,  where  printed  ballots  are  used, 
shall  constitute  a  vote  in  favor  of  and  to  authorize  the  incurring  of  a 
bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  proposition,  and 
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each  cross  (X)  stamped  in  the  square  to  the  right  of  the  word  'NO' 
shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  not  in  favor  of,  and  a  refusal  to  authorize 
the  incurring  of  a  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in 
the  proposition. 

Section  7.  The  election  precincts  and  the  numbers,  names  and 
boundaries  thereof  for  said  special  election,  and  the  places  of  voting, 
and  the  officers  to  conduct  such  election,  and  all  other  necessary  pro- 
ceedings in  that  behalf  shall  be  respectively  defined,  designated,  se- 
lected, appointed  and  had  by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  said  board  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  procure  and  provide  ail  supplies  that  may  be 
necessary  to  properly  and  lawfully  conduct  such  special  election. 

When  the  polls  are  closed  the  officers  of  election  shall  count  the  bal- 
lots cast  at  such  election  and  canvass  the  votes  cast  respectively  for 
and  against  the  proposition  herein  stated  and  make  return  thereof  in 
time,  form  and  manner  required  for  the  counting,  canvassing  and 
returning  of  votes  cast  at  other  municipal  elections  held  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The  Board  of  Election  Commissioners 
shall,  as  soon  as  the  said  returns  and  ballots  have  been  received  by 
said  board,  canvass  said  returns  and  declare  the  result  thereof  in  the 
manner  provided  by  law  for  canvassing  returns  and  declaring  results 
in  other  elections,  and  shall  also  certify  said  results  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Section  8.  If,  at  such  special  election,  it  shall  appear  that  two-thirds 
of  all  the  votes  cast  thereat  were  in  favor  of  and  authorized  the  in- 
curring of  a  bonded  debt  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  said  proposition, 
then  such  proposition  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  accepted  by  the 
electors  and  bonds  will  be  issued  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  permanent 
improvements  described  therein.  Such  bonds  shall  be  of  the  form 
and  character  known  as  'serials.'  All  of  said  bonds  shall  be  dated  July 
1,  1927,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  iV2  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  and  the  principal  and  interest  thereof  shall  be  payable 
in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States.  Said  bonds  shall  be  called  'Me- 
morial Halls  Bonds.' 

Bonds  issued  for  the  purpose  stated  shall  be  numbered  from  1  to 
4000,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable  two  hundred  thousand 
($200,000)  dollars  thereof  five  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  be- 
ginning with  the  lowest  numbers,  and  two  hundred  thousand  ($200,- 
000)  dollars  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the  same  day  in 
each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  the  purpose  to  read  to  you  everything 
that  has  transpired  in  connection  with  this  War  Memorial, 
giving  you  facts  from  the  very  inception  in  191S.  I  feel  at 
the  present  moment  that  the  balance  of  the  bond  election 
printed  matter,  which  went  before  the  people,  which  is  cus- 
tomary in  all  cases,  from  now  on,  with  your  permission,  and 
yielding  in  no  way  whatsoever  to  reading  verbatim  the  whole 
history  of  the  record,  I  will,  for  your  convenience,  if  you 
accept  it  in  such  manner,  just  leave  to  the  printing  of  the 
record  the  full  ballot  as  it  appeared,  as  I  have  it  here. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  How  many  pages  is  that,  Mr. 
Mayor? 

THE  MAYOR:  These  were  $1,000  bonds  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  State  of  California,  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  known  as  "Memorial  Halls  Bonds,"  $1,000  each, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  41/2  per  cent,  and  payable  at  the 
fiscal  agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the 
City  and  State  of  New  York,  and  all  matters  relating  to  law 
are  included  in  this  bond  issue,  which  was  approved  by  City 
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Attorney  O'Toole,  I  think.  And  it  takes  tlie  four  signatures 
of  the  Mayor,  the  Treasurer,  the  Auditor  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  and  it  gives  the  form  of  the  coupon  and  the  form  of  the 
registration.  It  sets  forth  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  tax 
provision  and  says:  "This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately," and  it  was  finally  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
San  Francisco,  May  2,  1927. 

Section  9.  Said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  in  substantially  the  fol- 
lowing form:

THE  MAYOR   (reading):    The  argument  accompanying  the 
ordinance  last  quoted  is  as  follows: 

"THE  WAR  MEMORIAL. 

The  laud  for  the  War  Memorial  is  bought,  and  $1,200,000  cash  is 
waiting  in  the  bank.  Thus  the  people  of  this  city,  by  issuing  .$4,000,000 
in  bonds,  will  gain  a  beautiful  public  project  costing  almost  $7,000,000. 
The  rest  is  already  donated  privately  or  given  by  the  city. 

This  group  of  buildings,  occupying  two  entire  blocks  on  one  side  of 
Van  Ness  avenue,  with  the  City  Hall  opposite,  will  greatly  beautify 
our  city.  The  location  is  ideal.  The  purpose — to  commemorate  our 
heroes  of  the  World  War — is  idealistic  and  patriotic. 

The  utilitarian  value  of  these  buildings  alone  merits  their  con- 
struction. One  of  them  will  be  the  Veterans'  Building,  housing  all  the 
veterans'  organizations  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  to  give  these  splendid 
organizations  a  permanent  headquarters  in  the  name  of  the  public 
which  honors  their  deeds  that  the  War  Memorial  fund  orginally  was 
launched. 

The  other  building  will  contain  San  Francisco's  long-needed  Sym- 
phony Hall  and  Opera  Auditorium.  Originally  this  was  planned  for  a 
less  advantageous  location  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Civic  Center.  We 
have  one  of  the  finest  Symphony  Orchestras  in  the  United  States,  and 
it  should  have  a  fitting  place  in  which  to  perform.  The  San  Francisco 
Opera  Chorus,  with  the  Municipal  Chorus,  foreshadows  the  day  when 
the  musical  productions  here  will  take  rank  with  those  produced  in 
Chicago  and  New  York;  and  a  home  for  all  the  future  will  here  be 
provided,  second  to  none  in  beauty.  Art  gallery  and  museum  features 
also  are  included  in  the  plans.  The  War  Memorial  deserves  unanimous 
support.    Vote  'YES.'

June  6,  1927,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

"Resolution  No.  27631  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  event  of  the  approval  by  the  people  of  the 
War  Memorial  bonds,  to  be  voted  upon  on  June  14,  1927,  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  pledges'  itself  to  the  policy  of  not  appropriating  the  money 
to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  for  the  construction  of  the 
War  Memorial  Building  until  the  official  plans  for  such  building  shall 
have  received  the  formal  approval  of  a  majority  of  duly  constituted 
representatives  of  all  the  war  veteran  organizations  now  existing  in 
San  Francisco.

On  June  14,  1927,  the  election  for  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  was 
held  and  the  bonds  carried  by  a  large  majority. 

On  July  14,  1927,  a  vacancy  occurring  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  War  Memorial,  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Mr.  James  B.  McSheehy,  was  unanimously 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Later  Supervisors  Franck  R.  Havenner  and 
Jesse  C.  Colman  were  added  to  the  Board. 

On  July  25,  1927,  at  7:30  p.  m.,  a  meeting  of  various  veteran  repre- 
sentatives was  held  in  the  drafting  rooms  of  the  War  Memorial  archi- 
tects and  the  plans  were  considered  in  detail.  The  suggestions  for 
additions  or  alterations  made  by  the  veterans  were  carefully  noted  and 
wherever  practicable  were  afterwards  incorporated  in  the  plans. 

Septemher  1,  1927,  at  the  request  of  the  veterans  the  auditorium  on 
the  first  fioor  of  the  Veterans'  Building  was  radically  changed  to  per- 
mit the  addition  of  a.  club  room  on  the  third  floor  for  dancing  and 
smokers. 

March  16,  1928,  at  the  request  of  veteran  representatives,  the  audi- 
torium on  the  first  floor  was  replaced  by  a  club  room  similar  to  the 
one  on  the  third  floor. 

March  19,  1928,  the  official  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  American 
Legion  finally   approved  the  plans  for  the  Veterans'   Building  and   it 
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was  hoped  by  the  Trustees  that  work  could  now  be  started  on  the 
Memorial.  These  plans  bear  the  signatures  of  the  following  committee 
members:

After  the  signing  of  the  plans  by  the  Legion  representatives  the 
Trustees  immediately  prepared  specifications  for  excavation  for  foun- 
dations. 

June  7th,  1928,  the  Trustees  decided  to  cut  down  the  width  of  both 
Memorial  buildings  by  ten  feet.  This  was  made  necessary  by  acoustic 
requirements.  This  change  reduced  the  net  space  allocated  to  the  vet- 
erans from  105,760  square  feet  to  102,647  square  feet,  a  difference  of 
3113  square  feet.  However,  upon  rechecking  the  plans,  the  architects, 
by  changing  widths  of  corridors,  were  able  to  give  the  veterans  an  area 
even  larger  than  that  provided  in  the  plans  approved  by  the  veterans. 
The  amount  of  space  provided  for  veterans  does  not  include  provisions 
made  for  corridors,  toilets,  exits,  retiring  rooms,  etc. 

June  7th,  1928,  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  American 
Legion  voted  to  disapprove  the  Memorial  plans  as  above  modified, 
giving  as  the  reason,  so  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  H.  W.  Glensor  at  a 
meeting  held  in  my  office  on  November  loth,  1929,  with  representatives 
of  various  Legion  Posts,  that  when  the  new  plans  were  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  veteran  bodies  they  were  approved  and  later  disap- 
proved because  said  plans  had  been  changed  to  conform  to  another  set 
of  plans  which  had  theretofore  been  disapproved  by  the  veterans  on 
account  of  space  allotted  inside,  and  which  objection  didn't  go  entirely 
to  the  exterior  of  the  building. 

June  22nd,  1928,  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  American 
Legion  voted  to  disapprove  the  Memorial  plans  as  above  modified  for 
the  reason  given. 

June  29th,  1928,  at  the  request  of  City  Attorney  O'Toole,  the  Trustees 
submitted  to  him  a  form  of  Charter  amendment  providing  means  for 
the  consolidation  of  the  funds  held  by  the  Trustees  with  the  funds 
voted  in  the  bond  issue.  This  form  of  Charter  amendment,  as  orig- 
inally submitted  by  the  Trustees,  was  radically  changed  before  being 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  further  changes  were  made 
by  the  Supervisors  themselves  before  its  adoption. 

August  24th,  1928,  in  a  last  effort  to  get  together  with  the  veterans, 
the  Trustees  held  a  meeting  in  the  architect's  drafting  rooms,  at  which 
were  present  the  Legion  representatives  as  well  as  the  chairman  and 
other  members  of  th  United  Veterans'  Council.  However,  this  meeting 
failed  in  securing  harmony.    Those  present  were:

November  6,  1928,  Charter  amendment  No.  32,  providing  for  appoint- 
ment of  War  Memorial  Trustees  by  the  City,  was  adopted  by  the 
people,  notwithstanding  that  it  was  vigorously  opposed  by  a  number 
of  veteran  organizations.  The  Charter  amendment  is  in  the  words  and 
figures  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"WAR  MEMORIAL— CHARTER  AMENDMENT  NO.  32 

Creating  of  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  providing  for 
the  manner  of  their  appointment,  defining  their  powers  and  duties. 

Describing  and  setting  forth  a  proposal  to  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  to  amend 
the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  by  adding  a  new  article  thereto, 
to  be  designated  as  Article  XIV-D,  relating  to  the  War  Memorial  of 
San  Francisco,  and  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  have  the  management,  superintendence,  control  and  operation 
of  said  War  Memorial,  and  prescribing  the  duties  and  powers  of  said 
Board. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  submits  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  City  and  County  at 
the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  sixth  day  of  November,  1928,  a 
proposal   to   amend  the  Charter  as   follows: 

By  adding  a  new  article  thereto,  to  be  designated  as  Article  XIV-D, 
reading  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Thei-e  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 
War  Memorial  to  be  erected  and  maintained  in  the  Civic  Center  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  said  Board  shall  l>e 
known  as-  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial. 

Section  2.  The  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial  shall,  under  such 
ordinances  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  from  time  to  time  adopt, 
have  charge  of  the  construction,  administration,  management,  superin- 
tendence and  operation  of  the  War  Memorial  to  be  constructed  in  the 
Civic  Center,  and  of  the  grounds  set  aside  therefor,  and  of  all  of  its 
affairs. 

Section  3.  The  Trustees  of  said  War  Memorial  shall  consist  of 
eleven  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  terms  of  said  eleven  mem- 
bers shall  be  for  six  years  each;  provided,  that  those  first  appointed 
shall  so  classify  themselves  by  lot  that  the  term  of  four  of  said 
Trustees  shall  expire  on  the  2nd  day  of  January,  1931;  four  on  the 
2nd  day  of  January,  1933,  and  three  on  the  2nd  day  of  January,  1935. 
Thereafter  appointments  to  said  Board  shall  be  for  the  full  term  of 
six  years.  Vacancies  on  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  unexpired  term 
becoming  vacant.  In  making  appointments  to  said  Board,  the  Mayor 
shall  give  due  consideration  to  veterans  of  all  wars  engaged  in  by 
the  United  States,  and  to  such  other  classes  of  persons  who  may  have 
a  special  interest  in  the  purpose  for  which  said  War  Memorial  is  to 
be  constructed  and  maintained.  All  persons  appointed  to  said  Board 
shall  be  residents  of  the  City  and  County.  The  members  of  said  Board 
shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  4.     The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power: 

(a)  To  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  gifts,  devises 
and  bequests  for  any  purpose  connected  with  said  War  Memorial  or 
incident  thereto. 

(b)  To  administer,  execute  and  perform  the  terms  and  conditions 
and  trusts  of  any  gift,  devise  or  bequest  which  may  be  accepted  by 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  for  the  benefit  of  said  War 
Memorial,  or  incident  thereto,  and  to  act  as  trustee  under  any  such 
trust  when  so  authorized  to  do  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors. 

(c)  To  appoint  a  secretary  to  said  Board  and  a  managing  director 
of  said  War  Memorial,  and  such  other  employees  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  its  affairs  and  property,  and  to  define  their  powers 
and  prescribe  their  duties.  The  salaries  of  all  of  said  officers  and 
employees  of  said  Board  shall  be  fixed  and  standardized  as  provided 
by  Section  14  of  Chapter  II  of  Article  II  of  the  Charter. 

(d)  To  make  rules  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Charter  and  the  ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  the  government  of  all  its  officers  and  employees,  and  for  the  ad- 
ministration, government  and  protection  of  said  War  Memorial  and 
its  affairs,  and  the  property  belonging-  thereto  or  under  the  control 
of  said  Board,  and  to  enforce  the  same. 

Section  5.  All  employees  of  said  Board,  with  the  exception  of  the 
secretary  and  managing  director,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
and  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  Article  XIII  of  the  Charter,  and  shall 
be    appointed    in    conformity    with    the   provisions    of    said    article. 

Section  6.  The  s-aid  Board  shall  appoint  one  of  its  members  president 
thereof,  who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board, 
Said  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  president  or  any  three  members  thereof  shall  request.  A 
majority  of  said  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  All  moneys  received  by  said  Board  from  every  source 
^^'hatsoever  shall  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  same  be  deposited 
in  the  treasury  of  the  City  and  County  in  a  special  fund  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
annually  appropriate  to  said  Board  an  amount  sufl[icient  to  defray 
the  cost  of  maintaining,  operating  and  caring  for  said  War  Memorial, 
which  said  amount  so  appropriated  shall  not  be  within  the  limitation 
set  forth  in  Sections  11  and  13  of  Chapter  I  of  Article  III  of  the  Charter, 
and  said  Board  shall  have  control  of  the  expenditure  of  said  appro- 
priation,  subject   to   the  limitations   herein   contained. 

Section  8.  The  title  of  all  property  now  owned  or  hereafter  acquired 
for  the  said  War  Memorial,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of 
its  acquisiiton,  shall  vest  in  the  City  and  County,  and  in  the  name 
of  the  City  and  County  may  be  sued  for  or  defended  by  an  action  of 
law  or  otherwise. 

Section  9.  The  powers  herein  expressly  conferred  on  said  Board 
of  Trustees  by  this  article  shall  not  be  construed  as  a  limitation  upon 
the  powers  which  may  be  exercised  by  said  Board,  and  said  Board 
may  exercise  such  other  and  further  powers  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be   conferred   upon   it  by   ordinance   of   the  Board    of    Supervisors.

December  6th,  1928,  at  8  p.  m.  a  large  public  meeting  was  held  at 
the  City  Hall  at  the  request  of  and  in  the  chambers  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  full  hearing  on  all  War 
Memorial  matters.  Mr.  John  S'.  Drum.  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial,  reviewed  the  entire 
history  of  the  project  at  this  meeting,  all  of  which  was  taken  down 
in  shorthand  by  the  oflficial  reporter  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
is   as   follows: 

THE  MAYOR:     I  tell  you  this  is  a  full  report,  because  I  am 
going  to  explode  a  lot  of  charges  and  claims  that  have  been 
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made,  which  are  all  answered  here  in  this  report,  and  I  have 
a  full  report.     Now,  whoever  wants  to  listen  to  the  report  is 

here  to  listen  to  it,  it  not 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Have  there  been 
any  copies  printed,   Mr.   Mayor? 

THE  MAYOR:     Not  yet.  Colonel,  no. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think  in  cour- 
tesy to  you  that  we  should  give  you  a  ten-minute  recess  to 
give  you  time  to  recuperate. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  thank  you  for  that  compliment,  I  think 
it  is  due  the  Mayor.  I  have  given  over  a  year  of  my  time  to 
this  matter,  and  to  this  problem.  I  have  tried  to  come  to  a 
harmonious  settlement  of  it.  I  am  going  to  read  all  of  the 
testimony  that  has  been  taken  down  here  of  all  these  meetings 
so  that  the  new  members  of  the  Board  will  be  familiar  with  it. 
There  are  six  of  them.  There  is  another  exhibit,  Xo.  7,  which 
is  a  financial  statement  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  Trustees 
and  the  expenditure  of  every  dollar  thereof,  and  in  reading 
you  a  history  of  this  entire  matter,  I  am  giving  you  a  back- 
ground of  the  whole  history,  all  the  ordinances  and  the  votes 
and  everything  connected  with  it.  I  am  glad  to  have  ten 
minutes.  I  have  been  working  very  late.  The  reason  it  is  not 
printed  is  that  I  did  not  finish  it  until  3  o'clock  this  morning. 
The  Board  will  take  a  recess  for  ten  minutes. 
(Recess.) 

Upon  reconvening,  the  following  proceedings  were  had: 
SUPERVISOR  HAYDEX:     How  many  more  pages  have  you, 
Mr.  Mayor? 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  have  the  record  of  the  public  meet- 
ing of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  and  I  have  other  records 
of  meetings  which  have  been  held  and  resolutions  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  suggest  that  we  pro- 
ceed. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  going  to  offer  a 
motion,  that  those  proceedings  of  the  meetings  be  considered 
read.  I  understand  there  are  a  number  of  images  of  it.  I  think 
if  we  get  down  to  the  financial  picture  of  the  situation,  why 
that  is  what  interests  especially  the  new  members.  I  offer  a 
motion  that  they  be  considered  read. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:  I  second  the  motion. 
THE  MAYOR:  Now,  I  want  to  tell  you,  I  want  to  be  re- 
lieved of  all  responsibility  of  the  nonperformance  of  the  build- 
ing of  the  War  Memorial.  I  think  it  is  only  fair  to  the  Mayor. 
This  is  not  my  work,  thif?  is  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  work. 
I  have  been  asked  to  prepare  a  full  and  complete  report  of 
all  of  the  proceedings  in  connection  with  the  building  of  the 
War  Memorial;  members  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  that 
conceived  this  idea  in  1918,  their  activities,  the  activities  of 
the  Board,  the  votes  of  the  people  down  to  a  mass  meeting 
which  took  place  here  on  December  6,  1928,  have  so  far  been 
reviewed.  Then  you  appointed  three  of  your  own  members, 
the  veterans  appointed  three  of  their  members,  the  War  Memo- 
rial Trustees  appointed  three  of  their  members,  and  you  very 
courteously  paid  a  compliment  to  the  Mayor  by  adding  him  to 
the  committee,  and  that  made  a  committee  of  ten.  From  this 
time  on  the  activities  of  the  committee  of  ten  are  entitled  to 

be  heard  bv  the  Board.     There  should  be  no  responsibility 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  If  you  will  pardon 
an  interruption,  if  you  believe  that  it  should  be  read,  I  have 
no  objection.  All  I  wanted  to  do  was  to  save  your  time  and 
hours. 
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THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  will  tell  you,  Mr.  Power,  the 
responsibility  rests  somewhere. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     Then  I  will  withdraw  the  motion. 

■THE  MAYOR:  If  it  is  impossible  for  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  listen  to  a  report,  the  Mayor  has  named,  according 
to  law,  eleven  worthy  trustees,  the  Mayor  is  again  prepared 
tO;]ay  to  name  eleven  worthy  trustees.  If  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors are  unwilling  to  confirm  the  eleven  trustees,  or  any  part 
of  them,  why,  this  matter  will  have  to  go  to  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  because  it  has  come  to  an  impasse  where  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  is  not  free  to  act.  Now,  I  have  no  desire  to 
cause  you  inconvenience 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN  (interrupting):  Mr.  Mayor,  I 
move  you  proceed  with  the  reading  of  the  report,  up  to  six 
o'clock,  at  which  time  we  will  ask  for  an  adjournment. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  move  to  amend  that  to  five, 
I  will  have  to  be  excused  at  five. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:      Second  the  amendment. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:      That  is  a  matter  for  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:      I  would  suggest  we  proceed. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  will  give  a  reason  for  this,  because,  fol- 
lowing the  reading  of  this  report  of  this  meeting  which  took 
place  here,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  ap- 
pointing a  committee,  which  was  known  as  an  ironing-out 
committee,  and  you  should  be  advised  of  what  caused  the 
necessity  of  the  appointment  of  the  ironing-out  committee,  on 
the  motion  made  by  Mr.  Gallagher,  and,  since  they  were  ap- 
pointed in  December,  1928,  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  you  should 
know  what  they  have  been  doing  to  try  and  iron  this  thing 
out.     Now,  that  is  only  fair. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:      I  move  the  Mavor  proceed. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:      Let  us  proceed. 

THE  MAYOR:      What  is  the  motion? 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:     I  move  tlie  Mayor  proceed. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    Until  five  o'clock. 

THE  MAYOR    (reading):

PUBLIC   MEETING   OF  THE  WAR  MEMORIAL  TRUSTEES. 

Thursday,  December  6,  1928,  8  O'clock  p.  m. 

There  were  present  the  following  War  Memorial  Trustees:  John 
S.  Drum,  Chairman,  and  Trustees  Crocker,  Bentley,  McKee,  Martin, 
Colman,  Havenner  and  Kilsby.  There  were  also  present  James  Rolph, 
Jr.,  Mayor,  and  Supervisors  Shannon,  Roncovieri,  Schmidt,  Stanton, 
Marks,  Gallagher  and  Todd,  members  of  the  American  Legion,  the 
United  War  Veterans  and  interested  citizens.  Thereupon  the  follow- 
ing proceedings  were  had : 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Your  Honor,  the  Mayor,  ladies  and 
gentlemen:  This  meeting  has  been  called  by  the  Trustees  of  the  War 
Memorial.  I  occupy  a  dual  position,  that  of  Supervisor  and  also  as 
one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial.  At  this  time  I  deem  it  a 
privilege  and  a  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  the  Chairman  of  the 
evening,  Mr.  John  S.  Drum,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees.      (Applause) 

MR.  DRUM  (Chairman):  Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  McSheehy,  and  friends: 
This  meeting  is  called  for  a  business  purpose  so  we  might  just  as 
well  get  down  to  business  at  once.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  is  to 
find  out  whether  or  not  the  misunderstandings  that  seem  to  have 
occurred  over  the  past  few  months,  regarding  the  progress  work  of 
the  War  Memorial  can   be  taken   care  of  and   brushed  aside  tonight, 
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so  that  this  great  civic  enterprise  can  go  on.  That  is  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting.  We  invited  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, the  representatives  of  the  various  activities  who  were  going 
to  occupy  part  of  the  space  in  these  two  big  buildings,  and  we  felt, 
by  having  the  city  representatives  with  their  powers,  by  having  all 
of  those  who  were  interested  in  seeing  this  work  proceed,  that  we 
could  have  a  fair  and  a  frank  discussion  of  the  entire  work,  what  it 
means,  what  its  purpose  is,  what  is  going  to  be  the  benefit,  not  only 
of  those  who  are  going  to  enjoy  some  part  of  the  occupancy  of  the 
building,  but  what  really  is  the  greater  purpose.  And  that  is  so  that 
the  people  of  this  great  city  can  enjoy,  finally,  this  work  that  has 
been  promised  so  long  and  has  been  delayed  through  so  many  years. 
I  think  it  will  serve  a  useful  purpose  if  I  merely  outline  a  little  bit 
of  the  history  of  the  development  of  the  War  Memorial,  so  that  every- 
body here  knows  how  it  began  and  knows  exactly  what  it  is  that  we 
are  trying  to  accomplish.  It  goes  back  to  1918.  In  1918  the  Musical 
Association  of  San  Francisco,  a  body  that  had  been  organized  in  1909, 
the  body  that  is  responsible  for  the  symphony  music  in  San  Francisco, 
concluded  that  it  was  both  strong  enough,  and  it  had  enough  music- 
loving  people  back  of  its  efforts,  so  that  they  could  build  a  symphony 
hall.  Their  meml>ers  talked  it  over,  they  concluded  it  was  a  proper 
plan,  they  even  went  so  far  as  to  invite  architects  to  make  up  some 
uJans  for  that  theater.  I  think  that  was  in  April  or  May,  1918.  In 
the  fall  of  1918,  and  before  the  Armistice,  it  was  with  the  thought 
that  it  would  strengthen  the  activity  of  the  Musical  Association  if  they 
could  have  conjoined  not  only  a  symphony  hall  but  an  opera  house 
as  well.  San  Francisco  since  the  fire  of  1906  had  not  had  any  opera 
house.  It  had  no  place  where  the  operas  which  had  been  given  in  the 
years  passed  could  then  be  given.  And  the  Musical  Association,  join- 
ing with  those  who  were  interested  in  seeing  that  this  city  had  once 
more  the  opera,  the  amusement  that  formerly  existed  here  for  all  the 
people,  San  Francisco  being  a  music-loving  city,  we  having,  not  only 
a  great  many  of  our  native  population  but  a  very  large  foreign  popu- 
lation that  enjoyed  music,  as  part  of  their  daily  life,  it  was  thought 
that,  by  getting  together  those  who  wished  to  see  an  opera  house 
restored,  and  a  symphony  hall,  that  they  could  obtain  enough  in  the 
way  of  subscriptions  from  those  interested  in  music  to  erect  an  opera 
house  that  would  serve  a  double  purpose.  They  could  give  opera,  they 
could  likewise  have  their  symphony  orchestra.  And  they  joined  forces, 
as  I  say,  towards  the  end  of  1918.  After  the  Armistice,  it  seemed  to 
those  music-lovers  that  that  served  as  a  very  fitting  time  to  go  back 
to  those  conditions  of  peace  following  the  Great  War,  and  give  to  this 
city,  after  the  years  of  war,  something  that  would  upbuild  the  city, 
contribute  to  its  cultural  life,  make  the  city  a  more  interesting  place 
10  live  in,  and  a  better  place  to  live  in.  So  they  discussed  having  not 
only  the  activities  of  music,  but  likewise  to  have  an  art  museum  in 
the  center  of  the  city.  San  Francisco  likewise  had  lost  its  art  museum 
in  the  fire  of  1906.  It  had  been  on  Nob  Hill  in  the  old  Hopkins  building. 
It  had  been  burned  down  at  the  time  of  the  fire  and  there  was  no  art 
museum  in  the  city  at  that  time.  So  they  felt,  those  who  were  inter- 
ested in  music,  felt  that  if  they  could  line  up  those  who  were  interested 
in  art  that  they  could,  by  the  construction  of  one  building,  and  by 
stating  that  that  building  was  a  war  memorial,  that  it  was  a  memorial 
to  peace,  celebrating  the  termination  of  the  war,  that  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  universal  appeal  to  the  city  that,  out  of  the  war,  would  come 
a  better  city,  and  a  city  where  the  conditions  of  peace  were  such  as  to 
make  the  city  a  more  enjoyable  place  to  live.  So  they  called  the  build- 
ings which  they  desired  to  erect  a  "W^ar  Memorial."  They  likewise 
stated  that,  so  as  to  give  it  the  absolute  aspect  of  a  war  memorial,  that 
they  should  have  a  memorial  court.  Other  cities  over  the  country  were 
talking  of  erecting  war  memorial  fountains,  war  memorial  columns, 
other  war  memorial  objects  in  commemoration  of  the  war,  and  it  was 
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believed  that  if,  joined  to  the  pui-pose  for  which  this  building  was 
to  be  erected,  they  could  likewise  have  a  court  that  would  serve  as 
the  ideal  memorial,  such  as  other  communities  discussed,  that  they 
could  properly  regard  it  as  a  war  memorial.  So  they  provided  for  a 
memorial  court.  That  was  in  1918.  They  had  no  building  site,  but 
they  started  in  to  get  subscriptions  and  through  1919  they  got  a 
certain  number  of  people  who  said  that  they  would  subscribe  a  given 
amount  of  money  for  the  purposes  named.  In  the  summer  of  1919  they 
looked  about  for  a  site  and  they  found  this  St.  Ignatius  College  site 
diagonally  opposite  the  City  Hall,  and  twenty-five  men  first  guaran- 
teed that  they  would  sign  an  option  to  buy  that  property.  Finally 
fifty  men  signed  for  $5000  apiece  to  buy  the  property,  in  August  or 
September,  1919.  They  had  no  plans  for  the  building,  they  had  not 
a  subscription  list  whereby  they  could  obtain  the  moneys  to  go  ahead 
with  the  building  but,  nevertheless,  they  concluded  to  buy  the  site 
first  and  then  get  the  subscriptions  afterwards.  So  they  bought  the 
site  and  paid  for  It  in  January  or  February,  1920. 

Afrer  buying  the  property  and  during  the  year  1919.  a  certain  com- 
mittee was  obtaining  subscriptions  for  the  purpose  I  have  outlined. 
In  the  spring  of  1920,  the  amount  of  money  that  they  had  thus  secured, 
for  the  purpose  which  I  have  named,  was  about  $1,400,000  or  $1,- 
500.000.  At  that  time  this  committee  was  waited  upon  by  a  com- 
mittee from  The  American  Legion.  They  stated  that  it  was  splendid 
to  have  a  war  memorial  for  the  peace  purposes  outlined,  it  was  a  fine 
thing  to  have  a  war  memorial  square  or  a  war  memorial  court,  but 
they  wondered  whether  it  would  not  be  a  more  practical  purpose  if, 
instead  of  only  contributing  to  the  welfare  and  the  happiness  of  the 
people  generally,  that  there  were  likewise  some  quarters  provided 
where  The  American  Legion,  which  had  lately  been  formed,  could 
find  adequate  housing.  That  appealed  to  the  committee  and  they 
discussed  with  that  Legion  committee  how  much  space  they  wanted 
and' what  quarters  they  desired  to  occupy.  The  matter  was  discussed 
generally,  and  it  was  finally  concluded  by  the  committee  representing 
the  Legion,  not  the  committee  of  the  trustees  because  they  were 
not  acquainted  with  the  needs  of  the  Legion,  they  discussed  a  matter 
of  40,000  square  feet  in  the  new  building.  That  was  the  suggestion 
of  the  Legion  which  was  approved  by  the  committee.  The  committee 
enlarged  its  personnel,  which  then  had  two  representatives  represent- 
ing opera,  two  representatives  representing  symphony,  two  represent- 
ing the  Legion,  and  they  put  on — I  mean  two  representatives  represent- 
ing the  museum,  and  the  two  representatives  representing  the  Legion. 
And  that  committee  practically  from  that  day  to  this  has  been  the 
War  Memorial  Committee  or  Board  of  Trustees  that  has  prosecuted 
this  work.  After  that  committee  was  enlarged,  there  was  a  public 
drive  in  San  Francisco  to  get  additional  funds.  All  the  various  acti- 
vities of  the  city  combined  to  make  the  drive  a  success.  The  IMayor, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  all  of  the  members  of  the  Legion.  The  drive 
went  forward.  There  were  a  great  many  small  private  subscriptions, 
but  as  far  as  the  total  amount  secured  in  addition  to  the  fourteen 
hundred  thousand  dollars  or  fifteen  hundred  thousand  dollars  that 
was  already  secured  before  the  Legion  had  become  one  of  the  activi- 
tivities  of  the  War  Memorial,  there  was  possibly  four  or  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  additionally  subscribed.  All  of  that  sum  was  sub- 
scribed for  the  specific  purpose  of  the  activities  named,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  small  subscriptions  from  35,000  school  children  and  small 
subscriptions  from  the  city  generally  I  think  to  the  number  of  30.- 
000  subscriptions,  making  65,000  in  all.  The  numbers  in  those  sub- 
scriptions amounted  in  dollars  to  something  under  $50,000.  The 
amount  that  was  subscribed  by  the  activities  which  I  have  named, 
amounted  to  the  rest  of  the  fund  which  finally  came  to  a  sum  around 
S 2.000.000.  After  the  moneys  had  been  subscribed  it  was  thought  at 
that  thne  it  would  take  about  two  and  a  half  million  dollars  to  com- 
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plete  the  buildings  on  the  St.  Ignatius  lot.     The  plans  went  forward 
through   1920,   19421,  and   1922.     At  the   end  of   1922    Supervisor  Ralph 
McLeran   appeared   before   the   Board   of   Trustees   and   he   stated  that 
the   property   at   the   corner   of   Van   Ness   and   McAllister   Street   had 
been    purchased    by    some    company    that    intended    to    erect    a    ware- 
house,  that   it   would   be   an   unsightly    Civic   Center,   that   it   had   al- 
ways been  the  hope  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and   the  City  auth- 
orities that  they  could  add  two  squares  opposite  the  City  Hall  to  the 
Civic  Center  so  as  to  have  a   beautiful   Civic  Center  on   the  west    .s 
well   as  on  the   east.     He   wanted   to   know   whether  or   not   the   War 
Memorial  group  could  exchange  its  St.  Ignatius  Lot,  which  was  diag- 
onally opposite  on  Grove  Street,  to  one  of  the  two  blocks,  if  the  City 
would    purchase    the    second    block,    making    the    two    blocks    directly 
opposite   the   City  Hall   instead   ot  the   St.   Ignatius   block   which   was 
diagonally    opposite.      The    matter   was    taken    up,   not   only   with   the 
Trustees   but   likewise   with    the   City   Authorities.     We   appeared    be- 
fore the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Committee.     They  agreed   that  they 
would  authorize  the  City   to   buy  one  of  the  two  blocks  and  pay  for 
it.     They  said  they  had  no  funds  at  that  time  and  they  asked  us  if  we 
would  buy  out  or  advance  the  sum  necessary  to  buy  from  this  ware- 
house  company,  that   had   already   had   its  excavation  made,   its   steel 
ordered,  the  steel  delivered  on  the  lot,  whether  or  not  we  would  buy 
out   that    company,   pay   what   they   w^ere   in   for   the   lot,   and,    as   far 
as  they  had  gone  on  the  burlding,  and  that  then  out  of  the  next  tax 
levy  they  would   pay  us  back.     They   did,   out  of  that   tax   levy,   and 
the   succeeding   tax  levy   and   the   City   has   bought   and   paid   for   the 
corner   of  McAllister  and   Van   Ness   Avenue  a   lot  somewhere   in  the 
neighborhood  of  80  feet  front  by   180  or  190   feet  in  depth,  and  that 
is  the  only  property  up  to  date.     I  am  stating  this  as  a  statement  of 
fact,  that  its  is  the  only  property  that  the  City  so  far  has  bought  and 
paid  for  on  the  two  blocks  opposite.     After  we  had  changed  from  the 
St.  Ignatius  lot  to  these  two  lots  we  had  to  sell  the  St.  Ignatius,  lot. 
We   succeeded   in   selling  it  to   the   Board   of  Education.     We   had   to 
condemn   sixtj'   or   seventy   separate   pieces   of  property   in   these   two 
blocks  which  took  a  given  length  of  time.     We  had  to  likewise  scrap 
the  architectural  plans,  we  had  for  the  St.  Ignatius  lot  and  start  the 
preparation   of   new   plans   on   the  two   blocks   opposite.     We   likewise 
had  to   make   those  necessary  changes  that   would   give   us   what  was 
a  working  plan  for  the  erection  of  the  two  buildings.     That  took  us 
through   1923,    1924,   1925,   and   the   end   of   1926   we   had   pretty   nearly 
all  of  the  difficulties  straightened  out  except  the  question  of  money. 
We  had  no  more  money  except  the  accumulation  of  interest,  than  we 
had  at  the  end  of  1920,  after  the  drive  of  May  1920.     We  figured  out 
how  much  it  would  cost  for  the  two  buildings  after  we  had  paid  for 
one   block  and   the   City   had   paid  for   the   other   block   and   our  esti- 
mates of  cost  were  so  high  that  it  was  very  evident  that  we  could  do 
only  one  of  three  things:    we  could  either  ask  those  who  had  already 
privately  subscribed  to  this  fund  to  contribute  a  further  sum  of  money, 
we  could  abandon  the  enterprise  entirely,  or  we  could  see  whether  or 
not    private    subscriptions,    having    collected    the    sum    of    $2,000,000 
whether  there  was  justification  to  go  on  with  this  work  as  a  big  civic 
enterprise  and  get  the  balance   of  the  money.     And  we  thought  that 
there  was  no  one  so  familiar  with  public  opinion  and  public  necessity 
in  this  City  as  the  daily  press.     We  therefore,   in  February  of  1927. 
last  year,  invited  the  publishers  of  the  press,  the  owners  of  the  news- 
papers   here   who    have    always    taken    such    an    active   part    and    such 
a  decided  stand  in  the  advancement  of  civic  enterprise,  to  say  what 
they  believed  should  or  should  not  be  done,  and  what,  in  their  judg- 
ment, was  or  was  not   the   public   opinion   of   this   City   and    in   these 
communities  relative  to  the  War  ^Memorial.     We  met  with  these  gent- 
lemen  on   two   or   three   different   occasions.     We   did   not   suggest    to 
them  what  should  be  done.     They  gave  us  the  benefit  of  their  judg- 
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meat,  and  they  stated,  very  definitely,  that  it  was  unthinkable  for 
this  enterprise  to  be  abandoned,  that  it  was  an  enterprise  of  some 
consequence  to  the  welfare  of  this  City,  from  so  many  different  angles, 
that  the  proper  thing  to  do  was  to  proceed.  They  likewise  felt  that 
private  subscription  having  collected  the  &um  of  $2,000,000,  it  was 
nothing  more  than  right  to  ask  the  taxpayers  of  this  City  whether, 
by  bonding  themselves,  they  would  not  contribute  double  the  amount 
of  private  subscriptions  coming  from  probably  three  or  four  or  five 
hundred  people  in  the  community  and  would  not  thereby  furnish  the 
adequate  funds  to  go  on  with  this  enterprise.  After  we  received 
that  opinion  from  the  publishers,  we  met  and  they  met  with  us, 
the  Mayor  and  the  Finance  Committee  and  later  the  Board  of  Supei- 
visors  of  this  City.  We  explained  to  them  what  I  have  just  explained 
to  you.  The  opinion  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
exactly  the  same  as  the  publishers.  It  was  that  the  thing  to  do  was 
to  go  ahead,  the  thing  to  do  was  to  bond  the  community,  that  the 
sum  that  the  community  was  bonding  itself  for  was  relatively  a 
small  one  considering  the  amount  of  the  private  subscriptions,  and 
that  it  was  their  judgment  that  the  community  would  accept  the 
proposition  and  vote  the  bonds.  Their  judgment  was  correct.  In 
June  14th  of  last  year  the  bond  issue  for  $4,000,000  was  not  only 
passed  but  was  passed  by  an  overwhelming  vote.  We  began  im- 
mediately with  the  pursuit  of  the  plans,  getting  ready  to  invite  bids 
to  erect  the  two  buildings.  Up  to  that  time  we  had  never  had  any 
matter  of  dispute  whatsoever  with  any  of  the  activities  that  were 
going  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  these  buildings,  those  activities  apply- 
ing, not  only  to  various  organizations,  but  likewise  practically  apply- 
ing to  the  entire  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  neighborhoods 
about  the  bay  and  those  transient  people  who  visited  San  Francisco 
from  time  to  time.  The  idea  of  regarding  this  enterprise,  in  any  of  its 
pursuits,  as  a  matter  that  refers  only  to  a  given  group  of  the  com- 
munity, that  nobody  can  enjoy  the  benefits  of  this  enterprise  except 
a  relatively  few  who  enjoy  music,  or  a  relatively  few  who  enjoy 
museums,  and  that  the  great  and  overwhelming  numbers  are  those  who 
belong  to  the  various  veteran  organizations,  later  on  I  think  I  will 
show  this  is  not  true  in  point  of  fact.  As  far  as  the  plans  were  con- 
cerned, the  plans  which  we  placed  before  the  publishers,  the  plans 
which  we  placed  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  were  plans  that 
contemplated  two  buildings.  The  first  building  for  opera  house  pur- 
poses was  of  a  given  area.  That  building  was  to  cost  a  given  sum 
of  money.  There  was  no  less  sum  of  money  or  no  less  area  except 
in  regard  to  seating  capacity,  which  was  later  changed  whereby  an 
opera  house  and  symphony  hall  could  be  erected.  In  other  words, 
the  very  purpose  of  the  opera  house  and  symphony  hall  required  a 
building  of  a  given  type,  covering  a  certain  area  and  costing  a  cer- 
tain sum  of  money.  The  plans  which  were  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  in  April  of  last  year  upon  which  the  Supervisors  auth- 
orized the  bond  election  are  substantially  the  same  plans  that  exist 
today,  as  far  as  the  opera  house  is  concerned,  except  that  it  is  cost- 
ing a  little  less  money  than  was  figured  at  that  time,  and  a  consider- 
able additional  less  sum  of  money  by  reason  of  cutting  down  the 
capacity  of  the  house,  we  appearing  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
several  months  ago  to  get  their  consent  to  cut  down  that  capacity. 

As  far  as  the  Legion  building  is  concerned,  the  situation  is  entirely 
different.  When  we  presented  to  the  publishers,  when  we  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  presented  at  that  time  what  we 
thought,  and  what  we  were  led  to  believe  was  the  amount  of  space 
which  the  veteran  organizations  needed  for  their  purpose.  The  cost 
of  the  building,  as  presented  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Supervisors,  confirmed  by  the  publishers,  was  for  a 
building  housing,  not  only  the  Legion,  but  housing  the  art  museum 
as  well.    The  amount  of  square  footage  which  the  art  museum   was 
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to  have,  under  that  building  as  presented,  was  55,000  square  feet.  The 
amount  which  the  Legion  was  to  liave  had  grown  from  the  original 
1920  estimate  of  40,000  feet  to  an  amount  of  65,000  square  feet.  That 
65,000  square  feet,  costing  $1,685,000  was  the  amount  of  space  which 
was  supposed  to  cover  all  of  the  Legion  activities  and  likewise  all 
of  the  veteran  activities.  If  there  had  been  any  question  at  that  time 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  space,  that  there  was  the  need  for  more 
space  costing  more  money,  the  obvious  and  the  intelligent  thing  to 
have  done  was  to  have  gone  to  the  people  of  this  city  and  county 
and  asked  for  a  sum  of  money  that  could  properly  pay  for  the  activi- 
ties which  were  to  be  housed  in  these  two  buildings.  The  question 
even — I  have  forgotten  whether  it  was  before  the  publishers  or  before 
the  Supervisors — was  raised  at  that  time,  was  $4,000,000  an  adequate 
bond  issue?  And  they  were  answered  in  the  affirmative.  The  matter 
was  asked  whether  it  would  not  be  safer  to  have  $5,000,000,  and  it 
was  felt  that  the  amount  of  money  being  asked  for,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  of  money  on  hand,  would  appear  like  an  extravagant 
amount.  Therefore,  the  bond  issue  was  passed  for  the  two  buildings, 
as  I  have  said.  For  the  time  being  we  can  abandon  consideration  both 
of  the  size  of  the  opera  house  and  of  the  cost  of  the  opera  house 
because  it  really  has  no  place  in  the  facts  or  circumstances  that  have 
arisen   since  bond   election  of   1927. 

Before  the  election,  about  a  week  before  the  election — I  may  have 
my  facts  a  little  wrong,  it  is  hearsay — but  I   understood  certain  vet- 
eran  organizations   appeared   before  the    Supervisors   and   stated   that 
they  were  not  satisfied  with  the  promises-  theretofore  made  as  to  the 
occupancy  of  this  building,  that  unless  there  was  something  of  a  more 
detailed  character  they  would  feel,  in  their  interest,  that  they  would 
have  to  oppose  the  bonds.    How  the  matter  came  up   I   do  not  know, 
but  it  finally  reached  the  Supervisors,  and  on  June  7,  eight  days  before 
the   election   of  June   14,   the   Supervisors   passed    a   resolution    to    the 
effect  that  none  of  the  $4,000,000   should  be   spent  in  these   buildings 
unless  the  veteran  organizations  were  entirely  satisfied  as  to  the  plans 
for  their  housing,  prior  to  the  expenditure  of  the  moneys.    After  that 
resolution,  after  the  bonds  were  passed,  it  was  then,  for  the  first  time, 
that  we  knew  the  number  of  organizations  which  felt  that  they  quali- 
fied  under  the   resolution   of   the  Board   of   Supervisors.    We   delayed 
our  plans  until  we  could  get  all  the  facts.    I  might  say  that,  although 
original  private  subscription  activity  contemplated  simply  housing  of 
the  Legion,  between  the  time  of  that  original  conception  and  the  time 
when  the  trust  deed  was  made  with  the  University  of  California,  the 
trust  deed   was   made  broad   enough   to   include,   not   only   the   Legion 
Posts,   but   likewise  other   veteran    Posts.     But   the    position   taken   by 
our   Trustees   was  that   we  were   not   acquainted   with    the   number   of 
these  Posts,  that   the  Legion   was   more  acquainted   with   the  veteran 
organization,   that   the   Legion   was   the  primary  activity   that   was   to 
occupy  these  quarters,  and  that  the  other  veteran  organizations  should 
adjust  with  the  Legion  the  question  of  the  occupancy  and  the  use  of 
the  space.    That  was  a  position  that  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  other 
veteran  organizations.    It  was  probably  the  reason  why  they  appeared 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    However,  we  recognized  the  resolu- 
tion  of   the   Board   of   Supervisors,   we   recognized    the   wishes   of   the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  wishes  gf  the  public,  as  far  as  veteran 
activities  were  concerned,  and  we  sought  to  increase  this  space,  orig- 
inally starting  with  40,000  square  feet,  the  bond  election   based  upon 
an  occupancy  of  65,000  square  feet,  and  we  recast  the  plans  and   in- 
creased the  amount  of  the  Legion's  space  from   65,000   square  feet  to 
80,000    square   feet,   cut   down   the  museum   space    from    55,000   square 
feet  to  42,000   square  feet.    The  plans  were   finally   submitted  to   the 
Legion  representatives,  they  meanwhile  having  organized  their  Posts 
to   they   had   a   central    clearing   committee   authorized   to   act    in   all 
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matters  pertaining  to  war  memorial.    The  suggested  space,  the  space 
planned,   was   not   satisfactory   to   the   Legion   committee   and   they   so 
notified  us  in  February  of  this  year.    Following  that  notification,  our 
representatives,  or  the  representatives  of  the  Legion  on  our  committee, 
and   those  representatives   likewise   being  on   this   clearing  committee 
of  the  Legion,   had  many   meetings  with   the   Legion   committee,   like- 
wise visited  the  drafting  rooms  of  the  Trustees,  analyzed  the  space, 
analyzed    their   needs,   and    stated    that,    instead    of   the    80,000    square 
feet,'  they    needed    an    amount    of    square    footage    which    afterwards 
totalled   105,000   square  feet.    When   that  space  was   made  up   on  five 
drawings  which  I  have  here  in  this  room,  this  Legion  committee  went 
over  this  space,  analyzed  it,  checked  it,  and   finally,   by  a  vote  of  all 
of  the  committee,  I  think  seventeen  members  of  the  Legion  committee, 
all  of  them  unanimously  approved  the  plans,  so  endorsed  on  the  plans, 
with  the  exception  of  two  of  their  members  who  did  not  vote.    They 
accompanied   the  approval   of  the  plans,   however,   by  a  letter   to  the 
effect   that,   while  they  approved   the   plans,   they   made   two   reserva- 
tions:   One  was  that  they  wanted  to  know  how  that  space  was  to  be 
specifically    divided,    and    they    wanted    to    feel    that    their    subsequent 
approval    was    necessary    on    the    specific    division    of    the    space.     The 
second  was  that  they  wanted  certain  structui-al  columns  omitted.   With 
those  two  exceptions  they  made  no  conditions,  but  they  did  annex  to 
the  letter  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  it  was   to  be  regi-etted  that 
the  building  of  the  Legion  was  to  be  in  an  unfinished  condition.   With 
that   approval   before   us   we   went   forward    with   the    final   drawings. 
After  we  were  in  the  midst  of  those  drawings,  some  acoustical  experts 
for  the  opera  house  took  the  position  that  the  number  of  seats  in  the 
opera  house,  the  size  of  the  opera  house,  was  too  large  for  good  hear- 
ing, and  they  recommended  cutting  it  down.    We  appeared  before  the 
Supervisors  and  got  their  permission.    We  explained  at  that  time  what 
the  cutting  down  meant.    It  meant   taking  ten   feet  off  the  length   of 
the  opera   house   building,    reducing   thf    opera    house    building   by    I 
think    three   or   four   or    five    hundred    feet,    reducing   the   cost    of   the 
opera  house  and,  of  course,  as  both  of  the  buildings  must  match  in 
the  frontage  on   Van   Ness  Avenue,   it   meant   likewise  cutting   down 
the   Legion    buijding  by    10    feet.     That    made    both    buildings    10    feet 
less  in  frontage  than  they  were  before.    It  resulted  in  a  saving  on  the 
opera   house   building  of   about   $120,000   and   the   Legion   building  o* 
about   $.57,000.    After  that  cutting  down   took   place,   we  got   a   letter 
from  the  Legion  committee  to  the  effect  that  they  were  not  satisfied 
with    the    space,    and,    finally,    they    passed    a    resolution    repudiating 
entirely  their  approval  of  the  previous  March,  that  is,  March  of  this 
year.    As  a  result  of  their  position,  we  met  with  the  Legion  committee 
last  August.    We  sat  for  an  entire  afternoon  threshing  out  the  entire 
matter.    We  gave  them  most  of  the  facts  that  I  am  giving  you  now. 
We  likewise  explained   to   them   tliat,   while  in   a  technical   sense  we 
did   not   regard    their   approval    of    the   previous    March    as    something 
which,  in  a  sense  legal  or  moral  bound  them,  but  we  did  believe  that 
we  were  justified  in  going  ahead  with  this  work  on  a  basis  where  we 
could  get   this  building  under  construction,   the   cry  having  naturally 
been   made  for  years,  was  even  made  in  the  campaign   documents  of 
the  Legion,   that  there  had  been  an  undue  delay,  and   they  had   been 
kept    out    of   the   occupancy    of    this    building.     We   were   hurrying   in 
every    way    possible    to    complete    those    plans.      In    the    discussion 
that  we  had   with   the   Legion   at  that  time   these   are   the   facts   that 
developed,  as  near  as   I  understood  them  then,  as  I  understand  them 
now,  a.s  I  understand  has  been  the  sole  complaint  of  the  Legion  and 
the  veterans,  both  at  that  meeting  of  last  August,  in  their  statements 
during  the   campaign,    in   the  statements    before  the   Board   of   Super- 
visors and   their  present   position.     It   was   this:     That   they   regarded 
the  private  subscription  of  money  as  being  something  which  the  pri- 
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vate  subscribers  had  the  right  to  subscribe.    As  far  as  the  bond  issue 
was  concerned,  that  the  primary  purpose  of  that  bond   issue  was  to 
furnish,  through  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  housing 
to  their  satisfaction,  and  a  building  and  an  amount  of  space  to  their 
satisfaction,   otherwise   this   enterprise  should   not  go  forward.    They 
took  the  position  that  it  was  an  unfinished  building  because,  on  the 
McAllister  Street  side  for  a  length  of  200  feet  and  a  width  of  50  feet 
there  was  one  jog   in  the  building  which   did   not  give   the  building 
a   completed    four    sides,    with    the    four    sides    finished    in    the   outer 
covering,  whether  terra  cotta  or  granite.    They  took  the  position  that 
the   City   Library   is  an   unfinished   building.    They   took  the  position 
that  they  were  entitled  to  a  building  that  was  finished  just  as  much 
as  the  opera  building  was  finished  and  that,  as  far  as  they  were  con- 
cerned, they  would  protest  against  the  building  going  forward  unless 
that  space  was  filled  up,  and  it  was  a  building  having  four  sides  with 
completed  building  materials  on  the  four  sides.    We  explained  to  them 
That  by   reason   of   the   additional    space   which   we   gave   them   under 
the    resolution,    or    which    had    been    provided    for    them    under    the 
resolution   of   the    Board    cf   Supervisors,    increasing   the    size   of   the 
building  from  65,000  square  feet  to  105,000  and  at  the  present  time  we 
have  added  3,000  square  feet  more,   108,000  square  feet,  the  cost  esti- 
mated in  April  to  the  publishers  of  the  papers,  and  to  the  Supervisors, 
which  would  have  provided  sufiicient  funds  to  put  up  these  two  build- 
ings, for  the  square  footage  that  was  then  estimated  had  been  changed 
by  adding  nearly  40,000  square  feet,  over  40,000   square  feet  to  their 
needs,  with  the  result  that,  instead  of  having  sufficient  moneys  remain- 
ing from  the  private  subscription  fund,  after  buying  the  property,  and 
from  the  $4,000,000  of  bonds,  that  the  entire  cost  of  the  construction 
cf  these  two  buildings  would  be  short  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood 
of   three   or    four   hundred   thousand    dollars.     We   believed,    however, 
with  proper  economy,  and  likewise  with  the  bids-  coming  in  for  final 
approval,  that  we  could  make  up  the  three  or  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars.    They  mention:    "You  saved  $120,000  on  the  opera  house;    you 
saved  $57,000  on   the  width   of  our  building;    there   is   $177,000;    why 
don't  you  put  that  in  this  building  of  the  Legion?"    We  explained  that 
the  amount  that  we  were  then  short  was  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $350.^^0   or   $400,000,   that    $177,000   was   only, one   portion   of 
that,  and  that  the  estimate  of  the  amount  of  the  additional  50  by  200 
and  some  odd  feet  to  add  that  final  piece  on  the  McAllister  street  side 
would  cost,  under  the  estimates  of  the  contractors,  $540,000,  and  that 
:herefore,  instead  of  having  adequate  funds,  as  the  enterprise  was  al- 
ready short  by  reason  of  the  additional  square  feet,  we  would  have  an 
additional   shortage,   not  only   of  the   difference   between   $400,000   less 
U77,000,    but   plus    $540,000    on    top   of   that.     In    that    discussion   they 
brought  out — some  of  the  members  of  this'  committee  stated,  very  defi- 
nitely, "It  is  not  because  we  need   additional   square   footage   for   our 
purposes.    We  feel,   with   the  square  footage   that  now   exists   for  our 
occupancy,  that  we  could  take  care  of  all  of  our  activities.    We  do  not 
want  to  use  the  space  if  the  space  was  there,  because  we  have  gel  ade- 
quate space,  but  we  do  not  want  to  go  into  a  building  that  is  not  com- 
pleted, and  we  think  we  are  entitled  to  a  completed  building  just  the 
same  as  the  opera  house."     The  matter  was  left  in  that  shape.     The 
Legion,  I  understand,  had  a  meeting  subsequent  to  our  meeting  with 
them.    There  were  one  or  two  resolutions;   one  was  to  disapprove  en- 
tirely, which  was  lost;  the  other  was  to  approve,  which  was  lost;   and 
the  matter,  as  I  understand  it,  has  been  in  status  quo  since  last  Au- 
gust, when  we  had  the  meeting,  as  far  as  we  are  concerned.    We  have 
never  seen  any  of  this  clearing  house  committee  of  the  Legion.    They 
have  never  asked  anything  in  the  way  of  modification  or  change  since 
that  time. 

And   we   now   come   to  the   charter   amendment   No.    32,   which   was 
passed  on  November  6.    Our  attorneys-  and  the  City  Attorney  got  to- 
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gether  to  know  how  legally  the  City  could  spend  this  $4,000,000  and  this 
Board  of  Trustees  could  spend  its  million  or  a  million  and  a  quarter 
dollars,  so  that,  legally,  the  money  could  go  into  the  erection  of  those 
buildings.  Both  the  City  Attorney  and  our  attorneys-  drew  up  the  very 
charter  amendment  which  was  presented  to  the  Supervisors.  It  was 
no  fault  of  ours  that  the  argument  before  the  Supervisors,  with  all 
the  amendments  which  they  were  proposing,  lasted  through  the  eve- 
ning and  lasted  into  the  morning.  There  was  no  star  chamber  pro- 
ceeding; it  was  simply  a  question  of  satisfying  the  Supervisors  that 
they  were  willing  to  stand  behind  an  amendment  the  purpose  of  which 
was  obvious.  It  was  nothing  more  than  to  clothe  somebody,  under  pub- 
lic sanction,  with  the  power  to  go  forward  with  this  long-delayed  im- 
provement, and  see  to  the  erection  of  those  two  buildings.  You  are 
familiar  with  the  progress  of  the  election.  The  newspapers  unani- 
mous'ly  approved  the  amendment,  both  editorially  and  in  their  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  charter  amendments  which  it  passed.  There  was 
absolutely  nothing  to  the  amendment  but  merely  the  incidental  cloth- 
ing authority  in  somebody  to  proceed  with  this  work.  The  veteran  or- 
ganizations opposed  it.  You  are  familiar  with  their  arguments  as  they 
went  over  the  radio  every  night  during  the  campaign.  The  arguments 
are  substantially  the  arguments  which  were  made  at  our  meeting  last 
August.  It  was  not  a  completed  building;  it  was'  the  case  of  devoting 
moneys  which  should  go  to  veteran  purposes  for  other  activities: 
opera  house,  museum  and  the  rest;  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  was 
dominated  by  men  who  had  no  sympathy  with  the  Legion,  that  they 
were  simply  thinking  of  art  museum,  and  they  were  thinking  of  opera, 
and  that  they  were  privately  seeking  to  control,  for  their  purposes, 
the  expenditure  of  this  money,  so  that  they  would  have  their  purposes 
served  and  the  Legion  would  be  left  to  take  what  remained  over. 

Now,  what  are  the  facts?  I  have  reviewed  this  whole  thing  as  far 
as  the  facts  are  concerned.  But  what  is  the  real  status  of  this  great 
big  public  enterprise?  First  of  all,  there  is  no  question  that  this  City 
is  a  city  which,  prior  to  the  fire,  always  had  probably  in  all  parts  of 
rhe  country  a  status,  both  as  to  contentment,  as  to  happiness  and  as 
to  the  enjoyment  of  the  proper  things  of  life,  whether  opera,  or  whether 
c'.rt,  or  anything  else,  ahead  of  any  city  in  the  country.  It  stood  out 
pre-eminent.  The  papers  never  ceased  to  remark  on  what  a  wonderful 
community  it  was,  in  a  music-loving  sense,  in  a  cultural  sense,  that 
there  is  here  a  music-loving  population  that  does  net  apply  to  the 
tens  or  hundreds,  but  applies  literally  to  the  hundreds  of  thousands-. 
""vVhat  has  made  this  community  where  not  only  its  own  people  have 
had  this  enjoyment,  but  where  it  has  been  attractive  to  people  coming 
from  a  distance?  It  has  been  those  things  that  you  find  in  the  larger 
capitals  of  the  world.  It  is  a  nice  thing  to  read  about  what  this  Eng- 
lish editor  said  the  other  day  as  to  what  a  beautiful  place  San  Fran- 
cisco is.  It  is  a  beautiful  place.  But  since  the  fire  we  have  not  had, 
in  the  way  of  those  things  that  San  Francisco  has  stood  for,  a  place 
to  adequately  house  them.  And  the  form  of  entertainment  which  you 
can  get  in  San  Francisco  in  the  way  of  amusement,  where  you  have 
no  opera  house,  where  you  have  no  museum,  is  the  same  character  of 
entertainment,  through  the  development  of  the  growth  of  the  moving 
picture  theater,  that  you  can  get  in  any  town  of  500  in  population  or 
up.  What  is  it  which  brings  people  from  afar  to  San  Francisco?  I 
happen  to  be  in  a  business  that  knows  something  about  transient  move- 
ment. I  have  lived  here  all  of  my  life;  I  know  something  about  the 
growth  and  development  of  this  place.  I  know  at  the  present  time 
there  are  fewer  transient  people  coming  to  San  Francisco  to  stay  here 
lor  the  purposes  of  enjoyment  than  has  ever  existed  in  the  history  of 
the  community.  There  are  not  those  things  despite  the  activity  of 
our  people;  despite  the  love  that  our  peoi)le  have  for  the  finer  things-. 
This  is  a  cosmopolitan  community;  it  is  one  of  the  few  cosmopolitan 
communities  of  the  world.    But  unless  this  community   puts  in  those 
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things,  for  not  only  its  own  people,  but  likewise  for  those  people  com- 
ing here  that  can  put  this  city  back  in  the  ranks  of  a  cosmopolitan 
community  in  the  sense  of  having  a  plant,  you  can  have  all  the  love 
you  want  for  these  things,  but  unless  you  have  a  plant  where  they 
can  be  enjoyed,  you  may  have  cosmopolitan  aspirations,  but  you  have 
not  that  plant;  you  have  net  that  opportunity  to  give  the  thousands 
and  the  tens  of  thousands  and  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  own 
people  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  those  things  that  make  this  the  greatest 
city  on  earth. 

Now,  this-  is  a  public  purpose.  The  moneys  that  were  subscribed 
originally  were  not  for  any  opera  house,  or  not  for  any  museum,  or 
not  for  any  veteran  activities,  but  for  all  those  purposes  combined. 
There  is  no  more  reason  why  there  should  be  any  dominance  on  the 
part  of  one  activity  than  the  other.  It  was  supposed  to  be  a  combi- 
nation where  our  soldiers,  our  veterans,  could  have  something  in  the 
way  of  housing  such  as  does  not  exi&t  in  the  United  States.  But  at 
the  same  time  it  was  never  intended  that  the  housing"  of  those  vet- 
erans should  contract  that  which  had  been  the  purpose  and  the  object, 
irom  the  very  beginning,  and  which  had  been  confirmed,  not  only  by 
Ihe  publishers  of  the  newspapers  of  San  Francisco,  not  only  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  but  likewise  by  the  people  them- 
r,elve&  when  they  passed  that  bond  issue  of  June  14,  1927.  They  did 
not  vote  only  for  housing.  They  voted  for  all  those  activities  with 
which  they  were  familiar  and  for  which  they  had  been  waiting  for 
years.  There  is  no  chance  for  any  argument  that  there  has  been  any 
shift  or  change,  or  any  chance  for  the  injection  of  the  type  of  argu- 
ment that  it  is  a  question  of  the  enjoyment  of  the  few  against  the 
occupancy  of  the  many. 

Now,  let  us  come  to  the  question  of  this  housing.  I  wonder  if  all  of 
V.S  would  realize  what  108,000  square  feet  is?  The  biggest  area  of  a 
block  in  San  Francisco  where  most  of  our  business  houses  are  con- 
si  ructed  is  what  is  called  the  "50-vara  lot,"  that  is,  137  feet  6  inches 
in  each  direction.  Those  blocks  are  supposed  to-  be  the  largest  blocks 
iii  San  Francisco.  The  largest  buildings,  outside  of  one  or  two,  do  not 
occupy  a  greater  area  than  137  feet  6  inches  square.  The  amount  of 
space  that  is  devoted  in  this*  civic  enterprise,  for  the  purpose  of  these 
veteran  organizations,  amount  to  the  area  that  would  go  into  a  build- 
ing covering  an  entire  50-vara  lot,  137  feet  6  inches  square  and  a 
height  of  ten  stories.  And  what  goes  into  that  area?  There  is  every- 
thing that  every  lodge,  that  every  club,  social,  political,  religious  or 
otherwise,  has,  either  in  their  clubhouses  or  has  in  their  lodgerooms. 
There  are  bowling  alleys  and  there  are  handball  courts  and  there  are 
steam  room.S'  and  there  are  dining  rooms  and  there  are  two  halls  seat- 
ing seven  or  eight  hundred  people,  with  full  equipment,  maple  floors 
for  dancing,  full  equipment  for  banqueting.  There  are  sixteen  or  seven- 
teen lodgerooms.  There  are  sixteen  or  seventeen  anterooms.  There  is 
every  activity  that  you  can  think  of  in  those  rooms.  We  have  in  the 
membership  of  our  Masons,  of  our  Knights  of  Columbus,  of  our  Odd 
Fellows,  we  have  buildings  in  this  town  that  are  not  one  fraction  of 
the  size  of  this  building  which  is  devoted  to  these  veteran  purposes. 
We  have  two  clubs;  our  largest  clubs  are  the  Olympic  and  the  Elks. 
Neither  of  those  clubs  contain  anything  in  the  nature  of  area  that  is 
here.  We  have  likewise  a  question  as  to  the  membership  which  is  to 
occupy  this  area.  When  this  first  arrangement  in  1920  for  giving  the 
Legion  and  the  other  veterans'  organizations  was  passed,  the  Legion 
asked  for  40,000  square  feet.  They  stated,  three  different  Legion  bodies 
— we  got  our  facts  from  them — three  different  Legion  bodies  said  that 
their  membership  at  that  time,  the  minimum,  was  14,000  members, 
then  another  figured  15,000  and  another  figured  17,000.  At  a  minimum 
14,000,  at  a  maximum  17,000,  out  of  a  potential  30,000  to  occupy  40,- 
COO  square  feet.  What  is  it  today,  eight  or  nine  years-  later?  I  am  not 
rble  to  verify  my  facts,  but,  as  far  as  I  can  gather — I  have  talked  to 
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i^tfgion   people — I   have   figured   the   number   of   posts,   and   they   have 
yomewhere,  without  their  women's  auxiliaries,  of  3100  to  3300  instead 
of  14,000  to   17,000.    As  far  as  their  meeting  places  are  concerned,   I 
lave  tried  to  analyze  every  place  that  every  veterans'  organization  in 
this  town  meets.    We  had  when  we  began  what  we  thought  was  six- 
teen;  I  think  there  were  then  twelve  or  thirteen  posts  and  some  vet- 
erans'   organizations.     We    have    taken    and    given    adequate    space    to 
every  veteran  organization  that  we  know  of  that  has  made  a  request. 
You  can  see  the  names  of  all  the  veterans'  organizations  in  the  pro- 
test  against   the    charter   amendment.     Those   veterans'    organizations 
today  meet  in  different  halls.    As  I  understand  it,  there  is  no  one  hall 
that  houses'  more  than  20U  or  250  or  300  people,  and  that  is  only  for 
one  or  several  of  the  larger  organizations  of  the  veterans.    These  vet- 
eran  organizations.   I   have   figured   how   often   they  meet.    There   are 
iwenty-eight   of  them   that  only   meet   once   a   week,   there   are  fifteen 
(hat  only  meet  twice  a  week  and  there  are  thirteen  of  them  that  meet 
once  a  week.    These  organizations,  with  the  exception  of  the  Legion, 
have  gone  on  ever  since  the  Civil  War  and  probably  before  that.    I  am 
not  familiar  with  the  membership  of  all  the  organizations.    Mr.  Boyd, 
I   believe,   claims  3000   for  his  Spanish-American   Veterans.    But   these 
organizations  have  gone  on  since  the  wars  of  the  past  and  they  have 
gotten  along  with  their  meetings  once  or  twice  a  month,  meeting  in 
halls-,  or  meeting  at  lunch  time  or  meeting  at  dinners,  with  an  amount 
of  space  that  goes  into  a  relative  fractional  sum  of  this  amount.    I  feel 
that  by  this  analysis,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  a  most 
generous  way  and  proper  way — I  am  not  opposing  the  Legion  in  any 
v^ay  or  the  veteran  organizations,  but  I  am  saying,  as  far  as  the  en- 
joyment of  the  activities  that  are  going  to  be  conducted  in  those  two 
buildings  across  the  street,  I  want  to  know  what  number  of  this-  com- 
munity enjoy  those  quarters.    We  have,  on  the  one  hand.  108,000  square 
feet  given  to  organizations  which,  in  their  total  personnel  numerically, 
may  be  up  to  6000  or  may  be  up  to  7000,  but  they  are  the  activities 
for  those  members  to  enjoy  club  life  and  lodge  life  and  the  rest  in  an 
amount  of  space  that   is   overwhelming.    We   have  on   the   contrary — 
and  likewise  half  of  that  building,  not  the  opera  house  building,  half 
of  that  building  or  about  one-third  of  that  building,  is  given  over  to  an 
art  museum.    We  have  a  beautiful  art  museum  at  the  Spreckels  Mu- 
b-eum.    We  have  one  or  two  other  buildings  in  Golden  Gate  Park  of  a 
magnificent   character.     But    there   is   no    place    in    the   modern    sense 
w^here  people  can  have  the  benefits,  the  school  children  can  have  the 
jenefits,  the  university  students  can  have  the  benefits,  our  people  gen- 
erally can  have  the  benefits,  of  a  central  location  where  they  can  come 
to  see  the  better  art  things  of  life  displayed  and  where  they  can  have 
lectures  and   where  they  can   have  explanations,  and   where  they  can 
enrich  their  lives  as  they  are  entitled  to  in  this  city.    Some  years  ago 
in  the  old  Fine  Arts  Building  on  the  Marina  we  had  two  loaned  col- 
lections- brought  here  from  a  distance.    The  number  of  people  in  this 
community  that  cleared  through  to  see  those  things  and  to  hear  those 
lectures  amounted  to  two  or  three  hundred  thousand  people.    That  is 
the  art  museum. 

Take  your  opera  house,  so  called.  You  cannot  place  on  an  opera 
house  only  the  giving  of  opera:  you  cannot  say  because  at  the  present 
time  we  have  a  building  that  is  used  for  opera  for  two  or  three  weeks, 
that  for  the  other  forty-eight  or  forty-nine  weeks  the  people  of  this 
city,  in  symphony  concerts,  in  spectacles,  in  other  concerts  will  not 
get  the  benefit  of  that.  And  it  cannot  be  said  that  a  building  which 
seats  3,400  people,  and  which  allows  for  600  standing  room,  an  audi-' 
ence  of  4,000  people,  is  a  building  that  is  devoted  to  a  few  people 
down  town  who  are  putting  up  their  money  for  their  own  enjoyment. 
That  building  is  not  only  for  this  community;  it  is  for  all  the  com- 
munities around  this  Bay.  It  is  for  all  the  transients  that  come  to. 
town,  to  make  this  community  what  it  really  is,  one  of  the  outstand- 
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mg  communities  of  the  country,  and  it  is  to  build  up  and  to  enrich 
once  more,  since  the  fire,  the  type  of  metropolitan  life  that  this  city 
has  always  enjoyed.  Now,  what  have  we  as  a  practical  problem?  I 
can  talk  as  much  as  I  please  about  what  I  think  or  what  the  Trustees 
think,  or  even  what  a  good  number  of  the  community  thinks  as  to 
the  type  and  the  character  of  this  civic  enterprise  which  we  want 
to  put  up  over  here.  We  have  had,  I  think,  the  opinion  of  the  people 
of  this  community  twice:  Once  on  a  bond  issue  where,  for  their 
enjoyment  and  for  their  use,  the  people  of  this  community  voted 
themselves  into  $4,000,000  of  bonds,  so  that  all  these  purposes  could 
be  served.  Then,  in  this  last  election,  where,  despite  an  opposition 
of  a  very  potent  character — any  one  reading  that  opposition,  which 
was  put  out  by  the  Legion,  and  if  they  were  not  very  well  informed 
about  what  it  is,  would  naturally  conclude  that  there  was  something 
in  what  the  Legion  was  objecting  to.  But,  despite  that,  the  people 
of  this  community  once  more  put  their  approval — it  is  true,  it  was  a 
vote  of  six  or  seven  hundred,  but  likewise  it  was  an  unusual  opposi- 
tion— put  their  seal  of  approval  on  going  ahead  with  all  of  these 
enterprises.  Now,  as  I  say,  I  can  talk,  or  anybody  representing  the 
trustees  or  representing  this  community  can  talk  about  what  are  rela- 
tive merits  or  demerits.  If  those  soldiers,  if  those  veterans  for  whom 
we  have  the  admiration  and  likewise  for  whom  we  have  the  sense  of 
obligation  for  what  they  did  to  preserve  and  allow  to  be  developed 
these  purposes  of  peace,  if  those  Legion  men  and  those  veterans  are 
dissatisfied,  this  enterprise  should  not  go  forward.  If  an  enterprise 
of  this  character,  an  enterprise  that  is  outstanding  in  the  country — 
there  is  no  civic  center  in  this  country  comparable  to  San  Francisco's 
civic  center,  there  is  no  enterprise  in  the  way  of  a  civic  center,  with 
art  purposes  for  people  generally,  and  with  housing  purposes  for 
Legion  and  veteran  organizations,  that  touches  it.  The  Legion's  larg- 
est housing  is  in  Indianapolis,  the  headquarters.  Here  is  housing  for 
their  State  organization,  here  is  housing  for  every  veteran  organiza- 
tion, here  is  something  in  the  way  of  housing  that  is  unique  in  this 
country.  If,  after  this  housing"  is  provided,  there  is  still  room  for 
the  arguments  that  the  building  is  not  finished,  still  room  for  the 
arguments  that  certain  men  down  town  have  selfish  reasons  in  civic 
enterprise  of  this  character,  I  say,  and  I  say  very  definitely,  this 
enterprise  should  not  go  on.  If  this  big  city  cannot,  in  this  great  big 
civic  improvement,  have  back  of  it  not  only  the  support  but  likewise 
the  enthusiasm,  not  only  of  the  Legion  but  of  the  city  representatives, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor,  I  say,  let  us  pause.  We 
have  not  that  support.  The  Legion,  or  rather  some  members  of  the 
Supervisors,  put  forward  here  last  week  a  resolution  that  there  should 
be  a  majority  of  the  Legion  war  veterans  to  constitute  this  ncAV  body. 
The  arguments  made  at  that  time  repeated  practically  the  arguments 
existing  on  the  part  of  the  Legion  in  opposition  to  this  going  forward. 
In  addition  to  that,  some  of  the  Supervisors  were  concerned  lest,  in 
some  way,  the  Legion  would  be  trapped  and  the  Supervisors  trapped, 
despite  their  resolution,  in  moneys  being  spent  before  the  Supervisors 
and  before  the  veterans  had  approved  fully  the  plans.  The  fear  was 
expressed  that,  in  some  way  or  another,  because,  under  the  stress  of 
time,  because  we  were  summoned  out  here  twice  within  the  last  year 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  asked  why  we  were  not  hastening 
these  plans,  why  weren't  we  going  forward  with  this  building,  because 
we  have  tried  in  every  way  we  know  how  to  advance  this  work,  and 
get  it  completed  and  have  everybody  enjoy  it,  the  fear  was  expressed 
that  we  were  possibly  unduly  hastening  the  letting  of  the  bids  for 
the  foundations,  and  letting  the  bids  for  the  steel  work,  so  that,  in 
that  indirect  way,  the  Legion  and  the  veterans  would  be  bound  by  a 
plan  that  afterward  could  not  be  set  aside.  .  There  is  no  ground  tor 
•any  such  fear.  This  situation  is  one  where  either  this  plan  should 
go  forward  with  the  uanimous  support,  not  only  of  the  veteran  bodies 
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but  of  the  Supervisors,  and  if  it  cannot  go  forward  on  that  basis,  it 
should  not  go  forward  at  all.  There  is  a  question  here  which  has  to 
be  settled  and  settled  right,  and  that  is,  is  this  enterprise  going  for- 
ward for  the  people  of  this  community,  as  the  moneys  were  sul> 
scribed,  as  the  funds  were  voted  for  all  of  these  purposes  for  the 
benefit  of  this  community,  or  is  it  not?  If  for  any  reason  an  agree- 
ment cannot  be  reached  whereby  these  Legion  and  veteran  bodies 
are  satisfied,  then  there  is  only  one  thing  to  do:  Face  the  situation 
that  this  present  Board  of  Trustees  has  under  its  control  the  owner- 
ship of  this  property  across  the  street,  with  the  exception  of  one  lot; 
it  has  under  its  control  money  from  private  subscriptions,  over  a 
million  dollars:  it  has,  in  land  and  money,  over  $2,000,000,  with  which, 
as  trustees,  it  is  specifically  charged  to  see  that  it  carries  out  the  pur- 
pose of  the  trust.  Anybody  sitting  on  this  Board  of  Trustees  would, 
under  the  circumstances,  of  opposition  or  the  circumstances  of  a 
definite  cleavage  here,  as  to  whether  these  funds  should  be  used  as 
originally  intended,  or  whether  they  should  be  turned  over  to  this 
new  Board,  they  would  do  as  a  duty  just  exactly  what  it  is  certain 
that  this  Board  will  do — that  is,  they  will  hold  onto  this  money,  they 
will  hold  onto  this  land,  they  will  either  turn  back  this  money  to  the 
private  subscribers,  and  do  what  they  can  to  liquidate  this  land,  or 
they  will  do  that  which  they  desire  to  do,  and  that  is,  see  that  a 
sensible,  intelligent,  enthusiastic  and  harmonious  adjustment  is  made 
whereby,  as  people  loving  this  city  and  desiring  to  see  the  people 
intelligently  enjoy  this  greatest  improvement,  they  would  find  the 
necessary  ways  and  means  of  going  forward,  in  an  enthusiastic  and 
expeditious  way,  without  carping  criticism  or  suspicions  cast  one  on 
the  other,  with  an  intention  and  a  determination  to  give  to  this  city 
what  is  the  greatest  thing  that  has  ever  been  given  for  the  purposes 
served,  to  any  city  in  the  United  States,  up  to  the  present  time. 

Now,  how  can  that  be  done?  I  have  outlined  to  you  what  the 
positions  of  the  Trustees  are.  If  they  are  not  satisfied  that  they  are 
going  to  be  allowed,  both  by  the  veterans'  organizations,  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  decide  what  conscientiously  they 
believe  to  be  the  duties  of  their  trust. 

But  now  I  turn  to  the  other  side,  and  I  make  a  like  argument  of 
strength  as  to  having  this  matter  settled  where  it  meets  the  approval 
of  the  Legion  and  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  are  entirely  correct  that  they  have  no  right  to 
see  these  moneys  spent  unless  they  likewise  feel  that  the  purposes  of 
the  original  conception,  the  purposes  of  their  resolution  of  June  7, 
are  fully  carried  out.  It  would  be  futile  and  absurd  for  the  Mayor, 
no  matter  what  the  personnel  of  the  committee  is,  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee that  would  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  would  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Legion  and  veteran  bodies.  We  would  be  equally  stultifying  ourselves 
to  have  the  representatives  of  the  people,  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
not  satisfied,  to  have  the  soldiers,  who  have  fought  for  us,  who  have 
the  desire  to  have  these  quarters  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  citizen- 
ship of  their  numbers  and  the  citizenship  generally,  not  satisfied  that 
they  were  getting  everything  that  would  enable  them  to  pursue  their 
activities.  It  would  be  futile,  I  say,  to  attempt  to  go  forward  merely 
by  the  selection  of  a  committee  which  would  not  meet  with  the 
approval  of  the  Supervisors  or  the  Legion,  and  which  would  continue 
once  more  this  status  of  suspicion  and  this  status  of  failing  to  pull 
together  in  this  great  civic  work. 

I  have  a  definite  solution  for  that.  My  solution  is  that  the  Mayor, 
for  the  time  being,  postpone  the  selection  of  any  committee.  Let 
the  committee  which  now  represents  the  private  subscriptions,  let  the 
veteran  bodies,  either  by  whole  committee  or  subcommittee,  or  in  any 
other  way,  sit  down  and  thresh  out  and  determine  what  is  and  what 
is   not   the   intelligent   thing  to   do,   in   the   light   of  the   purposes   for 
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which  these  moneys  were  subscribed.  They  are  all  public  moneyi. 
It  does  not  make  a  particle  of  difference  whether  one  came  from 
a  private  source  and  the  other  came  from  a  public  source — they  are 
all  public  moneys,  because  they  were  subscribed  to  serve  a  public  pur- 
pose. I  say,  let  the  different  parties  in  interest  feel  that  they  are 
discharging  their  duties  as  good  citizens  to  the  people  of  this  com- 
munity generally  by  putting  an  end  to  this  argument  and  this  criti- 
cism, and  see  that  there  is  some  adjusted  and  some  harmonious  and 
some  united  effort  to  go  forward,  and  go  forward  immediately,  in 
this  work.  I  repeat  again,  there  will  not  be  a  contract  let,  there  ,will 
not  be  an  extra  dollar  spent  on  that  lot  or  an  extra  piece  of  work 
done,  when  this  grading  contract  is  finished,  until  this  matter  is  set- 
tled. It  happens  that  this  is  an  opportune  time  to  discuss  this  matter, 
and  settle  it  once  and  for  all,  because  nobody  has  gone  so  far  that 
they  cannot  retrace  their  steps.  This  thing  could  be  retraced  on  either 
side.  Nothing  has  been  done  so  far  that  will  compel  either  the  city 
taxpayers  to  spend  their  money  or  these  private  subscribers  to  spend 
this  money  for  public  purposes,  unless  we  go  forward  with  the  united 
front,  first  of  all  having  the  confidence  of  this  city  administration 
back  of  us.  If  we  have  not  that  confidence,  there  is  no  reason  to  go 
ahead  whatsoever.  And,  secondly,  that  we  have  this  Legion  body 
where  they  feel,  not  in  terms  of  active  or  passive  criticism,  but  in 
terms  of  enthusiastic  support,  that  this  is  going  to  give  them  what 
has  always  been  their  dream  and  what  they  feel  has  been  so  long 
delayed  in  accomplishment.  I  feel,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  you  are  the  prin- 
cipal officer  of  the  city.  You  represent  all  the  people.  I  have  put 
this  matter  entirely  as  a  matter  in  which  the  people  are  concerned 
first  and  foremost.  Our  activities,  it  is  true,  are  of  a  special  kind. 
Each  of  these  activities  has  a  given  amount  of  selfishness  in  it,  but 
all  of  these  activities  are  supposed  to  be  public  activities,  in  the  sense 
that  the  people  of  the  entire  community  get  the  benefit  of  them;  and 
I  would  like,  if  you  are  so  minded,  before  this  discussion  becomes  gen- 
eral, to  have  your  support  in  that  principle  that  we  must — while  I 
have  put  the  alternative  of  what  can  be  done,  I  am  likewise  adding, 
very  definitely,  that  there  is  no  alternative  here,  that  there  is  just 
one  thing  that  can  be  done,  and  that  is  to  go  forward  with  this  work, 
in  the  shortest  possible  time,  and  witli  the  most  unanimous  and  over- 
whelming enthusiasm.  And  I  call  on  you,  first  of  all,  before  the  dis- 
cussion is  general,  for  the  support  on  that  principle.      (Applause.) 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Drum,  gentlemen  representing  the  War  Memo- 
rial Trustees,  my  colleagues  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  veterans  of 
all  wars,  and  my  fellow  citizens:  I  have  never  listened  to  a  more  bril- 
liant presentation  of  a  case  than  has  just  been  presented  to  us  tonight 
by  Mr.  John  S.  Drum,  president  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees.  I 
have  endeavored,  from  the  very  inception  of  the  idea  advanced  of  an 
opera  house,  a  musical  hall  combined  with  a  war  memorial  that  would 
give  unto  San  Francisco  the  most  outstanding  war  memorial  in  all 
the  world.  The  opera  house  question  dates  back  many  years.  Mr. 
William  H.  Crocker,  Mr.  Joseph  D.  Redding,  Mrs.  Phoebe  Hearst,  Mr. 
A..  B.  McCreery  and  many  of  our  public-spirited  citizens  offered  to 
build,  upon  the  block  of  land  owned  by  the  city  here  in  the  Civic 
Center,  an  opera  house.  We  were  all  enthusiastic  about  it;  we  wanted 
the  opera  house  built.  I  was  in  favor  of  that,  but  the  case  was  taken 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State 
decided  that  private  interests  could  not  have  any  interest  on  public 
property.  I  vetoed  the  measure,  and  the  measure  was  supported 
unanimously  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Efforts  have  been  made 
since  that  time  to  erect  here  an  opera  house,  and  nearly  a  million 
and  a  half  dollars  has  been  subscribed  for  that  opera  house.  All  that 
Mr.  Drum  has  reviewed  here  tonight  is  true.  The  St.  Ignatius  lot  was 
purchased.  A  big  building  was  going  up  here,  the  Warehouse  and  Van 
Comijany  of  Oakland;     the  Standard  Oil   were  ordered   off  with  their 
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oil  station,  and  Mr.  McLeran,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  acquired  that  property.  These  gen- 
tlemen have  all  contributed  to  the  tune  of  a  million  and  a  half;  in 
fact,  when  I  had  some  money  I  contributed  $10,000  myself,  so  you 
can  see  I  was  interested.  Now  we  are  confronted  with  my  good  friends 
over  there,  the  American  Legion.  And  they  know  my  support  of  their 
great  order,  and  I  do  not  have  any  other  proof  to  offer  than  that  I 
am  honorary  president  of  the  mighty  363rd  Division  and  the  honorary 
president  of  the  mighty  91st  Division  that  plowed  their  way  through 
the  Argonne  Forest.  And  it  is  too  bad,  my  brothers,  that  there  should 
be  a  difference  of  opinion  in  this  great  project  here.  Here  we  have 
the  finest  building  in  all  the  world,  with  a  gold  medal  from  the  Gov- 
ernment of  France,  and  it  certifies  that  it  is  the  finest  building  in  all 
the  world.  As  I  have  told  you  before,  its  dome  is  forty-seven  feet 
higher  than  the  Capitol  at  Washington.  (Laughter.)  Now,  look  at 
the  delay.  Unemployment,  men  walking  the  streets,  and  $4,000,000, 
outside  of  the  land,  ready  to  go  ahead.  Now,  if  there  are  only  6,000 
veterans,  with  all  the  organizations,  from  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  the  Indian  War  Veterans,  the  Spanish  American  War  Vet- 
erans, the  World  War  Veterans,  and  all  the  veterans  that  there  are, 
and  the  Women's  Auxiliaries,  only  6,000,  and  they  have  increased  the 
space  from  45,000  square  feet  to  a  building  ten  stories  high  on  a 
50-vara  lot,  how  are  you  going  to  occupy  all  that  space  of  ground? 
Now  I  am  for  you  as  far  as  I  can  go,  but  I  do  believe  that  these  men 
who  have  guided  the  way,  who  have  put  their  hands  down  in  their 
pockets  and  have  produced  $1,500,000  toward  this  enterprise,  and, 
because  that  private  money  was  given,  the  people,  out  of  admiration 
for  what  the  American  Legion  did,  and  all  the  war  veterans  did,  joined 
hand  in  hand  with  them,  and  produced  the  other  money  to  complete 
the  project.  I  must  concur  in  what  Mr.  Drum  has  said.  I  think  we 
all  feel  cheap  tonight  to  think  that  an  attack  could  be  made  on  public- 
spirited  men,  seated  here  tonight  at  this  table,  who  have  put  their 
hands  down  in  their  pockets  for  years  to  help  the  advancement  of 
San  Francisco.  Mrs.  Huntington  came  to  me  one  day  and  said:  "Mr. 
Mayor,  will  you  accept  Huntington  Park  for  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco?" I  said:  "Mrs.  Huntington,  yes."  Mr.  Ignatz  Steinhart  came 
to  me  and  said:  "Mayor,  would  you  like  an  aquarium  in  Golden  Gate 
Park?"  I  said:  "Yes,  Mr.  Steinhart."  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Spreckels 
came  to  me  and  said:  "Would  you  like  a  beautiful  Legion  of  Honor 
Building  in  Lincoln  Park?"  and  I  said,  "Yes."  All  of  which  was  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  And  General  M.  H.  deYoung  put 
millions  of  dollars  into  the  M.  H.  deYoung  Memorial  in  Golden  Gate 
Park.  I  am  trying  to  get  things  from  these  men  all  the  time  for  the 
advancement  of  San  Francisco.  I  have  the  money  in  the  will  of  one 
of  our  distinguished  citizens  to  build  that  zoo  that  I  have  advocated 
during  the  last  campaign.  I  am  trying  to  get  these  gentlemen  to  put 
money  in  their  wills  for  the  advancement  of  this  city,  to  build  play- 
grounds, to  build  parks,  to  build  schools,  and  give  unto  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  something  out  of  what  they  have  earned  for  the  good 
of  the  city  that  has  done  so  well  with  them.  But  I  cannot  acconiplish 
those  things  for  the  city  of  San  Francisco  if  they  are  charged  with 
selfish  motives,  if  they  are  charged  with  doing  something  for  them- 
selves. We  cannot  expect  gifts  for  our  city  if  some  one  says:  "He  is 
benefiting  by  it  or  she  is  benefiting  by  it."  Look  at  the  wonderful 
Honora  Sharpe  Park  you  have  down  in  the  southern  part  of  the  City 
in  San  IMateo  County.  Look  at  the  other  gifts  that  are  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  I  Look  at  the  Sutro  Heights  that  were  given  to  Golden  Gate 
Park  by  Mrs  Sutro!  Look  at  the  land  that  they  sold  us  around  Lands 
End,  where  the  railroad  is  running,  the  city's  railroad  is  running.  If 
we  charge  them  at  all  times  with  making  these  gifts  to  San  Francisco 
for  selfish  motives — I  want  to  say  here  tonight  I  am  sorry  for  that. 
You  have  done  these  things  for  this  city,  and  you  are  conscientiously 
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doing  these  things  for  this  city.    Look  at  Mr.  Crocker,  building  a  great 
cathedral  on  top  of  Nob  Hill. 

MR.  CROCKER  (interrupting):  Wait  a  minute.  That  is  not  cor- 
rect, Mr.  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:    Well,  I  stand  corrected. 

MR.  CROCKER:      Thank  you. 

THE  MAYOR:  Was  not  the  old  Crocker  home  given  to  Grace 
Cathedral? 

MR.  CROCKER:     Mr.  William  H.  Crocker  did  not  do  that. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  the  Crocker  family.  Now,  I  really  think, 
members  of  the  Legion,  that  after  that  statement  tonight  of  Mr. 
Drum's,  and  I  think,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  ought 
to  sit  down  with  Mr.  Drum  and  his  committee  and  iron  this  thing  out. 
They  want  to  do  everything  they  can  for  you.  As  I  see  it,  if  I  appoint 
a  majority  committee  of  the  Legion  as  trustees  of  the  War  Memorial, 
who  is  going  to  guarantee  $500,000  to  bring  the  opera  here?  Who  is 
going  to  pay  the  bill?  Because  the  guaranty  has  to  come  from  some- 
body? Who  is  going  to  bring  the  opera  here?  Can  the  Legion  guar- 
antee $500,000?  And  these  are  the  gentlemen  that  guarantee,  with 
others  that  are  not  here,  $500,000  to  bring  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
Company  here.  And  there  is  far  more  involved  in  the  project  than 
there  is  in  any  other  project  that  we  have  undertaken.  And  I  hope 
you  will  accept  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  John  Drum  tonight,  and  sit 
down  with  him,  with  a  special  committee,  and  let  us  let  that  great 
work  go  ahead  to  the  glory  of  San  Francisco.  Mr.  Drum,  I  pledge  you 
tonight  my  best  efforts  and  my  support  for  a  continuance  of  the 
splendid  work  that  you  have  done;  I  commend  you  in  the  name  of 
the  city,  and  I  am  going  to  do  all  I  can  to  encourage  the  American 
Legion  to  join  with  you  and  your  wonderful  Board  of  Trustees,  so 
that  this  ^work  will  go  ahead  and  they  will  get  all  they  want. 
(Applause.) 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  meeting  is  now  an  open  one  for  any  one 
to  address  the  meeting  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  organized. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  sure  we  all 
appreciate  very  much  the  great  work  that  you  have  performed 
in  preparing  this  report.  We  appreciate  also  the  generosity 
with  which  you  are  giving  this  report  to  us,  neither  sparing 
your  voice  nor  your  strength,  and  I  think  that  we  ought  to 
be  a  little  more  considerate  of  your  strength  and  of  your 
energies  than  you  seem  to  be  yourself,  Mr.  Mayor.  You  have 
already  spoken  for  two  hours  this  afternoon,  and  I  do  not 
think  that  we  should  tax  your  energies  any  further.  There- 
fore, at  this  time,  I  am  going  to  make  a  motion  that  we  stand 
adjourned  to  meet  again  at  the  call  of  the  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      Second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  When  do  you  want  to  adjourn  to? 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  leave  that  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  Mayor,  as  far  as  the  fixing  of  the  date. 

THE  MAYOR:     The  motion  is  before  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  It  is  not  subject  to  debate, 
however;   that  is  the  trouble. 

THE  MAYOR:     Well,  now,  gentlemen  of  the  Board 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  (interrupting):  I  am  going  to 
move  to  recess,  if  that  will  make  it  any 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  I  would  like 
to 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  (interrupting):  I  will  change 
the  motion  from  adjourning  to  recessing,  so  that  the  Super- 
visor mav  express  his  views  on  the  subject. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     Is  that  accepted? 

THE  MAYOR:     Yes. 
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SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  like  to  say  a  word 
before  you  speak,  if  your  Honor  will  permit  an  interruption. 

THE  MAYOR:     Certainly. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  appreciate  and  support 
the  statements  made  by  Supervisor  Andriano  and  I  share 
with  him  the  sympathy  for  the  task  the  Mayor  has  under- 
taken for  himself,  which  I  think  he  has  done  willingly  and 
properly.  However,  we  have  reached  a  point  now,  Mr.  Mayor, 
in  the  matter  of  this  War  Memorial  that  looks  like  a  point 
of  decision  and  I  am  anxious  to  get  at  it.  His  Honor  is  the 
best  judge  of  his  own  strength  in  the  matter,  and  we  are  sub- 
ject to  his  desires  as  to  the  length  to  which  he  desires  to  go. 
I  would  like  to  see  this,  if  he  is  so  disposed,  and  desires  to 
read  more,  or  appoint  somebody  to  read  for  him,  that  we  go 
on  to  six  o'clock,  and  I  would  like  to  see  a  time  set,  conven- 
ient, of  course,  if  possible,  to  everybody's  wishes,  for  this 
matter,  so  that  probably  by  the  end  of  the  week  by  the  very 
latest,  if  not  within  the  next  forty-eight  hours,  we  should  have 
reached  some  decision  which  would  have  some  finality,  so  far 
as  the  attitude  of  the  Board  is  concerned  on  the  final  ques- 
tion which  I  presume  you  will  present,  which  will  be  whether 
or  not  the  Board  will  hold  to  its  action  already  taken,  or 
rescind  it  and  approve  your  appointees.  And  I  am  very  anx- 
ious to  get  at  that,  and  if  you  are  willing  to  sacrifice  some 
more  of  your  strength  to  go  on,  I  think  you  should  go  on  to 
six  o'clock.  I  do  not  want  to  talk  as  long  as  I  am  doing,  but 
I  do  say,  if  we  go  to  a  recess,  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Board  to  do  so,  that  the  next  meeting  be  an  early  one,  be  a 
night  one,  or  be  set  early,  so  that,  as  I  say,  a  vote  could  be 
taken,  and  you  will  know  the  position  of  the  Board  in  the 
premises. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  realize,  also,  the 
arduous  task  that  you  are  performing  now.  I,  as  a  new  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  greatly  appreciate  it,  and  I  presume  that  you 
are  doing  it  largely  for  us  who  are  new  members  of  the  Board 
and  not  fully  acquainted  with  the  subject.  However,  I  feel 
that  we  want  to  get  to  the  meat  of  the  situation  and  decide 
the  matter,  and  if  your  Honor  feels  that  you  have  not  the 
strength  at  this  time  to  proceed,  why,  I  suggest  that  the  finan- 
cial statement  be  printed  and  given  to  us  to  digest,  and  at  the 
next  meeting  we  could  immediately  proceed  to  the  meat  of 
the  situation,  have  your  appointees  presented,  or  whatever 
procedure  your  Honor  desires,  and  we  could  then  proceed  to 
the  hearing,  which  would  eliminate  your  arduous  duty  there 
of  reading  the  report  to  us. 

THE  MAYOR:  Thank  you.  Now,  gentlemen,  I  know  you 
realize  that  I  am  only  doing  this  as  a  matter  of  public  duty, 
and  a  desire  to  try  and  bring  harmony  out  of  this  unfortunate 
situation  we  are  in.  And  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are 
equally  responsible  with  myself.  My  appointees  must  be  con- 
firmed by  you  likewise;  we  are  the  appointing  power.  I  want 
to  give  the  new  members  a  thorough  statement  of  facts.  I 
have  said  nothing  except  facts  that  have  transpired  in  this 
whole  matter.  I  want  to  gain  the  friendship  of  the  veterans 
over  there.  They  know  I  am  fair  to  them.  They  have  proven 
it  by  their  honoring  me  on  so  many  occasions.  But  a  great 
responsibility  rests  upon  us.  There  is  nothing  wrong  with 
this  financial  statement,  it  is  the  receipts  and  the  expenditures 
of  moneys.  I  am  afraid  to  let  this  get  loose  where  a  wrong 
impression  might  be  gained,  where  parts  of  this  report  might 
be  used  and  the  whole  report  not  be  before  you,  and  I  think 
the  whole  report  ought  to  be  printed  as  a  whole  and  given  to 
you.     You  will  want  some  time  to  study  it  over,  if  it  is  printed 
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between  now  ajid  the  time  I  call  you  into  session  the  next 
time,  but  I  want  to  try  and  arrive,  if  I  can,  at  the  going 
ahead  of  that  proposition.  And  I  want  to  impress  upon  you 
the  seriousness  of  this  situation.  I  am  telling  you  that  suits 
will  be  filed;  I  am  telling  you  that  litigation  will  be  insti- 
tuted; I  am  telling  you  that  private  funds  already  given  will 
not  be  given;  I  am  telling  you  that  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity— and  there  is  no  power  on  earth  to  compel  them  to 
turn  this  over  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors — I  am  telling  you 
that  the  whole  situation  is  as  serious  as  anything  can  be, 
and  that  mandamus  proceedings  will  be  filed  upon  the  four 
million  dollars'  worth  of  bonds  if  something  is  not  done  pretty 
soon  to  get  this  straightened  out.  And  the  responsibility 
rests  with  you  and  rests  with  me,  and  it  is  serious  and  we 
do  not  want  to  go  into  litigation  here.  And  if  you  will  listen 
to  my  report,  and  if  the  war  veterans  will  listen  to  my  report 
and  go  through  with  it — it  has  only  got  down  to  the  question 
of  two  men,  there  is  nothing  else,  there  is  nothing  to  argue 
about.  There  never  was  a  problem  that  could  not  be  solved. 
And  it  is  a  War  Memorial  that  is  so  far  greater  than  any  War 
Memorial  there  is  in  the  country,  there  is  not  anything  like 
it.  It  was  only  yesterday  that  a  national  committeeman  from 
Kansas  was  in  my  office  to  see  me,  and  I  asked  him  what 
memorial  they  had  in  Kansas  City.  Well,  he  said,  they  had 
a  war  memorial  in  Kansas  City,  a  shaft,  with  an  elevator  to 
take  people  up  to  look  around,  and  there  are  a  few  memorial 
halls  in  it,  and  they  are  four  or  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars shy  on  it.  It  was  all  privately  subscribed,  about  two 
million  dollars,  and  it  needs  four  or  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  to  finish  it,  and  the  subscribers'  organization,  a  vol- 
untary corporation,  elected  trustees  for  life,  and  they  are 
struggling  along  with  it  the  best  way  they  can.  Here  is  Los 
Angeles  with  its  war  memorial,  and  I  was  down  there  the 
other  night — $750,000,  including  furnishings,  fixtures  and 
everything  else,  $738,000  for  the  buildings  and  the  furnish- 
ings and  fixtures  brings  it  up  to  $750,000.  and  the  city  gave 
a  block  of  land  they  owned  to  put  it  up  on,  $250,000  more,  a 
total  of  one  million  dollars.  And  then  there  was  another 
million  dollars  voted  by  the  people  down  there  for  the  Coli- 
seum and  that  is  for  Los  Angeles'  war  memorial.  I  have  not 
tried  to  find  out  what  all  the  war  memorials  are  in  the 
United  States.  The  thing  ought  to  be  put  in  the  hands  of 
the  War  Memorial  Trustees  to  thrash  this  matter  out.  The 
Charter  provides  that  eleven  trustees  shall  handle  this  propo- 
sition, and  why  are  we  struggling  with  it,  except  for  the  good 
of  the  city?  The  opera  house  has  to  be  built.  I  am  only  talk- 
ing facts.  I  have  not  got  into  an  argument  yet  and  I  do  not 
want  to.  I  am  only  doing  my  duty,  as  the  Mayor  of  the  City, 
to  see  that  the  funds  are  properly  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
board  of  trustees,  representing  ail  the  interests  involved  in 
this  proposition,  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Uni- 
versity Regents,  who  have  to  be  satisfied  before  they  will  turn 
over  the  deed  to  that  piece  of  property  over  there,  and  turn 
over  the  cash  on  hand,  seven  hundred  seventy-eight  thousand 
and  some  odd  dollars,  drawing  interest  in  four  different  banks 
of  San  Francisco.  It  has  got  to  be  turned  over.  As  you  will 
read  in  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Board.  I  advised  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  themselves  must  have  a  contact.  And 
all  the  actions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  their  actions  must 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  all  the  money 
that  you  have  to  put  into  the  budget,  to  take  care  of  any 
deficit  over  there,  certainly  the  Board  should  be  represented 
on  the   Trustees.     Now,   there   is  an   objection   to   having  any 
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member  of  the  Board  on  it.  But  how  is  the  Board  going 
to  keep  its  contact  with  the  expenditure  of  the  budget  money 
which  you  must  put  up  every  year,  according  to  the  Charter, 
to  maintain  that  War  Memorial?  Now,  I  am  only  giving 
you  facts,  and  I  am  doing  it  more  sincerely  than  I  have 
done  anything  in  my  life,  and  I  have  never  had  a  harder  task 
to  perform.  And  this  fine  secretary  of  mine.  Judge  Sinith, 
and  myself,  we  have  been  working  indefatigably  for  a  long, 
long  time  on  this  matter,  together  with  the  signing  of  those 
forty-one  million  dollars'  worth  of  bonds  for  the  Spring  Val- 
ley. And  I  am  pretty  near  tired  out  with  night  work  until 
3  o'clock  in  the  morning.  There  is  never  a  night  that  I  do 
not  work.  I  want  to  get  down  to  a  point  where  it  is  in  your 
hands  to  approve  or  disapprove.  You  ought  to  approve,  but 
if  you  disapprove  of  any  member  of  that  committee  of  'Sleven, 
there  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  approve  General  Hun- 
ter Liggett;  there  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  vote  for 
him.  There  is  not  any  reason  why  you  should  not  vote  for 
George  Cameron  and  George  Hearst.  The  press  all  agreed 
to  this  and  put  this  over.  And  you  take  the  position  that 
you  will  vote  for  eleven  or  none.  Now,  what  kind  of  a  posi- 
tion  

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Are  the  names  of 
the  trustees  before  the  Board   at  this  time? 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  but  they  all  will  be  when  I  finish, 
Colonel. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  say,  if  you  want  to  get  action, 
why  not  put  them  in  and  let  us  vote. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  know  enough,  while  I  am  not  a  judge,  I 
know  when  the  judge  is  told,  they  have  heard  enough,  it  is 
about  time  to  put  the  names  before  you.  Let  us  have  them 
right  now. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  As  one  member  of  the  Board,  I 
am  going  to  ask  the  privilege,  when  they  are  submitted,  of 
voting  on  them  individually,  and  I  would  like  to  ask  whether 
or  not  you  have  investigated,  before  making  the  appointment 
of  them,  as  to  what  their  attitude  wa.s  previous  to  the  World 
War,  or  when  we  entered  it.  Have  you  investigated  that  fact, 
of  all  of  them? 

THE  MAYOR:  How  do  you  mean  their  attitude.  Super- 
visor? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Well,  some  of  them  may  not 
have  been  very  much  in  accord — I  do  not  know  it  for  a  fact — 
but  that  question  was  raised  by  a  party  that  I  know,  as  to 
what  the  attitude  of  certain  members  of  the  trustees  was 
towards  the  World  War. 

THE    MAYOR:      Towards   America's   cause   in    the   war? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:      Yes. 

THE  MAYOR:      Of  any  one  of  the  eleven  I   have  named? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Yes,  I  am  just  saying,  have  you 
looked  into  that  phase  of  it? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  will  read  you  the  names  I  submitted.  If 
there  is  any  doubt  about  any  of  them — you  have  the  eleven 
that  I  named  in  my  letter  of  transmission  of  August  26,  1929. 
I  will  not  read  the  whole  letter,  I  will  just  read  the  names: 
I  appoint,  as  the  trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  subject  to 
vour  confirmation.  General  Hunter  Liggett,  United  States 
Army,  retired,  and  a  Veteran  of  All  Wars:  Frank  N.  Bel- 
grano,  former  State  Commander  American  Legion:  James  I. 
Herz,  363d  Infantry  (San  Francisco's  Own),  91st  Division, 
who  stood  bv  when  the  orders  were  given  to  fire:  Major 
Charles  H.  Kendrick,  World  War  Veteran:  Herbert  Fleish- 
hacker,    president    Anglo    and    London    Paris    National    Bank; 
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Kenneth  R.  Kingsbury,  president  Standard  Oil  Company  of 
California;  Robert  I.  Bentley,  president  California  Packing 
Corporation;  George  Cameron,  publisher  San  Francisco 
Chronicle;  George  Hearst,  publisher  San  Francisco  Examiner; 
as  an  outstanding  representative  of  labor  I  appoint,  subject 
to  your  confirmation,  James  W.  Mullen,  publisher  of  the  Labor 
Clarion,  and  as  I  was  unable  to  appoint  Colonel  George  L. 
Fllmer  because  he  could  not  accept,  I  appoint  Supervisor 
Jesse  C.  Colman,  World  War  Veteran.  There  are  the  eleven 
and  the  eleven  all  accepted  and  all  were  willing  to  serve, 
which  I  think  they  are  as  a  whole,  and  the  eleven  were  accept- 
able to  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California.  And,  with 
one  exception,  all  were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Informally. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  What  is  that  statement 
again? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  say,  all  was  discussed  in  my  office,  my 
letter  says  on  two  or  three  occasions,  and  all  approved,  or 
the  names  approved  as  submitted. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  By  whom? 

THE  MAYOR:  By  the  members  of  the  Board  that  came 
into  my  office  when  I  discussed  it.  I  do  not  know  where  our 
boys  that  fought  over  there  could  get  a  better  selection.  I 
do  not  know  how  they  are  going  to  get  the  money.  There 
are  so  many  serious  obstacles  to  this  thing.  I  think  you 
ought  to  accept  the  eleven,  take  your  troubles  to  the  eleven 
and  work  with  them  harmoniously,  get  the  thing  going, 
release  the  Supervisors  of  any  pledges  that  you  may  have 
had  them  make  to  you.  Let  us  forget  and  forgive  and  let  us 
get  this  project  going  ahead.  It  is  hard  for  me  to  turn  any- 
body down  after  appointing  them.  It  is  a  serious  proposition. 
You  represent  the  people  and  you  have  got  a  very  big  respon- 
sibility, and  you  have  to  share  it  with  me,  and  I  have  to  share 
it  with  you.  Now,  I  have  lots  more  here.  I  have  only  just 
begun  because  I  am  trying  to  make  a  full  and  complete  report, 
and  the  more  I  go  on  the  more  convincing  I  will  make  it  to 
you. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think,  of  course, 
the  Board  should  hear  from  the  representatives  of  the  Veteran 
organization,  whose  vital  interest  in  this  whole  problem  has 
been  a  controlling  influence  in  the  actions  of  the  Board  in 
the  past,  and  I  think  the  report  should  be  printed  so  that  we, 
as  well  as  they,  can  have  a  chance  to  study  it  before  we  are 
asked  to  vote,  and  I  want  to  second  the  motion  made  by 
Supervisor  Andriano,  that  we  now  recess,  and  add  to  that,  if  I 
may,  the  motion  that  your  report  be  printed  and  that  your 
Honor  call  us  into  session  at  any  convenient  time. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:  Mr.  Mayor,  could  there  be  any 
objection  on  your  part  if  we  voted  on  those  names  seriatim, 
as  suggested   by  Supervisor  Power? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  believe  the  time  has  come  for  that. 
I  think  that  might  not  look  well  with,  the  public.  I  think  you 
had  better  wait  until  I  nominate  them.  The  Supervisor  was 
asking  whom  I  nominated  before  to  the  Board  and  I  gave  the 
names  because  he  questioned  the  Americanism  of  some  of 
them. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  was  judging  from  your  state- 
ment and  I  thought  the  names  had  been  submitted  while  I 
was  out. 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  I  have  not  submitted  the  names;  that 
was  my  letter  of  August  26,  1929.  The  only  time  that  your 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  myself  took  was 
from  December  until  August  when  they  were  named. 
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SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  if  Supervisor 
Havenner  and  Supervisor  Andriano  will  consent,  I  would  sug- 
gest, and  if  they  consent,  move,  that  the  names,  that  your 
nominations  be  now  presented  to  the  Board,  and  that  then  a 
recess  be  declared,  and  that  in  the  interim  that  a  printed 
report  be  furnished  us  for  study  so  that  the  matter  can  come 
up  for  debate  and  vote  at  the  next  session  to  be  called  by 
your  Honor,  so  that  there  will  be  no  further  delay  in  that 
resp«ct,  and  we  can  all  study  it  and  your  nominations  will 
be  before  the  Board  and  we  can  vote. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  As  the  mover  of  the  motion 
to  recess,  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  accepting  the  suggestion 
of  Supervisor  Havenner,  that  the  report  be  printed  in  the 
interim.  I  believe  that  your  Honor,  having  gone  to  such 
trouble  to  prepare  this  voluminous  report,  is  entitled  to 
present  it  to  the  Board  in  the  manner  that  your  Honor  deems 
best,  and  as  far  as  the  printing  of  the  report  is  concerned,  I 
think  that  it  should  rest  with  you,  consequently  I  do  not 
accept  the  suggested  amendment,  and  insist  upon  a  vote  on 
my  motion  to  recess,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Well,  Mr.  Mayor,  as  I  under- 
stand it,  your  Honor  expressed  a  willingness  yesterday  to  have 
the  report  printed.  I  have  not  advanced  this  suggestion  with 
any  idea  that  it  would  be  repugnant  to  the  Mayor.  I  know 
that  his  statement  yesterday  was  that  he  intended  to  submit 
it  to  the  printer. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  He  said  today  that  he  desired 
to  present  it  to  the  Board  before  printing  it,  and  I  do  not 
feel  justified   in   interfering  with  his  plans  in   that  regard. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  do  not  insist  that  it  be 
printed  before  the  Mayor  finishes  the  presentation,  but  I  do 
request  that  it  be  presented  to  us  before  we  vote. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:      That  is  all  right. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Mayor, 
the  records  of  the  Board  will  show  that  you  submitted  a 
report  to  the  Board  a  week  ago  yesterday;  it  was  received  and 
a  motion  made  that  the  matter  be  printed  and  copies 
furnished  to  each  member  of  the  Board.  Yesterday  you  ex- 
plained that  that  was  not  done,  that  you  wished  to  read  it. 
Even  if  printed,  there  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  still 
read  the  report:  that  is  your  privilege  and  your  right,  but 
I  think,  as  has  been  suggested  by  Supervisor  Peyser,  that  the 
veterans  would  have  a  far  better  opportunity  to  study  the 
situation  and  be  familiar  with  it  if  it  was  printed  than  they 
would  to  try  and  grasp  the  situation  as  you  go  along  and 
read  it. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  think  if  you  will  accept  my  suggestion  in 
good  faith  in  this  matter,  and  let  me  be  the  judge  of  the 
situation,  I  think  that  it  will  be  far  better  that  I  proceed  to 
read  the  report  to  you  in  full.  You  can  have  it  printed.  I 
think  it  will  serve  your  purpose  the  best  of  all,  I  think  it 
will  help  the  veterans  because  I  know  they  have  a  lot  of  argu- 
ments today  that  I  am  answering,  as  I  know  what  their  state- 
ments are,  and  I  am  answering  their  statements,  many  of 
which  will  be  withdrawn  tonight  in  the  renewal  of  their 
statements,  which  they  have  made,  because  I  have  answered 
some  of  them  already.  And  I  think  by  the  time  I  answer  all 
and  make  my  report  clear,  that  the  statements  which  the 
Veterans'  Committee  are  going  to  make  will  already  have 
been  answered  by  the  report  I  submit  to  you.  and  I  think  they 
mav  withdraw  some  of  the  questions  which  they  already  have 
today,  which  they  would  take  up  now.  I  think,  for  your  own 
satisfaction,   I  think  for  your  own  good,  and   I  think  for  the 
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public — and  the  responsibility  is  in  your  hands — you  had 
better  hear  the  Mayor  in  full  and  have  it  printed.  That  is 
what  I  think,  and  I  think  the  veterans  will  be  better  pleased, 
too. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  have  no  objection 
whatsoever  to  the  report  being  read.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
is  a  very  good  idea.  But,  nevertheless,  a  week  ago  Monday, 
if  your '  Honor  will  recall,  at  your  Honor's  suggestion,  by 
motion  of  the  Board,  it  was  moved  that  the  report  be  printed 
and  given  to  us  for  perusal.  I  for  one  would  like,  in  addition 
to  your  reading  it,  I  would  like  to  study  it,  and  I  have  no 
objection  to  your  reading  it  and  presenting  it  in  any  manner 
that  you  desire,  but  I  would  like  to  have  it  printed  in  accord- 
ance with   the   resolution,   if  there  is  no  objection. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  If  I  may  then,  prior  to  the 
consideration  of  a  motion  for  recess,  I  would  like  to  move  that 
the  report  be  printed  forthwith. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  It  was  moved  and  passed  a  week 
ago. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Has  it  been  given  to  the 
Clerk? 

THE  CLERK:  I  have  not  got  it;  the  Mayor  has  it;  it  has 
never  been  given  to  the  Clerk. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  only  finished  it  at  3  o'clock  this  morning. 
I  have  a  little  more  to  put  in  that  the  reporter  cannot  find. 
SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      Is  there  a  copy  of  the  report 
available  to  be  submitted  to  the  printer? 

THE  MAYOR:     The  only  copy  I  have  is  what  I  have  here. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     Have  you  an  original  and  a 
stenographic   copy? 

THE  MAYOR:    No,  I  have  only  the  original. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     It  seems  that  you  absolutely 
intend  to  read  it  whether  we  like  it  or  not,  so  we  had  better 
let  you  have  your  way. 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  it  is  not  that;  I  want  to  be  dead  sure 
that  it  is  all  before  you. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  am  prepared  to  listen.  I 
am  prepared  to  meet  tonight.  I  want  to  get  this  thing  behind 
me.  The  Board  is  being  accused  of  being  dilatory.  I  think 
that  you  can  read  from  now  until  doomsday  and  that  the  de- 
cision will  be  much  the  same,  except  for  the  new  members  of 
the  Board.  I  mean  by  that,  that  nearly  everybody  has  made  up 
their  mind.     I  suggest  you  go  on  reading  until  6  o'clock. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  move  then— I  sec- 
ond the  motion  of  Mr.  Andria.no  that  we  recess  and  that  we  go 
into  session  again  at  7:30  tonight  and  get  it  behind  us. 

SUPERVISOR    HAVENNER:    I    cannot   be    present   tonight. 
SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:    I  won't  be  able  to  be  present  either. 
SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Some  of  us  have  appointments  for 
tonight  and  1  will  have  to  object  to  that. 

THE  MAYOR:  Leave  it  to  the  original  motion,  that  I  call 
you  after  the  reces-s. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    Question. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Mayor,  you  have  read  a 
portion  of  the  report,  and  iJart  of  that  report,  I  remember 
well,  was  a  verbatim  report  of  a  meeting  we  had  here  almost  a 
year  ago,  in  which  Mr.  Drum  spoke  for  an  hour  and  ten  min- 
utes. Now,  I  understand  you  have  a  number  of  statements  or 
reports  of  various  meetings;  they  are  verbatim  statements  of 
meetings  we  have  had  that  will  take  several  hours,  and  you 
are  going  to  read  them  to  the  Board  here.  I  feel  this  way: 
if  some  of  the  members  have  important  engagements  for  to- 
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night,  very  well,  excu&e  those  members,  but  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  mean  more  to  this  Board,  and  this  matter  means 
more  to  them  than  any  individual  member  of  this  Board.  I 
personally  have  no  objection  whatsoever  to  excusing  certain 
members.  1  would  like  to  come  back  here  tonight  and  sit  here 
until  midnight  to  hear  your  report.  It  will  be  taken  down  by 
our  stenographer,  and  anyone  that  wishes  the  report  can  have 
it.  But  in  that  manner  we  will  end  this  controversy,  and  that 
is  what  we  are  all  anxious  to  do.  I  would  like  to  hear  from 
the  veterans ;  I  would  like  to  get  this  matter  behind  us.  They 
are  here  day  in  and  day  out.  Any  members  that  wish  to  be 
excused,  very  well,  I  personally  will  vote  to  excuse  them, 
but  stay  with  it  until  we  end  the  matter.  We  have  these  two 
lots  over  here.  I  am  perhaps  as  well  posted  on  this  matter 
as  any  member  of  this  Board.  We  have  these  two  lots  over 
here.  We  have  four  million  dollars  of  the  people's  money  that 
can  be  brought  into  cas'h  any  day.  I  do  not  know,  but  there 
is  practically  a  million  dollars  in  money  that  we  could  start 
as  a  nucleus  on  these  buildings.  Now  why  not  stay  with  it? 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Has  Supervisor  McSheehy  offered  a 
motion  ? 

THE  MAYOR:  Now  let  me  say  just  another  word. 
SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    Sit  down.  Supervisor. 
SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    I  will  not  sit  down.  Supervisor. 
Now,  I  wish  you  would  stop  that  little  heckling  of  yours.     We 
are  here  to  act. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  We 
are  getting  nowhere  with  the  Supervisor's'  statement,  and  I 
want  to  get  somewhere. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  have  not  yielded  the  floor.  If 
the  Supervisor  wishes  to  rise  to  a  point  of  order— Supervisor 
Power  really  knows  parliamentary  law  as  well  as  any  member 
on  this  Board,  that  is  his  privilege  and  you,  as  the  presiding 
officer,  will  decide  that  point  of  order. 
THE  MAYOR:    You  have  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  am  going  to  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  My  point  of  order  is  that  this  Board  has  already, 
by  a  formal  motion,  ordered  the  printing  of  this  report,  and 
I  make  the  point  of  order  that  the  report  be  printed  before 
this-  proceeding  is  concluded. 

THE  MAYOR-  Well,  of  course,  that  matter  is  optional  at  the 
present  time  with  the  Mayor.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  can- 
not order  the  Mayor  to  give  up  his  report  in  order  to  print  it 
before  he  has  delivered  it.  Now,  I  want  to  tell  you  I  am  mak- 
ing a  report.  I  am  not  making  any  comments.  I  have  stated 
nothing  but  facts.  I  have  made  nothing  but  a  statement  of 
facts,  nor  discussed  the  subject  in  any  way,  and  there  is  no 
need  of  anybody  getting  alarmed  or  anybody  feeling  that  they 
are  not  going  to  have  a  chance  to  talk,  because  they  will  have 
a  chance  to  talk  as  long  as  they  want  to,  and  at  any  time  they 
want,  after  the  Mayor  has  had  the  opportunity— and  he  is  the 
responsible  party— of  making  the  report.  And  it  is  up  to 
the  Mayor  to  make  his  report  before  it  is  given  out  and  every- 
bodv  picks  it  to  pieces,  fly  to  the  press  and  go  after  it  before 
the  Mavor  has  finished  his  report.  There  is  no  fairness  in  that. 
When  Ihe  Mayor  makes  his  report,  and  has  submitted 'it  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors-,  it  is  then  public  property  and  until 
that  time  it  is  the  Mayor's  private  report.  Is  not  that  true? 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:  That  is  true,  Mr.  Mayor,  but  you  did 
submit  it  last  Monday  and  you  made  half  an  hour's  speech 
after  you  submitted  it. 
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THE  MAYOR:  No,  I  have  that  speech,  that  is,  only  just 
about  that  much. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Well,  it  was  submitted  to  the  Board 
and  It  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  withdraw  it  now  for  reasons  of  my  own. 
There  has  been  a  change  of  atmosphere  come  over  the  whole 
situation,  as  to  what  the  Mayor's  report  was  and  all  about 
it,  and  I  want  you  to  get  the  whole  report  as  a  whole,  as  a 
statement  of  fact,  because  I  will  have  something  to  say  myself 
in  the  discussion.  Now  I  think,  in  fairness  to  me,  you  should 
let  the  Mayor  submit  his  report  to  you,  then  order  it  printed, 
or  do  whatever  you  plea&e  with  it. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  would  like  to  rise  to  a  question 
of  personal  privilege. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  want  to  make  this  trouble  any 
worse  than  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  just  what  is  going 
to  happen  to  the  Mayor's  statement  of  facts  if  they  get  out 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  What  is  the  parliamentary  situ- 
ation? _ 

the' MAYOR:  The  parliamentary  situation  is  that  Mr.  An- 
driano,  seconded  by  Mr.  McSheehy,  moved  that  the  meeting 
take  a  recess,  to  be  called  together  at  some  time  this-  week 
convenient  to  the  Mayor  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  never  seconded  that  because 
I  am  not  in  favor  of  it. 

THE  CLEKK:   Supervisor  Andriano  made  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    I  seconded  it. 

THE  MAYOR :  I  appeal  to  the  members  of  the  Board,  for  their 
own  good  and  for  the  good  of  the  Mayor,  that  all  members  of 
the  Board  be  present,  as  you  are  today,  rather  than  have  any 
criticism  cast  upon  you,  because  this  is  a  big  question.  It  is 
the  biggest  thing  there  is  before  the  people  right  now,  next 
to  the  bond  issue  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  power,  that  you  carry 
this  motion  and  we  will  get  together,  either  day  or  night,  and 
give  due  and  proper  notice  so  that  all  the  veterans  can  be  here 
when  the  report  is  finished  and  then  we  will  proceed  on  parlia- 
mentary lines. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Supervisor  Spaulding  made  a 
motion  to  amend  the  motion  of  Supervisor  Andriano,  that  we 
recess  and  reconvene  here  tonight  at  7:30  to  hear  your  report. 
Your  report  is  only  half  read  or  one-third  read,  perhaps.  I 
favor  Supervisor  Spaulding's  motion  for  the  reason  that  we 
reconvene  here  tonight,  and  then  we  will  hear  your  report 
and  then  we  will  have  it;  if  it  takes-  until  midnight,  all  right. 
You  are  the  Mayor  of  this  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  we  are  duty  bound  to  hear  your  report,  therefore  I  favor 
Supervisor  Spaulding's  motion,  which  is  seconded  by  Supervisor 
Gallagher,  and  I  hope  when  we  do  recess  that  we  reconvene 
here  say  at  8  o'clock  tonight  for  that  purpose. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  desire  to  address  myself  to 
the  question  which  1  consider  before  the  house,  the  amendment 
to  the  motion  to  recess  to  a  time  s-et,  namely  7:30.  Now,  I 
admit  that  this  may  cause  some  inconvenience  to  members 
of  the  Board,  and  I  am  very  loath  to  do  it.  I  know  it  causes 
me  great  inconvenience,  greater  than  I  would  care  to  make 
known  at  the  moment.  The  same  with  some  of  the  others,  but 
I  submit  that  there  may  be  enough  members  of  the  Board, 
particularly  new  members,  who  will  respond  to  a  call  for  7:30. 
They  will  come  if  they  care  to,  and  we  can  promise  that  there 
will  be  no  vote  taken  on  the  subject  of  appointments,  and 
there  can  be  none  until  your  report  is  concluded.     And  many 
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of  the  gentlemen  here,  including  myself,  are  thoroughly  fa- 
miliar, except  for  the  financial  s-tatement,  with  the  entire 
situation.  But  it  is  not  fair  that  new  men  be  called  upon  to 
vote  until  they  have  had  it  clarified  to  their  satisfaction.  I 
submit  to  the  members  of  the  Board,  unless  their  engagements 
are  so  pressing  that  it  is  impossible  to  come,  in  view  of  the 
public  criticism  reiterated  and  reiterated,  that  some  of  us 
are  to  blame  for  the  delay 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN   (interrupting):   We  are  not. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
veterans'  organizations  are  here  represented  and  are  pleading 
with  us  to  go  on  and  clear  the  situation  as  soon  as  possible, 
I  submit  that  if  there  is  a  majority  of  this  Board,  particularly 
the  new  members,  who  can  inconvenience  themselves  to  come, 
and  you  can  continue  your  report  tonight,  much  will  be  ac- 
complished, and  a  decision  probably  reached  on  this  matter 
as  to  vote  before  the  end  of  the  week. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Mayor 
if  the  Mayor  is  free  to  appear  tonight? 

THE  MAYOR:  It  would  mean  my  canceling  a  dinner  en- 
gagement which  I  made  four  weeks  ago,  and  it  would  in- 
convenience a  group  of  people  that  I  had  accepted  the  invi- 
tation from. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    Tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 

THE  MAYOR:  Tomorrow  night  I  have  a  dinner  engage- 
ment at  my  sister's  home  with  some  relatives. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  How  about  10  o'clock  tomorrow 
morning? 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  at  any  time. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Will  you  accept  10  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning? 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    That  is  agreeable  to  me. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  If  you  are  going  on  and  finish  reading  the 
report  without  printing  the  financial  statement,  we  will  be 
here  any  time.     We  are  at  vour  disposal. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  would  like  to  move  that  we  take 
a  recess  until  10  o'clock  tomorrow  morning  and  the  Mayor 
continue  reading  his  report. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  May  I  ask  whether  you  would 
have  any  objection  to  allowing  the  financial  report,  which  I 
understand  is  a  part  of  your  report  to  the  Board,  to  be 
printed?  That  is  the  thing  which  we  have  not  had  yet,  and 
which  we  have  not  had  time  to  s-tudy,  and  1  cannot  see  that 
anybody  would  be  injured  if  that  be  printed,  in  accordance 
with  the  motion  adopted  by  the  Board  already.  I  understand 
that  that  is  in  the  nature  of  a  report  of  certified  public  ac- 
countants. There  must  be  copies  of  it.  It  could  go  to  the 
printer  now,  and  that  is  the  thing  that  I  would  like  to  see. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order, 
that  is  not  germane  to  the  question  before  the  Board  now. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  make  the  point  of  order 
that  it  is  germane  to  the  action  already  taken  by  this  Board 
prior  to  this  meeting  todav. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  It  is  not  material  to  the 
question  before  the  Board  now.  Whether  the  Mayor  desires 
to  print  the  financial  statement  is,  in  my  opinion,  up  to  the 
Mayor.  It  is  his-  report  and  he  desires  to  present  it  in  the 
"manner  that  suits  him  best  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  ques- 
tion of  printing  or  non-printing  is  before  us  now.  I  call  for 
a  vote  upon  my  motion,  as  amended  by  Supervisor  Hayden, 
that  we  recess  to  meet  tomorrow  at  10  o'clock 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:   I  second  that  motion. 
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THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Havenner,  as  long-  as  we  are  going  to 
meet  tomorrow  morning  at  10  o'clock,  I  tell  you  that  I  put  the 
financial  report  at  the  close  of  the  full  report  to  you  here. 
Here  it  is,  to  show  you  that  I  have  it.  But  if  I  give  this  out, 
I  know  there  is  just  one  thing  going  to  happen  to  my  whole 
report — and  thi.s-  report  is  nothing  but  the  facts  about  the 
War  Memorial,  that  is  all — and  I  think  the  report  ought  to  go 
on  in  chronological  order.  Curiosity  killed  the  cat  many  a  time. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  certainly  do  not 
desire  to  press  any  point  that  is  going  to  be  in  any  way  dis- 
courteous to  you,  but  I  cannot,  for  the  lite  of  me,  see  why  we 
should  not  save  time  in  having  this  thing  printed.  There  is 
no  question  about  my  constitutional  right  to  stand  on  the 
point  of  order  that  the  thing  has  to  be  printed.  That  has 
been  done  prior  to  this  meeting  and  nobody,  except  this 
Board  by  res'cinding  its  action,  can  prevent  me  from  having 
this  thing  printed.  Now,  why  should  it  be  delayed  until  the 
very  end? 

THE  MAYOR:  The  only  thing  that  could  prevent  you  from 
having  it  printed  is,  if  the  Mayor  tells  you  it  is  not  ready  to 
be  submitted. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  If  the  Mayor  keeps  it,  that  is 
true,  and  I  do  not  want  to  be  discourteous. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  rise  to  a  question  of  personal 
privilege.  Mr.  Mayor,  I  just  want  to  explain  my  vote,  that  I 
cannot  possibly  be  here  tomorrow  morning  at   10   o'clock. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  want  you  here.  When  can  you  be 
here? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  can  be  here  tomorrow  afternoon. 
I  have  to  appear  in  court  tomorrow  morning. 

THE  MAYOR:   At  half  past  one  tomorrow? 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:   No  objection,  that  is  agreeable. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  I  will  not  be  able  to  be  here  to- 
morrow. I  am  fairly  familiar  with  everything  but  the  financial 
part  of  your  report.  I  have  a  meeting  in  the  morning  and 
in  the  afternoon  which   I  must  attend. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI :  I  will  not  be  able  to  be  here  tomoiTOW 
either. 

THE  MAYOR:   Well,  then,  we  will  make  it  Thursday. 

SUPERVISOR  CANEPA:  We  have  a  very  important  com- 
mittee, the  fire  committee,  and  there  are  numerous'  applica- 
tions pending  for  laundry  permits,  and  if  this  Board  meets 
Thursday  it  will  seriously  interfere  with  the  committee  meet- 
ing. 

SUPERVISOR   PEYSER:    Make  it  tomorrow  night. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:  How  much  longer  will  it  take 
for  you  to  complete  your  report? 

THE  MAYOR:  How  long  was  I  at  it  this  afternoon? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  You  read  about  one-fifth  of  the  transcript 
of  that  night  meeting,  Mr.  Mayor,  by  actual  count  of  the  pages. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  believe  that  you,  along  with  this 
Board,  are  trying  to  reach  a  solution  of  the  AVar  Memorial 
situation.  I  assume  so,  from  the  earnestness  with  which  you 
have  prepared  your  report,  and  from  your  own  S'tatements 
given  to  this  Board.  1  am  a  war  veteran  and  I  am  vitally 
interested  and  I  am  also  vitally  interested  as  a  representative 
of  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  Now  I  cannot  see,  if  it  is 
going  to  be  a  matter  of  saving  time,  why  we  should  not  have 
the  opportunity  of  digesting  this  at  our  leisure,  at  nights, 
and  then  your  Honor  could  read  the  rest  of  it,  if  you  wish, 
and  we  will  be  prepared  to  go  to  a  vote.  The  way  it  is  pro- 
ceeding now,   we   will   be   reading  here   for  another   two   days 
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and  then  the  matter  will  be  printed  anywaj%  and  the  veterans 
here,  most  of  them  who  have  to  work,  cannot  come  to  these 
meetings  continually,  and  I  think,  for  the  purpose  of  efficiency 
and  expediency,  that  your  Honor  should  be  willing — and  I 
make  this  merely  in  the  form  of  a  suggestion — to  have 
this  printed  and  have  the  war  veterans  heard  on  their  prob- 
lems, present  your  nominations,  and  then  we  can  have  the 
matter  before  the  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  leave  it  with  me  and  I  will  do  the 
best  I  can  think  of  doing  for  the  harmony 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Question  on  the  mo- 
tion to  meet  tonight. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  We  do  not  seem  to  reach  any 
conclusions  with  reference  to  any  time  we  are  going  to  meet. 
We  have  all  come  to  the  conclusion  that  we  must  continue, 
and  you  have  stated  positively  that  you  will  read  this  report 
to  the  Board  before  it  is  printed,  and  it  is  in  such  a  form  that 
I  dare  say  you  have  to  read  it  to  the  Board.  Now,  your  Honor, 
I  might  ask  you  this  question:  Is  there  any  way,  if  I  am  not 
asking  too  much,  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  I  ask 
it,  ift'  there  any  way  that  you  can  ask  to  be  relieved  from  the 
appointment  that  you  have  tonight,  so  that  we  can  continue 
this  meeting  here  tonight?  Now,  your  Honor,  especially  if  a 
few  members  cannot  be  here  tonight,  of  course  there  will  be 
no  vote  taken  here  tonight,  and  they  will  want  to  receive  the 
report,  but  you  must  read  the  report  yourself,  so  therefore  I 
feel  that,  for  the  sake  of  time,  and  for  the  sake  of  our  city,  and 
if  there  is  any  way  that  you  can  be  released  from  your  appoint- 
ment tonight,  I  feel  that  you  should  be  released,  if  you  feel 
that  way. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  would  it  be  in  order 
to  ask  the  privilege  of  the  floor  at  this  time  for  Mr.  Glensor? 
He  has  something  to  say,  representing  the  veterans. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  understand  it 
is  your  desire  to  read  the  financial  statement  before  you 
print  it.     Am  I  correct? 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  I  do. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  think  that  there  are  no 
Einsteins  here,  and  I  am  no  mathematician,  able  to  grasp  a 
thousand  numbers  and  figures  that  you  are  going  to  read,  and 
I  doubt  if  there  is  an  Einstein  here.  It  would  take  one  to 
understand  a  financial  statement  made  by  experts.  And  so 
you  ought,  it  S'eems  to  me,  to  print  the  financial  statement. 
I  am  willing,  as  one  member  of  the  Board,  to  accept  your 
financial  statement  when  printed,  and  I  will  not  give  a  line 
to  anyone  else,  and  if  the  other  members  will  agree — and  I  am 
saying  that  because  now  Supervisor  Andriano  is  laughing,  I 
would  like  him  to  follow  it — the  Mayor  has  stated  that  he 
does  not  want  his  printed  report  to  be  analyzed  and  chopped 
to  pieces  by  others  than  this  Board.  And  so  I  say,  for  one, 
I  am  willing  not  to  give  it  to  these  men  until  he  is  ready. 
Then,  of  course,  1  will  give  them  my  copy,  of  cour&e  they 
will  have  it. 

THE  MAYOR:   Everybody  will  have  it. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Of  course,  the  better  way 
would  be  to  print  it  at  once  and  let  us  study  it  in  the  next 
two  or  three  days.  It  will  take  time  to  apprehend  it.  I  say, 
there  is  not  a  single  Einstein  in  here;  nobody  can  understand 
that. 

THE  MAYOR:  There  have  been  so  many  insulting  remarks 
made  about  the  report  and  gross  misstatements  that  are  not 
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true,  a  letter  written  to  Mr.  Crocker,  which  I  have  in  my  re- 
port, analyzing  hearsay  figures,  I  want  all  of  you  to  hear  the 
statements  that  have  been  made  and  the  remarks  made  to  Mr. 
Crocker,  and  for  his  personal  attention,  to  which  no  reply  has 
yet  been  made,  and  I  want  them  to  wind  up  with  the  final  finan- 
cial statement,  and  I  want  one  of  the  certified  public  accoun- 
tants here  present  to  explain  evei-y  item  in  the  statement,  so 
there  will  nothing  go  wrong  and  no  haphazard  charges  made 
against  Mr.  Crocker  and  his  institution,  and  the  institution  of 
these  honorable  men  who  have  had  the  handling  of  their  own 
money  and  of  the  subscribers  whO'  entrusted  them  with  it.  I  do 
not  want  any  misconception  to  go  out  about  a  report  to  the 
public  until  it  is  thoroughly  analyzed  and  thoroughly  analyzed 
and  thoroughly  understood,  and,  in  my  judgment,  there  is 
nothing  wrong  with  it,  and  it  is  a  fine,  clean  public  document. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Then,  Mr.  Mayor,  what  ob- 
jection have  you  to  publishing  it,  if  it  is  clean,  as  you  say  it 
is,  what  objection  have  you  to  publishing  it? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  have  not  any  objection  to  publishing  it, 
but  I  want  to  read  the  letter  written  to  Mr.  Crocker  first,  and 
give  you  the  report  afterwards. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  think  that  we  have  been  dis- 
cussing this  question  long  enough,  and  as  the  author  of  the 
original  motion,  I  think  that  we  ought  to  take  a  vote  on  the 
motion  pending  and  the  amendment  to  the  motion.  May  I 
before  calling  for  a  vote  make  the  suggestion,  which  prob- 
ably will  meet  with  the  approval  of  every  one  concerned,  in- 
cluding your  Honor:  It  has  been  stated  here,  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  veterans,  that  only  about  one-fifth  of  the 
report  has  as  yet  been  read. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Only  about  one-fifth  of  one  transcript. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Your  Honor  has  also  stated  that 
you  are  desirous  of  presenting  the  facts,  and  might  it  not  be 
possible  if  we  recess  to  say  Thursday  for  your  Honor  to  con- 
dense the  report,  as  far  as  the  arguments  that  took  place  in 
this  Board  are  concerned,  and  just  give  us  the  facts,  so  that  the 
new  members  may  be  apprised  of  them,  and  in  that  way  we 
would  all  save  a  great  deal  of  time  and  your  Honor  would  be 
spared  a  great  deal  of  unnecessary  effort,  and,  nevertheless, 
your  plan  of  procedure  would  be  followed,  of  presenting  the 
facts  first,  and  then  giving  us  the  financial  report,  and  then 
having  the  report  printed,  including  the  financial  statement, 
so  that  we  may  study  it  and  come  back  at  a  later  date  and 
vote  upon  your  nominations'?  I  think  that,  in  my  humble  judg- 
ment, is  the  logical  way  to  proceed  and  at  the  same  time 
economize  the  time  of  all  concerned. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor.  I  would  like  to  ask 
either  through  you  or  the  Clerk  whether  or  not  a  transcript  of 
the  proceedings  referred  to  here  has  been  made  by  the  stenog- 
rapher? 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  they  are  all  the  stenographic  reports  of 
meetings.  These  come  from  my  own  records.  A  copy  has 
been  sent  to  me  every  time  they  have  taken  place  here. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  want  to  know  if  they  were 
printed  in  the  Journal. 

THE  MAYOR:  They  came  over  to  me  after  every  hearing. 
I  have  thousands  of  pages. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  They  have  not  been  printed? 

THE  MAYOR:   They  have  not  been  printed. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Question. 
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SUPERVISOR  POWER:   Question. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order,  this 
howl  for  "question"  when  a  member  of  the  body  is  on  the  floor. 
He  is  insisting  that  he  has  an  amendment  which  is  duly  and 
properly  made,  and  upon  which  I  as  a  seconder  demand  a  vote. 
I  am  prepared  to  go  ahead  tonight  regardless  of  social  conse- 
quences. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:  It  has  been  suggested  by  Super- 
visor Andrlano  that  you  wanted  to  get  down  to  the  facts  m 
your  report,  and  I  am  sure  it  is  agreeable  to  me,  and  I  am 
quite  sure  that  it  is  agreeable  to  the  Board.  You  pick  out  the 
facts  that  you  want  to  present  before  us,  and  I  know  we  will 
be  glad  to  listen  to  them,  and  then  you  come  to  your  financial 
statement  and  the  report  is  complete.  I  do  not  think  that  you 
want  to,  or  I  do  not  think  that  we  want  to  be  bored  by  a  lot 
of  unnecessary  transcripts  that  probably  would  be  of  no  value 
to  us.  But  if  you  yourself  touch  upon  the  facts-,  and  if  we 
come  back  here  at  7:30  tonight,  I  am  sure  that  you  can  clean 
that  up  tonight.  It  will  be  serious  to  me  because  I  am  indis- 
posed tonight  myself,  but  if  this  continues  on  for  two  or  three 
days— I  have  been  here  at  a  meeting  every  day  since  I  have 
been  a  Supervisor,  and  as  most  of  you  know,  I  have  to  work 
for  a  living,  and  to  come  here  for  the  next  four  or  five  days, 
it  seems  to  me  like  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  do  it.  I 
know  it  will  be  for  Carl  Miles  and  Peyser.  So  I  suggest  that 
we  vote  upon  that  amendment,  go  on  at  7:30  and  clean  it  up 
and  get  it  behind  us. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  By  way  of  explanation,  I  have 
made  an  engagement  with  my  wif§  back  three  or  four  weeks, 
for  a  particular  social  engagement  this  evening.  I  must  keep 
that  appointment.  My  wife  is  prepared  to  join  me  tonight  and 
I  shall  have  to  vote  "no"  for  the  meeting  tonight.  I  am  free 
otherwise,  any  night  or  any  day  after  tonight,  but,  under 
those  circumstances,  I  have  to  vote  "no"  against  7:30. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  wish  to  make  an  explanation: 
I  am  going  to  keep  the  same  engagement,  but  I  will  be  back 
here  just  as  soon  as  I  get  a  bite  to  eat,  whether  it  is  7:30  or  8. 
THE  MAYOR:  Speaking  to  the  remarks  made  by  Supervisor 
Spaulding,  I  presume  he  will  grant  to  the  Mayor  the  courtesy 
of  making  his  own  report. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING :  I  will  be  glad  to  do  that,  Mayor. 
THE  MAYOR-  It  is  now  6  o'clock,  and  I  have  a  dinner  en- 
gagement myself,  and  I  have  not  time,  between  now  and  a 
dinner  engagement  at  7,  to  get  excused  from  the  engagement 
which  I  have  accepted.  The  Mayor's  duties  consist  of  many 
duties  Among  those  are  functions  and  affairs-  that  he  has  to 
attend  Now  inasmuch  as  I  cannot  get  excused  between  now 
and  7  o'clock,  it  will  be  more  convenient  for  me  for  you  to  set 
a  time  when  you  can  meet  in  the  same  numbers  as  you  have 
today,  and  at  a  time  convenient  to  you  all  ,  o    .  ,^  ,,9 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Could  you  be  here  at  8  o  clock? 
THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  think  so. 
SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:   Nine  o'clock? 
THE  MAYOR:   I  will  meet  you  here  at  11  o'clock  tonight. 
SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    I  will  be  here. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  That  ought  to  suit  everybody. 
THE  MAYOR:   Is  that  acceptable  to  everybody? 
SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    What  hour  did  you  set? 
THE  MAYOR:   Eleven  o'clock.     Is  that  satisfactory  to  every- 
body?    We  will  take  a  recess  to  meet  at  11  o'clock.      (Bringing 
down  the  gavel.) 
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(Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  meet- 
ing.) 

THE  MAYOR:      Call  the  roll,  Mr.  Clerk. 

(Roll  call.) 

THE  CLERK:      Not  a  quorum. 

THE  MAYOR:  We  will  proceed  with  the  continuation  of 
the  public  meeting  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  on  Thurs- 
day, December  6,  1928,  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.,  from  where  I  left  off 
this  afternoon,  the  Chairman  announcing  that,  "The  meeting 
is  now  an  open  one  for  anyone  to  address  the  meeting  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  organized." 

MR.  HUTCHINS:      I  want  to  endorse  the  Mayor's  remarks,  not  as 
a   member    of   any    military   organization,    but    as    an   honorably   dis- 
charged   soldier   from    the    Spanish-American    war    and    the    late   war. 
In   my   discussion   with   members   of  the   American   Legion   I   imagine 
that   I   understand   their   attitude.     It  has   been   my   experience  to   be 
present  at  the  meetings,  when  I  had  the  glorious  opportunity  of  listen- 
ing to  our  public  benefactors  when   they  subscribed  so  magnificently 
to  this  memorial,  in  the  incipiency  of  its  thoughts.    At  that  time  there 
was  nothing  but  a  war  memorial  in  mind.     There  was  no  opera  liouse, 
no  nothing  at  all.     I  was  watching  so  closely  that  wonderful  contribu- 
tion, $50,000  by  several  of  them.     What  a  noble  gift  to  the  soldiers! 
Later  on  we   got  assistance  from   the  voters  in   issuing  those   bonds. 
There  is  no  doubt,   I  do  not  think,  in  the  minds  of  any  person  who 
hears   this,    that    75   per   cent   of   those   funds   were   intended    for   the 
benefit  of  the  soldiers.     Now  let  us  see  where  the  money  came  from. 
Look  at  the  enormous  amount*  that  was  subscribed  that  evening,  not 
by  soldiers  at  the  front  but  by  soldiers  at  the  rear,  and  any  one  who 
is  a  student  of  history  knows  that  a  soldier  at  home  is  as  important, 
and  sometimes  more  so,  than  a  soldier  at  the  front.     Who  would  feed 
that  soldier,  who  would  take  care  of  his  many  wants  if  it  was  not  for 
the  man  behind  the  gun  at  home?     Those  men  did  not  only  subscribe 
at  that  meeting,  but  they  are  on  the  tax  roll  for  hundreds  and  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars.     They  pay  twice.     I  do  not  pay  any- 
thing— I  am  on  the  tax  roll,  but  forget  it,  it  is  so  small.     I  did  my 
little  part  in  the  war.     I  ate  three  meals  a  day  and  wore  the  uniform. 
I  can  say  that  I   did  that   much.     My  discharge  would  indicate  that. 
Now  let  it  go  at  that.     The  hour  has  come,  gentlemen,  when  you  must 
get    together.      Now,    remember    that    our    military    organizations    are 
gradually  dying — I  mean  now  a  physical  death.     The  Grand  Army  is 
soon   off  the   map   entirely.     The   Indian   War   Veterans   will   soon   be 
among  the  missing.     We   are   gradually   going  out.     But  the   musical 
end  of  life  and  the  music  lovers  are  growing  every  day.     I  have  not 
gone  far  enough  in  music  to  appreciate  the  symphony.     I  like  to  hear 
something  in  music  where  I  can  follow  the  tune.     I  cannot  with  the 
symphony;     I  am   not  musically  educated,  but  there  are  hundreds   of 
thousands  that  are.     And  then  we  owe  them  a  degree  of  courtesy,  and 
they  pay  the  bill.     Now  let  us  get  together.     It  seems  to  me  that  the 
Legion  are  just  a  little  bit  displeased  here  because  they  do  not   feel 
as  though  they  have  been  allowed  enough.    Why  don't  you  get  in  touch 
with  these  gentlemen  that  are  the  representatives  of  the  subscribers, 
the  people  that  have  put  up  90  per  cent  of  this  money,  and  see  if  you 
cannot   immediately   agree?     Let   harmony   prevail.     You   heard   what 
the  Mayor  said. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Thank  you,  Mr.  Hutchins,  but  the  hour  is  very 
late,  and  I  wonder  whether  you  would  not  yield  your  time  to  some 
of  the  veteran  organizations  who  have  taken  the  position.  Thank  you 
very  much.     (Applause.) 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     I  think,  gentlemen  of  the  veteran  organizations,

or  the  Legion,  if  any  of  the  members  desire  to  speak,  I  think  it 
would  serve  the  purpose  for  which  this  meeting  is  called  if  we  could 
hear  from  you. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  May  I  ask  a  couple  of  questions,  Mr. 
Chairman? 

THE   CHAIRMAN:      Surely. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  I  would  like  to  ask,  Mr.  Chairman,  what 
the  total  amount  is  that  has  been  made  available  for  war  memorial 
purposes,  both  by  subscription  and  bond  issue? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Four  million  dollars  bond  issue,  approximately 
$2,000,000  by  private  subscriptions,  of  which,  for  the  time  being, 
because  the  city  has  not  yet  paid  for  one  of  the  two  lots,  the  amount 
of  money  on  hand,  plus  the  amount  of  land  purchased,  is  about  a 
million  to  a  million  and  a  quarter. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  I  would  like  to  ask,  in  addition,  the  total 
cost  of  the  land  for  both  war  memorial  and  the  opera  house? 

THE  MAYOR:     I  wish  to  say,  for  all  present  tonight,  that 
Mr.  John  Drum  was  Chairman  of  the  meeting. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  cannot  give  it  exactly.  I  think  on  one  block 
it  is  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  $650,000,  and  the  other  block, 
due  to  the  Locomobile  Building,  which  had  an  added  value,  it  is  some- 
where in  the  neighborhood  of  $800,000. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  That  would  be  available  for  buildings 
approximately  how  much,  for  all  of  the  buildings? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  amount  available  for  buildings,  for  building 
itself,  that  will  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $5,000,000,  without  going 
into  all  the  accounting  back  and  forth. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Now,  of  that  $5,000,000,  according  to  the 
present  plans  of  the  trustees,  how  much  is  allotted  to  the  opera  house 
and  how  much  is  allotted  to  the  veterans'  building? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  With  the  buildings  cut  down,  for  the  opera 
house  approximately  $3,000,000  and  for  the  veterans'  building 
$1,870,000. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Just  one  further  question,  Mr.  Drum.  You 
referred  several  times  to  a  ten-story  building  upon  a  50-vara  lot.  My 
computation  makes  that  187,000  square  feet,  which  shows  a  discrepancy 
in  your  figures  of  about  82,000  square  feet. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  That  is  correct  according  to  the  square  foot- 
age, but  I  took  the  matter  up  with  a  contracting  firm,  and,  making 
allowance  for  light  wells  and  counting  out  all  stairways  and  all  hall 
ways,  toilets  and  closets,  which  we  have  done  in  figuring  108,000 
square  feet,  they  figured  that  the  amount  of  available  space  in  a 
building  that  tall  would  be  about  108,000  square  feet.  Mr.  Wagstaff, 
will  you  give  me  that  book  for  a  moment? 

The  committee  representing  the  Legion  is  as  follows:  James  B. 
Burns,  Chairman;  A.  Don  Duncan.  George  H.  Cabaniss,  Jr.,  Harold 
Hotchner,  Dr.  T.  T.  Angel,  Earl  J.  Harris,  Leon  French,  Ivy  P.  Cerkel, 
Charles  H.  Kendrick,  Allison  E.  Schofield,  Edward  L.  Schary,  Thomas 
Foley,  William  D.  Flinn,  F'.  H.  Ainsworth,  Sr.,  Alvin  Gerlach  and 
Harold  Weidenfeld.  Mr.  Burns,  would  you  care  to  address  the 
audience? 

MR.  JAMES  B.  BURNS:  I  will  state,  Mr.  Chairman,  that,  with  the 
exception  of  one  name,  that  your  statement  of  the  Legion  Committee 
is  correct;  that  Mr.  Kendrick  has  presented  his  resignation  as  a  mem- 
ber of  that  committee,  and  he  has  been  replaced  as  a  representative 
on  that  committee.  We  are  very  glad  that,  after  seven  years,  we  have 
been  notified,  as  the  Mayor  suggested,  that  there  was  going  to  be  a 
meeting  between  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  and  those  interested. 
We  are  very  much  interested,  of  course,  in  learning  what  this  meeting 
is  for  and  in  finding  out  just  why  it  is  called.  I  personally  asked, 
and  the  Adjutant  received  a  notice  of  this  meeting,  and  it  stated  that 
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it  was  to  be  a  general  meeting  on  the  War  Memorial.  And  that  was 
all  the  information  which  we  received  with  relation  to  the  purposes 
for  which  this  meeting  was  called.  And  we  are  very  glad  to  sit  here 
and  listen  so  that  we  may  be  enlightened,  and  we  will  be  very  glad 
to  listen  to  the  discussions,  and  there  may  be  questions  which  we  may 
ask  later,  and  there  may  be  questions  that  we  can  answer  later. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Mr.  Burns,  I  wonder  whether— you  are  the 
Chairman  of  that  committee;  you  gave  us  a  letter  in  which  you  out- 
lined the  broad  powers  which  your  committee  possessed.  You  like- 
wise, in  the  last  campaign,  conducted  a  campaign  in  what  you  regarded 
as  proper  opposition  to  Amendment  32.  We  have  made  a  very  definite 
personal  appeal  for  the  co-operation  of  your  committee,  you  and  the 
personnel  of  your  committee,  and  I  wonder  if  you  would  not  be  will- 
ing, considering  the  public  meeting  is  called,  where  you  and  your  com- 
mittee are  very  definite  in  your  view,  that  you  would  not  give  us  the 
benefit  of  what  your  point  of  view  is,  and  whether  or  not,  in  your 
judgment,  there  is  not  some  way  in  which,  for  the  welfare  of  this 
enterprise,  we  can  get  together? 

MR.  BURNS:  I  will  state,  Mr.  Drum,  that  during  all  of  your  able 
discourse,  that  you  referred  entirely  and  at  all  times  to  the  Legion, 
and  once  or  twice  incidentally  you  mentioned  other  veteran  organiza- 
tions and  other  veterans.  I  want  it  thoroughly  understood  that  there 
are  many  other  veteran  organizations  who  are  here  tonight.  I  do 
not  know  whether  they  were  invited  or  not,  but,  nevertheless,  on 
account  of  knowing  as  many  veterans  in  the  city  as  I  do,  I  notice  that 
many  organizations  are  represented.  We  believe  that  there  are  a 
number  of  reasons,  and  we  think  they  are  valid  reasons,  why  the  San 
Francisco  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion,  through  its  War 
Memorial  Committee,  opposed  Amendment  No.  32.  At  this  moment  I 
repeat  that  we  feel  that  we  would  like  to  hear  just  a  little  more  of  the 
purposes  of  this  meeting  and,  further,  that  we  would  like  to  be  enlight- 
ened upon  one  other  subject.  As  I  understand  it,  under  the  amend- 
ment, as  carried,  this  Board  of  Trustees,  with  relations  to  any  other 
amounts  than  the  $2,000,000  privately  subscribed  fund,  goes  out  of 
existence  as  soon  as  the  Legislature  ratifies  the  charter  amendment, 
and  as  soon  as  the  Mayor  makes  his  appointment.  And  at  this  time 
we  are  just  a  little  doubtful  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Board  of 
Trustees,  as  it  were,  to  ask  the  Legion  to  state  a  position,  without 
taking  into  consideration  all  of  the  veterans'  organizations  in  whose 
name  the  bond  issue  was  presented  to  the  people  and  ultimately  car- 
ried. Now,  as  I  stated  before,  I  feel  that  we  would  like  to  have  the 
meeting  progress  just  a  little  further,  so  that  we  would  know  further 
the  purposes  thereof,  and  then  we  certainly  do  not  desire  to  let  the 
public  believe  that  we  do  not  care  to  present  to  the  proper  tribunal 
or  the  proper  authorities  our  reasons  for  the  position  which  we  have 
taken. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Why  not  regard  this  as  a  public  meeting,  Mr. 
Burns?  There  are  several  hundred  citizens  here — and  present  what 
you  have  to  say. 

MR.  MILTON  D.  SAPIRO:  Mr.  Drum,  I  will  state  this  on  behalf  of 
the  American  Legion 

THE  CHAIRMAN  (interrupting)  :  Are  you  on  this  committee,  Mr. 
Sapiro? 

MR.  SAPIRO:  I  have  been  asked  to  act  with  the  committee.  I 
am  an  ex-service  man  and  a  member  of  the  American  Legion  and  a 
citizen  of  San  Francisco,  and  I  participated  in  the  original  drive 
whereby  you  secured  subscriptions  for  this  War  Memorial,  and  am 
familiar  with  the  facts  which  you  covered  generally  in  a  fairly  correct 
way,  and  in  some  substantial  matters  a  little  in  error.  It  is  too  bad 
that  the  Mayor  did  not  stay. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  He  is  just  in  the  other  room.  He  told  me  he 
would  come  right  back. 

MR.  SAPIRO:     He  was  very  interesting  in  his  outline  of  the  gifts 
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that  were  made  by  citizens  to  this  community,  and  as  a  citizen  of  San 
Francisco  I  certainly  appreciate  the  generosity  that  prompted  those 
men  to  give  so  much  of  what  they  had.  But  if  we  are  going  to  con- 
sider this  on  the  basis  of  the  merits  of  the  men  who  gave  gifts,  I 
could  just  turn  around  and  point  out  men  in  this  room  who  did  not 
give  money  to  this  city,  but  offered  that  which  was  far  more  than 
money,  their  lives;  and  many  men  who  probably  bear  marks  that  they 
will  carry  through  the  rest  of  their  days  because  of  what  they  offered 
to  the  city.  You  asked  what  the  attitude  of  the  Legion  is  in  this  sit- 
uation. The  Legion,  of  course,  as  Mr.  Burns  has  stated,  is  not  the 
only  one  concerned.  The  other  veteran  organizations  have  a  right  to 
be  heard  and  have  a  right  to  participate  in  this  War  Memorial, 
because  the  money  that  was  secured  from  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco 
by  the  bond  issue,  which  is  the  bulk  of  the  money,  was  secured  on  the 
primary  issue  that  it  was  to  provide  a  housing  place  for  veterans;  and 
if  you  will  take  your  campaign  literature  of  that  date,  you  will  find 
that  that  is  the  fact.  You  stated  in  your  talk  that  the  principle  which 
should  govern  this  War  Memorial  is  this:  That  there  should  be  no 
more  reason  for  dominance  of  one  activity  than  the  other,  and  we 
accept  that  principle;  and  it  is  on  that  principle  that  we  stand. 
(Applause.)  And  it  is  because  of  the  failure  of  your  Board  of  Trustees 
to  carry  out  that  principle  that  you  have  had  to  call  this  meeting 
tonight  to  meet  any  objection  on  the  part  of  the  veteran  body.  And 
it  is  because  of  the  failure  of  your  Board  of  Trustees  to  carry  out 
that  principle  that  the  veteran  body  had  to  carry  their  case  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  We  have  never  failed  to  co-operate  with  you  or  your 
Board  of  Trustees.  You  have  failed  to  co-operate  with  us.  There  has 
never  been  a  time  when  this  project  was  originally  formed  that  it 
lacked  enthusiasm.  You  were  in  error  in  your  statement  of  the 
origin  of  the  War  Memorial  in  so  far  as  the  Legion  was  concerned. 
The  American  Legion  in  1920  contemplated  going  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  pur- 
pose of  asking  them  to  erect  a  veterans'  building  as  a  war  memorial, 
just  as  was  being  done  in  a  great  many  other  cities  throughout  the 
country. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     Which  cities,  Mr.  Sapiro,  please? 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Oakland,  Los  Angeles  has  had  a  building  up  for 
years,  and  we  could  have  had  if  your  committee  had  acted  with  effi- 
ciency and  expedition  instead  of  coming  here  eight  years  later  to  say 
why  it  was  not  built.  But  the  fact  is  that  eight  years  ago,  in  1920, 
our  Legion  groups  were  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  considering  what 
form  of  War  Memorial  the  City  of  San  Fi-ancisco  should  erect  in  honor 
of  those  men  who  had  given  service  to  their  country.  This  city  was 
ready  and  willing  to  recognize  the  service  that  had  been  given  by  men 
who  had  gone  to  the  World  AVar  and  to  previous  wars.  The  memory 
of  their  deeds  was  fresh  in  their  minds,  and  there  would  have  been 
no  difficulty  whatsoever  in  coming  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  then  sat  in  this  chamber  to  secure  a  proper  appropriation  of  the 
necessary  sum  to  erect  a  building  for  our  purposes,  and  we  were  ready 
to  do  that.  However,  we  were  approached — we  did  not  see  it — we 
v/ere  approached  by  a  representative  of  the  group  that  had  been  trying 
to  erect  an  opera  house  in  San  Francisco.  And  they  told  us  of  their 
desires,  and  they  told  us  of  their  wishes,  which  you  have  so  well  out- 
lined this  evening,  to  keep  San  Francisco  the  cultural  center  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  and  to  let  music  ring  in  the  hearts  of  our  people  in  the 
proper  surroundings.  We  accorded  with  that  wish.  After  all,  the  love 
of  music  does  not  reside  in  any  particular  group,  and  those  of  us  who 
are  service  men  are  just  as  apt  to  have  as  fine  an  appreciation  of 
music  as  any  other  group,  and  we  recognize  the  value  of  an  opera 
house  to  this  city.  And  when  the  proposition  came  before  us,  and  it 
was  pictured  that  we  should  have  a  group  of  buildings  on  one  lot, 
which  would  give  us  sufficient  space  for  the  meeting  place  of  veterans. 
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and  Avhich  would  also  provide  space  for  the  activities  of  the  musical 
groups  and  the  art-loving  groups  of  San  Francisco,  we  acceded  to  that. 
The  group  that  came  to  us  told  us  of  the  subscriptions  that  they  had. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  had  not  been  able  to  complete  the  full  amount 
of  their  subscriptions,  and  their  pledges  were  as  yet  ineffective,  and 
they  did  not  know  just  how  long  those  pledges  might  be  allowed   to 
continue    to    exist.      And    therefore    we,    desiring   to    accomplish    your 
object  and  our  own,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  you  whereby  we 
were  going  to   take   up   and   carry   on   the  campaign   for   the   type  of 
building  which  had  been   outlined  to  us.     The  campaign  was  carried 
on.     True  it  is  that  there  was  only  four  or  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars of  the  $2,000,000  raised  at  that  time,  but  it  was  much  harder  work 
to  raise  that   four   or   five  hundred   thousand   dollars   than   it  was  to 
raise  the  million  dollars,  because,   as  Mr.   Drum  has  pointed  out,  we 
got  that  money  in  pennies  and  nickels  from  those  to  whom  it  meant 
probably  a  great  deal  more  in  financial  sacrifice  to  furnish  the  funds 
to  build  up  that  number  of  subscriptions.     And  you  cannot  compare 
the  rate  of  the  subscription,   because  it   is  true  that   if  we  went  out 
alone  for  a  private  War  Memorial  Building  that  would  have  provided 
a  housing  place  for  veterans,  we  would  have  had  a  building,  and  we 
would  have  secured  subscriptions  from  the  same  groups  that  had  pro- 
vided the  other  million  and  a  half  dollars  for  your  musical  purposes, 
because  we  have  no  question  but  what  they  are  just  as  patriotic — that 
patriotic  motives  and  the  development  of  patriotic  motives  are  just  as 
dear  to  them  as  they  are  to  us.     Now,  that  campaign  was  carried  on, 
and  I  want  to  say  to  you,  Mr.  Drum,  and  you  will  probably  have  to 
admit  that  you  never  met  a  more  enthusiastic  group  than  the  group 
of  ex-service  men  who  had  just  come  back  fresh  from  the  war  fields 
and  wanted  to  put  up  something  that  would  be  peaceful  in  its  nature, 
to  remind  them,  not  of  our  deeds,  but  of  the  men  and  the  spirit  that 
had  gone  before.     And  we  went  into  that  thing  enthusiastically,  threw 
ourselves  into  it,  with  an  effort  to  get  the  money  and  to  provide  the 
funds   to   erect    these   buildings.      What   happened?     We    waited   year 
after   year.     The   money   was    raised    in    1920.      In    1920   it  was  finally 
decided,  at  the  solicitation  of  Supervisor   McLeran,   to  exchange  lots. 
It  then  took  1922,   1923,  1924,  1925  and  1926,   almost,  to  draw  up  the 
plans  for  the  new  structures  and  to  decide  that  the  money  which  you 
then   had   on   hand   was   insufficient.     Do   you   wonder  that  the  ardor 
and  the  spirit  of  the  war  veterans  grew  cold?     You  talk  of  the  places 
that  they  are  now  meeting.    True,  they  have  meeting  places  that  would 
shame  any  organization.     And  it  was  to  get  away  from  that  type  of 
meeting  place,  it  was  to  put  the  veterans'  organizations  into  the  type 
of  home  that  they  properly  belong  in,   so  that  they  might  stimulate 
the   patriotic   motives    of    this    community,     that    they    wanted    this 
memorial  hall.     And  we  waited  for  seven  years.     And  then  our  enthu- 
siasm became  very  low,   I  will  admit.     And  we  became  very   discour- 
aged.    All  of  this  time  there  was  money  on  hand;    you  had  more  than 
a   million    dollars;     you    could   have   put   up   a   building  to   house   us, 
and  then  gone  out  and  put  up  the  other  building,  or  you  could  have 
started  something  that  would  have  indicated  that  there  was  going  to 
be  progress  in  the  work.     But  nothing  was  done.     And  do  not  think 
that   we   were  not  trying  to  get   information.     We  tried  through  our 
committee,  through  everything  possible,  to  get  information  from  your 
Board   of   War   Memorial    Trustees.     The    information    was   not    forth- 
coming.   As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  came  here  tonight  thinking  that  we 
vv'ere  going  to  get  an  accounting  of  your  stewardship,   of  everything 
that  had  been  entrusted  to  you,  and  we  did  get  a  history  of  the  thing, 
but  not  an  accounting  of  what  had  been  accomplished.     And  we  have 
always  attempted  to  find  out,  from  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trus- 
tees,  as   to   when   that   project   was   going  to  be  put   forward.     Why, 
when  the  time  came  for  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue,  we  could  have  come 
before  this   Board   of   Supervisors   and   said   to   them,   "Gentlemen,   we 
are  tired  of  this  situation;     we   have  waited   in   vain   for  a   building 
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that  would   properly   house   our  activities,"   and   you  know,   as   Mayor 
Rolph  said,  that  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  an  opera  house  could 
not  be  built  privately  on  city  land;    but  the  Supreme  Court  held  that 
the   city   can    build    a   War    Memorial    Building,    and    the   late    Judge 
Lennon  said,  in  his  decision,  that  it  serves  the  most  patriotic  motives 
of  the   community,  because  what  is  more   necessary  in  a  community 
than   the   building   up   of   a   spirit   of   loyalty   and   patriotism   to    this 
country?     And   that   has   always   been   entrusted   to   the   organizations 
composed  of  those  men  who  served  this  country  in  time  of  war.     It 
is  those  men   who  are  called  upon,  despite  their  war  service,  to  keep 
on  with  that  service  and  build  up  that  spirit  in  a  community.     And 
we  are  called  upon  to  do  that,  but  we  wanted  to  do  it  in  proper  sur- 
roundings;     and  if,   in  May  of  1927,  we  had  come  to   this  Board  and 
stated,    "Gentlemen,    we    are    loath    to    any    longer    support    the    War 
Memorial,   as   it  consists   of  an   opera  hour.e   with   facilities  for   other 
musical  organizations,  we  merely  want  a  war  memorial  that  will  cost 
not  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  or  two  million  dollars,  that  will 
be  a  housing  place  for  veteran  organizations,"  I  feel  quite  sure,  in  my 
own    heart,    Mr.    Drum,    that    this    Board    of    Supervisors    would    have 
assented  to  that  proposition,  and  there  would  have  been  no  $4,000,000 
bond   issue  placed  on   the   ballot.     But  we  did  not  want  to  take  that 
attitude      We  wanted  the  whole  project  completed.     And  we  went  for- 
ward and  supported  your  measure.     We  did  want  to  protect  ourselves, 
however,  because  we  had  not  been  able  to  get  proper  information  from 
your  Board  of  Trustees.     You  talked  40,000  feet,  and  then  in  expanding 
measure       You    said    that   that    was    the    amount    that    the    American 
Legion  agreed  to.     True  it  was,  but  it  was  not  the  amount  presented 
by  the  American  Legion.     We  wanted  more  space,  but  it  was  pointed 
oiit  to  us  in  the  origin  that  the  money  then  on  hand  would  have  only 
permitted  us  to  have  this  space,  and  that,  if  we  had  to  get  more,  it 
would   have   been   at   the   sacrifice   of   the   other    organizations.      That 
amount  of  40,000  square  feet  was  not  an  original   proposal  from  the 
American  Legion;    it  was  the  result  of  barter  and  bargaining  between 
the  representatives  of  our  Board  and  the  representatives  oi  the  Ainpri 
can  Legion      We  finallv  acceded  to  that  in  the  same  spirit  of  sacrifice 
and  willingness  to  co-operate  with  all  of  the  other  units  that  we  have 
shown  the  past  eight  years. 

And  so  I  say,  when  this  bond  issue  came  up  we  wanted  to  protect 
ourselves  and  all  the  veteran  organizations,  too.  And  they  camo 
before  the  Board,  and  the  Board  passed  a  measure  pledging  themselves 
to  protect  the  veteran  organizations  in  their  allotment  of  space.     Now 

I  am  not  going  into  the  history  of  Amendment  No.  32,  except  to 
answer  one  statement  that  you  made  when  you  stated  that  there  was 
ample  opportunity  given  for  a  presentation  of  that  measure  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  so  that  anybody  who  was  interested  in  it 
could  have  come  up  probably  and  opposed  it.  You  did  not  say  that, 
but  that  was  the  inference  in  your  suggestion. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     I  did  not  say  that.  ^    ,.   .  r^ 

MR  S\PIRO-  Did  vou  know,  Mr.  Drum,  that  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  sat  for  several  months  before  that 
time  receiving  charter  amendments,  holding  space  open  for  Charter 
Amendment  No.  32,  relating  to  the  War  Memorial,  but  it  was  not 
brought  before  them.  It  was  not  brought  before  a  committee  of  this 
Board  of  Supervisors,  where  it  could  have  been  considered  properly, 
in  the  right  spirit,  and  with  everybody  having  an  opportunity  to  know 
about  it      But   it  was  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  this  Board  at 

II  o'clock  that  night,  on  the  next  to  the  last  day  on  which  charter 
amendments  could  be  submitted,  and  none  of  the  war  veteran  organ- 
izations knew  anything  about  it  until  after  it  had  been  placed  on  the 
ballot-  and  I  doubt  whether  it  would  have  been  so  placed  if  certain 
assurances,  which  we  believe  were  distinctly  incorrect,  were  not  given 
this  Board  of  Supervisors  at  that  time. 
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THE  CHAIRMAN:      I  was  not  in  the  State. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  I  do  not  say  that  you  gave  the  assurance.  I  do  not 
.want  any  one  to  misunderstand  me.  I  want  to  make  that  absolutely 
clear,  Mr.  Drum,  so  that  you  will  not  misunderstand  me.  I  do  not 
say  that  the  statements  came  from  you,  but  the  persons  who  pre- 
sented them — and  I  do  not  know  that  they  were  authorized  by  you. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  only  one  who  presented  the  matter  was 
Mr.  Hall,  representing  in  a  legal  sense  this  Board,  and  Mr.  O'Toole, 
the  City  Attorney,  they  regarding  it  merely  as  an  amendment  to 
legalize  the  prosecuting  of  this  work — nothing  else. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Of  course,  we  could  not  see,  even  from  a  legal  sense, 
why  the  city  could  not  accept  the  money  and  the  lands  without  the 
necessity  of  creating  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Mr  Martin  tells  me— I  was  not  here— that  the 
Legion  was  notified  and  did  not  appear. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  That  is  incorrect;  that  statement  is  incorrect;  the 
Legion  was  not  notified,  nor  were  any  of  the  other  veteran  organiza- 
rions  that  were  interested  in  this  project.  Now,  the  fact  is,  Mr.  Drum, 
you  cannot  take  the  result  of  that  campaign  as  an  issue  with  the  people 
because,  although  you  had  the  unanimous-  support  of  the  newspapers, 
which  was  given  on  the  theory  that  the  failure  to  carry  that  thing 
through  would  have  stopped  the  progress  of  this  work  for  two  years, 
as  a  matter  of  fact  that  was  a  very  unfortunate  argument.  It  con- 
vinced the  newspapers  and  got  their  support.  But  unfortunately  it  is 
not  a  true  argument,  because  you  propose  this  evening,  if  I  under- 
stand the  gist  of  your  remarks,  that  the  Mayor  forbear  the  appoint- 
]jient  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  under  the  new  charter  amendment,  and 
mat  we  go  ahead  with  thi.s*  project  with  the  same  old  setup  that  we 
have  had  before. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Oh,  I  did  not  make  myself  clear,  Mr.  Sapiro. 
My  point  was  that  the  Mayor  postpone;  but  it  is  not  an  indefiinite 
Ijostponement,  but  simply  a  postponement  for  a  sufficient  length  of 
lime  for  your  Legion  committee  and  all  of  the  veteran  bodies  to  state 
their  reasons,  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  see 
whether  or  not  they  cannot  come  to  such  an  adjustment  and  agree- 
ment whereby  the  work  can  immediately  go  forward;  that  was  the 
point. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Of  course,  you  understand  that  the  Mayor  cannot  ap- 
point immediately  anyway.  The  matter  has  to  go  before  the  Legi&-la- 
lure  for  ratification. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  That  is  even  a  better  reason  why  we  should  get 
together. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Which  would  probably  take  some  time.  I  may  state 
also  it  is  rather  difficult  for  us  to  understand  why,  since  the  money 
on  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  has  been  available  since  May,  1927,  and 
since  at  that  time  a  representative  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
W  ar  Memorial  came  before  the  American  Legion  and  asked  us  to  ap- 
prove the  plans'  for  the  War  Memorial  building,  or  for  the  whole 
project,  which  was  then  completed  by  the  architects,  and  stated,  as  a 
reason  for  asking  us,  that  it  was  necessary,  in  order  to  alleviate  the 
unemployment  situation.  We  wanted  to  help  in  that.  We  had  always 
shown  a  willingness  to  co-operate,  and  although  the  plans  were  not 
entirely  satisfactory,  we  gave  our  approval  of  those  plans.  After  our 
approval  was  given,  subject  to  the  two  contingencies  which  you  men- 
tioned, you  changed  the  plans.  You  stated  that  we  repudiated — and 
jou  used  that  very  harsh  word — our  former  approval.  I  have  here  a 
copy  of  the  letter  that  was  sent  to  you,  Mr.  Drum,  or  to  your  Board. 
And  I  want  to  say  that  the  Legion  has  never  at  any  time  repudiated 
any  action  that  it  has  taken.    The  Legion  just  told  you  this 

THE  CHAIRMAN  (interrupting):  I  did  not  mean  to  infer  that,  Mr. 
Sapiro. 
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MR.  SAPIRO:  That  word  was  used,  and  I  just  want— we  are  not 
going  to  be  placed  wrong  in  tlie  eyes  of  anybody. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  will  withdraw  the  word;  it  was-  only  a  quick 
expression  in  an  extemporaneous  speech;  all  I  meant  to  infer  was: 
the  Legion  wanted  to  have  the  plans  reviewed. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  We  disapproved  the  new  plans;  that  was  the  correct 
situation.  Now,  we  have  never  at  any  time  taken  the  attitude  that  we 
will  not  sit  down  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  with  any  other  body 
or  group  that  has  to  do  with  this  Memorial,  and  work  out  the  proper 
solution  of  the  same.  We  have  had,  in  our  own  behalf,  one  or  two 
things  put  over  on  us.  But  even  then  that  has  not  taken  away  from 
us  the  desire  to  forward  the  progress  of  this  city,  and  if  you  meant, 
f.nd  your  board  meant  what  you  said  in  your  speech,  and  you  desire 
to  co-operate,  and  that  no  one  activity  should  have  dominance  over 
the  other,  we  can  very  well  get  together.  Of  course,  you  do  not  expect 
us  here,  at  a  meeting  on  a  night  like  this,  at  a  meeting  where  nobody 
was  told  in  advance  what  it  was  to  consist  of,  to  sit  down  with  you 
and  say,  "We  want  this  reviewed  or  that  reviewed."  And  if  you  want 
to  know  the  spirit  of  the  Legion,  that  is  the  spirit,  and  we  are  per- 
fectly walling  to  co-operate  with  your  group,  or  any  other  group,  in 
order  to  see  this  War  Memorial  erected,  and  erected  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.     (Applause.) 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  think  that  is  fine,  Mr.  Sapiro,  your  last  state- 
ment of  not  only  a  willingness,  but  a  desire  to  co-operate.  I  think 
tnat  will  serve  the  entire  purpose  of  this  meeting,  naturally  at  a  date 
when  we  can  sit  down  and  review  things  thoroughly.  As  you  very  prop- 
erly said,  while  I  have  always  in  most  ot  my  remarks  spoken  of  the 
Legion,  I  necessarily  included  all  the  veterans'  organizations-.  Mr. 
Boyd,  I  believe,  in  the  United  Veterans'  organization,  is  the  spokes- 
man for  the  major  part  of  the  personnel  or  numbers  at  least  of  the 
ether  veteran  organizations,  and  I  think,  Mr.  Boyd,  that  the  meeting 
would  like  to  hear  from  you. 

MR.  BOYD:  I  want  to  say  at  the  outset,  Mr.  Drum,  that  the  United 
Veterans'  Council  is  taking  this  position  insofar  as  your  Trustees-  are 
.'oncerned,  and  we  are  taking  this  position  wholly  without  any  desire 
to  appear  disrespectful,  but  we  maintain  that,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  American  Legion  is  the  only  veteran  organization  that  is  men- 
tioned as  a  beneficiary  in  the  trust  agreement,  that,  insofar  as  your 
board  is  concerned,  no  other  veteran  organization  is  a  beneficiary  and 
has-  any  rights,  and  having  no  rights,  no  other  veteran  organization 
can  be  damaged  in  any  way  or  suffer  any  wrong  at  your  hands.  That 
is  our  position.  It  may  be  our  position  is  not  well  taken;  nevertheless 
it  is  our  position  and  we  will  maintain  it.  We  take  the  further  posi- 
tion that,  if  our  comrades  of  the  American  Legion  have  no  confidence 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  they  have  been  in  close  association  with 
lor  seven  years,  then  it  would  be  hardly  right  to  expect  that  the  Other 
veteran  organizations  in  San  Franciwco  would  place  ourselves  in  your 
hands.   And  that,  again,  is  said  in  all  friendliness. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Good  fellowship. 

MR.  BOYD:  The  United  Veterans'  Council  and  the  rest  of  the  vet- 
eran organizations  of  San  Francisco  feel  that  our  court  of  appeal  is 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  We  feel  that  they  are  our  representatives, 
tliey  are  the  direct  representatives  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco, 
and  we  feel  that,  inasmuch  as-  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States 
have  always  come  direct  from  the  people,  that  it  is  thoroughly  proper 
lor  us  to  go  to  the  direct  representatives  of  the  people.  That  is  our 
position.  Therefore,  I  must  take  up  your  remarks,  Mr.  Drum,  from 
the  time  when  you  appealed  to  the  people.  When  your  group  found 
they  were  unable  to  raise  sufficient  money  to  carry  out  their  plans, 
>ou  said  that  they  had  three  courses  open  to  them:  One  was  to  aban- 
aon,  the  other  was  to  secure  more  money  from  private  subs'cribers, 
and  the  third  was  to  appeal  to  the  taxpayers.    The  United  Veterans' 
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Council  asks  that,  regardless  of  who  completes  the  War  Memorial,  if 
it  be  your  present  group  or  a  group  which  the  Mayor  is  to  appoint 
under  Charter  Amendment  32,  or  it  is  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we' 
ask  that  the  pledge  made  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  when  you 
appealed  to  them  for  funds  that  you  could  not  get  el&ewhere,  that  that 
pledge  be  kept.    The  pledge  is  of  record. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  pledge  was  based  upon  the  facts  then  given 
to  the  Supervisors  and  presented  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  that 
was  the  segregation  of  the  bond  money  under  the  bond  issue. 

MR.  BOYD:  Let  us  see  what  the  facts  are,  Mr.  Drum.  This  is  the 
argument  in  favor  of  the  progress  bonds',  mailed  to  every  voter  in  San 
Francisco  for  the  bond  election  of  June  14,  1927. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:     Signed  by  whom? 

MR.  BOYD:  I  will  come  to  that  presently.  Under  the  heading  "War 
Memorial"  it  says,  "The  land  for  the  War  Memorial  is  bought  and 
$1,200,000  cash  is  waiting  in  the  bank.  Thus  the  people  of  this  city, 
by  issuing  $4,000,000  in  bonds,  will  gain  a  beautiful  public  project 
costing  almost  $7,000,000.  The  rest  is  already  donated  privately  or 
given  by  the  city.  The  group  of  buildings  occupying  two  entire  blocks 
on  one  side  of  Van  Nes-s  avenue,  with  the  City  Hall  opposite,  would 
greatly  beautify  our  city.  The  purpose,  to  commemorate  our  heroes 
of  the  war,  is  idealistic  and  patriotic.  The  utilitarian  value  of  these 
buildings  alone  merits  their  construction.  One  of  them  will  be  the  vet- 
erans' building,  housing  all  the  veterans'  organiations  in  San  Fran- 
cisco." Now,  I  want  to  mark  very  carefully  the  next  sentence.  "It  was 
to  give  these  splendid  organizations  a  permanent  headquarters,  in  the 
iiame  of  the  public  which  honors  their  deeds-,  that  the  War  Memorial 
tiind  originally  was  launched."  And  the  argument  continues,  "The 
other  building  will  contain  San  Francisco's  long-needed  symphony  hall 
and  opera  auditorium;  art  gallery  and  museum  features  also  are  in- 
cluded in  the  plant."  And  that  says  the  other  building.  Well,  Super- 
^  isor  Marks  has  asked  me  whose  names  are  signed  to  that.  I  will 
read  them.  "Hesse  C.  Colman,  Andrew  J.  Gallagher,  Frank  R.  Haven- 
ner,  Emmet  Hayden,  Milo  Kent,  James  B.  McSheehy,  Milton  Marks-, 
Charles  J.  Powers,  Alfred  Roncovieri,  Walter  J.  Schmidt,  Warren  Shan- 
non, William  B.  Stanton,  Charles  F.  Todd,  Supervisors.  Approved, 
James  Rolph  Jr.,  Mayor."  And  further,  "The  foregoing  arguments  are 
ajjproved  and  adopted  by  the  Citizens'  Campaign  Committee  of  San 
Fiancisco  for  the  San  Francisco  progress  bonds."  Signed,  "Charles  H. 
Kendrick,  Chairman."  Some  other  names  follow;  I  will  call  just  a 
couple  of  them:  "Milton  E'sberg,  Frank  Kilsby,  James  D.  Phelan,  Matt 
I  Sullivan."  That  was  the  argument  put  forward  to  the  people  of  San 
Francis-co  when  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  was  asked.  Not  to  repeat, 
but  simply  for  the  purpose  of  record,  two  of  the  present  War  Memo- 
lial  Trustees,  two  members  of  this  committee,  approved  that  argu- 
ment when  it  went  to  the  people.  You  went  to  the  people  direct  for 
money  when  you  could  not  get  it  elsewhere.  We  come  direct  to  the 
representatives  of  the  people  when,  after  seven  years,  the  veterans 
of  San  Francisco,  the  American  Legion  as  well  as  all  the  other  vet- 
erans' organizations,  are  impatient  at  the  delay.  You  told  us  tonight, 
Mr.  Drum,  that  there  never  was  an  intention  to  give  a  preference  to 
a  given  group.  We  will  discard  this-  argument.  That  clearly  shows 
that  there  was  an  intention  to  give  a  preference  to  a  given  group.  And 
we  will  go  to  Bill  No.  8003,  Ordinance  No.  7516,  which  is  the  ordinince 
that  authorizes  the  bonds,  and  it  says:  "The  construction,  completion 
and  equipment  of  permanent  buildings  in  or  adjacent  to  the  Civic  Cen- 
ter of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fl'ancisco,  to  be  used  as  a  memorial 
hall  for  war  veterans";  a  given  group  is  given  preference  under  the 
ordinance  which  the  people  approved. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    Is  that  the  title  that  you  are  reading? 

MR.  BOYD:    No;  the  title  is  very  long,  but  the  title  also  includes 
that  "to  be  used  as  a  memorial  hall  for  war  veterans."

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    Does  it  refer  to  an  opera  house? 

MR.  BOYD:  It  makes  no  mention  of  an  opera  house.  It  says,  "For 
educational,  recreational,  entertainment  and  other  municipal  purposes." 
Possibly  the  Police  Department  could  use  the  basement  as  a  shooting 
gallery;  that  is  certainly  a  municipal  purpose.  It  is  there  in  the  ordi- 
nance.   (Laughter  and  applause.) 

Now,  Mr.  Drum,  I  am  representing  fourteen  organizations,  and  they 
i-re  not  strong  numerically.  And  yet  I  believe  that  they  are  as  strong 
numerically  as-  the  Art  Association;  I  believe  that  they  are  as  strong 
numerically  as  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Association.  The  Mayor  very 
pertinently  asks  if  we  could  guarantee  $500,000  to  bring  the  Metro- 
politan Opera  Company,  or  any  other  opera  company,  to  San  Francisco, 
and  I  regret  very  much  to  say  that  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  make 
such  a  guaranty.   I  make  that  statement  for  the  purpose  of  the  record. 

However 

THE  CHAIRMAN  (interrupting):  How  strong  are  you  with  your 
fourteen  organizations,  Mr.  Boyd? 

MR.  BOYD:  That  would  be  rather  difficult  to  say  offhand,  because 
1  am  speaking  now  for  organizations  of  which  I  am  not  a  member  in 
any  way.  I  am  a  member  of  only  one  organization,  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  and  I  am  a  veteran  of  the  World  War;  would  have  been 
of  the  Spanish-American  War,  only  I  was-  8  years  old  the  day  it  was 
declared.  And  I  think  it  is  worthy  of  comment,  too,  that  there  is  no 
intention  on  the  part  of  my  friends  of  the  American  Legion,  and  there 
is  no  intention  on  my  part  to  wave  the  flag.  We  have  been  soldiers, 
sailors,  marines',  because  we  happened  to  be  born  at  the  right  time.  If 
we  had  been  born  a  little  earlier,  we  would  have  been  too  old  to  go  to 
war,  and  if  we  had  been  born  a  little  later  we  would  have  been  too 
young  to  go  to  war.  Our  age  was  an  accident  that  gave  us  a  chance  to 
earn  a  title,  the  title  of  "veteran,"  which  never  can  be  taken  away  from 
us.  (Applause.)  We  do  not  have  to  go  to  the  people  for  a  vote;  it  is  al- 
ways ours.  The  Supervisors,  they  become  ex-Supervisors-;  possibly 
members  of  your  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  become  ex-trustees, 
but  we  remain  veterans.    (Applause.) 

You  said  one  thing  tonight,  Mr.  Drum,  and  I  realize  that  you  were 
speaking  extemporaneously,  just  as  I  am,  and  that  possibly  in  an  ex- 
temporaneous argument  one  makes  a  statement  that,  when  you  read 
it  over  in  the  transcript  it  looks  differently  than  you  meant  it  to 
sound.  But,  as  I  understand  your  statement  tonight,  you  said  that 
your  Board  of  Trustees  could  do  only  that  which  they  believed  to  be 
iheir  duty  as  Trustees,  and  if  I  understood  you  correctly,  you  intimated 
that  if  the  veteran  organizations  of  San  Francisco  did  not  s-ee  their 
duty  to  be  the  same  as  your  duty,  that  your  Board  of  Trustees  could 
only  do  one  thing:  you  could  retain  your  title  to  that  property  over 
there,  and  that  you  could  give  back  the  money  to  the  people  that  sub- 
scribed it,  and  that  this  entire  project  would  fall  to  the  ground.  You 
are  placing  the  burden  upon  the  veteran  organizations.  If  we  make  a 
selection  of  our  own  rather  than  following  your  dictates,  then  that  will 
be  your  attitude.   And  I  do  not  think  you  meant  that,  Mr.  Drum. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  did  not  say  it,  Mr.  Boyd.  What  I  did  say  was 
this:  that  the  private  subscription  fund  for  the  public  purpose  contem- 
plated given  purposes  to  cost  given  sums  of  money;  that  the  bond 
issue  was  predicated  upon  such  additional  sum  of  money  and  such  a 
segregation  of  the  expenditure  of  that  money  that  will  accomplish  all 
of  those  purposes,  and  that  I  did  not  put  any  burden  on  the  veterans. 
I  did  say  that  if  any  fact  or  circumstance  should  arise  whereby  the 
Trustees^  responsible  for  $2,000,000  of  money  or  property,  found  the 
enterprise  in  a  position  where  those  purposes  cannot  go  forward,  as 
confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  the  documents  on  file 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  before  the  election  of  June  11,  then 
our  Trustees  would  be  in  the  position  where  they  could  not  go  for- 
ward with  the  amount  of  money  which  was  subscribed  for  a  general 
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purpose,  for  all  of  these  purposes.  I  was  not  trying  to  put  any  bur- 
den on  the  veterans;!  was  only  showing  that  the  public  purposes  of  all 
of  these  activities,  under  the  plans  by  which  the  money  was  raised, 
would  have  to  go  on  that  way  or  it  could  not  be  accomplished  according 
to  our  trust. 

MR.  BOYD:  That  puts  a  different  aspect  on  it,  I  think,  Mr.  Drum. 
I  was  going  to  ask  the  reporter  to  read  it,  but  it  is  not  necessary. 
There  is-  only  one  thing  I  would  like  to  say  in  conclusion,  and  it  is 
this:  the  Mayor  has  spoken  of  the  love  we  all  have  for  San  Francisco. 
My  comrade,  Milton  Sapiro,  has  pointed  out  that  certain  members  of 
our  organization  have  shown  their  affection  for  their  city  in  a  very 
substantial  way.  And  that  is  true.  That  takes  care  of  the  group  at 
this  table  and  it  takes  care  of  the  group  at  the  other  table.  But  there 
is  another  group  and  they  are  not  at  any  table.  When  you  talk  about 
memorials,  you  do  not  build  them  for  the  living;  you  do  not  build  me- 
morials so  that  music  and  culture  and  the  elegancies  of  life  can  be  in- 
dulged in.  Memorials  are  built,  as  I  understand  the  word,  to  dead 
men.  (Applause.)  You  do  not  need  any  applause  on  that  one  because 
of  the  men  that  are  dead;  they  did  not  die  amid  cultural  surround- 
ings or  refinements  or  elegancies  of  any  kind.     (Applause.) 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Just  a  word  in  reply  to  that,  Mr.  Boyd:  Wouldn't 
you  agree  with  me  that  if  those  dead  men  could  come  back,  and  by 
reason  of  their  death  they  could  find  those  things  done  in  this  com- 
munity that  would  make  better  living  men  and  women,  that  they 
would  feel  their  death  was  worth  while  and  they  had  not  been  sacri- 
ficed? 

MR.  BOYD:  Provided  they  did  not  think  that  the  veterans'  cause 
had  been  cashed  in  to  get  $4,000,000  from  the  taxpayers  when  the 
money  could  not  be  raised  elsewhere.    (Applause.) 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  have  no  reply  to  make  to  that,  but  I  was  going 
to  ask,  Mr.  Boyd,  what  is  your  suggestion,  as  Mr.  Sapiro  has  made  the 
suggestion,  of  a  co-operation  whereby  we  can  see  that  this  great  pub- 
lic enterprise  goes  forward?    Have  you  any  suggestion? 

MR.  BOYD:  Yes,  that  there  be  no  delay  in  making  operative  Char- 
ter Amendment  32,  which  was  proposed,  not  by  our  group,  but  by 
yours,  that  the  Legislature  ratify  Charter  Amendment  32,  and  that  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  appoint  members  to  that  commission  in  accordance 
with  the  dictates  of  Charter  Amendment  32,  and  that  this  Board  of 
Supervisors,  if  I  may  make  a  suggestion  to  them,  stand  firmly  behind 
the  vote  that  they  took  on  Monday  of  this  week,  and  see  that  six  ex- 
service  men  are  named  on  that  commission.    That  is  my  suggestion. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Are  there  any  other  gentlemen  present  who  wish 
to  speak? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  happen  to  be  the  author  of  the  reso- 
lution adopted  last  year,  which  pledged  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  by 
unanimous  vote,  adopted  by  unanimous  vote — I  am  not  trying  to  make 
a  speech,  ladies  asd  gentlemen;  I  merely  want  to  restate  a  few  facts — 
I  happen  to  be  the  author  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  unanimous  vote  last  year,  which  pledges  this  Board 
I'Ot  to  expend  any  of  the  moneys-  voted  by  the  people  of  San  Fl-ancisco 
for  the  War  Memorial  until  such  time  as  the  official  plans  for  the 
project  have  been  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  duly  constituted 
representatives  of  the  war  veterans'  organizations  of  San  Francisco. 
I  introduced  that  resolution,  having  in  mind  the  argument  which  has 
just  been  read  to  you  by  Mr.  Boyd,  which  was  advanced  as  a  para- 
mount argument  at  the  time  these  bonds  were  submitted  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco.  There  is  no  question  that  these  bonds-  were  sold 
to  you,  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  war 
memorial.  (Applause.)  There  was  a  deliberate  subordination  of  refer- 
ence, during  that  bond  campaign,  to  the  opera  house.  Now,  I  approve  of 
tne  opera  house.  I  happen  to  be  a  good  deal  of  a  music  lover.  I  think 
it  is  a  fine  thing  that  we  are  going  to  have  an  opera  house,  but  the 
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political  tactics'  that  were  used  at  that  time  were  unethical  if  there 
was,  in  the  minds  of  anybody  at  that  time,  an  intention  to  use  a  ma- 
jority of  that  money  for  the  opera  house  as  against  the  completion  of 
a  war  memorial  building.  Now,  there  is  not  any  doubt  about  it;  every 
member  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  knows  that  that  is  the  fact.  The 
thing  was  discussed  in  campaign  meetings  and  it  was  a  deliberate 
adoption  of  policy  that  we  would  not  stress  the  opera  house  and  that 
this  was  to  be  for  the  War  Memorial.  Otherwise,  in  my  humble  opin- 
ion, these  bonds  might  not  have  succeeded  at  all.  They  certainly  would 
not  have  succeeded  by  the  majority  which  they  received. 

As  an  ex-ofRcio  prerequisite  of  my  office  here  on  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, I  was  appointed  here  by  somebody  or  other  this  last  year 
fs  a  member  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial.    I  did  not 
attend  the  meetings,  and  I  do  not  say  this  with  any  disparagement  to 
the  gentlemen  who  conducted  those  meetings;   they  Avere  busy;   it  had 
been  their   custom   to   hold   these  meetings   down   town.    My  position, 
however,  so   far  as  my  personal  action  was  concerned,  was  that  this 
had   now   been    removed    from   the    realm    of   private    control    into    the 
realm  of  public  control;    that  the   principal   element   of  money  to  be 
used  is  money  entrusted  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  for  expenditure  and  that  these  meetings  should  be  held 
publicly  in  the  public  meeting  place  of  the  city  government,  which  is 
the  City  Hall.    That  view  has-  recently  been  acceded  to.    But  during  all 
of  that  time  arrangements  apparently   went  ahead  to  complete  plans 
for  these  two  buildings,  to  be  paid  for  by  private  subscription,  which 
I  think  was  a  very  fine  thing,  and  the  public  subscription  amounting 
to   just   about   double   the   amount   of   the   private   subscription.     This 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  never  had  any  progressive  definite  informa- 
tion as  to  what  the  details  of  these  plans  were.    I  say  that,  and  I  chal- 
lenge any  contradiction  from  my  colleagues;  they  know  that  to  be  true. 
There  have  been  occasional  reports  to  us,  but  we  have  been  as  much 
in  the  dark,  and  perhaps  more  in  the  dark  than  the  veterans  have  been 
concerning  these  plans.    And  I  say,  with  all  respect  to  these  gentlemen 
who  have  done  a  very  fine  thing  in  raising  this  private  subscription, 
that  their  methods  have  been  wrong,  and  that  in  my  judgment  that 
mistake   in   procedure   is  very   largely  responsible   for  the  regrettable 
conflict   of   opinion   that    confronts   us   today.     Now,    I    introduced   two 
weeks  ago,  after  the  passage  of  Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  the  reso- 
lution to  which  Mr.  Drum  referred  here  tonight.    It  provides  merely 
that  we,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  are  invested  by  the  mandate 
of  the  people  in  adopting  Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  with  the  respon- 
sibility  of   confirming   the   nominations    which    his    Honor   the   Mayor 
may  make  to  this  new  official   Board   of  War   Memorial   Trustees;    it 
merely  respectfully  requests  and  recommends  that  the  Mayor  appoint 
on  this  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  a  majority  which  have  seen 
service  in  some  branch  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  nation.    It  does  not 
specify  that  they  be  members  of  any  veteran  organization.    It  has  no 
reference  to  the  American  Legion  or  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  or 
any  other   veteran  organization.    I   went  further   and   I   explained  my 
attitude  in  so  doing  again  by  the  argument  that  was  made  to  the  voters, 
officially,  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  by  the  various  other  organizations  which  were  signatories  thereto. 
1  suggested  in  this  resolution  that  his  Honor  the   Mayor  get  the  ad- 
vice.   I  did  not  ask  that  he  be  bound  by  it,  but  that  he  seek  the  coun- 
sel of  the  veterans'  organizations,  because  they  are  the  only  organized 
bodies  which  represent  this  great  group  of  men  and  women  who  served 
in  the  wars.    I  do  not  know  where  else  he  could  go  or  we  could  go  to 
get  advice  of  that  kind.     I  think  it  is  eminently  proper  that  this  great 
group  should  be  consulted  concerning  their  representatives,  and  I  think 
they  are  entitled,  by  every  element  of  good  faith,  in  view  of  our  argu- 
ment to  the  people,  to  have  a  majority  representation  on  this  Board 
oH  War  Memorial   Trustees.    Now,   I   want  to  say  that  my  position — I 
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might   as   well   say   it   here,   because    I   understand   this   meeting   was 
called  for  a  full  discussion  of  this  whole  situation — my  position  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  be  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  dec- 
laration of  policy  unanimous-ly  adopted  last  year:    that   none  of  this 
public  money  will  be  expended,  regardless  of  who  may  go  ahead  pri- 
vately to  draw   plans;    none   of   this   public  money  will   be   expended, 
with  my  vote,  until  such  time  as  these  organized  groups  have  been 
consulted.     (Applause.)     And   through   them,   the   only  medium   which 
we  can  consult^  we  may  obtain  an  idea  as  to  the  attitude  of  the  vet- 
erans themselves,  the  great  group  of  veterans,  as  to  the   recognition 
which  they  think  they  should  receive  in  this  Memorial  that  was  voted 
by  the  people  for  them.    Now,  that  will  be  done,  gentlemen,  I  think,  by 
a  majority  of  this  Board.    I  think  their  past  actions  have  clearly  indi- 
cated it.    And  I  think  one  of  the  things  that  ought   to  be  decided   in 
the  immediate  future  is  to  bring  these  things  out  in  the  realm  even  of 
semi-private  control — and  I  say  that  without  any  disrespect,  but  I  sub- 
mit  it  to  you   as   a  practical   proposition;    this   conflict   and   this   dis- 
agreement is  going  to  continue  so  long  as  private  plans  are  carried  out 
to  completion  before  they  are  submitted  to  the  elected  representatives 
of  the  people  here.    And  that  is  not  said  with  any  jealousy  of  my  pre- 
rogatives as  a  Supervisor;   it  is  not  because  I  want  to  have  a  say,  but 
because  I  insist  that  this  thing  be  done  in  a  public  fashion,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  intention  of  the  charter  of  this  City  and  the  intention 
of  the  voters  when  they  voted  that  money.    I  therefore  disagree  flatly 
with  the  recommendation  made  by  Mr.  Drum  tonight  that  the  Mayor 
should  defer  action  on  Charter  Amendment  No.  32.    I  respectfully  sug- 
gest to  your  Honor  that  you  have  no  right — I  say  that  in  no  personal 
sense — that  you  nor  no  other  Mayor  would  have  a  right  to  defer  ac- 
tion on  a  mandate  from  the  people  that  a  Board  of  Trustees  be  ap- 
pointed, particularly   when   the   reason   advanced   or   suggested   is   that 
we  should  settle  these  problems  in  private  conference.    Now,   I  want 
the   advice   and   counsel   of   the   veterans'    organizations;    but    I    want 
them  given  to  the  duly  conslituted  Board  which  is  going  to  take  charge 
of  this  project,  so  far  as  both  funds  are  concerned,  in  the  immediate 
future.    And   I   suggest  to  you,   respectfully,  that   it  would  be  a  very 
serious  mistake  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  so  soon 
as  they  shall  become  familiar  with  these  facts,  to  defer  action  on  Char- 
ter Amendment  No.  32,  your  Honor.    I  would  like  to  say  just  this  ad- 
ditional thing  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor:    in  your  statement  commending  Mr. 
Drum's  speech  here  tonight,  and  pointing  out  to  the  war  veterans  the 
recognition  that  you  think  is  due  to  this  fine  group  of  citizens  for  their 
generous   contributions   to   this   very   worthy   project,  you  asked   them 
how  they  could  possibly  further  the  production  of  opera  in  the  War 
Memorial  building  if  they  were  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.    Well,  they 
would  not  have  a  thing  to  do  with  that,  your  Honor.  The  Opera  Asso- 
ciation  is   a   private   association   which   has   to   bear   its   own   financial 
guarantees-,  and  there  is  nothing  in  Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  or  in 
any  other  power  of  this  city  and  county  government  at  this  time,  by 
v.iiich  we  are  committed  to  any  support  of  opera.    We  are  going  ahead 
with  this  opera  building,  we  are  going  to  put  up  a  building  there,  but 
there  has  never  been  any  provision  made  for  any  municipal  support 
(if  opera  up  to  this  time,  and  it  does  not  make  any  difference  whether 
they  are  war  veterans  or  these  gentlemen  or  any  of  this  group  of  citi- 
zens out  here.    They  would   not  underwrite  any  opera   that  comes   in 
there.    So  I  merely  point  that  out  to  you  respectfully,  because  it  will 
have  no  bearing  whatever  on  the  whole  situation.    The  opera  will  be 
cither  carried  out  as  at  present  by  the  Opera  Association,  a  jirivate  or- 
ganization, or  with  the  remote  possibility  that  some  time  in  the  future 
the  City  itself  might  see  fit  to  subsidize  opera.    (Applause.) 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  express  the  same  respect  for  the  views  of  Su- 
pervisor Havenner  that  he  has  expressed  for  mine,  but  I  think  for  the 
sake  of  the  record  it  is  only  fair  to  point  out  two  things  to  the  Super- 
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visor-  one  is-,  he  savs  that  at  the  moment  that  a  bond  issue  is  passed 
where  public  monevs   are  to  be  spent   that  there   should  be  a  public 
hearing    Not  a  dollar  of  public  money  has  been  spent  or  has  been  at- 
tempted to  be  spent.    It  is  perfectly  usual  to  meet  in  that  place  which 
is  of  convenience,  and  for  years  we  have  met  down  towm,  simply  be- 
cause all  the  members  of  the  committee,  or  most  of  them,  are  down 
♦own     We  are  not  a  public  committee,  we  are  not  spending  the  pub- 
lic's monev,  we  have  not  attempted  to  go  forward  on  any  private  en- 
t<^rprise  where  anybody  is  committed  to  a  set  of  plans  prepared  by  a 
private  corporation  to  be  forced  upon  the  public  expenditure  of  money. 
But  we  have  been  asked  before  this  Board  of  Supervisors  twice  to  ex- 
plain what  we  have  been  doing  since  June  of  1927.    We  have  had  rep- 
rpsentatives  of  the  veterans'  organizations  here,  urging  us  to  proceed 
In  the  preparation  of  those  plans.    The  plans  that  we  have  prepared— 
they  are  about  80  per  cent  complete— are  plans   that  have   been   pre- 
pared without  a  dollar  of  money  s-pent  by  any  bond  issue  voted  by  the 
people     If  there  is  any  one  that  has  any  objection  to  the  expenditure 
of  money  thus  far,  it  is  those  who  have  subscribed  privately  to  the 
? mount  of  money  other  than  the  bond  issue.    It   would   seem  to  me, 
under  those  circumstances,  that  it   is  hardly  a  fair  comment  to  put, 
either  upon   that  expenditure   or  the  place  of  meeting  the  aspect  on 
the  part  of  this  committee  of  the  endeavor  to  discharge  a  public  func- 
lion  in  a  private  place. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  May  I  not  ask  whether  the  committee 
Ivas  not  gone  ahead  to  prepare  complete  plans-  for  the  entire  project? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    It  has. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Those  plans  have  not  been  prepared, 
us  would  be  necessary  under  the  terms  of  this  charter,  I  think,  by  the 
auly  constituted  agents  of  the  city  government,  the  City  Engineers 
office,  or  his  architects. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  We  thought  we  had  the  Legion  organizations 
and  the  other  veteran  organizations,  or  rather  the  Legion  organization, 
pass   and  approve  those   plans  last   March;    that  w^a&  our  thought  at 

that  time.  ■    ■     ^-       ^ 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  do  not  want  to  do  any  uiDustice  to 
anvbody  Mr.  Drum;  I  want  to  be  frank,  however.  I  attended  the  meet- 
ing that  your  Trustees  held  out  here  in  the  City  Hall  shortly  after 
Charter  Amendment  No.  32  was  adopted.  At  that  time  I  was  advised 
that  plans  were  under  way  for  the  letting  of  a  contract  for  the  founda- 
tion of  these  buildings. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    That  is  correct. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  am  a  layman,  but  I  cannot  under- 
stand, hew  it  would  be  possible  for  your  board,  before  this  new  official 
Board  of  Trustees'  goes  into  existence,  and  before  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors commences  to  spend  public  moneys,  how  it  would  be  possible 
for  your  board  to  let  a  contract  for  the  foundations  of  both  of  these 
buildings,  out  of  the  money  under  your  control,  without  committing 
us  almost  irrevocably  to  the  necessity  of  building  the  rest  of  the 
buildings  to  fit  your  foundation  plans,  and  if  that  does  not  commit  us 
to  a  procedure,  I  do  not  understand  the  whole  thing.  I  have  consulted 
engineers  and  the  building  department  of  this  City  and  they  tell  me, 
•'Yes,  we  would  be  committed  if  that  were  ever  done." 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  agree  with  you  in  every  statement  made.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  do  that  without  committing  you,  but  the  invi- 
tation to  bid  was  not  the  letting  of  bids,  and  with  these  statements 
made  as  to  haste  and  to  get  for^vard  at  that  meeting  which  you  at- 
tended, I  merelv  stated  that  we  desired  to  invite  bids  for  that  w^ork. 
We  have  not,  by  the  invitation  to  the&e  bids  we  have  not  authorized 
tliat  work,  and  when  this  matter  ass-umed  the  shape  that  it  has.  as 
between  the  requests  of  the  veteran  organizations  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  we  purposely  postponed  for  two  weeks,  until  December 
2(',  the   opening  of  bids.    If  this  situation   continues,   we  won't  open 
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any  bids,  and  we  won't  authorize  a  dollar  of  work.  The  matter  is  en- 
tirely in  our  hands  in  the  sense  of  neither  committing  the  public  nor 
committing  those  who  sub&cribed  privately  to  that  money.  But  we  did 
gain  a  iiiatter  of  two  or  three  weeks;  we  expected  this  excavation 
work  would  be  finished  some  time  between  the  10th  and  20th  of  De- 
cember, under  their  contract,  so  that  if,  with  time  of  the  essence, 
that  we  would  at  least  be  in  shape  to  avoid  the  delay  of  thirty  to  forty 
days  in  the  invitation  for  bids.  We  agree  perfectly,  but  no  one  is 
committed  and  no  one  intended  to  commit  any  one.  The  next  point,  I 
think,  for  the  sake  of  the  record.  Supervisor,  that  it  would  only  be 
fair  for  me  to  state,  and  that  is  you  said  that  you  challenged  any  one 
to  produce  any  evidence  of  having  explained  fully  what  the  plans  and 
costs-  of  these  buildings  were.  We  appeared,  after  the  meeting  with 
the  publishers  and  before  the  bond  issue,  betore  an  informal  meeting 
in  the  Mayor's  office,  at  which  the  entire  Board  of  Supervisors  was 
invited — I  do  not  know  whether  you  were  there  or  not.  We  then  held 
two  subsequent  meetings  with  the  Finance  Committee,  and  I  think  you 
were  there  at  that  time.  I  happened  to  be  the  spokesman,  and  1  out- 
lined in  every  detail  the  cost  of  both  buildings,  taking  the  area  of 
both  buildings,  taking  the  purposes  of  both  buildings,  and  I  was  asked 
by  the  city  authorities  to  see  that  it  would  be  put  in  proper  shape  and 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  where  it  is  on  file  now,  with 
such  specific  detail  that  the  Supervisors  would  thereby  be  putting  a 
confirmation  on  the  purposes  of  the  bond  issue,  both  as  to  how  the 
money  would  be  spent  and  on  what  purposes-.  Those  papers  are  on  file 
today.  I  only  want  to  make  both  of  those  points,  because  I  believe 
the  record  should  state  the  facts. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Mr.  Drum,  could  I  ask  you  this  ques- 
tion: I  think  we  all  share  the  idea  that  we  would  like  to  see  the  work 
go  forward  and,  after  all,  I  think  we  have  heard  a  good  deal  of  the 
history  tonight  that  we  did  not  know.  Without  going  into  the  ques- 
tion of  criticism,  do  you  think  now  there  has  been  presented  enough 
evidence  to  your  Board  of  Trustees  to  indicate  that  perhaps  there  is 
a  feeling,  a  suspicion,  whether  justified  or  not,  that  the  plans  and  the 
preparation  of  the  plans  has  been  all  too  unconsciously  private  for  the 
good  of  the  project? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  would  say.  Supervisor  Gallagher,  in  answer  to 
that,  the  following:  that  no  criticism  or  no  suggestion  by  any  mem- 
ber of  any  of  the  veteran  organizations,  acting  under  the  resolution  of 
The  Board  of  Supervisors-  of  June  7,  1927,  that  they  should  approve, 
that  nothing  of  a  disapproving  character  has  occurred  regarding  the 
amount  of  square  footage  that  they  have  had;  the  only  thing  is  the 
nature  of  criticism  they  did  iK)t  have  a  completed  building^  even 
though,  if  that  additional  wing  was  put  up,  they  could  not  occupy  the 
space.  At  the  meeting  last  August,  called  for  the  express  purpose,  at 
which  all  the  veteran  organizations  were  pres-ent,  there  was  not  a  single 
claim  made — it  was  then  105,000  square  feet — that  105,000  s-quare  feet 
would  not  serve  every  possible  housing  problem  that  all  the  veterans' 
organizations  in  San  Francisco  had.  The  only  point  that  was  made  as 
a  point  of  criticism  was,  "You  finished  the  opera  house  as  a  building 
and  you  have  not  finished  the  veterans'  building;  we  want  as  good  a 
building  as  the  opera  hous-e." 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Is  that  the  fact?  I  am  trying  to 
grip  this,  and  perhaps  I  may  be  dull;  is  it  a  fact  that,  as  things 
stand,  as  the  plans  are  drawn,  and  as  money  is  available,  taking  both 
moneys,  that  the  opera  house  will  be  a  completed  building  and  the 
veterans'  building,  so  called,  will  not  be? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  It  is  according  to  the  definition  of  what  is  com- 
plete and  incomplete.  You  can  tour  this  country  and  you  can  find 
monumental  buildings,  completed  only  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of 
what  the  veterans'  building  is,  and  regarded  as  completed  buildings. 
The  whole  idea  on  a  monumental  building  is,  do  not  add  any  more 
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square  footage  to  the  cost  of  the  building  until  you  can  use  the  con- 
tents. This  is  a  pretty  rich  city,  and  we  have  had  a  library  that,  if 
this  building  is  not  completed,  with  a  little  strip  fifty  feet  by  two 
hundred  on  McAllister  Street  and  F'ranklin  unfinished,  then  the  library 
across  the  street  is  very  far  from  being  completed.  It  is  according  to 
the  definition  of  what  is  completed.  I  would  say  that  the  building  is 
eminently  completed.  Of  course,  one  thing  that  has  been  overlooked 
in  this  discussion,  and  that  is  that  the  memorial  court  from  the  St. 
Ignatius  lot,  of  8,000  square  feet,  has  been  made  into  a  memorial 
court  opposite  the  City  Hall  of  150  by  350  feet,  about  52,000  square  feet. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Could  you  say  to  me  again,  in 
money,  what  the  so-called  or  presumed  incompleted  portion  of  the 
building  would  cost? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     Five  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     Would   that   reconcile   the   difference 
as  to  space? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:      Pardon  me? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Would  that  reconcile  the  difference 
as  to  space? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  As  I  have  understood  the  argument,  it  would 
reconcile  their  ideas  of  a  completed  building,  but  they  would  not  need 
the  space  after  it  was  completed,  and  so  stated. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      Is  that  last  statement  correct? 
MR.  BURNS:     That  statement  was  never  made. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Is  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Drum, 
that  $500,000  would  complete  the  building  to  your  satisfaction  and  as 
to  space,  is  that  correct? 

MR.  BOYD:  As  to  the  amount  of  money,  Mr.  Gallagher?  The 
principal  thing,  if  it  was  a  completed  building,  would  the  veterans 
be  satisfied? 

SUPERVISOR   GALLAGHER:     With    the    space    situation    now? 
MR.  SAPIRO:    No,  it  is  not  a  question  of  more  space;   it  is  a  ques- 
tion of  proper  plans.     We  approved  a  set  of  plans;    we  stand  by  that 
approval.      The    Board    of     Trustees     changed    those     plans    after    the 
approval  was  given;    we  disapproved  the  subsequent  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  What  were  the  changes  made  after  your 
approval   generally? 

MR.  BOYD:     May  I  make  this  point 

THE  CHAIRMAN  ("interrupting):  Pardon  me,  could  I  hear  the 
answer  to  that  question? 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  One  set  of  plans  was  approved  at  one  time, 
I  understood  you  to  say,  in  August.    . 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     In  March  of  this  year,  1928. 
MR.  BURNS:     Mr.  Hotchner  is  the  Chairman  of  the  Plans  Subcom- 
mittee. 

MR.  HOTCHNER:  I  would  like  to  explain  that  Mr.  Drum  is  slightly 
in  error  in  the  statement  that  we  were  eminently  satisfied  with  105,000 
square  feet.  It  just  happened  to  figure  that  that  is  the  square 
footage  that  was  there.  It  never  was  set  by  us.  There  are  forty-odd 
organizations  to  be  housed  in  that  building.  On  our  attempt  to  get, 
or  rather  to  obtain  the  footage  that  would  be  required  for  all  of  these 
organizatio?is,  we  were  informed  by  a  member  of  the  Trustees  that 
this  information  should  not  be  obtained  at  that  time,  due  to  the  fact 
that  dissension  might  occur  that  we,  the  Legion,  were  the  only  bene- 
ficiaries under  the  trust  agreement,  and  we  were  the  only  ones  that 
they  were  looking  to  at  that  time.  Answering  your  direct  question 
as  to  whether  or  not  we  would  be  satisfied  if  this  building  was  fin- 
ished, the  statement  has  been  made  to  us  that,  if  that  section  was  fin- 
ished it  would  not  be  available  for  veterans;  that  it  would  go  to  the 
other  occupants  of  the  building.  Now,  this  building  was  cut  down — 
I  will  answer  Mr.  Marks'  question — this  building  was  cut  down  after 
we    approved    the    plans;     ten    feet    was    removed    from    the    building. 
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Then,  to  offset  this  footage,  a  mezzanine,  absolutely  impracticable  for 
useful  purposes,  was  inserted.  The  plans  now  show  practically,  I 
believe,  1,000  square  feet  more  than  what  we  approved.  That,  in  a 
way,  would  seem  to  be  more  footage  than  we  originally  approved,  but 
that  is  offset  by  a  mezzanine  that  was  inserted  in  the  section  of  the 
building  that  is  supposed  to  be  the  State  headquarters  for  all  of  the 
organizations,  making  not  only  that  square  footage  unusable,  but  the 
square  footage  below  it  unusable. 

MR.  BOYD:  May  I  make  this  point,  please,  simply  for  the  purpose 
of  the  record  and  the  information  of  the  Board:  All  of  the  discussion 
as  to  the  plans  being  approved  or  disapproved,  all  of  the  discussion 
as  to  the  space  being  acceptable  or  not  acceptable,  thus  far  has  been 
entirely  by  the  American  Legion.  The  other  fourteen  veteran  organi- 
zations have  never  seen  a  set  of  plans,  have  never  had  a  statement  as 
to  the  space  available,  and  have  no  opinion  of  record  with  your  Com- 
mittee, or  with  anyone  else,  as  to  whether  or  not  they  are  satisfied; 
and  those  other  fourteen  organizations  are  most  certainly  included 
in  Supervisor  Havenner's  resolution  of  June  6,   1927. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Mr.  Boyd,  the  only  answer  I  can  make  to 
that  is 

MR.  BOYD  (interrupting):  It  was  not  a  question;  it  was  a  state- 
ment of  fact. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  only  answer  I  can  make  in  reply  to  that 
statement  of  fact  is  that,  after  the  bond  issue  was  passed,  the  amount 
of  space  figured  was-  then  65,000  square  feet.  It  was  then  increased  to 
107,000  or  108,000  square  feet.  I  do  not  know  what  the  contract  was, 
but  I  know  those  representatives  of  the  Legion  on  our  committee  were 
in  contact  with  a  number  of  veteran  organizations;  they  were  bring- 
ing us  in  every  week  a  number  of  organizations.  I  assumed  that  they 
had  some  contact  whereby  they  knew  the  number,  because  the  number 
increased  from  sixteen  veteran  posts — I  mean  Legion  posts — to  sixty- 
one  separate  organizations,  with  the  statements  made  as  to  the  space 
they  had  to  occupy  and  the  number  of  lodge  rooms  that  there 
should  be. 

MR.  BOYD:  That  is  quite  true;  but  the  fact  remains  that  none 
of  those  organizations  have  ever  seen  a  set  of  plans,  nor  have  they 
ever  been  told,  by  anyone  speaking  with  authority,  as  to  the  space 
that  would  be  available  for  them  in  that  building. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Mr.  Boyd,  could  I  ask  a  question? 
Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  American  Legion  is  the  only  beneficiary  men- 
tioned in  the  trust  agreement?  Is  there  now  being  and  ready  to  act 
a  comprehensive  and  authoritative  committee,  or  set  of  gentlemen, 
representing,  besides  the  American  Legion,  all  of  the  groups  of  which 
you  speak,  and,  I  presume,  who  are  signed  to  this  letter? 

MR.  BOYD:  There  is  now,  and  there  has  been  continuously  such 
a  group  for  the  past  ten  years.  Supervisor. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  In  other  words,  if  a  way  were  found 
to  open  some  doors  here  that  some  people  think  are  closed  and  others 
think  are  open;  if  somebody  was  asked  to  call  groups  together  to 
settle,  if  we  can,  this  thing,  to  the  end  that  the  work  will  go  forward, 
there  is  now  in  being  a  constituted  representative  body  authorized  to 
speak  for  all  of  the  veterans — that  is,  I  mean,  it  is  joined  with  the 
Legion? 

MR.  BOYD:  Exactly.  We  are  co-operating  with  the  Legion,  and 
we  are  in  daily  contact  with  our  own  duly  constituted  groups.  We 
are  a  committee  of  five,  and  ready  to  proceed  at  any  time  to  contact 
the  other  groups,  show  them  what  there  is,  and  secure  their  approval 
or  their  disapproval;  and  I  have  made  that  proposition  to  one  of  the 
members  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  already,  Mr.  Gallagher.  I 
made  it,  in  fact,  as  far  back  as  last  March. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  am  not  clear  yet.  Every  war  vet- 
eran   organization    entitled    to   consideration    in    respect    to    this    War 
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Memorial   is,  as  I  understand  it,  represented   in  one  group,  duly  and 
regularly  appointed. 

MR.  BOYD:  Exactly.  Let  me  make  this  analogy,  and  I  know  it 
will  be  clear  to  you:  The  American  Legion,  we  will  say,  for  the  sake 
of  this  example,  the  American  Legion's  council  can  be  compared  to 
the  Building  Trades  Council,  and  the  United  Veterans'  Council  can  be 
compared  to  the  Labor  Council.  Now,  if  you  had  a  matter  that  con- 
cerned labor,  you  would  call  in  the  leaders  from  the  Building  Trades 
Council,  the  duly  elected  officers,  and  the  Labor  Council.  And  if  there 
is  ever  a  proposition  to  be  made  with  regard  to  this  War  Memorial, 
it  is  a  fact  that  has  been  known  to  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  for  a 
long  time  they  could  call  in  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the 
County  Council  of  the  American  Legion  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  War 
Memorial  Committee  of  the  United  Veteran  Council  on  the  other 
hand 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  am  going  to  ask  for  a  recess 
for  ten  minutes. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      Get  the   page. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  If  the  Mayor  can  stand  it, 
we  ought  to   stand   it. 

THE  MAYOR:      Page   48,  let  me  finish  this.     "and  the 

War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  United  Veteran  Council  on 
the  other  hand,  and  the  groups  are  not  large;  it  is  not  a  huge 
mob  of  men,  and  they  can  sit  down  together.  But  that  has 
never  been  done." 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Do  you  consider,  then— and  I  am 
going  to  ask  Mr.  Drum  a  question  in  a  moment — do  you  consider,  or 
does  anybody  consider  that  represents  these  groups,  that  you  have 
reached  an  impasse  on  this  question  of  War  Memorial  plans? 

MR.   BOYD:      Why,  not  at  all. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Now,  Mr.  Drum,  what  is  the  inten- 
tion of  your  W'ar  [Memorial  Trustees  looking  to,  and  being  temporarily 
in  charge  of  the  situation,  looking  to  bringing  together  these  repre- 
sentative groups  that  will  have  a  decisive  say  in  this  matter? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  A  desire  to  have  whatever  is  the  representative 
of  the  sixty-five  or  sixty-six  veteran  organizations  sit  down  and  show 
where  they  can  use  any  more  square  footage  than  108,000  square  feet, 
and  likewise  have  them  take  the  position  that  they  have  got  a  finished 
building  when  they  have  got  the  amount  of  building  which  takes  care 
of    108,000    square    feet. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Are  "you  in  an  unyielding  position  in 
that  regard? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:      I  am  in  no  position  at  all. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      I  mean  your  Board? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No.  If  the  Supervisors  desire,  in  the  tax  levy, 
or  by  an  additional  bond  issue,  to  raise  from  half  a  million  to  three- 
quarters  of  a  million,  we  will  not  only  be  glad  to  have  the  building 
completed,  and  $540,000  more  paid,  but  give,  all  these  Legion  bodies 
the  number  of  square  feet,  up  to  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  if  they  will  provide  the  money. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  If  the  money  is  not  provided,  then 
do  I  get  you  clear — let  us  not  misinterpret  you — do  I  understand  the 
attitude  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustee  Board  you  represent  to  be 'that, 
unless  more  money  is  forthcoming,  or  unless  they  can  be  brought  to 
an  agreement  with  your  mind,  as  you  express  it,  that  this  is  the  end 
of  the  trail  so  far  as  you  and  your  colleagues  go? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  will  put  it  a  little  differently.  We  do  not  see 
how  we  are  driven  other  than  into  the  inevitable  position  that,  if  no 
more  money  is  forthcoming,  if  the  activities  that  have  been  approved 
by  the  people  of  this   community   in  the  other  building  are  properly 
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carried  out,  that  there  is  no  possible  place  where  more  square  footage 
or  more  building  cost  can  be  added,  other  than  by  taking  from  the 
other  building,  which  is  to  an  irreducible  minimum;  and  that  we,  not 
by  reason  of  the  Legion  or  Board  of  Supervisors  or  anybody  else,  but 
we,  in  the  discharge  of  our  duty  as  trustees,  with  all  these  various 
activities,  have  no  means  of  carrying  out  to  the  people  of  this  com- 
munity a  satisfactory  accomplishment  of  all  of  these  various  purposes. 
It  is  simply  a  ground-hog  case. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  move  we  recess  for  ten 
minutes.     You  have  read  for  one  hour  and  a  quarter. 

THE  MAYOR:      It  does  not  seem  like  ten  minutes. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  object  to  a  recess,  and  I 
do  net  want  any  ten  minutes  either,  it  will  be  twenty.  As 
long  as  the  Mayor  can  stand  it  we  can  stand  it. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Let  us  go  ahead. 

THE  MAYOR:      I  think  the  more  I  read 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI  (interrupting):  The  stronger 
you  get. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  more  I  read  the  stronger  this  position 
is  getting,  that  is  a  certainty  in  my  own  mind,  and  I  want 
to  tell  you  this:  the  best  thing  that  has  happened  for  this 
War  Memorial  is  that  I  brought  you  the  record.  Will  you 
announce  when  you  want  a  recess  and  we  will  take  it? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  won't  take  one;  I  announce 
that  now. 

SUPERVISOR    McSHEEHY:      I   am   perfectly   satisfied. 

THE  MAYOR:  "Supervisor  Havenner:  May  I  ask  you 
who  has  decided  that  the  plans  for  the  opera  house  have 
been  brought  down  to  an  irreducible  minimum? 

"THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor, 
the  publishers  of  this  city,  acting  in  concert  with  us,  and  on 
their  judgment  and  advice,  in  going  forward  Avith  this  bond 
issue." 

Mind  you,  I  appreciate  your  patience.  It  is  your  duty  as 
Supervisors  to  listen,  the  responsibility  is  in  your  hands  and 
I  want  to  get  through  this  record,  which  is  just  that  little  bit 
mere,  and  then  I  get  down  to  your  resolution,  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  creating  the  committee  of  nine,  you 
remember.  Then  you  can  stop  and  we  gO'  on  from  then  when 
we  put  it  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  of  three  and  three 
and  three  and  you  added,  as  a  compliment  to  me,  you  added 
me  thereto  and  here  I  am  tonight. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  move  we  have  a  call  of  the 
Board,  Mr.  Chairman. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  second  that  motion— while 
the  report  is  read? 

SUPERVISOR  POWDER:     Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  And  the  Sergeant-at-Arms 
be  instructed  to  call  the  members  of  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Go  and  get  them  wherever  they 
are;    get  their   home   addresses. 

THE  MAYOR:  Den't  yon  think  this  is  getting  interesting 
as  we  go  on?     Don't  vou  see  the  situation? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     You  are  getting  warm. 

THE  MAYOR:      Anybody  can  see  the  situation   now. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     I  want  to  say  it  is  very  interesting  . 
to   the  new   members.      I   presume  the   others   have   heard    it, 
but    I  am   very   much   concerned   myself. 

THE  MAYOR:  This  is  three  years  ago.  and  the  committee 
that  you  put  me  on,  we  got  action.  We  got  down  to  an 
impasse,  and  I  want  to  clear  it  up  now  and  get  those  buildings 
going.     If  we  stay  here  and  listen  to  this,  and  get  the  report, 
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you  will  vote  quickly  and  I  think  the  war  veterans  will  say 
"Yes,  put  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  and  go  ahead." 

MR.  GLENSOR:      No. 

THE  MAYOR:  All  right,  the  Mayor  is  going  to  make  the 
appointments  anyway. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  You  have  not  hypnotized 
them  yet. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  May  I  ask  you  who  has  decided  that 
the  plans  for  the  opera  house  have  been  brought  down  to  an  irre- 
ducible minimum? 

THE  CHAIRMAN: 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  like  to  get  down  to  the  point  where 
we  began.  I  know  I  am  detaining  you,  but  I  think  I  should 
finish.  I  am  at  page  100  and  this  report  runs  to  130,  and 
then  I  get  down  to  a  resolution  introduced  by  you  en  Decem- 
ber 20th  and  from  then  on 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  Three,  three 
and  three. 

THE    MAYOR:      Yes,   three,  three  and   three. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  think  you  ought  to  go  to 
the  three,  three  and  three  and  then  go  on. 

THE  MAYOR:     And  then  recess? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     Yes. 

THE  MAYOR    (reading): 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the  pub- 
lishers of  this  city,  acting  in  concert  with  us,  and  on  their  judgment 
and  advice,  in  going  forward  with  this  bond  issue. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  On  what  occasion  and  by  what  act  did  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  make  that  decision? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  They  made  it  by  having  all  of  the  facts  pre- 
sented to  them  as  to  what  the  size  of  the  bond  issue  should  be,  what 
the  money  should  be  spent  for,  and  how  these  things  could  be  accom- 
plished. And  if  it  had  not  been  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors' confirmation  of  what  was  the  expenditure  of  the  irreducible 
minimum,  being  merely  expressed  in  terms  of  building  costs,  we,  as 
far  as  our  activities  are  concerned,  would  not  have  asked  for  any  bond 
issue,  any  more  than  we  were  stumped  when  we  had  $2,000,000  and 
no  way  of  completing  the  enterprise. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Was  the  Board  of  Supervisors  advised  at 
that  time  that,  with  the  bond  issue  of  $4,000,000,  there  would  still  be 
a  disparity  of  about  half  a  million  dollars,  as  far  as  the  Legion  build- 
ing was  concerned? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  were  definitely 
informed  that  the  $4,000,000  issue  would  take  care  of  all  of  the  activi- 
ties that  were  then  discussed  and  approved  up  to  65,000  square  feet, 
devoted  to  veteran  purposes.  That  was  in  April,  when  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  authorized  the  bond  issue.  But  eight  days  before  the 
election,  on  June  7,  Supervisor  Havenner  introduced  a  resolution, 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  put  upon  the  moneys  sub- 
scribed privately  in  the  bond  issue  a  burden  of  an  additional  three  or 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  there  was  not  thereby,  by  reason 
of  that  act,  the  same  moneys  which  had  been  confirmed  by  the  Board' 
of  Supervisors   in  April. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  You  have  made  a  great  deal  of  play  about  this  addi- 
tional area  that  has  been  given  to  the  ex-service  men  over  the  65,000 
square  feet  that  you  registered  down  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 
Isn't  it  a  fact  that  practically  that  entire  addition,  or  33,000  square  feet 
of  it,  comes  about  from  the  fact  that  you  were  making  this  excava- 
tion, and  is  basement  space? 
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THE  CHAIRMAN:  No;  33,000  square  feet  is  in  the  basement,  and 
the  other  75,000  is  in  the  upper  structure. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  But  the  33,000  is  extra  area  that  is  merely  basement 
excavation? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     There  was  always 

MR.  HAVENNER:  The  bond  election  of  June,  1927,  was  primarily 
proposed  by  this  Board  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  people 
the  Spring  Valley  purchase.  The  War  Memorial  bonds  were  brought 
in  at  that  time  and  placed  on  the  ballot  as  an  added  submission  before 
the  people  by  the  group  of  which,  I  think,  you  were  a  member  (refer- 
ring to  Mr.  Drum),  and,  as  is  very  customary  in  bond  issues  brought 
before  us  hastily,  the  plans  and  specifications  were  never  explained  in 
detail  to  this  Board;  and  I  challenge  any  contradiction  of  that  state- 
ment, that  the  plans  and  specifications  were  ever  brought  in  and 
explained  in  detail  before  this  Board.  It  ought  to  be  a  fixed  policy 
of  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  I  have  so  declared  before  this  Board 
since  that  time,  since  that  experience,  that  this  Board  should  never 
submit  to  the  people  any  bond  issue  until  every  detail  of  that  bond 
issue  has  been  explained  in  full  before  the  Board.  In  explanation,  I 
might  say  that  we  had  the  right  to  believe  this  argument  prepared 
and  read  here  this  evening  was  an  argument  in  good  faith,  and  v.-e 
went  ahead  with  the  idea  that  this  was  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
a  War  Memorial;  and  if  we  had  not,  I  for  one  would  not  have  done 
as  I  did.  I  may  as  well  admit  here  and  now,  publicly,  that  this  matter 
did  not  have  the  attention  at  that  time  it  should  have;  but  we  are 
not  bound,  Mr.  Drum,  by  any  errors  we  may  have  committed,  if  any 
errors  at  that  time.  We  have  the  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney;  our 
City  Attorney  advises  us  we  are  not  strictly  bound  by  the  terms  of 
that  act. 

MR.  BURNS:  May  we  have  an  answer  to  the  question  of  Mr. 
Sapiro?  I  would  ask  that  the  reporter,  Mr.  W.  H.  Girvin,  read  that 
question  of  Mr.  Sapiro. 

(Thereupon  the  question  was  read  by  the  reporter.) 

MR.  SAPIRO:  That  was  not  exactly  the  question.  You  have  made 
a  great  deal  of  play  about  this  additional  area  that  has  been  given 
to  the  ex-service  men  over  the  60,000  square  feet  that  you  registered 
down  before  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  prac- 
tically that  entire  addition  of  33,000  square  feet  additional  has  come 
about  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  you  are  making  this  additional 
excavation? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:  Not  entirely.  There  is-  a  strip  of  15,000  square 
feet  in  addition  on  Franklin  Street;  that  was  additional  to  the  extra 
basement  space. 

MR.  BURNS:  How  much  does  that  amount  to  in  the  aggregate- 
that  additional  space  outside  of  the  basement? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:  And  there  is  an  additional  fifty  by  fifty,  due 
to  the  excavation  in  the  basement. 

MR.  BURNS:  As  I  understand  it.  there  were  some  pillars  in  that 
basement  originally.     Is  that  correct? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:      There  are. 

MR.  BURNS:  Was  it  not  contemplated,  in  connection  with  the  War 
Memorial,  to  make  a  rearrangement  of  those  pillars  in  order  to  mak-e 
that  basement  space  usable? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:  To  make  the  space  usable?  It  is  usable,  as 
approved  by  the  plans. 

MR.  BURNS:  When  you  say  "approved  by  the  plans,"  you  are  refer- 
ring to  the  plans  as  approved  on  April  16? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:  Yes,  those  plans  were  approved  by  the  Legion 
on  the  16th  of  April. 

MR.  BURNS:  Now,  were  any  changes  made  in  these  plans  with 
relation  to  the  location  of  those  pillars  after  the  Legion  had  approved 
the  plans? 
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MR.  WAGSTAF'F:      No  vital  change. 
MR.  BURNS:     Ah,  no  vital  change? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:  No,  no  vital  change.  The  building  was  mace 
less  than  ten  feet  narrower,  there  was  a  ten-foot  strip  taken  off,  and 
it  caused  some  rearrangement  in  the  size  of  the  rooms.  For  example, 
a  room  thirty  by  fifty  might  be  changed  to  twenty-five  by  sixty. 
Changes  of  that  nature—changes  of  shape,  and  not  of  capacity. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Were  those  changes  approved  by  the  vet- 
erans? 

MR.  BURNS:     Did  you  submit,  or  were  those  plans 

MR    WAGSTAFF    (interrupting)  :     No. 

MR.  BURNS  (continuing):  —you  say  that  they  were  not  approved 
by  the  Legion? 

MR.  W^AGSTAFF:      Not  officially. 

MR.  BURNS:  Not  officially?  Were  they  approved  by  anyone  rep- 
resenting himself  to  be  a  representative  of  the  Legion? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:  Members  of  the  Legion  saw  the  plans  at  differ- 
ent places. 

MR.  BURNS:     Who  was  that?     Anyone  representing  the  Legion? 
Mr".  WAGSTAFF:     Various  members,  who  said  they  were  from  the 
Legion. 

MR.  BURNS:     I  see;  various  members  who  said  they  were  members 
of   some   veterans'    organization;    simply    came   in    and   looked   at   the 
plans;   but  no  one  stated  that  he  was  approving  the  plans  on  behalf 
of  the  American  Legion,  did  he? 
MR.  WAGSTAFF:    Oh,  no. 

MR.  BURNS :  Were  those  plans  ever  submitted  to  the  Legion  there- 
after for  approval? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:     Not  as  finally  approved. 

MR.  BURNS:  In  other  words,  the  Legion  never  had  them  presented 
to  them  for  approval? 

MR.  KILSBY:  Mr.  Wagstaff,  following  the  approval  of  the  plans 
by  the  Committee,  and  following  the  narrowing  of  the  building  by 
approximately  ten  feet,  as  you  say,  your  office  submitted  two  sets  of 
plans;  and  did  not  those  plans,  were  they  not  submitted,  one  copy  to 
Mr.  Burns  and  one  copy  to  Mr.  Hotchner? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Does  Mr.  Wagstaff  know  he  submitted  them  to 
Mr    Burns  and  Mr.  Hotchner? 

MR.  KILSBY:     No.  .  ^  ,, 

MR.  BURNS:     Would  the  reporter  kindly  read  the  question  ot  Mr. 

Kilsby  to  Mr.  Wagstaff? 

(Question  read.) 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  What  are  the  facts  with  reference  to  the 
submission  by  Mr.  Kilsby  of  these  plans  to  the  Legion? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:     They  probably  were. 

MR.  BURNS:     You  do  not  know  that  they  were,  definitely? 

MR.  WAGSTAFF:     No.  ,     ,  .     o     at 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  If  Mr.  Kilsby  knows,  why  not  ask  him.'  Mr. 
Burns,  I  would  suggest  to  you  that  this  is  an  informal  public  meeting; 
no  one  is  supposed  to  be  under  cross-examination;  it  is  just  an 
informal  meeting.     You  are  taking  the  form  of  cross-examination. 

MR  BURNS:  I  suppose  I  am  inclined  to  revert  to  my  early  train- 
ing, I  admit  I  was  trained  along  those  lines  just  as  you  were  trained 
in  finance. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     Thank  you  for  not  including  the  law. 

MR  BURNS:  I  want  to  ask  this  question,  then,  of  the  Board  ot 
Trustees:  Were  those  plans  which  were  not  approved  by  the  Legion 
submitted  in  the  call  for  bids?  In  other  words,  when  invitations  were 
sent  out  to  the  contractors  for  bids  for  the  concrete  foundation  work 
and  the  steel  structural  work,  were  those  plans  which  had  not  been 
approved  by  the  Legion  used  as  the  basis? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    No  steel  structural  work — 
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MR.  BURNS  (interrupting):    The  concrete  foundation  work,  then. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  There  is  no  steel  structural  work  in  view  yet; 
the  foundation,  yes. 

MR.  BURNS:  In  other  words,  plans  which  were  not  approved  by 
the  Legion? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Yes. 

MR.  BURNS:  And  if  this  condition  which  you  have  outlined  had 
not  arisen  you  would  have  gone  on  and  received  bids  on  those  plans 
which  had  not  been  approved  by  the  Legion? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No,  we  should  not;  we  had  been  put  on  ample 
notice  after  our  meetings  with  the  Legion's  representatives,  and  we 
would  not  have  taken  the  responsibility  of  carrying  this  enterprise 
to  a  position  whei'e  it  could  not  be  stopped  until  we  knew  we  had  the. 
absolute  approval  of  every  veterans'  organization  which  was  interested. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Two  or  three  weeks  ago  you  called  in  bids, 
or  took  steps  looking  towards  the  issuing  of  bids  for  the  foundation 
work,  based  upon  plans  not  approved  by  the  war  veterans;  is  that 
correct? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     That  is  correct. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  But  you  say  you  would  not  have  gone  for- 
ward with  the  calling  of  bids-  under  those  plans  unless  they  were  ap- 
proved? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    That  is  right. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  What  was  it  that  stopped  the  Trustees 
from  continuing  in  securing  those  bids? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Until  the  matter  of  the  satisfaction  of  the  vet- 
erans, and  the  co-operation  of  the  veterans'  organizations  in  the  plan, 
we  were  going  to  go  right  to  the  point  of  having  everything  ready  to 
go  forward  with  this  work  without  having  any  further  delay  than  what 
was  necessary.  It  was  our  intention  to  go  no  further  than  having  the 
excavation  work  done,  and  the  foundation  work  done,  with  the  idea 
that  completion  of  the  foundation  would  not  prevent  the  erecting  of 
any  type  of  building  desired  upon   that  foundation. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  In  other  words,  if  the  veterans'  organiza- 
tions- had  not  expressed  dissent,  the  Trustees  would  have  proceeded 
with  the  letting  of  bids  and  the  completion  of  the  foundation  work? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Oh,  no;  not  after  Mr.  Havenner's  resolution  of 
June,  1927. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  But  Supervisor  Havenner's  resolution  was 
passed  in  June,  1927,  and  after  that  you  had  submitted  plans,  new 
plans  which  were  not  approved  by  the  Legion,  by  the  veterans'  or- 
ganizations. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  plans  were  modified,  yes;  they  were  the 
plans  approved  by  the  Veterans'  Commission. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  And  now,  two  or  three  years  ago,  a  year 
and  a  half  after  Mr.  Havenner's-  resolution,  you  took  bids  looking  to 
the  letting  of  the  work  of  excavating  and  constructing  the  foundation, 
and  you  were  going  ahead  without  the  approval  of  the  veterans?  Now, 
what  was  it  that  stopped  you,  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  veterans? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No,  no;  it  was  done  by  reason  of  Mr.  Haven- 
ner's resolution. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:     I  don't  quite  get  that. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  It  was  very  definite  that  unless  the  veterans' 
organizations  approved  of  our  plans,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
not  approve  of  the  expenditure  of  a  dollar. 

SUPEHVISOR  MARKS:  Supervisor  Havenner's-  resolution  calls  for 
the  approval  of  the  plans  before  any  money  was  called  for.  That  reso- 
lution states  that  in  the  event  of  the  approval  by  the  people  of  the 
War  Memorial  bonds  to  be  voted  on  the  ballot,  this  Board — the  Board 
of  Supervisors — ^pledges  itself  to  the  policy  of  not  anpropri-Hting  any 
money  whatsoever  for  the  construction  of  the  War  Memorial  building 
until  the  official  plans  for  such  building  shall  have  received  the  formal 
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approval  of  a  majority  of  the  duly  constituted  representatives  of  all 
the  war  veterans'  organizations-. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    That  is  correct. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  In  other  words,  you  planned  to  call  for  bids 
md  have  bids  received? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     Absolutely. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  And  subsequently  have  the  plans  approved 
by  the  veterans'  organizations? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No,  the  plans  were  up  for  approval;  the  matter 
cf  the  change  of  plans.  It  would  not  incur  any  change  whatever  in 
the  foundation  plan;  the  foundation  plans  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
superstructure.  We  were  under  the  impression  that  the  only  point 
upon  which  we  had  been  led  to  believe  the  veterans  were  dissatisfied 
were  three:  First,  that  the  space  had  been  cut  down  by  ten  feet,  which 
v^as  not  a  structural  change;  second,  was  that  they  should  know  what 
the  interior  of  the  rooms  at  the  time  the  were  finished  would  be, 
which  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  a  structural  change;  third, 
which  was  a  structural  point  that  was  whether  the  columns  should 
or  should  not  be  in  the  basement.  Outside  O'f  that  there  was  nothing 
in  the  plans  except  for  the  foundation,  except  the  possible  addition  to 
'he  foundation  contract  of  that  space  50  by  130  feet. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Could  you  proceed  to  get  bids-  on  the  foun- 
dation withoait  knowing  whether  additional  pillars  were  to  be  in  the 
building  or  not,  in  the  basement? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Absolutely;  we  were  only  wanting  to  get  as  far 
along  as  we  could. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  set  of  plans  which  the  Legion 
did  approve  were  accompanied  by  a  proviso  that  those  pillars  in  the 
basement  were  to  be  removed? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    I  said  that. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  bids  called  for  now  show 
those  pillars  in  the  basement,  and  making,  in  our  opinion,  that  space 
in  the  basement  unsuable? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  That  is  correct,  except  we  do  not  agree  it  is 
unusable. 

MR.  HOTCHNER;  There  are  other  ob.iections,  one  of  which  is  that 
the  furnishing  of  this  building — to  begin  with  the  trust  agreement 
states  that  the  building  shall  be  adequately  and  completely  furnished. 
From  the  architect's  figures  $45,000  is  allocated  to  the  furnishing  of 
this  building.  I  did  receive  the  set  of  plans  Mr.  Wagstaff  said  was 
handed  to  me,  and  an  investigation  was  immediately  set  on  foot  by 
the  Plans  Committee  of  our  organization  to  find  out  if  $45,000  was 
sufficient  to  adequately  and  completely  furnish  this  building,  and  in 
our  opinion,  after  this  investigation,  it  is  not.  Up  to  the  time  that 
Charter  Amendment  No.  32  was  passed  we  found  out  that  it  was 
totally  inadequate.  We  found  out  from  reliable  bidders  that  the  floor 
coverings  alone,  the  linoleum  and  tarpaulin,  would  come  to  about 
$28,000,  and  the  furnishings  in  the  building  outside  of  the  tarpaulin 
and  linoleum  would  run  over  $80,000.  In  other  words,  if  we  should 
cut  our  bid  in  half  we  would  still  be  twice  as  much  as  the  sum  allo- 
cated by  the  Trustees.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  trust  agree- 
ment specifically  provides  that  the  building  shall  be  adequately  and 
completely  furnished. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  think  that  is  correct,  Mr.  Hotchner,  but  I 
think  you  will  find  that  that  will  all  work  out.  We  find  that  on  some 
of  our  estimates  previously  made,  estimates  before  the  inviting  of 
bids,  that  on  some  of  the  estimates  they  are  too  low  and  on  some  of 
the  estimates  they  are  too  high,  but  most  of  those  estimates  adjust 
themselves. 

Supervisor  Havenner.  may  I  ask  you,  you  were  the  author,  as  vou 
say,  of  that  resolution  before  the  Board  and  it  is  your  expectation  to 
see  that  the  policy  of  that  resolution  goes  through  and  is  carried  out. 
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I  want  to  ask  you  at  this  time  whether  you  do  not  think  it  would 
be  in  the  expedition  of  this-  work  and  the  creation  of  a  harmonious 
feeling  between  all  concerned  to  have  a.  sub^committee  of  your  Board, 
a  sub-committee  of  our  committee,  and  a  committee  representing  all 
of  the  Legion  and  veteran  organizations,  sit  down  together  and  see 
whether  we  cannot  thresh  this  thing  out  prior  to  the  appointment  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  by  the  Mayor? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      I  cannot  see  any  objection  to  that. 
THE    CHAIRMAN:      Then,    that   would    mean    the  postponement   of 
your   resolution,    the   postponement    of   your   pressing   your   resolution 
before  the  Board  until  that  could  be  done.     Would  you  be  willing  to 
do  that? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  don't  think  so.  I  feel  that  my  reso- 
lution has  nothing  to  do  with  this  meeting,  and  that  I  shall  press  it 
in  the  regular  course. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  am  asking  that  for  this  reason:  Without  more 
money  and  with  a  board  of  veterans  feeling  that  they  want  more  space, 
and  with  the  sum  of  money  limited,  that  while  such  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees appointed  by  the  Mayor  would  have  complete  control  of  the  mat- 
ter of  the  expenditure  of  the  four  millions  voted  by  the  public,  they 
would  have  absolutely  no  control  over  the  two  millions  furnished  by 
private  subscription,  and  over  the  ownership  of  the  land.  Don't  you 
feel  under  those  circumstances  that  it  would  be  better  to  thresh  the 
matter  out  and  adjust  all  of  the  various  points  of  difference  before 
the  appointment  of  such  a  Board  of  Trustees  representing  the  public's 
money,  so  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  finally  appointed  repre- 
senting the  public's  money  that  it  will  be  equally  divided  between  all 
organizations  interested  in  this  matter? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  don't  see  any  logic  in  the  adjust- 
ment at  all.  In  the  first  place.  Charter  Amendment  No.  32  was  sug- 
gested by  your  representatives  and  brought  into  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  your  committee  and  I  can't  see  that  at  all.  My  resolution 
does  not  commit  the  Mayor  to  the  appointment  of  a  Board ;  it  has 
nothing  to  do  with  this  controversy.  I  believe  that  the  fact  that  we 
sold  these  War  Memorial  bonds  to  the  people  on  this  argument  jus- 
tifies us  in  asking  the  Mayor  to  see  that  the  affairs  of  this  institution 
be  administered  by  a  group  of  men  a  majority  of  whom  are  represen- 
tative of  the  veterans  of  our  wars,  because  that  is  the  plain  language 
of  the  argument,  all  of  the  selling  argument,  we  made  to  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  in  selling  these  bonds. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     May  I  reply  to  that.  Supervisor  Havenner? 
SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     Certainly. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Don't  you  think  that  it  would  have  this  final 
effect,  along  these  lines?  If  the  Mayor  should  select  as  this  Board  all 
those'  who  are  veterans  of  the  late  war  from  among  those  who  are 
not  members  of  these  majority  groups,  that  it  would  result  that  an 
appeal  would  be  made  of  the  same  character  as  is  now  made  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  of  either  increasing  their  space  or  completing  their 
building  with  an  expenditure  of  at  least  an  additional  half  a  million 
dollars  where  there  is  not  the  money  on  hand  to  do  so?  Then,  if  this 
majoritv  should  refuse  the  veterans'  application,  wouldn't  we  find  the 
Legion  equally  dissatisfied  with  that  Board  as  they  are  with  us?  Now. 
we  take  the  other  angle,  if,  on  the  contrary,  the  majority  of  that  Board 
sympathizes  with  the  veterans'  organizations  and  with  the  Legion, 
according  to  Mr.  Havenner's  resolution,  that  Board  must  follow 
through  to  the  point  of  satisfying  the  veterans  no  matter  what  sum 
of  money  is  expended.  Then  wouldn't  we  find  the  case  to  be  where  all 
of  the  purposes  of  this  War  Memorial  could  not  be  carried  forward, 
and  you  could  not  possibly  have  the  private  trustees,  the  trustees 
of  the  private  funds  subscribed,  cooperating  to  go  forward  where  they 
could  not  feel  that  one  or  two  or  five  of  the  purposes  of  this  Memorial 
would  not  be  carried   out  properly.    Wouldn't  we  be  driven   into  that 
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position?  Wouldn't  it  be  better  if  before  the  Mayor  can  appoint  this 
Board  of  Trustees,  wouldn't  it  be  wise  to  postpone  anything  in  the 
nature  of  the  resolution  to  proceed,  together  with  the  Supervisors  and 
the  representatives  of  the  various  veterans'  organizations,  and  try  and 
iron  out  these  differences?  W^e  have  got  three  or  four  weeks,  and  I, 
personally,  don't  see  any  possible  objection  to  that. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:    Of  course,  my  resolution  is  not  before 
this  committee.     It  was  brought  into  discussion  and  I  have  explained  . 
it,  but  it  is  not  properly  before  this  committee  at  this  time. 

I  don't  see  any  possible  reason  to  apprehend  any  such  situation  as 
you  picture.  However,  If  it  did  arise  we  are  going  to  reach  an  impasse 
some  time  in  this  matter  anyway,  if  the  conditions  are  going  to  be  as 
you  say,  and  if  that  is  the  case  this  impasse  might  as  well  be  met  now 
and  gotten  over  with. 

I  can  not  understand  how  anyone  who  believes  in  a  democratic  form 
of  government  can  possibly  argue  that  in  order  to  arrive  at  an  har- 
monious agreement  in  this  matter,  that  we  must  first  reach  an  har- 
monious private  agreement.  I  do  not  feel  that  we  should  ask  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  to  delay  the  appointment  of  that  Board  until  any  private 
agreement  can  be  reached  in  the  matter. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  May  I  ask  a  question?  Do  I  understand  from  your 
statement  that  it  would  be  the  attitude  of  your  Committee  that  if 
the  Mayor  appointed  a  Board  of  Trustees  a  majority  of  whom  are 
from  the  various  veterans'  groups,  your  present  Board  of  Trustees 
would  not  have  confidence  in  that  Board,  and  your  Board  of  Trustees 
would  refuse  to  transfer  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or 
to  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  or  to  that  Board,  that  you  would  not 
transfer  the  money  and  land  in  your  possession? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Let  me  answer  it  this  way:  If  the  Mayor  should 
appoint  a  committee  which,  under  the  advice  of  that  committee  should 
increase  the  building  of  the  so-called  Legion  or  Museum  Building  to 
the  point  where  there  would  not  be  funds  enough  to  complete  both 
buildings,  according  to  the  plans  and  purposes  laid  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  and  confirmed  by  them,  then  it  would  not  be  a  case  of 
the  refusing  or  non-refusing  to  transfer  by  our  Committee.  It  would 
then  be  our  duty  to  hold  on  to  the  money  and  land  we  have,  for  the 
reason  that  we  could  not  properly  fulfill  our  responsibility  and  carry 
out  the  trust  we  have,  according  to  its  terms. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Then  I  am  going  to  ask  you  this  question:  Then 
your  Board  of  Trustees  would  refuse  to  transfer  the  money  and  prop- 
erty, which  you  have  in  trust,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by 
the  Mayor.  To  the  Board  properly  constituted  by  this  city  under 
charter  amendment.  That  you  would  not  transfer  this  money  and 
property  unless  they  approved  plans  for  the  War  Memorial  satisfactory 
to  your  Committee.     Is  that  your  statement? 

THE   CHAIRMAN:      No,   sir. 

MR.  SAPIRO:     I  think  it  is.     I  can't  see  any  difference. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     There  is  a  difference. 

MR.  SAPIRO:     What  is  the  difference? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  will  tell  you  what  it  is.  It  is  this:  There  is 
no  Board  of  Supervisors,  no  Board,  or  no  other  body,  that  can  compel 
me,  as  far  as  my  private  acts  are  concerned,  or  which  can  make  me, 
regardless  of  any  charter  amendment  or  anything  else,  do  some- 
thing which  is  specifically  against  the  purposes  of  the  trust  which  I 
hold.     I  admit  that  may  not  be  a  strictly  legal  answer. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Of  course  you  know  that  it  is  not  a  legal  answer; 
you  know  that  it  is  not  an  answer  that  any  court  in  the  land  would 
sustain  for  a  minute.  You  know  that  statement  is  not  correct,  and,  as 
far  as  the  legal  feature  of  the  thing  is  concerned,  that  all  your  Board 
of  Trustees  would  have  to  do.  that  your  Board  of  Trustees  is  empow- 
ered to  pass  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Board  of  Regents  to  transfer 
those  lands  and   funds  to  the  Board   which   the  Mayor  may  appoint.

You  know  that  you  could  do  that  immediately  after  that  Board  was 
appointed  by  the  Mayor 

If  your  Board  had  in  mind  to  do  as  you  have  said  this  evening,  why 
aren't  you  honest  enough  to  go  before  the  people  at  the  election  and 
say  so,  instead  of  doing  as  you  did  so,  and  saying  that  you  wanted  to 
transfer  these  funds  and  property?  Why  didn't  you  honestly  state  to 
the  people  of  San  Francisco,  "We  want  you  to  create  a  Board  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  and  then  if  we  are  satisfied  with  the  plans  of 
that  Board,  then  we  would  transfer  the  lands  and  funds  to  them."  Be- 
cause you  know  very  well  that  if  you  had  ever  said  that  to  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  before  the  election  they  would  have  defeated  that 
amendment  so  badly  there  would  have  been  nothing  to  it.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  I  told  that  to  the  Legion  in  meeting,  that's  what  the  present 
Board  of  Trustees  intends  to  do  is  to  dictate  what  the  plans  shall  be; 
they  are  not  going  to  transfer  a  thing  unless  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions as  approved  by  them  are  adopted,  and  not  by  the  Board  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor.  Now,  I  would  like  to  know  why  you  weren't 
honest  enough  to  the  people  to  go  before  the  people  before  the  elec- 
tion and  tell  them  that  you  were  not  going  to  transfer  this  money 
and  property  to  the  Board  appointed  by  the  Mayor  unless  that  Board 
would  approve  the  plans  of  your  committee,  you  having  determined 
that  beforehand? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  only  trouble,  Mr.  Sapiro,  with  your  ques- 
tion is  that  you  are  going  O'U  the  assumption  that  tliis  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, before  this  election,  or  before  the  passage  of  this  amendment,  sat 
down  and  determined  defiinitely  what  you  have  embodied  in  your 
question,  which,  if  I  said  "Yes,"  I  would  then  be  admitting  your  state- 
ment is  correct. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  I  don't  know  whether  you  determined  it  before  or 
after  the  election,  but  you  have  determined  it.  If  that  isn't  your  de- 
termination, what  is  it? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  will  say  that  this  matter  has  never  been  be- 
fore the  Board  for  review;  that  it  has  never  been  discussed,  to  my 
knowledge.  I  have  never  dis-cussed  it  with  any  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  I  have  stated  the  only  thing  I  can  say,  not  what  the 
committee  will  or  will  not  do,  but  I  have  stated  that  the  purpose  of 
cur  trust  cannot  be  carried  out  unless  the  conditions  for  their  proper 
carrying  out  are  fulfilled.  It  is  a  question  of  whether  or  not  your 
\arious  bodies  insist  upon  more  money  being  spent,  and  then  whether 
or  not  the  Board  of  Supervisors  believe  that  more  money  should  be 
spent.  If  they  believe  that,  and  if  you  people  believe  you  need  more 
space,  then  it  should  be  increased  by  bond  issue  or  in  some  other  way. 
My  point  is  this:  if  we  have  a  situation  requiring  more  money,  and 
if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  want  to  pass  more  money,  either  out  of 
tax  levy  or  by  bond  issue,  and  then  we  have  sufficient  money  in  amount, 
money  which  they  at  your  instance  want  to  invest,  I  say  we  will  turn 
everything  we  hold  over  to  any  board  appointed  by  the  Mayor. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Is  that  your  personal  opinion,  or  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     Yes,  that  is  my  personal  opinion. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Then  I  understand  that  is  not  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee? 

THPJ  CHAIRMAN:  We  have  never  discussed  it — that  is  my  per- 
sonal opinion. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Didn't  you  understand  bv  the  passage  of  that  charter 
amendment,  and  by  the  arguments  used  in  favor  of  the  amendment, 
that  the  funds  and  lands  were  to  be  turned  over  to  a  Board  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor?  I  presume  that  your  attorneys,  the  attor- 
neys for  your  Committee,  advised  you  that  your  Board  of  Trustees 
could,  by  going  into  court  and  getting  an  order  stating  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  City  had  now  been  created,  which  is  going  on  with 
this  project,  could  just  turn  this  money  and  land  over  to  them  without

further  ado?  Leaving  the  matter  of  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the 
project  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  You  knev/ 
that  could  be  done,  didn't  you? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  have  expressed  my  personal  opinion.  Your 
question  was,  didn't  I  know  when  that  amendment  was  proposed  and 
when  those  arguments  were  made?  My  answer  is  that  I  did  not.  I 
was  out  of  the  city  when  the  amendment  was  proposed.  I  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  form  it  should  take.     I  wasn't  here. 

MR.  SAPIRO:     Didn't  you  know  that  to  be  a  fact? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     I  wasn't  even  here. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Without  pressing  any  personal  responsibility  upon 
you  as  to  the  amendment,  don't  you  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  it 
is  a  fact  that  what  the  Board  of  Trustees  can  do,  they  can  turn  the 
moneys  and  lands  over  today,  or.  rather,  as  soon  as  the  Mayor  has 
legally  appointed  the  Board  of  Trustees  under  that  amendment? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  don't  think  they  can  unless  they  know  how 
the  money  is  to  be  spent,  and  whether  there  is  going  to  be  money 
enough  to  complete  the  plans  and  purposes  for  which  that  money  was 
given. 

MR.  SAPIRO:     There  is  nothing  in  the  charter  amendment  to  that 

effect    is  there? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No,  but  there  is  an  awful  lot  in  our  trust  agree- 
ment, in  our  responsibility  for  the  private  subscriptions.  The  purpose 
of  the  charter  amendment  was  to  enable  the  City,  under  the  charter 
amendment,  to  enable  the  city  to  spend  its  four  million  dollars  voted 
under  the  bonds,  and  to  enable  our  Committee  to  return  the  private 
funds  and  the  lands  held  under  our  trust. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Who  is  to  prepare  the  plans,  you  or  the  Board  of 
Tiustees  appointed  by  the  Mayor? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  Board  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  but  we  have 
to  know  where  the  money  is  coming  from. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Why  do  you  say  then  that  you  have  to  approve  the 
plans? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  don't  say  that  we  have  to  approve  the  plans, 
I'ut  we  do  have  to  know  where  all  the  money  is  to  come  from  which 
will  pay  for  the  carrying  out  of  those  plans  when  approved. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Is  there  anything  in  the  law  that  makes  this  otRcial 
body  appointed  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  responsible  to  this 
informal   body   of   yours? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No,  but  neither  is  there  anything  which,  by 
the  adoption  of  the  charter  amendment,  can  compel  our  Board  of 
Trustees   to   disregard   their    trust. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  Are  you  going  to  assume  then,  in  advance,  that  the 
men  whom  the  Mayor  is  going  to  appoint  are  not  going  to  perform 
their  trust  just  as  well  as  you  gentlemen  will  perform  your  trust? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  They  are  in  an  entirely  different  trustees'  posi- 
tion from  what  we  are.  If  the  new  Board  should  have  a  majority 
from  Mr.  Boyd's  organization,  and  Mr.  Boyd's  interpretation  of  how 
the  four  million-dollar  bond  issue  should  be  spent  is  different  and  it 
is  his  desire  to  have  more  space  and  more  money  spent  for  their 
purposes,  and  then  the  new  Board  of  Trustees  should  disregard  the 
allocation  of  the  money  as  between  the  two  buildings,  and  the  organ- 
izations represented  by  Mr.  Burns  and  by  Mr.  Boyd  should  get  what 
they  desire  for  their  building,  cost  what  it  may,  and  if  thereafter 
with  that  conception  of  their  trusteeship  that  should  result,  we  have 
not  fulfilled  our  trust.  If  we  have  previously  turned  over  the  money 
and  property,  we  have  not  lived  up  to  the  purposes  for  which  that 
money  and  property  was-  put  in  our  charge.  We  have  nothing  to  do 
A^  ith  trying  to  have  our  judgment  control,  the  whole  point  of  the  de- 
sire to  have  a  majority  on   the  Board,   is  to  do  what  you  gentlemen 
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originally  did  indicate.     We  have  to  know  where  the  money  is  going 
10  come  from  and  how  it  is  to  be  spent. 

MR.  BOYD:  It  is  a  War  Memorial,  and  primarily  was  to  be  de- 
voted to  War  Memorial  purposes,  and  the  veterans  should  control. 
Now,  nobody  I  know  of,  outside  of  your  Board,  your  particular  com- 
mittee, has  ever  examined  your  plans  or  has  ever  had  an  opportunity 
to  see  whether  the  money  in  your  hands  has  been  properly  spent  or 
not.  When  we  came  here  tonight  we  expected  to  get  a  stewardship, 
an  accounting  of  all  of  your  funds;  we  don't  know  whether  some  of 
the  money  has  been  expended  or  not,  we  do  not  know  whether  you 
have  expended  or  handled  your  funds  with  as  much  judgment  as 
another  group  might  have.  We  don't  expect  to  commit  anybody  in 
advance  on  what  plans  they  would  approve.  We  realize  that  any 
Board  of  Trustees — as  a  matter  of  fact,  we  particularly  didn't  favor 
this  charter  amendment,  mostly  because  of  the  way  that  it  came 
through  the  Board  of  Supervisors — but  we  also  had  in  mind  that 
under  this  charter  amendment  the  funds  and  lands  held  by  your  com- 
mittee would  be  turned  over  to  the  new  Board  of  Trustees,  and  not 
be  retained  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  now  hold  it.  To  use  a 
common  expression,  your  committee  is  in  the  position  of  "trying  to 
eat  their  pie  and  still  have  it."  You  say  that  unless  your  Board  of 
Trustees  has  their  plans  approved  they  will  not  transfer  the  funds 
and  property.  In  other  words,  the  men  the  Mayor  appoints  will  have 
to  say,  "I  will  accept  appointment  and  approve  such  and  such 
plans,"  otherwise  under  your  statement  you  are  not  going  to  turn  over 
the  money  the  public  subscribed.  You  place  yourselves  in  the  position 
that  you  feel  that  only  you,  that  your  group  alone,  your  particular 
Board  alone  will  be  able  to  define  the  particular  kind  of  plans  that 
fc'hould  be  used.  If  your  statement  means  anything  else  I  would  like 
to  know  what  it  is. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  I  understand  that  under  the  present  plans 
of  the  Trustees  some  three  million  dollars  plus  is  going  to  be  s-pent  on 
the  opera  house,  some  three  and  one-half  million  dollars  on  the  opera 
house,  and  about  one  million  six  hundred  thousand,  or  thereabouts,  on 
the  Veterans'  building. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  $3,300,000  on  the  opera  house,  and  $1,870,000  on 
the  Veterans'  building. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  All  right.  Will  the  opera  house  be  com- 
pleted by  the  expenditure  of  that  money? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:   Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  But  the  Veterans'  building  will  not  be  com- 
pleted? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  For  the  $1,870,000,  yes,  under  these  plans-,  but  it 
is  not  completed  according  to  the  interpretation  they  place  upon  it. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  May  I  ask  if  there  is  anything  in  your  trust 
agreement,  to  which  you  have  referred,  and  wherein  you  state  that 
you  must  do  certain  things  in  order  to  properly  discharge  your  trust, 
which  obligates  the  Trustees  to  build  the  opera  house  first  and  to  defer 
completion  of  the  Veterans'  building,  or  which  gives  in  your  trust  any 
priority  of  one  building  over  another? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Then  how  can  you  say  that  in  order  to  prop- 
erly carry  out  your  responsibility  under  the  terms  of  the  trust  you 
must  defer  the  possible  completion  of  the  Veterans'  building  and  say 
that  unless  you  do  that  you  have  not  discharged  your  trust? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  say  that  if  the  trustee  body  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  if  that  Board  of  Trustees  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  that 
body  proceeds  to  revise  the  plans,  and  if,  under  that  revision  of  the 
plan,  it  requires  more  money  than  that  now  allocated  under  the  bond 
iss-ue  to  the  Veterans'  building,  we  know  that  by  reason  of  our  trusts, 
the  contact  which  we  have  had  with  the  costs  it  is  going  to  be  impos- 
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sible  for  us  to  discharge  our  trust,  and  will  compel  us  to  withhold  the 
money. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  That  is  all  predicated,  is  it  not,  upon  your 
predetermination  that  the  three  million  odd  dollars  is  going  to  be  ex- 
pended for  the  completion  of  the  opera  house 

THE  CHAIRMAN  (interrupting):  We  have  no  predetermination  in 
the  matter  whatever 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS  (interrupting):  Well,  you  have  determined 
that  that  $3,300,000  is  going  into  the  opera  house,  and  that  the  opera 
house  is  going  to  be  completed,  and  that  of  the  total  funds  alloted  you 
?ie  going  to  spend  the  full  amount  for  the  opera  hous-e  regardless? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  No,  it  does  not  mean  that  at  all.  Our  whole  con- 
ception of  the  trust  is  not  to  consider  one  building  before  the  other, 
and  not  to  proceed  with  the  project  unless  both  buildings  can  be  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  our  private  trust. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Is  there  any  description  or  allocation  of 
funds,  as  to  what  proportion  is  to  be  spent  for  the  opera  house  and 
what  proportion  is  to  be  spent  for  the  Veterans'  building? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:   None. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  It  is  discretionary  with  the  Trustees,  is  it 
not? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:   Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Will  you  indicate  to  us,  of  the  $2,000,000 
?.'iven  to  you  from  private  subscriptions,  what  limitation  is  there  on 
the  Trustees  as  to  how  that  money  should  be  spent? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  There  is  no  limitation,  but  of  the  amount  sub- 
scribed there  was  $1,940,000  given  by  those  subscribers  who  at  the 
time  slated  that  it  was  a  subscription  for  one  or  the  other  purposes, 
cf  that  amount  $1,425,000  was  subscribed  by  private  persons  for  par- 
ticular purposes. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  How  about  the  $500,000  which  was  men- 
tioned? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  He  spoke  of  the  $500,000  as  though  that  had  all 
been  raised  by  the  veterans,  of  that  amount  there  was  $40,000  raised 
l.y  the  drive  of  the  veterans,  and  the  rest  of  the  $450,000  was  raised 
by  the  same  type  of  private  subscriptions-  as  the  $1,425,000  already 
subscribed. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Do  you  see  any  objection,  any  logical  objec- 
tion, to  a  composition  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  of.  the  War  Memorial 
vv-herein  the  veterans  will  constitute  a  majority  of  that  Board,  and  if 
so,  what  is  the  objection? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  basis  of  the  objection  is,  as  I  have  stated 
several  times — this-  whole  situation  should  be  one  of  cooperation,  of 
agreement,  and  of  approval  of  plans,  before  there  is  any  board  of  a 
character  where  one  activity  other  than  another  activity  has  the 
majority  on  that  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  I  am  speaking  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
be  appointed  pursuant  to  Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  providing  for 
such  a  Board.  What  is  the  objection  against  the  composition  of  a 
Board  of  Trustees  of  that  sort  wherein  the  veterans  shall  be  in  the 
majority? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  For  the  reason  that,  as  I  have  stated  before,  if 
the  veterans-  are  in  the  majority,  as  they  have  already  indicated,  it  is 
t'leir  desire  to  see  that  there  is  a  more  equitable  division  of  the  money 
than  as  at  present  allocated.  I  am  speaking  now  in  terms  of  money,  for 
the  money  has  got  to  come  from  some  place.  If  a  majority  of  the 
Board  is  selected  from  among  the  veterans,  and  that  Board  proceeds  to 
carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  veterans,  and  it  then  becomes  impossible 
for  us  to  carry  out  the  original  terms-  of  our  trust  agreement,  wherein 
we  are  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  completing  two  buildings 
for  four  separate  purposes,  there  would  not  be  the  money  on  hand  to 
complete  both  buildings. 
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SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  You  believe  then,  that  if  the  Board  was  or- 
ganized as  you  desire  and  your  plans  approved,  your  present  allocation 
cf  funds  would  be  more  nearly  adhered  to  than  if  they  were  a  majority 
from  the  veterans? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Oh,  no,  that  is  why  I  am  asking  if  we  cannot 
have  a  meeting  on  the  matter,  with  a  view  to  threshing  out  the  differ- 
ences on  the  basis-  of  what  every  organization  needs,  have  it  fully  and 
impartially  investigated  and  an  agreement  reached  as  to  the  carrying 
(.ut  of  these  purposes  before  the  appointment  of  the  trustees.  The 
point  of  difference  is  only  very  small,  in  my  opinion.  I  don't  see  why 
it  cannot  be  worked  out  in  advance.  I  want  to  ask  the  group  which 
is  representing  the  Legion  members — I  want  to  ask,  and  I  believe  that 
])ractically  all  members  representing  the  Legion  and  the  various  vet- 
erans' organizations  are  there  in  that  box.  What  is  it  that  you  want 
particularly  in  addition  to  the  plans  as  previously  approved? 

MR.  BOYD:  Don't  include  my  group  in  the  approval.  We  did  not 
have  anything  to  do  with  that  approval. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  What  is  it  you  want,  specifically? 

MR.  SAPIRO:  You  have  approved  a  new  set  of  plans.  We  have  never 
seen  these  plans  or  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  them.  We  don't 
want  to  approve  them  until  we  have  seen  them.  We  don't  want  to  be 
brought  in  here  at  twelve  o'clock  midnight,  have  them  presented  to  us 
at  twelve  o'clock  midnight  for  approval.  If  those  plans  are  presented 
to  us  properly  we  will  go  over  them  and  point  out  just  what  objec- 
tions we  have  to  the  set  of  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  AVhat  do  you  think  of  a  suggestion  of 
three,  three  and  three?  Three  representing  your  group;  three  repre- 
senting your  group,  the  committee;  and  three  of  a  subcommittee  of 
The  Supervisors?  Take  that  group  of  nine  and  take  up  between  you 
what  Mr.  Drum  says  on  the  one  hand  is  entirely  possible  of  adjust- 
ment, and  what  some  of  the  others  say  is  not,  but  being  a  human 
thing — I  like  that  suggestion,  Mr.  Drum,  I  like  your  suggestion  as  to 
his  resolution  being  held  up  to  see  if  this  cannot  be  ironed  cut.  I  like 
the  suggestion  you  make,  a  group  of  three,  three  and  three,  and  1  think 
the  Mayor  ought  to  sit  in 

THE  MAYOR:      That  is  where  I  came  in. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  ^— and  I  think  the  Mayor  ought 
to  sit  in,  with  the  idea  of  seeing  if,  after  all,  you  are  as  far  apart 
as  you  think.  They  can  take  the  plans  and  take  a  jab  at  them — it 
seems  to   me  the  differences   can   be  compromised    in    some   way. 

MR.  BOYD:  We  wish  some  such  suggestion  had  been  made  a  year 
pnd  a  half  ago. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  But  that  is  water  that  has  gone  over 
the  wheel,  isn't  it? 

MR.  BOYD:  Yes,  but  it  would  appear  now  that  this  is  being  forced 
from  the  War  Veterans,  that  we  are  being  forced  to  do  this.  But  we 
are  perfectly  willing  to  sit  in  with  anyone  at  any  time. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  want  to  ask  Mr.  Burns — he  is  the  chairman  of 
ihis  committee  of  the  Legion,  with  all  due  respect  to  Mr.  Sapiro — I 
don't  think  what  he  said  from  an  attorney's  point  of  view  was  respon- 
sive.    Surely  you  are  able  to  give  us,  in  this  public  meeting 

MR.  BURNS  (interrupting):  I  am  jiretty  sure  I  know  what  your 
question  is  going  to  be.  I  will  state  that  the  answer  which  Mr.  Sapiro 
gave  was  my  answer. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  May  I  not  ask  this:  You  went  into  certain  plans 
in  March,  you  approved  the  plans,  and  we  cut  down  both  buildings  by 
ten  feet,  and  only  changed  the  shape  of  certain  rooms,  and  that  was 
over  six  months  ago.  Can't  you  give  us  at  least  some  of  the  high 
spots  of  your  objection?  First,  are  you  gentlemen  willing  to  accept 
that  building  if  that  building  is  given  to  you  with  that  strip  off  McAI- 
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lister  street  of  fifty  by  two  hundred  and  thirty?    What  is  the  answer? 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  There  is  another  group  here.  You  are 
merely  confining  your  question  to  the  American  Legion 

THE  CHAIRMAN  (interrupting)  :  Mr.  Supervisor,  Mr.  Boyd  has  said 
that  he  represents  all  of  the  other  veterans'  organizations  except  the 
Legion,  and  that  he  is  cooperating  with  them. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  Very  well. 

MR.  BURNS :  We  cannot  say  that  we  would  definitely  approve  those 
plans.  We  have  pointed  out  here  quite  clearly  that  there  are  several 
considerations  which  enter  into  the  approval  of  those  plans.  The 
previous  approval  of  the  plans  was'  not  an  unanimous  approval  at  that 
time,  due  to  the  unemployment  situation  existing,  and  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  did  not  want  to  be  placed  in  a  position  at  that  time  of  slowing 
up  public  work  and  not  assisting  in  the  alleviation  of  the  unemploy- 
ment situation  which  existed.  Further,  we  claim  these  changes  were 
made  in  the  plans  subsequent  to  our  approval  and  that  they  are  mate- 
rial changes  which  effect  the  useability  of  the  building  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  to  be  uwed,  leaving  our  any  architectural  and 
esthetic  considerations,  and  only  considering  the  use. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Saving  the  point  as  to  the  interior  of  that  build- 
ing, so  that  you  are  not  committed  to  anything  in  any  way, — the 
reason  I  ask  specifically  is  because,  with  all  of  the  veterans'  organiza- 
tions present  with  your  committee  when  you  came  in  contact  with  us 
l.^st  August,  you  gentlemen  stated  very  positively  you  would  not  be 
satisfied  with  that  building,  that  you  would  regard  it  as  an  incomplete 
building,  unless  that  strip  was  put  up  on  McAllister  street. 

MR.  BURNS:   With  other  objections. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Are  you  of  the  same  mind  still? 

MR.  BURNS:   Certainly. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Where  is  the  $540,000  to  come  from  for  this  work? 

MR.  BURNS:  We  would  like  an  answer  to  the  question  first  as  to 
where  the  money  in  your  trust  is. 

MR.  BOYD:  You  are  a&king  us  where  the  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars  is  going  to  come  from  to  complete  our  building.  I  am  asking 
>ou  where  the  practically  two  million  dollars  is  going  to  come  from 
1o  fulfill  your  function  as  trustee?  All  you  have  is  about  a  quarter  of 
a  million,  and  you  are  obligated  to  complete  this  building. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  It  is  coming  from  the  bond  issue,  plus  that  money. 

MR.  BOYD:  The  four  million-dollar  bond  issue,  and  you  have  got, 
roughly,  one  and  a  quarter  million  dollars,  and  you  have  to  complete 
tiiose  two  buildings. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Certainly. 

MR.  BOYD:  Exactly.  You,  as  trus-tee,  are  authorized  to  put  up  a 
building  as  an  opera  house  costing  three  millions  of  dollars,  and  as 
trustee  you  are  obligated  to  put  up  the  Veterans'  building  costing 
about  $1,800,000. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Yes,  about  $4,180,000. 

MR.  BOYD:  And,  as  trustee,  it  is  your  sacred  obligation  under  this 
trust  agreement  to  do  that,  but  all  you  have  to  do  that  with  is  one 
and  a  quarter  million  dollars? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Certainly. 

MR.  BOYD:  And  that  is  your  position,  and  in  order  to  hold  that 
rosition  you  are  attempting  to  dynamite  this  meeting  tonight.  That 
is  what  you  are  trying  to  do  when  you  want  us  to  approve  your  plan. 
You  say  it  will  cost  another  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  I  am  speak- 
ing for  fourteen  organizations,  and  it  is  not  all  right  with  us,  not  at 
twelve  o'clock  midnight. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Supervisor  Havenner,  would  it  be  possible  for 
you  to  postpone  your  resolution  in  the  light  of  what  Mr.  Burns  has 
stated?  That  is,  that  he  has  stated  in  conjunction  with  the  other 
agencies  or  organization.S',  that  they  insist  on  this  building  which  will 
mean  an  additional  cost  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars? 
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MR.  BURNS:   We  did  not  come  to  that  latter  conclusion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  don't  think  my  resolution  is  involved 
at  all.  My  resolution  would  have  followed  as  a  logical  sequence  of  the 
previous  resolution  I   introduced.     I  see  no  possible  reason  for  delay. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Between  now  and  Monday,  Mr.  Drum, 
it  might  be  entirely  possible  for  a  situation  to  arise — The  Supervisor 
in  his  present  frame  of  mind  is  expressing  his  own  thought.  He  says, 
"Not  now."  He  might  change  between  now  and  Monday.  I  don't  think 
it  is  an  element — I  think  the  main  thing  to  be  done  is  to  let  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  attend  to  that  question. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENXER:    It  is  my  right  to  press  the  resolution. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  But  it  isn't  possible  for  this  gathering 
to  agree  tonight  that  at  least — never  mind  these  other  features — at 
least  we  shall  attempt  to  see  if  these  differences  cannot  be  reconciled 
so  that  the  work  will  go  forward. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  suggest  a  committee  be  appointed,  that 
next  Monday  a  committee  representing  the  Board,  and  a  committee 
representing  your  committee,  and  a  committee  representing  the  veter- 
ans, and  the  Mayor,  and  let  them  try  to  reconcile  these  differences. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  I  want  to  make  this  thought— if  it  has 
been  expressed  here  tonight  I  have  not  heard  it — that  this  whole 
project  is  a  War  Memorial.  All  of  these  buildings,  the  opera  house, 
and  the  court,  and  the  Veterans'  building,  together  constitute  it.  An 
opera  house  is  every  bit  as-  much  a  War  Memorial  as  any  other  part, 
and  that  same  applies  to  the  court.  War  Memorials  assume  different 
sliapes  in  different  places  according  to  the  artistic  or  utilitarian  view 
of  the  different  people  who  build  them.  In  various  cities  and  various 
places  we  find  War  Memorials  in  various  forms.  I  consider  here  that 
we  have  practiced  no  deceit  on  the  veterans  in  connection  with  this 
opera  hous'e.  San  Francisco  can  spend  money  for  an  opera  house  and 
have  it  just  as  much  a  War  Memorial  as  if  the  entire  building  were 
for  the  housing  of  veterans'  organizations.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in  a 
certain  light,  the  opera  house  is  more  essentially  a  War  Memorial 
than  the  home  of  the  veterans,  inasmuch  as  it  is  to  be  used  by  a 
great  deal  more  people. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Gentlemen,  this  is  an  opening  meeting,  and  I 
would  like  to  ask  that  all  speakers  be  afforded  the  courtesy  of  speaking 
without  interruption. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  I  will  repeat  my  statement  that  1  con- 
sider each  and  every  part  of  that  project  essentially  a  War  Memorial. 
I  want  to  state  that  I  went  out  on  the  rostrum  at  the  time  the  bonds 
'vere  put  before  the  voters,  and  at  the  bond  election,  and  1  spoke  par- 
ticularly on  the  War  Memorial  bonds  probably  twenty  or  thirty  times 
i.ll  over  San  Francisco,  and  those  bonds  were  sold  to  the  people  with 
the  understanding  that  the  south  lot  was  to  be  an  opera  house  and 
the  north  lot  was  to  be  a  home  for  the  veterans,  and  that  all  veteran 
activities  were  to  be  housed  decently  and  cleanly,  with  ample  room 
and  ample  comfort.  If  we  fulfill  that  we  are  fulfilling  our  agreement 
in  that  respect. 

I  want  to  say  with  regard  to  Charter  Amendment  No.  32.  that  amend- 
ment was  presented  here  to  me  by  Mr.  Hall,  and  I  presented  it  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  1  knew  nothing  about  it,  neither  did  my  col- 
league, Mr.  McSheehy.  It  provided  that  a  certain  number  of  trustees 
would  be  veterans,  three,  I  believe,  and  in  our  desire  to  do  everything 
possible  for  the  veterans,  we  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  committee 
consisting  of  Supervisor  Marks,  the  City  Attorney,  and  Attorney  Hall, 
who  drew  up  the  amendment  and  that  amendment  was  passed.  That 
amendment,  as  originally  read  here  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  pro- 
vided that  the  Mayor  could  have  appointed  eleven  instead  of  three 
or  five  or  six. 

To  illustrate  how  even  supervisors  can  disagree,  I  object  to  the 
resolution   of   Supervisor   Havenner.      I   can   see   here   tonight   that   it 
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carries  with  it  a  lack  of  cooperation  which  may  result  disadvantage- 
ously  to  the  project.  I  took  the  ground,  it  seems  to  me  it  is  not  prop- 
erly presented.  It  suggests  to  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  that  he  make 
certain  appointments  from  a  certain  group.  The  amendment  spe- 
cifically provides  that  the  Mayor  will  make  the  ajipointments  from 
certain  groups.  I  don't  think  that  should  be  done.  I  don't  think  it 
should  be  suggested  to  the  Mayor  where  he  should  go  for  advice  in 
naming-  his  appointees.  In  the  Mayor's  seventeen  years  as  Mayor  he 
has  had  many  appointments,  and  so  far  as  I  know  he  has  been  able  to 
do  it  without  asking  any  advice  or  suggestion  from  anyone.  To  me, 
it  is  out  of  order;  to  me,  it  is  almost  an  insult  to  the  intelligence  of 
the  Mayor  to  ask  him  to  make  appointments'  from  any  certain  group. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  submit  that  my  resolution  has  no 
proper  place  here,  and  ask  you  to  defer  any  discussion  of  it  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Not  being  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
I  feel  powerless  to  act. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  I  simply  wanted  some  of  the  ladies  and 
gentlemen  to  hear,  first,  that  there  was  a  small  group,  it  is  a  small 
group,  it  is  true,  who  do  oppose  this  resolution,  and  I  thought  it  was 
only  fair  that  you  ladies  and  gentlemen  should  know  I  was  one  of 
the  group  who  did  oppose  it. 

The  statement  of  Mr.  Sapiro  earlier  this  evening  was  to  me  very 
hopeful,  but  possibly  his  later  remarks  may  have  dissipated  that  to 
some  extent,  but  I  believe  this  thing  can  be  straightened  out. 

Mr.  Marks  brought  out  this  point,  that  to  build  an  opera  house  re- 
quires a  certain  specific  amount  of  money,  else  it  is  not  an  opera  house. 
It  requires  a  certain  number  of  chairs,  stage  space,  orchestra  space, 
and  so  forth.  You  can  cut  that  to  the  irreducible  minimum,  but  once 
you  get  below  that  you  do  not  have  an  opera  house.  I  do  believe  that 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  want  that,  but  to  say  that  they  want  it 
as  much  as  they  want  the  veterans  properly  housed,  I  wouldn't  state. 
I  do  know  that  there  is  very  considerable  and  very  keen  interest  in 
leaving  the  whole  project  go  ahead,  and  we  all  want  to  bring  that 
about.  I  do  believe  that  if  Mr.  Drum's  people  and  the  Supervisors' 
Committee,  with  the  Mayor,  and  the  veterans'  organizations,  have 
proper  cooperation — let's'  all  try  to  get  together  and  work  this  thing 
out.  If  we  press  this  other  resolution  we  will  possibly  be  delaying 
matters  more.  It  is  my  opinion,  from  the  knowledge  which  I  have  of 
the  Mayor,  he  will  take  the  notice  of  it  he  thinks  proper.  The  reason 
I  think  well  of  the  Mayor's  appointments,  he  appointed  me.  But  I  do 
feel  that  the  veterans,  of  whom  I  am  very  proud  to  be  one,  and  with 
whom  I  worked  very  hard  when  active  in  the  Legion,  I  hope  they  will 
make  this  attempt  to  see  this  great  project  go  on  because  I  believe  it 
can  be  done  and  I  believe  you  will  find  a  receptive  group  here  on  the 
Board. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Supervisor  Havenner,  provided  you  cannot  see 
your  way  clear  to  postponing  the  urging  of  your  own  motion  on  Mon- 
day, how  do  you  feel  about  Mr.  Gallagher's  suggestions  as  to  appoint- 
ing that  committee  and  having  that  committee  get  together  on  the  mat- 
ter? I  would  also  suggest  subcommittees  not  only  from  the  Legion 
body  but  all  activities  represented  by  private  subscriptions,  such  as  the 
Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco,  the  opera  house  group,  and 
others,  and  go  all  over  the  whole  matter. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVEXNER:  I  think  the  committee  suggested  by 
Supervis'or  Gallagher,  of  three  members  representing  your  Board,  three 
members  representing  the  veterans,  and  three  from  the  Board,  is  all 
right. 

MR.  BURNS:      It  is  absolutely  satisfactory  to  the  Legion. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  We  recognize  it  has  no  connection  with  Mr.  Havenner's 
resolution. 

SUPERVISOR    GALLAGHER:    I    will    expect    Supervisor    McSheehy 
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or  Mr.  Havenner,  or  Mr.  Colman,  as  our  representative  on  the  Board 
to  present  that  matter  on  Monday.  We  are  sitting  here  unofficially, 
and  if  they  don't  I  will. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  think  we  have  already  kept  you  here  very  late, 
and  we  want  to  tender  to  all  of  you  our  thanks  for  the  cooperation 
tiisplayed.  I  feel  that  with  the  appointment  of  such  a  committee  we 
will  be  able  to  go  forward. 

MAYOR  ROLPH:  I  have  listened  very  intently  tonight  to  everything 
that  has'  been  said.  I  am  not  committed  in  any  way,  shape  or  form, 
to  the  appointment  of  anyone.  I  am  just  as  free  as  when  that  charter 
amendment  went  through,  but  I  can  see  brewing  here  a  situation  that 
arose  the  same  as  when  Andrew  Carnegie  made  a  gift  of  $500,000  to 
the  people  of  this  city  to  build  a  public  library  here,  and  the  people 
tf  San  Francisco  voted  $25,000  and  $50,000  branches  throughout  the 
city.  The  hue  and  cry  arose  that  Andrew  Carnegie's  tainted  money 
would  not  be  accepted,  and  the  matter  brewed,  and  the  matter  brewed, 
until  it  became  in  such  a  condition  it  had  to  be  submitted  to  the 
people  of  this  city  as  to  whether  they  would  accept  Andrew  Carnegie's 
$500,000.  Do  you  know  that  when  the  matter  of  that  $500,000  gift 
was  put  before  the  people  it  was  accepted  by  a  vote  of  about  forty  to 
one?  Do  you  know  that  the  great  mass  of  people  here  in  this  city  are 
Interested  in  public  gifts  to  the  city? 

I  hope  that  the  three  groups  suggested  here  tonight  will  meet  and 
discuss  this  matter  and  try  to  bring  order  out  of  chaos,  which  should 
be  a  matter  easily  accomplished,  but  while  the  project  is  in  the  position 
it  is  now  I  will  make  no  appointments.  We  have  had  two  members 
on  your  committee,  and  we  have  had  two  members  of  the  veterans, 
.Alajor  Kendricks-  and  Major  Kilsby,  and  I  am  surprised  to  find  that  two 
members  of  this  Board  and  two  members  of  the  veterans'  organizations 
on  your  committee,  it  is  not  entirely  familiar  with  all  of  these  plans. 
1  sat  here  in  this  chair  when  you  and  Supervisor  McSheehy  had  all  of 
the  plans  here  in  these  chambers,  when  it  was  all  discussed,  and  the 
Board  agi'eed  to  curtail  some  three  hundred  seats  in  the  opera  hous-e 
because  of  the  acoustics. 

It  would  seem  to  me  that  with  two  members  of  the  Board  on  the 
committee,  and  two  members  of  the  veterans'  organizations,  these 
things  should  have  been  straightened  out.  If  we  don't  find  our  selves 
getting  this  thing  straightened  out,  I  promise  you  it  is  going  to  the 
people  by  referendum. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     The  meeting  will  stand  adjourned. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  we  are  down  to  the  introducing  of 
the  resolution  on  Monday  by  Supervisor  Gallagher.  I  think 
it  will  be  wise,  as  the  hour  is  getting  late,  to  take  a  recess 
until  tomorrow  morning  at  8:00  o'clock. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  was  going  to  suggest  a 
recess  of  15  minutes. 

SUPERVISOR    PEYSER:      A    recess   of   ten   minutes. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  move  we  recess  for  15 
minutes. 

SUPERVISOR    STANTON:      Second    the   motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  a  recess 
be  taken  for  15  minutes.     So  ordered. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  May  I  at  this  time  ask  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  that  he  provide  the  Board,  and  especially 
your  Honor,  with  coffee  and  sandwiches.  I  do  not  think  that 
thefe  will  be  any  objection  on  the  part  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee— one  member  is  here. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  The  Finance  Committee  has 
already  approved  it. 

(Thereupon  a  recess  was  taken.  Upon  reconvening  the 
following  proceedings  were  had:) 

THE    MAYOR    (reading): 
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APPOINTMENT   OF   IRONING-OUT    COMMITTEE. 

On  December  10th,  1928,  following  a  general  discussion  Supervisor 
Frank  R.  Havenner  suggested  that  an  ironing  out  committee  of  three 
Supervisors,  three  Trustees,  and  three  veterans  be  appointed  to  work 
out  the  problem. 

The   Board    of    Supervisors    passed   the   following   resolution: 

Resolution   No.  30102    (New   Series),  as  follows: 

Whereas,  by  resolution  unanimously  adopted  on  June  6,  1927,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  committed  to  the  policy  of  withholding  appro- 
priations from  funds  resulting  from  sale  of  War  Memorial  Bonds  until 
the  official  plans  for  the  War  Memorial  have  been  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  duly  constituted  representatives  of  war  veteran  organi- 
zations; and 

Wliereas,  by  virtue  of  that  resolution  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have 
justly  recognized  as  paramount  the  rights  of  the  ex-service  men  and 
women  of  San  Francisco,  it  being  the  deeds  of  such  men,  living  as 
well  as  dead,  that  the  War  Memorial  is  intended  to  commemorate; 
and 

Whereas,  Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  as  approved  by  the  people, 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  to  administer  all 
matters  pertaining  to  that  War  Memorial,  and  states,  "The  Mayor  in 
making  appointments  shall  give  due  consideration  to  the  veterans  of 
all  wars  in  which   the   United   States   has  engaged" ;and 

Whereas,  Charter  Amendment  No.  32  invests  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors the  duty  of  confirming  the  appointments  of  all  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  selected  by  the  Mayor;    now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfully  urge  and 
recommend  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  appoint  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  from  that  portion  of  the 
citizenry  of  San  Francisco  who  have  been  in  service  with  the  Army, 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps  in  time  of  war;   and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  war  veteran 
organizations,  through  the  medium  of  the  properly  constituted  repre- 
sentatives, be  sought  before  said  appointments  are  made,  it  being  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  every  class  or  group  of  the 
people  of  San  Francisco,  with  a  confidence  inspired  by  service  in  time 
of  war,  may  look  to  such  men  for  purposeful  loyalty  and  unselfish  de- 
votion to  San  Francisco  in  time  of  peace 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  December  3,  192!8.

There  were  present, 
the  Mayor,  representing  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  rep- 
resenting the  veterans  Messi-s.  Glensor.  Boyd  and  Burns;  representing 
the  Supervisors  Messrs.  Kent,  Marks  and  Hayden;  representing  the 
trustees  Messrs.  Drum,  Kilsby  and  McSheehy.  Others  present  at  this 
meeting  were  Mr  Claridge,  Secretary  Legion  committee,  Mr.  McKee  of 
the  trustees.

The  advisory  board  of  the  Veterans'  War  Memorial  committees 
submitted  a  report,  dated  March  20,  1929,  in  which  the  needs  of  the 
various  veteran  organizations  were  discussed  and  suggestions  made 
regarding  the  growth  of  the  organizations.     This  report  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  BOARD  OF 
VETERANS    WAR    MEMORIAL    COMMITTEES 

San   Francisco,   Calif,    March   20,    1929. 
To  the  Veteran  Organizations  of  San  Francisco: 

Comrades:  At  the  meeting  of  this  board  with  the  IMayor  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  AVar  Memorial  Trustees  and  the  Supervisors,  on 
December  18,  1928,  it  developed  that,  although  plans  for  the  War 
Memorial  had  been  drawn  and  work  started,  no  definite  information 
had  been  collected  regarding  the  needs  of  veteran  and  patriotic  organ- 
izations requiring  housing  in  the  War  Memorial.  It  was  thereupon 
agreed  that  the  Veterans'  Advisory  Board  would  make  a  survey  of 
the  needs  of  veteran  and  patriotic  organizations,  make  a  study  of  the 
plans  and  be  prepared  to  submit  the  result  of  these  studies  to  the 
above  mentioned  groups  at  the  next  meeting  thereof. 

Immediately  steps  were  taken  to  carry  this  into  effect.  From  the 
best  available  data,  we  find  and  submit  the  following  facts  and  recom- 
mendations as  our  report  to  you :

Estimates  of  Future  Growth 
It   is   somewhat   difficult   to   get   any   accurate   figures   on   which   to 
base    estimates    of    future    growth    of    veteran    organizations.      Based 
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upon  the  history  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  the  U.   S.  W.  V..  the  following 
facts  seem  to  be  well  established: 

1.  Veterans'  organiza.tions  reach  the  peak  of  their  membership  ap- 
proximately 30  years  after  the  war  in  which  they  participated. 

2.  At  the  high  point  in  their  membership  approximately  40  per  cent 
of  the  eligibles  belong  to  their  respective  organizations. 

If  the  American  Legion  develops  upon  these  premises  there  would 
be  in  1925-1950  approximately  16,000  to  20,000  Legionnaires  in  San 
Francisco.     This  would  probably  mean  125  to  150  separate  units. 

3  By  1940.  perhaps  1935.  there  will  be  no  more  G.  A.  R.  organiza- 
tions; by  1945  the  membership  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  will  begin  to  de- 
cline.' Bv  1965  it  will  be  about  where  the  G.  A.  R.  is  today.  By  1970 
it  wall  doubtless  cease  to  exist  as  an  organization.  The  membership 
of  the  World  War  Veterans'  organizations  should  show  no  decline 
before  1965. 

4.  The  ratio  of  eligibles  of  World  War  Veterans  to  U.  S.  W.  V.  is 
about  16  to  1. 

5.  At  one  time  two  Legion  posts  had  an  aggregate  of  13,000  mem- 
bers in  San  Francisco. 

6.  These  estimates  of  future  growth  are  made  upon  the  supposition 
that  we  will  have  no  more  wars.  Our  history,  however,  has  been  a 
war  for  about  every  30  years  of  our  national  existence. 

Estimated  Needs  for  Veteran  and  Patriotic   Organizations 
A  building  to  house  the  veteran  and  patriotic  organizations  of  San 
Francisco,    and   plans    for    same   which    we    could    recommend    for   ap- 
proval, should  contain  the  following: 

1.  An  auditorium  with  balcony,  with  combined  seating  capacity 
of  1500,  to  be  arranged  for  on  first  floor  of  building. 

This  auditorium  tO'  be  complete  with  fully  equipped  stage,  dressing 
rooms,  space  for  chair  storage,  check  rooms,  retiring  rooms,  toilets, 
stairways  to  basement,  serving  pantries,  etc.  The  auditorium  may,  on 
occasion,  be  used  as  a  banquet  hall. 

2.  Two  meeting  halls  with  a  maximum  seating  capacity  of  500. 

3.  Eighteen  meeting  halls  with  maximum  seating  capacity  ranging 
from  75  to  250. 

4.  Kitchenette  to  be  installed  adjacent  to  each  meeting  hall.  These 
kitchenettes  in  size  should  be  consistent  with  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  meeting  halls  which  they  adjoin. 

5.  A  fully  equipped  kitchen,  complete  in  every  detail,  with  pantries, 
ranges,  steam  tables,  dish-washing  equipment,  refrigerator,  supply- 
rooms,  dining  room,  toilets  and  lockers,  rooms  for  help,  elevators, 
stairways,  serving  pantries,  etc.,  to  be  installed  in  the  basement  in  a 
location  so  that  same  will  be  accessible  to  the  auditorium  and  connect 
with  the  auditorium  by  means  of  electric  dumbwaiters  and  stairways. 

6.  One  clubroom  for  men^minimum  250u  square  feet. 

7.  One  clubroom  for  women — minimum  2000  square  feet. 

S.     Library,  having  as  its  adjunct,  two  reading  rooms — 1800  feet. 

9.  Two  band  practice  rooms,  with  instrument  rooms  and  lockers 
adjoining  same — 3500  square  feet.  These  band  practice  rooms  are  to 
be  located  in  the  basement  and  are  to  be  sound  proof. 

10.  Flag  lockers  and  lockers  for  the  uniformed  bodies  of  the  or- 
ganizations. 

11.  Lockers  for  post  records  and  paraphernalia:  locker  rooms  on 
floors  adjacent  to  meeting  halls;  five  large  lockers  to  be  allotted  to 
each  meeting  hall. 

12.  One  large  meeting  hall  for  sul)sidiary  organizations  such  as  the 
"40  and  8,"  Snakes,  Cooties,  etc. — 4000  square  feet.      (Basement.) 

13.  Souvenir  and  war  relic  room — 2000  square  feet. 
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14.  Office  space  for  American  Legion  State  headquarters — 7500 
square  feet. 

15.  Office  space  for  "40  and  8"  State  headquarters — 800  square  feet. 

16.  Office  space  for  U.   S.  W.  V.— 800   square  feet. 

17.  Office  space  for  American  Legion  County  Council — 800  square 
feet. 

18.  Office  space  for  American  Legion  Auxiliary  State  headquarters 
— 1800  square  feet. 

19.  Office  space  for  V.  F.  W.  State  headquarters  and  County  Council 
— 1000  square  feet. 

20.  Office  space  for  D.  A.  V.— 1500  square  feet. 

21.  Office  space  for  desk  room  for  individual  units  of  the  various 
organizations — 5000  square  feet. 

22.  Office  space  for  Veterans'  Employment  Bureau — 3000  square 
feet. 

23.  Minimum  of  25  lockers  for  employees  in  various  headquarters. 
2i4.     Storage  space  for  old   records — 1000  square  feet. 

25.  Vault  with   individual  compartments  for  various  headquarters. 

Listen  to  this,  this  is  an  important  matter,  and  I  w^ant  you 
to  listen  to  this,  that  all  buildings  under  the  plan  of  the  archi- 
tects should  conform  to  the  Civic  Center.   (Reading): 

26.  The  facade  as  set  forth  in  existing  plans  for  the  War  Me- 
morial  

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY  (interrupting):  Your  Honor, 
I  hate  to  interrupt  you,  but  the  coffee  will  be  ready  in  about 
five  minutes. 

THE  MAYOR:      I  am  certainly  glad  to  hear  that. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  It  is  really  so,  your  Honor, 
and   now   I   would   suggest  that   we  recess   until   3:00  o'clock. 

THE  MAYOR   (continuing  reading)  : 

26.  The  facade  as  set  forth  in  existing  plans  for  the  War  Memorial 
is,  in  our  opinion,  poorly  designed.  It  contains  neither  dignity  or  de- 
tail and  is  inferior  to  a  degree  to  the  various  public  buildings  now 
standing  in  the  Civic  Center.  This  building  should  be  redesigned  along 
more  monumental  lines,  following  out  the  design,  to  a  certain  extent, 
of  the  City  Hall,  Library,  Auditoi'ium,  or  any  other  monumental 
building,  many  of  which  grace  less  important  sites  throughout  the 
State  and  Nation. 

Particular  criticism  is  directed  to  the  lowest  story,  particularly  the 
entrances,  which  are  very  weak  and  unattractive  and  give  one  the  im- 
pression of  entering  a  basement  rather  than  a  building  dedicated  to 
the  purposes  for  which  this  structure  is  intended. 

27.  The  plans  for  the  Veterans'  Building  show  an  indentation  on 
the  McAllister  street  facade  of  some  50  feet,  with  a  length  of  236  feet. 
This  indentation  is  consistent  neither  with  good  planning  or  good 
design,  and  should  be  eliminated,  making  a  rectangular  structure, 
even  though  some  of  our  frontage  on  Van  Ness  avenue  be  sacrificed 
in  so  doing,  and  it  is  believed  that  if  the  program  as  herein  pre- 
sented be  followed  that  it  will  be  imperative  that  this  objection  be 
removed. 

28.  The  mezzanine  offices  as  shown  on  existing  plans  are  not  at 
all  practical,  inasmuch  as  same  are  neither  light,  nor  do  they  contain 
any   visible  means  of  ventilation. 

29.  Recreational    space,    i.    e.,    steam    rooms,    bowling    alleys,    etc. 

This  recreational  space  provided  for  by  the  existing  plans  is  de- 
sirable and  would,  if  provided,  doubtless  be  used  by  a  substantial 
number  of  veterans.  However,  in  San  Francisco,  all  such  advantages 
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may  be  secured  elsewhere.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  space  and  funds 
for"  furnishings,  etc.,  is  an  object,  the  advisory  board  recommends 
that  in  the  event  that  new  plans  are  submitted  that  provide  for  the 
elimination  of  such  facilities,  the  veterans  approve  such  plans  if  by 
so  doing  a  completed  building  may  be  provided  suitable  for  the  vet- 
erans' needs  as  herein  outlined. 

30.  It  is  noted  in  the  estimates  submitted  by  the  War  Memorial 
executives  that  in  the  matter  of  a  reduction  in  the  Veterans'  Building 
of  10  feet  in  width,  that  an  allowance  of  57,000  was  set  forth.  In  com- 
puting the  cost  per  square  foot  it  is  ascertained  that  this  allowance 
was  made  on  the  basis  of  approximately  $3.30  per  square  foot  of 
floor  area. 

It  is  further  noted  that  a  price  of  $540,000  is  submitted  in  this  esti- 
mate for  finishing  the  McAllister  street  wing  or  indentation.  This 
cost  figures  approximately  $9.00  per  square  foot,  which  is  wholly  in- 
consistent, when  but  $3.30  per  square  foot  is  allowed  for  the  elimi- 
nation of  identical  floor  area  for  which  $9.00  per  square  foot  is 
charged. 

In  view  of  the  above  it  is  recommended  that  the  existing  plans  for 
the  Veterans'  Building  be  discarded  in  their  entirety  as  they  do  not 
at  all  meet  the  requirements  of  the  veteran  and  patriotic  organizations, 
and  obviously  could  not  be  revised  to  meet  such  needs. 

Whenever  plans,  which  substantially  conform  to  the  requirements 
as  set  forth  above  are  submitted  to  this  advisory  board  we  are  pre- 
pared to  recommend  their  immediate  approval  by  the  veteran  organ- 
izations. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  listen  to  this.  I  don't  think  you  are 
getting  all  this.  Listen,  gentlemen,  this  is  dated  March  20th 
(reading)  : 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  solution  of  this  entire  problem  is  for 
the  Mayor  to  immediately  appoint  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Ti'us- 
tees  provided  for  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  War  Memorial  is  a  public  project.  Its  destinies  should  be 
entrusted  to  the  authorities  constituted  under  the  Charter.

THE  MAYOR:  This  is  from  the  Advisory  Board  to  the 
Veterans'  War  Memorial  Committees  and  is  signed  by  H.  J. 
Boyd,  James  B.  Burns  and  H.  W.  Glensor. 

I  am  not  commenting  or  saying  a  thing.  I  am  just  reading 
facts. 

SUPERVISOR   POWER:      What  year  is  that? 

THE  MAYOR:  This  report  is  the  report  of  the  Advisory 
Board  to  the  Veterans'  War  Memorial  Committee  dated  March 
20,  1929,  after  we  were  at  work.  You  passed  this  resolution 
of  December  10th  and  we  were  getting  to  work  on  the  first 
meeting  on  December  19th,  and  then  this  was  put  over — I 
apologize.   I   did  not   want   to  argue  with   you. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEm'  (interrupting):  Pardon  me, 
your  Honor,  the  coffee  is  hot. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  there  is  no  objection  by  any  member,  we 
will  recess  for  a  short  time  for  refreshments. 

(Thereupon  the  meeting  took  a  recess  from  2:55  a.  m.  to 
3:00  a.  m.,  after  which  the  meeting  proceeded.) 
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WEDNESDAY,  FEBRUARY  19,  1930,  3:00  A.  M. 

THE  MAYOR:  Tlae  committee  of  nine  met  again  on  April 
11,  1929,  and  the  meeting  of  the  committee  of  nine  was  held 
in' the  Mayor's  office.    (Continuing  reading:) 

April  11,  1929.  Meeting  of  the  committee  of  nine  was  held  in  the 
Mayor's  office.  A  report,  dated  March  20,  1929,  and  the  so-called  Plan 
"C'  were  thoroughly  discussed. 

April  30,  1929.  The  Veterans'  Advisory  Committee,  after  consulta- 
tion with  all  veteran  groups,  in  a  statement  dated  April  30,  1929,  have 
advised  that  in  the  event  of  a  deficit  in  carrying  out  Plan  "C"  they 
would  suhmit  to  a  reduction  in  the  Veteran-Museum  Building  of  ten 
feet  on  either  the  north  or  south  sides,  five  feet  on  both  the  north  and 
south  sides,  or  ten  feet  in  the  center  of  the  building.  They  suggested, 
in  this  respect,  that  if  the  reduction  of  the  Veteran-Museum  Building 
as  heretofore  stated,  unbalances  or  destroys  the  symmetry  of  the  proj- 
ect as  a  whole,  that  such  objection  may  be  overcome  by  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  of  the  Opera  House.  This  is  suggested  by  them 
as  a  method  of  taking  care  of  the  deficit  of  the  whole  project.  The 
veterans  are  not  willing  to  concede  that  their  requests  for  space  are 
such  as  to  make  any  deficit  necessary. 

The  statement  above  referred  to  is  as  follows: 

REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  BOARD  TO  VETERANS'  WAR  MEMORIAL 

COMMITTEES 
April  30,  1929. 

To  the  Mayor  and  the  Committee  of  Nine: 

Consistent  with  the  policy  of  the  veterans  to  submit  all  statements  in 
writing  regarding  the  matter  now  being  considered  by  this  committee, 
so  that  such  statements  may  remain  a  matter  of  record  for  future  refer- 
ence, the  Veterans'  Advisory  Board  makes  the  following  statement  with 
respect  to  the  matters  submitted  for  their  consideration  at  the  meeting- 
held  on  April  11th,  1929. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  three  plans  submitted  on  that  date, 
consultation  with  the  heads  of  all  the  major  veteran  groups  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  obtaining  such  expert  opinion  and  advice  as,  in  their  circum- 
stances, the  veterans  could  obtain,  the  conclusion  has  been  reached  that 
plan  "C"  is  the  only  one  of  the  three  plans  that  can  be  approved  by  the 
veterans.  This  is  subject,  however,  to  the  following  important  qualifi- 
cation : 

If  it  is  finally  determined  to  construct  the  Opera  House  and  Art 
Center  upon  such  a  scale  that  there  is  certain  to  be  a  deficit  (which 
point  is  hereafter  discussed  in  more  detail)  the  veterans  will,  if  de- 
sired, receive  from  this  Board  a  recommendation  to  approve  plan 
"C"  with  the  elimination  of  10  feet  on  either  the  North  or  South  sides 
of  the  Veteran-Museum  Building,  five  feet  on  both  the  North  and  South 
sides  or  10  feet  in  the  center  of  the  building. 

In  view  of  the  suggestion  submitted  in  the  attached  criticism  of 
these  plans  that  the  auditorium  planned  in  the  Veteran-Museum  Build- 
ing is  too  wide  for  its  depth,  perhaps  if  the  suggested  modification  is 
adopted  it  will  be  found  advisable  to  put  it  into  effect  in  accordance 
with  the  latter  suggestion.  If  such  reduction  of  the  Veteran-Museum 
Building  unbalaces  or  destroys  the  symmetry  of  the  project  as  a  whole, 
such  objection  may  be  overcome  by  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the 
size  of  the  Opera  House,  and  in  such  reduction  we  may  find  a  happy 
solution  to  three  problems: 

1.  The  contemplated  deficit. 

2.  The  extended  and  spirited  criticism  of  American  and  European 
technicians  that  the  Opera  House  as  presently  planned  is  too  large  for 
proper  acoustical  effects  in  the  production  of  opera. 
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3.  The  impending  problem  of  handling  traffic  on  McAllister  and 
Grove  streets,  west  of  Van  Ness  avenue  due  to  the  width  of  these  two 
streets.  At  present  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  widening  of 
these  two  streets  and  if  constructed  as  planned,  the  War  Memorial 
group  will  be  so  situated  that  it  will  practically  make  it  impossible  to 
ever  widen  these  streets  west  of  Van  Ness  avenue. 

In  connection  with  the  selection  of  plan  "C,"  the  veterans  are  well 
aware  of  the  fact  that,  according  to  the  statement  of  the  Trustees  made 
to  this  Committee  at  the  meeting  of  April  11th,  this  plan  will  create 
the  larger  deficit.  The  veterans,  however,  are  far  from  convinced  that 
it  is  necessary  that  there  be  any  deficit  at  all,  and  are  very  firmly  con- 
vinced that  if  there  is  any  deficit  it  is  not  caused  by  the  requirements 
of  the  veterans,  nor  is  it  chargeable  to  the  veterans'  portion  of  the 
building  alone.  Indeed  it  should  not  be  considered  in  connection  with 
the  veterans'  portion  of  the  building  at  all.  To  make  this  clearly  un- 
derstood it  is  necessary  to  review  the  history  of  this  project  at  some 
length.  If  such  review  exceeds  a  desirable  brevity,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  we  are  in  reality  dealing  with  not  one,  but  two  separate 
and  distinct  methods  of  financing  one  project,  which  methods  must  be 
reconciled  and  amalgamated,  and  under  which  plans  have  been  in  the 
making  and/or  operation  over  a  period  of  eight  years. 

The  entire  project,  so  far  as  the  veterans  are  concerned,  started  with 
the  drive  of  1920  for  public  subscriptions.  If  it  is  a  fact,  as  stated 
at  the  last  meeting,  that  prior  thereto  one  and  one-half  million  dollars 
had  been  subscribed  or  pledged  to  build  an  Art  Building,  Opera  House, 
or  either  or  both,  the  veterans  regard  it  as  of  no  moment  because  such 
sum  has  now  been  shown  to  be  wholly  inadequate  for  such  purpose 
and  unless  supplemented  by  the  other  subscriptions  would  have  been 
of  no  use  whatever.  The  additional  funds  were  sought  by  public  sub- 
scription in  1920,  at  which  time  receipts  for  such  subscriptions  were 
given  the  subscribers  in  the  following  form:

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As  a  result  of  this  drive  a  fund  was  raised,  (or  the  fund  increased 
as  the  case  may  be)  to  $2,000,679.00  payable  to  the  regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  a  corporation.  A  trust  indenture  was  thereupon 
entered  into  between  said  Regents  and  a  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees,  three  of  whom  are  now  members  of  this  committee  of  nine, 
wherein  there  was  named  as  beneficiaries 'of  the  trust: 

1.  The  San  Francisco  Art  Association, 

2.  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  and  San  Francisco  Sym- 
phony Orchestra, 

3.  The  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion. 

This  trust  agreement  provided  with  respect  to  the  San  Francisco 
Posts  of  the  American  Legion,  among  other  things,  as  follows: 

"REQUIREMENTS  OF  TRUST  IN  FAVOR  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 
POSTS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  LEGION 

(1)  The  building  to  be  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the 
American  Legion  shall  be  occupied  and  used  by  the  various  duly  or- 
ganized and  authorized  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion 
without  rent  charge.  The  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Le- 
gion, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  under  such  rules  and  conditions  as 
they  may  prescribe,  provide  headquarters  for  Veterans  of  the  Mexican 
War,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Spanish-American  War  Veterans, 
and  such  other  patriotic  organizations  as  said  San  Francisco  Posts  of 
the  American  Legion  may  from  time  to  time  desire  to  install.  Should 
the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  be  consolidated  with 
or  merged  into  some  other  national  organization,  then  the  organiza- 
tions duly  authorized  by  such  other  national  organization  shall  have 
the  same  rights  of  occupancy  as  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  Ameri- 
can Legion,  and  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  successor  organiza- 
tion shall  be  the  same  as  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Posts  of  the  American  Legion  as  set-forth  herein. 

(2)  The  said  building  to  be  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of 
the  American  Legion  shall  be  used  by  them  as  club  and  meeting  rooms 
and  for  executive  offices  and  auditorium  purposes." 

At  all  times  since  this  trust  agreement  came  into  existence,  the 
American  Legion  has  considered  the  clause  therein  that  "The  San 
Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
under  such  rules  and  conditions  as  they  may  prescribe  provide  head- 
quarters .  .  ."  for  the  veteran  organizations  other  than  the  Legion, 
as  a  mandate  and  that  they  were  thereby  obligated  to  see  that  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Indian 
War  Veterans,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  and  other  veteran  and  pa- 
triotic organizations  were  provided  for.  Therefore  the  statement  made 
at  the  last  meeting  of  this  committee  that  until  the  passage  of  the 
four  million  dollar  bond  issue  in  1927,  the  veterans  as  a  whole,  that  is, 
other  than  the  American  Legion  had  no  "fixed  status"  in  relation  to 
the  War  Memorial  is  wholly  unfounded.  The  veterans  of  San  Fran- 
cisco have  at  all  times  been  in  a  fixed  and  definite  status  so  far  as  this 
project  is  concerned. 

Following  the  drive  for  public  subscriptions  and  donations  for  funds 
to  erect  the  War  Memorial  apparently  nothing  real  definite  was  done 
to  carry  the  project  through  until  early  in  1927  when  it  was  decided 
that  the  funds  were  insufficient  to  carry  out  what  was  planned.  Ac- 
cordingly steps  were  taken  to  provide  a  bond  issue  by  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  sufficient  to  complete  the  project.  As  has  been  ex- 
plained in  detail  on  several  occasions  by  the  trustees,  the  publishers 
of  the  San  Francisco  papers,  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  were  called  into  conference  early  in  1927  and  agreed 
that  the  time  was  right  to  put  this  bond  issue  before  the  people.  Steps 
were  then  taken  to  determine  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  project. 

Under  date  of  March  21st,  1927,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed 
ordinance   No.    7450   directing   the   Board   of   Public   Works   to   secure, 
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through  the  City  Engineei-,  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  of  the  original 
construction,  completion  and  equipment  of  permanent  buildings  in  or 
adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center  as  described  in  said  ordinance. 

Persuant  to  instructions  in  this  ordinance,  the  City  Engineer,  under 
date  of  April  9th,  1927,  transmitted  by  letter  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  certain  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  above  referred  to.  Under 
date  of  April  11th,  1927,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  by  resolution 
(Their  No.  96801,  second  series)  approved  and  transmitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  these  plans  and  estimates  of  cost.  (Copy  of  plan 
attached   hereto). 

Using  as  a  basis  the  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  prepared  by  the 
City  Engineer  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  it  was  de- 
termined that  a  sum  of  $4,000,000,  in  addition  to  the  sum  on  hand  in 
the  publicly  subscribed  fund,  would  be  necessary  to  complete,  construct 
and  equip  the  buildings  shown  by  plans  and  referred  to  in  ordinance 
No.  7450.  Accordingly  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  on  April  22d, 
1927,  ordinance  No.  7501  authorizing  a  bond  issue  in  the  sum  of  $4,- 
000,000  for  the  above  purpose.  Thus  the  problem  of  the  War  Memorial 
was  apparently  solved. 

It  has,  of  course,  long  been  a  matter  of  public  knowledge  that  such 
was  not  the  case.  A  study  of  the  plans  submitted  with  the  estimates 
of  cost  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  by  the  City  Engineer,  then  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  clearly  indicates,  even  to  the  layman,  that  it  was  the 
intention  at  that  time  to  construct  two  buildings,  rectangular  in  shape 
and  identical  in  size.  If  such  was  not  the  real  intent,  then  it  is  clear 
tbat  this  plan  was  an  effort  to  at  least  convey  that  impression  to  those 
whose  attention  was  directed  to  the  plan.  It  is  also  of  interest  to 
point  out  at  this  time  that  neither  this  plan,  or  any  other,  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  veterans;  in  fact  none  of  the  veteran 
organizations  in  San  Francisco  had  any  knowledge  of  what  was  in- 
tended in  regard  to  the  bond  issue,  or  how  the  money  was  to  be  used. 

Ordinance  No.  7501,  which  provided  for  the  four  million  dollar  bond 
issue  made  reference  only  to  buildings  to  be  used  for  a  "Memorial 
Hall  for  War  Veterans — and  for  educational,  recreational,  entertain- 
ment and  other  municipal  purposes." 

An  Art  Museum  is  not  mentioned. 

An  Opera  House  is  not  mentioned. 

While  the  language  of  the  ordinance  might  possibly  be  interpreted 
to  include  either  or  both  of  these  purposes,  it  is  too  plain  for  argument 
that  the  main  purpose  for  which  the  money  was  voted  was  for  a  build- 
ing for  veteran  uses  and  purposes,  and  the  educational,  recreational, 
entertainment  and  other  municipal  purposes  were  incidental  thereto. 

Therefore,  in  addition  to  the  privately  subscribed  trust  fund,  donated 
in  part  for  the  veterans'  needs,  there  was  provided  by  vote  of  the 
people  $4,000,000  for  building  specifically  designed  to  be  used  as  a 
Memorial  Hall  for  War  Veterans,  and  incidentally  for  other  purposes. 
Under  the  present  plans  only  about  two-thirds  of  the  building  which 
has  commonly  been  referred  to  as  the  Veterans'  Building  is  allocated 
to  the  veterans,  the  balance  being  dedicated  to  art  purposes,  yet  an 
attempt  is  patently  being  made  to  create  the  impression  that  the  en- 
tire deficit,  if  there  be  one,  is  due  to  the  inordinate  demands  of  the 
veterans. 

The  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  prepared  by  the  City  Engineer  were 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  on  April  11th,  1927.  The  bond 
issue  was  approved  by  the  people  on  June  14th,  1927.  Not  until  No- 
vember 1927  were  any  definite  plans  submitted  to  the  veterans,  and 
then  only  to  the  American  Legion.  These  plans,  dated  November  1st, 
1927,  did  not  conform  to  the  iJlans  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  in  so  far  as  the  Veteran-Museum  Building  was  concerned.  In- 
stead of  a  rectangular  building,  conforming  in  shape  and  size  to  the 
Opera  House  the  veterans  were  offered  for  approval  a  plan  that  had 
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been  reduced  by  about  one-third  from  the  original  plan  on  which  the 
bond  issue  was  based.  This  plan  was  of  course  not  approved  by  the 
veterans.  ,       ^^  ^  ,, 

In    December,    1927.    another   set   of   plans    for    the    Veteran-Museum 
Building  were  submitted  to  the  American  Legion  showing  some  addi- 
tion  to   the   building,   but   not   yet   a   completely   finished    rectangular 
structure      In  January.  1928,  still  another  set  of  plans  was  submitted 
to  the  American  Legion,  showing  further  changes,  but  still  an  uncom- 
pleted  building.     In    February   1928,   March    1928,   May   1928,   and  De- 
cember 1928,  new  plans  were  submitted  to  the  American  Legion,  none 
of  which  gave  to  the  veterans— in  joint  occupancy  with  the  Art  Asso- 
ciation—a completely  finished  rectangular  building  as  called  for  m  the 
original  plan  on  which  the  bond  issue  was  based.     Neither  were  any 
of  these  plans  found  acceptable  to  the  American  Legion,  either  m  space 
or  arrangement,  although  the  representatives  of  a  majority  of  the  Le- 
<^ion  Posts  in  San  Francisco  did  approve  one  set  of  plans  but  only  un- 
der great  pressure  from  the  trustees  who  definitely  advised  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  that  there  was  not  sufficient  money  to   warrant  building 
a  completelv  rectangular  structure  as  desired  by  the  American  Legion 
and  other  veteran  organizations.     The  further  plea  was  made  by  the 
trustees  that  the  Legion  should  hasten  approval  of  the  plans  in  order 
to  get  construction  under  way,  an  act  which  would  be  of  inestimable 
benefit  in  relieving  the  unemployment  situation  in   San  Francisco  at 
that   time      Naturallv,   the  dominant   desire   of  the   representatives   of 
the  American  Legion  was  to  get  the  War  Memorial  under  way.  regard- 
less of  employment  conditions,  and  with  that  factor  m  addition  to  be 
considered  the  Legion  representatives  were  doubly  anxious  to  do  any- 
thing reasonable  to  get  work  started  on  this  project. 

However,  after  one  set  of  plans  had  received  the  approval  of  the 
American  Legion,  but  not  the  approval  of  any  other  veteran  bodies, 
and  when  work  was  about  to  get  started,  in  fact  after  bids  had  been 
called  for  on  foundations,  it  was  discovered  that  the  plans  approved 
by  the  American  Legion  had  been  departed  from  and  a  building  was 
to  be  erected  not  entirely  in  accordance  with  those  approved  plans. 
Of  course,  the  American  Legion  complained  of  such  action  and  work 
was  held  up.  .^^       ^,    ^   ,, 

The  statement  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  committee  that  the 
present  situation  is  due  to  changing  requests  and  requirements  of  the 
veterans  is  utterlv  unfounded.  The  veterans  have  always  wanted  a 
completed  building,  conforming  in  shape  and  size  to  the  Opera  House, 
with  an  allotment  of  space  sufficient  for  their  actual  needs.  But, 
while  the  trustees  had  used  great  care  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
needs  of  the  Art  Association  and  the  Musical  Association,  they  had 
evidently  made  little  effort  to  ascertain  what  the  veterans  actually 
needed.  It  was  not  until  the  survey  made  by  this  Advisory  Board  toi- 
lowing  the  meeting  of  this  committee  on  December  18th,  1928,  that  any- 
thing approaching  a  sound  and  reasonable  estimate  of  veterans'  needs 
was  made  available.  With  this  in  mind,  the  statement  that  the  needs 
of  the  Opera  House  and  the  Art  Association  have  never  changed  but 
have  remained  static,  while  the  veterans'  plans  have  been  constantly 
changed,  is  more  easily  understood.  The  needs  of  the  art  and  music 
interests  were  ascertained  and  fully  provided  I'or  from  the  begin- 
ning and  what  was  left  over  was  allotted  to  the  veterans.  There 
has  been  no  change  made  in  the  requirements  of  the  art  and  music 
interests,  but  the  entire  effort  concentrated  upon  an  attempt  to 
square  this  remainder  with  the  veterans'  needs.  In  other  words-^, 
to  get  the  veterans  to  accept  what  was  left  over  and  be  satisfied 
regardless  of  whether  it  was  suflficient   for  their  needs  or  not. 

Now  as  to  the  matter  of  available  funds.  In  the  estimats  of  costs 
prepared  bv  the  City  Engineer  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  we  find  the  fol- 
lowing: 
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Opera    House $4,127,000 

Legion-Museum     1,500,000 

5,627,000 

Public    subscription    on    hand 1,627,000 

Balance  to  be  raised  by  bond  issue $4,000,000 

Thus  we  find  that  the  entire  project  was  to  cost  the  sum  of  .$5,627,000 
for  the  building,  equipment  and  furnishings,  and  with  a  bond  issue  of 
$4,000,000  added  to  the  sum  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  of  the  publicly 
subscribed  fund,  sufficient  money  would  be  available. 

After  the  bond  issue  was  passed,  however,  there  were  certain  changes 
in  the  cost  of  the  two  buildings  which  reduced  the  cost  of  the  Opera 
House  some  $700,000  below  the  original  estimate  and  raised  the  cost 
of  the  Legion-Museum  Building  some  $400,000  over  the  original  esti- 
mate. There  was  also  added  an  additional  sum  to  construction  costs 
for  the  Memorial  Court  of  $76,000.  This  changed  the  Dinwiddle  esti- 
mate, the  basis  for  all  figures  being  quoted  by  the  trustees,  to  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Memorial    Court    $      76,000 

Opera    House 3,429,679 

Legion-Museum    1,921,485 

$5,427,164 
or  $199,836  under  the  original  estimate. 

It  was  later  found  advisable  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  Opera  House 
which  occasioned  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  size  of  the  Legion- 
Museum  Building.  Sixty  thousand  dollars  more  was  also  added  to 
the  cost  of  the  Memorial  Court.  These  changes  brought  the  costs,  ac- 
cording to  the  Dinwiddle  estimate  to  the  following: 

Opera    House $3,309,679 

Legion    Museum    1,864,485 

Memorial    Court    136,000 


$5,310,164 
or  $316,836  below  the  original  estimate. 

A  comparison  of  the  figures  set  forth  above  clearly  indicates  that  in 
April,  1927,  with  a  project  comprising  two  complete  buildings  of  the 
exact  size  and  shape,  costing  $5,627,000,  there  was,  with  the  four 
million  dollar  bond  issue,  sufficient  funds  to  complete  the  project. 
However,  two  years  later,  with  no  increase  in  building  costs,  and  with 
one  of  the  originally  planned  buildings  having  shrunk  considerably  in 
size,  together  with  other  reductions  that  have  decreased  the  estimated 
costs  more  than  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  instead  of  there  being 
sufficient  money  to  complete  the  project,  with  a  surplus,  we  are  now 
informed  that  there  is  a  deficit  of  $327,000.  This  information  comes 
from  the  trustees  of  the  publicly  subscribed  fund  who  have  controlled 
the  affairs  of  this  project  this  far  and  who  undoubtedly  furnished  the 
figures  of  the  amount  in  their  hands  when  the  original  estimate  was 
made.  With  a  reduction  in  estimated  costs  of  more  than  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  and  a  declared  deficit  of  more  than  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars  then  it  would  appear  that  the  private  fund 
has  shrunk  more  than  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  during  the  past 
two  years. 

This  should  emphasize  the  need,  heretofore  suggested,  for  a  full  de- 
tailed accounting  by  the  trustees.  The  fund  has  been  in  existence 
for  eight  to  nine  years.  Expenses  have  been  incurred.  Income  has 
been  received,  but  despite  repeated  requests,  no  accoimting,  other  than 
a  balance  sheet  as  of  September,  1928,  has  been  made  available. 

It  is  not  the  desire  of  the  veterans  to  be  critical,  but  in  face  of  the 
assertion  of  the  trustees  that  the  alleged   deficit   is  due  to   the   ever 
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changing  demands  of  the  veterans,  the  veterans  cannot  remain  silent. 
We   therefore   call    attention   to    the    following    facts: 

Prior  to  September  1st,  1926,  the  two  parcels  of  land  involved  in  this 
project  were  occupied  by  income  producing  properties.  The  tenants 
of  these  structures  were  summarily  evicted  prior  to  September,  1926, 
and  the  fact  is  that  the  land  remained  untouched  for  a  period  of  two 
years  following  their  eviction.  During  that  period  not  a  single  dollar 
of  revenue  accrued,  with  the  exception  of  the  Locomobile  building  and 
the  small  corner  leas'ed  to  one  of  the  oil  companies  for  a  service  sta- 
tion. In  other  words,  here  were  two  square  blocks  of  land  occupied 
by  various  lines  of  business  activity,  each  one  contributing  to  the  com- 
mercial well  being  of  the  neighborhood,  and  we  find  that — for  no  ap- 
parent reason — all  of  this  commercial  activity  was  forced  to  suspend, 
and  that  following  that  suspension  the  land  lay  idle,  and  now  remains 
idle.  We  suggest  that  this  is  not  in  keeping  with  sound  business  prac- 
tice. 

We  find,  further,  that  despite  the  fact  that  the  Trust  Agreement 
very  definitely  provides  that  the  title  to  this  land  shall  vest  in  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  and,  under  such  conditions, 
would  be  tax-exempt;  the  title  to  the  properties  not  owned  by  the  City 
has  remained  over  a  period  of  years  in  the  hands  of  private  corporation 
with  a  consequent  drain  on  the  trust  fund  by  reason  of  tax  payments. 

We  cannot  quarrel  with  the  principle  that  the  City  is  entitled  to  the 
revenue,  but  we  seriously  question  the  wisdom  of  a  policy  that  gives 
taxes  to  the  City  for  a  period  of  years,  thereby  bringing  about  a  sit- 
uation that  may  compel  the  people  at  a  later  date  to  furnish  further 
fund  for  this  project. 

The  block  bounded  by  Fulton,  Grove,  Van  Ness  and  Franklin  streets 
was  acquired  during  the  calendar  years  1924  and  1925,  and  the  title 
thereto  remained,  exclusive  of  six  parcels  owned  by  the  City,  in  the 
Mercantile  Trust  Company  until  March  4th,  1929.  This  is  the  block 
scheduled  as  the  Opera  House  site. 

The  block  bounded  by  Fulton,  McAllister,  Van  Ness  and  Franklin 
streets,  exclusive  of  lots  1  and  2,  was  acquired  by  the  Mercantile  Trust 
Company  during  the  calendar  year  1925  and  the  title  to  that  land 
still  remains  in  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company. 

It  would  seem  that  it  is  wholly  in  order  to  inquire  why,  when  the 
transfer  of  Block  791  was  made  to  the  Regents,  that  a  transfer  was 
not  made  of  Block  786,  with  a  resultant  saving  in  taxes  for  the  fiscal 
year  1929-1930. 

Upon  all  these  facts,  therefore,  the  veterans  do  not  concede  any 
necessity  for  a  deficit.  If  there  be  a  deficit,  responsibility  therefor 
must  be  placed  where  it  belongs,  upon  the  Opera  House  and  Art  Mu- 
seum, and  not  upon  the  Veterans'  Building,  rather  upon  the  fraction 
of  the  Veterans-Museum  Building  devoted  to  veterans'  uses  as  distin- 
guished from  art  purposes. 

If  it  is  finally  determined  to  construct  an  Opera  House  and  Art  Mu- 
seum upon  a  scale  that  will,  if  the  bare  necessities  of  the  veterans 
are  provided  for,  inevitably  leave  a  deficit,  the  veterans  do  not  deem  it 
their  privilege  to  criticize  such  a  policy.  Neither  do  they  deem  it  their 
'  duty  to  find  or  suggest  a  solution  as  to  the  method  of  or  for  further 
financing. 

However,  the  veterans  deem  it  proper  at  this  time  to  say  that,  if 
any  appeal  is  made  for  further  funds  in  connection  with  this  project 
and  it  is  charged  that  such  further  funds  are  necessary  to  complete 
the  veterans'  part  of  the  Memorial,  or  that  the  appeal  is  caused  by 
veterans'  demands,  the  veterans  will  not  support  such  an  appeal.  On 
the  contrary,  on  our  opinion,  they  will  oppose  it.  We  do  not  mean  to 
say,  however,  that  in  our  opinion  the  veterans  will  not  do  anything 

I  reasonable  and  proper  to  facilitate  the  erection  of  the  War  Memorial. 
As  a  matter  of  course  they  will  do  so,  but  the  day  when  a  building 
for  the  veterans  can  be  used  as  a  bait  to  induce  the  voting  of  money 
I 
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for  an  Opera  House  or  an  Art  Museum,  with  supine  acquiescence  on 
the  part  of  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco,  is  past. 

This  Advisory  Board  stands  ready  to  recommend  to  the  veterans  of 
San  Francisco  the  approval  of  plan  "C,"  with  the  technical  modifica- 
tions as  submitted  in  the  attached  criticism  of  that  plan,  and  either 
with  or  without  the  elimination  of  10  feet  in  width  of  the  building 
as  suggested  earlier  in  this  statement;  but  such  approval  will  only  be 
recommended  when  the  duly  constituted  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trus- 
tees has  been  regularly  appointed  agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.

THE    MAYOR:      These    you    haven't    heard,    because    these 
came  from  the  committee  of  nine. 
THE  MAYOR  (reading): 

RESULTS  OF  STUDY  OF  PLAN  "€,"  AS  COMPARED  WITH  THE 
STATEMENT  OF  ESTIMATED  NEEDS  OF  VETERAN  ORGANI- 
ZATIONS CONTAINED  IN  THE  REPORT  OF  THIS  BOARD 
UNDER  DATE  OF  MARCH  20TH,  1929. 

(Criticisms  in  this  report  are  numbered  same  as  items  listed  in 
above    report    of    March    20th,    1929). 

1.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  auditorium  is  150-odd  seats  less 
than  tabulated  on  plans,  and  the  shape  of  the  auditorium  is  quite  out 
of  proportion,  inasmuch  as  same  represents  a  square  arrangement 
rather  than  a  rectangular  one.  Chair  storage  is  shown  on  the  second 
floor,  which  is  a  serious  mistake,  inasmuch  as  this  storage  should  be 
taken  care  of  on  the  first  floor  directly  adjacent  to  the  auditorium. 

2.  The  area  of  meeting  halls  mentioned  is  about  30  per  cent  shy 
of  the  required  area. 

4.  The  kitchenettes  as  shown  on  plans  are  inadequate  in  size  to 
care  for  the  number  of  people  who  are  to  be  served  from  same. 

5.  The  arrangement  as  shown  will  not  function  properly,  on  ac- 
count of  its  inaccessibility  to  the  auditorium. 

8.  The  library  is  short  about  250  feet  of  space  and  no  reading 
rooms  have  been  shown. 

9.  Band  practice  rooms  are  provided  in  basement  in  addition  to 
band  practice  rooms  on  fourth  floor.  These  latter  rooms  can  be 
utilized  for  another  purpose. 

10.  These  lockers  have  been  overlooked  in  plans,  but  space  for  same 
is  available. 

11.  These  rooms  and  lockers  have  been  overlooked  in  plans  but 
space  for  same  is  available. 

14-22  inc.  Office  space  for  various  Veterans  headquarters,  as  set 
forth  in  program,  contains  about  6000  feet  less  than  required. 
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June  10,   1929.     The  following  is  an  extract  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Monday,  June  10,  1929: 

THE  MAYOR:  This  next  is  an  extract  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  June  10,  1929,  a  copy  of  the 
transcript    (reading)  :

Extract  From  Meeting  of  Board  of  Supervisors,  Monday, 

June  10,  1929,  10:00  A.  M. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  v^^ould  like  to  make  an  in- 
quiry. I  have  been  away  for  the  past  fourteen  weeks.  I  would  like 
to  make  some  inquiry  as  to  what  is  being  done  across-  the  street  toward 
the  War  Memorial.  There  was  a  party  out  to  see  me,  while  I  was  out 
in  the  hospital,  and  told  me  that  the  steel  had  been  ordered  for  this 
building,  and  it  was  being  fabricated  in  the  East.  Now,  I  believe  we 
are  equipped  to  manufacture  that  steel  in  San  Francisco,  and  I  do  not 
believe  any  contracts  should  be  entered  into  by  the  War  Memorial 
Trustees,  or  by  any  one  else  for  a  public  building,  to  be  fabricated  in 
the  East,  when  we  have  a  great  many  men  in  San  Francisco  who  are 
out  of  employment.  I  would  like  to  know  from  some  one  the  work 
that  is  ordered  on  this  building,  and  just  what  has  been  done  and  just 
where  we  stand  on  it.  It  has  been  192G  since  those  buildings  were 
torn  down  across  the  street.  Rents  have  been  lost  and  there  has  been 
nothing  done.  I  would  like  to  know,  as  one  member  of  the  Board, 
just  where  we  stand  on  this  War  Memorial  and  the  Opera  House. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Supervisor  McSheehy  and  Supervisor  Colman  are 
representatives  of  the  Board  on  the  committee. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  I  am  very  glad  to  give  what  information 
I  have  on  the  matter.  You  will  recall  a  public  meeting  held  here  at 
which  the  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution,  I  believe,  authorizing,  ad- 
vising or  recommending — suggesting  to  the  Mayor  that  he  appoint  the 
trustees  and  telling  the  Mayor  about  the  composition  of  this  Board  of 
Trustees.  That  the  Mayor  has  not  seen  fit  to  do,  for  the  reason  that 
some  funds  are  in  the  control  of  the  present  trustees  and  nothing  can 
be  done  about  appointing  new  trustees  without  full  power  to  act.  Now. 
the  matter  is  in  disagreement.  The  architects  have  a  suggestion,  the 
trustees  are  ready,  but  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  between  them 
and  the  veterans  as  to  the  way  the  building  to  the  north  should  be 
built,  the  trustees  claiming  that  there  is  ample  room  and  accommoda- 
tion for  the  veterans  provided,  but  the  veterans  want  a  reallocation 
of  the  money,  some  taken  from  the  Opera  House  and  added  to  the 
corner  building.  The  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  three 
Supervisors,  three  veterans  and  three  trustees  to  iron  the  matter  out. 
I  have  not  heard  of  the  result  of  the  last  meeting.     That  is  the  present 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  would  like  to  inquire  if  the  Super- 
visor knows  why — you  may  not  know  the  answer — why  are  these 
trustees  not  appointed,  is  my  question.  Perhaps  that  question  should 
be  put  to  the  Mayor  himself— who  has  the  authority — but  if  you  know, 
I  would  like  to  hear  it. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  understand  that  there  were  three  members 
of  the  veterans  and  three  members  of  this  Board  and  three  members 
of  the  Musical  Association,  as  I  remember  it  now,  a  committee  of 
nine,  who  were  to  work  out  these  plans  and  I  would  like  to  know 
who  the  members  of  the  Board  are  and  if  they  have  had  these  meet- 
ings and  what  they  have  done.  Who  are  the  members  of  this  Board 
that  are  members  of  this  committee? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Supervisor  McSheehy. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  No,  Supervisor  Hayden,  Kent  and  Marks. 
There  is  no  report  to  make,  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Board. 
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This  committee  has  met  the  Committee  of  Nine,  has  met  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial  and  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
veterans,  and  we  do  not  seem  to  get  anywhere.  The  veterans  are 
making  certain  demands  for  more  space  and  tlie  Trustees  of  the  War 
Memorial  have  offered  three  different  plans  giving  certain  additional 
space  and  with  it  additional  cost.  Now,  that  matter  has  been  referred 
back  to  the  veterans  for  them  to  select  a  certain  plan  that  will  meet 
their  requirements.  The  Mayor  is  to  call  a  meeting  and  the  veterans 
are  to  report  back  at  that  meeting.  That  is  all  the  progress  I  can 
report  at  this  time. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  When  are  you  going  to  have  another  meeting? 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  That  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Mayor  calls  the  meeting. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  think  somebody  is  being  very  derelict  in 
their  duty  in  this  War  Memorial  matter.  I  do  not  want  to  censure 
anyone,  the  members  of  the  Board  or  anyone  else.  We  tore  those 
buildings  down  more  than  two  years  ago.  The  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco voted  $4,000,000  to  complete  those  buildings.  By  private  sub- 
scriptions we  raised  nearly  $2,000,000  to  purchase  this  land  and  con- 
struct these  buildings  and,  up  to  date,  there  has  been  practically 
nothing  done  except  wrecking  the  buildings  and  losing  the  rent,  and 
now  we  have  two  holes,  and  that  is  all  we  have  to  show  for  it.  It  is 
high  time  we  should  take  some  action.  Either  the  members  of  the 
Board  who  are  on  that  committee  should  take  the  lead  or  the  veterans, 
and  get  some  where  with  it.  This  money  has  been  voted  by  the  people, 
and  they  want  to  see  these  buildings  erected,  and  I  would  like  to  see 
some  action  taken  by  some  one.  I  think  the  chair  should  call  the 
members  of  this  Board  who  are  members  of  the  committee  into  con- 
ference with  the  veterans  and  see  if  we  cannot  get  something  started. 
Every  day  four  or  five  men  come  to  my  home  looking  for  some  kind 
of  employment,  and  we  have  the  money  available. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  It  is  the  Supervisor's  privilege  to  make  a  motion 
calling  for  a  report  from  the  committee. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  will  make  such  a  motion,  that  a  report  from 
this  committee  of  nine  be  submitted  to  this  Board  at  next  Monday's 
meeting,  if  I  can  get  a  second  to  it. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  add  to  that 
that  this  matter  be  first  submitted  to  the  Mavor. 

SUPERVISR  TODD:    I  have  no  objection  to  that. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  The  committee  of  nine  is  in  no  position 
to  report.  We  are  subject  to  the  call  of  the  Mayor  and  he  is  the  pre- 
siding member  of  this  committee  of  nine  and  we  are  helpless,  under 
the  circumstances. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  will  amend  my  motion,  that  a  request  be 
made  of  the  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  In  my  opinion,  the  serious  mistake  that 
was  made  by  this  Board  was  to  appoint  three  members  of  this  Board 
to  act  as  arbitrators.  It  was  evident  at  the  time  that  there  was  an 
irreconcilable  conflict  between  the  veterans  and  between  the  Trustees, 
and  it  was  bad  judgment  to  appoint  members  of  this  Board  as  arbi- 
trators because  it  was  evident  that  all  the  members  of  this  Board  were 
leaning  one  way  or  the  other,  they  were  not  impartial,  they  were  not 
indifferent,  they  were  not  disinterested,  and  that  is  why  notbing  has 
been  accomplished.  If  instead  of  three  Supervisors,  this  Board  had 
appointed  or  sought  the  appointment  of  three  disinterested  and  im- 
partial and  eminent  men  of  this  City,  who  are  not  involved  with  one 
group  or  with  the  other,  I  believe  we  would  have  succeeded  in  adjust- 
ing the  differences  l)etween  the  veterans  and  the  trustees.  But  when 
you  appoint  arbitrators  who  are  not  thoroughly  impartial  and  disin- 
terested, it  is  impossible  to  reach  a  solution  of  a  delicate  and  intricate 
problem  such  as  confronts  us  at  this  time.  And  I  do  not  think  that 
as  long  as  you  have  that  committee  composed  of  men,  all  of  whom  are 
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in  some  way  committed,  we  will  ever  succeed  in  straightening  out  the 
difficulty.  The  proper  thing,  in  my  opinion,  after  this  report  comes  in, 
and  no  solution  is  reached,  is  to  rescind  our  action  of  appointing  three 
members  of  this  Board  as  arbitrators,  and  to  select  three  disinterested 
and  impartial  citizens  of  the  City  who  have  the  best  interests  of  the 
City  at  heart,  and  who  are  desirous  of  seeking  a  final  solution  of  the 
controversy.  And  I  trust  that  will  be  done  when  the  proper  time 
comes. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  want  to  call  attention 
to  the  maker  of  this  motion  that,  whereas  it  is  very  timely,  the  subject 
that  he  brings  up,  and  is  one  that  should  be  discussed  at  all  times,  in 
my  opinion,  we  trace  back  to  the  cause  of  this  deadlock 

SUPERVISOR  TODD   (interrupting):  Will  you  speak  to  the  motion? 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  Yes,  I  want  to  give  you  additional  infor- 
mation on  it  and  favoring  it. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  would  suggest  that  the  chair  put  the  motion. 

THE   CHAIRMAN:    Supervisor  Colman  has  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:   Are  you  speaking  to  the  motion? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Supervisor  Colman  has  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  You  have  not  put 
the  motion  yet,  Mr.  Chairman. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    The  motion,   if  you  wish 

THE  CLERK  (interrupting):  The  motion  is  by  Supervisor  Todd, 
seconded  by  Supervisor  Roncovieri,  that  his  Honor  be  requested  to 
make  a  report  in  time  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  next  Monday 
relative  to  the  status  of  the  War  Memorial  project. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    That  is  correct. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  I  desire  to  speak  on  that  matter  and  throw 
some  additional  light  on  the  subject.  I  am  opposed  to  it.  The  dead- 
lock can  be  traced,  in  my  opinion,  directly  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
when  they  passed  the  resolution,  stating  that  no  plans  would  be  ap- 
proved for  the  construction  of  the  War  Memorial  that  were  not  agree- 
able to  the  veterans.  That  places  this  Board  of  Supervisors  in  a  very 
biased  situation  in  the  matter  because  it  places  the  control  of  the  plans, 
before  their  approval,  in  the  hands  of  the  veterans.  I  merely  call 
that  to  the  Board's  attention  because  that  has  a  great  deal  of  weight 
in  the  present  discussion,  and  the  Board  is  not  impartial,  and  I  think 
the  Board,  in  its  action  on  the  other  matter  regarding  the  appointment 
of  the  trustees,  has  not  been  entirely  impartial  but  has  shown,  without, 
in  my  opinion, — well,  as  clear  an  understanding  of  the  matter  as  we 
members  of  the  trustees  have,  a  desire  to  side  with  the  veterans  in 
the  matter.  Now%  the  thought  in  Mr.  Todd's  mind  to  have  the  War 
Memorial  built  is  a  worthy  one,  and  I  am  certainly  for  it  with  heart 
and  soul.  But  we  are  faced  here  between  two  interests,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  the  public  are  getting  sick  and  tired  of  this  difference  of 
opinion,  and  they  want  a  settlement,  absolutely.  They  do  not  want 
the  authority  left  on  one  side  or  the  other,  but  they  want  the  thing 
settled,  they  want  to  see  the  War  Memorial  built.  That  is  my  size-up 
of  the  situation  regarding  it.  Supervisor  Roncovieri  asked  about  why 
not  appoint  the  trustees?  The  answer  is  that  there  is  $2,000,000  there 
available  that  the  present  trustees  have  as  a  trust,  and  they  have  as- 
sumed responsibility  for  this  money,  under  certain  clauses  and  certain 
conditions  set  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  and  they 
will  not  release  this  money  to  the  new  board  of  trustees  until  they 
feel  assured  that  the  conditions  of  trust  under  which  they  received 
the  $2,000,000  will  be  faithfully  carried  out.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact 
at  the  present  time,  there  is  no  cash  available  exceiU  this  $2,000,000. 
The  bonds  have  not  been  sold  and  possibly,  for  the  immediate  future, 
will  not  be  offered  until  at  least  our  bonding  finances  are  in  better 
shape  than  they  are  now.  Now,  that  is  why  the  Mayor  has  not  ap- 
pointed the  trustees.  And  I  agree  with  him  and  so  stated  at  a  meeting 
held  in  his  office  when  he  asked  the  opinion  of  the  Supervisors  who 
were  present,  whether  we  approved   of  his  action   under   the   circum- 
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stances  in  deferring  the  announcement  of  his  appointees  on  this  board 
of  trustees.  Now,  that  is  the  situation  we  are  facing  in  the  making 
of  this  resolution.  Still  the  effort  to  bring  about  the  solution  is  a 
worthy  one,  and  I  am  happy  to  vote  for  it. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Supervisor, 
through  you,  a  question.  Do  I  understand  that  the  Mayor  hesitates 
or  will  not  appoint  the  trustees  until  certain  trustees  who  are  holding 
money  subscribed  to  the  project,  who  may  not  be  the  trustees  that  the 
Mayor  will  appoint,  act  upon  the  plan,  or  the  plan  is  satisfactory  to 
them?  In  other  words,  are  financiers,  men  who  may  not  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  or  they  may  be,  I  do  not  know,  going  to  hold  this  project 
up  and  say,  "We  won't  turn  over  this  $2,000,000  until  we  approve  the 
plans,"  and  that  holds  the  money  up?  And  that  prevents  the  Mayor 
from  appointing  a  group  of  nine  trustees  which  the  law  empowers  him 
to  do? 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  Not  the  plan,  they  do  not  care  about  the 
plan,  but  they  want  to  be  assured  that  the  terms  of  the  trust  under 
which  they  hold  the  money  will  be  carried  out  by  the  new  board,  and 
unless  they  are  sure  they  are  assured  that  they  can  do,  they  will  not 
release  this  money,  because  they  received  it  under  certain  conditions. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  What  assurance  do  they  want?  The 
law  says  that  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  nine  trustees. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:   Eleven. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Eleven.  These  men  hold  this  money 
and  you  say  they  want  to  be  assured  that  everything  that  they  want 
will  be  carried  out  by  the  eleven  new  trustees,  of  which  they  may  not 
be  members.  Then  they  can  hold  that  $2,000,000  out  for  ever.  They 
may 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN  (interrupting):  If  the  conditions  of  their 
trust  are  fulfilled  by  the  new  trustees,  they  have  nothing  further  to  do. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  ask  again,  what  guarantee  can  be 
given  to  this  nonoflRcial  board  that  the  official  board  will  carry  out  its 
wishes? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  would  like  to  ask.  how  these  private  trustees 
are  going  to  know  whether  their  wishes  are  going  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  new  committees  before  that  committee  is  appointed?  How  can 
they  possibly  get  any  assurances?  I  do  not  think  the  Supervisor's  ex- 
planation is  logical,  if  I  may  be  pardoned  for  making  the  statement. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:    I  am  telling  you  just  what  occurred. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  would  like  to  know— I  have  an  in- 
distinct recollection,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  we  passed  some  sort  of 
a  resolution,  requesting  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  certain  number  of 
war  veterans  on  the  board.     I  do  not  recall  positively  that  we  did  that. 

THE   CHAIRMAN:    That   is  correct. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  It  seems  now  that  we  should  release 
the  Mayor  and  not  hold  him  to  anything.  Let  him  appoint  whoever 
he  sees  fit.  The  time  has  come  to  do  something.  Let  the  Mayor  be 
free  to  appoint  whomever  he  sees  fit  and  go  on  with  the  job. 

THE  CHAIRxMAN:  After  a  very  lengthy  hearing,  this  Board  adopted 
a  resolution,  merely  recommending  to  the  Mayor  that  a  majoritv  of 
the  new  trustees  be  representative.s  of  the  Veterans  of  the  World  War. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  It  was  merely  a  recommendation,  we 
did  not  tie  his  hands? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    No,  we  did 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY    (interrupting):    Yes  we  did. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    Yes,  to  be  ratified  l)y  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  We  tied  his  hands  because  his  appoint- 
ments must  be  ratified  bv  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  think  we  should  free  the  Mayor 
from  that  embarrassment.  If  we  have  practically  .said  to  the  Mayor, 
we  recommend  that  you  appoint  this  number  of  war  veterans  and 
that  means  that,  later  on,  when  the  appointments  are  submitted  to  us 
for  ratification,  we  won't  ratify  them,  I  do  not  thinV  it  is  fair  to  the 
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]\Iayor,  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  the  people  who  are  waiting  for  that 
job  to  be  completed  or  to  be  commenced. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board: 
Supervisor   Todd   was  sick   for   several   months,   and   of   course   is   not 
very  conversant  with  this  matter.     I  am  more  than  pleased  that  he 
has  brought  this  matter  up  today,  and  I  want  to  say  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  that,  if  any  member  of  this  Board  can  offer  any  motion 
that  will  solve  this  problem  so  that  we  can  start  that  work  over  there, 
that  he  will  find  this   Board,   I  think,   in  a  receptive   mood  to  follow 
that  recommendation.     San  Francisco  wants  to  see  the  work  started 
and  wants  to   see  it  started  badly,  but  we  are   in  a  peculiar  position 
here  today,   members  of   the   Board,   and   our  position    is   simply   this, 
and  Supervisor  Colman  has  made  it  as  clear  as  anyone  can  make  it, 
and   that   is   that   the  trustees   appointed   by   the   Regents   of   the   Uni- 
versity  of   California   have   in  their   custody   in   round   sums   or   have 
had  $2,000,000.     They  have  spent,  I  think,  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood  of   $700,000    for   the   purchase   of  the    land   and    other    incidental 
expenses.     Now,  by  reason  of  their  trusteeship   they   have   a   duty  to 
perform   just   as   we   have   as   members   of   the   Board   of   Supervisors. 
And  the  trustees  are  men  of  standing.     Three  members  of  this  Board 
are  trustees,  and  the  other  trustees  are  some  of  our  outstanding  citizens 
here  in  our  City,  who  have  subscribed  large  sums  of  money  to  the  fund. 
Now,  they  want  to  go  on,  they  want  to  finish  the  work.     And  the  veter- 
ans have  their  views  in  the  matter  and  they  are  entitled  to  their  views 
and  they  are  asking  for  so  many  feet  of  floor  space.     That  footage  was 
granted  to  them,  and  they  have  revised  their  figure  and  requested  a 
number  of  thousand  more  feet,  and  that  number  of  thousand  feet  has 
been  granted,  and  today  a  staff  of  architects  have  been  employed  for 
some  months  drawing  up  the  plans,  and   I  have  personally  seen   the 
plans,  and  I  can  tell  you  that  they  are  plans  that  we  will  be  proud  of, 
and   they   are   entirely    under   the   supervision   of   the   architects    who 
designed  this  building,  Mr.  Brown  and  entirely  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Lansburgh,  who  is  one  of  our  leading  theater  designers.     The 
plans   are   about   completed.      It   is   simply   an    impasse   that   has   been 
created,  through  some  misunderstanding.  Now  if  we  can  all  get  together 
and  agree  to  give  and  take  we  can  start  that  work,  but  we  must  be  in 
that  frame  of  mind.     We  cannot  stand  up  and  say,  "You  must  do  so 
and  so,  you  must  do  so  and  so."     You  have  got  to  go  in  there  with  a 
free  hand  to  give  and  take  because  we  both  have  rights  in  the  matter 
SUPERVISOR   SHANNON:    We,   you   say   "we,"   who   do  you   mean? 
SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    I  mean  we,  the   Board  of  Supervisors, 
we,  representing  the  people  of  San  Francisco.     Friday  night  a  meeting 
is  to  be  held,  which  you  have  all  seen  a  notice  of  in  the  newspapers, 
by  the  veterans,  to  which  all  of  the  various  interests  of  San  Francisco 
have  been   invited.     I   do  not  know  that  this   Board   has  been   invited 
individually,  but  any  member  that  desires  to  attend  can  do  so.     It  will 
be  held  in  the  Memorial   Hall  of  the  Auditorium,   under  the  auspices 
of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.     Now,  members  of  the   Board,   the 
entire   matter   is  in   such    shape   today   that   it   will    take    but   little   to 
complete  an   agreement  between  the  Board   of  Trustees,   the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  and  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  representing  the  City 
and   County   of   San   Francisco,   and   the   Mayor   will   not   appoint   the 
trustees  or  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  people  voted  for  until  we 
have   ironed   out  our  differences,   so  that  thev  will  go  in   with   a  free 
hand   to  function.     And   you  cannot  blame  the   Mayor   in   takine:  that 
stand.     You  would  not  want  to  go  in  as  one  of  the  directors,  picking 
up   something  that  others   differed   on.     You   would   get   no   nlace.      So 
that  T  say  that  your  motion  is  a  timely  one  and  I  hope  the  Board  will 
pass  it,  and  I  feel  that  within  the  next  week  or  two.  these  differences 
will  be  ironed  out  because  I  feel  every  one  is  in  a  receptive  mood  today 
and  they  want  to  start  the  work.     Now.  I  am  sneaking  as  a  Sunervisor 
and   also  as  a  member  of  the  present  Board  of  Trustees.      I   have  at- 
tended myself  every  meeting  of  the  Board   of  Trustees  from  the  day 
I  was  appointed  some  two  years  ago. 
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SUPERVISOR  TODD:  Do  you  know  anything  about  any  steel  being 
ordered  by  this  present  Board  of  Trustees  from  some  eastern  factory? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  There  have  been  no  contracts  of  any 
kind  let  by  the  present  Board  of  Trustees.  They  have  advertised  for 
certain  concrete  and  grating  contracts  but  they  have  never  been  let, 
and  they  won't  be  let  until  this  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the 
plans  and  there  will  be  no  steel  contract  let  until  this  Board  approves 
the  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  You  know  that  is  the  story  on  the  street,  that 
a  contract  for  steel  has  been  let. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Well,  I  would  say,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  that  is  an  erroneous  story,  and  I  am  talking  from 
positive  knowledge,  and  I  will  say  that  to  you,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    I    move   the  previous   question. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  The  plans  are  being  drawn  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Lansburgh,  on  Montgomery  and 
Sacramento  Streets,  on  the  northwest  corner.  There  is  a  young  man 
In  charge  of  the  office  and  I  know  he  will  be  delighted  to  show  the 
plans  to  any  member  of  this  Board  that  calls  there. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Supervisor  Todd's  motion,  on  adoption.  Is  there 
any  objection? 

(Bringing  down  the  gavel.) 


June  17,  1929.  Motion  in  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Supervisor  Todd: 
In  accordance  with  motion  of  Supervisor  Todd,  made  at  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  his  Honor  Maj'or  Rolph  reported  relative  to  the  appoint- 
ment on  December  21,  1928,  of  a  committee  of  nine  to  act  with  the 
Mayor  regarding  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  constructing  the  War 
Memorial  and  Opera  House.  He  declared  that  he  had  a  complete 
record  of  all  the  meetings  of  the  committee  held  in  his  office  and  re- 
ports made,  but  hoped  to  be  able  to  give  a  complete  report  after  confer- 
ence with  Mr.  Fleishhacker.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Drum,  who  is  in 
New  York,  Mr.  Fleishhacker  was  requested  to  take  his  place  tem- 
porarily, and  he  has  asked  for  ten  days'  time  to  get  figures  on  the 
financial  status  of  the  project. 

The  Mayor  requested  that  a  special  time  be  set  for  hearing  report 
when  figures  are  in. 

Supervisor  Todd  moved  to  make  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for 
next  Monday  at  3  p.  m. 

Supervisor  Hayden  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the  matter  be  left 
in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  to  call  a  meeting  at  the  earliest  time 
suitable  for  a  full  attendance  of  the  Board.     Amendment  carried. 

On  Wednesday,  July  17,  1929,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors was  held  at  which  were  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, War  Memorial  Trustees,  representatives  of  veteran  organizations 
and  interested  citizens.  A  full  discussion  of  the  War  Memorial  took 
place  and  a  report  of  the  War  Memorial  Committee,  printed  above, 
under  date  of  July  17,  1929,  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  ordered  printed.  I  refer  hereto  and  make  a  part  hereof  the  Re- 
porter's Transcript  of  the  meeting,  dated  July  17,  1929,  because  it  con- 
tains very  definite,  important  and  interesting  facts  relating  to  the 
whole  War  Memorial  question.

IN  RE  WAR  MEMORIAL. 

Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Wednesdaj',  July  17,   1929. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  held  on  the  17th 
day  of  July,  1929.  beginning  at  the  hour  of  3:30  p.  m.  of  said  day,  in  the 
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chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia. 

Mavor  James  Rolph  Jr.  presided. 

(Andriano,  here;  Colman,  absent;  Deasy,  here;  Gallagher,  ill;  Haven- 
ner  out  of  town;  Hayden,  here;  Kent,  out  of  town;  Marks,  here; 
AIcGovern  absent;  McSheehy,  here;  Powers,  here;  Roncovieri,  here; 
Schmidt,  absent;  Shannon,  out  of  town;  Stanton,  here;  Suhr,  here; 
Todd,  out  of  town;  Toner,  absent.) 

There  were  present  beside  the  Supervisors,  War  Memorial  Trustees, 
representatives  of  Veteran  organizations,  and  interested  citizens. 

THE  MAYOR:  Have  you  any  means  of  knowing,  Mr.  Clerk,  whether 
or  not  we  will  have  a  quorum  today? 

THE  CLERK.  I  do  not  know.  Notices  were  sent  yesterday  and 
telephone  messages  were  sent  this  morning  to  all  the  members. 

THE  :\1AY0R:     Gentlemen  of  the  Board:     Pursuant  to  a  resolution 
adopted    by    your    honorable    body,    the    Mayor   was   directed    to    com- 
municate with  the  War  :\lemorial  Trustees  and  to  expedite,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  submitting  to  you  of  a  report  of  their  labors  in  connec- 
tion with  the  building  of  the  War  Memorial   across  the  street.     You 
passed  a  resolution,  directing  that  a  committee  of  nine — complimenting 
the  Mayor  by  adding  him  to  that  committee  of  nine — be  appointed,  to 
discuss'  the  differences  that  then  existed   between   the  War   :\Iemorial 
Trustees   and  the   committee   appointed   by  the  Veteran   organizations. 
We  held  many  meetings  in  the  Mayor's  office,  and  the  Mayor's  office  has 
a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  that  transpired  at  those  conferences. 
The   reports   submitted   to   the   committee   of   nine  are   on   file   in   the 
Mayor's  office,  in  fact,  they  are  here  today,  but  they  are  so  voluminous 
that  it  will  take  a  very  long  period  of  time  to  review  what  the  com- 
mittee of  nine,  with  the  Mayor,  has  discussed  during  the  period  since 
last    December   when   you   appointed   the   committee   of  nine   with   the 
Mayor.     Now,  in  response  to  the  resolution  last  passed  by  your  honor- 
able body,  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  are  here  today,  the  members  of 
the   committee    of   nine   are    here    today    and    the    San    Francisco    War 
Memorial  Trustees  have  submitted  to  the   Mayor  for  your  considera- 
tion, and  in  response  to  your  resolution,  a  completed  report  of  all  of 
the  points  involved  in  the  building,  the  changes  and  the  matters  that 
have  been  before  the  committee  of  nine.    And  so  that  no  further  time 
may  be  lost  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
read  to   the    Board    the   report    of  the    War   Memorial    Trustees-. 

(The    Clerk    reads    the    report    and    a    telegram    from    Mr.    John    S. 
Drum. ) 

THE  MAYOR:      That  adds  John  S.  Drum's  name  to  the  list. 
(The  Clerk  reads  a  letter  from  Lansburgh  &  Brown,  Architects,  and 
also  reads  estimates  and  summaries.) 

THE  CLERK:      That  is  the  end  of  the  report  except  the  field  notes. 
THE   MAYOR:     Those  figures — -I  have  just  perused  them — are  the 
detailed  working  figures  of  Dinwiddle  &  Company,  known  as  leading 
constructors  of  buildings  and  being  a  part  of  this  full  report  from  the 
War  Memorial  Trustees.     As  we  have  not  a  quorum  today,  and  as  no 
action   can    be    taken    today    without   a    quorum,    I    would    respectfully 
suggest  that  these  figures  be  thoroughly  digested  and  thoroughly  gone 
over,  and  each  Supervisor  familiarize  himself  with  the  figures,  and  the 
Board    decide    whether    or    not    the    Trustees    shall    be    appointed,    as 
provided    for     by    the    Charter,    and    the    names    submitted    to    the 
Board,   and   that   this   report   be  transferred   to   the  new   Trustees,   as 
provided  for  by  the  charter  amendment,  and  these  reports  turned  over 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  discharging  the  committee  of  nine  and  the 
Mayor,  and  transferred  to  the  new  committee  of  eleven,  confirmed  by 
you,  and  that  they  have  full  charge  of  the  construction.     These  are 
matters  which,   of  course,  require   your  consideration   and  your  atten- 
tion.   I  do  not  think  that  you  can  grasp  those  figures.    You  know,  there 
is  $4,000,000  on  hand,  you  know  that,  to  put  a  granite  front  on  that 
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building  will  cost  some  $700,000  or  $800,000  more  than  if  a  terra  cotta 
is  put  on.  You  are  advised  that  it  will  take  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  more  to  carry  out  this  plan,  you  are  advised  that  you  will  have 
to  devise  ways  and  means  for  raising  that  money,  or  you  will  have  to 
submit  to  a  reduction  and  curtailment  of  plans  recommended  by  the 
representatives  of  the  veteran  organizations,  and  which  the  War 
Trustees  have  confirmed,  and  this  report  is  based  on  Plan  C,  as  set 
forth  in  the  last  report  to  the  Committee  on  April  20th,  of  this  year. 
Now,  these  are  matters  which  will  require  your  attention,  and  as  I 
say,  we  cannot  act  without  a  quorum,  the  Board  cannot  direct  the 
appointment  of  the  Trustees  without  a  quorum,  because  the  committees 
of  the  Board  have  all  agreed  that  until  the  plans  are  thoroughly 
thrashed  out,  why,  the  committee  had  better  not  be  appointed.  The 
War  Memorial  Trustees  come  forward  now  in  making  this  final  report 
and  suggest  that  the  Mayor  make  the  appointments  and  have  them 
confirmed  by  the  Board.  I  was  prepared  to  make  the  appointments 
today,  but  it  is  fruitless  because  you  cannot  confirm  them,  but  to 
indicate  the  type  of  appointees  the  Mayor  is  going  to  appoint,  the 
Mayor  has  appointed  and  has  the  acceptance  of  Major  General  Hunter 
Liggett  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  second  in  command  of  the 
American  Expeditionary  Force  at  the  Front. 

Now,  without  a  quorum  nothing  can  be  done.  Has  any  Supervisor 
any  suggestion  to  offer,  or  has  any  member  of  the  War  Trustees  any 
suggestion  to  offer? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Mayor,  members  of  the  Board  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  members  of  the  veterans  or- 
ganizations: I  hope  that  we  will  do  something  here  today.  We  might 
not  officially  be  able  to  do  anything  without  a  quorum,  I  realize  that. 
There  are  nine  members  present,  I  am  sorry  there  are  not  ten,  for  this 
reason:  I  think  that  we  are  all  in  accord  that  something  should  be 
started,  I  think  that  we  all  realize  that  we  have  these  two  lots  over 
here,  that  you  might  say  are  an  eyesore  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 
Practically  around  $700,000  has  been  invested  in  the  property.  In 
round  sums  there  is  about  $900,000  in  moneys  in  custody  of  the 
present  trustees  of  the  War  Memorial.  The  people  of  San  Francisco 
have  stamped  their  approval  by  voting  $4,000,000  worth  of  bonds.  We 
are  all  anxious  to  do  something,  I  think  that  we  are  all  anxious  to  get 
together.  So  I  hope  this  meeting  will  not  adjourn  without  some  ex- 
pression of  opinion  from  those  present  as  to  how  we  can  come  together 
and  try  and  iron  out  our  differences.  I  think  you  will  find  the  present 
Board  of  Trustees  in  a  receptive  mood,  ready  to  co-operate,  ready  to  do 
anything  to  advance  this  construction  work  which  will  mean  the 
advancement  of  San  Francisco.  We  all  realize  the  condition  that  exists 
here  today.  I  happen  to  be  engaged  in  the  building  industry,  and  I 
know  the  conditions  that  that  industry  is  in  today.  Men  are  walking 
our  streets.  And  men  need  work  here  in  the  erection  of  buildings.  We 
have  the  money,  and  it  is  simply  a  difference  of  opinion.  Now,  I  feel, 
as  true  San  Franciscans,  as  true  Americans,  that  we  can  come  to- 
gether and  iron  out  our  differences,  and  I  hope  som,e  effort  will  be  made 
here  today.  I  realize  that  we  cannot  take  any  official  recognition  of 
the  report  as  rendered  without  a  quorum,  but  there  are  nine  members 
present,  and  you,  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco,  are  also  present,  and  I 
hope  an  expression  will  be  rendered  by  all  interested,  to  see  if  we  can- 
not agree  on  something  here  today,  so  that  the  next  time,  your  Honor, 
that  you  will  call  us  together  there  will  be  a  quorum  present.  I  assure 
you  that  I  am  deeply  sorry  that  a  quorum  is  not  present  here  today. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      I  would  like  to  ask  Supervisor  Mc- 
Sheehy,  what  are  the  differences  that  exist  today? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:      The  differences  are  manv. 
SUPERVISOR    MARKS:      Before    you    answer    that,    Mr.    McSheehy, 
isn't  it  possible  to  obtain  the  presence  of  one  more  Supervisor? 

THE   MAYOR:     I   have  spoken   to   the  Clerk  about   it,  and   I   have 
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spoken  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  see  if  there  ^Yas  not  one  that  we 
could  possibly  get  hold  of. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:     I  think  we  might  get  Supervisor  Colman. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:      Supervisor  Colman  is  out  of  town. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  I  suggest,  respectfully,  while  we  are  dis- 
cussing the  matter,  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  make  another  effort  to  reach 
the  members. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  think  that  suggestion  is  a  worthy 
one.  I  cannot  answer  directly,  only  indirectly,  and  of  course  it  might 
open  up  the  debate  and  we  are  anxious  to  settle  our  differences.  What 
was  the  question  again? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  You  were  alluding  to  some  differ- 
ences in  your  talk  and  I  wonder  what  those  differences  are  today.  I 
thought  they  had  been  ironed  out. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  do  not  believe  they  have  been  ironed 
out,  Supervisor.  The  differences,  as  I  get  them,  are  these:  We  have 
here  two  lots  here  across  the  street  that  have  been  purchased.  We 
have,  in  round  figures — let  me  use  round  figures  entirely,  not  to  get  into 
too  many  details — we  have  in  round  figures  practically  $5,000,000  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  two  buildings.  We  have  figures  from  our 
architects  showing  certain  construction  runs  $8,000,000.  We  have  other 
figures  from  our  architects  showing  certain  constructions  that  will 
cost  $6,500,000.  I  am  using  round  terms  entirely.  We  have  but 
$5,000,000.  Now,  the  question  is,  can  we  erect  two  buildings  that  will 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  interested  parties  for  $5,000,000?  Per- 
sonally I  am  in  the  building  business — and  yon  know  it  for  yourself — 
I  feel  that  we  can  erect  those  two  buildings.  $5,000,000  is  a  huge  sum 
of  money.  Construction  work  does  not  cost  today  what  it  cost  one  year 
ago  or  two  years  ago.  Now,  it  is  a  matter  of  ironing  out  our  differences 
so  we  can  erect  the  buildings  that  will  cost  that  amount  of  money.  And, 
personally,  I  do  not  want  to,  at  this  time,  enter  into  any  debate  with 
any  one,  but  I  would  like  to  hear  from  some  that  are  interested  so  that 
we  could  all  have  something  to  work  on,  so  that  we  can  iron  out  these 
differences. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  would  like  to  know  what  does  the 
i;resent  committee  recommend?  I  understand  there  is  Plan  A,  I  under- 
stand there  is  Plan  B,  and  I  understand  there  is  Plan  C.  I  would  like 
to  know  what  Plan  A  would  cost,  in  round  figures.  Perhaps  the 
architect  could  tell  us,  Mr.  Lansburgh. 

THE  MAYOR:      Mr.  Lansburgh. 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  You  call  it  Plan  A.  I  have  not  it  down  there 
under  those  categories.     $8,200,000. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      And  Plan  B,  the  second  plan? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  That  is  with  the  granite,  the  same  plan,  but 
with  one  the  exterior  is  in  granite  and  terra  cotta  with  the  other. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  It  would  be  the  same  plan  but  the 
material  would  be  terra  cotta? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:      Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      And  that  would  cost 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  $7,500,000.  Then  there  is  a  reduced  plan  where 
the  specifications  have  been  changed  and  somethings  have  been 
changed. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      The  plan  itself  has  been  reduced? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  No,  not  the  plan  itself,  the  specifications,  some- 
thing has  been  left  out  in  heating  and  ligliting  and  things  of  that  sort. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Did  you  reduce  the  size  of  the 
auditorium? 

:\IR    LANSBURGH:      No. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     You  first   proposed  4400. 

MR.  LANSBURGH:     That  has  been  reduced  to  3300. 
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SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     Did  not  that  make  some  economies? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:     Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  What  is  the  lowest  possible  figure 
that  it  can  be  built  for? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:      $6,600,000. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      We  have  only  $5,000,000. 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  I  think  there  is  a  little  more,  or  $5,100,000. 
There  is  a  deficit  of  $1,500,000. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  do  not  know  whether  we  have  any 
authority,  Mr.  Mayor,  but  I  would  suggest  that  a  bond  issue  be  sub- 
mitted this  November  for  the  difference  between  the  money  on  hand 
and  the  money  it  will  cost,  $6,600,000,  and  I  believe  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  will  vote  this  overwhelmingly.  They  know  the  men  that  are 
l>ehind  this  movement,  they  have  confidence  in  them  and  I  believe  they 
will  vote  for  this.  Everybody  wants  this  finished,  the  Press  is  unani- 
mous, that  would  be  my  suggestion.  I  do  not  know  whether  we  have 
any  authority  in  the  matter,  or  whether  this  new  committee  you  are 
about  to  appoint  will  have  that  authority,  but  I  think  that  is  the  way 
out  of  it,  to  give  them  the  money  they  need  and  do  it  as  it  has  been 
done  in  the  past,  in  the  big  way  that  this  Civic  Center  and  all  that  it 
contains  has  been  done. 

THE  MAYOR:      Do  not  forget  the  dome,  either. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      Or  the  dome,  either. 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Fleishhacker,  would  you  mind  enlightening  the 
Board  upon  the  standpoint  of  the  Trustees? 

Mr.  HERBERT  FLEISHHACKER:  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  the 
Board:  I  think  the  letter  sent  by  the  Trustees  covers  very  very  fully 
everything  that  the  Trustees  have  in  mind  at  this  time.  To  just  listen 
to  them  and  not  know  the  real  contents  is  quite  misleading.  Supervisor 
Roncovieri  wanted  to  know  what  the  difference  was  in  Plan  A  and  B 
and  C.  As  I  understand,  A  refers  to  the  Opera  House,  B  possibly  to 
the  Legion  Building  and  so  on,  and  to  go  into  the  details  would  take 
hours.  The  Board  of  Trustees  have  spent  nearly  five  years  in  the  per- 
fecting of  these  plans,  and  I  want  to  say  at  this  time  I  regret  exceed- 
ingly Uiat  our  Chairman,  Mr.  John  Drum,  is  not  here.  Mr.  Drum  was 
the  one  active  man  on  the  Board,  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Building 
Committee,  and  I  know  I  express  the  thought  of  all  my  associates  on 
the  Board  when  I  say  John  Drum  was  wrapped  up,  heart  and  soul,  in 
the  thought  and  the  wish  of  developing  for  San  Francisco  the  finest 
Opera  House  in  the  world  and  the  finest  home  for  the  Legionnaires  to 
be  found  anywhere  in  the  world.  Unfortunately,  the  plans  were  so  very 
very  fine  that,  before  we  got  through  listening  to  the  wishes  and  de- 
sires of  both  sides,  that  the  cost  amounted  very  very  much.  We  have 
reached  a  point  somewhere  between  seven  and  eight  million  dollars, 
with  a  little  less  than  $5,000,000  available.  I  cannot  share  witli  Super- 
visor Roncovieri  his  wish  and  desire  to  sell  more  bonds,  because  I 
think  San  Francisco  is  in  a  very  terrible  dilemma  at  this  time.  San 
F'rancisco  has  voted  $4,000,000  worth  of  bonds  for  the  completion  of 
this  project,  and  many  millions  of  dollars  for  the  acquisition  of  the 
water  system.  We  cannot  sell  the  bonds  at  this  time.  So  I  do  not 
think  you  are  losing  any  very  valuable  time  in  putting  over  this  very 
important  matter  a  few  days.  It  will  probably  be  two  or  three  months 
before  you  will  find  any  customer  for  these  particular  bonds,  or  any 
other  bonds.  The  financial  situation  throughout  the  world  is  that  in- 
vestors are  not  looking  for  41/2  percent  bonds  at  this  time.  The  day 
will  come  when  those  bonds  again  will  sell  at  a  premium,  and  I  dare 
say  it  will  before  the  end  of  the  year.  So  I  do  not  believe  that  you 
have  anything  to  worry  about  at  this  moment.  I  do  not  think,  further, 
that  we  will  ever  accomplish  very  much  until  you  have  appointed  your 
new  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  a  matter  that  will  have  to  be  thrashed 
over  very  very  carefully.  The  architects,  Messrs.  Brown  &  Bakewell 
have  given  the  very  best  that  they  have  to  design  the  very  very  best 
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building  that  any  architect  could  design.  And  I  believe  we  have  two 
of  the  foremost  architects  in  the  United  States  working  on  this 
wonderful  plan. 

THE  MAYOR:     Do  not  forget  Albert  Lansburgh. 

MR.  PLEISHHACKER:  If  the  program  continues  he  can  smile  be- 
cause he  will  get  a  fee.  I  put  a  question  to  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Lans- 
burgh this  morning  before  coming  here.  I  asked  them  if  they  could 
build  two  buildings  within  the  $5,000,000  limit,  buildings  that  they 
thought  would  do  credit  to  this  marvelous  Civic  Center  and  this 
wonderful  dome  of  yours,  and  they  both  answered  in  the  affirmative 
that  it  could  be  done,  but  in  order  to  do  it,  they  would  have  to  cut 
down  materially  the  size  of  the  Opera  House  building  and  also  the 
Legion  Building.  I  think  those  matters  will  have  to  be  taken  up  by 
your  new  Board.  If  you  attempt  to  have  50  or  500  men  settle  the 
building  problem  you  will  never  get  anywhere.  A  small  committee  who 
have  the  confidence  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  and  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  I  think  will  very  readily  solve  this  important  project,  and, 
as  Mr.  McSheehy  said,  thrash  out  the  small  differences  because,  after  all, 
the  differences  are  very,  very  small,  it  is  a  question  of  cutting  out  some 
of  the  refinements  and  cutting  down  the  size  of  these  buildings.  And  the 
only  thing  I  regret  is  that  it  will  take  time  to  redraft  new  plans.  You 
could  not  start  in  immediately  if  the  committee  decide  to  build  within 
the  $5,000,000  available.  I  also  asked  that  question  of  the  architects, 
and  they  tell  me  it  will  take  between  four  and  five  months  to  bring 
that  about.  So  I  do  not  think  that  you  are  going  to  make  much  speed 
by  rushing  this  matter.  It  will  require  some  little  time,  and  if  you 
attempt  to  put  too  much  speed  on,  you  will  get  nowhere  at  all. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Mr.  Mayor,  may  I  ask  as  to  some  of  the 
figures,  with  your  permission?  Do  I  understand  the  total  cash  avail- 
able now  is  $4,890,000  approximately? 

MR.  KENDRICK:      Yes. 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:  That  includes  a  sum  of  almost  $200,000 
that  has  already  been  expended.  I  believe  that  something  like  $70,000 
has  been  expended  in  excavating.  And  it  covers  the  full  expense  of 
the  drafting  of  all  plans. 

MR.  KENDRICK:      It  excludes  it. 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:     There  will  be  about  $5,100,000,  altogether. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  $5,100,000  available.  And  is  there  any- 
thing left  to  be  paid  on  the  land  purchase? 

MR.  KENDRICK:  Mr.  Marks,  I  can  tell  you  that  there  is  $4,000,000 
vrorth  of  bonds  that  are  available  and  about  $800,000  in  Trustee's 
money.  The  land  is  all  paid  for  but  the  Trustees  have  also  plans  that 
are  worth  about  $300,000,  including  excavations,  and  that  will  add  to 
the  $800,000,  making  about  $5,100,000  really  being  available,  consider- 
ing we  had  to  buy  new  plans  and  have  the  excavation  made. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  In  other  words,  the  money  that  is  now  on 
hand  would  be  entirely  available  for  building  purposes,  no  part  of  that 
need  be  spent  for  excavation  or  for  land? 

MR.  KENDRICK:      No. 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:  Possibly  for  new  plans  if  you  decide  to 
change  the  size. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Some  mention  was  made  of  three  distinct 
kinds  of  plans  which  have  been  referred  to  as  A,  B  and  C. 

MR.  KENDRICK:  Those  are  not  three  distinct  sets  of  plans,  it  is 
the  same  plan  for  two  of  those,  say  A  and  B,  one  is  with  granite  and  the 
other  with  terra  cotta.  And  then  the  third  idea  is  taking  the  same 
plan,  so  far  as  the  cubic  contents  are  concerned,  but  cutting  down  the 
embellishments. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  What  I  meant  when  I  used  the  word 
"plan" — I  did  not  mean  "Plan"  in  the  architectural  sense,  I  meant 
that  scheme  or  design  for  building  a  building. 

MR.  KENDRICK:  The  same  building  in  all  three  plans,  the  same 
exteriors. 
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SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  The  same  architectural  plans  but  different 
combinations  of  specifications  and  so  on? 

MR.  KENDRICK:  Yes,  and  cutting  down  of  some  of  the  interior 
decorations  or  accessories. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  As  I  understand,  Mr.  Mayor,  with  one  set, 
for  granite  construction,  would  be  $8,200,000,  but  with  terra  cotta,  with 
the  same  arrangement,  would  be  $7,500,000,  with  another  arrangement 
$7,250,000  for  granite  and  $6,600,000  for  terra  cotta. 

MR.  KENDRICK:  No,  that  is  wrong.  $8,200,000  for  granite, 
$7,500,000  for  terra  cotta  and  about  $6,500,000  bj'  eliminating  a  great 
many  of  the  interior  arrangements. 

THE  MAYOR:      Mr.  Landsburgh,  can  you  add  to  that? 

MR.  LANDSBURGH:  There  are  two  setups,  Mr.  Marks:  One,  the 
plans  as  they  exist,  with  all  the  details  shown,  and  the  specifications  as 
written,  $8,200,000  and  $7,000,000  and  something.  Then  those  same 
plans,  with  the  modification  of  specifications  in  detail  but  not  struc- 
turally changed  in  any  way,  are,  the  reduced  figures,  $7,000,000  some- 
thing'and  $6,500,000,  $6,600,000.  So  there  is  a  deficit  of  the  lowest 
possible  figure  of  $1,500,000,  approximately. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    There  are  not  three  different  setups? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  No,  the  A,  B  and  C  that  was  referred  to  by  the 
Mayor  refers  entirely  to  the  Legion  Building.  That  was  the  scheme 
we  discussed,  as  to  which  it  showed  three  different  dispositions  for  the 
arrangement  of  the  Legion  Building.  It  has  nothing  whatsoever  to  do 
with  this  set  of  figures. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Mr.  Chairman,  Mr.  Fleishhacker 
stated  that  he  believed  that  the  buildings  could  be  built  within  the 
amount  now  on  hand,  but  if  there  is  a  $1,500,000  difference  between  the 
amount  we  have  on  hand  and  the  amount  necessary  to  build  this 
$6,600,000  building,  how  can  you  obtain  the  same  building?  There 
must  be  a  loss  somewhere. 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  The  size  of  the  building  would  have  to  be  cut 
down,  you  would  have  to  have  a  building  of  a  smaller  seating  capacity. 
The  present  plan  calls  for  3,500  seats,  and  it  is  possible  that  we  will 
have  to  cut  down  to  a  2,700  or  2,800  opera  house.  But  those  are 
matters  that  the  architects  will  have  to  ponder  over,  for  weeks  before 
they  can  answer.  But  we  cannot  go  on  with  the  present  plans  with  the 
amount  of  money  available,  that  is  definite,  that  we  know.  If  you 
want  to  complete  the  present  idea,  it  will  mean  getting  more  money. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Will  the  appearance  of  these  build- 
ings be  such,  that  is  of  the  $5,000,000  buildings,  that  it  will  not  be  at  all 
what  is  in  your  minds,  what  you  would  like  to  have  for  the  $6,600,000? 
Can  you  give  us  some  idea  of  the  difference  in  appearance  of  these 
buildings?     And  also  their  interior? 

MR.  BROWN:  It  has  not  to  do  with  the  character  of  the  exterior  or 
the  interior. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  The  exterior  will  be  the  same  in 
every  case? 

MR.  BROWN:  It  will  be  of  similar  character  but  smaller,  as  5  is 
to  8,  it  would  go  on  those  proportions  as  to  cubic  contents.  I  think 
the  5  would  be  a  very  imposing  building,  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Would  the  smaller  bnilding  satisfy 
the  veterans,  would  that  be  satisfactory  to  them? 

MR.  BROWN:  That  I  could  not  say,  we  would  have  to  get  together 
in  detail. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Have  not  they  been  consulted? 

MR.  BROWN:  W^e  have  just  about  got  what  the  veterans  want  now. 
we  have  not  got  any  surplus,  but  I  imagine  that  the  veterans  would 
perhaps  shade  their  requirements  to  the  amount  of  money  that  is 
available,  I  do  not  know. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Wliat  would  the  seating  capacity  be 
on  a  $5,000,000  investment?

MR.  BROWN:  That  is  all  pretty  hard  to  answer,  off-hand.  Perhaps 
we  could  bring  the  seating  capacity  down  to  3000,  I  imagine  we  could. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  like  to  excuse  Mr.  Fleishhacker.  If  there  is 
any  one  desirous  of  asking  him  any  questions — he  has  been  elected  to 
take  the  place  of  Mr.  John  Drum  on  the  War  Memorial  Trustee's  Com- 
mittee. Now,  as  Chairman,  and  in  substitution  for  Mr.  Drum,  who  is 
now  in  New  York  and  who,  I  am  sorry,  is  not  here  today  after  years 
of  service  in  this  matter,  if  you  wish  to  ask  Mr.  Fleishhacker  any 
questions  before  he  leaves,  now  is  the  time  to  do  it.  I  know  he  has 
an  important  engagement  because  he  mentioned  it  before  I  made  the 
report  to  you,  that  we  meet  this  afternoon,  and  we  have  not  a  quorum. 

SUPERVISOR  POWERS:  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Fleishhacker  and 
the  rest  of  the  directors:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  here  passed  a  reso- 
lution that,  when  the  plans  are  completed,  they  will  have  to  be  satis- 
factory to  the  War  Veterans.     You  realize  that,  Mr.  Fleishhacker? 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  very  much  gratified  by 
your  alluding  to  me  as  the  "Chairman,"  but  I  want  to  say  at  this  time 
that  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  accept  the  chairmanship  of  the 
committee.  I  am  very  much  tied  down  with  business,  I  am  serving 
now  as  chairman  of  three  committees,  and  I  think  I  am  doing  my 
full  share,  and  you  will  have  to  pass  that  on  to  somebody  who  is  not 
so  active  as  I  am.  I  am  just  acting  today  as  chairman.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  Mr.  Walter  Martin  has  been  on  the  Building  Committee — I  have 
not — and  so  has  Mr.  Charles  Kendrick,  and  I  think  both  of  these  men 
are  better  qualified  to  answer  questions  in  detail,  than  I  am.  I  am 
just  getting  into  this  hoping  we  can  solve  the  problem  and  go  ahead 
with  an  Opera  House  and  Legion  Building  plan  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  We  have  wasted  now,  five  years  time,  and  I  do  not  want 
another  year  or  two  wasted  before  real  accomplishments. 

THE  MAYOR:   Mr.  Boyd,  has  your  committee  anything  to  say  today? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  understand  Mr.  Fleishhacker  is  go- 
ing to  go,  and  he  does  not  agree  with  my  idea  of  submitting  to  the 
people  a  bond  issue  for  $1,500,000.  Of  course,  if  it  is  not  necessary, 
neither  do  I  want  to  submit  a  bond  issue  for  $1,500,000,  or  any  other 
amount.  But  I  simply  thought  your  architects  and  your  committee 
had  made  a  very  fine  study,  an  intensive  study  of  your  needs,  and 
when  you  said  $6,600,000  you  had  cut  it  to  the  bone.  And  it  was  upon 
that,  that  I  thought  we  should  get  the  $1,500,000  from  the  people. 
Now,  is  your  objection  directed  to  the  eonomic  conditions  that  exist, 
the  cost  of  money,  and  all  that  sort  of  thing,  financially,  or  do  you 
think  that  you  can  get  along  with  $5,000,000?  Would  you  rather  go 
ahead  with  $5,000,000? 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:  Both  for  financial  reasons,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  save  time.  Were  we  to  put  another  bond  issue  on  the  ballot, 
it  would  mean  probably  a  year's  delay.  I  want  to  say  this,  in  justice 
to  the  architects  present:  They  were  not  asked  at  any  time  by  the 
Building  Committee  to  get  up  a  set  of  plans  to  have  an  Opera  House 
and  Legion  Building  within  the  $5,000,000  limit,  and  they  are  not  to 
blame.  And  I  think  that  should  be  understood  because  otherwise  there 
is  a  possibility  of  them  being  criticized  for  running  $1,500,000  in  excess 
of  the  amount  available.  They  were  asked  to  get  up  a  very  beautiful 
building,  one  that  would  serve  the  purpose  and  that  would  answer  the 
reouirements  of  the  Legionnaires.  Thev  have  done  that  but  now  we 
will  have  to  go  back  at  them  again  with  a  definite  lot  of  instructions, 
telling  them  to  develop  it,  as  best  they  can,  for  the  $5,000,000.  I  be- 
lieve they  can  do  it  and  will  have  a  building  that  will  do  credit  to 
San  Francisco. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Will  that  be  the  type  of  building  that 
San  Francisco  ought  to  have,  the  one  that  the  City  ought  to  have. 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:  These  men  have  both  answered  it  in  the 
affirmative. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Because  I  think  that  $1,500,000  is, 
over  the  years  to  come,  a  mere  bagatelle.     Posterity  will  go  into  that 
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building,  that  building  will  be  there,  and  $1,500,000  more  invested  in 
it,  if  that  will  make  it  the  perfect  100  per  cent  building,  I  would  rather 
see  it  now,  than  to  tinker  along  now  and  try  to  cut  out  some  of  the 
embellishments  that  the  architects  have  in  mind  in  the  interior  of 
that  building.  It  ought  to  be  as  beautiful  as  I  know  the  exterior  will 
be.     And  I  would  rather  see  the  money  obtained. 

THE  MAYOR:  Let  me  put  these  thoughts  before  the  Board:  When 
the  Exposition  Directors  presented  to  the  City  a  million  dollars  for 
an  Auditorium,  the  plans  provided  for  a  terra  cotta  front  and  terra 
cotta  sides  and  back  which  still  stands.  The  people  would  not  stand 
for  a  terra  cotta  front,  and  therefore  $234,000  was  taken  out  of  the 
Civic  Center  Fund  to  put  a  granite  front  on  the  Auditorium.  Now,  we 
have  got  to  have  a  bond  issue  of  $1,000,000  as  soon  as  possible  to  cut 
Leavenworth  Street  through  and  Fulton  Street,  or  we  do  not  get  the 
$5,000,000  Federal  Building  from  the  United  States  Government,  be- 
cause they  cannot  put  up  the  building  with  Leavenworth  Street  as  it  is 
on  the  turn.  If  you  are  going  to  build  a  seven  or  eight  million  dollar 
building,  I  think  the  people  would  rather  have  it  satisfy  everybody  and 
to  erect  a  notable  monument  for  the  ages  yet  to  come.  As  long  as  this 
other  bond  issue  has  to  go  up,  the  committee  which  I  will  appoint, 
having  full  charge  of  this  matter,  will  discuss  whether  a  bond  issue, 
or  whether  taxation,  or  the  providing  of  funds  will  be  set  forth  in 
some  way  or  other.  So  we  have  that  proposition  or  we  do  not  get  the 
$5,000,000  Federal  Building.  The  Government  is  waiting  on  us,  and 
these  things  have  all  got  to  be  discussed.  As  there  is  no  quorum  today, 
and  as  Mr.  Fleishhacker  has  to  go,  and  you  want  to  think  this  over, 
there  is  no  use  in  me  making  the  appointments  this  afternoon.  I  will 
do  so  when  a  quorum  is  present,  because  the  appointments  need  your 
confirmation,  but  again,  if  France  can  honor  its  Marshal  .Toffre  and  its 
Marshal  Foch,  surely  the  City  of  San  Francisco  can  honor  its  Marshal, 
General  Hunter  Liggett,  as  a  representative  of  the  American  Expedi- 
tionary Forces,  and  I  give  you  exhibit  number  one  of  the  appointments 
I  am  going  to  make. 

SUPERVISOR  .McSHEEHY:  May  I  say  this  to  you,  Mr.  Mayor:  I 
would  suggest  at  this  time  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  have  one 
hundred  copies  of  this  report,  as  presented  to  this  Board  by  the 
Trustees,  made,  one  copy  sent  to  every  member  of  this  Board  and  the 
other  copies  for  anyone  that  would  require  the  same,  in  other  words, 
the  Trustees  want  to  spread  out  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  and 
to  all  interested  parties,  their  report.  I  happen  to  be  one  and  I  know 
that  is  their  attitude  and  I  would  ask  at  this  time  that  the  Clerk  be 
so  instructed. 

THE  MAYOR:  And  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the  committee 
of  nine  and  to  the  veterans'  organizations. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    Exactly,  your  Honor. 

THE  MAYOR:   All  right,  all  in  favor  of  that  motion 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY   (interrupting)  :    And  the  press,  also. 

THE  MAYOR:   And  the  press,  also,  and  everybody  get  a  copv. 

THE  CLERK:    Do  vou  want  these  sheets  in  there? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  would  include  everything  that  the 
Trustees  have  sent  you,  Mr.  Clerk,  so  that  everybody  will  have  an 
entire  copy  of  everything  that  the  Trustees  have  done  in  this  matter. 

MR.  FLEISHHACKER:  Before  you  adjourn.  I  would  like  to  suggest 
that  you  call  upon  Mr.  Hall,  representing  the  Regents  of  the  I'^niver- 
sity  of  California.  You  know  they  are  very  much  interested  in  this 
project,  they  are  trustees  and   1  think  we  should  listen  to  them. 

MR.  HALL:  Mr.  Mayor,  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
and  members  of  the  veterans'  organizations:  I  merely  want  to  point 
out  that,  as  far  as  the  Regents  are  concerned,  who  are  the  trustees  of 
the  funds  of  the  War  Memorial,  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  them  to 
turn  over  this  money  and  the  property  that  stands  in  their  name  to 
the  new  board  until  they  are  satisfied  that  the  new  plan  will  be  in 
conformity   with   the   trust   agreement   which   was   made   between   the 
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War  Memorial  Trustees  and  the  subscribers  to  the  War  Memorial, 
back  in  1921.  So  that  the  situation  will  be  that  the  new  Board  of 
Trustees  will  have  to  evolve  a  plan  which  will  fit  in  with  that  agree- 
ment before  these  funds  can  be  released,  and,  of  course,  these  gentle- 
men, as  trustees  of  the  whole  project,  are  just  as  much  interested  in 
seeing  that  that  is  done  as  the  Regents  are  because  the  Regents  were 
appointed  by  the  War  Memorial  Trustees. 
THE  MAYOR:    Thank  you. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  May  we  have  a  word  from  one  of  the 
representatives  of  the  veterans'  organizations,  Mr.  Boyd? 
THE  MAYOR:  I  would  like  to  have  Mr.  Boyd  speak. 
MR.  BOYD:  Your  Honor  and  gentlemen  and  members  of  the  Trus- 
tees: The  veterans  are  deeply  gratified  to  find  that  the  War  Memorial 
Trustees  are  today  recommending  to  your  Honor  the  appointment  of 
the  permanent  board  be  made.  The  members  who  sat  in  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  committee  of  nine,  and  I  think  the  members  of  the  board 
as  well — all  the  members  of  the  board — know  that  from  the  beginning, 
from  our  first  meeting  in  December,  the  veterans  have  urged  that 
the  one  way,  the  only  way,  to  get  down  to  real  business  in  this  matter 
was  for  his  Honor  to  make  the  appointment  provided  for  in  the 
charter.  Mr.  Drum  asked  that  his  Honor  postpone  that  appointment. 
And  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  Fleishhacker,  that  the  veterans  are  deeply 
grateful  to  you  for  your  recommendation  today  that  the  board  be 
appointed  because,  gentlemen  of  the  board,  there  is  no  other  way 
that  this  matter  can  be  ever  settled  until,  as  Mr.  Fleishhacker  has 
told  you,  a  group  clothed  with  the  proper  authority  can  sit  down  and 
adjust  these  differences,  if  any  differences  there  are.  The  veterans' 
organizations  take  the  stand  that  there  is  no  difference  in  fact.  There 
may  be  some  differences  in  opinion.  But  with  the  proper  board  ap- 
pointed, the  varying  opinions  can  surely  be  adjusted  and  the  work 
can  start. 

There  is  one  matter  I  would  like  to  speak  to  the  board  about,  and 
that  is  a  matter  that  was  just  touched  upon  by  Mr.  Hall  in  regard  to 
the  trust  agreement.  Mr.  Hall  has  said  that,  unless  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  California  could  be  assured  that  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  the  trust  agreement  would  be  carried  out,  that  the  regents  could 
not  release  the  board  that  the  Mayor  is  to  appoint,  the  funds  that 
are  available,  and  for  the  information  of  the  board,  and  for  the  in- 
formation of  Mr.  Hall,  I  will  point  out  that  the  trust  agreement  spe- 
cifically says:  "It  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  this  agTee- 
ment  may  be  in  any  way  modified  and  amended  at  any  time  by  subse- 
quent agreement,  in  writing  between  the  parties  hereto,  or  their  re- 
spective successors  in  interest." 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  May  I  interrupt  for  a  moment, 
if  your  Honor  please.  You  have  been  standing  for  quite  some 
time  and  proven  yourself  quite  a  soldier,  and  I  move  that  the 
Mayor  be  permitted  to  sit  while  reading  the  rest  of  the  report. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      Second   the   motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  my  duty,  as  Mayor,  that  I  remain 
standing   while   addressing  the   Board   of   Supervisors. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  then  move  the  suspension  of 
the  rules  in  that  respect. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      Second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  just  fine  standing,  and  the  light  is 
very  good,  and  I  am  now  getting  down  to  the  meat  of  the 
cocoanut. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING;  I  move  that  we  take  a  ten- 
minute  recess  to  wake  up  the  Supervisors. 

THE   MAYOR    (continuing  reading): 

So   that  if  there  is  anything  in   this  private  trust  agreement  that 
would   prevent   this   work   from   starting,   whatever   it    is   that    might 
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exist  that  would  prevent  the  work  from  starting  can  be  changed, 
and  the  trust  agreement  itself  provides  that  that  change  can  be  made. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    Who  are  the  parties  to  that  agreement? 

MR.  BOYD:   The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  and  Walter 

S.  Martin,  Charles  Templeton  Crocker,  John  deGuigne,  E.  S. — 

Charles  H.  Kendrick,  Frank  F.  Kilsby,  Milton  H.  Esberg,  Herbert 
Fleishhacker,  William  H.  Crocker  and  John  S.  Drum.  So  that,  if  there 
is  any  difference,  a  change  can  be  made. 

MR.  HALL:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  might  state  that  that  agreement  calls  for 
a  certain  plan,  an  Opera  House,  a  Court  and  the  Veterans'  Building. 
As  far  as  amending  the  agreement  is  concerned,  there  is  no  question 
it  can  be  done,  so  far  as  a  matter  of  form  is  concerned,  but  if  it  is 
going  to  be  amended  so  as  to  change  the  very  gist  of  the  trust,  I 
doubt  whether  the  regents  would  do  it  without  getting  authority  from 
the  subscribers  themselves,  because  they  were  given  authority  to  carry 
out  a  specific  trust,  and  if  it  has  to  be  modified  in  a  very  simple  way, 
it  would  be  done  without  referring  it  back  to  the  subscribers,  but 
they  certainly  would  not  change  the  whole  plan. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  do  not  think  we  need  borrow  any 
trouble  about  modifying  the  trust  agreement  at  this  time.  The  plan 
that  has  been  approved  by  the  veterans  is  one  that  I  think  any  one 
examining  the  present  trust  agreement  can  see  falls  plainly  into  con- 
formity with  its  terms  because  the  veterans  bodies  of  San  Francisco 
are  specifically  named  as  beneficiaries  under  that  private  trust  agree- 
ment, and  they  have  asked  nothing  and  want  nothing  that  a  beneficiary 
under  a  trust  agreement  cannot  properly  ask  for.  There  is  just  one 
other  thing  that  has  been  brought  up  here  today  I  would  like  to  briefly 
mention:  It  has  been  mentioned,  over  and  over,  by  men  prominently 
identified  with  this  project,  that  there  is  to  be  a  Legion  Building. 
May  I  invite  your  attention,  gentlemen,  to  the  proposition  that  there 
is  not  going  to  be  a  Legion  Building,  there  is  going  to  be  a  Veterans' 
Building.  The  Legion  is  only  one  organization,  of  which  I  am  a  mem- 
ber, but  it  is  only  one  organization  of  veterans,  it  is  not  the  entire 
veteran  bodies  of  San  Francisco.  The  building  just  contemplated  as 
the  Veterans'  Building  for  the  American  Legion,  the  G.  A.  R.,  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  the  Indian  War  Veterans,  the  Veterans  of  For- 
eign Wars  and  other  affiliated  and  auxiliary  and  subsidiary  bodies-,  and 
the  Gold  Star  Mothers  and  all  such  identified  bodies  as  that.  And  if  it  is 
possible  for  us  to  make  a  request  that  will  be  complied  with,  may  we 
request  that  you  cease  thinking  and  speaking  of  this  building  as 
the  Legion  Building  because  it  is  not  the  Legion  Building  at  all. 
That  is  not  very  important  but  it  does  amount  to  something.  It  is  not 
a  Legion  Building,  it  is  a  Veterans'  Building.  Now,  a  plan  was  pre- 
sented to  the  veterans,  which  we  approved,  and  we  thought  and  under- 
stood that  all  that  was  desired  of  the  veterans  was  to  say  what  their 
minimum  requirements  were,  which  we  have  submitted  in  vnnting, 
and  would  a  plan  that  gave  us  those  as  minimum  requirements  and 
necepsities  meet  with  our  aproval?  We  have  done  so,  and  we  do  not 
see  that  the  veterans  at  this  time  can  say  anything  further  except 
that  anything  that  will  move  this  project  along  and  carry  those  plans 
into  execution  will  meet  with  the  whole-hearted  support  and  endorse- 
ment and  the  unanimous  support  and  endorsement  of  all  the  veterans 
of  San  Francisco. 

SUPERVISOR  POWERS:  Which  plan  did  the  veterans  adopt?  The 
$8,200,000  plan? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  It  was  submitted  to  us  and  referred  to  as  Plan  C. 
The  cost  of  that  plan  was  only  estimated,  and  just  exactly  what  it  is 
now,  figured  out  in  detail  cost,  we  do  not  know  unless  it  has  been 
announced  here  this  afternoon.  Whichever  plan  it  was  that  we  ap- 
proved the  architects  can  tell  you  what  it  will  cost  better  than  I  can. 
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MR.  LANSBURGH:  The  one  that  they  approved  was  the  most  ex- 
pensive of  the  three  schemes. 

SUPERVISOR  POWERS:    $8,200,000? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  That  is  included  in  the  figures  we  gave  you 
today,  I  think  there  is  a  difference  of  about  $450,000.  That  is  all  in- 
cluded in  those  figures,  there  is  no  additional  added. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    $6,600,000? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:   It  is  included  in  every  one  of  them. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  How  can  that  be  reduced  when  you 
get  down  to  the  $5,000,000? 

MR.  LANSBURGH:  It  would  have  to  be  reduced  in  volume  and 
capacity.  It  would  be  reduced  proportionately  to  the  Opera  House,  both 
buildings. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Mr.  Hall  has  brought  up  a  doubt  as 
to  whether  the  University  Trustees  would  turn  over  that  money.  What 
are  the  provisions  of  that  contract  that  led  you  to  say  that?  You 
say,  if  so  and  so,  we  will  hold  the  money  back,  we  will  not  release  it. 
Now,  what  do  you  mean  by  that?  I  would  like  you  to  make  that  very 
clear. 

MR.  HALL:  Mr.  Supervisor,  the  money  was  turned  over  to  the  Re- 
gents of  the  University  of  California,  in  trust  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  a  very  definite  plan,  as  set  forth  in  the  trust  agreement.  That 
plan  calls  for  the  erection  of  an  Opera  House,  a  Memorial  Court  and  a 
Veterans'  Building.  There  were  certain  trust  provisions  in  favor  of 
the  Opera  Association,  the  Art  Association  and  of  the  Amer- 
ican Legion  and  other  veteran  bodies.  They  had  certain 
rights.  For  instance,  the  veterans  are  to  get  their  building 
rent  free.  The  Opera  and  Musical  Associations  have  certain 
rights  regarding  the  use  o  the  Opera  House  and  auditorium 
and  so  on.  The  regents  take  the  attitude  that,  if  there  is  going  to  be 
a  change  in  the  plan  which  would  call  for  the  erection,  say,  of  only 
one  building,  or  a  building  which  would  not  provide  for  these  various 
groups  mentioned  in  the  trust,  there  would  be  such  a  change  from  the 
original  plan  that  they  would  have  to  get  the  consent  of  the  people 
who  subscribed  the  $2,000,000  before  they  could  turn  that  money  over 
to  the  city.  The  agreement  permits  the  regents  to  resign  at  any  time 
and  turn  the  property  over  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  or  any  other 
acceptable  body,  on  the  terms  of  that  particular  trust.  So  that,  when 
they  resign  and  turn  it  over,  it  has  to  be  along  the  lines  set  forth  in 
that  agreement.  Now,  it  does  speak  about  modifications  and  amend- 
ments, and  _  the  regents  have  taken  the  attitude  that  the  matter  of 
changing  that  agreement  in  some  minor  details,  they  can  do  it  without 
going  back  to  the  subscribers,  but  if  the  whole  has  to  be  changed, 
they  certainly  would  not  take  a  chance  of  doing  it  without  knowing 
that  the  people  who  put  up  the  $2,000,000  were  satisfied.  That  is  what 
I  meant  when  I  said  they  would  want  to  be  sure  that  the  plan  was 
acceptable  to  the  people  who  put  up  the  money. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Are  the  regents  familiar  with  Plan  C? 

MR.  HALL:  Oh,  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Does  that  meet  the  views  of  the  re- 
gents and  the  provisions  of  this  contract? 

MR.  HALL:  All  of  these  plans  carry  out  all  the  terms  of  the 
trust  agreement.  Of  course,  after  the  building  was  erected,  there  are 
other  parts  of  that  agTeement  that  immediately  come  into  effect.  For 
instance,  use  of  the  Opera  House  and  the  use  of  the  Veterans'  Building, 
and  those  trusts  will  be  attached  to  the  property  after  it  has  been 
erected.  But  any  one  of  these  plans  completely  comes  within  the  terms 
of  the  trust  agreement. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  And  you  will  turn  over  the  money 
as  soon  as  the  trustees  are  appointed,  if  these  plans  are  accepted? 
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MR.  HALL:  If  those  plans  are  accepted,  or  if  there  is  any  set  of 
plans  prepared  which  will  encompass  those  particular  features. 

SUPERVISOR  POWERS:  Did  I  understand  you  right  that  the  Re- 
gents would  have  jurisdiction  on  the  buildings  after  they  were  com- 
pleted? 

MR.  HALL:  No,  I  merely  said,  Mr.  Powers,  when  they  turned  that 
money  over,  the  money  and  the  real  estate.  You  see,  the  real  estate 
stands  in  their  name,  the  south  block  entirely,  that  it  would  be  im- 
mediately affected  by  the  trust  as  included  in  that  agreement,  which 
would  be  that  the  buildings,  when  erected,  would  have  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  that  agreement,  that  the  veterans  would  have 
to  have  their  building  rent  free,  and  that  the  Art  Association  would 
have  certain  rights  regarding  the  Museum  and  that  the  Opera  Asso- 
ciation and  Musical  Association  would  have  certain  rights  regarding 
the  opera  house.  As  soon  as  it  is  turned  over  the  Regents  are  out  of 
the  picture  entirely. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Trustees,  if 
Those  things  are  possible.  After  the  buildings  are  byilt^the  buildings 
to  be  used  for  certain  purposes — now,  will  those  purposes  be  possible, 
according  to  the  plans? 

MR.  MARTIN:   These  modified  plans? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Yes. 

MR.  MARTIN:  I  do  not  see  why  not.  It  is  only  a  question  of  the 
size,  auditorium  space  and  the  opera  house. 

MR.  HALL:  There  is-  no  size  included  in  that  agreement,  of  course. 
There  was  nothing  said  about  the  size  of  the  opera  house  or  the 
fize  of  the  auditorium,  or  anything  else.  As  long  as  there  are  two 
buildings,  one  an  opera  house  and  one  a  Veterans'  building,  each  of 
which  is  complete  enough  to  carry  out  the  various  terms,  we  would 
release  the  money  and  then  it  would  be  up  to  the  new  Board  of 
Trustees  to  see  that  those  buildings  were  used  for  the  purpo&es  of  that 
ti'ust,  and  the  charter  amendment  automatically  gives  the  new  Board 
of  Trustees  the  right  to  accept  any  trust  in  connection  with  that 
property. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  assume,  when  the  people  subscribed 
their  dollars  and  ten-cent  pieces  to  make  up  that  $2,000,000  they  did 
not  go  into  all  this  when  they  turned  the  money  over  to  you.  I  pre- 
sume they  will  take  care  of  themselves. 

MR.  HALL:   In  1921  they  all  signed  this  agreement. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Not  those  that  subscribed  ten-cent 
pieces. 

MR.  HALL:  Maybe  not  the  ten-sent  pieces,  but  there  are  thousands 
and  thousands  of  them. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  There  were  thousands  of  children  and 
teachers  that  did. 

MR.  HALL:   That  is  probably  so,  whose  names 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI  (interrupting)  :  They  simply  put  their 
names  on  for  so  much  money,  one  dollar  or  fifty  cents,  or  whatever  it 
is.    I  think  Mr.  Widenham  knows  about  the  number  it  was. 

MR.  WIDENHAM:  The  gross  amount  of  those  subscriptions  totaled 
approximately  $10,000,  so  it  is  not  an  appreciable  amount  of  the  total 
sum,  at  all.  These  subscriptions,  the  small  items  like  the  s-chool  chil- 
dren, we  did  not  go  to  the  trouble  of  trying  to  get  those  siglied  up  be- 
cause it  would  have  been  an  expensive  proposition.  The  others  were 
all  signed  under  the  general  agreement. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Chairman.  I  am  going  to  move  that 
we  stand  adjourned,  since  we  have  not  a  quorum,  and  everything  that 
we  said  here  today  will  very  likely  have  to  be  said  over  again  when 
the  Board,  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Supervisors-,  will  take  it  up  for  action, 
?c  I  see  no  reason  whj'  the  discussion  should  be  prolonged,  and  after 
the  lady  has  made  her  remarks,  I  suggest  that  we  stand  adjourned. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  I  was  going  to  ask  a  question  of  the 
Mayor,  if  you  have  no  objection,  Mr.  Mayor.     I  was  going  to  ask  you. 
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when  you  are  ready  to  announce  the  names,  that  you  give  u&  a  few 
davs  in  which  to  look  them  over. 

THE  MAYOR:  Oh,  certainly. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  What  I  had  in  mind  is  that  we  would 
want  to  have  the  matter  laid  over  after  you  announce  the  names  for 
another  week.  Or  mayhe,  if  you  gave  them  to  us  in  advance,  then  at 
the  following  meeting  we  could  act  on  the  names. 

MRS.  LEAH  DAVIS:  As  the  representative  of  the  Gold  Star 
Mothers  of  San  Francisco,  we  are  keenly  interested  in  this  project.  As 
I  understand  it,  memorials  are  erected  for  somebody  who  has  given 
their  life  in  the  public  cause,  consequently  we  believe  that  it  is  San 
Francisco's'  tribute  to  the  six  hundred  and  fourteen  hero  dead  of  the 
AVorld  War  that  has  brought  about  the  desire  to  erect  this  proposed 
^Memorial  building.  I  want  to  pay  honor  to  your  judgment  in  placing 
General  Hunter  Liggett  at  the  head  of  this  proposed  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  man  who  saw  service  with  our  sons  in  the  American  Expeditionary 
Forces.  Now  that  the  architects  are  present,  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  veterans  interested,  and  the  public  interested, 
I  think  it  is  appropriate,  at  this  time  particularly,  as  Mr.  Glensor 
said,  this  is  not  a  Legion  building,  but  dedicated  to  veteran  organiza- 
tions, but  when  the  plans  are  adopted  and  accepted,  the  exclusive  head- 
quarters to  the  mothers  of  these  six  hundred  and  fourteen  hero  dead 
c.f  San  Francisco  be  set  aside,  exclusively  for  our  use,  the  headquarters 
tor  the  Gold  Star  Mothers  of  San  Francisco,  to  speak  for  the  purpose 
tor  which  this  building  is  to  be  erected.  We  ask  that,  and  I  have 
teen  asking  that  of  this  committee  for  years.  And  I  have  never  heard 
anything  adopted  in  particular  to  this.  I  have  been  told  that  it  will 
be  laid  over  to  the  allocating  committee.  But  we  are  particularly 
anxious  at  this  time  to  be  assured  that,  when  plans  are  adopted  and 
accepted,  that  the  Gold  Star  Mothers  will  not  be  overlooked,  that 
appropriate  headquarters  exclusively  for  our  use  will  stand  out  in 
this  building,  honoring  the  memory  of  our  sons. 

MR.  BOYD:  May  I  say  to  his  honor  the  Mayor  and  to  the  members 
of  the  Board  that  Mrs.  Davis  has  the  pledge  of  the  ex-service  men  of 
San  Francisco  that  her  request  will  not  be  forgotten  as  far  as  we  are 
concerned? 

MRS.  DAVIS:   Thank  you,  Mr.  Boyd. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  Board,  I  assume,  accepts  the  report  of  the  Mayor 
in  transmitting  the  report  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees.  It  is-  now 
]n  the  hands  of  the  Board.  There  being  no  quorum,  action  on  it,  of 
course,  cannot  be  taken  today.  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that 
the  Board  adjourn,  and  later  make  such  disposition  as  they  desire  of 
the  report  of  the  Mayor  and  Trustees,  as  set  forth  in  the  stenographer's 
report  of  today's  proceedings.

July  17,  1920,  the  following  report  was  submitted  by  the  War  Me- 
morial Committee  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

THE  MAYOR:  I  have  already  read  to  you  the  contents  of 
that  report. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  May  I  interrupt  your  Honor. 
Since  a  number  of  the  boys  have  gone  to  sleep,  may  I  suggest 
we  have  the  bugler  sound  reveille?

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THE  MAYOR   (continuing  reading)  :

Hon.  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  Mayor  of  San  Francisco,  San  Francisco. 

Dear  Mr.  Mayor:  The  architects  have  completed  and  submitted  a 
echeme  for  the  War  Memorial  buildings.  That  scheme  is  acceptable 
to  the  Trustees  and  to  the  veterans'  organizations. 

It  provides  for  an  adequate  opera  house,  for  the  completion  of  the 
Veterans'  building  as  demanded  by  the  veterans'  organizations  and  for 
the  construction  of  the  Memorial  Court. 

It  provides  for  structures  of  distinctive  dignity  and  beauty  befitting 
their  purpose  and  environs,  conforming  to  the  architectural  treatment 
of  the  Civic  Center  and  creditable  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

The  architects  submit  round  figure  estimates  of  cost  as  follows: 

1.  Terra  cotta  exterior $7,500,000 

2.  Granite  exterior 8,200,000 

cr,   with   certain    modifications   in   specifications-  but   adhering   to   the 
same  general  scheme: 

J .  Terra  cotta  exterior $6,600,000 

2.  Granite  exterior 7,250,000 

Summary  and  detail  of  estimates  are  enclosed. 

While  the  architects  believe  these  estimates  may  be  relied  upon,  they 
point  out  that  vigilance  will  be  required  to  maintain  them  because  they 
pre  figured  en  narrow  margins  and  include  no  contingency  allowances. 

The  funds  available  or  to  be  available  for  the  realization  of  the  War 
Memorial  scheme,  as  disclosed  by  the  accompanying  financial  state- 
ment, are: 

Cash $    890,664 

Bonds- 4,000,000 

Total $4,890,664 

The  cash  item  represents  the  remainder  of  the  private  subscriptions 
collected  or  to  be  collected  after  capital  expenditures  of  $301,346.74 
for  plans,  excavations,  etc.,  land  purchase  (south  block)  $330,965.80, 
and  $328,287.44  land  purchase   (north  block). 

If  the  present  plans  are  carried  out,  the  capital  expenditures  of  $301,- 
346.75  which  are  included  in  the  estimates  of  cost,  would  be  added  to 
the  funds  available  or  to  be  available,  to  make  a  total  of  $5,192,010.75. 

The  total  of  funds  available  is,  in  round  figures,  $1,400,000  less  than 
the  lowest  estimate  of  cost. 

When  the  issuance  of  $4,000,000  of  AVar  Memorial  bonds  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  people  and  ratified,  the  estimates  of  cost  were  based  on 
plans  which  contemplated  the  present  completion  of  the  Opera  House 
and  the  War  Memorial  scheme,  excepting  only  the  McAllister  and 
Franklin  Streets  facades  of  the  Veterans'  Building,  which  were  not 
regarded  as  immediately  essential  and  which  could  be  completed  later 
as  needed.  The  veterans'  organizations  have  demanded  that  these 
facades  be  included  in  the  original  construction.  This  inclusion 
accounts  in  part  for  the  increase  in  costs. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  obvious  that  further  progress  is  contingent 
upon  either  the  provision  of  additional  funds  or  a  radical  revisions  of 
plans.

In  answer  to  your  inquiry,  the  careful  estimates  made  recently  at 
the  War  Memorial  drafting  rooms  and  verified  by  Mr.  Dinwiddle  indi- 
cate that  the  War  Memorial  buildings  as  at  present  delineated  and 
specified  would  cost,  in  round  figures: 

1.  With  Terra  Cotta  Exterior $7,500,000 

2.  With  Granite  Exterior 8,200,000 

With  certain  modifications  in  specification  as  shown  on  the  estimate 
sheets,  but  keeping  the  same  approved  scheme,  another  estimate  was 
made  showing  possible  modifications  of  the  totals  as  follows: 

1.  Terra  Cotta  Exterior $6,600,000 

2.  Granite  Exterior 7,250,000 

The  above  figures  include  the  completion  of  the  Veterans'  building 
as  demanded  by  the  Veteran  organizations  (involving  $511,212  more 
than  contemplated  on  the  drawings)  and  also  the  construction  of  the 
Memorial  Court  ($250,000  to  $300,000). 

These  figures  we  believe  to  be  reliable,  but  it  will  require  vigilance 
to  maintain  them  as  they  are  figured  on  narrow  margins  and  include 
no  contingency  allowance. 

In  the  case  these  figures  are  too  high,  in  view  of  the  available  funds, 
the  cilternative  would  seem  to  be  to  redraw  the  plans  with  a  modified 
program  as  to  requirements  both  of  the  Veterans  and  Opera  and  with 
the  accommodations  strictly  limited  to  the  funds  allowed.

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APPOINTMENT  OF  TRUSTEES 

Augu.s-t  26,  1929.  Letter  from  Mayor  to  Board  of  Supervisors  submit, 
ting  names  of  Trustees  of  War  Memorial: 

"August   26,   1929. 
"Honorable  Board  of   Supervisors, 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Gentlemen : 

There  were  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  by  your  honorable  board  at  an  election  held  in  this  City  and 
County  on  November  6,  1928,  a  number  of  charter  amendments,  one  of 
which  was  entitled  "War  Memorial  Charter  Amendment  No.  32."  This 
charter  amendment  was  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  electors  at  said 
election.  It  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  trustees  to  have 
the  management,  superintendence,  control  and  operation  of  said  War 
Memorial  and  prescribes  the  duties  and  powers  of  said  board.  Section 
3  provides:  "The  trustees  of  said  War  Memorial  shall  consist  of  eleven 
members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  terms  of  said  eleven  members  shall 
be  for  six  years  each ;  provided,  that  those  first  appointed  shall  so 
classify  themselves  by  lot  that  the  term  of  four  of  said  trustees  shall 
expire  on  the  2nd  day  of  January,  1931;  four  on  the  2nd  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1933,  and  three  on  the  2nd  day  of  January,  1935.  Thereafter  ap- 
pointments to  said  board  shall  be  for  the  full  term  of  six  years. 
Vacancies  on  said  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  unexpired  term  be- 
coming vacant.  In  making  appointments  to  said  board,  the  Mayor 
shall  give  due  consideration  to  veterans  of  all  wars  engaged  in  by  the 
United  States,  and  to  such  other  classes  of  persons  who  may  have  a 
special  interest  in  the  purpose  for  which  said  War  Memorial  is  to  be 
constructed  and  maintained.  All  persons  appointed  to  said  board  shall 
be  residents  of  the  City  and  County.  The  members  of  said  board 
shall  serve  without  compensation." 

It  is,  therefore'  incumbent  upon  me  to  appoint  the  said  eleven  trus- 
tees of  said  War  Memorial,  subject  to  confirmation  by  your  Honorable 
Board.  I  have  given  very  thoughtful  consideration  to  this  important 
authority  resting  upon  your  Honorable  Board  and  tl*e  Mayor  jointly; 
I  have  conferred  with  your  Honorable  Board  and  the  Mayor's  office 
in  the  discussion  of  appointments;  I  have  discussed  the  appointments 
with  the  Advisory  Board  to  the  Veterans'  War  Memorial  Committee 
of  San  Francisco: 

H.  W.  Glensor,  H.  J.  Boyd,  James  B.  Burns. 

I  have  received  many  applications  from  very  worthy  gentlemen  for 
appointment,  with  many  splendid  endorsements  of  their  fitness  for  the 
position;  I  have  borne  in  mind  at  all  times  the  provisions  of  the  char- 
ter amendment  relating  to  appointments;  I  have  received  a  declination 
which  I  regret,  because  its  acceptance  would  have  given  general  de- 
light and  commendation,  to  which  I  shall  refer  hereafter;  I  have  been 
compelled  to  listen  to  protest  on  applicants  for  appointment  and  I  have 
had  many  fine  names  submitted  to  me  which  I  would  like  to  have 
presented  to  your  Honorable  Board  which  the  complexion  of  the  trus 
tees  at  this  time  would  not  deem  advisable,  but  later  on  vacancies  will 
occur  and  I  shall  have  these  names  in  my  file  for  submission  to  your 
Honorable  Board  by  whomsoever  the  pleasant  duty  falls  for  making 
such  appointments. 

I  appoint  as  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  subject  to  your  con- 
firmation : 

General  Hunter  Liggett,  United  States  Army,  retired. 

Frank  N.  Belgrano,  State  Commander  American  Legion. 

James  I.  Herz,  363rd  Infantry   (San  Francisco's  Own)    91st  Division. 

Charles  H.  Kendrick,  World  War  Veteran. 

Herbert  Fleishhacker,  President  Anglo  and  London  Paris  National 
Bank. 
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Kenneth  R.  Kingsbury,  President  Standard  Oil  Company  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Robert  I.  Bentley,  President  California  Fruit  Packers'  Association. 

George  Cameron,  Publisher  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 

George  Hearst,  Publisher  San  Francisco  Examiner. 

As  an  outstanding  representative  of  Labor,  I  appoint,  subject  to 
your  confirmation 

James  W.  Mullen,  Publisher  of  the  Labor  Clarion. 

These  appointments  total  ten  and  are  equally  divided  between  vet- 
erans of  all  wars  engaged  in  by  the  United  States  and  such  other 
classes  of  persons  who  have  a  special  interest  in  the  purpose  for  which 
said   War   Memorial   is   to  be  constructed   and   maintained. 

It  has  been  a  very  keen  disappointment  to  me  and  I  know  it  will 
be  to  your  Honorable  Board  and  the  citizens  in  general,  that  Colonel 
George  L.  Filmer,  Captain  of  the  First  California  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans is  unable,  owing  to  many  public  committees  which  he  is  serving 
upon  and  a  desired  trip  abroad  the  coming  spring,  to  accept  the  ap- 
pointment as  a  trustee. 

I  have  had  many  requests  made  of  me  by  veterans  of  all  wars,  and 
citizens  generally,  that  I  appoint  Supervisor  Colonel  Jesse  C.  Colman 
as  a  trustee  of  the  War  Memorial.  As  a  veteran,  an  honored  citizen 
of  this  community,  who  has  been  a  trustee  of  the  War  Memorial  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  Charter  Amendment  No.  32  and  as  Section  No.  2 
of  said  charter  amendment  provides,  "The  trustees  of  the  War  Me- 
morial shall,  under  such  ordinances  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may 
from  time  to  time  adopt,  etc,"  I  am  confident  that  his  appointment, 
confirmed  by  your  Honorable  Board,  will  meet  with  general  approval 
and  give  your  Honorable  Board  a  representative  on  said  Board  of 
War  Memorial  Trustees.  I  therefore,  not  unmindful,  however,  of  a 
motion  adopted  by  the  members  of  your  Honorable  Board  who  at- 
tended the  conferences  in  my  chambers,  that  no  member  of  the  board 
would  be  expected  to  be  appointed  on  said  board  of  trustees,  do  hereby 
appoint  Supervisor  Colonel  Jesse  C.  Colman,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
of  your  Honorable  Board.

REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  BOARD  TO 
VETERANS   WAR   MEMORIAL   COMMITTEES. 

September  7,  1929. 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
San  Francisco,  California. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  What  page 
of  what  record  is  that? 

THE  MAYOR:  This  is  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
dated  September  7,  1929,  and  signed  by  the  Advisory  Board 
of  the  Veterans'  War  Memorial  Committee,  H.  J.  Boyd,  H.  W. 
Glensor  and  James  B.  Burns. 

THE  MAYOR   (continuing  reading)  : 

Gentlemen:  The  Veterans'  Advisory  Board  has  been  instructed  by 
the  20  posts  of  the  American  Legion  in  San  Francisco,  5  posts  of  the 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  4  camps  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Vet- 
erans, the  Disabled  American  Veterans  of  the  World  War,  and  the 
United  Veterans  Council,  the  latter  organization  representing  the  other 
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veteran  organizations  in  San  Francisco,  to  convey  to  your  Honorable 
Board  the  information  that  the  veteran  organizations  of  San  Francisco 
emphatically  protest  the  confirmation  of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees  now  submitted  to  your  board  for  confirmation.  Therefore, 
the  advisory  board  speaks  to  you  for  all  active  veteran  organizations 
in  San  Francisco. 

The  advisory  board  has  further  been  instructed  to  submit  a  written 
statement  fully  setting  forth  the  veterans'  objections  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

The  veterans  first  object  to  the  appointment  and  confirmation  of 
this  board  upon  the  ground  that  a  majority  of  the  members  are  not 
veterans. 

By  Ordinance  No.  751G  New  Series,  a  special  election  was  called  and 
held  in  this  City  on  the  14th  day  of  June,  1927,  for  the  purpose  of 
submitting  to  the  voters  a  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness 
in  the  sum  of  four  million  dollars  for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  the 
construction  of  the  War  Memorial.  The  project  was  specifically  de- 
scribed in  the  ordinance  as: 

"The  construction,  completion  and  equipment  of  permanent  building:! 
in  or  adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  be  used  as  a  memorial  hall  for  war  veterans  and  for  educa- 
tional, recreational,  entertainment  and  other  municipal  purposes." 

By  a  resolution  of  your  board,  adopted  at  its  meeting  on  Monday, 
May  16,  1927,  signed  by  16  members  of  the  board  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor,  an  argument  was  ordered  mailed  by  the  Registrar  to  the  voters 
on  behalf  of  your  board  in  support  of  the  bond  issue,  in  which  argu- 
ment the  following  statement  was  made,  speaking  of  the  contemplated 
building: 

"The  utilitarian  value  of  these  buildings,  alone,  merit  their  con- 
struction. One  of  them  shall  be  the  Veterans'  Building,  housing  all 
the  veteran  organizations  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  to  give  these  splen- 
did organizations  a  permanent  headquarters  in  the  name  of  the  public 
which  honors  their  deeds  that  the  War  Memorial  Fund  originally 
was  launched." 

This  argument  is  entirely  consistent  with  the  ordinance,  because  in 
such  ordinance  there  is  but  one  specific  purpose  named  for  the  bond 
issue.  That  purpose  is  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of  buildings 
to  be  used  as  a  Memorial  Hall  for  war  veterans.  Any  other  purpose  is 
incidental  thereto.  Such  being  the  purpose  as  expressed  by  your  board 
and  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco  in  the  overwhelming  vote  by  which 
the  bonds  were  passed,  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco  are  unable  to 
see  any  valid  reason  why  the  erection,  supervision,  maintenance  and 
administration  of  this  building,  designed  and  intended  primarily  as 
a  place  to  house  their  organizations,  should  not  be  committed  to  a 
board,  at  least  a  majority  of  which  are  veterans  who  have  served  this 
country  in  some  one  of  its  wars. 

The  veterans  of  San  Francisco  recognize  that  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  could  have  created  a  War  Memorial  in  any  form  that  they 
wished,  a  monument,  a  bridge,  an  arch  or  a  statue.  They  have  in  fact, 
however,  adopted  the  practical  rather  than  the  idealistic  form  of  me- 
morial and  provided  for  the  erection  of  a  building  that  will  be  of  some 
real  benefit  to  the  living  veterans  as  well  as  stand  in  commemoration 
of  those  who  passed  on  in  heroic  sacrifice  that  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco might  have  peace  and  prosperity,  and  enjoyment  of  the  arts  and 
sciences  which  is  now  theirs. 

The  veterans  of  San  Francisco  do  not  now  claim  and  never  have 
claimed  the  entire  use  of  these  Memorial  Buildings.  All  they  have 
ever  asked  and  all  they  are  now  asking  is  a  sufficient  space  so  arranged 
as  to  bs  a  practical  response  to  their  minimum  needs.  They  have 
waited  almost  ten  years  to  secure  this,  and  the  wishes  of  the  people 
of  San  Francisco  have  been  thwarted  by  an  evident  attempt  to  defeat 
the  needs  of  the  veterans. 
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The  veterans  refused  to  stand  idly  by  and  have  the  monies  sub- 
scribed and  voted  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  used  for  a  purpose 
that  would  defeat  the  pledges  made  to  the  citizens  and  the  veterans  of 
San  Francisco.  This  resulted  in  controversy  which  finally  led  to  the 
exposure  of  the  inefficiency  and  extravagant  wastefulness  of  the  pres- 
ent private  Board  of  Trustees  that  has  spent  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  architects'  fees  and  expenses  and  yet  have  not  a  plan  for 
a  War  Memorial  within  the  total  sum  subscribed  and  voted  for  use. 

The  veterans  of  San  Francisco,  for  whose  deeds  and  in  whose  name 
this  War  Memorial  project  was  launched,  demand  that  the  purposes 
for  which  the  War  Memorial  Fund  was  created  be  carried  out.  The 
main  purpose  was  to  erect  a  building  to  house  the  veterans'  organiza- 
tions of  San  Francisco.  Other  uses  and  purposes  were  incidental. 
This  cannot  be  denied.  The  ordinance  so  provides  in  plain  terms.  In 
view  of  the  determined  effort  that  has  been  made  to  defea.t  this 
purpose  and  divert  the  buildings  to  other  uses,  the  veterans  unhesi- 
tatingly assert  that  they  can  only  be  assured  of  the  lawful  purpose  of 
the  War  Memorial  being  accomplished  if  a  majority  of  war  veterans 
are  placed  upon  the  board  of  trustees,  which  board  is  charged  by 
law  with  the  duties  of  erecting,  equipping,  maintaining  and  administer- 
ing the  same. 

There  is  a  sufficient  gi'oup  of  men  living  in  San  Fi-ancisco  today 
who  have  served  this  country  in  its  armed  forces  in  time  of  war  from 
whose  number  a  majority  of  qualified  trustees  can  well  be  chosem. 
In  all  other  cities  of  California,  and  we  believe  throughout  the  United 
States,  when  administrative  bodies  to  administer  the  functions  of  War 
Memorials  have  been  selected,  their  membership  has  consisted  not  of 
a  majority  of  veterans  but  entirely  of  veterans.  Only  in  San  Francisco 
has  there  been  an  apparent  and  perhaps  a  deliberate  neglect  of  the 
recognition  to  which  war  veterans  are  entitled.  The  War  Memorial  is 
a  tribute  to  their  services  and  why  should  not  they  be  permitted  to 
administer  it  during  their  lifetime  as  they  are  fully  qualified  to  do? 

THE  MAYOR:  This  letter  to  the  Board  was  presented  to 
the  Board  before  the  action  of  the  Board  took  place  as  to 
the  nominations,  but  I  will  refer  to  that  as  we  progi'ess,  we 
are  doing  pretty  well  so  far.     (Continuing  reading:) 

We  are  further  directed  to  say  that  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco 
are  opposed  to  the  appointment  and  confirmation  of  any  member  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  a  member  of  such  War  Memorial  Trustees. 
The  objection  of  the  veterans  in  this  regard  is  not  personal  or  political, 
but  practical.  There  is  also  a  precedent  established  by  your  board 
against  making  such  appointment.  Under  the  terms  of  the  City  Char- 
ter, the  Board  of  W.ar  Memorial  Trustees,  in  the  erection  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  War  Memorial  are  subordinate  in  many  respects  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  should  be  prepared  to  exercise  calm,  unbiased  and  impar- 
tial judgment  with  respect  to  all  matters  submitted  to  it  by  the  Board 
of  War  Memorial  Trustees.  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
also  serving  upon  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  could  not 
bring  to  the  solution  of  problems  submitted  to  him  as  supervisor, 
the  calm,  unbiased  and  impartial  judgment  in  matters  of  adminis- 
tration or  appropriation  for  the  administration  of  such  buildings,  if 
he  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  as  such  officially 
interested  in  the  decisions.  Such  a  situation  is  wrong  in  principle. 
The  veterans  respectfully  urge  upon  your  board  that  it  is  fundamen- 
tally unsound  that  a  member  of  the  legislative  body,  who  must  decide 
upon  policies  and  pass  ordinances  governing  the  administrative  body, 
should  also  be  a  member  of  such  administrative  body. 

The  members   of   the   advisory    board   personally    regret   that   under 
their   instructions   they   are   obliged   to   file   specific   objections   to  con- 
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firmation  of  any  board  of  which  one  of  their  own  number,  namely, 
Charles  H.  Kendrick,  is  a  member.  In  fairness  to  Col.  Kendrick,  it 
must  be  said  that  this  is  not  any  personal  objection  to  him,  but  arises 
primarily  by  reason  of  certain  differences  of  opinion  which  we  concede 
to  be  honest  with  respect  to  the  position  of  the  veterans  in  connection 
with  this  project.  In  further  explanation  it  should  be  said  that  nine 
years  ago  Col.  Kendrick  was  a  unanimous  and  very  satisfactory  choice 
of  the  American  Leg-ion  to  represent  it  on  the  board  of  trustees  ap- 
pointed to  administer  the  privately  subscribed  trust  fund.  With  the 
passage  of  time,  there  came  differences  of  opinion  to  the  end  that  the 
American  Legion  and  other  veterans  concluded  that  Col.  Kendrick  did 
not  represent  the  American  Legion  on  such  board  of  trustees.  Finally, 
on  November  1,  1928,  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  American 
Legion  of  San  F^-ancisco,  composed  of  representatives  of  all  posts  of 
the  American  Legion  in  San  Francisco,  passed  a  motion  that  Col. 
Kendrick  be  immediately  requested  to  resign  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  reason  that  he  had  not  represented  the 
best  interests  of  the  American  Legion,  the  body  specifically  selecting 
him  for  service  on  that  board,  and  had  taken  action  in  a  manner 
directly  opposed  to  the  expressed  desires  of  the  organization  he  repre- 
sented. Thereafter  and  on  November  14,  1928,  Col.  Kendrick  appeared 
before  the  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion  and  there  stated  that 
none  of  the  present  trustees  would  be  anxious  to  continue  serving  in 
this  capacity  and  would  be  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  turn  the  whole 
matter  over  to  the  City  and  sever  their  connection  with  the  War  Me- 
morial. In  answer  to  a  question  by  a  member  of  the  council  as  to  why 
he  did  not  resign  in  view^  of  an  admission  he  had  made  that  he  did 
not  represent  the  American  Legion,  Col.  Kendrick  replied  that  he 
would  resign  when  the  project  was  turned  over  to  the  City.  The  fore- 
going statements  are  based  upon  excerpts  from  the  minutes  of  the 
County  Council  and  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  American  Legion. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  veterans  must  emphatically  protest 
against  the  confirmation  of  Col.  Kendrick  as  a  member  of  this  or  any 
other  board  of  permanent  trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial. 
Why  one  of  the  few  veterans  wiao  have  opposed  the  position  and  stand 
of  the  United  Veteran  Organizations  of  San  Francisco  and  whose  ap- 
pointment was  duly  protested  by  these  organizations,  should  be  desig- 
nated as  one  of  the  war  veteran  members  of  the  new  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, is  beyond  comprehension. 

The  veterans  further  object  to  the  confirmation  of  this  board  upon 
the  ground  that  the  charter  has  amended  by  Charter  Amendment  No. 
32  provides: 

"  *  *  *  the  Mayor  in  making  appointments  shall  give  due 
consideration  to  the  veterans  of  all  wars  in  which  the  United  States 
has  engaged     *     *     " 

and  charge  that  in  making  these  nominations  the  Mayor  has  not 
given  due  consideration  to  the  veterans  of  all  wars.  In  this  connec- 
tion you  are  advised  that  in  March,  1929,  the  veterans  of  San  F^-an- 
cisco,  after  careful  and  earnest  consideration,  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
a  list  of  names  of  fifteen  veterans  selected  from  the  ranks  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Disabled 
Veterans,  American  Legion,  Indian  War  Veterans,  and  other  nationally 
known  and  accredited  organizations. 

These  men  were  not  selected  for  political  expediency,  but  for  their 
standing  in  the  community,  their  business  experience  and  ability  to 
supervise  the  erection  and  administration  of  this  six  million  dollar 
building  project.  Consideration  had  also  been  given  to  their  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the  various  veteran  organizations  in  San 
Francisco,  their  activities  and  prospects  of  future  growth.  The  veterans 
at  that  time  stated  that  any  of  these  men  would  be  satisafactory  to 
the  veterans  of  Svan  Fi'ancisco  for  appointment  to  the  Board  of  War 
Memorial  Trustees. 
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Not  one  of  these  men  has  been  nominated  to  your  board  for  con- 
firmation. In  tliis  connection  it  is  proper  to  say  that  two  of  the  men 
whose  names  liave  been  submitted  to  your  board  for  confirmation 
were  not  selected  by  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco  for  the  reason  that 
at  the  time  the  veterans'  list  was  submitted  it  was  understood  that 
these  two  men  would  be  unable  to  sei-ve.  They  are  General  Hunter 
Liggett  and  Frank  N.  Belgrano,  Jr.  The  veterans  are  entirely  satisfied 
with  these  two  nominees  and  would  be  pleased  to  see  them  confirmed 
as  members  of  the  new  Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  like  to  insert  here  these  two  names, 
General  Hunter  Liggett  and  Frank  N.  Belgrano,  Jr.— I  under- 
stand you  concur  in  these  nominations.  (Continuing 
reading: ) 

The  veterans  further  object  to  the  confirmation  of  these  nominees 
upon  the  ground  that  by  resolution  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors, 
adopted  on  December  10,  1928,  this  board  urged  and  recommended  that 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  appoint  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  War 
Memorial  Trustees  from  that  portion  of  the  citizenry  of  San  Francisco 
that  had  seen  service  with  Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps,  and  further 
resolved 

"that  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  veterans'  organizations 
through  the  medium  of  their  properly  constituted  representa- 
tives be  sought  before  said  appointments  are  made,  it  being 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  every  class  or 
group  of  the  people  of  San  Fi'ancisco,  with  a  confidence  in- 
spired by  service  in  time  of  war,  may  look  to  such  men  for 
purposeful  loyalty  and  unselfish  devotion  to  San  Francisco  in 
time  of  peace." 

The  advice  and  counsel  of  the  veteran  organizations  was  not  sought 
before  the  nomination  of  the  proposed  board,  now  before  you,  was 
made.  In  this  connection  it  is  fair  to  say  that  this  advisory  board  met 
with  the  Mayor,  at  which  time  he  presented  a  list  of  names,  nine  of 
which  names  are  now  before  you.  The  veterans  were  then  asked  if 
they  had  any  objection  to  the  appointment  of  those  men.  With  re- 
spect to  one  name  submitted  it  was  then  emphatically  stated  that  the 
veterans  did  object.  There  are  now  two  names  before  you  that  were 
never  submitted  to  the  veterans  at  all.  The  board  as  now  proposed  has 
never  been  discussed  with  nor  submitted  to  the  veterans  at  all. 

Obviously  it  is  a  useless  matter  to  submit  the  names  of  individuals 
and  ask  the  veterans  if  they  have  any  objections  to  such  individuals. 
Probably  hundreds  of  names  could  be  selected  in  San  Francisco  and 
the  veterans  could  truthfully  state  that  they  had  no  objection  to  the 
appointment  of  any  one  of  such  men.  It  is,  however,  the  constitution 
of  the  board  as  a  whole  to  which  consideration  must  be  given  and 
this  board  as  a  whole  has  never  been  submitted  to  the  veterans, 
although  at  the  time  of  the  interview  last  referred  to,  it  was  stated 
by  the  Mayor  that  before  a  submission  was  made  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  veterans  would  again   be   consulted. 

In  conclusion,  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco,  speaking  with  one 
VQice,  say  to  you  that  it  is  painful  to  thus  be  compelled  to  discuss 
frankly  and  publicly  a  board  composed  of  men  who  individually  are 
highly  esteemed  fellow  citizens,  and  in  some  instances  close  personal 
friends.  We  feel,  however,  that  we  have  been  forced  into  this  position 
by  the  effort  that  has  been  made  over  eight  years,  notwithstanding 
the  express  provisions  of  the  agreement  under  which  the  people  sub- 
scribed and  paid  nearly  two  million  dollars;  notwithstanding  the  plain 
terms  of  the  ordinance  above  mentioned,  to  convert  this  project 
from  a  War  Memorial,  primarily  of  service  to  war  veteran  organiza- 
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tions,  into  some  other  type  of  project.  If  it  is  your  intention  to  disre>- 
gard  the  law  and  build  art  museums  and/or  other  buildings,  leaving  to 
the  veterans  such  scraps  of  space  as  may  be  available  and  which 
some  of  their  bodies  can  use,  the  best  and  most  conclusive  way 
for  your  board  to  manifest  such  intention  is  to  confirm  these  appoint- 
ments. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  you  intend  to  follow'  the  terms  of  the  ordi- 
nance, pay  due  and  proper  tribute  to  the  service  our  comrades  have 
given,'  and  build  a  building  in  accordance  with  Ordinance  No.  7516 — 

"to  be  used  as  a  Memorial  Hall  for  war  veterans" 
we  respectfully  request  that  the  erection  and  administration  of  such 
buildings   be   placed   where   it   belongs,    in   the   hands   of   the  veteran 
bodies  of  San  Francisco,  and  that  this  Board  of  Trustees  as  now  con- 
stituted be  not  confirmed.

The   regular  meeting  of  the   Board   of   Supervisors   of  the   City  and 
County   of   San   Francisco   was   held   on    Monday.    September    16,    1929, 
beginning  at  the  hour  of  10:00  o'clock  A.  M.  of  said  day,  in  the  cham- 
bers of  the  Board,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  California. 
Acting  Mayor  Havenner  presided. 

After  the  transaction  of  other  business,  the  following  proceedings 
were  had  in  relation  to  the  vote  on  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of 
the  nominees  of  the  Mayor  for  trustees  of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial 
TnistcGs 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Board: 
I  move  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Comrade  Harry  Glensor,  who  de- 
sires to  address  the  Board  with  reference  to  the  trustees. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Is  there  any  objection?  (Bringing  down  the 
gavel). 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  move  that  all  of  the  absent  members 
be  sent  for. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  The  Mayor  requested  to  be  present  when 
this  matter  was  taken  up,  and  I  am  going  to  move  at  this  time  that 
the  matter  be  continued  until  such  time  as  the  Mayor  is  in  the  City 
to  hear  the  discussion. 
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THE  CHAIRMAN:  Is  there  a  second  to  that  motion?  The  motion 
fails  for  laclv  of  a  second. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  At  the  last  meeting  I  desired  to  bring 
this  matter  before  the  Board  so  the  Mayor  could  hear  the  discussion. 
But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  ^Vlayor  has  charged  a  delay  in  the 
appointment  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  I  feel  that  I  do  not  want 
to  take  any  more  responsibility  of  delay.  I  move,  and  I  think  that  H 
would  be  courtesy,  that  we  send  and  find  out  if  the  Mayor  is  still  in 
town,  to  assure  ourselves  whether  he  is  present  or  not.  I  so  move, 
that  the  Sergeant  at  Arms  be  instructed  to  wait  upon  the  Mayor's 
office  and  find  out  if  the  Mayor  has  left  the  City,  and,  if  so,  we  can 
deal  with  the  situation  as  we  see  fit. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  The  papers  have  recorded  the  Mayor 
as  leaving  here  last  night  and  the  present  Chairman  is  Acting  Mayor. 
He  could  tell  you  directly,  by  asking  him  the  direct  question,  if  Mayor 
Rolph  is  in  town? 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  have  not  been  advised  that  the  Mayor  has 
changed  his  plans.  I  just  asked  that  the  Mayor's  office  be  requested 
to  advise  us  whether  he  left,  according  to  his  schedule,  for  the  East. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Chairman,  and  members  of  the 
Board:  While  the  inquiry  is  being  made,  I  feel  this  way  about  this 
matter — and  I  happen  to  be  one  of  the  present  trustees  of  the  War 
Memorial:  A  great  deal  has  been  said  about  our  dilatory  tactics  in 
appointing  the  trustees  to  succeed  the  present  trustees,  and  I  want  to 
say,  as  a  member  of  the  present  trustees,  that  I  do  not,  individually, 
like  to  be  charged  with  being  dilatory  in  doing  anything.  I  do  not 
do  it  in  my  private  work,  and  I  have  never  done  it  in  public  work 
and  I  never  will  if  I  can  help  it.  Now,  I  feel  that  this  matter  should 
be  heard  here  today,  and  that  a  stenographic  report  of  all  of  the  state- 
ments made  by  all  should  be  sent  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  in  what- 
ever part  of  the  East  that  he  is  in.  I  read  in  the  newspapers  where 
the  Mayor  went  east.  I  am  sure  that  he  has  gone  east  according  to 
those  statements,  and  I  feel  that  we  should  carry  this  hearing  on  and 
that  everything  pertaining  to  the  statements  made  here  should  be 
transcribed  and  sent  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  like  to  know  the  parliament- 
ary status. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  privilege  of  the  floor  has  been  extended  to 
Mr.  Glensor. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  We  are  waiting  to  see  if  the  Mayor  can 
be  present  or  not. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  am  advised  that  the  Mayor  left  for  the  East 
last  night.     The  privilege  of  the  floor  at  this  time 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI  (interrupting):  I  wish  to  know  what 
the  parliamentary  situation  is. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  privilege  of  the  floor  has  been  extended  to 
Mr.  Glensor. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Chairman,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Rules  Committee,  it  is  my  duty  to  move  an  adjournment  at  12:00 
o'clock.  I  feel  today  that  we  have  kept  these  gentlemen  waiting  and 
I  am  going  to  move  that  we  recess  at  12:30. 

H.  W.  GLENSOR:    Members  of  the  Board: 

THE  MAYOR:  This  original  is  the  same  report  read  by 
Mr.  Glensor 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  I  was  going 
to  observe  that  was  repetition. 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  that  is"  repetition,  and  with  your  per- 
mission, I  will  not  read  it  again. 

I  ask  leave  to  file  that  with  your  Board,  as  an  official  communica- 
tion for  the  veteran  bodies  of  San  Francisco,  and  I  also  ask  permission, 
if  you  please,  to  slep  out  of  my  character  for  a  moment  as  a  member 
cf  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  veterans,  and  to  state  to  you,  personally, 
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my  views  on  this  important  question.  Eight  or  nine  years  ago  this 
project  was  launched,  as  you  gentlejnen  said  in  the  argument  that  was 
sent  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  induce  them  to  vote  these 
bonds,  primarily  as  a  project  to  give  a  home  to  the  veteran  organiza- 
tions of  San  Francisco.  That  was  the  whole  motive,  that  was  the  whole 
tone  of  the  big  mass  meeting  that  was  held  in  the  Civic  Auditorium  in 
the  fall  of  1920.  You  remember  how  the  stage  was  dressed  with  all  the 
flags  of  the  soldiers,  sailors,  marines,  war  workers  and  so  on.  And 
that  was  all  that  was  discussed,  the  whole  undertone  of  the  meeting 
was,  "Let  us-  give  these  veteran  organizations  a  place  to  meet:"  The 
citizens  of  San  Francisco  subscribed  over  $2,000,000,  and  nearly  $2,000,- 

000  of  that  has  been  paid  into  the  trust  fund.  That  next  made  its  ap- 
pearance as  a  trust  fund,  under  a  declaration  of  trust,  that  was  drawn 
with  a  board  of  seven  trustees  appointed.  The  beneficiaries  of  that 
trust  fund  were  the  American  Legion,  the  San  Francisco  Opera  Asso- 
ciation and  the  San  Francisco  Art  As-sociation — maybe  I  have  not  got 
the  names  exactly  right,  but  that  is  the  sense  of  it.  Under  the  terms 
of  that  trust  agreement  the  American  Legion  was  made  a  sort  of  sub- 
sidiary trustee  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  other  veteran  organizations  of 
San  Francisco,  to  see  that  they  had  proper  housing  accommodations 
in  this  War  Memorial  building  if  and  when  it  was  built. 

In  19'27  the  veterans  were  asked,  and  they  did  support,  and  very 
properly  so,  this  bond  issue,  which  was  to  complete  the  project.  And 
the  only  specific  designation  you  will  find  in  that  ordinance  is  a 
specific  designation  to  build  Memorial  halls  for  veteran  organizations, 
£  nd  all  other  purposes  are  incidental  thereto.  What  happened?  From 
the  beginning  of  the  original  privately  subscribed  trust  fund  to  this 
day  no  plans  have  ever  been  submitted  to  the  veteran  organizations 

01  San  Francisco,  with  one  exception,  that  even  approximately  met 
their  needs  for  housing  purposes.  When  we  come  to  examine  it,  we 
find  that  the  principal  project  is  something  else  entirely,  and  that  the 
veterans'  needs  are  subsidiary  and  subordinate.  The  tail  is  wagging 
the  dog,  if  I  may  use  such  a  homely  illustration. 

A  set  of  plans  were,  at  one  time,  submitted  to  the  veterans  which 
they  did  approve,  and  when  we  find  construction  work  started  we  find 
it  started  upon  an  entirely  different  set  of  plans,  upon  an  entirely 
different  plan  departing,  radically  and  materially,  from  the  plans  which 
the  veteran  organizations  had  approved.  Naturally,  they  objected,  and 
we  objected,  and  we  are  going  to  continue  to  object  until  the  law  is 
complied  with  and  a  Memorial  Hall  for  veteran  organizations  is  pro- 
vided in  accordance  with  law  or  the  entire  project  is  rescinded  and 
comes  before  the  people  in  honest  guise,  saying  that  they  want  to 
build  an  opera  house  and  an  art  museum  and  use  the  money  for  that 
jiurpose.  And  if  the  people  so  will,  we  will  be  quiet  and  accept  the 
will  of  the  people. 

And  then  buildings  were  removed  from  these  lots  across  here,  build- 
ings that  were  bringing  in  revenue,  tenants  were  evicted  and  exca- 
vations were  dug,  to  carry  on  plans  which  were  not  in  accordance  with 
the  law,  which  did  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  veterans,  and  when  the 
veterans  objected  the  people  who  were  trying  to  put  this  project  across, 
according  to  their  private  views,  rushed  to  the  press  with  a  statement 
that  the  veterans  were  impeding  the  progress  of  San  Francisco,  and 
:hat  a  few  malcontents  were  holding  up  this  great  constructive  project 
lor  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  Gentlemen,  the  veterans  would  be 
derelict  in  the  duty  they  owe  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  on  the 
present  state  of  the  record  if  they  did  not  object  to  this  practical  mis- 
appropriation of  the  funds  which  were  provided  by  the  people  to  build 
one  type  of  project  and  have  it  converted  into  another  type,  and  if  that 
constitutes  a  malcontent,  we  are  going  to  continue  to  be  malcontents. 
But  as  to  representing  only  a  few  of  the  veteran  organizations  of  San 
Francisco,  I  want  to  assure  you  that  I  will  be  followed,  briefly,  by 
two  or  three  of  the  leaders  of  the  major  veteran  organizations  of  San 
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Francisco,  and  you  will  find  that  the  veterans  of  Sian  Francisco  are 
of  one  mind  and  speak  with  one  vcice  on  this  project.  We  are  going 
to  oppose  the  construction  of  a  War  Memorial  in  San  Francisco  until 
and  unless  the  plan,  as  laid  down,  is  followed  out  according  to  the 
law  which  has  created  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  that  building.  I 
thank  you  for  your  attention. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Chairman,  might  I  a&k  Mr.  Glensor 
low  many  buildings  does  he  anticipate  in  the  plan  of  the  War  Me- 
morial? 

MR.  GLENSOR:    Two,  I  guess. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEK:  One  for  the  veterans  and  one  for  the 
opera  house? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Well,  if  that  were  so,  it  would  be  all  right,  I  guess, 
but  there  is  one  that  is  commonly  and  erroneously  referred  to  as  The 
American  Legion  Building,  which  really  should  be  referred  to  as  the 
Veterans'  Building,  in  which  approximately  one-third  of  the  space 
will  be  allotted  to  the  veterans,  if  I  remember  correctly,  and  about  two- 
thirds  will  be  built  into  a  Memorial  Court  and  an  art  museum,  if  the 
pre&ent  plans  were  carried  out. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  You  have  no  objection  to  an  opera  house 
as  a  part  of  the  War  Memorial? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Heavens  no,  we  wish  them  all  the  luck  in  the 
world,  but  what  we  want  is  a  building,  built  in  accordance  with  the 
original  plan  that  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the 
City  Engineer  before  this  bond  ordinance  was  ever  submitted  to  the 
people,  and  in  which  the  veterans  will  be  provided  with  sufficient 
£;.oace,  so  arranged  that  it  will  be  a  practical  response  to  their  needs, 
and  that  is  all  we  want.  We  hope  that  there  will  be  enough  money 
left  over  to  build  the  finest  opera  house  west  of  New  York  City. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Will  you  say  then  that  the  four  million- 
dollar  bond  issue  which  was  voted  by  the  people  ought  to  be  devoted 
exclusively  to  a  building  for  the  use  of  the  war  veterans? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  That  is  the  only  project  that  is  mentioned  in  the 
ordinance. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    Then  you   claim   that   that  money  should 
go  exclusively  to  a  building  for  the  veterans? 
MR.  GLENSOR:   No,  not  exclusively. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  You  are  willing  then  that  it  should  be 
evenly  prorated  between  the  opera  house  and  the  veterans  and  the 
other  purposes? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  We  are  even  willing  that  it  should  be  unevenly 
prorated  so  long  as  sufficient  halls  and  an  auditorium,  locker  rooms 
and  so  forth  are  provided  to  meet  the  vetei-ans'  needs.  We  do  not 
rare  what  is  done  with  the  rest  of  the  money. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Glensor  this 
question:  It  has  been  stated  somewhere,  either  by  the  chief  executive 
or  by  newspaper  editorials,  I  am  not  sure,  that  these  opinions  expressed 
by  you,  and  heretofore  expre&sed  by  others,  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council,  which  I  know  is  a  representative  body,  do  not  represent,  in 
the  main,  the  views  of  the  rank  and  file  of  the  veterans,  the  majority. 
What  is  your  statement  as  to  that? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Well,  the  only  reaction  that  we  have  obtained  from 
the  rank  and  file  is  that,  if  we  have  been  condemned  at  all,  it  has 
been  condemnation  for  the  restraint  we  have  imposed  upon  our  ex- 
pression of  these  views.  We  have  made  every  effort  to  couch  the  views 
in  proper  parliamentary  language  and  still  meet  the  reaction  of  the 
rank  and  file,  Mr.  Gallagher. 

SUPERVISOR   GALLAGHER:    The    Board   ran   be   assured    that   not 

only  have  the  rank  and  file  been  consulted,  but  these  views,  despite 

statements  to  the  contrary,  represent  unquestionably  their  sentiments? 

MR.  GLENSOR:    Mr.  Gallagher,  we  have  only  heard  one  dissenting 

voice  from  a  gentleman  who  was  formerly,  some  years  ago,  quite  active 
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in  the  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion,  and  in  the  American 
Legion  in  San  Francisco,  who  has  been  out  of  touch  for  some  time,  and 
v.-ho  is  a  business  partner,  I  am  informed,  of  one  of  the  nominees.  We 
have  not  heard  a  dissenting  voice  anywhere.  If  any  criticism  has  been 
airected  toward  us,  it  has  been  for  not  pressing  our  claims  more 
strenuously. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  There  are,  I  understand,  something 
like  40,000  veterans  of  foreign  wars  in  San  Francisco;  is  that  not  true? 

MR.  GLENSOR:   I  think  that  is  fair -and  sixty  organizations  now. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  And  your  group  here  represents,  in 
an  organized  sen&e,  how  many? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  should  think  about  30,000  men  and  women,  count- 
ing auxiliaries  and  all  that. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  All  organized  as  a  part  of  40,000  vet- 
erans and  workers? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Yes,  I  think  there  are  40,000  men  who  are  actually 
veterans.  I  think  that  we  represent  here  the  voice  of  approximately 
30,000  people  which  include  auxiliary  organizations  and  state  units. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  You  are  organized  and  through  or- 
ganization you  give  expression 

MR.  GLENSOR  (interrupting):  Yes.  The  personnel  of  this  Advisory 
Board  arises  in  the  following  manner:  The  American  Legion  has  an 
Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  representatives  from  each  post. 
The  Spanish  War  veterans  act  through  their  County  Council — 1  happen 
to  be  a  member  also  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans — obviously,  the 
entire  40,000  people  cannot  come  up  here  and  express  their  views.  In 
order  to  get  an  avenue  of  communication  on  this  thing,  so  that  we 
would  be  coordinated  and  we  would  all  talk  about  the  same  thing, 
they  appointed  an  Advisory  Board,  comprising  J.  B.  Burns,  County 
faid  Area  Commander,  which  is  the  same  as  the  vice-president  of  the 
American  Legion,  and  also  a  past  commander  of  the  County  Council, 
Mr.  Boyd,  representing  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  one  of  the 
major  veteran  organizations  in  San  Francisco,  and  myself,  primarily 
representing  the  views  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  although  I 
happen  to  be  a  member  of  both  organizations,  and  that  is  the  Advisory 
i  card.  The  Advisory  Board,  gentlemen,  does-  not  purport  to  make  or 
name  any  policy  in  connection  with  this  War  Memorial.  We  are 
merely  the  mouthpiece  for  expressing  to  you  and  to  others,  the  or- 
ganized views  of  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  May  I  say  a  word  while  on  this  question: 
In  all  discussions  with  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  there  has  never 
been  one  individual  that  appeared  before  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  denied  the  statement,  made  just  a  moment  ago  by  Comrade  Glen- 
sor,  that  the  united  body  of  veterans  were  standing  behind  the  move- 
ment outline  by  the  Advisory  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  wanted  Mr.  Glensor  to  bring  out, 
for  the  press  and  the  public,  a  statement  which  would  be  an  answer 
10  the  statement  frequently  made,  and  authoritatively  as  I  thought, 
or  by  somebody  who  thought  it  was  authoritative,  that  the  views  ex- 
pressed by  the  gentleman  whom  he  represents,  and  for  whom  he  speaks 
so  well  this  morning,  were  not  the  views  of  a  majority  of  the  veterans 
involved.     You  have  answered  my  question. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  We  have  certified  copies  of  resolutions  from  prac- 
tically every  one  of  these  subordinate  organizations,  not  instructing 
UP  in  detail,  but  in  principle  as  to  what  to  say  here,  and  the  report 
which  I  have  just  read  to  you  has  been  submitted  to  and  approved 
r'\  the  commanders  of  all  the  major  organizations  in  San  Francisco, 
and,  specifically,  by  the  committees  of  the  American  Legion  on  the 
War  Memorial  and  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  the  Disabled  American  Veterans  and  so  forth.  I  will 
ask  you  gentlemen  to  be  kind  enough  to  hear  from  Mr.  Sapiro  briefly. 

SUPERVISOR   TODD:    You   made   the   statement  that   there   was   a 
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list  of  veterans  sent  to  the  Mayor,  any  of  whom  would  be  acceptable 
to  your  organization. 

MR.  GLEKSOR:  Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    How  many  names  were  in  that  list? 

MR.  GLENSOR:   Fifteen. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  Would  you  furnish  this  Board  with  a  list  of 
those  names? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  would  not  feel  at  liberty  to  for  this  reason:  We 
would  have  no  objection  to  the  Mayor  furni&hing  the  Board 

THE  MAYOR:  Is  Mr.  Glensor  here?  Did.  you  make  that 
statement,  you  would  have  no  objection  to  submitting  that 
list  of  15  names  to  the  Board? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  said  I  had  no  objection  to  your  doing 
so.  You  will  see  there,  I  stated  that  I  had  no  objection  to 
your  doing  it,  and  I  have  none  now. 

THE   MAYOR    (continuing  reading)  : 

SUPERVISOR  TODD  (interrupting):  The  Mayor  has  left  the  city 
tor  a  month. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  It  was  agreed  at  that  time  that  list  would  be  con- 
tidential  as  between  the  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Mayor,  and  I 
A^'Ould  not  feel  at  liberty  to  break  that  confidence  without  his  permis- 
sion, but  I  am  sure  we  would  gladly  consent  to  his  furnishing  them. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  would  not  want  to  ask  you  to  if  that  was 
the  arrangement. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  move  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Com- 
rade Sapiro. 

MILTON  D.  SAPIRO:  Mr.  Chairman,  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors:  I  appear  here  this  morning  to  add  my  voice  to  the  report 
that  was  rendered  by  the  Advisory  Board,  just  for  one  purpose,  and 
that  is  to  refute  the  insinuation  that  some  one  has  endeavored  to 
spread  among  this  Board,  and  probably  to  all  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco,  that  the  Advisory  Board  does  not  express  the  voice  of  the 
organized  veterans  of  San  Francisco.  I  want  to  say,  Mr.  Supervisor 
Gallagher,  that  you  will  perhaps  remember  that  the  Advisory  Board, 
one  of  the  members'  of  which  just  addressed  you,  was  created  at  your 
suggestion.  You  asked  that  the  veteran  groups  of  San  Francisco  get 
together  and  appoint  a  beard  of  three  men  to  whom  this  supervisorial 
body  could  look  for  accurate  information  representing  the  opinion  and 
::entiment  of  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco.  This  Advisory  Board  was 
created  by  all  of  the  veteran  bodies.  It  does  not  t;ike  any  independent 
action,  however.  It  is  the  voice  of  the  veteran  bodies.  And  the  letter 
just  read  by  Mr.  Glen&or  accurately  represents  the  voice  of  every  post 
in  the  American  Legion  in  San  Francisco,  and  accurately  represents 
the  voice  of  probably  more  than  90  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the 
organized  bodies  of  the  American  Legion  in  San  Francisco.  I  preside 
over  the  council  that  represents  all  of  the  pests  in  San  Francisco 
end  I  know  that  that  is  their  sentiment.  And  I  happen  to  attend  a 
great  many  meetings  of  the  American  Legion  posts  in  San  Francis'co 
and  I  know  that  it  is  the  sentiment  of  practically  all  the  members  of 
the  American  Legion  in  San  Francisco.  They  want  this  Memorial, 
but  they  want  a  Memorial  built  under  a  Board  of  Ti'ustees  in  whom 
they  can  have  confidence,  to  carry  out  the  vote  of  the  people  and  the 
subscription  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  They  feel  that  it  cannot 
be  accomplished  unless  the  resolution  which  you  gentlemen  adopted  is 
curried  out  in  spirit  and  in  fact,  that  is,  that  there  be  a  majority 
of  that  Board  who  are  war  veterans,  and  war  veterans  who  are  satis- 
factory to  the  veteran  groups  of  San  Francisco. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  like  to  make  a  statement  there,  but 
I  am  not  making  any  statement.     (Continuing  reading:) 
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Now,  I  have  seen  the  statements  in  the  public  press  that  perhaps 
this  group  of  organized  veterans  does  not  represent  all  of  the  veterans 
of  San  Francisco.  But  if  you  gentlemen  have  had  any  experience  with 
the  organized  veteran  groups-  in  San  Francisco  and  California,  such  as 
is  represented  before  you  here  today,  you  know  that  the  man  who  has 
become  a  member  of  an  organized  veteran  group  is  the  man  who  has 
recognized  that  his  service  to  his  country  did  not  cease  when  the  war 
terminated,  but  that  service  to  country  meant  doing  something  in 
time  of  peace  to  carry  out  the  true  purposes  of  citizenship,  and  that 
a  man  could  only  be  an  effective  citizen  through  organization.  And 
so  the  organized  veteran  is  the  man  who  has  maintained  his  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  his-  country.  The  organized  veteran  in  San  Francisco 
is  the  man  who  has  the  interest  of  San  Francisco  at  heart,  and  who  is 
willing,  not  merely  to  sit  back  and  read  it  in  the  newspapers,  but  to 
take  an  active  part  in  creating  public  sentiment  and  in  creating  a 
policy  that  will  make  for  the  good  of  San  Francisco.  And  his  voice 
is  the  voice  that  is  entitled  to  be  heard  because  the  unorganized  man 
sits  back  and  lets  other  people  do  the  things  for  him.  And  when  we 
come  to  you  saying  that  we  repre&ent  the  voice  of  the  organized  vet- 
erans we  represent  those  veterans  who  are  the  only  ones  to  be  entitled 
to  be  heard  before  the  Board  here,  where  other  men  are  willing  to  sit 
]jack  and  not  express  themselves  one  way  or  another.  We  are  not 
afraid  to  put  ourselves  on  record  on  this  thing;  we  are  not  afraid  of 
the  false  cries  that  have  been  raised  with  reference  to  this  thing. 
They  say  that  the  people  of  San  Francisco  want  a  War  Memorial. 
Who  wants  a  Memorial  to  the  deeds  of  men  who  fought  and  bled  and 
lell  on  the  field  of  battle  more  than  those  of  us  who  stood  by  their 
sides  when  they  fell,  who  saw  those  men  go  to  the  last  home  that  is 
given  to  man?  Do  you  think  that  we  do  not  want  the  War  Memorial 
in  San  Francisco?  But  we  want  a  War  Memorial.  There  is  nothing 
in  anything  that  has  been  submitted  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
ihat  says,  "Do  you  want  an  opera  hou&e  as  a  War  Memorial?"  We 
vvant  to  be  fair  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  We  are  perfectly  will- 
ing that,  along  with  these  other  garbage  questions  that  you  are  going 
to  submit  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  that  you  can  submit  this  one: 
"Do  you  want  the  majority  of  the  funds  voted  for  War  Memorial  pur- 
poses to  be  used  for  building  an  opera  house?"  And  if  the  people 
answer  "Yes,"  we  will  accept  their  decision.  But  we  know  what  their 
answer  will  be.  And  we  know,  and  we  are  confident  of  the  fact,  that 
the  people  will  support  you  in  demanding  that  a  War  Memorial  Board 
of  Trustees  be  composed  of  a  majority  of  veterans.  Why,  it  is  a 
shame  in  a  city  of  this  size,  where  there  are  thousands  of  veterans, 
as  you  say,  Mr.  Supervisor,  that  you  appoint,  not  a  majority  of  vet- 
erans, but  that  you  do  not  appoint  an  entire  board  of  war  veterans 
lo  administer  a  War  Memorial.  Who  says  that  all  the  intelligence 
and  all  the  brains-  of  San  Francisco  reside  in  a  certain  group?  I 
understand  that  when  the  group  was  presented  to  your  body  that 
something  was  mentioned  as  to  the  wealth  of  the  men  that  were 
appointed  and  the  expectation  of  gifts  from  them.  Is  San  Francisco 
t'lo  small  to  build  its  own  War  Memorial  that  it  has  to  depend  on 
wealth?  Was  wealth  ever  made  the  test  of  service  to  the  nation? 
When  we  went  out  on  the  field  of  battle  did  they  say,  "How  much 
u'oney  do  you  have;  how  much  did  you  contribute  to  the  army?"  No. 
They  looked  at  your  heart  and  your  soul  and  your  willingness  to  serve. 
V'e  want  a  War  Memorial,  but  we  do  not  want  you  to  erect  a  building 
out  there,  or  a  set  of  buildings  that  we  will  point  out  to  our  children 
cind  say,  "Yes,  there  is  a  beautiful  structure,  but  empty  in  spirit  and 
r.ot  representative  of  the  heart  of  San  Francisco."  We  do  not  want 
any  hypocrisy  associated  with  cur  War  Memorial.  We  of  the  American 
liegion  expect  this  Board  of  Supervisors  to  keep  faith  with  us.  When 
the  ordinance  was  passed — and  it  was  passed,  of  course,  under  very 
peculiar  circumstances — you  saw  fit  to  insert  in  that  ordinance  a  pro- 
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vision  that  the  appointees  would  be  subject  to  your  confirmation,  and 
then  you  went  further.  You  said  that  you  believed  that  it  was  proper 
to  have  a  majority  of  appointees  who  are  war  veterans.  Now,  we  want 
you  to  stay  by  the  belief  which  we  believe  you  sincerely  held  when 
you  passed  that  resolution.  We  do  not  think  that  the  ordinance  was 
intended  to  make  you  a  rubber  stamp  of  the  Mayor.  You  have  the 
right  to  an  independent  judgment  on  those  appointees-,  and  in  the 
name  of  the  American  Legion  of  San  Francisco,  I  ask  this  Board  to 
keep  faith  with  its  war  veterans  and  insist  that  a  majority  of  that 
Board  be  war  veterans  and  war  veterans  who  are  acceptable  to  the 
group  of  ex-service  men  here. 

SUPERVISOR   SCHMIDT:    Mr.   Chairman 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:  I  am  going  to  ask,  if  we  are  not  going  to 
adjourn,  that  Colonel  Tobin  be  heard  for  just  a  moment. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  have  been  given  the  list  of  speakers 
that  the  veterans  desire  to  have  speak  before  this-  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR  (interrupting):   It  will  just  take  a  moment. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:   I  have  no  objection. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  gave  notice  that  I  would  move  to  ad- 
journ at  12:30.  I  am  going  to  make  that  as  a  motion.  You  can  vote 
it  down  if  you  wish.     I  could  not  present  it  under  the  conditions. 

COLONEL  TOBIN:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  honorable 
Board  of  Supervisors:  Two  weeks  ago  yesterday  I  came  here  in  behalf 
of  men  of  my  regiment,  who  represented  the  City  of  San  Francisco 
and  were  on  the  other  side,  and  asked  for  a  postponement  in  their 
behalf  for  one  week.  The  Mayor  granted  it,  and  last  week  you  were 
fo  busy,  you  worked  until  7:00  o'clock,  that  you  postponed  it  until 
today.  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  that,  and  my  one  reason  is  that  my 
men  wanted  to  bring  before  your  body,  the  fathers  of  this  city,  the 
true  state  of  affairs,  as  I  understand  them.  It  is  my  duty  to  you.  I 
do  not  belong  to  the  Legion  or  to  any  organization.  I  believe  that 
those  men  who  live  here,  your  sons  and  husbands  and  brothers  repre- 
sent those  who  are  entitled  to  be  heard.  I  am  only  a  regular.  But 
it  is  my  duty  to  uphold  my  men  when  they  call  on  me  to  do  s-o. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  move  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Com- 
rade Harold  Boyd. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Supervisor  Schmidt  just  told  me  that 
there  is  only  one  more  speaker  and  that  is  Mr.  Boyd. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:    I  believe  that  is  all. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  So  I  won't  press  my  motion  until  he 
gets  through. 

MR.  HAROLD  J.  BOYD:  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Board: 
As  Commander  of  the  County  Council  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
and  as  Chairman  of  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  United  Veter- 
ans Council,  I  am  here  to  confirm  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Glensor, 
and  also  the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Sapiro,  representing  the  American 
Legion.  On  behalf  of  the  organization  that  I  represent,  I  also  want  to 
express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  for  the 
attitude  that  you  have  always  assumed  in  the  past  in  regard  to  the 
War  Memorial.  I  think  that  the  speakers  that  have  preceded  me  have 
given  you  all  of  the  facts.  But  I  want  you  to  know,  and  I  want  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  acquaint  you  with  some  of  the  questions  that 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco  are  asking  us,  be- 
cause the  three  of  us  are  their  representatives.  They  are  asking  us 
why  it  is  that  there  has  been  so  much  opposition  to  the  veterans'  views 
in  this  matter,  no  opposition  from  this  Board  but  opposition  from  otlier 
quarters.  The  people  we  represent  point  out  to  us  that,  in  .June,  1927, 
this  Board,  by  a  unanimous  resolution,  decided  that  no  money  result- 
ing from  the  sale  of  the  .M, 000, 000  worth  of  bonds  would  ever  be  ap- 
propriated until  and  unless  the  plans  for  the  War  Memorial  were  ap- 
proved by  veteran  organizations.  They  point  out  to  us  that  two  years 
went  by  without  any  plans  being  submitted  to  us  for  approval.  The 
men  that  we  represent  point  out  to  us,  also,  that  at  the  last  minute  of 
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the  last  hour  of  the  last  day  upon  which  charter  amendments  could 
be  submitted  a  charter  amendment  was  submitted  to  this  Board  last 
year.  Every  member  of  the  Board  knows  the  text  of  that  charter 
amendment.  It  was  submitted  to  you.  As  originally  submitted  to  you 
that  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  would  have  been  all  powerful 
in  connection  with  that  project.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  pro- 
tection of  veteran  interests,  if  you  please,  saw  fit  to  limit  the  power 
of  that  Board,  and  this  Board  of  Supervisors  saw  fit  to  alter  the  amend- 
ment, as  submitted,  to  the  extent  that  this  Board  would  have  a  voice 
in  the  final  approval  of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  that  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  was  to  appoint.  The  men  that  we  represent  point 
out  to  us,  also,  that  in  December  of  last  year  a  resolution  was  intro- 
duced in  this  Board,  recommending  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  six  of 
eleven  trustees  be  chosen  from  the  ranks  of  ex-service  men.  That 
resolution  you  are  all  familiar  with.  That  resolution  was  fought  here 
for  three  weeks  and,  finally,  by  a  majority  action,  the  Board  adopted 
the  resolution. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  I  want  to  tell  you  that  in  January  of  this 
year  we  appealed  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  appoint  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  in  January,  and  in  February,  and  again  in  March,  and  his 
Honor  took  no  action,  and,  finally,  after  eight  months  of  study,  he 
submitted  a  Board  to  you  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  knew  would  be 
objected  to  by  the  veteran  organizations.  We  want  to  say  to  you  that 
we  appreciate  the  problem  that  confronts  you  today. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Your  Honor,  it  is  six  o'clock— 
THE  MAYOR:     Yes.  the  sun  is  just  coming  up. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     I  was  going  to  suggest 

SUPERVISOR    GALLAGHER    (interrupting):      I    move    a 
call   of  the   Board. 

THE   MAYOR:     I  intend   to   finish   this  report,  if  you   will 
stay  here. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     I  would  like  to  make  a  state- 
ment for  the  record. 

THE  MAYOR  (continuing)  :    That  is  the  reason  the  record 
is  here.    I  would  like  to  continue  now.    (Continuing  reading:) 

We  realize  that  you  are  serving  simply  as  representatives  of  the 
people,  and  we  know  what  a  problem  it  is  to  serve  as  representatives 
of  the  people.  For  that  reason  we  have  given  you  our  views  in  writ- 
ing so  that  every  member  of  the  Board  could  have  our  reasons  for 
objecting  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  at  present  constituted.  We 
realize  the  problem  that  you  have  to  contend  with,  but  we  hope  that 
you  will  continue  to  keep  faith  with  the  veteran  organizations  just  as 
you  have  in  the  past  on  three  specific  occasions  that  I  have  mentioned. 
We  realize  that  you  are  representatives,  we  realize  that  a  representa- 
tive sometimes  has  a  hard,  hard  problem  to  handle.  The  veterans  in 
San  Fi-ancisco  were  at  one  time  representatives.  We  represented  not 
only  San  Francisco  and  California,  but  we  represented  all  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  189S,  and  in  1917-191S.  and  all  we  ask  of  you 
is  that  you  do  as  well  by  us  as  we  tried  to  do  by  you  in  those  days. 
Thank   you. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:   I  move  we  recess  until  2:30. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEX:    Second  that  motion. 

(Thereupon  a  recess  was  had  until  2:30.) 


AFTERNOON   SESSION,   2:30   P.   M. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    The  Board  will  be  in  order. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  matter  before  the  Board  is  still  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  move  that  the  matter  of  the  War  Me- 
morial Trustees  be  taken  in  the  hands  of  the  Board.

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  would  like  to  make  about  a  five-minute  statement 
SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:    I  withdraw  that  motion  temporarily  and 
move  that  the  privilege  of  the  floor  be  extended  to  Mr.  Harry  Glensor. 
THE  CHAIRMAN:    No  objection?     Such  will  be  the  order. 
MR.  GLEXSOR:    Gentlemen  of  the  Board:    You  may  have  gathered 
this    morning   that    the    members    of   the    veterans    who   are   here   feel 
rather  intensely  on  this  matter,  and  due,  perhaps,  to  the  very  intense- 
ness  of  that  feeling,  we  overlooked  a  matter  that  should  be  considered, 
and  which  is  not  covered  by  the  typewritten  letter  which  was  submit- 
ted to  you,  for  the  reason  that  it  has  only  come  up  since  that  report 
was  prepared.     I  refer  to  the  intimations  that  have  been  going  around 
in  the  press — one  of  them  is  editorially  noted  in  one  of  today's  papers 
■ — that,  unless  action  satisfactory  to  the  people  who  subscribed  to  this 
private  trust  fund  is  taken,  that  the  subscribers  to  the  private  trust 
fund  might  see  fit  to  withdraw  their  subscriptions.     Now,  gentlemen, 
the  answer  of  the  veterans  to  that  suggestion  is  that  it  simply  cannot 
be  done.     The  subscriptions  to  the  private  trust  fund  have  been  paid 
in,  all  or  nearly  all  paid  in,  and  there  are  some  uncollected.     Whether 
the  uncollected  can  be  collected  or  not  is  a  question.     But  so  far  as 
any  subscriber  to  the  private  trust  fund  withdrawing  the  money  that 
has  been  paid  into  the  private  trust  fund,  it  simply  cannot  be  done,  It 
is  just  foolish  to  talk  about  it.     If  such  an  attempt  was  made,  the  vet- 
erans might  welcome  it  because  it  might  result  in  our  securing  a  full 
and  complete  accounting  of  that  private  trust  fund,  which  we  have  been 
trying  for  eight  years  unsuccessfully  to  get.     Now,  what  may  happen 
is  this:    It  may  happen,   no  matter  what  action  this  Board  takes,  or 
what  form  the  War  Memorial  project  may  take,  the  board  of  private 
trustees  may,  in  their  wisdom,  refuse  to  turn  over  the  privately  sub- 
scribed trust  fund  to  the  public  trustees  who  are  eventually  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  this  Board.     That  may  happen  no  mat- 
ter what  this  Board  does  or  what  form  the  War  Memorial  project  may 
take.     We  cannot  look  into  the  future  and  say  what  those  trustees  are 
going  to  do.     It  is  doubtful  if  they,  even  at  this  time,  know  themselves. 
But  if  such  a  contingency  should  occur,  the  answer  to  it  is  very  simple, 
very  simple:  If  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees,  as  finally  consti- 
tuted, and  this  Board  of  Supervisors  will  sell  the  $4,000,000  bonds  pro- 
vided by  the  people  and  proceed  to  erect  a  structure  in  accordance  with 
the  mandates  of  the  Ordinance  which  the  people  passed  to  house  the 
veteran  organizations  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  such  other  educational, 
recreational  and  other  municipal  purposes  as  may  be  incidental  there- 
to  

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN  (interrupting):  What  do  you  mean— right 
at  that  point  and  stage — by  "other  educational  or  recreational  pur- 
poses that  might  be  incidental  thereto,"  in  addition  to  the  War  Memo- 
rial Building? 

MR.  GLENSOR:    I  do  not  propose  to  interpret  the  Ordinance. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    How   do  you  interpret  that? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Why,  I  suppose  that  if  there  was  room  in  the  base- 
ment for  a  fire  house  or  a  police  station,  or  some  other  incidental  mu- 
nicipal purpose,  and  it  was  not  being  utilized  for  any  other  purpose,  it 
could  be  used  for  any  other  city  purpose.  That  is  my  personal  idea. 
I  suppose  that  the  language  of  the  Ordinance  might  furnish  material 
for  long  and  serious  cogitation  on  the  part  of  a  Supreme  Court  some- 
time, I  do  not  know. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Do  you  a.ssume  that  the  people,  in  voting 
the  $4,000,000,  or  do  you  agree  that,  when  they  voted  that  bond  issue 
for  $4,000,000  for  a  War  Memorial,  that  the  public  had  in  mind  also  a 
building  and  an  Opera  House  with  the  $2,000,000  that  was  already 
available? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  do  not  know  what  the  public  had  in  mind,  Mr. 
Hayden,  other  than  the  language  of  the  Ordinance  itself,  and  perhaps 
it  may  be  explained  by  the  argument  that  this  Board  sent  out  to  the 
people  to  induce  them  to  vote  it,  and  that  was  the  language  that  was 
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quoted  there — maybe  I  did  not  quote  it  correctly  from  memory.  It  is 
quoted  in  the  written  memorandum  which  we  submitted  to  you  this 
morning,  and  the  argument  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sent  out  in 
support  thereof  was  that  its  primary  purpose  was  to  house  the  veteran 
organizations  of  San  I  rancisco,  that  was  the  primary  purpose  for 
which  the  War  Memorial  project  was  launched.     Well,  now 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON  (interrupting):  Mr.  Glensor,  don't  you 
think  that  in  voting  those  bonds  that  was  the  main  thought  in  the 
minds  of  the  public? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Why,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  it.  this  Board  has 
gone  on  record  and  so  stated. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  The  thought  just  expressed  by  Mr.  Glen- 
sor that  it  was  for  the  veterans. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  There  can  be  no  doubt  of  it,  it  has  always  been 
the  underlying  motive  back  of  this  War  Memorial  project,  from  the 
day  of  the  first  mass  meeting  in  the  Civic  Center.  Now,  if  in  the 
highly  inconceivable  even  that  the  private  trustees  should,  in  their 
wisdom,  refuse  to  turn  over  this  million  or  so  dollars  that  may  remain, 
the  answer  is  very  clear,  it  will  only  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
law,  and  if  you  comply  with  the  law,  the  Board  of  Trustees — and  I  pre- 
sume they  will — and  this  Board  of  Supervisors  complies  with  the  ordi- 
nance and  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  there 
will  be  no  trouble  about  that  private  fund  of  $1,000,000  or  so  because 
without  it  no  progress  can  be  made  upon  an  Opera  House,  to  any 
marked  degree.  And  if  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  this  Board  takes 
the  $4,000,000  and  complies  with  the  Ordinance  in  the  construction  of 
that  building,  the  private  trustees  and  the  people  that  they  represent, 
who  are  the  proponents,  principally,  of  an  Opera  House  and  an  Art 
Museum,  will  be  sitting  on  the  front  steps  of  the  City  Hall  to  turn 
over  the  private  money  to  you  so  they  can  go  on  Avith  the  Opera  House. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  That  has  opened  up  a  line  of  thought  here 
to  me.  It  was  stated  awhile  back,  I  think  by  yourself,  that  at  one 
time  there  was  a  different  set  of  plans  submitted  by  the  City  Engineer. 
Is  that  your  statement? 

MR.  GLENSOR:   Well,  yes,  that  is  qualifiedly  true. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  There  was  a  different  set  of  plans  submitted 
by  the  City  Engineer's  office.     When  was  that? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  At  the  time  the  Ordinance  was  submitted  to  this 
Board,  or  prepared  by  this  Board  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  it  was 
nccompanied  by  a  draft  of  floor  plans.  I  have  them  right  here,  a  print 
taken  from  those  plans,  that  were  submitted  by  the  City  Engineer, 
showing  two  buildings,  rectangular  in  shape,  which  constituted  the 
War  Memorial  project.  The  plans,  as  drawn  and  submitted,  the  first 
plans  that  were  drawn  and  submitted  to  the  Legion — to  the  veterans, 
rather,  for  their  approval — did  not  conform  to  this  at  all.  One  of  the 
buildings  was  not  rectangular  in  shape,  and  there  were  some  other 
changes.  Tentative  plans  were  thereafter  submitted  but  never  have 
been  definitely  submitted. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  There  was  a  set  of  plans  that  was  agreeable 
to  veteran  organizations? 

MR.  GLENSOR:   Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:    That  is  what  I  mean. 

MR.  GLENSOR:    Yes.  there  was  at  one  time. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  Was  that  submitted  by  City  Engineer 
O'Shaughnessy? 

MR.  GLENSOR:   No.  submitted  hv  the  private  trustees. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:    By  the  private  trustees? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Yes,  sir,  and  then  when  construction  started  we 
discovered  that  they  were  being  built  according  to  other  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  What  was  the  ultimate  cost  to  be  of  those 
suggested  buildings?     I  want  to  find  out  what  was  the  ultimate  cost. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  have  it  all  here,  it  may  take  a  moment  to  find  it. 
That  was  under  the  .?4. 000, 000. 
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SUPERVISOR  KENT:  My  question  is  that,  in  this  particular  set  of 
plans  that  was  submitted,  and  apparently  met  the  approval  of  the 
veteran  organizations,  I  asked,  what  was  the  cost  figure  on  those  plans? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  The  plans  that  we  approved,  I  am  not  certain  we 
ever  had  any  cost  figure  on  those,  we  have  never  had  any  definite  cost 
figures— of  the  Veterans'  Building  was  $1,806,000  and  the  total  cost 
was  $5,310,3C4,  well  within  the  amount  of  money  available. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    When  was  that  set  of  plans  approved? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Approved  by  the  veterans?  Just  a  minute,  I  will 
tell  you;   December,  1928. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    What  has  become  of  those  plans  now? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  do  not  know  what  has  become  of  the  plans,  but 
when  they  started  work  on  the  building  it  was  plain  to  be  seen  that 
the  building  was  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  other  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  Who  rejected  this  plan  that  has  been  approved 
by  the  veterans?  Did  the  present  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial  reject 
this  plan? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Apparently  so,  because  they  started  to  build  the 
building  in  accordance  with  other  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  They  have  not  started  to  do  any  building 
any  more  than  excavating. 

i\IR.  GLENSOR:  It  is  plain  to  be  seen  that  is  what  is  going  to  hap- 
pen, and  they  drew  up  other  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:    I  do  not  think  they  will  get  away  with  that. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  At  the  time  that  these  plans  were  submitted 
to  you  that  you  approved 

MR.  GLENSOR:   December,  1928. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  Did  they  carry  with  it  the  Opera  House 
feature  also? 

MR.   GLENSOR:    Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:   And  it  was  voluntarily  submitted  to  you? 

MR.  GLENSOR:    Yes.     Well,  voluntarily — we  requested  them. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  I  mean,  it  was  their  own  architectural  design. 

MR.   GLENSOR:    Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  You  do  not  think  that  there  is  a  commitment 
in  the  adoption  of  any  particular  set  of  plans  up  to  this  time,  is  there? 
There  is  no  commitment  anywhere? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Well,  so  far  as  we  know,  the  only  commitment 
that  has  been  made  has  been  made  to  another  set  of  plans,  different 
than  the  ones  we  approved. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  If  that  completes  the  various  speakers 
that  desired  to  discuss  this  matter,  I  move  now  that  the  matter  be 
taken  in  the  hands  of  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:    Second  that  motion. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:      No  objection?     Such  will  be  the  n^der. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  believe  that  the 
parliamentary  situation  is  this:  When  the  Mayor  presented  the  names 
to  this  Board.  I  believe  that  Supervisor  Hayden  moved  that  the  group 
be  ratified.  That  was  seconded  by  some  member  of  the  Board,  I  have 
fors;otten. 

THE  CLERK:      Supervisor  Shannon. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  take  it  that  that  is  the  situation 
before  us  now. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  No,  there  was  another  motion  after 
that. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     What  was  it? 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:      The  Clerk  will  notify  you. 
THE  CLERK:      It  went  over  a  week. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  know  that  after  the 
p^otion  was  made  by  Mr.  Hayden  and  seconded  by  myself,  then  the 
subject  matter  was  discussed  and  it  was  brought  out  that  there  were 
only  five  veterans  on  the  list,  and  I  was  about  to  withdraw  my  second 
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when  another  motion  was  made,  I  do  not  recall  just  what  it  was,  that 
I  seconded.     If  the  record  is  found 

THE  CLERK  (interrupting):  I  will  read  the  record  to  you.  On 
August  26th  the  communication  from  the  Mayor  was  read,  the  con- 
sideration was  continued  a  week,  after  some  discussion.  On  Septem- 
ber 3rd,  one  week  later,  it  came  up  again,  went  over  one  week  and  was 
made  a  special  order  for  2:00  p.  m. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON  (interrupting):  No,  I  am  speaking 
about  the  first  time  that  it  was  presented  to  the  Board,  I  think,  if  Mr. 
Barry  will  look  up  the  record  he  will  find  that  there  was  another 
motion  made  after  the  original  motion  that  was  made  by  Mr.  Hayden 
and  seconded  by  myself. 

THE  CLERK:      Moved  to  lay  over  one  week.     So  ordered. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  So  as  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Board,  I  will  allow  my  second  to  the  motion  to  remain,  with  the  under- 
standing that  it  does  not  commit  me  to  vote  for  the  list. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      Call  the  roll. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Board,  I  merely  desire  to  state  my  position  upon  this  matter  with 
reference  to  ratifying  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  I  have  no 
differences  with  the  appointments  made  by  the  Mayor,  but  I  have  a 
word  that  I  gave  by  resolution  that  I  would  cast  my  vote  in  favor  of 
the  majority  of  the  trustees  being  appointed  from  a  veteran  group,  with 
no  reflection  to  the  Mayor  and  his  appointments,  those  whom  he  has 
selected  to  serve  as  trustees.  Nevertheless,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  cast  a 
vote  in  opposition  to  ratification  on  account  of  the  stand  that  I  took 
when  this  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  would  like  to  make  a  statement  for  the  record, 
if  I  may  be  permitted  to  do  so:  I  regret  that  I  cannot  vote  to  confirm 
the  nominations  of  the  Mayor,  but  I  feel  that  an  affirmative  vote  on  my 
part  at  this  time  would  be  a  stultification  of  the  position  which  I  have 
publicly  taken  in  this  Board  on  a  number  of  occasions  in  connection 
with  the  War  Memorial  project.  I  was  the  author  of  the  resolution 
unanimously  adopted  by  this  Board  nearly  two  years  ago,  to  the  effect 
that  this  Board  would  not  approve  any  appropriations  from  the  bond 
issue  voted  for  the  War  Memorial  project  until  such  time  as  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  that  project  had  been  approved  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  a  majority  of  the  duly  constituted  war  veterans  organiza- 
tions of  San  Francisco.  I  was  also  the  author  of  the  resolution  re- 
questing his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  majority  of  the  new  Board 
of  War  Memorial  trustees  from  the  ranks  of  the  veterans  of  the  wars 
in  which  this  Republic  has  been  engaged.  I  regret  that  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  did  not  see  fit  to  meet  the  request  of  the  Board,  because  I  feel 
that  the  Charter  amendment  which  provides  for  the  creation  of  this 
new  Board  definitely  places  that  joint  responsibility  for  the  appoint- 
ment and  confirmation  of  these  trustees  as  between  the  Mayor  and  the 
Board,  and  I  think  that  the  request  of  the  Board  was  entirely  a  proper 
one.  I  have  no  criticism  whatever  to  make  of  any  of  the  individuals 
who  have  been  nominated  by  the  Mayor  for  these  trusteeships.  I  desire 
to  say,  publicly,  that  in  my  opinion  every  man,  as  a  citizen,  is  worthy, 
in  every  respect,  to  fulfill  the  obligations  cf  this  trusteeship  and  to 
function  as  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  would  have  him  function. 
But  the  question  has  become  controversial,  very  bitterly  controversial, 
in  the  community,  and  I  personally  agree  with  the  viewpoint  expressed 
by  the  representatives  of  the  organized  veterans  who  have  appeared 
here.  I  know — ^and  there  can  be  no  contradiction  of  the  record — 
that  in  the  appeal  to  the  voters  to  ratify  the  bond  issue  proposed  for 
the  War  Memorial  project,  the  paramount  argument  was  that  this 
money  would  be  used,  first,  to  construct  a  building  as  a  home  for  the 
San  Francisco  veterans  of  the  Wars.  There  was  little  mention  during 
that  campaign  of  the  proposal  to  build  an  Opera  House.  It  was  gen- 
erally understood  that  an  Opera  House  would  probably  be  part  of  the 
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War  Memorial  project,  but  the  voters  were  told  that  the  money  was  to 
be  used,  primarily,  for  the  other  purpose  first  and  that  the  residue  of 
the  money  should  be  used  then  for  such  other  purposes  as  the  trustees 
might  recommend.    I  desire  at  this  time  to  express  my  conviction  that 
the  responsibility  for  the  long  delay  in  the  carrying  forward  of  this 
War    Memorial    project     rests,    squarely    and    exclusively,    upon    the 
shoulders  of  the  men  who  have  been  acting  as  the  private  board  of 
trustees  for  the  War  Memorial  project.     I  have  stated  previously  that, 
in  my  opinion,  the  responsibility  rested  mainly  upon  one  or  two  in- 
dividuals in  that  Board  who  had  the  fixed  opinion  that  an  Opera  House 
of  a  certain  size  must  be  constructed,  and  that  every  other  feature  of 
that  project  must  be  subordinated  to  their  opinion.     If  this  matter  had 
been  in  the  hands  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  of  any  other  public 
body,  public  condemnation  would  have  rested  upon  us,  and  justly,  in 
severest   fashion,    but   the    responsibility    here   cannot   be   placed   upon 
public  officials.     It  rests  in  one  place,  and  one  place  only,  and  that  is 
where  I  have  placed  it  in  my  statement  to  you.     I  think  that  this  situa- 
tion could  be  adjusted  very  simply,  meeting  the  opinions  of  the  War 
Veterans  by  just  one  or  two  changes.     I  would  not  presume  to  suggest 
what  those  changes  should  be,  but  it  is  obvious  to  all  of  us  that,  how- 
ever fine  the  selections  made  by  his  Honor  may  be,  there  are  in  the 
citizenship  of   San   Francisco   other   selections   that   could   be  made  to 
give  the  War  Veterans  their  proper  representation,   which   would  be 
equally  satisfactory.     And  the  change  that  need  be  made  would  be  only 
very  small.     I  feel   it  my  duty,   in  view   of   my   previously  expressed 
public  attitude  on  this  question,  to  vote  against  confirmation. 

I  desire  to  make  one  additional  statement:  We  have  already  been 
forewarned  that  the  criticism  will  probably  be  made  that  the  respon- 
sibility for  a  further  delay  rests  upon  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  if  it 
does  not  today  confirm  the  nominations  made  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor. 
I  desire  to  point  out  to  you  that  no  such  criticism  at  this  time  can 
logically  be  made  because  it  will  be  a  financial  impossibility  to  sell  any 
of  those  bonds  on  the  present  market  until  such  time  as  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  have  seen  fit — I  will  modify  that  to  this  extent:  Until 
such  time  as  the  conditions  in  the  bond  market  shall  improve,  if  they 
do,  or  until  such  time  as  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  shall  see  fit  to 
authorize  a  change  in  the  interest  rate  on  our  bonds. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  too  feel  that  I  should 
explain  my  vote,  having  been  one  of  those  who  voted  for  a  resolution, 
asking  that  a  majority  of  the  Committee  be  War  Veterans.  I  do  not 
know  how  I,  or  any  member  who  at  the  time  the  resolution  was  in- 
troduced voted  for  it,  could  vote  differently.  I  think  the  members  of 
the  Board  have  been  exceedingly  fair.  We  ask  the  Mayor  and  had  a 
sitting  with  him,  and  I  think  explained  our  position  very  thoroughly, 
so  that  the  matter  could  not  be  put  up  to  us  at  this  particular  time  as 
being-  the  obstacle.  We  tried  to  nave  people — not  my  choice  or  the 
choice  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  I  do  not  think  any  member  of  the 
Board  had  any  individual  in  sight — we  were  seeking  to  have  a  Com- 
mittee appointed  who  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  War  Veterans,  for, 
after  all,  we  are  building  a  War  Memorial,  dedicated  to  those  who  took 
part  in  the  War  and  to  those  who  lost  their  lives,  and  it  seems  to  me 
no  more  than  fair  that  we  should  go  along  with  them  and  try  to  satisfy 
any  reasonable  request  that  they  might  make,  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
•  their  requests  have  been  reasonable.  Therefore,  I  must  vote  against 
the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  have  a 
week's  time  to  consider  the  arguments  made  by  the  veterans'  organiza- 
tions. It  is  the  first  time  that  I  have  heard  these  arguments.  Some  of 
them  I  was  familiar  with,  others  are  entirely  new,  and  I  wish  to 
examine  this  communication  and  wish  to  weigh  the  arguments  that 
have  been  presented  here  orally.  I  feel  that  I  am  not  in  a  position  at 
the  present  time  to  pass  intelligently  upon  their  arguments.     And  for 
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those  reasons  I  make  a  motion,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  the  matter  of  the 
confirmation  of  the  Mayor's  list  of  trustees  be  postponed  for  one  week. 
THE  CHAIRMAN:      Is  there  a  second  to  that  motion?     The  motion 
fails  for  lack  of  a  second? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  desire  to  make 
a  brief  statement  of  my  vote.  I  hold  the  resolution  that  was  passed 
December  3rd,  1928,  in  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfully 
urge  and  recommend  that  his  Honor  the  Mayor  appoint  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  from  that  por- 
tion of  the  citizenry  of  San  Francisco  who  have  been  in  service  in  the 
Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  in  time  of  War.  This  resolution  was 
adopted  by  eleven  votes,  six  against  and  one  absent.  I  am  one  of  those 
who  voted  in  favor.  I  assure  you  my  fingers  were  not  crossed  when  I 
said  "Yes",  I  meant  it.  And  I  think  it  would  have  been  a  very  easy 
matter  for  the  Mayor  to  have  selected,  from  that  portion  of  our 
citizenry  that  has  served  our  country,  a  group  of  men,  at  least  a 
majority,  but  inasmuch  as  the  Mayor  has  not  seen  fit  to  do  it,  I  am 
going  to  vote,  with  the  understanding  that  this  will  be  sent  back  to  him 
and  that  he  will  understand  that  he  must  appoint  a  majority  at  least, 
and  that  as  long  as  I  am  on  this  Board  I  shall  vote  against  any  recom- 
mendations he  may  make,  if  they  do  not  contain  a  majority  of  our 
citizenry  who  have  served  the  country. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  Mr.  Chairman,  on  a  point  of  information: 
What  is  to  prevent  the  construction  and  equipment  of  a  $4,000,000  pro- 
ject only  on  that  site?  Is  the  private  money  that  has  been  subscribed, 
in  the  possession  of  those  Trustees  with  any  strings  on  it  that  could 
not  be  rectified  at  this  time?  I  wonder  if  the  subscribers  to  the  private 
fund  would  be  willing  to  donate  to  the  City  and  County  these  two 
blocks  of  land  which  are  held  by  private  ownership  today,  pending  the 
settlement  of  this  controversy.  If  that  was  turned  over  to  the  city  as 
a  gift,  as  is,  and  whatever  funds  are  to  their  credit,  to  the  credit  of  the 
account,  prorated  and  sent  back  to  the  subscribers,  I  think  that  that 
would  be  a  good  solution,  and  we  could  proceed,  after-  the  gift  of  the 
land,  with  the  expenditure  of  this  $4,000,000  in  a  War  Memorial  build- 
ing that  would  take  care  of  all  the  subsidiary  considerations.  It  seems 
to  me  that  when  you  analyze  the  declarations  that  were  made  at  the 
time  that  the  bond  issue  was  put  forth,  there  was  no  reference  to  any 
private  fund.  It  was  wholly  and  solely  standing  on  its  own  two  legs,  a 
War  Memorial.  And  for  the  project  to  be  a  secondary  consideration,  as 
far  as  the  War  Memorial  Hall  is  concerned,  in  my  opinion,  would  never 
survive.  As  a  veteran  I  have  the  one  feeling  that,  as  the  generations 
come  and  go,  that  monument  must  be  paramount,  that  it  was  erected  to 
the  War  Veterans  of  all  of  the  Wars  in  the  defense  of  their  country. 
And  I  am  sure  that,  if  this  Board  would  think  wisely  of  that  suggestion 
rhat  perhaps  we  may  pour  oil  over  the  troubled  waters  of  today  and 
ask  that  it  be  reconsidered  from  that  standiioint:  Would  the  private 
interests  of  today  be  willing  to  give  to  the  city  the  present  of  the  two 
block  site  that  they  have  there  for  us  to  improve  with  public  money 
that  is  available  by  a  particular  vote  of  last  November? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Board  and  Veterans  of  all  foreign  wars  and  citizens:  I  occupy  per- 
haps a  rather  unique  position  on  this  Board  today  as  a  member  of 
the  present  Board  of  Trustees.  I  am  not  alone,  there  are  three  mem- 
bers, members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  members  of  that  Board. 
In  the  latter  part  of  192G,  October,  I  think  it  was,  September  or  Octo- 
ber, I  was  elected  a  member  of  the  present  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  at  that  time.  I  at- 
tended religiously  every  meeting  of  that  Board.  In  May,  1927,  it  was 
suggested  that  a  bond  issue  must  take  place  to  provide  suflRcient  funds 
to  erect  the  two  buildings,  and  in  June,  1927,  I  introduced  that  bond 
issue  in  this  Board.  I  was  the  author  of  it.  It  was  passed  unani- 
mously by  all  members  present  and  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  by 
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a  two-thirds  vote,  acquiesced  in  it.  Now,  may  I  say  this  to  the  vet- 
erans that  are  present:  There  was  a  disposition,  on  the  part  of  the 
veterans,  to  vote  against  that  bond  issue,  for  the  reasons  that  the 
plans — that  tliey  had  not  access  to  the  plans,  and  they  really  did  not 
know  what  it  was  all  about.  I  waited  on  several  organizations,  and 
the  outcome  of  it  was  that  a  committee  was  appointed  and  personally 
I  took  that  committee  to  the  architect's  office  on  Bush  street,  and  we 
went  over  the  plans,  and  the  outcome  of  that  meeting  was  that  the 
opposition  was  withdrawn  and  the  veterans  endorsed  the  plans  and 
voted  for  them.  And  if  they  had  not,  I  doubt  if  the  bond  issue  would 
have  carried.  Now,  the  bond  issue  did  carry  and  the  private  trustees, 
as  we  are  called  now,  went  ahead,  and  we  submitted  plans  to  the  vet- 
erans. There  was  a  difference  of  opinion,  not  once  but  several  times. 
Now,  the  submission  of  the  plans  to  the  veterans,  or  anything  in  that 
line  was  entirely  made  by  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who 
represented  the  veterans  and  who  are  veterans  of  foreign  wars,  one 
of  their  names  was  mentioned  here  today.  And  they  reported  back  to 
the  Trustees  that  everything  was  0.  K.  and  that  the  plans  were  ac- 
cepted. Now,  here  today  your  principal  speaker  made  the  statement 
that  at  that  time — and  I  believe  the  statement  is  borne  out  by  certain 
records  here — that  at  that  time — these  are  round  figures,  I  just  took 
them  off  roughly — that  at  that  time  the  Veterans'  Building  would  cost 
$1,850,000,  round  figures,  and  that  there  was  approximately  in  the 
fund,  in  dollars  and  cents,  |5,300,000,  which  woulld  make  the  Opera 
House  cost  approximately  $3,450,000.  Now,  the  Trustees,  at  no  time, 
ever  contemplated  spending  over  that  amount  of  money  for  the  Opera 
House,  and  about  that  amount  of  money  for  the  Veterans'  Build- 
ing or  the  Memorial  Building.  Plans  were  drawn.  I  happen  to 
be  in  the  building  business,  I  have  been  in  it  all  my  life,  I  am 
not  an  architect,  but  I  do  some  drawing,  and  I  know  a  plan  from 
A  to  Z.  I  went  over  those  plans,  not  once  but  a  number  of  times, 
and  those  plans  have  cost  approximately  $150,000.  The  supervising 
architect  is  no  less  a  person  than  Mr  Brown,  the  man  who  supervised 
this  very  building,  and  I  am  not  going  to  tell  you  about  the  dome. 
Now,  those  plans,  in  my  opinion,  are  an  architectural  gem.  They  are 
perfect — as  perfect  as  plans  can  be  made.  Specifications  have  been 
carried  out,  the  estimates  have  been  made,  the  last  word  in  construc- 
tion has  been  carried  out.  I  do  know — and  I  am  not  going  into  minute 
details — but  I  do  know  that  the  details  are  carried  out  to  the  very  last 
word.  Now,  in  asking  for  estimates  we  found  that  certain  construc- 
tion would  run  as  high  as  $7,000,000,  certain  construction  would  run 
as  high  as  $6,000,000  and  certain  construction  was  brought  down  to 
about  $5,600,000.  But  I  want  to  say  that  an  agreement  never  pould 
be  reached.  Now,  a  statement  was  made  here  by  Supervisor  Kent, 
only  a  minute  ago,  and  that  was  if  the  present  trustees  could  tender  to 
the  Supervisors,  or  to  the  public  authorities  of  this  city,  the  monies 
that  are  now  in  their  custody.  Why,  that  has  been  the  object  of  the 
present  trustees  right  along,  and  you  passed  a  resolution  in  the  form 
of  an  amendment  last  election  which  allows  us  to  place  that  money  in 
your  hands,  and  we  have  had  to  change  part  of  our  charter  to  carry 
out  that  particular  trust.  But  the  trustees  are  in  this  position:  They 
are  responsible  for  that  money.  And  they  can,  if  they  wish  to  take 
that  position,  and  I  do  not  think  that  they  are  going  to  take  it,  and 
I  know  I,  as  one  member  will  not  take  it,  speaking  for  myself,  if  they 
wish  to  take  that  position  they  can  take  the  position  that  they  are 
custodians  of  that  money,  and  they  have  a  right  to  know  just  where 
that  money  is  being  spent.  Now,  today  you  have  approximately  $1,- 
100,000.  The  plans  have  been  paid  for,  the  excavation  has  been  paid 
for.  Something  has  been  said  that  they  are  building  on  a  different 
set  of  plans.  The  land  is  paid  for.  Now,  in  reference  to  building  on 
a  different  set  of  plans,  there  has  been  no  attempt  to  build  in  any 
shape,  manner  or  form.     An  excavation  has  been  made.     No  harm  at 
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all   has  come   out   of   making  that   excavation.     The   money  has   been 
spent  on  it.     Now,  the  question  up  to  this  Board  is  simply  this,  and 
it  is  up  to  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  and  it  is  up  to  all  of  us,  is  to 
get  together  and  erect  two  buildings,  and  erect  them  for  approximately 
$5,000^000.     That  is  a  huge  sum  of  money,  and  those  two  buildings  can 
be  erected  for  that  sum  of  money.     I  am  very  sorry  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  did  not  see  fit  to  at  least  acquiesce  in  some  of  the^ — I  won't  say 
the   demands,   but   the   requests  made   by   the  veterans.     If   he   had,    I 
think  the  work  would  be  on  its  way  today.     Personally,  I  would  have 
liked  to  have  served  as  one  of  the  trustees,  and  this  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors met  in  the  Mayor's  office,  and  a  motion  was  made  there  and  unani- 
mously carried  by  the  whole  Board  that  the  Mayor  should  not  appoint 
any  member  of  this  Board,   for  the   reason   that  that  member  would 
have  to  act  in  a  dual  position.     And  I  made  the  statement,  previous 
to  the  passing,  or,  at  least  right  after  that  motion  was  made,  that  I 
would  have  liked  to  have  served,  but  in  the  face  of  a  suggestion  of 
that  kind  and  in  the  face  of  a  motion  of  that  kind,   I   gladly  would 
acquiesce  in  the  majority  will  of  this  Board.     And  that  motion  was 
carried,  and  I  feel  today— I  do  not  feel  hurt  in  any  manner  or  form 
that  I  am  personally  not  named  on  that  Board.     I  consider  that  project 
greater  than  any  man  or  any  set  of  men.     I  consider  that  we  need  a 
War  Memorial  Building,  I  consider  we  need  an  Opera  House.     And  I 
happen   to  be   Chairman   of  the  Auditorium   Committee  and   I   realize 
what  the  people  of  San  Francisco  want,  for  I  have  seen  them  in  thou- 
sands  attending   the   various   concerts  over  there   in   the   Auditorium. 
So  I  say  to  you  here  today  that  I  hope  we  will  be  able  to  adjust  our 
differences,  and   that  the  Mayor  will  acquiesce  in  your  demands   for 
the   sake  of  harmony,  for  .the  sake  of  all   of  us,  and  that  when  the 
committee  is  appointed,  that  you  will  take  those  plans  and  by  a  small 
modification  you  can  use  them,  you  can  save  over  $100,000  and  you 
can  erect  two  buildings  on  that  site  that  will  be  a  monument  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco.     Now,  I  hope  we  will  do  something  here  today, 
something  that  is  constructive.     I  cannot,  in  the  face  of  the  position 
that  I  now  occupy  as  a  trustee,  I  cannot  in  the  face  of  the  mandate 
made  by  the  Mayor,  do  anything  else  but  acquiesce  in  the  appointment 
of  the  committee  that  he  has  named.     I   personally   hope,  in   a   way, 
that  perhaps  his  demand  will  not  be  met  by  this  Board,  but  I  cannot 
do  anything  else  but  vote  for  the  list,  as  recommended  by  the  Mayor. 
I  hope  and  trust  that  a  way  will  be  found  out  so  that  we  can  go  along 
with  this  work,  and  that  some  sort  of  a  compromise  must  be  made. 
We  must  make  a  compromise,  we  must  give  and  take  in  this  matter 
and  get  this  work  on  its  way.     I  happen  to  be  engaged  in  the  build- 
ing business  and   I  know  of  thousands  of  men  that  are  walking  our 
streets,  and  they  need  work  and  we  need  the  buildings. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Mr  Chairman,  I  desire,  in  order  to 
set  straight  a  few  remarks  made  by  Supervisor  McSheehy,  to  read 
you  what  the  two  architects  to  whom  he  has  referred,  Arthur  Brown, 
Jr.  and  G.  L.  Lansburgh,  had  to  say  regarding  the  plans.  "To  Mr. 
Herbert  Fleishhacker,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees:  Dear  Sir: 
In  answer  to  your  inquiry  the  careful  estimates  made  recently  at 
the  War  Memorial  drafting  rooms,  and  verified  by  Mr  Dinwiddle— Mr 
Dinwiddle  is  one  of  our  largest  builders  and  contractors — indicate  that 
the  War  Memorial  buildings,  as  at  present  delineated  and  snecified, 
would  cost,  in  round  figures,  with  terra  cotta  exterior,  $7,500,000,  with 
granite  exterior,  $8,200,000.  With  certain  modifications  in  specifica- 
tions as  shown  on  the  estimate  sheet,  but  keeping  the  same  approved 
scheme,  another  estimate  was  made  showing  the  possible  modifications 
in  the  total  as  follows:  Terra  cotta  exterior,  $6,600,000,  granite  exte- 
rior. $7,2.50,000.  In  case  these  figures  are  too  high,  in  view  of  the 
available  funds,  the  alternative  would  seem  to  be  to  redraw  the  plans 
with  a  modified  program  as  to  requirements  both  of  the  veterans  and 
the  opera,  and  with  the  accomodations  strictly  limited  to  the  funds  al- 
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lotted."    Now,  those  last  two  or  three  words  "strictly  limited   to  the 
funds  allotted"— why,  in  the  first  place 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    What  is  the  lowest  figure? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  The  lowest  figure  is,  a  terra  cotta 
exterior,  $6,600,000,  or  $1,600,000  more  than  they  have  got.  And  with 
terra  cotta.  And,  surely,  we  expected  granite  the  same  as  this  building. 
The  buildings  should  be  in  harmony  at  least  to  this  one.  But  what  I 
want  to  say  is  this:  They  knew  that  they  had  $5,100,000,  there  was 
not  another  dollar  to  be  had,  they  knew  that,  but  they  made  plans 
running  up  to  $8,200,000.  And  would  you  call  such  trustees  competent? 
Why,  if  I  had  $10,000  to  build  a  little  house,  and  I  said  I  wanted 
six  flats  with  the  $10,000,  the  architect  would  say  to  me,  "you  cannot 
get  it  with  that  amount  of  money,"  and  he  would  not  even  draw  the 
plans,  but  if  he  did  attempt  it,  he  would  drawn  lead  pencil  sketches, 
he  would  not  make  complete  working  designs,  as  has  been  done  in  this 
case,  that  run  up  to  $150,000  and  I  have  been  told,  $200,000.  And  the 
other  day,  in  the  presence  of  Supervisor  Suhr,  one  of  these  architects 
said  to  me  that  the  changes  will  require  another  $100,000.  You  talk  of 
incompetency!  $300,000  wasted  of  the  people's  money  for  one  set  of 
plans!  These  are  your  so-called  "big  men."  And  I  stated  to  the  Mayor 
the  other  day,  in  the  presence  of  many  of  you,  that,  had  I  my  way, 
I  would  not  have  appointed  one  of  those  men  upon  this  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, as  they  have  proven  themselves  incompetent  to  the  'nth  degree. 
They  could  not  draw  plans  or  run  a  little  business  for  me  of  any  kind. 
Now,  gentlemen,  that  is  what  v.'e  are  up  against,  and  there  is  no  use 
temporizing  with  this  matter.  The  Mayor  must  appoint  at  least  a  ma- 
jority— as  long  as  they  are  satisfied  with  it,  I  am — but  if  I  had  my 
way,  there  are  enough  fine  upstanding  citi:4ens  in  San  Francisco  who 
have  served  their  country  in  time  of  need  from  whom,  from  that  large 
group,  the  Mayor  could  select  11  gentlemen  to  run  this  thing  properly. 
It  is  for  them  during  their  lifetime.  Their  lives  are  limited.  The  young- 
est is  probably  30  years  of  age  at  present  and  the  older  men  will  not 
last  many,  many  years.  Why  not  give  them  the  satisfaction  of  controll- 
ing this  as  they  want  to?  And  they  have  been  extremely  generous  to- 
day. I  was  surprised  to  see  such  generosity.  "We  are  willing  to  prorate 
a  large  part  of  this  $5,000,000  that  is  left  to  the  Opera  House,  so  long 
as  we  have  a  decent  place  to  point  to  as  our  War  Memorial  for  us 
who  are  living  and  for  those  who  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice." 

I  think  that  there  is  nothing  before  us,  I  cannot  imagine  any  one 
voting  in  favor  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayor,  He  has  made 
a  mistake,  an  honest  one  if  you  wish,  I  am  willing  to  call  it  that.  He 
has  had  this  resolution  before  him,  and  he  knew  how  we  stood,  at  least 

II  of  us  stood,  since  last  December.  No  rush.  Still  now  we  are  told 
that  if  there  is  any  further  delay,  it  will  be  up  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. Well,  I  refuse — I  resent  that — I  refuse  to  accept  any  such  re- 
sponsibility. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  Mr.  Chairman,  if  I  may  substantiate  my 
thought  with  the  figures  that  Mr.  Roncovieri  has  read  into  the  record. 
If  everything  was  harmonious,  on  the  face  of  it  apparently  we  would 
court  the  creating  of  a  deficit,  there  would  be  an  unfinished  product. 
As  one  member  of  the  board,  I  have  always  been  consistent  in  not 
running  into  any  financial  deficits  in  the  last  four  years,  and  I  think 
that  is  quite  substantiated  by  the  attitude  of  the  entire  membership 
of  this  board.  So  it  would  appear  to  me  that  the  $1,100,000  that  is  still 
in  the  hands  of  private  trustees  can  be  returned  back  to  the  sub- 
scribers, the  land  as  is  can  be  given  to  the  city,  and  we  can  proceed 
to  build  a  War  Memorial  Hall,  as  it  was  designated  in  the  bond  issue, 
to  cost  $4,000,000,  and  certainly  that  will  be  a  monument. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER    (interrupting):      I  move  that 
we  recess  until  8:00  o'clock  tonight;    do  I  get  a  second? 
SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      I   was  going  to  ask   if  you 
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would  be  kind  enough   to   read  on  page  55   the  remarks   that 
I  read. 

THE  MAYOR   (reading)  : 

"SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  The  lowest  figui-e  is,  a 
terra  cotta  exterior,  $6,600,000,  or  $1,600,000  more  than  they 
have  got" — I  read  all  this. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      Yes,  your  Honor. 

THE  MAYOR    (continuing  reading)  : 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  Mr.  Chairman,  the  question  that  we  are 
discussing  today  is  the  matter  of  the  trustees,  and  I  feel  that  we 
should  satisfy  at  least  one  group,  and  that  is  a  very  large  group,  and 
that  is  the  veterans.  In  the  call  for  the  bonds  this  was  designated 
as  a  Memorial  Hall  for  War  Veterans.  And  I  think  the  thought  ex- 
pressed by  Mr.  Sapiro  this  morning  is  one  that  might  be  given  very 
serious  consideration  by  the  Mayor  when  this  list  of  names  is  returned 
to  him,  which  I  sincerely  hope  it  will  be,  and  that  is,  that  he  appoint 
11  war  veterans.  They  are  competent,  they  are  capable,  they  were 
sufficiently  competent  and  capable  to  go  overseas  and  represent  us,  and 
they  did  a  good  job,  and  they  would  do  just  as  good  a  job  in  the 
handling  of  the  structure  across  the  street  as  any  group  of  11  citizens 
that  could  be  named  by  any  man  in  San  Francisco.  And  I  hope  that 
this  list  will  be  sent  back  to  the  Mayor  because  it  was  written  into  the 
law  and  requested  of  the  Mayor  that  he  appoint  war  veterans,  and 
we  requested  a  majority  of  war  veterans.  And  I  think  that  the  Mayor 
might  have  acceded  to  our  request,  and  I  daresay,  if  given  another 
opportunity,  he  will.  There  was  another  thing  that  was  requested  of 
the  Mayor  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  that  was  that  he  appoint 
no  member  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  on  that  Board  of  Trustees. 
Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  no  chain  is  stronger  than  its  weakest  link.  And 
I  think  it  would  be  a  very  fine  thing  if  Mr.  Colman  stood  up  here 
today  and  said  he  will  request  the  Mayor  to  withdraw  his  name  from 
that  list.  We  cannot  allow  any  one's  own  personal  desires,  ambitions  or 
vanity,  however  worthy  it  may  be — and  this  is  not  said  disparagingly 
■ — to  interfere  in  a  project  that  is  very  far  greater  than  anybody's  per- 
sonal status  in  the  matter.  And  that  is  the  situation  that  Supervisor 
Colman  is  facing  today.  I  call  on  him  to  request  that  his  name  be  with- 
drawn from  that  list,  and  I  call  upon  the  members  of  the  board,  to 
return  the  list  to  the  Mayor  without  our  ratification. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  Mr.  Chairman:  I  want  to  say,  in  the  first 
place,  that  if  I  were  to  present  my  resignation  at  this  time,  I  would 
not  have  to  do  it  in  writing,  but  were  I  to  do  it  verbally,  it  would  be 
binding  upon  me.  But  I  will  say  this,  as  a  matter  of  just  a  brief  history: 
It  is  quite  true  what  Supervisor  McSheehy  said.  I  also  stated  the  other 
day,  in  the  presence  of  my  colleagues,  in  the  Mayor's  chambers,  that 
"I  was  disappointed,  but  I  felt  competent,  and  in  view  of  that  situation 
and  the  opinion  of  my  colleagues,  I  will  withdraw."  I  will  state, 
further,  that  had  Captain  George  Filmer  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans 
seen  fit,  in  his  judgment,  to  accept  the  offer  of  the  Mayor,  my  name 
would  not  have  been  considered  in  any  way.  The  Mayor,  however,  did, 
entirely  voluntarily,  come  to  me  and  tell  me  he  would  be  glad  to  have 
me  serve  as  a  trustee  of  the  War  Memorial.  I  reserved  my  answer  to 
him  until  I  would  take  the  matter  up  with  some  of  my  colleagues,  those 
who  had  expressed  themselves  perhaps  the  most  at  the  meeting  in  the 
Mayor's  oflJice.  This  I  did  and  those  of  my  colleagues  assured  me  that 
they  had  no  objection,  and  rather  gave  me  the  opinion  that  it  would 
be  proper,  and  felt  that  I  was  competent  to  serve.  I  then  took  the 
matter  up  with  the  City  Attorney,  who  also  looked  into  the  thing  very 
thoroughly,  and  assured  me  that  my  appointment  was  perfectly  legal, 
that  I  could  sit  legally,  that  it  was  not  incompatible,  in  any  way,  with 
my  duty  as  a  Supervisor,  that  in  his  opinion  there  was  no  ground  for 
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ineligibility,  and  I  was  quite  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
I  note  here  in  the  report,  that  the  veterans  object  to  a  Supervisor,  the 
statement  being  made,  the  objection  of  the  veterans  in  this  regard  is 
not  personal  or  political  but  practical.     I  want  to  thank  the  veterans 
for  the  statement  that  the  objection  to  myself  is  not  personal.     That 
it  is  not  political  is  of  no  moment  to  me,  but  I  deeply  appreciate  the 
statement  that  it  is  not  personal.     Mr.  Chairman.  I  think  the  members 
of  the  Board  know  me,  at  least  I  have  been  here— I  am  in  my  eighth 
year.     My  colleagues  have  served  with  me  for  from  two,  four,  six  to 
eight  years,  and  I  think  know  me  probably  as  well  as  anybody  knows 
me.  if  not  better.     Whatever  action   they  may   take  in   the  matter   is 
entirely  up  to  them.     I  will  not  resign  nor  withdraw  my  name,  as  I 
deeply  appreciate  the  honor  paid  me  by  the  Mayor,  and   I  feel  thor- 
oughly competent  and  capable  of  giving  a  square  deal  to  the  veterans 
in  this  matter.,  and  of  giving  a  square  deal  to  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco.    If  I  might  express  my  views  on  the  matter  as  it  is  now,  it  is 
this:     A  great  deal  has  happened,  a  great  many  events  have  transpired. 
T  do  not  dispute  the  facts,  as  stated  by  the  various  members  of  the 
Board,  but  I  do  simply  make  this  statement:     That  they  have  taken 
place.'    It  is  water  under  the  bridge.     We  can  go  back  and  bring  up 
those  matters  that  have  occurred,  and  we  can  place  the  blame  here  and 
criticize  there.     To  me  this  is  not  a  constructive  way  of  handling  this 
problem.    Whatever  has  taken  place  is  no  fault  of  any  member  of  this 
Board.     It  has,  however,  taken  place  and  we  have  reached  the  present 
day  in  the  situation,  and  we  consider  the  matter  from  the  situation  as 
it  does  exist  today,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  bringing  up  the  past  and 
fastening  blame  and  criticism  and  all  is  certainly  not  going  to  build 
the  War  Memorial.     It  is  not  my  purpose  to  take  the  floor  today  to 
speak  well  of  the  members  that  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to  appoint.     I 
feel,  too,  that  I  would  be  a  little  disloyal  to  a  distinguished  citizen, 
whom  I  admire  very  much,  and  whom  I  am  a  personal  friend  of,  if  I 
did  not  say  a  word  in  his  behalf,  also  because  he  has  been  mentioned 
in  this  report.     And   I  want  to  say  a  word  about   Major  Charles   H. 
Kendrick,  a  distinguished  San  Franciscan  and  a  friend  of  mine.     Major 
Kendrick  enlisted  in  the  Army,  he  was,  like  myself,  beyond  the  draft 
age.     He  volunteered  his  services,  he  was  commissioned,  he  served  his 
country  across  the  water,  came  back  and  was  quite  active  in  the  Legion 
for   a    period    of    years.      Major    Kendrick    is    past    commander    of    his 
post,   California    Post   Number    234,    the   post   to   which   both   General 
Liggett,  Major  Kent  and  myself,  the  three  of  us  have  the  honor  to  be- 
long.    Major  Kendrick  was  National  Committeeman  from  this  district. 
Major  Kendrick  was  National  Vice-Commander  of  the  American  Legion. 
I  believe,  though  I  am  not  quite  sure  about  it,  I  believe  that  he  has 
achieved  the  highest  rank  in  the  Legion  of  any  San  Franciscan.     We 
have  had  a  National   Commander  from   California,   Comrade  John   R. 
Quinn,    living    in    Delano.      As    far    as    I    know,    Major    Kendrick    has 
reached,  as  I  say,  the  highest  rank  here.     Major  Kendrick  has  taken 
a  prominent  part  in  the  life  of  San  Francisco.     One  year  he  was  the 
director    general    of    the    Community    Chest    drive.      Another    year    he 
directed  the  drive  of  the  Salvation  Army.     Major  Kendrick  today  is  the 
president  of  the  Schlage  Lock  Company,  a  San  Francisco  concern,  with 
its  factory  on  the  Bay  Shore  Boulevard,  employing  some  two  to  three 
hundred  working  men,  with  a  payroll  of  approximately  $50,000  monthly, 
making  a  splendid  product  that  is  being  marketed  all  over  the  country. 
I  want  to  call  to  your  attention,  too,  the  fact  that  Major  Kendrick  was 
the  director  of  the  bond  drive,  I  believe  the  nnsuccessful  Spring  Valley 
drive  prior  to  the  last  one,  and  also  was  the  Chairman  of  the  drive 
against   Amendment    24,   an    amendment    which    this    Board    was   very 
desirous  of  having  beaten,  and  it  was  not  an  easy  problem  at  that  time 
to  secure  a  Chairman  for  the  Citizens'  Committee,  a  man  of  influence 
and  ability,  who  would  satisfactorily  handle  that  particular  fight.   Major 
Kendrick  fearlessly  assumed  this  burden,  worked  very,  very  hard,  giv- 
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ing  a  great  deal  of  his  time  and  no  doubt  some,  I  do  not  know  how 
much,  but  some  of  his  money  toward  this  work,  with  the  result  that, 
to  some  degree— some  great  degree— that   his   campaign   was   success- 
ful, and  that  amendment  was  defeated.     Therefore,   I  cannot  help  but 
feel  that  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  under  a  peculiar  obligation  to 
this  citizen.     I  might  mention,  for  many  years  he  served  on  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  a  thankless  job,   a  difficult  job,   served  without 
remuneration.     Apparently   Major  Kendrick  is  desirous  of  serving  on 
this  Board  because  he  has  resigned  his  position  from  the  City  Planning 
Commission  in  order  to  accept  the  nomination  of  the  Mayor.    So  I  hope, 
regardless  of  what  action  is  taken,  I  hope  the  Board  will  remember  the 
services  by  Mr.  Kendrick,  and  that  I  feel  he  is  entitled  to  some  con- 
sideration from  us,  and  I  further  feel  that  he,  like  myself,  if  chosen  by 
this  Board  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  will  give  the  veterans  a 
very  square  deal,  and  treat  them  the  way  they  would  be  treated.     I  do 
not  know,  nor  am  I  interested,  in  the  criticism.  I  never  made  the  state- 
ment that  this  Board  would  be  criticized  for  a  lack  of  action   in  the 
matter.     And  I  do  not  mean  to  Imply  that  for  one  Instant.     I  simply 
mean  that,  looking  at  the  project  in  a  big,  constructive  way,  that  we 
are  in  no  way  helping  the  building  of  the  War  Memorial  by  indulging 
today  in  criticisms,  and  bringing  up  unpleasant  past  events,  or  at  the 
same  time  I  might  say,  we  should  hear  at  least  from  the  other  side 
because  there  are  always  two  sides  to  every  question.    And  every  man, 
before  being  condemned,  is  entitled  to  a  hearing,  particularly  by  this 
Board,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  just  right,  in  a  sense,  that  these  gentle- 
men, whom  I  admire  and  I  think  are  big  men  still,  even  though  my 
colleague  may  sincerely  believe  they  are  not,  I  believe  they  are  big  men, 
and  I  believe,  before  they  are  condemned,  they  are  entitled  to  a  hearing 
and  should  be  possibly  here  today  before  the  Board  would  accept  judg- 
ment from  one  side  of  the  case.    I  feel  this  way,  however:     That  today, 
if  the  Board  thinks  that  it  is  proper.  I  am  going  to  ask  to  be  excused 
from  voting  as  one  of  the  names  is  mine.  I  have  just  one  more  thought: 
The  project  today  has  the  $5,000,000  spoken  of.     I  believe,  without  the 
question    of    a    doubt,    that    this    $5,000,000,    can    be    spent,    and   in    its 
spending  will  meet  the  just  demands  of  every  interested  party  in  the 
building  of  the  War  Memorial. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:    I  move  that  the  request  of  Mr  Colman 
that  he  be  excused  from  voting  be  granted. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    (Second  the  motion. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    (Bringing  down  the  gavel). 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  My  colleagues  on  the  Board,  having 
refused  me  the  iirivilege  of  considering  this  matter  for  a  period  of  one 
week,  I  am  obliged  to  express  the  thoughts  that  occur  to  me  on  the 
spur  of  the  moment,  without  that  consideration  and  deliberation  which 
I  would  have  liked  to  have  given  to  the  arguments  presented  by  the 
veterans  here  today.  As  the  situation  presents  itself  to  me,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, it  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  this  discussion,  this  wrangling 
and  squabbling,  should  take  place  here  today.  I  deplore  deeply  that 
the  trustees  heretofore  appointed,  I  mean  the  old  trustees,  did  not  see 
fit  to  deal  more  magnanimously  with  the  veterans.  I  believe  that  they 
should  have  gone  to  all  limits,  not  to  please  the  veterans,  but  to  ex- 
press the  gratitude  and  the  appreciation  of  every  citizen  to  the  vet- 
erans, and  that  it  should  have  been  made  impossible  for  the  veterans 
to  express  a  complaint.  On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  deplore 
just  as  deeply  the  fact  that  the  veterans  have  to  come  here  and  exact 
something  of  this  Board.  It  is  truly  a  sorry  spectacle  that  this  won- 
derful thing,  the  War  Memorial,  the  symbol  of  the  glory,  the  nobility 
and  the  sacrifice  of  our  citizens  during  the  war,  should  be  made  a 
sort  of  a  football  to  be  kicked  about.  I  would  have  a  gi'eat  deal  more 
regard  for  the  veterans,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  I  am  speaking  the  deep 
sentiments  of  the  public  of  San  Francisco,  had  they,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  trustees  did  not  see  fit  to  be  more  magnanimous,  more 
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generous  and  more  liberal  towards  them,  if  they  had  simply  said,  "We 
will  take  what  you  give  us.  The  sacrifice  that  we  have  made  cannot 
be  valued."  You  cannot  put  a  price,  Mr.  Chairman,  upon  patriotism, 
upon  heroism,  upon  sacrifice.  And  it  seems  to  me,  witli  all  due  def- 
erence to  my  good  friends  of  the  veteran  organizations,  that  they  are 
robbing  their  deeds  of  some  of  their  luster.  And  then,  too,  I  am  satis- 
fied that  they  will  not  have  any  cause  to  complain  in  the  future,  if 
this  list  of  the  Mayor  is  confirmed  by  this  Board.  They  did  declare 
here,  in  the  presence  of  all  of  us,  that  the  nine  names  submitted  to 
them  by  the  Mayor  were  satisfactory  to  them.  Now,  that  only  leaves 
two,  Mr.  Colman's  name  and  Mr.  Kendrick's  name. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  I  pause  to 
move  that  Mr.  Dunnigan  be  sent  for  immediately. 

THE  MAYOR:      Mr.  Dunnigan,  the  Clerk,  will  be  sent  for. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  May  I  suggest  that  we  have  a 
five  or  ten  minute  recess  at  this  time? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      Is  that  all? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    It  is  five  minutes  to  seven 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING  (interrupting):  I  second  the 
motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  don't  think  it  is  fair  to  the  boys  who 
have  been  waiting  here  all  evening  to  take  a  recess  without 
giving  them  the  financial  statement  of  this  whole  matter 
which  they  have  been  waiting  for.  I  am  pretty  near  down 
to  it,  I  am  going  to  read  you  certain  letters  ajid  I  was  going 
to  submit  eleven  nominees  to  you  tonight;  I  am  going  to 
finish   the   job   tonight,    if  you   will   stay   with   it. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  I  will  withdraw  the  motion,  Mr. 
Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  May  I  ask  your  Honor,  have 
ycu  some  more  transcripts  to  read?  It  is  about  7:00 
o'clock 

THE  MAYOR    (interrupting):      I  wasn't  noticing  the  time. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     I  say  that  in  all  kindness 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting):  I  move  we  proceed. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  you  will  accept  as  a  part  of  my  report 
the  balance  of  this  transcript  which  I  am  now  reading,  and 
the  transcript  of  the  remarks  of  the  Mayor  dated  October  7, 
1929,  and  the  transcript  of  the  meeting  of  Monday,  October 
14,  1929,  when  I  returned,  and  if  you  will  accept  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  January  20,  1930,  in  regard  to 
the  appointment  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  it  will  save 
my  reading  these  records  at  this  time. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  move  that  be  accepted,  and 
that  they  be  considered  read. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:      What  were  those   last  two? 

THE  MAYOR:  My  report  dated  October  14,  1929,  after  I 
got  home  from  the  East. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  And  what  was  the  other  one? 

THE  MAYOR:  The  report  of  the  meeting  of  January  20, 
1930. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  move  it  be  accepted  and 
considered  read. 

SUPERVISOR   RONCOVIERI:      Second   the   motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  No  objection,  so  ordered.  (Bringing  down 
the  gavel.) 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  propose,  after  your  Honor  has 
submitted  the  names  and  called  for  a  vote,  I  propose  to  ask — 
if  I  move  for  a  call  of  the  Board,  I  would  ask  whether  your 
Honor  would  be  willing  to  proceed  pending  the  arrival  of  the 
other  members.  As  I  understand,  your  Honor  has  the  privi- 
lege of  discontinuing  until  they  are  present,  but  I  move  now 
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to  ask  for  a  call  of  the  Board  and  that  your  Honor  continue 
pending  their  arrival. 

THE  MAYOR:  When  this  report  is  in  your  hands  fully 
read  by  me,  it  will  be  then  up  to  you  to  decide  what  you 
want  to  do  with  it. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  realize  that,  your  Honor,  but  I 
desired  to  ask  at  this  time  whether  if  I  now  moved  for  a  call 
of  the  Board  your  Honor  would  continue  reading  pending 
their  arrival. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  haven't  any  objection  to  what  you  do. 
SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  move  for  a  call  of  the  Board. 
SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  If  that  call  is  with  the  idea 
that  we  vote  without  first  studying  the  report,  I  am  going  to 
object  to  it.  If  we  are  going  to  sit  here  and  have  a  call  of 
the  Board,  for  what  is  this  call  of  the  Board?  I  for  one  don't 
intend  to  vote  without  consideration. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  The  situation  is  this,  to  en- 
lighten  the  Supervisor 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  (interrupting):  I  will  make 
the  point  of  order  now,   that  there   isn't  a  quorum  here. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  You  just  stated  a  minute  ago, 
your  Honor,  and  members  of  the  Board,  a  few  minutes  ago  you 
stated  that  if  we  had  no  objection  to  not  reading  the  tran- 
scripts of  the  two  days,  one  in  October  and  one  in  January, 
and  the  members  as  a  whole,  if  that  is  carried  through,  then 
it  would  be  right  up  to  you  to  read  the  financial  report  and 
report  of  the  nominees,  and  that  will  finish  it,  more  or  less. 
Now,  members  of  the  Board,  just  a  minute.  I  don't  know 
whether  you  heard  that  or  not;  his  Honor,  he  asked:  us  to 
kindly  consider  those  two  transcripts  as  read  to  save  time. 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  you  asked  me  if  I  was  going  to  read 
any  more  transcripts. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:      Yes,  sir,  your  Honor. 
THE  MAYOR:      I  told  you  I  had  two  more  of  these  dates, 
one  after   my   return    and    the   other  coming   up    in    January, 
a  month  ago,  and   then   my  report  is  in   complete  form  as  it 
will  be. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Then  will  that  be  followed 
by  the  financial  report? 

THE  MAYOR:  It  will  be  pretty  close  up  to  the  financial 
report. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Members  of  the  Board,  you 
have  heard  the  remarks  just  made,  that  that  will  be  followed 
by  the  financial  report  and  then  by  the  report  of  the  nominees, 
nominations  of  trustees,  and  I  would  sav  to  keep  right  at  it. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  demand  a  vote  on  the 
motion   for  a  call   of  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  am  opposed  to  that:  I 
think  it  might  simply  complicate  things  without  accomplish- 
ing anything. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  just  as  soon  see 
the  erentlemen   come  and   see  the   sunrise. 

SUPERVISOR   McSHEEHY:      I   move   we   proceed. 
SUPERVISOR   MILES:     There    is   a    motion    up    before  the 
Board,   I   believe,  that  certain  transcripts  be  included   in  his 
report,   one  on   his   return   from   Washington   here;    you   have 
suggested  that  they  be  inserted  in  the  record. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  make  that  as  a  motion  that 
they  be  inserted  in  the  record,  the  meeting  on  October  14, 
1929.  and  the  meeting  of  January  2lO.   1930. 

THE  MAYOR:      If  there  is  no  objection,  such  is  the  order, 
that  will  save  a  lot  of  time. 
THE   MAYOR    (reading): 
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Mr.  Colman  has  stated  that  he  consulted  the  City  Attorney  and  that 
the  City  Attorney  told  him  that  there  is  no  incompatibility  between  his 
office  as  Supervisor  and  his  office  as  Trustee  of  the  War  Memorial.  The 
veterans  themselves  have  stated  that  they  have  no  objection  to  Mr.  Col- 
man. We,  knowing  Mr.  Colman  as  we  do,  all  concede  that  it  would  be  dif- 
ficult to  find  a  more  capable,  a  more  efficient,  a  more  high  minded  and 
more  public  spirited  citizen  than  Mr.  Colman  to  act  as  a  trustee  on 
the  War  Memorial.  So  that  brings  the  number  up  to  ten.  What 
then  is  the  bone  of  contention?  Mr.  Kendrick.  They  also  concede 
that  Mr.  Kendrick  is  not  objectionable  to  them  as  far  as  his  ability 
is  concerned,  that  they  have  nothing  against  Mr.  Kendrick,  but,  for- 
sooth, he  is  persona  non  grata  to  the  veterans  because  of  certain  dif- 
ficulties, certain  disagreements  that  they  had  in  the  ranks  of  their 
own  organization.  They  may  be  justified.  We  do  not  dispute  the  fact. 
But  I  say,  recognizing  the  fact  that  Mr.  Kendrick  is  also  a  high  mind- 
ed public  spirited  and  capable  citizen,  what  objection  can  there  be,  as 
far  as  this  Board  is  concerned,  to  Mr.  Kendrick?  It  seems  to  me,  in 
all  sincerity,  Mr.  Chairman  that,  after  all,  the  members  of  the  veteran 
organizations  are  fighting  for  an  empty  victory,  for  an  academic  tri- 
umph. They  say  that  they  are  satisfied  with  the  nine  men  submitted 
to  them  by  the  Mayor.  They  say  that  they  have  no  objection  to  Mr. 
Colman,  and  yet  they  say  that  they  feel  that  their  hopes  will  not  be 
realized  if  this  list  is  confirmed.  I  submit  that  the  conclusion  does 
not  follow  from  the  premise.  Last  November  the  people  of  this  city 
expressed  themselves  with  regard  to  the  new  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
Charter  Amendment  did  not  state  that  a  majority  of  the  trustees 
had  to  be  members  of  war  veteran  organizations,  or  that  they  had 
even  to  be  war  veterans.  It  merely  stated,  as  set  forth  in  the  letter 
addressed  to  the  Board  by  the  veteran  organizations,  that  due  repre- 
sentation or  due  consideration  ought  to  be  given  to  the  veterans  of  all  ^ 
wars.  They  have  not  contended,  so  far,  that  due  representation  was 
not  given  to  the  members  of  all  wars,  but  they  do  contend  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  veterans  were  not  appointed.  Now,  that  question  of  the 
majority  is  merely  a  matter  that  this  Board  has  gone  on  record  about. 
But  the  people  of  San  Francisco  as  yet  have  not  gone  on  record  on  that 
question.  And  this  Board  cannot,  in  a  matter  of  that  sort,  supersede 
the  expressed  will  of  the  people.  The  people  just  simply  declared  that 
all  of  the  veteran  organizations  should  be  given  representation.  That 
was  done.  The  veterans  themselves  do  not  deny  that  the  charter 
amendment  of  last  November  was  complied  with,  and  it  must  not  be 
forgotten  that  the  veteran  organizations  last  November  fought,  and 
fought  very  bitterly,  the  adoption  of  this  charter  amendment,  and  yet 
the  people,  in  their  wisdom,  saw  fit  to  override  the  express  wishes  of 
the  veteran  organizations.  But  let  us  come  down  to  the  practical 
question  that  confronts  us.  I  will  say  that  it  is  not  that  I  do  not 
love  the  members  of  the  veteran  organizations — I  do.  But  I  do  feel 
that,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  primary  question, 
the  one  that  demands  my  conscientious  consideration,  is  the  welfare 
of  the  people  of'San  Francisco  as  a  whole,  is  the  erection  of  that  War 
Memorial  as  soon  as  practicable.  And  now  let  me  ask  the  members 
of  the  veteran  organizations,  in  all  sincerity,  have  they  any  justifica- 
tion for  feeling  that  this  list  of  names,  as  presented  to  us  by  the  May- 
or, or  these  individuals,  rather,  will  not  give  to  them  all  that  their 
hearts  desire?  After  all,  let  us  take  the  list.  We  have  representatives 
of  labor,  we  have  representatives  of  the  press,  we  have,  in  fact,  two  of 
the  owners  of  the  leading  or  two  of  the  leading  newspapers  in  San 
Francisco.  Now,  those  men  must  surely  have  their  hands  upon  the 
pulse  of  the  pub-lie,  and  if  they  realize  that  the  public  doe^  wnnt  the 
veterans  to  be  given  more  space  to  have  every  desire  gratified,  they 
will  see  that  it  is  done.  I  do  not  see,  at  the  present  time,  any  justifica- 
tion for  my  refusing  confirmation  of  that  list  of  names,  viewing  the 
question  upon  its  merits.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  veterans  will  be 
satisfied  because  of  the  high  class,  high  type  of  men  in  that  Mayor's 
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list.     And  so  what  will  we  gain  if  we  do  accede  to  their  request  now? 

In  my  estimation,  nothing  except  the  loss  of  time.  In  my  estima- 
tion we  will  put  off  the  erection  of  that  War  Memorial  for  another 
six  months  or  probably  a  year.  I  really  believe  that  the  past  Board 
of  Trustees,  having  failed  to  be  as  liberal  as  they  might  have  been 
towards  the  veterans.  In  view  of  the  high  class  of  men  on  this  present 
Board,  or  proposed  Board,  against  whom  the  war  veterans  themselves 
have  no  objections,  except  in  the  case  of  one  Individual,  Mr.  Kendrlck, 
and  those  objections,  they  have  stated,  are  personal,  what  Is  the  best 
thing  to  be  done?  I  say,  let  us  confirm  this  proposed  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  let  them  go  ahead,  and  I  feel  confident,  as  every  man  and 
woman  In  this  room  must  feel  confident,  that  the  matter  will  be 
straightened  out  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  veterans  because,  after  all 
what  difference  does  it  make  whether  they  have  a  majority  of  so- 
called  "Veterans"  who  might  not  even  be  in  sympathy  with  the  alms  of 
the  veterans?  If  they  have  a  number  of  high  minded.  Irreproachable 
men  on  that  Board,  that  Is  all  that  they  can  ask,  and  I  feel  confident 
that  they  will  get  everything  that  they  expect,  everything  that  they 
wish  for.  But  I  see  no  justification,  at  the  present  time,  in  refusing 
to  confirm  the  proposed  Board  of  Trustees  submitted  to  us  by  the  May- 
or, and  in  doing  so,  I  want  the  veterans  to  understand  that  I  have 
absolutely  nothing  against  them.  The  only  thing  that  I  deplore  is 
the  fact  that  they  have  to  come  here  before  us  and  ask  us  to  do  some- 
thing for  them.     We  should  have  done  it  without  their  asking. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  understood  Supervisor  Andriano  to 
make  the  point  that  the  veterans  and  the  Mayor  should  have  gotten 
together,  something  of  that  kind.  I  would  like  to  read  a  word  or  two, 
I  will  make  it  very  brief,  from  the  statement  of  the  gentleman  made 
this  morning.  (Reading  from  the  report  of  veteran  organizations.) 
Now,  his  Honor  failed  in  that  promise  to  these  gentlemen  in  not  call- 
ing them  before  him  and  submitting  that  list.  They  would,  in  his 
private  office,  have  told  him  what  they  thought  of  it.  Just  as  the 
Mayor  failed  in  calling  the  members  of  this  Board  a  second  time  be- 
fore coming  here  publicly  and  giving  out  the  names.  If  you  were 
there  the  first  time,  you  recall  that  the  Mayor  said  that  he  would  call 
us  a  second  time.  He  did  not  do  so,  but,  out  of  a  clear  sky,  came  here 
and  announced  the  names  which  you  now  have  before  you.  All  this 
could  have  been  avoided,  but  it  was  not.  His  Honor  saw  fit  to  work 
it  his  own  way. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  want  to  state  one  or  two  small  facts, 
that  are  these:  Number  one.  Supervisor  Roncovieri  stated  and  criti- 
cized the  present  Board  of  Trustees  for  having  plans  drawn  that  ran 
$7.000,000 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order,  and  I  admit  that  the  Chair,  in  ruling  on  this  point  of  order, 
has  permitted  members  to  wander.  I  submit  to  the  Chair,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  simple  issue  here,  Is  confirmation  or  non-confirma- 
tion, that  structural  figures,  costs,  and  so  on  have  no  point  and  should 
be  now  dispensed  with. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  think  that  the  point  of  order  is  well  taken. 
The  Chair  has  exercised  a  great  deal  of  latitude  in  this  discussion,  but 
I  think  the  Supervisor's  point  of  order  Is  sound  and  it  will  be  sus- 
tained. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  will  state,  Mr.  Chairman.  I  am  sorry 
the  point  has  been  raised,  for  the  reason  I  simply  wanted  to  make  a 
statement  as  a  trustee.  I  do  not  want  to  rise  to  a  question  of  per- 
sonal privilege. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  will  withdraw  the  objection  if  that 
is  the  case. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Well.  I  do.  I  feel  that  way.  Mr.  Chair- 
man. The  present  trustees  have  been  criticized.  There  are  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  this  Board.  I  am  the  oldest 
member  of  that  Board  by  almost  two  years.     Supervisor  Havenner  Is 
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a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  has  never  exercised  that  func- 
tion in  any  manner  or  form  and  Supervisor  Colman  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  only  a  short  time.  I  simply  say  this:  That 
a  motion — I  feel  especially  that  the  veterans  and  the  citizens  present 
should  have  this  information,  I  will  be  very  short  and  brief — a  motion 
was  made  at  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  buildings  should  not  cost 
over  $5,000,000.  Mr.  Crocker  of  the  First  National  Bank  made  that 
motion,  and  I  seconded  it,  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees  with  about 
nine  members  present.  Now,  that  was  made  two  years  ago  or  there- 
abouts. And  I  want  to  say,  secondly,  that  this  Board  is  on  record  of 
not  letting  one  contract  until  the  plans  are  accepted.  Not  one  contract 
can  be  let  until  the  plans  are  accepted.  Therefore,  the  trustees  that 
have  been  nominated  by  the  Mayor,  those  plans  that  those  men  will 
accept  will  have  to  be  confirmed  by  this  Board.  Thirdly,  I  want  to 
state  that  a  statement  has  been  made  that  the  bonds  cannot  be  sold. 
There  is  $1,100,000  in  actual  cash  in  the  bank  today  that  can  be  used 
as  preliminary  money  to  start  that  work  on  its  way.  There  is  a  nucleus 
worth  trying  for,  and  that  means  something  to  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco.  Now,  we  are  in  a  nice  position  to  start  this  work,  and  I 
feel  that  we  should,  if  possible,  agree  to  come  together  in  some  manner 
or  form.  Remember,  we  have  the  passing  of  the  plans,  and  if  those 
plans  are  not  acceptable  to  the  veterans  they  will  not  be  passed  by  this 
Board.  I  am  positive  of  that.  So  therefore,  1  cannot  see,  for  the  life 
of  me,  why  w-e  cannot  pass  the  list  of  names  as  submitted  to  us  by 
the  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  Will  you  answer  a  question?  If  we  do 
not  keep  our  word  in  the  first  place,  can  the  veterans  expect  us  to( 
keep  it  in  the  second?  First  of  all,  we  requested  that  they  have  six 
members  on  the  board,  secondly,  we  said  that  the  plans  would  have 
to  be  O.K.'d  before  we  passed  them.  If  we  do  not  keep  our  word  in 
the  first  place  they  have  no  right  to  feel  that  w^e  will  keep  it  in  the 
second. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  May  I  say  this.  Supervisor:  No  one  de- 
plores more  than  I  do  that  the  Mayor  did  not  meet  with  the  sugges- 
tion made,  but  he  has  not  met  with  it,  and  he  has  told  you,  for  you 
were  present  and  I  was  present,  that  he  will  not  alter,  he  will  not 
change  one  name.  I  wish  the  Mayor  was  here  this  afternoon.  I  have 
only  one  desire  and  that  is  the  desire  of  seeing  that  work  started. 
Again  may  I  say  this,  in  closing,  you  have  plans  that  cost  $150,000, 
which  took  the  better  part  of  one  entire  year  for  a  corps  of  about  25 
architects,  under  one  of  the  best  designers  in  San  Francisco,  to  draw 
those  plans.  If  they  are  scrapped  I  tell  you,  as  one  who  has  some  know- 
ledge of  building  construction,  that  it  wall  take  at  least  another  year 
to  redesign  those  buildings.  If  the  present  plans  are  used  and  modified 
and  shrunk,  which  they  can  be,  to  meet  with  the  demands  and  the( 
money  that  we  have,  we  can  start  that  work  going  in  four  or  five 
months.  Now,  it  is  up  to  us  and  us  only,  and  I  hope  there  will  be  some- 
thing come  out  of  this  entire  matter  that  we  can  compromise  and  do 
something  to  start  the  work  on  its  way.  And  I  give  you  these  facts  as 
I  have  them. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  At  the  time  the  architects  w^ere  asked  to 
draw  these  plans  of  the  buildings,  were  they  told  by  the  trustees  how 
much  money  was  available? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  was  present  at  the  time,  Mr.  Super- 
visor. I  seconded  the  motion  when  Mr.  Crocker,  of  the  Crocker  First 
National  Bank,  made  the  motion,  that  the  buildings  should  not  cost 
over  $5,000,000. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Was  that  conveyed  to  the  architects? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  am  almost  positive  they  were  pres- 
ent. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  How  soon  after  the  plans  came  back  from 
the  architects  was  it  known  that  the  plans  would  cost  over  $8,000,000? 
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SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  It  must  have  been  a  year  after  that 
particular  motion  was  made. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:    How  long  ago   was   that  from   the   present 

time? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  In  time— I  will  say  this  to  you:  That 
the  bond  issue  was  in  June,  1927,  that  would  be  two  years  ago  that 
the  bond  issue  was  voted,  and  it  was  shortly  after  that  issue  that  this 
motion  was  made,  it  might  have  been  perhaps  in  August,  1927,  per- 
haps later,  I  could  not  say  right  offhand,  but  I  remember  the  par- 
ticular meeting.  And  perhaps  over  a  year  passed  on  before  we  received 
the  estimates  from  the  architects  as  to  the  cost. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Did  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  presented 
to  it,  at  any  time,  by  the  architects,  a  set  of  plans  for  structures  that 
could  be  built  within  the  money  limit  that  the  Trustees  placed  upon  it? 
SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  would  say  yes.  Following  some  plans 
submitted  here  today  of  |5, 300, 000  odd  dollars,  that  the  veterans  agreed 
— the  report  came  in  that  the  veterans  agreed  to  I  think — now,  this 
is  all  from  memory  and  I  might  be  wrong— I  think  the  veterans  agreed 
to  105,000  square  feet  or  thereabouts,  of  floor  space,  and  those  plans 
were  to  cost,  or  that  portion  of  the  building  was  to  cost,  as  was 
stated,  practically  11,850,000  and  the  balance  of  $3,450,000,  in  round 
sums,  was  for  the  Opera  House. 

SUPERVISOR  TODD:  I  have  never  seen  fit,  in  the  four  years  on  this 
board,   to  explain   my  vote  or  make  any  apologies   for  any  vote,   nor 
do  I  intend  to  make  any  apology  today.  When  I  returned  from  my  re- 
cent illness,  the  first  meeting  I  attended  that  the  Mayor  was  here,   I 
asked  him  when   he  was   going  to  appoint   these  committeemen.    He 
said  he  had  been  working  on  this  list  hard  for  many  nights,   trying 
to  get  eleven  men  who  would  take  the  job.  He  finally  called  us  into 
his  office  about  three  or  four  weeks  ago  and   he  banded  us  a  list  of 
men — I  think  the  whole  eighteen  members  of  the  board  were  present — 
and  I   believe  that  the  Mayor  understood  at  that  time  that  this  list 
would   not  be  confirmed  by   certain   members   of  the   Board   of   Super- 
visors, inasmuch  as  there  were  not  six  veterans  on  the  board,  which 
eleven  members  of  the  board  gave  their  word  that  there  would  be  or 
that  it  would  not  be  confirmed.   I  have  nothing  against  any  of  these 
men  whom  the  Mayor  has  seen  fit  to  name.  They  are  all  outstanding 
men.  I  am  told,  by  the  representatives  of  the  veterans,  that  they  went 
over  their  entire  mtmbership,  and  they  culled   it  down  to  fifteen  out- 
standing men   who  are   members   of  the  veterans'   organizations,   who 
would  be  acceptable  to  them  and  they  think  acceptable  to  the  citizens. 
Of  course,  this  is  a  secret  list  and  we  do  not  know  who  these  fifteen 
men  were.  The  veterans  da  not  want  to  give  it  to  us  on  account  of 
their  confidence   with  the  Mayor.    I   think  that  this  matter  should  be 
sent  back  to  the  Mayor  and  his  attention  called  to  this  list  of  fifeen 
men  and  at  least  six  veterans  put  on  this  committee.  With  all  due  re- 
spect to   my  friend.   Supervisor  Colman,   he  was   one   of  the  eighteen 
that  attended  this  meeting  in  the  Mayor's  office  when  the  board  unani- 
mously agreed  that  no  member  of  the  board  should  sit  on  this  com- 
mission. I  think  that  this  should  be  sent  back  to  the  Mayor  without 
being  confirmed  and  that  will  be  my  vote. 

SUPERVISOR  DEASY:  Mr.  Chairman.  I  wish  to  state  that  this  is 
the  first  discussion  I  heard  about  the  Memorial  Building,  and  when 
that  resolution  was  passed  last  year  I  was  unfortunate  enough  to  be 
sick  in  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  I  was  not  here  when  they  voted  to  select 
piy  men  from  the  veterans  on  this  committee.  What  I  want  to  see  is 
aiat  building  started  over  there,  and  I  was  first  willing  to  abide  by  the 
Mayor's  selection,  but  after  hearing  the  veterans  talk  today,  I  will 
have  to  vote  against  the  Mayor's  recommendations. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  I  feel,  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Board:  That  the  buildings  to  be  erected  across  the  way,  because  of 
their  nature,  because  of  the  spirit  behind  them,  should  not  have  written 
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upon  the  cornerstone  that  those  structures:     "These  buildings,  erected 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  selected  after  a  wrangle  which  lasted  longer 
than  the  war  which  the  buildings  are  sought  to  commemorate".     Nor 
should  there  be  written  on  the  cornerstone:     "This  building  erected  by 
a  Board  of  Trustees,  the  first  group  of  which  died  on  the  field  of  battle 
in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  after  a  very  long  struggle".     And   I  am 
serious  about  that,  Mr.  Chairman,  because  I   think  that,  even  though 
it  won't  be  written  there  physically,   if  this  Board  of  Supervisors  at 
some  time  elects  a  Board  of  Trustees,  it  must  eventually,  and  has,  at 
one  time,  refused  by  official  vote  confirmation  of  any  group,  inevitably 
that  taint  is  going  to  remain  with  the  War  Memorial  I  think  for  all 
time,  and  as  a  result  of  that  there  is  going  to  be,  I  am  satisfied,  some 
diminution  of  the  respect  and  affection  which  the  people  will  have  for 
those  structures,  and  always  a  spirit  of  looking  back  over  past  history 
where    people    will    point    to    those    buildings    and    think    of    the    long 
struggle  and  activity  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  in  connection  with 
it.     I  want  to  call  attention  of  the  Board  to  just  what  the  motion  is  that 
is  pending:     It  is  a  motion  to  confirm  a  group  of  men.     I  have  listened 
to    the   discussions   here   today.      I    listened    to    the   expressions   of   in- 
dividuals.    I  gather  from  it  that  there  is  a  feeling  of  unwillingness  on 
the  part  of  this  Board  to  confirm  the  list  which  is  pending  before  us.     I 
think  that  is  pretty  plain  from  the  expressions  here.     And  I  hope,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  that  feeling  does  not  go  to  an  official  vote  until  every 
possible  opportunity  is,  thought  to  arise  at  an  agreement  by  the  con- 
firmation of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  either  this  group   or  a  group   with 
modifications,   shall   be  the   unanimous   act   of   this   Board.     In   other 
words,  I  would  hate  to  see,  individually  I  would  hate  to  see,  the  record, 
at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  War  Memorial  structure,  where  there 
was  an  adverse  vote  on  the  selection  of  a  group.     I  would  hate  to  see 
future  generations  say  that  the  records   of  the  Board   of  Supervisors 
showed  such  an  adverse  vote.    While  I  do  not  like  to  see  the  Board  de- 
lay the  projects,  and  I  deplore  those  delays  as  others  of  you  have,  I 
think  that  it   is  the  duty  of  this  Board   to   use  every   effort,    until   it 
appears  impossible,  if  it  should  so  appear,  to  try  to  get  an  agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  semi-officially  if  you  will,  with 
the  veterans,  either  on  this  group  or  on  some  other  group,  so  that,  when 
the  matter  does  receive  a  vote,  it  shall  receive,  for  the  first  time  that  it 
is   voted   upon,   the   seal   of   approval  of   every   member   of   the   Board, 
rather  than  to  have  the  record  show  a  negative  vote  at  any  stage  of 
the  proceedings.     Now,   I  want  to  say  just  a   word  about   Supervisor 
Colman,  if  I  may.     This  is  not  a  recommendation  for  a  position,  this 
is  not  a  certificate  of  good  character  to  him.     I  sat  in  that  conference  in 
the  Mayor's  office  and   I   felt,  theoretically,  that  there  might  be  some 
objection  to  a  member  of  the  Board  being  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  War  Memorial.     It  is  deplorable  and  unfortunate  that,  in  a  pro- 
ject such  as  we  have  in  contemplation  across  the  street,  it  should  be 
necessary,  or  it  should  be  inevitable,  that  there  would  be  discussions 
of  the  individual  character  and  standing  of  citizens  of  San  Francisco. 
I  am  satisfied,  as  far  as  Mr.  Colman  is  concerned,  I  am  satisfied,  his 
nomination  being  before  the  Board  by  the  Mayor,  that  he  will  mani- 
fest in  this  activity,  if  confirmed  by  this  Board,  the  same  high  charac- 
ter and   the   same  fair-mindedness  that  shows   and  has  shown   in  all 
of   his    public   activities.     But    that   is   not   the   particular   matter   that 
is  before  the  Board.     I   believe  that  if   Supervisor  Andriano's  sugges- 
tion is  adopted,  if  he  wants  to  renew  the  motion,  and  if  this  Board 
were  to  have  a  few  days  in  which  to  think  over  this  matter  dispas- 
sionately, we  ought  to  exert  every  possible  effort,  I  repeat,   to  come 
back  to  this  Board  so  that  the  record  shall   be  plain  and  clear,  and 
that  whenever  an  official  vote  is  taken  upon  confirmation  of  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  there  shall  not   be  a   dissenting  vote   which   will   in  any 
way   place  a   stain,   for   all   time   and   posterity,    upon   those   splendid 
structures  to  be  erected  across  the  way. 
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SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  The  Mayor  has  stated  definitely  to  the 
Committee  when  we  went  there  he  would  not  change  one  member  on 
that  Board  of  Trustees  that  he  selected.  Are  we. going  to  confirm  the 
names  or  not?  If  we  are  going  to  delay  it  we  are  taking  the  re- 
sponsibility for  delay  after  the  statement  made  by  the  Mayor.  Be- 
cause many  times  we  tried  to  confer  with  the  Mayor,  to  meet  the 
veterans  again  and  settle  with  them  on  the  members  of  the  Board, 
?nd  that  did  not  take  place.  If  there  is  any  one  that  is  confronted 
with  the  entire  Board  of  Trustee's  matter  it  is*  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. The  whole  trend  of  the  situation  has  been  placed  in  our  lap.  If 
the  matter  was  again  submited  to  the  Supervisors,  and  the  veterans, 
who  are  willing  to  confer  but  never  had  the  opportunity  to  confer 
again  protested,  why,  what  else  are  we  going  to  do?  The  Mayor  is 
out  of  town  and  probably  will  be  for  a  month,  and  in  the  meantime,  by 
laying  this  matter  pver  for  a  week,  it  won't  change  the  mind  of  the 
Mayor.  It  will  merely  work  delay  and  I  do  not  want  to  be  charged 
with  any  delay. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Certainly  a  refusal  to  confirm  any  group 
will  have  the  same  result  as  postponement  of  a  matter,  with  the  addi- 
tion that  it  will  have  the  bad  effect  of  a  refusal  to  confirm.  Now,  I  do 
not  think  either  you  or  I  want  to  ever  have  it  s-aid  that  the  group  that 
we  eventually  select  was  selected  after  an  official  vote  wherein  we  have 
rejected  a  whole  group  of  men  because  that  will  be  the  inevitable  result 
of  our  vote  if  the  vote  should  be  negative  on  the  motion  to  confirm.  I 
do  not  think  we  want  it  said,  I  do  not  believe  those  men,  I  am  sure 
those  men  would  not  want  it  said  of  them,  and  we  would  not  want 
it  said,  that  in  selecting  any  group  we  had  taken  an  official  vote,  as 
the  result  of  which  we — possibly  I  am  not  entitled  to  say  that  we  re- 
fused to  confirm— but  where  it  might  be  said  that  we  had  done  so,  and 
created  a  bad  atmosphere  in  connection  with  the  War  Memorial  project. 
I  have  seen  it  done  before,  Mr.  Schmidt,  and  you  have  too.  I  have  seen 
matters  come  into  this  Board  where  it  seemed  impossible  to  arrive  at 
an  adjustment,  where  it  seemed  impossible  to  arrive  at  some  arrange- 
ment, whereby  all  interests  were  satisfied,  and  then,  after  we  had  de- 
bated the  matter,  and  after  we  have  conferred  on  these  situations  and 
?iven  mature  thought  to  it,  we  have  come,  sensibly  and  calmly  and 
deliberately  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion.  I  do  not  despair  of  that 
being  possible  in  the  War  Memorial  matter.  It  may  be,  after  the  open 
discussion  we  have  had  here,  that  the  veterans  themselves  may  be 
brought  to  a  situation  where  they  would  be  satisfied  with  these  nom- 
inations, or  it  may  be  that  some  of  the  nominees  themselves,  realizing 
the  situation,  or  the  Mayor  himself,  or  this  Board  can  bring  about  a 
situation  whereby  appointments-  or  a  list  can  be  brought  in  which  will 
receive  immediate  and  unanimous  support,  and  that  is  the  spirit  I  think 
the  War  Memorial  should  be  founded  upon. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  May  I  ask  Mr.  Marks  this  question: 
Would  it  be  possible  for  us,  without  confirming  or  disapproving  the 
Mayor's  appointments,  to  refer  the  entire  matter  back  to  the  Mayor 
again  for  further  consideration,  if  you  do  not  want  to  go  on  record 
as  opposed  to  the  eleven  trustees  presented  by  the  Mayor?  It  is  merely 
camouflaging  the  issue,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  we  will  get  very 
far  with  it. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:    Question. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Following  the  invitation  of  Supervisor 
Marks  to  renew  my  motion,  I  am  going  to.  I  move  we  continue  the 
matter  for  one  week. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:     Second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  I  cannot  help  but  say  a  little  word,  pos- 
sibly a  little  out  of  order,  and  it  takes  us  back  to  a  month  or  so  ago, 
which  I  am  sort  of  pleased  and  delighted  to  see  the  feeling  and  the 
thought  that  some  of  the  members  have  of  people's  standing  in  the 
community,  for  their  honor  and  not  wanting  to  hurt  them.     But  I  very 
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well  remember  a  few  months  ago,  after  this  Board  unanimously  elected 
me  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  without  a  reason — without 
a  reason  whatever — at  the  following  meeting,  came  back  and  voted, 
almost  unanimously,  to  kick  me  off.  Did  anybody  give  me  any  thought? 
Did  anybody  think  anything  about  my  standing  in  the  community 
around  here?  Th'^y  tried  to  bury  me  for  all  time  right  there  and  then. 
T  want  to  tell  you  that  chickens  do  come  home  to  roost. 

SUPERVISOR   GALLAGHER:     Question. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  I  am  doubtful  about  the  parliamentary  situation. 
The  Identical  motion  was  put  before  and  defeated  and  I  doubt  whether 
the  same  motion  can  be  repeatedly  submitted  to  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:      It  was  put  without  a  second. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Without  a  second,  I  beg  your  pardon.  Call 
the  roll. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  I  would  like  to  ask  a  question  of 
the  maker  of  the  motion:  If  it  is  the  thought  that  possibly  the 
new  Mayor  we  have  can  change  the  list  in  the  coming  week?  Now, 
Mr.  Chairman,  you  do  not  need  to  answer  that  because  I  do  not 
want  to  put  you  in  that  position.  But  I  made  the  motion,  Mr. 
Chairman,  at  the  very  outset  of  the  meeting  to  postpone  until  the 
Mayor  returned,  which  would  have  saved  us  a  day  had  it  carried. 
Now,  if  the  motion  is  made  by  Mr.  Andriano  that  we  continue  this 
matter  until  the  Mayor  returns,  I  will  be  willing  to  vote  for  it,  but 
to  postpone  a  week  and  leave  it  in  your  lap  during  that  time,  I 
would  not  care  to  vote  for  that  because  nothing  will  be  accomp- 
lished. Now,  if  the  thoughts  enunciated  by  Mr.  Marks  carry  weight 
with  the  body,  the  proper  motion  to  make,  and  for  which  I  would 
be  willing  to  vote,  would  be  a  continuance  for  three  weeks  or  a 
month,  until  the  Mayor  returned,  because  he  asked  for  a  thirty 
day  leave,  and  if  we  do  vote  to  reject  today,  the  matter  would  neces- 
sarily have  to  wait  his  arrival  for  a  new  list.  So  if  we  would  vote 
to  reject  it  would,  as  Mr.  Marks  said,  be  taken  by  some  people  as 
a  slap  at  these  men  who  have  been  nominated  by  the  Mayor,  and 
no  new  list  would  be  forthcoming  in  the  meantime.  So  if  the 
members  feel  that  they  want  to  vote  on  this  today,  I  am  willing 
to  vote  on  it;  if  they  want  to  vote  on  a  motion  that  might  be 
amended  to  call  for  a  month's  continuance,  a  thirty  day  continu- 
ance, I  would  be  willing  to  vote  for  that. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  not  risen  to- 
speak  on  this  question,  nor  do  I  intend  to  make  any  extended  re- 
marks now.  This  last  motion,  once  having  been  refused,  is  now 
renewed.  What  is  the  issue  here?  Is  it  the  issue  whether  we 
are  saving  somebody's  feelings?  Is  it  the  out  and  out,  cold  blooded, 
unmistakable,  unequivocal  issue  that  we  demand  as  representa- 
tives of  the  people,  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  Veterans,  regardless  of  whose  feelings  are  hurt?  That  is  the 
out  and  out  issue.  Now,  you  are  moving,  after  hours  of  debate, 
you  are  proposing  now,  after  hours  of  talk,  which  I  do  not  criticize 
you  for,  you  are  proposing  to  do  the  very  old  thing,  which  you  are 
so  often  accused  of  and  sometimes  rightfully  and  sometimes  wrong- 
fully  

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON  (interrupting):  Make  that  "we"  in- 
stead of  "you,"  if  you  please. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  shall  say  "we"  instead  of  "you." 
Make  that  "we."  I  think  I  said  "we,"  if  I  did  not  I  fully  intended 
to.  Now,  I  propose  to  do  one  of  the  most  regrettable  things  that 
I  have  to  do.  I  am  asked  first,  to  vote  on  the  subject  of  the  con- 
firmation of  Mr.  Colman.  Nothing  would  please  me  better  than 
to  be  able  to  do  that.  I  am  asked  to  vote  on  the  subject  of  the 
confirmation  of  Mr.  Cameron,  Mr.  Kendrick.  another  gentleman 
of  high  repute.  But  I  am  willing  to  meet  the  issue  because  the 
issue  is  not — their  reputation    will    not    be   in     the    slightest  degroi; 
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tarnished  by  either  confirmation  or  rejection.  The  issue  is  clear 
cut  that  th«  Mayor  has  made  and  I  propose  to  meet  it.  I  do  not 
wish  to  wave  any  flags,  nor  do  I  wish  to  indulge  in  war  talk,  but 
it  does  seem  to  me  that  we  are  somewhat  forgetful.  The  people 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  have  written  into  their 
organic  law  that  in  the  matter  of  positions  throughout  the  govern- 
ment those  that  fought  for  their  country  have  the  preference.  It 
is  not  a  very  far  cry  then  to  justify  yourselves  and  to  say  that  if 
there  is  to  be  a  memorial  to  the  deeds  they  performed,  to  the 
work  that  they  have  done,  the  things  for  which  they  stood  for 
when  we  needed  them,  the  thing  to  do  is  to  trust  them  with  theii' 
own  War   Memorial. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  With  the  consent  of  my  second,  I 
will  amend  my  motion  to  the  effect  that  the  matter  be  postponed 
for  thirty  days. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  Is  there  a  second?  I  would  like  to  clarify 
the  situation  suggested  by  Supervisor  Shannon,  the  possibility  that, 
in  my  present  position  as  Acting  Mayor  I  might  see  it  to  amend  the 
Mayor's  nominations.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  my  present  position, 
as  result  of  a  necessitated  absence  from  the  state  of  the  Mayor, 
I  am  called  upon  to  act  as  Mayor,  it  will  be  my  policy  iiot  to  make 
any  appointments  which  are  vested  by  the  charter,  or  by  law,  in 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  during  his  absence,  unless  he  specifically 
requests  me  to  do  so. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  The  question  before  us  is  postpone- 
ment for  one  week,  nothing  more  but  postponement  for  one  week 
and  that  is  all.  Now,  members  of  the  Board,  suppose  we  today 
do  not  confirm  the  nominees  of  the  Mayor?  The  thing  will  go  on 
just  as  it  is  going  on  now.  If  we  postpone  for  one  week  what  might 
happen?  This,  I  hope,  will  happen,  that  the  Acting  Mayor  will  call 
this  Board  together,  which  he  can,  we  are  all  conversant  with  the 
question,  and  we  will  try  to  agree,  and  I  hope  that  we  will  be 
able  to  send  the  Mayor  a  telegram  that  we  unanimously  agree  on 
so  and  so  and  forward  to  him  the  stenographic  report  here  today. 
I  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  do  that.  We  will  then  be  accomplish- 
ing something.  If  we  vote  down  the  recommendations  of  the 
Mayor,  the  matter  will  remain  just  as  it  is.  We  will  mark  time 
and  that  is  all  that  will  come  out  of  it.  I  tried  to  give  you  all  the 
facts  as  a  present  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  I  deplore 
that  the  Mayor  did  not  see  fit  to  nominate  one  member  at  least 
of  the  15  recommended  by  the  Veterans.  And  I  say  to  you  here 
now  that  we  can  do  something  and  I  hope  we  will  do  something 
so  we  can  start  this  project  on  its  way.  Vote  postponement  down 
if  you  will,  vote  the  recommendations  of  the  Mayor  down,  if  you 
will.  You  remain  just  as  you  are  today  and  so  you  will  remain 
until  the  Mayor  returns.  Vote  postponement  for  one  week  and  I 
hope  the  Acting  Mayor  will  call  us  together  and  that  we  will  unani- 
mouslv  agree  on  some  program. 

THE   CLERK:      On  Supervisor  Andriano's   amendment,   seconded 
by  Supervisor  Marks,  that  consideration  be  continued  for  one  week. 
THE  CHAIRMAN:      Call  Mr.  Andriano  in.      Roll  call. 
SUPERVISOR   ANDRIANO:       Aye.

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  move  immedi- 
ate reconsideration. 

SUPERVISOR   TODD:      I  second  the  motion. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:      Call  the  roll,  the   question  is 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  (interrupting):  Mr.  Chairman,  as 
I  understand  it,  a  notice  to  reconsider  is  to  afford  an  opportunity 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  to  do  just  that  very  thing,  to  recon- 
sider, and  a  motion  cannot  be  reconsidered  immediately  after  a 
vote  is  taken,  the  time  is  not  sufficient.  Now,  that  rule  of  com- 
mon sense  has  been  disregarded  by  the  members  of  this  Board 
heretofore,  but  it  has  been  disregarded  illegally,  and  I  now  rise 
to  a  point  of  order,  that  such  a  motion  is  not  in  order. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:   Your  point  of  order  is  not  well  taken. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  May  I  be  permitted,  if  you  please, 
to  read  the  Charter. 

SUPERVISOR  KENT:  It  seems  to  me  that  a  vote  was  taken  to 
postpone  for  one  week,  and  this  notice  of  reconsideration  is  for 
the  same  purpose,  and  I  believe  the  thing  has  already  been  voted 
on  in  another  way  and  therefore  this  is  out  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Section  12,  Article  II,  Chapter  I: 
"When  a  bill  is  put  upon  its  final  passage  in  the  Board  and  fails 
to  pass,  and  a  motion  is  made  to  reconsider,  the  vote  upon  sucli 
motion  shall  not  be  acted  upon  before  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
four  hours  after  adjournment.  No  bill  for  the  grant  of  any  fran- 
chise shall  be  put  upon  its  final  passage  within  ninety  days  after  its 
introduction,  and  no  franchise  shall  be  renewed  before  one  year 
prior  to  its  expiration.  Every  ordinance  shall,  after  amendment, 
be  laid  over  for  one  week  before  its  final  passage." 
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That  last  has  no  bearing  upon  the  point  of  order  that  I  raised, 
but  I  submit  that  the  first  portion  of  it  is  exactly  in  point,  that 
we  cannot  vote  finally  upon  this  question  until  the  expiration  of 
24  hours.  We  may  be  able  to  disregard  the  by-laws  of  this  Board, 
but  I  do  not  think  the  members  of  the  Board  will  want  to  ignore 
the  Charter. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  It  is  the  reconsideration  of  franchises. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  Chair  will  rule  that  the  point  of  order  is 
not  well  taken  because  this  section  quoted  by  the  Supervisor  re- 
fers to  reconsideration  of  franchises. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  To  get  the  matter  properly  before 
the  Board.  I  will  move  the  suspension  of  the  rules  for  the  purpose 
of  immediate  reconsideration. 

SUPERVISOR   SCHMIDT:    Second    the   motion. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:    Call  the  roll. 

THE  CLERK:    Roll  Call:

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  question  is,  shall  the  vote  whereby  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  refused  confirmation  to  the  nominations  of 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  reconsidered. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  would  just  like  to  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  that  sentence  that  I  have  read  does  not 
refer  exclusively  to  franchises.  It  says,  "When  a  bill  is  put  upon 
its  final  passage  in  the  Board  and  fails  to  pass,  and  a  motion  is 
made  to  reconsider,  the  vote  upon  such  motion  shall  not  be  acted 
upon  before  the  expiration  of  twenty-four  hours  after  adjourn- 
ment." 

That  is  a  complete  statement  in  itself.  There  is  no  reference  in 
that  sentence  to  franchises.  And  I  submit  that  you  cannot  draw 
the  conclusion  that,  because  the  following  sentence  refers  to  fran- 
chises, that  therefore  the  sentence  that  I  have  read  refers  to  fran- 
chises. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  Chair  would  rule  that  the  provisions  of 
the  Charter  read  does,  however,  in  specific  language  refer  to  the 
final  passage  of  a  bill,  and  that  the  question  before  us  is  not  the 
final    passage   of  the   bill. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    I  desire  to  appeal  from  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair  with  regard  to  that  point  of  order  and  I  so  move. 
THE  CHAIRMAN:    The  motion  fails  for  lack  of  a  second.

October  7,  1929.  Remarks  of  Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  made  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  upon  his  return  from  Washington  in  regard 
to  War  Memorial  Trustees: 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  too  late  today  for  me  to  take  up  with  the  Board 
the  (luestion  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees.  I  would  like  to  call  the 
Board  together  or  have  the  Board  take  a  recess  until  Thursday  after- 
noon, say  at  two  o'cloc-k,  after  the  Mayor  of  Berlin  leaves,  when  we 
can  sit  down   here  and  discuss  the  appointment  for  that   project. 

SUPERVISOlt  McSHEEHY:  May  I  ask,  Mr.  Mayor,  we  just  agreed 
that  a  coiiy  of  your  report  in  reference  to  the  bridge  matter  be  tendered 
to  Mr.  Harlan,  1  believe  that  is  the  name  of  the  attorney.  May  j  ask 
that  a  coijy  also  be  tendered  to  our  Clerk  as  a  record,  so  that,  if  any 
of  us  wish  at  any  time  to  refer  to  it,  we  will  have  it  here? 
THE    MAYOR:     So   ordered. 

SUPPCR VISOR  HAVENNER:  Do  I  understand  that  you  want  to 
have  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  to  discuss  the  War  Memorial 
Trustees?  May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  parliamentary  situation? 
There  is  nothing  before  the  Boai-d   in   regard  to  that. 

THE  MA^OR:  Then  I  will  call  the  Board  in  special  session  for  two 
o'clock  on  Thur.sday  afternoon  to  discuss  appointments  for  the  War 
Memorial,  because  I  am  going  to  present  each  name  singly  and  have 
the  Board  vote  on  each  name,  so  that  we  will  lind  out  whom  you  are 
for   and    whom    you   are  against,   that   is  all. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  will  have  to  raise  a  point  of  order 
a(  this  time,  and  I  will  t)e  obliged  to  raise  that  point  of  order.  The 
Board  is  not,  under  the  Charter  amendment — and  I  consulted  the  City 
Attorney  at  the  time — the  Board  is  not  required  to  vote  seriatim,  and 
1  do  not  feel  that  that  would  be  fair.  The  Charter  specifically  piovides 
that  tiH>  Board  has  the  right  of  confirmation  of  denominations,  not 
individually.  The  Board  made  itself  very  clear  on  that  subject  at  the 
lime  that  it  took  its  vote.  We  do  not  object  to  any  individual.  Solely 
on  the  ba.vis  of  the  action  previously  taken  by  the  Board,  I  will  have 
to  raise  a  point  of  order  against  any  proposition  to  ask  us  to  vote 
seriatim. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  point  of  order  is  not  well  taken,  l>ecause  voting 
on  any  matter  seriatim  is  provided  for  in  the  ('barter,  for  the  budget, 
and  everything  else.  The  Mayor  is  going  to  take  full  advantage  of 
passing  every  single  name  up,  because  there  is  no  hope  of  getting 
unanimous'  consent  on  every  name  presented  by  the  vote.  We  are  going 
to  have  a  seriatim   vote  on  each   name. 

SUI'EiiVlSOR  HAVENNER:     I  will  ask  that  tne  City  Attorney  be 
requested  to  be  here  and   advise  us,  as  he  did  before. 
THE   MAYOR:     We  will  have  a   vote  on  eveiv  name. 
Sl'PERVISOR    HAVENNER:     I    do   not    think    we    will. 
SCPERVISOR  (;AELAGHI':R:    The  Streets  Committee  meets  Thurs- 
day;   cannot  we  meet  some  other  day  than  Thursday? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  mean,  convenient  to  the  Board.  I  cannot  have  it 
before  Thursday,  because  the  Mayor  of  Berlin  arrives  tomorrow  morn- 
ing and   will   be   here   until   Thursday   morning,    I    understand. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAOHER:  If  the  Finance  Committee  does  not 
object  the  Streets  Committee  could  meet  Friday.  We  have  the  Bay 
Shore  and  Redwood  Empire  matters  before  us.  Wednesday  we  have 
a  di.strict  highway  meeting.  We  could  meet  then.  But  Thursday,  I 
would  ask  for  you  not  to  call  it  on  Thursdav. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  At  this  time,  in  view  of  your  an- 
nouncement that  you  desire  to  call  the  Board  in  session  to  vote  upon 
your  nominations,  1  desire  to  call  i)ublic  attention  t(j  the  fact  that  I 
tiiink  tiie  Board  was  not  treated  entirely  fairly  by  your  Honor,  per-

haps  not  intentionally,  in  connection  with  the  nominations  for  tho 
War  Memorial.  You  called  me  entire  Board  into  your  office  two 
months  ago,  I  believe  it  was,  and  submitted  to  us  a  partial  list  of 
the  names,  which  we  discussed  privately.  It  was  at  your  invita- 
tion, you  stated  at  that  time  that  you  did  not  desire,  and  that  you 
did  not  believe  that  the  Board  desired,  to  bring  this  question  to 
a  public  discussion  and  to  have  the  issue  of  personalities  raised 
in  connection  with  the  nominations.  You  presented  to  us  a  par- 
tial list  of  proposed  nominations  at  that  time,  to  which,  indi- 
vidually, I  think  there  was  no  objection  raised.  You  told  us  that 
before  you  submitted  the  nominations,  you  desired  to  confer  with 
us  again.  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  now  pub- 
licly to  the  fact  that  we  never  had  the  opportunity  to  discuss  this 
matter  with  you  again,  and  that  we  have  had  no  explanation  of  why 
we  did  not  have  that  opportunity.  The  Board  entered  into  this  matter 
in  good  faith,  hoping  that  the  issue  of  personalities  could  be  avoided, 
through  the  conference  which  you  yourself,  your  Honor,  suggested. 

THE  MAYOR:    Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  And  we  were  not  given  the  privilege, 
which  you  voluntarily  proffered  us,  to  discus-s  the  entire  list  again 
before  it  was  brought  before  the  Board.  Therefore,  I  want  to  submit 
to  you  that  I  think  your  proposition  now,  that  we  publicly  discuss  the 
issue  of  personalities,  which  we  have  officially  disclaimed  as  any  part 
of  the  reason  for  our  refusing  to  confirm  your  list  of  nominations,  is 
not  in  keeping  with  the  suggestion  that  you  made  to  us-  yourself. 

THE  MAYOR:  But,  Mr.  Havenner,  the  last  time  I  called  the  Board 
in — I  know  it  was  twice,  I  am  not  sure  whether  it  was  three  times 
or  not,  but  twice,  anyway, — nearly  every  name  on  the  list  that  I  sub- 
mitted was  acceptable  to  all  the  members  of  the  Board  present  in  my 
office. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  That  is  true,  but  you  did  not  submit 
to  us  a  complete  list.  We  had  the  right  to  expect  at  that  time,  and 
the  thing  that  we  insisted  upon  at  the  meeting  in  your  office,  Mr. 
Mayor,  with  all  due  respect,  we  merely  insisted  that,  in  view  of  the 
joint  authority  that  the  Charter  placed  upon  us-  with  yourself,  that  the 
official  request  that  we  had  made,  that  a  majority  of  the  men  who 
were  to  be  nominated  should  be  veterans  of  some  department  of  the 
military  service   of   the   United    States,   should    be   complied   with. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  all  right,  Mr.  Havenner,  there  is  nothing  in- 
cumbent upon  me  to  follow  that  resolution.  I  did  not  sign  it,  I  let  it 
go. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  merely  call  your  attention  to  it— 
I  say  it  may  have  been  an  unintentional  breach  of  good  faith  with  the 
Board — but  I  think  that,  having  publicly  assured  us — and  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  was  present— that  we  would  be  consulted  again  before 
you  subjected  this  list  to  a  public  discussion,  that  it  is  not  now  fair 
to  thrust  upon  us  the  issue  of  personalities. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  refuse  to  go  through  any  more  executive 
conferences  in  my  chambers  and  be  turned  down  on  some  of  the  names 
that  were  agreed  upon  by  every  member  of  the  Board  present  in  my 
chambers.  And  I  am  not  going  to  go  into  executive  session  in  my 
chambers  and  get  nowhere.  The  names-  that  were  agreed  upon  have 
been  turned  down  and  the  Board  has  permitted,  as  near  as  I  can  find 
out  while  I  have  been  away,  slurs  to  be  cast  upon  the  names  of  some 
of  those  that  I  have  nominated. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  That  is  absolutely  untrue.  I  must 
deny  it,  it  is  not  true.  This  Board,  officially,  went  on  record  as  saying 
that  our  sole  objection  was  that  you  placed  this  Board  in  the  position 
of  repudiating  its  public  pledge  to  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco,  that 
we  requested  that  a  majority  of  those  names  be  veterans.  And  it  is 
inconceivable  to  me,  Mr.  Mayor — I  regard  every  one  of  your  nomina- 
tions as  worthy  individually — and  I  will  not  be  placed  in  the  position 
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of  voting  for  one  and  voting  against  another.  I  serve  notice  now  that 
I  will  not  be  placed  in  that  position.  But,  Mr.  Mayor,  it  is  inconceiv- 
able to  me  that  there  are  not  others  as  worthy  among  this  great  army 
of  men  who  offered  their  lives  in  the  World  War  and  the  wars  which 
have  preceded  it.    And  we  merely  requested 

THE   MAYOR    (interrupting):      There   are. 

SUPEHVISOR  HAVENNER:  (continuing)  : —that  a  majority  of 
the  nominations  be  men  who  have  rendered  that  service  to  the  United 
States 

THE  MAYOR:  If  I  had  the  appointment  of  all  the  men  who  s-erved 
the  country,  I  would  appoint  every  one  of  them,  but  you  drew  the 
resolution  limiting  me  to  eleven. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  think  that  there  is  nothing  before 
the  Board  at  this  time  on  this  particular  question,  and  I  am  going 
to  make  a  motion  that,  if  your  Honor  desires  to  present  this  matter 
before  the  Board,  or  if  there  is  going  to  be  any  discussion  at  all,  that 
it  should  be  made  a  special  order  of  business  for  some  other  day. 
I  make  a  motion  that  three  o'clock  next  :\Ionday  be  set  aside  for  that 
purpo&e. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     There  is  nothing  before  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR   ANDRIANO:      There  is  nothing  before   the   Board 

now. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  have  had  notice  served  on  me  this  morning  that 
many  of  those  whom  I  have  appointed  are  going  to  resign,  that  is  all, 
and  I  cannot  get  anywhere  with  the  Board  in  my  chambers  discussing 
names  because  you  cannot  agree  on  eleven  names,  all  of  you  put 
together,  you  could  not  agree  on  eleven  names,  and  I  say  that  with 
all  kindliness,  I  cannot  do  anything. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     I  rise  to  a  question  of  per&onal  privi- 
lege with  regard  to  that  statement.    We  did  not  solicit  the  invitation 
to   come   to   your   office.    We   were   invited   by    you,   and    it   was   your 
suggestion,  and  yours  alone,  that  we  come  to  your  office — • — 
THE  MAYOR    (interrupting):    Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  (continuing):  —that  we  come  to  the 
office,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  you  in  private,  before  this 
matter  was  submitted  to  public  discussion,  the  various  names  that  you 
had  in  mind.  And  you  submitted  to  us  a  partial  list.  To  none  of  the 
individuals  did  we  raise  any  objection. 
THE  MAYOR:  I  submitted  all  but  one. 
SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:    There  was  no  agreement  at  that  time, 

and  it  was  at  your  specific  request,  Mr.  Mayor 

THE  MAYOR    (interrupting):     It   was. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER    (continuing):  that  we  should  meet 

with   you   again. 

THE  MAYOR:    Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Now,  it  is  not  fair.  Mr.  Mayor,  to  get 
up  here  now  before  this  audience  and  say  that  you  won't  consider  a 
further  private  consultation  in  your  office.  We  did  not  suggest  that, 
you  suggested  it,  sir. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  won't  extend  the  invitation  again.  I  think  I  was 
paying  the  Board  a  distinct  compliment,  but  if  you  do  not  want  the 
invitation,  I  won't  extend  it,  we  will  have  it  here. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  For  one,  I  would  like  to  have  the 
privilege  again  of  discussing  it  with  you. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  have  no  objection  to  having  it  here. 
SUPERVISOR    GALLAGHER:      I    would    like    to    say    a    word,    Mr. 
Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, there  is  nothing  before  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:    The  Mayor  has  made  a  statement. 
SUPERVISOR   ANDRIANO:     I   rise   to   a   point   of   order   as   to   the 
Mayor's  statement.    There  is  nothing  before  the  Board.    If  the  Mayor 
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desires  to  call  a  special  meeting,  it  is  his  privilege,  but  there  is  nothing 
before  u&  now,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  the  proper  time  to  enter  into 
any  discussion  on  the  War  Memorial.  Let  us  have  it  out  at  a  special 
session  for  that  purpose.  If  you  desire  to  make  a  statement  you  can 
make  it  at  that  time.    I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 

THE  MAYOR:  Would  you  object,  Mr.  Gallagher,  to  a  special 
meeting? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  not  object  to  a  special  meet- 
ing, but  I  suggest  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  discussion  has  been 
permitted  and  I  do  not  Intend  to  go  into  it  very  deeply,  I  merely 
intend  to  make  a  suggestion  that  might  be  helpful.  I  have  to  wait, 
however,  until  you  rule  me  out  of  order,  on  your  own  invitation. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  object  to  him  talking,  Mr.  Andriano,  if  you 
do  not. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  like  to  say  this  in  a  helpful 
spirit:  I  wish  to  say  that  I  was  not  at  the  meeting  in  your  office,  you 
know  I  was  not  in  town,  but  you  submitted  a  very  fine  list  of  names, 
there  is  no  question  about  that,  and  it  was  so  stated  here  by  nearly 
everybody  who  spoke.  The  issue  is,  however,  as  to  whether  the  Board 
and  yours'elf  can  get  together  on  this  matter  so  that  a  majority — I  do 
not  care  if  anybody  has  a  victory  in  this  thing  or  not,  it  does  not 
matter  to  me — so  that  a  majority  of  these  directors  might  be  veterans 
of  some  war.  Now,  that  is  an  issue,  and  you  could  help  it  out  very 
nicely 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting):    Whom  am  I  going  to  throw  off? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  would  not  use  that  expression. 
Why  not  take  Mr.  Fleishhacker?  I  am  very  sure  he  would  be  quite 
willing  if  it  would  help  the  situation.  He  is  on,  I  think,  four  or  five 
different  boards  of  the  city  now.  You  could  say,  "Would  you  object 
if  I  took  your  name  off  for  some  one  of  40,000  veterans" — I  do  not 
care  who  it  is.  And  I  happen  to  know,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  some  of  the 
gentlemen  that  you  named  have  themselves  stated,  personally,  that  If 
it  would  solve  the  situation — it  is  not  a  question  of  getting  off — they 
would  be  tickled  to  death  to  get  out  of  the  work  involved.  And  I 
really  think  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  you  would  calm  this  com- 
munity in  one  sense,  and,  anyhow,  that  you  would  get  something 
started  in  the  other,  and  that  if  we  won't  let  our  own  pride  get  too 
much  in  the  way,  you  can  solve  this  between  now  and  the  time  w^e 
next  meet.  Now,  here  is  the  situation  you  will  face  when  you  come 
to  the  Board:  You  state  that  you  are  going  to  ask  us  to  vote  in- 
dividually on  every  name.  What  a  complexity  and  with  what  result? 
Now.  if  you  force  that  issue,  the  answer  is  the  same.  If  you  could 
compel  us — which  you  cannot,  by  the  way,  you  will  lose  in  that 
matter,  I  would  like  to  predict  to  you  now — but  if  you  could  compel 
us  to  vote  on  eveiy  single  name,  why,  the  answer  is  that  to  sustain 
the  record  we  would  vote  down  every  single  name.  And  I  would 
ask  you  not  to  force  that  issue  for  this  reason:  It  is  the  Board's 
dictum  that  when  a  matter  is  presented- — and  it  makes  its  own 
rule  on  the  subject  and  you  and  I  cannot  change  it — that  if  it  de- 
sires to  vote  on  names  or  matters  seriatim,  it  is  within  their  de- 
cision. And  what  will  you  have  here?  You  will  have  a  war  of 
the  War  Memorial,  as  we  Irish  say,  a  sort  of  a  Donnybrook  affair, 
and  you  will  get  nowhere.  Now.  I  think  you  really  want  to  get 
this  Memorial  started,  and  I  would  like  to  have  you  undertake  the 
legal  job  of  switching  a  couple  of  names.  I  think,  if  you  will  con- 
sult some  of  the  men  whom  you  have  proposed,  they  would  tell 
you  that  it  is  their  personal  view,  although  they  are  very  grateful 
for  the  honor  you  tendered  them,  and  that  it  might  be  made  con- 
sistent with  every  ideal  you  have  and  yet  meet,  on  all  fours,  the 
position,  not  only  of  the  Board,  but  of  thousands  of  citizens.  And 
I  appeal  to  you,  sii',  with  no  disrespect  'for  the  names  that  you  sent 
in,  because  they  were  wonderful  people,  all  of  them,  and  I  want  to 
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assure  you,  as  did  Mr.  Havenner.  that  not  one  unkind  word,  not 
even  by  tliose  wlio  were  permitted  to  talk  from  outside  the  Board, 
not  one  unkind  word  was  uttered  against  any  nominee.  I  think  that 
you  will  find  that  to  be  the  record. 

THE  MAYOR:  May  I  interrupt  you  and  ask  you  a  question:  Was 
a  statement  made  that  only  two  of  those  whom  I  had  suggested  were 
satisfactory  to  those  who  weie  opposing  them? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  If  it  was  made — I  think  it  was  only 
two  were  unsatisfactory,  there  was  some  such  statement  made  and 
reasons  recited,  but  remember,  when  that  remark  was  given  responsi- 
bility, it  was  the  remark  of  a  citizen  permitted  to  address  the  Board, 
and,  fiankly,  was  put  forward  in  colorful  criticism,  respectful,  not 
derogatory,  certainly  not  derogatory.  You  could  take  as  your  wit- 
ness anybody  who  sat  during  that  hearing,  and  it  was  a  hearing 
in  which  everything  that  was  said,  including  that  that  was  said  by 
individuals  from  the  outside,  was  addressed  in  the  most  respectful 
manner  and  the  names  were  treated  in  that  form.  And  if  you  will 
examine  the  record,  which  was  taken  down  in  full,  I  would  invite 
your  particular  attention  to  the  fact  that  everything  respectful  was 
said  and  nothing  that  could,  in  any  sense,  so  far  as  I  heard  it,  and 
I  heard  it  all,  be  considered  as  a  slur  against  any  man.  And,  take 
Major  Kendrick,  for  instance.  I  would  not  sit  here  for  one  second — 
and  Major  Kendrick  was  one  of  the  men  mostly  under  fire,  I  will 
say — I  would  not  sit  here,  or  anywhere  else,  for  one  second  and  per- 
mit anybody  to  insult  the  name  of  Major  Kendrick,  although  I  had 
to  vote  against  his  name  as  a  War  Memorial  trustee.  And  I  would 
not  listen  to  a  man  who  would  attack  the  men  on  that  Board  or  slur 
them.  But  there  was  another  issue  here  and  they  all  went  down 
in  that  manner,  and  I  would  like  to  appeal  to  you  to  see  if  the 
Board  and  yourself  cannot  get  together,  and  then  you  will  come 
back  here  with  your  nominations  and  they  will  be  approved. 

THE  MAYOR:    Was  there  a  kick  at  Sergeant  Major  Jimmie  Hertz? 

SUPERVISOR   TODD:     No.    not    by   anybody. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:      His  name  was  not  mentioned. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  have  asked  the  War  Department  to  send  me  a 
record  of  the  3  63rd.  One  of  the  most  brilliant  pages  of  the  War 
were  made  by  the  3  6  3rd,  our  San  Francisco  regiment. 

SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Mr.  Mayor,  his  name  was  not  mentioned 
in  any  discussion. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  When  we  left  your  office,  the  only 
time  that  I  was  over  there,  when  we  left  you  had  some  names,  not 
a  full  list  but  a  tentative  list,  and  you  were  going  to  look  for  some 
other  people.  I  do  not  believe  that  there  was  a  member  of  the  Board 
— at  least,  not  in  conference  was  there  a  member  of  the  Board- -- 
that  I  heard  suggest  anybody's  name,  and  I  do  not  know  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  that  has  any  name  to  .suggest.  I  am  satisfied,  Mr. 
Mayor,  if  you  and  the  veterans  of  the  wars,  or  their  committee, 
agreed  on  a  sot  of  names,  I  am  satisfied  that  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors, v.-ithout  any  further  conference,  would  accept  them.  But 
we  did  agree  with  the  veterans,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  that  there 
should  be  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  war  veterans.  We 
gave  that  promise  to  them  and  we  explained  that  in  your  office,  that 
we  had  made  the  promise,  and  we  sort  of  must  go  along  with  it. 
And  that  is  just  what  we  are  up  against.  Nobody  has  any  parti- 
cular kick.  We  have  no  fault  to  find  with  these  War  Memorial 
trustees.  It  is  the  Veterans,  the  people  who  served  the  country, 
who  would  like  to  have  a  Board  of  Trustees,  a  majority  of  them 
p*^ople  who  would  be  friendly  and  kindly  with  them.  That  is  all. 
We  have  no  further  thought  in  it;  we  want  the  thing  to  go  along 
as  harmoniously  as  possible,  and  we  are  willing  to  work  to  that 
end.  But  after  giving  a  promise  to  the  people  who  were  interested 
in  it,  we  cannot  fall  down  on  that  promise. 
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THE  MAYOR:  I  am  willing  to  yield  an  awful  lot  to  try  to  get 
that  work  going.  I  thought  I  had  given  you  eleven  of  the  finest 
names  we  could  get  here.     I  will  see  you  sometime  during  the  week. 

October  14,  1929.  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  regard- 
ing letter  from  the  Veterans  mentioned  in  the  morning  papers  of 
this  date,  and  which  referred  to  alleged  opposition  of  the-  Veter- 
ans to  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  for  the  War  Memorial.  The  press 
reports  of  this  'letter  were  read  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
the  same  were  discussed.  The  letter  treats  main'ly  of  the  alleged 
"gross  mis-statement  of  facts"  by  the  Mayor  relative  to  the  activities 
of  Veteran  organizations  against  the  War  Memorial  Boards.  The 
letter  was  not  received  by  the  Mayor  at  the  time  it  was  published 
in  the  morning  newspapers  but  was  received  later  on  in  the  day, 
and  after  it  had  been  discussed  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  letter  was  dated  October  12th,  1929,  addressed  to  the  Mayor, 
signed  by  Milton  B.  Sapiro,  Commander  San  Francisco  County 
Council,  The  American  Legion;  Mr.  E.  F.  Peckham,  President  San 
Francisco  County  Council,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans;  Harold 
J.  Boyd,  Commander  San  Francisco  County  Council,  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars;  Hillary  H.  Crawford,  President  United  Veterans 
Council  of  iSan  Francisco;  Thomas  M.  Foley,  representing  Disabled 
Veterans  of  the  World  War;  Harold  J.  Boyd,  H.  W.  Glensor,  and 
James  B.  Burns,  the  latter  three  constituting  the  Advisory  Board 
of  the  Veterans'  War  Memoiial,  committees  appointed  to  consult 
with  a  committee  of  nine  on  War  Memorial  matters.  This  letter 
points  out  that  the  Mayor  is  quoted  as  having  issued  a  statement  to 
the  effect  that  the  V/ar  Veterans  opposed  the  bond  issue  providing 
for  the  War  Memorial.  The  War  Veterans  are  laboring  under  a 
misapprehension,  because  I  never  at  any  time  made  any  such  state- 
ment, and  if  I  was  so  quoted,  it  is  an  erroneous  quotation.  I  may 
have  inadvertently  referred  to  the  War  Memorial,  but  I,  in  fact, 
meant  that  certain  War  Veteran  organizations  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  opposed  Charter  Amendment  No.  3  2, 
creating  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  which  pro- 
vided for  the  manner  of  their  appointment,  defined  their  powers 
and  their  duties.  Said  Board  is  to  consist  of  eleven  members,  who 
are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Amendment  provides  that  "in  making 
appointments  to  said  Board  the  Mayor  shall  give  due  consideration 
to  Veterans  o'f  all  wars  engaged  in  by  the  United  States  for  which 
said   War  Memorial   is  to   be   constructed   and   maintained." 

My  reference  to  the  position  of  certain  Veteran  organizations  on 
Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  voted  on  and  passed  by  the  citizens 
of  this  City  and  County  at  the  November,  1928,  election  is  ba?ed 
upon  a  leaflet  which  was  given  wide  circulation  at  and  before  the 
time  the  amendment  above  referred  to  was  to  be  voted  upon.  The 
leaflet  I  refer  to  is  quoted  as  follows:

CITIZENS   OF   SAN  FRANCISCO: 

1.  War  Veterans,  speaking  for  themselves — through  their  na- 
tionally recognized  organizations — remind  you  that  your  bond  issue 
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of  $4,000,000.00  asked  in  the  name  of  War  Veterans,  was  intended 
primarily' to  i)rovide  a  real  War  Memorial  as  a  tribute  to  deceased 
Veterans  of  all  Wars,  and  as  iieadquarters  for  San  Francisco  War 
Veterans. 

2.  Amendment  3  2  means  that  War  Veterans  have  no  assurance 
of  "a  voice  in  the  construction,  arrangement,  management,  or  con- 
trol   of    the    War    Memorial — that    they    have    been    promised    since 

1919 a  memorial  which  was  to  provide  a  permanent  headquarters 

for  Veterans   of  all   Wars. 

3.  Amendment  3  2  means  that  War  Veterans  have  no  assurance 
that  the  employees  in  the  'Veterans  Building'  of  the  War  Memori- 
al will  be  honorably  discharged  War  Veterans. 

4.  Amendment  3  2  means  that  the  entire  War  Memorial  pro- 
ject, as  well  as  the  control  and  administration  thereof,  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  a  group  interested  primarily  in  an  opera  house  and 
art  museum,  without  regard  to  the  wishes,  desires,  or  needs  of  the 
War    Veterans. 

0.  Those  who  submitted  Amendment  32  did  not  consult  any 
of  the  major  War  Veteran  Organizations;  they  did  not  permit  a 
suggestion  or  recommendation  from  any  major  War  Veteran  Or- 
ganization;  they  did  not  in  fact  even  notify  any  major  War  Veter- 
an Organization  of  their  intention  to  submit  this  amendment. 

6.  Amendment  32  was  presented  at  the  last  possible  moment — 
within  an  hour  of  midnight — too  late  for  any  public  hearings  to 
be  held. 

7.  The  War  Veterans'  Name,  and  their  cause,  have  been  and 
now  are  being  used  in  an  attempt  to  control  and  dominate  an  alleged 
War  Memorial  for  the  primary  purpose  of  securing  an  opera  house 
and  an  art  museum.

I  have  been  informed  that  some  of  the  Veteran  Organizations, 
whose  names  were  attached  to  the  leaflet  heretofore  mentioned, 
were  not  in  fact  opposed  to  the  passage  of  Amendment  No.  3  2, 
creating  the  so-called  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees,  and  ad- 
vised that  the  3  63rd  Infantry  Association  did  not  authorize  the 
use  of  their  name.  The  reporter's  transcript  of  the  proceedings, 
"In  re  remarks  of  Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  on  appointment  of  Trus- 
tees  of   the  War   Memorial"   is   as   follows: 

THE   MAYOR:      Then  follows:    "In  Re  Remarks   of  Mayor 
James   Rolph,   Jr.    On    Appointment   Of   Trustees   Of   The  War 
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Memorial,"  and  then  follows  the  transcript  of  the  meeting 
of  Monday,  October  14,  1929,  at  10:00  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  then 
the  transcript  of  the  meeting  of  October  14,  1929,  continues, 
and  a  transcript  of  November  15,  1929: 

IN  RE   REMARKS   OF   MAYOR  JAMES 

ROLPH,  JR..  ON  APPOINTMENT  OF  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE   WAR   MEMORIAL. 


Monday,  October  14,  1929,  10:00  A.  M. 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  held  on 
Monday,  the  14th  day  oif  October,  1929,  beginning  at  the  hour  of 
10:00  o'clock  A.  M.  of  that  day,  in  the  chambers  of  the  Board, 
City  Hall,  San  Francisco,   California. 

After  the  transaction  of  other  business  and  during  the  morning 
session  of  the  Board,  the  following  proceedings  were  had: 

THE  MAYOR:  Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  from  the  morning  paper.-, 
if  the  statements  are  correct,  the  headlines  indicate  that  the  Super- 
visors are  to  act  on  War  Memorial  Trustees  today,  and  I  see  in  botli 
papers  this  morning  a  printed  open  letter  to  the  Mayor,  which  I 
would  like  to  have  printed  in  the  records  of  these  proceedings. 

(The  letter  relf erred  to  is  as  follows: 
"Dear  Mayor  Rolph: 

"In  the  afternoon  papers  of  Thursday,  October  10,  and  in  the 
morning  papers  of  Friday,  October  11,  there  has  been  published  a 
statement  quoting  you  in  reference  to  the  War  Memorial. 

"This  statement,  if  you  are  correctly  quoted,  contains  some  gross 
mis-statements  of  fact,  and  as  representatives  of  the  various  Vet- 
eran Organizations  in  San  Francisco,  we  are  compelled  to  call  these 
mis-statements  to  your  attention  and  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
whose  opinion  you  are  evidently  attempting  to  sway  in  reference 
to  a  pioposed  Board  of  Trustees  selected  by  you. 

"You  are  quoted  as  saying  that  the  Veterans  or  the  Veteran  Or- 
ganizations opposed  the  bond  issue  providing  for  the  War  Mem- 
orial buildings.  This  statement  is  incorrect.  The  Veterans  did 
not  oppose  the  bonds,  but  supported  them. 

"It  seems  strange  to  us  that  such  a  statement  should  be  made 
by  you,  for  you  should  have  been  acquainted  with  the  facts  as  thoy 
existed  at  the  time  this  bond  issue  passed  in  19  27  and  in  addition 
you  were  personally  informed  by  our  advisory  committee  not  many 
weeks  ago  that  the  Veterans  approved  and  worked  for  the  passage 
of  the  four-million-dollar  bond  issue.  It  was  only  through  the 
efforts  of  our  Veteran  Organizations  and  the  use  of  the  name  of 
the  Veterans  that  the  four-million-dollar  bond  issue  was  voted  by 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  for  the  construction  of  buildings  (o 
be  used  as  a  memorial  hall  for  War  Veterans  and  other  municipal 
purposes. 

"As  you  should  have  known,  the  bond  issue  was  approved  and 
authorized  one  year  before  the  private  Board  of  Trustees  conceived 
Amendment  No.  3  2,  presented  at  the  November.  19  2S,  election, 
providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  to  administer  the 
War  Memorial  funds.  This  had  nothing  to  do  with  bonds,  and  the 
war  veterans  opposed  it.  The  war  veterans  opposed  Amendment 
No.  32,  knowing  that  a  Board  of  Trustees  was  absolutely  unneces- 
sary and  that  the  scheme  for  the  same  was  drawn  up  by  the  pri- 
vate Board  of  Trustees  that  had  been  maladministering  this  whole 
memorial  proposition  and  had  failed  to  build  it  for  a  period  of 
eight    years. 

"We  recognize  that   this   measure   was   not  proposed   in   good   faith 
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by  the  pi-ivate  Board  of  Trustees,  and  therefore  we  opposed  the 
enactment  of  the  legislation.  Our  suppositions  in  reference  to  this 
were  confirmed  at  a  public  meeting  held  after  the  approval  of  the 
amendment,  which  was  adopted  by  just  a  few  hundred  votes,  and 
only  because  the  people  of  San  Francisco  were  not  given  the  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  the  truth  of  the  matter.  Then  we  forced  from  Mr. 
John  Drum,  Chairman  of  the  private  Board  of  Trustees,  an  admis- 
sion that  he  would  not  permit  the  transfer  of  assets  from  the  private 
Board  of  Trustees  unless  a  public  board  was  created  of  which  he 
would  approve,  and  necessarily  which  he  would  dominate. 

"In  order  to  insure  such  a  controlled  board,  the  private  Board  of 
Trustees  after  this  measure  had  carried  requested  you  to  delay  your 
appointments  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  thereby  further  delay 
the  construction  of  the  War  Memorial.  You  followed  their  wishes 
and  delayed  the  project. 

"This  private  Board  of  Trustees  had  this  memorial  project  in 
hand  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  They  originally  asserted  that 
$2,500,000  would  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  War  Memorial.  They 
then  increased  the  sum  to  $6,500,000,  and  now,  having  spent  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  dollars  in  waste  efforts,  they  bring  forth  plans 
which  could  only  be  carried  out  by  the  expenditure  of  more  than 
$8,000,000,  or  $3,000,000  more  than  has  been  voted  or  subscribed 
for  such  purpose. 

"The  private  Board  of  Trustees  must  be  charged  with  gross  ineffi- 
ciency, waste  and  mismanagement.  And  yet  you  have  selected  four 
members  of  that  private  board  on  a  new  Board  of  Trustees,  when 
those  four  men  permitted  one  man  to  dominate  the  private  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  did  not  have  enough  public  interest  to  find  out  for 
themselves  what  was  happening  in  the  private  Board  of  Trustees. 

"We  suggest  to  you,  as  Mayor  of  San  Francisco,  that  you,  repre- 
senting the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  demand  of  the  private  Board 
of  Trustees  a  full  accounting  of  the  funds  placed  in  their  hands. 
Then  maybe  you  will  find  out  why  they  borrowed  money  from  and 
paid  interest  to  a  bank  controlled  by  one  of  the  trustees,  when  they 
had  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on  deposit  which  could  have 
been  used  without  making  a  loan.  You  might  also  find  out  what 
banks  benefited  by  the  deposit  over  a  period  of  years  of  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  that  had  been  subscribed  by  the  people  of 
San  Francisco,  and  whether  or  not  those  banks  are  controlled  by 
members  of  the  private  Board  of  Trustees. 

"If  the  people  are  indignant,  as  you  are  quoted,  then  they  mu^t 
be  indignant  about  the  failure  of  the  private  Board  of  Trustees  to 
carry  out  their  trusts  and  make  a  proper  return  and  accounting  to 
the  people  of  San  Fiancisco  for  the  money  which  was  placed  in  their 
hands. 

"If  they  are  indignant,  they  must  be  indignant  about  the  waste 
of  funds  that  has  characterized  the  administration  of  the  War 
Memorial  project. 

"If  they  are  indignant,  they  must  be  indignant  about  the  attempt 
to  thwart  the  will  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  by  depriving  the 
war  veteran  organizations  of  proper  meeting  places  and  attempting 
to  give  them  as  little  as  possible  of  the  use  of  the  funds  voted  or 
subscribed  by  our  citizens. 

"We  who  served  this  country  in  the  war  are  just  as  desirous  of 
■  eeing  the  Wjir  Memorial  completed  as  you  are,  but  we  want  a  War 
Memorial  that  will  be  built  by  a  group  of  men  in  whom  every  citizen 
of  San  Francisco  may  have  the  utmost  confidence,  and  which  will 
not  leave  in  the  minds  of  the  ex-service  men,  whose  deeds  brought 
forth  this  War  Memorial  project,  a  feeling  that  theii-  service  has 
been  used  to  foster  a  private  project  so  that  the  true  desire  and  wish 
of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  has  been  defeated. 

"There   has   been   delay   in   the   matter   of   constructing   the   War 
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Memorial,  but  that  delay  is  chargeable  to  the  inefficient  private 
Board  of  Trustees  from  whose  ranks  you  have  seen  fit  to  select  four 
of  the  members  of  your  present  proposed  board,  and  to  yourself  in 
failing  to  propose  a  board  prior  to  this  time  and  in  failing  to  pro- 
pose a  proper  Board  of  Trustees.  Do  not  try  to  place  that  blame 
other  than  where  it  should  rest. 

"You  now  persist  in  carrying  on  the  delay  by  not  proposing  a 
changed  Board  of  Trustees.  We  would  like  to  remind  you  that 
when  the  President  of  the  United  States  submits  a  name  oif  a  citizen, 
even  for  an  office  as  ex,alted  as  that  of  a  member  of  his  Cabinet,  for 
approval  by  the  United  States  Senate,  and  that  name  is  not  con- 
firmed, the  President  does  not  try  political  means  of  securing  con- 
firmation of  the  same  name  that  was  rejected,  but  he  submits  a 
new  name.  Do  you  believe  that  you  should  have  any  different  atti- 
tude than  the  President  of  the  United  States? 

"The  Supeivisors  have  acted  within  their  rights  as  given  to  them 
by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  when  they  refused  to  confirm  your 
first  appointments.  The  ordinance  enacted  did  not  contemplate  that 
they  would  necessarily  accept  your  appointments  without  the  exer- 
cise of  independent  judgment. 

"Unless  you  submit  to  the  Board  af  Supervisors  another  Board 
of  Trustees,  you  are  the  only  one  who  can  be  charged  with  delay, 
and  that  Board  of  Trustees  must  necessarily  be  different  from  the 
one  that  you  previously  submitted. 

"We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  demand  of  the 
veterans  that  a  majority  of  that  board  be  composed  of  veterans  is 
a  proper  demand.  In  the  first  place,  a  decent  respect  for  the  deeds 
of  the  men  who  served  this  country  would  have  prompted  you  to 
have  appointed  a  board  consisting  entirely  of  veterans,  and  so  pay 
honor  to  such  men  during  the  short  lifetime  that  they  might  have. 

"In  the  second  place,  the  course  of  the  War  Memorial  in  the  past 
several  years  has  made  it  clear  that  the  interest  of  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  in  seeing  that  a  War  Memorial  was  built  which  would 
provide  meeting  places  for  veterans  can  only  be  carried  out  if  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  veterans. 

"If  a  majority  is  not  composed  of  veterans,  then  there  will  be  the 
attempt,  as  there  has  been  in  the  past,  to  subvert  the  purpose  for 
which  money  was  voted  and  subscribed,  and  to  make  the  veterans' 
participation  in  the  buildings  a  minor  one  and  not  sufficient  for  their 
purposes. 

"In  closing  we  must  repeat  that  we  ai'e  compelled  to  write  this 
letter  because  you  are  quoted  to  have  made  the  incorrect  statement 
that  the  veterans  opposed  the  .$4,000,000  bond  issue.  Tlie  support 
of  the  veteran  organizations  carried  the  bonds,  and  their  watch- 
fulness has  protected  the  citizens  from  an  improper  disposition  of 
the  funds. 

"Inasmuch  as  you  have  made  your  statements,  not  to  the  vet- 
erans' organizations,  but  to  the  public  through  the  newspapers,  we 
are  sending  a  copy  of  this  communication  to  the  newspapers  of  San 
Francisco  so  that  the  public  may  be  truthfully  and  accurately 
informed  in  respect  to  conditions  concerning  the  War  Memorial." 

THE  MAYOR:  The  headlines  state  that  "The  War  Veterans 
Accuse  Memorial  Board  and  Issue  Reply  to  Mayor's  Statement," 
And  it  goes  on  further  to  say:  "Declaring  recent  declarations  of 
Maj'or  Rolph  concerning  the  proposed  War  Memorial  contained 
'gross  misstatements  of  facts'  and  denying  specifically  as  incorrect 
a  statement  attributed  to  the  Mayor  that  veterans'  organizations  had 
opposed  the  bond  issue  for  the  War  Memorial  buildings,  an  open 
letter  was  addressed  to  the  Mayor  yesterday,  signed  by  commanders, 
presidents  and  representatives  of  five  veterans'  organizations  in  San 
Francisco."  I  am  sorry  that  the  veterans  did  not  do  the  Mayor  the 
courtesy  oif  at  least  sending  him  a  copy.     The  letter  points  out  that

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it  was  through  the  efforts  of  veteran  organizations  that  the  original 
$4,000,000  bond  issue  was  voted  in  1927,  a  year  before  the  private 
Board  of  Trustees  drew  up  Amendment  3  2.  creating  a  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  administer  the  Memorial  funds,  explaining  why  the  veterans 
opposed  Amendment  3  2.  The  letter  in  effect  goes  on  to  charge  the 
original  private  board  with  gross  inefficiency,  mismanagement  and 
waste,  adding  "they  borrowed  money  from  and  paid  interest  to  a 
bank  contiolled  by  one  of  the  trustees."  The  open  letter  then  fol- 
lows, which  I  have  asked  to  be  included  in  the  proceedings  of  today. 

Tlie  letter,  which  I  presume  in  the  Chronicle  is  a  full  text  of  the 
letter,  also  appears,  in  abbreviated  form,  in  this  morning's  San  Fran- 
cisco Examiner,  the  headlines  of  which  are  "Rolph  Wrong  on  Memo- 
rial Vets  Charge.  Check  on  Funds  Demanded  in  Letter  to  Mayor. 
Showdown  on  the  Board  Looms  for  Today.  On  the  eve  of  a  show- 
down on  the  entire  War  Memorial  controversy,  war  veterans  of  San 
Francisco  in  an  open  letter  last  night  charged  Mayor  James  Rolph, 
Jr.,  with  bad  faith  in  his  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
Mayor's  nominations  for  a  board  were  turned  down  by  Supervisors. 
Today  Rolph  declared  that  he  will  demand  that  the  Supervisors 
reconsider  theii-  action  and  confirm  the  eleven  men  he  has  named. 
The  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  stated  positively 
that  they  will  decline  to  confirm  the  Mayor's  nominations.  Gross 
misstatement.  With  the  Mayor  and  Supervisors  at  loggerheads,  here 
are  the  accusations  leveled  at  Rolph  in  a  communication  addressed 
to  him  by  the  veterans:  1.  That  Rolph  has  made  gross  misstate- 
ments, evidently  attempting  to  sway  public  opinion.  Chief  among 
these  is  the  a'llegation  that  the  veterans  opposed  the  War  Memorial 
bond  issue,  when  in  fact  they  merely  opposed  Charter  Amendment 
3  2  calling  for  creation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  2.  That  the  Mayor 
alone  is  responsible  for  present  delay,  having  followed  the  wishes  of 
the  private  trustees  in  refusing  to  appoint  a  public  board  that  would 
contain  a  majority  of  veterans  and  win  approval  of  the  Supervisors. 
The  communication  was  signed  by  Milton  D.  Sapiro,  Commander  of 
the  San  Francisco  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion;  E.  F. 
Peckham,  President  San  Francisco  County  Council,  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans;  Harold  J.  Boyd,  Commander  San  Francisco  County 
Council,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars;  Hilary  H.  Crawford,  President 
the  United  Veterans  Council  of  San  Francisco;  Thomas  M.  Foley, 
representing  the  Disabled  American  Veterans  of  the  World  War,  and 
by  H.  J.  Boyd,  H.  W.  Glensor  and  James  B.  Burns,  as  members  of 
the  Advisory  Board  to  Veterans'  War  Memorial  Committee."  The 
letter  says,  in  part:  "This  private  Board  of  Trustees  had  this  memo- 
rial project  in  hand  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  They  originally 
asserted  that  $2,500,000  would  be  sufficient  to  complete  the  War 
Memorial.  They  then  increased  the  sum  to  $6,500,000,  and  now, 
having  spent  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  waste  efforts, 
they  bring  forth  plans  which  could  only  be  carried  out  by  the 
expenditure  of  more  than  $8,000,000,  or  $3,000,000  more  than  has 
been  voted  or  subscribed  for  such  purpose. 

"The  private  Board  of  Trustees  must  be  charged  with  gross 
inefficiency,  waste  and  mismanagement.  And  yet  you  have  selected 
four  membei-s  of  that  private  board  on  a  new  Board  of  Trustees, 
when  those  four  men  permitted  one  man  to  dominate  the  private 
Board  of  Trustees  and  did  not  have  enough  public  interest  to  find 
out  for  themselves  what  was  happening  in  the  private  Board  of 
Trustees. 

"We  suggest  to  you,  as  Mayor  of  San  Francisco,  that  you,  rep- 
resenting the  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  demand  of  the  private 
Board  of  Trustees  a  full  accounting  of  the  funds  placed  in  their 
hands.  Then  maybe  you  will  find  out  why  they  borrowed  money 
from  and  paid  interest  to  a  bank  controlled  by  one  of  the  trustees, 
when  they   had   hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  on   deposit  which 
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could  have  been  used  without  making  a  loan.  You  might  also 
find  out  what  banks  benefited  by  the  deposit  over  a  period  of  years 
of  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  that  had  been  subscribed 
by  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  and  whether  or  not  those  banks 
are  controlled  by  members  of  the  private  Board  of  Trustees." 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  May  2,  1927, 
your  Honorab'le  Board,  by  a  vote  of  fifteen  members,  three  absent, 
passed  Bill  No.  8003,  Ordinance  No.  7516,  New  Series,  calling  and 
providing  for  a  special  election  to  be  held  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of  June,  1927,  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  to  the  said  voters  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  a  proposition  to  incur  a  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  amount  of  $4,000,000 
for  the  acquisition,  construction  and  completion  of  a  permanent 
improvement,  to:wit:  The  construction,  completion  and  equipment 
of  permanent  buildings  in  or  adjacent  to  the  Civic  Center  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  used  as  a  Memorial  Hall 
for  War  Veterans  and  for  educational,  recreational,  entertainment 
and  other  municipal  purposes,  and  the  purchase  of  all  equipment 
and  furnishings  necessary  for  said  buildings.  All  of  the  terms  are 
set  forth  in  that  bill  and  ordinance,  the  form  of  the  bond  and  so 
forth.  After  being  approved  by  the  Mayor  at  10:40  A.  M.,  imme- 
diately after  you  passed  it  on  May  2,  1927,  it  was  submitted  to  the 
people  and  was  carried  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
people  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  the  date  of  the  election.  The  only 
literature  that  was  sent  out  for  the  purpose  of  asking  the  people  of 
this  City  and  County  to  approve  this  bond  issue  is  here  submitted 
and  sent  out  by  the  Registrar  of  Voters:  "The  land  for  a  War 
Memorial  is  bought  and  $1,200,000  cash  is  waiting  in  the  bank. 
Thus  the  people  of  this  city,  by  issuing  $4,000,000  in  bonds,  will 
gain  a  beautiful  public  project  costing  almost  $7,000,000.  The  res' 
is  already  donated  privately  or  given  by  the  city.  This  group  of 
buildings,  occupying  two  entire  blocks  on  one  side  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  with  the  City  Hall  opposite,  will  greatly  beautify  our  city. 
The  location  is  ideal,  the  purpose  to  commemorate  our  heroes  of  the 
World  War  is  idealistic  and  patriotic.  The  utilitarian  value  of  these 
buildings  alone  merits  their  construction.  One  of  them  will  be  the 
Veterans'  Building,  housing  all  the  veterans'  organizations  in  San 
Francisco.  It  was  to  give  these  splendid  organizations  a  perma- 
nent headquarters  in  the  name  of  the  public  which  honors  their 
deeds  that  the  War  Memorial  fund  originally  was  begun.  The  other 
building  will  contain  San  Francisco's  long-needed  Symphony  Hall 
and  Opera  Auditorium.  Originally  this  was  planned  for  a  less 
advantageous  location  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  Civic  Center.  We 
have  one  of  the  finest  symphony  orchestras  in  the  United  States, 
and  it  should  have  a  fitting  place  in  which  to  perform.  The  San 
Francisco  Opera  Chorus,  with  the  Municipal  Chorus,  foreshadows 
the  day  when  the  musical  productions  here  will  take  rank  with 
those  produced  in  Chicago  and  New  York,  and  a  home  for  all  the 
future  will  here  be  provided,  second  to  none  in  beauty.  Art  gal- 
lery and  museum  features  also  are  included  in  the  plans.  The  War 
Memorial  deserves  unanimous  support.  Vote  Yes.  Civic  League 
of  Improvement  Clubs  and  Associations  of  San  Francisco,  W.  W. 
Watson,  President;  George  W.  Gerhard,  Secretary."  With  that 
bond  issue  carried  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  providing  in  that 
resolution,  section  12,  "This  Ordinance  is  the  third  of  a  series  of 
Ordinances  which  will  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  relat- 
ing to  and  designed  to  secure  the  acquisition,  construction  and  com- 
pletion of  the  permanent  improvements  named,"  later  on 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  (interrupting):  Mr.  Mayor,  may  I 
interrupt  you  just  a  moment?  Do  I  understand  you  to  say  that 
that  is  the  only  argument  you  find  there? 
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Mr,  Mayor,  that  is  not  the  official  argument  of  the  Board  or" 
Supervisors,  but  it  is  the  argument  of  the  Civic  League  of  Improve- 
ment Clubs. 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Havenner,  I  want  to  be  as  fair  as  I  can.  I  sent 
to  the  Registrar's  office  this  morning.  This,  of  course,  has  come  upon 
nie  out  of  a  clear  sky,  I  have  had  no  letter,  I  have  had  no  com- 
munication, I  find  it  in  the  morning  papers.  And  I  sent  to  the  Regis- 
trar's office  this  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  what  mes- 
sages were  sent  to  the  voters  when  this  bond  issue  was  before  them, 
and  this,  the  Registrar  says,  is  the  only  one  that  went  out  from  the 
Board.      Now,   I   will   finish,   please. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  think  you  will  find  that  he  is  in 
error  in  that.  I  am  quite  sure  that  an  official  argument  was  sent  out 
by  the  Citizens'  Committee  in   charge  of  the  bonds   in   the  campaign. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  as  I  proceed,  permit  me  to  say,  and  I  will 
state,  with  your  permission,  other  facts  which  I  have  here,  simply 
as  a  preliminary  presentation  to  you  of  all  of  the  facts  relating  to  the 
original  subscriptions  and  what  they  were  for.  the  last  ten  years 
which  has  been  referred  to  in  this  open  letter  to  the  Mayor,  where 
the  money  came  from,  who  has  the  money,  what  was  done  with  it, 
and  what  all  the  plans  were  in  connection  with  it,  because  I  have 
never  been  at  a  meeting,  never  invited  to  attend  a  meeting.  The  Board 
has  had  three  members  on  the  Committee  of  Trustees  representing 
the  Board,  and  I  have  listened  to  the  progress  which  I  presumed  was 
going  on,  toward  the  completion  of  this  $6,000,000  project.  I  am 
going  to  ask  you  now,  so  that,  as  I  proceed,  you  will  know  that  I  am 
seeking  other  information,  I  am  not  making  a  full  and  a  complete 
report  this  morning,  I  am  answering  the  charges,  briefly,  that  have 
been  referred  to  in  this  open  letter  to  the  Mayor,  I  am  answering 
that  as  a  preliminary  report,  but  positive  facts  I  will  present  in  a 
full  report  to  the  Board  in  due  time.  I  have  not  the  office  staff  nor 
the  help  in  my  office  to  dig  up  all  the  data  necessary  in  the  compila- 
tion of  this  report.  I  would  respectfully  request  this  morning  that 
you  detail  to  me,  to  work  with  my  assistant  secretary.  Judge  Smith, 
one  of  the  young  attorneys  from  the  City  Attorney's  office  and  some 
clerical  help  from  your  office,  that  I  might  dig  up  and  that  I  might 
answer  and  I  might  prepare  a  full  and  complete  reply  to  the  open  letter 
which  has  been  addressed  to  the  Mayor  this  morning  and  is  in  the 
public  mind  for  discussion.  If  you  will  give  me  that  help,  I  will 
bring  here,  in  due  time,  a  full  and  complete,  unbiased  statement  of  the 
facts,  because  I  yield  to  no  man  in  my  desire,  and  my  advocacy,  and 
my  voice  and  my  efforts  to  pass  that  bond  issue,  to  build  a  War 
Memorial  in  honor  of  those  who  served  their  country  and  who 
sacrificed  their  lives  for  our  country,  and  I  yield  to  no  man  in  his 
efforts,  during  the  entire  period  of  the  war,  giving  up  my  time,  doing 
the  best  I  could  in  the  interests  of  those  that  were  called,  in  the 
interests  of  the  war  and  in  the  interest  of  keeping  the  home  fires 
burning  here  in  San  Francisco.  These  are  gross  libelous  charges 
aeainst  honest  men  in  this  community,  charges  of  dishonesty,  in- 
efficiencv  and  waste  of  monev,  men  who  gave  their  own  monev.  Prac- 
tically charges  of  graft,  charged  that,  because  the  property  across  the 
street  stands  in  the  name  of  the  Merf^antile  Trust  Cnmnanv.  that 
John  Drum  was  going  to  get  away  with  it.  Charges  which  T  w^nt, 
now  that  I  am  in  it — I  have  never  been  in  it  since  this  Boarrl  of 
Sunervisors  passed  the  resolution  last  December  appointing  three  of 
your  own  number,  three  war  veterans,  three  Trustees,  and  you  in- 
nludof'  the  Mayor.  And  I  took  hold  of  that,  and  I  struggled,  as  fiit 
i^'ommittee  of  ten  did,  to  try  and  arrive  at  a  solution  of  this  problem 
and  try  and  bring  amity  out  of  what  appears  to  be  years  of  bittern"^<^. 
over  a  great  public  nroiect.  T  went  to  eet  these  f'^i'ts  tns;etbor  T'l" 
statement  that  I  issued  was  to  the  effect  thnt  T  did  not  n-iqii  tn  pn*^ 
ynn  in  a  iam  on  the  eve  of  an  ^lection.  And  there  is  nothine  in  mv 
statement  that  I  was  going  to  have  a  show-down  with  you  today,  or 
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anything  to  that  effect,  except  a  kindly  statement  that  we  would  let 
the  matter  lay  over  until  after  election,  so  it  would  not  be  dragged 
in,  which,  I  think,  had  the  approval  of  the  members  of  the  Board. 
Now,  these  charges  cannot  go  unanswered.  And  they  will  not  go  un- 
answered, so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  with  the  highest  respect,  the 
loftiest  dignity  and  honor  to  the  veteran  organizations,  and  my 
tribute  at  all  times  to  them.  But  when  charges  are  made  like  this 
against  honest  citizens  of  this  city,  and  spread  broadcast  throughout 
the  Nation,  it  is  about  time  that  an  honest  statement  was  made  of  the 
situation.  And  if  I  may  have  that  help,  we  will  proceed  immediately 
to  dig  up  the  information,  Mr.  Havenner,  which  you  have  just  sug- 
gested, that  there  is  other  data  which  is  not  in  my  possession. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  going  to  ask  that 
your  request  be  approved,  and  in  so  moving,  there  is  just  one  issue 
that  has  been  raised  here,  which,  I  think,  is  unfair  to  this  Board,  and 
which  ought  to  be  clarified  in  the  public  mind.  The  statement  has 
been  made  from  various  sources,  and  published  in  the  press,  that  if 
there  were  not  immediate  action  on  the  confirmation  of  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  which  I  heartily  desire,  the  construction  of  the  War  Me- 
morial would  be  delayed  by  that  very  failure  at  this  moment.  Well, 
those  of  us  who  are  on  the  Board  and  who  are  familiar  with  the  fiscal 
affairs  of  the  city,  Mr.  Mayor,  know  that  that  is  not  the  fact.  At  this 
moment  we  all  know  that  we  could  not  sell  our  bonds,  not  even  if  we 
had  a  Board  in  operation  which  recommended  tlieir  sale  tomorroAv. 
And  there  is  not  in  the  War  Memorial  fund  sufficient  money  to  carry 
out  the  recommendations  of  the  present  private  Board  of  War  Me- 
morial Trustees,  and  permit  those  bonds  to  be  taken  by  the  contractor. 
So  we  are  up  against  a  financial  problem  which  faces  the  entire  coun- 
try, and  in  which  San  Francisco  is  not  in  a  unique  position.  We  are 
facing  a  national  situation  in  the  bond  market.  So  that  even  if  the 
aprointment  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  should  be  delayed  a  few 
weeks,  which  I  trust  it  will  not  be,  we  will  not  be  contributing  to  any 
delav  in  the  construction  of  the  project.  I  move  that  the  Mayor's  re- 
quest be  approved. 

SUPERVISOR  POWERS:      I   second  that  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  desire  to  second  the  motion  made  by 
Supervisor  Havenner,  that  the  necessary  heln  be  given  to  you  to  ob- 
tain all  information  pertaining  to  the  War  Memorial. 

SUPERVISOR  POWERS:  I  am  in  favor  of  that  motion,  but  I 
would  like  to  have  one  remark  which  is  being  spread  throughout  S^n 
Francisco  clarified,  and  that  is  that  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is 
responsiMe  for  digging  the  two  holes  across  the  street,  which  vnu  and 
fv-ry  member  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  realizes  that  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  had  nothing  to  do  with  dig2:infr  the  two  holes 
across  the  street,  which  we  are  now  being  charged  with,  and  I  think 
that  should  be  straightened  out  in  the  public's  mind  throughout  San 
Francisco. 

THE  MAYOR:  All  in  favor  of  giving  tiie  Mayor  the  neces-^ary  heln. 
pu  attorney  from  the  Citv  Attorney's  office  to  cooperate  with  .Tudp'e 
Smith  and  what  clerical  heln  T  need  to  compile  a  full  and  complete 
statement  of  this  matter,  will  please  sav  aye. 

(Ayes).  Contrary  minded,  no.  (No  response.)  The  (uien  have  it,  and 
it  is  unanimously  adopted. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  T  desire  to  inquire  whether  a  cony  nf 
that  communication  which  appeared  in  the  public  press  was  sent  to 
thi'5  Board  bv  the  veterans? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  know.  I  have  not  been  honored  with  a 
cony,  so  I  do  not  know  whether  any  of  you  have  it  or  not. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor.  I  have  inquired  of  the 
Clerk  and  I  understand  that  it  has  not  been.  I  want  it  to  be  unde'-- 
stood.  of  course,  that  this  statement  is  not  of  an  official  nature,  nni 
that  the  members  of  the  Board  were  not  aware  of  its  preparation 
and  knew  nothing  about  it  until  it  appeared  in  the  press. 
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THE  MAYOR:  The  slightest  courtesy  would  prompt  sending  a  copy 
of  those  communications  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  the 
Mayor.     I  am  reading  from  the  press. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:  xMr.  xMayor,  might  I  ask  you  the  date  of 
the  communication  which  was  read  by  you  and  which  appears  in  the 
morning  papers,  if  there  is  a  date  on  it?  The  Chronicle  has  the  full 
text  of  the  letter,  Mr.  iMayor. 

THE  iMAYOR:  It  has  no  date,  appearing  in  the  Chronicle,  nor  the 
abbreviated  text  of  it  in  the  Examiner.  And  now  permit  me  to  pro- 
ceed. There  are  so  many  matters  in  this  full  text  requiring  a  reply, 
of  bad  faith  being  charged,  Mr.  John  Drum's  name  being  mentioned, 
charges  of  extravagnce  and  waste  and  practically  dishonesty  and  mis- 
management, four  men  reappointed.  The  only  member  of  the  original 
Board  that  is  on  this  list  that  I  have  named  and  presented  to  you  for 
confirmation  is  Herbert  Pleishhacker.  Mr.  Crocker  and  McKee  and 
Mr.  Walter  Martin  and  others  who  live  down  the  peninsula  were 
ineligible  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  act  provides  that  they  must 
be  residents  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  And  the  only 
one  of  the  original  trustees  in  securing  the  first  $2,000,000  was  Her- 
1  ert  Fleishhaeker.  Mr.  Kingsbury  never  was  on  it  as  a  trustee.  Mr. 
James — — 

SUPERVISOR     RONCOVIERI      (interrupting):        Mr.     Mayor,     Mr. 

Drum  was. 

THE    MAYOR:     Mr.    Drum's   name   has   not   been    sulmiitted    to   this 
Board.     Mr.  Drum's  name  is  not  amongst  the  11  submitted. 
SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    That  is  true. 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Bentley  was  head  of  the  Musicial  Association, 
never  met  or  a  member  of  the  Board  that  raised  the  first  $2,000,000. 
And  yet  the  headlines  say  that  four  men  were  reapnointed.  And  then 
reference  is  made  to  the  President  sending  nominations  to  Congress. 
Why,  the  President  never  yet  has  sent  nominations  to  Congress  of  a 
group,  such  as  the  Farm  Board,  an  agricultural  groun,  but  what  thev 
have  discussed  the  names  of  the  men  singly,  and  if  the^e  is  one  unon 
the  group  that  is  not  satisfactory,  the  whole  Board  is  not  turned 
down.  And  it  is  these  p^^ints  brought  out  in  this  open  letter  that  I 
want  now.  for  your  benefit,  and  my  benefit,  and  for  the  citizens  of 
San  Francisco  knowledge  of  what  the  facts  are,  I  want  to  present  it  in 
a  proper  form. 

Now,  PS  a  matter  of  fact,  one  thing  that  you  want  to  keep  in  mind 
is  that  the  County  Council  of  the  American  Le^^ion  had  a  committee 
of  16  members  functioning  for  two  years  on  the  plans,  going  over 
them  carefully,  and  this  committee,  or  14  of  them,  or  this  committee 
of  16,  had  full  power  to  act,  and  they  approved  the  plans  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  that  is,  14  of  them,  and  the  plans  have 
got  their  signatures,  and  their  signatures  are  attached,  and  the  plans 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  I  am  trying  to  borrow 
those  plans,  if  I  can,  with  the  14  original  signatures  signed  to  those 
plans,  in  whose  hands  they  were  for  over  two  years'  time. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  With  reference  to  those  plans,  it  was 
charged,  before  this  Board,  that  the  original  plans  that  the  veterans 
signed  had  been  changed,  and  they  were  entirely  different  than  the 
altered  plans  that  are  now  in  effect. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  Mr.  Schmidt,  I  am  giving  you  just  a  prelim- 
inary report,  for  your  good  as  well  as  mine,  to  let  the  public  know 
today  that  there  are  some  points  involved  in  this  matter,  so  they 
won't  get  a  wrong  impression  of  what  the  actual  facts  are.  The  plans 
were  f^luin^ed  tm  feet,  but  it  did  not  tpke  a  snuare  foot  away  from 
the  purposes  of  the  War  Memorial  nor  the  activities  of  the  veterans. 
The  halls  were  narrowed  slightly,  but  every  inch  is  still  there  on 
those  plans.  And  then  a  new  committee  was  apjiointed  because  they 
could  not  agree,  and  you  had  three  members  of  your  honorable  Board, 
Mr.  McSheehy,  Mr.  Colman  and  Mr.  Havenner,  representing  you  at  all 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  when  held. 
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SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  was  going  to  state  that  it 
would  be  well  if  we  could  get  that  transcript  of  the  statements  made 
by  the  various  veterans  for  your  information.  It  would  be  well  for 
you  to  go  over  that,  because  there  were  a  lot  of  statements  made  that 
would  help  you  out  in  your  investigations. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  now  ask  for  that  statement,  which  I  have  a 
memorandum  of.  Will  the  Board  authorize  the  reporter  to  compile  for 
you  and  for  me  a  full  statement  of  the  transcript  taken  the  day  the 
hearing    was  held  before  you? 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:  I  so  move,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  a  transcript 
be  made. 

SUPERVISOR   HAVENNER:      I  will  second  that  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  the  reporter 
compile  a  full  statement  of  what  transpired  when  the  names  of  the 
Mayor's  appointments  were  before  the  Board  for  consideration. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  And  for  your  further  guidance,  Mr. 
Mayor,  if  you  have  no  objection,  I  think  it  would  be  worth  while  to 
have  transcribed  for  your  beneiit  the  proceedings  before  this  Board, 
in  committee,  some  time  last  year,  when  the  entire  Board  of  War 
Memorial  Trustees  appeared  here  and  the  representatives  of  the  vet- 
erans, to  discuss  the  plans  that  were  ther  under  consideration,  if 
you  have  no  objection.  I  think  there  was  a  fuller  discussion  on  that 
particular  evening  than  on  any  other  occasion,  Mr.  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  SCHMIDT:     I  second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  All  in  favor  of  the  motions  made  that  a  full  tran- 
script be  made  of  the  hearings  here  when  the  nominations  were  before 
the  Board,  and  also  at  the  meeting  referred  to  by  Supervisor  Havenner, 
all  in  favor  will  please  say  aye.  (Ayes.)  Contrary  no.  (No  response.) 
The  ayes  have  it  and  it  is  unanimously  carried.  I  want  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact,  so  that  the  public  may  know  it  as  a 
preliminary  report,  that  in  all  three  banks,  not  one  bank,  all  told, 
there  was  not  more  than  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  out  of  the  $2,000,000.  They  were  in  three  banks,  not  one; 
they  were  in  the  Anglo,  the  Crocker  and  the  American.  And  the 
reason  that  the  money  was  put  in  those  banks  was  to  pay  running 
expenses,  architect's  fees,  appraisements,  and  one  thing  and  another, 
as  an  operating  fund. 

And  another  matter  that  I  want  to  call  the  people's  attention  to 
is  that  the  people  who  gratuitously  subscribed  the  two  million  dollars 
had  four  years  to  pay  it  in,  and  some  of  them  are  still  paying.  This 
money  which  was  subscribed  and  collected  was  the  property  of  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  and  placed  in  their  hands  as 
Trustees.  A  portion  of  the  money,  approximately  two  hundred  to 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  was  held  to  pay  current  expenses,  such 
as  purchasing  property,  about  30  parcels,  and  Mr.  Phillips  and  Mr. 
Dunnigan,  the  Clerk,  did  most  of  the  negotiating,  the  appraisers 
were 

THE  CLERK   (interrupting):     Mr.  Phillips  was  not  in  it  at  all. 

THE  MAYOR:      Well,  Mr.   Dunnigan  has  the  honor. 

THE  CLERK:  No,  it  is  not  a  matter  of  honor,  it  is  a  matter  of 
record.  The  Trustees  and  the  California  Title  Company  carried  on 
the  transactions  and  I  sent  for  the  owners,  that  is  all  I  did. 

THE  MAYOR:  There  were  about  30  parcels  purchased  in  this  block 
across  the  street  here,  and  Mr.  Dunnigan  did  most  of  the  negotiating. 
The  appraisers  were  representatives  of  banks,  insurance  companies 
and  real  estate  firms,  all  well  qualified. 

THE  CLERK:     The  appraisers  were  the  Real  Estate  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  Real  Estate  Board,  and  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Now,  I  respectfully  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  when  you  desired  to  merge  the  $2,000,000 
with  the  $4,000,000  you  passed  the  necessary  legislation  here  so  that  it 
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could  be  merged,  and  the  War  Memorial,  for  which  there  was  not 
sufficient  money,  and  the  Opera  House,  for  which  there  was  $2,000,000, 
could  go  hand  in  hand,  and  two  blocks  of  land  acquii'ed.  The  block  on 
the  corner,  yon  remember,  was  leased  to  a  van  and  storage  company, 
and  that  we  had  a  lot  of  difficulty  in  getting  them  to  go  off  the  land, 
and  the  Standard  Oil  was  on  the  corner,  and  the  trustees  of  the  private 
fund  advanced  to  the  City  $500,000  in  cash  in  order  that  that  block 
could  be  purchased,  and  the  two  blocks  then  lie  side  by  side,  so  that 
this  beautiful  War  Memorial  could  be  built  as  two  buildings,  on  one 
side,  with  the  closing  of  Fulton  street. 

Now,  this  circular  was  broadcasted  by  the  thousands:  "A  War 
Memorial  with  no  veterans  is  no  War  Memorial.  Vote  no  on  Charter 
Amendment  Number  32.  Citizens  of  San  Francisco,  war  veterans 
speaking  for  themselves,  through  their  nationally  recognized  organ- 
izations, remind  you  that  your  bond  issue  of  $4,000,000,  asked  in  the 
name  of  war  veterans,  was  intended  primarily  to  provide  a  real  War 
Memorial  as  a  tribute  to  deceased  veterans  of  all  wars,  and  as  head- 
quarters for  San  Francisco  war  veterans.  Amendment  32  means  that 
war  veterans  have  no  assurance  of  a  voice  in  the  construction,  arrange- 
ment, management  or  control  of  the  War  Memorial,  and  they  have 
been  promised  since  1919  a  Memorial  which  was  to  provide  a  perma- 
nent headquarters  for  veterans  of  all  wars.  Amendment  32  means 
that  war  veterans  have  no  assurance  that  the  employees  in  the  Vet- 
erans' Building  or  the  War  Memorial  will  be  honorably  discharged 
war  veterans.  Amendment  32  means  that  the  entire  War  Memorial 
project,  as  well  as  the  control  and  administration  thereof,  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  a  group  of  people  interested,  primarily,  in  an  Opera 
House  and  Art  Museum,  without  regard  to  the  wishes,  desires  or  needs 
of  the  war  veterans.  Those  who  submitted  Amendment  32" — this  is 
the  Board  of  Supervisors — "those  who  submitted  Amendment  32  did 
not  consult  any  of  the  major  war  veterans'  organizations.  They  did 
not  permit  a  suggestion  or  recommendation  from  any  major  war  vet- 
eran organization.  They  did  not,  in  fact,  even  notify  any  major  war 
veteran  organization  of  their  intention  to  submit  this  amendment. 
Amendment  32  was  presented  at  the  last  possible  moment,  within 
an  hour  of  midnight,  too  late  for  any  public  hearings  to  be  held.  The 
war  veterans'  name  and  their  cause  have  been  and  now  are  being 
used  in  an  attempt  to  control  and  dominate  an  alleged  War  Memorial 
for  the  primary  purpose  of  securing  an  Opera  House  and  an  Art 
Museum.     Vote  no  on  Amendment  32." 

Now,  permit  me  to  read  to  you  an  editorial  which 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI  (interrupting):  What  Avas  Amend- 
ment 32,  please?     What  was  it,  definitely? 

THE  MAYOR:     It  is  what  we  are  working  on  now. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:      Creating  the  Trustees? 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  everything,  and  the  people  carried  that  by  a 
very   substantial   majority. 

In  yesterday  morning's  Examiner,  dated  San  Francisco,  October  13. 
1929,  there  appears  an  article,  written  by  Redfern  Mason,  the  title  of 
which  is:     "Speedy   Solution  of  the  War   Memorial   Difficulty   Needed." 

"It  seems  a  thousand  pities  that  there  should  be  so  much  delay  about 
the  building  of  the  War  Memorial.  Opera  and  Symphony  are  home- 
less: we  have  not,  in  the  whole  of  San  Francisco,  a  hall  w^hich  is 
worthy  of  the  high  ministry  of  music. 

"One  thing  some  of  the  disputants  in  this  matter  seem  to  lose  sight 
of.  The  War  Memorial  is  not  and  never  will  be  the  property  of  the 
Musical  Association,  the  Opera  Association,  or  the  American  Legion. 
It  is  the  property  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  and  of  them  alone. 
Theirs  is  the  interest  to  be  considered  before  all  others,  and  they  it 
is  who  ought  to  have  the  dominating  voice  in  its  administration. 

"Two  million  dollars  were  subscribed  by  private  donation  to  make 
the   Memorial,   for  which   that   money   was   given,   an   actuality.     The 
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purpose,  as  set  forth  in  the  deed  hy  which  the  University  of  California 
was  made  recipient  of  the  funds,  was  'To  honor  the  soldiers,  sailors, 
marines  and  war  workers,  men  and  women,  who  brought  imperishable 
glory  by  their  splendid  contribution  to  the  World  War.' 

"But  the  two  millions  was  insufficient,  and  the  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco voted  $4,000,000  'to  complete  the  War  Memorial.'  The  total, 
.$6,000,000,  is  available,  or  will  be  available,  when  the  actual  work  is 
undertaken. 

"Meanwhile  the  Opera  waits  and  the  Symphony  hopes  against  hope; 
but  nothing  is  done. 

"The  official  representatives  of  the  American  Legion,  which  in  San 
Francisco  numbers  about  4,000  out  of  a  total  of  40,000  war  veterans, 
demand  a  majority  of  six  out  of  the  eleven  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Mayor  Rolph  gave  them  five;  but  his  recommendation  has 
been  rejected  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

"So  things  are  at  an  impasse  and  meanwhile  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  suffer. 

"Looking  at  the  ideal  which  the  Memorial  is  intended  to  serve 
brings  to  light  the  fact  that  one  element  is  entirely  unrepresented 
among  the  Trustees.  That  element  is  the  war  workers,  the  men  and 
women  of  the  Red  Cross,  the  two  'Y's,'  the  Knights  of  Columbus,  the 
Jewish  Welfare  Board  and  Salvation  Army.  If  the  Mayor  would 
nominate  some  representative  citizen  from  among  these  bodies  he 
might  very  well  act  as  a  moderator  and  harmonizer  to  bring  the 
other  elements  of  the  board  into  organic  unity.  Such  a  man  would 
not  be  unacceptable  to  the  Legion,  for  the  war  workers  were 
veritably  brothers  and  sisters  to  them  during  the  fighting.  On  the 
other  hand,  they  would  not  be  swayed  by  allegiance  to  any  body 
which,  by  its  nature,  may  become  political. 

"Some  of  the  veterans  think  of  the  War  Memorial  in  too  narrow 
terms.  Its  purpose  is  to  honor  the  dead,  indeed:  but  the  best  way 
to  do  that  is  help  the  living.  The  memorial  will  last  for  centuries; 
the  Legion  will  march  away  within  a  few  decades.  But  their  chil- 
dren will  remain,  and  their  children's  children.  It  is  they  whom 
the  Memorial  is  intended  to  benefit.  Its  purpose  is,  through  the 
gentle  ministrations  of  art,  to  bring  up  a  generation  that  shall  have 
outgrown  the  brutalities  of  war. 

"As  far  as  actual  space  is  concerned,  the  Legionaires  are  well 
taken  care  of.  They  have  the  use  of  105,000  square  feet,  which  is 
equal  to  a  building  100  feet  long  and  as  many  broad,  ten  stories 
high.  True,  the  Legion  building  has  a  total  content  of  1.5  5,109 
square  feet,  but  49,322  square  feet  are  to  be  devoted  to  the  art 
museum.  But  the  museum  is  for  the  veterans  just  as  much  as  it 
is  for  the  civilian.  The  same  is  true  of  the  opera  house.  But  the 
Legion  has  this  advantage  over  the  opera  and  the  symphony  that, 
whereas  the  musical  organizations  will  have  to  pay  whenever  they 
use  the  Memorial,  the  Legion  gets  its  quarters  for  nothing. 

"Moreover,  the  $2,000,000  of  the  original  donation  is  not  the 
only  contribution  of  the  private  citizens.  They  pay  their  quota  of 
the  bond  issue,  and,  seeing  that  the  richest  people  in  the  community 
were  among  their  number,  it  follows  that  their  contribution  is  cor- 
respondingly large. 

"As  for  the  crticisms  passed  on  the  building,  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  last  year  the  plans  received  the  formal  approval  of  the 
Legion.     Here  is  a  copy  of  that  approval: 

"  'This  set  of  plans,  consisting  of  five  sheets,  is  hereby  approved 
by  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion.  Signed,  San 
Francisco,  California,  March  19,  192S,  American  Legion  War  Me- 
morial Committee,  James  B.  Burns.'  And  the  plans  bear  the  names 
of  the  representatives  of  fourteen  of  then  existing  posts. 

"In  fifty  years  San  Francisco  will  probably  have  a  population  of 
two  million  people.     To  place  the  War  Memorial  under  the  control 
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of  any  organization  whatsoever  would  be  unjust  to  the  populace  as 
a  whole.  The  Memorial  is  a  people's  Memorial,  not  a  Legion  Me- 
morial. When  America  went  to  war  the  whole  people  participated, 
though  only  the  enlisted  men  fought  on  the  field.  To  the  whole 
people,  therefore,  the  War  Memorial  belongs  and  the  domination 
of  their  interest  should  be  assured  on  the  Board  of  Trustees." 

Gentlemen,  as  a  preliminary  report  on  this  matter  I  leave  this 
preliminary  statement  of  facts  in  the  hands  of  the  reporter,  and  in 
due  time,  with  the  help  you  have  given  me  this  morning,  I  will 
make  you  a  full  and  completed  report.  I  will  not  drag  the  matter 
into  the  issues  of  the  campaign  at  this  time;  I  will  not  embarrass 
any  of  you,  or  anybody  else,  over  it,  but  I  will  take  the  responsi- 
bility of  giving  you  a  report,  a  fair  report,  an  unbiased  report,  and 
in  the  report  pay  the  highest  possible  tribute  to  the  men  and  to  the 
women  and  to  all  who  served  their  country  when  their  country 
needed  them  the  most. 


October  14,  1929    (Continued)  — 

Of  course,  the  name  of  Mr.  John  S.  Drum  was  not  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  private  Board  of  Trustees  have  at 
no  time  requested  me  to  delay  the  appointment  of  the  War  Memorial 
Trustees  authorized  by  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  under  Charter  Amendment  No.  3  2.  The  suggestion  was 
made  by  some,  whom  I  do  not  recall,  that  the  veterans  should  get 
together  and  approve  a  workable  plan  for  space  necessary  for  their 
needs  and  that  the  new  Board  of  Trustees  to  be  appointed  under 
Amendment  No.  32  be  given  the  whole  matter  with  a  definite  plan 
to  work  on.     To  date  this  has  not  been  done. 

The  veteran  organizations  have,  from  what  I  have  been  able  to 
learn  from  the  various  meetings  with  their  representatives  and  the 
present  War  Memorial  Trustees,  changed  their  demands  from  time 
to  time  so  that  when  definite  space  was  agreed  upon  and  plans  and 
specifications  drawn  they  would  be  disapproved.  While  it  is  true 
the  War  Memorial  is  to  be  an  opera  house  and  a  war  veterans' 
building,  the  whole  project  belongs  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 
It  is  the  people's  money  that  will  build  it  to  honor  the  war  veterans 
of  all  American  wars. 

The  Mayor  submitted  a  list  of  representative  citizens  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  veterans  objected  to  them. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  this  City  and  County,  at  the  insistence 
of  the  veterans,  refused  to  confirm  the  list  because  the  veterans 
had  indicated  they  would  withdraw  their  support  at  the  polls  for 
any  Supervisor  who  refused  to  vote  against  any  list  the  Mayor  may 
submit  if  it  did  not  contain  a  majority  of  veterans.  The  answer  is 
clear.  The  members  of  the  veteran  organizations  desire  to  manage 
the  construction  of  a  project  voted  by  the  people  for  the  honor  and 
convenience  of  the  veterans  of  all  wars  and  to  be  under  the  full 
control  of  their  own  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  also  author- 
ized to  represent  the  whole  people. 

The  present  plans  exceeded  the  amount  provided  by  the  $4,000,- 

000  bond  issue. 

The  veterans  have  charged  the  present  War  Memorial  Board  of 
Trustees  with  "Gross  inefficiency,  waste  and  mismanagement."  Yet 
the  financial  report  of  their  status,  certified  by  public  accountants, 
shows  competence,  efficiency  and  careful  management.  This  certi- 
fied account  follows  hereafter  (on  page  177). 

I  urgently  appeal  to  you   to  confirm   the  War  Memorial   Trustees 

1  have  nominated  and  submited  to  you,  and  that  a  war  memorial, 
memorial  court  and  opera  house  be  forthwith  started,  and  if  the 
veterans  want  something  providing  more  space  that  they  appear 
before  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  and  work  out  a  financial  plan 
whereby  their  additional  requests  may  be  promptly  satisfied. 
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The  Supervisors  have  passed  a  resolution  at  the  request  of  the 
veterans  which  recommends  that  the  Mayor  appoint  a  majority  of 
veterans  as  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial.  The  act  of  the  people 
creating  the  War  Memorial  did  not  so  provide.  The  people  of  this 
City  empowered  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees,  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  in  the 
naming  of  said  Board  due  consideration  is  to  be  given  veterans  of 
all  American  wars. 

November  15,  1929.  Representatives  of  various  Legion  Posts  met  in 
the  Mayor's  office,  specifically  urging  that  the  Mayor  eliminate  the 
names  of  Major  Charles  H.  Kendrick  and  Supervisor  Jesse  C.  Colman 
from  the  list  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Your  Honorable  Board  is  hereby  requested  to  provide  space  for 
storage  of  the  records  of  the  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial  in  a 
vacant  room  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the  City  Hall  and  to  permit  them 
to  use  for  convenience  the  Board  chambers  at  such  times  as  you 
may  not  require  same. 

December  3.  1929.  The  following  letter  was  received  by  me  from 
Senator  James  D.  Phelan,  and  former  Mayor  of  San  Francisco: 

"JAMES    D.   PHELAN 

760  MARKET  STREET 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  CALIFORNIA. 

"December  3,   1929. 
"Honorable  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  Mayor,  San  Francisco — 
"My  Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

"I  have  followed  the  newspaper  reports  concerning  the  embar- 
rassment which  you  apparently  have  experienced,  through  the  oppo- 
sition of  certain  members  of  the  American  Legion  to  the  personnel 
of  the  Memorial  Trustees  appointed  by  you,  and  whose  names 
were  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  confirmation. 

"I  was  glad  to  see  that  you  would  not  yield  to  their  unreasonable 
demands.  I  think  that  Major  Charles  H.  Kendrick  and  Colonel 
Jesse  C.  Cclman  are  men  of  such  fine  character,  sound  judgment, 
public  spirit  and  proven  capacity  that  it  would  be  nothing  less  than 
a  calamity  for  you  to  surrender  your  position.  You  were  authorized 
by  law  to  name  the  Trustees,  and  you  have  made  an  excellent  selection. 

"As  you  know,  I  am  interested  in  art  as  represented  by  the 
theater,  the  museum  and  the  gallery,  which  give  pleasure  to  and 
gratify  the  higher  aspirations  of  the  people.  In  that  spirit  I  con- 
tributed to  the  original  citizens'  fund  for  the  Memorial  Buildings. 
I  now  believe  that  if  the  Trustees  of  that  fund  surrender  to  the 
demand  of  an  unauthorized  body,  not  even  pretending  to  promote  the 
public  benefit,  but  their  own,  it  would  be  a  betrayal,  and  it  probably 
could  be  stopped  by  the  courts.  It  is  so  purely  selfish  that  the 
people  resent  it. 

"As  J  understood  the  citizens'  fund,  it  was  to  be  used  principally 
for  an  opera  house  and  museum.  It  was  never  intended  to  make  it 
a  clubhouse  for  preferred  individuals. 

"As  I  have  great  regard  and  appreciation  for  veterans  who  have 
fought  under  the  flag,  I  deplore  the  fact  that  some  of  them — who 
certainly  cannot  be  called  representative  of  all — seek  to  mar  the 
generous  purpose  of  our  citizens  in  privately  contributing  to  the 
fund  and  recently  voting  to  increase  it. 

"I  have  known  Major  Kendrick  many  years.  He  entered  the 
service  as  a  volunteer;  was  wounded  in  action  and  decorated.  Col. 
Colman,  also  a  volunteer,  has  an  honorable  record,  and  both  of  these 
gentlemen  have  been  in  the  public  service  and  are  intimately  known 
to  you.  The  people  have  learned  to  trust  them.  You  should  not 
withdraw  such  names  as  these  and  thus  greatly  impoverish  your 
Board,  which  shall  make  very  large  expenditures  and  are  charged 
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with  grave  responsibilities.  I  am  convinced  that  most  of  the  vet- 
erans of  our  wars,  if  they  had  a  voice,  would  disapprove  of  your  sur- 
rendering your  judgment.

Jamiary  20,  1930.  At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors on  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  January  20,  1930.  there  was 
discussed  the  War  Memorial  matter,  entitled  in  the  shorthand  re- 
porter's transcript  "Appointment  of  War  Memorial  Trustees."  At 
the  close  of  the  meeting  the  Mayor  said  that,  after  he  has  had  a  con- 
ference with  the  veterans,  he  will  call  a  special  meeting  on  this 
important  matter,  and  said  transcript  is  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  hereof. 

THE  MAYOR:    This  is  the  one  included  in  your  motion 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting):  If  you  will  par- 
don the  interruption,  your  Honor,  I  again  in  view  of  the  im- 
portance of  this  matter,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  you  and 
some  of  the  membei-s  of  the  Board  have  been  here  over  12 
hours,  and  that  a  number  of  our  citizens  and  members  of  the 
various  Veteran  organizations  have  been  here  and  desire  to 
see  action  taken  in  this  matter,  and,  further,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  they  are  willing  to  submit  this  matter  to  the  Board 
now  or  at  any  time,  I  now  move  for  a  call  of  the  Board  and 
ask  if  you  are  willing  to  have  that  call  of  the  Board  made 
while  you  are  continuing  your  reading  of  your  report? 

SUPERVISOR   SPAULDING:     Second  that   motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  (interrupting):  I  must  strenu- 
ously oppose  that  motion,  he  is  not  going  to  be  here  after 
10:00  o'clock,  and  it  is  going  to  be  physically  impossible  to 
finish  out  a  call  of  the  Board  within  two  hours.  I  personally 
know  of  one  member  who  is  not  within  call  at  this  time,  and 
furthermore,  I  intend  to  discuss  this  question  myself,  and  I 
know  there  are  other  members  who  intend  to  discuss  it  before 
it  comes  to  a  vote.  Now,  I  have  sat  here  all  night,  and  I 
would  say  that  out  of  courtesy  to  the  Mayor,  because  he  is 
entitled  to  the  closing  argument  in  the  matter,  we  should  not 
try  to  force  this  through  now.  I  am  not  going  to  state  my 
position  is  now  where  it  was  before,  I  am  going  to  discuss  it 
and  I  am  going  to  object  to  anyone  leaving  here  now  while 
you  make  a  call  of  the  Board.  You  won't  get  anybody  here 
within  two  hours.  For  what  purpose  do  you  want  a  call  of  the 
Board  now?  In  order  that  we  may  have  a  continuous  session? 
To  what  purpose?  We  can  have  an  orderly  session  at  another 
time 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting)  :  May  I  clarify  the  situation 
to  a  little  extent?  I  am  simply  submitting  to  you  facts  of 
record.  I  haven't  begun  to  discuss  the  matter  at  all  as  yet. 
You  understand  that.  Nobody  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  it,  the  veterans  will  have  an  opportunity  and  the 
Board  will  have  an  opportunity.  When  I  finish  here,  I  would 
suggest  that  the  Clerk  be  ordered  to  have  it  printed  at  once, 
and  when  it  is  ready  and  the  Board  reconvenes — or  you  can 
take  a  vote  right  now.  I  am  willing  to  stay  with  it  all  day — ^ — 
SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY  (inteiTupting)  :  If  your  Honor 
please,  a  minute  ago  I  understood  your  Honor  was  almost 
closing,  that  there  were  only  a  few  pages  more,  that  you  were 
close  to  the  close.  I  know  there  is  no  attempt  on  the  part  of 
Saipervisor  Peyser  to  ask  that  this  matter  be  taken   into  the 

hands  of  the  Board  for  a  vote 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER   (interrupting):     That's  what  a 

call  of  the  Board  means.     That's  what  you  intended,  wasn't  it? 

SUPERVISOR    PEYSER:      Yes,    sir,    I    believe    the    matter 
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should  be  settled,  it  has  been  pending  for  eight  or  nine  years 
and  been  thoroughly  discussed,  and  the  veterans  have  been 
sitting  here  all  night,  and  they  are  willing  to  submit  it  to  the 
Board  without  argument.  As  far  as  the  Board  itself  is  con- 
cerned, I  have  no  desire  to  stifle  the  Board,  but  we  are  here 
now,  let's  finish  it,  and  then  we  are  through. 

THE  MAYOR:  You  do  what  you  please,  but  when  I  get  to 
arguing  the  charges  that  have  been  made  against  me  and 
against  my  nominations  which  I  have  made,  I  will  have  some- 
thing to  say,  no  matter  who  it  hurts  or  who  it  hits;  I  won't 
stand  this  responsibility  for   12  years 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY  (interrupting):  Members  of 
the  Board,  I  sincerely  hope  this  motion  won't  be  presses.  I 
hope  the  Mayor  will  be  allowed  to  continue;  he  has  just  stated 
he  will  finish  in  a  half  hour  or  so 

THE  MAYOR:  I  will  finish  this,  but  I  will  promise  you 
that  when  the  argument  comes,  I  will  have  the  last  word. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  would  say  this,  members  of 
the  Board,  and  your  Honor,  why  not  continue  and  when  you 
have  finished  your  message,  then  you  can  take  the  matter  up. 

THE  MAYOR:  You  are  about  through  with  the  statement 
of  facts-,  and  you  will  come  in  just  a  few  minutes  to  the  finan- 
cial statement. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Your  Honor,  I  am  not,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  my  motion  was  made  with  the  understanding  that 
the  Mayor  would  proceed  while  the  motion  was  enforced.  I 
have  no  desire  whatsoever  to  prevent  the  Mayor  from  pro- 
ceeding, and  that  in  the  meantime  we  might  proceed  with  the 
call  of  the  Board  and  thereafter  come  to  a  vote.  However,  if 
the  members  desire,  I  would  be  willing  to  withdraw  my  mo- 
tion with  the  understanding  that  the  meeting  recess  until 
tonight  at  8  o'clock,  or  whatever  time  is  convenient  to  all.  I 
intend  to  put  this  thing  through,  not  hurriedly,  but  we  should 
get  it  behind  us.  If  we  have  a  meeting  tonight  at  8  o'clock, 
I  am  willing  to  withdraw  my  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  would  say  this,  members  of 
the  Board,  I  yield  to  no  man  in  attempting  to  put  this  through, 
but  allow  the  Mayor  to  proceed  and  finis-h,  and  when  he  has 
finished,  then  some  motion  will  prevail  that  we  will  agree  upon. 

THE  MAYOR:  You  will  get  the  financial  report  from  me  in 
a  half  hour. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  would  ask  that  the  Mayor 
be  permitted  to  proceed. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:   I  withdraw  mv  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:    I  withdraw  the  second.

IN  RE  APPOINTMENT  OF  WAR  MEMORIAL  TRUSTEES. 
Monday,   January   20,   1930,   2   o'clock  p.  m. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  was  held  on  Monday,  the  20th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1930,  beginning  at  the  hour  of  2  o'clock  j).  m.  of  that  day  in  the 
chambers  of  the   Board,   City   Hall,   San  Francisco,   California. 

Mayor  James  Rolph,  Jr.,  presided. 

After  the  transaction  of  other  business  the  following  proceedings 
were  had  in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  would  like  to  call  to  the 
attention  of  the  Health  Committee  the  condition  in  the  lots  across  the 
way  from  the  City  Hall.  It  is  no  laughing  matter,  Mr.  Mayor;  it  is 
a  very  serious  matter.     Boys  are  wading  in  the  pond  over  there,  and 
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there  is  a  green  scum  on  the  water,  and  they  have  little  floats  that 
they  are  using  in  thei'e,  and  yesterday  a  friend  of  mine  told  me,  while 
standing  viewing  the  boys  playing  in  there,  a  mosquito  lit  on  his 
head.  Now,  we  all  know  that  mosquitos  are  the  carriers  of  disease, 
and  if  that  property  was  owned  by  a  private  individual,  the  Health 
Committee  would  be  after  that  individual  at  once  to  have  him  clean 
that  up.  And  I  would  like  to  have  the  Health  Committee  take  notice 
of  this  and  call  it  to  the  attention  of  the  Health  Officer  so  that  the 
proper  steps  be  taken  to  fix  those  lots  over  there  so  that  the  water 
will  not  accumulate  and  cause  this  condition  to  exist. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:    We  will  do  it  right  away. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  While  on  that  subject,  I  would  like  to 
ask  your  Honor  what  is  the  status  of  the  appointment  of  the  War 
Memorial  Trustees  which   is  now  pending  in  your  office? 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  have  promised  the  Trustees  that  I  would 
submit  to  them  and  show  them  my  completed  report  on  the  whole 
War  Memorial  matter  from  its  beginning  up  to  the  present  time, 
together  with  the  Certified  Public  Accountant's  report  on  the  finances. 
But  it  is  impossible  to  sell  the  $4,000,000  worth  of  bonds.  I  do  not 
know  the  temper  of  the  Board  with  regard  to  the  appointees.  I  have 
submitted  eleven  names.  I  have  some  letters,  very  strong  letters, 
urging  me  to  resubmit  to  this  Board  those  eleven  fine  outstanding  men 
whom  I  named  several  months  ago.  It  is  a  difficult  thing  for  me  to 
turn  down  any  one  of  them.  The  Board  has  turned  them  down. 
Resolutions  are  being  passed  by  organizations  which  are  being  formed, 
representing  the  Veterans,  condemning  the  action  of  the  committee 
of  the  Veterans  in  their  opposition  to  the  names  submitted  by  the 
Mayor.  Now,  resolutions  are  being  passed,  they  are  coming  to  my 
office,  some  of  the  vets  who  are  not  on  the  committee  demand  that  it 
be  built,  demand  that  I  resubmit  to  you  those  eleven  names,  and  it 
will  be  up  to  you  and  the  burden  will  be  upon  you  whether  or  not 
you  accept  those  eleven  names  or  say  which  ones  you  will  not  accept, 
and  that  the  War  Memorial  work  go  on.  Now,  I  have  completed  my 
work  up  to  the  minute.  If  the  $4,000,000  worth  of  bonds  were  salable 
and  the  work  could  go  on,  I  would  bring  the  report  in  to  you.  after 
a  meeting  with  the  Veterans  which  I  promised  first,  immediately.  If 
you  say  you  will  confirm  the  eleven  names  I  gave  to  you  that  you 
iiave  turned  down,  I  will  submit  them  this  afternoon.  Now,  pending 
that  action  and  until  I  know  the  temper  of  this  Board,  because  I  do 
not  want  to  slaughter  good  men's  names,  men  in  this  community  who 
have  served  their  city,  who  are  honored  men  and  respected  men,  who 
have  fought,  who  have  honored  and  been  decorated  in  the  service  of 
their  country.  There  is  no  delay  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor.  But  it  is 
a  difficult  thing  for  the  Mayor  to  yield  when  there  is  a  feeling  against 
one  or  two  men,  and  a  demand  made  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors, 
pre-election  promises,  that  you  would  not  confirm  the  names  unless 
there  were  six  veterans  on  the  board.  Now,  where  am  I  going  to  get? 
You  ask  me  the  situation.  Some  man  attempted  to  cover,  in  a  coffin, 
a  redwood  box,  a  wax  figure,  thinking  it  was  the  burial  of  the  War 
Memorial.  Now,  we  know  who  did  that,  and  the  Board  of  Works  took 
the  redwood  coffin,  with  the  wax  figure  in  it,  and  was  going  to  send 
it  to  the  door  of  the  man  who  put  it  in  there.  But  we  did  not  want 
to  do  anything  like  that  because  we  treat  this  matter  seriously,  and  it 
is  a  serious  proposition. 

SUPERVISOR    HAYDEN:    Where   did    you   find    that? 

THE  MAYOR:  Over  here  off  the  sidewalk  Now,  there  is  a  lot  I 
could  tell  you,  and  I  do  not  want  to  break  my  promise  because  I  never 
break  a  promise  when  it  comes  to  a  matter  of  that  kind.  And  I  want 
to  have  this  meeting.  But  my  office  is  now  deluged  with  resolutions, 
unanimously  adopted  by  Veterans  of  the  World  War,  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  and  other  organizations,  demanding  that  the  Mayor 
resubmit  the  eleven  names  that  he  submitted,  and  that  they  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  and  the  work  go  on.  Now,  if  you  will  remember, 
I   did   not  want   to   submit    those   eleven   names,   but  a  resolution   was 
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passed  In  here,  and  the  Veterans  demanded  that  I  submit  the  names, 
and  I  said  it  was  only  going  to  bring  trouble.  And  I  said  that  the 
committee  appointed  by  your  honorable  Board,  the  three  from  the 
Veterans  and  the  three  others  and  myself,  a  committee  of  ten,  struggle 
Vi^ith  this  problem  until  we  agreed  upon  it  before  passing  a  resolution, 
demanding  that  I  immediately  bring  in  here  eleven  names  just  to  be 
slaughtered.  I  have  a  letter  from  Senator  Phelan  that,  when  you 
hear  it,  it  is  a  masterpiece  and  answers  the  question  one  hundred  per 
cent,  but  I  cannot  read  it  to  you  now,  and  I  have  had  it  since  early 
December,  in  order  to  keep  my  face  with  the  three  gentlemen,  Mr. 
Claridge,  Mr.  Boyd  and  Mr.  Glensor.  There  is  where  it  rests  at  the 
present  time  and  I  work  every  night,  from  eight  o'clock  at  night 
until  two  and  three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  signing  those  Spring  Val- 
ley bonds,  and  I  simply  have  not  had  time  to  call  a  meeting  at  night, 
nor  to  call  a  meeting  in  the  daytime,  but  I  will  call  it  just  as  soon 
as  I  finish  those  bonds.  And  when  the  bond  market  reaches  par  and 
accrued  interest,  and  the  $4,000,000  worth  of  bonds  can  be  sold,  I  will 
have  a  meeting  the  minute  that  point  is  reached  and  I  will  imme- 
diately report  to  you  thereafter.     That  is  the  situation. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  am  not  going  into  the  question  of 
the  integrity  or  standing  of  the  men  you  appointed,  nor  am  I  going 
to  rehash  the  question  of  the  wisdom  or  unwisdom  of  your  appointees. 
If  you  think,  in  view  of  the  changed  personnel  of  this  Board,  if  it  is 
legally  possible  that  the  resubmission  of  those  names  will  facilitate 
the  erection  of  the  Memorial,  I,  for  one,  would  have  no  objection  to 
the  resubmission.  As  I  say,  there  is  a  legal  procedure  involved. 
Secondly,  if,  as  I  understand  it,  you  promise  a  report  to  the  Board 
on  this  subject  matter,  I  do  not  know  whether  you  set  a  date  or  not, 
I  thought  you  did 

THE  MAYOR   (interrupting):     No,  I  did  not. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  We  should  like  to  have  it.  Very  well. 
The  three,  three,  three  committee  has  never  made  a  report  except  one 
brief  report  here,  verbally,  since  their  appointment.  They  were  not 
to  report  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  they  were  to  report  to  the  Board, 
if  you  will  recollect  the  terms  of  the  motion  by  which  they  were 
appointed. 

THE  MAYOR:  But  they  did  report  and  were  discharged  by  the 
Board  in  writing,  too. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  If  they  did  I  am  ignorant  of  it.  Is 
that  the  fact,  Mr.  Clerk? 

THE  CLERK:    I  do  not  recall  all  the  details  of  that  discussion. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  I  cannot  remember,  there  are  many  com- 
mittee reports. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  It  is  quite  likely  you  may  be  in  error. 
It  may  be  while  we  were  away,  some  of  us,  but  as  my  recollection 
serves  me,  Mr.  Mayor,  a  report  was  made  here,  verbally  one  day,  and 
that  is  all,  and  it  was  not  a  report,  it  was  just  an  explanation.  Now. 
there  is  something  in  what  you  say,  that  the  bonds  may  not  be  imme- 
diately salable  at  this  time,  but  the  day  is  coming  shortly,  and  very 
shortly,  if  we  are  to  believe  the  financial  prognosticators,  when  they 
will  be  salable.  You  ought  to,  in  my  judgment — and  I  say  this  in  a 
kindly  spirit — complete  your  chain  of  events  involved  in  this  matter, 
one  of  which  was,  as  I  understand  it,  that  you  thought  you  might 
adjust  it,  and,  in  any  event,  you  were  to  hold  a  meeting  with  the 
Veterans'  County  Board  in  the  meantime.  I  think  that  ought  to  be 
done  and  soon,  and  I  will  state  the  reason  for  it  presently.  If,  as  I 
say,  you  feel  that  you  can  legally  resubmit  the  names  that  you  had 
in  prospect  for  appointment,  and  you  believe  there  may  be  a  change 
in  the  vote  here,  certainly  I  shall  be  the  last  one  to  offer  an  objection. 
I  am  moving  to  this  point:  it  is  conceivable  that  a  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  will  not  change  their  positions.  And  you  do 
not  know,  unless  you  care  to  canvass  the  Board  privately 

THE   MAYOR    (interrupting):    I   have  not   done  so. 
SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:    It  is  your  right,  of  course. 
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THE  MAYOR:    But  I  have  not  done  it. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  However,  unless— and  this  is  not  said 
threateningly;  it  is  said  perhaps  as  tlie  ultimate  answer  to  the  mixed 
position  in  which  your  office  and  our  own  find  ourselves,  and  our  in- 
ability to  reach  an  agreement.  If,  however,  in  the  near  future — and  I 
should  say  that  that  won't  be  long — some  solution,  looking  to*  per- 
mitting whoever  is  appointed  to  go  on  their  way  and  commence  to  do 
the  things  they  are  legalized  to  do  under  the  ordinance,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  you  will  face  a  special  election  on  the  question  at  issue. 
The  builders  of  San  Francisco  and  the  mechanics  of  San  Francisco 
are  not,  I  frankly  state,  much  concerned  about  the  differences  exist- 
ing between  the  names  that  are  to  be  appointed,  as  between  yourself 
and  the  Board.  They  are,  however,  vitally  concerned  over  the  fact 
that  four  odd  million  dollars  and  more  can  be  turned  loose  in  San 
Francisco  to  give  work  to  hundreds  of  mechanics,  with  hundreds  of 
.  thousands  of  dollars  spent  for  materials,  and,  therefore,  giving  work, 
I  indirectly,  to  a  great  number  of  other  people,  and  they  are  inclined, 
unless  our  differences  can  be  settled — and  I  hoi)e  they  can  be — either 
through  this  Board,  or  if  it  can  be  obtained  privately,  or  not 
privately,  to  prepare  a  petition  which  will  compel  a  solution  and  a 
settlement  of  the  question.  I  do  not  blame  them  myself.  The  logic  of 
their  position  is  unquestionable,  they  are  not  accountable  for  the 
fact  that  we  disagree.  We  might  have  our  own  conscientous  belief, 
you  yours  and  we  ours,  but  at  the  same  time  they  think  that,  unless 
we  can  reconcile  our  differences  and  operations  start,  not  actual  build- 
ings, it  is  true,  but  the  legal  operations  looking  to  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  when  the  market  is  ready,  which  ought  to  be  very  shortly,  and 
these  are  a  kind  of  bond  that  will  appeal,  both  to  the  heart  and  to  the 
head — they  are  of  the  opinion  that  steps  must  be  taken  to  get  this 
money  in  circulation.  Now,  that  is  not  a  criticism  of  your  appoint- 
ments, nor  of  your  Honor,  nor  of  your  policy,  nor  is  it  altogether  one 
of  the  Board's.  They  realize  that  this  is  apparently  a  static  condition, 
that  the  Board — the  last  Board,  at  least — and  the  Mayor,  have  reached 
apparently  a  deadlock  on  an  issue  that  might  seem  simple,  but  which 
does  not  appear  to  be  so.  And  so  I  would  plead  with  you,  sir,  too.  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  remained  silent  on  it  up  to  this 
moment  while  you  are  making  up  your  mind  as  to  the  future  policy 
to  be  pursued  and  to  be  presented.  I  would  appeal  to  you,  sir,  and  I 
think,  while  I  am  not  an  official  and  while  I  am  not  a  member  in  any 
sense,  that  I  have  a  right  to  speak,  but  I  think  I  would  not  be  rebuked 
in  my  appeal  to  you  to  call  such  meetings,  as  in  your  judgment  should 
be  called,  to  announce  to  the  Board  the  exact  position  in  which  you 
find  yourself,  to  place,  either  of  reaffirmation  or  of  new  affirmation  or 
of  rejection,  before  the  Board,  and  then,  perhaps,  it  may  have  to  be 
taken  out  of  your  hands  and  the  issue,  the  only  issue  apparently  at 
present,  withholding  the  legal  steps  looking  to  actual  operations,  may 
have  to  be  taken  on  the  outside.  I  would  hate  to  see  it  done.  You 
speak  of  men  on  that  committee  that  you  have  appointed.  I  would  like 
just  this  brief  word;  there  is  not  a  doubt  about  their  splendid  ability, 
their  service  to  the  community  and  their  standing.  The  issue  is  not 
that.  I  am  not  going  into  it  academicallv.  You  have  one  man  ap- 
pointed on  there  that  his  name  presented  singly  to  me  for  any  position 
that  I  know  of  that  he  would  care  to  take,  I  would  most  enthusiastically 
sunport  him.  I  just  give  his  name  as  an  example — and  the  others 
are  in  like  character — Charles  Kendrick,  for  instance.  I  would  not 
raise  a  finger  to  hurt  either  his  reputation,  his  feelings  or  his  stand- 
ing. But  he  is  pre.'?ented  with  others  on  an  issue  entirely  different. 
Now.  I  wish  to  close  what  T  have  to  say  bv  saving  I  plead  with  you. 
as  one  mem'^er  of  this  Board,  to.  if  you  will,  please,  bring  the  matter 
forward  at  thp  earliest  pncjajhie  elate,  to  the  end  that  the  issues  either 
he  resubmitted  here  in  the  Board,  or  between  us.  or  an  opportunity 
misrht  he  Presented  to  decide  by  vote  of  the  people. 

THE    MAYOR:     Now,    Mr.    Gallagher,    in    replying   to    you,    T   thank 
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you  for  all  you  have  said.  I  have  a  very  difficult  situation  in  hand, 
a  most  difficult.  It  is  very  unfortunate  the  Board,  for  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  this  City,  put  into  that 
charter  amendment  that  the  names  submitted  by  the  Mayor  had  to 
be  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Now,  that  was  not  neces- 
sary.* You  know  I  would  not  appoint,  on  a  great  trust  like  that,  any- 
body but  the  best  and  outstanding  men  of  the  community  to  carry 
that  project  through.  Now,  I  am  threatened  with  the  resignation  of 
the  whole  eleven.  I  am  threatened  with  every  kind  of  disaster 
to  that  enterprise.  I  am  threatened  with  the  refusal  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California  to  turn  over  that  money.  That 
money  is  in  their  hands  and  that  property  over  there  stands  in 
their  hands,  and  to  whoever  it  is  turned  over  to  the  provisions  pro- 
vide that  they  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California.  Those  eleven  men  were  all  a-cceptable  to  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California.  Now,  you  cannot  knock 
and  go  about  knocking,  questioning  the  honor  and  integrity  and  the 
honesty  of  those  men.  You  cannot  write  letters  calling  them  prac- 
tically thieves  and  robbers.  You  cannot  write  a  letter  to  Mr.  William 
H.  Crocker,  within  the  last  three  weeks,  the  most  disrespectful,  most 
dishonorable,  most  outrageous,  blasphemous  letter  that  I  ever  read, 
was  sent  to  Mr.  Crocker,  trying  to  prove  that  Mr.  Crocker  got  away 
with  money  in  the  handling  of  the  finances.  You  cannot  attack  men 
like  John  Drum,  and  charge  John  Drum  with  owning  the  property 
because  it  stood  in  the  name  of  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company  of 
California.  You  cannot  do  those  things  and  have  men  like  Kenneth 
Kingsbury  and  General  Hunter  Liggett  and  Crocker — he  cannot  serve 
because  it  provides  that  none  but  residents  of  San  Francisco  can 
serve — you  cannot  attack  Robert  I.  Bentley,  and  expect  those  men  to 
serve  the  City  and  go  through  what  they  have  gone  through  in  abuse 
and  charges  of  theft  and  dishonesty.  And  I  sent  for  Mr.  Claridge  the 
morning  after  a  copy  of  that  letter  came  to  me,  and  I  was  mad  about 
it  because  I  have  had  enough  trouble  of  this  thing,  more  than  any 
proposition  I  have  had  since  I  have  been  Mayor,  and  I  asked  him 
what  right  he  had  to  write  such  a  letter  as  that  to  one  of  our  repre- 
sentative citizens  of  San  Francisco,  who  had  put  up  the  most  money 
of  the  private  contributions  for  this  War  Memorial.  I  said,  it  is  the 
most  outrageous  letter  that  ever  was  written.  I  said,  "What  did  you 
write  such  a  thing  as  that  for  when  I  am  trying  tO'  solve  this  problem 
with  all  the  diplomacy  that  I  have  got?"  Well,  he  said  he  did  not 
write  it.  "Well,"  I  said,  "who  did  write  it?"  "I  cannot  tell  you  who 
wrote  it  because  one  of  my  superior  officers  wrote  the  letter."  And 
when  you  hear  that  letter  you  will  be  up  in  arms  just  as  much  as  I 
was  when  I  got  a  copy  of  it  the  next  day.  You  yourself  would  not 
stand  for  a  letter  like  that  being  written  to  Mr.  Crocker,  or  to  any- 
body else,  you  would  not  have  it  written  to  a  street  sweeper. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    It  must  be  an  anonymous  letter. 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  it  was  signed  by  Mr.  Claridge,  the  secretary  of 
the  committee.  Mr.  Claridge  is  right  here,  he  has  been  here  all 
afternoon.  You  do  not  know  what  I  have  been  up  against.  Mr.  Kings- 
bury says  he  does  not  want  to  serve,  and  I  have  word  that  none  want 
to  serve,  and  if  one  goes,  they  will  all  resign.  I  have  been  threatened 
that  they  will  take  back  their  private  subscriptions.  Some  have  said 
that,  "We  gave  our  money  as  a  War  Memorial  to  build  an  opera  house. 
Give  us  our  money  back  if  you  are  not  building  any  opera  house." 
I  hear  it  on  the  street.  The  Post  would  not  give  Mr.  Sapiro  one  day 
longer  to  stay  last  week  when  his  term  of  office  expired.  Not  one  day 
longer  and  they  passed  resolutions  and  overruled  him.  Now,  you  ask 
me  some  questions.  I  am  telling  you  the  troubles  I  have  got  over 
that  one. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Can  I  ask  Mr.  Claridge  if  he  was  respon- 
sible for  that  letter? 

THE  MAYOR:    Yes,  you  can  ask  him,  but  he  said  "No." 
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SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Claridge,  what  is  your  position  in 
connection  witli  the  veteran  organization? 

MR.  CLARIDGE:  I  am  secretary  of  the  County  Council  of  the  Amer- 
ican Legion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Did  you  hear  the  statement  just  made  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor? 

MR.  CLARIDGE:     I  did. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  That  an  insulting  letter  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Crocker  over  your  signature? 

MR.  CLARIDGE:    I  heard  the  statement. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    Was  it  a  typewritten  signature? 

MR.  CLARIDGE:    No. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:     Was  it  in  your  own  handwriting? 

MR.  CLARIDGE:  It  was  in  my  own  handwriting,  I  was  responsible 
for  the  letter,  I  did  not  tell  the  Mayor  that  I  did  not  write  the  letter, 
I  told  him  that  the  expression  of  that  letter  was  not  mine,  but  I 
wrote  it  because  I  was  instructed  to,  but  nevertheless  it  contains  my 
personal  views,  and  I  also  told  his  Honor  the  Mayor  that  that  letter 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It 
is  a  matter  between  the  American  Legion,  as  the  beneficiary  of  the 
trust  fund,  and  a  certain  group  of  gentlemen  downtown  as  the  cus- 
todians of  that  fund.  It  is  entirely  aside  from  the  appointment  matter 
of  the  Public  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  a  matter  that  has  been  pending 
since  October,  1928.  The  letter  was  directed  to  Mr.  Crocker,  does  not 
concern  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  does  not  concern  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  does  not  concern  anybody  but  the  American  Legion  and 
the  private  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  A  letter  of  that  kind  does  not  serve  the 
purpose  the  Mayor  is  trying  to  bring  about,  to  appoint  a  Board  of 
Trustees  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  espe- 
cially where 

MR.  CLARIDGE  (interrupting):  I  will  call  your  Honor's  attention 
to  this  fact  that  that  letter  does  not  accuse  Mr.  Crocker  of  being  a 
thief,  of  being  a  robber,  and  of  attempting  to  get  away  with  funds. 
I  have  that  letter  in  my  office  and  my  files. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  suggest  that  you  go  over  to  your  office 
and   read   it   to   the  Board. 

MR.  CLARIDGE:  I  will  be  very  glad  to  bring  this  letter  before 
the    Board    at    the    proper    time. 

THE  MAYOR:      Well,  do  it  now. 

MR.  CLARIDGE:      It  is  not  an  issue  in  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  It  has  been  used  here;  it  is  in  our 
records. 

MR.  CLARIDGE:      The  letter  is  not  a  matter  in  your  records. 

SIUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  The  Mayor's  reference  to  it  is  a  matter 
of  record  now. 

MR.  CLARIDGE:  It  is  perfectly  all  right  with  me;  the  Mayor's 
reference    is    incorrect. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Is  Mr.  Crocker  one  of  the  men  that  you 
propose  as  a  director? 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  I  could  not  because  he  is  a  resident  of  San 
Mateo   County. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  agree  with  Mr.  Claridge  that  really 
the  subject  matter  is  not  before  us  at  this  time.  I  think  that,  if 
you  make  a  new  recommendation,  as  has  been  suggested  by  Super- 
visor Gallagher,  I  will  say,  without  making  any  commitment  on 
these  trustees,  that  I  am  as  free  as  the  air.  I  made  no  promise  to 
anyone,  the  veterans'  organizations  or  anyone  else,  previous  to  the 
campaign,  and  I  think  it  will  be  well  to  sound  out  the  sentiment 
of  the  six  new  members  of  the  board. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  purposely  have  not  tried  to  bring  this 
before  the  Board.  I  have  tried  to  settle  this  matter.  I  will  have 
my   promised   meeting   of   the   veterans.      There    is   no    man    thinks 
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more   of   the   veterans    than    I    do.      I   am    the   only   civilian    in    the 
United  States  that  has  been  recognized  by  the  veterans.     I  am  the 
Honorary    President    of    the    finest    fighting    division    of   the    war;     I 
am  the  Honorary  President  of  the  91st  Division,  and  I  am  the  Hon- 
orary President  of  the   363d,   San  Francisco's  own,   that  lost  1,284 
men  out  of  their  own  regiment,  your  own  San  Francisco  regiment, 
the  greatest  number  of  casualties  in   the  war,  whose  flags  are  hon- 
ored  as   no   other   flags   are   honored   in    any   public    building,   right 
here  in  the  City  Hall.     No  other  civilian  in  the  United   States  has 
been   honored   as   I   have   been    honored   by  them,   and   I   am   trying 
my  best  to  please  the  veterans,   to   show  them   every  courtesy  and 
to  give   them   the  greatest  honor.      I  take  my  hat  off  to   them  and 
to  their  flags  every  time  I  pass  them;    I  glory  in  them,  and  as  long 
as  I  live  I  will  thank  them,  and   tell   my  children   following  me  to 
thank  them  for  the  services  they  have  rendered  their  country.     But 
they    keep    putting    me    in    a    position    where    the    Mayor    cannot    put 
in  front  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  body  of  eleven  outstanding 
men  in  this  city.     Some  of  them  will  naturally  pass  on;     time  may 
bring  six;    I  do  not  care  in  the  future  if  the  whole  eleven  are  vet- 
erans of  the  World   War  or  any  of  the  wars  of  our  country;     pos- 
sibly they  will  be;     I  will   be  glad  to  see  it.     I  have  been  advised, 
by  members  of  this  Board  and  by  others,  "Mayor,  at  least  when  you 
start    this    matter    off,    put    somebody    on    the    eleven    trustees    that 
knows   something   about   the   War    Memorial    from    its    beginning — 
how   it  started,   who   has   handled   the   funds,   who   has  contributed 
and    given    confidence    to    the    Regents    of    the    University    of    Cali- 
fornia."     If  I   had   my  way,  and  I  could   pick   out  eleven,  I   would. 
But  I  must  appoint  General  Hunter  Liggett;     I  must  appoint  Ken- 
neth Kingsbury,  one  of  the  largest  subscribers  to  the  fund;    I  must 
appoint   Robert   I   Bentley,   the   head   of  the   Musical   Association  of 
San    Francisco;     I    must   appoint    Herbert   Fleischhacker.      He    does 
not  want  to  go  on  this  board  because  he  is  a  large  contributor  to 
it.      He  is  a  great  public-si>irited  citizen  of  this  city.      I   know  you 
get  a  laugh  at   him   at  times,  but  he  is  giving  his  money — $50,000 
a  year  to  the  Park.     He  is  giving  that  Zoo  out  there  for  the  benefit 
of  San   Francisco.     And   I   must  appoint  some   of  these  other  men. 
And   I  appointed  Charles  H.  Kendrick  because  he  had   been  on   the 
Board  of  Trustees  with   Mr.   McSheehy.      You  have  had  three  mem- 
bers on  this  board  for  five  or  six  years;   Mr.  McSheehy  was  on,  Mr. 
Havenner  was  on,   Mr.   Coleman  was  on,  representing  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  during  all  these  years.     And  I  am  confronted  with  the 
appointment   of  eleven   men  that   lequire  your  approval.      The  War 
Memorial,  if  I  did  not  have  to  have  that  approval,  would  have  been 
on  its  way.     This  Board  has  had  many  meetings.     This  Board  has 
met  to  appoint  committees.     This  Board  has  met  on  several  organ- 
ization  meetings.      It   would   be   the  easiest   thing  in   the  world   for 
this  Board,  without  my  offending  the  Board,  to  go  into  special  ses- 
sion and  see  what  you  can  do  to  help  the  Mayor  out.     That  is  what 
you  can  do.      Let  me  know  what  the  temper  of  the  Board  is.      I  do 
not  want  to  go  and   buttonhole   any   member  of   this   Board.      I    want 
to   come   in   here  and   give  you   all   the   facts   and   present   everything 
to  you  as  I  have  it,  including  the  financial  report.     And  you  ought 
to  go  into  executive  session  and  tell  me  what  you  will  do;     whether 
you  will  stand  for  those  eleven.     You  have  a  board  of  eleven  there 
who   will   do   that    building   for   you,   hold   all    the   money,   hold    the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  sell  your  bonds,  and  employ 
labor  and  get  it  going.     The  opera  house  has  to  be  finished.     The 
committee    does    not    want    the    opera    house    finished.       How    about 
these  peojjle  wiio  have  put  in  nearly  $2,000,000  for  an  opera  house? 
And   the   only   thing   that   there   is   in   it   is   that   possibly   that   wall 
over    on    the    farther    corner    f>f    the    veterans'    building   will    have   to 
remain   in   brick   for  some   period   of  time,   like   when   the   Panama- 
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Pacific  International  Exposition  gave  us  a  million  dollars  out  of 
the  World  Exposition  fund  to  build  an  Auditorium,  they  had  noth- 
ing but  sandstone  or  brick,  the  City  itself  put  in  J346,000  to  put 
the  stone  front  on  it.  We  will  put  the  money  up  to  put  that  over. 
We  will  finish  that.     We  will  do  the  job  well. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:  Mr.  Mayor.  I  believe  I  read  in  the  paper 
a  short  while  ago  that  one  of  the  organizations  was  in  favor  of 
that  Board  of  Trustees.     Mr.  Ray  Burr  is  here  representing  them. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  am  glad  to  hear  from  any  of  them. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Let  us  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
tor  Mr.   Burr. 

MR.  RAYZ^IOXD  BURR:  Mr.  Mayor.  Golden  Gate  Post  No.  40 
of  the  American  Legion  on  Tuesday  last  passed  a  motion  asking 
cur  delegates  to  the  County  Council  to  take  such  steps  as  they 
might  to  provide  for  the  immediate  construction  of  the  War  Memo- 
rial project,  and  we  urge  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  confirm  the  names  submitted  by  Mayor  Rolph  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  be  submitted.  The  matter  was  passed  as 
a  method  suggested  to  try  and  reach  a  decision  in  the  matter  and 
to  end  the  present  deadlock.  We  hold,  in  our  Post,  that  the  ques- 
tion of  securing  employment  of  some  thousands  of  veterans  that 
are  walking  the  streets  here  is  paramount  to  any  other  issue 
involved,  and  the  time  has  come  when  some  one  must  give  or  take, 
and  the  decision  we  reached  to  that  end.  that  the  many  thou- 
sands of  men  applying  at  our  United  States  Veteran  Bureau 
Employment  OflBce  for  jobs,  that  some  of  them  can  be  taken  care 
of.     That  was  the  position  of  our  Post. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  Mr.  Mayor,  a  few  minutes  ago  you  stated 
that  you  had  promised  the  veterans  that  you  were  going  to  call 
them  in  on  another  meeting. 

THE  MAYOR:      I  am. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  You  further  stated  a  little  later  that 
vou  always  make  good  your  promises. 

THE   MAYOR:      I  will. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  Now.  my  suggestion  would  be  this:  That 
you  call  this  meeting  with  the  veterans,  make  good  that  promise, 
and  then  see  what  the  result  of  that  meeting  is.  Perhaps  you  can 
effect  an  agreement  there  whereby,  when  the  War  Memorial  is 
started,  that  we  won't  have  to  stop  it  again  with  other  litigation. 
And  I  feel,  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  that  this  meeting  with 
the  veterans  should  be  called  immediately  and  this  matter  brought 
before  this  Board  for  final  settlement. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  happen  to  be  one  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  present  War  Memorial,  and  I  have  been  a  Trustee  for  the 
past  three  vears.  We  had  a  meeting  here  about  six  weeks  ago.  and 
I  want  to  say  to  the  members  of  this  Board  that  the  Trustees,  as 
constituted  today,  are  unanimous  in  trying  to  solve  this  problem, 
and  thev  are  in  a  very  receptive  mood;  they  are  willing  to  do 
anvthine  almost  to  start  this  work  on  its  way.  Now.  it  is  up  to  us. 
the  members  of  this  Board,  as  to  whether  we  shall  accept  from  the 
Mavor  his  nominees  are  not.  Now.  we  are  all  looking  for  action, 
and  the  building  industry  of  this  City  requires  action,  because  hun- 
dreds of  our  citizens — yes.  thousands — are  walking  our  streets. 
Now.  we  have  one  million  dollars  in  a  round  sum  to  start  this  work 
soine  immediately.  We  will  sell  bonds  to  the  extent  of  $4,000,000 
and  we  will  erect  two  buildings  over  there  that  will  cost  approxi- 
matelv  $5,000,000.  We  have  spent  approximately  $150,000  for 
plan?.  These  plans  are  there  now.  Of  course  those  plans,  as  they 
stand  todav.  overrun  the  estimate:  they  overrun  the  actual  money 
that  we  have  on  hand:  but  the  architects  have  been  going  over 
those  plans  for  the  last  three  months,  and  they  are  in  a  position 
todav  to  report  to  this  Board  that  the  buildings  can  be  erected  for 
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the  amount  of  money — $5,000,000.  Now,  it  is  up  to  this  Board  to 
act,  and  I  am  going  to  suggest,  or  I  am  going  to  make  a  motion 
directly  here  that,  when  we  adjourn  here  today,  that  we  meet  on 
next  Thursday,  at  2  o'clock,  to  receive  from  the  Mayor  his  report 
as  to  the  membership  of  the  Trustees  for  the  War  Memorial.  I 
make  that  as  a  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:     If  the  Mayor  is  ready. 

THE  MAYOR:  Be  a  little  considerate  of  me.  As  long  as  you  cannot 
sell  these  $4,000,000  worth  of  bonds,  if  you  will  give  me  a  few  days 
longer  time,  I  think  I  can  finish  those  $12,000,000  this  week  by  writing 
every  night. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     A  week  from  Thursday? 

THE  MAYOR:   That  is  all  right,  I  will  have  it  by  then. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:    I   second   that  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  was  going  to  suggest  to  the  mover  of  the 
motion  that,  following  the  suggestion  you  made,  that  the  Board  go 
into  executive  session  and  take  perhaps  an  expression  from  the  mem- 
bers as  to  the  nominees. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  We  cannot  do  that,  that  is  against 
the  Charter. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  However,  I  have  not  looked  at  the  Charter 
for  some  time — 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  I  would  make  an 
amendment  to  that  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  However,  the  idea  of  it  was  to  carry  out 
the  intention  to  get  an  expression  from  the  members  of  the  Board  to 
see  whether  the  sentiment  is  changed  in  view  of  the  election  of  six 
new  members. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  make  an  amendment  to  that  motion, 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  confer  with 
his  Honor  as  to  a  convenient  date,  that  he  be  authorized  to  call  us 
into  conference  at  a  convenient  place  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
on  the  subject  matter  of  discussing  this  situation  and  looking  to  relief. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Do  you  offer  that  as  an  amendment  to  my 
motion? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:   No,  you  did  not  make  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  do  not  think  that  is  quite  the  idea.  The 
idea  is  to  have  our  own  meeting  and  exchange  our  ideas  and  find  out. 
We  may  call  in  representatives  of  the  Veterans  and  call  in  representa- 
tives of  the  Trustees  and  so  forth  and  get  the  picture.  Some  of  us 
know  nothing  of  it.  So  that  I  will  say  that  rather  than  the  Mayor 
call  a.  conference  that  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  call  a 
conference,  if  that  is  the  proper  term. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  will  withdraw  my  motion  and  sub- 
stitute in  favor  of  that,  that  the  Mayor  and  the  chairman  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  acting  jointly,  be  authorized  to,  at  a  date  conven- 
ient and  within  the  next  two  weeks,  call  a  special  meeting  of  this 
Board,  the  purpose  of  which  shall  be  two-fold.  The  purpose  of  it 
shall  be  to  acquaint  the  new  members  of  the  Board  with  all  of  the 
information  at  hand  on  the  subject  of  this  Memorial,  and  to  have,  if 
possible  now — and  I  used  the  word  advisedly — an  expression  from 
members  of  the  Board  as  to  their  attitude  thereon. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  If  that  motion  is  carried,  so  far  as  I  am  con- 
cerned, I  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  meet  Thursday  night  of  this 
week.     We   can   discuss   it   among   ourselves. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  There  is  no  use  discussing  anything 
until  we  know  what  the  Mayor  is  going  to  propose  to  us,  and,  so  far 
as  I  am  concerned,  I  am  going  to  object  to  any  executive  session,  con- 
ference or  anything  else  on  the  subject.  If  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
asks  us  to  meet  with  him,  and  it  be  his  request  that  this  be  a  private 
conference,  that  is  different.  I  object  to  any  executive  conference  on 
the  part  of  this  Board. 

THE   MAYOR:    I   have   faithfully  kept  my  pledge   to  the   Veterans, 
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I  have  not  revealed  or  divulged  a  single  thing  in  connection  with  this 
report,  and  I  propose  to  keep  it  that  way  until  I  can  call  this  meeting. 
I  know  they  know  I  am  busy  signing  bonds  because  I  have  had  letters 
exchanged  over  it.  As  soon  as  I  am  down  within  two  or  three  million 
dollars  worth  of  bonds,  I  can  rattle  those  off  sometimes  in  a  day  and 
a  half — Mr.  Giannini  and  Mr.  Ferrari  have  been  after  me  all  the  time — ■ 
they  have  been  threatened  with  cancellation  of  the  sale  of  their  bonds 
to  people  who  have  bought  them  on  account  of  non-delivery.  As  soon 
as  I  am  ready,  and  after  finishing  with  the  Veterans,  I  will  get  in 
touch  with  the  Board,  but  I  will  promise  you  that  we  will  have  it 
within  two  weeks,  and  I  will  promise  you,  Mr.  Claridge,  that  we  will 
get  together  some  night  within  ten  days'  time. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Do  I  understand,  then,  that  you  will 
call  a  meeting  of  this  Board  tO'  forward  to  this  Board  your  report  inside 
of  two  weeks? 

THE   MAYOR:      Mv  message  is   to   the   Board,   certainly. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    Inside  of  two  weeks? 

THE  MAYOR:   Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  If  that  is  your  wish.  Mayor,  I  will 
withdraw  my  motion  because  the  results  will  be  obtained  by  your 
wish  in  the  matter. 

THE  MAYOR:  Why,  it  is  a  message  dating  back  to  April,  1918. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  did  not  so  understand  the  Mayor's  re- 
quest, if  I  followed  him  correctly.  He  does  not  wish  to  recommend 
to  this  Board  a  set  of  Trustees  unless  he  knows  the  sentiment  of  the 
Board.  He  is  not  going  to  meet  with  a  rebuff,  at  least  he  does  not 
wish  it.  I  do  not  care  whether  it  is  a  private  conference  or  a  public 
conference,  or  anything  of  the  sort,  I  would  like  to  have  a  conference 
so  that  I  can  have  all  the  light  necessary  from  the  representatives  of 
the  Veterans  and  also  the  representatives  of  the  original  trustees,  or 
the  Trustees  themselves,  so  that  I  can  make  up  my  mind  intelligently 
what  to  do.  I,  as  one  member  of  this  Board,  do  not  wish  to  be  accused 
of  any  delay  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  War  Memorial. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  have  only  one  object  in  view,  and 
that  is  to  start  the  work  on  its  way.  Action  is  what  we  are  all  look- 
ing for.  We  have  been  criticized  for  not  acting  in  this  matter.  Now, 
the  question  is  the  time.  If  the  Mayor  states  that  he  wishes  this 
Board  to  meet  in  conference  at  his  office  at  any  time,  I  am  ready  to 
meet  in  conference,  and  receive  from  him  whatever  names  he  wishes 
to  suggest. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  will  tell  you  what  we  will  do.  After  I  have  had 
the  conference  with  the  Veterans,  I  will  call  a  special  meeting  of  this 
Board. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  That  is  satisfactory,  I  will  withdraw 
my  motion. 


THE   MAYOR    (continuing  reading) : 

"February  7.  1930.  Tlie  Veterans'  Advisory  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Glensor,  Boyd  and  Burns  and  Secretary 
Claridge,  met  with  the  Mayor  this  evening  at  8:30  p.  m." 

THE  MAYOR:  I  told  you,  if  you  remember,  that  I  would 
have  a  meeting  with  the  Veterans'  Committee  before  submit- 
ting the  names  to  you.     All  right. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY  (interrupting):  Not  to  inter- 
rupt, your  Honor,  but  our  Clerk.  Mr.  Dunnigan,  is  here  and  I 
am  going  to  ask  that   Mr.   Rogers  be  excused. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  there  is  no  objection,  it  is  so  ordered 
(continuing  reading) : 

Fehruary  7,  1930.  The  Veterans'  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Glensor.  Boyd  and  Burns  and  Secretary  Claridge,  met  with  the 
^layor  this  evening  at  8:30  p.  m.  There  attended  quite  a  number  of 
interested   ex-service   men.     The   discussion   lasted   for  about  two   and 
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one-half  hours,  principally  over  the  appointment  of  Trustees.  The 
Veterans'  Advisory  Committee  opposed  the  appointments  of  Messrs. 
Kendrick  and  Colman  and  demanded  six  Veterans  on  the  Board.  In 
order  to  come  to  a  definite  conclusion,  I  said  that  newspaper  reports 
■were  that  either  or  both  Supervisors  Stanton  and  Gallagher  were  con- 
sidering resigning  and  if  either  did,  I  would  offer  the  appointment  to 
James  W.  Mullen  as  Supervisor  and  if  he  accepted,  that  would  cause 
a  vacancy  on  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  Board  and  I  would  fill  it 
with  an  ex-service  man.  They  immediately  agreed  to  it,  provided  I 
would  immediately  not  name  James  W.  Mullen  and  by  not  waitiiig 
for  a  vacancy  to  occur  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  I  told  them  I 
could  not  do  such  a  thing,  because  I  had  tendered  the  appointment  to 
the  War  Memorial  Board  to  Mr.  James  W.  Mullen,  representing  labor 
and  someone  said  85  per  cent  of  the  ex-service  men.  Here  the  meeting 
adjourned. 

The  buildings,  other  than  the  War  Veterans"  Building,  to  be  erected 
in  the  group,  the  War  Veterans  Committee  say,  are  incidental  to  the 
War  Memorial.  They  have  in  the  past,  are  now  and  always  have  been 
considered  as  a  group.  The  additional  recreational,  entertainment  and 
other  municipal  purposes  naturally  require  a  building  and  it  was 
always  definitely  understood  the  Opera  House  was  referred  to  for  the 
purpose  mentioned. 

I  now  reprint  a  full  financial  report,  dated  November  5,  1929,  of 
the  disbursements  of  the  private  subscriptions  prepared  by  Messrs. 
F.  W.  Lafrentz  &  Company,  Bullock,  Kellogg  &  Mitchell,  certified 
public  accountants.

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THE  MAYOR:  I  offer  this  statement  now  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  as  part  of  the  record  I  am  making  here,  and 
which  will  he  included  in  the  final  summing  up  of  my  report. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Subscriptions  Receivable,  you  say 
1213,442.41.     They  are  considered  still  good? 

THE  MAYOR:    Yes.     Continuing  my  report: 

I  reprint  an  editorial  appearing  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle 
under  date  of  January  25,  1930,  which  clearly  states  the  exact  status 
of  the  private  subscription  fund,  and  its  use  by  authorized  officials  of 
the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial  Trustees: 

"CLEARING  A    MISCONCEPTION   OF   ORIGINAL   WAR 
MEMORIAL  FUND. 

Discussion  of  the  War  Memorial  question  is  complicated  by  a  com- 
mon misconception.  This  has  to  do  with  the  status  of  the  $2,000,000 
fund  subscribed  by  private  citizens  and  now  in  the  hands  of  their 
Trustees.  Even  some  of  those  most  active  in  the  current  discussions 
do  not  seem  to  understand  this  matter. 

Two  funds  are  concerned  in  the  War  Memorial.  The  first,  amounting 
to  $2,000,000,  was  subscribed  by  private  individuals.  Out  of  this  fund 
has  come  all  the  expenditure  so  far  made,  including  the  purchase  of 
land  for  the  Memorial  site. 

The  second  fund  is  that  voted  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco  when 
it  was  seen  that  the  original  private  fund  would  not  be  enough  for  the 
purpose.  The  City's  bond  issue  was  for  $4,000,000.  No  cash  has  yet 
been  realized  from  these  bonds,  which  are  still  unsold  and  in  the  City 
Treasury. 

The  private  fund  is  still  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  representing  the 
subscriloers.  In  the  nature  of  things,  these  Trustees,  while  they  hold 
the  money,  are  accountable  only  to  the  subscribers  who  gave  it.  They 
have  a  very  definite  responsibility  to  the  subscribers  which  it  is  not 
in  their  power  to  alter. 

When  the  project  is  at  last  organized  under  the  new  public  Board 
of  Trustees  provided  for  by  vote  of  the  people,  the  private  Trustees  are 
to  turn  over  to  it  the  fund  now  in  their  hands.  Since  the  City's  Board 
of  Trustees  has  not  yet  been  confirmed  and  organized,  the  private 
Trustees  are  compelled  to  keep  the  money  for  lack  of  anyone  to  take 
it  over. 

But  when  this  transfer  does  take  place,  these  two  funds — private 
and  municipal — will  become  partners  in  the  War  Memorial  project. 
In  this  partnership  the  City  will  naturally  assume  the  responsibility 
to  the  private  subscribers  now  borne  by  the  present  private  Trustees. 

With  the  lapse  of  so  much  time  since  the  project  was  started  it  is 
not  remarkable  that  the  people  should  have  lost  sight  of  the  funda- 
mental facts  and  relationships.  The  private  fund  has  been  confused 
with  the  public  funds  later  voted  by  the  people.  As  a  result  much  has 
been  said  and  much  attempted  to  be  done  that  is  wholly  irrelevant. 

It  is  well  to  get  back  to  the  facts  of  the  partnership  and  a  clear  view 
of  the  relations  of  the  two  funds  involved  in  the  War  Memorial." 

Here  follows  a  copy  of  my  remarks,  made  before  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, Monday,  February  10,  1930,  and  a  copy  of  Supervisor  Hayden's 
motion  that  this  report  be  printed  and  sent  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors : 

THE  MAYOR:  Then  follows  a  copy  of  my  remarks  con- 
cerning the  appointment  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  which 
I  think  is  already  in  the  record,  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  from 
James  D.  Phelan,  already  read.

IN  RE   REMARKS  OF  MAYOR  JAMES   ROLPH,   JR.,   CONCERNING 
APPOINTMENT    OF   WAR    MEMORIAL    TRUSTEES. 

Monday,  February  10,  1930,  2  p.  m. 

THE  MAYOR:  Gentlemen  of  the  Board.  I  have  finished  the  signing 
of  the  Spring  Valley  bonds  and  made  full  delivery  today  to  the 
Bank  of  Italy  of  the  entire  $41,000,000  worth.  On  Friday  night  I  had  a 
conference,  in  my  chambers,  with  the  committee  of  the  War  Memorial 
veterans,  at  which  meeting  a  number  of  other  veterans  were  present. 
I  had  with  me,  and  I  have  completed  a  full  report  of  the  war  veterans' 
project,  from  the  time  it  commenced  in  1918,  ready  to  submit  to  you, 
but  I  really  think  that  it  ought  to  be  printed,  as  a  matter  of  record. 
It  dates  back  nearly  12  years.  It  comprises  all  the  proceedings,  all  the 
motions,  all  the  resolutions,  all  the  reports  of  the  War  Veterans  Com- 
mittees, proceedings  which  have  taken  place  at  meetings  which  have 
been  held,  the  appointment  of  your  committee  of  ten,  a  financial  state- 
ment of  the  entire  fund.  And  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  of  sufficient 
importance  to  have  it  set  up  in  type  rather  than  have  me  read  it  to 
you,  taking  a  very  long  period  of  time.  And  it  is  a  record  of  the  City. 
Now,  I  told  you  that,  after  having  a  meeting  with  the  war  veterans  last 
Friday  night,  I  would  call  you  into  special  session  probably  tomorrow, 
or  this  meeting  could  adjourn  until  tomorrow  to  take  this  matter  up. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  I  so  move  you,  that  the  record  be  printed 
so  that  we  will  all  have  a  copy,  and  therefore  we  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  study  the  report  before  it  is  decided. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  requested 
of  the  Mayor  with  regard  to  a  record  of  the  War  Memorial  pro- 
ceedings be  printed  so  that  copies  may  be  had  by  the  Supervisors. 
And  when  you  get  a  rough  copy  you  can  order  as  many  copies  as  you 
want  printed.  Now,  I  have  had  a  request  that  the  meeting  not  be 
held  tomorrow  because  it  is  the  day  before  Lincoln's  birthday,  and  a 
number  who  would  like  to  be  present  cannot  be  present  tomorrow. 
The  question  with  you  now  is  whether  you  want  to  wait  until  this 
report  is  printed  and  then  study  it  and  then  have  the  meeting.  To  be 
candid  with  you,  the  whole  point  at  issue  now  is,  boiled  down,  who  will 
comprise  the  Board  of  eleven  Trustees?  That  is  the  whole  problem 
which  is  before  you.  I  tried  to  make  several  compromises.  I  used  all 
my  persuasive  power  on  Friday  night's  meeting,  but  nothing  was 
accomplished,  and  the  matter  is  in  the  same  status  quo  as  it  was  when 
I  submitted  the  names  of  eleven  Trustees  to  you  on  the  26th  of  August 
last.  I  am  going  to  be  confronted  with  submitting  to  you  the  same 
eleven  names  in  the  final  report  which  I  make  to  you  because  there 
is  no  opportunity  of  coming  to  an  adjustment  of  this  matter.  I  am 
told,  further  today,  that  some  want  the  whole  eleven  turned  down, 
and  I  have  been  told  that  they  would  be  satisfied  if  two  were  removed. 
And  yet  I  made  a  proposition  to  them  last  Friday  night  which  was 
satisfactory,  provided  it  was  done  last  Friday  night.  I  have  read,  by 
the  newspapers,  that  Supervisor  Stanton  and  Supervisor  Gallagher 
might  retire  from  the  Board.  I  have  a  labor  man  on  the  committee  of 
eleven.  Mr.  James  W.  Mullen,  a  very  fine  capable  labor  man  of  this 
city,  and  I  agreed  to  appoint  in  his  place — I  agreed  to  put  him  on  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  put  a  veteran  of  the  World  War,  or  one  of 
the  wars,  the  Spanish-American  War.  In  his  place,  if  he  came  on  this 
Rf^a'-d.  They  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  that  if  that  hanoened 
Friday  night.  Now.  I  know  nothing  about  any  vacancy  on  the  Board, 
but  I  am  confronted  with  this  letter  particularly,  of  Senator  Phelan, 
which  is  similar  to  many  letters  which  I  received,  which.  I  think, 
will  show  you  the  position.  Here  is  a  letter  to  me  from  James  D. 
Phelan,  dated  December  3: 

"Honorable  James  Rolph,  Jr..  Mayor,  San  Francisco. 

My   Dear  Mr.   Mayor:     I  have   followed   the   newspaper   reports   con- 
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cerning  the  embarrassment  which  you  apparently  have  experienced 
through  the  opposition  of  certain  members  of  the  American  Legion  to 
the  personnel  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  appointed  by  you  and 
whose  names  were  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  con- 
firmation. I  was  glad  to  see  that  you  would  not  yield  to  their  un- 
reasonable demands.  I  think  that  Major  Charles  H.  Kendrick  and 
Colonel  Jesse  C.  Colman  are  men  of  such  fine  character,  sound  judg- 
ment, public  spirit  and  proven  capacity  that  it  would  be  nothing  less 
than  a  calamity  for  you  to  surrender  your  position.  You  were  author- 
ized by  law  to  name  the  Trustees  and  you  have  made  an  excellent 
selection.  As  you  know,  I  am  interested  in  art,  as  represented  by  the 
theater,  the  museum  and  the  galleries,  which  give  plaesure  to  and 
gratify  the  higher  aspirations  of  the  people.  In  that  spirit  I  con- 
tributed to  the  original  citizens'  fund  for  the  Memorial  buildings. 
I  now  believe  that  if  the  Trustees  of  that  fund  surrender  to  the  de- 
mands of  an  unauthorized  body,  not  even  pretending  to  promote  the 
public  benefit,  but  their  own,  it  would  be  a  betrayal,  and  it  probably 
could  be  stopped  by  the  courts.  It  is  so  purely  selfish  that  the  people 
resent  it.  As  I  understood  the  citizens'  fund,  it  was  to  be  used  prin- 
cipally for  an  Opera  House  and  a  Museum,  it  was  never  intended  to 
make  it  a  clubhouse  for  preferred  individuals.  As  I  have  great  regard 
and  appreciation  for  the  veterans  who  have  fought  under  the  flag  I 
deplore  the  fact  that  some  of  them,  who  certainly  cannot  be  called 
representatives  of  all,  seem  to  mar  the  generous  purpose  of  our  citi- 
zens in  privately  contributing  to  the  fund,  and  recently  voting  to  in- 
crease it.  I  have  known  Major  Kendrick  many  years.  He  entered  the 
service  as  a  volunteer,  was  wounded  in  action  and  decorated.  Colonel 
Colman,  also  a  volunteer,  has  an  honorable  record.  And  both  of  these 
gentlemen  have  been  in  the  public  service  and  are  intimately  known 
to  you.  The  people  have  learned  to  trust  them.  You  should  not  with- 
draw such  names  as  these  and  thus  greatly  impoverish  your  Board, 
which  shall  make  very  large  expenditures  and  are  charged  with  grave 
responsibilities.  I  am  convinced  that  most  of  the  veterans  of  our 
wars,  if  they  had  a  voice,  would  disapprove  of  your  surrendering  your 
judgment. 

Very  trulv  yours, 

JAMES  D.  PHELAN." 

Now,  I  have  just  returned  from  Los  Angeles,  where  I  went  down  as 
the  guest  of  honor  of  the  mighty  91st  Division  and  of  its  southern  sec- 
tor. With  500  veterans  present  I  was  given  honorary  membership  in  that 
organization.  While  there  the  meetings  took  place  in  their  War 
Memorial.  Their  War  Memorial  is  a  beautiful  building,  eight  stories 
high,  on  a  piece  of  land  a  hundred  feet  wide  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  long,  cost  $738,000,  and  the  furnishings  brought  it  up  to 
.$750,000,  and  the  land  was  owned  by  the  city.  The  War  .Memorial  was 
erected  away  out  on  South  Figueroa  street,  and  the  land,  as  estimated 
today,  is  worth  approximately  $250,000,  or  a  total  investment  of 
$1,000,000.  And  everybody  is  satisfied,  and  it  is  handled  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  veterans'  organizations.  In  adidtion  to  that,  the  city  and 
county  bonded  itself  for  another  million  dollars,  which  they  used  for 
the  creation  of  a  War  Memorial  in  the  shape  of  a  Coliseum,  where  the 
great  football  games  are  played  and  where  the  great  parades,  in  fact, 
all  of  the  parades,  take  place.  And  those  are  the  War  Memorials  of  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles. 

Last  Friday  night  I  was  asked  to  turn  over  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue 
voted  •  by  the  people,  turn  it  all  over  to  a  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  $4,000,000,  plus  the  block  of 
land,  a  $4,000,000  War  Memorial.  That  leaves  a  block  of  land  and 
$772,000  in  the  Treasury  for  the  building  of  the  Opera  House.  The 
charter  amendment  provides  that  it  shall  not  be  used  except  for  War 
Memorial  purposes  and  municipal  purposes.  You  know  as  well  as  I 
do  that  to  build  a  $4,000,000  War  Memorial  for  a  building  simiily  for 
the  veterans'  uses  alone,  which,  after  thirty  or  forty  or  fifty  years  the 
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veterans,  like  all  of  us,  pass  away,  and  there  will  be  standing  on  a 
block  of  land  over  there  a  building  for  War  Memorial  purposes  and  for 
veterans'  purposes  that  cost  more  than  the  Olympic  Club,  the  Elks' 
club  and  the  William  Taylor  Hotel  combined.  Now,  I  am  convinced 
that  there  will  be  no  Opera  House,  which  the  people  of  this  City  in- 
tended there  shall  be,  except  one  unfinished  and  a  disgrace  to  the  City 
unless  it  is  completely  finished.  It  seems  too  bad  that,  when  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  puts  up  a  building,  furnished,  at  a  cost  of  $750,000, 
that  it  seems  to  be  necessary  to  put  up  nearly  a  $4,000,000  building  here 
in  San  Francisco,  and  I  am  sure  that  you  will  not  be  a  party  to  a 
wreckage  of  an  Opera  House  on  the  two  blocks  of  land  standing  over 
there,  one  standing  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  other  one  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Regets  of  the 
Universitv  of  California.  The  eleven  names  that  I  have  submitted 
to  you  are  approved  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California, 
to  whom  this  monev  will  be  turned  over.  Several  of  them  are  men 
who  have  been,  for  almost  12  years,  gathering  the  fund,  administering 
the  fund,  and  the  architectural  plans  were  all  satisfactory  and  the 
names  of  all,  including  the  veterans,  signed  to  the  plans. 

Now,  this  is  a   problem   which   you,   my  col'leagues  of  the   Board 
of  Supervisors,  have  got  to  help  to  solve  with  me.     It  has  become 
a    great   public    question.      I    submitted    the   names   on   the   26th    of 
August,   and   I   am   powerless  to   go   ahead   and   do   anything   unless 
you  confirm  the  names  which  I  submit  to  you.     You  have  taken  the 
position    that    there    must    be    all    or    none.      How    can   any   human 
being  foretell  than  he  can  submit  eleven  names  to  your  body,  the 
entire  eleven  being  satisfactory  to  you?     Now,  this  work  ought  to 
go  on       The  bond  market  is  pretty  near  reaching  the   point  where 
we  can  sell   the   bonds   at   41/2    per   cent,   and   that   $4,000,000,   plus 
$772, 000-odd  in   cash,   in   four  banks  in  this  City,  together  with  a 
public  certified  accountant's  report  of  where  every  dollar  has  gone, 
is  readv  for  submission  to  you.     I  could  not  submit  it  to  anybody 
p'lse.      Mv  duty  is  to  submit  it   to  my  colleagues   first.      And   there 
was  nobody  disposed  to  listen  to  the  long  report,  anyway.     And  it 
has   resolved   itself   down   to   the   point   now,   who   are   the   Trustees 
going  to  be?     Everybody   is   quite  willing  to   turn   over  the  manage- 
ment of  the  building  to  be  used  by  the  veterans  to  the  veterans  the 
moment   it   is   finished.      But    the    funds    cannot    be    dissipated    in 
building   one    building   without    finishing   the    building   of   the    other 
building.     And  my  observation  is,  with   all  due  respect  to  the  gen- 
tlemen  who   comprise   the   committee,   that   if   the   money   is    placed 
entirely  in  their  hands,  the  most  of  it  will  be  spent  on  a  bui'lding 
on  the  one  block  far  too  great  for  the   need   of  the  veterans  com- 
pared with  what  Los  Angeles  has.     And  there  are  as  many  veterans 
down   there   as   there   are   here,   because   there   were    20.000    out   of 
California   alone   in   the   91st   Division,   and    60,000   in   the   Western 
States,    consisting   of    eight    States   and    two   Territories.      And    they 
are    all    thoroughly   satisfied.      But    I    cannot    turn    around    and    put 
into  the  hands  of  the  veterans  solely  $6,000,000  to  be  used  exclu- 
sivelv  for  a  building,  unless  I  know  the  opera  house  is  going  to  be 
built"      And    the    opera    house    is    a    memorial.      The    Coliseum    is    a 
memorial.      Statues    have   been   built   as    memorials.      Other    places 
have  been  buili  as  memorials.     This  City  voted  a  large  amount  of 
monev  and  also  private  subscriptions  for  a  memorial  for  Presidenc 
Harding,   who   died   in   this  City,  and  they  created   a   golf  link  and 
named  it  the  Harding  Golf  Link.     Now.  I  need  your  advice.     I  want 
to  know  whether  you  want  that  opera  house  built,  which  will  be  a 
ereat   memorial   and    will    last    on,   like   the    Grand   Opera    House   m 
Paris,   forever?      The    other   building,   in    the   course   of    time,    fifty 
or  sixty  years  from  now,  there  will  be  no  veterans  left.     What  are 
vou  going  to  do  with  the  building?     The  opera  house  can  remain, 
the   musical    associations,    the    choruses,    the    operas,    for   places    of 
amusement   for   generations   to   come,   and   there  should   be   enough 
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money  left  and  there  should  be  enough  money  divided,  with 
$4,000,000  in  cash,  the  plans  ready,  the  property  excavated,  the 
architects'  fees  paid  for,  and  the  tenants  evicted  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  up  the  streets  and  making  the  excavations,  expecting  that 
this  would  go  right  ahead.  Now,  it  is  your  responsibility;  it  is  up 
to  you  to  say  who  is  going  to  handle  this.  It  is  up  to  you  to  decide, 
because  the  burden  is  not  upon  my  shoulders  any  longer.  And  l 
do  hope  that,  between  the  time  that  I  have  spoken  to  you  this  after- 
noon, frankly,  giving  you  the  situation,  and  the  time  you  get  a  cony 
of  my  report,  you  will  talk  it  over  amongst  yourselves,  because, 
after  all,  the  authority  rests  with  you.  If  you  decide  to  elect  Gen- 
eral Hunter  Liggett,  well,  elect  him.  If  you  decide  to  elect  Prank 
Belgrano,  elect  him.  If  you  decide  to  elect  Jimmy  Herz,  elect  him. 
If  you  decide  to  elect  R.  I.  Bentley,  President  of  the  San  Francisco 
Musical  Association,  elect  him.  If  you  decide  to  elect  Colonel  Cole- 
man, elect  him.  If  you  decide  to  elect  Major  Kendrick  here,  elect 
him.  He  has  been  honored  from  the  very  beginning;  he  knows; 
he  is  one  of  the  best  posted  veterans  that  you  have  got,  and  it  is 
some  internal  strife  among  the  veterans  against  Major  Kendrick. 
And  it  is  because  Jesse  Coleman  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Now,  all  the  money  that  is  going  to  go  out  has  to  be  passed  by 
your  Board.  I  would  think  they  would  be  tickled  to  death  to  have 
a  veteran  and  a  Supervisor  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  could 
come  in  here  and  explain  to  the  members  of  the  Board  what  you 
needed  the  money  for,  and  get  it  immediately.  And  the  other  one 
is  Herbert  Pleishhacker,  who  is  the  only  one  of  the  three  that  is 
left  since  the  very  beginning,  twelve  years  ago.  And  he  is  quite 
willing  to  get  off.  I  tell  you  now,  he  is  quite  willing  to  get  off; 
but  if  he  goes  off,  Kenneth  R.  Kingsbury,  President  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Company,  goes  off;  R.  I.  Bentley  goes  off,  and  others  go  off,  and 
we  do  not  get  the  money  from  the  Regents  of  the  University  of 
California.     That  is  the  law. 

Now,  I  say,  let  us  appoint  eleven  honorable  men,  thoroughly 
capable  of  handling  this  $6,000,000  project,  and  go  ahead  with  it; 
and,  as  vacancies  come,  why,  gradually  appoint  a  veteran,  because 
we  all  love  the  veterans.  I  am  singing  their  praises  all  the  time. 
I  have  told  you  how  many  honorary  memberships  I  have.  You 
know  I  am  the  Honorary  President  of  the  363d,  you  know  I  am  the 
Honorary  President  of  the  91st,  the  northern  sector,  and  no  other 
honorary  member,  as  long  as  they  exist,  will  ever  be  elected,  because 
it  is  part  of  the  by-laws.  And  my  heart  is  with  them.  But  I  am 
entrusted  with  a  $6,000,000  proposition  over  there  for  the  City  of 
San  Francisco,  which  wants  to  build  a  War  Memorial.  Now,  that 
is  practically  the  way  the  matter  stands  at  the  present  time,  and 
as  long  as  you  have  ordered  this  printed,  why,  we  will  have  it 
printed,  and  you  can  read  it  over  and  you  will  see  the  whole  status 
of  the  situation,  and  I  ask  and  I  beg  your  co-operation  with  me 
to  get  this  thing  going. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  know  you  do  not  wish  to 
leave  the  impression  that  there  is  anything  placed  before  the  Board 
at  this  time  on   this  matter? 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  certainly  not.  So  that  there  may  be  no  mis- 
understanding, I  am  just  explaining  to  you,  my  colleagues  and  my 
fellow  citizens,  the  exact  status  of  this  matter,  because  today  was 
the  day  that  you  were  going  to  have  a  hearing — tomorrow  is  the 
probable  day  that  we  were  going  to  have  a  special  meeting.  Now. 
the  special  meeting  has  been  put  off  until  the  printer  can  print 
tliis  report,  and  then  the  Board  will  take  it  up,  and  nothing  is 
expected  of  the  Board  today,  because  I  have  not  resubmitted  the 
names  of  the  Trustees. 

SUPERVISOR    HAYDEN:       On    motion    of    Supervisor    Miles,    the 
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Clerk  was  instructed  to  have  your  report  printed,  and  I  would  like 
to  ask  the  Clerk  just  how  long  it  will  take  to  get  that  copy  into 
the  hands  of  the  membership? 

THE  CLERK:      I  don't  know  how  long  it  is — a  day  or  two. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  recommend  to  you  that  you  call  a 
special  meeting  a  week  from  tomorrow,  which  would  be  the  18th. 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  (S'upervisors. 

THE  MAYOR:      That  is,  if  the  printer  has  it  ready. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Yes,  at  an  hour  to  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Board — Tuesday,  the  18th.  at  2:30  P.  M. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:      Second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:     All  in  favor  say  aye.      (Ayes.     The  ayes  have  it.) 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  And,  of  course,  the  veteran  organiza- 
tions will  be  invited  to  attend  that  meeting? 

THE  MAYOR:      Everybody — a  public  meeting. 

THE  MAYOR:  May  I  ask  the  Board — I  named  most  of  those 
Trustees — that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  insert  two  others  that  I 
just  remembered.  Mr.  George  Cameron  of  the  Chronicle  has 
accepted  appointment  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Mr.  George 
Hearst  has  accepted  appointment  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  So  I 
think  I  have  now  named  the  eleven. 


The  following  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  dated  February  11,  1930,  written 
by  the  Advisory  Board  to  Veterans  War  Memorial  Committees 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  transmitting  a  copy  of 
their  letter,  dated  September  7,  1929,  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
which  appears  hereinbefore  in  this  report  under  that  date: 

"San  Francisco,  California,  February   11,   1930. 

"To  the   Members   of  the  Honorable   Board  of   Supervisors, 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

"Gentlemen:  The  Mayor  has  stated  that  he  will  resubmit  to  your 
Board  for  action,  the  same  eleven  names  for  the  position  of  Trustees 
of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial  Board  as  submitted  by  him  and 
on  which  confirmation  was  refused  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under 
date  of  September  16,  1929. 

"This  Advisory  Board  has  been  instructed  by  the  Veteran  organiza- 
tions of  San  Francisco  to  voice  to  you  the  opposition  of  the  Veteran 
organizations  to  confirmation  of  such  nominees  when  submitted  to  your 
Board. 

"In  order  to  refresh  your  memories  on  this  subject,  we  submit  here- 
with a  written  statement  which  was  filed  with  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  opposition  to  the  Mayor's  nominations  on  the  occasion  of 
them  being  first  presented  to  you,  which  statement  was  in  writing  at 
that  time  and  is  a  part  of  the  record  of  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

"It  is  our  understanding  that  a  special  meeting  of  your  Board  will 
be  held  on  Tuesday,  February  18,  1930,  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  War  Memorial  question,  and  of  undoubtedly  considering  the 
Mayor's  nominees  for  the  office  of  Trustees.  In  order  that  you  may 
be  fully  informed  as  to  all  the  facts  pertinent  to  this  issue  it  is  re- 
quested that  you  permit  this  Advisory  Board  to  appear  before  you  at 
such  meeting  to  present  to  you  additional  grounds  for  the  Veterans' 
opposition  to  the  Mayor's  nominees,  additional  facts  and  figures  not 
contained  in  the  enclosed  statement. 

"Trusting  that  you  will  accord  us  the  courtesy  of  a  full  and  complete 
hearing,  we  are,

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For  the  purposes  of  this  historical  report,  I  include  a  letter,  dated 
January  7.  1930.  sent  by  the  American  Legion  War  Memorial  Commit- 
tee to  Mr.  William  H.  Crocker,  chairman  Board  of  Trustees.  San  Fran- 
cisco War  Memorial,  and  I  question  the  authority  of  the  American 
Legion  War  Memorial  Committee  to  write  such  a  letter  over  the  heads 
of  the  legally  authorized  committee  of  Messrs.  Glensor,  Boyd  and 
Burns. 

(For  the  personal  attention  of  Mr.  William  H.  Crocker.) 

January  7,  1930. 
Mr.  William  H.  Crocker,  Chairman,  Board  of  Trustees,  San  Francisco 
War  Memorial,  244  Kearay  Street,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 
Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Veterans  transmitted  to 
you  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  having  the 
administration  of  the  privately  subscribed  trust  fund,  the  Veterans  of 
San  Francisco  have  been  favored  with  a  reply  from  Mr.  Widenham. 
signing  himself  as  secretary  of  the  Trustees,  purporting  to  give  his 
personal  understanding  of  the  provisions  of  the  trust  indenture  of  Au- 
gust 19,  1921. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Veterans  of  San  Francisco  are  not  at  all  in- 
terested in  Mr.  Widenham's  "understanding"  of  the  provisions  of  the 
trust  indenture.  In  the  second  place,  the  "understanding"  is  obviously 
incorrect,  a  conclusion  which  anyone  able  to  read  the  English  language 
and  who  has  taken  the  trouble  to  read  the  trust  indenture  in  question 
cannot  fail  to  reach. 

The  Veterans  note  from  the  incomplete  and  fragmentary  financial 
statement,  made  as  of  June  21,  1929.  and  printed  in  the  journal  of  pro- 
cedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  under  date  of  July  12-15-17.  1929, 
that  from  September  30,  1928,  to  the  date  of  the  statement.  June  21, 
1929,  the  Trustees  spent  the  sum  of  $13,742.25  for  counsel  fees.  It 
seems  peculiar,  to  say  the  least,  that  in  securing  $13,000  worth  of  ad- 
vice and  service  from  your  counsel  you  have  not  asked  them  to  pass 
upon  the  question  as  to  who  are  the  beneficiaries  under  the  trust,  but 
at  this  late  date  disposed  of  the  matter  upon  the  basis  of  your  secre- 
tary's "understanding." 

With  respect  to  his  statement  that  the  San  Francisco  posts  of  the 
American  Legion  are  not  beneficiaries  of  the  trust,  but  are  only  en- 
titled to  the  beneficial  use  of  the  buildings  that  come  into  being 
through  the  use  of  the  trust  funds,  not  only  is  this  erroneous,  but  the 
attempt  to  so  distinguish  in  order  to  avoid  the  rendition  of  a  financial 
report  we  regard  as  puerile,  evasive,  quibbling  and  equivocation,  and 
unworthy  of  a  group  of  men  entrusted  with  public  funds. 

Furthermore,  while  it  is  entirely  true  that  the  Veterans  want  this 
accounting  so  they  may  have  some  knowledge  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  trust  fund  has  been  administered,  it  is  wanted  more  particularly 
for  a  reason  which  is  directly  ]>eneficial  to  the  Trustees  themselves. 

The  Veterans  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  a  marked  degree  the  public 
of  San  Francisco,  have  long  been  asking  a  reason  for  the  cloud  of 
secrecy  that  has  been  thrown  around  the  administration  of  this  trust 
fund.  Tlie  question  is  daily  propounded  to  our  advisory  board  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  secrecy  surrounding  the  administration  of  the 
trust  fund  and  the  violent  opposition  to  the  appointment  of  a  Board 
of  Trustees  by  the  Mayor  on  the  part  of  certain  interests  and  certain 
persons  in  San  Francisco  is  not  due  to  the  fa^t  that  this  private  trust 
fund  has  been  subjected  to  such  maladministration,  inefficient  and  un- 
business-like  use,  that  a  disclosure  of  what  has  occurred  would  create 
a  great  public  scandal  that  would  rock  San  Francisco  to  its  foundations. 
They  are  asked  why  should  the  Ti-ustees  borrow  $328,000  from  banks 
and  pay  interest  thereon  when,  according  to  their  own  statement,  they 
had  on  hand  somewhere  between  $600,000  and  $1,200,000,  the  character 
of  our  information  being  so  vague  that  the  amount  cannot  be  deter- 
mined except  between  those  limits.    They  are  asked  why  were  the  ten- 
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ants  evicted  and  the  buildings  razed  upon  the  property  long  before 
bonds  had  been  voted  by  the  people  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  com- 
plete the  War  Memorial,  and  at  a  time  when  it  was  not  known  whether 
such  bonds  would  be  voted  or  not.  They  are  asked  why  the  Trustees 
expended  $159,000  for  drafting  room  expenses,  $34,000  for  architects' 
fees,  $30,000  for  special  engineering  services,  and  have  not  yet  pro- 
duced a  set  of  plans  upon  which  it  is  possible  to  erect  a  War  Memo- 
rial. There  are  many  other  questions  they  have  been  asked,  and 
which  the  public  is  now  asking,  and  to  which  our  advisory  board  has 
been  unable  to  supply  an  answer.  Substantial  numbers  of  the  Veterans 
are  in  favor  of  instituting  court  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing this  accounting.  Our  advisory  board  has  been  able  to  avoid  this 
course  by  assuring  them  that  when  the  accounting  was  prepared  it 
would  be  furnished  to  the  Veterans;  that  the  caliber  of  the  men  upon 
the  Board  of  War  ^lemorial  Trustees  insured  such  a  course  being  fol- 
lowed. 

Many  of  the  Veterans  we  represent  subscribed  to  this  trust  fund,  and 
as  subscribers  have  requested  us  to  demand  for  them  an  accounting 
of  the  funds  placed  in  your  hands. 

For  all  these  reasons,  may  we  suggest  that  your  Board  of  Trustees 
reconsider  this  matter  and  immediately  furni&h  us  with  the  account- 
ing which  we  have  so  long  requested.  If  you  determine  not  to  do  so, 
will  you  at  least  do  us  the  courtesy  to  definitely  say  so  as  a  Board  of 
Trustees  and  not  favor  us  with  any  evasive  statements  of  your  secre- 
tary's "understanding"  in  the  premises'? 

Finally,  may  we  say  we  have  noted  the  veiled  threat  embodied  in 
your  secretary's  letter  to  the  effect  that  unless  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  function,  and  agree  to  function  in  the 
manner  which  your  Board  thinks  it  proper,  you  will  not  turn  over  the 
privately  subscribed  trust  lund.  We  are  not  interested  in  this  phase 
of  the  matter  at  all.  When  the  time  comes  to  turn  over  the  private 
trust  fund,  it  will  be  turned  over,  and  if  not  the  War  Memorial  will  be 
erected  anyway.

THE  MAYOR:  That  is  the  letter  that  I  spoke  to  you  about, 
one  of  the  most  defamatory,  most  incendiary  and  most  con- 
temptible letters  that  I  ever  heard  written  of  anyone,  and  I 
asked  who  wrote  the  letter,  I  requested  to  know  who  wrote 
the  letter,  and  Supervisor  Hayden  asked  who  wrote  the  letter, 
and  Mr.  Claridge  said  that  he  had  written  it,  and  when  Mr. 
Hayden  asked  him  he  said  he  was  directed  to  write  the  letter 
and  originally  signed  it.  If  you  think,  gentlemen  of  the 
Board,  that  is  conducive  to  bringing  harmony  about  in  con- 
nection with  the  $2,000,000  fund  which  was  subscribed  by 
private  citizens  to  the  Trustees  who  have  that  fund  and  who 
have  expended  it  honestly  and  without  gross  inefficiency  and 
mismanagement  and  dishonesty,  1  would  say  the  time  has 
come  when  there  must  be  a  break  between  the  two  factions, 
the  one  of  the  veterans  and  the  one  of  the  War  Memorial 
Trustees  who  hold  that  fund. 

February  11.  This  is  after  giving  due  consideration  to  all 
appointments  involved  in  this  matter,  this  is  giving  due  con- 
sideration to  the  Veterans,  to  the  names  submitted  to  me;  this 
is  giving  consideration  to  the  demand  that  seven  members  of 
the  Veteran  Committee  go  on  that  Board.  They  opposed  Su- 
pervisor Colman  because  he  was  in  favor  of  the  Opera  House. 
Do  you  think  I  am  going  to  make  an  appointment  that  is 
going  to  thwart  the  wishes  of  the  people  that  an  Opera  House 
be  built?     Not  much.     When  you  dig  into  this  thing,  when  you 
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find  out  the  reasons  why  Supervisor  Colman  and  Major  Keu- 
drick  are  being  threatened,  if  you  will  give  some  thought  and 
attention,  and  if  you  have  your  ear  to  the  ground  as  I  have 
mine  all  throughout  the  city,  you  will  find  as  expressed  by 
former  Senator  Phelan,  and  you  will  wake  up  and  appoint  a 
Board  of  Trustees  you  can  have  confidence  in  to  build  this 
great  memorial  here  in  San  Francisco,  and  there  will  be  noth- 
ing like  it  in  any  part  of  the  world.  If  you  hear,  as  I  do,  of 
those  fine  eleven  sterling,  outstanding  men,  men  who  are  fore- 
most in  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  men  whose  names  cannot 
be  impeached,  men  who  stand  for  the  very  highest  things,  men 
whose  names  can  be  written  in  unlimited  amounts,  men  of 
intelligence,  men  of  spirit  and  men  of  action,  men  whom  the 
people  can  have  confidence  in.  I  make  tonight,  after  all  the 
study  and  all  the  consideration  and  all  the  thought  and  all  the 
advice  and  all  the  requests  that  are  made  upon  me  by  men  of 
the  ex-service  organization,  the  appointment  of  these  men  and 
they  are  all  men  whom  you  cannot  quarrel  with.  You  need 
that  right  now,  you  cannot  get  anywhere  with  this  proposition 
unless  you  appoint  men  as  trustees  as  demanded  by  the 
Charter  and  men  in  whom  the  people  have  confidence  and 
trust,  and  let  us  appoint  and  confirm  these  fine  eleven  men 
and  go  ahead  about  our  business.  t 

THE  MAYOR    (reading):  i 

I  appoint,  under  the  law  directing  me  to  do  so,  as  Trustees  of  the 
War  Memorial,   subject  to  your  confirmation: 

General  Hunter  Liggett,  United  States  Army,  retired  Veteran  of 
All  Wars.

POSTSCRIPT   TO   THE    REPORT   OF    MAYOR   JAMES    ROLPH,    JR., 

ON    THE    WAR   MEMORIAL. 

Meeting  of  the  Board  of   Supervisors  of  the  City  and   County   of  San 
Francisco,  Wednesday,  February  19,  1930. 

THE  MAYOR :  As  a  postscript,  let  me  add,  these  eleven  trustees  are 
satisfactory  to  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California.  The  money 
will  l>e  turned  over  to  these  eleven  trustees  named  by  the  Mayor. 

Nobody  ever  asked  me  about  a  man  who  is  named  on  that  Board  of 
Trustees.  I  never  conferred  with  them,  I  never  asked  who  they  wanted 
on  the  Board.  The  men  of  the  Legion,  several  of  them  said  to  me, 
"Give  us  some  men  at  least   upon   this  Board   of  Trustees  who   have 
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been  in  this  tiling  for  tlie  last  twelve  years  so  that  we  can  start  off 
with  some  advice  and  some  help,  some  one  who  is  familiar  with  all 
of  these  things  to  help  us  on  the  road  so  that  we  can  build  this 
$6,000,000   project." 

I  have  put  on  there  the  earlier  members  of  the  Board.  I  cannot  per- 
mit one  Veteran  to  abuse  another.  I  cannot  permit,  in  my  fairness  as 
Mayor,  I  cannot  permit  a  committee  to  knock  Supervisor  Jesse  Col- 
man,  who  wore  the  cloth  of  a  Veteran  just  as  much  as  any  other 
Veteran.  And  I  cannot  permit  personal  criticism  against  Major  Ken- 
drick.  I  cannot  permit  personal  animosity  against  any  of  the  Com- 
mittee whom  I  have  appointed  to  delay  and  defeat  this.  I  have  ap- 
pointed as  fine  a  body  of  men  as  you  will  find  anywhere. 

This  list  has  been  appointed  from  August  26th  last,  and  the  more 
I  hear  of  this  measure  around  this  City,  and  the  more  I  hear  of  it  from 
the  Veterans,  the  more  I  hear  of  the  discussion,  the  more  convinced  I 
am  everybody  is  getting  sick  of  it,  and  the  more  they  want  this  thing 
to  go  ahead.     Nobody  is  holding  it  up,  and  nobody  is  doing  anything 

I  to  defeat  it  except  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Veterans,  who  want 
to  charge  every  man   with  every  kind   of  dishonesty,   dishonor,   want 

j  to  malign  every  one  connected  with  it  except  themselves.  The  time 
has  come  when  the  interests  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  paramount 

ji  to  everything  else.  When  it  comes  to  the  honor  and  dignity  and  char- 
acter of  the  men  and  women  who  died  and  served  for  their  country  in 

i     stress  and  strife,  this  Board  meets  the  requirements  and  adds  dignity 

f  to  the  requirements.  They  will  discuss,  but  not  in  fear,  all  of  the 
questions  in  connection  with  this  matter,  so  I  request  that  you  put  it 
in  the  hands  of  the  people  who  are  opposed  to  this  delay,  and  this  will 
put  it  in  the  hands  where  the  law  demands  that  it  should  go,  and  I 
earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  give  consideration  to  all  of  these  things 
before  you  vote  on  the  names  which  the  Mayor  again  submits  to  you 
as  the  nominees  for  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial  trustees. 

THE  MAYOR:    What  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Board? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  move  we  recess  until  eight 
o'clock  tonight 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Peyser,  I  have  two  cousins  arriving  here 
tonight — — 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting):  I  didn't  know  you 
had  an  engagement,  your  Honor. 

THE    MAYOR     (continuing):     arriving    from    Toronto, 

Canada,  today,  and  sailing  on  the  Malolo  Saturday,  and  I  have 
a  dinner  engagement  to  meet  them  at  my  sister's  home  tomor- 
row night,  and   I   really  must  attend  that  family  reunion. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     I  withdraw  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Board,  I  would  imagine  everyone  is  anxious  to  receive 
the  financial  report,  I  imagine  we  all  are  more  or  less  anxious 
to  receive — — 

THE  MAYOR:  What  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Board?  The 
whole  report  is  going  to  be  ready,  what  is  the  pleasure? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  will  make  a  motion,  your 
Honor. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  you  will  move  that  I  hand  it  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  they  in  turn  hand  it  to  the  reporter 
to  have  copies  made,  that  is  perfectly  legal  and  proper. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:     I  so  move,  your  Honor. 

(Seconded  bv  several  voices.) 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  It  is  all  agreed.  I  think,  your 
Honor,  the  financial  report  is  all  we  are  anxious  for  and  I  will 
make  that  motion,  if  you  wish. 

THE  MAYOR:     It  is  all  a  part  of  my  report. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  move  that  the  Clerk  be  in- 
structed to  press  the  financial  part  of  your  report,  print  one 
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hundred  copies  and  have  it  distributed  to  each  member  of  the 
Board 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I,  for  one,  want  to  see  the 
report. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  suggest  Supervisor  McSheehy 
hand  them  to  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  When  are  you  going  to  have 
them  printed,  right  away? 

THE  CLERK:     Right  away,  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  presume  we  are  going  to  hear 
from  the  representatives  of  the  Veterans  and  of  the  Legion 
and  I  also  realize  that  probably  we  are  not  going  to  come  to 
a  vote  in  view  of  the  absentees  at  this  time,  but  I  want  to  ask 
a  question.  I  noticed  an  article  in  the  paper  the  other  day 
that  General  Hunter  Liggett  was  going  to  Honolulu,  and  as  I 
recollect  the  article,  he  was  going  to  remain  there  indefinitely 
as  a  resident  on  account  of  his  health.  I  was  wondering  if 
that   would    make   him    unlikely   to   serve   on   this   board. 

THE  MAYOR:  He  has  not  sent  me  any  such  word,  and  it 
would  be  a  very  great  mistake  not  to  recognize  General  Hunter 
Liggett  when  the  citizens  of  San  Fi-ancisco  have  presented 
him  with  a  home,  and  he  is  a  resident  of  San  Francisco,  and 
until  he  says  he  cannot  serve  I  think  we  should  appoint  him, 
I  think  he  ought  at  least  to  get  the  honor. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  The  fact  he  was  presented  with  a 
home,  and  I,  too,  think  he  should  have  the  honor,  but  this 
article  said  he  was  going  to  reside  in  Honolulu  indefinitely, 
and  I  was  wondering  whether  that  would  make  any  difference 
with  him. 

THE  MAYOR:  Until  I  receive  word  from  him,  I  think  he 
should  have  the  honor  of  appointment. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  should  like  to  ask  you  whether 
or  not  in  the  course  of  investigation,  and  I  understood  you  to 
say  that  you  had,  you  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the 
qualifications  of  all  of  your  nominees.  I  would  like  to  ask  if 
you  would  put  yourself  out  to  look  up  the  records  in  1917  and 
see  whether  or  not  James  Mullen  did  not  refuse  at  that  time  to 
act  as  a  member  of  the  War  Draft  Board  or  Examination 
Board. 

THE  MAYOR:    I  know  lots  who  did. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  If  he  did,  when  members  of  our 
families  were  going  over  and  serving,  I  will  say  that  notwith- 
standing any  other  considerations,  if  that  is  his  attitude,  I 
don't  think  he  is  qualified  to  serve  as  one  of  the  members  of 
your  Board  of  Trustees.  So  I  would  like  you  to  investigate  it 
if  you  would. 

THE  MAYOR:  All  right.  No  quorum  being  present,  noth- 
ing can  be  done  further  at  this  time,  I  presume. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    The  Veterans  have  got  to  be  heard. 

MR.  GLENSOR:     We  want  to  see  the  financial  report. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  make  a  motion  we  recess 
until  Tuesday  at  two  o'clock. 

(Unreported   discussion   between  members.) 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  move  at  this  time  that  con- 
sideration of  this  matter  be  continued  until  Tuesday  night 
at  seven-thirty  o'clock,  Tuesday,  the  25th.  at  seven-thirty  p.  m. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  I  have  to  go  to  Ix)S  Angeles  to  meet  Presi- 
dent Coolidge  to  pay  him  the  compliments  of  the  City,  you 
would  let  me  off,   I   suppose,  for  that  purpose. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     Certainly,  vour  Honor.

Amendment  to  Food  Terminal  Ordinance. 
Bill  No.  S208,  Ordinance  No. (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Amending  Ordinance  No.  8140  (New  Series),  providing  that  whole- 
sale food  terminals,  warehouses,  freight  yards  and  ferry  terminals 
shall  not  be  constructed  or  established,  erected  or  constructed  within  a 
certain  district  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  establish- 
ing the  boundaries  of  said  district,  and  providing  for  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  hereof,  by  including  in  said  prohibited 
structures  and  callings  airplane  landings  and  hydroplane  landings,  and 
the  landing  of  passengers  from  airplanes  or  hydroplanes. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

That  Ordinance  No.  8140,  the  title  of  which  is  hereinbefore  recited, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  wholesale  food  terminal,  warehouse,  freight  yard,  or 
ferry  terminal,  or  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane  landing,  or  any 
building  or  structure  to  be  used  as  a  wholesale  food  terminal,  ware- 
house, freight  yard,  ferry  terminal,  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane 
landing,  shall  be  constructed,  erected  or  established  within  the  ter- 
ritory bounded  on  the  north  by  the  waters  of  San  Francisco  Bay,  on 
the  east  by  the  westerly  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  on  the  south  by 
Jackson  street,  and  on  the  west  by  the  westerly  line  of  Lyon  street, 
nor  shall  any  structure  for  any  of  the  purposes  above  mentioned  be 
constructed  or  erected,  projecting  into  the  waters  of  the  bay  from 
the  land  included  in  the  above  described  district. 

Section  2.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  or  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  erection,  construction  or  alteration  of 
any  building,  or  structure,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  any  permit  so  Issued  or  granted  shall  be  void. 

Section  3.  No  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  or  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Health  authorizing  or  permitting  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  occupy  or  use  any  building  or  structure  in  place  within 
the  above  bounded  district  for  or  as  a  wholesale  food  terminal,  ware- 
house,  freight   yard   or  ferry   terminal. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  the  conviction  thereof  .chall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  $.^00. 00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  to  exceed 
six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  And  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  separate  offense  for  each  and  every  day 
during  any  portion  of  which  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  Is  com- 
mitted, permitted  or  continued  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation. 

Amendment  and  Reference. 

The  foregoing  ordinance,  amended  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Stanton 
by  the  inclusion  of  the  words  "or  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane  land- 
ing." was,  on  motion,  rereferred  to  the  City  Planning  Commission  for 
approval.

Whereas,  the  Almighty,  in  His  wisdom,  has  called  from  our  midst 
John  J.  Calish,  a  late  and  respected  resident  of  San  Francisco.  Mr.

and  state  legislation  designed  to  promote  world  trade  and  the  United 
States  Merchant  Marine;  to  bring  about  the  location  of  a  foreign

ELECTRICITY— To  attend  to  the  proper  lighting  of  streets,  public 
parks  and  public  buildings;  to  investigate  and  correct  complaints  of 
water  service  and  extensions  thereof,  and  telephone  service;  to  recom- 
mend installation  and  removal  of  City  telephones;  to  recommend  from 
time   to   time   extensions   of   underground    wire   s->'stem,    and   to   have 
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general  charge  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  electricity  other  than  public 
lighting  and  amendments  to  the  building  laws.

all  books,  stationery,  etc. 

TRAFFIC  AND  SAFETY— To  investigate  and  report  on  matters 
relative  to  traflic  conditions  in  the  City  and  propose  Ordinances  regu- 
lating traffic  and  the  promotion  of  safety  in  connection  therewith. 

CONVENING   OF   BOARD. 

3.  The  Board  shall  convene  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  each  Monday, 
and  the  Clerk  shall  immediately,  after  the  call  to  order,  which  shall 
be  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.,  call  the  roll  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
shall  record  those  pres-ent  and  absent.  The  Clerk  shall  also  record 
the  time  of  arrival  of  those  members  of  the  Board  who  arrive  after 
2  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  name  of  such  member  and  the  time  of  his 
arrival  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Committee  charged  with  the  duty  of 
cooperating  with  any  particular  department  to  investigate  the  financial 
needs  of  such  deinirtment  to  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  budget; 
to  consider  such  department's  budget  estimates  and  to  recommend  to 
the  Finance  Committee  such  modifications  or  changes  thereof  as  it 
mav  deem  proper. 

The  designations  and  duties  of  the  foregoing  Committees  are  hereby 
made  part  of  these  rules. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

4.  The  Mayor  shall  be  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  He 
shall  call  each  regular,  adjourned  or  special  meeting  to  order  at  the 
hour  appointed  and  shall  proceed  with  the  order  of  business.  In  the 
absence  of  the  Mayor,  the  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  and  the  Board  shall 
appoint  a  presiding  officer  pro  tempore  from  its  own  members,  v/ho 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  vote  as  other  members. 

The   presiding   officer   shall   preserve   order   and   decorum. 

The  Clerk  shall,  immediately  after  the  call  to  order,  call  the  roll 
of  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  record  of  those  present  and  absent 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

.").  Whenever  it  shall  be  moved  and  carried  by  12  members  that  the 
Board  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  President  shall  leave  the 
r'hair  and  the  members  shall  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  said  Committee. 

6.  The  rules  of  the  Board  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  except  Rule  18,  limiting  the  time  of  speaking,  and  Rule  38, 
relating  to  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 

7.  A  motion,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  rise  and  report  the 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

8.  The  Clerk  shall  have  clips,  upon  which  shall  be  kept  all  Bills, 
Ordinances,  Resolutions  and  Reports  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Board, 
except  those  not  reported  upon  by  a  Committee. 

9.  No  Bill.  Ordinance  or  Resolution  shall  be  considered  by  the 
Board  unles.s  it  has  been  introduced  by  a  member  of  the  Board  or  by 
a  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  the  Bill.  Ordinance  or  Resolution  mu.st 
be  read  by  the  Clerk  in  open  meeting  before  being  referred  to  Com- 
mittee. At  the  time  of  introduction  the  presiding  officer  shall  first 
indicate  to  what  Committee  a  Bill.  Ordinance  or  Resolution  ought  to 
be   referred,   and    it    shall    be    so   referred    unless,    upon    majority   vote 
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without  debate,  the  Board  shall  order  it  referred  to  some  other  com- 
mittee. 

Action  by  the  Board  shall  not  be  taken  upon  any  Bill,  Ordinance 
or  Resolution  until  it  has  been  referred  to  and  acted  upon  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board. 

10.  The  Order  of  Business,  which  shall  not  be  departed  from  except 
by  the  consent  of  12  members,  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Roll  Call. 

2.  Approval  of  Journal. 

3.  Calendar  Matters  (uncontested). 

4.  Roll  Call  for  the  Introduction  of  Resolutions,  Bills  and 
Communications  Not  Considered  or  Reported  on  by  a  Committee. 

5.  Completion  of  Calendar  Business. 

6.  Communications  and  Reports  From  City  and  County 
Officers. 

7.  Reports  of  Committees. 

8.  Roll  call  for  the  Introduction  of  Resolutions,  Bills  and 
Communications  Not  Considered  or  Reported  On  by  a  Com- 
mittee. 

11.  If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points,  any  mem- 
ber may  have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately. 

12.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  carried  or  lost,  it  shall  be 
in  order  for  any  member  voting  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  to 
"reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question. 

A  member  may  change  his  vote  before  the  result  is  announced  in 
order  to  move  to  "reconsider  the  vote"  on  that  question.  The  vote 
upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  not  be  taken  before  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board.  No  question  shall  be  reconsidered  more 
than  once,  and  motion  to  reconsider  shall  apply  only  to  the  main  ques- 
tion. Motion  to  reconsider  shall  have  precedence  over  every  other 
motion.  It  shall  require  10  votes  to  carry  any  motion  to  reconsider  the 
vote  by  which  any  Bill,  Ordinance  or  Resolution  has  been  passed  or 
defeated. 

13.  A  motion  to  refer  or  lay  on  the  table  until  decided  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  to  the  main  question.  A  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table  or  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  present. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  issue  such  certificates  as 
may  be  required  by  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  and  transmit  copies  of 
said  Ordinances  or  Resolutions  to  the  various  departments  affected 
thereby.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication 
in  the  official  newspaper  of  all  Bills,  Ordinances,  proposals  and  awards 
as  required  by  the  Charter. 

15.  All  accounts  and  bills  shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, provided  that  any  Committee  having  jurisdiction  over  subject  of 
expenditures  may  request  that  bills  he  first  sent  to  that  Committeo 
before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Board. 

IG.  The  President  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  prevent 
demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  on  the  part  of  persons  in 
the  Chambers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Board. 

17.  When  a  Supervisor  desires  to  address  the  Board  he  sha'l  arise 
in  his  place,  address  the  presiding  officer,  and  when  recognized  he 
shall  proceed  to  speak.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  recognized  when 
seated  or  when  away  from  his  seat. 

18.  No  Supervisor  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  one  debate 
on  the  same  subject,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance. 
Resolution  or  Motion  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board, 
and  Supervisors  who  have  once  spoken  shall  not  again  be  entitled  lo 
the  floor  so  long  as  any  Supervisor  who  has  not  spoken  desires  to 
speak.     No  Supervisor  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than   five  min- 
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utes  on  any  question  except  by  permission  of  the  Board,  except  that 
the  author  shall  have  five  minutes  to  open  and  ten  minutes  to  close. 

19.  No  Supervisor  shall  be  interrupted,  when  speaking,  without  his 
consent. 

20.  When  two  or  more  Supervisors  arise  at  the  same  time  to 
address  the  Board,  the  presiding  oflficer  shall  designate  the  Supervisor 
who  is  entitled  to  the  iloor. 

21.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  has  been  seconded 
and  distinctly  announced  by  the  presiding  officer. 

22.  After  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President,  it  shall  be  in 
the  possession  of  the  Board.  It  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover 
thereof,  with  the  consent  of  the  second,  before  it  is  acted  upon. 

23.  Upon  a  call  of  the  Board  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be 
called  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted.  Those  for  whom  no 
excuse  or  insufficient  excuses  are  made  may,  by  order  of  those  present, 
be  sent  for  and  be  brought  to  the  Chambers  of  the  Board  by  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  or  by  special  messengers  appointed  for  the  purpose. 

24.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  action  shall  be  entertained 
except: 

To  adjourn. 

Call  of  the  Board. 

To  lay  on  the  table. 

The   previous   question. 

To  postpone. 

To  commit  or  amend. 

Which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged;  provided,  however,  that  during  a  call  of  the  Board 
it  may  consider  and  transact  any  matter  or  business  that  the  Super- 
visors there  present  shall  unanimously  decide  to  consider. 

25.  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  not  debatable. 

26.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form: 
"Shall  the  previous  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted 
when  demanded  by  three  Supervisors,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate  except  that  the  author  of  the  Bill,  Ordinance, 
Resolution  or  Motion  or  Amendments  shall  have  the  right  to  close, 
and  the  question  under  discussion  shall  thereupon  be  immediately  put 
to  a  vote.  On  a  motion  for  the  previous  question  prior  to  a  vote  being 
taken  by  the  Board  a  call  of  the  Board  shall  be  in  order. 

27.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote  for 
or  against  it,  unless  disqualified  by  the  Charter.  No  member  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  a  question  unless  present  when  his  name  is 
called  or  before  the  vote  is  announced.  A  roll  call  shall  not  be  inter- 
rupted for  debate  or  personal  privilege,  but  a  member  may  file,  in 
writing,  an   explanation  of  his  vote. 

29.  After  the  Board  has  acted,  the  names  of  those  who  voted  for 
and  those  who  voted  against  the  question  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal,  not  only  in  cases  required  hy  law,  but  when  any  member  may 
require  it,  and  on  all  Bills.  Ordinances  and  Resolutions  on  final  passage 
the  ayes  and  nays  shall  be  recorded. 

30.  All  appointments  of  oflScers  and  employees  shall  be  made  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board.  The  Clerk  shall  assign  the 
assistant  clerks  to  their  several  duties,  and  shall  immediately  transmit 
to  the  Mayor  all  Resolutions  and  Ordinances  which,  under  the  law, 
require  executive  approval. 

31.  No  member  shall  leave  the  Board  during  its  session  without 
permission    from    the    Board. 

32.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Board.  Committees  shall  report  on  any  subject 
referred  to  them  by  the  Board  and  their  recommendations  thereon. 
Unless  otheruise  ordered,  a  Committee  shall  report  upon  all  subjects 
referred  to  it   irithin   thirty  days  thereafter.     It  shall  be  the  right  of 
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any  member  of  a  Committee  to  move  a  roll  call  (in  Committee),  on 
any  pending  motion,  and  the  Chairman  or  Acting  Chairman  of  said 
Committee  shall,  with  or  without  debate,  order  the  roll  call.  In  Com- 
mittees of  three  members  or  less  a  motion  by  a  member  thereof  shall 
not  require  a  second. 

33.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  and  placed  on 
the  desks  of  the  members  on  days  of  meeting,  at  least  30  minutes 
before  such  a  meeting,  a  calendar  of  matters  to  be  presented  to  the 
Board  at  said  meeting.  Every  petition  or  other  written  instrument 
intended  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  must  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk 
not  later  than  12  o'clock  noon  on  Saturday,  or  on  the  day  preceding 
the  meeting;  upon  the  request  of  the  President  or  of  any  member 
its  contents  shall  be  read   in  full. 

34.  All  petitions,  ])rotests  and  communications  of  a  routine  char- 
acter shall  be  referred  by  the  Clerk  to  the  proper  Committee. 

35.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business, 
and  no  Bill,  Ordinance,  Resolution  or  Amendment  thereto  shall  pass 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  that  number  of  members,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

36.  Except  when  otherwise  provided  by  these  rules,  the  Charter 
or  law,  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  adoption  of  any  motion. 

37.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  requests  and  instructions 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  any  officer  or  board  of  the 
City  and  County  and  the  action  thereon  of  such  officer  or  board.  Tlio 
record  of  such  requests  and  instructions,  until  acted  upon  by  such 
officer  or  board,  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

38.  The  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  not  be  granted  to  others  than 
members  of  the  Board,  except  those  entitled  to  the  same  under  the 
Charter,  or  public  officials  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
This  rule  shall  not  be  suspended,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all 
members  present. 

39.  In  debate  a  member  must  confine  himself  to  the  question  before 
the  Board. 

40.  On  any  questions  or  points  of  order  not  embraced  in  these  rules* 
the  Board  shall  be  governed  by. the  rules  contained  in  Roberts'  Rules 
of  Order. 

41.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  chairman  of  a  Com- 
mittee, or  Committee  of  said  Board,  shall  employ  or  engage  the  services 
of  any  person,  or  authorize  or  incur  any  charge,  debt  or  liability 
against  the  City  and  County  unless  authority  therefor  shall  have  been 
first  given  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  Resolution  or  Ordinance, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

42.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Board  shall  be  suspended  or 
amended  without  the  affirmative  vote  of  twelve  members,  except  that 
the  rule  as  to  the  privilege  of  the  floor  shall  require  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  members  present. 

43.  No  special  order  shall  be  placed  on  the  Calendar  except  by 
order  of  the  Board.  When  the  time  of  special  order  arrives  the  pre- 
siding officer  or  a  member  of  the  Board  may  call  up  said  order,  and  it 
shall  not  be  set  aside  unless  l)y  order  of  the  Board.

Page  13,  Chapter  2,  Article  II — Lease  of  City  lands  requires  two- 
thirds  vote  of  Board   (12  votes). 
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Page  19,  Section  6,  Chapter  2,  Article  II — Street  railway  franchises 
require  three-fourths  vote  (14  votes)  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board, 
while  five-sixths  vote  (15  votes)  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  is 
necessary  to  pass  these  ordinances  if  MAYOR  VETOES  SAME. 

Page  22,  Section  9,  Chapter  2,  Article  II — Sale  of  City  lands  requires 
15  votes.

Page  98,  Section  33,  Chapter  2,  Article  VI — Ordinance  providing  for 
street  improvements  in  10-year  installments  requires  15  votes. 

Page  100,  Section  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  VI — Opening  and  Improve- 
ment of  streets,  etc.,  requires  12  votes. 

Page  120,  Section  17,  Chapter  6,  Article  VI — 15  votes  are  required 
to  modify  or  change  procedure  as  provided  in  the  Charter  for  changing 
street  grades  and  the  performance  of  work  in  connection  therewith. 

Page  121,  Section  1,  Chapter  8,  Article  VI — Ordinance  providing  for 
tunnel,  subway  and  viaduct  construction  requires  12  votes. 

Page  218,  Section  19,  Article  XVI — Suspension  of  an  elected  officer 
by  the  Mayor  requires  approval  of  14  votes  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  cause  removal. 

Page  223,  Section  35,  Article  XVI — Appointments  of  additional 
deputies,  clerks  or  employees  require  14  votes.

Garbage  Incineration. 

The  following  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Health  Committee: 

Whereas,  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  did, 
at  the  general  election  held  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1929,  express 
and  declare  as  their  policy  that  the  garbage  collected  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  should  be  disposed  of  by  incineration;  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  carry  out  said  policy,  as  so  declared  and  ex- 
pressed, it  is  necessary  that  an  incinerator  be  constructed  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  incinerating  the  gar- 
bage collected  therein;  and 

Whereas,  there  is  urgent  necessity  that  said  incinerator  should  be 
constructed  without  further  delay;  and 

Whereas,  the  limit  of  taxation  fixed  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  will  not  permit  the  levying  of  a  sufficient 
amount  of  tax  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  said  inciner- 
ator; and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  in  view 
of  the  large  bond  issue  that  must  be  submitted  to  the  people  during 
the  year  1930  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  properties  of  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company,  here- 
tofore evaluated  by  the  State  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  that 
no  additional  bond  issues  should  be  submitted  for  approval  until  after 
said  bond  issues  for  the  acquisition  of  the  properties  of  said  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  are 
disposed  of;    now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  tlie  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  does  hereby  declare  that  an  incinerator  should  be  con- 
structed by  private  capital  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  That  said  incinerator  should  be  constructed  at  or  near  the  site 
of  the  present  incinerator  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro  streets,  either  upon 
the  property  belonging  to  the  City  or  upon  privately  owned  property, 
and  if  constructed  upon  property  now  owned  or  hereafter  acquired  by 
the  City,  that  a  reasonable  rental  should  be  paid  by  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  erecting  and  operating  said  incinerator. 

(b)  That  said  incinerator  should  have  a  capacity  of  incinerating  at 
least  seven  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of  garbage  per  day  in  the  most 
up-to-date  and  economical  manner,  and  without  necessitating  the  segre- 
gation of  the  wet  from  the  dry  garbage  by  the  householders  of  the 
City  and  County,  and  without  any  discharge  of  odor  or  undue  amount 
of  smoke,  and  with  the  least  possible  amount  of  unconsumed  material 
remaining  after  said  incineration, 

(c)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  constructing  and  operating 
said  incinerator  shall  agree  with  the  City  and  County  that  said  City 
and  County  may  acquire  and  take  over  said  incinerator  and  all  of  the 
equipment  thereof  and  the  land  upon  which  the  same  is  situated,  if 
said  land  is  not  already  owned  by  the  City,  at  the  cost  thereof,  less  a 
reasonable  amount  for  depreciation  on  said  incinerator  and  equip- 
ment, figured  as  of  the  date  on  which  the  same  may  be  taken  over  by 
the  City,  and  that  if  said  incinerator  is  not  taken  over  by  the  City 
before    the   expiration    of    the    term    during   which    the   constructor    of 
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said  incinerator  has  been  given  the  privilege  of  incinerating  the  gar- 
bage collected  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  that  the  City 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  said  term,  have  the  right  of  acquiring  said 
incinerator  and  the  iiroperty  on  which  the  same  is  situated  at  the 
fair  and  reasonable  value  thereof,  and  that  if  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  said  Incinerator  and  said  property  cannot  be  agreed  upon  between 
the  owner  thereof  and  the  City,  the  said  amount  shall  be  fixed  by 
arbitration,  the  owner  of  said  incinerator  and  the  City  each  to  appoint 
one  arbiter,  and  the  two  so  appointed  to  choose  a  third,  and  the  price 
fixed  for  said  incinerator  and  said  land  shall  be  the  price  at  which  the 
City  may  acquire  the  same. 

(d)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  erecting  said  Incinerator 
shall  be  given  the  exclusive  privilege,  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty- 

j  five  years,  of  incinerating  all  garbage  collected  in  the  City  and  County 
'     of   San    Francisco,    with    the   exception    of    that    character    of    garl)age 

commonly  known  as  "swill,"  which  may  be  collected  from  hotels, 
j  restaurants  and  other  similar  places,  provided  that  said  swill  must 
r     also  be  incinerated  if  circumstances  require  the  disposition  of  the  same 

by  incineration. 

(e)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  given  the  privilege  of 
erecting  said  incinerator  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  bond 
in  snicb  sum  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  direct  for  the  completion 
of  said  incinerator  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  sub- 
mitted therefor,  as  well  as  an  additional  bond  that  said  incinerator 
will  properly  incinerate  al.l  garbage  under  the  provisions  contained  in 
any  agreement  for  the  construction  thereof,  and  that  said  person,  firm 
or  corporation  constructing  said  incinerator  will,  when  given  the  ex- 
clusive privilege  of  incinerating  the  garbage  collected  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  perform  his  contract  with  said  City  and 
County  for  the  full  term  thereof  or  until  said  incinerator  is  taken 
over  by  said  City  and  County:  be  it 

Further  Resolved.  That  any  and  all  persons  offering  to  construct 
said  incinerator  shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  any 
offer  to  construct  the  same  full  and  complete  plans  and  specification.*? 
showing  the  construction  of  the  same  in  detail,  and  the  character  and 
kind  of  material  used  in  and  about  said  construction,  and  shall,  in 
addition  thereto,  specify  the  price  or  charge  which  shall  be  made  for 
the  incineration  of  said  garbage;  and,  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  and  making 
effective  the  terms  of  this  resolution,  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
through  the  City  Engineer,  be  directed  to  forthwith  report  to  this 
Board  the  most  feasible  site  at  or  near  the  site  of  the  present  inciner- 
ator, which  may  be  found  available  for  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  incinerator,  and  the  approximate  cost  at  which  said  site 
may  be  obtained,  if  the  same  is  not  already  owned  by  the  City,  and 
that  upon  a  site  for  said  incinerator  being  agreed  upon  by  this  Board, 
that  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  through  the  City  Engineer,  be 
directed  to  make  suitable  borings  and  investigations  to  ascertain  if 
said  site  is  suitable  for  the  purposes  mentioned:  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That,  upon  a  suitable  site  being  determined  for 
the  construction  of  said  incinerator,  that  this  Board  enact  suitable 
legislation  calling  for  the  receipt  of  proposals  for  the  construction  of 
said  incinerator  and  for  the  incineration  of  the  garbage  collected  in 
the  City,  and  authorizing  the  entering  into  a  contract  with  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  who  will  construct  said  incinerator  according  to 
the  plans  and  specifications  deemed  most  beneficial  to  the  City,  and 
who  will  agree  to  incinerate  the  garbage  collected  in  said  City  at  the 
least  possible  cost  and  with  the  greatest  return  for  the  privilege  of  so 
doing,  said  privilege  to  exist  for  a  period  not  longer  than  twenty-five 
years.    That  the  least  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  City  for  the  privilege 
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of  incinerating  said  garbage  shall  be  three  per  cent  of  the  annual  net 
receipts  of  said  incinerator.

Supervisor  Shannon  presented:

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of-  San  Francisco  was  held  on  Tuesday,  the  25th  day  of  February,  1930, 
beginning  at  the  hour  of  7:30  p.  m.  of  that  day  in  the  chambers'  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  Caifornia.

CALLING  THE  ROLL. 

THE  MAYOR:    Call  the  roll,  Mr.  Clerk. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  like  to  say  I  have  a  message  from  Mr.  Gal- 
lagher in  which  lie  states  that  he  is  very  sick,  he  is  in  bed  with  a 
very  severe  cold,  the  doctor  has  refused  to  permit  him  to  leave  his 
home  tonight,  and  he  expressed  the  deepest  regret  that  he  could  not 
be  here,  because  he  wanted  to  be  here  at  this  particular  meeting. 
Under  the  circumstances  there  was  nothing  else  for  me  to  do  but  to 
excuse  him.   Call  the  roll  again,  Mr.  Clerk. 

(Second  roll  call.) 

THE  MAYOR:  Did  not  I  see  Dr.  Toner  here  a  little  while  ago? 
Supervisor  Hayden  today,  at  Mr.  John  J.  Calish's  funeral,  told  me 
that  an  engagement  which  he  had  would  prevent  his  being  present  to- 
night, much  as  he  wanted  to  be  here,  so  he  could  not  come.  I  there- 
fore, under  the  circumstances,  could  do  nothing  else  but  excuse  him.

THE  MAYOR:    What  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Board? 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  want  to  explain  my  delay  to- 
night. 

THE  MAYOR:    You  will  have  to  do  it  in  writing,  Supervisor. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:  It  is  not  necessary  to  explain  in  writing.  I 
told  you  today  that  I  could  not  be  here  until  8  o'clock. 

MR.  JAMES  W.  MULLEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  ris-e  to  a  point  of  personal 
privilege  concerning  a  statement  made  at  the  close  of  the  session  last 
Tuesday  night  and  Wednesday  morning,  a  statement  made  by  Super- 
visor Power.  He  said:  "I  would  like  to  ask  you  whether  or  not  in 
the  course  of  your  investigation "' 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Mullen. 
I  move  that  the  privilege  of  the  floor  be  granted  to  Mr.  Mullen. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:     I  second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:    Are  there  any  objections?    Go  ahead. 

MR.  MULLEN:  "I  would  like  to  ask  you  whether  or  not  in  the 
course  of  your  investigation,  and  I  understood  you  to  say  that  you 
had,  you  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  qualifications  of  all  your 
nominees.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  if  you  will  put  yourself  out  to  look 
up  the  records  in  1917  and  see  whether  or  not  James  Mullen  did  not 
refuse  at  that  time  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  War  Draft  Board  or 
Examining  Board. 

"If  he  did,  when  members  of  our  families  were  going  over  and  serv- 
ing, I  will  say  that  notwithstanding  any  other  considerations,  if  that 
is  hi&  attitude,  I  don't  think  he  is  qualified  to  serve  as  one  of  the 
m.embers  of  your  Board  of  Trustees.  So  I  w-ould  like  you  to  investi- 
gate it  if  you  would. 

"THE  MAYOR:  All  right.  No  quorum  being  present,  nothing  can 
be  done  further  at  this  time,  I  presume." 

Now,  I  desire,  of  course,  to  repudiate  the  insinuation  contained 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Mullen; 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  Mayor  what  investigation  he  carried  on,  if  any, 
and  what  his  investigation  found  out? 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  found  out,  as  I  have  always  known,  that  Mr. 
Mullen  was  one  of  the  outstanding  representatives-  of  labor;  that  in 
my  meeting  in  my  chambers  with  the  membei-s  of  this  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, called  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  names,  Mr.  Ronc>vieri 
suggested  that  labor  should  have  a  representative  on  the  Boa,  1  of 
eleven  Trustees.  And  I  thought  the  point  was  well  taken,  and  I  tried 
to  find  an  outstanding  repres-entative  of  labor.  I  made  many  inquiries 
concerning  Mr.  Mullen.  I  spoke  to  labor  leaders  at  the  time.  I  spoke 
to  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Mr.  Timothy  A.  Rear- 
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don.  I  think  I  spoke  to  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  Mr.  McCabe,  former  president  of  the  San  Francisco 
Labor  Council.  I  spoke  to  a  great  many  men.  I  remembered  that  I 
personally  had  appointed  him  on  the  Draft  Board  in  1917  when  the 
appointments  were  all  made  by  the  Mayor,  and  after  making  a  thor- 
ough investigation,  to  the  minutest  detail,  trying  to  find  a  labor  rep- 
resentative that  would  be  svitisfactory  to  labor  and  to  the  Veterans 
and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  the  people,  I  selected  Mr.  James 
W.  Mullen,  after  that  thorough  and  full  investigation.  Now,  he  has 
the  privilege  of  the  floor,  and  he  is  here,  at  his  own  request!  I  have 
not  discussed  the  matter  with  him  except  he  came  here  tonight  and 
asked  me  if  I  had  a  copy  of  the  statement  that  was  made,  and  I  said 
I  had  not.  I  tried  to  find  it  in  the  report  of  last  Tuesday's  meeting, 
but  the  Clerk  said,  at  the  reques-t  of  Supervisor  Power,  a  copy  had 
been  made  for  him,  and  the  Clerk  handed  me  a  copy  of  what  was  said, 
and  it  was  immediately  handed  to  Mr.  Mullen.  I  do  not  know  what 
more  minute  details  I  could  go  into  than  to  try  and  find  a  man  who 
represented  labor,  and  all  the  Board  wanted  a  man  representing  labor, 
and  the  investigations  I  made  about  James  W.  Mullen 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  only  con- 
cerned in  the  statement  that  I  made  and  the  request  I  made  of  you. 
The  information  conveyed  to  me  that  Mr.  Mullen  declined  to  serve  as 
a  member,  and  you  were  asked  to  investigate  that,  and  I  took  it  upon 
myself  to  investigate  and   I  thought  perhaps  you  would  do   likewise 

THE  MAYOR:     Go  ahead,  Mr.  Mullen;    vou  have  the  floor 

MR.  MULLEN:  Well,  Mr.  Mayor,  he  says-  he  has  investigated.  If 
he  has  anything  further  to  add  to  this  statement,  I  would  like  very 
much  for  him  to  present  it  in  order  that  I  may  be  able  to  respond  to 
it  this  evening,  in  as  brief  a  time  as  possible. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Proceed,  Mr.  Mullen,  and  make  any  state- 
ment you  want,  and  when  you  have  finished,  I  will  be  very  glad  to 
make  a  part  of  the  records  of  this  Board  what  are  the  records  at 
Washington. 

MR.  MULLEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  have  an  abundance  of  evidence  here 
with  me.  If  you  will  remember,  in  May,  1917,  you  appointed  me  a 
member  of  the  Draft  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  did. 

MR.  MULLEN:  I  accepted  the  appointment  and  served  on  the  Draft 
Board  for  five  months,  though  in  December,  1916,  the  doctor  had  put 
me  in  a  plaster  cast,  a  cast  that  covered  my  body  from  my  hips  clear 
up  over  my  shoulders,  up  around  my  neck  and  under  mv  chin  I  was 
unable  to  bend  over.  I  w^orked  for  five  or  six  days  right  after  being 
appointed  in  copying  down  in  the  Registrar's  office.  I  put  in  days 
and  days  bending  over,  and  as  soon  as  the  doctor  discovered  that  this 
bending  over  was  hurting  the  fractured  vertebrae  in  my  neck,  he  be- 
gan advising  me  to  retire  from  the  Board  and  refrain  from  bending 
over.  Supervisor  Gallagher— I  am  sorry  he  is  not  here  this  evening- 
he  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Labor  Clarion  at 
the  same  time,  and  he  tried  to  persuade  me  to  quit  this  bending  over 
stuff,  and  to  take  a  leave  of  absence  of  several  months  in  order  that 
my  fractured  vertebrae  might  be  righted.  In  August,  President  Wil- 
son went  to  President  Gompers  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
and  asked  that  an  organization  of  labor  be  perfected  to  offset  the 
propaganda  of  an  institution  known  as  the  Citizens-'  Council  a  red 
bolshevik  organization  that  had  been  circulating  propaganda  through- 
out the  entire  United  States.  President  Gompers  asked  me  to  come 
trom  California  and  to  bring  another  representative  with  me  to  a 
gathering  in  Minneapolis,  to  organize  such  an  institution  as  Presi- 
dent W  ilson  had  suggested.  I  took  with  me  James  J.  McTiernan  a 
teacher  in  .the  Polytechnic  High  School 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Pardon  me,  Mr.  Mayor  I 
do  not  wish  to  be  discourteous  to  Mr.  Mullen,  but  the  question  is '  if 
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he  declined  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Draft  Board;  that  is  all  I  am 
interested  in.  I  know  all  about  his  labor  record  and  everything  about 
it,  and  that  is  the  statement  that  has  been  made,  and  he  has  since 
verified  it,  and  I  have  verified  it  in  the  records  in  Washington.  He 
resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Draft  Board.  There  is  no  personal  re- 
flection made  when  the  statement  was  made.  I  made  the  statement 
that  I  could  not  conscientiously  vote  for  such  a  man  as  Trustee,  and 
with  all  due  respect  to  his  illness,  Mr.  Mullen  was  in  the  same  posi- 
tion as  some  fellow  who  went  overseas  and  then  tried  to  get  out  of  it. 
That  is  the  way  I  look  at  it.  That  might  not  have  been  his  attitude 
at  all,  but  that  is  the  way  I  look  at  it  in  connection  with  my  vote  on 
this  Board.  So  1  say,  there  is  no  sense  of  going  into  all  the  details  of 
what  Mr.  Mullen  accomplished. 

MR.  MULLEN:  Well,  Mr.  President,  I  have  stated  that  I  did  not 
decline  to  serve  on  the  Draft  Board,  and  as  documentary  evidence  to 
that  effect,  I  have  here,  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  "All  to  whom  these  present  come  greeting,"  and  it  shows 
where  I  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Draft  Board;  this  is  an  offi- 
cial document  from  Wa&hiugton,  countersigned  by  General  Crowder, 
and  signed  by  other  representatives  of  the  department  in  Washington. 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Nobody  doubts  that,  either,  and  nobody 
doubts  that  you  were  appointed  and  served,  but  the  statement  is  made 
that  you  declined  to  serve  longer,  and  you  verify  that  statement,  don't 
you;   you  resigned,  didn't  you? 

MR.  MULLEN:    I  positively  did  not  decline  to  serve. 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Didn't  you  resign? 

MR.   MULLEN:     I   sent   in  my   resignation   to   Mayor   Rolph   on   the 
21st  day  of  September,  1917,  and  gave  my  reasons  for  it. 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Did  you  resign  or  not? 
MR.  MULLEN:    I  did.  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Well 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  (interrupting):  1  move  that  Mr.  Mul- 
len be  extended  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  to  make  any  statement  that 
he  desires  to  make  in  connection  with  this  mattr. 

MR.  MULLEN:  I  sent  in  my  resignation  to  Mayor  Rolph  on  the 
21st  day  of  September,  1917,  on  the  advice  of  my  doctor.  I  will  first 
read  you  what  my  doctor  has  to  say  on  that:  "To  all  whom  it  may 
concern.  This  is  to  say  that  Mr.  James  Mullen  at  my  advice  was  sent 
to  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  where  a  plaster  cast  was  applied  to  his-  neck 
and  shoulder  for  a  previous  fracture  of  the  cervical  vertebrae,  and 
was  in  this  cast  from  December,  1916,  to  September,  1917,  and  upon 
my  repeated  advice  that  the  bending  over  work  he  was  doing  on  the 
Draft  Board  was  interfering  with  his  recovery,  he  resigned  from  the 
said  board."  Signed  "Avery  B.  McGill,  M.  D."  That  shows  the  reason 
I  resigned.  In  my  letter  to  the  mayor— the  reason  I  was  touching  on 
this-  Minneapolis  business  was  to  show  that  some  busybody,  I  do  not 
know  who,  while  I  was  in  attendance  on  this  convention  to  organize 
the  American  Alliance  for  Labor  and  Democracy,  in  the  month  of 
September,  somebody  wrote  a  letter  to  General  Boree  at  Sacramento, 
and  in  my  letter  to  the  Mayor  I  quoted  from  the  letter  I  received  from 
General  Boree  and  then  wound  up  with  this  statement  to  the  Mayor — 
Boree  said  that  some  one  told  him  that  I  had  private  business  that  I 
would  not  desert  and  that  1  had  to  attend  to  that  private  business 
and  neglect  the  meetings  of  the  Draft  Board.  I  said  to  the  Mayor: 
"Now,  I  do  not  know  the  source  of  his  information,  but  he  has'  been 
misinformed  to  some  extent,  as,  of  course,  I  have  no  private  business 
to  demand  practically  all  of  my  time,  and  I  have  devoted  a  goodly 
share  of  my  time  to  the  duties  of  the  Exemption  Board.  Hovvfever,  I 
cannot  give  all  of  my  time  to  that  work,  and  I  h:ive  only  recently  had 
a  plaster  cast  taken  off  of  my  neck,  and  my  physician  informs  me 
that  I  am  retarding  my  recovery  through  bending  over  and  doing  the 
work  of  a  clerical   character   required   on   the   Board.     Under   the   cir- 
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cumstances  I  feel  I  ought  to  be  relieved  of  the  work,  and  I  hereby 
tender  to  you  my  resignation,  to  take  effect  at  the  earliest  poss-ible 
time."   Now,  that  is  my  letter  to  the  Mayor. 

I  have  plenty  of  other  documents  here.  Assertions  have  been  made, 
since  the  publication  of  Supervisor  Power's  statement  in  the  Daily 
News,  that  I  was  pro-German  before  the  war  and  during  the  war. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Mullen.  I  did  not  make 
any  statement  to  the  Daily  News.  I  was  courteous  enough  to  tell  you 
that  over  the  telephone,  and  the  statement  that  I  made  you  have  been 
furnished  a  copy  of  it,  at  my  request.  I  told  the  stenographer  to  make 
copies  of  it,  and  just  confine  yourself  to  that  statement  and  not  any- 
thing in  the  Daily  News.  I  am  not  responsible  for  what  is  published 
in  the  Daily  News,  or  any  other  paper. 

MR.  MULLEN:  I  do  not  need  to  take  the  Daily  News.  I  have  an 
official  copy  of  what  you  said. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Just  confine  yourself  to  that  and  I  will  be 
satisfied. 

MR.  MULLEN:  And  the  least  that  can  be  said  is,  there  is  a  rather 
slanderous  insinuation  in  the  statement  you  made  as  a  public  oflEicial 
at  a  public  meeting  in  this  chamber,  and  I  resent  it,  and  I  propose, 
if  an  opportunity  is  given  me,  to  prove  that  there  is  absolutely  no 
foundation  for  it.  I  brought  along  with  me  the  volume  of  the  Labor 
Clarion  from  February  9,  1917,  to  February  1,  1918,  including  edi- 
torials that  I  wrote  before  Congress  declared  war,  stating  that  the 
United  States-  ought  to  go  into  the  war  and  punish  the  German  gov- 
ernment, and  they  ought  to  go  in  and  become  associated  with  the 
Allies  in  prosecuting  that  war.  I  also  have  them  here,  if  you  want  me 
to  read  them.  I  will  read  them  to  you;  they  are  all  here.  I  do  not  want 
to  take  up  so  much  of  your  time,  but  I  have  all  of  these  editorials 
here  that  were  printed  13  years  ago,  expressing  my  sentiments.  I 
have  another  document  here  that  the  Red  Brigade  circulated  and  dis- 
tributed all  through  the  Labor  Council  because  I  was  supporting  the 
war  and  supporting  the  President  of  the  United  States-.  They  dis- 
tributed this  document,  headed,  "Labor  Judas,"  distributed  it  all  over 
town  on  me,  and  called  me  everything,  a  traitor  to  labor  and  a  Judas 
and  everything  else  because  I  was  supporting  the  war.  Now,  as  I  say, 
I  have  all  of  these  editorials  here,  I  have  them  marked,  and  I  will 
read  you  a  paragraph  or  two  of  the  first  one  here  to  show  you  what  I 
did  on  March  30,  before  Congress  assembled  at  all,  on  the  s-pecial  call 
of  President  Wilson.  "Not  since  the  Civil  War  period  has  there  been 
a  Congress  called  together  that  meant  so  much  to  the  American  people 
as  the  one  that  will  convene  in  Washington  next  Monday.  President 
Wilson  has  not  yet  indicated  just  what  action  he  will  ask  Congress  to 
take,  and  from  comments-  in  the  public  prints  and  by  members  of 
Congress  it  is  impossible  to  determine  what  the  general  disposition 
of  the  members  may  be.  But  one  thing  at  the  present  time  stands 
out  clearly,  and  that  is  that  the  people  have  made  up  their  minds 
that  there  shall  be  no  submitting  to  the  barbarous  submarine  policy 
of  the  German  government.  As  to  the  manner  of  preventing  the  Ger- 
man ruthlessnes-s,  there  are  differences  of  opinion.  Whether  the 
United  States  should  go  into  the  war  on  the  side  of  the  Allies,  with 
an  agreement  with  them  as  to  the  conditions  under  which  terms  of 
peace  might  be  signed,  or  whether  we  should  go  in  alone,  in  a  purely 
defensive  way  under  conditions  such  as  would  enable  us  to  point  out 
when  Germany  indicated  her  disposition  to  yield  to  our  contention 
as  to  the  freedom  of  the  seas-,  there  are  on  the  subject  a  variety  of  dif- 
ferent o'-jnions.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  country  is  in  no  condition 
to  carry  on  a  separate  war,  and  in  the  event  war  is  declared  by  the 
Congress,  that  some  understanding  should  be  had  with  the  allied  gov- 
ernments as  to  separate  peace  terms.  While  Germany  is  engaged  with 
the  allied  governments  s-he  cannot,  of  course,  do  any  great  amount  of 
damage  to  us  either  on  land  or  sea.    But  if  we  should  go  in  alone  with 
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the  war  with  the  German  government,  the  German  government  could 
then  make  peace  with  the  Allies,  and  devote  all  of  her  attention  to 
the  United  States.  Under  such  conditions  we  could  doubtless  mobilize 
a  force  to  prevent  Gemiany  from  successfully  invading  this  country, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  an  invasion  of  Germany  by  American  troops 
with  any  chance  of  success  would  be  out  of  the  question.  In  .S'uch  an 
event,  command  of  the  seas  would  be  the  determining  factor.  At  pres- 
ent the  German  navy  is  more  powerful  than  ours,  and  she  would  start 
with  that  advantage  in  her  favor.  With  our  practically  unlimited  re- 
sources we  doubtless  could  build  a  navy  that  in  time  would  give  us 
control  of  the  seas,  but  at  a  tremendous  expenditure  of  both  blood 
and  treasure.  If  this-  reasoning  is  sound,  then  it  would  seem  to  be  the 
part  of  wisdom  for  us,  if  we  are  to  be  involved  at  all,  to  set  aside 
all  other  considerations  and  go  into  the  war  on  the  side  of  the  Allies, 
throwing  all  the  power  at  our  command  into  the  conflict,  so  as  to 
bring  the  whole  affair  to  a  speedy  end  and  re-establish  peace  and  con- 
cord in  the  world.  Under  other  conditions  there  are  possibilities  that 
the  war  with  us  involved  might  spread  out  over  a  long  period  of 
years,  keeping  the  world  in  turmoil  and  confusion.  There  are  those 
who  believe  we  should  confine  ourselves  strictly  to  protecting  Amer- 
ican lives  and  American  ships  on  the  seas.  But  even  a  defensive  cam- 
paign of  this  kind  would  mean  war  and  expose  us  to  the  dangers 
cited  above.  So  that  it  does  not  look  a  wise  course  to  follow.  Again, 
others  believe  that  the  greatest  need  of  the  Allies  is-  money,  and  we 
could  best  protect  ourselves  by  loaning  it  to  them,  or  even  by  giving 
them  money  outright.  Of  this  plan  it  cannot  be  said  that  it  would  not 
in  any  degree  remove  the  danger  of  a  costly  and  prolonged  war  be- 
tween Germany  and  the  United  States  after  the  close  of  hostilities  in 
Europe.  If  this  be  true,  then  would  it  not  be  wise  to  bring  to  an  end 
the  whole  terrible  conflict?  We  believe  we  should  either  do  this  or 
sit  back  and  mutely  endure  such  wrongs  as  Germany  may  heap  upon 
us.  In  saying  this  we  have  not  taken  into  account  the  cause  of  either 
the  Allies  or  the  Germans,  so  far  as  merit  is  concerned.  We  have  had 
in  mind  only  the  idea  of  the  best  means  of  achieving  the  just  pur- 
poses of  our  own  government  and  properly  safeguarding  the  interests 
of  our  own  people.  However,  there  is  no  pers-on  in  the  Usited  States 
in  an  official  position  to  be  so  well  qualified  to  advise  in  these  matters 
a?  President  Wilson,  and  his  past  record  assures  us  that  he  has  the 
wisdom  and  the  foresight  and  the  patriotism  to  properly  handle  the 
entire  situation.  He  has  also  demonstrated  beyond  the  shadow  of  a 
doubt  that  he  is  a  lover  of  peace  and  is  possessed  of  an  almost  un- 
limited supply  of  patience,  so  that  we  can  with  serene  confidence  be 
guided  by  his  recommendations.  The  people  of  America  will  follow 
his  lead." 

That  sounds  like  I  was  pro-German,  writing  that  stuff? 

Then,  after  war  was  declared,  I  introduced  a  resolution  in  the  Labor 
Council,  placing  the  Labor  Council  on  record  as  supporting  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  country  in  war,  without  any  qualifications  whatever.  I 
will  read  you  what  I  said  in  the  Labor  Clarion  the  following  week.  X 
will  read  you  first  the  resolution — no,  here  is  the^  editorial  first:  "The 
hour  for  action  is  at  hand  and  all  differences  of  opinion  must  l>e  set 
aside  in  the  interest  of  the  united,  vigorous  and  effective  service  to 
our  common  country.  Organized  labor  has  been  in  favor  of  doing 
everything  within  the  bounds  of  reason  to  maintain  iieace,  and  the 
country  has  been  fortunate  in  having  in  the  White  House  a  man  as 
devoted  to  peace  as  any  loyal  American  could  be,  but  an  ambitious, 
tyrannical  and  overbearing  European  autocrat  has  forced  f^'ar  upon 
us,  and  we  must  so  prosecute  it  as  to  bring  to  an  end  forever  the 
possibility  of  a  repetition  of  such  a  condition  in  future  world  affairs." 
Then  I  go  on  and  quote  what  President  Wilson  said,  and  after  quoting  tl 

what  he  said,  I  said  this:    "Our  country  is  not  all  we  should  like  to  '' 

have  it.   We  have  some  grievances-  against  it.    Injustices  have  at  times 
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been  done  the  workers.  We  have  bad  laws  upon  the  statute  books 
that  ought  to  be  wiped  out.  But  with  all  her  faults,  the  United  States 
of  America,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  wage  worker,  is  the  best  gov- 
ernment in  the  world,  and  if  there  is  a  nation  anywhere  on  earth 
that  deserves  the  support  of  its  working  people,  that  nation  is  ours. 
The  fight  of  the  United  States  in  the  war  now  upon  us  is  not  to  be  for 
gain  or  glory,  but  for  right  and  freedom  and  humanity.  Such  a  fight 
is  the  fight  of  the  organized  labor  movement,  and  every  man  will  do. 
his  duty.  Now  that  the  enemy  is  at  our  gates  with  his  submarines, 
the  time  for  hesitating  and  deliberating  has  passed,  and  with  action 
swift  and  fearful  we  must  drive  them  back." 

Now,  those  were  my  sentiments  expressed  before  war  was  actually 
declared.     Then    I    introduced    this    resolution    in    the    Labor    Council: 
"Whereas,    the   government   of   the   United    States    for   more   than    two 
years  has  submitted,  in  the  interest  of  peace,  to  the  numerous  wrongs 
heaped   upon   it   by   the   imperial   German   government;    and   whereas, 
the  President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States  have  declared  that  a 
point  has'  been  reached   in  our  affairs  where  peace   is  no  longer  pos- 
sible, owing  to  the  fact  that  the  German  government  is  now  waging 
war   upon   us,   destroying  our  commerce  and   taking  the  lives  of  our 
citizens  while  engaged  in  the  peaceful  pursuit  of  their  legitimate  ac- 
tivities;  therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Coun- 
cil, in  regular  session  assembled  this  6th  day  of  April,  1917,  pledges 
its  loyal  and  united  support  to  the  Nation  and  the  State  in  this-  hour 
of  trial,  and  invites  the  constituted  authorities  to  call  upon  it  for  any 
service  that  it  may  be  possible  for  it  to  render  to  our  common  coun- 
try, in  the  interests  of  justice  and  freedom  and  Immanity;    and  be  it 
further  resolved,  that  we  express  our  faith  and  confidence  in  the  high 
purposes  that   have  governed  President   Woodrov/   Wilson   in   his   con- 
duct of  the  government's'  affairs  during  the  trying  years  of  the  great 
world  conflict,  and  assure  him  of  our  readiness  to  follow  his  lead  in 
the     effort  to  maintain  the  rights  of  human  kind;    and  be  it  further 
resolved,   that  copies  of  these  resolutions   be   forwarded  to  the  Presi- 
dent,  the  members  of  the   California   delegation   in   Congress,   and   to 
the  Governor  and  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California." 

That  is  the  end  of  the  resolution.  I  say  after  that:  "The  organized 
workers-  seek  but  justice  in  peace  or  in  war,  and  they  insist  that  all 
other  persons  must  be  satisfied  with  just  that  and  nothing  more.  If 
the  captains  of  industry  and  commerce  stand  as  loyally  and  unselfishly 
by  the  country  as  do  the  workers,  there  will  be  no  cause  for  com- 
plaint, and  a  speedy  and  victorious  end  of  the  war  will  be  the  result." 
Now,  those  were  my  sentiments,  expressed  in  the  beginning,  and 
long  before  I  was  asked  to  serve  on  the  Draft  Board.  I  have  all 
through  this  issue  of  1917,  printed  13  years  ago,  sentiments  of  that 
kind  expressed  by  me,  and  I  was  told,  no  later  than  yesterday,  that 
Supervisor  Power  said  that  I  was  not  in  favor  of  the  war,  and  that 
I  was  not  willing  to  support  the  government  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  said  that  or  not,  but  I  was  told 
that  he  did. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Who  made  the  statement? 
MR.  MULLEN:    When  you  tell  me  who  furnished  you  with  such  in- 
formation as  you  have,  I  will  tell  you  who  made  the  statement.    You 
refused  over  the  telephone  to  tell  me  whom  your  informant  was 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  would  say,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  as  a  member 
of  this  Board,  that  if  there  .are  any  statements  made  here  for  the  rec- 
ord, that  I  will  insist,  if  my  name  is  us-ed,  or  any  language  attributed 
to  me,  that  it  also  be  put  in  the  record  who  made  the  statement  so  I 
will  ha  ie  the  opportunity  of  replying. 

MR.  MULLEN:    As  soon  as  you  tell  me  whom  your  informant  was 
I   will   make  that   statement.    Now,   there  are  a   whole   lot   more  here 
that  I  might  read  to  support  my  position  in  connection  with  this      I 
want  to 
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SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Mullen. 
Mr.  Mayor,  I  would  ask  that  the  record  show  that  Mr.  Mullen  de- 
clined to  notify  me  or  this  Board  who  made  that  statement. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  must  al&o  reply  by  saying  that  Mr.  Power 
himself  refused  to  comply  with  the  request  of  Mr.  Mullen. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Power  did  nothing  of  the  sort,  and 
has  never  been  asked  on  this  Board  by  you  or  any  member. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  ask  you  now. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  At  the  proper  time  I  will  give  the  infor- 
mation. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  only  fair  to  the  man,  it  is  only  fair  to  the  pub- 
lic and  the  citizens. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  have  not  attacked  any  man.  This  thing 
has  gone  far  afield.  And  you  confine  yourself  to  the  statement  I  made, 
and  the  question  I  asked  you,  which  was  a  courteous  one  and  a  fair 
question,  and  I  was  trying  to  arrive  at  a  decision  here  on  my  vote  on 
these  Trustees.  I  am  as  anxious  to  expedite  the  erection  of  this  Me- 
morial, and  perhaps  more  so  than  you  are,  and  T  was  trying  to  ar- 
rive at  a  fair  and  just  decision,  and  I  was  trying  to  bring  myself  to 
that  point  when  I  asked  that  question,  and  that  is  the  only  reason  I 
asked  it.  The  party  that  told  it  to  me,  I  told  them  I  would  investigate. 
A  member  of  this  Board  told  it  to  me  first. 

THE  MAYOR:  Surely,  Mr.  Power,  you  do  not  think  that  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  of  the  United  States  of  America  is  going 
to  permit  a  remark  like  that,  an  insinuation,  to  go  unchallenged?  The 
whole  American  Federation  of  Labor  of  the  United  States  is  back  of 
this  man. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Just  a  minute;  I  insist  that  you  confine 
yourself  to  the  subject;  never  mind  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
or  anything  else;  just  confine  yourself  to  the  question  I  put  to  you; 
that  is,  the  subject  before  this  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:    What  is  the  question  you  put  to  me? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    You  have  the  record  there;  read  it. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  am  simply — I  have  answered  your  question; 
I  have  told  you  of  all  the  investigation  that  I  made.  I  tell  you  that 
Mr.  James  W.  Mullen  is  the  choice  of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor  of  the  United  States  as  a  Trustee  of  this  War  Memorial,  if  labor 
is  to  be  represented  on  the  board  as  the  Board  of  Supervis-ors  asked 
me  to  do.  But  that  is  not  the  point.  The  point  is  that  you  asked  the 
record  to  show  that  Mr.  Mullen  refused  to  answer  a  question  of  yours, 
and  I  say,  in  quotation  marks  from  him,  that  you  refused  to  answer  a 
question  which  he  propounded  to  you.    That  is  fair. 

MR.  MULLEN:  I  will  say  again  that  I  am  perfectly  willing  to 
give  my  authority  for  the  statement  as  soon  as  the  Supervisor  sees 
fit  to  inform  me  concerning"  who  has  furnished  him  with  his  alleged 
information.  Now,  I  want  to  say  this  concerning  this  War  Memorial 
situation:  I  have  not  spoken  to  a  single  member  of  this  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors concerning  the  War  Memorial  trusteeship;  not  one.  From 
the  time  the  Mayor  called  me  and  asked  me  if  I  would  permit  my 
name  to  be  submitted  as  a  War  Memorial  Ti'ustee,  I  have  not  even 
di&cussed  it  with  the  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:    That  is  true. 

MR.  MULLEN:  It  was  not  my  purpose  to  come  anywhere  near  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  any  manner  whatever  connected  with  the 
War  Memorial  trusteeship.  I  am  here  this  evening  solely  because  of 
the  slanderous  insinuations  sent  out  a  week  ago  against  me  by  a  toy 
soldier.   I  say  this  to  the  real  soldiers  who  are  present,  a  toy  colonel 

SUPERVISOR  POWEH  (interrupting):  Now,  Mr.  Mayor,  i  rise  as 
I),  member  of  this  Board,  and  on  a  question  of  personal  privilege,  and 
').,  appeal  to  you  as  the  presiding  officer,  that  Mr.  Mullen  has  no  right 
to  cast  any  such  personal  reflections.  For  your  information,  you  prob- 
ably know  I  was  a  member  of  the  Board  at  the  time,  and  for  Mr.  Mul- 
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len's   information,   if   he  wishes  it,    1    volunteered   my   services-^ to   the 
United  States,  a  matter  of  record  at -Washington,  and   was  of^e  ed  a 
caplaincv  as  a  disbursing  officer  in  the  military  aeronautics,  and  tailed 
to  pass  "the  overseas  examination.    1   declined  to  take  a  stay-at-home 
majorship  in  the  Ordinance  Department  at  Washington.     And  that  is 
a   matter   of  record   at    Washington.    So   I   resent   that   you    allow    Mi. 
Mullen  to  make  any  pers.>nal  attack,  and  this  thing  has  S"ne  very    ar 
afield  because  I  asked  a  fair  question,  and  now  to  allow  Mi    Mullen— 
and   I  just  say,  if  he  persists   in   that  kind  of  attack,  I   will  have  to 
fike  my  own  means  of  protecting  myself.    My   brother  served  for  24 
years  in  the  United  States  navy,  served  19  months  on  the  destroyers 
overseas    And  mv  brother-in-law  served  30  years  in  the  United  States- 
raw  and  was  the  first  man  to  report  for  service  after  being  retired. 
And  I  won't  stand  here  and  permit  Mr.  Mullen,  or  anyone  else,  to  at- 
tack  my   sincerity  or   make   any   reflection   upon   my  character.     Ihe 
regiment  that  he  refers  to,  for  his  information,  that  I  was  the  head  ot 
furnished  manv   boys   in  the   late  war,   and   I   am   not  going  to,  as   1  . 
say   permit  such  an  attack  from  Mr.  Mullen,  and  I  trust  that  you  will 
be  fair  enough  not  to.  otherwise  I  will  have  to  protect  myself 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  a  moment  ago  I  rose  to 
move  that  Mr.  Mullen  be  granted  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  to  make 
any  statement  he  wished  in  his  own  defense.  I  now  rise  to  niove  that 
the  remarks  of  Mr.  Mullen  relative  to  a  member  of  this  Board  be 
stricken  from  the  record,  and  that  he  confine  himself,  if  he  desii^es 
to  continue  to  speak,  to  his  own  defense,  and  not  to  any  counter-attack 
on  anv  member  of  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     I  second  that  motion. 
THE  MAYOR:    So  ordered.    (Bringing  down  the  gavel.) 
MR.  MULLEN:     Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  going  to  close  in  a  few  minutes. 
As  1  say,  I  had  no  intention  of  coming  down  here;  it  was  made  neces- 
sary for  me  to  come  here  because  of  the  remarks  made  by  Supervisor 
Power   last  week.     Otherwise,    I    would    not    have   been   here   at   all.     1 
want   to   sav,   too,   before   I    close,   that    if   any    additional    evidence    is 
needed  to  indicate  where  I  stood  during  the  war,  or  to  indicate  why 
I   resigned  from   the  Draft  Board,  I   have  abundance  of  it  here  with 
me.    The  only  reason   I   am   not  going  through   all   of  it  is   because   I 
do  not  want  to  take  up  your  time.    I  want  to  say  this,  too,  is  closing, 
that,  while  I  could  not  my&elf  be  in  the  war,  in  the  army,  my  brothei" 
was  in  the  army,  and  I  was  responsible,  after  the  close  of  the  war, 
for  organizing  Golden  Gate  Council  of  the  American  Legion.     It  was 
organized  in  \he  Labor  Temple.    1   started  the  ball  rolling  and  began 
the  organization  of  that  Golden  Gate  Post.    I   got  Fred  Bebergol,  the 
first    Adjutant    of    the    California    Legion,    to    handle    that    work;    my 
brother  helped  me,  Jim   McTiernan's   son   helped  me.   and   during  the 
time  the  Liberty  bonds  campaigns  were  on  I  campaigned  during  every 
Liberty   bond    campaign.     I    have    letters   here   from   the   head    of   the 
Federal   Reserve   Bank,  thanking  me  for  my  services   in  that  connec- 
tion.    I  have  a  letter  here  from  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  One 
Thousand   handling  the  Liberty   bond    campaigns,   thanking  me  again 
for  my  assistance  in  that  connection.    And  I  say  that  this  is  the  first 
time    in    my    lifetime    that    I    have    ever    had    my    Americanism    ques- 
tioned, and  I  assure  you  that  I  could  not   allow   my   first  instance  to 
pass  unnoticed,  and  that  is  the  only  reason  I  am  here  addressing  you 
this  evening.    Otherwise,  I  would  not  have  been  here,  and  I  hope  that 
such  a  circumstance  will  never  arise  again  to  bring  me  here,  or  be- 
fore  any   other   public    body,    to    defend    myself   as    to   my    patriotism 
and    my   Americanism.      Now,    I    want    to    thank    the    Mayor    and    the 
members' of  the  Board  of  Supei-visors  for  giving  me  this  opportunity, 
and  I  am  going  to  close  my  remarks,  and  I  will  have  no  more  to  say 
to  you   unless   I   again   be  attacked   by   some   Supervisor.    I    sincerely 
thank  you  for  the  opportunity. 

SUPERVISOR   POWER:     Mr.    Mayor,    I    submit    for   the    record   the 
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question   I   put   to    you   on   last   Wednesday   morning   and   the   records 
from  the  Adjutant  General's  office  at  Washington. 

THE  CLERK    (reading): 

"Excerpts  from  the  proceedings  of  the  special  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  Tuesday-Wednesday.  February  18-19,  1930: 

"SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  would  like  to  ask  you  whether  or  not 
in  the  course  of  your  investigation,  and  I  understood  you  to  say  that 
you  had.  you  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  qualifications  of  all 
your  nominees.  I  would  like  to  ask  you  if  you  will  put  yourself  out 
to  look  up  the  records  in  1917  and  see  whether  or  not  James  Mullen 
did  not  refuse  at  that  time  to  act  as  a  member  of  the  War  Draft  Board 
or  Examining  Board. 

"If  he  did,  when  members-  of  our  families  were  going  over  and 
serving,  I  will  say  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  considerations,  if 
that  is  his  attitude,  I  don't  think  he  is  qualified  to  serve  as  one  of 
the  members  of  your  Board  of  Trustees.  So  I  would  like  you  to  in- 
vestigate it  if  you  would. 

"THE  MAYOR:  All  right.  No  quorum  being  present,  nothing  can 
be  done  further  at  this  time,  I  presume." 

"Washington,  D.  C,  February  25,  1930.  Honorable  James  E.  Power. 
Received  following  communication  today  from  General  C.  H.  Bridges, 
Adjutant  General:  'The  records  on  file  in  this-  office  show  that  James 
Mullen  was  appointed  June  23,  1917,  as  a  member  of  the  Local  Board 
for  Division  Number  3,  San  Francisco,  California,  that  he  took  the 
oath  of  office  on  July  3,  1917,  and  that  he  served  until  November  16, 
1917.  It  appears  from  correspondence  on  file  that  he  tendered  his 
resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Draft  Board  and  the  records  show 
that  he  served  until  his  successor  was  appointed.'  Richard  ]\L  Welch, 
M.  C." 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  move  they  both  be  made  a  part  of  the 
record. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  and  I  am  sure  Super- 
visor Power  will  have  no  objection,  to  inserting  in  the  records  the 
copy  of  the  telegram  which  he  sent  to  Congressman  Welch. 

SUPEKVISOR  POWER:     No,  that  is  here,   sent  from  this  office. 

THE  MAYOR:     Can  we  put  that  in  the  record? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Yes,  surely;  I  merely  followed  out  what  I 
told  Mr.  Mullen  I  would  do,  and  what  I  told  you  I  would  do,  that  I 
would  investigate. 

THE  MAYOR:     Will  the  Clerk  find  that  telegram? 

THE  CLERK:     I  have  not  it. 

THE  MAYOR:     Where  is  it,  Mr.  Power? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     Mr.  Ashe  will  get  it. 

MR.  MULLEN:  I  withdraw  the  remark  1  made  concerning  the  toy 
soldier,  I  think  I  ought  to,  and  I  do  it. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     It  is  a  good  thing  you  did,  Mr.  Mullen. 

THE  CLERK:  "San  Francisco,  February  21,  1930.  Honorable  Richard 
J.  Welch,  House  of  Representatives,  Washington,  D.  C.  Please  ascer- 
tain from  the  Adjutant  General's  office  the  time  served  by  James 
Mullen  on  draft  or  exemption  board  in  San  Francisco,  1917,  and  the 
reason  for  his  rf-signing  therefrom.  Please  wire  all  particulars  by 
Tuesday  next.     Kind  regards.     James  E.  Power,   Supervisor." 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  move  that  that  be  made  a  part  of  the 
record  also. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  it  having  been  read  it  is  in  tlie  record,  of 
course,  naturally. 

Now,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  and  gentlemen  of  the  Vetera. is'  organ- 
izations, and  my  fellow  citizens:  We  are  meeting  for  the  turpose  of 
building  a  War  Memorial.  We  are  meeting  to  see  if  we  cannot  amicably 
come  to  an  understanding  whereby  a  War  Memo'-ial  and  tlie  other 
buildings  for  municipal  purposes  provided  for  by  the  act  cannot  be 
built  in  San  Francisco.     It  seems  too  bad  that  so  many  personalities 
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are  indulged  in,  it  seem  too  bad  that  men's  Americanism  is  questioned, 
it  seems  too  bad  lliat  one  of  the  outstanding  representatives  of  labor 
in  America  should  have  his  Americanism  questioned  simply  because 
he  has  been  recommended  to  the  Mayor  as  one  of  the  outstanding  repre- 
sentatives of  labor  that  furnished  85  per  cent  of  the  men  who  put  on 
the  uniform,  and  it  seems  too  bad  that  we  have  to  go  to  Washington 
13  years  later  to  find  out  and  question  the  Americanism  of  this  labor 
leader.  You  requested  me  to  put  a  labor  leader  on  this  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  you  agreed  on  a  labor  leader  to  go  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  in  my  office.  I  chose,  after  making  all  the  inquiries  that  1 
could  make.  I  chose  the  man  recommended  by  labor.  He,  in  his  per- 
sonality, represents,  as  I  said,  85  per  cent  of  the  men  who  donned  the 
uniforms  of  our  country,  and  in  putting  on  that  labor  leader,  which 
you  requested  me  to  do,  I  figured  that  five  veterans  with  five  of  the 
oldest  representatives  of  the  13  years  that  this  War  Memorial  project 
and  the  Opera  House  has  been  going  on,  that  it  was  a  nice  offset  to 
the  whole  program,  to  accept  your  suggestion,  and  I  appointed  James 
W.  Mullen.  I  come  to  his  defense  tonight  because  he  did  not  resign 
as  a  slacker,  he  did  not  resign  for  any  cowardice,  he  did  not  resign  for 
any  other  reason  than  the  proof,  which  is  here  tonight,  that  it  was 
his  health  which  compelled  him  to  resign.     I  think 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Mr.  Mayor,  I  want  to  inter- 
rupt and  I  ask  you,  did  anybody  say  that  Mr.  Mullen  resigned  because 
he  was  a  slacker,  or  any  other  reason  given  for  resigning? 

THE  MAYOR:      I  am  confining  myself,  Mr.  Power 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  I  would  like  you  to  answer 
that  question,  you  are  getting  into  the  record  here  a  statement,  and  I 
am  not  going  to  permit  it  unless  you  confine  yourself  to  the  question 
I  put  to  you. 

THE  MAYOR:  Let  me  tell  you,  you  cannot  prevent  me,  nor  have  you 
the  authority  to  prevent  me  to  put  anything  that  I  want  to  in  the  record 
as  Mavor  of  San  Francisco. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Oh,  yes,  I  can  prevent  you  or  anyone  else 
from  putting  any  false  statements  in  this  record,  it  is  not  your  province 
l)ecause  you  are  the  presiding  officer  to  make  them  any  more  than  it 
is  mine  to  make  them  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  .'..nd  I  am  not  going 
to  stand  here  as  a  member  and  have  you  imply  that  I  said  certain 
things  when  I  did  not. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  we  want  a  discussion,  you  have  not  any  right  to 
stand  without  the  permission  of  the  Chair,  which  you  have  not  yet. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  will  rise  as  a  member  of  this  Board  and 
the  Chair  has  to  recognize  me  whenever  I  rise,  that  is  my  prerogative, 
and  it  is  your  prerogative,  as  the  presiding  officer,  to  recognize  me. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  have  had  so  many  years  of  experience  I  think  I 
know  how  to  preside. 

SUPERVISOR  POWDER:  That  is  all  right,  but  I  think  I  know  my 
rights  as  a  member  of  this  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  Nobody  is  denying  you  your  right,  any  more  than 
you  can  tell  me  that  I  cannot  make  an  explanation  in  defense  of  an 
honorable  American.  . 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  There  is  nobody  denying  you  the  privilege 
of  making  a  defense,  if  you  feel  that  he  needs  a  defense.  But  I  do 
'nsist,  though,  that  you  do  not  imply  that,  in  any  inquiry  I  put  to 
you,  which  is  a  matter  of  record  of  this  Board,  that  I  cast  any  reflection 
on  Mr.  Mullen,  as  you  say.  No  reference  to  a  slacker,  fartherest  from 
my  thoughts,  and  I  am  not  going  to  stand  here,  as  a  member  of  this 
Board,  ancr permit  you  or  anyone  else  to  get  that  in  the  record  without 

denying  it.  ,  .      ,  ,  .^      ■   i-^.      -n 

THE  MAYOR:     Any  word  that  I  have  put  in  the  record  tonight  will 

not  be  withdrawn.  ,        .        .,,   i, 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:      It  may  not  be  withdrawn,  but  it  will  be 

corrected. 
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THE  MAYOR:  The  telegram  to  Washington  asking  for  Mr.  Mullen's 
record  was  an  indication  that  there  was  doubt  somewhere,  that  he  had 
been  a  slacker  because  he  resigned.  It  may  be  the  word  does  not  suit 
the  Supervisor,  but,  nevertheless,  it  is  a  word  that  is  applicable  under 
the  charges  which  have  been  made  against  an  honorable  American  and 
a  representative  of  the  great  working  class  of  our  country. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  am  going  to  ask  again,  Mr.  Mayor,  that 
you  state  what  are  the  charges  made  against  the  man  that  you  are 
defending,  what  are  the  charges? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  do  not  care  to  encumber  the  record  any  more 
than  it  is,  I  let  the  record  stand  as  it  is.  1  think  anyone  and  every 
one  in  the  room  tonight,  as  the  press  will  carry  in  the  morning,  and 
the  papers  of  the  United  States  will  carry,  and  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  will  take  it  up,  that  charges  of  doubt  have  arisen  over  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  James  W.  Mullen,  whom  I  appointed  at  the  request 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  again  ask  you,  as  a  member  of  the  Board, 
what  are  the  charges? 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  may  I  ask  the  Clerk  to 
read  the  motion  made  by  Supervisor  Power  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Board? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  It  was  not  a  motion,  I  sought  informa- 
tion. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  The  request.  I  will  ask  it  so  that  the 
matter  may  be  clear  in  my  own  mind. 

THE  CLERK  (reading)  :  "Supervisor  Power:  I  would  like  to  ask  you 
whether  or  not  in  the  course  of  your  investigation,  and  I  understood 
you  to  say  that  you  had,  you  made  a  careful  investi'jation  of  the  quali- 
fications of  all  your  nominees.  I  would  like  to  ark  you  if  you  will 
put  yourself  out  to  look  up  the  records  in  1917  and  see  whether  or  not 
.lames  Mullen  did  not  refuse  at  that  time  to  act  a-i  a  member  of  the 
War  Draft  Board  or  Examining  Board.  If  he  did,  when  members  of 
our  families  were  going  over  and  serving,  I  will  say  that  notwithstand- 
ing any  other  considerations,  if  that  is  his  attitude,  I  don't  think  he 
is  qualified  to  serve  as  one  of  the  members  of  your  Board  of  Trustees. 
So  I  would  like  you  to  investigate  it  if  you  would." 

"THE  MAYOR:  All  right.  No  quorum  being  present,  nothing  can 
be  done  further  at  this  time,  I  presume." 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Andriano. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  desire  to  ask  the  Supervisor,  in  all 
candor,  whether  that  statement  does  not  cast  some  aspersion  upon 
the  honor  and  integrity  and  Americanism  of  the  gentleman  in  question, 
the  fact  that  he  refused  to  serve  on  the  Draft  Board?  Now  I  hap- 
pened to  be  secretary  of  one  of  the  local  Draft  Boards  right  at  the 
beginning,  and  if  some  one  said  that  I  was  requested  to  act  as  secretary 
and  that  I  had  refused,  I  would  certainly  consider  it  an  aspersion  upon 
my  character. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  would  say,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Super- 
visor, the  same  as  I  said  earlier  in  the  meeting,  .Mr.  IMayor,  that  I 
was  seeking  information  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  fa'r  and  just  decision, 
in  so  far  as  my  vote  is  concerned,  on  your  Trustees,  and  when  that 
information  was  given  to  me,  I  asked  the  question  of  you,  and  I  asked 
it  in  all  fairness,  and  I  thought  you  would  do  th-:  very  thing  that  1 
had  done  and  investigate.  I  sent  a  telegram  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  State  of  California,  asking  for  the  draft  records,  and  he  replied 
that  they  were  with  the  Adjutant  General  at  Washington,  and  I  wired 
Congressman  Welch,  our  Representative,  and  askod  him  i'j  -he  would 
go  to  the  office  and  kindly  secure  the  record.  Now,  I  have  thb  informa- 
tion I  want,  so  far  as  judging  my  vote  is  concerr.ed.  If  you  people 
want  to  l>elieve  that  is  a  reflection  upon  anybody,  and  there  are 
charges  made  and  so  forth,  go  right  ahead  and  bring  them. 

THE  MAYOR:    I  think  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  view  of  all 
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that  has  transpired,  ought  to  give  an  expression  of  confidence  by  vote 
tonight  to  Mr.  James  W.  Mullen  in  order  that  the  record  might  be 
thoroughly  cleared  up.  I  think  he  is  entitled  to  it.  I  think  all  that  has 
been  said  tonight  has  clearly  proven  that  James  W.  Mullen  did  every- 
thing he  could,  humanly  possible  he  could  do,  to  show  that  his  colors 
were  the  Stars  and  Stripes  of  America.  I  think  he  is  entitled  to  that 
vote  from  the  Board  after  what  has  taken  place. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:     I  make  such  a  motion,  Mr.  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:     I  second  it. 

THE  MAYOR:     All  in  favor  will  please  say  aye 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting)  :  I  will  decline  to  vote  on  that 
after  the  attack  Mr.  Mullen  made  on  me. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think  this  is  leading  into 
avenues  far-fetched.  1  think  that  Supervisor  Power  =imply  asked  for  a 
record  that  was  in  Washington,  he  did  not  know  the  reason  of  Mr. 
Mullens  retirement  from  the  Draft  Board..  That  has  been  explained 
to  you  at  the  present  time,  hasn't  it,  Supervisor? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  As  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:  Therefore,  I  think  you  would  realize 
that  he  was  justified  in  retiring  under  the  physical  condition  that  he 
was  in,  and  I  do  not  think  that  we  ought  to  carry  that  too  far,  because, 
realize  this,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  Mullen,  the  man,  is  the  editor  of  a  paper 
that  represents  a  great  group  of  people  here  in  San  Francisco.  That 
paper  is  run  by  a  group  of  trustees,  not  by  Mullen,  and  any  aspersions 
made  on  Mullen  as  to  his  Americanism  would  reflect,  probably,  on  me 
and  many  more  of  us  who  subscribe  to  the  paper,  and  I  know  Jim 
Power  well  enough  to  know  that  he  does  not  mean  that.  So,  for  that 
reason,  I  think  that  Mullen  has  made  enough  of  an  explanation  to 
justify  any  of  us  in  realizing  that  he  had  to  resign  because  of  the  phys- 
ical condition  he  was  in.  Naturally,  Supervisor  Power  did  not  know 
of  that  when  he  asked  for  the  record  from  Washington.  That  has  been 
given  at  the  present  time;  let  us  forget  it. 

THE  MAYOR:  All  in  favor  of  the  motion  will  please  say  aye. 
(Ayes.)     Contrary,  no. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     No. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered.  What  is  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Mullen,  I  thank  you  for  coming  here  to- 
night and  making  your  statement  in  a  very  manly  way. 

MR.  MULLEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  thank  you  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  When  we  adjourned  a  week  ago  to- 
morrow morning  at  about  8:30  o'clock,  at  that  time,  your  Honor,  I 
believe  you  stated  that  you  had  not  entirely  finished  your  report  to  this 
Board.  And  I  am  going  to  ask  you — we  are  all  here,  we  are  here 
tonight  to  try  and  transact  some  business,  and  I  hoi)e  we  will  transact 
some  business — and  I  am  going  to  ask  you 

(At  this  point  members  of  the  American  Legion,  carrying  the  Ameri- 
can flag  and  a  regimental  flag,  enter  the  room.) 

THE  MAYOR:  Will  the  color-bearers  kindly  bring  the  colors  to  the 
front,  and  not  to  the  rear?  Will  the  color-bearer  of  the  American  flag 
please  sit  at  my  right?  Will  the  color-bearer  of  the  regimental  flag 
please  sit  at  my  left. 

Mr.  McSheehy. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Your  Honor,  when  we  adjourned  here 
one  week  ago  tomorrow,  Wednesday,  you  stated  at  that  time  that  you 
had  not  completed  your  report  to  this  Board,  and,  as  I  just  stated, 
we  are  her,  tonight  to  do  business,  and  I  hope  we  will  transact  some 
direct  business.  So  I  am  going  to  ask  you  at  this  time  if  you  wish, 
or  if  you  intend,  to  complete  your  report  to  this  Board,  and  I  feel 
that  you  really  have  the  floor,  if  such  is  the  case,  because  you  stated 
that  you  had  not  completed  the  report  at  that  time,  one  week  ago 
tomorrow. 
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THE  MAYOR:     Replying  to  Mr.  McSheehy,  there  has  been  printed, 

and  I  think  a  thousand  copies 

THE  CLERK:     200. 

THE  MAYOR:  200  "History  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial," 
ordered  printed  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  because  the 
Board  themselves  and  the  veterans  and  some  few  others  interested 
wanted  copies.  Those  copies  have  been  distributed,  and  those  copies 
contain  a  full,  exact  and  accurate  statement  of  the  facts,  and  nothing 
else.  I  have  not  yet  made  any  criticisms.  I  have  not  yet  made  any 
replies.  I  have  prepared,  after  weeks  of  effort,  and  upon  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  an  exact  history  of  the  facts,  and  there  is 
nothing  in  this  history  that  is  not  a  fact.  Every  word  in  this  history 
is  a  fact.  It  took  place,  it  gives  discussions  that  took  place,  it  gives 
both  sides  of  everything  that  took  place  in  the  years  that  have  trans- 
pired since  we  have  been  trying  to  build  our  War  Memorial.  So  far 
as  the  history  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial,  Mr.  McSheehy,  to 
the  present  time,  it  is  complete.  Since  its  completion  the  Mayor  has 
been  subject  to  daily  attacks,  particularly  one  on  February  21st  in 
the  San  Francisco  Examiner,  the  headlines  of  which  are,  "Vets  Attack 
Rolph  Report  on  Memorial."  Now,  I  would  like  to  know  where  any 
attack  can  be  made  on  a  statement  of  facts? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  That  was  what  I  w^as  trying  to  find  out. 
Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  the  first  time  in  anybody's  knowledge  where 
attacks  can  be  made  on  statements  of  fact  of  record.  Everything  in 
that  report  is  of  record,  and  there  is  nothing  in  this  report  that  is  not 
of  record  here  or  record  somewhere  else.  Now,  the  Veterans'  Com- 
mittee— the  report  goes  on  to  say:  "The  Board  of  Trustees  assailed  in 
list  of  questions  submitted  with  explanation  demanded."  I  believe 
that  the  floor  should  be  given  to  the  chairman  of  the  Veterans'  Com- 
mittee to  ask  the  questions  which  have  been  asked  through  the  columns 
of  the  press,  so  that  they  may,  if  possible,  be  answered  tonight,  and 
the  Clerk  be  requested  to  continue  the  stenographic  reports  of  this 
meeting,  and  that  it  will  be  made  a  part  of  the  history  of  the  War 
Memorial.  Now,  Mr.  Glensor  is  chairman.  I  really  think  that  we 
should  now  give  you  the  floor,  to  ask  the  questions  which  you  say  are 
the  only  questions  you  want  answered;  to  ask  those  questions  so  that 
we  may  have  them  in  the  record,  and  not  from  the  newspapers. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  have  not  had  the  privilege  of  reading  that  article 
that  you  quote  there;  I  do  not  know  what  is  in  it.  There  are  a  great 
many  questions  and  some  statements  that  the  veterans  are  willing 
and  ready  to  make  to  this  Board,  if  they  care  to  hear  them,  and  I  am 
willing  to  make  them  all  now,  but  I  do  not  care  to  be  limited  to  any 
particular  question.  We  will  state  our  entire  position  and  ask  numerous 
questions,  and  I  am  prepared  to  do  it  if  the  Board  and  the  Mayor  are 
willing  to  hear  it. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  am. 

SUPERVISOR   CANEPA:      I   move   that   Mr.   Glensor   be   given   the 
privilege  to  make  his  statement  before  this  Board. 
SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      Second  the  motion. 
SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Second  the  motion. 
THE  MAYOR:     Is  that  what  you  arose  for,  Mr.  Havenner? 
SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      I  was  going  to  move  the  privilege  of 
the  floor  to  Mr.  Glensor  and  the  other  representatives. 

THE  MAYOR:  All  in  favor  say  aye.  (Ayes.)  The  ayes  have  it. 
Mr.  Glensor. 

MR.  H.  W.  GLENSOR:  Could  I  ask  you  to  let  me  see  that  clipping? 
I  do  not  know  just  exactly  which  one  you  refer  to  or  what  is  in  it. 
Oh,  I  see. 

THE  MAYOR:     Here  is  the  other  one,  Mr.  Glensor. 
MR.  GLENSOR:     Is  there  another  one? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  will  read  it  for  you,  from  the  San  Francisco  Bulle- 
tin: "Mayor  scored  as  evader  by  Legion  head;  expenditure  for  plans 
of  buildings  condemned  as  sheer  waste.     'The  Mayor  talked  12  hours

and  put  everybody  to  sleep,  and  still  did  not  answer  the  questions 
we  have  been  asking  these  many  months.'  This  was  the  statement 
today  of  Harry  Glensor,  County  Commander  of  the  American  Legion 
and  a  member  of  the  General  Veterans'  Committee  on  the  War  Me- 
morial. 'There  are  three  questions  we  would  like  answered,'  Mr.  Glen- 
sor continued.  'We  would  like  to  know  why  War  Memorial  property 
was  held  in  the  name  of  a  bank  and  taxes  were  paid  on  it  when  it 
could  have  been  held  in  the  name  of  the  University  of  California 
Regents  and  no  taxes  need  have  been  paid.  Why  borrow  money?  We 
would  like  to  know  why  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  money  from  a 
certain  bank  when  the  fund  contained  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars.  We  would  also  like  to  know  why  $216,000  was  spent  on  plans 
and  not  one  of  the  plans  drawn  can  be  carried  out  with  the  money 
that  is  available.'  The  Mayor  said  that  later  in  the  day  he  will  get 
one  of  the  trustees  to  make  a  detailed  reply  to  the  questions  asked  by 
Mr.  Glensor.  Mr.  Glensor  said  he  will  call  a  meeting  of  American 
Legion  Councils  this  week  to  consider  the  Mayor's  report,  and  he  an- 
nounced also  that,  notwithstanding  the  Mayor's  record  for  long-distance 
oratory,  the  veterans  still  believed  that  a  majority  of  the  War  Me- 
morial Trustees  should  be  ex-service  men."  Now,  let  me  read  the 
other  one  that  I  just  gave  to  you.  The  San  Francisco  Examiner, 
February  21,  1930:  "Vets  attack  Rolph  report  on  Memorial  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Memorial.  Board  of  Trustees  assailed  in  list  of  ques- 
tions submitted,  with  explanation  demanded.  Members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  other  City  officials  and  war  veterans  who  sat  through 
Mayor  Rolph's  record-breaking  endurance  talkfest  on  the  War  Me- 
morial Tuesday  night  and  Wednesday  morning,  began  returning  to 
their  jobs  yesterday,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  twenty-four  hours 
that  elapsed  since  the  Mayor  made  his  long  report  those  interested 
were  able  to  make  some  comment  on  the  controversy.  Although  the 
Mayor  presented  a  chronological  report  of  the  War  Memorial  project 
since  its  inception  in  1918  as  a  statement  of  facts  which  could  not 
become  the  subject  of  controversy,  many  phases  of  his  report  drew 
fire  from  the  veterans  of  the  War  Memorial  Advisory  Board,  which 
the  Mayor  accused  of  being  entirely  responsible  for  the  years  of  delay 
in  the  construction  of  the  Memorial  Building.  The  veterans  center 
their  attack  on  the  accounting  of  the  $2,000,000  fund  privately  sub- 
scribed to  the  War  Memorial.  The  veterans  demanded  an  explanation 
of  the  shrinkage  of  approximately  $625,000  in  this  fund.  Harold  Boyd, 
H.  W.  Glensor,  James  B.  Burns,  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  and 
J.  C.  Claridge,  Secretary,  met  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Mayor. 
They  will  demand  an  answer,  they  said,  to  these  questions:  'Why  did 
the  private  Board  of  Trustees  spend  $216,000  for  plans  which  are  use- 
less, in  view  of  the  amount  of  money  available  to  be  spent?  Why  did 
the  Board  of  Trustees  pay  out  $155,000  in  interest  on  a  loan  from  a 
San  Francisco  bank  when  the  Board  had  at  its  disposal  plenty  of  its 
own  money?'  This  is  another  question:  'Why  has  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees failed  to  collect  $234,000  in  subscriptions  after  they  had  gone  to 
the  trouble  of  having  all  of  the  subscribers  renew  their  pledges  on  a 
form  which  was  legal  and  binding  upon  them?'  The  questions  asked  by 
the  veterans  were  addressed  to  the  Mayor,  who  made  a  reply  at  once. 
Mayor  Rolph  said:  'The  audit  clearly  shows  that  the  charges  of  the 
veterans  of  misappropriation  of  funds  are  untrue.  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees never  took  a  dime  wrongfully.  In  regard  to  their  questions  the 
administration  of  the  funds  was  purely  a  matter  of  policy.  I  had 
nothing  to  do  with  that,  and  my  statement  was  merely  one  of  facts. 
These  questions,  I  am  sure,  can  be  answered  to  the  satisfaction  of 
every  one,  and  in  due  time  I  will  have  such  an  answer.' " 

Mr.  Glensor. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Now,  I  want  you  to  thoroughly  understand  my 
position  here  at  this  time:  what  I  think  you  gentlemen  refer  to  as 
"the  parliamentary  situation."  These  questions  have  been  propounded, 
and  I  am  prepared  to  state  the  entire  position  of  the  veteran  bodies 
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of  San  Francisco  that  my  colleagues  and  myself  represent  here  tonight, 
and  during  that  time  I  will  propound  those  and  other  questions.  Now, 
is  it  you  gentlemen's  desire  that  if  there  is  a  member  of  the  Board — 
or  a  representative  of  the  Board — of  private  Memorial  Trustees  present, 
he  be  first  permitted  to  answer  those  categorical  questions  which  are 
propounded  in  the  newspaper  articles,  after  which  I  will  make  our 
presentation,  in  part,  followed  by  my  colleagues,  if  you  will  grant 
them  an  audience,  or  shall  I  go  ahead  now?  I  am  at  your  disposal, 
gentlemen. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  speaking  for  the  Board,  we  are  at  your  disposal. 
If  you  wish  those  questions  answered,  and  I  take  it  those  are  questions 
in  the  form  in  which  you  desire  them  answered,  I  am  prepared  to 
answer  all  four  of  them,  in  writing. 

MR.  GLENSOR:     Well,  do  you  wish  to  do  it  before? 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  I  do  not  wish  to  do  anything  that  displeases 
you. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  On  the  contrary,  I  do  not  wish  to  displease  you. 
Inasmuch  as  you  brought  up  those  specific  questions,  and  say  that  you 
are  prepared  to  answer  them,  my  colleagues  and  myself  think  that  we 
would  like  to  have  them  answered,  and  it  may  materially  change  the 
things  that  we  have  to  say. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Glensor  a  question. 

MR.  GLENSOR:     Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  The  appointment  of  the  Trustees,  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Mayor,  is  that  displeasing  to  you? 

MR.  GLENSOR:     We  are  instructed  to  oppose  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  The  Mayor  just  propounded  a  question  to 
you  that  he  did  not  wish  to  do  anything  to  displease  you  and  I  thought 
that  your  answer  might  be  to  kindly  nominate  the  Trustees  you  wish 
and  then  we  can  all  go  home. 

MR.  GLENSOR:     Well,  that  might  he  a  happy  solution. 

THE  MAYOR:  Let  the  record  show  that  the  Mayor  is  earnest  in  his 
efforts  to  solve  this  big  problem.  Let  the  record  show  that  the  Mayor 
has  approached  this  matter  with  malice  towards  none  and  charity  to 
all,  in  the  words  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Let  the  record  show  that  after 
12  years  the  Board  of  Supervisors  put  the  job  up  to  the  Mayor  by 
resolution,  and  a  committee  of  nine,  three  Veterans,  three  members  of 
the  former  Board  of  Trustees  and  three  Supervisors,  and  added  the 
Mayor  to  the  committee  of  ten,  and  the  Mayor  has  never  yet  finished 
working  on  this  job.  Let  the  record  show  that  I  have  no  personal  feel- 
ing against  any  one,  and  I  have  nothing  but  a  sincere  desire  to  build 
the  War  Memorial  that  others  who  had  it  in  their  hands  for  11  years 
got  nowhere  with.  And  we  are  getting  somewhere  now.  because  we 
are  meeting  to  try  and  solve  the  problem,  and  I  never  found  a  problem 
yet  that  could  not  be  solved,  and  we  are  going  to  build  the  War 
Memorial.  The  first  question  Mr.  Glensor  asked  me  to  answer,  I  will 
give  the  same  credit  to  the  Daily  News 

SUPERVISOR  TONER  (interrupting):  Mr.  Mayor,  prior  to  your 
answering  the  question,  I  understood  Mr.  Glensor  to  say,  and  I  think 
that  my  understanding  was  substantiated  from  the  fact  that  he  did  not 
know  what  was  in  those  clippings,  were  those  the  questions  that  you 
want  answered? 

MR.  GLENSOR:     Yes,  and  others. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:  I  would  like  to  hear  him  propound  those 
individually  and  specifically  so  that  we  will  know  that  those  are  the 
questions  that  he  wants  propounded. 

THE  MAYOR:  May  I  assist  Mr.  Glensor.  Mr.  Glensor.  is  this  your 
first  question:  Why  did  the  private  Board  of  Tinistees  snend  .?216.OO0 
for  plans  which  are  useless,  in  view  of  the  amount  of  mciiey  available 
to  be  spent? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  That  is  one  question  we  would  like  answered,  yes. 
very  much. 

THE  MAYOR:  .Ml  right.  In  answering  that  question  I  make  this 
reply:      First,  on   March    19,   1928,   the  special   American   Legion   War 
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Memorial   Committee  approved   plans  for  the  Veterans'   building  sub- 
mitted by  the  Trustees,  photostatic  copy  of  these  plans  and  signatures 
on  same  are  submitted  herewth.     Here  are  the  plans  and  here  are  the 
photostatic   copy   of  all   representatives   of  the  American   Legion   War 
Veterans'  Committee  attached  to  the  plans  and  made  a  part  hereof, 
and  here  are   all   the   detailed   plans,   photostatic   copies   of  all   of  the 
plans  which  were  drawn  and  bear  the  signatures.     "The  within  set  of 
plans,  consisting  of  five  sheets,  is  hereby  approved  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Posts  of  the  American  Legion,  San  Francisco,  California,  March 
19,  192iS     American  Legion  War  Memorial  Committee;  James  B.  Burns, 
chairman;    A.   Don   Duncan.   Geo.   H.   Cabaniss,   Jr.,    Harold    Hotchner, 
Dr    Peter  R.  Angel,  Earle  H.  Harris,  Leon  French,  Ivy  Perkins  Cerkel, 
Chas.  H.  Kendrick.  James  B.  Burns,  A.  E.  Schofield,  Edward   Schary, 
Thos.  M.  Foley,  Wm.  D.  Flynn  and  F.  F.  Ainsworth.    I  hereby  certify 
that  the   foregoing  are  signatures   of  duly   authorized   and   accredited 
members    of   the   American    Legion    War    Memorial    Committee.     J.    C. 
Claridge,  Adjutant,  S.  F.  County  Council,  American  Legion,  Secretary, 
War  Memorial  Committee."     "Estimates  based   on  the  plans  existing 
at  the  time  of  above  approval  indicated  that  these  plans  could  be  car- 
ried out  for  within  a  few  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the  funds  avail- 
able.    In  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  project  both  buildings  were 
made  ten  feet  narrower,  this  ten  feet  being  taken  from  hallways  only 
and  not  reducing  the  net  amount  of  usable  space  allotted  to  the  Vet- 
erans, which  space  is  approximately   105,700  square  feet.     This  space 
is  equivalent  to  a  building  100  feet  square  and  ten  stories  high,  without 
including  necessary  hallways,  elevator  shafts  and  so  forth.     Working 
drawings    for    the   construction    of    buildings    in    accordance    with    the 
above  plan  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  and  practically  com- 
pleted.    Second,    amount    expended    for   plans    is    not    excessive.     It    is 
also  a  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  highly  technical  information  was  neces- 
sarv  and  was  required  because  of  the  character  of  the  structure  contem- 
plated."   And  here  is  a  beautiful  design  from  a  water  colored  drawing 
by   Francis   McComas  of   the  San   Francisco   War   Memorial.     That   is 
where  the  $216,000  went,  the  plans  were  approved,  and  the  plans  bear 
the  signatures  of  the  trustees  entrusted  with  the  building  of  this  build- 
ing.    Now.   so   far  as   the  funds   are  concerned.   I   never   was   on   the 
board,     never  was  invited  to  attend  a  meeting,  I  was  never  appointed 
on    any    board    whatsoever    until    December,    1928,    when    the    impasse 
came,  and  I  have  been  striving  since  that  time  with  this  matter,  and 
I  made  my  nominations  eight  months  later,  after  my  appointment  to 
the  committee  of  ten.     This  is  the  explanation  I  give  from  the  Hon- 
orable Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  who  spent  their  own  money, 
of  private  subscriptions,  and  none  of  the  City's  money,  and  not  a  dollar 
of  the  City's  money  has  yet  been  touched.     Two  hundred  and  sixteen 
thousand  dollars  of  the  private  subscribers'  money  was  used  in  draw- 
ing these  plans,  which  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Veterans,  and  I 
give  you  the  proof  of  the  signatures. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    What  was  that  date,  Mr.  Mayor? 

THE  MAYOR:     March   19,   1928. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Might  I  ask  you,  at  the  same  time,  what 
was  the  estimated  cost  of  those  two  buildings  at  that  time? 

THE  MAYOR:  That  is  in  the  record;  it  is  in  the  history  of  the  War 
Memorial. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    I  was  not  here  the  other  night. 

THE  MAYOR:    They  are  all  in  there. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  May  I  ask,  those  plans  which  you  have 
exhibited  to  this  Board,  are  they  the  entire  plans,  those  five  pages? 

THE  MAYOR:    Yes. 

SUPERVISG'R  PEYSER:  And  it  is  those  which  cost  the  amount  of 
money?  . 

THE  MAYOR:  For  the  architects'  fees,  for  the  engineers  fees,  tor 
the  working  in  of  plans  to  protect  it  against  earthquakes,  making  the 
structures  earthquake  proof,  all  the  details  included  in  that  financial 
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statement  of  how  that  $216,000  was  expended,  not  including  the  gratui- 
tous service  of  many  architects  that  gave  their  services  gratis. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    And  those  are  the  plans? 

THE  MAYOR:    Completed. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:    Mr.  Mayor,  is  the  amount  that  the  excava- 
tions cost  also  in  that? 
THE  MAYOR:    Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:    The  excavations? 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  sir,  and  the  high  pressure  system  put  in  by  the 
Fire  Department;  we  used  pipe  that  was  not  used  after  the  earthquake 
and  fire;  we  used  pipe  and  the  high  pressure  system  is  in  there,  all 
ready  to  connect  up  with  the  building. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  happen  to  be,  I  want  all  to  know  one 
of  the  trustees  of  the  present  War  Memorial.  I  happened  to  be  at  a 
meeting  yesterday  when  this  matter  was  brought  up.  I  want  to  say, 
particularly  in  answer  to  Supervisor  Peyser,  those  do  not  represent 
the  plans  exactly,  because  we  have  working  plans  that  are  as  large 
as  that  blackboard,  perhaps — oh,  I  do  not  know — the  24  sheets  that 
are  known  as  working  plans.  Those  plans  are  complete,  those  plans 
can  be  sent  out  for  bids;  they  are  in  a  complete  state,  with  specifica- 
tions. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  May  I,  through  you,  ask  a  question 
of  Mr.  McSheehy?  The  plans  are  complete,  you  have  just  stated.  You 
can  call  for  bids  upon  them;   they  are  ready  to  shoot? 

THE  MAYOR:  May  I  answer  that?  Yes,  the  detailed  drawings  are 
complete,  and  the  Dinwiddle  Construction  Company  are  the  ones — it 
was  agreed  by  the  three  veterans,  the  three  War  Memorial  Trustees, 
the  three  Supervisors  and  myself,  agreed  on  in  my  office  at  one  of  the 
meetings  we  held,  to  call  upon  Dinwiddle  Construction  Company  to 
give  us  an  estimate  of  what  those  plans  would  cost  if  the  building  was 
put  up  upon  them.     We  have  the  detailed  drawings. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  And  the  estimate  was  $8,200,000.  and 
your  Trustees  had  $5,000,000.  Now,  if  that  is  good  common  sense,  I 
fail  to  see  it.  They  may  be  big  men  in  their  own  affairs,  but  they 
could  not  build  two  flats  for  me,  if  I  told  them  that  I  had  $10,000  and 
they  brought  me  plans  for  $20,000.  Now,  no  architect  could  build  for 
me  if  he  brought  me  in  plans  for  nearly  twice  the  amount  of  money 
that  I  had  on  hand.  Now,  they  must  have  known  that  they  had 
$5,000,000.  They  bring  in  a  beautiful  set  of  plans.  I  do  not  blame 
these  men  for  having  signed  that  beautiful  set  of  plans,  I  would  have 
signed  it,  not  knowing  what  the  cost  would  be,  but  assuming  that 
the  architects  and  that  those  big  men  knew  their  business  and  then 
would  submit  to  me  a  plan  for  $8,200,000,  why,  I  cannot  imagine  men 
doing  such  a  thing— $8,200,000— and  they  knew  thev  only  had  $5,- 
000.000. 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  Mr.  Roncovieri,  they  had  $6,000,000.  (Laugh- 
ter.)    Now,  please,  I  ask  everybody  present — ■ — 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING  (interrupting):  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order  at  this  time,  because  I  am,  at  this  time,  going  to  ask  you  to 
show  all  courtesy  to  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  men  who  represent  the 
veteran  bodies  of  San  Francisco,  and  in  so  doing  you  show  the  calil>er 
of  men  you  are,  not  only  to  the  Mayor,  but  to  this  Board  and  to  the 
men  that  represent  you.  And  I  know  that  you  are  men  that  will  do 
it.  So  kindly  refrain  from  any  demonstration  in  tlie  future.  (Ap- 
plause.) 

THP:  M.AYOR:  I\Ir.  Roncovieri,  if  you  will  take  those  figures,  you 
will  find  that  to  put  a  granite  fi-ont  all  arouiul  all  those  imildings,  the 
estimate  of  the  increased  cost  which  that  involves,  increased  by  the 
amount  of  square  feet  requested  by  the  veterans  from  their  original 
amount  which  they  wanted,  to  105,870  square  feet,  which  means,  as 
you  heard  said  the  other  day.  a  building  137  feet  6  inches  square  and 
ten  stories  high,  which  increased  these  original  plans,  which  all  were 
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agreeable  to,  mind  you,  and  raised  tlie  price  to  $8,200,000,  and  if  in 
terra  cotta  you  will  find  the  cost  was  $7,000,000. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  $7,500,000  and  they  had  only  $5,000,- 
000? 

THE  MAYOR:  They  had  $6,000,000,  Mr.  Roncovieri,  $2,000,000  from 
the  private  subscriptions  invested  in  the  blocks  of  land  and  in  the  cash 
on  hand  and  in  accounts  receivable  and  the  interest  earned  plus  the 
two  blocks  they  had,  and  cash  on  hand,  and  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fi-ancisco,  which  has  not  yet  been  sold. 
So  the  very  lowest,   then,   is   $6,000,000,   four  and  two. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  They  had  $6,000,000  before  they 
bought  the  land,  yes;  after  they  bought  the  land  they  had  $5,000,000 
for  the  buildings;  they  had  $5,100,000  for  the  buildings  and  still  they 
went  to  work  and  made  plans  for  $8,200,000,  and  if  of  terra  cotta, 
$7,500,000.  Then  they  made  the  second  set  of  plans,  and  they  went 
awry  again;  the  granite  exterior  would  have  been  $7,250,000  and  the 
terra  cotta  exterior  $6,600,000.  And  then  they  proceed  to  say,  "It 
indicates  that  these  figures  are  too  high  in  view  of  the  available  funds, 
and  the  alternative  would  seem  to  be  to  redraw  the  plans  with  a  modi- 
fied program."  Now,  they  are  going  to  have  a  third  set  of  plans. 
Well,  what  are  they  going  to  cost?  How  much  is  that  going  to  add 
to  the  $216,000  for  two  sets  of  plans? 

THE  MAYOR:  If  I  had  any  authority.  Supervisor  Roncovieri,  or 
if  you  had  any  authority — the  men  whom  this  Board  are  expected  by 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  to  confirm,  these  matters  will  be  answered 
by  that  authorized  body,  authorized  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco  to 
answer  those  questions,  and  take  charge  of  the  building  of  the  War 
Memorial,  according  to  the  Charter  amendment.  We  have  no  author- 
ity here,  nobody  here.  We  are  just  here  trying  to  get  a  Board  of 
Trustees  confirmed  so  that  we  can  put  the  plans  in  the  hands  of  the 
board  and  tell  them  to  go  ahead,  and  they  will  have  all  the  meetings. 
They  will  hear  the  veterans,  they  will  hear  the  Supervisors,  they  will 
hear  everybody,  but  they  are  the  only  people  that  can  act,  and  that  is 
the  reason  the  War  Memorial  is  held  up.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
cannot  do  anything  with  it. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  The  plans  have  cost  in  actual  money 
$216,000  and  the  building  was  not  started.  What  will  it  cost  in  addition 
for  superintendency  of  that  building  by  the  architects — four,  five  or 
six  per  cent,  or  whatever  they  get  in  addition.  The  third  set  of  plans 
will  have  to  be  made.  I  can  see  here  some  four  or  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  expended  for  architects'  fees  by  the  time  that  this  job  is 
finished,  and  it  is  that  which  particularly  I  criticise  on  the  part  of 
the  Trustees  who  have  held  the  money  for  twelve  years,  as  you  said. 
And  you  have  renamed  some  of  the  very  gentlemen  who,  to  my  mind, 
have  erred  financially.  It  is  inescapable,  in  my  mind,  that  these  gentle- 
men did  not  know  what  was  going  on.  They  must  have  lef*:  this  work 
to  some  particular  individual,  perhaps  to  the  committee,  or  to  the 
architects  themselves,  without  telling  them,  in  advance,  "We  have 
$5,100,000  after  buying  these  lands  and  digging  the  holes.  Now,  be 
sure  not  to  exceed  that;  try  to  keep  your  plans  within  that  amount." 
Now,  they  did  not  do  it.  And  I  say,  in  justice  to  them,  they  are  busy 
men,  they  probably  did  not  know  what  was  going  on.  But  you  have 
renamed   them. 

THE  MAYOR:  Say,  Mr.  Supervisor,  this  Board  had  three  members 
of  its  own  members  upon  this  War  Memorial  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     Only  lately. 

THE  MAYOR:    All  the  time. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Not  all  the  time. 

THE  MAYOR:  Not  within  the  first  few  years,  but  I  mean,  during 
the  last — the  greater  number  of  years.  Why.  you  have  had  Supervisor 
McSheehy,  you  have  had  Supervisor  Colman.  Supervisor  Havenner 
was  named,  but  he  did  not  serve,  but  you  had  your  own  members 
there  and  they  approved  these  plans. 
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SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  That  does  not  change  the  situation 
one  iota. 

THE  MAYOR:    Well,  I  cannot  change  it. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    You  could. 

THE  MAYOR:     How? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  By  not  naming  these  men  and  nam- 
ing a  majority  of  veterans.  You  spoke  of  an  outstanding  labor  leader. 
I  was  the  one  that  suggested  to  you,  in  your  office,  before  these  mem- 
bers, that  a  labor  leader,  a  prominent  labor  man,  should  be  on  this 
Board  of  Trustees. 

THE  MAYOR:    So  we  did  discuss  it  in  my  office,  the  names? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  We  did,  but  I  believe  that  labor  has 
within  its  ranks  outstanding  men  who  are  ex-service  men  and  who 
have  served  their  country.  I  feel  that  there  are  other  men  in  other 
walks  of  life,  bankers,  if  you  wish,  lawyers,  if  you  wish,  other  citizens 
who  have  served  their  country.  Why,  you  can  make  the  whole  eleven 
ex-service  men  if  it  is  desired.  That  is  all  right.  All  we  asked  you, 
in  a  resolution  introduced  by  Supervisor  Havenner,  was  to  name  a 
majority,  six  out  of  eleven.  That  was  easy  to  do,  it  seemed  to  me. 
Unfortunately,  you  have  not  done  it,  and  here  we  have  reached  this 
impasse. 

THE  MAYOR:     The  only  impasse  is  that  the  Board  won't  vote. 
.    SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     I  am  willing  to  vote  and  vote  "no." 

THE  MAYOR:    Call  the  roll  now. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  And  I  suggest  a  roll  call  right  now 
and  we  will  end  this  matter  right  at  this  meeting. 

THE  MAYOR:     Call  the  roll,  begin  with  the  first  name  on  the  list. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Oh.  no.  Mr.  Mayor,  I  object,  and  I 
move  that  the  roll  be  called  on  the  entire  list  of  nominees. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  As  I  understand,  the  privilege  of  the  floor 
has  been  given  Mr.  Glensor. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     I  withdraw  that  motion. 

THE)  MAYOR:  I  am  simply  replying  to  Mr.  Roncovieri,  who  has 
asked  me  some  questions. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  want  some  light  myself  from  the  veterans' 
side,  I  have  never  heard  of  it.  outside  of  whai  you  read. 

THE  MAYOR:  Of  course,  Mr.  Glensor  has  asked  me  to  answer  the 
questions  which  he  has  propounded.  I  have  just  answered  No.  1.  Now, 
Mr.  Glensor. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Regarding  this  set  of  plans,  would  you 
mind  saying  what  date  were  they  approved? 

THE  MAYOR:    March  19.  192S,  almost  two  years  ago. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  That  was  after  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  was 
adopted  by  the  people? 

THE  MAYOR:     Yes. 

MR.  GLENSOR:     Yes,  sir. 

THE  MAYOR:     Now,  Mr.  Glensor. 

MR.  GLENSOR;  In  due  course  we  will  .show  iliat  another  set  of 
plans  was  drawn  under  date  of  May  24,  192S.  We  have  them  here, 
and  they  are  different,  materially  different.  Also  to  answer,  for  the 
information  of  the  Board,  a  question  that  has  recently  come  up,  I 
find  in  the  record  the  following  statement,  that  is.  with  regard  to  tlie 
members  of  this  Board  who  are  also  on  the  Board  of  War  .Memorial 
Trustees:  "July  14,  1927.  A  vacancy  occurring  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  the  Cluiirman  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Mr.  James  B.  McSheehy.  was  unani- 
mously elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Liiter.  Supervisors  Franck  R. 
Havenner  and  Je^se  C.  Colman  were  added  to  the  Board."  It  would 
appear  from  that,  which  is  my  only  information  on  the  subject,  that 
no  member  of  this  Board  was  (Ui  the  Hoard  of  private  War  Memorial 
Trustees  until   July    14,    1927.      Now,   gentlemen,   as    I    understand    the 
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question  on  which  you  are  presently  to  vote  is  the  question,  whether 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  administer  the  War  Memorial,  pursuant  to 
the  Charter  of  the  City,  nominated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  this 
City,  and  coming  to  you  for  confirmation  pursuant  to  the  Charter 
shall  or  shall  noi  be  confirmed.  This  same  Board,  composed  of  the 
identical  individuals,  when  submitted  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  confirmation,  under  date  of  August  25,  and  pursuant  to  instruc- 
tions from  certain  veteran  organizations,  we  appeared  and  filed  written 
opposition  to  the  confirmation,  upon  the  grounds  stated  in  writing  at 
that  time,  and  in  the  wisdom  of  this  Board  it  saw  fit  to  vote  to  not  con- 
firm that  Board  of  Trustees.  From  September  16,  the  date  on  which  that 
vote  was  taken,  until  February  7,  1930,  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind, 
knowing  this  situation  as  I  do,  that  this  entire  controversy  could  have 
been  very  easily  and  amicably  settled  by  making  a  few  changes  in 
those  nominees.  Conferences  were  held  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  in 
an  endeavor  to  get  him  to  make  such  changes  and  to  submit  to  this 
Board  nominations  of  a  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  that  we, 
as  representatives  of  the  veterans,  could  come  before  you  and  ask 
you  to  confirm.  And  you  must  observe  tonight  that  the  result  of  those 
conferences  was  unsuccessful  because  you  are  now  confronted  with 
the  same  Board  of  individuals  which,  on  September  16,  1929,  this 
Board  refused  to  confirm.  I  mention  the  date  of  February  7  because 
that  was  the  date  of  the  last  conference  in  which  we  attempted  to 
reach  an  understanding  and  an  amicable  adjustment  in  this  matter, 
that  the  men  we  represent  would  authorize  and  instruct  us  to  ask 
you  gentlemen  ol  the  Board  to  confirm.  A  proposal  was  made  at 
that  time,  and  we  took  it  back  to  a  meeting  of  the  organizations  which 
we  represent  the  next  day,  at  which  meeting  three  members  of  your 
Board  were  present,  and  the  Mayor  himself  was  invited  to  be  present, 
and  we  submitted  that  proposal  or  recommendation  and  asked  for  in- 
structions, and  we  received  those  instructions,  and  we  are  here  under 
those  instructions  tonight  to  voice  the  opinion  and  the  position  of  the 
veteran  organizations  of  San  Francisco  on  this  question,  which  is  of 
all  importance  to  them.  We  have  been  instructed  by  the  twenty  posts 
of  the  American  Legion  in  San  Francisco,  five  posts  of  the  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars,  four  camps  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
the  United  Veterans'  Council,  the  Disabled  American  Veterans  of  the 
World  War,  the  United  Veterans  of  the  Republic,  and  numerous 
auxiliaries  and  affiliated  organizations,  to  say  to  this  Board  that  these 
organizations  oppose  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  now  before 
you  for  confirmation  upon  the  following  grounds:  First,  all  of  the 
grounds  stated  in  the  written  objections  filed  with  the  Board  on 
September  16,  1929,  under  date,  however,  of  September  7,  because  the 
meeting  was  continued  to  the  time  when  this  samo  Board  of  Trustees 
was  nominated  and  confirmation  thereof  was  refused  by  this  Board. 
Secondly,  upon  the  ground  not  made  before,  that  the  nominations  now 
before  you  include  four  men  who  have  served  upon  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  private  trust  fund;  thirdly,  upon  the  ground  that  in 
all  of  the  places  in  California,  and  elsewhere,  of  which  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain  any  record  or  any  knowledge,  having  War  Memorials, 
which  are  in  the  form  of  housing  facilities  for  the  veteran  organiza- 
tions, the  administration  of  those  buildings  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  veteran  organizations  that  occupy  them.  It  is  not  my 
intention  to  speak  at  any  greater  length  upon  this  matter  than  is 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  organizations  which  we 
represent,  and,  of  course,  we  recognize  the  fact  that  we  are  limited  by 
the  graciousness  with  which  you  gentlemen  give  us  your  time.  But 
if  you  will  permit  me,  I  would  like  to  briefly  sketch  most  of  the  points 
of  these  objections  and  the  veterans'  position  thereon,  and  leave  some 
of  them  to  be  disposed  of  by  my  colleagues  on  the  Advisory  Board, 
and  by  Mr.  Sapiro,  the  past  commander  of  the  County  Council  of  the 
American  Legion.     And  I  promise  you  now  that  we  will  endeavor  to 
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be  just  as  brief  in  our  presentation  as  may  be  consistent  with  clarity. 
When  the  Board   was  submitted  before,  our  opposilion   may   be  sum- 
marized as  follows:    First,  that  a  majority  of  the  Board  was  not  com- 
posed of  veterans.     San  Francisco  is  the  only  City  of  which  we  have 
been   able   to  obtain  a;iy   record   anywhere,   in   the   State  of  California 
or    elsewhere,    that    has    a    War    Memorial,    or    contemplates    a    War 
Memorial,  and  which  has  denied  the  veteran  organizations   who  will 
occupy  it  the  right  to  administer  their  own  War  Memorial.    In  Berke- 
ley, across  the  bay,  there  is  a  War  Memoiial  building,  built  jointly  by 
the  city  and  county,  housing  the  veteran   organizations  of   that  city. 
The  commission  governing  the  building  is  composed  of  the  City  Com- 
missioner of   Buildings  and  five  other  commissioners  selected   by   the 
veterans'    organizations    themselves:     The    American    Legion,    Spanish 
War  Veterans,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  Disabled  American  Veterans 
of  the  World  War  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.    Oakland  has 
a  War  Memorial  housing  the  veteran  organizations  of  that  city,  and 
the  commission  gcjverning  it  is  composed  of  six  veterans,  selected  by 
the  nationally  recognized  veteran  organizations  and  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  govern  the  War  Memorial.    The  same  is  true 
in  Los  Angeles.    To  go  outside  of  the  borders  of  our  own   State.    The 
State    of    Ohio    has    a    War    Memorial    law    authorizing    political    sub- 
divisions of  that  State  to  erect  War  Memorials  and  the  State  law  pro- 
vides  that   those   War   Memorials   shall   be   administered   by   a   Board 
composed  of  five  members  selected  by  the  veterans  themselves:     The 
Grand    Army    of    the    Republic,    the    Spanish    War    Veterans    and    the 
American    Legion      Before    the    Board    of    Supervisors,    on    October    7, 
1929,  the  Mayor,  addressing  you,  said:    "If  I  had  the  appointment  of  all 
the  men  who  served  the  country,  I  would  appoint  every  one  of  them, 
but    you    drew    the    resolution" — apparently    referring    to    the    Charter 
amendment — "but   you    drew    the    resolution    limiting   me    to    eleven." 
But,  gentlemen,  of  these  eleven  we  are  only  asking  for  six.     We  are 
not  asking  for  eleven,  although  I  think  the  veterans  would  be  justified, 
based   upon   the   practice   in    regard   to   War   .Memorials   in    other  com- 
munities,  we   would   be   justified   in   asking  eleven,   but   we  are  only 
asking  six.    Heretofore,  and  up  until   February  7,   the  meeting  which 
I  referred  to  in  my  opening  remarks,  the  veterans  would   have  been 
contented,  I  think  they  would  have  been  satisfied,  if  not  contented,  with 
six  men  who  were  veterans  in  fact,  on  this  War  Memorial  Committee. 
Now,  in  all  kindness,  in  all  sincerity  and  without  any  desire  to  offend 
anyone,  I  state  simply  as  a  fact  that  wlien  we  reported  the  results  of 
our  conference  of  February  7,  1930,  the  veteran  organizations  which  we 
represent  concluded  that  they  were  being  trifled  with  in  this  matter, 
and   they   thereupon   very   definitely    instructed   us   that   they   and   we 
were    now    to    take    the    position    that    we    wanted    a    majority,    not    of 
veterans  in  fact,  but  of  veterans  who  were  members,  who  were  sympa- 
thetic of  and  who  were  familiar  with  the  aims,  objects  and  the  work 
that  was  being  carried  on  by  these  veteran  organizations.    Now,  gentle- 
men,  I  want  to  invite  your  attention   to  the  fact  that  that  is  not  an 
unreasonable   demand.     War    Memorials,    when    built   in   this    form,   as 
housing  accommodations  for  veteran   organizations,  are  occupied,  not 
by  individual  veterans,  but  by  organizations.    Those  organizations  are 
units    of    the    Grand    Army    of    the    Republic.    Women's    Relief    Corps, 
camps  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  posts  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars,  posts  of  the  American  Legion  and  auxiliaries.    Those  organiza- 
tions  are    carrying   on,    and    trying  to   carry    on,    in    this    country    a 
definite  work.    I   wont  go  into  in   detail,   it   is  a  long  story  and   most 
of  you  are  familiar  with   it.   but   I    may  summarize  it   by  saying  that 
it  is  an  endeavor,   within   the  limits   of  our   humble  beliefs,   to  make 
this  country,  this  Nation,  this  State  and  the  community  in  which  we 
live  a   better  idace  in  which  to  live.    We  recognize  the  fact   that   our 
service  to  this  country  did  not  end  when  we  were  given  our  discharges. 
a   red   chevron,   and   permission   from   a   grateful   government   to   buy 
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tickets  home  at  a  reduced  rate,  on  government-operated  railroads,  so 
long  as  we  did  not  insist  on  the  better  class  trains.  We  recognize  the 
fact  that  that  service  continues  to  this  day,  and  we  are  trying  to  do 
certain  work  in  the  way  of  Americanism,  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
munity. To  bring  an  example  home  to  you,  we  are  cooperating  in  the 
Community  Chest  drive  in  San  F^rancisco  right  now,  and  we  are  doing 
it  through  organizations,  and  those  organizations  are  the  veteran  organ- 
izations that  will  occupy  the  War  Memorial,  if  and  when  built.  And 
it  is  entirely  reasonable  that  the  men  who  should  administer  that  War 
Memorial,  as  representatives  of  the  Veterans,  should  be  members  of 
these  organizations,  should  know  what  these  organizations  mean, 
should  know  what  they  are  trying  to  do,  and  should  understand  their 
relationships  one  with  the  other. 

In  November,  shortly  after  the  Armistice  celebration,  his  Honor 
very  graciously  invited  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  Ameri- 
can Legion  to  visit  him  at  his  chambers  for  the  purpos'e  of  discussing 
this  matter,  and  my  predecessor,  as  commander  of  the  County  Coun- 
cil of  the  Americr.n  Legion,  took  us  all  up  there,  some  22  or  23  men, 
and  there  in  the  presence  of  all  of  those  men,  and  in  the  presence  of 
the  press  and  some  visitors,  we  all  understood  him  to  say  that  he 
would  submit  ultimately  a  Board  upon  which  at  least  s-ome  changes 
would  be  made.  Yet  tonight  we  are  confronted  by  the  same  Board.  At 
the  meeting  of  February  7  we  again  made  certain  proposals  which  we 
thought  we  could  get  approved  by  the  organizations  that  we  repre- 
sented, and  the  only  proposal  that  we  could  take  back  to  them  was 
this:  That  it  had  been  rumored  in  the  press  that  two  members  of  this 
Board  were  going  tO'  resign;  that,  if  they  resigned — first,  it  vvas  sug- 
gested that  we  withdraw  all  opposition  to  confirmation  of  this-  Board. 
Then  if  the  two  members  resigned,  Mr.  Mullen  would  be  taken  from 
the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  and  appointed  upon  this  Board 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  And  then  if  Mr.  Mullen 
resigned  from  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees,  which  I  take  it 
is  not  necessary  for  him  to  do  unless  he  wanted  to,  some  outstanding 
veteran,  whom  we  do  not  know,  would  be  appointed  in  his  place,  and 
there  would  be  six  veterans  in  fact  upon  the  administrative  body, 
controlling  the  War  Memorial.  That  was  the  proposal  which  we  took 
back  to  the  organizations  which  we  represent,  the  next  day,  and  that 
was  the  time  when,  as  I  told  you  a  moment  before,  they  concluded 
that  they  were  being  trifled  with  and  instructed  us  not  only  to  oppose 
the  confirmation  of  this  Board  upon  all  the  grounds  stated  on  Sep- 
tember 16,  1929,  but  upon  the  additional  grounds  that  they  object  to 
any  members  of  the  old  Board,  for  reasons  which  I  will  hereafter 
develop,  being  appointed  on  the  new  Board,  and  they  also  will  not  be 
satisfied — 'I  am  not  saying  they  may  not  ultimately  have  to  take  them 
— but  they  will  never  be  satisfied  unless  there  are  six  veterans  upon 
the  Board  of 'War  Memorial  Trustees  who  are  satisfactory  to  the  vet- 
eran organizations,  who  are  going  to  use  the  War  Memorial.  In  that 
connection  I  may  say,  and  I  take  it  that  any  discussion  here  tonight 
to  be  of  any  value  must  be  frank,  that  the  veterans  regard  this  prete-- 
ent  Board  of  Trustees  as  containing  but  one  man  that  is  serviceable 
to  them  as  a  veteran  who  ha.s-  knowledge  of  and  is  sympathetic  with 
veteran  organizations  and  the  work  they  are  doing.  One  veteran  has 
reached  advanced  years  and  his  health  is  poor,  a  man  whom  we  re- 
vere and  respect,  and  in  whom  we  have  the  highest  confidence,  and 
for  whom  we  have  the  greatest  esteem;  his  health  is  failing;  he  has 
reached  the  highest  office  in  military  life  that  his  country  can  give 
with  one  or  two  exceptions.  He  has  devoted  his  whole  life  to  the 
service  of  the  country,  and  we  think  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  ex- 
pect from  him  the  understanding  of  the  detailed  work  in  the  admin- 
istration of  thi.s-  War  Memorial  which  the  veterans'  needs  require. 
And  for  the  other  three  veterans,  they  are  veterans  in  fact,  but  with 
respect  to  the  veteran  organizations  that  will  occupy  those  buildings, 
they  are  either  apathetic  or  avowedly  hostile. 
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The  veterans  object  to  the  confirmation  of  this  Board  upon  the 
ground  that  this  Board  of  Supervisors  has  gone  on  record  interpret- 
ing the  Charter  Amendment,  Charter  Amendment  32,  which  says  that, 
in  making  the  appointments,  due  consideration  shall  be  given  to  the 
veterans  of  all  wars,  that  a  majority  of  the  Board  should  be  veterans, 
and  there  is  not  a  majority  of  the  Board  proi)osed  veterans,  either 
in  fact  or  in  deed.  Now,  on  September  16,  when  the  other  Board  was 
proposed,  we  filed  objections  to  any  Board  of  Trustees  which  contains 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  And  that  objection  was  not 
personal,  gentlemen,  and  it  was  not  political.  It  is  a  practical  objec- 
tion which  we  base  on  a  matter  of  principle.  We  have  stated  it  fully 
in  the  written  argument  which  we  filed  on  September  16,  which  has 
been  printed  and  submitted  to  you,  and  I  will  make  no  further  argu- 
ment on  that  point.  There  is  one  other  member  of  the  Board  to  which 
we  are  instructed  to  specifically  object,  and  I  will  leave  that  matter 
to  be  discussed  by  Mr.  Burns,  the  matters  having  arisen  while  he  was 
commander  of  the  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion,  if  you  will 
accord  him  a  hearing.  We  object  to  the  confirmation  of  a  Board  con- 
taining any  of  the  old  Board  of  Trustees;  that  is.  the  Board  that  has 
administered  this  private  trust  fund  for  12  long  years.  Those  of  you 
who  sat  here  the  other  night  and  heard  this  long  record  read  must 
have  caught,  from  time  to  time,  flashes  of  the  fact  that  for  12  years, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  these  Trustees  had  signed  their  names 
to  a  trust  indenture  naming  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American 
Legion  specifically  as  a  beneficiary,  that  for  12  years  there  had  been 
active  opposition  and  covert  hostility  to  the  San  Francisco  i)osts  of 
the  American  Legion.  This  record  is  replete  with  incidents  which 
show  that,  during  all  this  time,  there  has  been  no  attempt  to  ascer- 
tain the  needs  and  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  veteran  organi- 
zations. On  the  contrary,  this  record  throughout  the  long  statement 
made  by  Mr.  Drum,  especially  in  the  latter  part  of  the  statement  that 
he  made,  and  at  the  public  meeting  of  December  6,  1928,  when  he 
was  examined  or  when  questions  were  propounded  to  him,  it  shows 
that  it  has  been  a  game  of  chess  with  these  Trustees,  not  to  carry 
out  and  discharge  the  trusts-  which  they  accepted  when  they  signed 
this  trust  indenture,  but  to  defeat  those  rights  of  the  veteran  organi- 
zations of  San  Francisco. 

THE  MAYOR:  Will  you  excuse  me  just  a  moment.  Mr.  Glensor? 
I  see  Mr.  Marks,  a  former  member  of  the  Board  and  a  member  of  the 
committee.  Will  you  come  forward,  Mr.  Marks,  and  have  a  seat  some- 
where? You  might  be  interested  in  this.  Mr.  Marks  was  one  of  the 
committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors-  to  act  in 
ironing  out  this  affair. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  will  join  his  Honor  in  inviting  my  brother  at 
the  bar  in.  His  Honor  mentioned  that  committee  of  nine.  In  passing, 
I  just  want  to  call  your  attention  to  one  most  significant  fact,  gentle- 
men, about  the  records  which  are  submitted  to  you  in  this  book,  as 
emanating  from  that  committee  of  nine.  Look  througli  them  and  will 
yoii  find  one  word,  in  writing,  emanating  from  that  committee  of  nine, 
that  was  not  sul)mitted  by  the  veteran  organizations  of  San  Fran- 
cisco? Not  one.  We  put  every  statement  that  was  filed  with  that  com- 
mittee of  nine  in  writing,  as  an  indisputable  record  to  be  referred  to 
thereafter,  as-  to  what  our  position  was  at  all  times,  and  not  one  other 
word  emanated  from  that  committee  of  nine  in  writing,  other  than 
the  records  which  we  submitted  to  them.    So  much  for  that. 

To  return  to  our  objections  to  the  old  Board  of  Trustees,  we  think 
that  their  refusal  to  account  to  tlie  beneficiaries  of  this  trust  fund 
alone  is  a  sufflcient  ground  for  their  rejection  as  trustees  of  any  other 
trust  fund,  public  or  private.  Do  you  recall  in  that  report  of  December 
6,  1928,  where  the  veterans  said,  when  they  came  in,  they  said,  "Well, 
you  gentlemen  are  here;  what  do  you  want?"  And  they  said,  "Why, 
we  came  up  here  and  we  thought  that  we  were  going  to  get  the  ac- 
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counting  we  were  waiting  for  so  long  of  this  trust  fund.  Wliat  hap- 
pened to  it?"  Again,  in  the  long  written  document  which  is  printed 
in  here,  filed  under  date  of  April  20,  1929,  there  is  a  passage,  you  will 
find  a  passage  somewhere  like  this — I  won't  stop  to  find  it  and  quote  it, 
but  I  remember  it  quite  well  because  I  wrote  it  myself:  We  think, 
perhaps,  that  if  you  do  so  and  so  it  will  be  a  very  happy  solution, 
because  that  would  carry  with  it  the  accounting  which  the  veterans 
have  so  long  desired.  And  now  that  the  matter  has  been  called  to 
your  attention  we  have  no  doubt  but  it  will  be  immediately  forth- 
coming. The  fund  had  then  been  in  existence  for  eight  or  nine  years, 
expenses  had  been  incurred,  income  had  been  received  and  definite  and 
repeated  requests  had  been  made  for  a  financial  statement  or  account- 
ing, and  those  requests  had  all  been  refused  except  a  sketchy  and  frag- 
mentary balance  sheet  which  was  filed  as  of  September,  1928.  Many 
other  requests  were  made  for  an  accounting,  and  finally,  after  there 
had  been  a  change  in  the  chairmanship  of  the  Board  of  private  Trustees 
we  addressed  a  letter  to  his  successor,  Mr.  William  H.  Crocker,  in 
which  we  asked  him  very  graciously  for  an  accounting.  In  reply  we 
received  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  signing  himself  the  secretary  to  the 
Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees,  and  it  read  substantially  as  follows: 
According  to  my  understanding  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco  are  not 
direct  beneficiaries  of  the  trust  fund,  but  are  only  entitled  to  the  bene- 
ficial use  of  the  buildings  when  built.  Now,  one  of  the  most  significant 
documents  in  connection  with  this  whole  controversy  is  the  trust  in- 
denture of  August  19,  1921.  And  in  it  you  will  find  this  language — 
I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  in  here  or  not,  it  certainly  was  not  read 
to  you — "requirements  of  trust  in  favor  of  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the 
American  Legion.  The  building  to  be  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco 
Posts  of  the  American  Legion  shall  be  occupied  and  used  by  the  various 
duly  organized  and  authorized  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American 
Legion  without  rent  charge.  The  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American 
Legion,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall,  under  such  rules  and  conditions 
as  they  may  prescribe,  provide  headquarters  for  veterans  of  the  Mex- 
ican War,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Spanish-American  War  vete- 
rans, and  such  other  patriotic  organizations  as  such  San  Francisco 
Posts  of  the  American  Legion  may  from  time  to  time  desire  to  install." 
Then  follows  a  provision  in  case  the  American  Legion  should  ever 
merge  in  any  other  organization,  what  would  happen,  and  finally  it 
says:  "The  said  building  to  be  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Posts 
of  the  American  Legion  shall  be  used  both  as  a  club  and  meeting  rooms 
of  the  executive  ofl[ices  and  for  auditorium  purposes."  That  is  the  pro- 
vision of  the  private  trust  fund. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     What  is  the  date  of  that? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  August  19,  1921.  Now,  that  is  the  trust  indenture 
under  which  the  private  Trustees  took  the  money  and  administered  it. 
I  won't  read  it  all,  it  is  a  nine-page  closely  typewritten  legal-size  docu- 
ment, but  in  it  there  are  provisions  that  they  should  take  this  money, 
acquire  land  and  build  the  buildings  for  certain  purposes,  and  among 
them  that  is  one  of  the  purposes.  Now,  that  very  clearly  makes  the 
San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  beneficiaries,  and  if  there 
is  anything  that  is  settled,  gentlemen,  in  the  law  of  trusts,  as  your 
City  Attorney  or  your  colleagues  on  the  Board  who  are  members  of  the 
bar  can  tell  you,  it  is  that  a  beneficiary  of  a  trust  fund  may  have  an 
accounting  at  all  reasonable  and  proper  times  from  his  trustee.  Well, 
we  wrote  and  asked  for  such  an  accounting,  and  finally,  from  the  latest 
chairman  of  this  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees,  in  reply  we  received 
this  letter,  saying  that,  according  to  his  secretary's  understanding  of 
the  trust  fund  we  were  not  beneficiaries.  And  in  reply  to  that  we 
reolied  in  a  letter,  which  has  been  read  to  this  Board  at  least  twice, 
once  on  January  20,  1930,  and  again  at  the  long  meeting  a  week  ago 
tonight.  And  in  that  letter  we  said  substantially  this:  Dear  Mr. 
Crocker:  We  are  not  interested  in  your  secretary's  understanding  of 
the  trust  indenture.  What  we  want  is  an  accounting.  We  want  it  for 
vour   benefit   as  well   as   our   own.     There   are  many   rumors   of   mis- 
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management  and  waste,  and  we  would  like  to  have  an  answer  for 
those  rumors,  and  we  would  like  to  answer  our  own  members,  and  we 
would  like  to  answer  the  public  that  are  saying  that  there  has  been 
mismanagement  and  waste.  Furthermore,  we  want  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  your  secretary's  understanding  is  wrong.  And 
then  we  invited  attention  to  the  trust  indenture  which  makes  the 
American  Legion  Posts  beneficiaries.  And  finally  we  said:  We  note  in 
the  financial  statement  that  you  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  you  have  spent,  over  a  period  of  years,  $13,000  for  legal  expenses, 
and  we  ask  you,  is  it  possible  that  in  buying  $13,000  worth  of  legal 
advice  you  have  not  taken  occasion  to  ask  your  counsel  who  are  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  trust  fund,  but  now,  twelve  years  after  its  incep- 
tion, you  are  obliged  to  rely  for  that  information  upon  your  secretary's 
understanding?  And  that  is  the  letter,  gentlemen,  about  which  our 
Mayor  has  expressed  such  violent  indignation — not  violent  indignation 
that  Trustees  of  a  great  quasi-public  trust  should  deny  one  of  the 
beneficiaries  the  accounting  to  which  they  are  entitled,  but  indignation 
that  they  should  ask  for  it,  an  indignation  in  which  I  cannot  share. 
In  this  report  his  Honor  saw  fit  to  read  to  you  an  editorial  from  one 
of  the  great  San  Francisco  dailies.  Now,  as  all  citizens  do,  living 
under  this  government  of  the  people,  for  the  people  and  by  the  news- 
papers, I  recognize  the  right  of  the  general  press  to  express  them- 
selves on  every  topic.  And  this  editorial  stated  that  the  trustees  of  this 
private  fund  are  only  accountable  to  the  donors.  Now,  passing  for  a 
moment  the  fact  that  practically  all  the  veterans  who  are  interested 
in  this  matter  are  donors  of  this  trust  fund — of  course,  they  did  not 
give  as  much  as  some,  but  they  gave  what  they  could — it  happened 
that  in  that  particular  instance  this  gentleman  or  this  editorial  writer 
was  wrong,  just  a  little  bit  wrong,  but.  nevertheless,  he  was  some- 
what wrong.  It  is  true  they  are  responsible  and  accountable  to  the 
donors  of  the  trust  fund,  but  they  are  also  accountable  and  responsible 
to  the  beneficiaries.  And  to  match  editorial  with  editorial,  may  I  read 
you  an  excerpt  from  an  editorial  which  appeared  in  another  great  San 
Francisco  paper.  "Is  it  proper,"  it  is  said  in  this  editorial,  "to  appoint 
men  as  trustees  of  a  great  public  trust  fund  who.  Tor  nine  years,  have 
been  trustees  of  a  two  million  dollar  private  fund  and  who  refuse  to 
make  an  accounting  of  their  trusteeship?" 

Now,  soon  after  his  honor  announced  that  he  would  make  this  com- 
plete investigation,  whicli  has  culminated  in  this  report  which  is  before 
you,  an  announcement  that  was  received  by  the  veterans  with  great 
enthusiasm  because  we  welcomed  it,  my  predecessor  as  commander  of 
the  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion.  Mr.  Milton  Saniro.  sent 
a  communication  to  the  Mayor,  in  which  the  following  was  said,  among 
other  things: 

"Dear  Mayor  Rolph :  In  connection  witb  the  A'arious  statements  that 
have  been  made  in  reference  to  the  War  Memorial  project,  and  to  assist 
in  your  preparation  of  a  complete  report  on  this  subject,  we  refer  you 
to  the  following  dat?: 

"First,  let  it  be  noted  that  yon  probably  will  hi-ve  access  to  more 
data  than  has  been  made  available  to  the  veteran  nrcranizations  as  the 
trustees  under  the  present  existing  trust  have  failed  and  neelectei  to 
furnish  a  detaile.'i  financial  statement  to  the  vetevan  organizations, 
although  thev  promised  to  furnish  the  Pame  more  than  one  yenr  aero. 

"If  you  will  secure  a  copy  of  thp  financinl  statement  snlimitted  by 
the  auditors.  Bullock,  Kellog  and  Mitchell,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
dated  September  30.  1928.  you  will  find  that  at  that  date  t>iis  Board 
of  Trustees  had  deoosited  in  banks  and  trust  companies  $306,211.54, 
and  in  addition  had  $910,017.27  on  certificates  of  deposit  representing 
money  deposited  with  banks  but  for  which  tlie  banks  had  issued  such 
certificates. 

"We  believe  that  your  failure  to  take  this  fact  into  account  resulted 
in  the  statement   which   you   made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors   that 
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there  never  was  more  than  two  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
dei)osited  with  banks.  We  know  that  you  did  not  intend  to  give  the 
erroneous  impression  that  no  other  money  was  deposited  with  banks, 
and  that  you  will  recognize  that  the  money  represented  by  these  cer- 
tificates of  deposit  was  just  as  much  a  deposit  as  money  placed  in  a 
savings  or  commercial  account. 

"We  have  not  been  informed  as  to  the  interest  rate  on  these  certifi- 
cates of  deposit,  but  you  will  be  able  to  ascertain  that  and  whether 
the  rate  was  the  customary  rate  of  two  or  four  per  cent." 
Try  and  find  it  in  this  report. 

"If  you  will  refer  to  the  same  report,  you  will  find  that  the  trustees 
borrowed  from  the  American  Trust  Company  $328,287.44,  upon  which 
interest  was  paid.  Interest  on  such  a  loan  at  the  usual  rate  of  C% 
is  $1G41.43  per  month.  The  reports  and  accounts  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  establish  conclusively  that  this  money  was  borrowed  at  a 
time  when  the  trustees  held  these  certificates  of  deposit,  which  could 
have  been  turned  into  cash  and  used,  instead  of  borrowing  money  from 
a  bank  at  a  loss  of  $1G41.00  a  month.  We  think  that  you  should  get 
a  very  definite  statement  as  to  the  amount  of  interest  paid  in  both 
instances  and  determine  whether  there  has  been  any  discrepancy  un- 
favorable to  the  trust  fund." 

I  have  made  a  very  careful  examination  of  this  financial  state- 
ment, and  had  an  examination  made  by  two  certified  public  account- 
ants. Although  you  appreciate,  gentlemen,  it  is  difficult  for  a  lawyer 
to  admit  that  there  is  anything  that  he  connot  extricate  from  a  written 
document,  nevertheless  I  admit  it,  and  had  an  analysis  made  by  two 
certified  public  accountants  and  it  cannot  be  determined  from  this  re- 
port what  interest  was  received  on  the  money  on  deposit,  on  how  much 
money  it  was  received,  over  what  period  it  was  received,  nor  can  it 
be  determined  what  rate  of  interest  was  paid,  on  how  much  money 
it  was  paid,  or  over  what  period  it  was  paid.  There  are  just  two 
entries:  Received  interest,  so  much;  paid  interest,  so  much;  differ- 
ence, so  much.  That  does  not  mean  anything.  It  might  have  been 
at  one  per  cent,  or  one-half  of  one  per  cent  by  weight  and  volume, 
or  it  might  have  been  at  eight  or  ten  per  cent.     Nobody  can  tell. 

"In  further  considering  the  financial  account,  we  ask  that  a  report 
be  made  concerning  the  reasons  why  the  two  blocks  on  Van  Ness 
Avenue  were  excavated  before  plans  had  been  prepared  and  approved 
by  all  necessary  parties  so  as  to  deprive  the  trurrt  fund  of  the  income 
from  the  Locomobile  building  standing  on  one  of  the  blocks  and  the 
oil  stations  standing  on  the  corner  of  one  of  the  blocks.  The  amount 
of  rental  lost  should  appear  in  the  trustees'  records." 

Find  an  answer  to  that  in  anything  that  has  been  submitted  to  you. 
"We  also  suggest  that  you  ascertain  definitely  the  reason  why  title 
to  the  property  involved  was  held  in  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company  for 
a  period  of  more  than  four  years,  thus  resulting  in  an  expenditure  of 
taxes  from  the  trust  fund,  which  expenditure  would  not  have  been 
necessary  if  the  property  had  been  transferred  to  the  board  of  regents 
of  the  University  of  California  as  contemplated." 

Another  item  that  is  not  reported  to  you  and  not  of  record. 
For  twelve  vears  we  have  been  trying  to  get  a  statement.  What  we 
finallv  got  is  "embodied  in  here,  and  what  it  is,  gentlemen,  is  what  a 
bookkeeper  would  colloquially,  and  perhaps  slangily,  refer  to  as  "a 
balance  sheet,"  or  a  statement  pulled  off  the  books.  It  shows  what 
the  books  show,  the  books  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees,  and  nothing 
else.  To  begin  with,  it  is  uncertified,  although  made  by  certified  pub- 
lic accountants,  it  is  not  certified.  And  whether  a  public  accountant 
Is  certified  or  not,  if  he  does  not  append  his  certificate,  he  is  merely 
doing  the  work  of  a  bookkeeper,  and  that  implies  no  criticism  of  the 
accountants  who  made  this  report  whatsoever  because  we  have  not 
the  slightest  doubt  but  what  they  did  just  what  they  were  told.  It 
shows  cash  on  hand  in  the  sum  of  $64,000.     Now,  $64,000  is  important 
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money  in  any  language,  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  men  who 
are  submitted  to  you  to  be  trustees  and  administrators  of  $4,000,000 
of  the  money  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Franisco, 
should  actually  carry,  not  on  interest  but  cash  on  hand,  over  an  unde- 
termined period,  |64,000  odd.  Subscriptions  receivable,  $231,442.41. 
And  the  report  says  that  individual  balances  representing  that  are 
appended  in  the  schedule,  and  that  schedule  is  not,  for  some  unknown 
reason,  printed  in  this  report.  We  might  find  in  there,  if  we  were 
favored  with  a  knowledge  of  its  contents,  some  of  our  most  construc- 
tive critics  who  had  not  paid  their  subscription  to  the  War  Memorial 
Fund.  Interest  receivable  is  shown  as  $6,834.67  and  interest  accrued. 
$394,350.50,  but  it  does  not  appear  at  what  rate,  on  what  amount,  or 
over  what  period,  and  there  is  no  way  of  determining  that  except  by 
getting  information  which  has  not  been  made  available  to  us.  Inter- 
est charges,  $151,852.52.  And  we  have  asked — we  have  asked  no  later 
than  here  tonight,  and  would  be  very  pleased  to  receive  an  answer 
from  anybody,  why  was  it  necessary,  with  all  this  money  on  hand — 
there  has  apparently  never  been  a  time  since  the  Trustees  invested  a 
dollar  in  land  that  they  have  not  had  a  very  large  sum  of  money  on 
hand — why,  gentlemen,  is  it  necessary  to  deplete  this  trust  fund  by 
spending  $151,000  for  interest? 

You  will  find  another  item  in  this  financial  statement  of  $21,000  for 
the  Locomobile  lease.  Now,  $21,000  for  that  lease  may  have  been  a 
most  reasonable  amount;  it  might  have  been  a  great  buy  at  that 
time;  it  might  have  represented  a  very  sharp  bargain  on  the  part  of 
the  Trustees,  and,  en  the  other  hand,  it  might  not.  It  might  have  only 
had  a  month  to  run;  we  do  not  know,  and  we  cannot  determine,  and 
there  is  no  explanation  in  this  so-called  "accounting". 

Architects,  drafting,  and  so  forth,  $319,664.51.  Now,  that  includes 
the  $78,000  for  excavating  which  you  asked  about  a  few  moments  ago, 
but  the  figure  that  was  before  you  at  that  moment  does-  not;  the  figure 
that  was  before  you  then  was  some  two  hundred-odd  thousand  dollars. 

SUPERVISOR    TONER:     $216,000. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Right,  and  that  does  not  include  the  excavation, 
but  this  figure  does.  Now,  that  is  carried  as  an  asset.  And,  in  part, 
it  is  an  asset;  the  excavation  is  properly  an  asset.  I  suppose  the 
place  had  to  be  excavated  s-ome  time,  and  it  is,  in  part,  an  asset;  but 
the  $216,000  for  plans  are  certainly  not  an  asset,  because  it  is  con- 
ceded by  the  Trustees  themselves,  as  I  am  going  to  read  to  you  in  a 
moment,  that  the  plans  must  be  redrawn.  And  the  only  answer  that 
we  have  had  to  that  so  far  is  that  the  veterans  approved  the  pla;ns; 
that  is,  the  American  Legion  approved  the  plans.  That  is  true,  they 
approved  those  plans-.  I  have  no  intention  of  denying  it.  I  would  be 
foolish  if  I  did.  But,  gentlemen,  that  is  one  of  the  most — I  was  going 
to  say  "vicious";  I  won't  use  that  word — annoying  kind  of  statement 
to  answer;  it  is  half  truth.  The  veterans  did  approve  those  plans, 
and  I  am  going  to  leave  to  my  colleague,  Mr.  Burns,  if  you  will  listen 
to  him  a  few  moments  when  1  am  finished,  and  I  assure  you  I  am 
going  to  finish  s-ome  time.  I  am  going  to  leave  to  him  to  explain  to 
you  under  what  circumstances  they  approved  the  plans.  Then  we  will 
show  you  another  set  of  plans  which  were  produced  afterwards  and 
which  have  never  been  referred  to  here  at  all.  We  have  them  right 
here.  Now,  I  said  a  moment  ago  that  it  was  conceded  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  themselves  that  the  plans  must  be  redrawn.  At  a  meeting 
in  this  room  on  July  17,  1929,  we  have  this  statement  from  one  of 
the  trustees,  Mr.  Herl)ert  Flei^hhacker,  and  I  am  reading  from  page 
90  of  this  printed  report:  "Both  for  financial  reasons  and  at  the  snme 
time  to  save  time.  Were  we  to  put  another  bond  issue  on  the  ballot, 
it  would  mean  probably  a  year's  delay.  I  want  to  say  this,  in  justice 
tc'  the  arcliitects  present:  They  were  not  asked  at  any  time  bv  the 
building  committee  to  get  up  a  set  of  plans  to  have  an  opera  house 
and  Legion  building  within  the  $5,000,000  limit,   and   they  are  not  to 
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blame  And  I  think  that  should  be  understood  because  otherwise  there 
is  a  possibility  of  them  being  criticised  for  running  $1,500,000  in  excess 
of  the  amount  available.  The.v  were  asked  to  get  up  a  very  beautiful 
building,  one  that  would  serve  the  purpose  and  that  would  answer 
the  requirements  of  the  Legionnaires.  They  have  done  that,  but  now 
we  will  have  to  go  back  at  them  again  with  a  definite  lot  of  instruo- 
tions,  telling  them  to  develop  it,  as  best  they  can,  for  the  $5,000,000. 
I  believe  they  can  do  it  and  will  have  a  building  that  will  do  credit 
to  San  Francisco."  In  other  words,  go  back  at  them  and  have  them 
redraw  the  plans  to  conform  to  the  money  available.  Now,  this  report 
does  show  that  the  Trustees  have  received  over  $2,000,000,  to  be  exact, 
from  the  money  received  from  all  sources — without  repeating  the 
various  figures  it  is  $2,239,477.  Now,  if  you  deduct  from  that  the  land, 
the  purchase  price  of  the  south  block,  the  north  block,  the  Locomobile 
lease,  excavation,  fire  protection  service,  ground  breaking— ground 
breaking  is  being  carried  as  an  asset,  $1,465  for  ground  breaking  ex- 
pense is  being  carried  as  an  as-set  in  this  report,  furniture  and  fixtures, 
legal  expense,  commission  on  bonds,  administration  and  salaries,  what 
else  is  there,  gentlemen?  If  you  deduct  all  of  those  things,  you  have 
$1,381,303,  and  if  you  take  out  of  that  the  amount  of  cash,  admittedly 
now  on  hand,  of  $772,652.57,  you  have  left  $608,651.17  that  has  been 
administered  away  by  this  board  of  private  War  Memorial  Trustees 
somewhere.  I  do  not  know  where.  I  wis-h  I  did.  We  have  been  trying 
for  years  to  find  out,  and  we  have  not  found  out  yet,  but  it  has  been 
administered  away.  Extricate  it  from  that  report  if  you  can— certified 
public  accountants  cannot— but  you  get  it  out  if  you  can.  And  you 
are  asked  now  to  confirm  four  of  these  men  upon  a  Board  of  Public 
Trustees,  to  administer  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial.  One  of  the 
San  Francisco  papers  published  this  morning  an  editorial  in  which  it 
tried  to  reconcile  those  figures.  On  the  one  hand  it  set  down  what  it 
thought  was  all  the  money  received,  and  on  the  other  hand  it  set  down 
what  had  been  expended,  and  it  then  said:  "These  plans  are  certainly 
of  some  value."  But  the  difference  between  those  figures,  gentlemen, 
was  $450,445.    Where  is  it? 

In  the  argument  which  was  sent  out  and  induced  people  to  vote  the 
$4,000,000  bonds,  the  written  statement  was  made:  "The  land  is  bought 
and  the  money,  $2,000,000,  is  in  the  bank,"  and  if  this  report  shows 
anything,  it  shows  that  $2,000,000  was  never  in  the  bank. 

Now,  gentlemen,  a  few  moments  more  and  I  will  finish,  and  then,  if 
you  will  be  good  enough  to  listen  to  my  colleagues,  we  will  all  be 
through.  There  has  been  a  tremendous  amount  of  misrepresentation 
disseminated  in  connection  with  the  veterans'  position  in  this  matter, 
and  I  feel  that  I  must  call  attention  to  some  of  the  things  that  have 
been  said  and  point  out  that  they  are  erroneous. 

On  January  20,  1930,  in  this  Board  his  honor,  the  Mayor,  on  page  4, 
said:  "My  office  is  now  deluged  with  resolutions,  unanimously  adopted 
by  veterans  of  the  World  War,  of  the  Spanish  American  War  and  other 
organizations,"  demanding  that  the  Mayor  resubmit  the  eleven  names 
that  he  has  now  submitted.  Gentlemen,  I  won't  endeavor  to  speak 
for  the  veterans  of  the  World  War  because  there  are  many  local  and 
unit  organizations,  what  we  call  "reunion  organizations."  And  I  sup- 
pose they  could  be  called  "veterans  of  the  World  War,"  but  it  so 
happens  that  I  am  a  veteran  of  the  last  two  wars.  I  do  not  say  that 
boastfully,  but  merely  cite  it  as  a  lack  of  common  sense.  And  it  so 
happens  that  I  am  vice-commander  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans'  County 
Council.  And  I  immediately  went  to  every  one  of  the  camps  of  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans  in  San  Francisco,  and  I  asked  them  to  give  me 
a  copy  of  any  resolution  or  any  document  with  which  they  had  deluged 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  asking  that  he  resubmit  this 
Board,  and  I  have  been  assured,  in  going  over  the  list  of  these  organ- 
izations, that  not  one  of  them  has  ever  made  such  a  suggestion,  and  if 
his  Honor  has  any  such  resolutions,  I  would  ask  they  be  produced  here 
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that  they  may  be  made  a  part  of  the  record  for  our  benefit  because 
if  he  is  being  deluged  with  resolutions  from  organizations  that  we 
represent  I  think,  in  fairness  to  us,  we  ought  to  have  the  privilege  of 
going   to   them. 

On  February  10th,  page  2,  his  honor  made  the  statement  that,  at 
the  meeting  of  February  7th  with  the  veterans'  organizations,  he  had 
tried  to  make  several  compromises — "I  tried  to  make  several  compro- 
mises." Now,  I  am  sure  that  in  making  such  a  statement  his  honor 
was  losing  sight  of  what  had  occurred  in  the  exigencies  of  parliamen- 
tary debate  because  I  sat  through  that  entire  meeting  on  February 
7th,  right  directly  in  front  of  him,  with  my  colleagues  at  my  side,  and 
the  only  projiosal  that  was  made,  if  it  could  be  called  s-uch,  was  that  if 
a  couple  of  the  Supervisors  resigned  he  would  appoint  Mr.  Mullen, 
and  then  if  Mr.  Mullen  resigned  he  would  appoint  an  outstanding 
veteran  in  his  place.  Again,  in  this  report  on  page  177  it  is  said  that 
we  immediately  accepted  it.  Again  I  must  say  his  honor  was  mistaken 
because  I  personally  stated  to  him  at  least  three  times  on  that  occasion 
that  we  were  acting  under  instructions;  we  were  merely  a  mouthpiece 
for  the  veteran  organizations  that  we  represented,  and  we  had  no 
right  and  no  authority  to  accept  anything,  and  his  honor  said  to  me 
that  he  understood  that,  and  we  told  him  that  we  would  report  what- 
ever proposal  he  made  to  our  organizations,  and  we  invited  him  to 
ccme  up  there  and  see  if  he  could  convince  them  that  it  was  a  fair 
solution  to  this  matter,  and  he  declined  to  do  so. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  apologize  for  that  remark.  I  did  not  decline  to  do 
so.  I  told  you  that  it  was  midnight,  and  that  I  had  a  lot  of  things  to 
do,  and  I  asked  you  to  kindly  excuse  me  and  you  said  you  would 
under  the  circumstances.  I  never  declined  to  go  at  any  time,  and  I 
ask  several  of  the  vets  to  rise  in  their  seats  and  defend  my  position 
that  night  when  I  was  asked.  They  were  present  at  the  meeting. 
(Two  men  stand  up  among  the  audience.) 

MR. :  Mr.  Glensor,  we  did  not  suppose  we  were  veterans. 

We  think  we  are. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Now  that  that  is  over,  I  will  make  it  a  little  more 
clear:  The  meeting  to  which  we  invited  the  Mayor  was  to  occur  the 
next  day.  and  there  were  three  members-  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
there,  and  I  believe  his  honor  said,  in  order  to  make  it  perfectly  fair 
and  make  it  perfectly  clear,  that  you  had  to  go  and  see  a  relative  off 
on  a  boat  that  was  sailing  at  noon.  Isn't  that  right?  That  is  correct, 
isn't  it? 

THE  MAYOR:     I  did.     Was  there  any  objection  to  that? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  No,  but  I  want  to  make  it  just  as  equally  clear 
that  we  did  not  accept  any  proposal  that  was  made  that  night,  and 
I  may  say  to  you  now  that  we  have  no  authority,  and  have  never 
assumed  any,  and  will  not  assume  any,  to  accept  any  deal  of  any 
nature  whatsoever  in  regard  to  this  matter.  We  are  voicing  the  wishes 
of  certain  people  whom  we  represent  and  that  is  all  we  are  doing. 

On  February  10th  last,  this  appears  on  page  6  of  the  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  that  meeting,  his  honor  said:  "Last  Friday  night  I 
was  asked  to  turn  over  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  voted  by  the  people, 
turn  it  all  over  to  a  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  $4,000,000,  plus  the  block  of  land,  a  $4,000,000  War  Me- 
morial. Tliat  leaves-  a  block  of  land  and  $772,000  in  the  treasury  for 
the  building  of  an  opera  l]ouse.  The  charter  amendment  provides 
that  it  shall  not  be  used  except  for  War  Meniorial  purposes  and 
municipal  purposes.  You  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  to  build  a  $4,000,- 
000  War  Memorial  for  a  building  simply  for  the  veterans'  uses  alone 
which,  after  30  or  40  or  50  years,  the  veterans,  like  all  of  us,  pass 
away,  and  there  will  be  standing  on  a  block  of  land  over  there  a 
building  for  War  Memorial  purpos-es  and  for  veterans'  i)urposes  that 
cost  more  than  the  Olympic  Club,  the  Elks  Club  and  the  William 
Taylor  Hotel  combined." 
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Now,  I  am  very  glad  that  he  made  that  statement.  I  am  very  glad 
that  his  honor  said  that,  because  it  gives  me  a  chance  to  say  to  you 
gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  to  say  to  you  gentlemen  of 
the  press,  and  to  say  to  you  people  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  some- 
thing that  I  have  wanted  to  say  and  something  that  the  veterans  have 
wanted  to  say  to  all  of  you  for  a  long  time.  The  veterans-  of  San 
Francisco  don't  want  any  $4,000,000  building  fo'-  their  purposes,  and  if 
any  enthusiastic  or  over-zealous  person,  either  official  or  private,  should 
come  forward  with  the  proposal  to  take  $4,000,000  of  the  people's  money 
and  build  with  it  a  building  e.xclusively  for  the  veterans,  the  veterans 
of  San  Francisco  would  be  the  very  first  to  call  the  gentleman  to  his 
senses.  So  far  as  we  know,  the  most  expensive  building  in  the  State 
of  California  which  is  devoted  exclusively  to  veterans  cost  somewhere 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $1,000,000.  Now,  I  want  to  say  to  you  gentle- 
men that  I  am  no  builder  and  do  not  pretend  to  know  anything  about 
building  costs,  and  I  am  not  standing  here  and  telling  you  tha,t  a 
building  could  be  built  in  San  Francisco  for  $1,000,000  for  veterans' 
purposes.  But  I  do  know  this-,  that  it  would  not  cost  $4,000,000,  and 
that  with  the  consent  of  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco  no  building 
exclusively  for  the  use  of  veterans  will  ever  be  erected  at  a  cost  of 
$4,000,000  in  San  Francisco.  What  we  have  said  and  what  I  am  glad 
to  repeat  is  this:  That  the  bond  ordinance  provides  $4,000,000  for  a 
Memorial  Hall  for  War  Veterans  and  for  educational,  recreational, 
entertainment  and  other  municipal  purposes.  It  does  not  follow  that 
you  must  us-e  any  part  of  that  $4,000,000  bond  issue  to  erect  an  opera 
house,  an  art  museum,  or  a  War  Memorial  Court.  I  don't  want  to 
believe — and  I  would  like  to  settle  for  all  time  on  behalf  of  the  veterans 
of  San  Francisco  whom  we  represent  here- — that  we  have  never  asked 
for  and  do  not  want  a  building  for  veteran  purposes  costing  $4,000,000. 
That  we  should  want  a  $4,000,000  building  for  our  purposes  is  ridicu- 
lous and  absurd,  and  we  would  never  take  such  a  position. 

I  want  now,  gentlemen,  to  anticipate  a  few  arguments'  that  I  know 
are  going  to  be  made. 

There  has  been  read  to  this  Board,  at  least  twice,  a  letter  from 
Senator  Phelan  in  which  he  stated,  to  put  it  very  baldly,  that  the 
veterans  of  San  Francisco  were  wholly  selfish  and  of  malvision,  and 
the  statement  is  made  in  that  letter  that  he  understood  when  he  made 
his  donation  that  he  was  donating  his  money  to  be  used  principally 
for  an  opera  house.  I  don't  know  what  Senator  Phelan  understood, 
and  I  don't  know  and  probably  nobody  else  knows-  exactly  what  he 
understood,  but  here  is  what  he  signed  when  he  gave  it: 

"The  undersigned  hereby  subscribes  and  agrees  to  donate  and  pay 
to    the    University    of    California    the    sum    of    $  in    the 

manner  indicated  below: 

"$  Cash" — and  stating  the  manner  of  payment,  and  then 

it  reads:  "The  first  installment  to  be  paid  upon  its  demand,  and  the 
remaining  installments  to  be  paid  annually  thereafter  until  the  total 
amount  of  thi.s-  donation  is  paid.  The  money  so  subscribed  and  do- 
nated is  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  lot  of  land  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  building  or  buildings  devoted  to  music, 
fine  arts,  and  a  home  for  the  American  Legion,  both  the  land  and  the 
building  or  buildings  to  be  the  property  of  the  University  of  California." 

That  is  what  the  gentleman  signed. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    What  is  the  page  of  that? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  That  is  the  form  of  agreement,  subscription  agree- 
ment everyone  signed. 

SUPERVISOR   McSHEEHY:    What  is  the  page? 

MR.  GLENSOR:    That  is  the  one  which  was  circulated  in  1920. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  There  was  one  subscription  agreement 
signed  originally  when  they  subscribed  in  the  first  place  which  was 
found   to  be  unsatisfactory  by   the   regents  of  the  University  of   Cali- 
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fornia,  and  they  prepared  a  new  blank  which  was  re!?nbmitted  to  their 
donors  for  signature,  and  I  would  like  to  know  whether  this  is  the 
first  or  second  subscription  agreement. 

MR.  GLEXSOR:  This  is  the  one  payable  to  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  But  is  it  the  first  or  the  second  agree- 
ment? 

MR.  GLENSOR:   I  have  only  the  one  before  me  at  the  present  time. 

MR.  BOYD:  Supervisor  Andriano  has  the  record  there  from  which 
he  may  read. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  In  1921  the  Regents  of  the  University 
of  California  determined  that  the  pledges  signed,  or  the  attorneys 
for  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  oetermined  that  the 
pledges  signed  in  the  first  instance  were  not  entirely  sufficient  and 
that  as  a  condition  to  the  acceptance  of  the  trust  the  trustees  were 
pledged,  to  secure  new  signatures  on  such  form  as  then  prescribed. 
This  was  a  very  huge  task,  and  several  thousand  of  the  subscribers 
who  had  pledged  their  money  took  advantage  of  the  situation  and 
refused  to  sign  on  the  new  form,  and  what  I  wanted  to  know  was 
whether  this  blank  from  which  you  were  reading  and  which  you  have 
before  vou   was  the  first  or  second  form  of  subscription   agreement? 

MR.  SAPIRO:    The  first. 

THE  MAYOR:  For  the  benefit  of  the  record,  permit  me  to  say  that 
Senator  Phelan  signed  the  second  or  new  agreement  to  take  the  place 
of  the  first,  which  he  signed.  He  signed  the  first  agreement  and  then 
signed  the  second  agreement  as  well. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:  Are  they  identical  as  far  as  wording  con- 
cerning the  War  Memorial  and  Fine  Arts  and  so  on  is  concerned? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Yes,  they  just  simply  signed  twice;  no  difference 
in  the  terms  used,  I  believe,  in  that  respect. 

Finally,  gentlemen,  before  I  close  I  would  like  to  state  that  it  will 
be  urged  upon  y(,u  that  everybody  is  heartily  sick  of  this  thing  and 
wants  to  get  action  on  it.  Well,  who  wants  action  on  it  any  more 
than  the  veterans  themselves?  There  is  a  great  deal  more  to  it  than 
action.  If  that  were  true,  if  that  were  sound  argument,  and  all  that 
is  necessary  is  action,  then  we  would  never  have  this  question  settled 
upon  a  basis  of  right  or  wrong.  All  that  we  would  have  to  do  with 
any  question  of  this  kind  would  be  to  drag  it  along  for  10  or  12  years 
and  then  say,  "Let's  do  it,  right  or  wrong."  We  have  not  been  re- 
sponsible for  the  delay  and  have  always  been  in  favor  of  expediting 
action  and  cannot  be  charged  with  this  long  lapse  of  time.  Any  basis 
— the  only  basis  upon  which  this  question  can  be  settled  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  people  of  San  Francisco  and  to  the  advantage  of  all  of  the 
people  directly  interested  in  the  War  Memorial — is  upon  the  basis  of 
right  or  wrong,  and  that  is  the  only  basis  upon  which  we  present  it 
to  you. 

There  has  been  in  the  public  press  of  this  City  over  the  past  few 
months  resolutions  purporting  to  emanate  from  the  veteran  bodies,  two 
from  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  with  respect  to  which,  with  respect 
to  those  two  resolutions  I  would  speak,  and  I  am  able  to  speak  with 
authority,  if  there  is  any  lingering  doubt  in  the  minds  of  anyone  as 
to  the  position  of  the  American  Legion  in  this  matter.  One  post  of 
the  American  Legion  passed  a  resolution,  at  a  special  meeting  that 
was  called  for  no  other  purpose,  by  a  majority  of  one  vote.  This 
resolution  was  passed  approving  and  asking  the  resubmission  of  this 
Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees.  When  the  matter  was  called  to 
their  attention  and  the  effect  which  it  would  have  upon  this  situation, 
and  the  facts  laid  before  them,  they  very  promptly  put  another  story 
in  the  press  to  the  effect  this  action  had  l>een  withdrawn.  Another 
post  passed  another  similar  resolution.  That  is,  tiiat  is  not  true;  it 
was  a  proposed  resolution  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  for  de- 
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bate  and  then   withdrawn   while  in   committee  and   never  voted   upon 
at  all. 

So  much  for  the  American  Legion. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  comment  in  the  public  press  on  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  purporting  to  emanate  from  an  organization, 
Avhat  is  known  as  a  reunion  organization.  May  I  explain,  just  briefly, 
what  is  meant  by  a  reunion  organization.  To  an  ex-soldier,  when  you 
speak  of  the  veteran  organizations  he  means  the  nationally  organized 
veteran  organizations.  Every  one  of  the  regiments,  many  of  the  ships, 
often  battalions,  and  various  other  units,  which  participated  in  the 
World  War,  after  returning  home  formed  divisional,  regimental,  bat- 
talion organizations.  I  myself  belong  to  one  such  organization,  and 
the  purpose  of  those  organizations  is  to  meet  once  a  year  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  a  reunion.  One  of  these  organizations,  there  was  a 
story  in  the  press  to  the  effect  that  they  had  passed  a  resolutioi^ 
unanimously  endorsing  these  trustees. 

Now  with  respect  to  this  particular  resolution,  and  this  particular 
reunion  organization,  and  the  manner  in  which  this  resolution  was 
passed  and  under  what  circumstances,  I,  of  my  own  knowledge,  know 
nothing.  All  I  do  know  is  what  I  have  been  told  by  members  of  that 
organization,  and  they  told  me  this:  That  this  particular  organization 
is  designed  to  meet  once  a  year;  that  it  is  run  by  an  executive  com- 
mittee; that  this  particular  resolution  was  passed  by  three  members 
of  the  executive  committee,  and  not  in  the  meeting,  and  was  sent  to 
the  press. 

THE  MAYOR:    What  is  the  name  of  the  organization,  Mr.  Glensor? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  The  363d  organization.  I  want  to  make  it  clear 
to  you  gentlemen   I   know   nothing  about   this 

(At  this  point  Mr.  Glensor  was  interrupted  by  two  men  and  a  woman 
standing  up  in  the  rear  of  the  room.) 

THE  MAYOR:   Now.  just  let's  wait 

(Several  voices:   Sit  down,  sit  down.) 

A  SPECTATOR:   We  have  a  few  of  our  men  here 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  (interrupting):  I  wish  to  state  that 
this  is  a  duly  called  and  regular  meeting  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  until  such  time  as  this  gentleman  has  been  granted  the  privilege 
of  the  floor,  I  shall  have  to  a.s'k  him  to  sit  down. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Gentlemen,  I  want  to  say,  if  you  will  permit  me, 
I  have  nothing  but  the  highest  regard  and  respect  for  the  regiment 
in  question,  and  it  was  not  my  purpose,  until  directly  interrogated, 
to  mention  their  names. 

THE  MAYOR:  We  all  knew  it,  anyway.  We  might  as  well  have  it 
in  the  record,  and  those  boys  will  have  something  to  say  when  the 
time  comes. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  myself  served  in  the  division  of  which  this  regi- 
ment formed  a  part,  and  I  know  it  is  a  very  excellent  organization. 
I  am  not  discussing  the  merits  of  this  organization  at  all,  because,  if 
you  know  soldiers,  you  know  that  they  will  all  admit,  if  they  are 
questioned  closely,  that  the  particular  division  which  they  happened 
to  be  a  member  of  was  the  best  division  in  the  army,  and  that  they 
will  admit  that  the  regiment  in  which  they  served  was  the  best  regi- 
ment in  that  division,  and  that  the  battalian  in  which  they  served 
was  the  best  battalion  in  the  regiment,  and  that  their  company  was 
the  best  company  in  the  battalian,  and  if  you  press  them  jusl  a  little 
bit  more,  they  will  probably  admit  that  their  squad  was  the  best  squad 
in  the  company.  I  am  not  criticizing  at  all.  I  am  telling  the  stories 
which  were  brought  to  me  by  men  whom  I  know  were  members  during 
the  war  of  this  organization.  Whether  they  are  true  or  not  I  do  not 
propose  or  pretend  to  say.  Those  are  merely  the  stories  which  were 
brought  to  me  by  members  of  this  organization.  This  organization 
has  about  1100  members,  as  I  understand,  of  whom  about  three  or 
four  hundred  are  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  purpose  of  the  organization 
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is  to  meet  once  a  year  for  a  reunion.  By  its  by-laws  and  constitution 
it  tias  an  executive  committee  having  certain  powers  to  act  for  tlie 
organization,  but  under  tlie  by-laws  and  constitution  this  executive 
committee  is  prohibited  from  taking  action  upon  such  a  question. 
Now,  that  may  not  all  be  true;  I  know  nothing  about  it,  I  am  simply 
passing  it  on  to  you  for  what  it  is  worth. 

Finally,  and  in  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  ask  why  has  this  par- 
ticular Board  of  Trustees  been  resubmitted?  We  have  a  city  of  some 
750,000  people.  Are  these  eleven  men  the  only  men  in  our  entire  City, 
in  our  entire  population,  capable  of  administering  properly  this  War 
Memorial?  There  are  probably  40,000  veterans  in  San  Francisco,  and 
only  five  have  been  appointed,  and  only  one  of  those  is  an  active  mem- 
ber of  a  veteran  organization. 

This  board,  after  full  consideration,  on  September  16,  1929,  had 
voted — has  voted  to  not  confirm  this  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees. 
The  veterans  objected  to  them  then,  upon  stated  grounds,  and  object 
to  them  now.  It  is  difficult  to  seek  a  reason  why  they  should  be  re- 
submitted to  you  to  be  voted  upon  again  some  five  or  six  months  later. 
The  only  reason  that  we  have  been  able  to  discover  comes  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Mayor  in  language  which  may  be  found  at  page  173  of 
this  report.  Speaking  before  this  board  on  January  20,  1930,  speaking 
about  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees,  the  Mayor  said: 

"I  must  appoint  Kenneth  Kingsbury,  one  of  the  largest  subscribers 
to  the  fund;  I  must  appoint  Robert  I.  Bentley,  the  head  of  the  Musical 
Association  of  San  Francisco;  I  must  appoint  Herbert  Fleishhacker. 
He  does  not  want  to  go  on  this  board  because  he  is  a  large  contributor 
to  it.  He  is  a  great  public  spirited  citizen  of  this  city.  1  know  you 
get  a  laugh  at  him  at  times,  but  he  is  giving  his  money — $50,000  a 
year — to  the  park.  He  is  giving  that  zoo  out  there  for  the  benefit  of 
San  Francisco.     And  I  must  appoint  some  of  these  other  men." 

Gentlemen,  in  that  remark  we  find  embodied  something  that  has 
emanated  from  our  Mayor  this  evening.  These  trustees  were  adminis- 
tering their  own  money.  Gentlemen,  I  want  to  point  out  to  you  the 
fallacy  of  that  observation.  As  soon  as  that  money  was  paid  into  the 
trust  fund  it  ceased  to  be  their  money;  it  was  the  beneficiaries'  money. 
It  had  emanated  from  many  owners.  A  little  of  it — a  small  part,  it  is 
true — was  mine  once,  but  it  isn't  any  more.  It  belongs  to  the  bene- 
ficiaries, not  to  me  or  to  these  men,  any  of  these  men.  Is  this  the 
main  and  final  reason  why  the  veterans  cannot  have  the  administration 
of  their  own  War  Memorial?  Is  it  because  these  men  have  made  large 
contributions  to  the  fund  and  are  contributing  money  to  the  City  of 
San  Francisco?  If  that  is  the  reason,  and  you  gentlemen  subscribe 
to  that  doctrine,  then  the  veterans  must  curl  up  and  say,  "Approve 
of  this  board,  because  we  cannot  point  to  a  single  veteran  that  has 
contributed  $50,000  a  year  to  the  park;  we  cannot  point  to  a  single 
veteran  in  San  Francisco  that  has  ever  presented  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  with  a  zoo."  If  you  are  going  to  confirm  this  Board  of  War 
Memorial  Trustees  upon  the  basis  of  money  contributed,  then  this 
board  must  be  confirmed.  I  could  point  out,  perhaps,  veterans  who 
have  made  substantial  contributions,  of  their  own  kind,  to  the  City 
of  San  Francisco,  and  not  only  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco  but  to 
the  whole  United  States  of  America.  Out  at  Letterman  General  Hos- 
pital, down  at  Palo  Alto,  and  at  all  of  the  hospitals  throughout  the 
country  there  are  men  who  are  still  contributing  to  the  welfare  of 
San  Francisco  and  to  the  welfare  of  the  whole  United  States.  Over 
in  France,  in  Suresnes  and  Romagne-sous-Montfaucon,  there  are  men 
who  have  made  the  most  substantial  contribution  to  tlie  welfare  of  this 
country  that  it  is  possible  for  any  man  to  make.  Tbey  have  given 
their  lives,  and  lie  there,  their  graves  marked  by  a  little  white  cross. 
We  cannot  compete  on  any  such  basis  as  that  suggested  by  his  honor, 
and    in   asking   for   the  appointment   of   this    Board   of  War    Memorial 
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Trustees  upon  that  basis  we  can  only  say  that  none  of  them  have  given 
as  much  in  money,  but  some  have  given  arms,  and  some  have  given 
legs;  they  gave  what  they  had.  If  that  is  the  solution,  if  that  is  to  be 
the  final  word  in  this  matter,  that  it  is  to  be  determined  upon  a  basis  of 
money  and  not  of  sacrifice,  then  you  will  have  to  determine  to  appoint 
this  board. 

I  have  spoken  the  last  word  1  probably  shall  speak  to  you  upon  this 
matter  before  you  vote  upon  it.  I  thank  you  for  the  patience  and 
courtesy  with  which  you  have  listened  to  me.  I  have  spoken  much 
longer  than  I  expocted,  and  I  think  that  I  may  safely  say,  in  speaking 
for  my  colleagues,  that  none  of  them  will  tire  you  as  long  as  I  have. 

I  thank  you.     (Prolonged  applause.) 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  wish  to  ask,  through  the  Chair,  if  I 
may,  I  want  to  ask  Mr.  Glensor  one  question  in  order  to  clear  up  one 
point  which  is  not  clear  in  my  own  mind.  I  understood  you  to  state 
that  there  was  only  one  name  on  this  list  that  is  acceptable  to  the  war 
veterans.  I  am  not  sure  whether  you  said  one  of  the  five  veterans 
named  in  the  list  or  one  of  the  whole  list. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  There  is  one  of  the  five  veterans— there  are  two 
that  are  acceptable,  General  Hunter  Liggett  and  Major  Frank  N.  Bel- 
grano.  There  is  only  one,  however,  to  whom  we  can  look  for  active 
support  upon  this  board. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  think  you  used  the  words  "that  was 
desired  by  the  veterans." 

MR.  GLENSOR.  I  did  not  intend  to.  General  Hunter  Liggett  he- 
longs  to  my  particular  post,  but  I  understand  that  at  the  present  time 
he  is  quite  an  ill  man  and  has  gone  away  for  a  protracted  stay  for 
his  health.  I  hope  I  am  in  error,  but  I  understand  he  is  a  very  ill 
man.  His  loyalty  and  his  devotion  to  the  veterans  is  not  questioned 
by  us.  He  is  a  man  whom  we  respect  and  revere,  but  we  did  not  feel 
that  it  was  fair  to  him  to  ask  him  to  take  an  appointment  involving 
the  duties  and  worries  in  such  a  complex  problem  as  this  at  this  time, 
and  we  therefore  do  not  lean  upon  him,  if  you  please  to  allow  me  to 
state  it  that  way,  in  this  War  Memorial  work. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  understood  you  to  say  that  none  of 
the  old  trustees  were  acceptable  to  the  veterans. 

MR.  GLENSOR:    That  is  correct. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  How  many,  then,  if  I  may  ask  the 
question,  of  the  present  names  on  the  list  are  acceptable  or  suitable 
to  the  desires  of  the  veterans? 

MR.   GLENSOR:     General  Hunter   Liggett   and   Frank   N.   Belgrano. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Those  are  the  only  two  the  Legion  will 
recommend? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Those  are  the  only  two  members  the  veterans  do 
not  object  to. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Chairman.  I  move  that  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  be  granted  to  Mr.  James  B.  Burns. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:     Second  the  motion. 

(The  meeting  then  at  11:25  o'clock  p.  m.  took  a  five  minute  recess 
until  11:30  p.  m.) 

THE  MAYOR:  The  Board  will  please  come  to  order.  Mr.  Glensor 
has  the  floor,  I  believe. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  The  privilege  of  the  floor  was  requested 
for  Mr.  Burns. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  If  your  Honor  please,  I  would  like  to  ask  if  I  could 
make  one  correction  for  the  record 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN  (interrupting):  Before  you  do  that,  just 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  sense  of  the  Board,  coming  to  an  un- 
derstanding with  the  membership  of  the  Board,  the  other  night  the 
Board  sat  througn  the  whole  night,  and  some  of  the  members  have 
suffered  since  that  time  by  reason  of  indisposition.     Supervisor  Galla- 
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gher  is  ill  by  reason  of  a  cold  contracted  on  that  night  through  sitting 
at  an  all  night  session 

SUPERVISOR   POWER    (interrupting):    How  do  you  feel,  Emmett? 

SUPERVISOR  KAYDEN:  All  right,  for  myself.  I  don't  think  that 
the  Board  wants  to  go  into  an  all-night  session  up  to  8:00  o'clock  in 
the  morning.  Personally,  in  the  morning  tomorrow  I  have  to  cross 
the  bay  to  go  to  a  funeral,  and  I  feel  that  I  owe  that  to  my  family  to 
be  there.  1  would  simply  like  to  get  the  sentiment  of  the  Board  at 
this  time,  and  I  would  like  to  move  that  we  adjourn  at  half  past  twelve. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:     I  second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEX:  Or,  at  least,  that  a  "vote  be  taken  at  that 
time. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  That  is  agreeable  to  us;  we  will  finish  in  25  min- 
utes.    There  are  only  Mr.  Burns  and  Mr.  Sapiro  to  follow  me. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  have  spoken  to  Mr.  Burns  and  he  said 
that  he  felt  he  would  be  able  to  finish  by  that  time. 

MR.  GLENSOR:    We  will  be  through  by  12:00  o'clock. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:  May  I  interrupt  for  a  minute?  It  is 
true  that  I  was  one  of  those  who  sat  here  all  night  until  8:00  in  the 
morning,  and  we  then  went  away  having  heard  only  one  side  of  the 
question.  Now,  regardless  of  the  length  of  time  it  takes,  rather  than 
go  into  another  session,  I  feel  that  we  should  hear  the  facts  as  they 
are  presented  by  the  veterans,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  Mayor  would 
like  to  answer.  I  don't  think  that  time  should  be  an  issue.  If  it  takes 
all  night,  I,  for  one,  am  willing  to  stay  here  and  listen. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  That  is  for  the  Board  to  determine  by  vote. 

SUPERVISOR  SPAULDING:    I  understand  that. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  am  merely  trying  to  get  an  expression 
from  the  Board  ko  that  I  will  not  have  to  sit  here  all  night.  I  am 
perfectly  willing,  it  the  Board  is  not  through  by  ha  if  past  twelve  and 
if  the  veterans  need  a  longer  time,  to  meet  at  any  other  time,  any  other 
night,  or  day  and  night.  I  think  they  should  be  granted  all  the  hear- 
ing they  consider  necessary,  if  it  takes  a  week  to  do  it,  but  for  this 
particular  night  I  am  going  to  move  that  a  vote  be  taken  to  adjourn 
at  12:30.     If  I  can  get  a  second  to  that  motion,  I  will  make  it. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    I  second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  You  don't  mean  to  say  a  vote  and  then  postpone  this 
meeting  for  a  week  or  two  without  hearing  all  the  facts? 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Your  Honor,  if  the  members  are  ready  to 
vote  at  that  time 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting):  I  shall  certainly  like  to  set  a  few 
matters  clear.  I  \\ant  to  show  to  you  certain  facts.  My  friends,  you 
haven't  any  cause  to  quarrel  with  the  Mayor.  I  am  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  I  am  entitled  to  your  respect. 
I  have  gained  that  and  I  have  earned  that.  You  have  never  found 
me  doing  a  thing  that  was  not  fair  in  all  of  the  vears  I  have  been 
Mayor,  and  you  see  tonight  that  the  responsibility  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  Mayor  and  the  Mayor  is  trying  to  solve  this  problem  with  malice 
towards  none  and  charity  towards  all.  Put  yourselves  in  the  Mayor's 
position  tonight  -uid  see  how  you  feel:  how  you  would  feel  in  trying 
to  solve  a  problem  which  affects  the  whole  City  of  San  Francisco,  and 
give  him  a  chance  to  answer  the  questions  propounded  to  him.  I  was 
liermitted  to  answer  one  question  only  and  Mr.  Glensor  decided  to  take 
the  floor  and  continue  his  speech  without  interruption,  and  without 
letting  me  answer  the  questions  which  he  asked  me  to  answer,  and 
which  were  propounded  through  the  columns  of  the  press. 

Let  me  point  out  to  yovi — I  am  not  going  to  take  your  time  now — 
let  me  point  out  to  you  before  you  make  up  your  minds  to  say  whether 
the  Mayor  has  been  fair  or  not;  let  me  point  out  to  you  some  other 
facts  that  affect  the  appointment  of  this  Board  of  Trustees,  and  whether 
you  are  going  to  get  this  $2,000,000  or  not.  Let  me  point  out  to  you 
where   1    am    told    that    there   may   be  enough    lawsuits   filed   over  this 
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money  that  would  equal  the  spots  on  a  zebra's  back.  Let  me  point 
out  to  you  something  to  contemplate  in  the  quietude  of  your  home, 
that  this  is  a  matter  which  affects  all  the  people  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.  I  am  trying  my  very  best  to  find  the  proper 
solution,  with  no  malice  on  my  part,  but  with  charity  to  all,  and  I 
give  you  as  a  thought  what  was  said  by  one  veteran  who  sat  in  there 
through  the  meeting  the  other  day,  and  after  the  meeting  he  sat  there 
with  a  crippled  leg  and  he  said  to  me,  "Mayor,  I  was  against  you,  but 
now  I  am  for  you,  because  you  are  full  of  guts." 

I  want  to  tell  you  there  is  a  responsibility  here  that  you  do  not 
appreciate,  nor  have  these  responsibilities  been  brought  to  you.  The 
Supervisors  indicate  that  they  are  going  to  turn  down  eleven  men 
without  saying  which  ones  they  will  stand  for  and  which  ones  they 
will  not  stand  for.  Let's  see  whether  the  Supervisors  stand  up.  We 
are  going  to  have  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney,  and  the  legal 
authorities  of  this  City  and  County,  as  to  whether  or  not  this  Board 
of  Supervisors  are  going  to  turn  down  interminably  11  full  names 
submitted  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  we  are  going  to  see  whether 
the  Supervisors  are  going  to  be  men  enough  to  stand  up  and  say  which 
ones  they  are  going  to  turn  down.  Don't  fool  anybody  about  the  situation 
before  us.  Every  one  of  you  Supervisors  is  going  to  vote  "yes"  or  "no," 
whether  they  are  for  General  Hunter  Liggett  or  not.  I  mentioned  that  he 
was  entitled  to  the  honor  of  the  votes  because  he  was  the  second  in  com- 
mand, and  it  was  up  to  us  to  let  him  have  that  honor  as  long  as  he  lived, 
or,  at  least,  as  long  as  he  lived  with  us.  When  he  leaves  he  will  at  least 
have  died  with  the  honor  of  having  been  given  a  home  by  the  people 
of  the  city  in  which  he  lived,  and  that  he  was  at  least  good  enough 
during  his  lifetime  to  receive  your  vote  of  confidence  in  time  of  peace. 
Old  age— why  old  age?  It  is  provided  that  when  there  is  a  death 
among  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  and  the  con- 
firmation made  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Would  you  turn  down 
General  Hunter  Liggett,  the  man  who  gave  you  orilfjrs  to  proceed  and 
to  fire:  who  commanded  you  in  war?  I  say  you  won't  turn  down 
General  Hunter  Liggett  under  any  circumstances,  and  I  am  going  to 
have  an  opinion  here  from  the  City  Attorney  and  other  legal  authori- 
ties as  to  whether  or  not  this  Board  of  Supervisors  can  interminably 
keen  this  thing  going.  I  am  going  to  find  out  if  I  have  to  pick  and 
pick  and  pick  for  eleven  names,  not  knowing  who  they  will  accept, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  to  vote  for  those  they 
favor  and  those  they  do  not  favor.  That  is  fair  to  the  Mayor,  that  is 
fair  to  you,  it  is  fair  to  everybody.  And  then  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Mayor  to  make  other  nominations  and  it  is  your  duty  to  vote  on  them. 
In  fairness  to  the  Mayor,  I  haven't  done  you  any  wrong,  I  have  cham- 
pioned your  cause,  and  when  I  get  through  reading  the  trustee  agree- 
ment between  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  which  Mr. 
Glensor  says  that  he  has  never  seen,  and  which  I  have  never  seen, 
maybe  you  will  see  another  light  on  this  subject.  Maybe  after  dis- 
passionate discussions  a  solution  of  this  great  prol))em  can  be  arrived 
at.  with  our  hearts  full  of  gratitude  for  the  veterans.  The  veterans 
will,  of  course,  manage  and  control  the  affairs  of  the  W^ar  Memorial 
building  when  that  building  is  completed,  but  let  me  tell  you.  the 
Opera  House,  too.  has  to  be  built,  and  the  Art  Museum  has  to  be  built, 
and  the  Memorial  Court  has  to  be  built,  and  the  War  Memorial  build- 
ing ha's  to  be  built.  You  don't  think  I  am  going  to  appoint  a  board 
pledged  against  the  building  of  an  Opera  House  or  pledged  against 
the  building  of  an  Art  Museum,  or  pledged  against  the  building  of 
a  Memorial  Court,  and  put  the  whole  of  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
the  veternns  and  no  facts  yet  shown  as  to  how  much  it  is  going  to 
cost  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  maintain  this  '^4.000.000  War  Me- 
morial building?  I  grant  you  now  the  veterans  will  be  given  an  op- 
portunity to  manage  the  War  Memorial  building:  it  will  be  managed 
by  veterans  of  the  World  War  when  it  is  built. 
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So  we  cannot  come  to  a  vote  tonight.  You  can  postpone  and  post- 
pone and  postpone,  but  the  Mayor  will  certainly  m  justice  to  all  be 
permitted  to  answer  all  the  remarks  appearing  in  lae  continuation  of 
the  record.  I  have  something  to  say  of  interest  to  all  of  you,  and  I 
ask  you  that  when  Mr.  Glensor  and  Mr.  Burns  and  Mr.  Sapiro  and 
Mr.  Claridge,  and  when  the  boy.s-  of  the  363d  have  finished,  and  a  few 
others  have  been  heard,  that  I  be  given  an  opportunity  to  answer  all 
of  these  remarks. 

If  James  I.  Herz,  363d  Infantry,  San  Francisco's  own,  who  is  hon- 
ored here  in  this  very  hall,  is  going  to  be  turned  down  tonight,  there 
is  something  more  which  is  going  to  be  said  before  we  come  to  a  vote. 
They  exploited  this  thing  tonight,  but  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor, 
who  appears  to  have  full  responsibility  in  his  hand^  and  don't  get  all 
the  support  he  might  in  a  problem  which  affects  the  entire  people  of 
this  mighty  city  of  750,000  people.  I  am  trying  to  carry  on  to  the 
best  of  my  ability,  according  to  law  and  according  to  the  agreement 
made,  and  trying  to  get  the  money  in  hands  of  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  California,  which  will  not  come  along  the  lines  being 
discussed  tonight. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  If  your  Honor  please,  then,  as  we  interpret 
your  statement  you  have  asked  an  opinion  from  the  City  Attorney 

THE  MAYOR    (interrupting):    I  will;    I  haven't  yet,  but  I  will 

SUPERVISOR   HAYDEN:     You  have  asked 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting)  :  If  the  Board  is  willing  to  vote  seriatim 
as  provided  in  the  charter,  so  that  the  law  will  apply  in  this  case,  the 
law  which  states  where  items  can  be  segregated,  a  seriatim  vote  can 
be  asked  for,  and  this  is  a  case  where  they  certainly  can  be  segregated. 
It  is  immaterial  to  the  Mayor  if  you  vote;  then  I  will  know  who  you 
are  turning  down,  but  if  the  Mayor  must  continue-  to  pick  and  pick 
without  knowing 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN  (interrupting):  Do  I  understand  you.  your 
honor,  that  you  ask  the  Board  to  postpone  a  vote  until  you  have  an 
opinion  from  the  City  Attorney? 

THE  MAYOR:  Not  if  the  Board  is  willing  to  vote  seriatim.  If  the 
Board  is  willing  to  proceed  tonight  and  vote  on  each  name  you  can 
go  ahead  and  I  will  know  where  I  stand.  I  will  know  who  I  haven't 
got  and  I  mu.'rt  tnen  submit  other  names. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  don't  know  of  any  reason  why  we  cannot 
come  to  a  vote  tonight.  If  you  will  just  wait  until  the  gentlemen  finish, 
then  you  undoubtedly  will  have  all  the  opportunity  you  desire 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting)  :  Don't  you  understand.  Supervisor 
Power,  that  I  cannot  permit  a  number  of  these  remarks  to  go  un- 
answered? 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  am  merely  seeking  the  sense  of  the 
Board.     I  understood 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting)  :  I  realize  Supervisor  Hayden 
has  an  appointment  in  the  morning. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  want  to  get  a  voice  or  sentiment  about 
sitting  all  night.  At  the  proper  time,  after  we  have  heard  from  the 
Veterans,  we  can  take  a  recess  and  adjourn  to  another  time,  or  if  you 
are  prepared  to  vote  after  getting  through  with  that,  I  am  ready  to 
vote. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  I  understood,  the  Board  will  take  a  recess  at  12:00 
midnight  and  then  meet  again  and  meet  again  until  the  Mayor  has 
finished  the  hearing;  all  right,  but  don't  let  it  be  final  according  to 
this   statement   at    12:00   o'clock   midnight   tonight. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Your  Honor,  we  have  a  meeting  here 
tomorrow  afternoon  at  2:30  o'clock  on  the  final  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance in  connection  with  Spring  Valley,  and  that  matter  will  be  over 
in  a  vei-y  few  minutes,  it  is  merely  an  automatic  act,  practically,  on 
the  part  of  the  Board,  and  we  could  adjourn  tonight  until  tomorrow 
afternoon    and    continue    the    hearing    then.      I    was    just    trying    to 
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emphasize  the  fact,  and  I  have  talked  to  a  number  of  the  Supervisors 
and  we  are  agreed  that  we  are  not  going  to  sit  here  all  night  again 
tonight. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  am  not  keeping  you. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  move  that  the  Veterans  continue  with 
their  statements;   we  have  wasted  twenty  minutes  arguing  here  now. 

THE  MAYOR:      It  is  not  wasted. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  understood  Mr.  Burns  was  to  be  given  the 
privilege  of  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  second  the  motion  of  Supervisor  Power, 
Mr.  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Glensor  would  like  to  correct  one 
statement,  he  informs  me. 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Glensor,  you  have  the  floor. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  I  would  like  to  correct  one  thing.  My  attention 
has  been  called  that  in  answer  to  a  Supervisor's  question  I  stated 
something  in  a  way  that  has  been  misunderstood,  not  only  by  him,  but 
by  men  who  have  heard  the  same  statement  before.  That  with 
respect  to  the  members  of  this  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  we 
do  not  object  to,  and  originally,  let  me  make  this  clear,  originally 
asked  you  not  to  confirm  this  entire  Board.  We  have  said  in  this 
written  statement  (referring  to  a  document  in  his  hand)  which  you 
have  all  been  furnished  a  copy  of,  and  this  states  exactly  what  our 
position  is.  I  have  tried  again  here  today  to  make  it  clear.  We  do 
not  object  to,  and  would  be  very  glad  to  see  you  confirm,  General 
Hunter  Liggett  and  Fi-ank  Belgrano  on  any  board  that  you  do  ulti- 
mately confirm.  That  is  all  we  have  said.  You  will  find  it  in  writing, 
stated  very  concisely,  in  this  document  which  has  been  filed  with  you 
tonight. 

THE  MAYOR:     Has  that  report  been  filed  for  entry  in  this  record? 

MR.  GLENSOR:      Yes,  sir,  your  Honor,  it  is  in  this  report. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Mayor,  if  I  might,  I  would  like 
to  ask  through  the  Chair,  if  I  may  ask  Mr.  Glensor  one  or  two 
questions. 

THE  MAYOR:      Mr.  McSheehy  has  the  fioor. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Following  your  last  remark,  Mr.  Glen- 
sor, you  say  you  are  not  opposed  to  all  of  the  names  mentioned  by 
the  Mayor.  Have  you  any  objection — I  say  this  to  you,  I  don't  mean 
personal  objection — but  do  you  think  your  organizations  have  any 
objections  to  us  taking  up  the  names  seriatim?  How  are  we  going 
to  separate  them  otherwise? 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  I  feel  that  that  is  a 
matter  which  must  be  committed  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  I  don't 
see  how  the  Veterans  could  take  a.  position  upon  a  matter  of  pro- 
cedure for  your  own  Board  to  determine.  We  have  no  directions  in 
that  regard.  However,  in  this  statement  (referring  to  letter  of 
Advisory  Board  to  Veterans  War  Memorial  Committee,  dated  Sep- 
tember 7,  1929),  if  we  are  asked,  and  we  have  been  asked,  "Do  you 
object  to  A?  do  you  object  to  C?"  we  could  probably  go  through  a 
large  portion  of  the  citizenry  of  San  Francisco  on  that  basis  and 
name  people  whom  the  Veterans  do  not  object  to,  but  you  understand, 
it  is  the  constitution  of  this  board  as  a  whole  that  is  important  to 
the  Veterans  of  S<an  Francisco,  not  as  to  whether  one  particular  man 
is  on  it  or  another  man  is  on  it.  If  we  had  probably  six  or  seven 
men  of  our  own  selection  we  should  probably  not  be  at  all  interested, 
except  as  you  just  heard  me  say,  that  we  are  instructed  to  object  to 
any  of  the  old  Board  of  Trustees,  and  we  have  been  specifically  directed 
to  object  to  Major  Kendrick  as  a  member  of  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Your  Honor,  may  I  ask  Mr.  Glensor  a 
question,  through  the  Chair? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Is  it  not  a  fact,  Mr,  Glensor,  that  one  of 
the  objections  that  the  Veterans  organizations  have  to  the  constituted 
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board  as  submitted  by  his  Honor  is  that  the  majority  of  that  board 
are  not  Veterans? 

MR.  GLENSOR:      That  is  right. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Your  Honor,  that  being  the  case,  I  fail 
to  see  how  a  seriatim  vote  could  determine  in  any  way  the  paramount 
question  which  is  at  issue  here,  and  that  is,  whether  or  not  there 
shall  be  a  majority  of  Veterans  on  this  Board.  You  can  proceed  to 
vote  seriatim,  vote  on  each  one  and  by  a  process  of  elimination  you 
will  be  in  exactly  the  same  position  as  to  the  number  of  Veterans  on 
that  Board  as  you  were  before.  I  don't  think  that  under  that  circum- 
stance it  would  be  a  fair  thing  to  submit  to  this  Board  a  matter  of  that 
type  to  determine  when  the  only  real  issue  before  us  at  this  time 
is  whether  or  not  a  majority  of  Veterans  shall  constitute  that  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  Do  you  not  see  that  one  of  the  outstanding  Veterans 
of  the  World  War,  decorated  with  the  decorations  which  came  from 
valued  services  in  the  war,  is  declined  nomination  and  confirmation 
tonight — James  I.  Herz,  San  Francisco's  own?  Will  the  same  thing 
happen  if  the  Mayor  names  six  fine  outstanding  Veterans?  Or  must 
I  take  the  six  that  are  opposed  to  the  opera  house  and  that  are 
opposed  to  Major  Kendrick  and  opposed  to  Colonel  Colman?  They 
appointed  Major  Kendrick  and  appointed  Supervisor  Colman  and 
now  they  are  against  them  because  they  are  for  the  building  of  the 
opera  house.  Now,  you  are  turning  down  James  I.  Herz,  one  of  the 
outstanding  veterans  of  the  World  War 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Is  he  going  to  be  turned 
down  by  this  Board?     We  don't  know  until  we  come  to  a  vote. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  am  asking  the  question. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     I  believe  I  had  the  floor,  your  Honor, 

THE  MAYOR:      Supervisor  Peyser,  you  have  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  The  first  issue  then  to  submit  to  this 
Board  is  whether  or  not  this  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  should 
be  constituted  of  six  Veterans,  in  other  words,  a  majority  of  Veterans. 
After  that  has  been  determined,  your  Honor,  your  Honor  might  be 
correct  in  submitting  that  matter  to  us,  but  that  cannot  be  determined 
by  voting  seriatim  on  these  eleven  men  whom  you  have  nominated. 
If  more  than  six  Veterans  are  selected  on  this  Board,  then  the  Board 
could  vote  on  whether  they  wish  to  adopt  only  five  Veterans,  but  they 
have  been  given  no  opportunity  to  determine  whether  or  not  there 
shall  be  a  majority  of  Veterans  on  the  Board,  which  is  the  real  issue 
here. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  statement  has  been  made  here  tonight,  for- 
getting for  the  moment 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER    (interrupting):      But,  Mr.   Mayor 

THE  MAYOR  (continuing)  :  that  Major  Kendrick  is  opposed,  that 
Robert  I.  Bentley  is  opposed,  that  Herbert  Fleishhacker  is  opposed, 
that  Mr.  George  Cameron  of  the  Chronicl^e  is  opposed,  that  Mr.  George 
Hearst  of  the  Examiner  is  opposed.  If  you  eliminate  any  of  those 
men  and  the  Mayor  comes  in  with  any  new  names  you  will  ultimately 
get  six  Veterans 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER   (interrupting):   Well,  Mr.  Mayor 

THE  MAYOR  (continuing)  :  Are  you  going  to  refuse  to  vote 
seriatim  on  those  names?  I  don't  know  which  ones  are  unsatis- 
factory to  you.  I  don't  know  how  you  are  going  to  ever  solve 
this  without  voting  seriatim.  I  tell  you  now  that  until  eleven 
trustees  satisfactory  to  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California, 
under  the  terms  of  the  trust  agreement,  are  appointed,  you  will  not 
get  your  money.  Unless  they  are  satisfied  with  the  eleven  trustees, 
you  won't  get  the  money.  Now,  I  say  to  you,  if  the  same  is  decided, 
and  you  vote  seriatim  and  will  let  me  know  who  are  unsatisfactory 
to  you,  so  that  I  may  be  able  to  eliminate  them  and  nominate 
others 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting)  :  May  I  call  your  attention 
to  this  fact,  your  Honor?     The  objection  to  these  men  is  not  a  per- 
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sonal  objection,  the  objection  is  because  the  Board  as  now  constituted 
—the  very  thins  your  Honor  suggests  is  the  very  thing  which  would 
lead  this  Board  into  doing  that  which  no  Board  and  no  member  of  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  wants  to  do.  I  am  sure  none  of  the  Supervisors 
want  to  vote  to  reject  any  of  these  fine  outstanding  citizens.  By 
forcing  us  to  vote  seriatim  on  these  names,  you  are  forcing  us  to 
accept  five  names  as  Veterans  only.  If  you  take  the  names  of  Herbert 
Fleishhacker,  Kenneth  R.  Kingsbury,  Robert  I-  Bentley,  George  Cam- 
eron, George  Hearst  and  James  W.  Mullen,  and  we  accept  those  men 
as  representative  citizens,  it  leaves  only  five  men  to  vote  for  as 
Veterans.  That  is  the  very  thing  which  is  at  stake  here,  namely, 
whether  or  not  this  Board  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  Veterans  or 
not.     I  don't  think  it  is  fair  to  put  us  in  that  position. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  am  going  to  put  you  in  that  position  just  the  same. 
SUPERVISOR    PEYSER:      You    are    not    going    to    put    me    in    that 
position. 

THE  MAYOR:      I  will  go  to  the  courts  to  do  it.     I  will  get  a  vote 
from  the  Board  of  Avhom  they  are  for  and  who  they  are  against. 

SUPERVISOR   PEYSER:     Your  idea  is.  you  are  not  going  to  give 
this    Board    an   opportunity    to   express    themselves    on   whether   they 
want  a  majority  of  Veterans  on  this  Board  or  not. 
THE  MAYOR:     I  am. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  This  Board  is  on  record  by  resolution  to 
that  effect. 

THE  MAYOR:      I  didn't  pass  that  resolution  or  approve  of  it. 
SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    The  Board  of  Soipervisors  passed  it. 
THE    MAYOR:      The   Board   of   Supervisors,   in   my   opinion,   hadn't 
any  right  to  pass  any  such  resolution,  particularly  when  tied  up  with 
this  agreement  connected  with  this  $2,000,000. 

Now,  I  am  going  to  find  out,  why  should  I  let  you  off  from  saying 
who  you  are  for  and  who  you  are  against.    These  are  fine  men,  eleven 

fine  outstanding  men  of  San  Francisco 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting):  Put  six  Veterans  on  the 
Board,  give  us  an  opportunity  to  choose  six  Veterans  and  there  will 
be   no   difficulty   in   choosing   the   other   five,   but   your    Honor    is   not 

doing  that 

(InteiTupted  by  applause.) 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  cannot  see  how  the  Supervisor  can 
make  that  statement  in  view  of  the  repeated  statement  made  by  Mr. 
Glensor  of  who  on  this  Board  are  unsatisfactory  to  them,  and  from 
the  statement  by  Supervisor  Roncovieri  that  all  of  the  old  trustees 
would  be  unsatisfactory,  and  some  of  the  other  Supervisors  also. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  am  replying  to  the  Supervisor.  The 
reason  why  we  object  to  those  men,  because,  as  the  Board  is  now 
constituted  there  isn't  an  opportunity  in  the  world  to  give  expression 
or  to  fix  how  many  Veterans  there  shall  be  on  the  Board.  We  are 
forced  into  the  position  of  rejecting  a  group  of  wonderfully  fine  out- 
standing citizens  of  this  city  in  a  trick  measure  to  get  us  to  accept 
five  Veterans  on  this  Board;  that  is  why  the  Veterans  oppose  those 
men,  it  is  not  from  any  personal  objection  to  the  men  themselves. 
THE    MAYOR:      You    vote,    and    if    one    of    these    fine    outstanding 

gentlemen  you  say  you  won't  stand  for 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting):  Why  should  we  vote  on 
them? 

THE  MAYOR:      I  submit  the  names  and — ^ 

SUPERVISOR   PEYSER    (interrupting):    Give   us   fifteen    names  to 
choose  from  and  we  will  pick  the  eleven. 
(Laughter  and  applause.) 

THE  MAYOR:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  got  themselves  in 
this  position 
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SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting)  :  Mr.  Burns,  I  believe,  has 
the  privilege  of  the  floor,  and  I  request  that  he  be  permitted  to  make 
his  statement. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:  If  your  Honor  please,  before  going  any 
further,  I  would  ask  that  I  be  excused  at  12:30.  I  have  a  big 
operation  for  tomorrow  morning,  and  I  do  not  feel  that  I  can  stay 
any  later.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  come  here  evei-y  day  next  week, 
or  for  the  next  two  weeks,  but  I  don't  propose  to  stay  here  all  night 
tonight. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Mr.  Burns  has  the  floor,  I  believe. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:      Your  Honor,   may  I  be  excused  at  12:30? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  move  that  Supervisor  Toner  be 
excused. 

THE  MAYOR:     If  there  is  no  objection,  it  is  so  ordered. 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:     Mr.  Burns  has  the  floor. 
THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Burns,  you  have  the  floor. 

MR.  BURNS:  Mr.  Mayor,  members  of  the  Boai-d  of  Supervisors, 
first,  I  hope  this  half  hour  won't  be  charged  against  my  time,  Mr. 
Hayden. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  You  will  have  all  the  time  you  want" 
Mr.  Burns. 

MR.  BURNS:  A  great  deal  has  been  said,  gentlemen,  about  the 
plans  which  the  Veterans  approved.  The  Mayor  has  them  on  his  desk, 
and  he  shows  you  the  plans  and  the  signatures  which  appear  thereon. 
I  want  to  touch  for  a  few  brief  moments,  upon  those  plans. 

First  of  all,  those  plans  were  submitted  to  the  War  Memorial  Com- 
mittee of  the  American  Legion.  No  other  organization,  no  other 
Veteran  organization  ever  saw  them.  No  other  Veteran  organization 
ever  took  any  action  upon  them,  nor  did  any  other  Veteran  organiza- 
tion know  anything  about  the  existence  of  that  particular  set  of 
plans.  The  American  Legion,  as  you  know,  has  20  posts  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. By  scrutinizing  the  plans  you  will  find  14  si.gnatures  in 
addition  to  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  appearing  thereon.  In  other 
words,  14  American  Legion  posts  are  signatory  thereto.  At  the  time 
those  plans  were  presented  to  the  American  Legion  they  were  brought 
to  us  by  a  member  of  the  present  board  of  private  trustees  and  we 
were  told  at  that  time  a  story  about  the  unemployment  situation  in 
San  Francisco,  and  we  were  told  also  that  if  we  did  not  approve  those 
plans  we  would  be  charged  with  not  desiring  to  ameliorate  that  unem- 
ployment situation. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  discussion  over  the  plans.  Tlie  plans 
were  unsatisfactory,  even  to  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the 
American  Legion,  not  considering  all  of  the  other  Veteran  organiza- 
tions at  all.  Nevertheless,  after  a  great  deal  of  discussion,  and  after 
several  members  of  the  War  Memorial  Committee  of  the  American 
Legion  refused  to  sign  their  names  to  them,  14  members  did  sign 
their  names  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  get  this  project  under  way. 
and  acting  upon  the  representation  made  to  us  at  that  time  that  that 
was  all  we  could  get,  anyway,  and  that  if  we  did  not  approve  those 
plans  we  would  be  charged  with  not  desiring  to  take  care  of  this 
unemployment  situation  I  referred  to.  All  right.  At  the  time  we 
approved  those  plans,  that  approval  was  a  conditional  approval,  and 
that  does  not  appear  in  this  pamphlet 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting):  Mr.  Burns,  please  may  I  interrupt 
you;  that  is  no  pamphlet,  that  is  a  history  of  the  War  Memorial 
submitted  by  the  Mayor,  and  I  do  not 

MR.  BURNS  (interriipting)  :  I  am  simply  making  a  statement,  that 
they  have  this  report  before  them.  I  did  not  make  the  statement  in 
any  Avay  to  reflect. 

On  March  15,  1928,  this  letter  was  written  to  the  Board  of  War 
Memorial   Trustees: 
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"March  15,  1928. 

"Board  of  Trustees, 

"San  Francisco  "War  Memorial, 

"Phelan  Building. 

"San  Francisco,  California. 

"Gentleman : 

"Please  be  advised  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  War  Memorial  Com- 
mittee of  the  American  Legion,  held  Wednesday,  March  14,  1928,  this 
Committee  conditionally  approved  the  last  set  of  plans  submitted  to  it^ 
Final  approval  of  these  plans  is  contingent  upon  the  carrying  out  ot 
the  following  recommendations  of  the  Committee: 

"1.  That  the  interior  arrangement  and  allocation  of  space  be 
decided  upon  at  a  future  date. 

'">  That  the  building  be  constructed  to  allow  for  the  removal  and 
rearrangements  of  pillars  now  shown  in  the  basement,  so  as  to  allow 
for  large  halls  that  would  be  useable,  and  to  allow  a  ceiling  clearance 
in  the  basement  of  approximately  13  feet. 

"Your  attention  is  also  directed  to  the  following  resolution  passed 
bv  this  Committee  at  the  above  mentioned  meeting:  This  Committee 
expresses  its  regrets  to  the  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial  and  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  because  it  is  contemplated  to 
erect  the  Veterans  building  with  an  uncompleted  area  on  the  Mc- 
Allister street  side  thereof,  and  it  urges  these  bodies  to  make  every 
effort  to  include  such  area  in  the  completed  plans  for  the  erection  ot 
the  Veterans  building.

to  make  every  effort  to  include  such  area  in  the  completed  plans  tor

That  is  signed  by  myself  as  Commander  of  the  San  Francisco  County

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting)  :  But  you  signed  these  plans,  didn't 
vou,  Mr.  Burns?  ,.  ,   „„ 

'    MR.  BURNS:     Conditionally,  your  Honor,  and  I  am  proceeding  along 

those  lines.  „    ,      .         •         t  ^„;^^ 

It  later  came  to  our  attention,  speaking  now  of  the  American  Legion 
only  because  no  other  Veteran  organization  knew  anything  about 
these  plans.  All  right.  These  plans  bearing  the  signatures  indicating 
approval  of  these  different  posts  were  changed,  and  on  June  z.:>,  i.J/», 
the  following  letter  was  dispatched  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
War  Memorial,  over  my  signature:  ,,^^^^^  ^^^   ^^^g.

THE   MAYOR:      What   was  the  date  of   that  letter? 
MR.  BURNS:     June  23,  1928. 

THE   MAYOR:      Does   that   letter   appear   in   my   report? 

MR.   BURNS:      And  that   letter  also   is  not   in  your    report. 

THE  MAYOR:  What  is  the  date  of  that  letter?  Did  you  read  some 
letter   dated   previously   to   that? 

MR.  BURNS:     I  read  a  letter  which  was  sent  on  March  15,  1928. 

THE  MAYOR:     And  what  was  that  letter  in  relation  to? 

MR.  BURNS:  Stating  that  we  had  conditionally  approved  the  plan, 
and  then  on  June  23,  1928,  the  Board  was  advised  that  we  disapproved 
these  plans  because  of  modifications  made  therein  and  which  were 
made  subsequently  to  our  approval  of  the  original  plan.  All  of  these 
facts  were  called  to  your  attention  under  date  of  November  21,  1929, 
by  Mr.  Milton  Sapiro,  then  Commander  of  the  San  Francisco  County 
Council  of  the  American  Legion,  and  I  will  read  just  one  portion  of 
that  letter: 

"You  have  made  the  statement  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the 
Veterans  approved  the  plans,  and  as  this  is  not  a  fair  statement  of 
the  situation,  you  should  know  that  the  approval  of  the  plans,  which 
approval  was  by  the  American  Legion  only  and  not  by  other  Veteran 
organizations,  was  conditional  upon  certain  changes  being  made.  The 
approval  sent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  March  15,  1928,  specifically 
set  forth  these  conditions,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  promised  the 
Veteran  organizations  that  the  plans  would  be  changed. 

"Subsequently,  and  without  notice  to  the  American  Legion,  the 
plans  were  modified  so  that  they  could  not  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Veteran  organizations,  and  as  soon  as  this  was  ascertained  the  Veteran 
organizations  advised  the  Board  of  Ti-ustees  by  letter  of  June  23,  1928, 
that  such  plans  were  disapproved. 

"There  can  be  no  justification  for  any  bald  statement  that  the 
Veteran  organizations  approved  the  plans." 

Subsequent  to  that,  and  without  notice  to  the  American  Legion,  the 
plans  were  modified  so  that  they  could  not  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  Veteran  organizations,  and  as  soon  as  this  fact  was  ascertained, 
the  Veterans  advised  the  Board  by  the  letter  of  June  15,  1928.  There 
can  be  no  justification  for  any  false  statement  that  the  Veterans' 
organizations  approved  the  plans.  That  was  in  our  letter  to  your 
Honor  dated  November  21,  1929. 

I  will  refer  briefly  to  pages  51  and  52  of  the  History  of  the  San 
Francisco  War  Memorial.  That  portion  of  this  history  refers  to  the 
open  meeting  which  was  held  in  these  chambers  and  at  which  meeting 
Mr.  John  S.  Drum  presided,  on  December  6th.  I  believe,  1928,  and  we 
were  referring  at  that  time  to  the  manner  in  which  the  request  of 
the  Veterans  for  more  space  was  complied  with,  and  incidentally  and 
simply  in  passing  by  reference  to  this  you  will  note  that  there  was 
considerable  reference  made  to  the  large  amount  of  space  allocated 
to  the  Veterans  in  the  basement  of  the  Veterans  building. 

THE  MAYOR:     Well,  I  didn't  make  it.  that's  history. 

MR.  BURNS:  On  this  date,  and  referring  to  the  portion  of  the 
history  which  I  mentioned  I  happened  to  ask  this  question:  "Was 
it  not  contemplated,  in  connection   with  the  War  Memorial  to   make 
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a  rearrangement  of  those  pillars  in  order  to  make  that  basement  space 
usable? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFP:  To  make  the  space  usable?  It  is  usable,  as 
approved  by  the  plans. 

"MR.  BURNS:  When  you  say  'approved  by  the  plans,'  you  are 
referring  to  the  plans  as  approved  on  April  16? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:  Yes,  those  plans  were  approved  by  the  Legion 
on  the  16th  of  April. 

"MR.  BURNS:  Now,  were  any  changes  made  in  these  plans  with 
relation  to  the  location  of  those  pillars  after  the  Legion  had  approved 
the  plans? 

"MR.    WAGSTAFF:      No   vital   change. 

"MR.  BURNS:      Ah,  no  vital  change? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:  No,  no  vital  change.  The  building  was  made 
less  than  ten  feet  narrower,  there  was  a  ten-foot  strip  taken  off,  and 
it  caused  some  rearrangement  in  the  size  of  the  rooms.  For  example, 
a  room  thirty  by  fifty  might  be  changed  to  twenty-five  by  sixty. 
Changes  of  that   nature — changes  of  shape,   and   not  of  capacity. 

"SUPERVISOR  MARKS:  Were  those  changes  approved  by  the 
Veterans? 

"MR.  BURNS:      Did  you  submit,  or  were  those  plans 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF   (interrupting)  :     No. 

"MR.  BURNS  (continuing)  :  — you  say  that  they  were  not  approved 
bv  the  Legion? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:      Not  officially. 

"MR.  BURNS:  Not  officially?  Were  they  approved  by  anyone  repre- 
senting himself  to  be  a  representative  of  the  Legion? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:  Members  of  the  Legion  saw  the  plans  at  dif- 
ferent places. 

"MR.  BURNS:     Who  was  that?     Anyone  representing  the  Legion? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:  Various  members,  who  said  they  were  from  the 
Legion. 

"MR.  BURNS:  I  see;  various  members  who  said  they  were  mem- 
bers of  some  Veterans',  organization;  simply  came  in  and  looked  at 
the  plans;  but  no  one  stated  that  he  was  approving  the  plans  on 
behalf  of  the  American  Legion,  did  he? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:      Oh,  no. 

"MR.  BURNS:  W^ere  those  plans  ever  submitted  to  the  Legion 
thereafter  for  approval? 

"MR.  WAGSTAFF:     Not  as  finally  approved." 

In  other  words,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  all  of  this  statement  with 
reference  to  the  Veterans  having  approved  the  plans  is  not  a  fair 
statement  to  make.  The  record  here,  the  trustees  themselves,  admit 
that  they  made  changes  in  the  plans  even  after  having  had  the  pur- 
ported approval  of  one  of  the  groups  of  organized  Veterans. 

One  other  little  matter,  and  it  won't  take  but  a  moment,  I  want  to 
refer  to  another  portion  of  the  record  which  refers  to  the  plans  which 
were  the  basis  of  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue.  At  that  time  it  was 
decided  that  in  order  to  construct  an  opera  house  and  the  Legion 
Museum  building  that  it  would  be  necessary  in  addition  to  the  $1,625,- 

000  then  stated  to  be  on  hand  to  have  $4,000,000  additional,  and  that 
was  the  basis  of  the  $4,000,000  bond  issue  requested  at  that  time,  and 

1  have  over  here  the  original  tracing — that  is  simply  a  copy  of  it — 
and  I  will  show  it  to  you.  It  provided  for  two  buildings  equal  in  size, 
extent,  area  and  shape.  That  was  the  basis  of  the  $4,000,000  lx)nd 
issue  that  came  before  this  Board  and  was  approved  by  the  Board 
at  the  time  that  issue  went  on  the  ballot. 

I  make  no  further  reference  to  that  other  than  to  call  it  to  your 
attention  and  state  that  that  is  in  the  record  in  the  City  Hall  here. 
THE  MAYOR:      Let's  put  that  in  the  record  tonight. 
MR.  BURNS:     You  have  alreadv  read  it  into  the  record. 
THE  MAYOR:     Put  it  in  the  record. 
MR.  BURNS:     It  is  in  your  report. 
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THE  MAYOR:  I  know  it  is,  but  not  the  picture  or  design.  Does 
it  show  the  opera  house  there? 

MR.  BURNS:  It  shows  two  buildings,  your  Honor,  one  labeled 
"Opera  House"  and  one  labeled  "Veterans  Building,"  and  it  is  a  plot 
plan  for  the  proposed  San  Francisco  Memorial  Hall.  Here  is  the 
dome  of  the  City  Hall,  right  here.    (Laughter.) 

THE  MAYOR:      Put  this  picture  in  the  record,  Mr.  Stenographer. 

MR.  BURNS:  Now,  there  is  another  matter,  gentlemen,  which  I 
desire  to  refer  to,  and  that  will  be  in  conclusion,  and  I  think  I  have 
kept  my  promise  with  relation  to  the  time  limit. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    Thank  you,  Mr.   Burns. 

MR.  BURNS:  His  Honor  made  the  statement,  and  I  am  sure  he 
did  not  intend  that  statement  to  sound  just  as  it  did,  when  he  said 
we  are  against  Major  Kendrick  because  he  wants  to  build  an  opera 
house.     Now,  gentlemen,  no  statement  could  be  more  unfair  than  that. 

THE  MAYOR:   It  is  in  the  record. 

MR.  BURNS:  No,  it  is  not  in  the  record,  your  honor.  No  state- 
ment could  be  more  unfair  than  that. 

THE  MAYOR:  That's  in  the  record. 

MR.  BURNS:  I  think,  with  all  sincerity,  your  honor  and  members 
of  the  Board,  that  is  not  in  the  record,  and  I  ques'tion  the  language  that 
the  veterans  oppose  Major  Kendrick  because  he  wants  to  build  an 
opera  house. 

When  the  matter  of  the  confirmation  of  this  Board  of  Trustees 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Burns,  if  you  will  permit  an  interruption,  would 
you  mind,  for  the  sake  of  the  record,  indicating  your  objections  to 
Major  Kendrick  here. 

MR.  BURNS:  If  you  will  pardon  me,  that  is  just  what  I  am  doing, 
Mr.  Mayor. 

When  this  same  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  was  presented  in 
September  to  this  Board  of  Supervi.'?ors  for  approval,  this  same  group 
of  veterans  appeared  before  you  and  voiced  its  objections  to  Major 
Charles  H.  Kendrick.  The  record  which  the  Mayor  read  the  other 
night  states  those  objections  which  we  stated  then  and  we  state  now, 
what  those  objections  are,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  great  personal  regret 
to  the  members  of  this  advisory  group  that  we  must  take  objection  to 
one  of  our  own  members,  Charles  H.  Kendrick.  We  have  put  forward 
these  specific  objections  to  him,  but  in  fairness  to  him  it  must  be  said 
that  this  is  no  personal  objection  to  him.  Major  Kendrick  eight  or  nine 
years  ago  was  the  unanimous  choice,  almost,  of  the  American  Legion 
to  represent  them  on  the  War  Memorial  Committee.  However,  as  the 
years  went  by  a  great  many  differences  of  opinion  arose  and  finally, 
in  1928,  the  American  Legion  called  upon  Major  Charles  H.  Kendrick 
to  resign  from  that  private  board  of  trustees,  which  Mr.  Kendrick 
refused  to  do.  The  veterans,  the  American  Legion  particularly,  con- 
cluded that  because  of  the  activities  of  Major  Kendrick  in  connection 
with  the  War  Memorial  over  a  period  of  years,  that  he  did  no  longer 
represent  the  group  which  had  placed  him  on  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and,  in  fact,  that  is  borne  out  by  Major  Kendrick's  own  statement  at 
the  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  County  Council  of  the  American 
Legion  on  November  1st — no,  November  14,  1928.  At  that  time  Major 
Kendrick  appeared  l)efore  that  body  and  he  stated  at  that  time  that 
he  did  not  believe  that  he  had,  that  he  owed  bis  first  duty  to  the 
American  Legion,  but  believed  that  his  duty  was  to  the  city  and  to 
the  citizens  of  San  Francisco.  He  was  asked,  in  view  of  that  state- 
ment, why  he  did  not  resign  if  he  admitted  baldly  he  no  longer  repre- 
sented the  group  he  was  supposed  to  represent,  and  he  said  that  when 
the  committee  was  to  turn  over  all  of  the  monies  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  which  will  finally  build  the  project,  not  only  himself,  but  all 
other  members  of  the  old  Board  of  Trustees  would  be  veiT  glad  to 
resign. 

That  is  a  matter  of  record  in   the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the 
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San  Francisco  County  Council  of  the  American  Legion,  and  it  is  also 
a  matter  of  record  in  the  history  of  the  San  Franciwco  War  Memorial, 
that  when  the  project  was  turned  over  to  the  City  that  he  would 
resign  from  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Now,  gentlemen,  as  I  stated,  we  have  no  personal  objections  to 
Major  Charles  H.  Kendrick.  The  objection  is  based  upon  the  condi- 
tions which  have  arisen  and  grown  out  of  the  War  Memorial  activities 
of  Major  Kendrick  during  a  long  period  of  time,  and  we  resiiectfully 
again  refer  to  you  the  objections  which  are  in  this  record  which  we 
gave  you  at  the  time  you  refused  to  confirm  the  Board  last  September. 

I  have  taken  twenty  minutes,  when  I  only  intended  to  take  about 
fifteen.  1  appreciate  very  much  having  had  thi.s-  opportunity  to  say 
a  few  words  to  you,  and  I  would  like  to  state  to  you,  as  did  his  honor 
the  Mayor,  that  what  has  been  said  has  been  said  in  all  sincerity,  and 
simply  as  the  legal  mouthpiece  of  the  veterans  whom  I  have  the  honor 
to  represent. 

(Applause.) 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  I  move  the  privilege,  Mr.  Chairman,  of  the 
floor  to  Mr.  Milton  Sapiro. 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Sapiro,  you  have  the  floor. 

MR.  MILTON  SAPIRO:  Gentlemen.  Mr.  Mayor,  I  will  try  and 
briefly  give  you  a  few  facts  in  connection  with  this  War  Memorial 
controversy. 

To  those  of  us  who  represent  the  veteran  organizations-  this  question 
that  has  now  been  brought  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  probably 
involves  the  most  important  issue  in  the  civic  life  of  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  that  you  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  prob- 
ably face  during  your  four  years  in  office.  I  doubt  that  any  question 
that  will  arise  has  as  its  foundation  the  opposition,  or  the  basis  for 
the  opposition  which  there  is  to  the  confirmation  of  each  of  these 
gentlemen  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  nominated  by  his  honor  the  Mayor. 
I  want  to  say  that  those  of  us  who  are  serving  in  the  veteran  ranks, 
that  we  are  giving  our  time  to  a  public  cause  because  we  believe  in  it. 
Every  veteran  who  has  spoken  to  you  tonight  and  who  will  S'peak  to 
you  has  told  you  nothing  but  the  truth,  and  I  am  going  to  speak 
frankly  and  straight  from  the  shoulder,  and  what  I  have  got  to  say  I 
am  going  to  say  in  just  a  plain,  straight  manner.  1  am  not  going  to 
try  and  obscure  the  facts  or  cloud  the  issue  with  a  mountain  of  words 
such  as  is  contained  in  this  history  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Me- 
morial.    I  am  going  to  us-e  words  to  reveal  facts. 

What  I  have  to  say  is  not  intended  to  be  personal  in  nature  in  any 
way,  and  if  we  have  to  refer  to  the  acts  of  any  officials  or  individuals, 
either  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such  officials,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  any  of  their  official  acts  in  connection  with  this  War  Me- 
morial, or  the  official  acts  of  officials  of  this  City,  those  remarks  have 
no  personal  application,  but  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  spare  any  one's 
feelings  in  reference  to  this  important  subject. 

Let  me  state  to  you  that  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  evasion  on 
this  subject.  I  believe  when  you  come  to  study  and  analyze  this  report 
or  history  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial  you  will  find  that  it 
has  been  presented  at  such  great  length,  not  merely  to  give  a  history 
of  the  matter,  but  that  it  has  been  presented  in  that  design  to  build  up 
a  case  for  the  iirivate  trustees  who  have  mishandled  this  thing  for 
so  many  years.  I  want  to  say  to  you  gentlemen  who  are  sitting  here 
tonight  in  this  great  room  that  if  you  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  were  sitting  here  as  a  jury  in  a  case  and  this  were  a  case 
before  a  jury  in  a  court  of  law,  and  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  had 
presented  the  cas-e  for  the  defense  as  he  has  presented  the  case  here 
in  this  report,  that  if  he  had  appeared  here  as  representing  the  de- 
fense, and  I  represented  the  prosecution,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  pre- 
sentation of  that  report  I  would  have  said  to  you,  "Gentlemen,  we 
submit  our  case  on  the  statement  of  the  case  and  the  evidence  pre- 
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sented  by  the  defense."  No  more  complete  a  record  of  a  failure  to 
perform  a  public  trust  ever  existed  in  any  city  or  county  of  this  great 
country  of  ours  than  is  contained  in  this  history  of  the  San  Francisco 
War  Memorial.  This  great  City  of  ours  that  accomplishes  things  is 
able  to  turn  out  a  history.  History  is  usually  supposed  to  be  a  record, 
an  accurate  record  of  things  accomplished,  things  done.  We  in  San 
Francisco  who  know  how,  are  able  to  turn  out  a  history  which  it 
takes  fifteen  hours  to  read,  193  pages  of  fine  print.  A  hi.story  of 
what?  A  history  of  the  construction  of  two  holes  over  there  over  a 
period  of  eleven  years.      (Applause  and  laughter.) 

The  Mayor,  in  submitting  the  report  to  you,  dared  to  use  language 
in  this  report  as  follows: 

"The  veterans  have  charged  the  present  War  Memorial  Board  of 
Trustees  with  'gross  inefficiency,  waste  and  mismanagement.'  Yet 
the  financial  report  of  their  status,  certified  by  public  accountants, 
shows  competence,  efficiency  and  careful  management." 

Tonight,  when  he  wasn't  thinking  of  the  report  which  he  had  pre- 
pared for  the  City  and  which  was  read  to  you,  and  talking  impromptu 
to  you,  what  he  said  was  that  matters  had  been  in  the  hands  of  others 
who  had  had  it  in  their  hands  for  eleven  years  and  gotten  nowhere 
with  it.  Now,  do  you  think  that  any  board  who  has  had  this  matter 
in  their  hands  for  eleven  years  and  has  accomplished  nothing  is  "com- 
petent and  efficient,"  and  that  it  shows  careful  management?  Of 
course,  when  you  think  of  the  report  which  Mr.  Glens-or  has  rendered 
on  this  financial  report,  and  the  analysis  of  it,  showing  the  vast 
amounts  of  money  which  have  been  spent  for  interest.  $150,000,  when 
this  Board  of  Trustees  had  money  in  the  bank,  $21,000  to  cancel  the 
lease  of  the  building  in  which  the  Locomobile  Company  was  located 
at  a  time  when  they  were  not  prepared  to  go  ahead  with  the  work, 
and  it  shows  that  they  spent  hundreds  of  dollars  and  thousands  of 
dollars-  in  administration  expenses,  legal  expenses  and  expenses  for  a 
secretary  and  other  matters.  We  gentlemen  are  wondering  whether 
or  not  that  secretary  spent  any  time  in  the  War  Memorial  office,  judg- 
ing by  the  records  kept  by  that  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees.  We 
are  wondering  whether  the  money  of  the  War  Memorial  was  not  used 
to  pay  the  salary  as  secretary  of  one  of  the  musical  organizations  of 
San  Francisco  which  he  also  represented.  Inefficiency  and  mismanage- 
ment of  the  grossest  &ort  are  shown  in  this  report  rendered  to  you  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  yet  in  the  face  of  that,  what 
happened?  Four  of  the  men  who  are  given  a  public  trust  of  that  kind 
are  nominated  by  the  Mayor.  Don't  think  of  it  as  a  private  fund,  if 
you  please.  I  contributed  to  that  fund,  and  a  great  many  other  men 
who  served  their  country  contributed  to  that  fund.  Of  course,  I  didn't 
contribute  any  $50,000  and  I  cannot  point  to  any  veteran  who  did 
contribute  $50,000,  but  I  do  not  place  my  contribution  on  the  basis  of 
dollars  and  cents.  I  attended  a  meeting  the  other  night  when  an  old 
veteran,  a  representative  of  the  Grand  Army,  got  up  and  stated  to  us, 
when  sums  were  mentioned  in  this  connection,  and  the  statement  was 
made  that  we  had  to  appreciate  the  S'ums  of  money  which  had  been 
contributed  by  some  of  our  citizens:  "I  contributed  $2  to  the  sum, 
too."  That  $2  meant  more  to  him  than  $50,000  contributed  by  some 
one  to  whom  that  did  not  mean  a  sacrifice.  He  sacrificed  something — 
he  deprived  himself  of  some  tobacco  or  the  pleasure  of  going  to  a 
show,  something  to  eat,  or  something  of  that  sort,  while  a  man  who 
is  in  a  position  to  contribute  $50,000  to  a  fund  of  that  kind,  while 
we  ajipreciate  his  interest  and  his  generosity  in  giving  it,  he  does  not 
have  to  sacrifice  to  contribute  $50,000.  He  isn't  deprived  of  a  bit  of 
food,  he  isn't  deprived  even  of  any  pleasure — he  doesn't  sacrifice  a 
thing.  And  while,  as  I  say,  we  appreciate  it  being  given,  what  else 
could  he  do  with  the  money?  Let  it  pile  up  and  pile  up  until  maybe 
the  pile  will  fall  over  on  liim?  Gentlemen,  that  is  no  basis  for  the  test. 
You  cannot  debate  this  on  a  basis  of  dollars  and  cents.   We,  as  veterans. 
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strongly  resent  there  coming  to  this-  Board  in  report  after  report  the 
statement  that  we  must  consider  these  men  because  of  the  financial 
contributions  they  have  made  either  to  the  City  or  to  this  project.  I 
say  to  you  that  when  you  see  the  truth  of  that  charge  of  lack  of 
interest  and  of  negligence  in  the  performance  of  a  public  trust  which 
those  men  have  been  guilty  of,  and  they  have  been  guilty  of  that  charge 
beyond  the  shadow^  of  a  doubt,  and  nothing  can  be  said  that  will  gain- 
say the  truth  of  that  statement. 

As  I  said  before,  they  had  a  public  trus-t.  The  public  contributed 
money  to  this  project,  and  that  money  had  to  be  held  by  somebody 
and  it  was  held  by  those  men  through  a  trust  agreement  with  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California.  The  Mayor  has  stated  to  you 
this  evening  that  although  it  has  been  a  huge  task  and  that  it  has 
kept  him  occupied  from  October  to  the  present  day  in  order  to  prepare 
this  great  report,  or  great  history,  that  he  himself  did  not  read  the 
trust  agreement,  one  of  the  important  documents-,  if  not  the  most  im- 
portant document,  in  connection  with  the  project.  Then  be  says  this 
history  contains  facts.  AVhat  are  the  facts  in  this  report?  It  is  not 
an  accurate  report  when  it  says  that  this  War  Memorial  project  was 
started  in  1918.  You  can  only  take  it  from  the  beginning  of  1920 
when  the  American  Legion  first  got  together  with  a  bunch  who  had 
a  lot  of  stale  subscriptions  on  their  hands-.  Tliey  had  subscriptions 
signed  up  which  they  had  had  signed  up  for  some  years,  but  they 
had  not  received  a  total  sum  sufficient  to  do  anything,  and  the  signers 
of  the  subscriptions  were  withdrawing  them.  The  American  Legion 
finally  came  forward  saying,  "We  are  the  person?  responsible  for  the 
War  Memorial,  and  you  can  start  another  group.  You  don't  have  to 
be  afraid  this  particular  group  is  not  going  ahead."  I  want  to  say 
right  now,  and  I  want  to  pin  this  down  fast,  so  that  there  can  be  no 
mistake  about  it.  No  veteran  organization  ever  suggested  that  we 
abandon  the  building  of  the  opera  house,  nor  have  we  ever  suggested 
to  the  Mayor  that  the  names  of  any  of  the  men  indicated  by  him  as 
members  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  be  withdrawn  because  they  were  in 
favor  of  the  building  of  the  opera  house.  That  slatement  has  been 
made  to  the  Board  and  we  want  to  say  that  it  is  entirely  unfounded, 
and  has  been  repeatedly  refuted.  And  I  want  to  see  the  proof  of  it. 
And  I  tell  you  it  cannot  be  furnished  to  you  of  any  statement 
by  anybody  representing  any  of  the  veteran  organizations  that  we 
opposed  the  building  of  an  opera  house.  We  have  always  said  that 
we  favored  the  building  of  the  opera  house  but  that  we  were  not  will- 
ing to  sacrifice  the  Veterans'  building  to  it — sacrifice  the  Veterans' 
building  to  put  up  the  opera  house.  As  John  Drum  said,  if  anything 
was  to  be  left  uncompleted  it  was  to  be  the  Veterans'  building,  and 
we  are  not  going  to  stand  by  and  see  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  treated  in  that  manner.  The  people  of  this  City  voted  for 
a  War  Memorial  for  the  veterans. 

You  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  here  have  at  stake,  in 
our  belief,  a  principle  which  is  greater  than  even  the  War  Memorial 
itself,  and  that  is  the  real  principle  of  democracy.  The  War  Memorial 
Trustees  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  s-ubject  to  the  confirmation 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  That  gave  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
a  very  definite  power,  definite  powers  and  rights.  They  have  the 
right  to  confirm  or  not  confirm  tliose  nominees,  and  when  they  pleased 
not  to  confirm  the  names  submitted  by  the  Mayor  it  was  the  Mayor's 
duty  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  new  list  of  names-  to 
be  confirmed  or  rejected. 

You  know  as  well  as  I  do  the  truth  of  what  AVashington  said: 
"Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty."  It  is  an  eternal  struggle 
between  democracy  and  autocracy,  a  struggle  between  the  interests  of 
the  people  and  the  rule  of  the  autocrat.  In  this  City  and  County  the 
Mayor  of  this  City  should  l>e  governed  by  the  charter.  The  Mayor 
should  not  attempt  to  impose  his  will  beyond  question  upon  this  Board 
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of  Supervisors  when  the  Board  is  acting  entirely  witliin  its  right,  and 
you  were  entirely  within  your  rights  in  rejectiiig  the  Board  of 
Trustees  submitted  by  the  Mayor. 

We  have  a  very  apt  example.  You  remember  the  case  of  Mr.  Warren, 
who  was  named  by  President  Coolidge  for  Attorney  General.  At  the 
time  the  question  of  the  confirmation  of  Mr.  Warren  came  up  for  vote, 
Mr.  Dawes,  then  Vice-President,  was  takin  a  nap  in  the  Senate  ante- 
chamber. As  a  result  of  the  fact  that  he  was  taking  a  nap  at  that 
time  the  nominee  of  President  Coolidge  could  not  be  appointed.  It  was 
shy  one  vote.  Mr.  Dawes  returned  to  the  Senate  chamber  and  Presi- 
dent Coolidge  knew  that  through  the  vote  he  would  receive  by  Mr. 
Dawes'  presence  there  in  the  Senate,  that  if  he  returned  the  name  of 
Warren,  Warren  would  be  nominated  as  Attorney  General.  What  did 
President  Coolidge  do?  He  recognized  the  true  principle  of  democracy. 
He  recognized  that  our  government  depends  upon  the  operation  of  a 
proper  system  of  check  and  balances,  and  in  order  to  ])reserve  the  true 
principles  of  democracy  he  submitted  a  new  name  for  Attorney  General 
and  did  not  try  to  insist  on  forcing  through  his  first  nominee,  although 
he  knew  he  could  have  the  nomination  of  the  man  he  really  wanted 
for  the  position  by  again  submitting  his-  name.  That  should  be  the 
situation  in  this  City  and  County.  There  should  not  be  an  attempt 
to  impose  upon  this  Board  of  Supervisors  some  Board  of  Trustees 
which  you  once  turned  down.  It  was  entirely  within  your  rights  to 
turn  down  that  Board  because  you  did  not  consider  it  constituted,  in 
accordance  with  the  ordinance  and  in  accordance  with  your  request  to 
the  Mayor.  The  report  of  the  Mayor  showed  that  you  were  subject 
to  threats'.  I  resent  that,  and  I  can  very  honestly  and  conscientiously 
say,  and  there  isn't  a  Supervisor  here  who  can  say  that  I  have  ever 
uttered  one  word  of  threat  to  any  Supervisor  whatsoever  or  to  any  one 
in  connection  with  this  matter.  All  I  have  asked  from  them,  from  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  name  of  the  veterans  of  San  Francisco,  is 
just  fair  play.  We  come  before  you  on  that  showing,  and  on  that 
issue  we  are  entitled  to  have  this  Board  turned  down  as  it  wa.s-  in 
the  past. 

Now,  gentlemen,  we  wonder  ourselves  when  we  read  this  report  of 
his  Honor,  why  the  Mayor  does  not  appoint  a  Board  consisting  entirely 
of  veterans.  In  one  meeting  the  Mayor  stated,  on  one  page  of  the 
transcript  at  one  meeting  that,  "If  I  had  my  way,  and  I  could  pick  out 
eleven,  I  would."  That  is  on  page  173  of  this  report,  and  as  late  as 
January  20,  1930,  when  he  said,  "If  I  had  my  way,  and  I  could  pick 
out  eleven,  I  would."  What  stopped  him  from  doing  it?  That's  what 
we  want  to  know;  that  is  what  we  would  like  to  know.  Certainly, 
there  isn't  an  invisible  government  in  the  City  government  of  San 
Francisco.  I  know,  I  have  read  the  trust  agreement  under  which  the 
Regents  of  the  University  of  California  hold  the  trust  fund.  I  hajipen 
to  be  an  attorney  and  to  have  a  little  knowledge  of  law.  I  have  no 
fear  or  question  on  that  score.  They  would  not  retain  the  money  if 
the  Mayor  was  to  appoint  such  a  Board,  and  they  would  not  turn  the 
money  back  to  the  su))scribers.  Gentlemen,  this  so-called  fear  of  what 
they  are  going  to  do  held  over  our  heads  was'  held  over  our  heads  once 
by  John  Drum,  on  December  19,  1928.  Mr.  Drum,  I  am  sorry,  isn't 
here  to  answer  for  his  accounting  of  the  War  Memorial  funds,  his 
handling  of  them.  These  other  men  left  the  matter  entirely  in  his 
hands,  and  he  used  them  in  a  way  which  he  wanted.  He  did  not  ac- 
complish anything  in  a  way  which  will  be  a  credit  to  that  Board.  He 
is  no  longer  a  member  of  San  Francisco,  and  therefore  cannot  be  ap- 
pointed as  a  member  of  this  Board.  But  should  he  be  given  an  op- 
portunity to  sit  as  a  member  of  this  Board  and  should  the  Mayor  be 
permitted  to  reject  thousands  of  veterans  of  San  Francisco  and  not 
consider  them?  Now,  if  he  could  be  appointed,  why  couldn't  all  the 
members  of  that  Board  be  veterans?  After  all,  you  know,  the  veteran 
groups  of  San  Francisco — you  cannot  believe  for  one  minute  that  there 
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are  not  men  in  the  veterans  just  as  much  interested  in  opera,  and 
just  as  much  interested  in  culture  as  in  any  other  group.  A  great 
many  of  them  don't,  perhaps-,  know  what  a  symphony  or  concerts  are, 
but  we  do  know  that  we  are  not  all  uneducated,  and  of  no  culture,  and 
that  there  are  no  men  among  the  veterans  able  to  fill  a  position  of 
that  kind.  A  great  many  veterans  are  just  as  well  qualified  to  rule 
a  project  of  this  kind,  and  to  rule  the  whole  project  as  any  other 
group  in  San  Francisco. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  this  were  a  private  group  and  not  a  public 
body,  and  you  had  secured  $4,000,000  from  various  people  on  the  same 
representations  that  were  made  to  secure  these  monies,  you  would  be 
obligated  to  appoint  a  Board  entirely  of  veterans  because,  you  will 
remember  if  your  memory  will  s-erve  you  right,  before  the  bond  cam- 
paign in  1927  the  rumor  went  around  the  City  that  the  name  of  the 
veterans  was  being  used  to  exploit  an  opera  house.  It  is  very  inter- 
esting to  note  on  page  7  of  this  history  of  the  San  Francisco  War 
Memorial  that  City  Attorney  John  J.  O'Toole  was  very  careful  to  take 
the  words  "art  museum  and  opera  house"  out  of  the  resolution  for 
fear  that  it  might  invalidate  the  whole  thing,  because  there  was  a 
rumor  going  around  that  the  name  of  the  veterans  was  being  used 
to  exploit  some  outside  project.  As  a  result  the  papers  made  a  deter- 
mined campaign  to  make  it  clear  that  the  veterans  would  control  the 
project.  Your  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  that  the  vet- 
erans would  have  the  approval  of  the  plans.  Not  the  approval  of  the 
plans  alone  for  the  Veterans'  building,  but  the  approval  of  the  plans 
for  the  entire  project,  both  the  Veterans'  building  and  the  opera  house. 

Both  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  and  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle, 
the  San  Francisco  Examiner  in  the  editorial  column  on  June  8th  re- 
ferred to  that  rumor,  that  there  was  a  rumor  being  circulated  in  the 
City  to  the  effect  that  the  name  and  reputation  of  the  veterans  was 
being  exploited  in  connection  with  another  purpo&e  and  that  they 
would  have  no  control  over  the  type  or  uses  of  the  War  Memorial,  and 
stating  that  these  rumors,  which  are  always  more  or  less  groundless, 
had  been  laid  once  and  for  all  and  that  the  veterans  were  to  have 
the  full  control  not  only  over  the  type,  but  also  over  the  uses  of  the 
Veterans'  building,  first,  foremost  and  all  the  time.  That  was  the 
editorial  which  was  published  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  That 
said  that  we  veterans  would  control  not  only  the  type  but  the  uses  of 
the  project. 

Now,  gentlemen,  as  I  said  to  you  before,  if  you  were  a  private  cor- 
poration and  had  induced  somebody,  certain  individuals,  to  subscribe 
?4, 000, 000  on  the  basis  of  people  from  a  certain  group  having  control 
of  the  use  of  that  money  and  then  you  should  try  to  avoid  that  obliga- 
tion, you  would  be  guilty  of  fraud  and  could  be  compelled  to  return 
the  money.  Now,  your  duty  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  is  certainly 
not  less  than  it  would  be  if  you  were  a  private  corporation.  Under 
your  obligation  as  representatives  of  the  people  and  as  public  officials 
it  is  greater.  You  have  a  public  trust,  and  a  person  endowed  with  a 
public  trust  must  show  greater  faith  with  the  people  even  than  in  a 
private  capacity  with  the  people  with  whom  he  deals.  We  think  on 
that  basis  we  have  an  absolute  right  to  ask  that  the  veterans  control 
this  project.  I  want  to  say  to  you  members  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  if  the  Mayor  had  seen  fit  to  appoint  a  Board  consisting  of 
eleven  veterans,  not  one  month  ago,  but  one  year  ago.  when  he  could 
have  done  so  under  the  charter,  you  would  probably  have  a  War  Me- 
morial now. 

We  have  been  brought  up  in  a  school  of  accomplishment.  We  had 
to  go  through  a  school  of  service  where  we  had  to  be  active  and  had 
to  accomplish  if  we  wanted  to  be  alive.  Tlie  veteran  groups  exist  and 
are  existing  today  for  service  to  their  city  and  country,  so  that  they 
cannot  sit  back  and  neglect  trusts  that  have  been  placed  in  their  hands. 
I  want  to  tell  you  something  about  what  we  think  of  the  responsibility, 
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about  the  responsibility  for  this  so-called  delay  in  this  project.  The 
Mayor  of  this  City,  however,  tells  us  that  he  did  not  have  any  re- 
sponsibility in  the  matter  until  December,  1928,  when  this  Board 
of  Supervisors  passed  a  resolution  stating  that  there  should  be  this 
three,  three  and  three  committee  and  having  the  Mayor  as  an  ex-officio 
or  additional  member.  But,  gentlemen,  do  you  realize  that  in  June, 
1927,  the  people  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  voted  $4,000,000  for  the 
construction  of  a  War  Memorial?  What  did  that  mean?  That  meant 
that  the  executive  officials  of  this  City  had  in  their  charge  $4,000,000 
and  that  money  was  voted  on  the  promise  from  this  private  Board  of 
Trustees  that  if  the  $4,000,000  issue  was  voted  they  would  turn  over 
the  $2,000,000  which  they  had  to  the  City.  It  was  not  the  understand- 
ing at  any  time  that  the  City  would  turn  over  the  $4,000,000  voted  by 
the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  the  trustees  of  this  private  fund.  Section 
2,  Chapter  I,  Article  IV  of  the  City  Charter  states:  "The  Mayor  shall 
from  time  to  time  recommend  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  different 
departments  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  beneficial  to  public  in- 
terest." Why  didn't  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  S^an  Francisco  take  hold 
of  the  project  in  June,  1927,  and  recommend  the  necessary  legislation 
to  build  this  project?  This  Amendment  32  is  almost  a  carbuncle  on 
the  City  Charter.  It  is  an  indication  of  trying  to  create  a  self-per- 
petuating board,  except  in  this  particular  instance  the  board  isn't 
quite  self-perpetuating.  This  amendment  wasn't  necessary  to  start  the 
the  War  Memorial.  The  City  was  well  qualified  as  such  to  immediately 
start  building  that  War  Memorial.  Don't  you  think  it  rather  strange 
that  this  City,  after  voting  a  $4,000,000  bond  issue,  should  yet  wait 
for  the  private  board  of  trustees  with  $2,000,000— it  was  $2,000",000  but 
has  S'hrunk  to  about  $770,000 — to  prepare  the  ]jlan  to  spend  the  City's 
$4,000,000,  and  the  City,  represented  by  the  officials  whom  we  must 
hold  responsible,  does  nothing  in  reference  to  the  thing. 

There  has  been  delay  and  delay  and  delay,  and  that  delay  can  be 
placed  at  specific  doors,  but  when  there  is  any  attempt  to  place  it  at 
the  doors  of  any  of  the  veteran  groups,  we  maintain  that  such  a  charge 
is  grossly  unfair  and  unjustified.  We  have  fought  for  the  thing  to 
which  we  are  entitled,  and  we  will  continue  to  fight  for  that  thing  until 
the  will  of  the  people  is  carried  out.  The  people  said  that  we  are 
entitled  to  a  War  Memorial  and  that  we  are  entitled  to  control  not 
only  the  type  but  the  uses  of  that  project. 

I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  one  other  thing.  A  number  of  times 
the  statement  has  been  made  to  the  veterans:  "What  do  you  gentle- 
men need  a  building  for,  or  what  do  you  care  what  you  get?  In  forty 
or  fifty  years  you  will  all  be  dead  and  there  will  be  no  veteran  organ- 
izations then,  and  what  then  will  become  of  the  building?"  Gentlemen, 
any  person  who  makes  that  remark  doesn't  understand  the  purposes 
of  the  veteran  organizations.  Not  perhat)s  the  purposes  merely  as 
expressions  set  forth  in  their  Constitutions  and  By-Laws,  but  the 
purposes  as  expressed  in  the  organizations  themselves.  You  all  well 
know  that  patriotism  can  only  be  kept  alive  when  you  teach  it  to  the 
people  and  particularly  to  the  children.  On  Admission  Day,  Armistice 
Day,  Washington's  birthday,  the  stores  are  all  practically  open.  The 
dollar  does  not  observe  patriotism,  and  you  cannot  keep  patriotism 
alive  by  making  people  successful  alone.  You  have  got  to  teach  them 
the  traditions  of  this  country;  you  have  got  to  make  them  realize  what 
is  at  the  foundation  of  the  institution  of  democracy.  The  veteran  or- 
ganizations are  doing  that  today.  When  we  l)ass  on,  and  we  know 
that  we  are  not  going  to  live  a  great  many  years,  but  when  we  pass 
on  there  must  be  other  organization  who  will  keep  this  patriotic 
work  going  and  who  will  keep  these  patriotic  halls  occupied  to  carry 
on  our  work.  I  want  to  tell  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, that  if  those  War  Memorial  halls  ever  become  vacant  through 
failure  in  this  great  City  to  have  an  organization  to  carry  on  our 
work,  and  you  can  only  operate  in  this  great  society  of  today  through

organization,  if  they  are  not  organized  so  that  they  want  to  instill 
patriotic  efforts  and  thought  in  the  minds  of  the  people  and  use  those 
halls,  then  I  can  tell  you  that  we  will  have  no  use  for  an  opera  house 
because  if  patriotism  is  dead  and  democracy  ceases  to  exist,  you  will 
not  have  even  an  autocracy;  you  will  probably  have  a  country  that  is 
ruined.  We  don't  look  for  that  because  we  know  that  we  shall  instill 
in  the  hearts  of  our  children  a  patriotism  that  will  endure  and  will 
keep  alive  in  the  minds  of  our  future  citizens  the  principles  of  de- 
mocracy, and  we  are  entitled  to  a  better  use  and  a  better  l)uilding 
than  any  person  is  entitled  to  consider  even  for  opera  purposes.  Today 
opera,  is  more  in  jeopardy  than  are  the  veterans.  Today,  with  inven- 
tions- of  all  sorts  of  mechanical  devices,  nobody  knows  what  the  future 
of  an  opera  house  will  be.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  look  at  the  trouble 
theatre  owners  are  having  right  now.  One  owner  of  an  opera  house 
proposes  to  tear  down  two  theatres  which  he  owns  and  put  up  a  hotel. 
Gentlemen,  we  don't  know  what  will  happen  in  this  mechanical  age 
we  are  living  in  today.  An  opera  house  is  more  apt  to  become  a  lode- 
stone  on  the  back  of  the  City  than  is  a  War  Memorial. 

Gentlemen,  I  can  go  into  this  report  in  detail.  If  I  should  seek  so 
to  do  and  point  out  where  you  would  not  be  justified  in  approving 
the  nomination  of  any  of  the  men  who  have  s-erved  this  City  so  poorly 
on  this  so-called  Board  of  Private  Trustees.  Any  of  you  who  have 
heard  any  of  the  reports  when  Mr.  Glensor  read  the  statements  of  Mr. 
Fleishhacker  to  you  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  not  told  the  archi- 
tects that  they  only  had  $5,000,000  to  spend  on  buildings.  Gentlemen, 
what  do  you  think  of  that?  Do  you  think  that  showed  business  in- 
terest in  the  affairs  of  San  Francisco  such  as  is  characteristic  of  the 
personal  ability  of  Mr.  Fleishhacker?  We  don't  doubt  the  personal 
ability  or  integrity  of  these  men,  but  we  do  know  that  for  the  purposes 
of  this  War  Memorial  they  have  failed  and  failed  dismally.  They  have 
no  right  to  permit  their  names  to  go  before  this  Board  of  Supervisors, 
nor  has  any  one  the  right  to  suggest  their  names  before  this  Board 
as  future  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  War  Memorial.  A 
group  that  has  failed  in  their  trust  as  they  have  should  not  ask  for 
any  further  honor  in  the  War  Memorial  at  the  hands  of  this  City.  I 
don't  see  how  any  group  of  men  who  have  failed  in  their  trust  as  they 
have  for  eleven  years,  and  haven't  done  anything  but  waste  money, 
which  should  convince  you  of  that.  For  that  reason  we  oppose  their 
nomination  and  we  ask  you  to  vote  on  this  Board  of  Trustees  as  a 
body,  and  on  that  you  are  entitled  to  do  your  will.  It  is  not  as  indi- 
viduals that  we  are  opposed  to  them.  The  Mayor  says  that  we  are 
opposing  Mr.  Herz,  Mr.  Cameron,  Mr.  Bentley  and  Mr.  George  Hearst 
and  others  because  they  are  in  favor  of  and  working  for  an  opera 
house.  We  oppose  the  confirmation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon 
which  there  are  any  members  of  the  old  private  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  we  ask  this  on  the  basis  of  the  showing  which  they  have  made, 
and  which  is  a  complete  showing  and  an  unanswerable  showing.  We 
ask  you  to  do  your  duty  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  As  far  as  the 
War  Memorial  is  concerned,  I  always  feel,  personally,  that  the  building 
itself  isn't  going  to  mean  so  much  for  those  of  us  who  served  in  the 
war,  and  particularly  for  those  of  us  who  were  not  able  to  come  home. 
A  marble  stone  is  all  they  will  ever  need.  If  we  accomplished  any- 
thing in  our  service,  given  unselfishly  and  with  devotion  to  our  coun- 
try, if  our  service  cannot  R])eak  for  us,  no  stone  will  ever  speak  for 
us,  but  a  War  Memorial  is  something  for  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 
Not  for  those  of  us  who  may  have  served,  but  it  is  a  question  of  such 
civic  integrity,  of  the  ability  of  the  people  of  this  City  to  recognize 
service  and  sacrifice,  and  if  you  are  going  to  recognize  service  and 
s-acrifice,  do  it  in  the  right  way  and  recognize  them  in  the  proper 
manner.  They  served  their  country,  and  they  sei-ved  their  country 
well — and  they  are  just  as  well  qualified  to  serve  their  city  as  any 
particular  private  group  of  trustees  that  exist.     Personally,  I  believe 
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you  could  send  a  boy  out  on  the  street  and  tell  him  to  pick  out  the 
first  eleven  men  he  came  to,  and  those  first  eleven  men  picked  out 
would  ser\'e  the  City  more  competently  and  more  efficiently  than  the 
City  has  been  served  by  those  men  who  were  on  the  Board  of  Private 
Trustees. 

Gentlemen,  we  are  asking  just  for  fairness  when  we  ask  for  a  ma- 
jority of  veterans  on  the  Board.  We  are  seeking  but  little,  and  we 
believe  in  seeking  that,  that  we  are  entitled  to  it,  and  we  ask  your 
support  on  the  record  of  negligence  and  inefficiency  as  characterized 
by  the  record  of  this  Board  of  Private  Trustees  in  the  past  eleven 
years. 

I  thank  you.     (Applause.) 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  now  move  that  we  take  a  recess  until 
tomorrow  afternoon  at  2:30  o'clock  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  this 
hearing. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    Second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:   Roll  call,  please. 

THE  MAYOR:  A  discussion  of  that  matter  is  not  debatable,  but 
may  I  just  ask  the  Board  to  direct  the  stenographer  to  prepare,  as 
rapidly  as  he  can,  a  full  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  tonight? 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  Your  Honor,  I  will  be  pleased  to  make  such 
a  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Second  the  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:  There  being  no  objection,  such  is  the  order. 

SUPERVISOR  CANEPA:  May  I  ask  if  a  copy  of  these  proceedings 
may  be  furnished  the  members  also  . 

THE  CLERK:    It  will  be  printed  the  same  as  this  report  has  been. 

THE  MAYOR:  In  view  of  the  fact  that  you  have  asked  me  to  close 
the  discus&ion  when  the  time  arrived,  I  would  like  to  get  my  copy  as 
soon  as  possible. 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Board  now  recess 
until  2:30  tomorrow  afternoon. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:   A  roll  call  has  been  asked  for. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  Clerk  will  call  the  roll. 

THE  CLERK   (reading): 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:   Aye. 

SUPERVISOR  CANEPA:  Aye.

The  following  information  was  presented  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor: 

Why  the  War  Memorial  Property  Was  Held  in  Name  of  a  Bank. 

Why  was  the  War  Memorial  property  held  in  the  name  of  a  hank 
and  taxes  paid  thereon,  ivhen  it  could  have  been  held  in  the  name  of 
the  Hcyents  of  the  University  of  California  and  no  payment  of  taxes 
trould  have  been  necessary:' 

In  accordance  with  agreement  made  with  the  City's  representatives 
through  Mr.  Ralph  McLaren,  Chairman  of  the  B"'inance  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  City  was  to  purchase  the  north  block  of 
the  Memorial  site  and  the  Trustees  the  south  block. 

When  the  time  came  for  the  City  to  purchase  parcels  of  the  north 
block  as  same  were  available,  it  was  then  found  there  were  no  fundsv 
provided  for  this  purpose,  and  at  the  request  of  Mr.  McLaren  the 
necessary  money  was  borrowed  for  the  City  by  the  Trustees,  with  the 
understanding  that  same  would  be  later  repaid  by  the  City  out  of  the 
next  tax  levy. 

Although  numerous  promises  were  made  to  pay  this  money,  it  was 
never  repaid  by  the  City  and  the  monies  loaned  by  the  banks  w^ere 
finally  repaid  by  the  Trustees-.  The  money  advanced  by  the  banks  was 
secured  by  the  property  purchased  and  when  the  Trustees  repaid  the 
banks  it  was  then  possible  to  transfer  title  to  the  property  to  the  re- 
gents and  avoid  further  taxes. 

The  Trustees  had  this  money  advanced  by  the  banks  instead  of  using 
its  own  funds  which  were  then  invested,  becaus-e  it  was  believed  by 
this  plan  complications,  which  would  have  risen  had  the  property  come 
directly  into  the  hands  of  the  regents,  could  be  avoided. 

Why  Money  Was  Borrowed  From  Bank. 

Why  did  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  borrow  money  from  a  bank 
when  the  money  could  have  been  used  from  the  War  Memorial  fund? 

Only  money  borrowed  by  the  Trustees  in  addition  to  that  specified 
in  answering  question  No.  1  was  the  following: 

First.  When  the  War  Memorial  project  was  initiated  the  Trustees 
decided  to  purchase  the  old  St.  Ignatius  lot  for  the  Memorial  site.  No 
money  was  available  for  this  purpose  at  that  time  as  Memorial  sub- 
scriptions were  only  then  being  secured.  No  considerable  amount  of 
money  from  these  subscriptions  was  available  before  about  January 
1,  1922. 

St.  Ignatius  lot  was  optioned  in  September,  1919. 

St.  Ignatius  lot  was  purchased  February  28,  1920. 

Second.  From  time  to  time  it  became  necessary  to  borrow  money 
from  banks  to  take  care  of  current  expenses  in  advance  of  payment  of 
these  expenses  from  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  who 
were  custodians  of  the  trust  funds.  Said  funds  were  by  them  kept  in- 
vested. 

Why  Money  Was  Spent  on  Plans. 

Why  were  $216,000  spent  on  plans  and  no  plans  drawn  that  could 
be  carried  out.' 

First.  On  March  19,  1928,  the  Special  American  Legion  War  Me- 
morial Committee  approved  plans  for  the  Veterans  building  submitted 
to  them  by  the  Trustees.  (Photostatic  copy  of  these  plans  and  signa- 
tures on  same  submitted  herewith.) 

Estimates  based  on  the  plans  existing  at  the  time  of  above  approval 
indicated  that  these  plans  could  be  carried  out  for  within  a  few  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  of  the  funds  available. 
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In  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  project  both  buildings-  were  made 
ten  feet  narrower.  This  ten  feet  being  talven  from  hallways  only  and 
not  reducing  the  net  amount  of  usable  space  alloted  to  the  veterans, 
which  space  is  approximately  105,700  square  feet.  This  space  is  equiva- 
lent to  a  building  100  feet  square  and  ten  stories  high  without  includ- 
ing necessary  hallways,  elevator  shafts,  etc. 

Working  drawings  for  the  construction  of  buildings  in  accordance 
with  the  above  plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  practically 
completed. 

Second.  Amount  expended  for  plans  is  not  excessive.  It  is  also  a 
fact  that  a  gi'eat  deal  of  highly  technical  information  was  necessary 
and  was  acquired  because  of  the  character  of  the  structures  contem- 
plated. 

Details  of  Trust  Agreement. 

What  are  the  details  of  the  private  trust  agreement  between  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California  and  the  private  Trustees,  and  ivould 
the  City  be  obligated  to  pay  an  expense  of  $200,000  a  year  for  the 
proposed  opera  house  under  the  terms  of  the  same? 

Copy  of  trust  agreement  herewith.  Said  agreement  does  not  contain 
any  obligation  to  pay  $200,000  per  year. 

It  is  expected  that  reasonable  rentals  shall  be  secured  from  the  use 
of  the  opera  house. 

For  example,  the  Symphony  Orchestra  will  require  the  use  of  the 
opera  house  for  about  seventy  performances  each  year. 

The  Grand  Opera  season  will  require  the  use  of  the  opera  house  for 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  performances  each  year. 

Artists'  recitals  should  amount  to  twenty-five  or  thirty  performances 
each  year. 

In  addition  to  this  there  should  be  a  great  number  of  dramatic 
presentations,  lectures,  meetings,  etc. 

Trust  agreement  follows: 

War  Memorial  Agreement. 

THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  this  19th  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  by  and  between  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  California,  a  corporation  of  the  State  of  California,  party 
of  the  first  part,  hereinafter  for  convenience  called  "Regents,"  and 
Walter  S.  Martin,  Charles  Templeton  Crocker,  John  D.  McKee,  E.  S. 
Heller,  Charles  H.  Kendrick,  Frank  F.  Kilsby,  Milton  H.  Esberg,  Her- 
bert Fleishhacker,  William  H.  Crocker  and  John  S.  Drum,  trustees, 
parties  of  the  second  part,  hereinafter  for  convenience  called  "trustees", 

WITNESSETH: 

Whereas,  it  is  intended  by  this  agreement  to  honor  the  memory  of 
the  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  and  war  workers — men  and  women — who 
brought  imperishable  glory  to  California  by  their  splendid  contribu- 
tion to  the  winning  of  the  World  War;   and. 

Whereas,  a  committee  of  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  represented  by 
the  said  trustees,  has  for  such  purposes  conceived  fhe  plan  of  a  War 
Memorial  in  the  ownership  of  the  University  of  California,  and  to  that 
end  has  recommended  the  purchase  of  a  block  of  land,  consisting  of 
six  fifty  vara  lots  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of 
California,  descrit-ed  as  follows: 

Bounded  by  Van  Ness  avenue,  Franklin  street,  Hayes  street  and 
Grove  street;  saving  and  excepting  therefrom  apjiroximately  sixty-four 
hundred  (6400)  square  feet  conveyed  or  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco; — and  the  erection  thereon  of  a  War 
Memorial  consisting  of  a  Memorial  Court  enclosed  m  partially  enclosed 
by  a  building  or  group  of  buildings,  viz:  a  theatre  or  auditorium 
building,  a  building  to  l)e  used  by  tlie  San  Francisco  Art  Association, 
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also  called  the  San  Francisco  Institute  of  Art  (and  sometimes  known 
as  The  Mark  Hopkins  Institute  of  Art)  and  a  building  to  be  used  by 
the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion,  an  organization  com- 
posed of  veterans  of  the  late  World  War  all  ^^V^'fhr'unTed  StTs 
memorating  in  perpetuity  the  victory  achieved  by  the  U  ited  States 
of  "merica  and  it  is  contemplated  that  said  group  of  buildings,  or  a 
nar't  thereof,  will  be  used  for  educational  purposes  in  connection  with 
the  University  work  and  University  extension  work  of  the  University 

''\?he\-eas,'\'o^accomplish  the  aforesaid  ^^i^'^'^'''''^l^^ff'\^.l^;i^ 
already  been  made  by  the  trustees  to  acquire  said  block  of  land  with 
funds  "to   be  obtained   from  the  subscriptions   hereinafter   mentioned. 

^"whereas,  the  said  trustees  have  procured  from  numerous  and  divers 
persons,  associations,  partnerships  and  corporations,  subscriptions  pay- 
able in  terms  to  the  University  of  California  to  provide  the  funds 
towards  carrving  out  the  said  objects;   and. 

Whereas,  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  subscriptions  at  the  present 
time  including  cash  subscriptions,  is  the  sum  of  two  mi  lion  six  hun- 
dred and  seventv-nine    ($2,000,679)    dollars,  or  thereabout;    and. 

Whereas,  said  trustees  have  already  incurred  various  expenses  toi 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  said  objects  and  purposes,  which  expenses 
should   be   deducted   from   said   subscriptions,   including  cash  subscrip- 

^' Whe?e''as    the  said  trustees  may  hereafter  obtain  other  subscriptions 
in  the  same  form  for  the  same  purposes  as  aforesaid;   and, 

Whereas  it  was  made  conditional  in  said  subscription  agreements 
that  the  same  as  to  each  subscriber  would  be  of  no  ^^^^^  unless  at 
least  a  total  of  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1.500,000)  do  lars 
were  subscribed  to  carry  out  the  said  objects,  and  whereas  more  than 
said  sum  has  now  been  subscribed;   and.  ^^  „oiri 

Whereas,  the  regents  have  heretofore  accepted  subscriptions  to  said 
fund  and  will  hereafter  accept  subscriptions  thereto  only  upon  condi- 
tion that  each  subscriber  consents  to  this  agreement  and  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  said  ti-ustees  as  his  irrevocable  and  perpetual  agents 
for  the  carrying  out  of  said  trust  and  the  terms  of  tliis  agreement  and 
any  amendment  or  amendments  thereof; 

NOW.  THEREFORE.  THIS  AGREEMENT  WITNESSETH: 
(1)  The  Trustees  agree  that  they  will  take  immediate  steps  to  se- 
cure the  consent  in  writing  of  all  the  subscribers  to  the  execution  of 
this  agreement  and  to  the  expenditure  of  the  subscriptions  in  accord- 
ance herewith.  This  agreement  shall  not  become  operative  as  to  the 
regents  until  the  consent  of  subscribers  whose  subscriptions  aggregate 
at  least  one  million  eight  hundred  thousand  (1.800.000)  dollars  have 
been  secured  thereto.  In  addition,  immediately  after  the  execution  of 
this  agreement,  written  notice  thereof,  and  either  a  copy  thereof  or  a 
reference  to  a  place  where  such  copy  may  be  examined,  shall  be  sent 
to  each  subscriber  who  has  not  already  given  his  said  written  consent 
hereto.  Such  notice  and  copies  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Trustees  and 
shall  be  sent  by  the  secretary  of  the  regents.  ^,      -^     +„ 

The  Trustees  hereby  jointly  and  severally  warrant  their  authority  to 
execute  this  agreement  in  behalf  of  all  the  subscril)prs  to  the  end  that 
at  all  times  the  regents  may  deal  with  the  said  Trustees,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  in  such  trust,  as  the  sole  agents  and  representa- 
tives;  of   all    the   subscribers    for   every    purpose   connected    with    this 

The  Trustees  shall  remain  in  existence  as  an  or-ranized  committee 
as  long  as  the  regents  continue  to  hold  the  War  Memorial  and  shall 
constitute  a  self-perpetuating  body.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation, 
incapacity  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  of  said  Trustees,  the  re- 
maining Trustees  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  appoint  a  successor  from 
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the  particular  organization  from  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  as  in  this 
paragraph  designated.  Said  Trustees  shall  consist  in  the  first  instance 
of  the  following  persons:  Walter  S.  Martin  and  Charles  Templeton 
Crocker,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Art  Association;  John  D.  Mc- 
Kee  and  E.  S.  Heller,  representing  the  Musical  Association  of  San 
Francisco;  Charles  H.  Kendrick  and  Frank  F.  Kilsby,  representing  the 
San  Francisco  posts  of  the  American  Legion  Milton  H.  Esberg,  Her- 
bert Fleishhacker.  William  H.  Crocker  and  John  S.  Drum.  If  requested 
by  the  regents,  but  not  otherwise,  the  Trustees  shall  cause  a  corpora- 
tion to  be  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  and 
shall  advise  the  regents  thereof  in  writing,  and  thereafter  all  the 
rights  and  powers  of  the  Trustees  hereunder  shall  be  vested  in  and 
devolve  upon  such  corporation,  including  the  perpetual  and  irrevocable 
right  to  act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  subscribers  in  connection  with 
the  trusts  herein  recited  or  referred  to.  The  term  subscribers,  as  here- 
after used  herein,  shall  mean  those  who  have  contributed  or  may  here- 
after contribute  funds  for  the  War  Memorial.  The  Trustees  shall  be 
reimbursed  out  of  the  moneys  paid  in  by  the  subscribers  for  the  vari- 
ous expenses  thus  far  or  hereafter  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  the  trust. 

(2)  The  acts  of  the  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  all  the  Trustees,  and  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  writing  signed 
by  the  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them.  The  Trustees  may  delegate 
any  of  their  powers  to  an  executive  committee,  in  which  event  the  acts 
of  the  executive  committee  (to  be  composed  in  part  of  representatives 
of  the  organizations  which  are  given  rights  in  the  buildings  to  be 
erected)  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  writing  signed  by  tliem  or  a  majority 
of  them.  The  regents  shall  be  bound  by  a  resolution  duly  passed  by 
them. 

(3)  The  Trustees  shall  take  all  steps  necessary,  convenient  or 
requisite  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  subscriptions  to  the  regents. 
The  moneys  and  funds  obtained  through  the  payment  of  said  subscrip- 
tions shall  immediately  be  deposited  in  a  bank  or  banks  selected  by 
the  regents  to  the  credit  of  the  regents  in  an  account  to  be  designated 
"War  Memorial  Building  Account,"  and  such  funds  shall  be  paid  out 
and  expended  upon  the  check  or  order  of  the  regents,  but  only  when 
and  if  a  written  demand  therefor  is  made  upon  the  regents  by  the 
Trustees  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  their  executive  committee,  or 
a  majority  of  it. 

(4)  The  Trustees  shall  construct  said  building  or  buildings  upon 
said  lot  of  land  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to  be 
adopted  by  them.  Before  any  contracts  are  let  for  the  construction 
of  such  buildings  or  any  of  them,  or  any  part  therei  f ,  the  general  plan 
for  the  War  Memorial  shall  first  receive  the  approval  of  the  regents 
in  writing.  The  Trustees  shall  employ  the  architt^ct.  superintendent 
of  construction,  contractor  or  contractors,  and  all  other  agents  neces- 
sary or  convenient  for  the  construction  of  said  building  or  buildings, 
and  the  erection  and  completion  thereof  shall  be  exclusively  under 
their  direction  and  control.  The  contracts  therefor  shall  be  made  in 
the  name  of  the  regents.  The  regents  shall  not  be  called  upon  to 
execute  any  contract  for  the  construction,  equipment  or  furnishing  of 
any  of  the  buildings  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  incur  any  liability  of 
any  character  in  connection  tberewith,  unless  the  necessary  funds  to 
meet  the  financia'  obligations  imposed  have  been  paid  into  said  War 
Memorial  building  account  and  are  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
Neither  the  regents  nor  the  State  of  California  sliall  be  under  any 
liability  whatever  in  the  construction  of  said  buildings  or  any  of 
them,  or  at  all,  beyond  the  amount  of  .said  moneys  actually  collected 
and  deposited  in  banks  and  available  for  such  purpose  or  purposes  as 
hei'ein  prescribed,  nor  shall  any  payment  l)e  made  therefrom  except 
upon  the  written  demand  of  the  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or 
their  executive  committee,  or  a  majority  of  it,  as  aforesaid. 
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(5)  Inasmuch  as  said  building  or  buildings  are  to  be  erected  to 
comply  with  certain  representations  made  by  thvj  :-:aid  Trustees  in 
obtaining  said  subscriptions,  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  when 
said  building  or  buildings  are  completed,  the  same  shall  by  the  said 
Trustees  be  turned  over  to  the  regents,  subject,  however,  to  the  carrying 
out  by  the  regents  of  the  trust??  herein  set  forth,  and  which  trusts  the 
regents  agree,  as  herein  provided,  to  carry  out  and  uerform;  provided, 
however,  that  in  no  event  shall  the  regents  be  responsible  or  liable 
hereunder  for  any  moneys  beyond  the  actual  receipts  from  said  group 
of  buildings  and  the  amounts  of  the  subscriptions  actually  paid  to  them. 

(6)  After  said  building  or  buildings  are  completed  and  turned  over 
to  the  regents,  it  is  agreed  that  the  regents  (a)  will  keep  the  exterior 
and  roof  of  the  l)uildings  devoted  to  the  San  Frau.:isco  posts  of  the 
American  Legion  and  to  the  San  Francisco  Art  Absociation  in  good 
order,  repair  and  condition,  except  as  to  any  part  of  the  buildings  or 
any  windows,  glass  or  skylights  which  become  broken  through  any 
act  of  the  respective  occupants;  (b)  will  keep  tho  theatre  or  audito- 
rium its  exterior  and  interior,  and  every  part  tiin-eof,  and  the  ap- 
proaches thereto,  in  good  order,  repair  and  conditi-in;  (c)  will  main- 
tain the  ]\Iemorial  Court  and  approaches?  thereto  in  good  order,  repair 
and  condition:  but  this  covenant  is  not  intended  to  exonerate  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  from  the  maintenance  of  any  part  of  the 
Memorial  Court,  which  it  has  agreed  or  may  hereafier  agree  to  main- 
tain. 

(7)  The  Trustees  shall  make  written  demand  upon  the  regents  for 
the  said  funds  actually  collected  and  deposited  only  for  the  purchase 
of  the  real  property  above  described  and  for  the  construction  of  the 
following: 

(a)  The  theatre  or  auditorium  and  its  equipment;  (b)  the  building 
for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  San  Francisco  Art  Association;  (c)  the 
building  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  San  Francisco  posts  of  the 
American  Legion  and  its  equipment. 

(8)  Out  of  the  funds  collected  as  aforesaid,  said  Trustees  shall 
completely  furnish  and  equip  in  a  modern  manner  the  buildings  to  be 
occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  posts  of  the  American  Legion  as  execu- 
tive offices,  club  and  meeting  rooms,  and  auditorium,  expending  a  rea- 
sonable amount  of  money  for  these  pui-poses. 

(9)  The  occupation  of  the  respective  buildings  and  parts  thereof 
to  be  used  by  the  San  Francisco  posts  of  the  American  Legion  and  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Association,  respectively,  shall  be  under  the  follow- 
ing covenants  and  conditions: 

(a)  The  respective  occupants  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  pay 
rent. 

(b)  Any  wilful  and  continued  violation  by  the  respective  occupants 
of  the  covenants  and  conditions  herein  expressed,  or  of  any  of  them, 
shall  give  the  regents  the  right  to  terminate  the  occi  pancy.  No  failure 
to  exercise  this  right  at  any  time  shall  be  deemed  i  waiver  of  a  subse- 
quent breach  of  this  subdivision. 

(c)  Each  respective  occupant  ?hall  comply  with  all  laws,  rules, 
orders,  ordinances  and  regulations.  Federal,  State,  County  and  Muni- 
cipal, or  any  of  their  departments,  which  shall  imr«ose  any  duty  upon 
the  occupants  with  respect  to  the  premises,  including  health,  police 
and  fire  regulations. 

(d)  Each  respective  occupant  will  keep  t!ie  interior  of  the  building 
cleanly  and  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  prompth  make  and  pay  for 
all  necessary  repairs,  replacements  and  renovations 

(e)  No  alterations,  additions  or  improvements  of  any  kind  may  be 
made  without  the  written  consent  of  the  regents. 

(f)  The  regents  or  their  agents  may  enter  upon  the  premises  or 
any  part  thereof  at  all  reasonable  hours  for  the  pnrpose  of  examining 
the    same,    or    making    such    repairs,    additions    or    alterations    as    the 
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regents  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  the  safety  or  preservation  there- 
of; but  the  stipulations  in  this  subdivision  (f)  cany  no  obligation  of 
any  kind  upon  the  regents. 

(g)  The  regents  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  occupant  for  any  damage 
occurring  to  person  or  property,  whether  occasioned  by  or  resulting 
from  the  flow,  leakage,  breakage,  or  obstruction  of  any  pipes,  including 
oil,  steam,  water,  gas,  air,  vacuum,  electricity  or  poil  pipes,  or  from 
any  roof  conduits  or  drain-ducts,  or  other  leakage  or  overflow  from 
water,  oil,  gas,  air,  electricity,  or  steam  in  and  about  said  premises,  or 
from  any  carelessness,  negligence  or  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of 
the  respective  occupants,  or  their  agents  or  guests  in  or  about  said 
premises;  and  the  regents  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damage,  loss  or 
injury  to  any  per&ons  or  property  occurring  by  reason  of  any  present, 
future,  latent  or  other  defects  in  the  form,  character  or  condition  of 
the  buildings,  or  any  part  thereof. 

(h)  Should  the  buildings  or  any  of  them  be  in.iured  or  destroyed 
by  any  cause,  there  shall  be  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  regents 
to  restore  or  replace  the  same.  But  if  insurance  is  carried  thereon  by 
the  regents,  the  insurance  moneys  received  shall  be  used  for  the  resto- 
ration or  replacement  of  the  building  or  buildings  so  injured  or  de- 
stroyed in  so  far  as-  they  are  sufficient  for  that  purpose.  The  regents, 
however,  shall  not  be  under  any  obligation  to  carry  insurance  on  any 
of  said  buildings. 

(i)  The  respective  occupants  shall  not  assign,  transfer  or  set  over 
their  respective  rights  without  written  consent  of  the  regents.  Neither 
shall  the  respective  occupants  lease,  sublet  or  underlet  any  part  or 
portion  of  said  premises  without  the  written  consent  of  the  regents. 
Should  the  rights  of  the  occupant  be  assigned  by  operation  of  law  in 
any  manner,  then  the  regents  may  at  their  option  terminate  the  occu- 
pancy; provided  that  any  auditorium  in  the  American  Legion  building 
and  rooms  necessary  to  be  used  in  connection  therewith  may  be  sublet 
by  the  San  Francisco  posts  of  the  American  Legion,  but  no  leasing 
or  renting  or  subletting  or  hiring  shall  be  had  to  any  tenant  or  tenants 
or  to  any  one  or  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  oiojectionable  to  the 
regents.  The  regents  are  hereby  expressly  given  the  right  to  forbid 
or  determine  or  veto  any  contract  or  agreement  of  letting,  subletting, 
or  renting  or  hiring,  of  any  part  of  said  buildings. 

(j)  The  respective  occupants  shall  not  use  the  said  premises  nor 
any  part  thereof  for  any  purpose  deemed  extra-hazardous  by  the 
regents  on  account  of  fire,  or  use  the  said  premises  for  any  immoral 
or  illegal  purposes. 

(k)  The  respective  occupants  shall  pay  all  taxes,  assessments  and 
municipal  charges  whatsoever  upon  any  property  belonging  to  them 
within  said  premises. 

(1)  The  respective  occupants  shall  pay  for  all  heat,  light,  gas, 
electricity,  water,  steam  or  other  public  utility  used  in  or  about  their 
respective  premises,  and  shall  pay  for  all  janitor  and  elevator  service. 
This  enumeration  shall  not  be  deemed  exclusive,  and  the  said  respec- 
tive occupants  shall  pay  in  full  for  all  services  and  material  of  every 
character  used  in  or  about  their  respective  premises,  and  the  regents 
shall  be  under  no  obligation  to  pay  for  any  part  thereof. 

(m)  The  respective  occupants  will  repair  and  restore  all  glass  in 
windows,  doors  and  skylights,  and  all  plumbing  and  wiring  which 
have  become  broken  through  the  acts,  omissions  or  carelessness  of  the 
respective  occupants. 

(n)  The  respective  occupants  will  not  use.  or  permit  to  be  used, 
the  said  respective  premises  for  the  purpose  of  any  business,  trade  or 
manufacture,  or  for  lodging  or  for  a  hotel  or  boarding  house,  but  said 
respective  occupants  may  permit  necessary  watchmen  to  lodge  upon 
said  premises. 

(o)     The  respective  occupants  shall  not  carry  on  upon  said  premises, 
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or  permit  to  be  carried  thereon,  any  offensive  noises  or  odors,  or  per- 
mit any  nuisance  of  any  kind. 

(p)  The  respective  occupants  shall  not  permit  any  signs  to  be 
affixed  to  the  exterior  of  said  premises,  or  upon  any  windows  or  doors, 
unless  the  size,  form  and  location  thereof  are  approved  by  the  regents 

in  writing.  . 

(q)  The  respective  occupants  shall  not  cover  any  window  or  door 
with  awnings  unless  the  size,  color  and  design  of  such  awnings  are 
first  approved  in  writing  by  the  regents. 

(r)  Should  the  regents  decide  upon  maintaining  a  garden  in  any 
court  in  or  about  said  buildings,  or  in  or  about  the  sidewalk  adjacent 
to  the  same,  the  said  respective  occupants  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
maintenance  of  sich  garden  by  the  regents. 

(s)  Should  any  injury,  loss  or  destruction  of  the  said  premises 
occur  through  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of  the  respective  occu- 
pants or  of  their  guests,  then  the  respective  occupants  will  pay  the 
regents  for  the  damage  caused  thereby. 

(t)  The  respective  occupants  agree  that  all  signs  upon  or  adjacent 
to  doors  in  the  interior  of  said  buildings  shall  be  at  their  own  expense, 
but  the  form,  character  and  location  thereof  shall  be  approved  by  the 
regents  in  writing  before  the  installation  thereof. 

(10)     The  trusts  to  be  carried  out  by  the  said  regents  are  as  follows: 

A. 

Requirements  of  Trust  in  Favor  of  San  Francisco  Art  Association. 

The  building  to  be  occupied  by  San  Francisco  Art  Association  shall 
be  used  by  that  corporation  (or  by  a  non-profit  association  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  under  the  name  of  "Trustees 
of  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art"  and  authorized  under  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  of  San  Francisco  Art  Association  to  act  in  association 
and  conjunction  with  San  Francisco  Art  Association  in  the  matter  of 
and  in  connection  with  the  po:?session,  custody,  care,  display  and  exhi- 
bition of  fine  paintings,  statuary  and  other  objects  of  art)  to  maintain 
therein  an  Art  Gallery  and  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and  the  public  shall 
have  access  thereto  at  reasonable  times,  and  under  conditions  to  be 
fixed  by  said  San  Francisco  Art  Association  with  the  approval  of  the 
regents.  Such  parts  or  portions  of  said  building  as  shall  for  the  time 
being  not  be  necessary  to  be  used  for  the  Art  Gallery  and  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  may  be  used  by  the  regents  for  any  purpose  the  regents 
may  desire.  Such  use  and  occupation  on  the  part  of  the  San  Francisco 
Art  Association  shall  be  independent  from  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
so-called  "Edward  F.  Searles  Trust."  For  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
exhibits  the  San  Francisco  Art  Association  may  receive  from  donors 
or  trustors  works  of  art  or  endowments  for  maintenance  or  endow- 
ments for  the  purchase  of  works  of  art  independent  of  the  provisions 
of  said  "Edward  F.  Searles  Trust."  No  works  of  art  shall  be  main- 
tained or  exhibited  in  said  Art  Gallery  or  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  which 
are  objectionable  to  the  regents. 

B. 

Requirements  of   Trust   in   Favor  of  Musical  Association  of  San 
Francisco  and  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra. 

The  theatre  or  auditorium  to  be  erected  upon  ^aid  property  and 
sufficient  space  about  the  same  for  convenient  access  thereto  may  be 
used  and  occupied  by  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  (a 
California  corporation),  which  maintains  the  "Sin  Francisco  Sym- 
phony Orchestra."  upon  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  The  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  ohall  pay  such  rent 
for  each  performance  in  said  theatre  or  auditorium  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  regents.  In  case  any  rent  remains  due  and  unpaid  for  a  period 
of  two  months  atter  the  same  accrues  and  becomes  due,   the  regents 
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shall  have  and  they  are  hereby  given  the  right  and  option  of  refusing 
to  permit  said  theatre  or  auditorium  to  be  used  by  the  ^Musical  Asso- 
ciation of  San  Francisco  or  said  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra 
until  such  rent  is  paid  in  full.  In  case  any  rent  remains  due  and 
unpaid  for  a  period  of  four  months  after  the  same  has  accrued  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  hereof,  then  and  in  that  event  the  regents  shall 
have  and  they  are  hereby  given  the  right  and  option  of  terminating 
the  occupancy  of  said  theatre  or  auditorium  by  said  Musical  Associa- 
tion of  San  Francisco  or  said  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra,  and 
thereafter  neither  said  Musical  Association  nor  said  San  Francisco 
Symphony  Orchestra  shall  have  any  preferential  rights  of  any  char- 
acter in  or  to  said  theatre  or  auditorium  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the 
regents  shall,  in  their  discretion,  manage  and  operate  the  said  theatre 
or  auditorium  and  permit  same  to  be  used  by  those  persons  or  organi- 
zations whom,  in  their  discretion,  they  deem  proper. 

(2)  The  theatre  or  auditorum  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good 
order  and  repair  by  the  regents  at  their  own  expense. 

(3)  Tlie  regents  shall  at  each  performance  and  rehearsal  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  furnish 
at  their  own  expense  sufficient  and  proper  light,  heat,  steam,  water, 
electricity,  gas  and  other  public  utility  in  all  parts  of  said  theatre  or 
auditorium  and  the  street  approaches  thereto. 

(4)  The  regents  shall  at  each  performance  and  rehearsal  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  furnish 
necessary,  proper,  full  and  adequate  service  on  the  stage  and  in  front 
of  the  stage,  including  footmen,  box  office  service,  ticket  takers,  ushers 
and  first-class  stage  service. 

(5)  The  regents  shall  at  each  performance  and  rehearsal  given 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  use 
their  best  endeavors  to  maintain  proper  order  and  decorum  in  all  parts 
of  said  theatre  or  auditorium  and  the  approaches  thereto. 

(6)  The  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing preferential   rights  and  privileges. 

(a)  The  first  preferential  right  to  use  the  theatre  or  auditorium 
for  its  future  annual  regular  series  of  symphony,  popular  or  choral 
concerts  as  well  as  all  rehearsals  therefor,  such  season  not  to  exceed 
seven  (7)  consecutive  months  of  each  year  between  September  fifteenth 
and  the  following  April  fifteenth,  upon  as  favorable  terms  and  arrange- 
ments as  to  lease,  license  or  occupancy  as  are  or  may  be  made  during 
such  time  with  any  other  lessee,  licensee  or  occupant  giving  symphony, 
popular  or  choral  concerts  in  said  theatre  or  auditorium,  excepting 
the  University  of  California  or  any  department  thereof  or  activity 
directly  affiliated  therewith. 

(b)  The  first  preferential  right  to  use  the  theatre  or  auditorium 
for  a  season  of  musical  festival,  including  rehearsals  therefor,  to  be 
given  under  the  auspices  of  said  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco 
after  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  series  of  concerts  above  mentioned, 
such  season  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  consecutive  months  in  any  year 
between  April  fifteenth  and  June  fifteenth,  upon  as  favorable  terms 
and  arrangements  as  to  lease,  license  or  occupancy  as  are  or  may  be 
made  during  such  time  with  any  other  lessee,  licensee  or  occupant 
giving  musical  performances  of  a  similar  character  in  said  theatre 
or  auditorium. 

(c)  The  concerts  or  musical  performances  above  mentioned  may 
be  given  in  the  day  or  night  or  both,  as  may  be  determined  by  said 
Musical  Association. 

(d)  The  preferential  rights  above  mentioned  shall  mean  a  first 
right  and  option  to  be  exercised  by  said  Musical  Association  of  San 
Francisco  before  any  arrangements  shall  l>e  made  by  the  regents 
directly  or  indirectly  with  any  other  orchestra  or  musical  organization 
or  those  in  control  thereof  or  any  impressario  or  concert  manager  for 
any  concerts  or  musical  performances  during  the  season  that  the 
Musical  Association  of   San   Francisco   may   desire   to   give   the  above 
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mentioned  concerts  or  musical  performances.  The  preferential  rights 
herein  given  to  said  Musical  Association  of  San  F^'ancisco  shall  not 
extend  to  or  cover  the  period  in  any  calendar  year  from  June  fifteenth 
to  September  fifteenth.  Such  preferential  rights  shall  be  exercised 
by  written  notice  given  to  the  regents  on  or  before  August  first  in 
any  calendar  year  for  any  use  desired  before  the  succeeding  June 
fifteenth,  and  upon  such  written  notice  being  given,  the  Musical 
Association  of  San  F^'ancisco  shall  become  obligated  to  pay  the  rental 
to  the  regents  for  such  use  of  the  theatre  or  auditorium  unless  other- 
wise agreed  by  the  regents  in  writing. 

(7)  Said  regents  may,  if  so  advised,  appoint  any  member  of  the 
regents  and/or  any  of  the  faculty  of  the  University  of  California 
and  or  any  agent  as  a  Board  of  Administration  to  manage  said  audi- 
torium or  theatre  and  to  provide  for  the  entertainments  to  be  given 
therein,  and  may,  if  so  advised,  appoint  a  business  manager  who  will 
have  such  supervision  and  control  over  said  auditorium  or  theatre 
as  said  regents  may  decide  to  confer;  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  deemed  to  deprive  said  Musical  Association  of  the  right  to 
control  and  manage  such  concerts  or  musical  performances  as  it  may 
give  in  said   theatre  or  auditorium. 

C. 

Requirements  of  and   Trust  in  Favor  of  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the 

American  Legion. 

(1)  The  building  to  be  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of 
the  American  Legion  shall  be  occupied  and  used  by  the  various  duly 
organized  and  authorized  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion 
without  rent  charge.  Tbe  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  under  such  rules  and  conditions  as  they 
may  prescribe,  provide  headquarters  for  Veterans  of  the  Mexican  War, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  Spanish-American  War  Veterans,  and 
such  other  patriotic  organizations  as  said  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the 
American  Legion  may  from  time  to  time  desire  to  install.  Should  the 
San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  be  consolidated  with  or 
merged  into  some  other  national  organization,  then  the  organizations 
duly  authorized  by  such  other  national  organization  shall  have  the 
same  rights  of  occupancy  as  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American 
Legion,  and  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  successor  organization 
shall  be  the  same  as  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  San  Francisco 
Posts  of  the  American  Legion,  as  set  forth  herein. 

(2)  The  said  building  to  be  occupied  by  the  San  Francisco  Posts 
of  the  American  Legion  shall  be  used  by  them  as  club  and  meeting- 
rooms  and  for  executive  offices  and  auditorium  purposes. 

(3)  Should  said  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  or 
their  successor  by  consolidation  or  merger  cease  to  exist,  then  said 
building  may  be  used  by  said  regents  for  any  purpose  the  regents 
may  determine. 

General  Provisions. 

(1)  The  regents  shall  in  no  event  be  liable  for  the  erection  or 
completion  of  the  group  of  buildings  herein  described  or  any  of  them. 
Their  only  obligation  in  this  connection  shall  be  to  pay  out  the  sub- 
scriptions  actually   collected    in   the  manner   herein    provided. 

<2)  The  regents  shall  in  no  event  be  under  any  financial  liability 
or  responsibility  for  the  maintenance,  repair,  or  upkeep  of  said  group 
of  buildings,  or  any  of  them,  over  and  above  the  net  financial  returns 
which  may  be  received  from  the  operation  of  the  theatre  or  auditorium. 

(3)  In  case  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion 
should  cease  to  exist  and  there  be  no  similar  patriotic  organization  of 
like  membership  in  existence  at  that  time,  the  building  to  be  erected 
for  use  by  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion  shall 
thereafter  be  under  the  exclusive  direction  and  control  of  the  regents. 

(4)  In  case  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  should  cease 
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to  exist  as  an  active  musical  association,  the  building  to  be  erected 
for  use  by  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco  shall  thereafter 
be  under  the  exclusive  direction  and  control  of  the  regents. 

(5)  After  the  erection  of  the  group  of  buildings  herein  provided 
for  is  completed  and  possession  thereof  delivered  to  the  regents, 
neither  the  Trustees  nor  any  of  them,  nor  their  executive  committee, 
shall  have  any  further  connection  with  the  said  real  property  or 
group  of  buildings,  except  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (6)  and  (8) 
following. 

(6)  The  regents  may  withdraw  and  retire  from  the  trust  hereby 
created  in  relation  to  said  War  Memorial  at  any  time  and  resign  as 
trustee  hereunder.  In  case  the  regents  determine  so  to  withdraw  and 
retire,  a  resolution  to  that  effect  shall  be  passed  by  the  regents  and 
a  copy  thereof  deposited  in  the  United  States  mail  at  San  Francisco, 
California,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  each  of  the  following  at  San 
Francisco,  California:  Each  post  of  the  American  Legion  in  San 
Francisco  or  its  successor  organization,  if  any;  the  Musical  Associa- 
tion of  San  Francisco;  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra;  San 
Francisco  Art  Association,  the  trustees  herein  individually  named; 
and  the  corporation  formed  by  the  Trustees  hereunder,  if  any.  Within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  completion  of  such  mailing,  the  Trustees 
or  the  corporation  formed  by  them  pursuant  hereto  shall  designate 
in  writing  a  person,  corporation,  city,  county  or  other  governmental 
agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of  California,  to  whom  the 
regents  shall  convey  the  said  trust  property  and  moneys  then  in  their 
hands  pursuant  hereto.  In  case  no  such  person,  corporation,  city, 
county  or  other  governmental  agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the 
State  of  California  is  designated  in  writing  by  the  Trustees  or  said 
corporation  to  be  formed  pursuant  hereto,  if  any.  and  written  notice 
of  such  designation  given  to  the  regents  by  depositing  the  same  in 
the  United  States  mail  with  the  postage  thereon  prepaid,  addressed  to 
The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  California, 
within  said  sixty  (60)  day  period,  then  the  regents  may  in  their 
discretion  convey  the  trust  property  and  any  moneys  then  in  their 
hands  pursuant  hereto  to  any  city,  county,  municipal  corporation  or 
political  subdivision  or  agency  of  the  State  of  California,  as  trustee, 
and  upon  making  such  conveyance  the  regents  shall  thereafter  be 
under  no  further  obligation  of  any  character  on  account  of  the  execu- 
tion of  this  agreement,  or  in  connection  with  the  said  War  Memorial 
or  the  property  or  funds  thereof. 

(7)  In  order  to  protect  the  regents  against  any  loss  or  liability  in 
connection  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  trusts  herein  recited  and 
referred  to,  it  is  agreed  that  there  shall  first  be  deducted  from  the 
total  amount  of  the  moneys  received  by  the  regents  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars;  and  in  addition  all  of  the  net 
profits  of  the  operation  of  said  AVar  Memorial  buildings  or  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  accumulated  by  the  regents  and  added  to  said  fund 
of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars.  The  said  fund  shall  be 
invested  in  such  interest-bearing  securities  as  the  regents  shall  in 
their  discretion  deem  proper  and  the  regents  may,  in  their  discretion, 
invest  and  reinvest  the  same  or  any  part  thereof.  Said  fund  shall  be 
designated  as  the  "War  Memorial  Contingent  Fund"  and  either  the 
income  or  the  principal  thereof  may  be  used  by  the  regents  at  any 
time,  in  their  discretion,  to  make  up  any  deficit  in  the  operation  of 
said  War  Memorial  or  for  the  purpose  of  making  any  necessary,  con- 
venient or  desiralile  renewals,  replacements,  repairs  or  betterments  in 
connection  with  said  buildings,  or  the  furnishing  or  equipment  thereof. 

(8)  The  Trustees  hereby  jointly  and  severally  agi-ee  in  their 
individual  capacities  that  they  will  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  the 
regents  against  any  financial  loss  of  any  character  in  the  construction 
of  the  said  War  Memorial,  and  they  hereby  jointly  and  severally 
promise  and  agree  that  they  will  pay  to  the  regents,  upon  demand,  any 
loss   which   may   have   been   suffered   at   any   time   by   the   regents   in 
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the  construction  of  the  said  War  Memorial.  It  is  the  intention  hereof 
that  the  regents  shall  never  be  called  upon  to  make  any  payments 
on  account  of  the  construction  of  the  said  War  Memorial  except  from 
moneys  actually  paid  to  them  by  the  said  subscribers. 

(9)  In  case  any  differences  or  disagreements  arise  between  the 
regents  and  the  Trustees  or  its  successor  corporation,  if  any,  con- 
cerning the  interpretation  of  this  agreement  or  the  purchase  of  said 
real  property  or  the  construction  or  operation  of  said  buildings 
thereon  or  any  other  matter  or  thing  concerning  said  War  Memorial 
or  this  agreement  or  any  amendment  thereof,  the  parties  hereto 
hereby  agi'ee  to  submit  the  same  for  decision  to  a  board  of  arbitration 
consisting  of  three  persons,  to  wit,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  California,  the  Presiding  Justice  of  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit,  and  the  Presiding  Justice  of 
the  District  Court  of  Appeal  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  First 
Appellate  District,  First  Division,  and  the  parties  hereto  shall  be 
bound  by  the  decision  of  said  board,  and  no  suit  or  action  shall  be 
maintained  hereunder  unless  the  matter  in  controversy  shall  first 
have  been  submitted  to  said  board  of  arbitration.  If  for  any  reason 
any  one  of  said  three  members  of  such  board  of  arbitration  shall  not 
\)e  able  to  serve,  then  the  other  two  members  thereof  shall  select  a 
third  arbitrator. 

(10)  The  Trustees  shall  be  deemed  to  ]ye  the  representatives  of  and 
their  acts  shall  bind  the  San  Francisco  Posts  of  the  American  Legion, 
the  San  Francisco  Art  Association  and  the  Musical  Association  of 
San  Francisco,  in  all  transactions  with  the  regents  pertaining  to  the 
War  Memorial. 

(11)  This  agreement  is  executed  by  the  Trustees  for  their  own 
account  and  as  their  own  act  and  as  the  act  of  each'  of  them  and  for 
the  account  of  the  said  subscribers  and  as  their  act  and  as  the  act  of 
each  of  them. 

(12)  It  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  this  agreement 
may  be  in  any  way  modified  and  amended  at  any  time  by  subsequent 
agreement  in  writing  between  the  parties  hereto,  or  their  respective 
successors  in  interest. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  the  regents  has,  by  its  officers  thereunto  duly 
authorized,  caused  its  corporate  name  to  be  hereto  subscribed  and  its 
corporate  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed,  and  the  Trustees  have  hereunto 
subscribed  their  names,  all  on  the  day  and  year  first  al>ove  written.

19  thereof,  that  "it  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  this  agree- 
ment may  be  in  any  way  modified  and  amended  at  any  time  by  subse- 
quent agreement  in  writing  between  the  parties  hereto,  or  their  re- 
spective successors  in  interest."

of  California,  described  as  follows:  'Bounded  by  Van  Ness  avenue, 
Franklin  street,  Hayes  street  and  Grove  street;  saving  and  excepting 
therei'roni  approximately  sixty-four  hundred  (G,400)  square  feet,  con- 
veyed to  or  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco'; 
and 

Whereas,  said  described  block  of  land  was  so  purchased  by  the  trus- 
tees but  was  found  unsuitable  for  the  purposes  of  said  War  Memorial 
and  was  thereafter  sold  and  conveyed;   and

therefrom  approximately  sixty-four  hundred  (6400)  square  feet  con- 
veyed or  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco'; 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Whereas,  a  committee  of  citizens  of  San  Francisco.  rei)resented  by 
the  said  trustees,  has  for  such  purposes  conceived  the  plan  of  a  War 
Memorial,  and  to  that  end  certain  blocks  of  land  have  been  purchased 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  described 
as  follows:  'Bounded  by  Van  Ness  avenue,  Franklin  street,  McAllister 
street  and  Grove  street,  saving  and  excepting  therefrom  lots  23  and 
29  in  the  block  bounded  by  McAllister  street,  Fulton  street.  Van  Ness 
avenue  and  Franklin  street,  and  lots  11,  12,  13,  14,  15  and  16  in  the 
block    bounded    by    Fulton    street.    Grove    street,    Franklin    street    and 
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Van  Ness  avenue,  which  said  excepted  lots  were  purchased  by  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  said  War  Memorial.' 

And  it  is  hereby  further  agreed  that  all  reference  throughout  said 
agreement  to  the  block  of  land  whereon  the  War  Memorial  should 
be  constructed,  which,  for  convenience,  has  been  referred  to  in  said 
agreement  as  "said  block  of  land",  or  "said  lot  of  land",  or  "the  real 
property  above-described",  or  other  phrases  referring  to  the  block  of 
land  whereon  the  War  Memorial  shall  be  built,  shall  be  construed 
to  refer  to  the  blocks  of  land  described  as  follows,  to-wit:  "Those  two 
blocks  of  land  bounded  by  Van  Ness  avenue,  Franklin  street.  Grove 
street,  and  McAllister  street,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  F'ran- 
cisco.   State  of  California";    and 

Whereas,  it  is  further  provided  in  said  agreement  that  in  certain 
contingencies  certain  portions  of  said  War  Memorial  "shall  be  under 
the  exclusive  direction  and  control  of  the  Regents"  and/or  may  be 
used  "for  any  purpose  the  Regents  may  desire",  and /or  may  be  used 
"for   any  purpose  the  Regents  may  determine"; 

Now,  therefore,  said  agreement  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  provide

Whereas,  E.  S.  Heller,  named  in  said  agreement  as  a  trustee,  is 
now  dead,  and  Charles  Templeton  Crocker,  also  named  as  a  trustee, 
has  resigned ;   and 

Whereas,  R.  I.  Bentley  and  James  B.  McSheehy  were  duly  appointed, 
in  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  said  agreement,  to  fill  vacancies  occa- 
sioned by  the  death  and  resignation  of  E.  S.  Heller  and  Charles  Tem- 
pleton Crocker,  respectively;    and 

Whereas,  in  view  of  the  interest  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
FVancisco  in  said  War  Memorial,  it  has  been  found  desirable  to  in- 
crease the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  to  add  Jesse  Colman  and  Franck 
Havenner  as  trustees;    and 

Whereas,  it  is  provided  in  said  agreement,  on  page  4:  "That  said 
trustees  shall  consist  in  the  first  instance  of  the  following  persons: 
Walter  S.  Martin  and  Charles  Templeton  Crocker,  representing  the 
San  Francisco  Art  Association;  John  F.  McKee  and  E.  S.  Heller, 
representing  the  Musical  Association  of  San  Francisco;  Charles  H. 
Kendrick  and  Frank  F.  Kilsby,  representing  the  Sau  Francisco  posts 
of  the  American  Legion;  Milton  H.  Esberg,  Herbert  Fleishhacker, 
William  H.  Crocker  and  John  S.  Drum." 

Now,  Therefore,  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  said  agreement  be  amended, 
and  is  hereby  amended,  to  read  as  follows:

Final  Passage. 

The  following  matters  heretofore  passed  for  printing  were  taken  up 
and  finally  passed  by  the  following  vote: 

Prescribing  the  Procedure  Under  Which  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  Shall  Have  Charge,  Superintendence  and  Control  of  the 
Municipally  Owned  Water  System,  and  Providing  for  the 
Creation  of  a  Water  Department,  Etc. 

On  recommendation  of  Public  Utilities  and  Finance  Committees. 

Bill  No.  S1S7,  Ordinance  No.  8691   (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Setting  forth  and  prescribing  the  procedure  and  limitations  under 
which  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  have  charge,  superintendence 
and  control  of  the  supplying  of  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  the 
municipally  owned  and  operated  water  system;  providing  for  the 
creation  of  a  water  department;  providing  for  the  organization  of  the 
same;  prescribing  its  powers  and  duties  and  the  manner  in  which 
these  shall  be  carried  out. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  Direction  to  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  in  exercising  the  powers  granted  to  it  under  Paragraph  8 
of  Section  9  of  Chapter  I  of  Article  VI  of  the  Charter,  relative  to  the 
superintendence  and  control  of  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  public  water  supply  of  San  Francisco,  shall  do  so 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  San  Francisco  Water  Department  and  Purposes  and 
Powers.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  create  a  Department  of 
Water  Supply,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  such  other  persons 
and  places  as  may  hereafter  be  supplied  with  water  by  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  which  said  department  shall  be  designated 
as  "San  Francisco  Water  Department." 

The  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany system,  whenever  the  same  shall  come  into  possession  of  the 
City,  and  also  the  water  system  owned  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  commonly  known  as  the  County  Line  Water  Works,  shall 
be  vested  in  said  San  Francisco  Water  Department  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  until  a  Charter  amendment  is 
adopted  and  approved  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 
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All  construction  work  done  in  or  about  the  properties  of  said  sys- 
tem, whether  for  extensions  thereto  or  for  additions  and  betterments 
thereto,  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  City 
Engineer,  and  said  City  Engineer  shall  from  time  to  time  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  such  work  as  he  deems  necessary  to  be 
performed,  or  materials  or.  equipment  to  be  furnished,  in  and  about 
the  construction,  operation  or  maintenance  of  said  Water  Department. 
And  no  extensions,  additions  or  major  improvements  or  replacements 
to  the  system  shall  be  made  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  head 
of  the  department  or  the  City  Engineer. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  establish  all  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  department,  and 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  collect  any  and  all  amounts  due 
from  any  consumer  for  water  furnished  by  said  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  including  all  amounts  due  from  any  consumer  for  water 
furnished  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  remaining  unpaid 
when  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  are  taken 
over  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Works,  or  the  head  of  the  department,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  discontinue  the  service  of  any  consumer  who  is  de- 
linquent to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  or  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment in  the  payment  of  amounts  due  for  water  furnished  to  or  used 
by  said  consumer,  and  may  by  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  City  and 
County  enforce  the  collection  of  any  and  all  amounts  due  for  said 
water.  And  said  Board  may  also  provide,  by  rule  or  by  order,  for 
the  requiring  of  security  in  such  form  and  in  such  amount  as  may 
be  recommended  by  the  head  of  the  department,  for  the  supplying  of 
water  or  rendering  service  to  any  person,  and  the  furnishing  of  said 
security  may  be  made  a  prerequisite  to  the  furnishing  of  said  water 
or  service. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  may,  by  resolution,  authorize  such  banks 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  it  may  elect  to  receive 
payment  of  water  bills  due  or  to  be  collected  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, and  to  issue  receipts  for  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  depart- 
ment, payment  for  such  service  to  be  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  cents 
per  account  per  month,  and  provided  that  all  amounts  paid  to  any 
bank  or  banks  selected  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  said 
water  bills  shall  be  by  said  banks  daily  transmitted  to  the  Water  De- 
partment and  by  said  Water  Department  paid  daily  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Water  Department  shall  observe  all  ordinances  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  relative  to  street  openings,  barricades,  excavations, 
replacing  of  pavement,  and  similar  matters,  and  relative  to  such  mat- 
ters shall  apply  for  and  receive  permits  and  pay  the  necessary  fees  for 
said  permits,  and  be  subject  to  inspection  and  regulation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  at  the  same  rates  as  a  private  person  or  corporation  would 
be  if  doing  or  performing  any  of  said  work  or  things. 

All  rules  and  regulations  adopted  or  established  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  for  the  conduct  of  said  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  adoption  thereof, 
be  printed,  and  shall  be  available  for  distribution  to  the  public  upon 
application  therefor. 

Section  3.  Organization.  Employees.  The  Board  of  Public  Works 
shall  appoint  as  head  of  the  department,  with  appropriate  title,  a  chief 
executive,  who  shall  possess  the  necessary  executive,  administrative 
and  technical  qualifications  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  who  shall  have  sole  executive  control  of  said  department, 
subject  to  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board. 

Employees  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  the  operating 
service  thereof  at  the  time  the  properties  of  said  company  are  taken 
over  by  the  City,  and  who  have  been  continuously  employed  in  said

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shall  be  filed  each  month  by  the  head  of  the  department  with  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  and  with  the  Mayor,  and  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  same  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  public 
in  the  office  of  said  Board  of  Public  Works.  In  addition  to  the  matters 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  said  statements  shall  show  the  increase  or  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  employees  of  the  Department  since  the  end 
of  the  preceding  month. 

/  Commencing  July  1,  1930,  all  amounts  due  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment for  water  used  by  or  furnished  to  the  other  departments  of  the 
city,  as  well  as  all  charges  or  rental  for  hydrant  service,  shall  oe 
carried  on  the  books  of  the  Water  Department  at  the  current  rates 
provided  for  said  water  or  for  said  service;  and  before  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year  the  Water  Department  shall  determine  the  amount  of  taxes 
which  would  have  been  payable  at  the  rate  for  the  current  year  to  the 
City  and  County  upon  the  properties  of  the  Water  Department,  if  said 
properties  were  privately  owned,  and  said  amount  of  taxes  shall  offset 
any  amounts  which  said  accounts  may  show  to  be  due  for  water  or 
service  from  said  municipal  departments,  in  so  far  as  the  amount  of 
said  taxes  and  the  amount  due  for  water  equal  one  another;  and  if 
the  amount  shown  to  be  due  for  said  water  or  for  said  service  shall 
exceed  the  amount  which  would  have  been  due  for  taxes  if  said 
property  of  said  department  was  privately  owned,  the  overplus  shall 
be  paid  from  the  General  or  other  funds  of  the  City  and  County  to  the 
said  Water  Department,  and  charged  against  the  various  departments 
in  accordance  with  the  water  and  service  furnished  to  each. 

In  making  its  annual  budget  each  year,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  estimate  the  amount  which 
shall  become  due  from  the  other  departments  of  the  city  government 
to  the  Water  Department  in  the  succeeding  fiscal  year,  by  reason  of  any 
difference  between  the  amounts  due  for  water  and  the  amount  of 
taxes  which  would  be  collected  if  the  property  of  said  Water  Depart- 
ment was  privately  owned,  and  shall  in  said  budget  make  provision  for 
such  difference. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  1929-1930,  water  shall  be 
furnished  without  charge  to  those  departments  of  the  municipality  to 
which  appropriations  have  been  made  to  defray  the  cost  of  water  or 
hydrant  service  furnished  to  any  of  said  departments,  and  water  or 
service  furnished  to  any  other  department  shall  be  paid  for  at  the 
current  rates. 

Commencing  with  the  fiscal  year  1930-1931,  there  shall  be  payable 
from  the  Water  Department  the  sum  of  $250,000  per  year  as  rental 
for  ine  transbay  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct,  which  said  sum  shall  be  pay- 
able into  the  i910  Hetch  Hetchy  Bond  Interest  Fund,  and  for  the 
remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Water  Department  shall  pay  into  said 
fund  such  portion  of  said  sum  of  $250,000  as  shall  not  have  been  paid 
as  rental  for  said  aqueduct  for  said  year. 

Section  6.  Budgeta.  Not  later  than  April  1,  in  the  year  1930,  and 
during  the  month  of  February  in  each  succeeding  year,  the  head  of  the 
Water  Department  shall  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  a 
proposed  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  which  said  budget  shall  show 
In  detail  the  estimated  amounts  of  revenue  from  all  sources  to  the 
department  for  said  year,  as  well  as  an  estimate  of  all  amounts  to  be 
paid  out  by  said  department  for  all  purposes,  includins:  pavments  to 
and  from  the  various  reserve  and  sinking  funds  maintained  by  said 
department.  Such  estimate,  both  of  receipts  and  disbursements,  shall 
be  segregated  and  itemized  so  as  to  show  the  exact  nuroose  of  each 
item  therein,  and  the  amounts  for  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  itemized 
so  as  to  show  the  compensation  paid  to  each  class  of  employees,  and 
the  number  of  said  emplovees  in  each  class.  Provided,  however,  that 
in  pstiTv-atine  the  cost  of  construction  work,  in  the  performance  of 
which  the  employees  will  not  be  of  a  permanent  character,  the  esti- 
mated number  of  said  employees  to  be  employed  thereon  need  not  be

set  forth.     Said  budget  shall  be  prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  in  quadruplicate. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  consider  said  proposed  budget,  and 
upon  approval  of  the  same,  shall  transmit  a  copy  thereof,  with  such 
changes,  if  any,  indicated  thereon,  to  the  Mayor,  and  another  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  another  to  the  Auditor,  which  said  copies 
shall  be  so  transmitted  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April  of 
each  year. 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  submit 
said  budget  with  its  annual  budget  report  to  the  Board,  together  with 
such  recommendations  as  it  deems  proper,  and  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors may  reduce  the  estimate  of  expenditures  or  any  item  thereof, 
except  proposed  expenditures  or  appropriations  as  may  be  by  law  or 
by  their  nature  fixed;  and,  subject  to  such  changes  or  reductions, 
said  Board  shall  approve  and  adopt  said  budget  at  the  same  time  at 
which  the  annual  budget  provided  by  Charter  must  be  adopted,  and 
shall  thereupon  transmit  the  same  to  the  Auditor. 

The  adoption  of  said  budget  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be 
considered  an  appropriation  of  the  various  amounts  therein  contained 
for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  and  thereafter  said  sums  so  appro- 
priated may  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law,  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  appropriated, 
without  further  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Expenditures  or  commitments  in  excess  of  amounts  set  up  in  the 
budget  adopted  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  for  purposes  not  therein 
specified,  may  be  made  only  by  the  filing  and  adopting  at  any  time  in 
the  manner  as  specified  hereinbefore  for  each  annual  budget  and 
within  the  estimated  revenues  of  the  department,  of  a  supplemental 
budget  for  such  additional  expenditures;  provided,  however,  that  In 
case  of  an  emergency  involving  the  protection  of  life  or  property, 
emergency  expenditures  may  be  ordered  and  authorized  by  the  head  of 
the  department,  in  which  case  full  report  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  with  copv  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Auditor, 
shall  be  made  at  the  earliest  possible  time,  together  with  an  estimate 
of  the  additional  cost,  if  any,  of  further  expenditures  occasioned  by  the 
emergency.  „  .  ... 

Temporary  Budget.  As  soon  after  March  1st,  1930,  as  is  possible, 
the  head  of  the  Department  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
a  budget  of  the  estimated  revenues  and  proposed  expenditures  of  the 
Water  Department  for  the  period  from  March  3rd  to  June  30th,  1930. 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  act  upon  the  same  without 
delay  and  transmit  one  copy  thereof  as  approved  to  the  Mayor,  and 
two  "copies  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Said  budget,  in  so  far 
as  possible,  shall  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  here- 
inbefore set  forth  relating  to  annual  budgets  in  so  far  as  said  pro- 
visions may  be  applicable,  provided  that  said  budget  shall  show  the 
number  title  and.  rate  of  compensation  of  the  employees  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  immediately  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the 
properties  of  said  Company  were  taken  over  by  the  City,  as  well  as 
the  number,  civil  service  title  and  proposed  rates  of  compensation  ot 
said  employees  while  in  the  employ  of  the  Water  Department.  Lpon 
receipt  of  said  budget  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  act  upon  the 
same  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  same,  and  when  the  said  budget 
is  approved  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  one  copy  of  the  same  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Auditor  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  attached 
thereto  and  when  so  received  by  said  Auditor  the  same  shall  be  his 
authori'tv  for  auditing  any  demands  against  the  Water  Department  as 
set  forth  or  included  in  said  budget;  and  if  said  budget  should  not 
be  received  bv  said  Auditor  in  due  time  to  enable  him  to  audit  the 
demands  of  the  employees  of  said  Water  Department  as  the  eame 
become  due.  the  said  Auditor  may  audit  and  the  Treasurer  Pay  the 
demands  of  said  employees  when  they  are  approved  by  the  head  of 
the   Water    Department,   the   Board    of   Public   Works,   and   the   Civil 
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Service  Commission,  as  being  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  4  of  this  ordinance,  and  appropriation  in  an  amount  sufficient 
to  pay  said  demands  as  so  approved  is  hereby  made  from  the  revenues 
of  said  Water  Department  as  the  said  revenues  accrue. 

Section  7.  Operating  Expenses  and  Reserves.  The  receipts  from 
operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  shall  be  paid  daily 
into  the  City  Treasury  and  maintained  in  a  special  fund  set  aside 
therefor,  which  shall  be  designated  "The  Water  Revenue  Fund,"  and 
appropriations  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors from  said  receipts  for  the  purposes  in  this  section  set  forth  and 
in  accordance  with  budgets  to  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided  and 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

1.  For  the  payment  of  the  operating  expen.«es  of  the  water  supply 
system,  including  expenditures  or  appropriations  to  reserves,  pension 
charges,  compensation  insurance,  injuries,  damages,  Hetch  Hetchy 
aqueduct  rental  and  taxes  that  may  be  assessed  against  property  out- 
side of  San  Francisco  belonging  to  the  City  and  under  the  control 
of  the  Water  Department. 

2.  For  repairs  and  reconstruction,  and  in  order  to  provide  properly 
for  repairs  and  reconstruction  due  to  depreciation,  there  shall  be 
created  and  established  a  depreciation  reserve  which  shall  be  credited 
monthly  with  an  amount  equal  to  one-twelfth  the  annual  depreciation 
requirements  determined  as  elsewhere  herein  provided. 

3.  For  the  payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  on  the  bonds  issued 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  system,  and  for  this 
purpose  there  shall  be  set  aside  monthly  and  transferred  to  the 
Spring  Valley  bond  interest  and  redemption  funds  sums  sufficient  in 
the  aggregate  to  meet,  at  the  proper  time,  all  interest  and  redemption 
charges  against  said  utility  as  the  same  fall  due. 

4.  For  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements,  and  in  order  to 
properly  finance  the  necessary  extensions,  improvements  and  replace- 
ments out  of  earnings,  there  shall  be  established  a  Water  Extension 
Reserve  Fund,  into  which  shall  be  paid  monthly  the  sums  neces- 
sarj'  to  provide  for  such  extensions,  improvements  and  replacements 
as  may  have  been  determined  upon  in  a  program  adopted  as  else- 
where herein  provided. 

5.  For  the  Charter  Reserve  Fund. 

The  Depreciation  Res'erve  Fund  shall  be  used  only  to  cover  costs  of 
replacements  due  to  a  realized  depreciation.  The  Board  of  Public 
Works  shall  cause  an  appraisal  to  be  made  by  the  City  Engineer  of 
the  several  classes  of  property  involved  in  the  Water  System  as  to  life 
and  the  amount  of  accrued  depreciation,  and  determine  the  amount  of 
the  reasonable  annual  depreciation  requirements  necessary  in  order  to 
provide  properly  for  repairs  or  reconstruction  due  to  realized  physical 
and  functional  depreciation;  provided,  however,  that  at  least  every 
five  years  the  Board  shall  cause  a  reappraisal  to  be  made  of  the  de- 
preciation reserves,  replacement  expenditures  therefrom,  and  probable 
useful  life  of  each  of  the  several  kinds  of  property,  and  on  the  basis 
of  such  reappraisal  shall  redetermine  the  amount  of  the  reasonable  an- 
nual depreciation  requirements.  Provided,  that  the  amount  to  be  set 
aside  each  year  into  said  depreciation  fund  shall  be  subject  to  budget 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Until  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  has  determined  the  reasonable  annual  depreciation  require- 
ments necessary  by  appraisal  as  above  provided  for,  there  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  Depreciation  Reserve  Fund  from  the  receipts  from 
operation  of  the  Water  Department  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the  sum 
of  $5,000. 

The  Water  Extension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  used  only  to  cover  costs 
of  the  construction  of  extensions,  additions  and  betterments  to  the 
water  system.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  head  of  the  Water  Department  shall  from  time  to  time  estab- 
lish a  program  of  the  necessary  extensions,  additions  and  betterments 
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required  in  a  period  not  extending  over  five  years,  and  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  said  program  or  any  amendments  thereto  by  the  Board  of 
Supei-visors  in  any  annual  or  supplemental  budget,  there  shall  be  de- 
posited monthlv  to  the  credit  of  the  Extension  Reserve  one-twelfth  of 
the  annual  contribution  determined  as  necessary  to  complete  the  sev- 
eral elements  of  the  program  within  the  time  required,  provided,  that 
for  the  first  five  vears  of  operation  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  to 
the  depreciation  fund  and  the  Water  Extension  Reserve  Fund,  consid- 
ered together,  shall  be  not  less  than  $564,000  per  year. 

There  shall  be  paid  into  the  Charter  Reserve  Fund  provided  for  in 
Subdivision  5,  Section  7  of  this  ordinance  all  moneys  not  otherwise 
appropriated  or  used  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  from  time  to  time  make  ap- 
propriations from  said  fund  for  any  of  the  purposes  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance  when  respective  funds  herein  provided  for  any  of  the 
specific  purposes  herein  set  forth  are  exhausted  or  insufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  them.  Whenever  the  said  Charter  Reserve  Fund 
Hhall  exceed  one-half  of  the  payment  for  operating  expenses  in  the 
preceding  year,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  appropriate  such  excess 
to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 

At  any  time  that  there  is  a  surplus  on  deposit  in  the  City  Treasury 
in  any  of  the  several  funds  herein  provided  for  in  an  amount  greater 
than  is  necessary  for  the  immediate  needs  of  the  Water  Department, 
the  said  department,  through  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall  notify 
the  Treasurer,  who  s-hall  make  arrangements  as  provided  by  law  for 
the  proper  investment  or  deposit  of  such  funds,  the  interest  accruing 
therefrom  to  be  credited  to  the  benefit  of  and  to  be  applied  to  the  fund 
from  which  invested. 

Section  8.  Water  Rates.  No  water  shall  be  furnished  to  any  con- 
sumer, except  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  except  at  the  current  rates 
therefor  fixed  as  in  this  section  provided.  The  water  rates  in  effect 
under  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  management  at  the  time 
of  the  City's  acquisition  of  the  system  shall  remain  in  effect  for  a 
period  of  at  least  one  year.  Thereafter,  changes  in  the  water  rates 
shall  only  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  upon  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  head  of  the  department  and  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

No  rates  shall  be  established  which  in  the  aggregate  will  produce  a 
revenue  less  than  necessary  to  safely  cover  all  operating  expenses 
and  other  expenses  provided  for  in  Section  6  hereof,  and  provide  for 
and  maintain  the  several  reserves  herein  provided  for  and  also  to 
maintain  the  Charter  reserve  at  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  the  operat- 
ing expenses  for  the  preceding  year. 

When  any  change  in  rates  is  contemplated,  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  a  financial  report,  in 
.support  of  the  proposed  change,  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  slmll 
fix  a  date  for  hearing  the  matter  of  said  change  in  rates  and  caus-e  to 
be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  and  County  notice 
of  said  hearing  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  date  thereof,  specifying 
in  said  notice  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing.  At  said  hearing 
any  person,  on  behalf  of  himself  or  others  interested,  may  be  heard, 
or  present  in  writing  his  views,  after  which  the  Board  shall  fix  the 
rates  and  s-ubmit  them  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  who  shall  within 
tliirty  days,  by  ordinance,  approve  or  disapprove  the  same.  Failure 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  act  within  the  thirty  days  shall  be  con- 
strued as  approval  of  the  recommended  rates.  In  fixing  rates  for  water 
service,  the  same  may  be  fixed  at  varying  scales  for  different  classes 
of  service  or  consoimers. 

Section  9.  Service  by  Other  Departments.  Services  rendered  by 
any  other  department  of  the  City  and  County  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment, upon  request  of  the  Water  Department,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the 
Water  Department  at  cost  out  of  its  revenues. 
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Section  10.  City  Attorney.  The  City  Attorney  shall  be  the  legal  ad- 
viser of  the  Department  and  shall  render  such  legal  services-  as  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  or  the  head  of  the  Department  may  deem  nec- 
essary, and  shall  prosecute  and  defend  all  actions  or  proceedings  af- 
fecting or  involving  the  Water  Department  or  any  of  its  properties.  He 
shall  when  necessary,  upon  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
appoint  a.nd  deti^il  one  or  more  attorneys  to  perform  the  duties  herein 
specified,  and  the  compensation  of  said  attonieys  so  detailed  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, and  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment as  an  operating  expense  thereof. 

Section  11.  Bonds  of  Employees.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  may 
require  a  bond  of  indemnity  from  any  of  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
said  employee  or  employees,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  said 
bonds  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  may  contract  with  any  surety 
company  authorized  to  write  said  bonds,  to  furnish  the  same,  either 
for  individual  employees  or  groups  thereof,  and  the  cost  of  the  same 
shall  be  charged  as  an  operating  expense  of  said  Water  Department. 

Section  12.  Payment  of  Salaries  and  Wages.  Payrolls  for  all  em- 
ployees of  the  Water  Department  shall  be  segregated  and  made  up 
according  to  the  assembly  or  distribution  points  for  the  various  em- 
ployments, as  determined  by  the  head  of  the  department,  and  each  of 
said  payrolls  shall  be  approved  as  required  by  law  and  transmitted  to 
the  Auditor.  Upon  the  approval  of  the  items  on  said  payroll  or  pay- 
rolls the  Auditor  shall  issue  his  separate  demand  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  each  of  the  items  thereon  in  the  form  provided  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  in  other  departments  of  the  city,  and  the  same,  with  the 
respective  payrolls  for  which  said  demands  are  issued,  shall  be  delivered 
to  such  person  as  the  head  of  the  department  shall,  in  writing  filed 
with  the  Auditor,  authorize  to  receive  the  same,  and  upon  the  delivery 
of  the  same  said  person  shall  receipt  to  said  Auditor  for  said  payrolls 
and  said  demands.  The  head  of  the  department  shall  thereupon  cause 
said  demands  to  be  delivered  to  the  respective  payees  named  therein 
at,  or  as  near  as  possible  to,  the  places  of  employment  of  said  employees. 

Section  13.  Revolving  Fund.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  petty  ex- 
penses of  the  Water  Department,  and  for  making  such  other  payments 
as  cannot  be  conveniently  paid  by  demands  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer 
and  approved  by  the  Auditor,  the  Water  Department  shall  maintain 
in  such  bank  or  banks  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  a  fund  of  $20,000.  from  which  fund  said  petty  expenses  and 
other  payments  that  cannot  be  conveniently  paid  by  demands  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  shall  be  paid  by  check  drawn  by  the  head  of  the 
department  or  by  such  other  perilous  in  the  employ  of  said  department 
as  the  head  of  said  department  may  authorize.  The  head  of  the 
department  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  in  each  month, 
transmit  to  the  Auditor  a  demand  in  favor  of  said  fund  for  all  amounts 
disbursed  from  it,  to  which  demand  shall  be  attached  receipts  for  all 
payments  so  made,  which  said  receiiits  shall  show  the  name  of  the  per- 
son receiving  any  payment  from  said  fund,  as  well  as  the  purpose  for 
which  said  payment  was  made,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  party 
receiving  said  payment.  When  said  demand  is  approved  by  the  Auditor 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  delivered  to  the  head  of  the 
Water  Department  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  said  fund.  The  Board 
of  Supervisors  shall  appropriate  the  said  sum  of  $20,000  for  such  fund, 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  additional  apnropriations 
thereto  from  the  revenues  of  said  department  as  said  Board  shall 
deem  proper. 

Section  14.  Purchase  of  Materials.  Supplies  and  Equipment.  Pur- 
chases of  materials,  supplies  and  equipment  required  by  Water  De- 
partment operations  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
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of  Chapter  IV,  Article  II,  and  Section  C,  Chapter  I,  Article  III,  of  the 
Charter,  and  of  Ordinance  5880  (New  Series);  provided,  however, 
that  specifications  may  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  head 
of  the  Water  Department  for  all  equipment  required  by  the  department, 
or  for  materials  or  supplies  peculiar  to  said  department  operations 
and  not  in  common  use  in  other  departments  of  the  City  and  County, 
and  the  head  of  the  department  may  designate  the  particular  brand, 
kind  or  make  of  any  equipment  which  may  be  necessary  in  the  con- 
duct of  said  department. 

Section  15.  ConstitutionaUtij.  If  any  section,  subsection,  subdivision 
or  provision  of  this  ordinance  is  for  any  reason  held  to  be  unconsti- 
tutional, such  decision  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining 
portions  of  this  ordinance,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declaring 
that  it  would  have  passed  this  ordinance  and  each  section,  subsection, 
subdivision,  provision,  sentence,  clause  and  phrase  thereof  irrespective 
of  the  fact  that  any  one  or  more  sections,  subsections,  subdivisions, 
provisions,  sentences,  clauses  or  phrases  hereof  are  declared  unconsti- 
tutional. 

Section  16.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon 
Its  passage.

Accepting  Offer  of  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  to  Sell  Its 
Properties,  Appropriating  Moneys  for  the  Payment  Therefor  and 
Empowering  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  Execute  and  Deliver  Collateral  and  Supplemental  Agreements 
Incident  Thereto. 

Resolution  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  did 
heretofore  vote  and  authorize  a  bonded  indebtedness  of  $41,000,000  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  operative  properties,  rights,  equipment 
and  distribution  system  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  which 
are  hereafter  in  this  resolution  referred  to  as  the  "properties"  of  said 
Water  Company,  and  which  said  properties  are  more  particularly  de- 
scribed in  a  certain  offer  under  date  of  March  2,  1928,  made  by  said 
Water  Company  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  to  sell  the  same  to  said  City  and  County; 

And  Whereas,  it  is  now  the  intention  of  said  City  and  County  to 
purchase  said  properties  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  upon  the  condi- 
tions set  forth  in  said  offer; 

And  Whereas,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  exact  amount  of 
money  to  be  paid  for  said  properties  according  to  the  terms  of  said 
offer  until  a  full  account  ins  is  had  between  the  City  and  County  and 
.the  Water  Company,  as  of  the  date  on  which  said  properties  are  actually 
taken  over  by  said  City  and  County,  and  the  total  cost  of  additions 
and  betterments  made  to  said  properties  subsequent  to  December  31, 
1929,  and  credits  to  the  amortization  fund  of  said  properties,  have  all 
been  computed; 

And  Whereas,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  City  and  County  to  take  over 
said  properties  as  of  the  3d  day  of  ^larch.  1930,  and  prior  to  noon  on 
said  day,  and  it  is  admitted  that  there  will  be  due  to  said  Water  Com- 
pany on  said  day  for  said  properties  the  sum  of  $39,962,606.51,  together 
with  such  additional  amounts  as  may  be  shown  by  said  account- 
ing, which  said  additional  amounts  are  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  set 
forth ;  now.  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  City  and  County  accept  the  offer  of  March  2.  1928. 
of  said  Water  Company  to  sell  to  said  City  and  County  the  said  iirop- 
erties  described  therein,  and  does  hereby  agree  to  purchase  and  take 
over  the  same  on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1930,  and  before  noon  of  said 
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day,  and  to  pay  therefor  the  amount  which  will  be  due  for  said  prop- 
erties as  of  said  date  and  time  based  on  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
said  offer,  and  to  pay  for  said  properties  as  follows:  $39,962,006.51  on 
said  last  mentioned  date  upon  the  delivery  of  a  good  and  sufficient  deed 
made,  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Water  Company  to  the  City  and 
County,  conveying  said  properties  to  said  City  and  County,  and  the 
balance  of  said  purchase  price  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  exact  amount 
thereof  can  be  determined  after  a  full  accounting  of  all  reciprocal 
demands  and  amounts  can  be  had  between  the  City  and  County  and 
the  Water  Company;   and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  and  paying  such 
additional  amount  as  may  hereafter  be  found  due  to  the  Water  Com- 
pany for  said  properties,  that  the  City  shall  deposit,  not  later  than 
noon  on  the  3d  day  of  March,  1930,  with  Wells  Fargo  Bank  and  Union 
Trust  Company,  the  sum  of  $75,000,  which  said  sum  shall  be  disbursed 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  certain  collateral  or 
supplemental  agreement  between  the  City  and  County  and  the  Water 
Company,  which  said  agreement  shall  bear  date  of  March  3,  1930,  and 
embody  and  contain  all  the  terms  and  conditions  relative  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  total  purchase  price  for  said  properties,  and  all  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  which  shall  govern  the  final  accounting  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  Water  Company,  and  the  manner  in  which 
said  total  purchase  price  shall  be  determined,  and  which  said  collateral 
or  supplemental  agreement  shall  further  provide  for  the  settlement, 
adjustment  and  agreement  as  to  all  matters  and  things  which  may 
be  properly,  necessarily  or  incidentally  settled  and  adjusted  between 
the  City  and  County  and  the  Water  Company  relative  to  the  taking 
over  of  said  properties,  and  the  continuation  of  the  business  of  the 
Company  without  interruption ;   and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  and  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  execute  and  deliver,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City 
and  County,  the  aforesaid  collateral  or  supplemental  agreement,  in, 
or  substantially  in,  the  form  submitted  to  this  Board  by  the  City 
Attorney,  and  to  agree,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  with  the 
Water  Company  upon  all  of  its  terms  and  conditions;   and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  said  collateral  agreement  above  mentioned, 
and  any  and  all  amounts  of  money  to  be  paid  thereunder  and  any  and 
all  checks,  drafts,  warrants  or  demands  payable  to  Spring  Valley  Water 
Company  for  said  properties  may  be  deposited  with  Union  Securities 
Corporation  in  escrow  for  the  purpose  of  consummating  the  purchase 
of  said  properties  from  said  Water  Company,  and  that  the  City  Attor- 
ney and  the  City  Engineer  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  given  full  power 
and  authority  to  agree  upon  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said 
escrow,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  and  to  execute  said 
escrow  and  all  agreements  relative  thereto  for  and  on  behalf  of  said 
City  and  County;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of. 
Supervisors  be  and  they  are  hereby  given  full  power  and  authority  to 
enter  into  and  execute,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  sue)) 
additional  or  supplemental  agreements,  escrows  and  documents,  and 
to  do  such  other  and  further  things  as  may  be  necessary  to  fully  con- 
summate the  purchase  of  said  properties  pursuant  to  the  said  offer  of 
March  2,  1928,  of  said  Water  Company;   and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  there  be  and  there  is  hereby  atipropriated 
from  the  moneys  realized  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
of  the  City  and  County,  known  as  "Spring  Valley  Bonds,"  the  sum  of 
$40,037,606.51,  for  the  purpose  of  consummating  the  purchase  of  said 
above-mentioned  properties  from  said  Water  Company,  of  which  said 
sum  $39,962,606.51  shall  be  payable  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany upon  the  delivery  of  its  deed  for  said  properties  to  the  City,  and 
the  remainder  of  said  sum,  to-wit,  the  sum  of  $75,000,  shall  be  payable

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  (interrupting):  Will  the  Supervisor 
yield  just  before  we  dispose  of  the  Spring  Valley  matter? 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    That  is  what  I  am  going  to  speak  on. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  wanted  to  ask  the  City  Attorney 
a  question  through  the  Chair.  Mr.  O'Toole,  are  these  all  of  the  legis- 
lative acts  that  are  essential  today  to  the  taking  over  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company  properties  by  the  City? 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOLE:  Yes,  the  resolution  for  recording 
the  deed  is  not  a  "passed  to  print"  resolution,  and  was  finally  passed 
in  your  meeting  of  a  week  ago  Monday.  These  two  will  enable  us 
to  take  over  the  properties,  record  the  deed  and  pay  the  money  and 
acquire  the  properties  on  Monday. 

SUPERVISOR    HAYDEN:      Mr.    Chairman. 

THE  MAYOR:      Mr.   Hayden. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  I  think  at  this  time,  now  that  this  transaction  is 
completed,  the  taking  over  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
properties,  and  the  Board  has  appropriated  over  $40,000,000  for  the 
purchase  of  the  same,  that  a  word  of  compliment  should  be  extended 
to  the  various  departments  who  cooperated  with  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  the  Public  Utilities  Committee  in  making  possible  the 
preparation  of  this  operative  ordinance.  We  have  to  first  consider, 
Mr.  Mayor,  that  the  legal  advice  that  was  necessary  in  this  matter 
naturally  came  from  the  City  Attorney's  ofl!ice,  headed  by  Mr.  John 
J.  O'Toole,  assisted  by  Mr.  Dion  Holm  and  Mr.  John  Dailey.  The 
statistical  information,  the  financial  set-up,  and  all  that  data  that  was 
available  by  way  of  information  to  the  Joint  Committee  was  prepared 
by  Mr.  Randall  Ellis.  The  Board  of  Works  sat  in  and  cooperated  and 
gave  their  advice  to  a  great  extent.  The  Engineer's  office,  Mr. 
O'Shaughnessy  and  Mr.  Eckart  in  particular,  who  sat  through  all  the 
hearings  that  we  went  through  during  a  period  of  nearly  thirty  days 
continuously.  And  through  that  advice,  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of 
the  Board,  this  operative  ordinance  and  this  final  action  of  the  Board 
appropriating  this  money  was  made  possible.  I  think,  Mr.  Mayor 
and  members  of  the  Board,  that  this  operative  ordinance  is  a  master- 
piece of  legislation,  and  I  want  to  add,  before  I  say  anything  further, 
the  Bureau  of  Governmental  Research,  with  Mr.  Nanry's  cooperation, 
was  also  a  very  valuable  aid  in  the  preparation  of  this  ordinance. 
and  I  feel  that  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  making  history  taking 
over  this  great  utility,  the  utility  of  water,  so  essential  to  the  life 
of  any  community,  and,  in  addition  to  that,  as  Supervisor  Rossi  sug- 
gests, we  had  the  cooperation  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Council  and 
the  Building  Trades  Council,  those  .gentlemen  gave  us  advice  that 
was  very  helpful  in  ironing  out  our  difiiculties  in  the  way  of  wages 
and  the  duties  of  the  employees  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 
As  I  say,  Mr.  Mayor,  this  is  an  historical  moment,  the  passing  of  this 
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resolution  and  the  appropriation  of  tliis  money,  and  tlie  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Public  Utilities  and  Finance,  and  while  I  am  expressing 
my  own  individual  sentiments,  I  know  I  have  the  cooperation  of  the 
other  members,  that  we  should  not  allow  this  opportunity  to  go  by 
without  writing  into  the  records  our  appreciation  of  this  most  valuable 
assistance  given  to  us  by  way  of  cooperation  by  the  gentlemen  that 
I  have  named  in  the  various  departments  of  engineering,  the  law 
and  the  other  departments  necessary  to  make  this  legislation  possible. 
Indeed,  Mr.  Mayor,  after  a  long  experience  on  this  Board  of  Sui)er- 
visors,  I  am  really  very  happy  and  very  proud  to  be  a  party  to  this 
occasion,  and  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  after  your  long  experience,  I  think  will 
feel  as  I  do,  that  you  at  last  have  realized  the  acquisition  of  a  wonder- 
ful utility,  one  of  which  the  City  of  San  Francisco  will  be  justly 
proud,  and  one  which  will  redound  to  the  prosperity  of  the  community, 
industrially,  commercially  and  every  other  way.  I  just  want  to 
emphasize  this,  Mr.  Mayor,  because  that  is  my  sentiment  and  I  know 
it  is  the  sentiment  of  the  Joint  Committee  and  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors and  I  want  to  make  that  part  of  the  record. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNKR:  Mr.  Mayor,  on  behalf  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Committee  I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  second  the  statement 
made  by  Supervisor  Hayden,  and  to  express  the  appreciation  of  that 
committee  for  the  extremely  painstaking  work  that  has  been  done 
by  all  of  the  officials  mentioned,  in  particular  by  Mr.  O'Toole  and  his 
assistants,  Mr.  Holm  and  Mr.  Ellis  and  Mr.  Dailey,  and  Mr.  Eckart 
of  the  Engineer's  office. 

THE    MAYOR:     Gentlemen   of  the  Board,    I    wish   to   report  to  you 
that  I  have  just  signed  the  ordinances,  the  authority  to  pay  the  money 
and  the  payment  of  the  money  of  $40,037,606.51  for  the  acquiring  by 
the  City  of  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  and 
the  deed  from  the  Company  of  the  properties  to  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  will  be  vested  in  the  City  on  the  3rd  instant.     I  feel 
that  this  is  a  very   great   moment   in   the  life   of  a   progressive   city. 
Ever  since  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  started  its  system  in  a 
little  spring  up  here  on  a  hill  and  its  properties  at  Mountain  Lake,  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco  have  been  attempting  to  acquire  these  prop- 
erties and   many   efforts   have   been   attempted   and   many   efforts   lost 
in  the  presentation  of  the  cause  to  the  people  of  this  City.     The  price 
we  have  paid  today  is  small  compared  to  the  price  the  properties  will 
be   worth    in   the   future   because,   as   every   day  passes,   as   every   soul 
comes    into    San    Francisco,    the    properties    increase    in    value.      The 
history  of  the  City  is  replete  with   political  efforts  to  use  those  prop- 
erties as   the   football   of   politics.     Supervisors   have   been   elected   in 
the  past,   in   the   old   ward   system   days,   where  they   were  pledged   to 
fix  the  water  rates  in  favor  of  Spring  Valley,  and  to  tix  the  gas  rates 
in   favor  of  the   Pacific   Gas   &   Electric  Company,   or   its  predecessor, 
the    San    Francisco   Gas   Company.      And    now,    today,    by    your   action 
you   have   removed    Spring  Valley   from    private   interests   and   private 
control   into  imblic   interests  and   to  public  control.     In   my   platform 
of  1911   you  will  find  a  strong  plank  therein   that   we  should,  acquire 
the   properties   of  the   Spring  Valley  Water  Company   at   the   earliest 
possible  date.     Nineteen   years  later  we  have  acquired  the  properties 
bv  constant  and   persistent  effort  exerted  to  acquire  them.     I  join  in 
the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Hayden  and  seconded  by   Mr.   Havenner,  in 
giving  thanks  to  all  who  have  contributed  through  all  these  years,  to 
all   those   forward-looking  citizens   of  San   Francisco   who  voted   "yes" 
to  acquire  those  properties,  and  now,  particularly,  to  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  the  committees  of  the  Board  who  have  been  so  dili.gent, 
the  Public  Utilities  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Joint 
Committee,   and   the   Public   Welfare  Committee  and   every   committee 
of  the  Board,  the  Judiciary  Committee,  and  I  pay  special  thanks  to 
the  City  Attorney's  office.  Mr.  John  J.  O'Toole  and  his  assistants,  Mr. 
Dion   Holm,  and   I  also  pay  special  thanks  to  Mr.  Ellis,  who  has  had 
the   burden   all   these  years   of   keeping  account   of   expenditures   and 
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arriving  at  the  figure  that  we  paid  today.  I  pay  particular  thanks  to 
the  Treasurer.  Duncan  Matheson,  for  the  part  he  has  played  in  making 
it  possible  and  making  it  easy  for  us  to  pay  out  this  money,  lawfully 
and  rightly,  so  that  this  great  sum  will  be  paid.  And  I  take  particular 
pleasure  in  saying  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  recognized  the 
recommendation  which  I  made  to  them,  that  Nelson  Eckart  be 
appointed  to  take  full  charge  as  General  Manager  of  the  properties 
which  we  take  hold  of  today.  Nelson  Eckart  has  been  in  the  Engineer's 
office  as  First  Assistant  for  the  nineteen  years  I  have  been  Mayor. 
He  has  grown  up  in  the  Department,  he  has  been  Chief  Assistant 
in  all  the  big  projects  which  we  have  had,  and  there  is  no  one  more 
capable  nor  more  able  nor  who  will  go  forward  with  greater  confidence 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  are 
behind  him  than  does  this  man.  Nelson  Eckart,  who  takes  charge 
today  of  the  properties  for  which  we  are  paying.  You  have  entrusted, 
by  law,  the  properties  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  You  need  have 
no  fear  about  the  Board  of  Public  Works  carrying  out  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  ordinance  which  we  passed  today.  And  on  the 
whole,  it  is  a  day  of  rejoicing,  it  is  a  day  of  gratification.  And  who- 
soever I  have  omitted  from  my  expression  of  thanks  for  the  iieople 
of  this  City,  I  add  that  vote  of  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the 
City  to  the  people  who  have  contributed  to  this  success.  And  I  join 
in  thanking  the  Press  for  their  ever  alertness  to  this  project,  for  their 
faithfulness  to  it,  and  for  the  great  help  that  it  has  been  to  the  City 
of  San  Francisco  in  putting  the  project  over  without  charging  the 
City  any  publicity  fees.  On  the  whole,  a  day  of  rejoicing  has  come 
in  the  acquisition  and  ownership  of  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Just  to  complete  the  Mayor's  compli- 
ments, it  would  be  well  if  you  should  add  in  your  compliments  the 
name  of  Mr.  Nanry,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Bureau  of  Govern- 
mental Research. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  add  Mr.  Nauf-y's  name  and  1  ask  the  stenographic 
reporter  to  include  it  in  the  remarks  that  1  have  made. 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:  I  would  like  to  be  recorded  as  voting 
"yes"  on  this  resolution,  please. 

THE  MAYOR:  If  the  Board  has  no  objection  to  changing  its  rules, 
I  would  suggest  that  Doctor  Toner's  name  be  permitted  to  be  recorded 
"yes". 

THE  CLERK:  I  may  suggest,  respectfully,  that  we  can  put  a 
minute  in  the  .Journal.  I  have  finished  the  record  and  you  have  signed 
it  and  it  has  gone  on.  We  can  put  a  minute  in  the  .Journal  that,  if 
Doctor  Toner  had  been  present,  he  would  have  voted  "aye". 

SUPERVISOR  TONER:      That  is  sufficient.     Thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  Mr.  Mayor,  and  members  of  the  Board:  I, 
too,  want  to  join  with  the  members  who  have  preceded  me  in  express- 
ing my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  our  City  Attorney,  Mr.  John 
J.  O'Toole,  and  his  assistants.  1  won't  mention  all  those  who  took 
part  in  the  preparation  of  the  ordinance  wliich  we  adopted  finally  here 
today,  but  the  work  that  was  accomplished  through  the  City  Attorney's 
office,  together  with  the  other  individuals  mentioned,  is  something 
that  San  Francisco  can  well  be  proud  of.  This  has  been  a  great  task, 
and  as  important  a  document  as  this  is,  it  has  passed  the  Board  in 
the  shortest  time  than  any  other  matter  of  such  importance,  to  my 
way  of  thinking,  in  many  a  day.  It  means  much  in  the  history  of 
San  Francisco  in  the  taking  over  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
properties,  and  I  want  to  assure  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  that  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pride  today  tliat  I 
signed  a  demand,  together  with  other  members  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, which  would  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  make  the  final  payment 
when  this  property  is  taken  over.  I  am  sure  that  with  the  care  that 
this  ordinance  was  jjrepared.  looking  after  every  detail,  that  that 
project  will  be  conducted  along  business  lines  and  will  be  the  success 
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which  every  member  of  this  Board  hopes  for  it  to  be.  And  at  this 
time,  too,  I  want  to  say  that  under  the  able  management  of  Mr.  Nelson 
Eckart  I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  a  success  and  San  Francisco  is  to  be 
congratulated. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think  that  this  record 
would  be  in  one  essential  incomplete  if  the  Board  did  not  at  this  time 
e.xpress  its  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the  committee  of  citizens  who 
managed  the  successful  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  Bond  Cam- 
paign. Those  men  and  women  who  finally  were  participants  in  the 
successful  campaign  to  secure  the  ratification  by  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  purchase  did  an  excep- 
tional piece  of  work.  It  has  been  my  experience  to  go  through  many 
political  campaigns.  I  want  to  say  that  that  particular  campaign  was 
in  my  judgment  the  most  vigorous,  the  most  intelligent  and  the  most 
ably  managed  that  I  have  seen,  and  a  large  number  of  our  citizens 
devoted  their  time,  both  in  the  headquarters  and  on  the-  platform,  in 
presenting  the  issue  to  the  people,  and  had  they  not  done  so,  so  ably, 
so  vigorously,  and  so  sincerely,  we  would  not  today  be  celebrating  the 
taking  over  of  this  property.  I  move  that  the  vote  of  thanks  of  this 
Board  be  extended  to  the  Citizens'  Committee  who  managed  that  cam- 
paign. I  think  also  at  this  time  we  should  repay  the  tribute  that  has 
been  paid  to  the  Bank  of  Italy,  and  its  distinguished  head,  Mr. 
Giannini,  for  the  part  that  they  played  in  the  financial  transaction 
that  makes  this  ratification  today  possible.  I  had  the  honor  to  suggest 
to  Mr.  Giannini  the  plan  which  was  originally  suggested  to  the  City 
Attorney  and  the  previous  Finance  Committee  by  Mr.  Nelson  Eckart, 
the  plan  whereby  it  might  be  possible  to  market  our  bonds  without 
violation  of  the  Charter,  at  a  time  when  the  bond  market  was  below 
par  and  the  bonds  could  not  command  a  ready  sale  in  the  market 
at  their  par  value,  as  required  by  the  Charter.  This  was  merely  a 
year  ago  now.  Mr.  Giannini  immediately  expressed  a  great  deal  of 
interest  in  the  plan,  and  said  that  he  was  hopeful  that  the  market 
might  improve  in  the  near  future  to  a  point  where  it  would  be  possible 
to  swing  the  deal  on  the  terms  proposed,  in  the  financial  markets, 
and  that  he  would  instruct  his  organization  to  keep  a  strict  w^atch  on 
the  condition  of  the  bond  market  and  to  do  everything  possible  to 
put  this  deal  over.  He  kept  his  word,  sent  for  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  members  of  the  Engineering  Dejiartment  and 
the  City  Attorney's  othce  about  a  month  before  last  Christmas,  and 
said  that  he  believed  that  the  deal  could  be  then  put  over,  and  threw 
the  whole  cooperation  of  his  great  organization  behind  this  plan.  To 
him  is  due  again  the  thanks  of  this  Board  for  a  public  spirited 
cooperation  that  enabled  us  to  take  over  the  properties  at  a  time  when 
they  could  not  have  been  sold  in  the  open  market. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Chairman,  might  I  ask  the  Super- 
visor the  name  of  the  Chairman  of  that  Citizens'  Committee  on  the 
Spring  Valley   Bond  Campaign? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      It  was  Senator  Phelan. 

SUPERVISOR  SHA.XXON:  Mr.  Mayor,  when  Mr.  Havenner  arose 
I  had  the  same  thought  in  mind,  as  I  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Committee  that  offered  to  the  Board  the  ordinance  for  the 
bonds.  The  same  thought  was  in  my  mind,  that  full  credit  should 
be  given  to  this  Committee  that  handled  the  campaign.  And,  as  Mr. 
Havenner  has  so  ably  covered  it,  I  will  let  the  remarks  that  he  has 
made  about  the  work  and  assistance  of  the  Committee  pass.  But  I 
do  want  to  pay  particular  tribute  to  the  gentleman  who  has  just  taken 
his  seat  for  the  work  he  did  during  that  cam|)aign.  While  all  of  the 
members  of  this  Board  were  active  in  their  desire  to  see  those  bonds 
pass,  no  member  of  the  Board  devoted  as  much  time  or  gave  as  much, 
during  the  campaign,  of  his  energy  and  his  ability  as  Mr.  Havenner, 
at  all  times.  And  at  all  times  he  was  in  touch  with  his  Citizens' 
Committee  and  I  feel  that  as  a  result  of  the  activity  of  Mr.  Havenner 
during  that  campaign,  special  mention  should  be  made  in  the  record 
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so  that  his   name   will   be   included   with   those   that  helped   to  make 
this  dav  possible. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEX:      Second  that  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVEXXER:      Thank  you. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  add  my  meed  of  praise  to  all  those  whose  names 
have  just  been  mentioned,  particularly  to  Mr.  Havenner.  and  par- 
ticularly again,  to  INIr.  A.  P.  Giannini.  because  the  records  are  full  of 
grateful  appreciation  of  what  he  did.  And  I  have  appointed,  by 
resolution  of  the  Board,  introduced  by  Supe^^"isor  Gallagher,  who  asked 
that  while  he  was  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  that  Super\-isor 
Havenner  be  made  the  Chairman,  the  Celebration  Committee  that  will 
hold  the  celebration  at  the  taking  over  of  these  properties  at  some  place 
on  Sunday.  March  9th.  And  if  I  have  not  already,  or  my  office  has 
not  already  added  every  name  on  that  committee,  because  I  know 
Mr.  Havenner  has  been  over  to  my  office  and  my  secretaries  have  been 
working  with  him — if  there  is  a  single  name  that  is  not  included  in 
the  list  that  I  have  already  appointed.  I  want  you.  Mr.  Havenner,  to 
see  that  they  are  included.  On  Friday  night  of  this  week  we  are  all 
to  be  the  guests  of  the  officials  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company 
at  a  farewell  dinner  or  dance  and  card  party  or  supper  at  11:30.  at 
the  Xative  Sons'  Hall.  It  is  a  farewell  party,  breaking  up  of  the 
connections  of  all  of  the  employees  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany, and  a  farewell  to  them  all.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  that  I  have  appointed  that  on  the 
night  of  March  9  we  give  a  welcome  party  in  the  Auditorium,  with 
our  Municipal  Band,  with  all  of  the  454  employees  of  the  Spring 
Valley,  and  with  the  officials  of  Spring  Valley,  welcoming  them  into 
the  fold  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco — on  Sunday  night, 
the  night  before.  I  mean  on  Sunday  night,  not  Saturday — that  we  give 
a  return  party  to  welcome  into  our  fold  all  of  the  employees  of  Spring 
Valley.  Xow.  there  are  three  letters  which  I  have  written,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Eastman,  and  approved  by  Mr.  Matt.  Sullivan,  who 
was  in  my  office  the  day  that  Mr.  Eastman  called,  one  was  assuring 
the  employees  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  that  they  would 
come  into  the  employ  of  the  City  and  would  be  welcomed  and  would 
be  taken  into  the  fold  and  received,  and  that  I  knew  that  their  services 
would  be  as  faithful  to  the  City  as  they  had  been  to  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  and  that  I  was  sure  they  would  give  the  same  service 
to  us  as  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company.  I  have  also  written 
a  letter  to  Mrs.  William  Bourne,  the  wife  of  the  president  of  the 
company.  Mr.  Bourne  is  a  hopeless  paralytic  cripple,  in  a  wheel-chair, 
on  the  second  floor  in  his  home  in  San  Mateo  county,  and  will  prob- 
ably never  get  downstairs  again.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bourne  have  enjoyed 
a  ride,  once  in  a  great  while,  over  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  and,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Eastman.  I  wrote  a 
letter  to  Mrs.  Bourne  telling  her  that  the  City  would  acquire  the 
properties  that  they  have  loved  all  these  years,  and  that,  remembering 
the  many  happy  times  they  had  together,  the  City  wishes  to  give  to 
them  the  same  privilege  of  enjoying  a  ride  over  the  properties  which 
have  now  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  City.  Likev\"ise  a  letter  to 
Mr.  W.  B.  Lawrence,  former  superintendent  of  those  properties  and 
his  father  before  him — all  with  the  approval  of  Mr.  Eastman.  Matt  I. 
Sullivan  and  several  others  that  I  have  spoken  to  in  connection  with 
the  matter.  I  will  give  you  those  letters  and  they  will  be  on  file,  if 
Mr.  Smith  has  not  already  sent  them  over  here.  And  I  hope  that 
they  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Board.  Probably  they  will 
never  ride  over  the  properties  again,  because  Mrs.  Bourne  is  very, 
very  ill  and  probably  Mr.  Bourne  will  never  get  out,  but  it  is  a  courtesy 
from  the  City  which  Mr.  Eastman  said  they  would  appreciate  at  this 
time  of  the  transfer  of  their  properties  to  the  City. 

SUPERVISOR     AXDRIAXO:      Is     the     matter     of     Spring     Valley 
finished? 

THE   MAYOR:      Except   to  show  you  a  deed,   which   will  be  signed 
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by  the  officials  of  the  Spring,  Valley  Water  Company,  dnly  attested  by 
the  City  Attorney  and  the  attorney  for  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany, and  which  will  be  signed  within  a  day  or  two  so  that  they  will 
become  the  properties  of  the  City  on  the  3rd. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Is  the  matter  on  the  confirmation  of 
the  trustees  appointed  by  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  properly  before  us  at  this 
time? 

THE  MAYOR:    We  took  a  recess  last  night  for  that  purpose. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  would  like  to  record  my 
vote  "aye"  on  the  final  passage  of  Spring  Valley  ordinance. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  same  remarks  which  the  Mayor  made  regard- 
ing Doctor  Toner  will  be  applicable  to  Mr.  Power  and  the  Clerk  will 
make  the  notation  that  he  is  making  in  connection  with  Supervisor 
Toner. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  It  gave  me  extreme  pleasure  to  join  with 
my  colleagues  on  the  Finance  Committee,  Supervisors  Rossi  and 
Hayden,  in  signing  the  demand  of  $40,037,606.51. 

In  re  Submission  by  the  Mayor  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Nominees  for  War  Memorial  Trustees. 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Andriano  has  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  in  order  to  bring  this 
matter  of  the  confirmation  of  the  Trustees  to  the  War  Memorial  to 
a  head,  I  am  going  to  read  to  the  members  of  this  Board  the  wording 
of  the  Charter  amendment  under  which  the  Mayor  has  made  thes-e 
appointments.  Thereafter  I  propose  to  invoke  the  rule  of  our  Board, 
and  proceed  to  the  confirmation,  or  to  make  a  motion  for  the  confir- 
mation of  the  Tru&tees.  The  Charter  amendment  reads  as  follows, 
and  I  would  like  to  have  the  members  pay  attention  to  the  language 
of  this  Charter  amendment  for,  after  all,  we  must  always  bear  in 
mind,  whether  we  are  in  sympathy  of  the  views  of  the  veterans,  or 
whether  we  are  in  sympathy  with  the  views  of  the  Mayor,  we  must 
always  bear  in  mind  that  we  are  Supervisors  of  the  entire  City  and 
County  of  San  Francis-rxi.  representing  all  of  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  not  any  particular  group.  "Tlie  trustees" — I  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  language — "The  Trustees" — not  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
but  "The  trustees  of  said  War  Memorial,  shall  consist  of  eleven  mem- 
bers who" — the  trustees,  not  the  Board,  but  the  trustees — "who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors-.  The  term  of  such  eleven  members  shall  be  for  six  years 
each,  provided  that  those  first  appointed  shall  so  classify  themselves 
by  lot  that  the  term  of  four  of  said  trustees  shall  expire  on  the  2nd 
day  of  January,  1931,  four  on  the  second  day  of  January,  1933,  and 
three  on  the  second  day  of  January,  1935.  Thereafter  appointments 
to  said  Board  shall  be  made  for  the  full  term  of  six  years.  Vacan- 
cies on  s'aid  Board  shall  be  filled  by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  Beard  of  Supervisors,  for  the  unexpired  term  becoming 
vacant.  In  making  appointments  the  said  Board" — "appointments," 
mark  this,  "in  making  appointments,"  it  is  in  the  plural,  it  is  not 
a  singular  appointment  of  the  entire  Board  but  "appointments" — "to 
said  Board  the  Mayor  shall  give  due  consideration  to  veterans  of  all 
wars  engaged  in  by  the  United  States,  and  to  such  other  classes  of 
persons  who  may  have  a  special  interest  in  the  purpose  for  which 
said  War  Memorial  is  to  be  constructed  and  maintained.  All  persons 
appointed  to  said  Board  shall  be  residents'  of  the  City  and  County. 
The   members  of  said   Board   shall   serve   without   compensation." 

Now,  I  respectfully  submit  to  the  members  of  this  Board  that  that 
is  the  measure  of  our  power  and  that  is  also  the  measure  of  our  duty 
in  the  matter.  I  think  it  has  become  clear  to  everybody,  in  view  of 
the  statements  made  by  the  representative.s-  of  the  veterans  last  eve- 
ning, that  is  would  be  hopeless  and  futile  to  try  to  find  eleven  members, 
or  to  find  a  complete  Board  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  veterans. 
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Suppose,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  were  to  creater  a  new  Circuit  Court,  and  the  President  would 
be  required  to  appoint  Judges  to  this  new  Circuit  Court,  three  judges. 
Can  anyone  argue  that  the  Senate  would  have  to  confirm  the  appoint- 
ment of  these  three  judges,  collectively?  It  is  absurd  even  to  think 
of  it.  The  Senate  would  have  to  confirm  the  appointments  of  the 
President  to  this  new  court,  which  is  parallel  in  our  case  to  this  new 
Board  individually,  for  the  President  cannot  know  which  of  the  ap- 
pointees is  unsatisfactory  to  the  Senate,  unless  the  Senate  indicates, 
by  its  vote,  that  one  of  the  proposed  judges  of  this  Circuit  Court  is 
not  satisfactory.  In  the  same  manner  our  Mayor  is  not  a  mind  reader, 
he  must  know  which  of  these  appointees  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  I  think  that  that  is  just  ordinary  common  sense,  and 
that  we  are  making  ourselves  ridiculous  before  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco in  insisting  on  the  confirmation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  a 
whole.  And,  besides,  if  we  do  take  that  position,  I  submit  that  we  are 
recreant  to  our  trust  under  that  Charter  amendment.  Under  those 
circumstances,  Mr.  Mayor,  I  deem  it  to  be  my  duty,  as  a  member  of 
this-  Board,  in  order  to  bring  this  matter  to  a  head,  to  invoke  a  rule 
of  this  Beard,  adopted  unanimously  by  this  Board  at  one  of  its  meet- 
ings, I  believe  it  was  the  meeting  of  January  20th,  which  rule  reads 
as  follows:  "If  any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points  any 
member  may  have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately." 
I  desire  to  avail  myself  of  my  rights  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  and 
in  the  discharge  of  what  I  consider  to  be  my  duty  as  a  member  of  this 
Board,  to  invoke  that  rule,  and  having  invoked  that  rule,  Mr.  Mayor, 
I  move  that  the  confirmation — I  move  that  the  appointment  of  General 
Hunter  Liggett 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER  (interrupting)  :  A  point  of  order, 
before  the  Supervisor  proceeds  with  any  motion  on  the  assumption 
that  he  has  exercised  his  right,  I  desire  to  challenge  his  right,  if  he 
has  no  objection.  I  do  not  want  to  interfere  with  the  motion,  but  I 
think  that  I  ought  to  be  accorded  the  privilege  of  challenging  your 
right  to  invoke  this  rule  before  vou  proceed  to  act  under  it. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Why,  you  cannot  know  what  the  effect 
of  my  invoking  the  rule  is  unless  I  proceed  to  make  a  motion  in  accord- 
ance with  the  invocation  of  the  rule.  And  I  therefore  make  a  motion 
at  this  time,  that  the  appointment,  by  his  Honor,  ihe  Mayor,  of  General 
Hunter  Liggett  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  confirmed. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:    I  second  that  motion.  Mr.  Mavor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:      Mr.  Mayor. 

THE   MAYOR:     Mr.   Havenner. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  intend  at  this  time  to  offer,  as-  a 
substitute  for  the  whole  of  the  motion  just  presented  by  Supervisor 
Andriano,  another  motion.  And  I  do  so  for  these  reasons:  Mr.  Mayor, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  heretofore  declined  to  confirm  the  iden- 
tical list  of  nominations  which  is  now  before  us.  The  official  reason 
for  refusing  to  confirm  that  list  of  nominations  was  a  previous  action 
of  this  Board,  based  upon  its  Charter  authority,  respectfully  request- 
ing his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  appoint  a  majority  of  the  nominees  for 
trustees  of  the  War  Memorial  who  had  seen  service  in  some  branch 
of  the  Military  Service  of  the  United  States,  in  son)e  war.  In  other 
words,  we  asked  that  a  majority  of  the  nominations  be  veterans. 
There  was  no  other  official  explanation  given  for  the  previous  action 
of  this  Board  in  declining  to  approve  the  nominations  of  the  Mayor. 
I  feel,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  fair  and  improper  at  this  time  to  re- 
turn the  identical  list  of  nominations  to  this  Board,  and  demand  that 
the  Board  give  an  additional  reason,  which  is  exactly  the  purpose  of  the 
procedure  here  now  proposed,  give  an  additional  reason  for  declining 
to  approve  that  list  of  nominees.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  have  no 
personal  objections  to  any  of  the  individuals  contained  in  his  Honor's 
list  of  nominations.    I  consider,  so  far  as  my  information  is  concerned, 
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that  they  are  all  reputable  gentlemen.  I  have  no  part— and  the  gentle- 
men who  represent  the  veterans  organizations  know  it,  because  I  have 
told  them  so  frankly,  and  they  do  not  have  any  quarrel  with  my 
position — I  have  no  part  or  interest  in  the  internal  discussions  that 
have  occurred  in  the  American  Legion,  or  any  of  the  other  veteran 
organizations  concerning  the  attitude  of  any  particular  member  of  any 
one  of  those  organizations  toward  the  policies  which  they  have  laid 
down.  That  is  their  affair,  they  may  be  right,  but  we,  as  public 
officials,  can  take  no  cognizance  of  that,  and  they  know  it.  I  do  not 
object  individually  to  any  man  thus  far  proposed  by  the  Mayor.  But 
I  do  object,  and  I  base  my  objection  on  the  official  action  of  this 
Board  of  Supervisors.  I  do  object  to  his  Honor's  failure  to  comply  with 
our  respectful  request,  that  a  majority  of  his  nominees  should  be  vet- 
erans. Therefore,  I  think  it  eminently  improper  that  we  should  be 
asked  now  to  take  this  action  and  place  ourselves  on  record  individu- 
ally as  favoring  or  opposing  those  who  make  up  this  list  of  nominees. 
The  language  of  that  Charter  amendment  is,  "The  trustees  of  s-aid  War 
Memorial  shall  consist  of  eleven  members."  Now,  the  Mayor  is  not  now 
submitting  to  us  an  individual  nomination  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
Board.  He  is  now  submitting  to  us  a  minority  list  to  fill  vacancies  in 
that  Board.  He  is  submitting  to  us  his  nominations  for  the  Board, 
and  that  Board  merely  consists  of  eleven  members,  and  the  question 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today  is,  S'hall  we  ratify  the  Mayor's 
recommendation  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  a  whole?  That  is  the 
question,  and  any  attempt  to  evade  it  is  merely  a  technical  subter- 
fuge, and  I  say  that  without  any  insidious  intent,  but  that  is  the  exact 
fact.  And  I  submit  that  this  Board  at  this  time  should  merely  vote 
to  affirm  or  to  repudiate  its  previous  action.  We  are  on  record  already. 
We  have  not  approved  his  Honor's-  list  of  nominations.  He  asks  us 
now  to  consider  the  question,  and  that  is  about  all  there  is  to  it. 
And,  in  all  fairness  to  ourselves  and  in  fairness  to  the  reason  which 
we  have  advanced,  which  is  a  sound  public  reason,  the  only  action  that 
we  should  be  required  to  take  today  would  be  merely  to  affirm  or 
to  res'cind  our  previous  action.  So  far  as  I  am  individually  concerned, 
if  the  motion  made  by  Supervisor  Andriano  should  prevail,  and  I 
were  required  today  to  vote  individually  on  this-  list  of  names,  all 
of  whom  I  approve  in  their  individual  capacities,  and  in  their  indi- 
vidual reputations,  I  would  be  obliged  to  vote  "No"  on  every  one, 
giving  as  my  reason  therefor  my  adherence  to  the  previous  action 
taken  by  this  Board,  without  detriment  or  discredit  to  any  individual, 
and  affirming  my  willingness  publicly  to  vote  for  any  of  these  gentle- 
men for  any  office  for  which  they  might  be  proposed,  in  the  absence 
of  some  specific  objection  not  heretofore  presented  to  this  Board,  for 
any  other  office  to  which  they  might  be  nominated  by  his-  Honor,  or 
even  for  the  office  for  which  they  are  now  nominated,  provided  his 
Honor  could  see  his  way  clear  to  comply  with  the  request  of  this 
Board  and  appoint  a  majority  of  veterans  on  that  Board  of  Trustees. 
Now,  Mr.  Mayor,  in  view  of  that  statement,  in  fairness  to  this  Board, 
in  fairness  to  the  individual  members,  because  I  think  most  of  them 
feel  as  I  do,  we  do  not  wish  to  be  placed  in  the  position  of  repudi- 
ating individually  these  gentlemen  whom  you  have  nominated.  I  have 
no  objection  to  any  one  of  them,  but  I  do  s-tand  on  the  principle  of 
the  resolution  which  I  presented  in  this  Board,  and  which  was  ado])ted 
by  this  Board  prior,  Mr.  Mayor,  with  due  respect,  prior  to  the  time 
that  you  began  to  take  an  active  interest  in  this  controversy.  It  was 
not,  as  your  Honor  will  remember,  that  action  was  not  taken  with  a 
view  to  overthrowing  some  policy  which  you  had  i)ublicly  announced, 
it  was  taken  by  this  Board  as  a  result  of  the  long  delay,  the  long 
deadlock  that  had  occurred  in  the  private  Board  of  Trustees  over  the 
management  of  this  project,  and  we  desired  to  end  that,  and  we  be- 
lieved that  the  way  to  end  it  was-  to  request  that  the  new  Board  of 
War  Memorial  Trustees  should  contain  in  its  membership  a  majority 
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of  men  or  women  who  represented  the  people  to  whom  this  Memorial 
was  to  be  dedicated.  That  was  our  position  then.  It  was  not  in  the 
nature  of  a  political  quarrel  at  that  tim^^  with  your  Honor,  the  Mayor. 
We  did  not  consider  you  a  party  to  the  quarrel,  we  took  an  action 
which  we  thought  was  justified  by  the  fact  that  the  Charter  amendment 
conferred  upon  this  Board  of  Supervisors  a  co-responsibility  with  that 
of  your  Honor  the  Mayor.  Yours  is  the  initiative  responsibility,  ours 
is  the  final  confirmatory  responsibility,  and  we  felt  that,  without  any 
disrespect  whatever,  we  could  exercise  our  Charter  right  in  advance, 
and  request  of  your  Honor,  not  that  you  appoint  any  individual  be- 
cause, so  far  as  I  know — I  know  that  the  Board  as  a  whole  made  no 
individual  recommendations  to  your  Honor.  I  know  that  at  none  of 
the  meetings  where  I  was  present  were  any  individual  recommenda- 
tions made.  We  left  your  prerogative  to  you  without  even  the  sugges- 
tion that  we  desired  to  interfere  with  it,  but  we  merely  suggested  to 
you  that,  in  exercising  our  Charter  prerogative,  we  would  request 
that  a  majority  of  them  be  veterans.  I  am  going  to  move,  Mr.  Mayor, 
if  I  can  have  a  second  at  this  time,  that  the  rule  invoked  by  Super- 
visor Andriano.  rule  eleven,  be  suspended. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:     I   second   that. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  If  you  will  yield  just  a  moment.  I  would 
like  to  make  a  point  of  order  before  your  motion  is  put.  Mr.  Mayor, 
at  this  time  I  make  a  point  of  order,  that  Supervisor  Andriano's 
motion  is  out  of  order,  for  the  following  reasons:  The  Charter  Amend- 
ment 32  reads  as  follows-:  "Creation  of  a  Board  of  Trustees" — not  of 
individuals,  but,  "Creation  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial, 
providing  for  the  manner  of  their  appointment,  defining  their  powers 
and  duties.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees" — section  1,  Supervisor 
Andriano  did  not  read  that — "There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial,  to  be  erected  and  maintained  in  the 
Civic  Center  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  said 
Board  shall  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial," 
and  then  it  goes  on  to  say.  "The  trustees,"  meaning,  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  Rule  11  provides  that,  "If  any  question  under  debate  contains 
several  points" — "several  points"- — "any  member  may  have  the  points 
segregated  and  acted  upon  separately."  I  do  not  call  a  man  a  point. 
There  is  only  one  thing  before  this  Board  of  Supervisors  today,  and 
before  I  quote  further  I  will  read  your  Honor's  submission  to  the 
Board:  "I  appoint,  under  the  law  directing  me  to  do  so,  as  Trustees 
of  the  War  Memorial  subject  to  your  confirmation."  Your  Honor  has 
presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  there 
are  no  several  points  before  us  at  this-  time.  The  subject  for  debate 
is.  Shall  or  shall  not  this  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  eleven  men, 
be  approved  or  rejected  by  this  Board,  and  I  submit  that  my  point 
of  order  is  well  taken,  and  that  rule  11  is  not  applicable  to  this  cas-e. 
And  may  I  say,  further  in  explanation,  that  I,  too,  share  the  senti- 
ments of  Supervisor  Havenner.  As-  I  said  last  night.  I  have  no  objec- 
tion to  any  individual  that  your  Honor  has  named.  I  think  that  they 
are  all  fine  men,  public  spirited  men.  men  worthy  of  recognition,  but 
I  do  say  that  the  members  of  this  Board  should  not  be  placed  in  the 
predicament  of  having  to  pass  upon  this  motion  and  vote  "No"  here. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  the  vote  "No"  does  not  mean  anything  personally 
as  to  them.  And  we  well  know,  though  our  explanation  may  be  cen- 
tered in  the  record,  that,  as  far  as  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  are 
concerned,  our  vote  is  "No"  as  to  thos-e  men.  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair 
to  us  as  veterans,  speaking  myself  as  a  veteran,  I  do  not  think  it  is 
fair  to  the  individual  members  of  this  Board  to  confuse  an  issue  for, 
after  all,  the  issue  is  not  any  single  individua'.  but  the  issue  is  a 
Board,  and  I  object  seriously  to  being  iilaced  in  that  position  because 
I  do  not  believe  that  the  Charter  amendment  intends  that  provision, 
nor  do  I  believe  rule  11  is  applicable  to  the  situation,  and  I  there- 
fore ask  for  a  ruling  on  my  point  of  order.

SUPERVISOR   ANDRIANO:     On    the   point   of   order 


SUPERVISOR  PEYSER     (interrupting):     I  ask  for  a  ruling  on  my 
point  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:    I  desire  to  say  a  word  before  the  ruling 

comes. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  merely  rise  with  a  desire  to  clarify 
the  parliamentary  procedure  before  you  rule  upon  the  point  of  order, 
and  I  realize  debate  is  out  of  order  on  a  point  of  order,  but  I  want 
to  call  Supervisor  Andriano's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  first  pro- 
cedure here  should  be  a  motion  to  ratify  your  recommendation.  That 
has  not  been  made.  He  cannot  ask  for  a  segregation  of  items  in  a 
motion  until  that  motion  is  made.  Then  it  i&  his  privilege,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Board,  and  his  right  under  the  rules,  unless  they  are 
suspended,  to  ask  for  a  segregation.  I  leave  that  suggestion  with  you. 
And  while  I  am  on  my  feet,  with  your  permission  and  the  Board's 
I  would  like  to  ask  the  City  Attorney  as  to  the  point  raised  by  Super- 
visor Havenner,  whether  or  not  the  proper  action  at  this  time  before 
this  Board,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  irus'tees  before  us  are  the 
same  identical  names  as  those  that  were  rejected  by  the  Board,  and 
this  is  a  continuous  body  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  are  six 
new  members  on  it.  whether  or  not  the  procedure  now  should  be  to 
either  rescind  the  action,  as  Supervisor  Havenner  pointed  out.  or  to 
affirm  the  previous  action  taken. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  willing,  and  I  think 
there  is  merit  to  the  suggestion  of  Supervisor  Power,  that  the  proper 
procedure  would  be.  first,  to  make  a  motion  for  the  confirmation  of 
your  Honor's-  appointments,  and.  secondly,  to  invoke  the  rule.  I 
accede  to  his  suggestion  with  the  consent  of  my  second. 

SUPERVISOR    POWER:     Will    you    yield,    will    you    kindly    accord 

me  the  privilege  of  securing  from  the  City  Attorney 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  (interrupting):  There  is  a  point  of 
order  raised  and  I  am  acceding  to  the  point  of  order,  and  I  think 
there  is  nothing  until  that  point  of  order  is  disposed  of,  there  is 
nothing  before  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  made  it  very  clear.  I  was  merely  seek- 
ing information,  not  any  desire  to  debate  or  anything  of  the  sort, 
or  to  delay  action,  I  merely  want  that  information  for  my  own  judg- 
ment. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  the  parliamentary  situ- 
ation is  the  question  before  the  Board.  My  amendment,  as  a  sub- 
stitute to  the  whole  to  Supervisor  Andriano's  motion— and  I  yield 
to  Supervisor  Power — I  made  a  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  and  I 
made  that  as  an  amendment  to  your  motion,  as  a  substitute  for  the 
whole. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  cannot  comply  with  both  of  your 
requests,  either  I  comply  with  Supervisor  Power's  or  I  comply  with 
yours. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  will  be  glad  to  comply  with  Super- 
visor Power's  request  and  withdraw  it.  if  you  will  permit  him  to 
get  the  answer  to  the  question  he  has  directed  to  the  City  Attorney. 
SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  have  no  objection  to  his  getting 
the  information,  but  I  do  not  think  it  is  material  at  this  particular 
moment. 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOI^E:  Mr.  Mayor,  and  gentlemen  of  the 
Board:  I  think  the  information  called  for  by  Supervisor  Power  goes 
to  the  situation  as  to  Supervisor  Havenner's  motion,  and  my  office 
has  always  taken  the  position,  and  always  will,  that  that  is  a  matter 
for  your  presiding  officer  to  determine,  under  your  rules  of  order 
and  after  he  has  ruled  on  the  matter,  you  have  your  remedy.  The 
City  Attorney  will  not  act  as  a  presiding  officer  of  this  Board.  You 
are  the  judges  of  your  own  rules,  and  the  presiding  officer  is  the 
judge  as   to   whether  or   not   the   motion   is  in    or   out   of   order,   and 
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to  rule  on  that  question  would  be  ruling  whether  Supervisor  Haven- 
ner's  motion  was  in  order  or  out  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  did  not  ask  such  a  question,  with  all 
due  respect.  I  appreciate  your  point,  but  I  am  asking  as  to  the 
legal  status  of  the  situation  before  us,  whether  or  not  this  is  prop- 
erly before  us  as  a  Board,  in  view  of  the  previous  action  this  Board 
has  already  taken  on  this  matter. 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOLE:  I  will  reiterate  my  former  opinion 
that  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Board  to  determine,  not  your  City  Attor- 
ney;  it  is  a  parliamentary  and  not  a  legal  question. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor.  I  would  like  to  develop 
that  just  a  little  bit  before  the  City  Attorney  makes  his  final  argu- 
ment. The  question,  Mr.  City  Attorney,  is  a  question  of  legal  pro- 
cedure, not  rules  of  this  Board.  This  Board  has  already  declined  to 
confirm,  by  formal  action  of  the  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  Char- 
ter, declined  to  confirm  the  nominations  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor. 
Now,  His  Honor  presents  to  us  anew  the  same  nominations.  Under 
the  intent  of  the  Charter,  under  the  intent  of  parliamentary  law 
everywhere,  is  it  not  necessary  for  this  Board  to  rescind  its  former 
action  before  it  can  consider  the  proposal  of  the  Mayor? 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOLE:  That  would  go  more  to  the  effect 
of  the  motion  than  to  its  merits,  Mr.  Supervisor,  and  I  still  contend 
the  matter  is  parliamentary  and  not  legal. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  have  made  a  point  of  order,  Mr.  Mayor, 
and   I  would   like  to  have  a   ruling. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  Can  I  ask  the  City  Attorney  for  an 
opinion?  Mr.  O'Toole,  the  fact  being  that  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  turned  down  a  list  of  names  as  Trustees,  doe.s  not  that  automatic- 
ally put  them  out  of  the  running  and  a  new  list  should  be  presented 
by  the  Mayor?  Otherwise,  in  my  opinion,  and  this  is  the  thing  that 
I  would  like  to  be  set  right  on,  this  matter  could  continue  on  forever, 
the  Mayor  sending  a  list  over  and  we  rejecting  the  same  names.  Now, 
is  it  final  when  we  reject  the  names,  that  then  new  names  must  be 
submitted,  or  can  the  Mayor  bring  back  the  same  names  to  us? 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOLE:  The  question  is  just  the  same  as 
that  of  Supervisor  Power,  Mr.  Supervisor. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  It  is  a  matter  as  to  the  legality  and 
not  the  procedure  of  this  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:     Gentlemen  of  the  Board,  I  am  asked 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY  (interrupting):  .lust  a  moment,  Mr. 
Mayor.  As  I  understand  it.  Supervisor  Peyser  is  demanding  a  ruling 
on  his  point  of  order — Supervisor  Power,  pardon  me,  I  stand  corrected. 
As  I  understand  it.  Supervisor  Andriano  is  ready  to  withdraw  his 
original  motion,  as  suggested  by  Supervisor  Power,  and  if  that  is  con- 
sented to  by  the  seconder,  Mr.  Rossi,  there  is  nothing  before  the  house 
at  this  time,  so  therefore  you  have  no  point  of  order  to  rule  on,  Mr. 
Mayor.  I  say  this-  with  all  respect  because  I  feel  that  this  is  going 
to  come  to  what  Supervisor  Havenner  touched  on,  very  briefly,  just 
in  his  closing,  he  said  he  was  going  to  ask  for  a  suspension  of  the 
rules,  and,  of  course,  I  feel  that  motion  will  be  properly  put,  at  the 
proper  time.  But  at  this  time,  if  Supervisor  Andriano  wishes  to  with- 
draw, and   you  agree  to   it,   there  is  nothing  before  us.   Supervisor. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:     I    withdraw  my   motion. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:     I   consent  as-  the  second. 

THE    MAYOR:     Will    you    state    your    point    of    order    again? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  if  Supervisor  Andriano  with- 
draws his  motion,  there  is  no  point  of  order.  Did  I  understand  you 
to  say  you  withdrew  your  motion? 

SUPERVISOR    ANDRIANO:      I    withdrew    mv    motion    temporarily. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVDEN:  To  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of 
the   Board    in    the   proper   legal    parliamentary    fashion,    1    now    move 
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that  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Mayor  and   in  the  possession 
of  the  Clerk,  be  formally  ratified   by  the   Board. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:     I   second  the  motion,  Mr.   Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  After  your  Honor  has  put  the  motion, 
I  desire  to  speak. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  has  been  moved  by  Supervisor  Hayden,  seconded 
by  Supervis-or  Rossi,  that  the  nominees  of  the  Mayor  for  appointment 
on  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  be  confirmed.     Mr.  Andriano. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     Mr.   Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:    Mr.  Andriano  has  the  fioor. 

SUPEBVISOR  HAVENNER:     I   desire   to  move  an   amendment. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  have  the  floor,  and,  consequently,  I 
am  entitled  to  speak  first. 

THE  MAYOR:     You  have  the  floor. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  At  this  time  I  desire  to  invoke  rule 
number  11,  passed  unanimously  by  our  Board,  reading  as  follows:  "If 
any  question  under  debate  contains  several  points  any  member  may 
have  the  points  segregated  and  acted  upon  separately."  And  I  .S'ub- 
mit,  anticipating  the  point  of  order  that  will  be  raised,  that  it  is  a 
very  specious  argument  to  say  that  points  are  not  meant.  Whatever 
is  under  debate,  whether  they  be  men,  or  motions,  or  subjects,  is  a 
"point,"  and  there  are  eleven  questions  involved  in  this  confirmation, 
and  I  therefore  insist  upon  my  right  to  invoke  rule  11,  that  the  names 
submitted  be  voted  upon   separately. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  a  point  of  order:  Mr.  Mayor, 
at  this  time  I  make  the  point  of  order  that  Supervisor  Andriano's 
motion  is  out  of  order,  on  the  grounds  that  we  have  before  us  the 
consideration  of  a  Board  of  Trustees.  We  have  not  before  us  the  con- 
sideration of  any  individuals.  In  your  Honor's  own  submis'sion  to 
this  Board,  your  Honor  has  submitted  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  I 
further  submit  that  there  are  no  several  points  before  this  Board  at 
this  time,  and  that  the  main  question  is,  whether  or  not  the  names 
comprising  a  Board,  as  submitted  by  your  Honor,  are  to  be  ratified 
or  not.    And  I  ask  for  a  ruling. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  just  want  to  call  the  Supervisor's 
attention  to  the  fact  that  I  made  no  motion,  no  motion  is  required, 
I  am  just  simply  standing  upon  my  right  as  a  member  of  this  Board, 
to  invoke  rule  eleven. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  now  move,  as  a  substi- 
tute for  the  whole,  that  this  Board  again  reaffirm  its  action  previously 
taken  on  the  list   of  nominees  submitted   by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:    I  second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:    I  second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    I  second  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Mr.  Mayor, 
that  the  motion  is  not  in  order,  that  it  is  not  a  reaffirmance  of  the 
action  taken  by  this  Board.  Your  Honor  has  a  perfect  right  to  submit 
the  same  list,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  four  members  of 
this  Board  who  voted  to  reject  your  appointments  have  not  been 
returned  to  office,  and  that  there  are  now  five  new  members  on  this 
Board 

SUPEBVISOR  POWER   (interrupting):    Six. 

SUPERVISOR  AXDPvIANO:  Six,  so  that  I  submit  that  the  motion 
made  by   Supervisor   Havenner   is   out   of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  With  all  due  respect  to  the  Super- 
visor, I  cannot  see  any  logic  in  that  objection  at  all.  I  reali/.e  that 
there  are  new  members  on  this  Board.  I  am  merely  calling  upon  them 
now,  by  my  motion  as  a  substitute  for  the  whole,  to  affirm  the  action 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this  time. 

THE  MAYOR:  Anticipating  these  various  points  of  order  and  these 
motions  which  have  just  been  put.  and  acting  upon  the  best  legal 
advice  I  could  receive  since  I   heard  about  this  rule  this  morning,   I 
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rule  that  Mr.  Peyser's  point  of  order  is  not  well  taken,  and  I  rule  that 
Mr.  Havenner's  motion  is  out  of  order,  and  that  rule  number  11  is 
before  the   Board,  and   that  all   you  can   possibly  do (Laughter) 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  I  am  going  to  tell  you  again,  there  is  going 
to  be  respect  in  this  legislative  body,  and  continued  respect  in  this 
legislative  body,  and  no  further  outl)ursts  such  as  occurred  last  night 
will  iiereafter  again  occur  in  these  legislative  chambers-,  and  the  Police 
Officers  are  directed  to  do  their  duty. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVEXXER:  Mr.  Mayor,  with  :,li  due  respect,  I 
appeal   from   the   ruling  of  tlie   Chair. 

THE  MAYOR:  Gentlemen,  an  app^^al  has  been  taken  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  Chair:  Shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair  be  sustained? 
Call   the  roll,    Mr.   Clerk. 

SUPERVISOR  SHAXXON:  A  point  of  order.  Mr.  Mayor,  the  appeal 
has  not  been  seconded. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  jioint  of  order  is  well  taken. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     I   will  second  it. 

SUPERVISOR  SHAXXON:  Mr.  Mayor.  I  have  the  floor,  I  had  the 
floor  before  it  was  seconded. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    I  seconded  the  appeal. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  After  I  aro.se— just  a  minute— I  think 
I  can  clear  this  up.  1  realize  that  what  .Mr.  Andriano  is  endeavoring 
to  do  is  with  a  desire  to  effect  a  saving  of  time,  but  I  want  to  jxiint 
out  to  the  Supervisor  that,  in  his  endeavor  to  save  time,  he  is  only 
going  to  waste  time.  All  of  the  members  of  the  Board  agree  that  this 
Board  of  Trustees,  as  individuals,  are  entirely  acceptable  to  the 
members  of  the  Board.  If  we  are  called  upon  to  vote  upon  them 
individually,  1  will  not  do  as  IMr.  Havenner  has  said  he  will  do  and 
vote  "No"  on  each  one,  I  will  vote  "Aye"  on  each  one.  But  when  it 
comes  to  the  ratification  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  you  have  a\>- 
pointed,  I  will  vote  "No."  So  therefore,  Mr.  .Vndriano.  speaking 
through  the  Chair,  if  I  vote  "Aye"  on  each  individual  and  then  when 
it  comes  to  the  ratification  of  the  Board,  and  you  do  not  get  your  ten 
votes,  what  has  the  motion  of  Mr.  Andriano  accomplished?  I  think 
you  might  just  as  well  withdraw  vour  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  .Mr.  Chairman,  there  is  such  a  word 
as  consistency.  Now  one  must  be  consistent.  We  are  here  today  meet- 
ing, we  have  here  perhaps  four  or  five  hundred  people.  All  right.  But 
we  are  representing  a  City  of  700.000.  and  we  have  to  give  an  ac<ount- 
ing  of  our  stewardship.  Now.  we  have  to  be  consistent,  and  a  man 
that  will   vote  aye   for  eleven   men  cannot  consistently  vote  no. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  Mr.  Mayor,  we  have  seen  the  same  Su- 
pervisor go  through  the  budget  aiid  vote  aye  on  individual  items  in 
the  budget,  and  wiien  it  comes  to  the  budget  and  the  tax  rate,  he 
W(nild  vote  no.  Now.  what  are  you  going  to  do  with  a  man  like  that? 
And,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  same  Supervisor  that  voted  consistently  through- 
out the  budget  on  items,  when  Mr.  Mcl.riueii  was  the  Chairman,  and 
voted  against  the  School  bonds,  voted  no  wlien  it  came  to  tlie  matter 
as  a  whole.  And  that  is  the  very  point  1  make  that  when  you  vote 
aye  on  the  individual  item.s-,  you  can  vote  no,  and  when  it  comes  to 
your  Board,  as  a  Board,  and  that  is  what  w>^  are  voting  on,  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  "No"  vote  is  (he  vote  that  counts  i>n  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  not  the  vote  on  the  individual  names 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Chairman.  I  would  like  to  cor- 
rect (he  Supervisor,  and  he  is  the  ni;in  that  1  admire  his  wonderful 
memory,  many  a  time  I  have  complimented  him  on  it,  but  there  has 
never  been  a  budget  that  I  have  voted  no  that  there  were  not  num- 
bers and  numbers  of  items  that  I  voted  no  on.  I  have  been  consistent 
In  reference  to  my  vote  on  the  budget.  I  have  tried  to  be,  and  I  will 
be  consistent  as  a  member  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors.  I  have  voted 
no  alone  perhaps'  more  than  any  other  member  of  this  Board,  but  I 
have  been  consistent  and  I  will  continue  to  \ye  consistent. 
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Sri'KUVISOR  HAVKXNER:  Your  Hoiuir  has  ruled  my  motion  out 
of  order.     I    appeal   from   the   ruling   of   the   Ciiair. 

THK   MAYOR:     .Mr.   Havenuer,   plea.se  repeat  your  luotioii. 

(The   motion   of   Supervisor   Havenner's   is   read    by   the   reporter: 

••SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor.  I  now  move,  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  the  whole,  that  this  Board  again  reatOrm  its  action  previ- 
ously taken  on  the  list  of  nominees  submitted  Ijy  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor." ) 

SUPERVISOR  MeSHEEHV:  May  I  ask  a  question  of  information: 
Will  it  take  a  majority  of  those  present  in  reference  to  an  ai)peal  to 
decide  an  apiieal.  as  outlined  by  Supervisor  Havenner?  Or,  will  it 
take  a   niajority  of   the   members  tif   the    Hoard   of   Supervi.sor.v? 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  it  not  appearing  in  the  new  rules  of  the 
Board,  I  do  not  know  what  the  rules  committee  intend  to  do  about  it. 

SUPERVISOR  SH A.WON:  We  are  operating  under  Roberts'  liules 
of  Order,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Uiiair 
requires  a  majority  vote  and  in  a  tie  vote,  the  Uhair  is  sustained.  A 
majoritv  vote. 

SUPKKVISOR   McGOVERX:     Of  those  present. 

THE  .MAYOR:  An  appeal  has  been  taken  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  on  the  motion  made  by  Supervisor  Havenner.  Shall  the  de- 
cision of  the  Chair  be  sustained? 

SUPERVISOR  AXDRIAXO:  Mr.  Chairman,  I  submit  to  your  Honor 
the  point  of  order  that  the  appeal  does  not  lie.  The  Supervisor  Is 
seeking  to  do  by  indirection  what  he  cannot  do  directly.  It  is  his 
right,  as  he  sought  to  do  before,  to  have  the  rules  suspended.  But  I 
submit  to  your  Honor  that  the  only  purpose  of  this  appeal  is  to  defeat 
my  right,  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  to  Invoke  a  particular  rule  of 
this  Board,  and  the  only  way  that  that  can  be  done  is  by  suspending  the 
rule,  and  that  takes  twelve  votes.  If  the  Supervisor  desires  to  test 
this  question  and  test  it  squarely  he,  being  a  i)arliamentarian,  knows 
that  I  am  right  when  I  say  that  this  appeal  is  not  in  good  f;iith,  that 
it  \^  merely  seekin:;  to  defeat  my  right  as  a  Supervisor  to  stand  upon 
the  rules  of  this  Board.  I  therefore  submit  to  your  Honor  that  the 
appeal  does  not  lie  and  is  out  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVEXXER:  Mr.  Mayor,  an  appeal  from  a  decision 
of  the  Chair  always  lies.  There  is  no  question  about  that.  And  the 
Supervisor  has  very  cleverly  and  ingeniously  twisted  his  argument 
to  make  it  appear  that  I  am  not  proceeding  In  good  faith  when,  by  a 
mere  technicality,  consideration  of  my  original  appeal  was  defeated 
because  another  Su|iervisor  took  the  floor  so  (|uickly  that  there  could 
not  be  a  second.  Now,  that  is  the  exact  situation.  Tliere  are  seconds 
and  plenty  around  here,  and  the  Supervisor  knows  it,  and  another 
Supervisor  not  intending,  I  say  not  intending  to  defeat  my  appeal, 
took  the  floor,  and  thereupon  It  was  ruled  that  my  appeal  was  out  of 
order  because  it  had  not  been  seconded.  Now,  if  there  be  good  faith, 
I  appeal  to  the  Supervisor  to  allow  my  ap|)eal  to  be  put  to  this  Board. 
It  has  not  been  voted  on.  It  has  not  In'en  defeated  fairly.  Give  it  a 
chan«e.  1  am  proceeding  in  good  faith.  I  a.sk  that  the  question  on 
appeal    be   put    tf)   the   Board. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  ask  Supervisor 
Hayden.  I  have  often  addressed  him  as  the  Dean  of  the  Board:  Dur- 
ing his  twenty  years  as  a  Supervisor,  have  you  ever  e.\i)erienced  an 
appeal   from   a    ruling  of   his   Ilonor,   the   Mayor,   being   taken    before? 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    An  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair? 

SUPERVISOR   McSHEEHY:     Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:     Oh.  ves. 

SUPERVISOR  M.SHKEHY:  I    am    talking   of    the    Mayor? 

SUPERVISOR   HAYDE>.':     From   the    Mavor? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     Yes. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:    Oh.  ves. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     During  the  twelve  years  that   I   have

been  a  member  of  this  Board,  this  is  the  first — and  I  would  like  any- 
one to  call  my  attention  to  the  fact — according  to  my  memory,  of  an 
appeal  being  taken  from  your  decision  as  Presiding  Officer. 

THE  MAYOR:  That  is  all  right,  Mr.  McSheehy.  Let  me  tell  you 
something:  I  am  acting  upon  legal  advice  right  now.  If  the  Board 
wants  to  go  contrary  to  the  legal  advice  given  me  in  the  ruling  that 
I   have  just  made,   why,   do   so. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Question. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Just  a  moment.  I  am  s-tanding  on  my 
feet,  with  all  due  respect,  and  the  privilege  was  accorded  to  others. 
May  I  simply  say  this,  members  of  the  Board:  I  have  great  respect 
for  Supervisor  Havenner,  we  have  been  associated  together  now  for 
four  years',  and  I  guess  we  have  been  about  as  close  together  as  any 
two  members  of  this  Board.  I  have  got  great  respect  for  him,  and 
above  all  things,  in  his  ideals,  but  I  am  rather  surprised.  Supervisor, 
today  under  a  condition  of  this  kind,  for  you  to  bring  forward  a 
technical  motion  of  this  kind  and  place  this  entire  matter  in  the 
Board  in  a  situation  where  a  mere  majority  will  decide  whether  a 
man  is  within  his  rights-  when  he  asks  for  the  segregation  of  a  motion. 
Now,  I  knew  this  matter  was  coming  up,  I  came  down  here  with 
Roberts'  Rules  of  Order,  and  I  came  down  with  another  book  on 
parliamentary  law  that  I  happened  to  have  at  home.  I  am  ready  to 
read  both  to  the  Board.  Supervis-or  Andriano  is  only  asking  for  his 
legal  rights  as  a  constituted  member  of  this  Board,  when  he  asks  for 
the  segregation  of  the  motion,  and  you  have  dexterously,  and  strate- 
getically  placed  it  in  such  a  position  now  that  you  are  asl'.ing  a  small 
majority  of  this  Board  to  override  the  ruling  of  the  Mayor,  which 
will  ostracize  Supervisor  Andriano  from  placing  his  motion  properly 
before  this  Board,  and  I  am  rather  surprised  at  you,  knowing  you 
the  way  I  do. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  que.slion  is,  shall  the  decision  of  the  Chair 
be  sustained.  I  tell  you,  I  am  acting  upon  legal  advice  in  the  decision 
that  I  rendered.  Please  call  the  roll,  Mr.  Clerk.  A  vote  "aye"  will 
sustain  the  Chair,  a  vote  "no"  will  decide  against  the  Chair,  or  in 
favor  of  the  appeal  from  the  decision,  of  a  legal  decision  of  the  Chair. 

THE  CLERK:    Roll  call. 

Ayes:     Andriano,  Hayden,   McSheehy,  Rossi. 

Noes:  Canepa,  Havenner,  McGovern,  Miles,  Peyser,  Power,  Ronco- 
vieri. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON  (interrupting):  I  cannot  explain  my 
vote,  but  I  am  really  not  conversant  with  the  parliamentary  situation. 
I  would  like  to  know  what  Mr.  Havenner's  motion  was,  his  amend- 
ment wa&. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  If  I  may  explain,  the  parliamentary 
situation  is  my  api)eal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  in  ruling  my 
substitute  motion    out   of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:     And  your  substitute  motion  was  what? 

SUPEHVISOR  HAVENNER:  That  the  Board  reafl^rm  its  previous 
action  on  this  list  of  nominees. 

(Roll  call  continued:) 

Ayes:     Shannon,    Suhr,    Toner.     Noes:    Spaulding,    Stanton. 

THE  CLERK:     Nine  noes,  seven  aves,  two  absent 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:     Mr.   Mayor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     Are   you  discussing  the  motion   now? 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:     I  will  yield  the  floor  to  Mr.  Havenner. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  merely  ask  for  a  vote  on  my  substi- 
tute motion  for  the  whole.    I  will  ask  the  reporter  to  read  my  motion. 

(The  reporter  reads  Supervisor  Havenner's  motion  as  follows:  "Mr. 
Mayor,  I  now  move,  as  a  substitute  for  the  whole,  that  this  Board 
again  reaffirm  its  action  previously  taken  on  the  list  of  nominees  sub- 
mitted  by   his   Honor,   the   Mayor.") 
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SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  we  are  going  ring  around 
the  rofe-y,  but  I  again  invoke  rule  number  eleven  of  our  Board,  unani- 
mously adopted  by  this  Board,  and  demand.  Supervisor,  that  we  vote 
separately  upon  the  nominees  contained  in  that  list  of  names  sub- 
mitted bv  your  Honor. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  make  the  point  of  order, 
the  question  is  not  now  the  confirmation  or  disapproval  of  the  individ- 
uals nominated  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  but  whether  this  Board 
shall  reaffirm  the  action  which  it  previously  took  upon  that  list  of 
nominees,  and  there  can  be  no  segregation  of  that  question,  it  is* 
indivisible. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Mr.  Mayor,  before  you  rule  on  the 
point  of  order,  let  me  call  your  Honor's  attention  to  the  fact  that 
whether  you  call  it  confirmation  or  not,  1  had  the  right,  when  it  first 
came  up,  to  invoke  this  rule.  I  saw  fit  not  to  invoke  it  then.  I  invoke 
it  now,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  any  Supervisor,  by  any  parliamentary 
legerdemain,  can  deny  me  my  right  to  invoke  the  rules  of  this  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  Your  point  of  order  is  well  taken,  acting  on  legal 
advice. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  appeal  from  the  ruling 
of  the  Chair. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Second. 

THE  MAYOR:  An  appeal  has  been  taken  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  on  granting  to  Mr.  Andriano  the  right  to  invoke  at  this  time 
rule  number  eleven,  which  has  been  adopted  unanimously  by  this 
Board.     The  question  is.  shall  the  Chair  be  sustained? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  would  like  to  ask  that  the 
Clerk  at  this  time  furnish  to  us,  especially  the  new  members,  the 
record  showing  the  action  that  the  Board  previously  had  taken,  so 
that  I  can  guide  myself  on  voting  aye  or  no  on  sustaining  the  Chair. 
I  have  a  copy  before  me,  it  is  rather  an  unusual  proceeding,  I  see 
that  the  previous  action  was  taken  on  a  motion  to  confirm  your 
Trustee.'^-,  that  it  lost  by  a  vote  of  12  to  5  and  one  excused  from  voting, 
and  then  Supervisor  Andriano  changed  his  vote  from  aye  to  no,  and 
moved  reconsideration.  What  I  want  to  get  at  is  just  the  exact  parlia- 
mentary procedure  before  us.  I  did  not  get  as  far  as  finding  out 
whether  that  reconsideration  had  been  acted  upon. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  On  the  appeal  may  I  call  my  colleagues' 
attention  to  this  fact:  That  a  motion  to  reaffirm  brings  back  the 
entire  motion  originally  affirmed,  before  the  Board,  and  it  is  a  right 
of  every  member  of  this  Board  to  reaffirm  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
that  original  motion  before  the  Board,  and  since  I  may  see  fit  to 
reaffirm  part  and  reject  another  part,  because  it  is  divisible,  the 
original  motion,  I  submit  that  I  was-  entirely  within  my  right  in 
asking  for  a  division. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  the  final  previous  action 
taken  by  this  Board  was  a  refusal  to  reconsider  its  vote  taken  prior 
thereto,  whereby  the  nominations  of  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  were  not 
approved.  My  motion  in  effect  asks  this  Board  again  to  refuse  to 
reconsider. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Granted,  but  does  not  the  motion  to 
reconsider   bring   back   the   original    motion? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Not  at  all.  Are  you  going  to  claim 
that  you  would  have  had  the  right,  under  your  motion  to  reconsider, 
to  call  for  a  division? 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  No.  but  you  are  the  one  who  is  making 
a  motion  to  recon.-^ider,  or  making  a  motion  to  reaffirm,  which  is 
synonymous  with  reconsider,  and  I  will  submit  that  Roberts  Rules 
of  Order  states  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  brings  back  the  entire 
motion  before  this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  No,  my  motion  is  not  to  reconsider, 
but  not  to  consider. 
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THE  MAYOR:  The  question  is  on  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  made  by  Supervisor  Havenner. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  There  is  a  good  deal  involved  here.  If 
the  entire  subject  matter  is  before  us,  why,  of  course,  I  know  how 
I  am  going  to  vote  on  your  ruling,  but  if,  as  Supervisor  Havenner 
says,  that  his  motion  does  not  bring  back  the  entire  situation  as  it 
Avas  presented  to  the  Board  before,  why,  then,  I  have  to  guide  myself 
accordingly.  Now,  I  would  like  to  have  from  you  what  you  consider 
the  motion  of  Supervisor  Havenner  has  brought  to  our  picture,  or 
brought  to  us,  in  so  far  as  the  parliamentary  situation  is  concerned. 

THE  MAYOR:  My  view  of  the  picture  is-  that  Supervisor  Andriano 
is  in  perfect  order,  that  Mr.  Havenner's  motion  is  out  of  order  be- 
cause Mr.  Andriano  has  a  right,  as  every  member  of  this  Board  has, 
to  invoke  any  rule  that  this  Board  has  adopted,  and  I  am  ruling  upon 
the  rules  of  this  Board.  They  are  either  good  now  or  they  never  will 
be  any  good. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think  in  a  case  of  this  kind 
there  is  considerable  fairness  that  must  be  taken  into  consideration. 
This  Board  of  Supervisors,  it  is  true,  before  the  last  election,  passed 
an  ordinance  or  resolution,  wherein  they  stated  that  they  would  not 
ratify  any  Board  of  Trustees  unless  a  majority  of  them  were  ex- 
Service  men.  We  took  that  matter  up  with  you  in  your  office  and 
felt  that  that  was  sort  of  settled.  I  do  not  know  of  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  has  asked  you  individually  to 
put  any  individual  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  I  think  every  member 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  said  that  the  Trustees-  individually 
are  a  lot  of  fine  fellows  and  have  not  wanted  to  do  anything  that 
would  in  any  way  reflect.  But  there  has  been  considerable  contro- 
versy, and  we  sat  here  all  night  and  listened  to  your  message,  we 
listened  to  the  war  veterans  last  night  wherein  they  have  found 
considerable  fault  with  the  Trustees.  They  are  asking  and  we  are 
asking  that  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be 
lived  up  to  by  you,  and  that  you  appoint  a  majority  of  war  veterans, 
not  suggesting  a  single  name  to  you.  Supervisor  Andriano,  not  willing 
to  get  up  himself  and  say  that  he  will  vote  for  each  and  every  one 
of  them  separately,  but  insisting  on  some  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  voting  against  people  possibly  that  they  have  never  spoken 
to.  And  that  is  the  position  that  I  am  in.  Members'  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  I  have  never  spoken  to,  and  therefore  could  have  nothing 
against  them.  But  I  do  not  feel  that  I  should  be  put  in  a  position 
to  get  up  here  and  vote  against  each  one  of  them  individually.  It 
seems  to  me,  if  the  Supervisor  wants  to  make  any  statement  as  to 
his  vote,  that  he  should  let  us  vote  as  we  see  fit.  If  we  want  to  do 
it  collectively,  merely  bringing  the  matter  back  to  you,  calling  to 
your  attention  that  we  pas-sed  such  a  resolution  that  there  should  be 
a  majority  of  war  veterans,  I  want  to  act  accordingly.  That  is  merely 
the  motion,  and  now  the  matter  of  jamming  each  and  every  Super- 
visor and  making  them  vote  against  people  that  he  does  not  want 
to  vote  against,  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  on  your  part.  It  is  merely  a 
matter  of  trying  to  jam  some  other  people  in  an  unfair  way. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  it  is  evidently  an  attempt  to  jam  something 
against  the  Mayor.  You  say  that  you  made  a  pledge  before  the  last 
election.  I  did  not  approve  that  pledge  because  I  kept  my  faith  with 
the  people  of  San  Fi'ancisco.  I  never  made  a  pre-election  pledge  in 
all  my  life.  And  I  would  not  relish  sitting  down  amongst  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  today  and  telling  the  i)eople  of  this-  City  they  are  so 
bound  up  on  the  outside  that  they  cannot  represent  the  interests  of 
the  i)eople  when  they  rise  on  their  feet,  and  say  that  every  man 
nominated  by  the  Mayor  of  San  Francisco  is  an  honorable  citizen, 
but  outside  political   influence  keeps  them   from   voting  for  them. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  Mr.  Mayor,  that  is  not  a  fact.  It  was 
no  political  promise,  and  it  was  a  long  time  before  election  that  the

A'eterans  came  in  here  and  we  gave  them  our  word  on  the  pledge. 
We  told  them,  you  can  have  a  pledge  if  you  want.  We  told  them,  by 
action  of  this  Board,  almost  unanimously,  that  we  would  not  ratify 
the  list,  or  any  list,  not  knowing  whom  you  might  appoint,  Mr.  Mayor, 
unless  they  were  a  majority  of  veterans.  AVe  had  nobody  in  view, 
at  least  1  had  not  and  have  not  today,  but  merely  feeling  that  it  was 
a  War  Memorial,  that  the  money  was  collected,  the  money  was  voted 
for  the  Memorial,  as  such,  and  wanting  to  have  those  whom  the 
Memorial  was  for  satisfied.    That  is  my  only  idea. 

THE  MAYOR:  Let  the  Mayor  again  say,  that  the  Board,  unani- 
mously, says  that  every  name  submitted  by  the  Mayor  is  worthy  of 
confirmation  by  the  Board.  Let  the  Mayor  say  that  he  had  the  Super- 
visors in  his  oflfice  and  every  single  name  that  is  before  this  Board 
today,  with  the  exception  of  one,  was  approved  by  this  Board.  Let 
me  say  that  Colonel  George  Filmer— ^ — 

SUPERVISOR  POWER  (interrupting):  Let  me  interrupt,  please, 
I  do  not  mean  to  be  discourteous,  but  not  the  new  Board  as  at  present 
composed. 

THE  MAYOR:  1  wanted  you  to  say  that  so  that  you  won't  fall 
into  the  trap  laid  by  Mr.  Havenner,  that  the  old  Board  is  the  same 
Board  as-  is  constituted  today. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Don't  worry  about  me  falling  into  any 
trap,  I  am  plenty  able  to  take  care  of  myself  on  parliamentary 
situations. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  just  let  it  be  said  that  the  Mayor  tried  to  get 
six  veterans  on  that  Board,  and  the  Mayor  named  to  you  six  veterans, 
the  one  that  he  could  not  get  was  Colonel  George  Filmer,  and  let  the 
Mayor  remind  you  that  a  Labor  leader  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Ronco- 
vieri  to  be  put  on  the  Board.  And  the  Mayor  failing  in  getting  Mr. 
George  Filmer,  all  of  which  is  of  record  here,  appointed  Mr.  James 
W.  Mullen,  for  the  reasons  expressed  last  night.  Now,  this  Board 
is'  putting  itself  in  the  position  of  trapping  itself,  that  outside  political 
influence,  which  they  cannot  shake  off,  compels  them  to  decline  the 
nominations  of  men  whom  they  say  are  the  finest  in  San  Francisco. 
Let  me  say,  there  never  was  any  more  boss  ridden  body  than  there 
is  today  of  the  Supervisors  who  cannot  act  for  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco because  they  are  tied  up  by  outside  influence  and  cannot  vote 
for  the  people  of  San  Francisco. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  rise  to  discuss  the  .situation, 
and  also  to  a  matter  of  personal  privilege.  I,  unfortunately,  am  net 
as  wise  in  politics  as  my  colleague,  Mr.  Power,  and  unwittingly  I 
would  have  fallen  into  the  trap  your  Honor  has  so  carefully  Hid  for 
a  new  member  of  the  Board.  I,  for  one.  will  say  that  I  was  not  pre- 
pared, when  I  came  to  this  Board,  to  look  for  traps.  I  am  looking 
at  the  issues,  fairly  and  squarely.  I  am  not  politically  ridden  bv  any- 
body, and  I  want  that  firmly  known.  And  I  say  to  you  that  mv  opinion 
today  IS-  based  upon  a  careful  perusal  of  the  record  and  history,  as 
your  Honor  has  submitted  it,  and  if  your  Honor's  inference  is  "that 
because  I  believe  six  members  of  that  Board  should  be  veterans  if 
your  Honor's  inference  is  that  because  1  disagree  with  vour  Honor 
in  the  interpretation  of  the  Charter,  that  I  am  politically  ridden  I 
inform  your  Honor  at  this  time  that  he  is  mistaken.  Now,  just  a 
moment.  And  I  say  this  with  all  sincerity,  and  not  for  the  purpose 
of  applause,  but  there  seems  to  be  too  much  of  this  trapping  on  this 
Board  of  Supervisors.  And  I  say.  here  we  have  an  issue  whether  or 
not  this  Board  shall  be  confirmed.  The  Board  was  turned  down  at 
the  last  vote  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors.  Your  Honor  has  not  sean 
fit  to  change  the  nominees,  but  to  come  before  this  Board  by  a  tech- 
nical rule  of  procedure,  which  I  say  is  out  of  order,  the  attempt  to 
jam  a  new  man  on  this  Board  by  a  political  trick. 
•^?9^  '^'"^^^^'    ^^^^   ^"^  ^  trying  to  jam  a  new  man  by  a  political 
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SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  will  explain  to  you,  I  explained  it  last 
night  and  I  will  explain  it  again.  You  have  submitted  eleven  names 
only.  You  have  not  given  this  Board  a  choice  of  any  names.  You 
have  said  to  this  Board,  "Either  you  take  these  men  or  you  take  no 
one,"  and  you  have  gone  further  and  insisted,  through  your  represen- 
tatives, that  we  vote  individually.  Now,  if  we  vote  individually,  if 
your  Honor  please,  I  call  your  respectful  attention  to  the  fact  that 
nothing  can  result  except  the  fact  that  we  must  accept  five  veterans 
on  that  Board.  I  personally  have  nothing  against  them,  I  have  stated 
it  last  night,  I  state  it  again  today,  but  I  am  confirmed  to  the  prin- 
ciple that  the  composition  of  that  Board  is  not  right,  in  my  opinion. 
And  I  certainly  have  a  right  to  my  opinion  as  a  representative  of 
the  people.  I  also  am  in  favor  of  the  Opera  House,  possibly  just  as 
much  solicitous  of  that  as  those  groups  who  would  appear  to  be 
so  here  today.  I  believe  it  is  a  fine  thing  for  San  Francisco.  But  I 
do  say  that  this  Board  should  have  an  opportunity,  and  the  individual 
men  should  have  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their  opinion  on  the 
issue,  and  not  circumventing  it  and  trying  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion 
by  subterfuge,  and  it  is  only  a  subterfuge  when  your  Honor  knows 
that  these  men  here  sit  as  a  body,  and  I  stand  here  as  an  individual 
and  am  not  opposed  to  the  individuals.  The  issue  is,  whether  or  not 
your  Honor  should  abide  by  or  respect,  I  will  put  it  that  way,  the 
wishes  of  the  men  who  stood  before  you  as  representatives  of  the 
people.  If  your  Honor  does  not  wish  to  submit  that  sort  of  a  list, 
then  your  Honor  could  submit  to  this  Board  a  group  of  fifteen  men, 
any  that  your  Honor  pleases,  there  is  no  suggestion  made  as  to  names 
or  who  they  shall  be',  and  then  let  us  vote  individually  and  select 
eleven  men.  But  to  come  before  this  Board  and  put  eleven  names 
before  us,  with  no  option,  when  a  vote  "No"  to  the  outs-ide  world  and 
those  who  are  not  within  the  confines  of  this  Chamber,  means  a  re- 
flection upon  them,  I  think  it  is  unfair  and  dastardly  to  put  any  man 
up  to  that  test  because  it  is  not  a  fact,  and  that  is  not  the  issue.  The 
issue  is  as  to  the  composition  of  this  Board,  and  I  now  call  your 
Honor's  attention  to  Charter  Amendment  32,  which  provides  that 
there  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  I  call  your  Honor's  attention 
further  to  the  fact  that  the  motion  made  last  time,  before  I  was  a 
member  of  this  Board,  was  that  Supervisor  Hayden  moved  that  the 
group  be  ratified,  so  that  Supervisor  Havenner's  motion  here  to  re- 
affirm that  act  is  the  act  of  denying  the  group  and  not  the  individual, 
and  I  submit  upon  that  basis  that  your  Honor  has  no  right,  as  far 
as  I  am  concerned,  to  infer,  by  any  premise,  that  we  are  politically 
ridden  because  of  the  opinion  we  express  here  today. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  let  me  tell  you,  Mr.  Peyser:  You  said  last 
night  that  it  was  a  tough  thing  for  the  Mayor  to  put  you  up  against, 
a   jam. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  No,  I  did  not  §ay  that,  Mr.  Mayor,  I 
said  it  is  unfair  to  put  us  to  a  vote  which  will  not  express  the  real 
issue  before  us,  and   I   insist  upon   that  still  now. 

THE  MAYOR:  But  you  have,  as  your  duty  as  a  Supervisor,  to 
decide  which  one  of  those  eleven  or  more  are  unsatisfactory  to  you 
and  to  this  Board.  If  the  Board  were  to  continue  the  position  that 
it  takes,  the  Board  of  years  would  never  confirm  eleven  Trustees. 
Each  one  of  the  eleven  the  Mayor  sends  you  is  not  satisfactory,  by 
your  vote.  I  have  told  you  I  tried  to  appoint  eleven,  six  of  whom 
were  veterans.  I  was  asked  to  put  a  Labor  man  on  when  I  had  to 
take  George  Filmer  off.  The  Board  was  in  my  Chambers  and  dis- 
cussed every  single  name.  I  want  to  know  which  one  of  the  eleven 
that  accepted  by  invitation,  and  have  been  confirmed  and  approved 
by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California,  I  want  to  know  from 
this  Board  which  one  or  more  are  not  satisfactory  so  I  can  fill  that 
place  with  a  veteran. 
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SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Then  your  position  is  that  you  are  not 
going  to  give  me,  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  or  the  others  as  mem- 
bers of  this  Board,  the  right  to  vote  as  to  what  the  composition  of 
that  Board  should  be.  And  before  I  go  further  I  would  like  to  ask 
your  Honor,  if  it  is  not  a  fact  that  Colonel  Filmer— that  Jesse  Colman 
"was  put  on  in  place  of  Colonel  Filmer?  This  is  just  a  question  of 
information. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  it  may  have  been  possible  at  the  time  that 
Mr.  Roncovieri  asked  me  to  appoint  a  Labor  man,  1  am  not  quite  clear 
about  that,  but  1  am  quite  willing  to  put  a  veteran  on,  if  I  have  a 
vacancy  there,  but  you  have  not  any  right  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  turn 
down  an  honorable  man  and  ask  him  to  withdraw  for  the  purpose  of 
the  Supervisors  avoiding  the  is-sue.  You  have  not  any  right  to  go 
and  ask  me  to  ask  a  man  who  has  already  been  accepted  to  withdraw. 
You  have  not  any  right  to  do  that.  You  have  a  right  to  vote  seriatim. 
Your  rule  number  eleven  says,  upon  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney 
and  upon  the  advice  of  Theodore  Roche  this  morning,  and  upon  the 
advice  of  Supervisor  Andriano,  you  have  a  right  to  sustain  your  rules 
and  vote  on  those  names  singly,  and  it  is  not  fair  to  the  Mayor  to 
evade  that  issue,  and  I  tell  you  that  your  rules  are  either  good  or 
they  are  no  good  from  now  on,  and  number  eleven  is  the  rule  that 
is-  at  issue,  and  simply  because  you  may  have  some  political  strength 
in  here  for  political  purposes,  to  defeat  eleven  fine  names,  because 
you  refuse  to  vote  "No"  on  every  one  of  them,  because  you  are  afraid 
to.   You  said  so. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    No,  I  did  not  say  so,  Mr.  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:     Then,   vote. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Just  a  minute,  Mr.  Mayor,  any  imputa- 
tion as  to  politics  is  uncalled  for  from  you.  It  would  seem,  from  the 
stand  you  take  here,  there  seems  to  be  some  politics  in  it,  too. 

THE  MAYOR:  There  is  no  polities'  in  it,  I  have  submitted  eleven 
names. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Just  because  I  express  my  opinion  you 
accuse  me  of  politics. 

THE  MAYOR:    You  said  and  you  admit  they  are  all  eleven  fine  men. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  My  objection  is  as  to  the  composition  of 
the  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:  How  is  the  Mayor  going  to  know  what  you  want 
as  to  the  composition  of  the  Board  if  you  do  not  vote  on  it?  Will 
every  single  name  on  that  Board  be  acceptable  to  you  if  another 
veteran   is  put  on? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Yes. 

THE  MAYOR:     Every  single  name? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    A  majority  of  veterans,  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     Any   ten   of  the   eleven   will   be. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  I  would  like  to  seek  some  information.  As 
I  understand  the  motion  as  made  by  Supervisor  Havenner.  we  are 
voting  upon  a  dead  issue,  and  that  is  reaffirming  the  action  of  this 
Board  taken  sometime  last  year.  Now,  in  the  event  that  that  motion 
carries,  what  becomes  of  the  recommendation  thac  is  before  us  today? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     What   becomes  of   what? 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  What  becomes  of  the  recommendation  that 
is  before  us  today? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:     What    recommendation? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:    It  will  be  filed. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  Then  there  is  an  attempt  to  deprive  the 
members  of  this  Board  of  their  right  to  vote  in  accordance  with  our 
rule. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     No,   if  you  \ote  down  my  motion 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI  (interrupting):  If  the  effect  of  your  motion 
will  be  that   it  will  kill  the  subject  matter  before  the  Board  today,  it

will   file  the   recommendation  made   by   his-  Honor   the  Mayor  at  this 
time. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:    It  will  be  tantamount  to  the  same  ac- 
tion that  we  took  before,  which  nobody  questioned. 
SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:    That  is  a  dead  issue. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     Mr.  Mayor,  as  a  question  of  personal 
privilege.  I  too  must  resent  the  statement  that  because  of  its  action 
in  this  matter  this  Board  is  politically  ridden  or  boss  ridden.    If  that 
statement  be  true,  of  course,   it  applies  to  me,  Mr.   Mayor,   becau.S'e  I 
w^as  the  author  of  both   resolutions  that  led   up  to  the  action  of  the 
Board,  long  before,  Mr.  Mayor,  this  particular  question  arose.    I  was 
the  author  of  a  resolution  presented  here  prior  to  the  submission  of 
the  bond  issue  for  the  War  Memorial  bonds,  providing  that  this  Board 
of  Supervisors  pledge  it&elf  to  appropriate  no  money  for  the  construc- 
tion  of  the  War  Memorial  project  out  of  the   bond   issue  until   such 
time    as   the   official    plans    for   that    project    had   been   approved    by   a 
majority  of  the  duly  accredited   representatives  of   the  war  veterans' 
societies  of  San  Fi-uncisco.     That  was  taken  two  and  a  half,  nearly 
three  years  ago,  that  action,  and  it  was  taken  because  at  that  time 
the   representatives   of   the   veteran   societies'  of   San   Francisco   came 
before  this  Board  and  warned   us  that  they  believed,   if  these  bonds 
were  approved   by   the   people,   the   private   Board   of  Trustees,   which 
up   to   that   time   had   assumed   absolute   dictatorship   over   the   whole 
project,  would  ignore  the  wishes  of  the  veterans,  and  this  Board  went 
further  and,   through   its   constituted   campaign   committee,   authorized 
certain  amendments  in  the  statements  to  the  people,  to  make  it  clear 
that  we  intended  to  carry  out  the  War  Memorial  project  in  its  aspect 
as  a  definite  constructive  project  for  the  housing  of  the  various  vet- 
eran organizations.    And  then.   Mr.   Mayor,  some  time  last  year,  after 
the  Charter  amendment  providing  for  the  creation  of  a  Board  of  War 
Memorial  Trustees  had  been  ratified  by  the  Legislature,  and  prior  to 
any  of  this  discussion  on  the  part  of  your  Honor.  I  ])resented  another 
resolution    in   keeping   with   the   one    I   had    presented   before,    re.spect- 
fully    requesting   your    Honor   to   appoint   a   majority   of   these    eleven 
Trustees  who  should  be  veterans  of  some  branch  of  the  military  serv- 
ice.    Mr.   Mayor,  my   only  consideration  throughout  these  three  years 
in  dealing  with  this  matter  has  been  a  consideration  of  personal  con- 
viction, and  if  I  am  boss  ridden,  I  am  ridden  by  my  own  convictions, 
and  if  that  be  boss-  ridden,  Mr.  Mayor,   I  am  going  to  be  boss  ridden 
as  long  as  I  remain  in  public  office.    And  I  want  to  say  now,  that  the 
only   attempt   to    influence    my   judgment   on    these    questions    has   not 
come    from    the   side   with   which    I    happen   to   agree.     They   have   not 
come  to  me  and  asked  me  to  vote  this  way,  or  that  way,  or  the  other 
way.    But  representatives  of  the  other  side  have  come  to  me  and  asked 
me  whether  I  could  not  reconsider  my  stand.     And   I   have  told  them 
that    I   could   not,   that   I   was   committed   by   a   record   of   conviction, 
and  that  no  matter  how  long  I  stayed  on  this  Board.  I  would  not  re- 
pudiate  the   stand   which    I   have  already   taken.      Now,    Mr.   Mayor,   I 
think   it   is-  unfair   to   make  the   statement    that    there   is   any   politics 
or  bossism   in   this   situation.     1    personally   must   resent    it;    it    is  not 
true  so  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

SUPERVISOR   ANDRIAXO:     Question. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERl:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  too  most  emphatically 
repudiate  the  statement  you  have  made,  in  so  far  as  it  concerns  me. 
When  we  met  in  your  office,  before  you  appointed  anyone,  it  was 
suggested  to  you  that  you  should  cons-ider  the  veterans:  in  fact,  the 
very  Charter  amendment  speaks  of  that.  We  had  previously,  before 
meeting  you  in  your  office  and  discussing  this  matter,  adoi)ted  this 
resolution.  I  will  take  the  trouble  to  read  this.  I  want  the  new  mem- 
bers to  hear  it.  'Whereas,  by  resolution  unanimously  adopted  on 
June  6,  1927,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  committed  to  the  ])Olicy  of 
withholding  appropriations  from  funds-  resulting  from  the  sale  of  War

Memorial  bonds  until  the  official  plans  for  the  War  Memorial  have 
been  approved  by  the  majority  of  the  duly  constituted  representatives 
of  war  veteran  organizations;  and 

"Whereas,  by  virtue  of  that  resolution,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  justly  recognized  as  paramount  the  rights  of  the  ex-service  men 
and  women  of  San  Francisco,  it  being  the  deeds  of  such  men,  living  as 
well  as  dead,  that  the  Memorial  is  intended  to  commemorate;   and 

"Whereas,  Charter  Amendment  No.  32,  as  approved  by  the  people, 
provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  to  administer 
all  matters  pertaining  to  that  War  Memorial  and  states" — quoted  from 
the  Charter — "that  the  Mayor,  in  making  a])pointments,  shall  give  due 
consideration  to  veterans-  of  all  wars  in  which  the  United  States  has 
engaged;   and 

"Whereas,  Charter  Amendment  No.  32  invests  in  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors the  duty  of  confirming  the  appointments  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Board  ol  Trustees  selected  by  the  Mayor;  now,  therefore  be  it 
"Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfully  urge  and  rec- 
ommend to  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  War  Memorial  Trustees  from  that  portion  of  the 
citizenry  of  San  Francisco  who  have  been  in  service  with  the  Army, 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps  in  time  of  war;  and  be  it  further 

"Resolved,  That  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  war  veteran  organi- 
zations, through  the  medium  of  the  properly  constituted  representa- 
tives"— Mr  Gallagher  was  right  the  other  day,  only  he  said  it  in  his 
usual  characteristic  way — "Further  Resolved,  that  the  advice  and 
counsel  of  the  war  veteran  organizations,  through  the  medium  of  the 
properly  constituted  representatives,  be  sought  before  said  appoint- 
ments are  made,  it  being  the  opinion  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors 
that  every  class  or  group  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco,  with  the  con- 
fidence inspired  by  service  in  time  of  war,  may  look  to  such  men 
for  purposeful  loyalty  and  unselfish  devotion  to  San  Francisco  in  time 
of  peace."  Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  December  3,  1928. 
Aye&:  Supervisors  Gallagher,  Havenner,  Kent,  McGovern,  Marks, 
Powers,  Roncovieri,  Schmidt,  Stanton,  Suhr,  Todd,  11.  Noes:  Super- 
visors- Andriano,  Colman,  Hayden,  McSheeh^•,  Shannon,  Toner,  6.  Ab- 
sent:   Supervisor  Deasy. 

Now,  Mr.  Mayor,  I  am  sure,  for  one.  that  my  fingers  'were  not 
crossed  when  I  voted  for  that.  I  am  sure,  so  help  me  God,  that  nobody 
had  spoken  to  me  about  this.  It  was  my  conviction  that  it  was  the 
proper  thing  to  do.  And  that  was  about  a  year  or  so  or  more  before 
you  appointed  your  Board.  So  today,  in  voting  against  your  recom- 
mendation, which  I  will  do,  I  am  not  voting  under  compulsion  or  sug- 
gestion from  a  living  soul ;  nobody  has  spoken  to  me.  Therefore,  I 
resent  very  deeply  the  remark  of  "political  influence,"  and  I  think 
I  speak  for  every  member  of  the  Board  who  voted  in  favor  of  this 
resolution.  Now.  we  were  told  last  night,  after  an  investigation  by 
the  authorized  representatives  of  the  veterans,  that  wherever  a  War 
Memorial  has  been  built,  the  entire  Board  of  Trustees  is  made  up  of 
veterans.  Now,  when  I  stated  to  you  that  a  labor  representative  should 
be  on  that  Board,  it  was  in  your  office,  in  the  presence  of  others,  when 
we  first  met  to  consult  over  the  appointments.  And  I  had  no  idea 
that  you  would  at  least  not  put  six  members  of  the  veterans  on  this 
Board.  When  I  said  that  to  you  I  thought,  well,  you  will  pick  out 
from  the  great  ranks  of  labor  one  who  has  served  his  country.  Surely, 
it  cannot  be  said  that  in  the  ranks  of  labor  there  is  no  one  who  hay 
served  this  country.  Why,  they  were  the  bone  and  sinue  that  went  to 
the  war,  and  among  them  you  will  find  outstanding  men  in  the  ranks 
of  labor  who  could  satisfy  the  conditions  of  this  resolution.  We  did 
not  take  you  by  surprise.  We  gave  you  this  a  long  time  in  advance. 
We  called  on  you  in  your  office;  we  reiterated  the  contents  of  this 
resolution  to  you. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:     What  is  the  date  of  it? 
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SUPERVISOR  ROiN'COVIERI:  This  is-  dated  and  was  adopted  De- 
cember 3,  1928.  We  gave  you  plent.v  of  time.  We  played  a  gentle- 
meu's  game  with  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  you  one  day,  out  of  a  clear 
sky,  after  several  weeks  of  delay,  came  in  and  said.  "Here  is  my  list." 
Now  you  say,  "Take  it  or  leave  it." 

THE  MAYOR:    No,  1  do  not  say  that  at  all. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Well,  you  do  not  say  it,  but  you  are 
acting  it,  which   is  worse,  Mr.  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:     No,   I  do  not. 

SUPERVISOR   RONCOVIERI:     You  simi)ly  say,  "Take  what   1   give 
you  or  leave  it."    We  have  already  rejected  the  list  as  a  whole,  with 
no  intent  to  disparage  the  character  of  any  individual  whom  you  have 
named   on    that   list;    no   intent   to  reflect    in    any    way    upon    their   in- 
tegrity or   their   honor;    but   we   have  said   as  a  group,   as   Supervisor 
Peyser  has  said,  they  are  unsatisfactory  because  they  do  not  contain 
a  majority  of  veterans.      It   seems  to   me  that  you   could   easily   have 
done  that,  and  everything  would  go  on  merrily.    I  have  studied  this 
question   very,  very   carefully,  particularly  since  the  other  night   that 
we  spent  here  with  you,  and  from  remarks  made  last  night,  as   I   see 
this  situation,   my   colleagues  on   the   Board,   it   is  simply  this:    Much 
money  has  been  wasted;   thousands,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars, 
over  $300,000   has  been   borrowed   when   you   had   money   in   bank;    in- 
terest has  been   i)aid.    The  financial   report   is  meiely  a   little  sketchy 
report    taken    from    the    books,    unsigned    by    the    certified    public    ac- 
countants.    It  means  but  very  little.    Now,  beneath  all  this  lies  this: 
The    veterans    demand,    and    rightfully,    that    their    building    !-hall    be 
built  according  to  certain  lines,  and  costing  approximately   $1,500,000 
or  $2,000,000.    The  gentlemen   who  favor  the  opera   house  feel   that   if 
the  veterans  gain  the  control,   six  votes  on  that   board,   that  possibly 
the  veterans  may  take  of  the   $5,000,000  too  much   for  their   building 
and  not  leave  enough  for  the  opera  house.    And  when  you  study  this 
question,  that  is  all  there  is  to  it:    one  side  does  not   tru.'-t   the  other. 
The  veterans  themselves  would  gladly  say  that  "we  approve  this  list," 
if  they   knew-  positively  that  they  would   have  a   sufficient   amount   to 
give    them    what    they    should    have    and    what    they    demand,    say,    a 
$2,000,000    building.      I    do    not    know    the    exact    amount;    I    won't    be 
bound  by  $2,000,000.     But  if  they  knew  positively  that  they  were  going 
to  be  treated,  architecturally,   in  the  right  way,  they  probably   would 
approve  it.     And   I  believe  that  the  people  on  the  other  side  who  want 
the  opera  house  would  be  equally  satisfied  if  they  knew  that  six  vet- 
erans on   this    Board   would    vote    for   a    proper   oi)era    house    costing 
$3,000,000   or   possibly   $3,500,000.      It   all    comes    back    to    what    I    said 
yesterday.     Errors    have    been    committed,    not    intentionally,    perhaps. 
I  am  sure  not  intentionally.    I  feel  certain  of  that — regarding  the  archi- 
tectural  plans.    Very   loosely   a   plan    is   drawn   for   $8,200,000,   and   we 
were   told   by   Mr.    McSheehy,   who   was   on   that   Board   officially,   that 
there    are    24    complete    detailed    plans    from    which    contractors    could 
proceed  to  build.     That  is  not   the  customary  way  of  doing  business. 
The  customary  way  is  to  demand  red  lead  pencil  sketches;    work  out 
sketches   until   you    find    that    you   can    build    the    building    within    the 
amount  of  money  that  you  have.    Those  men   knew  that  they  had  but 
$5,000,000.    They   i)roceeded   to   make  an   $8,200,000   plan.    This   was  all 
wrong.    Then  a  second  time  they  make  a  second  set  of  |)lans  running 
into  $7,250,000.    Another  second  mistake  after  the  first.    Now  you  will 
have  a  third  set  of  plans.    The  architects  admit,   over  their  own   sig- 
natures, that  these  figures  are  too  high.    Of  course,  they  are  too  high, 
and  they  know  it.    We  have  not  got  $7,250,000.    They  know  that.    Now 
they  say,  "In  case  these  figures  are  too  high,  in  view  of  the  available 
funds  the  alternative  would  seem  to  redraw  the  nlans  with  a  modified 
pro.gram  as  to  the   requirements   both   of   the   veterans   and   the  opera 
house,  and  with  the  accommodations  strictly  limited  to  the  funds  al- 
lowed."   Why,  they  should   have  known  that   in   the  beginning.    That

is  signed.  Arthur  Brown,  Jr..  and  G.  L.  Lansburgh,  architects-.  That 
is  their  own  statement.  They  made  plans  calling  for  the  expenditure 
of  $8,200,000,  they  made  ])lans  calling  for  the  expenditure  of  $7,250,000, 
and  then  they  tell  >ou,  as  a  third  alternative,  they  can  make  the  plans 
within  the  amount  available. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  A  point  of  information,  Mr.  Mayor.  Is  a 
point  of  order  in  order  when  there  is  a  point  of  order  already  decided 
by  your  Honor  at  this  time? 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Let  me  get  this  off  my  chest. 

THE  MAYOR:    He  has  talked  over  five  minutes;   he  is  out  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  Well,  Mr.  Mayor,  you  speak  about 
"political  influence".  I  will  say  this:  I  think  that  your  political  in- 
fluence and  your  political  whip  is  cracking  over  some  of  these  Super- 
visors;  that   is  my  opinion. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  Mr.  Mayor,  we  very  patiently  listened 
to  you  the  other  night  from  11  o'clock  until  8  o'clock  in  the  morning 
without  a  complaint.  And  we  have  not  commented  on  the  length  of 
your  report.  The  Supervisor  now  rises  to  talk  on  the  report  that  you 
took  all  night  to  make,  and  somebody  gets  up  and  says  that  the  five- 
minute  limit  should  be  held  on  him,  and  I  do  not  think  that  you  ought 
to  rule- 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI  (interrupting):  I  did  not  make  that  point, 
Mr.  Mayor.  I  know  that  there  is  a  point  of  order  to  be  decided  by 
yourself,  and  I  would  like  to  know  whether  that  point  of  order  has 
been  decided.    Supervisor  Roncovieri  was  not  speaking  to  that. 

THE  MAYOR:    There  is  an  appeal. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  I  did  not  hear  what  you  said,  but  I  did 
hear  the  Mayor  stiy  that  he  has  talked  over  five  minutes  and  he  is 
out  of  order,  and  i  did  not  think  that  was  fair  after  we  have  been 
sitting  here  for  possibly  20  or  30  hours  listening  without  taking  part 
in  the  discussion  at  all. 

THE  MAYOR:  Why  shouldn't  you?  This  is  the  first  time  a  report 
of  the  history  of  the  War  Memorial  has  ever  been  prepared.  It  is 
about  time  the  peorile  of  San  Francisco  had  a  real  history  of  the  War 
Memorial.  It  is  about  time  that  you  did  stay  up  and  listen  to  the  re- 
port of  a  matter  that  has  been  going  on  for  13  years.  I  just  gave  you 
that  in  printed  form  so  that  anybody  who  wants  to  read  it  and  know 
what  has  transpired  can  do  so.     It  is  all  facts. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  That  is  very  true,  and  we  have  been  very 
patient  with  you,  but  at  the  same  time  no  member  of  the  Board,  after 
all  that  has  been  said,  should  be  held  to  five  minutes.  He  is  talking 
to  the  subject  that  is  before  the  house. 

THE  MAYOR:  No,  he  got  into  that  by  talking  about  the  architects 
and  one  thing  and  another.  I  say,  he  convicted  himself  of  political 
influence  by  the  fact  that  he  says  he  is  rejecting  all  the  names  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor,  and  yet  he  iw  now  condemning,  on  grounds  of 
extravagance  and  incompetency,  the  very  men  whom  he  heretofore  in 
the  afternoon  said  he  would  endorse  if  one  change  was  made.  Why 
be  afraid  of  telling  Mr.  Kingsbury  that  you  are  against  him;  why  be 
afraid  of  telling  Mr.  George  Hearst  that  you  are  against  him;  why 
be  afraid  of  telling  Mr.  George  Cameron  that  you  are  against  him; 
why  be  afraid  of  telling  General  Hunter  Liggett  that  you  are  against 
him;  why  be  afraid  of  telling  James-  I.  Her/,  that  you  are  against 
him;  why  l)e  afraid  of  telling  Frank  L.  Belgrano  that  you  are  against 
him;  why  be  afraid  of  telling  Robert  I.  Bentley  that  you  are  against 
him;  why  be  afraid?  That  is  where  I  say  the  political  issue  is-  in- 
volved, because  you  are  not  brave  enough  to  come  up  and  vote  "No," 
but  you  want  to  turn  them  all  down  as  a  whole,  for  the  purpose  of 
thinking  that  you  are  hiding  under  a  declination  to  vote  for  the  whole 
of  them  when,  in  fact,  you  are  voting  against  every  one  of  them. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    I  want  to  speak  to  a  question  of  per- 
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ponal   privilege:     You   say   I   am  not   brave.    AH    right.    I   am   going  to 
prove  my  bravery.    I  say  it  is  downright  cowardice 

THE  MAYOR   (interrupting):    On  your  part. 

SUPEHVISOR  RON'COVIERI:  On  your  part,  that  you  do  not  dare 
to  take  one  of  tho.se  men  off  and  sub.stitute  another.  Tlie  shoe  is  on 
the  other  foot.  You  dare  not  take  Mr.  Kingsburv  off,  or  anyone  else 
off;  you  want  to  pass  the  buck;  that  is  downright  cowardice  on  your 
part.    Take  one  man  off  and  put  on  a  veteran  and  we  are  all  right. 

THE  MAYOR:  And  every  name  is  satisfactory  to  you;  every  nom- 
inee? 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:    Yes. 

THE  MAYOR:    Is  every  name 

SUPERVISOR  RON'COVIERI  (interrupting):  You  bring  in  a  raa- 
joritv  of  veterans  as  you  were  asked  courteously  to  do  two  years  ago, 
in  1928. 

THE  MAYOR:  Why,  you  just  put  me  on  in  December,  1928,  and  I 
commenced  action  that  vou  could  not  even  start. 

SUPERVISOR  ROXCOVIERI:    We  told  you  then 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting):  Let  me  tell  you  one  thing  more: 
Early  in  August,  upon  the  motion  of  Mr.  McSheehy.  seconded  by  an- 
other member  of  the  Board,  this  Board  unanimously  passed  a  resolu- 
tion that  the  Mayor  be  demanded  to  forthwith  name  the  eleven  trus- 
tees. 1  came  over  here  from  my  office,  surprised  that  such  a  resolu- 
tion had  been  passed,  telling  you  that  if  you  insisted  upon  the  eleven 
names  being  nominated,  I  would  bring  it  in  the  following  week.  Did 
I  not  do  that? 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:    Mr.  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:  And  we  had  three  meetings  in  the  Mayor's  office, 
and  every  name  on  this  list  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors-. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  Mr.  Mayor,  you  have  recognized  me 
some  time  back,  and  I  simply  will  say  this  to  the  members  of  the 
Board:   we  have  reached  an  impasse  here  today. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:    What  is  the  parliamentary  situation? 

THE'  MAYOR:  Trying  to  get  a  ruling  on  tlie  appeal  from  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Uhair  that  Mr.  Havenner's  motion  was  out  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:  I  am  out  of  order.  Supervisor;  we 
have  all  been  out  of  order.  1  recognize  tlie  fact  that  I  am  out  of 
order,  but  every  speaker  that  you  have  allowed — and  you  have  al- 
lowed them  all  the  privilege  to  express-  themselves  to  some  degree, 
and  now  may  I  simply  say  this  to  you  and  to  the  members  of  the 
Board:  I  was  asked  a  direct  question,  just  before  we  assembled  here 
today,  why  I  did  vote  last  night  No  in  reference  to  adjournment.  I 
said  I  would  like  to  see  some  results.  I  would  like  to  see  that  work 
started.  I  .stated  here  last  night.  "I  will  stay  here  tonight  and  tomor- 
row night  and  every  night  until  you  start  that  work."  Now.  I  hap- 
pen to  be  in  the  building  business  and  I  know  of  thousands  of  men 
in  that  line  that  are  walking  our  streets,  and  a  great  many  could  l>e 
put  to  work  over  there.  Now,  we  have  reached  an  imiiasse  here  this 
afternoon,  a  positive  impasse;  a  condition  has  been  created  here  in 
a  way  that  I  am  afraid  we  will  come  to  no  results  whatsoever.  Now. 
we  have  here  rules-;  we  have  Roberts  Rules  of  Order  and  our  own 
rules,  and  we  have  agreed  to  those  rules  unanimously.  And  one  mem- 
ber of  this  Board  has  asked  that  one  rule  be  complied  with,  and 
through  a  twist  or  a  juggling  of  conditions  you  have  been  voted  down  I 

in  your  ruling.    A  condition  is  before  you  again,  and  I  am  afraid  you  : 

will  be  voted  down  again.    Then  why  are  we  staying  here,  and   how  } 

long  are  we  going  to  continue  to  stay  here  and  create  this  impasse? 
If  we  are  going  to  create  it  forever,  all  right.  Now,  we  have  a  right, 
as  members  of  this  Board,  and  our  rules  prescribe  those  rights,  and 
1  am  rather  surprised — I  do  not  want  to  say  a  word  now  against  my 
friend  Franck  Havenner.  whom  I  have  been  so  closely  associated  with, 
but   I  am  rather  surprised  at  him  again  hero  thi.-!  afternoon  in   iiivok- 
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ing  a  condition,  creating  a  condition  tliat  is  creating  an  impasse,  be- 
cause I  have  such  a  high  oi)inlon  of  him.  He  realizes  our  condition. 
Now,  I  s-ay  to  the  members  of  this  Board:  we  have  to  go  on  record. 
I  do  not  wish  to  place  any  member  of  this  Board  in  a  jam.  I  have 
no  desire  to.  There  is  no  member  of  this  Board  that  I  hold  any  ani- 
mosity to,  but  let  me  say  this,  and  1  speak  somewhat  to  those  who 
were  re-elected  with  me  last  year,  that  the  old  Board  was  charged 
continually  with  procrastinating  and  not  doing  jinything.  Now,  what 
are  we  doing?  We  are  attempting  to  pick  up  a  nir)tion  that  was  made 
months  ago  and  carry  it  here  today,  and  we  are  not  allowing  that 
motion  to  be  properly  presented.  And  I  ask  that  it  be  segregated, 
and  one  member  has  asked  that,  and  a  condition  is  created  in  which 
the  Mayor  will  be  voted  down  again.  And  I  do  not  know  how  long 
we  are  going  to  stay  here,  but  I  personally  will  stay  here  tomorrow 
and  the  next  day  and  the  day  after,  because  I  want  to  see  something 
started  over  there  to  give  men  work  here  in  San  Francisco. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think  you  had  the  crux 
of  the  thing  almost  answered  in  Supervisor  Roncovieri's  argument 
with  you.  You  asked  Supervisor  Roncovieri,  I  believe,  that  if  you 
could  by  any  way,  manner  or  means  not  remove  one  name,  but  if  you 
could  influence  some  one  of  the  members  or  the  uames  that  you  have 
submitted  to  this-  Board  to  withdraw,  and  substitute,  in  place  of  one 
of  those  names,  a  member  of  the  veterans,  whether  we  would  vote  for 
it  or  not.  I  will  answer  for  my  vote,  "Yes,"  if  you  could  get  six  vet- 
erans there.  1  am  in  favor  of  all  of  the  members  that  you  have  sub- 
mitted here  at  the  present  time.  But  I  feel  that  the  veterans  should 
have  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  War 
Memorial,  and  if  you  should  or  could,  in  any  way,  manner  or  form, 
find  some  one  of  the  members  out  of  the  names  that  you  have  sub- 
mitted who  would  withdraw,  and  that  you  could  put  a  member  of  the 
Veterans  on  there  in  place  of  that  name,  I  am  for  you. 

THE  MAYOR:  Now,  Mr.  McGovern,  there  is  nobody  more  anxious 
than  I  am  to  see  that  work  going.  That  is  the  reason  I  have  kept 
going  on  this  thing  for  so  long.  I  have  never  yet  been  able  to  find 
out  if  any  one  of  those  members  of  the  eleven  were  unsatisfactory  to 
the  Board.  I  am  told  today,  as  I  have  been  in  the  past,  that  every 
name  is  satisfactory,  but  the  complexion  is-  not  right  on  account  of 
there  being  five  veterans,  one  labor  man  and  five  former  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  handled  the  funds  for  eight  years.  Did 
the  statements  made  last  night  by  Mr.  Glensor,  Mr.  Burns  and  Mr. 
Sapiro  influence  the  members  of  this  Board  when  they  said  they  op- 
posed every  single  name  of  the  eleven?  General  Hunter  Liggett  was 
too  old  and  that  Frank  L.  Belgrano  was-  the  only  name  that  they  would 
stand  for.  Do  I  understand  today  now  that  those  statements  will  be 
disregarded,  and  if  the  Mayor  makes  an  appointment  so  that  there 
will  be  six  veterans,  which  he  wants  to  do,  that  they  will  then  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Supervisors? 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:     Answering  for  myself,  yes. 

THE  MAYOR:     Do  I  hear  that  from  all  the  members  of  the  Board? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  The  position  of  the  Board  is  that 
there  should  be  a  majority  of  veterans-  on  that  Board  of  Trustees, 
yes,  and  if  the  nomination  of  your  Honor,  the  sixth  veteran,  is  satis- 
factory to  the  Board,  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:    And  I  am  si)eaking  for  myself,  too,  yes. 

SUPERVISOR  SUHR:     You  will  get  it  from  me. 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Roncovieri. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  You  name  them  first,  and  then  I  will 
tell  you  afterwards. 

THE  MAYOR:    That  is  just  the  point. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  If  you  had  done  that  in  the  first 
place,  we  would  not  be  here  today. 
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SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Let  us  put  the  question.  Mr.  Mayor; 
let  us  get  through. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  say,  without  being  discourteous  to  you, 
or  any  other  member  of  the  Board,  at  this  time  debate  is  out  of  order; 
an  appear  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair  has  been  made,  and  an  ap- 
peal from  a  decision  of  the  Chair  is  not  debatable. 

THE  MAYOR:    Call  the  roll,  Mr.  Clerk. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Will  the  Clerk  state  the  question, 
please? 

THE  CLERK:  Supervisor  Havenner,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Miles, 
moved  that  the  previous  action  of  the  Board  be  reaffirmed,  whereupon 
the  Mayor  declared  it  out  of  order,  and  then  Supervisor  Havenner, 
seconded  by  SupervLs^or  Peyser,  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  declaring  that  out  of  order. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  The  question  is:  shall  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair  be  sustained? 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  wish  to  say  regarding  my 
vote  on  this,  whether  to  sustain  the  Chair  or  not,  it  has  no  bearing 
upon  my  vote  on  the  main  question  when  it  is  put. 

THE  CLERK:     (Roll  call.) 

Ayes:  Supervisors  Andriano,  Hayden,  McSheehy.  Rossi,  Suhr  and 
Toner.  Noes:  Supervisors  Canepa,  Havenner.  McGovern,  Miles,  Pey- 
ser, Power,  Roncovieri,  Shannon,  Spaulding  and  Stanton. 

Absent:    Supervisors  Colman  and  Gallagher. 

THE  CLERK:     Ten  noes,  six  ayes,  two  absent. 

THE  MAYOR:     Lost. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:    Question. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:    State  the  question. 

THE  MAYOR:  The  question  is  that  the  nominees  of  the  Mayor  be 
turned  down  by  the  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:    No,  that  is  not  the  question. 

THE  MAYOR:    What  is  the  question? 

THE  CLERK:    That  the  previous  action  of  the  Board  be  reaffirmed. 

THE  MAYOR:    Well,  that  is-  the  same  thing. 

SUPERVISOR  POWETi:  With  the  consent  of  the  mover  of  the  mo- 
tion and  his  second,  I  would  ask  the  privilege  of  offering  a  substi- 
tute motion:  That  the  Trustees  submitted  by  you  be  returned  with 
a  recommendation  from  this  Board  that  you  comply  with  the  wishes, 
which  you  have  pretty  well  ascertained  today,  of  the  members  of  this 
Board  regarding  an  additional  veteran. 

SUPERVISOR  McGOVERN:    Second  that. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:    Second  that;   that  is  good. 

THE  MAYOR:    Call  the  Roll,  Mr.  Clerk. 

THE  CLERK:     (Roll  call.) 

SUPERVISOR    ANDRIANO 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO  (interrupting):  Just  a  minute.  I  would 
like  to  know  if  the  other  motion  has  been  withdrawn? 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:    No;  he  has  made  an  amendment  to  it. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  would  like  to  offer  now  a  substitute 
for  the  whole,  Mr.  Mayor,  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  clear,  1  am 
going  to  read  the  motion: 

"Whereas,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  his  Honor.  Mayor  Rolph,  .Jr..  sulv 
jeet  to  confirmation  by  this  Board,  has  appointed  eleven  citizens  and 
residents  of  San  Francisco  as  and  to  constitute  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  War  Memorial,  and  has  requested  this  Board  to  confirm  such 
appointments;   and 

"Whereas,  this  Board  has  heretofore  refused  to  confirm  said  ap- 
pointments to  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  War  Memorial,  but  on 
the  contrary  has  rejected  thom;   and 

"Whereas,  in  refui-ing  to  confirm  and  in  rejecting  said  appointments

this  Board  has  acted  upon  said  appointments  collectively  and  has  not 
voted  to  confirm  or  reject  any  individual  appointments;  and 

"Whereas,  in  view  of  the  action  of  this  Board  in  refusing  to  con- 
firm and  in  rejecting  said  appointments  as  a  whole,  it  is  impossible 
for  the  Mayor  to  become  informed  as  to  whether  or  not  any  of  said 
appointments  or  appointees  are  satisfactory  to  this  Board;  now  there- 
fore be  it 

"Resolved,  That  this  Board  proceed  to  consider  the  names  of  said 
appointees  individually  and  vote  to  confirm  or  reject  each  of  said 
appointments  separately." 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     I  will  second  that  motion,  Mr.  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:    The  motion  is  before  the  house. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  And  I  wish  to  reserve  the  right  to 
speak  on  the  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor,  it  is  really  an  unfortunate 
situation  that  the  real  issue  in  this  case  is  being  continually  confused. 
I  pay  my  respects  to  Supervisor  Andriano  for  the  manner  in  which 
he  has  stated  that  motion.  Now,  the  situation  is  not  that  we  have  re- 
fused to  confirm  any  one  of  them.  Let  us  face  the  real  issue  before 
us,  and  w^hat  is  it?  And  let  us  not  put  it  in  the  words  of  parlia- 
mentary law,  or  anything  else.  The  issue  today  is,  sliall  there  be 
six  veterans  on  that  Board,  or  shall  there  not  be,  and  the  question 
whether  the  Mayor  can  find  out  who  is  rejected  and  who  is  not  is 
not  the  issue.  We  all  say  that  they  are  fine  appointments,  but  we  do 
not  believe  that  the  duty  has  been  carried  out  to  put  six  veterans  on 
the  Board,  and  we  can  continually  proceed  to  motion  after  motion 
and  substitution  for  the  whole,  and  it  will  not  change  the  situation, 
by  innuendo  or  circumvention,  to  confuse  the  issue.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion here  about  the  caliber  of  men  on  that  Board,  but  we  certainly 
have  a  right,  and  I,  as  a  representative  of  the  people,  have  a  right 
to  say  whether  or  not  I  believe  that  the  resolution  of  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  should  be  carried  out,  to-wit:  A  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  veterans.  That  is  the  issue.  Let  us 
not  confuse  it;  let  us  not  circumvent  around  all  sorts  of  legal  pro- 
cedure; let  us-  face  the  issue,  and  if  those  who  accuse  us  of  being 
politically  boss  ridden  will  have  the  stamina  to  face  the  issue  and 
let  this  Board  vote  as  to  whether  or  not  the  majority  shall  be  vet- 
erans, the  question  will  soon  be  solved.  Now,  let  us  have  the  real 
issue:  Shall  there  be  six  veterans  on  the  Board  or  not?  Let  us  vote 
on  that  question,  and  the  Mayor,  I  presume,  will  be  guided  by  that 
procedure. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  I  desire  to  answer  the  remarks  of  Su- 
pervisor Peyser  because  they  were  specifically  directed  to  me.  In  the 
first  place,  I  desire  to  cast  no  reflection  upon  any  member  of  this 
Board  concerning  politics.  I  know  nothing  about  politics,  do  not  care 
a  fig  about  politics,  but,  however,  I  have  some  idea  of  my  duty  as  a 
Supervisor.  And,  without  accusing  any  member  of  this  Board,  I  re- 
specttully  submit  to  my  colleagues  on  the  Board  that  they  had  no 
right  to  adopt  the  resolution  before  the  Mayor  made  his-  appoint- 
ments. And  we  are  not  the  judges  as  to  who  should  go  on  that  Board 
of  Trustees,  that  is  to  say,  whether  a  majority  of  one  group  or  an- 
other group  should  go  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  people  of  San 
Francisco  have  spoken  by  passing  a  Charter  amendment.  There  is 
not  a  word  in  that  Charter  amendment  as  to  how  many  veterans  there 
shall  be.  The  Charter  amendment  simply  says  that  they  shall  be  given 
"due  representation,"  just  as  it  says  that  the  interests  or  the  groups 
that  contributed  to  the  o|)era  house  and  to  the  art  museum  should 
be  given  due  representation.  Suppose  that  the  groups  representing 
the  art  museum  and  the  opera  house  had  come  to  us  a?id  asked  that 
a  majority  of  them  be  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.  We  would  have  been 
derelict  in  our  duty  if  we  had  said  to  them,  "Yes,  we  will  not  put  our 
approval   upon   the   Board   of  Trustees   unless   there   is  a   majority   of 
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opera  men  or  art  museum  men."  Suppose  that  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce or  the  Downtown  Association  had  come  to  us  and  said,  "We 
would  like  to  have  a  majority  of  our  members  on  that  Board  of  Trus- 
tees." We  certainly  would  have  been  recreant  to  our  trust  if  we  had 
promised  them,  in  advance,  that  we  were  going  to  give  them  a  ma- 
jority. That  is  the  point  that  I  make:  that  this  Board  had  no  right 
and  was  recreant  to  its-  trust  as  public  officials  in  pledging  itself,  be- 
forehand, that  it  would  not  approve  the  list  submitted  by  the  Mayor 
unless  a  majority  of  any  particular  group  was  on  that  Board.  I  sub- 
mit that  as  a  plain  proposition  of  legislation.  I  submit  that  as  a  legal 
proposition,  that  the  members  of  this  Board  had  no  right,  and  when 
Supervisor  Roncovieri  said,  "We  warned  the  Mayor  t)eforehand,"  the 
Mayor  can  well  retort,  "You  had  no  right  to  wirn  me,"  just  as  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States-  has  no  right  to  tell  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  who  has  the  appointing  power,  that  certain  ap- 
pointees shall  belong  to  a  certain  party,  or  that  a  majority  of  a  cer- 
tain group  shall  belong  to  a  certain  faction  or  a  certain  party. 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:     But  they  do. 

SUPEKVISOR  ANDRIANO:     They  may  advise  the  President  out  of 
court,  or  out  of  the  chambers  of  the  Congress,  and  thev  do — — 

SUPERVISOR    STAXTOX     (interrupting):      They    send    the    name 
right  in. 

SUPERVISOR  AXDRIAXO:     They  do  not  pass  a  resolution   in  Con- 
gress, because  they  have  a  higher  idea  of  their  function,  of  their  duty 
as  public  officials,  than  we  s-eem  to  have  on  this  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Secondly,  it  has  been  stated  by  practically  every  member  of  this  Board 
time  and   again,  that  there   is  no  objection   to  any   yingle  member  of 
this  present  Board  of  Trustees;    that  they  are  all  respectable,  honor- 
able, competent  men,  with  the   possible  exception  of  Supervisor  Ron- 
covieri, who  questions  their  ability.     Now.  it  seems  to  me  that  it   is 
impossible  to   withhold   the  conclusion   that,   if   we  recognize   the   fact 
that   they   are  competent   men,   honest   men,   public-spirited   men.   and 
yet  say  that  we  will  not  accept  them  as  a  group,   it  is  rather  hard, 
without  going  to  the  extreme  of  saying  that  political   considerations 
are  involved;   it  is  rather  hard  to  say  that  you  are  acting  for  the  best 
interests,   not   of  a   group,   not   of  a   party,   but    tor  the  best   interests 
of  the  entire  people  of  San  Francisco.     If  you  say  that  they  are  all 
satisfactory,  they  are  all  competent,  are  not  you  stultifying  yourself? 
"Individually  they  are  O.   K.,  but   collectively   I   reject   them."    And   I 
say,   answering   Supervisor   Shannon,   that   we   can   vote  aye   on   every 
single  name  and  then  refuse  to  approve  the  Board  as  a  whole.    I  say 
that  our  approval  of  the  Board  as  a  whole  would  be  an  idle  act.  be- 
cause if  we  approve  of  them  all  individually,  a  court  would  hold  that 
the  entire  Board  has  been  approved.    So  now,   Mr.  Mayor,   let  us  pro- 
ceed  in   the   manner   that    the   people   of   San    Francisco   expect    us   to 
proceed,   in   the  manner   that   they   have   expressed   their   will    in   the 
Charter   amendment.    The   Charter   amendment    says   the   Mayor   shall 
make  the  appointments,  the  Board  of  Supervis-ors;  shall  confirm  those 
appointments.    I  repeat  what  I  said  before,  that  the  duty  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  act  as  legis- 
lators on  this  (piestion   did  not   begin   until   the  Mayor  submitted  the 
list  to  us.    We  might  have  seen  the  Mayor;   we  might   have  counseled 
with  the  Mayor  to  see  that  he  would  give  a  certain   group  a   larger 
representation,  but  as  a   Board  of  Supervisors-  wo  had  no  legal  right 
to  commit  ourselves  until  our  iiower  as  a  Board  to  act  upon  that  list 
of  appointees  was  started.      Now.   Mr.    Mayor.    I   submit   that   the  pro- 
cedure   in    this    matter    pending    before    us    is    entirely    regular.      You 
were  within  ^our  rights  in  ignoring  that  abuse  of  power  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  committing  itself  before  the  time  came 
for   the   Board   of   Supervisors   to   act;    you    were   entirely    within    your 
rights  in  ignoring  that  committment.  l)ecause  that  committment,  in  my 
humble  opinion,  and  I  am  sincere  in  what  I  say,  was  contrary  to  the 
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express  language  of  the  Charter  amendment,  which  represents  the 
will  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco.  You  have  submitted  this  list;  the 
Board  saw  fit  to  reject  it  the  first  time.  You  have  submitted  again  to 
a  new  Board  this  list  of  nominees.  I  say,  there  is  only  one  way  the 
Mayor  can  know  what  is  in  our  minds,  and  that  is-  by  voting  upon 
them  individually.  Supervisor  Roncovieri  has  stated  that  he  will  not 
commit  himself  now  beforehand;  he  will  wait  until  tomorrow  to  act. 
Why  didn't  he  use  that  discretion  last  year  when  this  resolution  was 
before  him  in  connection  with  the  naming  of  these  veterans  on  the 
Board,  and  I  am  not  arguing  against  the  veterans:  personally,  I  would 
like  to  see  them  have  the  entire  eleven;  but  it  is  a  question  of  prin- 
ciple which  is  before  us-.  It  is  a  question.  I  fear,  that  unless  we  Board 
of  Supervisors  come  down  to  our  senses  and  act  according  to  law, 
the  courts  of  this  City  and  County  will  have  to  bring  us  to  our  senses. 
So  how  can  w-e  know?  Let's  be  reasonable.  The  veterans  last  year — 
I  am  sure  they  won't  deny  this — stated  they  were  satisfied  with  the 
entire  membership  with  the  exception  of  two;  those  two  were  Major 
Kendrick  and  Supervisor  Colman.  Those  were  the  only  two  whom  they 
designated  by  name  and  stated  to  us  that  they  weren't  satisfied;  that 
they  were  not  satisfactory  to  them.  The  others  they  said  were  ac- 
ceptable to  them.  Now  they  come  to  us  and  tell  us  they  are  all  ob- 
jectionable with  the  exception  of  one  and  possibly  of  two — Frank  Bel- 
grano  and  General  Hunter  Liggett.  They  tell  us  that  they  are  op- 
posed to  any  member  of  the  old  Board  of  Trustees  going  on  the  new 
Board.  They  tell  us  that  some  of  thes'e  nominees,  because  of  the  fact 
that  they  have  been  generous  and  magnanimous,  should  not  be  con- 
sidered; and  they  insinuate  that  they  are  in  fact  opposed  to  them 
and  tell  us  plainly  that  they  are  not  acceptable  to  them.  How  are 
we  going  to  satisfy  them?  Not  by  going  half  way  with  them,  but  by 
going  all  the  way.  How  is  the  Mayor  to  know  when  Supervisor  Ron- 
covieri and  others  here  have  refused  to  tell  him.  They  tell  us  if  he 
puts  only  one  more  Legion  man  on  the  Board,  then  they  will  approve 
the  list.  I  submit,  in  all  frankness,  that  the  only  way,  let  us  go 
through  the  list,  and  let  us  accept  or  reject  them,  and  then  the  Mayor 
will  know  what  to  do. 

Mr.  Havenner  is  within  his  rights  in  rejecting  every  single  one  and 
making  the  statement  that  he  believes  a  majority  of  veterans  should 
be  on  the  list.  He  is  within  his  rights.  The  time  to  act  is  now,  not  last 
year  when  this  question  was  not  before  us.  Not  two  years  ago  before 
the  Mayor  ever  thought  of  appointing  the  Trustees.  We  must  have 
s-ome  sound  procedure  upon  which  to  proceed  in  all  matters,  otherwise 
we  shall  be  forever  wrangling  and  never  get  anywhere. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  did  not  intend  to  say  anything  further 
at  this  time,  but  I  cannot  refrain,  in  view  of  the  real  legal  argument 
which  Supervisor  Andriano  has  propounded  here,  to  call  his  attention 
to  a  few  facts  of  legal  significance.  In  March,  1927,  the  members  of 
the  War  Memorial  Committee  were  advised  by  City  Attorney  John  J. 
O'Toole  that  he  had  eliminated  from  the  resolution  for  the  $4,000,000 
bond  issue  all  direct  mention  of  an  art  museum  and  opera  house  in 
order  to  make  sure  that  the  bond  issue  might  conform  with  the 
statutes  of  California.  Why  was  that  done?  To  make  sure  that  it 
would  conform  with  law,  and  then  they  went  out  and  the  bond  issue 
was  advertised  and  campaigned  on  that  basis,  and  I  am  satisfied  with 
the  legal  phase  of  that  part  of  it.  Now,  coming  down  to  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  people  of  San  Francisco  voted  for  the 
War  Memorial  and  this  Board,  whether  wisely  or  unwisely,  legally  or 
illegally — and  I  believe,  if  I  am  correct,  that  his  Honor  was  present 
at  the  time — passed  this  resolution  stating  that  a  majority  of  veterans 
should  be  appointed  to  this  Board 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting):    I  didn't  pass  it. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  didn't  say  that;  I  said  you  were  sitting 
in  the  Board 
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THE  MAYOR:  I  didn't,  it  came  over  to  me  and  1  let  it  go  through, 
I  don't  think  I  was  even  in  the  Board  at  the  time. 

SrPEIiVISOR  PEYSER:  I  see.  Then,  coming  down  to  the  question 
of  electing  or  rejecting  these  members  by  this  Board,  Supervisor 
Andriano  knows  as  well  as  I  do,  or  any  other  attorney,  that  in  all 
cases  where  nothing  has  ever  been  done,  or  there  is  no  statute  which 
provides  for  it,  that  precetlent  governs.  We  have  the  common  law  in 
England  for  such  cases,  and  common  law  in  some  states  in  this  coun- 
try, and  finally  in  California  we  have  a  statute  on  our  books  to  pro- 
vide for  cases  where  there  is  no  statute  covering.  What  is  the  resolu- 
tion which  confronts  us  with  the  building  of  the  War  .Memorial? 
What  precedent  have  we  for  running  a  War  Memorial?  We  have  the 
precedent  of  cities  all  over  the  United  States  and  of  cities  and  towns 
in  California. 

SUPERVISOR  AXDRIA.NO:  If  I  may,  through  the  chair,  would  you 
yield  to  a  question,  Mr.  Pevser? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:     Yes,  sir. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Do  you  know  whether  those  cities  act 
according  to  the  same  charter  amendment  we  have  here  in  San  Fran- 
cisco? 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  It  provides  that  due  consideration  shall  be 
given  to  veterans,  and  when  it  comes  dowTi  to  a  question  of  constru- 
ing "due  consideration"  then,  of  course,  we  have  to  look  to  precedent. 
What  is  the  "due  consideration"  given  to  veterans  in  other  places? 
Due  consideration  has  been  the  giving  to  them  of  a  majority  on  every 
Board  of  this  kind  in  practically  every  city,  and  therefore  I,  for  one, 
am  perfectly  willing  to  be  guided  by  that  precedent. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:     Question. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:     Question.     State  the  question. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:     What  is  the  question? 

THE  CLERK:  The  question  is  on  Supervisor  Andriano's  second  of 
Supervisor  McSheehy's  motion,  moving  a  substitute,  which  he  read, 
the  resolved  portion  of  which  being  that  this  Board  proceed  to  con- 
sider the  names  of  said  appointees  individually  and  vote  to  confirm  or 
reject  each  of  said  appointees  separately. 

THE  MAYOR:      Call  the  roll. 

THE  CLERK  (roll  call):

SUPERVISOR  HAVEXNER:  That  has  been  my  position  all  the 
way  through.  I  have  taken  the  position  that  if  the  majority  of 
nominations  against  whom  there  could  be  no  specific  and  competent 
objection  with  resi)eot  to  his  qualifications  for  the  office,  that  I  would 
vote  to  approve  a  Board  of  Trustees  consisting  of  a  majority  of 
veterans.  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  your  Honor,  and  I  would  like  to 
amplify  that  to  the  extent  I  would  not  he  bound  to  vote  for  some  man 
previously  connected  with  this  project  against  whom  specific  objec- 
tion might  be  made.  Outside  of  that,  any  man  representing  some  • 
veteran  organization  and  whose  qualifications  were  not  subject  to  anv 
competent  impugnment  would  make  the  entire  Board  satisfactory  as 
far  as  I  am  concerned. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Your  Honor.  I  am  most  desirous  of 
cooperating  with  your  Honor,  and  I  will  say  that,  for  myself,  if  a 
man  i.-?  put  on  there  who  is  truly  representative  of  the  veteran  organ- 
izations I  also  would  vote  for  all  of  your  appointees  with  the  exception 
of  one  whom  I  am  now  considering  on  the  basis  of  a  charge  made 
against  him  here.  I  am  frank  to  say  as  to  that  one  I  am  not  entirely 
determined  as  yet,  1  am  still  considering. 

THE  MAYOR:      Mr.  Toner. 

SUPERVISOR  TOXER:  I  agree  with  what  my  associates.  Mr. 
Havenner  and  Mr.  Peyser,  have  said;  I  will. 

THE  MAYOR:     Supervisor  Spaulding. 

SUPERVISOR   SPAULDING:      I    will.  » 

THE   MAYOR:      Supervisor   Roncovieri.  I 

SUPERVISOR  ROXCOVIERI:     I  agree  with  those  also.  ' 

THE  MAYOR:    Supervisor  .McSheehy. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     I  agree,  I  was  trying  to  put  a  motion 
to  that  effect. 
•THE  MAYOR:    Supervisor  Rossi. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:      I  certainly  will,  Mr.  Mavor. 

THE  MAYOR:    Supervisor  Power. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  I  agree  and  supplement  my  recommenda- 
tion that  the  name  of  a  veteran  be  put  on  in  place  of  that  of  .Mr.  Mullen. 

THE  .MAYOR:     Supervisor  Canepa. 

SUPERVISOR  CANEPA:  Your  Honor,  my  only  real  objection  was 
that  there  wasn't  a  majority  of  veterans  appointed  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  if  it  is  possible  for  the  Mayor  to  appoint  an  active  repre- 
sentative of  the  veterans  it  will  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  me. 

THE    MAYOR:     Supervisor   Andriano. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  Having  accepted  your  recommendation 
heretofore,  I  think  you  are  justified  in  assuming  that  I  will  accept 
any  future  recommendations  that  you  may  see  fit  to  make,  but  my 
position  is  tiiis:  As  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  I  have 
no  right  in  the  Board  of  Sui)ervisors  to  express  beforehand  what  I 
will  do  when  the  names  are  submited  to  us  as  a  Board.  I  reserve 
my  right,  always,  to  speak  at  the  proper  time  when  my  authority 
to  speak  comes  in  play. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  think  you  will  find  from  the  names  I  have  sub- 
mitted, and  the  encomiums  of  praise  for  the  men  I  have  submitted 
as  nominees  heretofore,  apparently  there  will  be  no  objection  to  them. 
Supervisor  Siiannon. 

SUPERVISOR  SHANNON:  The  conditions  as  stated  by  Supervisor 
Havenner  cover  my  position. 

THE    MAYOR:     Supervisor    Miles. 

SUPERVISOR  .MILES:      I  do  not  care  to  pledge  myself  at  this  time. 

THE  MAYOR:  .Now,  you  see  that  one  vote  prevents  me  from  ask- 
ing somebody  to  retire,  because  I  have  not  the  assurance  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  that  in  the  going  off  of  one  and 
putting  a  good  veteran  on  in  his  place  the  entire  list  of  names  will 
be  confirmed.  I  think  you  owe  me  that.  I  think  you  have  to  help 
me  out  in  the  situation  I  am  in.     There  would  have  been  six  veterans 
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if  the  question  had  not  been  raised  as  to  this  representative  of  labor 
who  was  appointed — I  have  nothing  against  the  veterans;  they  have 
honored  me  more  than  any  man  in  the  United  States  has  been  hon- 
ored, but  I  am  confronted,  and  so  are  you,  with  this  trust  agree- 
ment, confronted  with  the  $2,000,000  private  subscriptions,  or  there- 
abouts. So  much  has  been  said  about  these  fine,  outstanding  citizens 
that  I  am  afraid  some  of  them  may  refuse  to  serve.  I  would  like 
to  reply  to  Mr.  Sapiro  that  we  need  $50,000  subscriptions;  we  need 
men  who  would  put  a  zoo  in  the  Park;  we  need  men  who  would  put 
up  $25,000  and  $50,000  subscriptions.  Yet  we  do  appreciate  your  $2 
subscription;  we  do  appreciate  Mr.  Glensor's  $2  subscription;  we  do 
appreciate  every  subscription,  whether  it  is  for  $50,000  or  for  half  a 
dollar,  or  the  widow's  mite,  but  with  50,000  veterans  and  $2  apiece, 
that  would  be  only  $100,000,  and  we  need  this  $2,000,000  plus  the 
$4,000,000  bond  issue.  Another  thing,  please  don't  let  it  be  lost 
sight  of,  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  sell  the  bonds  on  a  basis  of 
4V2  per  cent  a  year.  I  need  your  help  to  go  and  be  released  from  an 
honorable  request  which  you  entrusted  me  with,  and  1  think  you, 
Mr.  Miles,  will  agree  with  that. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:  I  withdraw  my  previous  statement  and  take 
the  same  position  as  Mr.  Havenner  and  Mr.  Peyser. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  move,  your  Honor,  that  the  privi- 
lege  of  the   floor  be  granted   to   Mr.    Sapiro. 

THE   MAYOR:     Mr.  Sapiro  has  the  floor. 

MR.  MILTON   SAPIRO:     I  want  to  say  for  the   record— — 

SUPERVISOR    HAYDEN    (interrupting):     I    agree,   your    Honor. 

MR.  SAPIRO  (continuing) :  I  just  want  to  state  this  for  the  Mayor, 
inasmuch  as  you  refer  again  to  the  amount  of  the  subscriptions,  that 
if  the  amount  of  the  subscriptions  by  the  veteran  organizations  of 
San  Francisco  is  to  be  the  basis,  that  if  it  had  not  been  that  those 
veterans  offered  their  bodies  to  the  service  of  this  country,  some- 
thing that  is  priceless,  there  would  be  no  need  for  the  War  Memorial, 
and  the  men  who  have  money  in  this  country  would  have  no  need 
for  the  money;  this  would  have  been  a  defeated  country  and  not  a 
victorious  country,  and  we  are  tired  of  being  reminded  of  the  money 
given  for  this  cause. 

THE  MAYOR:     Supervisor  Stanton. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  I  was  outside  just  now,  but  I  under- 
stand you  said  you  would  put  six  veterans  on  as  members  of  this 
Board.  Now,  I  am  the  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Labor  Coun- 
cil, and  in  connection  with  labor  I  never  remember  of  them  demand- 
ing anything  of  the  veterans 

THE  MAYOR    (interrupting):    But  you  were  present. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:  But  we  made  no  demands  whatever  for 
representation  on  this  Board. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  did  it. 

SUPERVISOR  STANTON:    It  was  not  a  demand  of  labor. 

THE  MAYOR:  Let  me  put  this  in  the  record.  I  have  never  yet 
referred  to  the  subscriptions  or  amounts  thereof,  nor  have  I  ever 
talked  about  subscriptions  of  the  veterans.  I  have  done  nothing  in 
the  entire  record  of  the  history  of  the  War  Memorial  but  recognize 
the  veterans  and  plead  their  cause,  but  I  will  not  surrender  to  dis- 
honesty in  the  repudiation  of  names  signed  to  a  document.  Names 
which  have  been  repudiated  any  more  than  I  w^ould  stand  for  the 
repudiation  of  the  name  on  an  endorsement  of  a  note  or  a  signing 
of  a  contract,  because  when  a  man's-  name  is  once  signed  to  it,  it  is  sup- 
posed to  be  good,  and  I  will  never  surrender  nor  capitulate  to  dis- 
honesty  

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER  (interrupting):  Through  the  Chair,  I 
would  like  to  ask  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for  Mr.  Sapiro. 

MR.  SAPIRO:  If  you  mean  anything  personal,  my  name  was  not 
signed  to  those  plans,  and  if  my  signature  were  on  those  plans,   Mr. 
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Mayor,  I  would  make  the  same  statement.  We  made  Mr.  John  Drum, 
when  he  made  use  of  the  term  "repudiating  the  plans,"  and  the  record 
will  show,  we  made  him  withdraw  those  words,  because  he  finally 
was  man  enough  to  acknowledge  that  the  plans  had  never  been  re- 
pudiated, but  the  Trustees  after  we  had  approved  the  plans  changed 
the  plans  thereafter  without  any  approval  from  the  veterans,  and 
you  know  that  from  the  record.  If  you  dare  to  intimate  that  anyone 
has  been  dishonest  in  this  matter,  it  is  dishonest  to  make  that  state- 
ment. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  want  to  tell  you  those  names  were  signed  to  those 
plans 

MR.  SAPIRO  (interrupting):  I  have  never  repudiated  those  names, 
and  you  don't  say  the  truth  when  you  say  the  veterans  repudiated 
those  plans,  because  the  Trustees,  without  notification  to  a  person, 
changed  those  plans.  What  do  you  call  that,  honest  or  dishonest, 
trickery  or  not?  Mr.  Mayor,  you  slated  that  you  stand  for  the 
veterans. 

THE  MAYOR:    Yes,  sir,  I  do. 

-MR.  SAPIRO:  Then  don't  take  the  attitude  of  calling  them  on  the 
things  for  which  they  should  not  be  called  and  not  calling  them  on 
anything   else. 

THE  MAYOR:  On  the  mere  protest,  ten  feet  in  the  hallways  were 
taken  off  in  order  to  meet  your  requirements  ;ind  in  order  to  cut 
down  the  cost  of  the  buildings  in  order  that  we  might  build  these 
buildings  according  to  the  amount  of  money  we  had.  Those  names 
repudiate  this   on   the   ten-foot    cut 

MR.  SAPIRO  (interrupting):  Oh,  no,  they  don't;  we  never  re- 
pudiated the  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  The  privilege  of  the  floor  is  requested  for 
Mr.  Wiedenfeld. 

MR.  WIEDENFELD:  Mr.  Mayor,  honorable  members  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  The  Mayor  made  the 
statement  the  other  night  that  the  veterans  unanimously  approved 
those  plans.  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  American  Legion  since  its 
inception,  and  a  member  of  the  Plans  Committee  of  the  American 
Legion,  and  not  because  any  change  has  ever  been  made  by  the 
veterans  did  I  act  as  I  did,  but  because  those  plans  were  never 
given  to  the  veterans  and  the  veterans  were  never  given  a  fair  deal. 
I  refused  then  to  sign  those  plans  and  will  forever  until  they  are 
given  a  fair  deal,  and  they  are  not  being  given  it   on  that. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  didn't  know  you  were  even  a  member  of  the  Board; 
I  didn't  know  of  your  activity  on  the  Board.  I  have  never  seen  you 
at  any  of  the  meetings,  neither  here  or  in  my  chambers,  nor  have  you 
been  a  member  of  the  committee  of  three  members  from  the  veteran 
organizations,  three  meml)ers  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  three 
members  from  the  Trustees.  I  wil  say  that  if  your  name  is  not  on  this 
endorsement  of  those  plans  you  are  not  included  in  the  remarks  that 
I  liave  made,  and  therefore  there  is  no  need  of  your  getting  excited. 

MR.  WIEDENFELD:  You  said  that  it  was  unanimous,  and  I  just 
wanted  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was  not  unanimous. 
I  was  present  on  November  20th  in  his  ofiice,  and  likewise  it  is  re- 
ferred to  in  his  own  report  that  Mr.  Wiedenfeld  and  Mr.  Gerlach  did 
not  ap|)r()ve  those  plans. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  stand  upon  the  report. 

SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  I  move  the  i)rivilege  of  the  floor  to 
Mr.  Burns. 

THE  CH.\ lUMAN:     Mr.  Burns. 

MR.  .1AM ES  B.  BURNS:  May  I  ask  if  his  Honor  would  repeat  the 
statement  which  he  made  previously,  as  to  honesty  and  dishonesty,  as 
to  the  names  on  that  plan? 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  sir,  I  say  that  I  will  not  surrender  to  dishon- 
esty. 
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MR.  BURNS:  Just  what  do  you  mean  in  referring  to  those  names 
in  that  connection? 

THE  MAYOR:  I  mean  that  the  repudiating  of  those  plans  for  the 
trifling  excuse  given  is  dishonest.  Not  dishonest  in  money,  but  dis- 
honest in  purpose. 

MR.  BURNS:  There  are  many  ways  in  Avhich  dishonesty  can  be 
manifested,  no  question  about  that,  but,  Mr.  Mayor,  I  have  read  the 
record  relative  to  exactly  what  went  on  in  the  open  meeting  at  which 
Mr.  Drum  presided,  and  you  have  apparently  decided  to  disregard  the 
facts  in  that  connection  entirely.  You  do  not  refer  at  all  to  the  33,000 
feet  of  basement  space  which  the  Trustees  held  up  in  front  of  us  as 
satisfying  the  demands  of  all  of  the  veterans  and  giving  them  the 
necessary  space. 

THE  MAYOR:     The  33,000  feet  of  basement  space? 

MR.  BITRNS:     The  location  of  the  pillars  was  entirely  changed. 

THE  CHAIRMAN:  The  beams  and  girders  that  hold  up  the  build- 
ing are  to  be  the  same  as  in  the  City  Hall,  but  it  is  space  that  can  be 
used,  no  doubt.  I  don't  know,  I  haven't  seen  it,  but  it  is  space  that  is 
occupiable,  the  same  as  the  location  of  part  of  the  Recorder's  office,  the 
Fire  Department,  and  other  departments  in  this  building.  I  was  never 
present  at  any  meeting  where  these  plans  were  approved. 

MR.  BURNS:  I  did,  and  at  the  time  those  plans  were  approved  that 
basement  space  was  usable,  but  by  the  actions  of  the  Trustees  subse- 
quently they  changed  those  plans  to  such  an  extent,  by  putting  in  new 
pillars  entirely,  as  to  make  the  space  wholly  unusable  for  the  veterans' 
purposes,  and  for  which  we  had  approved  the  plans. 

THE  MAYOR:  You  do  not  propose  to  have  the  building  built,  I 
assume  from  what  you  say,  in  such  a  manner  that  it  would  not  meet 
the  tests  of  the  engineer  and  structural  steel  men?  Or  you  would  not 
have  a  building  built  that  would  not  withstand  an  earthquake? 

MR.  BURNS:  Then  why  did  the  Board  of  Trustees  submit  to  us 
plans  for  our  approval  if  those  plans  did  not  meet  with  the  structural 
requirements  of  the  engineers? 

THE  MAYOR:     I  don't  know.     You  signed  them. 

MR.  BURNS:  All  right,  but  there  was  no  representation  made  to 
us  at  that  time  that  they  did  not  meet  with  the  structural  require- 
ments. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  don't  know.  I  assume  those  signatures  were  good, 
and  so  did  everybody  else. 

MR.  BURNS:     They  were  good;  they  are  still  good. 

SUPERVISOR  RONCOVIERI:  I  ask  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for 
Mr.  Gerlach. 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Gerlach. 

MR.  ALVIN  GERLACH:  I  was  also  a  member  of  that  committee 
of  the  American  Legion  that  refused  to  sign  the  plans.  Mr.  Wiedenfeld 
and  myself  took  the  stand  that  it  was  wholly  improper,  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  American  Legion,  to  approve  the  plans.  We  had  a  very 
stormy  session,  and  the  plans  were  finally  approved  by  fourteen  mem- 
bers of  the  committee.  I  think  something  should  be  said  in  regard  to 
our  reasons  for  not  signing.  The  real  reason  why  the  American  Legion 
changed  its  attitude  towards  those  plans  they  had  signed  is  this:  I 
understand  that  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  got  nn  acoustical  engineer 
out  from  Chicago,  who  looked  over  the  plans  and  said  that  he  could 
not  approve  of  them  as  they  were  drawn,  that  they  would  necessitate 
a  change  in  the  building  which  cut  down  the  size  of  the  building  and 
which  effected  a  savings  of  approximately  $400,000,  or  approximately 
that  sum.  We  had  had  a  great  deal  of  argument  with  the  Trustees 
from  the  very  beginning,  on  account  of  the  building.  We  felt,  at  least 
I  personally  felt,  and  I  think  that  Mr.  Wiedenfeld  felt  the  same  way 
about  it,  that  it  was  an  insult  to  the  veterans  under  which  the  circum- 
stances, and  under  the  conditions  under  which  the  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco had  voted  $4,000,000  for  this  War  Memorial  project,  to  lavish  the 
money  on  an  opera  house  building,  and  to  build  a  building  there  with  a 
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large  chunk  out  of  it  on  Franklin  street  and  on  the  McAllister  street 
side.  We  felt  entitled  to  a  complete  building,  as  it  was  our  project. 
That  was  one  of  the  main  objections-  to  the  plans.  When  we  found  there 
was  to  be  a  savings  of  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  on  account 
of  the  change  in  plans  we  felt  that  that  money  should  go  on  the  vet- 
erans' building,  and  that  we  should  at  least  have  a  completed  building. 
When  we  were  told  by  the  Trustees  that  they  had  gone  over  the  plans 
again  and  found  that  the  Opera  House  was  going  to  cost  more  money 
than  they  had  at  first  figured  on,  and  that  they  would  have  to  have  that 
$400,000  in  addition  on  the  Opera  House,  then  I  think  that  the  majority 
of  the  committee  came  to  the  conclusion  that  tiicy  had  not  l>een  dealt 
fairly  with  by  the  War  Memorial  Tr.istees,  and  I  think  that  that  was 
very  largely  responsible  for  their  decision  in  refusing  to  sign  any 
more  plans.  Had  those  plans  been  drawn,  or  had  the  project  been 
completed  in  accordance  with  those  plans  which  we  signed,  or  which 
were  signed,  we  would  not  be  here  today  and  the  buildings  would  be 
half  way  up,  but  the  War  Memorial  Trustees  changed  those  plans,  and 
when  those  changes  were  made  without  our  approval  we  refused  to 
approve  any  more  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  ask  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for  Mr. 
Hotchner. 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  Hotchner: 

MR.  HAROLD  HOTCHNER:  I  happened  to  be  the  chairman  of  the 
Plans  Committee,  and  my  name  is  signed  on  those  plans.  Why  dis- 
honesty is  brought  up  at  this  time  with  reference  to  those  plans  is 
beyond  my  understanding.  To  begin  with,  our  names  stand.  If  you 
will  build  the  buildings  as  shown  in  the  plans  which  we  approved,  and 
under  the  conditions  as  outlined  in  the  letter  accompanying  our  ap- 
proval, whicli  stated  certain  things  which  were  to  be  agreed  upon,  our 
approval  of  those  plans  still  stand.  But  even  at  that,  our  names  stand 
good  for  what  we  signed.  Why  charge  dishonesty  with  the  signatures 
on  there?  I  personally  take  offense  at  that  statement,  and  my  name 
is  on  there  and  I  am  chairman  of  the  Plans  Committee. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  would  ask  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for 
Mr.  French. 

THE  MAYOR:     Mr.  French. 

MR.  LEON  FRENCH:  Mr.  Mayor,  members  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, my  name  is  also  on  those  plans,  and  it  is  just  as  good  today  as 
the  day  it  was  put  on  there.  I  certainly  resent  the  imputation  of  dis- 
honesty, and  I  wish  to  state  my  reasons.  It  happened  that  when  that 
set  of  plans  was  presented  for  approval  by  the  War  Memorial  Trustees 
to  the  committee,  of  which  I  have  been  a  member  since  its  creation, 
I  moved  the  adoption  of  that  set  of  plans  and  I  signed  it,  and  my  sig- 
nature is  just  as  good  today  as  the  day  I  put  it  on  there.  Subsequently 
the  War  Memorial  Trustees  submitted  to  the  American  Legion  War 
Memorial  Committee  a  second  set  of  plans,  conforming  not  to  that  set 
of  plans  we  had  approved,  but  dissimilar  therefrom.  And  I  happened 
to  have  moved  the  resolution  that  was  adopted  with  regard  to  that 
second  set  of  plans,  and  it  returned  those  plans  with  language  about 
like  this:  "We  return  herewith,  unai)proved,  the  set  of  plans  you  have 
submitted  under  such  and  such  a  date,  for  the  reasons  we  have  ratified 
and  heretofore  approved  a  set  of  plans  for  the  Veterans'  Building." 
There  is  the  action,  and  find  the  dishonesty  in  it  if  you  can. 

THE  MAYOR:  Let  me  say  this  to  you.  How  was  it  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  composed  of  three  members  of  the  veterans' 
organizations,  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  themselves, 
and  the  tiiree  members  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  Mayor,  couldn't  get 
anywhere  in  the  Mayor's  ofl^ce  in  the  conferences  we  held  over  there? 
Because  we  couldn't  get  anywhere  on  tlie  i)lans. 

MR.  FRENCH:  Our  agreement  stands  today  as  it  did  the  day  we  put 
our  names  on  the  plans. 

MR.  HOTCHNER:  If  those  biiildin.gs  are  built  according  to  the 
plans  signed  at  that  time,  and  in  accordance  with  the  letter  accom- 
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Iianying  them  at  that  time,  our  signatures  are  just  as  good  today  as 
they  were  at  the  time  they  were  signed. 

THE  MAYOR:  You  say  you  were  cut  out  of  space  in  the  basement 
in  that  building  because  the  structural  iron  engineers  recommended 
that  the  building  would  not  be  safe  unless  further  beams  were  put  on. 

MR.  HOTCHNER:     We  were  never  so  notified,  Mr.  Mayor, 

THE  MAYOR :  How  can  you  say  you  would  proceed  with  those  plans 
and  that  your  signature  stands  as  good  on  those  if  you  are  told  the 
building  is  structurally  weak? 

MR.  HOTCHNER:     We  have  never  been  told  that. 

THE  MAYOR:  It  has  just  been  discussed  here  that  the  basement 
space  was  taken  away  from  you.     I  will  ask  Mr.  Wiedenfeld. 

MR.  WIEDENFELD:  I  think  I  can  answer.  When  our  recommen- 
dation went  back  to  the  Board — that  is,  the  recommendation  of  those 
who  signed  the  plans — they  were  told,  and  I  think  Mr.  Wagstaff  men- 
tioned it,  that  if  he  would  say  that  they  would  be  able  to  eliminate — I 
think  my  statement  is  correct — it  was  three  out  of  four,  or  at  least  two 
out  of  every  four  of  the  columns  from  the  basement  and  changed  them 
to  the  floor  above,  to  the  first  floor,  increasing  the  bearing  strength  of 
the  steel  structure  to  carry  the  load,  and  at  the  same  time  removing 
the  columns  and  making  the  basement  usable,  on  such  a  statement  our 
approval  was  given  to  those  plans.  All  of  those  changes  were  dis- 
cussed, and  that  had  not  been  brought  out  heretofore  this  evening, 
and  after  those  changes  were  made  their  own  architects  agreed  that 
it  could  be  done.  Then  even  after  that  the  Board  of  War  Memorial 
Trustees  sent  out  to  the  concrete  foundation  men  of  San  Francisco  and 
called  for  bids  to  construct  the  foundation,  not  on  those  plans  and 
changes  they  had  agreed  to,  but  on  the  original  plans,  with  all  of  the 
columns  still  in  the  basement.  What  is  that  if  it  is  not  dishonesty? 
That  is  why  the  veterans  are  not  willing  to  accept  those  plans  as 
changed  and  modified  without  their  knowledge. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  am  sorry  to  see  that  it  is  getting  so  late  and  that 
some  of  the  Supervisors  are  asking  to  be  excused,  because  I  would 
like  to  continue  this  argument  here.  All  of  the  questions  as  to  the 
objections  to  the  excavations-,  the  removal  of  the  Locomobile  building 
and  the  cancelling  of  the  lease  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of  the 
lot  which  they  had,  and  which  they  are  willing  to  take  back  and  fill 
in,  -why  those  criticisms  are  made,  because  those  things  were  done  im- 
mediately following  your  approval  of  these  plans. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  Are  you  propounding  a  question  to  which  you 
want  an  answer? 

THE  MAYOR:    \es,  I  want  to  be  enlightened. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  The  answer  is  so  plain  from  what  has  been  said 
it  seems  to  require  very  little  language  to  expres-S'  it.  If,  immediately 
following  the  approval  of  those  plans  they  saw  fit  to  proceed  with 
the  work,  they  should  have  stuck  by  those  plans  which  were  approved 
and  not  changed  to  a  basis  upon  which  we  could  not  willingly  allow 
them  to  proceed.    Now,  you  asked  a  question  just  a  minute  ago — ' — 

THE  MAYOR  (interrupting):  May  I  continuo  the  argument  with 
you?  Why  should  you  object  to  the  making  of  plans  that  would  make 
the  building  earthquake-proof? 

MR.  GLENSOR:    That  has  never  been  brought  ui)  to  us  at  all. 

THE  MAYOR:     I  am  asking  you  the  question. 

MR.  GLENSOR:  That  has-  never  been  brought  up  to  us;  we  don't 
know  yet  that  would. 

THE  MAYOR:  Haven't  you  stated,  all  of  you  today,  that  all  that 
was  done,  they  took  away  the  basement  space  because  the  new  engi- 
neer said  it  was  not  structurally  strong  enough. 

MR.  GLENSOR:    You  said  that;   we  didn't. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  didn't  say  it.  I  didn't  know  anything  about  it 
until  you  brought  it  up. 
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SUPERVISOR  HAYDEX:  You  haven't  calleU  upon  me  yet.  You 
have  not  taken  a  ballot  of  the  Board.  I  don't  think  we  are  going  to 
get  anywhere  by  any  further  argument,  eitiier  within  or  without  the 
Board,  as  to  the  details  of  construction,  and  so  forth.  I  think  that  is 
a  matter  to  be  ironed  out  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  finally  se- 
lected and  confirmed  by  this  Board. 

I  don't  think  in  the  beginning;  when  this-  Board  of  Sui)ervisors  rec- 
ommended the  .Mayor  that  a  majority  of  the  uersonnel  of  the  Trus- 
tees should  be  veterans  that  it  was  any  good  test,  for  the  reason  that 
the  Charter  amendment  itself  left  the  making  of  the  appointments, 
in  making  appointments  to  the  said  Board,  the  Mayor  was  to  give 
due  consideration  to  the  veterans — all  veterans  who  had  participated 
in  any  wars  engaged  in  by  the  United  States.  I  felt  under  that  power 
vested  in  the  Mayor  that  the  Mayor  exercised  due  consideration  as 
to  the  number  of  veterans  he  thought  necessary  to  handle  the  affairs 
of  the  \Var  Memorial — as  soon  as  I  get  Supervii-.or  Roncovieri's  at- 
tention here — consequently  at  that  time,  Mr.  .Mayor,  I  voted  against 
the  Havenner  resolution.  In  the  meantime  you  selected  the  eleven 
meml)ers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  on  that  eleven  Trustees  you 
named  five  veterans.  Mr.  Mayor.  That,  of  course,  brought  about  a 
great  deal  of  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  veterans  and  there  were 
numerous  meetings  held  in  the  Board  which  got  nowhere.  I  think 
that  the  proper  and  best  solution.  Mr.  Mayor,  is  the  motion  of  Super- 
visor Power,  for  which  I  voted,  which  left  to  you  the  opportunity 
to  try  to  induce  some  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  is  not 
a  veteran  to  resign  and  that  you  then  in  his  place  nominate  one  more 
veteran,  making  a  majority  of  veterans  on  the  committee,  or  six  in 
all.  Mr.  Mayor,  in  the  interests  of  harmony,  1  think  that  is  a  move 
in  the  right  direction.  Personally,  each  and  every  member  you  rec- 
ommended to  the  Board  was-  entirely  satisfactory  to  me,  and  I  have 
in  the  past  voted  to  confirm  them,  and  I  have  voted  today  to  confirm 
your  recommendations,  and  I  think  after  a  ballot  of  the  Board  it 
seems  to  be  the  unanimous  consensus  of  the  Board  that  if  you  can 
induce  some  non-veteran  on  the  Board  to  resign  and  appoint  a  veteran, 
that  it  will  be  in  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  am  going  to  try  to  do  so,  but  I  believe  I  should 
complete  the  ballot  of  the  Board 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN  (interrupting):  I  believe  you  have  made 
that  ballot. 

THE  MAYOR:  Yes,  I  have,  but  Mr.  Sapiro  asked  for  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  and  brought  forth  this  argument.  \ow  there  are  three 
questions  left  that  Mr.  Glensor  a.^ked  me  through  the  press  to  answer, 
and  I  am  prepared  to  answer  them  with  documentary  proof,  and  some 
of  the  proof  in  connection  with  the  questions  asked  about  the  plans 
and  the  approval  of  the  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  think  if  you  will  defer  any 
further  references  to  plans  or  any  further  reference  to  construction 
and  will  follow  the  suggestion  of  the  motion  by  Mr.  Power,  which  is 
concurred  in  almost  unanimously,  and  make  an  attempt  to  name  the 
six  veterans,  I  think  you  are  then  on  the  way  to  an  harmonious  solu- 
tion of  this  question. 

THE  MAYOR:    I  hope  so. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  If  you  bring  in  such  a  recommendation 
to  the  Board  you  can  dei)end  upon  the  Board  for  confirmation. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  I  rise  to  ask  the  !)rivilege  of  the  floor 
for  .Mr.  Foley,  whose  signature  appears  there  on  the  plans.  I  liave 
not  permitted  myself,  because  theie  is  one  man  still  in  doubt  in  my 
own  mind 

SUPF:RVIS0R  shannon:    I  move  wo  adjourn. 

SUPERVISOR  roWER:  Before  adjourning,  would  it  be  in  order 
to  ask  you  how  soon  you  think  you  could  resubmit   the  names  to  us? 
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THE  MAYOR:     I   would.    I  don't  know,  but  I  w^ould  like  to  submit 
them  tonight,  I  am  so  anxious  to  get  this  thing  under  way. 
SUPERVISOR  POWER:    Can  you  by  Monday? 

THE  MAYOR:  It  is  a  very  delicate  subject.  I  will  see  what  I  can 
do.    Mr.  Foley,  you  have  the  floor. 

MR.  FOLEY:  My  name  is  Foley,  and  my  name  is  signed  to  the 
plans,  and  of  course  it  is  generally  understood  that  when  a  person  is 
present  and  he  is  called  dishonest,  and  he  fails  to  deny  such  a  state- 
ment, there  is  always  a  possibility  of  the  inference  that  he  may  be 
dishonest.  Whether  it  be  dishonesty  of  purpose  or  dishonesty  of 
money,  to  my  mind,  both  are  equally  mean.  If  we  went  into  this 
project  with  dishonesty  of  purpose,  it  was  just  as  bad  as  though  we 
went  in  and  took  money  from  those  properties.  To  my  mind  it  is  in- 
conceivable that  twelve  or  thirteen  of  my  comrades  should  all  have 
had  a  wrong  idea  about  what  occurred  at  that  time.  I  do  want  to 
take  the  floor  and  state  what  some  of  my  comrades  might  state  who 
may  not  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so  direct;  there  are  so  many  here. 
But  1  am  sure  they  would  state  the  same  thing  I  intend  to  say  and 
would  subscribe  to  what  has  already  been  said  by  the  other  comrades. 
I  want  to  say  that  in  addition  to  the  changes  which  were  made  after 
we  signed  the  plans,  we  asked  the  Board  if  they  had  enough  money 
to  equip  completely  the  veterans  building  as  contemplated,  and  they 
told  us  that  they  did  not  have  enough  money  to  equip  it  completely. 
And  we  sent  out  to  D.  N.  &  E.  Walters  and  got  an  estimate  on  what 
it  would  cost  to  complete  and  equip  the  building  as  it  should  be,  and 
then  we  took  the  question  up  with  Mr.  Kendrick,  whom  we  supposed 
was  representing  us  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees-,  and  upon  whose  rep- 
resentations we  relied  solely  when  we  signed  the  plans,  and  he  as- 
sured us  that  it  would  all  be  taken  care  of.  In  addition  to  that,  other 
changes  were  represented  to  us,  and  an  acoustical  engineer  by  the 
name  of came  out  here  from  Chicago  and  after  examin- 
ing the  plans  he  said  that  for  acoustical  purposes-  five  hundred  feet 
would  have  to  be  taken  out  of  that  opera  house,  and  that  meant  a 
saving  of  approximately  $400,000,  which  we  said  in  all  fairness  that 
that  money  should  go  towards  the  completion  of  the  veterans'  build- 
ing. Those  changes  were  all  made  after  we  had  signed  those  plans. 
I  will  say,  as  others  have  said  who  signed  those  plans,  and  I  know 
that  those  others  who  signed  and  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
speak  here  tonight  would  say  the  same  thing:  that  we  will  stand  by 
those  signatures,  every  one  of  us,  if  you  will  finish  those  buildings 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  which  we  approved.  Those  plans  only 
cover  the  exterior  and  don't  purport  to  cover  ihe  interior,  and  we 
are  perfectly  willing  now  to  go  ahead  and  consent  to  the  completion 
of  the  building  under  those  plans. 

SUPERVISOR  MILES:     I  move  we  adjourn. 
(The  motion  was  seconded  by  several  voices.) 

THE  MAYOR:  I  must  say  one  word  to  Mr.  Foley.  My  experience 
and  the  experience  of  the  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
at  all  of  the  meetings  which  have  taken  place,  I  must  say  that  you 
have  asked  a  number  of  questions,  brought  up  a  number  of  things  in 
connection  with  these  plans-  which  I  knew  nothing  about;  the  plans 
were  put  into  the  hands  of  the  War  Memorial  Trustees.  If  the  Mayor 
has  done  you  any  injustice  from  the  information  brought  to  your  at- 
tention, and  the  statements  made  to  him,  he  will  gladly  apologize  to 
you. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:     Move  we  adjourn. 

(The  motion  was  seconded  by  several  voices.) 

THE  MAYOR:     If  there  is  no  objection  it   is  so  ordered. 

(Adjournment.)

THE  MAYOR:     What  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Board? 

Motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  I  move  that  the  nominations  of  Trustees 
to  the  War  Memorial  Board,  as  named  by  the  Mayor,  be  confirmed  by 
this  Board. 

SUPERVISOR  McSHEEHY:     I  will  second  that  motion. 

SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:     I   will  second  that  motion. 

THE  MAYOR:     Are  you  ready  for  the  question? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Well,  I  would  like  to  ask  Supervisor 
Hayden,  the  mover  of  the  motion,  and  the  Chair  a  question:  I  would 
like  to  know,  through  some  of  you,  if  this  is  being  done  in  legal 
fashion  so  that  it  will  be  binding?

THE  MAYOR  (the  City  Attorney  having  reached  the  room)  :  I  have 
just,  Mr.  City  Attorney,  sent  in,  in  writing,  the  nominations  of  eleven 
citizens,  all  of  whom  reside  in  San  Francisco,  si.x  of  whom  are  veterans 
of  the  wars  of  our  country,  and  the  Board  is  ready  to  act  on  the 
nominations  sent  in  to  them  for  approval.  Mr.  Gallagher  has  asked 
the  Mayor  if  he  is  sure  that  these  appointments  are  all  in  order,  and 
if  elected,  would  be  legally  authorized  to  proceed,  with  the  Board's 
confirmation. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  it  would  be  well  to  give  the 
City  Attorney  the  formal  procedure. 

THE  MAYOR:    Will  you  read  the  nominations,  Mr.  Clerk? 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  might  clear  it  up  by  a  question. 
Would  you  w^ant  me  to  ask  it? 

THE  MAYOR:  Your  question,  as  I  understand  it,  and  which  I  antici- 
pated, was  that  Mr.  Kendriok  is  serving  as  a  member  of  the  City  Plan- 
ning Commission. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:     No. 

THE  MAYOR:  Well,  I  will  say,  for  the  meml>ers  of  the  Board,  I 
hold  in  my  hand  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Kendrick,  dated  March  1st. 
"My  dear  Mayor:  I  hereby  tender  you  my  resignation  as  a  meml>er 
of  the  City  Planning  Commission  of  San  Francisco,  this  resignation 
to  be  effective  at  your  convenience.  Very  truly  yours,  Charles  H. 
Kendrick." 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  That  was  not  my  idea.  My  idea  is 
this  and  I  can  ask  the  question:  The  Mayor  has  submitted  a  list  of 
nominees  or  directors  of  the  War  Memorial  Board.  Said  list  was 
rejected  by  the  Board  by  legislative  action.  Does  the  Board  have  to 
rescind  its  former  action  on  the  submission  of  a  new  list?  Can  a  list, 
changed  in  one  name,  l>e  submitted  under  the  amendment,  without 
any  other  legislative  action  except  approval  or  disapproval? 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOLE:  If  I  get  your  question,  Mr.  Gallagher, 
you  mean  that,  if  the  Mayor,  having  submitted  ten  names  that  were 
acted  upon  before  and  one  additional 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER  (interrupting):  No,  perhaps  I  will  put 
it  a  different  way.  If  the  Board,  having  acted  under  the  Charter 
amendment,  and  rejected  the  Mayor's  nominees,  if  he  then  submits  a 
levised  list,  or  the  same  list  of  nominees,  do  we  have  to  rescind  any 
former  action  or  can  we  proceed  on  the  approval  or  disapproval  of 
these  nominees,  as  if  they  came  in  in  the  first  instance? 

CITY  ATTORNEY  O'TOOLE:  I  think  you  may  proceed  just  as  if 
they  came  in  in  the  first  instance,  because  the  rejection  of  the  names 
was  as  a  whole,  that  is,  the  eleven  names  were  rejected.  Now,  It 
might  be  that  eleven  were  reiccted  because  there  was  one  partic- 
ular name  among  the  eleven  which  might  have  l)een  objectionable  tv> 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.     Now,  the  Mayor  has  withdrawn  one  name 
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and  substituted  a  new  one.  Therefore,  you  are  voting  upon  a  different 
body,  and  the  former  action  of  the  Board  would  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  rejection  or  approval  of  the  present  names. 

THE  MAYOR:    Call  the  roll,  Mr.  Clerk. 

SUPERVISOR  POWER:  Mr.  Mayor,  answering  your  question  last 
Monday,  I  placed  a  qualification  on  my  vote  on  this  subject  matter,  and 
my  statement  was  that,  if  you  changed  the  name  of  Mr.  James  W. 
Mullen  and  substituted  a  veteran  for  it,  I  would  vote  "yes".  I  am 
going  to  withdraw  any  objection  I  had  to  the  list  and  vote  for  your 
recommendations  and  forget  any  difficulty  with  Mr.  Mullen,  in  order 
to  expedite  the  building  of  the  War  Memorial. 

THE  MAYOR:     I   thank   you.     Proceed,    Mr.    Clerk. 

Motion  carried  by  following  vote:

THE  CLERK:    Sixteen  ayes,  two  absent. 

THE  MAYOR:  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  and  I 
wish  to  thank  the  veterans.  I  again  say,  I  appro? ched  this  matter  with 
malice  towards  none  and  charity  to  all,  and  with  the  desire,  which  I 
know  is  the  desire  of  the  people  of  this  City,  to  proceed  with  that 
work.  I  hope  the  veteran  organizations  will  throw  their  whole- 
hearted support  behind  this  Board.  It  has  the  fullest  and  unanimous 
approval  of  the  Board  of  S'upervisors,  and  I  hope  that  nothing  but 
harmony  in  the  future  will  prevail,  and  that  the  War  Memorial  and 
the  group  of  buildings  will  proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  Supervisor 
Havenner  said  this  morning  that  this  was  a  memorable  day  and  a 
momentous  occasion  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco.  In  the  rotunda 
cf  the  City  Hall  this  morning  at  half  past  ten  checks  of  the  City  were 
passed  and  a  deed  received  for  all  the  properties  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  and  the  City  now  owns  the  water  works  and  distril> 
uting  system  heretofore  held  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 
It  was  a  great  event  and  new  history  in  the  life  of  San  Francisco. 
I  hope  the  veterans  will  feel  that  this,  too,  is  a  great  event  in  the  life 
of  San  Francisco,  and  if,  in  my  duty  as  Mayor  in  trying  to  arrive  at  a 
Board  of  eleven  Trustees,  if  I  have  said  anything  in  any  way  that  has 
offended  any  of  them,  if  I  have  done  anything  that  has  displeased  them, 
I  apologize.  I  want  to  see  this  work  go  ahead,  and  we  all  want  to  see 
it  go  ahead,  and  this  particular  day,  the  3rd  of  March,  with  these  two 
big  events  behind  us,  the  one  completed  and  the  other  going  forward, 
will  be  probably  one  of  the  most  historic  days  in  the  life  of  our  City. 
Tonight  the  City  gives  a  reception  in  the  rotunda  of  the  City  Hall 
and  all  the  offices  will  be  illuminated,  the  building  will  be  illuminated, 
the  City  orchestra  will  play  music  and  the  4.54  clerks  and  employees  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  are  coming  into  the  fold  and  the 
payroll  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  Every  officer  and 
every  official  has  been  invited,  and  this  is  just  to  show  that  spirit  of 
good  will  towards  the  4.54  new  employees  and  to  show  them,  as  I  said 
this  morning,  that  this  corporation  of  San  Francisco  has  a  heart.  And 
I  hope  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  their  families 
will  l>e  able  to  come  tonight.  All  the  officers  have  been  invited  and 
these  454  are  coming  with  their  families  and  with  their  friends.  Has 
any  member  of  the  Board  anything  to  add,  except  Mr.  Havenner  may 
want  to  remind  every  one  of  the  ceremonies  to  take  place  the  9th  of 
IMarch  next,  of  which  he  is  chairman. 

Motion. 

SUPERVISOR  ANDRIANO:  At  this  time  I  desire  to  make  a 
motion.  :\Ir.  Mayor.     That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  tender  a  vote  of 
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commendation    and    thanks    to   his    Honor  the    Mayor    for    the    happy 

solution   which   he  has   found   to   the   War  Memorial   controversy,   and 

for  the  excellent    appointments    which    he  has   made   to   the   War   Me- 
morial  Board   of  Trustees. 

SUPERVISOR   McSHEEHY:     I   second   that   motion. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Mayor,  in  seconding  that  motion,  I 
am  very  glad  that  the  Supervisor  made  the  motion,  because  it  is  in 
consonance  with  the  thoughts  running  through  our  minds  at  this 
time,  because  I  realize  that,  during  the  long  career  of  your  Honor, 
and  during  all  that  time  I  have  sat  here  with  you,  I  never  knew  of 
a  problem  which  has  confronted  the  Board  and  the  .Mayor  which  was 
so  embarrassing  and  so  vexatious,  and  I  think,  under  the  Super- 
visors, your  amicable  solution  in  bringing  about  harmony  between 
the  veterans  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  one  for  congratulation.

Committee,"  reports  as  follows: 

Public  Buildings  and  Lands — Include  in  the  "exception  for  land  pur- 
chases"   'and  lands  for  streets,  roads  and  boulevards." 

In  duties  of  the  Streets  and  Tunnels  Committee  change  the  word 
"recommend"  to  "make,"  so  that  sentence  will  read,  "and  to  make  all 
necessary  purchases  of  lands  for  roads,  streets  and  boulevard  purposes." 
The  committee  recommends  for  approval  amendment  to  Rule  18,  pro- 
viding that  Sui)ervisors  may  speak  "ten"  minutes  instead  of  "five"  on 
any  question  and  shall  have  "ten"  minutes  instead  of  "five"  to  open  and 
"ten"  minutes  to  close.

Amendment  to  Food  Terminal  Ordinance. 

Bill  No.  8208,  Ordinance  No. (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Amending  Ordinance  No.  8140  (New  Series),  providing  that  whole- 
sale food  terminals,  warehouses,  freight  yards  and  ferrj-  terminals 
shall  not  be  constructed  or  established,  erected  or  constructed  within  a 
certain  district  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  establish- 
ing the  boundaries  of  said  district,  and  providing  for  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  hereof,  by  including  in  said  prohibited 
structures  and  callings  airplane  landings  and  hydroplane  landings,  and 
the  landing  of  passengers  from  airplanes  or  hydroplanes. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

That  Ordinance  No.  8140,  the  title  of  which  is  hereinbefore  recited, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  wholesale  food  terminal,  warehouse,  freight  yard,  or 
ferry  terminal,  or  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane  landing,  or  any 
building  or  structure  to  be  used  as  a  wholesale  food  terminal,  ware- 
house, freight  yard,  ferry  terminal,  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane 
landing,  shall  be  constructed,  erected  or  established  within  the  ter- 
ritory bounded  on  the  north  by  the  waters  of  San  Francisco  Bay,  on 
the  east  by  the  westerly  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  on  the  south  by 
Jackson  street,  and  on  the  west  by  the  westerly  line  of  Lyon  street, 
nor  shall  any  structure  for  any  of  the  purposes  above  mentioned  be 
constructed  or  erected,  projecting  into  the  waters  of  the  bay  from 
the  land  included  in  the  above  described  district. 

Section  2.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  or  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  erection,  construction  or  alteration  of 
any  building,  or  structure,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  any  permit  so  issued  or  granted  shall  be  void. 

Section  3.  No  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  or  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Health  authorizing  or  permitting  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  occupy  or  use  any  building  or  structure  in  place  within 
the  above  bounded  district  for  or  as  a  wholesale  food  terminal,  ware- 
house,  freight   yard   or  ferry   terminal. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this   ordinance  shall   be   guilty   of  a  misdemeanor,   and 
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uDon  the  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  $500.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  to  exceed 
six  months,  or  bv  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  And  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  separate  offense  for  each  and  every  day 
during  any  portion  of  which  any  violation  of  this  ordmance  is  com- 
mitted, permitted  or  continued  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation.

On  May  25,  192G,  when  the  Budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1926-27  was 
under  consideration,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  approved  Budget 
Item  Number  62,  which  was  the  initial  appropriation  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  appraisal  authorized  in  the  above  quoted  Resolutions  of  the 
Board. 

Acting  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  them  by  Resolution  No. 
25897  (New  Series),  the  Finance  Committee  employed,  as  superinten- 
dent for  the  appraisal  work  then  in  contemplation  one  James  G. 
Stafford. 

On  June  27,  1927,  James  G.  Stafford  transmitted,  through  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  to  the  Board  of  Equalization,  his  final  report  in 
connection  with  the  land  appraisal. 

The  communication  of  Superintendent  James  G.  Staffoi'd  contains 
the  following  paragraph: 

"The  record  of  this  appraisal  in  detail  is  contained  in  forty-four 
bound  volumes  of  summary  sheets  in  typewritten  form,  one  for  each 
block  area  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  volume  num- 
bers and  the  block  numbers  included  in  each  volume  coinciding  with 
the  arrangement  of  the  tax  assessment  roll  of  1927." 

At  12  o'clock  noon  of  July  5,  1927,  the  Assessor  delivered  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  Assessment  Roll  for  the  year 
1927,  and  on  July  5,  1927,  at  2  p.  m.,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened 
as  a  Board  of  PJqualization,  re-convened  on  July  11,  1927,  and  re-con- 
vened again  on  July  18,  1927,  all  of  which  is  established  by  Journals 
of  the  Board,  \'olume  22.  Numbers  27.  28  and  29.  respectively. 

During  its  session  as  a  Board  of  Equalization  87  applications  were 
received  for  the  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments. 

It  is  to  be  specifically  noted  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  before 
it  the  Land  Appraisal  Reports  supplied  by  Superintendent  James  G. 
Stafford,  compiled  (according  to  the  Resolutions  authorizing  same) 
"In  order  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  perform  the  duties 
imposed  by  law  upon  said  Board  as  a  Board  of  Equalization." 
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It  is  to  be  further  noted  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  during  the 
period  of  two  weeks  between  July  5  and  July  18  held  but  three  meet- 
ings as  a  Board  of  Equalization. 

The  Journals  of  the  Board  of  Equalization  indicate  that  a  total  of 
87  applications  for  the  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments  were 
filed  in  the  three  sessions  that  were  held.  Thirteen  (13)  of  these  appli- 
cations covered  land  and  seventy-four  (74)  covered  buildings. 

Of  the  eighty-seven  applications  that  w^ere  received  certain  were 
referred  to  the  Assessor  and  certain  others  were  taken  under  advise- 
ment by  the  Board  of  Equalization. 

The  Assessor  rendered  a  report  on  all  matters  referred  to  him. 
Supervisor  McSheehy  moved  that  the  Assessor's  report  on  all  matters 
referred  to  him  be  approved.  Supervisor  McSheehy  moved  that  all 
matters  taken  under  advisement  be  denied. 

The  land  aijpraisal  rendered  by  Superintendent  James  G.  Stafford 
on  June  27,  1927,  was  not  made  use  of  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
sitting  as  a  Board  of  Equalization. 

On  January  16,  1928,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  before  it,  as 
No.  8  on  the  Calendar,  a  resolution  appropriating  from  the  General 
Fund  the  sum  of  $29,960.  The  stenographic  transcript  of  that  meeting 
indicates  that  $24,9GU  was  to  cover  the  salary  of  additional  clerks  at 
the  rate  of  $160  per  month,  and  that  $5,000  was  to  cover  cost  of  non- 
personal  service,  including  additional  equipment,  accessories,  etc. 

The  then  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee — Supervisor  Haven- 
ner — stated : 

"The  figures  have  been  completed  and  the  appraisement  has  been 
transmitted  to  him"  (Assessor)  "and  he  says  that  before  he  can  decide 
whether  he  can  make  any  use  of  it  it  will  be  necessary  for  his  own 
department  to  check  the  accuracy  of  the  appraisement  and  the  accuracy 
of  the  values  as  they  have  been  computed.  That,  of  course,  entails  a 
lot  of  clerical  work  in  his  office,  in  addition  to  the  field  check  which 
his  appraisers  will  make  on  the  valuation.  ...  He  wants  to  go 
over  the  basis  of  valuations  to  satisfy  himself  as  to  their  reasonable- 
ness. Then  he  wants  to  have  this  clerical  force  make  a  check  of  the 
computations  to  see  whether  the  values  based  on  the  front-foot  valua- 
tions— as  I  understand  his  method — it  will  be  to  go  through  the  whole 
system  and  satisfy  himself  of  the  accuracy  of  the  front-foot  valuations 
put  on  the  various  blocks  in  San  Francisco.  Having  satisfied  himself 
as  to  those  values,  and  made  any  such  corrections  as  he  may  desire 
to  make,  he  will  then  want  to  make  a  general  check  of  the  computa- 
tions of  all  values  based  on  these  front-foot  valuations." 

The  appropriation  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
January  16,  1928,  and  the  Assessor  undertook  the  task  of  rechecking 
the  land  appraisal. 

The  Budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  fiscal 
year  1927-28,  Bill  No.  8045,  Order  No.  7558,  contained  an  appropriation 
of  $125,000,  listed  as  Budget  Item  Xo.  66,  and  set  forth  as  follows: 

"For  the  purpose  of  continuing  and  completing  the  appraising  of  all 
taxable  property  subject  to  assessment  within  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  to  the  end  that  said  assessment  of  said  property  for 
the  fiscal  year  1928-29,  and  for  subsequent  years,  may  be  equalized  and 
the  same  may  conform  to  the  true  value  of  said  property  and  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  may  be  fully 
advised  as  to  the  true  value  of  said  property." 

The  item  of  $125,000,  as  above  set  forth,  was  provided  in  order  that 
an  appraisal  could  be  made  of  the  improvements  on  the  land  that  had 
been  appraised  the  year  previously.  In  this  connection  it  is  to  be 
borne  in  mind  that  there  are.  in  round  numbers,  130,000  .structures 
in  San  Francisco  sul)ject  to  taxation. 

Whereas  the  land  appraisal   was  conducted   through   the  medium 
of   employing   James   G.    Stafford    as   a    municipal    employee    with    the 
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title  of  Superintendent,  the  building  appraisal  was  conducted  under  a 
different  method.  The  City  and  County  entered  into  a  contract  with 
James  G.  Stafford  and  Associates,  Incorporated.  Of  this  corporation 
James  G.  Stafford  was  managing  director  and  H.  A.  Mason  was  sec- 
retary. James  G.  Stafford  and  Associates,  Incorporated,  began  the 
task  of  ai)praising  the  taxable  improvements  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  October  of  1927.  Their  obligations  under  the  con- 
tract were  completed  some  time  prior  to  June  of  192S  and  there  was 
filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  prior  to  June  1,  1928,  a  report, 
together  with  all  supporting  data. 

In  the  Assessor's  Annual  Report,  as  required  by  Section  9,  Article 
IG,  of  the  Charter,  rendered  on  July  9,  1928,  the  Assessor  stated: 

"Appraisals — (a)    Land;    (b)    Buildings. 

In  equalization  sessions  this  year  the  Board  will  have  for  its 
guidance  the  valuation  surveys  made  during  1927  and  1928  of  the 
land  and  of  the  buildings  in  San  Francisco  by  a  non-elective  agency  of 
the  Board  of  Equalization.  These  surveys  were  not  made  for  the  As- 
sessor's office,  nor  were  they  made  by  the  Assessor's  office.  They  were 
made,  as  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  will  indicate,  to  provide  a  chart 
of  values  for  the  assistance  of  the  Board  in  their  equalization  pro- 
ceedings. 

{(i)  Land  Appraisal. 

This  report  was  completed  prior  to  July  1,  1927.  On  January  16. 
1928.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  appropriated  necessary  funds  in  order 
that  the  Assessor's  office  might  recheck  the  land  valuation  report.  The 
work  of  rechecking  has  progressed  steadily  and  sufficient  headway  has 
been  made  to  permit  expression  of  an  opinion  as  to  the  general  merit 
of  the  report.  Without  attempting  to  submit  a  detailed  analysis,  I  will 
say  that  the  land  appraisal  figures  have  been  of  assistance  to  the 
Assessor's  office  in  determining  the  relationship  between  indicated 
front-foot  "sales  value"  and  the  assessed  valuations.  It  would,  how- 
ever, in  my  judgment,  be  contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  Assessor  to  adopt  the  standards  of  value  this  appraisal 
reflects. 

"It  is  my  belief  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  particularly  in  their 
equalization  deliberations,  can  reach  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
land  assessment  problems  by  a  careful  study  and  analysis  of  the  land 
valuation  report.  The  Assessor's  office  has  derived  a  genuine  benefit 
by  following  that  course. 

(b)    Building   Appraisal. 

"The  building  appraisal  report  has  not  as  yet  been  made  public.  I 
have  no  means  of  determining  its  merit.  During  the  time  that  the 
building  appraisal  was  in  progress  I  extended  to  the  building  valua- 
tion engineers  who  were  in  charge  of  the  work  every  possible  coopera- 
tion. The  calibre  of  the  valuation  technicians  under  whose  direction 
the  building  appraisal  was  conducted  is  such  that,  from  all  indications, 
the  Board  of  Equalization  should,  in  my  opinion,  have  a  valuable 
chart  of  values  to  be  used  in  their  deliberations  this  year. 

General  Comment  in  Connection  With  the  Appraisals. 

"As  a  general  comment  in  connection  with  these  appraisals:  if  they 
are  to  be  of  permanent  worth  in  equalization  proceedings  they  must 
be  kept  current.  Land  values  are  constantly  changing,  and  construc- 
tion costs  have  been  known  to  fluctuate  as  much  as  twenty  per  cent 
in  a  single  year.  The  Board  will  undoubtedly  give  consideration  to 
the  problem  of  securing  prompt  and  continuing  reflection  in  these 
appraisals  of  this  constant  shift  of  values.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
these  appraisals  are  intended  as  a  check  against  assessed  valuations 
it  would  be  highly  improper  for  the  Assessor's  office  to  undertake  the 
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task  of  maintaining  these  appraisals  on  a  current  value  basis — but 
if  the  work  is  not  done  the  worth  of  these  appraisals  will  be  short 
lived." 

The  first  Monday  of  July  of  1928,  which  was  July  2,  at  12  o'clock 
noon,  the  Assessor  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
the  Assessment  Roll  for  the  year  1928. 

The  Board  of  Sui)ervisors  did  not  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  July 
as  a  Board  of  Equalization.  On  the  second  Monday  in  July — July  9 — 
the  Board,  convened  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  and  reconvened  on 
July  12th,  13th  and  16th. 

Applications  for  the  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments,  to  the 
total  of  258,  were  filed  with  the  Board  of  Equalization  during  their 
1928  sessions.  Of  these,  certain  matters  were  referred  to  the  Assessor 
and  certain  matters  were  taken  under  advisement  by  the  Board  of 
Equalization. 

Of  the  total  applications  for  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments, 
seventy  (70)  were  referred  to  the  Assessor  and  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  (188)   were  taken  under  advisement. 

Of  the  seventy  (70)  referred  to  the  Assessor,  the  Assessor  recom- 
mended reduction  in  the  case  of  fifty-one  (51)  applications  and  recom- 
mended denial  of  nineteen  (19)  applications. 

On  motion  of  Supervisor  McSheehy  the  Assessor's  report  on  these 
seventy  (70)  cases  was  approved.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  (188)  cases  taken  under  advisement.  Supervisor  McSheehy 
moved  a  reduction  in  fifty-five  (55)  cases,  and  in  his  report  recom- 
mending this  reduction  Supervisor  McSheehy  stated: 

"These  reductions  are  entirely  made  on  the  Stafford  appraisement, 
based  on  a  50  per  cent  valuation." 

The  total  amount  of  these  fifty-five  (55)  reductions  was  $87,675. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  whereas,  during  the  equal- 
ization sessions  of  1927  and  1928,  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  forty- 
five  (345)  applications  for  the  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments 
were  filed  with  the  Board  of  Equalization,  the  land  and  building  ap- 
praisals, created  "in  order  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  perform 
the  duties  imposed  by  law  upon  said  Board  as  a  Board  of  Equalization," 
were  used  in  only  fifty-five  (55)  cases.  Expressed  in  percentage,  the 
land  and  building  appraisals  were  utilized  in  only  15  per  cent  of  the 
cases  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  Board  of  Equalization. 

In  the  official  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Equal- 
ization of  Monday,  July  16,  Supervisor  Havenner  .proposed  as  an 
amendment  to  an  amendment,  which,  being  accepted  by  the  mover 
and  seconder  of  the  original  amendment,  was,  under  ruling  of  the  chair, 
regarded  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  amendment,  to  this  effect: 

"That  the  Assessor  be  requested  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
establish  all  of  the  assessments  on  the  present  assessment  roll  on  a 
basis  of  uniformity  with  relation  to  a  true  value  appraisal." 

This  motion  was  carried  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

Clipiiing  from  San  Francisco  Examiner,  Tuesday,  July  17,  1928: 

"BOARD  O.K.'S  REAPPRAISAL  BY  STAFFORD.  $285,365  CUT 
FROM  WOLDEN'S  ASSESSMENT  ROLL  AS  SFPERVISORS  REDUCE 
VALUE  ON  BUILDINGS. 

After  two  years  of  preparation  the  James  G.  Stafford  reapprai.sal  of 
San  Francisco  property  was  accepted  as  the  basic  standard  of  valua- 
tion yesterday  by  the  Board  of  Sui)ervisors. 

Sitting  as  the  Board  of  Equalization,  the  Supervisors  debated  for 
three  hours  over  the  principles  of  assessment  laid  down  in  Stafford's 
report.     At  the  end  of  the  debate  the  board  voted: 

1.  To  reduce  the  assessed  valuations  of  seventy-five  pieces  of  proiv 
erty  to  a  figure  which  would  represent  50  i)er  cent  of  the  'market  value' 
placed  on  the  properties  in  Stafford's  report. 
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2.  To  request  Assessor  Russell  L.  "Wolden  to  establish  the  entire 
assessment  roll  on  "a  basis  of  uniformity";  that  is.  ui)on  a  basis  which 
would  give  every  piece  of  proijerty  an  assessed  valuation  equal  to  50 
per  cent  of  the  'market  value'  or  'sales  value'  as  shown  in  Stafford's 
report. 

Precedent  Broken. 

The  Roard  broke  a  precedent  of  many  years'  standing  w^hen  it  re- 
duced tlie  assessments  on  the  seventy-five  properties.  The  practice  has 
been  to  give  protesting  property  owners  a  hearing  and,  in  cases  where 
their  protests  had  merit,  to  'refer'  the  case  to  the  Assessor  for  adjust- 
ment. The  Assessor's  adjustments  of  these  referred  protests  have 
always  been  approved  by  the  Board. 

Yesterday,  however,  the  Board  took  seventy  five  cases  out  of  As- 
sessor Wolden's  hands  entirely  and  referred  fifty  additional  protests 
to  him  for  adjustment.  In  ordering  reductions  on  the  seventy-five  pro- 
tests the  Board  slashed  a  total  of  $285,365  from  the  assessment  roll  as 
compiled  by  Wolden.  and  paved  the  way  for  additional  reductions  in 
referring  fifty  additional  cases. 

Assessor  Wolden,  in  his  annual  statement,  emphasized  the  fact  that 
his  assessed  valuations  are  'not  based  on  the  theory  that  valuations 
should  represent  definite  and  fixed  percentage  of  the  sales  value.' 

Theory  Accepted. 

The  Board,  nevertheless,  indicated  its  determination  to  accept  this 
theory,  as  laid  down  in  Stafford's  report.  Here  is  the  way  it  works  out 
in  two  actual  instances  as  decided  yesterday: 

1.  The  Woman's  Club  Building,  Post  and  Mason  streets,  was  as- 
sessed by  Wolden  at  $600,000.  In  the  Stafford  appraisal  the  'sales  or 
market  value'  of  the  building  was  set  at  $878,000.  Half  of  this  'sales 
value'  is  $439,000.  The  Board  reduced  the  assessment  to  this  figure,  a 
reduction  of  $161,000. 

2.  A  small  building  was  assessed  at  $30,000  by  Wolden.  In  the 
Stafford  appraisal  it  was  given  a  sales  value  of  $56,000.  The  Board 
reduced  the  assessment  to  half  this,  or  $28,000.  a  cut  of  $2,000  in  tax- 
able valuation. 

Supervisor  .James  B.  McSheehy  led  the  fight  for  acceptance  of  the 
Stafford  theory,  declaring  that  it  has  cost  the  City  $210,000  in  prepara- 
tion, and  eventually  will  lead  to  absolute  uniformity  in  making  assess- 
ments. It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Board  of  Equalization  has  the 
power  to  force  the  Assessor  to  accept  this  standard,  as  Wolden  cannot 
appeal  from  the  Board's  decisions. 

PreUminary  Step. 

'Our  action  in  reducing  these  assessments  today  is  a  notice  to  the 
public  that  assessments  are  to  be  put  on  an  equitable  and  uniform 
basis,'  McSheehy  declared.  'This  is  only  a  preliminary  sten,  how- 
ever, in  bringing  about  a  condition  of  uniformity.  At  present  there  is 
a  wide  variation  in  assessments.  Some  property  is  assessed  too  high. 
Much  is  assessed  at  only  10  per  cent  of  its  sales  value.  Under  this  plan 
it  can  all  be  brought  up  to  a  50  per  cent  standard.' 

Wolden  declared  last  night  that  the  whole  aim  of  his  department  is 
to  make  assessments  on  an  equitable  and  uniform  basis. 

The  situation  following  tlie  equalization  proceedings  of  the  1927  and 
1928  period  was  simply  this:  The  Board  of  Supervisors  did  not  utilize 
the  land  report  at  all,  and  had  used  the  building  report  in  only  a  minor 
eense. 

The  Assessor  had  been  given  practically  $30,000  to  check  the  land 
report  submitted  by  Superintendent  James  G.  Stafford,  and  had  re- 
ported officially  to  the  Board   of  Supervisors  that  in  his  judgment  it 
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would  be  contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  San  Francisco  to  adopt  the 
standards  of  value  the  land  appraisal  reflected. 

The  record  of  the  land  appraisal  in  detail,  to  quote  from  the  letter  of 
James  G.  Stafford  when  he  submitted  it,  was  'contained  in  forty-four 
bound  volumes  of  summary  sheets  in  typewritten  form.' 

In  the  background  of  the  typewritten  summaries  were  131  unit 
land  value  maps  of  the  entire  area  of  the  City  and  County  showing 
the  appraised  street  frontage  values  as  finally  established  by  the 
members  of  the  staff  working  under  the  direction  of  Superintendent 
James  G.  Stafford. 

The  Assessor's  examination  of  the  summary  sheets  and  of  the  131 
appraisal  maps  revealed,  as  reported  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
June  17,  1929,  over  13,000  errors.  These  errors,  as  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  as  the  official  transcript  of  the  meeting  of 
June  17,  1929,  will  show,  were  classified  as  follows: 

1.  Faulty  dimensions  in  lots  as  appraised,  7707.  That  is  to  say 
that  the  Assessor,  in  making  a  general  check  of  the  computation  of  all 
values  based  on  the  front  foot  valuations,  found  that  the  value  placed 
on  7707  parcels  of  land  did  not  conform  with  the  front  foot  value, 
because  faulty  dimensions  were  used  by  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of 
Appraisal  in  making  their  calculations. 

2.  Errors  in  valuation. 

That  is  to  say,  apparent  transposition  of  figures  were  discovered  in 
the  number  of  4062. 

3.  Unit  front  foot  values  were  omitted  entirely  on  various  streets  in 
523  cases. 

4.  Inconsistent  valuations. 

That  is  to  say,  absolute  variance  from  values  shov/n  on  adjoining 
sectional  maps  were  discovered  in  503  cases. 

5.  Failure  to  define  limitations  on  valuations  as  listed  on  various 
blocks  were  discovered  in  496  cases. 

To  summarize  the  Assessor's  findings:  Of  the  131  unit  land  value 
maps  submitted  covering  the  entire  area  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  107,  or  SI  per  cent,  showed  material  errors. 

Nothing  is  of  record  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  building  appraisal 
because  no  check  has  ever  been  attempted  on  that  appraisal. 

It  is  to  be  remembered,  however,  that  more  than  125,000  buildings 
were  appraised  at  a  gross  cost  under  the  contract  of  $125,000.  Nothing 
is  known  as  to  the  profit  realized  by  James  G.  Stafford  and  Associates, 
Incorporated,  in  making  tlie  appraisal  of  the  buildings,  but  it  is  to  be 
assumed  that  some  sort  of  a  profit  was  made,  and,  therefore,  it  is 
thoroughly  evident  that  the  130,000  taxable  structures  in  San  Francisco 
were  appraised  at  an  average  of  considerable  less  than  one  dollar 
($1.00)   per  structure. 

At  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  first  Monday  in  July,  192'9,  the  Assessor 
delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  the  Assessment  Roll 
for  the  year  1929. 

The  Supervisors  did  not  meet  as  a  Board  of  Equalization  on  the  first 
Mpnday  in  July  of  1929,  but  they  did  convene  as  such  a  Board  on 
July  S,  audi  reconvened  on  July  12,  and  finally  adjourned  on  July  15th. 
It  is  to  be  noted,  therefore,  that  the  Supervisors  held  but  three  ses- 
sions as  an  equalizing  body  during  1929. 

Application  for  the  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments,  totaling 
243,  were  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  during  their  1929  session 
as  an  equalizing  l)ody.  Forty-one  (41)  of  these  applications  covered 
applications  for  reduction  or  correction  of  land  assessments  and  two 
hundred  and  two  (202)  applications  for  the  reduction  or  correction  of 
building  assessments. 

Tlie  Board  of  Su!)ervisors,  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  estab- 
lished a  precedent  in  the  handling  of  these  applications.     Whereas  in 
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the  past  it  had  been  their  practice  either  to  refer  them  to  the  Assessor, 
or  lo  take  them  under  advisement,  in  1929  they  referred  evei-y  applica- 
tion to  an  AdvisoiT  Group,  which  was  composed  of  the  Assessor  and 
his  staff,  Mr.  Joseph  Phillips  of  the  Right  of  Way  Depiirtment  and  two 
(2)  experts  employed  under  Mr.  Phillips  on  a  per  diem  basis. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  equalization  s-ession  the  Assessor  rendered 
a  report  recommending:  reductions  in  the  case  of  five  (5)  applications 
coverint?  land  and  one  hundred  and  six  (106)  in  the  case  of  applica- 
tions covering  impi'ovements.  The  proceedings  of  the  1929  Board  of 
Equalization  would  seem  to  have  been  conducted  along  more  logical 
lines  than  any  of  the  proceedings  previously  had,  but  it  is  to  be  noted 
that  despite  the  fact  that  the  land  appraisal  report  and  the  building 
appraisal  report,  that  had  been  compiled  "in  order  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  might  perform  the  duties  impos-ed  by  law  upon  said  Board 
as  a  board  of  equalization,"  it  was  necessary  to  engage  further  ex])ert 
advice,  and  it  does  not  appear  from  the  record  that  the  expert  advice 
thus  engaged  was  guided  in  whole  or  in  part  by  either  the  land  ap- 
praisal report  or  the  building  appraisal  report. 

From  all  the  information  that  we  can  gather,  this  advisory  group 
conferred  with  the  Assessor,  and  with  his  deputies,  iier.s'onally  exam- 
ined the  properties  under  reference,  again  conferred  with  the  Assessor 
and  his  deputies,  and  then  approved  and  concurred  in  the  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Assessor,  both  in  the  cases  of  reduction  and 
denial  of  the  applications'  under  consideration,  and  the  Journals  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  Number  29,  Volume  24,  page 
1431,  definitely  establish  the  fact  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Assessor  were  approved  and  concurred  in  by  the  experts  engaged  for 
this  particular  work. 

Neither  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
nor  the  official  transcript  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  indicate  that 
either  the  land  appraisal  or  building  appraisal  were  used. 

As.-  a  matter  of  fact,  the  transcript  of  the  meeting  of  July  8th  con- 
tains the  following  statement  by  one  of  the  Supervisors: 

"Let  us  find  out  if  we  have  done  anything  wise  in  making  the  invest- 
ment of  some  $250,000  to  get  this  appraisal  and  let  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  who  have  been  most  ardent  in  having  the  Stafford 
appraisal  made  defend  their  position." 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  in  1928,  on  motion,  the  Assessor  had 
been  requested  to  establish  all  assessments  on  a  fixed  jiercentage  of  the 
true  value. 

In  the  1929  session  Supervisor  Shannon,  in  case  after  cas-e,  and  in 
instance  after  instance,  attempted  to  induce  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  themselves  follow  the  course  which  they  had  recommended  to  the 
Assessor;  that  is  to  say,  basing  assessed  valuations  at  50  per  cent  of 
the  land  appraisal  or  the  building  appraisal,  and  in  each  case  the 
Board  of  Sui)ervisors  declined  to  follow  such  a  course.  The  transcript 
of  that  proceeding  of  July  8th  established  that  every  effort  made  by 
Supervisor  Sliannon  to  make  use  of  thes-e  appraisals  in  connection  with 
applications  for  reduction  or  correction  of  assessments  that  were  before 
the  Board  failed  of  even  a  second. 

It  is  thoroughly  evident  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  sitting  as  a 
Board  of  Equalization,  have  never  made  any  use  of  these  appraisals, 
despite  the  fact  that  the  purpose  of  making  the  appraisals  as  set  foith 
in  the  original  resolution  was  "that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  might 
perform  the  duties  imposed  by  law  upon  said  Board  as  a  Board  of 
Equalization." 

There  is  no  need  at  tliis  time  to  question  whether  the  purpose  of 
these  ajipraisals  was  equalization,  or  whether  hhe  purpose  was  an 
encroachment  upon  the  duties-  of  the  Assessor.  It  is  equally  useless 
to  argue  that  the  real  purpose  of  these  appraisals  is  to  provide  the  gen- 
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eral  public  with  a  chart  of  true  values.  It  is  to  be  considered,  how- 
ever, that  if  it  is  intended  to  establish  as  an  official  record  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  a  chart  of  true  values,  then  it  is  incumbent  upon 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  adopt  those  true  values  when  sitting  as 
a  Board  of  Equalization.     That  this  is  true  cannot  be  denied. 

Section  3673  of  the  Political  Code  definitely  empowers  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  increase  or  lower  any  assessment  so  as  to  equalize  the 
assessment  of  property  contained  in  said  roll  and  "make  the  assess- 
ment conform  to  the  true  value  of  such  property  in  money." 

Certainly  with  such  a  provision  on  the  statute  books  of  the  State 
since  1880,  no  one  can  deny  that  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  a 
county  accept  a  certain  chart  of  values  as  indicative  of  the  true  value, 
and  further,  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  themselves  have,  at  a  con- 
siderable expense,  authorized  the  appraisal  of  property  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  providing  themselves  wath  a  chart  of  true  values  for  use 
during  their  equalization  deliberations,  they  must  make  use  of  such 
a  chart  of  values. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  cannot  urge  that  the  time  granted  to  them 
under  Section  3672'  of  the  Political  Code  is  insufficient.  That  section 
states  that  the  Board  shall  continue  in  session  for  the  purpose  of 
equalization  from  time  to  time  until  the  business  of  equalization  is 
disposed  of,  but  not  later  than  the  third  Monday  in  July,  but  Section 
3885  of  the  Political  Code,  as  well  as  countless  decisions  of  the  courts, 
definitely  establishes  that  no  act  relating  to  assessment  or  correction 
of  taxes  is  illegal  because  the  same  was  not  completed  within  the  time 
required  ])y  law,  and  in  no  less  than  four  (4)  cases  the  court  has 
ruled  that  this  section  is  applicable  to  proceedings  before  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  sitting  as  a  Board  of  Equalization. 

The  courts  have  also  ruled  that  if  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have 
knowledge  that  certain  property  is  under-assessed  and  fail  to  increase 
that  assessment  the  entire  assessment  roll  may  be  invalidated. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  a  county  are 
at  a  considerable  disadvantage  in  undertaking  equalization  of  assessed 
valuations.  Their  handicap  is  due  in  part,  at  least,  to  the  fact  that 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  the  codes  under  which  they 
function  were  enacted  at  a  time  when  the  entire  taxation  structure 
of  the  state  was  different  than  it  is  today.  Section  3672  of  the  Political 
Code  was  enacted  in  1891  and  Section  3673  was  enacted  in  1880.  It 
may  be  that  the  equalization  responsibility  of  county  supervisors  can 
never  be  discharged  until  the  basic  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
the  codes  are  changed;  that  they  have  not  been  discharged  by  the 
application  or  usage  of  the  land  appraisal  or  the  building  appraisal  is 
self-evident. 

The  Assessor's  office  makes  every  year  some  280,000  individual 
assessments. 

The  average  number  of  applications  for  reduction  or  correction  of 
assessments  filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  a  Board  of  Equali- 
zation is  200. 

At  irregular  intervals  certain  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
insist  that  there  are  gross  inequalities  in  the  assessment  roll.  That 
may  or  may  not  be  true,  but  it  is  of  record  with  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  the  Assessor,  with  a  limited,  staff  of  valuation  men — five 
(5)  in  his  land  department  and  three  (3)  in  his  building  department — 
is  steadily  and  continuously  revising  and  readjusting  assessed  valua- 
tions all  over  San  Francisco. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Assessor  for  the  year  1929,  as  filed  with 
this  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  July  1.  1929.  definitely  establishes  that 
the  1929  assessment  roll  reflected  over  30.000  valuation  revisions  of 
the  tax  burden  of  the  community. 

San  Francisco  County  is  no  different  than  any  other  county  in  the 
State  of  California,  in  so  far  as  vesting  the  responsibility  for  equaliza- 
tion of  the  assessments  with  a  Board  of  Supervisors.  Each  county 
board  in  the  state  struggles  with  the  same  problem. 
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For  nianv  vears  the  state  revenues  were  raised  by  a  direct  levy 
against  the  counties  of  the  state,  based  on  the  assessment  roll  of 
each  particular  county,  and  it  was  therefore  a  practice  of  county 
assessors,  in  what  they  believed  to  be  tlie  protection  of  the  interests 
of  the  tax-pavers  of  the  various  counties,  to  place  a  lower  ratu)  of 
assessed  valuation  on  property.  In  1911  that  method  of  raising  state 
funds  was  done  awav  with  but  the  1928  California  State  Tax  Com- 
mission  in  their  report  filed   with   the  Governor  on   March   5th,   19^9, 

said :  ^     , 

"The  ever  present  possibility  of  a  state  direct  tax  appears  to  be  a 
factor  in  holding  county  assessments  down.  A  sudden  reduction  in 
assessed  valuations,  following  a  state  levy,  would  be  difficult  to 
explain  "  We  faced  the  possibilitv  of  a  return  of  the  so-called  ad 
valorem  basis  last  year;  we  may  face  the  same  thing  one  year  from 
now  and  for  that  reason  the  assessed  valuations  of  each  county  do  not 
in  any  sense  reflect  a  consistent  relation  with  alleged  true  valuations. 

Conclusion. 

First:  That  the  assessed  valuations  of  each  county  in  the  state  in 
nowise  reflect  a  consistent  relation  with  alleged  true  valuations. 

Second:  That  at  a  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  something  in  excess  of 
$225,000,  appraisals  of  the  taxable  real  property  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  were  made  in  order  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  might,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of-  the  codes, 
correct  any  inequalities  that  may  exist  in  the  assessments  of  the 
City  and  County. 

Third:  That  these  appraisals  were  completed  and  delivered  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco. 

Fourth-  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  have  never 
utilized  these  appraisals  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  appraisals. 

Fifth:  That  the  appraisals  of  the  land  were  made  in  1926-27. 
Sixth:  That  the  appraisals  of  the  buildings  were  made  in  1927-28. 
Seventh-  That  in  the  period  that  has  elapsed  since  the  making  of 
either  or  both  of  these  appraisals  activity  in  the  real  estate  market 
has  been  appreciablv  diminished  throughout  the  I'nited  States,  and 
in  San  Francisco  to  such  an  extent  that  the  appraisals  no  longer 
reflect  the  true  value. 

Eighth-  That  the  valuation  fixing  authority  on  property  for  pur- 
poses of  taxation  is  conferred  by  the  Constitution,  the  Codes,  and  the 
decisions  of  the  courts,  specifically  upon  the  Assessor. 

Ninth-  That  the  Assessor  cannot,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution, the  Codes  and  the  decisions  of  the  courts,  delegate  that 
valuation  fixing  authority  to  anyone. 

Tenth-  That  the  historv  of  other  American  cities  definitely  and 
conclusively  establishes  that  interference  with  assessing  officials  is 
detrimental  to  the  public  welfare. 

Rccomwoidation. 

1  That  all  existing  books,  records,  data  of  the  land  appraisal  and 
of  the  building  appraisal  be  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  with  instruction  that  they  are  public  records  and  subject 
to  public  inspection.  ^        ,      ^  o 

2.  That  the  Resolution  (No.  31,023)  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors, 
adopted  .June  17th,  19211,  be  rescinded. 

Relating  to  Use  of  Registrar's  Office  to  Secure  Signatures  for  Amend- 
ment for  Permanent  Registration. 

The  following  was  read  by  the  Clerk:  . 

Communication  from  San  Francisco  Labor  Council,  complaining  of 
alleged  improper  and  illegal  use  of  the  Registrar's  office  in  securing 
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signatures   to   petitions   for   amendment   of   state   law   to   bring   about 
permanent  registration. 

Supervisor  Power  moved  that  the  Clerk  notify  the  Registrar  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  not  in  accord  with  the  practise  com- 
plained of.

Amending  Ordinance  No.  8140  (New  Series),  providing  that  whole- 
sale food  terminals,  warehouses,  freight  yards  and  ferr>'  terminals 
shall  not  be  constructed  or  established,  erected  or  constructed  within  a 
certain  district  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  establish- 
ing the  boundaries  of  said  district,  and  providing  for  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  the  provisions  hereof,  by  including  in  said  prohibited 
structures  and  callings  airplane  landings  and  hydroplane  landings,  and 
the  landing  of  passengers  from  airplanes  or  hydroplanes. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

That  Ordinance  No.  8140,  the  title  of  which  is  hereinbefore  recited, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  wholesale  food  terminal,  warehouse,  freight  yard,  or 
ferry  terminal,  or  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane  landing,  or  any 
building  or  structure  to  be  used  as  a  wholesale  food  terminal,  ware- 
house, freight  yard,  ferry  terminal,  airplane  landing  or  hydroplane 
landing,  shall  be  constructed,  erected  or  established  within  the  ter- 
ritory bounded  on  the  nortli  by  the  waters  of  San  Francisco  Bay,  on 
the  east  by  the  westerly  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  on  the  south  by 
Jackson  street,  and  on  the  west  by  the  westerly  line  of  Lyon  street, 
nor  shall  any  structure  for  any  of  the  purposes  above  mentioned  be 
constructed  or  erected,  projecting  into  the  waters  of  the  bay  from 
the  land  included  in  the  above  described  district. 

Section  2.  No  building  permit  shall  be  issued  or  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  for  the  erection,  construction  or  alteration  of 
any  building,  or  structure,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  any  permit  so  issued  or  granted  shall  be  void. 

Section  3.  No  certificate  of  occupancy  shall  be  issued  or  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Health  authorizing  or  permitting  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  occupy  or  use  any  building  or  structure  in  place  within 
the  above  bounded  district  for  or  as  a  wholesale  food  terminal,  ware- 
house,  freight  yard   or  ferry  terminal. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  the  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  to 
exceed  .fSOO.OO  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  to  exceed 
six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.  And  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  separate  offense  for  each  and  every  day 
during  any  portion  of  which  any  violation  of  this  ordinance  is  com- 
mitted, permitted  or  continued  by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation.

Amending  Section  2  of  Ordinance  No.  5132,  as  amended  by  Ordinance 
No.  8464  (New  Series),  entitled  "Imposing  license  taxes  on  certain 
businesses,  callings,  trades  or  employments  within  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco." 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 
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Section  1.  Section  2  of  Ordinance  No.  5132  (New  Series),  the  title 
of  which  is  recited  above,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

License  Payable  in  Advance — Where  Payable — Penalty  for  Xon-Payment. 

Section  2.  On  and  after  April  1, 1930,  all  license  taxes,  unless,  by  ordi- 
nance, specifically  provided  otherwise,  shall  be  due  and  payable  quar- 
terly in  advance,  and  fall  due  on  the  first  day  of  October,  the  first  day 
of  January,  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  calen- 
dar year,  depending  upon  the  particular  quarter  in  which  a  licensee 
begins  business.  In  all  cases  of  licenses  on  new  business  collectible  at 
periods  other  than  the  months  of  October,  January,  April  and  July,  the 
Tax  Collector  shall  pro  rate  on  a  monthly  basis  the  amount  of  license 
fee  due  for  any  given  quarter. 

Whenever  a  license  tax  is  imposed  by  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  do  or  perform  the  act  or  to  carry  on  the  business,  trade,  profession  or 
calling  for  which  a  license  is  required,  or  to  own,  keep  or  use  the 
article  or  thing,  for  the  owning,  keeping  or  using  of  which  a  license 
is  required,  unless  such  license  be  first  procured. 

All  licenses  are  payable,  when  due,  at  the  office  of  the  Tax  Collector, 
in  the  City  Hall,  and  if  not  paid  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
same  become  due,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  add  10  per  cent  to  the 
amount  of  the  license  as  a  penalty  for  non-payment.  If  the  license  is 
not  paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  same  becomes  due,  the  Tax  Col- 
lector shall  add  15  per  cent  to  the  amount  of  the  license  as  a  penalty 
for  non-payment.  If  the  license  is  not  paid  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  same  becomes  due,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  add  twenty-five 
per  cent  to  the  amount  of  the  license  as  i:\  penalty  for  non-payment.. 
Provided,  however,  when  a  licensee  has  failed  for  a  period  of  six 
months  or  more  to  pay  a  license  fee,  and  has  allowed  the  license  to 
become  delinquent  for  this  or  a  longer  period,  the  Tax  Collector  shall, 
in  such  instances,  impose  a  penalty  of  fifty  per  cent  on  the  total  amount 
of  license  delinquent,  and  shall  turn  over  a  complete  list  of  such 
licensees  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  arrest  and  prosecution  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Nothing  shall  permit  the  exemption  of 
the  penalties  mentioned  in  this  section. 

Section  2.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Resolved,  That  the  hereinafter  described  locations  be  and  tlie  same 
are  hereby  adopted  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as  the 
definite  locations  of  said  lands  necessary  for  the  extension  of  said  pro- 
tective area,  said  locations  constituting  an  amendment  of  the  location 
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of  the  protective  area  described  in  Resolution  No.  25883  (New  Series), 
hereinabove  referred  to,  in  that  the  locations  hereinafter  described 
are  added  to  said  protective  area.

Report  of   Health   Committee  on   Garbage   Disposal. 

The  following  was  presented  by  Supervisor  McSheehy,  copies  ordered 
sent  to  each  member,  and  the  subject-matter  made  a  Special  Order  for 
3  p.  m.  next  Monday: 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and   County  of  San   Francisco — Gentlemen: 

Your  Public  Health  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report,  which  is  the  third  report  filed  by  said  Committee  on  the  ques- 
tion of  garbage  disposal: 

We  are  annexing  the  two  former  reports  presented  by  this  commit- 
tee to  the  Board  for  the  purpose  of  refreshing  the  memory  of  the 
members  who  were  on  the  Board  when  these  reports  were  submitted 
and  further  to  acquaint  the  new  members  of  what  has  been  done  by 
the  Health  Committee  prior  to  their  taking  office. 

Whereas,  on  the  election  held  Noveml>er  5,  192S,  by  a  vote  of  45,570 
for  and  39,291  against,  the  electors  determined  upon  incineration  as 
the  method  of  disposing  of  San  Francisco  garbage  and  rubbish;  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  carry  out  said  policy  as  so  declared  and  ex- 
pressed, it  is  necessary  that  an  incinerator  be  constructed  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  incinerating  the 
garbage  and   rubbish  collected  therein;    and 

Whereas,  there  is  urgent  necessity  that  said  incinerator  should  l)e 
constructed  without  further  delay;   therefore,  be  it 

Financed   Publicly. 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Committee  of  this  Board  be  instructed, 
in  making  up  the  budget  for  the  year  1930-1931,  to  allot  sufficient 
moneys  in  said  l)udget  for  the  purchase  of  a  block  of  land  contiguous 
to  the  present  incinerator  now  located  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro 
streets  and  erect  thereon  an  incinerator  of  the  most  modern  type  that 
will  burn  SOO  tons  of  garbage  and  rubbish  in  twenty-four  hours. 

Financed  Privately. 
Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San    Francisco    does    hereby    declare    that    an    incinerator    should    be 
financed  by  private  capital  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  That  said  incinerator  should  be  constinicted  at  or  near  the  site 
of  the  present  incinerator  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro  streets,  either 
upon  the  property  belonging  to  the  City  or  upon  privately  owned  prop- 
erty to  be  purchased  by  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  said 
incinerator,  and  if  constructed  upon  i>roperty  now  owned  or  here- 
after acquired  by  the  City,  that  a  reason:il)le  rental  should  l)e  paid  for 
tile  use  of  said  property  by  the  person,  tiiin  oi-  corporation  financing 
and  operating  .said   incinerator. 

(b)  That  said  incinerator  should  have  a  capacity  of  incinerating 
cik'lif  liun(li-(Ml  tons  of  garbage  and  rul>bish  per  L'lhour  day  in  the  most 
up-to-date  and  economical  manner,  and  without  necessitating  the  segre- 
gation of  the  wet  from  the  dry  garbage  by  the  householiders  of  the 
City  and  County. 

(c)  Tliat  the  i)ersoii,  firm  or  corporation  financing  and  operating 
said  incinerator  shall  l>e  given  the  exclusive  privilege,  for  a  period  of 
at  le-ast  twenty-five  years,  of  incinerating  ail   garbage  and  rubbish  col- 
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lected  in  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Fi-ancisco.  with  the  exception  of 
that  character  of  garbage  commonly  known  an  '■swill."  winch  may  be 
collected  from  hotels,  restaurants  and  other  similar  places. 

(d)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  and  operating 
said  incinerator  shall  agree  with  the  City  and  County  that  said  City 
and  County  may  acquire  and  take  over  said  incinerator  and  all  of  the 
ennipnicnt  thereof  and  the  land  upon  which  the  same  is  situated,  if 
said  land  is  not  already  owned  l)y  the  City,  at  any  time  during  the 
period  of  twenty-five  years  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph,  at  the 
cost  thereof  less  a  reasonable  amount  for  depreciation  on  said  incin- 
erator and  equipment  figured  as  of  the  date  on  which  the  same  may 
be  taken  over  by  the  City.  If  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  said  incin- 
erator and  said  property  cannot  be  agreed  upon  between  the  owner 
thereof  and  the  City,  the  same  amount  shall  be  fi.xed  by  arbitration, 
the  owner  of  said  incinerator  and  the  City  to  each  appoint  one  arbiter, 
and  the  two  so  appointed  to  choose  a  third,  and  the  price  fixed  for 
said  incinerator  and  said  land  shall  be  the  price  at  which  the  City 
mav  acquire  the  same.  If  said  incinerator  is  not  taken  over  by  the 
Citv  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  during  which  the  financer  of 
said  incinerator  has  been  given  the  privilege  of  incinerating  the 
gaibage  and  rulibish  collected  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, said  incinerator  shall  at  that  time  revert  without  cost  to  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  shall  be  the  property  of  said 
City  and  County. 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  given  the  exclu- 
sive franchise  or  privilege  of  financing  or  operating  said  incinerator. 
be  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  this  Board  may 
re^iuire,  guaranteeing  that  said  incinerator  will  be  constructed  accord- 
ing to  accepted  specifications,  and  that  said  person,  fimi  or  corpora- 
tion operating  the  same  will  perform  its  contract  with  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  full  term  thereof  or  until  said  incin- 
erator is  taken  over  by  said  City  and  County. 

Further  Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  select  the  type  of 
incinerator  to  be  constructed  and  that  the  Board  of  Public  AVorks  have 
supervision  of  said  construction.  We  feel  that  although  private  cap- 
ital may  finance  this  plant,  nevertheless,  we  view  it  as  a  quasi  public 
utility  from  the  fact  that  the  plant  will  eventually  revert  to  the  City 
or  may  be  purchased  by  the  City  at  any  time  after  completion;  hence 
we  recommend  that  all  possible  safeguards  be  thrown  about  it. 

Type  of  Incinerator. 

We  recommend  that  any  incinerator  constructed  have  the  following 
fundamental  requirements,  as  we  deem  the  same  necessary  for  a  suit- 
able incinerator: 

1.  An  incinerator  must  have  good  general  formation  and  architec- 
tural design,  good  working  conditions,  and  require  a  minimum  amount 
of  labor. 

2.  The  plant  must  destroy  rubbish  and  garbage  in  a  sanitary  and 
inoffensive  manner,  with  complete  destruction  at  minimum  cost.  If 
an  incinerator  is  insanitary  and  offensive  it  fails  in  its  principles 
and  is  a  total  loss.  For  that  reason  the  initial  cost  is  not  altogether 
the  determining  factor. 

3.  The  furnace  of  the  incinerator  must  preferably  be  of  brick  type, 
thus  giving   lietter   radiation. 

4.  The  plant  must  be  such  that  there  will  be  no  interference  or 
delay  in  the  collection  of  refuse  or  in  delivering  it  to  the  plant.  The 
cheapest  plant  to  operate  and  keep  in  repair  is  one  which  has  a  uni- 
form, regulated  operation.  Mechanical  feed  and  automatic  hoppers 
are  therefore  essential. 

5.  The  incinerator  must  be  equippe<l  with  shaker  grates,  the  latter 
preventing  clinkers.     Clinkers  are  the  bane  of  most  incinerators.     The 
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shaker  grates  should  operate  over  an  ash  pit  with  a  special  drop  for 
cans  and  non-combustible  substances. 

6.  A  single-cell  furnace  fails  of  efficiency  for  want  of  mutual  assist- 
ance; for  that  reason  a  four-cell  furnace  is  preferable,  and  the  com- 
mittee recommends  it,  as  we  feel  that  the  mutual  assistance  type  is 
of  great  help  in  the  complete  destruction  of  garbage. 

7.  The   baffle    wall    is   another    important    requirement   of   the   goodf 
incinerator.     The  baffle  wall   increases  the  efficiency  of  a  furnace  by 
changing  the  direction  of  the  flow  of  the  gases,  which  breaks  stratifi- 
cation, thus  greatly  increasing  the  distances  the  gases  must  travel,  so 
that   those  gases  are   retained    for  a   longer  period.     Great  additional  i 
heat  is  utilized  by  the  retention  of  the  gas. 

Whereas,  your  committee  has  found  the  type  of  incinerator  built  i 
by  the  Superior  Incinerator  Company  for  the  city  of  Chicago  in  1928 
to  embody  the  above-descril>ed  qualifications,  and  a  model  for  modern 
refuse  burners.     We  attach  the  accompanying  specifications  provided  i 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  city  engineer  of  Chicago,  L.  Gayton.     These 
are  the  major  specifications  for  the  incinerator  which  we  recommend 
for  San  Francisco.     We  recommend  the  Superior  type  of  incinerator,  j 
or  its  equal. 

Resolved,   That   whether  the  City  constructs  the  incinei-ator   itself, 
or   permits    it   to   be   privately    financed,    that   a   plant   embodying   the   i 
above-mentioned  features  be  adhered  to,  for  the  reason  that  the  fea-  j 
tures  mentioned  are  absolutely  necessary  from  both  a  sanitary  and  an   i 
economical  standpoint.  ' 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  be  directed  to  have  plans  1 
and  specifications  made  from  the  attached  specifications  and  call  for 
bids  for  an  incinerator  that  will  burn  SCO  tons  of  garbage  or  rubbish 
in  twenty-four  hours  and  award  contract  for  said  incinerator.  We 
further  recommend  that  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  said 
incinerator  shall  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  incinerating  the 
garbage  and  rubbish  in  San  Francisco  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
liereinbef'ore  set  forth,  for  a  i>eriod  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  years, 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  per  ton.  In  case  the  plant  is  pri- 
vately financed,  we  recommend  that  the  name  of  the  company  awarded 
the  contract  for  the  erection  of  an  incinerator  be  required  to  provide 
a  bond  in  a  sufficient  sum  to  guarantee  specific  performance  of  con- 
tract: and  we  further  recommend  that  the  name  of  the  company 
awarded  the  contract  to  build  this  incinerator  be  embodied  in  the 
franchise,  permit  or  agreement,  and  that  said  incinerator  l>e  built  by 
said  company. 

MINORITY  RESOLUTION  ON  SUBJECT  OF  INCINERATOR. 

The  following  was  also  presented,  copies  ordered  sent  to  members 
and  subject  matter  made  Special  Order  of  Business  for  3  p.  m.  next 
Monday. 

Whereas,  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  did, 
at  the  general  election  held  on  the  5th  day  of  November,  1929.  express 
and  declare  as  their  policy  that  the  garbage  collected  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  should  be  disposed  of  by  incineration;  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  carry  out  said  policy  as  so  declared  and  ex- 
pressed it  is  necessary  that  an  incinerator  be  constructed  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  incinerating  the  gar- 
l>age  collected  therein;  and 

Whereas,  there  is  urgent  necessity  that  said  incinerator  should  be 
constructed  without  further  delay;  and 

Whereas,  the  limit  of  taxation  fixed  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  p-rancisco  will  not  permit  the  levying  of  a  sufficient 
amount  of  tax  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  said  incin- 
erator;   and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that,  in  view 
of  the  large  bond  issue  that  must  be  submitted  to  the  people  during  the 
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vear  1930  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  properties  of  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  hereto- 
fore evaluated  bv  the  State  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  that  no 

'  additional  bond  issues  should  be  submitted  for  approval  until  after  said 
bond  issues  for  the  acquisition  of  the  properties  of  said  Pacific  Gas  and 

■  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  are  disposed  of; 

now,  therefore,  be  it  ^.  -,  ^       4.       v 

\  Resolved  That  the  Board  of  Supei-visors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
>•  San  Francisco  does  herebv  declare  that  an  incinerator  should  be  con- 
•  structed  by  private  capital  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)   That  said  incinerator  should  be  constructed  at  or  near  the  site 
.•f  the  present  incinerator  at   Fifteenth   and   De   Haro   streets,   either 
upon  the  propertv  belonging  to  the  City  or  upon  privately  owned  prop- 
I  ertv  and  if  constructed  upon  property  now  owned  or  hereafter  acquired 
:  by  "the  City  that  a   reasonable  rental  should   be  paid   by  the  person,

rants and  other  similar  places,  provided  that  said  swill  must  also  be 
incinerated  if  circumstances  require  the  disposition  of  the  same  by 
incineration. 

(e)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  given  the  privilege  of 
erecting  said  incinerator,  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a

Further  Resolved,  That,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  and  making 
effective  the  terms  of  this  resolution,  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
through  the  City  Engineer,  be  directed  to  forthwith  report  to  this 
Board  the  most  feasible  site  at  or  near  the  site  of  the  present  inciner- 
ator, which  may  be  found  available  for  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  said  incinerator,  and  the  approximate  cost  at  which  said 
site  may  be  obtained,  if  the  same  is  not  already  owned  by  the  City, 
and  that  upon  a  site  for  said  incinerator  being  agreed  upon  by  this 
Board,  that  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works,  through  the  City  Engi- 
neer, be  directed  to  make  suitable  borings  and  investigations  to  ascer- 
tain if  said  site  is  suitable  for  the  purpose  mentioned;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That,  upon  a  suitable  site  being  determined  for 
the  construction  of  said  incinerator,  this  Board  enact  suitable 
legislation  calling  for  the  receipt  of  proposals  for  the  construction  of 
said  incinerator  and  for  the  incineration  of  the  garbage  collected  in 
the  City  and  County,  and  authorizing  and  entering  into  a  contract 
with  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  will  construct  said  incin- 
erator, according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  deemed  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  City  by  the  City  Engineer  and  such  engineering  experts 
and  specialists  in  garbage  incineration  as  he  may  select  as  consultants, 
and  who  will  agree  to  incinerate  the  garbage  collected  in  said  City  and 
County  at  the  least  possible  cost,  not  exceeding  $1  per  ton,  and  with 
the  greatest  return  for  the  privilege  of  so  doing,  said  privilege  to 
exist  for  a  period  of  not  longer  than  twenty-five  yegrs.  That  the  least 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  City  and  County  for  the  privilege  of  in- 
cinerating said  garbage  shall  be  three  per  cent,  of  the  annual  net 
receipts  of  said  incinerator. 

Mayor   Authorized   to   Take   Official   Cognizance  of  the   Death   of 
Notable  Persons,  Arrival  of  Distinguished  Visitors.  Etc. 

Supervisor  Gallagiier  moved  that  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee he  authorized  to  appoint  committees  during  Board  meetings  on 
notice  of  death  of  notable  persons,  arrival  of  distinguished  visitors  or 
any  occasion  calling  for  official  recognition. 

Motion  carried. 

St.   Patrick's  Day  Celebration. 

Supervisor  dallagher,  on  behalf  of  the  St.  Patrick's  Day  Celebration 
Committee,  thanked  tlie  Board  for  the  Market  street  decorations  and

Gentlemen:  Referring  to  an  article  appearing  in  the  press  on  Tues- 
day, March  11,  1930,  concerning  the  appropriation  of  $6,000  to  the  or- 
ganization known  as  "The  Native  Sons  and  Daughters"  for  the  provision 
of  a  doughboy  statue  in  Memory  Grove,  Golden  Gate  Park. 

While  San  Francisco  Chapter  No.  1,  Gold  Star  Mothers  of  America, 
rejoices  in  any  improvements  thru  which  San  Francisco  may  honor  her 
hero  dead,  we  deeply  deplore  and  object  to  any  drawing  on  the  fund  of 
$10,000  allotted  for  the  nourishment  of  700  trees  now  planted  in  Heroes' 
Grove,  Golden  Gate  Park. 

This  same  Chapter  earnestly  protests  the  action  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  this  matter.  Since  1919  Mrs.  Leah  H.  Davis,  now  Past 
President,  has  labored  indefatigably  for  funds  to  complete  this  grove. 
In  1928  an  appropriation  of  ?30,000  was  set  aside  by  this  City  for  this 
project,  in  payments  of  $10,000  each  of  three  consecutive  issues. 

Possibly  an  error  has  been  made  in  conflicting  Heroes'  Grove  with 
Memory  Grove. 

Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved.  That  San  Francisco  Chapter  Xo.  1  of  the  Gold  Star  Mothers 
of  America  does  hereby  respectfully  request  a  hearing  on  this  matter 
at  an  early  date;  and  be  it 

Further  Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  and  to  the  Park 
Commissioners.

In  re  Incinerator  Proposals. 

March  4,  1930. 
Hon.  J.  M.  Toner,  M.  D.,  Chairman  Health  Committee,  Board  of  Super 
visors,  San  Francisco,  California. 

Dear  Sir:  The  San  Francisco  Bureau  of  Governmental  Researcl 
understands,  from  reports  in  the  press,  that  the  Health  Committee  ha? 
three  proposals  under  consideration  relative  to  the  problem  of  garbage 
disposal:  (1)  whether  the  City  shall  finance  and  build  (and  perhap^ 
operate)  a  municipal  incinerator;  (2)  whether  the  construction  and 
operation  of  an  incinerator  by  private  interests  shall  be  recommended: 
and  (3)  whether  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  to  the  Bureau  nf  Engl 
neering  shall  be  recommended  to  defray  the  cost  of  prejiaring  plan? 
and  specifications  for  a  new  incinerator  pending  determination  of  the 
question  of  public  or  private  financing,  construction  and  operation. 

The  Bureau  has  been  engaged  for  the  past  two  years  in  a  study  of 
local  garbage  problems,  with  particular  reference  to  collection.  It  ha? 
accumulated  a  considerable  amount  of  data  and  information  on  this 
phase  of  the  subject,  and,  incidentally,  various  data  on  the  subject  of 
garbage  and  refuse  disposal.  The  facts,  conclusions  and  recommenda- 
tions derived  from  this  study  will  be  made  public  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date  in  the  form  of  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Public  Health. 

At  this  time  the  Bureau  wishes  to  submit  to  you  such  exceiTJts  from 
this  forthcoming  report  as  deal  with  the  question  of  garbage  and  refuse 
disposal,  now  pending  before  your  committee,  with  the  thought  that 
these  may  be  helpful.    They  are  as  follows: 

A  new  incinerator  is  an  admitted  necessity.     The  incinerator  now- 
being  used   has  been   condemned   for  a   number   of  years  as   being  a 
nuisance  and  as  being  inadequate.     An   injunction,  held   in  abeyance 
pending  the  development  of  i)lans  by  the  City  for  the  construction  ofj  J 
a  new  incinerator,  will  ultimately  compel  its  abandonment. 

At  the  November,  1929,  election  the  vote  of  the  people  on  the  various 
questions  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  policy  (1)  opposed  munici- j  « 
pal  collection  of  garbage  and  refuse,  (2)  established  incineration  as  1 1 
the  disposal  policy  to  be  followed  by  the  City,  (3)  rejected  till-and-cnver 
as  an  alternative  disposal  method,  and  (4)  opposed  both  private  con- 
struction and  public  construction  of  an  incinerator,  the  effect  of  this 
conflicting  vote  being  to  leave  the  matter  open  for  determination  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  cost  of  a  new  incinerator,  including  land,  is  estimated  as 
$1,000,000.  With  the  impracticability  or  impossibility  of  appropriating 
such  a  sum  in  the  1930-31  budget  (equivalent  to  an  added  tax  rate  of 
about  12  cents  per  $100),  and  the  practical  certainty,  as  evidenced  by 
the  November  vote,  that  a  bond  issue  for  such  purpose  would  fail  to 
secure  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote,  it  is  considered  by  the  Bureau 
that  the  immediate  solution  of  the  disposal  problem  involves  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  an  incinerator  by  private  interests  under 
a  long-time  franchise  or  contract,  under  which  the  City  will  be  given 
the  right  to  acquire  and  operate  the  plant  at  any  time. 

The  two  phases  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  closely  allied: 
therefore,  the  efficiency  and  economy  of  operation  in  each  is  dependent 
to  a  certain   degree  on   the  methods  used   in   both.     It  is  our  opinion 
that    unless    the   collectors — who,    from    the    standpoint    of   health    and 
sanitation,  should  be  required  to  enter  into  a  single  contract  with  the 
City  for  refuse  and  garbage  collection — can  develop  proposals,  accept  ij 
able   to  the  City,   for   such    private   construction   and   operation   of  an  i| 
incinerator,  such   i)rivate  operation  will  constitute  a  source  of  unend- ' 
ing  friction  between  the  individual  CQllcctors.  the  private  operator  of 
the   incinerator,   and    the   City.     Under   an    incinerator   contract   with 
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someone  other  than  the  refuse  collectors  the  City  would  undoubtedly 
he  required  to  assume  the  obligation  of  seeing  that  all  refuse  collected 
is  delivered  to  the  incinerator,  particularly  combustible  refuse,  which 
would  be  in  conflict  with  the  present  salvaging  practices  of  the  scav- 
engers and  would  embroil  the  City,  as  the  regulating  agency,  in  unend- 
ing regulatory  difficulties. 

The  1027  garbage  ordinance,  among  other  things,  fixed  $1  per  ton 
as  the  maximum  rate  that  may  be  charged  for  the  incineration  of  refuse. 
Incinerator  revenues  derived  from  the  charge  of  $1  per  ton  paid  by 
the  scavengers  according  to  tonnage  of  refuse  delivered  by  each, 
amounts  to  approximately  $180,000  per  year.  Labor  charges  for  incin- 
eration operation  and  disposal  of  residue  after  incineration  approxi- 
mate $147,000,  and  other  costs  of  operation  and  maintenance,  $30,000, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  about  $3,000.  The  present  incinerator  operating 
costs  are,  therefore,  practically  $1  per  ton.  This  plant,  however,  de- 
signed for  a  capacity  of  400  tons  per  16-hour  day,  bandies  600  tons 
daily,  incinerating  only  about  60  per  cent  of  the  total  refuse,  leaving 
about  40  per  cent  as  excess  residue  to  be  hauled  away  and  used  for  fill. 
In  the  event  of  the  construction  of  a  new  incinerator  by  private  cap- 
ital the  disposal  cost  will  probably  have  to  be  increased  if  the  initial 
cost  approximates  $1,000,000.  The  present  rate  of  $1.00  per  ton  may 
be  inadequate  to  cover  maintenance  and  operating  costs  for  the  com- 
plete combustion  of  materials.  In  addition,  interest  and  amortization 
charges  will  probably  amount  to  8  to  10  per  cent  a  year  on  the  initial 
cost  of  a  new  plant — a  fixed  charge  of,  say,  $100,000  per  year  for  a 
million-dollar  plant. 

Modern   incinerators  have  been  and   are  being  operated  at  or  near 
the  $1  per  ton  figure:    however,  these  figures,  as  far  as  is  known,  do 
not  include  overhead  or  capital  charges,  and  usually  apply  to  incinera- 
tors located   in  small  communities  or  in  cities  requiring  segregation, 
where  only  the  combustible  rubbish  is  incinerated.     In  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, where  ashes  and  incombustibles  are  segregated  and  the  kitchen 
refuse  is  wrapped,  the  labor  and  maintenance  cost  for  incineration  in 
a  recently  constructed  Sterling  incinerator  was  $1.12  i)er  ton  in  192S. 
The  total  cost  of  this  plant  was  $550,100,  and  the  total  tonnage  handled 
In  1928  was  80,471  tons,  which  would  make  the  capital  charges  about 
70  cents  per  ton.     This,  added  to  the  $1.12  per  ton  for  labor  and  main- 
tenance,  gives  a   total   cost  of  $1.82   per  ton   for  disposal.     A   modem 
plant  at  Buffalo.  N.  Y.,  is  operating  at  a  cost  of  $1.61  per  ton,  not  in- 
I  eluding  capital  charges.     Here,  also,  the  incombustibes  are  segregated 
and  the  wet  garbage  is  wrapped. 
These  figures  indicate  that  the  disposal  costs  for  a  new  plant,   in- 
i  eluding  Interest  and  amortization   charges,  may  be  considerably  more 
j  than  the  $1  per  ton  now  charged.     With  mixed  garbage  having  a  high 
I  moisture  content,  as  is  the  case  in  San  Francisco,  the  diflSculty  and  the 
cost  of  incineration  is  considerably  increased. 

If  the  $1  per  ton  disposal  charge,  specified  as  a  maximum  by  the 
1927  ordinance,  is  inadequate,  (1)  an  increased  rate  must  be  paid  vol- 
untarily by  the  collectors,  or  (2)  a  subsidy  from  the  City  would  be 
necessary  to  make  up  the  difference,  or  (3)  the  $1  maximum  specified 
by  initiative  ordinance  must  be  changed,  requiring  vote  of  the  people 
on  the  amendment  or  repeal  of  the  1927  initiative  ordinance. 

If   the   latter   course   is   followed    and    a   new   ordinance   drafted    the 

Bureau   feels   that   the   City   should   i)lace   both   the   collection   and   the 

disposal  of  refuse  on  a  contract  basis,  preferably  with  the  same  con- 

1    tractor,  until  such  time  as  the  City  may  find  it  necessary  or  desirable 

to  undertake  both  collection  and  disposal  a.s  municipal  functions. 

The  proposal  to  appropriate  $25,000  to  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  to 

defray  the  cost  of  preparing  plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  incin- 

I    erator,    pending   determination    of   the   question    of   public   or   private 

>    financing,  construction  and  operation,  seems  i)remature  at  this  time  in 

I    View  of  the  probability  that  the  plant  will  be  privately  constructed.     In 

lieu  thereof  the  compilation  by  the  City  Engineer  of  a  "schedule  of 
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minimum  requirements"  for  incinerator  construction  and  operation 
for  San  Francisco  would  act  as  a  bar  to  uiidesirable  or  experimental 
types  of  plant,  would  establish  a  minimum  basis  for  bidders  in  the 
preparation  of  their  own  plans  and  specifications,  and  would  seem  to 
be  all  that  the  City  requires  at  the  present  time.  Such  a  schedule 
would  tend  to  limit  the  field,  as  far  as  the  type  of  plant  is  concerned,  to 
incinerators  of  reliable  construction,  and  yet  allow  sufficient  indi- 
viduality of  design  to  provide  competitive  bidding.  The  later  selec- 
tion and  approval  of  the  plans  and  specifications  representing  the  type 
of  plant  best  adapted  to  San  Francisco's  needs  should  be  in  charge  of 
the  City  Engineer,  and  an  appropriation  for  such  purpose  might  be 
required  when  bids  are  received.

Section  1.  Section  2  of  Ordinance  No.  5132  (New  Series),  the  title 
of  which  is  recited  above,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

License  Payable  in  Advance — Where  Paijable — Penalti/  for'  yon-Payment. 

Section  2.  On  and  after  April  1.  1930,  all  license  taxes,  unless,  by  ordi- 
nance, specifically  provided  otherwise,  shall  be  due  and  payable  quar- 
terly in  advance,  and  fall  due  on  the  first  day  of  October,  the  first  day 
of  January,  the  first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  calen- 
dar year,  depending  upon  the  particular  quarter  in  which  a  licensee 
begins  business.  In  all  cases  of  licenses  on  new  business  collectible  at 
periods  other  than  the  months  of  October,  January,  April  and  July,  the 
Tax  Collector  shall  pro  rate  on  a  monthly  basis  the  amount  of  license 
fee  due  for  any  given  quarter. 

Whenever  a  license  tax  is  imposed  by  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  do  or  perform  the  act  or  to  carry  on  the  business,  trade,  profession  or 
calling  for  which  a  license  is  required,  or  to  own,  keep  or  use  the 
article  or  thing,  for  the  owning,  keeping  or  using  of  which  a  license 
is  required,  unless  such  license  be  first  procured. 

All  licenses  are  payable,  when  due,  at  the  office  of  the  Tax  Collector, 
in  the  City  Hall,  and  if  not  paid  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
same  become  due,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  add  10  per  cent  to  the 
amount  of  the  license  as  a  penalty  for  non-payment.  If  the  license  is 
not  paid  within  sixty  days  after  the  same  becomes  due,  the  Tax  Col- 
lector shall  add  15  per  cent  to  the  amount  of  the  license  as  a  penalty 
for  non-payment.  If  the  license  is  not  paid  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  the  same  becomes  due,  the  Tax  Collector  shall  add  twenty-five 
per  cent  to  the  amount  of  the  license  as  &  penalty  for  non-payment. 
Provided,  however,  when  a  licensee  has  failed  for  a  period  of  six 
months  or  more  to  pay  a  license  fee,  and  has  allowed  the  license  to 
become  delinquent  for  this  or  a  longer  period,  the  Tax  Collector  shall, 
in  such  instances,  impose  a  penalty  of  fifty  per  cent  on  the  total  amount 
of  license  delinquent,  and  shall  turn  over  a  complete  list  of  such 
licensees  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  arrest  and  prosecution  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Nothing  shall  permit  the  exemption  of 
the  penalties  mentioned  in  this  section.

Report  of  Health  Committee  on  Garbage  Disposal. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City 
and   County  of  San    Francisco — Gentlemen: 

Your  Public  Health  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report,  which  is  the  third  report  filed  by  said  Committee  on  the  que»- 
tion  of  garl>age  disposal: 

We  are  annexing  the  two  former  reports  presented  by  this  commit- 
tee to  the  Board   for  the  purpose  of  refreshing  the  memorj'   of  the

members  who  were  on  the  Board  when  these  reports  were  submitted 
and  further  to  acquaint  the  new  members  of  what  has  been  done  by  i 
the  Health  Committee  prior  to  their  taking  office. 

Whereas,  on  the  election  held  November  5,  1928,  by  a  vote  of  45,570  ' 
for  and   39,291   against,  the  electors  determined   upon   incineration  as 
the  method  of  disposing  of  S^an  Francisco  garbage  and  rubbish ;  and 

Whereas,  in  order  to  carry  out  said  policy  as  so  declared  and  ex- 
pressed, it  is  necessary  that  an  incinerator  be  constructed  in  the  City  ' 
and   County    of   San    Francisco    for   the   purpose    of     incinerating    the 
garbage  and   rubbish  collected  therein;   and 

Whereas,  there  is  urgent  necessity  that  said  incinerator  should  be 
constructed  without  further  delay;   therefore,  be  it 

Financed  Publicly.  \ 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Committee  of  this  Board  be  instructed, 
in  making  up  the  budget  for  the  year  1930-1931,  to  allot  sufficient 
moneys  in  said  budget  for  the  purchase  of  a  block  of  land  contiguous 
to  the  present  incinerator  now  located  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro 
streets  and  erect  thereon  an  incinerator  of  the  most  modern  type  that 
will  burn  800  tons  of  garbage  and  rubbish  in  twenty-four  hours. 

Financed  Privately. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  does  hereby  declare  that  an  incinerator  should  be 
financed  by  private  capital  under  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  That  said  incinerator  should  1>?  constructed  at  or  near  the  site 
of  the  present  incinerator  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro  streets,  either 
upon  the  property  belonging  to  the  City  or  upon  privately  owned  prop- 
erty to  be  purchased  by  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  said 
incinerator,  and  if  constructed  upon  property  now  owned  or  here- 
after acquired  by  the  City,  that  a  reasonable  rental  should  be  paid  for 
the  use  of  said  property  by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing 
and  operating  said  incinerator. 

(b)  That  said  incinerator  should  have  a  capacity  of  incinerating 
eight  hundred  tons  of  garbage  and  rubbish  per  24-hour  day  in  the  most 
up-to-date  and  economical  manner,  and  without  necessitating  the  segre- 
gation of  the  wet  from  the  dry  garbage  by  the  householders  of  the 
City  and  County. 

(c)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  and  opei'ating 
said  incinerator  shall  be  given  the  exclusive  privilege,  for  a  period  of 
at  least  twenty-five  years,  of  incinerating  all  garbage  and  rubbish  col- 
lected in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  with  the  exception  of 
that  character  of  garbage  commonly  known  as  "swill,"  which  may  be 
collected  from  hotels,  restaurants  and  other  similar  places. 

(d)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  and  operating 
said  incinerator  shall  agi'ee  with  the  City  and  County  that  said  City 
and  County  may  acquire  and  take  over  said  incinerator  and  all  of  the 
equipment  thereof  and  the  land  upon  which  the  same  is  situated,  if 
said  land  is  not  already  owned  l>y  the  City,  at  any  time  during  the 
period  of  twenty-five  years  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph,  at  the 
cost  thereof  less  a  reasonable  amount  for  depreciation  on  said  incin- 
erator and  equipment  figured  a.s  of  the  date  on  which  the  same  may 
be  taken  over  by  the  City.  If  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  said  incin- 
erator and  said  property  cannot  be  agreed  upon  between  the  owner 
thereof  and  the  City,  the  same  amount  shall  be  fixed  by  arbitration, 
the  owner  of  said  incinerator  and  the  City  to  each  appoint  one  arbiter, 
and  the  two  so  appointed  to  choose  a  third,  and  the  price  fixed  for 
said  incinerator  and  said  land  sliall  be  the  price  at  which  the  City 
may  acquire  the  same.  If  said  incinerator  is  not  taken  over  by  the 
City  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  during  which  the  financer  of 
said  incinerator  has  been  given  the  privilege  of  incinerating  the 
garbage  and  rubbish  collected  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, said    incinerator  shall   at   that   time  revert  without  cost  to  the 
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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  sliall   be  the  property  of  said 
City  and  County. 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  given  the  exclu- 
sive franchise  or  privilege  of  financing  or  operating  said  incinerator, 
be  required  to  furnish  a  bond  in  such  amount  as  this  Board  may 
require,  guaranteeing  that  said  incinerator  will  l>e  constructed  accord- 
ing to  accepted  specifications,  and  that  said  person,  firai  or  corpora- 
tion operating  the  same  will  perform  its  contract  with  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  full  term  thereof  or  until  said  incin- 
erator is  taken  over  by  said  City  and  County. 

Further  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supei-visors  select  the  type  of 
incinerator  to  be  constructed  and  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  have 
supervision  of  said  construction.  We  feel  that  although  private  cap- 
ital may  finance  this  plant,  nevertheless,  we  view  it  as  a  quasi  public 
utility  from  the  fact  that  the  plant  will  eventually  revert  to  the  City 
or  may  be  purchased  by  the  City  at  any  time  after  completion;  hence 
we  recommend  that  all  possible  safeguards  be  thrown  about  it. 

Type  of  Incinerator. 

We  recommend  that  any  incinerator  constructed  have  the  following 
fundamental  requirements,  as  we  deem  the  same  necessary  for  a  suit- 
able incinerator; 

1.  An  incinerator  must  have  good  general  formation  and  architec- 
tural design,  good  working  conditions,  and  require  a  minimum  amount 
of  labor. 

2.  The  plant  must  destroy  rubbish  and  garbage  in  a  sanitary  and 
inoffensive  manner,  with  complete  destruction  at  minimum  cost.  If 
an  incinerator  is  insanitary  and  offensive  it  fails  in  its  principles 
and  is  a  total  loss.  For  that  reason  the  initial  cost  is  not  altogether 
the  determining  factor. 

3.  The  furnace  of  the  incinerator  must  preferably  be  of  brick  type, 
thus  giving  l>etter  radiation. 

4.  The  plant  must  be  such  that  there  will  be  no  interference  or 
delay  in  the  collection  of  refuse  or  in  delivering  it  to  the  plant.  The 
cheapest  plant  to  operate  and  keep  in  repair  is  one  which  has  a  uni- 
form, regulated  operation.  Mechanical  feed  and  automatic  hoppers 
are  therefore  essential. 

5.  The  incinerator  must  be  equipped  with  shaker  grates,  the  latter 
preventing  clinkers.  Clinkers  are  the  bane  of  most  incinerators.  The 
shaker  grates  should  operate  over  an  ash  pit  with  a  special  drop  for 
cans  and  non-combustible  substances. 

6.  A  single-cell  furnace  fails  of  efficiency  for  want  of  mutual  assist- 
ance; for  that  reason  a  four-cell  furnace  is  preferable,  and  the  com- 
mittee recommends  it,  as  we  feel  that  the  mutual  assistance  tvpe  is 
of  jrreat  help  in  the  complete  destruction  of  garbage. 

7.  The  baffle  wall  is  another  important  requirement  of  the  good 
incinerator.  The  baflle  wall  increases  the  efficiencv  of  a  furnace  by 
changing  the  direction  of  the  flow  of  the  gases,  which  breaks  stratifi- 
cation, thus  greatly  increasing  the  distances  the  gases  must  travel,  so 
that  those  gases  are  retained  for  a  longer  period.  Great  additional 
neat  is  utilize<l  by  the  retention  of  the  gas. 

Whereas,  your  committee  has  found  the  type  of  incinerator  built 
by  the  Superior  Incinerator  Company  for  the  city  of  Chicago  in  1928 
to  embody  the  above-descril)ed  qualifications,  and  a  model  for  modern 
refuse  buniers.  We  attach  the  accompanying  specifications  pro\ide<l 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  city  engineer  of  Chicago,  L.  Gavtou.  These 
are  the  major  specifications  for  the  incinerator  which  we  recommend 
for  San  Francisco.  We  recommend  the  Superior  tvpe  of  incinerator, 
or  Its  equal. 

Resolved.  That  whether  the  City  constructs  the  incinerator  itself, 
or  permits  it  to  l>e  privately  financed,  that  a  plant  embodying  the 
above-mentioned  features  be  adhered  to,  for  the  reason  that  the  fea- 
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tures  mentioned  are  absolutely  necessary  from  both  a  sanitary  and  an 
economical  standpoint. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Public  Works  be  directed  to  have  plans 
and  specifications  made  from  the  attached  specifications  and  call  for 
bids  for  an  incinerator  that  will  burn  800  tons  of  garbage  or  rubbish 
in  twenty-four  hours  and  award  contract  for  said  incinerator.  We 
further  recommend  that  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  financing  said 
incinerator  shall  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  incinerating  the 
garbage  and  rubbish  in  San  FYancisco  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinbefore  set  forth,  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  years, 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  per  ton.  In  case  the  plant  is  pri- 
vately financed,  we  recommend  that  the  name  of  the  company  awarded 
the  contra<>t  for  the  erection  of  an  incinerator  be  required  to  provide 
a  bond  in  a  sufficient  sum  to  guarantee  specific  perfoi'mance  of  con- 
tract; and  we  further  recommend  that  the  name  of  the  company 
awarded  the  contract  to  build  this  incinerator  be  embodied  in  the 
franchise,  permit  or  agreement,  and  that  said  incinerator  be  built  by 
said  company. 

Minority  Resolution  on  Subject  of  Incinerator. 
Presented  by  Supervisor  Roncovieri:

Whereas,  the  limit  of  taxation  fixed  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Fi-ancisco  will  not  permit  the  levying  of  a  sufficient 
amount  of  tax  to  defray  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  said  incin- 
erator;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that,  in  view 
of  the  large  bond  issue  that  must  be  submitted  to  the  people  during  the 
year  1930  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  properties  of  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  hereto- 
fore evaluated  by  the  State  Railroad  Commission  of  California,  that  no 
additional  bond  issues  should  be  submitted  for  approval  until  after  said 
bond  issues  for  the  acquisition  of  the  properties  of  said  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  and  Great  Western  Power  Company  are  disposed  of; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  does  hereby  declare  that  an  incinerator  should  be  con- 
structed by  private  capital   under   the  following  conditions: 

(a)  That  said  incinerator  should  be  constructed  at  or  near  the  site 
of  the  present  incinerator  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro  streets,  either 
upon  the  property  l>elonging  to  the  City  or  upon  privately  owned  prop- 
erty, and  if  constructed  upon  property  now  owned  or  hereafter  acquired 
by  the  City  that  a  reasonable  rental  should  \ye  paid  by  the  person, 
firm  or  corporation  erecting  and  operating  said  incinei-ator. 

(b)  That  .said  incinerator  should  have  a  capacity  of  incinerating  at 
least  eight  hundred  tons  of  garbage  per  day  in  the  most  up-to-date  and 
economical  manner,  and  without  nwessitatiiig  the  segregation  of  the 
wet  from  the  dry  garbage  by  the  householders  of  the  City  and  County, 
and  without  any  discharge  of  odor  or  undue  amount  of  smoke,  and 
with  the  least  possible  amount  of  unconsumed  material  remaining  after 
said  incineration. 

(c)  Tliat  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  constructing  or  operating 
said  incinerator  shall  agree  with  the  City  and  County  that  in  return 
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for  an  exclusive  franchise  to  incinerate  the  garbage  of  the  City  and 
County  for  a  period  of  25  years  that  said  garbage  will  be  incinerated 
at  a  price  not  to  exceed  $1.00  per  ton,  and  said  City  and  County  may 
acquire  and  take  over  said  incinerator  and  all  of  the  equipment  thereof 
and  the  land  upon  wh,icli  the  same  is  situated,  if  said  land  is  not 
already  owned  by  the  City,  at  the  cost  thereeof  less  a  reasonable 
amount  for  depreciation  on  said  incinerator  and  equipment  figured  as 
of  the  date  on  which  the  same  may  be  taken  over  by  the  City,  and 
that  if  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  said  incinerator  and  equipment  and 
said  property  cannot  be  agreed  upon  between  the  owner  thereof  and 
the  City,  the  said  amount  shall  be  fixed  by  arbitration,  the  owner  of 
j  said  incinerator  and  the  City  to  each  appoint  one  arbiter,  and  the 
■  two  so  appointed  to  choose  a  third,  and  the  price  fixed  by  two  of  said 
three  arbiters  for  said  incinerator  and  said  land  shall  be  the  price  at 
which  the  City  may  acquire  the  same,  and  that  if  said  incinerator  is 
not  taken  over  by  the  City  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  25 
years  for  which  the  constructor  of  said  incinerator  has  been  given  the 
privilege  of  incinerating  the  garbage  collected  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  that  said  incinerator  and  all  its  etiuipment,  and  the 
land  on  which  the  same  is  situated,  shall  revert  to  and  become  the 
property  of  the  City  and  County  at  the  expiration  of  said  term  of  25 
years  without  charge  or  payment  of  any  kind. 
I  (d)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  erecting  said  incinerator 
!  shall  be  given  the  exclusive  privilege,  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  years,  of  incinerating  all  garbage  collected  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  with  the  exception  of  that  character  of  garbage  com- 
monly known  as  "swill,"  which  may  be  collected  from  hotels,  restau- 
rants and  other  similar  places,  provided  that  said  swill  must  also  be 
incinerated  if  circumstances  require  the  disposition  of  the  same  by 
incineration. 

(e)  That  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  given  the  privilege  of 
erecting  said  incinerator,  shall  file  with  the  Board  .of  Supervisors  a 
bond,  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  direct,  for  the 
completion  of  said  incinerator  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications submitted  therefor,  as  well  as  an  additional  bond  that  said 
incinerator  will  properly  incinerate  all  garbage  under  the  provisions 
contained  in  any  agreement  for  the  construction  thereof,  and  that 
said  person,  firm  or  corporation  constructing  said  incinerator  will, 
when  given  the  exclusive  privilege  of  incinerating  the  garbage  collected 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  perform  his  contract  with 
said  City  and  County  for  the  full  term  thereof  or  until  said  incinerator 
is  taken  over  by  said  City  and  County;   be  it 

F'urther  Resolved,  That  any  and  all  persons  offering  to  construct 
said  incinerator  shall  present  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  any 
offer  to  construct  the  same,  full  and  complete  plans  and  specifications 
showing  the  construction  of  the  same  in  detail,  and  the  character  and 
kind  of  material  used  in  and  about  said  construction,  ^and  shall,  in 
addition  thereto,  specify  the  price  or  charge  which  shall  be  made  for 
the  incineration  of  said  garbage,  but  in  no  case  in  excess  of  $1  per 
ton;   and  be  it

County  at  the  least  possible  cost,  not  exceeding  $1  per  ton,  and  with 
the   greatest   return   for   the   privilege  of   so   doing,   said   privilege   to  'I 
exist  for  a  period  of  not  longer  than  twenty-five  years.    That  the  least 
amount  to   be   paid   to   the   City  and  County   for  the   privilege   of   in- 
cinerating  said   garbage  shall   be   three   per   cent,   of   the   annual   net 
receipts  of  said  incinerator. 

Garbage  Incineration.

Further  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  expedite  the  construction  of  the 
incinerator  the  sum  of  $25,000  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  use 
of  the  City  Engineer,  Hon.  M.  M.  O'Shaughnessy,  for  the  following  pur- 
poses, and  for  such  other  purposes  as  he  may  deem  necessary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  of  said  incinerator:  Firstly,  to  make  complete 
engineering  studies,  and  employ  such  specialist  engineers  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  to  assist  him  as  consultants  and  advisors  in  the  prep- 
aration of  general  plans  and  specifications  that  will  secure  for  the  City 
the  benefits  of  competitive  open  bidding  within  a  group  of  selected  types 
of  incinerators  that  will  give  San  Francisco  the  best,  the  most  efficient 
and  the  most  up-to-date  incinerator;  and,  secondly,  to  select  the  most 
feasible  site  at  or  near  the  present  incinerator  at  Fifteenth  and  De  Haro 
streets,  and  to  make  an  appraisal  thereof;  and,  thirdly,  to  make  such 
borings  and  other  foundation  piling  tests  on  the  site  selected  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  as  advance  preparation  for  the  building  of  the 
incinerator  thereon.

that  it  will  be  for  the  benefit  and  best  interests  of  the  said  Water  De- 
partment that  said  contracts  be  entered  into,  and  that  the  consideration 
to  be  received  for  said  occupation  is  fair  and  reasonable  and  the  best

Presented  by  Supervisor  Havenner  to  correct  procedure  and  legalize 
former  action,  the  validity  of  which  is  questioned: 
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Bill  No.  ,  Ordinance  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Providing?  for  the  creation  of  a  Department  of  Appraisal  and  Evalua- 
tion, defining  the  powers  of  said  department  and  prescribing  its  duties, 
and  providing  for  its  employees,  and  for  their  qualifications,  and  how 
they  shall  be  appointed. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as   follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  Department  of  Appraisal  and 
Evaluation,  which  shall  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  employees  of  said  department  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  employees  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  2.     That  the  duties  of  said  department  shall  be: 

(a)  To  advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sitting  as  a  County  Board 
of  Equalization,  and  to  furnish  data  to  said  Board  of  Equalization  to 
enable  said  Board  to  equalize  the  assessment  of  all  taxable  property 
in  the  City  and  County,  to  the  end  that  the  taxation  of  said  property 
may  be  in  proportion  to  its  value. 

(b)  To  advise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  to  the  true  and  fair 
value  of  any  and  all  property  and  the  Improvements  thereon,  which 
said  Board  may  desire  to  purchase  for  public  purpose. 

(c)  To  give  to  any  officer,  department  or  bureau  of  the  City  and 
County,  all  data  relative  to  the  value  of  any  property  in  the  City  and 
County   of   San   Francisco. 

(d)  As  the  same  are  accumulated,  compiled,  colated  or  made  up. 
to  maintain  such  maps,  records,  books  and  files  as  may  be  necessary 
to  ascertain  at  any  time  when  called  upon,  the  true  and  correct  value 
of  property  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(e)  To  consummate  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, when  directed  to  do  so,  and  at  the  price  fixed  by  said  Board, 
the  purchase  of  any  property  required  by  the  Citj^  and  County  for 
public  purposes,  when  the  same  is  to  be  acquired  by  purchase. 

Section  3.  Said  department  shall  be  constituted  as  follows:  The 
chief  right  of  way  agent  of  the  Right  of  Way  Department  at  present 
being  maintained  in  connection  with  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  in 
the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  three  persons  who  at  the  date  of  their 
appointment  to  said  department  are  experts  in  the  appraisal  of  real 
property  and  the  improvements  thereon  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco. 

Section  4.  That  said  department  shall  from  time  to  time,  and  when- 
ever required  to  do  so,  furnish  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  well 
as  to  any  other  official,  department  or  bureau  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  their  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  any  and  all  prop- 
erty in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  together  with  all  data 
upon  which  said  opinion  is  based,  and  said  department  or  the  mem- 
bers thereof  may  be  called  upon  to  give  testimony  in  court  as  to  the 
value  of  any  property  whicii  is  the  subject  of  eminent  domain  proceed- 
ings brought  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County. 

Section  5.  That  the  members  of  said  department  mentioned  in  Sec- 
tion 3  hereof  shall  be  required  to  give  such  time  to  the  affairs  of  said 
department  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  deem  necessary. 

Section  fi.  That  there  shall  be  a  secretary  of  said  department,  who 
shall  have  charge  of  all  the  records,  maps.  Imoks.  files  and  data  of 
said  department,  and  who  is  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  properly 
indexing,  entering  and  maintaining  all  datii  collected  or  presented  by 
the  members  of  said  department,  and  in  addition  to  said  secretary 
there  shall  be  such  additional  employees  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  conduct  and  maintenance  of  said  depart- 
ment, and  in  addition  thereto  there  shall  be  a  civil  engineer  detailed 
to  said  dpartment  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  directed  to  detail 
to  said  department  a  civil  engineer,  to  the  end  that  in  the  valuation 
of  property  to  Iw  acquired  for  public  purposes,  the  said  department 
of  this  Board  may  be  advised  as  to  the  adaptability  of  property  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  is  to  be  acquired. 
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'  Section  8.  That  the  members  of  said  department,  and  all  the  em- 
ployees thereof,  shall  be  appointed  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
Visors,  and  the  compensation  of  the  members  of  said  department  and 
Its  employees  shall  be  tixed  by  said  Board,  save  and  except  that  the 
salary  of  the  engineer  detailed  to  said  dei>artment  shall  be  fixed  by 
'the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  paid  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
Itlirect. 

(  Secti(m  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
jpassage.

APPROVAL  OF  JOURNAL. 

The  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  previous  meeting  was  laid  over 
for  approval  until  next  meeting. 

Proceedings  in  Relation  to  Resolution  of  Eulogy  and  Condolence  on 
the  Death  of  Doctor  Jacob  Nieto. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:   Mr.  Mayor. 

THE  MAYOR:  Mr.  Peyser. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board, 
■^ince  our  last  meeting  San  Francisco  has  suffered  the  loss  of  one  of 
its  great  citizens.  On  March  26  of  this  year,  last  Friday,  Rabbi  Jacob 
.N'ieto  passed  on.  Rabbi  Jacob  Nieto  was  identified  with  San  Francisco 
for  nearly  four-score  years.  Being  a  rabbi,  in  his  activities  he  naturally 
ministered  to  the  Jewish  community  of  San  Francisco  and  as  such  was 
a  great  and  able  leader.  He  was  very  profound  in  his  knowledge  and 
had  goodness  in  his  heart.  But,  in  addition  to  his  ecclesiastical  duties, 
Rabbi  Nieto  concerned  himself  with  the  citizenry  of  San  Francisco 
and  the  upbuilding  of  this  community,  and  during  all  his  years  he 
spent  many  hours  and  much  of  his  time  to  help  San  Francisco  become 
a  prosperous  and  glorious  city.  He  was  one  who  was  determined  in 
his  convictions,  he  was  one  who  believed  that  truth  should  prevail, 
and  when  he  did  so  believe  he  left  no  stone  unturned  to  see  that  truth 
came  out  on  top.  I  say  that,  in  the  loss  of  Doctor  Nieto,  not  only 
does  the  Jewry  of  San  Francisco  but  also  the  community  as  a  whole 
suffer  an  irreparable  loss.  He  had  a  heart  of  gold,  his  wisdom  was 
great  and  he  had  a  soul  for  humanity.  And  therefore,  Mr.  Mayor,  I 
will  ask  that  in  respect  to  his  memory,  when  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors adjourn  it  does  so  out  of  respect  to  Rabbi  Nieto,  and  I  am  also 
ofTering  at  this  time  a  resolution  which  I  ask  that  the  Board  adopt. 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  I  desire  to  second  the  motion  and  also 
the  resolution. 

THE  MAYOR:   Please  read  the  resolution,  Mr.  Clerk. 

THE  CLERK   (reading): 

"Whereas,  Rabbi  Nieto  died  on  March  26,  1930;   and 

"Whereas,  the  said  Rabbi  Jacob  Nieto  was  identified  with  the  civic 
life  of  our  community  for  nearly  forty  years;   and 
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"Whereas,  his  activities  were  always  directed  toward  the  betterment 
of  humanity  and  the  upbuilding  of  our  city;    and 

"Whereas,  by  his  passing  San  Francisco  suffers  an  irreparable  loss; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  when  this  Board  adjourns,  it  does  so  out  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  said  Rabbi  Jacob  Nieto,  and  that  the  Clerk 
be  directed,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  extend  to  the 
bereaved  family  and  relatives  the  deep  sympathy  and  the  sincere  con- 
dolences of  the  Board  of  Supervisors." 

SUPERVISOR  GALLAGHER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I  ask  for  the  privilege  of 
seconding  the  resolution  by  Mr.  Peyser  and  the  motion  that  he  made. 
And  I  would  like  to  humbly  testify,  if  I  could,  to  what  we  who  are 
not  of  the  faith  of  Doctor  Nieto  thought  of  him  and  how  we  regarded 
him.  I  can  remember  many  years  ago  when  a  very  lowly  set  of 
people,  in  very  humble  circumstances,  and  considered  by  some  of  not 
much  importance  as  far  as  things  in  this  world  go,  were  in  a  very 
bitter  struggle  for  better  conditions  for  themselves  and  the  labor 
world,  and  I  remember  well  how,  sacrificing  even  the  friendship  of 
people  who  were  very  close  to  him  because  of  the  opinions  he  held,  and 
because  of  the  assistance  he  gave  them,  Doctor  Nieto  came  to  their 
rescue  to  such  a  degree  that  he  pulled  a  victory  from  sheer  defeat. 
Among  those  of  the  Catholic  faith  he  was  more  than  highly  regarded 
because  of  his  works  and  because  of  his  willingness  to  go  anywhere 
at  any  time  in  any  good  cause,  and  to  speak  and  to  work  for  any  cause 
that  to  him  seemed  worth  while. 

I  had  the  honor  on  several  occasions  of  having  him  act  as  my 
sponsor,  and  the  cheering,  whole-hearted,  straightforward  manner  in 
which  he  met  one  on  requests  of  the  kind  of  which  I  speak  was  a 
very  encouraging  factor.  And  I  re-echo  and  would  reiterate  and  em- 
phasize, if  I  could,  the  statements  made  by  jMr.  Peyser.  The  loss  of 
Doctor  Nieto  is  a  great  loss  to  this  community  because  his  type  is  very 
rare.  A  man  of  the  cloth,  with  great  influence  and  with  power  to  be 
heard,  and  a  potent  factor  in  whatever  affairs  he  desired  to  take  part 
in,  he  was  so  outspoken  that  it  was  refreshing,  because  it  was  so 
rare.  And  I  am  sure  that  while  his  own  people  and  those  close  to 
him  in  his  own  faith  mourn  him  greatly,  I  can  say,  speaking  particu- 
larly if  I  may  for  those  of  us  that  knew  him  of  another  faith,  that 
we  mourn  him  also.  I  may  say  that  to  the  cause  of  the  Irish  he  was 
also  a  friend.  That  may  seem  singular,  but  he  was.  He  was  forever 
ready  to  say  what  was  on  his  mind  relative  to  the  rights  and  wrongs  of 
Ireland  and  her  people.  And  they,  I  am  sure,  feel  a  little  sadder  In 
heart  and  know  that  a  loss  has  occurred  in  the  death  of  Doctor  Nieto. 

SUPERVISOR  HAYDEN:  Mr.  Chairman.  I  attended  the  services  yes- 
terday in  memory  of  the  late  Doctor  Jacob  Nieto.  I  was  very  much 
impressed  by  the  beautiful  eulogy  rendered  by  Mr.  Aaron  Sapiro  of 
New  York  City.  Mr.  Sapiro  was  a  San  Francisco  boy,  raised  in  the 
Jewish  Orphanage  of  this  city,  and  Doctor  Nieto,  realizing  that  he  had 
wonderful  talent  as  a  boy,  undertook  to  take  him  in  hand  and  pro- 
vide an  education  for  him,  which  is  now  reflected  in  the  man  who  is 
a  leader  among  tlie  Jewish  people  of  this  nation  and  a  leader  in  any 
community  where  he  may  be. 

While  we  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  loin  with  Supervisor  Peyser 
in  paying  this  tribute  with  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Doctor 
Nieto,  there  is  present  here  today  a  gentleman,  a  distinguished  citizen 
and  a  former  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  one  of  his  own 
faith  and  a  leader  among  Jewish  people  of  the  city,  and  I  personally, 
Mr.  Mayor,  through  you  and  the  Board,  would  like  to  call  on  ex-Super- 
visor Milton  Marks  to  say  a  few  words  by  way  of  eulogium  to  the 
memory  of  Doctor  Nieto. 

SUPERVISOR  PEYSER:    Second  the  motion. 

THE   MAYOR:     Mr.    Marks. 

MR.  MILTON  MARKS:     Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors:     It  is  a  difficult  thing  for  me  to  appraise  the  value  of  the 
services  of  a  religious  leader  whose  period  of  activity  in  San  Francisco 
I  is  more  extended  than  my  entire  life.     But  I  do  know  that  what  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  says  today  in  this  resolution  is  an  expression 
of  the  point  of  view  of  the  city   which  this   Board  represents.     And 
while  it  is  not  quite  accurate  to  say  that  Doctor  Nieto  served  the  city 
for  four-score  years,   it  is  correct  to  say  that  for  thirty-seven  years 
of  his  life  he  gave  devoted  attention  to  the  needs  and  the  causes  and 
the  aspirations,  not  only  of  the  people  of  his  religion,  but  to  that  of 
the   people  of  all   creeds.     I   believe  the  most   beautiful    tribute   that 
I  could  have  been  paid  a  man.  outside  of  the  eloquent  tribute  that  was 
paid  to  him  yesterday  by  Aaron  Sapiro,  was  the  actual  physical  pres- 
ence in  the  temple,  crowded  to  capacity,  of  the  people  of  all  creeds 
:  and  all  religions  and  of  all  classes  of  life. 

I      Gentlemen   of  the  Board,   I   believe   it  can   be  said   of  him  that  he 
I  was  a  pastor  in  the  real  sense;   that  he  ministered  carefully  and  inti- 
i  mately  to  the  personal  needs  of  the  members  of  his  flock.    He  did  this 
I  with  a  loving  kindness  and  with  an  understanding  of  them  which  gave 
,  him  strength.     I  believe  that  we  do  not  easily  lose  religious  leaders 
I  of  whatever  creed,  that  we  do  not  easily  see  them  go  from  us  with- 
out feeling  that  there  is  a  void  in  the  community,  and  I  know  that 
I  speak  for  this  Board  and  echo  the  sentiment  of  this  Board  when  I 
say  that   thirty-seven   years  of   useful   service   to  the  community  and 
I   useful  service  to  the  city  has  been  ended  with  the  termination  of  the 
I  career  of  a  leader  beloved  by  all. 

I  SUPERVISOR  HAVENNER:  Mr.  Mayor,  I,  too,  desire  to  make  my 
(  tribute,  very  humbly  and  reverently,  to  the  memory  of  Doctor  Nieto. 
When  the  history  of  San  Francisco  is  written,  Mr.  Mayor,  the  name 
;  of  Doctor  Jacob  Nieto  must  occupy  a  prominent  part  in  the  annals 
!  of  the  recent  life  of  our  city.  He  was  one  of  the  great  humanitarians 
'  in  the  national  life  of  America,  in  his  generation.  What  Supervisor 
Gallagher  has  said  concerning  his  readiness  and  his  important  work 
i  in  behalf  of  those  who  were  struggling  for  better  condition  of  life,  for 
j  the  things  that  go  to  make  up  the  human  aspect  of  our  civilization, 
■  cannot  be  emphasized  too  much.  He  participated  in  every  humani- 
I  tarian  movement  of  labor  in  our  city  and  in  our  State  in  recent 
1  years.  The  people  who  believe,  as  most  of  us  do,  that  the  most  im- 
I  portant  function  of  gov^ernment  is  to  minister  to  the  happiness  of 
'  human  beings  will  remember  him  always  with  a  devoted  and  kindly 
I    affection. 

1  SUPERVISOR  ROSSI:  Mr.  Mayor  and  members  of  the  Board  of 
1  Supervisors:  It  was  my  honor  as  Acting  Mayor  to  represent  you  at 
j  the  funeral  services  of  our  beloved  fellow-citizen.  The  passing  of 
I  Doctor  Nieto  was  a  very  sad  moment  in  the  life  of  San  Francisco. 
I  Doctor  Nieto  was  not  alone  a  very  brilliant  man;  he  was  broadminded, 
j  kindly  and  sympathetic;  he  always  worked  for  the  welfare  and  the 
I  good  of  others,  and,  above  all,  he  was  democratic.  He  was  a  civic 
\  leader.  Whenever  San  Francisco  called  upon  its  citizenry  to  hedp  in 
.  any  cause  for  the  common  good.  Doctor  Nieto  was  always  in  the  fore- 
I  front.  In  his  passing  San  Francisco  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss, 
;  and  in  deepest  sorrow  we  join  our  fellow-citizens  in  expressing  our 
sympathy  to   his  bereaved   family. 

SUPERVISOR  COLMAN:  Mr.  Mayor,  may  I  also  have  the  privilege 
of  saying  a  word  of  eulogy?  I  am  proud,  indeed,  to  belong  to  the  faith 
of  Doctor  Nieto.  and  proud,  also,  of  the  fact  of  a  close  personal  friend- 
ship with  him  extending  over  years.  He  was  a  real  lover  of  humanity. 
\Vhen  joy  came  to  the  members  of  his  congregation,  he  rejoiced  with 
them:  when  sorrow  came,  he  shared  in  their  sorrow.  He  was  a  help- 
ful, kindly  man,  with  a  good  word  for  everyone,  and  it  must  have 
been  his  creed  that  if  he  could  not  say  a  good  word  he  said  nothing. 
We  can  ill  afford  to  lose  a  man  combining  such  wonderful  traits  and 
who,  in  addition  to  his  ecclesiastical  duties,  found  time  to  earnestly 
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support  every  worthy  activity  for  the  good  of  his  city,  State  and 
nation. 

THE  MAYOR:  Gentlemen  of  the  Board  and  my  fellow-citizens:  It 
was  a  great  shock  to  me,  as  it  was  to  all  the  people  of  this  city  who 
knew,  in  lifetime,  the  Reverend  Jacob  Nieto,  when  the  news  came 
that  he  had  passed  away.  Seldom  do  we  give  much  thought,  as  we 
go  along  through  life,  to  how  soon  one  of  our  closest  friends  or  even 
one  of  those  in  our  own  home  might  pass  away,  and  seldom  do  we 
realize  how  the  older  ones  of  us  are  growing  older  day  by  day,  and 
when  we  find  men  like  Reverend  Jacob  Nieto,  going  along  every  day, 
and  each  day  becoming  older,  as  each  and  every  one  of  us  are  becoming 
older,  and  we  know  how  our  circle  of  friends  is  being  diminished,  and 
we  know  only  too  late  that  what  we  might  have  said  to  them  when 
in  life,  they  were  taken  away  before  we  could  say  it.  In  the  midst  of 
life  we  are  in  death.  And  the  Reverend  Jacob  Nieto,  a  good,  courteous. 
God-fearing,  courageous,  influential  man  in  this  city  has  been  laid 
away  in  the  sleep  of  eternity.  I  knew  Doctor  Jacob  Nieto  long  before 
I  was  ever  honored  with  the  oflSce  of  Mayor  of  this  city.  I  knew  him 
when  I  was  engaged  in  business  life  and  in  the  activities  of  the  semi- 
public  organizations  of  this  city,  and  he  was  just  the  same  then  as 
he  has  been  all  the  years  that  we  have  known  him  in  our  public  life. 
I  have  seen  him  in  all  kinds  of  weather — fair  weather,  rough  weather, 
stormy  weather — but  he  was  the  same  genial,  approachable,  noble  gen- 
tleman all  the  time.  I  have  been  with  him  on  platforms  where  he  has 
spoken  in  the  interests  and  for  the  helpfulness  of  all  creeds.  I  have 
been  in  his  synagogue  and  I  have  naturally  been  close  to  him  as 
Mayor  all  these  nearly  twenty  years.  And  his  loss  and  his  death 
has  created  a  great  void  here  in  the  life  of  San  Francisco.  I  never 
heard  a  man  deliver  more  beautiful  tributes  over  the  biers  of  his 
departed  members  of  his  congregation  and  his  Jewish  friends  and 
neighbors  than  were  delivered  by  Doctor  Jacob  Nieto.  They  came  as 
words  from  the  heart,  words  from  the  mind,  studied  to  fit  every 
occasion.  And  I  remember  once,  at  the  services  of  a  dearly  beloved 
woman  that  he  loved  and  she  loved  him;  she.  left  a  widow,  brought 
up  a  family,  a  brood  of  five  children  without  the  help  of  a  husband, 
and  I  shall  never  forget  the  beautiful  tribute  he  paid  her,  which  was 
typical  of  God's  service,  when  he  said  that  she  reminded  him  of  the 
little  bantam  hen  that  had  her  little  brood  of  five  children  and  the 
great  hawk  flew  down  from  the  skies  to  gobble  up  her  little  brood, 
but  the  little  bantam  hen  hovered  over  her  little  brood,  kept  them  away 
from  the  hawk  until  somebody  came  along  and  did  away  with  the 
hawk.  It  was  a  beautiful  tribute,  and  you  can  see,  from  the  lesson 
of  that  tribute  from  the  mind  of  that  man.  the  human  side  of  him  and 
the  noble  character  that  he  was. 

Over  in  the  war  the  Jewish  rabbi,  if  he  was  present  when  a  Protest- 
ant boy  or  a  Catholic  boy  passed  away,  the  Jewish  rabbi  performed  the 
last  touch,  the  service  of  the  Almighty.  And  Jacob  Nieto.  no  matter 
what  the  creed  or  what  the  religion,  was  always  there  to  do  his  bit. 
I,  as  Mayor,  pay  tribute  to  his  memory  today.  I  regret  that  circum- 
stances were  such  that  at  the  last  minute  when  I  heard  of  his  death 
I  had  to  leave  this  city  because  of  the  serious  illness  of  Mr.  Joseph  J. 
Tynan,  but  I  did  not  go  without  telephoning  Mr.  Gus  Lachman,  who, 
I  think,  was  the  closet  friend  of  his  in  life,  and  it  was  Gus  Lachman's 
mother  that  he  spoke  of  as  the  little  bantam  hen  that  raised  that 
Lachman  family.  And  I  expressed  my  sorrow  to  him  and  through  him 
to  Mrs.  Nieto,  and  appointed  a  substitute  to  take  my  place  at  the 
funeral  services. 

I  think  the  Board  has  done  a  noble  thing.  I  congratulate  you.  Mr. 
Peyser,  for  bringing  in  a  well-worded  and  well-prepared  tribute  to  his 
memory,  and  the  resolution  before  the  Board  is  now  that,  when  this 
Board  ad.iourns.  that  it  adjourns  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  a 
good,   faithful,   honorable,  outstanding   God's   nobleman    in   our   midst 
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who  has  passed  away.    All  in  favor  of  the  resolution  will  please  rise. 

(All  members  of  the  Board  rise.) 

THE  MAYOR:    It  is  so  ordered.

Bill  No.  8228,  Ordinance  No.  (New  Series),  as  follows: 

Amending  Sections  4  and  5  of  Ordinance  No.  6803  (New  Series),  en- 
titled "Regulating  the  calling  of  auctioneers  and  sale  of  property  by 
auction  and  prescribing  a  penalty  for  a  violation  thereof,  and  repealing 
Ordinance  No.  2366  (New  Series)." 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 
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Section  1.     Sections  4  and  5  of  Ordinance  No.  6803    (New  Series) 
the  title  of  which   is   recited   above,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  Section  2  shall  not  apply  to  any  bona 
fide  sale  of  a  stock  of  merchandise  by  public  auction  where  the  owner 
thereof  or  the  creditors  of  the  owner  are  engaged  in  the  legitimate 
closing  out  of  the  business  of  such  owner  and  such  sale  is  held  upon 
the  premises  where  the  business  of  the  owner  had  been  carried  on 
for  not  less  than  one  year  immediately  preceding;  provided,  however, 
that  no  public  auction  conducted  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  continue  for  a  period  longer  than  thirty  days  at  any  one  time. 

Section  5.  In  all  cases  where  a  public  auction  sale  is  held  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  4,  the  owner  or  the  creditors  of  the  owner 
must  take  an  inventory  of  the  stock  of  merchandise  on  the  premises, 
which  is  to  be  sold  at  said  public  auction,  and  must  submit  said  in- 
ventory to  the  Chief  of  Police  at  least  24  hours  prior  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  auction  sale.  The  inventory  required  by  this  section  must 
show  each  item  of  merchandise  contained  in  the  stock  to  be  offered 
for  sale  in  the  premises  by  public  auction,  and  the  said  owner  or 
creditor  of  the  owner  must  take  and  subscribe  an  oath,  to  be  attached 
to  the  inventory,  that  the  said  inventory  contains  a  true  and  itemized 
account  of  all  the  property  to  be  sold  at  said  public  auction,  and  that 
the  same  is  a  bona  fide  closing  out  of  the  business  of  such  owner  and 
that  the  owner  intends  to  retire  from  said  business.  No  property  or 
merchandise  shall  be  sold  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4  except 
those  itemized  and  shown  in  the  inventory  provided  for  herein.
